As for his Tra*ts, 1. of Fermentation, 

2. Of the Anatomy of the Brain, 

3. Of the Accenſion of the Blood, 

4. Of Muſcular Motion, 

5. Of the Soul of Brutes , &c. they 
are all Theory , and contain nothing of 
Prattice in them. That which you have 
in this Volume, is, all the Practice of 
Phyſick contained in thoſe firſt frveT rafts; I 
ſay all thePradtice of Phyſick there contain- 
ed, becauſe there is not a great deal of 
Theory even in thoſe which is not 
here inſerted : For inſtance, Dr. W1l- 
lis, in the Firſt Part of bis Pharma- 


ceutice, is very large in piving the | 
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Anatomy of the Stomach or Ventricle, 
and of the Guts, being the parts which 
he calls the firſt paſſages, and he gives 
many Figures for the Iuflratins what 
he there ſays concerning them. In the 
Second Part of his Pharmaceutice , he 
is large in like manner in giving the 
Anatomy of the Lungs, GC. 

Now theſe things are here omitted as 
being beſides the deſign of this Work : 
Again, Dr. Willis, in many parts of 
his Pratlical Works, is wery large tn 
the Pathology of Diſeaſes, and in the 
fEtiology of Symptoms ; as to theſe alſo, 
I have been wholly arbitrary in them , 
often omitting what was conceiv d 100 
Prolix, and ſetting down barely what 
was judg'd necefſary for Illuſtrating 
the Nature of Diſeaſes. 

To obviate therefore all Cavillati- 
ons, which any Man ſhall pretend to 
make againſt this Work, as imperfect ; 
0n the account that all that Dr. Willis 

| has 
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has written in his Books of Practice, is 
uot here contained, I ſhall give you in 
ſhort what you may here expefA. 

Firſt, Tou will here find all the De- 
finitions or Deſcriptions which Dr. Willis 
gives of Diſeaſes and Symptoms , to- 
gether with as much of the Mtiology 
and Pathology as was conceiv' d neceſſary, 
or would be defir d in a work of this Nature. 

Secondly, You have alway here his 
Method of Curing in any Diſeaſe, con- 
taining all his Phyſical Indications and 
Intents of Curing , none being omitted 
throughout his whole Works. 

Thirdly, There is not a Recipe in 
order to the Cure of any Diſeaſe in any 
of his Trafls, but it is here inſerted : 
I have been inducd to believe on ſe- 
weral Grounds that the Praflical part 
of Dr. Willis's Works , ſet forth after 
this manner, would be acceptable to 
many. For, in truth, beſides the cheap- 
neſs and portableneſs of the Volum, if 


any 
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any Perſons unacquainted with the La- 
tin Tongue buy Dr. Willis, it cannot be 
thought that they will have the pati- 
ence to peruſe a deal of Theory, con- 
ſifting of large Anatomical and Phyſiolo- 
gical Diſcourſes, and the like , which 
though never ſo clearly delivered in Eng- 
liſh, cannot be comprehended by them 
under ſome years fludy : And again, 
thoſe who underſtand the Latine Tongue, 
will certainly be better pleas d 10 read 
the Theory at large in the Original , 
than in the Engliſh, and having this 
manual of Prattice by them, they will 
find Dr. Willis's Theory of Diſeaſes ſo 
fairly hinted in the Indications of them 
here given, that if at any time they have 
forgotten it, they will eaſily call it to 
mind again, having once read it be- 
fore. The order obſeru'd here in placing 
the Books of Praftice of Dr. Willis #n 
this Volume, is not according as he writ 
them one after the other, neither is it 

con- 
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corceiv d that if he were now to publiſh 
his Works together himſelf , he would 
ſo place them. Wherefore tho' his Phar. 
maceutice was the laſt Book be writ , 
yet it is plac d here in the firſt place, in re- 
gard that the firſt part of it contains the Ge- 
nerals of Phyſick.; it treating of Vomiting, 
Pwrging, Sweating, &c. Which Generals 
ought to precede what he writes on parti- 
cular Diſeaſes. After the two parts of his 
Pharmaceutice,we ſet his Trafts of Convuul- 
ſrve Diſeaſes, and of the Scurvy, which he 
defign'd as Previous and Introdudtory to 
his Traft of the Diſeaſes of the Brain and 
Genus Nerwoſum ; which follows next ; and 
in the laft place we put his Trad of Fevers. 
As for the Head T itle prefixt to thiVeclume, 
where it's call 4 the London Practice of 
Phyſick; no man haply may wonder at it 
if he conſiders, that whatever Medicines 
Dr. Willis, with his great Diligence and 
moſt accurate Fudgment, both in Conſulta- 
tions, Practice, and 0n other occaſions, 0b-

ſers'd to be moſt in uſe here, and moſt ratio- 
nally preſcrib d,he always carefully recorded 
them,and everywhere throughout his Books, 
here Printed, ſet down the moſt ele forms 
of them,as he often declares himſelf : Some 
parts of his Works indeed were written at 
Oxford,as his Trafs of Fevers,of the Scur- 
vy,and of Convulſrue Diſeaſes ; but in re- 
gard the chiefeſt parts were written here, I 
mean his two parts of his Pharmaceutice, 
whereof the firſt contains the Generals of 
Phyſick; and his Traft of the Diſeaſes of 
the Brain and Genus Nervoſum ; I think 
the Title may bear for the reaſon before gi- 
ven, I well know that Dr. Willis s Works 
are ſet forth together in Folio in the Eng- 
liſh Tongue. But as this Book is of a differ- 
ent Nature,it containing only a Synopſis of 
his Praflical part, the large Theory being 
omitted,ſo it has its peculiar uſe : As for 
the way of Tranſlation us d in this Work, 
any Man who pleaſes to compare a Leaf of 
what is here done with a Leaf of the former

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Tranſ/lation, will eaſily find that this is ng 


Tranſcript; the way of expreſſion being very 


differing ; and we often diſagreeing as to 
the ſence of Dr. Willis ; in which others 
will judge who has done him moſt right :

what I have us'd, ſo I conceive there is no 
very material errour in what I have mrit-

CHAP. L 


Inftrutions concerning Vomiting, with Precepts of 
Womits. 


Hat a Vomitory Medicine may be duly Adminl- 
ſtred; We ought to conſider what are the 
Indications or Signs which foreſhew the want 
of it, what things permit it, and which pro- 
hibit it. 

It is a fign that a Vomit is needed, when a 
bilous and bitteriſh hngzour floats in the Ven- 
tricle, ſo that from thence a nauſeouſne(s, an ungrateful favour, 

or a Head-ach is caus'd : Alfo if the Stomach be burthen'd with a 

viſcous Phlegm, as in the longing diſeaſe of Maids, and in Men 

after Surfeiting, and diſorderly eating or drinking. 

In moſt cafes when with a difficulty of breathing , the loaded 
Ventricle is affected with a lothing of meat or nauſeouſneſs, up- 
ward Purging is a common Remedy,

\Moreover, when the Stomach is beſet with ſome Exotick fer. 
ment, { that. it preſently caſts up whatſoever. is taken into it, 
 &e&) though the cauſe of it proceeds from ſome remote parts ; 
Werniting is often advis'd with good ſucceſs: for by this means. 
the Veſſels that contain the Gall being very much drain'd, the 
Choler is emptied from the Blood iff a more plentiful manner, 
and its Feaveriſh diſtempers are taken away. 

Again, foraſmuch as.the Superfluities or Stagnations of theNer- 
vous hymgur:are moſt eafily Cur'd by this meads of Evacuation ; 
the uſe of Emeticks contributes not a little toward a Cure in the 
Gout, Aſthma , Epilepſy, Madneſs, and very many other Di- 
ſeaſes which are accounted great, and moſt diffigult to be con- 
quered. Fo | - | 

Secondly, As to thiugs. that permit this Remedy, it may be 
2ivehi where there is a ſtrength of the Viſcera, and'7 firm conſti- 
tution of Body, and eſpecially.to thoſe whoſe Neck and Breaſt 
are but ſhort, ſo that there is a nearer paſſage from the Stomach 
to the Moyth : We are encouragdalſo to give a Vomit to ſuch 
as Vomit eaſily, and bear it well, and when the matter. to. be ex- 
pell'd is lax, and comes away readily ; alſo when we find Nature 
ina calm, and as it- were at leiſure for {uch an undertaking. 

Thirdly, The uſe of Emeticks ſeems to be prohibited , where 
there is a difficulty of Vomiting, or an unaptne(s to it found by 
former experience, where there is a tender and weakly Conftitu- 
tion, a tall and ſlender Stature, infirm Inwards, and eſpecially if 
there be a Conſumptive Diſpoktion, with an Ulcer of the Lungs, 
or Spitting Blood; alſo where there is a too great Cachexia, in 
which there is-danger, leſt the/humeurs fhouid be forc'd tryn the 
whole Body all on a Tudden into the Ventricle : Moreover an un- 
uſual efferveſcence of the Blogd, the fits of Feavers, and an expe- 
Cation: of a Criſis, do wholly exclude this ſort of Medicine.

F a Vomit over-warks, let the Patient preſently be put to Bed, 
. and let kim make uſe of- both External and Internal Reme-, 
dies ; and firff of all to appeaſe the diſorders in the Stomach, let 
there be otitwardly adminiftred tq ft, either a warm Foinenta- 
yon of-the,decoGtion of Sea-Wormwood, Mints and Spices in Red- 
Wine, or let a ſlice of the Pith of Bread be Toaſted, and dip'd in 
Claret Wine warm'd and apply'd thereto : Let there be a Gliſter 
given of Mk, with Treacle difſolv'd in it. Let alſo warm frictis,. 
ons of the Mentbies be us'd, and ſtrong Ligatures above the Knees 
to keep Conyulfions from thoſe. parts;z let. the Stomach in the.

give either plain Poſſer-drink, or with the Leaves of Carduws boil'd 
in it ; alſo ſometimes Oxymel or Wine of Squills, or Antimonial 
Fine; ſometimes it may be good to ule Gift ſometimes alſo 
a gentle Purge carries away the matter offending the Stomach, 
by a more eafie way of Evacuation through the Inteſtines. 

Sympromanich, Vomiting proceeds from a conjun cauſe, either 
ſubfiſting in the Venitricle, which produces that Idiopathich, AfﬀeR, 
or fix'd in other parts, 'which ſtirs up their Conyulftons, and con= 
ſequently Vomitive Conyulfions of the Ventricle, by a commu- 
nication of the Nerves; the Cure of which Synpathick Vomiting 
depends on the Cure of the Primary Diſeaſe. 

When the Stomach is Primarily Aﬀected, it is becauſe its Fis 
bres are irritated to an Excretion by ſome matter which it can- 
not duly digeſt or overcome, or preſs forwards into the the In- 
teſtines, which matter becomes {o diſagreeing or refractory, ei» 
ther by its own offenſive quality or quantity, or through the fault 
of the Stomach it ſelf, its Tome being become lax, and its Fibres 
ſo weal., that they are not able to brook or indure the Chyle it 
ſelf, much leſs the Excrementitious humours, but caſt all forth 
by Vomiting : There being various caſes and manners of affect- 
ing of both theſe, we ſhall here briefly ſet down ſome of the 
Chief of them together with the Remedies. 

The Emetick matter ſubſiſting in the Ventricle , is either 
brought into it from elſewhere, or what for want of digeſtion, 
or becauſe it is vitiated, is engendred there ; in either reſpect, the 
preient offenſive load is firſt of all to be carried off, and then 
care muſt be taken to prevent any farther ſupply of it. 

To cleanſe the filthy Maſs of viſcous matter forth of the Sto- 
mach, preſcribe a gentle Vomit of Carduus Poſſet-drink;z or of 
Oxy, or Wine of Squits, or of a DecoCtion of the Flowers of 
Chamomil, or of the Roots of Enpatorium, or give a Solution of 


the Salt of Vitriol, or ſuch like; then let the remainder be gently - 


carried off by G/;ſters, or by a Purge of Pilule Maſtichin : or Pul. 
Stomach. cum Gumms, Tintura Sacra, or an Infuſion of Rhubarb. 

Movyeover, when an impure or rank Blood, conveying ever and 
anon new Stores of offenſive matter to the Stomach, either by 
the A;teries, or by the Ga!l-Veſſels which often overflow, cauſes 
a diſpoſition to Vomit, Bleeding frequently affords relief, and 
theretore Women with Child troubled with Vomiting, are often 
Cur'd by this means ; thoſe things alſo do good which ſo temper 
the Blood, that they Keep it free from breeding aduſt Excre- 
ments ; Hence Whey, Mineral Waters, Juices of Herbs, Sal Pru- 
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nella, and ſuch like, for as much as they fuſe the Blood, and 
convey its dreggy Particles ſome other way , often remove Vo- 
miting diſpoſitions. Theſe ſorts of Remedies may alſo be us'd in 
caſe a. frequent and daily Vomiting proceeds ( as ſome think it 
may) from the meetings and conteſt of the Bilous and Pancrea- 
tick humours, and ſrom their regurgitation into the Ventricle. 

The more frequent Vomiting, and harder to be Cur'd, is that 
which proceeds from a diſagreeing matter, and conſequently E= 
metick engendred within the Ventricle, to wit, by reaſon of the 
vitiated ferment of the Stomach, whatſoever is taken into it de- 
generates into an irritating Maſs of Corruption z wherefore in this 
caſe, after that the filth of the Stomach is cleans'd forth by gentle 
 Evacuatives, Remedies commonly call'd Digeſtives are generall 
us'd; which according as the fermenting Juice of the Re 
(being for the moſt part of a Saline Nature, and ſometimes of a 
Sulphurous) is in a various ſtate of fixtneſs, flowing, or aduſti- 
on, are variouſly preſcrib'd, and ſometimes theſe, ſometimes the 
others do moſt good. 

In Belching and Acid Vomiting, theſe following Medicines may 
be try'd, and you may fix upon your method of Cure according 
to what you find agrees beſt. 

Take Powder of Aron Compound an Ounce and a half. Salt of Worms 
wood two Drams, Sugar of Roſes three Drams, make a*Powder: give 
a Dram of it in the Morning, and at five a Clock in the Afternoon, 
in a little draught of Beer boul'd with Mace and a Cruſt of Bread, or 
give it in the diſtill'd Water, or Tinfure of Reman Wormwood. 

Take the Powders of Ivory, Crabs Eyes, and red Coral, of each two 
Drams, Calcind Coral one Dram, red Saunders, Cinnamon of each 
half a Dram, make a Powder: the Doſe u half a Dram after the ſame 


manner. 

Take the Powders of Lignum Alves, yellow Saunders, Winters Bark, 
of. each two Drams, of white Chalk ſix Drams , Sugar-Candy half 
an Ounce; with the Solution of Tragacanth in Mint Water as much as 

ſuffices, make a Paſt, and let it be form'd into Troches, weighing half 
a Dram; let the Patient take three or four of theſe thrice , or oft= 
ner in a day. 

Take Tindure of Salt of Tartar an Ounce, the Doſe from a Scru- 
ple to half a Dram twice a day iu ſome proper diſtill d Water. 

In hot and ſharp or tartiſh Vomiting, Medicines endow'd with a 
ſharp or tartiſh and vitriolate Salt are more proper. The famous 
Medicine of Riverius in this caſe does well. 

Take Salt of Warmwood a Scruple, give it in a ſpoonſul of. Fuice of 
Limmons. 

Take prepar'd Cora! two Drams, Salt of Wirmiwoed a Dram and 4

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CHAP. III. 
Inſtruttions concerning Purging , with preſcripts* of 


Purges. 


S Nature often Purges it ſelf according to three Degrees, 
ſo there are three Degrees of Purging by Medicine. 

The firſt is ſoft and eafte, gently expelling any looſe matter 
contain'd in the Ventricle and the Inteſtines. 

The ſecond reaches not only that, but Purges likewiſe other 
humours from the Bilous and Pancreatick Paſſages, and from the 
Mouths of the Veſlels. 

The third performs all this, and that in a more full manner, 
and going yet farther, ſtrongly Purges from the Blood, and con- 
ſequently from the Nervous Juice and other parts, an Excremen- 
Co__ matter which is brought by the Arteries into the Inte- 

ines. 

As for what concerns the choice to be us'd in Purging Medi- 
cines, though we do not approve of thoſe cry'd up Claſſes of 
Medicines appropriated to this or that Juice or Humour ; yet we 
do not think that all Purges are indifferently to be us'd in all ca- 
ſes, but that there is need of a ſtrong Judgment, and a wary cir- 
cumſpeCtion in a Phyſician, that according to the ſtrength of his 
Patients, their temperament, the ſtate and ability of the Viſcera, 
their bearing, cuſtome, and fancy, and fo according to the nature, 
of the Diſeaſe, its time and quality, he preſcribe a Purge more 
gentle or ſtrong; and that of hot things, or temperate, gentle or 
more (mart, and in a ſolid ſubſtance or a liquid, or ſomething of 
ſome other certain kind and form, as he ſhall ſee good. 

A Purge therefore being not convenient at all times, nor in 
every ſtate of Body; to proceed as we ought, we muſt take a fit 
ſeaſon, and uſe a certain preparation, and both theſe have regard 
to the firſt paſſages, and to the Maſs of Blood. 

As to the firſt, if at any time the Stomash be loaded with a 
Maſs of viſcous Phlegm, or troubled with the boiling of Turgid 
Choler, a Purge moſt commonly either becomes of no effect or 
does hurt, unleſs thoſe contents are firſt of all cleans'd forth by 
a Vomit, or unleſs their oppreſſion and efferveſcency be corre- 
Cted by digeſtives. 

As to what regards the Blood, a Purge is often unſeaſonable, 
ſometimes alſo inconvenient, and in ncither of theſe caſes Prepa- 
ratives commonly fo call'd, but only Alteratives are proper, for 
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Of Parging, 9 
the buſineſs is not to diſpoſe thoſe imaginary humours for evacu- 
tion, but the Blood it (elf ought to be reduc'd from its troubled 
and confuſed ſtate to a calm condition, or from its debility and 
fall'n Crafis to its vigour and ev'n temperament. Whilft the 
Blood Feaveriſhly boiling is difturb'd in its mixture, Purying is 
always found hurtful ; and fo whilſt its Maſs being become lan- 
guid and weak, does not ariſe to its due termentation, that fort 
of Evacuation is no leſs forbidden. Moreover, when the Blood 
is too bilous or watry, or too much inclin'd to Coagulations or 
Fufions , Purges for the' moſt part do not take away thoſe its 
defaults or depravations , but moſt commonly encreaſe them : 
Wherefore in thoſe caſes altering Remedies are rather Indicated 
which may deſtroy the undue Separations and Combinations of 
the Salts, Sulphur and Serum, and take away other their enormi- 
ties. Of theſe Digeſtives and Alteratives which ſupply the 
place of common Preparatives, we ſhall ſpeak particularly here- 
after. | 

The chiefeſt Compoſitions of Purging Medicines being Potions, 
Powders, Bolus's, Eleftuarics, Morſels or Tablets, and Phyſick= Ales 
or Wines, we ſhall here ſet down certain of the more Select Forms 
of each of them, and thoſe of a threefold kiad, according as the 
operation of the Medicine ought to be gentle, mean, or ſtrong ; 
to which in the fourth place we ſhall add Pretcripts of ealily pre- 
par'd Purges for poor Peop!e. 

1. Gentle Potions. The Rhubarb flic'd three Drams, yellow Saun- 
ders half a Dram, Salt of T.rtar a Scruple , maks a cold Infuſion 
all Nis he in Cichory water and Mhyite-wine , of each two Ounces 
and a half, to three Ounces of Cleer ſtrainins, add Syrup of Ci- 
chory with Rhubarb half an O:nce, Cinnamon water two Drams, make 
4 Potion. | 

2, Mean Potions. Take of the beſt Senna three Drams, Rhuvarb, 
Troches of Agarich of each a Dram and a half, yellow Sarmders two 
Scruples, Salt of Tartar half a Dram, Cortander-ſceds a Dram ; let 
them have a cloſe Infuſion ail Night im Spring-water and Woite-wine 
made warm, of each three Ounces, to four Ounces of it ſtrain d, add 
of the Purgmns Syrup of Apples an Onnce, Aqua Mirabi's two Drams, 
make a Potion + Or, Tahe the decottiom of Senna Gerioms four Ounces, 
Syrrup of Roſes Soſutive an Ounce, Cream of Tartar balf a Dram,Cint- 
namon water two Drairs, make a Potion. 

Tahe the beſt Senna,Caſ}ia Fiftula,Tamarimnds, of each half an Ounce, 
Cortander-ſeeds two Drams, boil all in ten Ounces of Spring-water, 
tall a third pare be confumi'd, ſtrain it, and Clarifte it with the White 
of an Ego, add to it the Syrup of Apples an Ounce, make 4 Potion. 

3. Strong Potions. Take of the decottion cf Sena Grrions ( with 
the addition of the ſtrinzs of black Heliebore and Azarick, of each 4 
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Dram and a half) ſix Ounces, Syrup of Roſes Solutive, or of the flow- 
ers of Peaches an Ounce, Aqua Mzrabils two Drams : Or, ' 

Take of the beſt Sena half an Ounce, ſtrings of black Hellebore, Tur= 
bith, of eacÞ two Drams, yellow Saunders a Dram, Cortander-ſeeds a 
Dram and a half, Salt of Tartar half a Dram; let it infuſe cloſe all 
Night in eight Ounces of White-wine made warm , to froe Ounces of 
the Cleer ſtraining, add of the Elefuary of the Juice of Roſes three 
Drams, Syrup of Buck:thorn ſix Drams, Cinnamon water two Drams, 
make a Potion. © 

Potions of eafie preparation for the Poor. Take of Flaxweed 4 
handful , ſweet Fennel-ſeeds two Drams, boil them in a ſufficient 
quantity of Spring-water till it comes to ſix Ounces, add to it of 
White-wine two Ounces, make a Potion. After the ſame manner you 
may make a Purging Potion of the Flowers of Damask, Roſes ; alſo of 
Peach Leaues, and ſo of the Roots of Eupatorium Avicenne. 

PILLS. Firſt of a gentle Operation. Take of Stomach Pills with 
Gums, from a Scruple to half a Dram, Tartar vitriolated two Grains, 
Balſam of Peru what will ſuffice, make thereof three or four Pills. 
After the ſame manner may be made Pills of the maſs of Pilul. Ruff, 
of Pilul. Maſtichm : of Plul. de Succino, and of our extract Solutive, 
the deſcription of which you may find in our Tra# of the Scurzy. 

2, Mean Pills. Take of Stomach Pills with Gumms half a Dram, 
Roſin of Fulap from four Grams to ten, Tartar vitriolated fix Grains, 
Ammoniacum diſſolv'd, as much as will ſuffice, make four Pills, After 
the ſame manner may be made Pills of the maſs of Pilulg de Succino, 
Tartart _—_— :: Alſo inſtead of Roſin of Fiuap, you may put Scam= 
mOny _ mrated, from fix Grains to twelve, or Roſin of Scammony 
from eight Grains to fourteen, Or, Take Stomach Pills with Gumms 
a Scruple, Roſin of Julap from fix Grains to twelve, Balſam of Peru 
as much as will (uffice, make four Pills. 

3. Strong Pills. Take Pilule Rudin Þa!f a Dram, Rofin of Fulap 
from eight Grains to twelve, Balſam of Peru what will ſaffice, make 
four Pills to be taken cum Regimine. After the liks manner Pills may 
be made of the maſs of Pilul.e Cochie,de Sagapeno. Take of Pilulg ex 
duobus from 4 Seruple to balf a Dram, Calime/anos a Scruple, make 
four Pills to be taken Cum Regimine. 

4- Pills eaſi'y prepar'd, and cheaper. Tate Powder of the beſt t- 
lip two Drams, Diazridium a Dram, Cloves, Ginger, of each a Scru- 
ple, Ammontacum diſſolv'd , as much as will ſugce, mals a maſs, 
the Doſe is half a Dram. 

Take of Pills Cochie, from half 2 Dram to tw Scruples, let four 
Pills be made. 

POWDERS. Firſt, ſach as are gentle. Tithe of Rhubarb Pons 
ared balf a Dram , Salt of Wormiwood ha'f + Scrutve , Cloves two 
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Grains, make a Powder, give it in a ſpoonful of ſmall Cinnamon- 
water, or in 4 [ittle Broath. 

Take of the greater Compound Powder of Sena, from half a Dram 
to 4 Dram, in a little draught of Poſſet-drink. 

Take Powdor of the Leaves of Sena a Scruple, Calamelanos ſoven« 
zen Grains, yellow Saunders half a Scrupie , make a Powder, give is 
in a ſpoonful of Panada. 

2. Mean Powders. Take Potwder of Diaſena a Dram, Cream of 
Tartar a Scruple, make a Powder, give it in a little drauzhe of 
Broath. 

Take Roſin of Falap ten Grains, Calamelanos a Scrupte, Cloves ſix 
Grains, make a Powder, and take it after the ſam: manner. 

Take Species of Diaturbith with Rhubarb, from half a Dram to a 
Dram, Cream of Tartar from a Scruple to half a Dram. 

3- Strong Powders. Take Turbith, Hermadatts of each three 
Drams, Diazridium a Dram, Ginger a Scruple, makg a Powder, the 
Doſe is from half a Dram to a Dram. 

Take Pulos Cornachimi a Dram; after the ſame manner may be 
given the Compumnd Powder of Hermadatts ; alſo th: Hydroti Pows 
der of Riverius. 

4. Cheap Powders and eafie to be got. Tuke Powder of the Roots 
ﬀf the beſt Falap a Dram, Ginger a Scruple, give it in a little draught 
of Wyite-wine ; fo you may give Powder of the Roots of NMe-choachan, 
alſo of the Leaves of Sena im any Liquor. 

BOLUS's and ELECTUARIES. Firſt, ſuch as work 
gently. Take of the Lenitive Eleftuary half an Ounce, Cream of 
Tartar half a Dram, Syrup of Roſes what ſuffices, mage 4 Bolus. Take 
freſh Caſſia half an Ounce, Powder of Rhu9arh half a Dram , Cream 
of Tartar a Scruple, Syrup of Roſes as much as ſuffices, maze a Bolus.

3. Strong Workers. Take of the E'eftuary of the Fuice of Roſes 
half an Ounce, Rofin of Fulap ten Grains , Cream of Tartar half 4 
Dram, Syrup of Elder what ſuffices, make a Bolus. | 

Electuaries aze Compounded of the ſame things made 1p1n a great= 
er quantity, by adding Conſerves of Damas, Roſes, or of the Flowers 
of Peaches ; the Doſe is the quantity of a Cheſnut to be taken betimes 
every Morning, or twice or thrice a Week; 

4- Bolus's and Electuaries eafily prepar'd. Take Powder of the 
Roots of Fulap an Ounce, of Mechoachan half an Ounce, of Ginger 


two Drams, of Cloves a Dram, Cream of Tartar three Drans, Sglt of 
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1ormwood a Dram, Sugar two Ounces, Syrup of Roſes Solutive what 
tuthces, make an Eledtuary, the Doſe 1s the quantity of a Wallnut. 
" Confettto Solutiva,£5 Paſſule Laxantes, the Diapranum of Sylvius 
in the 30. Page of his Practice of Phyſick, 

5. Morſcl!s or Tablets of a mean operation. Take Powder of Me- 
choacan, Gummons Turbith of each half an Ounce, Scammony ſulphu- 
rated two Drams, Rofin of Falap a Dram, yellow Saunders a Dram, 
Cream of Tartar two Drams, Conſerve of Violets qu Omice , Sugar 
diſſolv'd in Roſe-water , and boil'd up t9 a fit conſiſtency a Pound. 
Make Tablets according to Art, each weighing a Dram, the Doſe is 
oxe or two. The Purging Tablets of Sylvaus, Page the 28. of his Pra-

6. Phyſical or Purging Wines and Ales of a mean operation. 
Take Leaves of Sena an Ounce and a half, Turbith, Mechoacan of 
each fix Drams, ſtrings of black, Hellebore three Drams, Cubebs, Ga- 
lingal Roots, choice C:unamon of each two Drams: Put all in a large 
Glaſs, with four Pounds of Rheniſh-wine, adding to it Salt of Tartar 
a Dram and a half, let it ſtand cold and cloſe cover d for ſix dave, 
add to it Sugar-Candy three Ounces, ſtram t- through Hippocrates 
Sleeve, the Doſe 1 three or four Omnices.

CHAP. IY. 


A Cure fir Over-purging, or of Medicines that ſtay 
too much Purging, or a Loofencſs : Alſo the Cure 
of the London-Flux ; with [iſtruitions in each 
Ca & 


TY prevent over-purging upon giving any Purging Medicine, 
. we mvſt proceed thus : Before we give a Purge, we mutt 
firſt conſider weil the Conſtitution, Strength and Cutiome of the 
Body to be Purg'd 3 as allo the Nature, Doſe, manner of Work- 
mg, znd ordinary effects of the Medicine to be given, and ml 
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by comparing the one with the other , we muſt proportionate 
the vertue of the Agent according to the bearing of the Patient. 
Secondly, whilſt the Medicine is working, let the Viſcera where 
digeſtion is perform'd,the Blood,and the Animal Spirits be kept free * 
from any other perturbation : Wherefore during that time, let 
not the Patient eat groſs or viſcous food, or too great a plenty 
of any food, which may cftend the Stomach , let him carefully 
avoid the admittance of any outward cold, by which the Pores of 
the Body are ſhut up, alſo let the mind be kept calm and undi- 
ſturb'd, free from all Cares and toilfome Studies. Thirdly, The 
Operation-of the Medicine being ended, we muſt appeaſe the an- 
gry rage of the Animal Spirits, and allay the efferveicence of the 
Blood and Humorrs; for which ends let an Anodine Medicine, or 
a gentle Hypnotick be given according to the following forms. 

Take Water of Cowllip Flowers two Ounces, Cinnamen-water hor= 
deated, Syrup of M.econium , of each half an Ownce, Pearls half a 
Scruple, make a draught tobe taken going to rest : Or, 

Take Conſerve of red Roſes vitriolated two Scruples, Diaſcordium 
half a Dram, Pearls half a Scruple, Diacedium mhat ſiffees, make 
a Bolus to be taken going to ſleep. 

In caſe this Provihon be either omitted, or does not hinder a 
Purging Medicine from working to excets, let the Patient pre- 
ſently be put into a warm Bed, and be ordered as follows. Firſt, 
Let cither a Plaiſter of M:thr:date be apply'd to his Stomach, and 
to the whole upper Region of the Belly ; or let thoſe parts be fo- 
mented with waim Linzen Cloaths, dip in a dec«Etion of Worms 
wood, Mints, ard Spices i red Vine, and fo wiung forth; preſent- 
ly upon it let hin take inwardly cither a Bolus of Fexice Treacle, 
or a Sulution of 1t in Comamon-water. Moreover, let him drink 
every now and then a ſpoontul or two of Burnt-wine, diluted 
With a little Mint-water ; if he be troubled with Gripes, give him 
a Glifter of warm Milk with Treacle diflolv'd in it, ard warm 
frictions mutt be us'd to the remote parts, and ſometimes Liga- 
tures to draw the Blood guty ards, and io keep it from too great 
1 Colliquation, and from diicharging it felf ito the Cavities of 
the Viſcera then in the Eveving it there be ſtrength, and a pretty 
vo00d Pulſe, let him take a Dute cither of Dziacodium , or of Li- 
quid Laudanum with ſome tit Vehicle. 

As to other kinds of excetiive Purging, which ate wont to 
happen without the Acminiftcation ot a Furging Mecicine, for the 
moſt part they are mcerly Symptomatical, depending cn other 
Diteaies, and their method of Cure is wholly the fame as of thoſe 
Diſeates, whole off-tpring they are : Nevertheleſs fometimes a 
F oofenels. or Fins feems to be a Diſcaic of it (et, ard Lecauſe 
this Lind of Diftemver Paging almceR yearly in the City of Lon 
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don, is commonly accounted Endemious, or a Diſeaſe peculiarly 
attending Inhabitants, I ſhall here ſet down its method of Cure. 

T have often and long obſerv'd that there are two, and that 
very different kinds of that Flux ( uſually call'd the Gripinz of the 
Guts ) which happens here almoſt yearly about Autumn : In one 
of them the Stools are watry, and in a manner cleer, with a ſud- 
den failing of the ſtrength ; in the other they are bloody, but to- 
lerable withal. 

In the Year 1670. about the Autumnal Equinox, a World of 
People here were (eized with a moſt dangerous Flux (though 
without Blood ) and joyn'd with a cruel Vomiting , which pre= 
ſently caus'd great faintings, and a total decay of ſtrength. 

For the Cure of this Diſfgaſe no Evacuation did good, nay 
Bleeding, Vomiting, and Purging always did hurt; only Cordi- 
als, and thoſe of the hotteſt nature, to wit, ſuch as abounded 
with Spirit and Sulphur, or a Volatile Salt prov'd commonly of 
good effect ; inſomuch that Brandy burnt a little with Sugar was 
a Popular, and as it were Epidemick Remedy, and in that fort 
of Flux was (eldome given without ſucceſs, though in the other 
ſort of Flux which carry'd Blood with it, having been us'd with- 
out due regard, it has often been found to be hurtful : The me» 
thod of Cure which I then took ſucceſsfully enongh with many, 
and am wont {till to take in the like caſe, is after the following 
manner. 

Take Venice Treacle from a Dram to a Dram and a half; let the 
Patient take it in Bed, and drink after it ſeven or eight ſpoonfuls of 
the folluwing Fulap, and let him repeat this Dyſe every third, fourth, 
or fifth hour. 

Take Mint-water, Cinnamon-water hordeated , of each three Oun= 
ces , ſtrong Cinnamon-water, Plague-water , Treacle-water, of each) 
two Ounces,Powder of Pearls a Dram,$acchari Cryſtalin.half an Ounce, 
mingle them and make a Fulap: At the ſame time take a piece of 
Bread, ſpread ſome Treacle on it, and dip it im Sack or Red-wine 
warm'd, and let it be applyd to the Stomacly as hot a: 1t may be ſuffe- 
zed, and change it every now and then. ; 

In the Evening, if the Pulſe and Breathing ſeem ſtrong enough to 
bear it, let the Patient take of Liquid Laudanum Cydontated twenty 
Grains in a draught of Plague-water. 

Take Diaſcordum 4 Dram, Liquid Laudanum half a Scruple, 
Compound Powder of Crabs Claws a Scruple, Cinnamn-water what 
ſuffices, make a Bolus to be taken going to ſleep. 

To thoſe to whom Treacie or Mithr:idate prove nauſeous or dif.- 
greeing, give a Doſe of the tollowing Powder, or Spirit of Tre4» 
fe every third hour, with the Julap, 
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Take Compound Powder of Crabs Claws, Roots of Contrayerva, or 
Serpentaria Virgin, of each a Dram, Cipnamon, Roots of Tormentil, 
of each half a Dram, Saffron , Cochinele of each a Scruple, make a 
Powder, the Doſe is from half a Dram to two Scruples. 

Take Spiritus Theriacalis Armoniacus three Drams, the Doſe is 4 
Scruple, with the Fulap every fourth hour , or give that, and the 
Doſes of the Powder interchangeably, one, one time, and the other, the 
other : After the ſame manner the Spirits of Harts-horne. or of Soot 
may be given ; let the perſons Drink be Ale or Beer with a Cruſt of 
Bread, Mace, add Cinnamon boil'd in it and ſiveeten'd; or let it be 
Burnt-wine diluted with Mint-water ; let his Food be Chicken-broth, 
Gruel or Panada, with the ſhavings of Ivory, Hartſhorn, and the Roots 
of Scorzonera, &c. boil'd in it. 

About the Autumnal Equinox, in the Year 1671. a deſperate 
Bloody Flux ſeiz'd on many perſons in this City ; from the firft 
ſeizing they voided Blood by ſeige in abundance, and that fre- 
quently, and for the moſt part it was attended with a Belly-ach, 
and Gripes, continual watchings alſo with a Feaver, and a mighty 
thirſt uſually troubled them ; nevertheleſs their ſtrength held com- 
monly pretty well for ſome conſiderable time, and if the Flux 
were ſtopt ſooner than it ought, it rendred the Patients conditt 
ons worſe. 

The method of Cure, with the Remedies which I found to 
give Relief in many perſons, was according to the following 
manner. 

Take Venice-Treacle a Dram , Liquid Landan!m Cydontated 
twenty Grains, make a Bolus to be taken going to reſt. 

Take Conſerve of red Refes vitriolated two Ounces, Vnico-Tre:cle 
an Ounce, Powders of the Roots of Tormentil, Contrayerva, Pear!, Co- 
ral prepar'd, of each a Dram, Syrup of dry'd Roſes what ſuffices, makg 
an Electuary to be taken every fourth or fifth hour, and let the perſon 
drink after it of the followins Fulap three Ounces. 

Take the Waters of Mint , Baum, Cinnamon hordeated , of each 
four Ounces, Treacle-water, Plagne-water, of each two O:11ces, Peart 
a Dram, Sugar an Ounce, mingle them and mike a Ju'ap. 

After a day or two give a Purging Potion , which leaves an 
Aſtringency. - 

Take Rhubarb ſlic'd two Drams, yellmw Mirecalans ict a Dram 
and 4 half, red Sarmders, Cinnamon of exch a Scruple ; *let them in- 
Fuſe all Night in the Waters of Plantain and Cinnamon hordeated, of 
each two Ounces and a half, wring it forth hard, then add of ſtrons 
Cinnamon-water a Dram and a half, mike a Dranght. 

Every Evening, and alſo in certain cafes in the Day-time, I 
was Wort to give a pretty large Dole of Lavammumsz nor have | 
ever known this Mcdicins to have done any prejudice to a perion 
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troubled with the Flux , which happen's either becauſe the Nar= 
cotick force of the Medicine is ſubdued, or made more gentle by 
the Acid Juice of the Stomach, or rather that its Particles which 
are tranſmitted to the Blood, are thence preſently caſt forth a- 
gain with the Bloody Stools, ſo that they do not affect the Brain. 

If the above-mention'd EleCtuary be found nauſeous to any per- 
ſon, or diſagrees with him, the following Powder may be given 
in its ſtead. 

Take Pulois Pannonici Rubri a Dram, Roots of Contrayerva half a 
Dram, make a Powder, divide it into three parts, and give one part 
in any Liquor. 

lake Bole Armenich alexiteriated (that is, impregnated with the 
Fuices of the Leaves of Tormentil, Biſtort, red Roſes, &c. and dryd 
mn the Sun ) Roots of Contrayerva, of each a Dram, Pearl, red Coral, 
white amber, of each half a Dram, make a Powder: the Doſe is from: 
two Scruples to a Dram. 

Take the Roots of Avens and Scorzonera,of each anOunce,of Tormentil, 
Biſtort and Contrayerva, of each two Drams and a half, burnt Harts- 
horn three Drams , ſhavings of Ivory and Hartſhorn , of each two 
Drams,Cochinele half a Dram,red Roſe-leaves two Drams, boil all in a 
ſufficient quantity of Spring Water, till it comes to two Pounds, to- 
wards the end of the bailing add conſerve of red Roſes three Ounces, 
to the Cleer Strainins add Plazue-water four Ounces: the Doſe 13 
three Ounces. 

To appeaſe the Gripes and fretting of the Bowels, Glyſters arc 
commonly preſcrib'd. 

Tithe the decottion of the Tops of St. Fabn's-wort, in which Sheep: 
Trotters or their Meſentery has boil'd etght or twelve Ounces, Venice- 
Treacle two Drams, Oyl of St. Fohn's-wort an Ormce and a half, mabe 
a Gliſter. 

The Therapeutick Indications into which the method before 
expreſt of curing the Bloody Flux may be refolvd , are chicfly 
four, Cc. two regard the Blood, and as many the Viſce;a, Firlt, 
as to the Blood, its recrementitious and depraved dregss which 
tend inwards, muſt be driven forth into the habit of the borly;that 
they may exhale by perſpiration, and jts coagulations muſt be 
difloly'd, and its Crafis reſtor'd, as ſwon as may be. Secondly, as 
to what regards the Viſcera, the irkſome fenſation of the Ner- 
vous Fibres, and the irritation of the Carnons Fibres to excrc- 
tory Convultions muſt be appeas'd, and the Mouths of the Velels 
muſt be ſhut, to keep them from diſcharging the blood and hn- 
mours/into the Inteſtines. The firlt of theſe is uſually perform d 
with Op:ats, and the other with Srzptick or Aſtringent Remedies : 
Beſides theſe we mult have regard to urging Symptoms, and i! 
affects uſually attending this Diſeaſe , the chief of which are + 
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Feaver, with a Thirſt and Wakings, Gripings of the Guts, and 
ſometimes their fretting, Inflammation, and Ulcers. 

We muſt not proceed upon thoſe four chief Indications ſeve- 
rally ahd ſucceſſively , but we muſt take them altogether, and 
ſet upon them at once; wherefore the Preſcripts ought to com- 
prehend Remedies of divers kinds, to wit, Alexipharmicks, $ 
ticks, Diaphoreticks and Opiats : And becauſe it is not an 7 F 
thing to put theſe into a ſet method, and under ſet Rules, which 
may be generally apply'd ; I have rather choſen to give you here 
ſome Examples of Cures performed by me in the Bloody Flux in 
the year 1671. | 

To a Gentleman 25 years of Age, to whom I was call'd 

the third day after he was ſeiz'd. I preſcrib'd the following 
Bolus. 
Take Venice Treacle a Dram , Liquid Laudanum Cydoniated & 
Scruple, mix them, let him drink, after it a little draught of the fol= 
lowing Julap. Take waters of Tormentil, Mints, and Cinnamon 
hordeated, of each four Ounces, Treacle water and Plague water of each 
two Ounces, Pearl a Dram, Sugar an Ounce , make a ow” He 
took beſides of the following Eleftuary about a Dram and a half every 
third bour, with the fa Fulap. 

Take Conſerve of Red Roſes two Ounces, Venice Treacle an Ounce, 
Powder of the Roots of Torment:l, Contrayerva, Pearl, Coral prepar'd 
of each half a Dram, Syrup of Red Poppies what ſuffices. 

By the uſe of theſe Remedies the rigour of the Diſeaſe ſoon a- 
bated, ſo that he had not above fix or leven ſtools in the ſpace of 
twenty four hours, and thoſe alſo were not very Bloody as be- 
fore, but appear'd full of little flakes of Fleſh, and of fragments, 
as it were of Membranes : Every Evening he took an Opiate with 
Laudanum. 

The Fifth day of his illneſs he took the following Potion. 

Take Rhubarb ſlic'd two Drams, yellow Mirobalanes a Dram and a 
half, yellow Saunders half a Dram, Powder of Cinnamon a Scruple, 
Salt of Wormwood half a Scruple ; let them infuſe all night in the wa- 
ters of Plantain and Cinnamon hordeated, of each two Ounces and a 
half, to the ſtraining add ſtrong Cinnamon water two Drams 

It purg'd him three or four times, and gave him eaſe, and the 
next day the Feaver being abated, he was better ; ſo that ſeeming 
to grow well, he cat fleſh. But ſhortly upon it fell into a Relapſe, 
ſo that the Flux returning with the Feaver, it preſently became 
more violent than it was at firſt : Then becauſe the former Medi- 
cines began to nauſeate him, I preſcrib'd after the following man= 
ner. 
Take Powders of Tormentil Roots, of Contrayerva, Bole Armenick 
Alex#iteriated; of each a Dram, Poarh Red Coral prepar'd, White _ 
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ber, of each half a Dram, make a Powder, the Doſe i half a Dram in 
the following d:ſtill'd water. 

Take Tops of Cypreſs and Myrtle, of each four handfuls, Leaves of 
Meadow-ſweet, Burnet, St. Folbms-wort, Avens, of each four hand- . 
Fuls, Roots of Tormentit, Biſtort, of each fix Drams, Red Roſe-flowers 
four bandfuls, Kermes Berries four Ounces, Cinnamon, Mace, of each 
one Ounce. Bemg all flic'd and bruisd together, pour to them Red 
Florence Wine, and Red Roſe water of each four pounds ; diſtil all in 
a common Still ; let the whole Liquor be mingled and ſweerned with 
Syrup of Coral. He took alſo three or four times a day of the fol- 
lowing decoction three or four Ounces. 

Take Roots of Avens and Scorgonera, of each'an Ounce, of Tormen= 
til ewo Drams, Hartſhorn burnt and powdred ſix Drams, ſhavings of 
Tvory and Hartſhorn, of each two Drams, Tops of St. Jobns-wort a 
handful, Flowers of Red Roſes and Balauſti.e, of each a pugi!. Boll all 
in three pounds of formtarn water, till it comes to two, adding towards 
the end of the boiling, of Red Lisbon wine four Ounces; let it boil 
cloſe cover d for an hour, then let it be ſtrand through Hippocrates 
Sleeve. 

Every night he took a Seruple of Liquid Laudamum in three Ounces 
of the Bloody Flux water ev'n now deſcrib'd , with three Drams of 
Syrup of Clove Gilly-flowers in it. 

Hu common drink, was a decoftion of burnt Hartſhorn with Barley, 
a Cruſt of Bread, Mace and Cinnamon ; to a Pint and a half of which, 
a Pint of new Milk was added. 

He took the Purging Infuſton a ſecond time, by the uſe of 
Which, and the things before mentioned, within ten days the 
Feaver left him, and the Fir became much more gentle, which 
though without Gripes or much Blood, yet ſtill continued with, 
the little pieces of Fleſh, the fragments of Membranes, and a 
bloody Phlegm or Gelly, which daily came from him. 

Therefore to ſtrengthen and heat the Inteſtines, the following, 
things were given. 

Take Tops of St. Fohns wort, Leaves of. Perwincle and Mouſear, of 
each a handfut, Red Roſe Flowers two puvils : Boil them im the Broath 
of a Sheeps Guts : To a found of the Liquor ſtrain'd, add Oyl of 
St. Johns=-wort ewo Ounces, Honey of Roſes an Ounce and a halt : 
mingle them fog two Glyſters, wherenf one was groen him in the Mern- 
ins, the other Xt five a Clock in the Afternoon. He wore Emplajt, de 
minio © Paracelfi upon hs Belly. He took moreover twice a day three 
Ounces of Juice of Plantain wrung furth with water of Scordium and 
Plague water. He eat alſo every day a Quince made hollow, and fill'd 
with the Powders of Olibanum, Majli:%, and Balſam of Tolu, and fo 
roited in the Embers. 
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By the conſtant uſe of theſe Remedies, he grew perfectly well 
within a Month. 

About the ſame time another robuſt young man, fell into a 
dreadful Bloody Flux; from the firit day he was fciz'd, frequent 
ſtools and very bloody, prefently brake forth with violence, be- 
ing accompanied with a Pain and Gripes: Moreover a ſtrong Fea- 
ver, with a cruel Vomiting, Thirſt and Wakings moleſted him. 
Theſe Symptoms being a little mitigated with Opiats, a Delirium 
and a Vertigo, with an intermittent Pulſe, and horrible extenti- 
ons and contraCtions of his Limbs preſently ſeiz'd him; this hap- 
ning becauſe the malignant matter which was inwardly reftram'd, 
preſently flow'd into the Brain and Nerves : Nevertheleſs as often 
as the Looſeneſs and Vomiting return'd, theſe affects were pre- 
ſently appeas'd. On the fifth day Vomiting up a bloody matter, 
he complain'd of a great torture in his Stomach, and of a Pain, 
as though it were Ulcerated, and in truth I ſuſpected 'that there 
might be a beginning of ſome Inflam'd Bliſters, oc Ulcers in it, as 
it uſually hapyens in the Inteſtines ; but by giving him Emollient 
Broths with Milk in them, his Vomiting and the tortures of his 
Stomach ſoon ceaſed, his Flux in the mean time encreating. He 
took that night of Dzacodium an Ounce, Comſlip water and ſmall 
Cinnamon water, of each an Ounce and a half; by which Medicine 
he was ſo much reliev'd, that in twenty tour hours ſpace his Vo» 
miting and Pains left him, and he was only troubled with a tew 
Stools, and having a good indifferent Pulſe, and frequent Sleeps, 
he was pretty well; yet the following night, though he took a- 
gain the ſame Opiate, his Flux return'd, and that with very tre» 
quent Stools, and bloody as before. The next day after, he took 
an Infuſion of Rhubarb with Mirobalans, Red Saunders and Cimnas * 
mon : He often voided Bilous and very tharp Excrements, but 
wittout the leaſt of Blood; then in the Evening he took Ligurd 
Laudanum Cydoniated twenty five Grains in a goed ſpoonful of Cuina- 
mon water hordeatedz he had moderate and quiet Sleeps. Atter- 
wards loathing any more Medicines, he took only an Opiate eve- 
ry Evening, ſometimes of one ſort, and ſometimes ot another, 
and in a ſhort time grew very well. 
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CHAP: V. 


Inſtruftions concerning Diuretick Medicines, or ſuch 
as work by Urine, with Diuretick Preſcripts. 


He chief Scopes, or ends of Diuretick Medicines, are as fol- 
lows, 

Firſt, If at any time the Blood becomes ſo compact and tena- 
cious from a fixt Salt, Sulphur, and Earth fermented together, 
and mutually combin'd in it, that the Watery Particles do not eaſily 
ſeparate from the reſt, Diureticks fit to looſen its Texture, 'and to 
fuſe the Serum, muſt be ſuch as excel in a volatile or acid Salt ; 
for ſuch Particles chiefly diſſolve any coalitions caus'd by a fixt 
Salt, But in regard this diſpoſition is common both to a Fexer 
and the Scurvy, in the former affect, the moſt proper Diureticks 
are the temperate Acids of Vegetables ; alſo Sal Nitre, the Spirits of 
Sea-Salt, of Vitriol, &c. And likewiſe ſuch as bave a Volatile Salt, 
as the Spirits of Hartſhorn, of Sal Armoniack, Salt of Amber, of Vi- 
pers and others of this kind which we have alſo rang'd amongſt 

iaphoreticks. In a Scorbutick diſpoſition when the Urine is but 
in a ſmall quantity and thick, the Juices of Herbs, and preparati- 
ons both of a ſharp, or rare and acid nature are of excellent uſe; 
alſo Sale and Spirit of Urine, of Sal Armoniach,, of Tartar, &c. 

Secondly, Sometimes the Blood does not retain the Serum long 
enough within its Body, but either being obnoxious to Fluxions, 
or rather Coagulations, it depoſes it here and there in a great a= 
bundance, even more than enough ; whence it breeds Catarrhs, 
or Tumoury in many places : Or, the Blood being become of a 
weak habit, and withal of a depraved conſtitution, to wit, incli- 
ning to a ſourneſs its apt to coagulate, as to its more groſs Par- 
ticles, fo that the more ſubtle Particles being every where thrown 
off in circulating, and falling on the weaker parts, cauſe ſome- 
times diſtempers of the Head or Breaſt, ſometimes an Aſcites, or 
Anaſarca: And we ſhall hereafter ſhew how a Diabetes happens 
from the like cauſe : And in truth many difficult Diſeaſes which 
are falfly jmputed to the ill conſtitution of the Viſcera, ariſe from 
hence, viz. that the Blood being diſtemper'd and obnoxious to 
coagulations, when it cannot continue its full courſe of circulati- 
on, depgſes the Serum in many places, this being too apt of it ſelf 
to recede from it. The Dijureticks to be given in theſe caſes, 
are ſuch as do not fuſe the Blood, but make void its coagulati- 
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ons z, of this kind are thoſe things that are endow'd with a fixe 
Volatile, and likewiſe Alkaliſate Salt 3 and they muſt be ſuch as re- 
ſtore and ſtrengthen the Ferment of the Reins, which is done 
by certain Sulphureous and Spirituous things. For theſe ends are 
given Sulphureous and mixt Diureticks, Lixivial Salts of Herbs, 
Powders of ſhells, Salt and Spirit of Urine, &c, Millepedes, Horſe- 
Raddiſh, Parſly-ſeed, Nutmegs, Turpentine, and preparations made 
of it, Spirit of Wine : The vertues of a!l which are not to fuſe the 
Blood, and to precipitate ſerofities from its Maſs ( theſe things 
are chiefly done by Acids, and in thoſe caſes do commonly hin- 
der «ny Purging by Urine) but to difolve the coagulations of 
the Blood ; fo that its Body recovering a perfect mixture, and be- 
ing more readily circulated through the Veſſels, drinks np the 
Serum every where extravaſated or depos'd, and finally delivers it 
to the Reins to ſend it forth. Now we ſhall ſhew after what 
manrer according to both theſe, as it were oppoſite, ends of Cu- 
ring, Diureticks of all kinds operate, and in what forms they 
are chiefly preſcrib'd. 


The Kinds and Preſcripts of Diuretick Medicines, 


Irſt then, as to Saline Diurerichs, we fay that any Salts what- 
ſoever of a differing nature being put together , lay hold of 
each other, and are preſently join'd in one, and that whilft they 
are (Oo combin'd, other Particles freed from the mixture, ſeparate 
from each other, or fly away. This is plainly ſeen when a fluid 
or Acid Salt is put to a fixt, or Alkalifate Salt; and fo when a 
fluid or fixt Salt is put to a Volatile, or a ſharp Saltz and indeed 
on this only diſpoſition of Salts, depends the whole buſineſs of 
Solutions ant precipitations of what Kind ſoever : Wherefore ſince 
the Blood and humours of our Body very much abound with Satt, 
which Salt is alſo wont to be variouſly chang'd from one ſtate to 
another, and ſo to cauſe a Morbid diſpotlition ; and likewite fince 
Saline Diureticks are of divers kinds, to wit, confilting of fixt, 
fluid, nitrous, volatile, or Alkalifate Salts, it will always require 
a great diſcretion and judgment in a Phyſician to ſee that the Sa- 
line Particles in the Medicine differ from thoſe in our Body : We 
ſhall ſkew atter what manner this ought to be done, by running 
through each Species of Diuretick Salts. 

Amongſt Diureticks containing an Acid Salt, Spirit of Salt, or 
of Nitre; alſo Juice of Limmons, of Sorrel, Whitewine, Rheniſh 
and Cyder, are of chiefelt note amongſt the vulgar, @nd pretty 
often perform that intent, ter theſe things without the agdp or 
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others fuſe the Blood, and precipitate it into ſerofities; as when 
an Acid is dropt into Voiling Milk ; but this does not happen e- 
qually to all perſons, nor to every one alike. In a ſound conſtituti- 
on, or not very far from it, the Salt of the Blood is partly fixt, 
partlynitrous, and partly volatile; alſo in ſome Scorbutical and 
Hydropical perſons, it becomes for the molt part fixt: In every 
of theſe caſes Diureticks containing an Acid Salt are given with 
ſucceſs ; but in Catarrhous affects, and in ſome Hydropical and 
Scorbutical diſtempers, when the Salino-fixt Particles of the 
Blood are exalted to a ſtate of flowing, and the volatile are de- 
preſt, ( as it often happens) Medicines of an Acid nature com- 
monly rather do hurt than good 3 infomuch as they more pervert 
the Blood already degenerated from its Crafis, and Medicines con- 
taining a fixt or volatile Salt, are more proper to be us'd by ſuch 


perſons. A 


Preſcripts of Diureticks that have an Acid Salt for 


their Bafis. 


1X choice white Tartar powder d, Cryſtal Mineral of each a Dram 
and a half, Powder of Crabs Eyes a Dram : Make a Powder, 
the Doſe is from half a Dram to two Scruples in a fit Vehicle, repeats 


ing it every ſixth or eighth hour. 
Take Tartar vitriolated or nitrated two Drams, Powder of Egg- 


ſhells a Dram and a half, Seeds of Parſly, or of wild Carrots haif a 
Dram : Make a Powder, the Doſe us half a Dram, after the ſame 
manner. 
Take of the beft Spirit of Salt ewo Drams, Hartſhorn burnt and 
owdred, what will ſuffice to 1mbibe it ; Make a Powder, the Doſe # 
from a Scruple to haif a Dram. 
Take Jurce of Limmons two Ounces, Radiſh water Compound, an 
Ounce and a half, Syrup of the frve Roots three Drams : Make a 


Potion. 
Take Juice of Sorrel two Ounces, Whitewine ſix Ounces : Mingle 


them for a Potion. 
Take Radiſh water Compound two Ounces, Water of Pellitory of 
the Wall four Ounces, Spirit of Salt a ScruplegFwenty five drops, Salt 


of Tartar fifteen Grams , Syrup of Violets half an Ounce : Mike a 
Potion. 


That Medicines containing a fixt or Lixivial Salt move Urine,” 


it plainly enough appears from the Vulgar and Empyrical Practice 
of Phyhick, which commonly gives them for Curing Hydropical 
perſons : For its 4 aſual thing in an Anafarca, and fometimes in 
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an Aſcites, when the Viſcera, or Fleſhy parts are very much ſwollen 
by a loading of Waters : To give a Lax:vium made of the Aſhes of 
Wormimod, or of Broom, or of Bean-ſtalks with Whitewine, whence 
it frequently happens that a very plentiful evacuation by Urine 
follows, and that the Diſeaſe is taken away. Nevertheleſs I have 
obſerv'd that this Medicine has not prov'd Diuretick to ſome per- 
ſons, and rather to have encreaſt the Hydropical diſpoſition, than 
to have curd it. The reaſon of which if we enquire into, we 
ſhall find by what is ſaid before, that Lixivial Salts neither fuſe 
Milk, nor Elood, or precipitate them, and therefore that they are 
not Diuretick in their own nature, though that effect ſometimes 
follows ; becauſe that a fixt Salt taken in a good plenty, deſtroys 
the Energy of the Acid, and coagulative Salt predominating in 
the Blood ; fo that the ſaid Blood, which before being too apt to 
fuſion, and unable to contain its Serum, did caſt it off from it 
ſelf in divers places , now by the intercetſion of the fixt Salt, re- 
covers its due Crafis, and therefore drinking up again its extrava- 
fated Serum , and conſtantly carrying it to the Reins, cauſes a 
large Evacuation by Urine. 


Preſcripts of Diureticks , which have a fixt Salt for 
their Baſis. 


Y bg Sale of Tartar, or of Wormwood two Drams, Coral ca'cin'd 
to 4 whiteneſs, a Dram and a half, Nutmegs half a Dram : 
Make a Powder, the Doſe u from half a Dram to two Scruples. 

Take Tinure of Salt of Tartar, from a Dram, to a Dram and a 
half, Radiſh water Compound, an Ounce and a half : Mimg/e them, 
2ive it in adraught of Poſſet drink which bas had the Roots and Sees 
of the great Bur-dock bould mn it. 

Tuhe the Deliquium of Salt of Tartar which ( whilſt the TinQure 
1 extratted ) floats under, and w umpregnated with the Sulphur of 
the Nine, from two Scruples to a Dram and a half, Wintewine from 


four Ounces to fix, Syrup of the five Roots half an Ounce : Mingle 


them, and make a draught to be repeated twice or thrice a day. 

Tahe Aſhes made of the Prunings of the white Vine half a pound, 
Nutmezs two Drams, por to them of White or Rhemſh wine two 
pounds and a half ; let it ſtand a day in a moderate heat, and. clofs 
cover d, then keep the ſtraining for uſe : The Doſe us four Ounces twice 
or thrice a day. 

Lee Flints be made ved hot in the Fire, and be quencht in Write 
wine, or ſtale March Beer : Give of the Liquor from fix Ounces to 
er be twice a day. 

Take 
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Take Water of quick, Lime, from four Ounces to fix, Tinfure of 
Salt of Tartar, from a Dram to a Dram and a half : Make a draught 
to be taken twice or thrice a day. 

For tae ſame reaſon as fixt Salts, ſometimes alſo volatile Salts 
are given with good ſucceſs to, move Urine in a ſouriſh diftemper 
of the Blood, to wit , foraſmuch as its Particles when admitted 
into the Blood deſtroy the predominancy of the fluid Salt in it ; 
fo that the Blood recovering its due mixture , and being freed 
from coagulations and fluxions, drinks up again what Serum is 
extravaſated, and conveys what is ſuperfluous, to the Reins to be 
ſent forth by the Ureters. But we may note withal, that Medi- 
cines prepar'd of a volatile Salt, having particles ſomewhat fierce 
in operation and inſtigating, when they correct the Crafis of the 
Blood, diſpoſe what there is ſuperfluous of Serum to be diſcharg'd, 
ſometimes by Sweat as much as by Urine. In this order of Diu- 
reticks, not only the bare volatile Salt drawn forth of Animals 
and Minerals ought to be numbred; but likewiſe the integral 
parts of Animals and Vegetables, ſuch as are the Powders and 
ExtraCts of Inſects and Vegetables of a ſmart nature. 


Preſcripts of Medicines that have a volatile Salt for 
their Baſis. 


Ake Salt of Amber, Pure Sal Nitre, of each two Drams : make 4 

. Powder , the Doſe u from a Scruple to half a Dram, in a fit 
Vehicle. 

Take Flowers of Sal Armoniack, Cryſtal Mineral, of each tivo 
Drams : Make a Powder, the Doſe us from a Scruple to half a Dram, 
in 4 goed ſpoonful of Radiſh water compound. Salt of Vrine may 
be given after the ſame manner. 

Tag Powder of Bees a Scruple, Lovage-ſeed a Scruple : Make a 
Powder, give it in a ſpoonful of diſtill'd water. 

Take Spirit of Urime, from a Scruple to half a Dram, Radiſh wa- 
ter compound, from an Ounce to an Ounce and a half, Juniper water 
three Ounces, mingle them, make a draught. Spirit of Tartar may 
be given after the ſame manner in a double quantity. 

Take Millepedes prepar'd two Drams, Flowers of Sal Armoniack 
half a Dram, Nutmegs powder d half a Dram, Venice Turpentine 
what ſuffices : Make Pills, let four be taken twice a day, 

Take Powder of Burdock:ſeeds two Drams, Wild Carrot-ſeed a Dram, 
Salt of Amber a Dram, Oyl of Nutmegs half a Scruple, Balſamum Ca- 
proit what ſuffices : Make a Maſs, form it into little Pills ; of which 


let four be taken in the Evening, and as many the next Abmag.

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Take Roots of Cheruil, Steqne Parſly, Fennel, Eringo , Cammack ot 
Ms. of each an Ounce, Leaves of Carefrage, Chivers or Gooſe= 
graſs, of each a handful, Seeds of Gromwel, Hartwort, of each half a 
handful, Juniper Berrys fix Drams, boil all in four pounds of fountain 
water ti be conſum'd ; then add Rheniſh Wine a pound , fine 
Honey two Ounces : Make an Apozem, the Doſe i ſix Ounces twice 


a day. 

Take freſh Millepedes two pounds, Leaves of Clivers, Chervil, Saxi- 
frage and Golden Rod, of each two handfulls, Roots of Horſe Radiſh 
ſix Ounces, Nutmegs an Ounce, Juniper Berrys, Wild Carrot-ſeeds, 
of each two Ounces ; being ſlic'd and bruis'd, pour to them of White- 
wine Poſſet-drink eight pounds, diſtil it in a common Still : Let the 
whole Liquor be mixt , the Doſe # four Ounces twice or thrice a

Take freſh Millepedes waſh'd, from forty to ſixty, Nutmegs half a 
Scruple 3 {ole bruts'd _ put to them diſtill d Water of Saxi- 
frage three Ounces, wring it forth hard and drink it. 

Take Leaves of Chervil, Macedonian Stone Parſly , of each three 
hbandfulls, being bruis'd _ pour to them of Whitewine a pound 
and a half, wring it forth hard and keep it in a Glaſs; the Doſe s 
three Ounces twice 4 day. 

Prepare a Tinture of Millepides, Bees,Graſhoppers or of Cantharides 
dryd with the Tinflure of Salt of Tartar ; give it from fifteen ta 
twenty or thirty drops in a fit vehicle. 

Nitre is a ſort of Salt, but differing from any other Salt , or 
from the nature of Saline Particles, being neither Acid, fuxt or 
volatile, but holds the mean ſtate as it were betwixt thoſe three. 
And in truth Nitre is the thing by which all Plants have their ve- 
getation, all Animals live and breath, and every Sublunary Flame 
or Fire is kindled and maintained. 

But as to: our preſent purpoſe, it's well enaugh known that 
Sal Nitre cools the Blood, and powerfully provokes Urine , 
though it ſeems ſomewhat ſtrange how this, which is cf ſo fiery 
a nature ſhould ſo quallify the Blood, and run it into Aquoſities 
to move Urine. 

I conceive that Nitre works thoſe effedts in a two-fold reſpe&, 
to wit, as it is a Salt, ally'd both to' a fixt Salt and a volatile, 
and as it carries a living Root of Fire in it. As to the firſt, we 
obſerve that Nitre ( ev'n as fixt and volatile Salts ) being put into 
Milk, hinders or takes away its coagulation; ſo likewiſe Blood 
whilſt warm, being pour'd to this, is preſerv'd from coagulation, 
and from being diſcolour'd no leſs than if put ts thoſe. Where- 
fore fince Particles of Nitre inwardly taken preſerve the mixture 
of the Blood entire, or reſtore it, it follows that they prevent or 
take away the fuſions or coagulations of the ſame, from which 
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heats, and a ſuppreſſion of Urine, very often ariſe. $0 again, 
Nitre in regard it carries in it a living Root of Fire, when in- 
wardly taken, cools the inflamed Blood, and moves Urine, be- 
cauſe ( according -to what is hinted before) it adds a vigour to 
the flame of the Blood, which before was troubled and full of 
fumes, and ſo renders it more clear and pure, and conſequently 
more mild ; ſince therefore the Blood burning-clearer by the ac- 
ceſs of Nitre becomes of a more looſe confiſtency, the ſerous Par- 
ticles eaſily get clear of the more groſs, and paſs away in a more 
plentiful manneF. | 


Preſcripts of Diureticks that have Sal Nitre for 
their Bafis. 


Ake Nitre prepar'd , two Drams, Barley water with Graſs 

Roots, and Candied Eringo Roots boil'd in it two pounds, Sy- 

rup of Violets two Ounces : Mix them, the Doſe 1s four Ounces twice 
4 day. 

Take Sal Prunella two Drams, Sugar-Canily a Dram, make a Powder 
to be divided into fix parts : Let one be taken in 4 convenient Liquor 
thrice a day. 

Tuke Sal Prunella two Drams, Salt of Amber a Dram : Make a 
Powder, the Doſe ts half a Dram thrice a day. 

Take Sal Prunella, Crabs Eyes, Salt of Wormwoed, of each two 
Drams : Mix them, the Doſe is half a Dram thrice a day. 

Its alſo well known that Powders of Shells, and of certain Stones, 
containing an Alchaliſate,or Petrifying Salt ſometimes promote an 
evacuation by Urine. For Powders of Ezg-ſhels, of the Claws and 
Eyes of Crabs have been to ſome a preſent Remedy in great ſup- 
preſfions of Urine ; and if we enquire into their manner and way 
of working, we ſhall ſoon find that theſe Medicines do not fuſe the 
Plood; ror ſenfibly precipitate it; wherefore it muſt be ſaid that 
theſe things in a ſouriſh Dicrafie of the Blood and Humours,ſoime- 
times prove Diuretick , inaſmuch 2s cloſing with the Acid Salts, 
they bind them and keep them under ; fo that the Blood heing 
free from fluxions and coagulations, drinks up again the extra- 
vaſated Serum, and conveys it to the Reins, 
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Preſcripts of Diureticks that have an Alchaliſate 
Salt for their Baſis. 


T4 Powder of Egg-ſhells, from half a Dram to a Dram : Give 
it in a draught of Whitewine, or of Poſſet drink, or of a Diu- 
retich decoftion twice a day. 

Take Powder of Crabs Claws, or of Crabs Eyes two Drams, Salt of 
Amber , Sal Nitre , of each: a Dram , Nutmegs half a Dram : 
Make a Powder, the Doſe is from half a Dram to two Scruples im a 
fit Vehicle. Or let the ſaid Powder be mixt with as much Venice Tur- 
fentine as will ſuffice, and make it into ſmall Pills. The Doſe 11 three 
or four Evening and Morning. 

Not only Saline, but likewiſe ſome Sulphureous and Spirituous 
ſubſtances juſtly take place amongſt Diureticks, theſe often pro- 
ducing the like effect. Many ſubſtances of the Larix Tree,as chiefly 
Turpentine,and things prepar'd from them z the Oyls drawn by di- 
ſtillation from Juniper; Nutmegs, Wax, and other Pinguous ſub- 
ſtances, taken inwardly , move in many perſons a large Evacua- 
tion by Urine, and this carrying a ſmell like Violets. I have 
known that in ſome Hydropical and Scorbutical Perſons, Brandy 
and Strong waters; nay, and ſtrong Wine freely drank have caus'd 
a Purging by Urine. The reaſon of all which is, that when the 
Blood being weak, or turning ſour, or what for want of fermen- 
tation, or through the predominancy of an Acid and Coagulative 
Salt in it, has not fo ſprightly and continued a Circulation, that 
it can contain the ſuperfluons Serum within it elf, till it delivers 
it to the Reins : The atoveſaid Remedies foraſmuch as they pre- 
ſerve the mixture of the Blood entire, or reſtore it when faultering, 
conduce to-the promoting of that evacuation by Urine. 

Take Foy Berrys, Juniper Berrys, Laurel Berrys freſh gather'd, of 
each half a pound, wild Carrot-ſeeds four Ounces , Nutmegs two Oun- 
ces, all of them being bruis'd. together, put to them in a Gla;s Retort 
of Venice Turpentine one pound, Rebled fpiri of Wine four pounds, 
diftill all in a ſand Furnace, with a moderate heat till it grows dvv, 
carefully avoiding an Epyreuma, and you will have a ſpirit, and a yels 
low Oyl, both of them egregtouſly Diuretick, The Doſe of tbe Spirit is 
from a Dram to two or three Drams, of the Ol from half a Scruple to 
a Scruple in a fit Vebicle. 

To the remaining faces in the Retort, pour TinFure of Salt of Tare 
tar one pound ; let them digeſt for many days cloſe luted in the ſand 
Furnace , that a red TinAure may be drawn from it : The Dole of 
which 1; from a Scruple te two Scrutles or a Dram in a fit Vehicle. 

E 2 Take 
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Take Millepedes prepar d three Drams , Nutmegs one Dram : be- 
ing bruis'd, pour to T5 the pureſt Spirit of Turpentine, and Tintture 
of Salt of Tartar , of each ſix Ounces, diftill it with a gentle Bath 
heat, and you will have a Spirit, Oyl, and deliquium of Salt of Tar- 
tar, each of them notably endow'd with a Diuretich, force. 


CHAP. YL 


Tuſtruftions and Preſcripts for Curing too much Pur- 
ging by ©rine, and particularly the Diabetes or 
Piſſing Evil. 


N a Diabetes, as in moſt other affects there are three Primary 
Therapentick Indications, viz. Curatory , Preſervatory and 
Vital. The firſt of theſe regarding the Diſeaſe, and attempting 
to ſtay the too great Effluiion of Urine cannot be accompliſh'd 
without the ſecond, which aiming at the cauſe of the Diſeaſe, en- 
deavours to preſerve and reftore the mixture and due Crafts of the 
Blood : Wherefore as to the Cure of this Diſeaſe, the chief inten- 
tions of healing muſt be to keep the Blood from fuſion, and m 
caſe that happens to take it away. 

Firſt the fuſion of the Blood is prevented, fo its grofs and a- 
queous parts reciprecally contain each other, and do not readily 
and abruptly ſever themſelves, which thing is effected by Incraf- 
fatives ( commonly ſo called ) whoſe viſcous and glutinons Core 
puſcles being admitted into the Maſs of Blood, itrongly adhere 
to its Active, Particles, and ſo part them from each other, and 
hinder them from mutually combining betwixt themſelves , or 
with Saline Particles coming from elſewhere, as might otherwiſe 
happen through fluxions. In this reſpect, Rice, Amylam, Mncila- 
ow Vegetables, alſo Gumms and ſome Rofins are wont to give re- 

ef in this Diſcaſe. 

Secondly, To reſtore the Blood after fuſion, thoſe ſorts of Re- 
medies are indicated which diſſolve the concretions of Salts, ſo 
that all the Elementary Particles in it coming again to be at li- 
berty, recover their former places, and fo reſtore the Crafis of 
the Blood to its firſt vigour. Now its well known that this effect 
is produc'd in coagulated Milk by the addition of a fixt, volatile, 
or a nitrous Salt to it; alſo by the infuſion of Spirit of Hartſhorn, 

of 
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of Sal Armaniack and the like. The reaſon of which doubtleſs is, 
that whilſt the Salino»fixt, volatile or nitrous Particles, being in 
a ſufficient quantity put into the Milk, meet with the Acid or 
Precipitatory Particles, and are combin'd with them; the other 
Saline Particles which before were bound, being now freed, and 
diffus'd through the Maſs of the Liquor, looſen the Sulphnreous 
and Earthy Parts combin'd betwixt themſelves, and diſperſe them 
every way, ſo that all the Particles being again equally mixt, mu- 
tually contain themſelves, and are contain'd ; yet becauſe Saline 
Medicaments are accounted by many to be always Diuretick : 
We do not give them lightly, or without confidgration for the 
Cure of a Diabetes, though in this Diſeaſe I have preſcrib'd the 
TinCture of Antimony with good ſucceſs. And a water of the 
Solution of quick Lime with the Raſpings of Saflafras, Aniſeeds, 
Raiſins and Liquoriſh, according to the vulgar Receipt, is highly 
commended by ſome. 

The Vital Indication -is made good in this Diſtemper by a 
thickning and gently cooling Diet, and by temperate Cordials, 
and chiefly by appoſite and ſeaſonable Hypnoticks. 

A Nobleman in the vigour of his Age, became very prone to an 
exce(s of Pifling, and when for many Months he had been us'd at 
times to undergo this great Flux of Urine, he tell at length into a 
confirm'd Diabetes as it ſeem'd, and almoſt paſt hope of recovery : 
For befides that, in the ſpace of twenty four hours, he voided 
near a Gallon and a half of clear water, and wonderfully ſweet, 
as though Honey were mixt in it : He was mygreover affected 
with a cruel Thirſt and a Fever, ſeemingly a Hectick , with a 
mighty Languor of the Spirits, a fall of ftrength, and a Conſum- 
ption of the whole Body. I then prefcrib'd bim the following 
Remedies, by the uſe of which he ſeem'd in a ſhort time to re- 
cover, 

Take Cypreſs Tops , eight handfuls, Whites of Eggs beaten eo 
pounds, Cinnamon half an Ounce , being cur ſmall, pour ta them of 
new Milk erght pound, diſtill it in an ordiury Still, taking care of an 
Empyreuma. Let him take fix Ounces thrice a lay. 

Take Gum Arabick, and Gum Tragacanth, of each fix Drams, Pe- 
nids an Ounce: Make a Powder, let him take abwt a Dram, or a 
Dram and a half twice a day, with three or four Ounces of the di- 
ſill'd water. 

Take Rhubarb powdred fifteen Grains, Cinnamen fix Grains: Make 
a Powder, let him take it in the Morning, and renew the Doſe with- 
in fix or ſeven days. 

Take Comſlip water three Ounces, Cinnamon water Fordeated two 
Drams, Syrup of Meconium half an Ounce : Make @ draught to be 
taken every Evening, _ 

is 
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His Diet was only Milk, which he took pretty often in a day» 
ſometimes crude or diluted with the diftill'd water, or with Barly 
water ; ſowetimes boil'd with White-bread, or with Barly : 
Growing daily better by the uſe of theſe things, within a Month 
he ſeem'd to be almoſt Cur'd : As he began to grow a little well, 
his Urine which was Infipid, did not much exceed - the quantity 
of Liquids he took, and afterwards turning a little Salt, it became 
leſs in quantity than what he drank, and ſo by degrees recovering 
the wonted tone of his Spirits and a good ſtrength, he took to his 
former Diet. | 

Nevertheleſs the diſpoſition to this Diſeaſe did not ſo through» 
ly ceaſe, but afterwards being apt frequently to Relapſes upon 
diſorders in Living , -and haply upon changes according to the 
ſeaſons of the year ; | he firſt made Water in a greater meaſure 
than ordinary, which by degrees grew clear and ſweetiſh, a Thirſt, 
and Fever, with a Languor of the Spirits accompanying it : But 
by tle ufe of the fame Medicines he us'd in a ſhort time to reco- 
yer again : Not long fince after a large interval of health, a little 
before he fell into a Flux of Urine, he found great irregularities 
and failings in the Genus Nervoſum ; vig. He was ſeiz'd with a dull 
numbneſs of his Brain, and a Vertigo, and was taken with ſudden 
Cramps in his Limbs, and felt little Leapings of the Tendons, 
and various runnings about him, as though it were of a wind 
creeping here and there. And when by the uſe of fit Remedies, 
the aforeſaid Symptoms ſeem'd to be Cur'd ; the Diabetes after its 
wounted manngr burſt forth afreſh; viz. the matter flowing 
forth in abundance from the Fibres and fold parts into the Blood, 
and thence to the Reins and the Urinary Paſlages. 

In this JunCture the ſame Remedies. were preſcrib'd again, by 
the uſe of which, when within a few days he began to grow bet- 
ter, he was ordered to take thrice a day Water of quick, Lime to 
five or fix Qunces : Having continued this Remedy four days, hr 
made water in a moderate quantity well ting d, and ſomewhat 
falt, and as to other things he ſeem'd well as he was before. 

By the ſame method, and chiefly with the Water of quick 
Lime, I Cur'd another of a Diabetes, who was look'd upon as 
paſt recovery, 
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The Kinds and Preſcripts of Medicines that flop U- 


rine flowing in exceſs. 


A Medicines properly ſo calld, to wit, ſuch as are 
auſtere, acerb, and ſtiptick, do little or nothing in ſtop- 

ing a Diureſis; for the vertue of thoſe things has no effect on 
the Maſs of Blood, nor does it reach to the Reins and Bladder : 
But the Remedies that chiefly do good in the Diabetes are of two 
kinds, as we have hinted before : viz. Firſt, thoſe that hinder the 
* combinations of the Salts, and conſequently the fuſion of the 
Blood, ſuch as the Incraffatives before mentioned. 

Secondly, Thoſe that diſſolve the Concretions of the Salts, and 
conſequently reſtore the mixture of the Blood, of which kind 
are Saline Remedies of a contrary nature, which are apt to cleave 
to the Acid Salt, and fo withdraw it from the combinations it has 
entred into within the Blood, as chiefly Medicines endow'd with 
a fixt, volatile or alchaliſate Salt. Beſides theſe two Primary 
kinds of Medicines that reſtrain Urine, there reſts a Secondary 
kind, to wit, Hypnozticks, which putting ſome ſtop to the Animal 
Aconomy, cauſe the vital funCtion to be perform'd with more 
| calmneſs, and conſequently with leſs fuſion of the Blood, or pre- 
cipitation of the ſerous and nutricious humours. It remains now 
to ſet down ſome Select Forms of each kind of theſe Medicines. 


TI. The fuſt Scope of Curing, to wit, by which we endeavour 
by thickning the Blood to prevent its fuſion, or to take it away, 
is effected by the Medicines following. 

Take Gumm Arabick,, and Tragacanth powder'd, of each an Ounce, 
Sugar Penids half an Ounce : Make a Powder, divide it into ſixteen 
parts. Take one part thrice a day, diſſolvins it in the diſtill d water, or 
in the decottion of the Roots of Comphry in fountain water or Milk, 

Take of the Reſumptive Elettuary three Ounces, Species Diatraga= 
canthi frigids an Ounce, Red C oral pre ar'd uwo Drams, Confegtion 
of Hyacinth a Dram and a bf, Gelly of the n Shins of Viters what 
will ſuffice : Mate an Eleftnary, of which let the Patient takg twice a 
day the quantity of a Walinut. 

Take white Amber, Maſtich, Olbanum powadred, of each an Ounce, 
Pulors Haly two Ounces, Balſam of Tolu half an Ounce : Makg a Subtle 
Powder, the Doſe # half a Dram twice or thrice a day. 

Take Roots of great Comphyy, and Water Lillies, of each thre? Orn- 
ces, Dates ſlicd two Ounces, Seeds of Mallows, Cotton-plant, Plans 
14m, Fleawort, of each half an Ounce, Bu! them m four potnds of 
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fountain water till half be conſum'd, to the ſtraining add Syrup of Wa- 
ger Lillies two Ounces : The Doſe # four Ounces thrice a day. 

Take of the decoftion of Barly with Water Lilly-roots a pound and 4 
half, Sweet Almonds prepar'd an Ounce and a half, Seeds of white 
Poppies, Purſlain, Letrice, of each half an Ounce : e an Emulſion 
according to art, the Doſe s four Ounces thrice a day. 

Take 'Cypreſs Tops fix handfuls, Clary Leaves four bandfuls, Flowers 
of blind Nettles, Comphry, Water Lillies, of each four handfuls, Roots 
of Water Lillies and Comphry, of each half a pound, Mace an Ounce, 
all +10 Lage flic'd together, = to them of new Milk eight pounds, 
diſtil them in an ordinary Still : The Doſe # four Ounces thrice a day, 
with the Powder or EleFuary above written. 


IL In the ſecond place, though Saline Medicines of every kind 
and condition are accounted Diuretick, and every of them in cer- 
tain caſes, inaſmuch as they fuſe the Blood, and cauſe a copious 
ſeparation of its Serofities, are in ſome ſort Diuretick. Never- 
theleſs for the reaſon above-mention'd, to wit, for that meeting 
with the Acid Salt, when it is predominant in the Blood, they 
pom and take away its fuſion and diflolution. I do not doubt 

t ſometimes they may be given with good ſucceſs to ſtop 
Fluxes of Urine. And I have heard for certain, that one was 
Cur'd of a Diabetes by an Infuſion of quick Lime. Now in re- 
gard the Saline Medicaments (which we ſuppoſe to take away 
the predominancy of the Acid Salt, and to fetter it, as it were ) 
contain either a fixt, volatile or Alchaliſate Salt : I ſhall give you 
fome Forms of Diureticks, which have each of theſe tor their 
foundation. 

I. Firſt then when a fixt Salt by it ſelf, or join'd with Sulphur 
is requir'd for a Baſis. 

Take Tinfture of Salt of Tartar , or its Deliquium what ſuffices : 
Give 3t thrice a day in a draught of the decottion or diſtilld water be- 
fore deſcrib'd. 

Take Tintture of Antimony, let it be taken after the ſame manner 
thrice a day : I have found by frequent experience the uſe of thu to be 
very profitable in thus Diſeaſe. 

Take TinAure of Salt of Coral a Scruple, let it be taken after the 
fame manner. 

Take of the Infuſion of quick, Lime a pound : The Doſe 1s three or 
Four Ounces thrice a day, giving before a Doſe of the Elettuary, or Pow- 
der above preſcrib'd. | 

Take Conſerves of the Flowers of blind Nettles, and of the great Com- 
phry, of each four Ounces, of the reddeft Crocus of ſteel half an Onnce, 
Coral calcin'd to a whiteneſs two Drams, Syrup of Comphry what ſufft- 
ces , Make an EleRuary, the Doſe i two Drams thrice a day. _h 
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Take Lapis Specularys calcin'd an Ounce : The Doſe us from half a 
Dram to a Dram twice or thrice a day. Country People with ths 
Medicine ſucceſsfully Cure their Cattle that piſs bloody water. . 

Take Coral calcin'd to a whiteneſs and pawdred three Drams, Pow4 
der of Gummi Arabick and Tragacanth , of each a Dram : Make 
Powder,divide it into ten parts, let one part be taken thrice a day with 
a fit Vehicle, to wit, with the decoftion or the diſtill'd water. 

Take the reddeſt Crocus Marty fix Drams, Gumm Lac powdred 
half an Ounce, red Saunders a Dram : Make a Powder, divide it in» 
to twenty parts, whereof let one be taken thrice a day. | 

Take Hartſhorn burnt and powdred half an Ounce, boil it in four 
pounds of the water of a Sniiths forge till half be conſum'd, adding 
towards the end a Cruſt of Bread, Roots of great Comphry, and water 
Lillies dry d, of each an Ounce and a half, Sacchari Peters two Omces, 
let him take four Ounces thrice a day. | 

2, Medicines containing an Alchaliſate Salt, ſuch as Coral, 
Pearl, Cuttle-bone , Hartſhorn, Ivory; Powders of Shells and the 
like, as they are commonly us'd againſt Rheumatick aftects, fo 
likewiſe for a Diabetes : And inaſmuch as they imbibe the Acid 
Salt abounding in the Blood, and fo free the Maſs of Blood from 
fulion, we may juſtly expeCt a benefit from them. | 

Take red Coral ground to a great ſubtlety, C uttle-bone, of each half 
an Ounce, Hartſhorn Philoſophrcally caicin'd three Drams, Pearl, Toory, 
Crabs Eyes, of each a Dram : Mix'them, make a Powder , the Doſe 8 
half a Dram thrice a day, with a fit Vehicle. | 

Take of the ſaid Powder three Ounces, Species Diatragacanth frigid 
two Ounces, Su7ar Candy two Ounces : Make 4 Powder, and with 4 
ſufficient quantity of the Solution of Guinin Arabick, make a Paſte ; and 
let it be formi'd into Troches weighing half a Dram, let tree or four 
be taken thrice or aftner in a day. 

Take of the ſail Parder two Ounces, of the Reſumpative Ele&uaty 
Four Ounces, Conſerve of the Flowers of water Lillies three Ounces, 
Orup of the ſame what ſuffices : Make an Eletuary, let him take the 
quantity of a Cheſnut thrice a day, drin/;ng after it a draught of the 
Apozeme, or of the diit;!l'd water above preſcribd. 

3. For the {ame reaton as Medicines endued with a fixt and Al- 
chalifate Salt ſeem proper in Curing the Diabetes; tor the ſame 
reaſon do ſuch as have a volatile Salt. For theſe as well as thoſe 
lay hold on, and draw of the Acid Salt, ( by which the Blood is 
fus'd and diffolv'd into Serofities ) fo that its Liquor recovers its 
due Crate. | 

Trke the Solar Tin#urceprepar'd ( as I readily do it ) with Sal, Ar- 
Mmoniack an Ounce , The Doſe s twenty Drops thrice a day. The Spit» 
rirs of Blted, Soor 144 Hartſhorn, may a!ſp be tryd in this Diſeaſe. 
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Take Salt of Amber a Dram, the reddeft Crocus Marty two Drams : 


Mix them, divide it into twelve parts, the Doſe is one part thrice 


a day. 


FIT. As to the third kind of Remedies in the Diabetes, to wit, 
Hypnoticks, which by putting a ſtay to the Animal Spirits, re- 
tard the courſe of the Blood, and fo hinder in ſome meaſure its 
efferveſcency and fafion, I uſe to preſcribe to ſome perſons Dia- 
ſeordium to be taken every Evening, and when that does not do, 
I give ſometimes every Night, and ſometimes every other Night

Teke the decoftion of Barly, with the dry'd Roots of Comphry ſix 
Ounces, white Poppy-ſeeds two Drams , ſweet Almonds prepar'd in 
number ſix : Make an Emulſion according to art, let it be taken every 
Night going to ſleep. 

Take of the Magiſtral diftilld water above preſcribd four Ounces, 
Solutian of Tragacanth two Drams, Diaſcordium from half an Ounce 
to fix Drams . Gre it going to ſleep. 

Take Conſerve of the flowers of water Lillies two Drams, Lauda- 
num Tartariq'd or Cydomaated a Scruple, Tinfure of Saffron ſix Grams : 
Make a Bolus to be taken going to ſleep. 


CH AP. VIL 


Inſtructions concerning Sweating and Diaphoreticks, 


or Medicines cauſing Sweat , with Preſcripts of 


them. 


- 


_— a ready and plentiful eruption of Sweat, theſe three things 
are requir'd. Firſt that the Blood tolling more than its wont, 
circulates with a more rapid motion. Secondly, That its'Latex 
abounds with many watry Particles, and thoſe looſe, that is, apt 
to be ſeparated from the reſt of the Liquor, and to be reſfolv'd 
into Vapours; for if there be a deficiency of Serum, or if it be 
not eafily ſeparable from the Blood through its too great com- 
paQneſs, or incrafſation by reaſon of Fzculencies ſtrongly mixt 
in it ; ſcarce any ſweat at all will follow, though the intenſe heat 


of a burning Fever preſles for it, and moſt powerful Diaphore- 
ticks 
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ticks are given at the fame time. Thirdly, The Pores of the 
whole Body muſt be ſet wide open for a free paſſage of the 
Sweat. | 

Therefore Sweating Medicines to be taken inwardly muſt be 
ſuch as make the Blood boil more than ordinarily, and conſe- 
quently cauſe it to evaporate : Alſo ſuch as ſomewhat looſen and 
fuſe its often too compact and incraffated Maſs, that its Serofi- 
ties may more readily depart from it and be ſeparated, and they 
muſt be ſuch as at the ſame time diſpoſe them ſo ſeparated, rather 
to paſs forth by Sweat, than by Urine or Seige. As to the third 
thing requir'd, to wit, the opening of the Pores, this is done in a 
manner wholly by outward Adminiſtrations. 

Now becauſe the ſame Saline preparations which are given to 
procure Sweat, are often given to move Urthe , and ſometimes 
alſo for Cordials z we muſt ſhew by what preparation, and other 
requiſites, Sweating is to be promoted alone without the other 
intents. 

And we obſerve that Sudorificks inwardly taken, ſeldom or ne- 
ver work of their own accord, as Emeticks, Catharticks, or Di- 
ureticks; but always need ſome Governance to actuate the Medi» 
cine, and to determine it to that Energy : Wheretore a Diapho- 
retick being given, the Patient muſt preſently be ſo orderei! that 
the Pores of his Body may be open'd, and the beat of his Heart 
very much heighten'd. For theſe ends, either let kjm be Kept 
in a Bed, Bath, or Hot-houſe, or let him exerciſe his Body with 
ſome quick or laborious motion ; and that theſe things may fuc- 
ceed the better in promoting Sweat ; when it is in our power, let 
vs make choice of a fit time and ſubject for it, viz. when the 
Blood enjoying a laudable, or not very evil Crafts, both ſuffici- 
ently abounds with a Serous humour, and has not its Particles in 
too great a confuſion or perturbation, but is in a diſpoſition 
readily to be looſen'd, and to ſeparate it felt, and run into parts, 
For in a Bilous temperament, in a thin and dry conſtitution , and 
in the midſt of a burning Fever, when all things are in a trouble 
and undigeſted : Diaphoreticks commonly prove of no effect or 
do hurt. Mcreover when Diaphoreticks are judg'd proper, we 
muſt not give all ſorts of them indifferently, but peculiar Medi- 
cines muſt be choſen according to the various diſpofition of the 
Blood, and the different predominancies of the Element in it, 
ſometimes of this, ſometimes of that, and according to the ſtates 
of the Salts, 
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he Kinds and Preſcripts of Diaphoretick Medi- 


CINES. 


Udorifick Medicines being manifold, and of divers kinds , and 
being wont in a' various reſpect to be rang'd in order, and 
reduc'd to Clafſes. In the firſt place I have thought fit here to 
diſtinguiſh them, and ſet them down, both as to their form and 
manner of Compoſition, and as to the matter out of which they 
are made. Their moſt uſual forms are 1. a Powder. 2. Chymical 
Liquors. 3. A Potion. 4. A Bolus. 5. A Diet. 

The matter of each of theſe arecither the integral parts of the 
whole mixt Body, or certain Elementary parts of ſome mixt, re- 
ſolv'd by Chymiſtry, and thoſe are either ſimple, v4. cither Spi- 
rituous or Saline : The latter of which alſo are either volatile og 
fixt, Acid or nitrous. Or laſtly the Sudorifick Particles ſo divi- 
ded and ſeparated by Chymiſtry, are Elementary parts compoun- 
ded betwixt themſelves , viz. Spirituo-Saline, and Salino-Sul- 
phureous. As we run through each of theſe Species in or- 
- we ſhall adapt to each matter the more Select torms of Pre- 
cripts. 

Diaphoreticks which have the integral parts of a mixt-for their + 
foundation, in which alſo a ſmart or volatile Salt is predominant, 
in this reſpect often conduce to provoke Sweat, that their Parti- 
cles being admitted into the Blood, and being immiſcible with it, 
and not to be ſubdued , exagitate its Maſs, greatly divide it, and 
draw it afunder as it were into moſt Minute parts; fo that at 
length the texture of the Blood being very much looſen'd, and 
ſet a boiling, the ſuperfluous Serolites, Recrements, and taints of 
the Blood are caſt torth together with the Particles of the Me- 
dicine, which are expe!l'd by reaſon of their Heterogeneity. T bole 
that are of this rank are uſually given in the form of a Powder, 
Bolus, Potion and Diet, according to the following forms ot Pre- 
ſcripts. 

* Take Roots of Contrayerua, Serpentaria Virginiana, Butter-burr, of 
each a Dram, Cothinele, Saffron, of each halt a Dram : Mag a Potr- 
der, the Doſe # half a Dram, with a fit Vebicle. 

Take Powder of ['ipers a Dram , give it in ſome convenient Li- 

uor. | 
f Take Powder of Teads prepai'd, from 12/7 a Dram to a Dram. 


When Diaphoreticks onglit to predominate in Sal Alchali alone, 
or mixt with the former, . 
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Take Oriental Beqoar, from a Scruple to half a Dram, give it in a 
ſpoonful of diſtill'd water, or ſome other Vehicle. 

Tike Powder of Crabs Claws Compound, from a Scruple to balf a 
Dram, give it after the ſame manner. 

The Bexzoartick, Powder 1 made after this manner. 

Take Powder of the Roots of Contrayeroa, of Crabs Claws ſimple, of 
each two Ounces, Pearl, both ſorts of Coral, white Ambler, Crabs Eyer, 
Hartſhorn, Cryſtal prepar'd. of each an Ounce, Occidental Beyoar, Lem- 
man Earth , of each half an Ounce, Ceruſe of Antimony two Ounces, 
Cochenele half an Ounce, Amtlergreece a Dram and a half , Mus: 
half a Dram : Make a ſubtle Powder, and let 1t be form'd into little 
xound Balls with the Gelly of the Shins of Vipers, the Doſe is from a 
Scruple to a Dram. 

Take of this Berrartick, Powder a Scruple , Potder of Toads pre- 
pard fix Grains : Make a Powder , give it in a ſpomſul of Treacle 
water, 

2. Bolus's which have for their Baſis the integral parts of 
ſome mixt, made in the form of an EleCtuary, Extract, or Con- 
ſerve. 

Take of Mithridate, from half a Dranz to a Dram, of the Bexoar- 
tick Powder, from a Scruple to half a Dram, Syrup of the Juice of Ci- 
trons what will ſuffice ; make a Bolus. Inſtead of Mithridate you may 
put Treacle,' or Diaſcordium, or Confeftio Liberantis, de Hyacin:bo : $9 
likewiſe Bexoar pow4dred, or the Roots of Contrayerva, and the Powders 
of the like things may ſupp'y the place of the Bexoartich, Powder. 

Take of the Extratt of 'Treacle, from baif a Dram to a Dram, of 
the Beroartich Powder a Scruple : Make a Bolus. 

Take of the Extra# of Carduns balf a Dram, Bexoartich Powder 
4 Scruple. Salt of Wormmwood fifteen Grains, with a ſufficient quantity 
of the Syrnp of theFuice of Citrons : Make 4 Bolus. 

3. Potions which have for their Baſis common decoCtions of 
Vegetables, or Infaſions and TinCtures. 

Take Roots of Butter-burr an Ounce, Seeds of the ſanie two Drams, 
Eringa Roots Condited fix Drams, Carduus Seeds two Drams, bail all 
m a pound of fountain water,till ha!f be conſum'd : In the cleer ſtrain 
ing diſſolve of Mithridate half a Dram or two Scruple;: Let ut be 
iaken warm in Bed. 

After the like manner the Leaves of Carduns, the Flowers of Ma- 
rigolds or Cammonziie may be boild in a ſufficient quantity of Po(- 
ſet=drink,of which fix or eight Ounces may be given varm either 
alone, or with ſome Powder, ElgCtuary , or other Diaphoretick ad- 
Ced to it. 

4. Diaphoretick Iafuſions and Tinctures of diyers Kivds may 
be prepar'd by extracting the vertnes of {imple Vegetables, and 
Contections with Wine, Vinegar, or diftill'd water, Which attec- 
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watds being ſtrain'd and clarified by ſetling are often given with 
ſucceſs : To this place ought to be reterr'd the Bezoartick waters, 
Wines and Vinegars prepar'd by Infuſion, the forms of which are 
every Where to be found amongſt Authors. Moreover Tinctures 
of Vegetables which are of very great effet in a ſmall Doſe, are 
made after this manner. 

Take Roots of Contrayerva a pound, being bruisd and put into a 
Matraſs, pour to them Spirit of Wine three Pounds : Let them aigett 
to draw forth a Tinfture ;, then ſtrain it, and draw it off in Balneo to 
the conſiſtency of Honey : Keep the Spurit firſt drawn off apare from 
the reſt, pour it again to what ſtays behind, and draw the Tinfture a- 
gain {ns Doſe of which # from half a Dram to a Dram, mn a fit 

ehicle. 

5. Diets, whoſe foundations are decoCtions of Woods defign'd 
for the Cure of the French Pox, and other Cronick Aﬀects deep- 
ly rooted in the Blood and humours. . 

For indeed a very intenſe and frequent Sweating, vx. continued 
for a long time, day by day is requir'd for the Cure of fome Di- 
ſeaſes, to wit, that not only the Impurities and Corruptions of the 
Viſcera and humours, may be purg'd forth, but ev'n the Morbi- 
fick Taints, deeply Imprinted in them may be wholly aboliſh'd, 
or as it were eradicated : To cftect this it will not be enough to 
give a Sudorifick Powder or Bolus now and then at times ; but 
an entire Diet muſt be ordered for this purpoſe, Wherefore let 
all the drink the Perlon takes be a Diaphoretick DecoCtion, after 
a Doſe of which taken each Morning, let a copious Sweat be pro- 
moted, by adding to it the heat of a Bath, or of a Hotchouſe; 
and after that by this means the Pores of the Skin are open'd, and 
Nature is inclin'd to Sweat, let the Recrements of the Blood and 
Nervous Juice for that whole day evaporate by perſpiration, which 
muſt be {till maintained by the uſe of the ſaid Drink : By this me- 
thod not only the French Pox is molt ſafely, and for the moſt 
part, moſt certainly Cur'd, but alſo ſome other moſt difficult Di- 
feaſes are ſometimes eaſily overcome. 

Take the Raſpings of Guaiacum four Ounces, Sarſaparilla ſix Ouns 
ves, China two Ounces, all the Saunders, of each an Ounce, Shavings 
of Foory and Hnrtſhorn, of each half an Ounce, Antimony powdred 
and tied in a rag fix Ounces : Let them Infuſe and Boil according to 
Art in ſixteen pounds of fountain water,till balf be conſum'd,and train 
:t; to the remaining Magma,add the lihe quantity of water, let them in- 

Fuſe and boil till a third part be conſum'd, adding to it Rasſms a pound, 
Licorice an Ounce : Let the ſtraming be kept for a common drink. 

In caſe of a Bilous Temperament, and a ſharp and hot Blood, 

leave out the Guaiacum, and augment the quantities of the China 


and Sarſa. |

Diaphoreticks which conſiſt of the Integral parts of the whole 

mixt, and are eafte to be gotten for poor people, may be preſcrib'd 
according to the following forms. 

In Malignant Fevers. Take Conſerve of Wood Sorrel a Dram, Mi- 
thridate two Scruples and a half, mix them : Let it be taken, drink- 
ing after it a draught of —_— that has the Leaves of Carduus, 
Scordium, or of Camonul Flowers, or Marigolds boil d in it. 

Take Powder of the- Roots of Virgina Serpentary, from half a Dram 
to 4 Dram : Give it with a fit Vehicle, or give Powder of the Root 
of Butter-burr a Dram after the ſame manner. 

In ordinary cafes give the Decoetion of Gromuwel, of the Roots of 
Butter-burr, or Virginia Serpentary, or of the Roots and Seeds of the 
great Burr-dock: In the French Pox a Decothon of Soap-wort, or of 
the Raſpings of Box, and the like may ſupply the place of the De- 
cotion of Woods, which are of greater price. 

2. Sweating Medicines prepar'd from the Elementary parts of 
a mixt, have for their Baſis either a Spirit, or a Salt, ſometimes 
ſimple, ſometimes combin'd with another Salt, or with Sulphur. 
us Spirituous things be preſcrib'd according to the following 

orms. 

1. Let the Spirit of Treacle Camphorated be - » from half a 
Dram to a Dram, or 4 Dram and a half m a fit Vehicle, After the 
ſame manner many other Spirits diftill'd from the Juices of Vege- 
tables, maturated by fermentation, and appropriated to certain 
Diſtempers, may be given to provoke Sweat, when it is Indica- 
ted : Of which kind are the Spirirs of Black-Cherries, of the Berries 
of Elder, Ivy and Juniper, with many others ; the Spirits of Hartſhorn, 
_ Blood and the like, ought rather to be numbred in the rank of 
Salts. 

2. Diaphoreticks, whoſe Bafis are Spirits, with other Elemen- 
tary Particles combin'd, may be preſcrib'd after this manner. Take 
of the ſimple mixture a Dram, grue 1t in a convenient Vehicle. To 
this place alſo may be referr'd thoſe things that confilt of a Sperie, 
fixt Salt, or a Sulphur combin'd : Of which kind are the Tinfture of 
Salt of Tartar and Antimony : The Doſe of which are from a Scruple to 
two Seruples in ſome other Liquor. Moreover diſtill d waters in which 
the Spirituous Particles are diluted with watry ones, are often gi- 
ven to provoke Sweat with good ſucceſs. 

Take Roots of Butter-burr and Valerian, of each two Ounces, of Je- 
doary, Contrayerva, Virginia Serpentary, of each an Ounce and a half, 
Flowers of hae os handfuls, Saffron two Drams, being flic'd 
and brus'd, pour to them four pormds of Sherry Sack, dijtil it accor- 
ding to Art : Let the whole Liquor be mixt, the Doſe 1s from two 
Ounces and a half to three Ounces. Or take Roots of Angelica, and 
Maſter=iport , of each four Ounces, of Zedoary, Ele-Campane , yy wa 
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lex»wort, Gentian, the leſſer Galingal, of each an Ounce, Tops of Car- 

duus, Rue, Angelica, of each three handfuls , the mid:lie Bark, of the 

Aſh fix Ounces; being ſlic'd and brutsd, add Mithridate, Venice 
reacle, of each two Ounces : Mix them, and pour to them of Ca- 

nary ſix pounds , diſtill'd Vinegar two pounds, diſtil it according to 

Art : The Doſe # three Ounces. 

The Doſes of the aforeſaid Waters may be actuated by the ad- 
dition of Chymical Liquors or Salts. Theſe forts of Medicines 
endow'd with a Vinous Spirit are proper chiefly, and in a- maa- 
ner only for old people, and ſuch as are of a cold temperament, 
and are fubject to the Palſy and Dropſy : But in a hot conltituti- 
on, and when there is a fervent heat of the Bowels, and a Feve- 
rith boiling of the Blood, by ſcorching thoſe, and enflaming; this 
too much, they uſually rather do hurt than good. 

Diaphoreticks, whoſe Baſis is Saline, as they are of. a various 
nature, viz. according as the Salt is volatile, fixt, Acid or Ni- 
trous, ſo they are of a different uſe and operation, and hence in 
certain caſes theſe, and in others thoſe and thole are molt prop- 
per to be given, as we have before obferv'd in Diureticks, 

1, Fixt and volatile Salt is moſt propper for thoſe whoſe Blood 
very much abounds with a ſerous humour. Moreover, when at 
any time the Juice which Irrigates the Viſcera, and the Genus Ney+ 
w9/ian begins to turn ſharp, as it uſually happens in Hydropical 
and Cacochymical perſons, and in ſuch as are ſubject to Convul- 
ſive Diſtempers , thoſe Medicines are moſt effeCtually given to 
cauſe a Sweat ; becauſe that whilft they meet the Acido-Saline 
Particles of the humours, and are combin'd with them, they 
looſen the Texture of the Blood, and ag the fame ſtrongly agi- 
tate its Maſs by reaſon of their Heterogenous mixture : Hence 
for a ready ſeparation and driving forth of the Seroftties through 
the Pores of the Skin, thoſe things are preſcrib'd m the torm of 
a Powder, Bolus and Liquor. 

Take Flowers of Sal Armonaack half a Scruple, Criſtal Mineral fif- 
teen Grains, Begoartich Powder a Scruple, nitx them : Let it Le given 
in « fpoonful of Sud: rsfich water. 

Take Salt of Tartar a Scruple, Ceruſe of Antimony twenty froe 
Grains : Make a Powder , let it be given after the ſame man- 
ner. 
Tithe Powder of Bexoartick Mineral , from a Scruple to half a 
Dram, Gaſjceins Powder a Scruple « Make a Powder , let it he green 
in like manner. 

Take Ceruſe of Antimony, from a Seruple to half a Dram, Flowers 
of Sal Armaniach, half a Scrnple : Make a Powder, 
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2, Thoſe things may be given in the form of a Bolus, by mix- 
ing the aforeſaid Doſes with Treacle, Mithridate or Diaſcordium, 
or with the extratt of Carduus, Gentian, or the like. 

Take Bexoartick, Mineral a Scruple, Flowers of Sal Armoniack ſix 
Grains, Mithridate half a Dram : Make a Bolus. | 

Take Salt of Hartſhorn eight Grains, Bexoartich Potoder fifteen 
Grains, Extraftum Theriacale a Scruple + Make a Bolts, or three Pills. 

If a Liquid Form be more proper , Take Spirit of Hartſhorn, or 
of Soot, or of Sal Armon:ack, from fifteen Grains to twenty, Sudori- 
fick water, from an Ounce to three Ounces : Make a draught, let it be 
taken with governance. | 

Take Flowers of Sal Armoniach half a Scruple, Salt of Tartar fif- 
_ - "ine » Sudorifick water three Ounces : Mix them , make a 

raught. 

3. Diaphoreticks, which have a Nitrous Salt for their Baſis, 
are wont tb give relief generally in the ſame caſes, as thoſe above, 
made of a fixt and a volatile Salt ; becauſe they deſtroy the pre- 
dominancy of the Acid Salt, and diſpoſe the mixture of the Blood 
after ſuch a manner, that*as it boils, its Serum and Recrements 
are readily ſeparated and diſcharged from it. 

Take Criſtal Mineral three Drams, Salt of Hartſhorn, or of Soot, 
or of Vipers a Dram : Mi@®them; the Doſe # from a Seruple to half 
a Dram in a fit Vehicle. ; ; 

Take Sal Prunella two Drams, Bezoartich, Mineral, or Ceruſe of 
Antimony a Dram : Make a Powder, the Doſe us from two Scruples to 
a Dram. | 

4 Diaphoreticks, whoſe ground is an Acid Salt, have a pecu- 
liar efficacy againſt the predominancy of a fixt Salt, and Sulphur, 
viz. if at any time the Maſs of Blood by reaſon of Salino-fixt Par- 
ticles combin'd with Su'pyureous or Terrene Patticles in it , 
comes to be too much lock'd up and cloſe bound, that it does 
not eaſily let go its Serofities to be expell'd by Sweat ( as it ſome- 
times happens in continual Fevers, and in Scorbutick affe&ts ) the 
Acid Salt, after the Medicine is given, meeting the fixt Salt 
in the Body, and laying faſt hold on it, makes void its undue 
combinations, and ſo opens the boiling Blood, atid Aiſpoſes it for 
a Sweat. 

Take Spirit of Tartar, from half a Dram to a Dram, Sudorifick 
rn three Ounces, Flowers of Sal Armoniack, half a Scruple : M3& 
them. 

Take of the ſimple mixture , fromi half a Dram to two Scruples , 
Give it im a ſpoonful of Treacle water, or Beqoartick water. 

Take Bexoartick, Vinegar , from half an Ounce to an Ounce , Car- 
duns water two Ounces, Plague water ſix Drams : Mix them, make 


a draught, | 
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ake Spirit of Guaiacum a Dram, Sudorifick, water three Ounces t 
Mix them, make a draught. 
Some things meerly , or for the greateſt part Sulphureous are 
commonly plac'd in the rank of Diaphoreticks : As for inſtance 
ſome Natural, and other Artificial Balſams, alſo Chymical Oyls, 
as chiefly of Guaiacum, Box, Camphire, Hartſhorn and Soot : 
So likewiſe the Reſinous Extrafts of Ponderous Woods, with 
many others, which though by themſelves they do little for 
raiſing Sweat 3 yet being join'd with the other Saline, Medi- 
cines, I do not think them altogether unprofitable, becauſe in a 
cold and Over-phlegmatick Conſtitution ; Sulphureo-Saline Me- 
dicines Rarify the Blood which is then become too watry, and 
diſpoſe it to a free evaporation, no leſs than ſuch as are Spiris 
tuous. 

Take of Opobalſamum, from Six Drops to twelve, Water of Baum, 
or of Ground Ivy three Ounces, Sudorifeck water half an Ounce : Let 
it be taken every ow. to provoke Sweat for many days together. 
It s proper for Phthifical Perſons , and ſuch as have Ulcers m the

And fo, but in a greater Doſe, may be given the Balſam of Pe- 
ru ; alſo the Tmfure of the Balſam of Tolu, and likewiſe compounded 
Bal!ſams gotten by diſtillation. * ; 

Take Roſm of Guaiacum powdred two Drams , Chymical Oyl of 
the ſame a Scruple , Bezoartich, Mineral, Gumm Guatacum, of each 
4 Dram. and a half, Bulam of Peru what ſuffices : Make a Maſs 
for Pills, the Doſe s from half a Dram to two Scruples, drinking af 
ter ut a. Doſe of the Sudorifick, water, or of the Decoftion of Woods. 
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CHAP. VII. 


Iiftrutions and Preſcripts for Curing an Exceſſive, 
or Depraved Sweating. 


—_ and immoderate Sweating, is ſometimes the Sym- 
ptom of ſome other Diſeaſe then affeCting the Perſon ; for 
in the Phthiſick and Scurvy this is a common thing : The rea- 
ſon of it is, that the Blood being taiated with ſome filthy infecti- 
on, or become of an ill habit, is not able duly to concoct and 
a{limilate the nutritive Juice {till paſſing into its Maſs, and there- 

fore

fore always degenerating , and coming now and then to be full 
charg'd by the addition of other Excrements, it ſeparates them» 
and expells them by Sweat. 

The Cure of this Sweating depends wholly on the Cure of the 
Diſeaſe whoſe Symptom it is : In the mean time thoſe copious 
Night-ſweats happening in thoſe Diſeaſes, plainly ſhew that the 
Perſons Diet ought to be altogether of light food 3 viz. Milk, 
Gruel, Cream of Barly and the like, whoſe gentle and mild Par- 
ticles the Blood can bear, and not of Fleſh, or ſtrong ſubſtan- 
CEs. 

Sometimes an exceſſive Sweating is the effe&t of ſome fore- 
going Diſeaſe which is brought to an end, and this is ſo common 
a thing after long Agues, that ſcarce any recover of them ; but 
this Indiſpofition ſtill ſticks upon them more or leſs. I knew a 
young man, Who as he grew well of a Quartan Ague, which had 
held him ten Months, and began to loſe its fits, daily melted into 
ſuch profuſe Sweats, that he was fain to change his Shitt and 
Sheets thrice a Night, being as wet as though they had been dipt 
in water : This Evacuation continuing fo tor many Weeks, his 
Fleſh fo fell away, and his ſtrength was ſo exhauſted, that he 
look'd like a Skeleton. This Perſon when he had us'd many Me- 
dicines a long time without much benefit ; at length by drinking 
Aﬀes Milk Mornings and Evenings, and his other Diet being or- 
dered of Cows Milk, he grew very well in a ſhort time. 

The chief cauſe of frequent and copious Sweats ſeems to conſiſt 
in the ill habit and weakneſs of the Blood, in that it is apt conti- 
nually to be tus'd and precipitated into Serofities : The Pores of 
the Body in the mean time being open and free tor an Evacuation 
by Sweat. Now the Blood is fo apt to fuſions and flowings for 
the moſt part from a predominancy of a Fluid or Acid Salt in it, 
and ſometimes the Nervous Juice growing ſharp, empties its A- 
cid ſuperfluities into the Blood, and fo precipitates its Maſs into 
Serohties. 

This exceſſive Sweating does not only ariſe from the vitiated 
Crafis and Fermentation of the Blood, but fometimes from its de- 
praved Accenſion, and through an exceſs of Sulphur in it, as 
ſometimes through a deficievcy of it. 

In order to the Cure of this OQver-Sweating, the Therapeutick 
intentions muſt be chiefly theſe three. Firit, To take away or 
correct the ill habit or weakneſs of the humours, Secondly, 
gently to clote the Pores of the Skin which are too open. Third- 
iy, To derive the Secum of the Blood, and the watry ſuperflui- 
tics to the Reins. 
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I. The fuft of theſe is perform'd by thoſe Remedies which 
deſtroy the predominancy of the Acid Salt in the Blood, or Ner- 
vous Juice ; and which promote the Exaltation of the Sulphur 
(if haply it grows weak) for which ends Anti-ſcorbuticks, Chaly- 
beats : Alſo Medicines endow'd with a Volatile, Nitrous or Al- 
chalifate Salt moſt commonly prove effectual. I ſhall ſet down 
certain fornys of each of theſc. 


Take Conſerve of the Flowers of Cichory and Fumitory, of each two | 


Ounces, Powder of Ivory, Hartſhorn, Coral prepar'd, of each a Dram, 
Pearl half a Dram, Species of Diarrhodn Abbaty a Dram, Lignum 
Aloes, Saunders both red and yellow, of each half a Dram, Sal Pru- 
nella four Scruples, with a ſufficient quantity of Syrup of Fumitory, 
make an Eleftuary : Give the quantity of a Wallnit m the Evening, 
and the next Morning, drinking after it either of the following Julap 
or d:ſtill'd water, three Ounces. 

Take the Waters of Fumitory and Wallnuts ſimple, of each fix Oun- 
ces, the Waters of Snails and Earth-worms, of each an Ounce, Sugar 
fix Drams : Mix them, make a Julap. 

Take tops of Firr, Tamarith, Cypres , of each four handfuls, of 
Myrtle two handfuls, Leaves of Watercreſſes, Brookiimes, Agrimony, 
Se. Fohnswort, Harts-Tongue Fluellen or Speedwel, of each three hand- 
Fuls, the outward Coats of twelve Oranges : Being ſlic'd and bruis'd, 
Four to them of Brumſwick Beer eight pounds, diſtill it in common Or- 
gans: Let the whole Liquor be mixt, and ſweeten it at pleaſure, the 
Doſe three Ounces twice a day. 

Take Leaves of Dandelion, Watercreſſes, Plantain, Brooklimes, of 
each three handfuls, being bruis'd,, pour to them of the diſtill'd water 
above written a pound, wring it forth hard : The Doſe # from three 
ro four Ounces in the Morning at Nine of the Clock, and at Five m 
the Afternoon. 

According to this method, I uſe to preſcribe in a failing of 
ſtrength and Night-{weats after long Agues, and if theſe remeclties 
do no good, we muſt come to Chalybeates. 

Take Syrup of Steel fix Ounces ; let a ſpoonful be taken in the Mor- 
ning, and at five in the Afternoom, with three Ounceyof the Water 
dbywe preſcribd. 

Take Powder of Toory, of Coral prepar'd, of each two Drams, Crocus 
Marty, Salt of Steel, of each a Dram and 4 half : Make a Powder, 
the Doſe is half a Dram twice a'day, with three Ounces of the ſame 

Unl'd water. 

Tale TinAure of Salt if Tartar an Ounce : The Doſe is from twen- 
tz to thirty Dreps twice a day with the dſt ill d water. After the ſame 
manner may be given the "Iinflure of Coral, and Tinttures prepar 4 
«tt of Gums and Balſams. Moreover in theſes caſes the Spirits of 
Harrſhorn, T'rine ard Sect ave nften 21429 with ſucceſs. x

The ſecond intention for the Cure of exceſſive Sweating, con- 
ing in a due ſtate of the Pores, is perform'd in a manner only 

by outward Adminiſtrations : For which end let the whole Body 

be anointed with Oyl of Date-kernels, with an Oyntment of 

Orange Flowers and the like, and let Linnen done over a little 

with the ſame be worn; ſometimes Bathing in cold Water, or in 

a River, ſometimes change of Air may do well. 

It ſeems here proper to ſpeak a little of a certain troubleſome 
Diſtemper, relating to Sweating, or at leaſt to an exceflive per- 
ſpiration. I often obſerve that ſome Perſons have their Bodies ſo 
diſpoſed, that if upon any occaſion the leaft Breath of Wind or 
Air comes upon them, their Spirits are preſently in a mighty 
trouble, all their Powers are in a Conſternation, and their whole 
Body is diſcompos'd. 

This extream tenderneſs in ſome Perſons more than in others 
to take cold, or to be offended with it, happens either through 
the fault of the Animal Spirits, or of the Blood, or of the Pores 
of the Body, to wit, of one of them, or of more of them together. 

I. Firſt, The Animal Spirits are ſometimes in fault, becauſe be- 
ing very weak, they are not able to endure any thing harſh, or 
rough outwardly prefſing upon them; but preſently upon the ap- 
pulſe of the bare Air, are put to flights and diſtraftions. And 
ſometimes this Indiſpofition happens through their fault, for that 
being degenerated, and become of an eager, reſtleſs and nneafie 
diſpolition, they are put into diſorder upon every ſuch prefſure of 
Air, Wherefore thoſe who by reaſon of the Spirits fo diſpos'd 
become Hypochondriacal, being alſo ſubject to the Aﬀect before 
mention'd, on every little occaſton are troubled with Cold. 

2. The Blood diſpoſes to a habit of depraved Perſpiration in a 
two-fold manner, v7. both in reſpect of its temperament, and 
of its mixture : As to this latter oftentimes the Texture of the 
Elood is fo looſe and open, that npon every light accident, and e- 
ſpecially upon the appulſe of a cold moiſt Air, it's preſently ſtirr'd 
to fluxions and precipitations of Serofities;z infomuch that Perſons 
who have ſuch Blood, dare not ſtep forth of doors, nay ſcarce 
look forth. Again, the Maſs of Blood being often hot in its teni- 
per,and very full of vapours,Ereaths forth Efluvia's very ſharp and 
penetrative, by which the Pores of the Skin being too much loot- 
ned and laid wide open, the Spirits and the Vital Flame are expos'd 
to the injuries of the naked Air, and the Winds more than they 
ought, 

3. The ill conſtitution of the Pores, gotten cither by ſ1:kneſs, 
or other ways, or being natural from our Birth, very much in- 
cimes to that habit ot depraved Sweating. For in regard thoſe 
paſſages being too wile, do always in a manner gape, the wood 
an 
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and Spirits in the whole Body, or in certain parts of it are 
not ſufficiently guarded againſt the encounter of the outward 
Air. 

The Intentions for Curing this Diſtemper are chiefly theſe threes 
viz. firſt to help the weaknefles, or dejections, or depauperations 
of the Blood and Spirits. Secondly, To take away their Dyſcrafies 
if they have any. Thirdly, To procure a due Confirmation of the 
Pores. 

The chief ſtreſs of this buſineſs confiſts in the firſt intention, 
which regards the ſtrengthning of the Animal Spirits, and the in- 
largement of the whole fenfitive Soul; for unleſs the Patients re- 
ſolve to take courage, fo as to attempt to go abroad, to ſet forth 
their ſtrength to their utmoſt, and accuſtome nature daily to in- 
ure it ſelf to hardſhip, all medicines prove uſeleſs: Wherefore a 
plentiful and cheerful way of living are no leſs neceſſary than Phy- 
fick , that thereby the ſtock of Animal Spirits may be daily re- 
new'd and increas'd, and fo confirm'd in ſtrength by greater pra- 
tices now and then inſiſted on; for which ends ſtrong Wines 
with good Diſhes of meat are very proper. Moreover all Studies 
and Cares, ( wtth which the Soul is depreſt ) being laid afide, let 
the time be paſt in idleneſs and recreations, or in moderate exer- 
ciſes. As by ſuch a kind of living duly ordered, the Animal Spirits 
are greatly refreſh'd, ſo it repairs the decay and depauperations of 
the Blood. 

For the ſame ends alſo the following Medicines may be given 
with good effect. 

Take-Spirit of Amber Armoniacated what ſuffices;let fifteen or nwen- 
ty drops be taken 1m the Evening,and the next Morning m a ſpoonful of 
the following diftill 4 water , drinking after it nie ſpoonfuls of the 

ame. 

je Take Leaves of Sage, Roſemary, Time, Savary, Marjoram, Coſtma= 
ry, of each four handfuls, Roots of Angelica and Maſter-wort,of each fix 
Ounces, of Jedoary, the leſſer Galingal, Calamus Aromaticus, Florence 
Orrn,of each an Ounce and a haif,Cubebs anOunce and a half,Nutmezs, 
Cloves,Cinnamon,of each an Ounce,the outward Coats of twelve Oranges, 
and of fix Limmons; berg ſlic'd and brits'd,pour to them of Whitewine 
and Canary of each four pounds : Diſtil 1t im common Organs, let the 
whole l:quor be mixt and ſweetn'd with Sugar perlated. In the diſtil- 
ling hang in the bead of the Alembick a Nodulus, with a Scrutie of 
Amber-greece mm it, and half a Scruple of Musk. 

Take Tindure of Ant imeny, or of the Balſam of Tolu an Ounce let 
fifteen or twenty drops be taken in the Morning at Nine a Clock, and 
at Five im the Afternoon, in a ſpoonful of the water before preſcrib'a, 
drinlmg after it three Ounces of the ſame; or rather in the Mornins 
drink after it a Diſh of Tea, or Coffee, or Checholate prepar d of a Dc- 
cotton of Sage, 5 
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Alittle before Dinner drink a Glaſs of Sherry, Sack. 

When theſe things have been uſed ſome time, and you think 
good to intermit them, take the following things in their place. 

Inſtead of the Spirit, take a Doſe of the following EleCtuary in 
the Evening, and early in the Morning with the diftill'd water, 
or Viper Wine. | 

Take of wet preſerv'd Citron Pills, an Ounce and a half, Miroba- 
lans Condited an Ounce, Nutmegs, Ginger Candied, of each half an 
Ounce, Confetion of Hyacinth, Alchermes, of each three Drams, Pearl 
prepar'd, red Coral prepar'd, of each a Dram and a half, with the Sy- 
rup of the Fuice of Kermes make an Elettuary. oi" 

Let the ordinary drink be a Phyſick Ale made after the follow- 
ing manner, v7. into a veſſel of four Gallons put the following 
bag. 

Take an eld Cock half boil'd and maſh'd, Leaves of Sage and Harts- 
Tongue dry'd, of each two handfuls, fix Dates ſlic'd, Raſpings of Saſſa- 
fras two Ounces ; being ſlicd and bruis'd, mix them, put them im a 
little bag, and hang it in a Veſſel after it has done . , 

The ſecond intention which undertakes to correCt the Dyſcra- 
ſhes, or depraved diſpoſitions of the Blood and Spirits,is pertorm'd 
by the ſame Remedies, as in the Hypochondriacal diſtemper and 
Melancholy : Wherefore the preſcripts which I formerly gave for 
the Cure of thoſe affefts may ſerve here. 

As to the third intention , which for keeping the Pores in a 
due State, ordains a meet way of Government as to cloathing, 
the Air, the Fire, 6c. there is little left for a Phyfician to do ; for 
commonly every Patient will be his own Councellour as to theſe 
things : There is only one kind of advice which they are apt to 
receive, and is wont to do them good, viz. that they change 
their habitation, by which often the Mind is alſo chang'd; for 
thoſe that are never ſo much addicted to keep themſelves pen'd 
np in a Chamber, or in Bed, when they travel into foreign Coun=- 
tries, where they breath a warmer and more ſerene Air: It's almoſt 
incredible in how ſhort a time they recover. 

So much concerning this depraved Perſpiration which has not 
been tonch'd by others. 

There remains yet a third kind of this immoderate Sweating 
which is not as the firſt, the Symptom or effect of another pre- 
ſent or paſt Diſeaſe ; but it ſelf firſt beginning, is cither a Diſeaſe 
of it ſelf, or the parent of ſome Morbid affect : To the firſt fort 
chiefly belongs the Peſtilential Sweat, which was heretofore call'q 
Sudor Anglicus : But I thall not now go about to preſcribe Medi- 
Cines for a Diſeafe which I hope will never return. 
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Inſtruftions concerning Cordial Medicines, and 4: 
jor mare , or Preſervatives againſt Venome , 
with Preſcripts of them. 


F the thing be duly conſidered, the notion of Cordial Medicines 
was not well introduc'd, but is a meer vulgar errour; for fince 
it is not the Heart which is the Subject of Life, but chiefly, and 
in a manner only the Blood, and in regard the Soul it ſelf (on 
whoſe exiſtence and aCt in the Body Life depends ) is founded 
partly in the Blood, and partly in the united ſtock of Animal Spi- 
rits, it plainly follows that Medicines which preſerve Life entire, 
or reſtore it when in danger, do rather and more immediately re- 
gard theſe parts of the Soul, to wit, the Blood, and Animal Spi- 
rits than the Heart , which is a meer Muſcle, ſerving for the 
Circulation of-the Blood,and as often as it ſlackens in performing 
this duty, or gives it off : This does not happen through its own 
fault, but through that of the Blood and Animal Spirits, by which 
it is aCtuated. 

Therefore to know the ways and manners of working of thoſe 
Medicines which are call'd Cordials, we muſt conſider theſe two 
things, v7. Firſt,how many,and particularly what ways the Blood 
being ill diſpos'd, and often endangered, either as to its accenfion, 
or mixture, requires Phyſical helps, which may preſerve or cor- 
ret it. Secondly after what manner by reaſon ot a defect or de- 
linquency in the Animal Oeconomy the Heart is hindred, or per- 
yerted from its due motion , ſo that Medicines are- Indicated , 
which encreaſe the ſtores of the Spirits, and better compoſe 
them. [ To be well inſtructed concerning theſe things , read 
Dr, Wills at large. ] 
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The Kinds and Preſcripts of Cordials. 


A Ccording to what is ſkid before, we diſtinguiſh Cordial Me- 
. dicines ( commonly ſo call'd ) into two kinds; ſome of them 
chiefly and more immediately affect the Blood, others the Animal 
Spirits. In the firſt rank of thoſe that are defign'd for regulating 
the accenfion of the Blood, we place thoſe which by encreaſing, 
or exalting its Sulpffureous Particles cauſe its over-cold and flow 
moving Liquor to boil more, to be more freely kindled, and to 
burn with more life; of which Kind are good Wines , Com- 
pannd Strong-waters diſtill'd , the Spirit and TinCture of Saf- 
fron, Quercitans Elixir of Life. the TinCture of Salt of Tartar, of 
Steel, and other things that chiefly abound with Spirit, and have 
a plenty of Sulphur ; of which ſometimes theſe, ſometimes thoſe 
may be taken as every patient liſts, When by reaſon of the 
Bloods being not Kkindled, and confequently of its too great 
crowding and ſtagnation, as it were, within the Przcordia, a lan- 
2uiſhing and failing of tie Spirits, with a great opprefſion of the 
Heart happens, then Aqua Mirabilis , the waters of Cinnamon, 
Cloves, Wormwood Compound, alſo of the Rines of Oranges di- 
{till'd with Wine are proper; to which ſometimes a Doſe of ſome 
Spirit, Elixir or TinCture may be added. 

But here great cantion is needful, that a perſon do not in- 
dulge himſelf too much to theſe kind of Cordials, for many by 
often ſipping of them, get an ill habit, continuing their daily uſe, 
and encreafing the Doſe, which at length proves fatal to them 
tor the Liver chiefly, and other entrails are ſo dry'd and ſcorch'd 
thereby, that the ſtock of Blood being diminiſh'd, and its Crafis 
perverted, an unhealthy Cacochymia follows, or an abbreviation 
of Lite. 

In the ſecond Rank of Cordials, we put thoſe Medicines which 
ſomewhat appeaſe the too great boiling of the Blood, and put a 
little ſtop to, and allay its immoderate deflagration, of this 
kind are diftill'd Waters, Acids, and Nitrous things. 

Take the waters of Wood-ſorrel, of whole Citrons, of Straw-berrys, 
of each four Ounces, Syrup of the Juice of Citrons an Ounce, Pearl 
Powdred a Dram : Make a Fulape ; the Doſe # two Ounces three or 
four times a day. 

Take the waters of Pippins, or Garden Apples, of Rasberrys, of each 
four Ounces, Syrup of Violets an Ounce, Spirit of Vitrzol twelve Drops : 
Make a Tulpe. 
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Take fountain water a Pound and a half.Fuice of Limmons two Oun» 
ces, Sugar an Ounce and a half ; Make a drink, of which let three 
Ounces be taken at pleaſure. 

Take Graſs Roots" three Ounces, Candied Eringos fix Ounces, two 
Atp'es flic'd ( or Corinths two Ounces ) Shavings of Foory, and of Harts- 
horn, of each two Drams, Leaves of IWood-ſorrel a handful, boil them 
in three pounds of fountain water to two pounds z to the clear ſtraining, 
add of Sal Prunella a Dram and a half, Syrup of Violets an Ounce 
and a half . Make an Apozem, the Doſe 1s three or four Ounces thrice 
a day. 

Take Conſerve of red Roſes witriolated four Ounces, fountain water 
two pormds, diſſolve it cloſe cover'd and warm, then ſtrain it ; the 
Doſe « three Ounces at pleaſure. 

T.ike Conſerve of Barverrys, Reb of Rasberrys, of each an Ounce and 
a half, Pearl prepar'd half a Dram, Cenfe&ion of Hyacinth a Dram, 
Syrup of the Fuice of Citrons what ſuffices : Make a Confeftion; the 
Doſe u half a Dram thrice a day. 

The third rank of Cordials furniſhes thoſe ſorts of Medicines, 
which being deſtinated againſt the exorbitancies of the boiling 
Blood, looſen and open its cloſe texture, for the ſeparation and 
diſcharge of its droſly ſuperflnities. Theſe being chiefly, and in 
a manner only of a ſaline nature, are alſo of divers kinds accor- 
ding to the manifold {tate of the ſaline Particles of which they 
conliſt ; but for the moſt part their Baſis is either a Volatile, Al- 
chalifate, Acid, Fixt, or Nitrous Salt, we ſhall ſet down certain 
forms of each of theſe. 

In the Firſt place Cordials endow'd with a volatile Salt, are 
wont to be given with good effect according to the following 
prefcripts, both in Feavers, in reſpect of the Blood, and alſo 
in {woonings, and ſudden faintings in reſpect of the Animal 
Spirits. 

Take Spirit of Hartſhorn., from fiſteen Grains to twenty, Treacle 
rater two Drams, give it with a ſporn, drinking after it a draught 
of {ome appropriated Liquor. After the jame manner may be grven 
e Spirits of Blood, of Mans Scull, of Soct, of Sal Armoniack Com- 
pound. 

Take Salt of Vipers a Dram, Sal Prunciia two Drams, Powder of 
Crabs Claws Compound a Dram and a half : Mix them, make a Pow- 
der; the Doſe m from half a Dram to two Seruples, im a ſpoonful of 
Coratal Fulape, drin/ung after it a little draught of the ſame. 

Take Flowers of Sat Armonaach bat; « Scruple, Beyoarnich Mines 
ral a Scruple : Mate a Powder, gic2 1t in a ſpoenful of ſeme proper 
JLaquer, 
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Secondly, Thoſe are chiefly call'd by the name of Cordials by 
the Vulgar , whoſe Baſis is an Alchalifate, or Petritying Salt, as 
particularly Oriental Bezoar, Pearl, Coral, and other Powders of 
Shells and Stones. 

Take Gaſcoins Powder, or Powder of Crabs Claws Compound, from 
a Scruple to half a Dram ; grve it in a ſpoonful of Cordial Flape, 
drinking after it two Ounces of the ſame. 

Take Oriental Bezoar, from ſix Grains to twenty ; give it aſter the 
fame manner. | 

Take Powders of Crabs Claws , and Crabs Eyes of each a Dram, 
Pearl, both forts of Coral prepar'd, of each four Scruples, both ſorts of 
Bezvnar half a Dram, the beſt Bole- Armomack, Aurum Dipharett- 
cum, of each two Scruples, Bezoartick, Mineral a Dram : M:x them, 
make a Cordial Powder; the Doſe is from a Scruple to tips Scruples, or 
a Dram, with a fit Vehicle. 

In Perſons ſeiz'd with a Plurifie, the following things are ac- 
counted the moſt proper Cordials, tor as much as by deſtroy» 
ing the predominancy of the acid Salt, they take away, or pres» 
vent the Coagulations and Extravaſatings of the Blood. 

Take the Powder of a Wild Bores Tush, from half a Dram to a 
Dram, Criſtal Mineral a Scruple, Powder of red Poppy Flowers half « 
Scruple : Make a Powder to be taken in any Liquor. After the ſame 
manner may be gruen the Powders of Crabs Eyes, and of the Faw-bune 
of the Pike-fiſh. 

To this place belong alſo preparations of Nitre, which are oft- 
— given with good effect in Fevers, according to the following 

orms. 

Take Criſtal Mineral a Scruple, Volatile Salt of Hartſon, from 
three Grains to ſix, mix them : Make a Powder, give it in a ſpoons 
fal ef Cordial! Fulape. 

Take Criſtal Mineral, Antimony Diaphoretick,, of each a Scruple, 
Beqcart:ck Powder haif a Scruple : Make a Powder, grve it after the 
fame manner. 

Nedicines whoſe Baſis is a fluid, or acid Salt, are preſcrib'd in 
_ after the following Forms, to looten the Texture of the 

00d, 

Take Spirit of Vitrio, from four Drops to ſix, Carduus water three 
Ounces, Treacie water two Drams, Syrup of the Juice of Citrons three 
Drams, Pearl half a Scruple : Make a draught to be taken twice 
or thrice a day. Spirit of Salt, or of Nitre may be takgn after the 
ſrme manner : For the ſame the drink, Cherbet, called alſo the Di- 
vine drink of Palmarius are proper. 

Take Powder of Hartſhomn Calcin'd, or of Antimony Diatheretich, 


three Drams, Spirit of Vutriol, or of Salt a Dram ; bray them toge- 
H 2 ever 
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ther in a Glaſs Mortar, and let them dry: The Doſe # from a Scruple 
co half a Dram, in a ſpoonful of Cordial Julape. 

Fixt or lixivial Sitts of Herbs often enter the Compoſitions 
of Alexipharmicks : Moreover, Medicines which have theſe for 
their Baſis, as they are accounted very famous Febrifuges, ſo they 
ought to be numbred amongſt Cordials; for inſtance we pro» 

ofe that known Medicine, ; 

Take Salt of Wormwood a Scruple , Carduus water three Ounces, 
Spirit of Vieraol, or Oyl of Sulphur a Scruple, Syrup of Violees three 
Drams : Make @ draught to be 1aken three or four hours before the 
Fet. 

Take the waters of whole Citrms, and of Wood Sorrel, of each half 
a pound, Salt of Tartar a Dram and a half , Juice of Limmons two 
Drams, Sugar half an Ounce, mix them , make a Fulape ; the uſe of 
it s in Anomalous Fevers, which though always burning, have daily 
returns of ſharp fits: The Daſe # three Ounces twice a day. 

The laſt rank of Cordials, and truly in ſome reſpect the chief- 
eft, is of Alexipharmicks, becauſe theſe are more vital than the 
reſt. But INS being either for preſervation, or for 
Curing : In the firſt place, we ſhall ſet down Select Medicines to 
be given to perſons, whilſt yet in a ſtate of health, againſt the In- 
feCtion of the Plague, or any Malignity whatſoever ; omitting in 
the mean time what is uſually ordered concerning the alteration 
and rectifying of the Ambient Air : And then in the ſecond place 
we ſhall give you Select Forms of Preſcripts to be uſed after the 
Contagion is taken.

Take Powder of the Roots. of Virginia Serpentary, Contrayerta, Je- 
doary, Species liberants, of each two Drams, Camphire two Scrufles, 
Sugar diſſolv'd in Bexoartick Vinegar, and beil'd to a conſiſtency for 
Tablets fix Ounces : Make Tablets according to art , each weig hin? 
balf a Dram; let one or t1wo be earen often in a diy, r 

Take Roots of Virginia Serpentary three Ounces, boil them in three 
pounds of fountain water till half be conſum'd, to the ſtraimmg add 
of the beſt Honey two Qunces, Venice Treacle an Ounce, diſſolve it 
warm and cloſe cover'd, and ſiroin vt + The Doſe us two or three ſpoon- 
fouls three or four times a dey, | | 

Take 
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Take Flowers of Sulphur four Ounces, melt them in a Crucible, 
then put into it by ſpoonfuls one after another , Salt of Wormwood 
four Ounces, ſtirring them together "till the whole Maſs grows red : 
then add the Powders of Aloes, Myrrb, Olibanum, of each a Dram, 


| Saffron half a Dram; ſtir them again fur a quarter of an hqur, till they 


are incorporated ;, the Maſs being cool'd, and put on a glaſs plate ; let 
it Rand til it diſſolves into an Oyl, like a ot beau Sul Raby : The 
Doſe us from ten drops to twenty in an Ounce and a half, or two Oun= 
ces of the Beyoartich water twice a day. 

Or pour to the ſaid Powder ſome ſpirit of Wine reftified on the 
Roots of Comtrayerva and Virginia Serpentary, till it cover them three 
fingers over ; draw forth a Tinfture : The Doſe ns from twenty drops 
to thirty in a fit Vehicle. 

Or, Take of the ſame Powder half an Ounce, pour to it of the beſt 
Canary two pounds, let it diſſolve cloſe cover'd, and warm : The Doſe # 
a ſpoonful twice or thrice a day. 

After the Contagion is receiv'd, and the Crafis of the Blood is 
vitiated, and begins to corrupt, the ſame Medicines are ftill pro- 
per to be taken, but in a greater Doſe, and oftner. Moreover the 
Vinegars, and fixt Salts of Herbs, are very often added with 
good ſucceſs to.Alexipharmicks, becauſe by them the Coagulati- 
ons of the Blood are refolv'd, and then all Heterogeneous Parti- 
cles evaporating, and the other being brought into a due mix- 
ture, its liquor at length recovers its former ſtate, and keeps it. 
There being innumerable Medicines in the Books of Phyſicians 
for this end ; I ſhall here only ſet down a few. 


Antidotes for Curing. 


TA of the Bezoartick, water two Ounces and a half, Bezoartick 
Vinegar half an Ounce, Venice Treacle a Dram, mix them, by 
ſhaking them in a Glaſs : Make a draught, let the perſon take it, and 
ſweat upon it. 

Take Gaſcoins Powder, Roots of Contrayerva, and Virginia Serpen- 
tary, of each from a Scruple to twenty froe Grains : Make a Powder, 
give it in a ſpoonful of Treacle water, drink, after it a little draughe 
of the ſame, or of a Cordial Fulape. 

The Powder of Toads prepar d, Poteder of Crabs Claws Compound, 
of each half a Dram : Make a Powder , give it after the ſame 
manner. 

Take Bezoartich, Mineral half a Dram , Venice Treacle a Dram, 
Camphire fix Grains, Begoartich, Vinegar what ſufjces : Make a Bo- 
lus to be taken after the ſame manner, 

Take 
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Take the waters of Wood Sorrel and Dragon-wort, of each four Qun- 
ces, Water of Scordium Compound two Ounces, Treacle water and 
Bezoartich water of each an Ounce, Powder of Pearl a Dram, Syrup of 
Clove-Gillyflowers ( or of the Fuice of Citrons ) two Ounces, ſpirit of 
Vitriol twelve drops : Make a Julape; the Doſe is three Ounces often 
#2 4 day, ſometimes by it ſelf, ſomerrmes with other Medicmes. 


CHAP.'a 


Of the Paſſions of the Heart , and their Remedies. 


Fter Cordial Medicines, vulgarly, though improperly,ſo call'd, 

it now follows for us to treat of the Paſſion of the Heart, in 
which the Heart is really ill affected, and therefore requires true 
Cordial Medicines : Under that name two affects, ſomewhat dit- 
fering betwixt them(slves are commonly denoted, to wit, The 
trembling of the Heart, and its panting : In both affects the 
motion or beat of the Heart ſeems to be diſorderly, and in a 
manner Convulive; but the irregularity of the firſt conſiſts in 
the trequency of its Vibrations, and of the other in their vehe- 
mency. 

As to the Cure of the panting of the Heart, ſince its Cauſes 
are various and manifold, its Cure alſo mutt be various ; for 
what ſome affirm, that thoſe ſorts of Remedies vulgarly ca!l'd 
Cordials, which are reputed to revive the Heart, and to relieve 
it when ill afected, are proper in any of all theſe Caſes, it is con- 
trary buth to reaſon and common experience. 

We ſay then that the palpitation, or panting of the Heart, 
proceeds either from the fault of the Blood, or of the Arteries 
belonging to the Heart : If it happens through the fault of the 
Blood, the chief intent of Curing mutt be to raiſe the Blood to a 
better Cralis, it being then become too watery and unmeet for 
accenſion and fermenting , and to exalt or encfeaſe its active 
principles which are then depreſs'd or diminiſh'd ; for which end 
ſpirituous Medicines, alſo faline Medicines of all kinds , Sulphu- 
reous and eſpecially Chalybeates conduce : And to this place may 
be referr'd thoſe things which are wont to be preſcribed in the 
Pica or longing Diſcaſe, in the Leucophlegmatia, and in the 


cold Scurvy, 
Take 
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Take Conſerve of Sea Wormwood, the outward yellow Coats of O- 
ranges and Limmons, of each two Ounces, Powder of Winters Barke 
two Drams, Species of Diacurcuma 4 Dram, Steel prepar'd with Sul- 
phur three Drams, Salt of Wormwood a Dram and a half, with a ſuf- 
ficient quantity of Syrup of Citron Pits : Make an Eleftuary, the Doſe 
ws the quantity of a Nutmeg in the Morning, and at five in the Af- 
ternoon, drinking after it of the following Julape three Ounces, and 
walking upon it. 

Take water of the Leaves of Wake Robin a pound , of Pennyroyal 
and Hyſſop, of each four Ounces, Sugar an Ounce : Mix them, makg 4 

ulape. 
Tue of the Tinflure of Antimony an Ounce; the Doſe s from 
twenty to five and twenty drops twice a day, with the ſaid Julape. 
Moreover, among#t theſe we may place the Tintture of Steel, and its 
Syrup, alſo Elixir proprietaty, with many others. 

Secondly, The panting of the Heart, which is more frequent, 
and much more violent, happens through ſome fault in the Arte- 
ries belonging to the Heart, which fault is either an Obſtruction, 
or a Convulhve aftect. 

The firſt default for the moſt part is continual, and often in- 
curable , but eſpecially if it ariſes from Conſumptive Lungs, or 
becauſe the Roots of the Arteries are half ſtop'd, or compreis'd, 
by reaſon of ſome Tuberculum,or bony Excreſcency in them : And in 
this caſe all that can be done, is to give ſome eaſe now and then 
by Hypnoticks. 

Moreover, it is not improbable that the Arteries ſometimes are 
almoſt fill'd up with Polypous Concretions engendred in them, 
and ſometimes within the Cavities of the Heart it felf, and that 
thereby the tree paſſage of the whole current of Blood is hin- 
dred ; but as it is difficult to be ſatisfied when this is ſo, fo it is 
as rare to find a Cure for it. When there is a ſuſpicion of it, Sa- 
line Medicines ſeem to be moſt proper, and of thoſe we muſt 
give ſuch as have a Volatile, or Acid Salt ; but we muſt not give 
them together, but for a time thote ( which failing of ſuccels 
try the others. 

Take Spirit of Sal Arm:niach Compound, viz. diſtill 4 with Milie- 
pedes, or with other Anti- Aſthmaticks three Drams, the Doſe us from 
fiftern drops to nwenty thrice a day, with the Fulape, er ſome proper 
diſtill d water : After the ſame manner you may i:y the Spirits of 
Hartſhorn, Soot, Blood, and of an old Scull. 

Take Spirit of Sea Salt, or of Vitrial diſtilld, and often Cobolared 
with the Spirit of Wine, impregnated with Pneumonich Herbs three 
Drams ; the Doſe u from fifteen drops to twenty after the {ame mane 
ner ; for theſe purpoſes the Sp:rits of Tart.ur, Gua#acum, and of Box 
are often us 4. 


The 
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The panting of the Heart is very often a Convullive affect, and 
wont to be produc'd from the like Cauſe, and manner of aftect- 
ing, as other Hypochondriack and Aﬀthmatick affects ; and its 
Cure alſo ought to be attempted by Antiſpaſmodick Remedies ; 
but a choice of them muſt be made with ſome difference, ac- 
cording, as the Diſeaſe happens in a hot or cold temperament. 
- - reſpect of the former, the following Medicines may be pre- 
crib'd. 

Take Spiritus ſuccini Armoniaci three Ounces; the Doſe us from 
fifteen Drops to twenty twice a day, with the Julape, or ſome proper 
diſtilld water. After the ſame manner may be given interchangeably 
the Tinfure of Tartar, of Steel, or of Antimony. 


Of the trembling of the Heart, and its Cure. 


He trembling of the Heart is an effect diftin&t from its 

panting or Palpitation, and of a different nature from it ; 

for in that its carneous and moving Fibres ſeem affected by then- 

ſelves, nor does the Morbifick Cauſe, as in the other affect feen 
to lie in the Blood, or in the Arteries of the Heart. 

The trembling of the Heart may be well deſcrib'd to be a Spaſ- 
modick Convulhon, or rather a trepidation of its fleſh, by which 
the moving Fibres haſtily, and only half contracted cauſe moſt 
ſwift turns of the Syſtoles and Diaſtoles , but broken, and as it 
were at halfs; ſo that the Blood is brought into, and carried 
forth of the Sinw's of the Heart, only in very (mall Portions. 

As to the method of Cure to be us'd in the trembling oft the 
Heart, fince this affe&t is meerly Convulſive; therefore they are 
not Cordial Remedies, but rather Cephalicks, and Nervous Medi- 
Cines that are Indicated; which nevertheleſs according to .the 
- temperament and conſtitution of the Patient , muſt be either 
more hot or moderate, or, now of this, now of that nature. To 
comprehend all in a few words, fince there are three ſorts of Me- 
cines, that are wont to he mighty ſucceſsful in this Diſtemper,viz. 
teſtaceous Medicines, Chalybeates, and ſuch as are endow'd with 
a volatile Salt : I ſhall here briefly ſet down certain forms of each 
of theſe and their uſe. Therefore in the firſt place a proviſion be- 
ing made for the whole by evacuatives, and a choice being made 
of that ſort of Medicine which promiſes beft, you may preſcribe 
as tollows, 
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Take Coral prepar'd , Pearl, of each two Drams , both yy 0 
each half a Dramg white Amber two Scruples, Amber-greece a Scruple : 
Make a Powder, the Doſe s half a Dram twice or thrice a day, with 
a diſtill'd water, or ſome proper Julape. 

Take Powder of Crabs Claws Compound two Drams , Powder of 
Male Peony Roots, and of Mans Scull prepar'd, of each a Dram, Flow- 
ers of Male Peony, of Lilites of the Valley, of each half a Dram : Make 
8 Powder to be taken after the ſame manner. 

Take Foory, red Cotal powdered, of each thiee Drams, Speties Diam- 
bre a Dram, double refin'd Sugar, diſſolv'd in a ſufficient quantity of 
water of Navews, and boil'd to a conſiſtency ob ets ſeven Ounces : 
Make Tablets according to Art, weighing half a Dram ; let one or two 
be eaten often in a day, as the perſon eaſes 

Take Conſerve of the Flowers of Lillies of the Valley ſix Ounces, 
Powders of Coral prepar'd, Pear!, Ivory, Crabs Eyes, of each a Dram 
and a half, Vitriol of Mars a Dram, Syrup of Coral what ſuffices : 
Make an Eleftuary; the Doſe is from a Dram to two Drams twice a 
day, drinking after it a dratight of the following Julape. 

Take the water of Navews, and of whole Citrens, of each ſix Oun- 
ces, of Orange Rines diſtil 4 with Wine two Ounces, Sugar half an 
Ounce : Mite a Fulape. 

Take of our Syrup of Steel ſix Ounces, the Doſe #s a ſpoonful in the 
Morning, and at five in the Afternom, with two Ounces of the Fu- 
lape before written, leaving out the Sugar, or with diftill d water. 

Take Powder of Foory, and of Coral , of each two Drams and 4 
half; Species Diambre a Dram, Salt of Steel two Drams, Sugar eight 
Ounces, Amber-greece diſſolv'd half a Scruple : Make Tablets weign- 
mg half a Dram, the Doſe is three or four Drams twice a day. 

Take freſh Strawberies eight pounds, the outward Coats of twelve 
Oranges, freſh Filings of Iron half a pound , being brugsd together, 
pour to them eight pounds of Mine ; let them ferment in a Pot cloſe 
cover d for twenty four hours, then diſtall it ini common Organs. 

Take Spirit of Hartſhorn, or of Blood, or the like; three Drams : 
The Doſe is twenty drops twice a day, with a fit Vehicle. 

Take Flowers of Sal Armoniach, Coral prepar'd, of each two Drams : 
Tbe Doſe 1s 4 Scruple twice a day. | 

Tahe Cryſtal Mineral two Drams, Salt of Amber 4 Dram, Salt of 
Hartſhorn a Scruple: Mix them, the Doſe is from fifteen Grains ro 
twenty twice 4 day, with the diſtill'd wazer. 
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Of the intermitting Pulſe, and its Cure. 


Mong the Paſſions of the Heart, the intermitting Pulſe may 

juſtly be numbred, becauſe in this affect, or at leaſt in ſome 

Kind of it the Heart it (elf labours, though in ſomewhat a different 

manner than in its panting, or trembling ; for in theſe it is ill dif- 

pos'd, and irregular as to its motion, but in that, as to its reſt, 

this being ſometimes twice longer than it uſes to be in its ordi- 
nary courſe. 

This intermitting Pulſe, or over-long Ceſſation of Motion in 
the Heart does not proceed from the mixture or Crafis of the 
Blood, but only from the irregular diſpenſation of the Animal 
Spirits, from the Cerebellum into the Nerves that paſs to the 
Heart, and thence into its Tendons, which irregularity happens, 
becauſe thoſe Nerves are ſomewhat obſtructed. 

Although this Aﬀect being very often without preſent hurt or 
danger, does not require an over-haſty Cure ; yet for preſervati- 
on ſake, leſt ſome great Diſeaſes follow it, Remedies and a me- 


thod of Cure ought to be uſed; at leaſt for the whole remain- 7 


der of the Perſons Lite, let him Keep to a Diet well ordered in 
all reſpects. 

Moreover , let ſome gentle Courſe of Phyſi-k be preſcrib'd 
him to be conſtantly obſerv'd Spring and Fall 3; viz. That all 
the Seminal Roots of Diſeaſes founded in the Brain , or apt 
to be there engendred, may be taken away, as much as may be; 
for this end we here direct you to the Prophylacti:k method, 
with the Medicines prelcrib'd by us elſewhere, agaialſt the Fits 
the Apoplexy. : 


CHAP, 
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Tuſtruftjons concerning Optats , or Medicines that 
cauſe Sleep, with their good and il} Effetts ; to- 
gether with Preſcripts of them. 


Piats exert their Force not by raifing vapours to the Head,nor 

by opening the Pores of the Brain, for any vapours or other 

Soporiterous matter to be admitted into it, but only by deltroy- 

ing ſome of the Animal Spirits, fo that the re{idue being in a con- 

ſternation, or forc'd inward, or at leaſt called back from tzeir 

wonted Emanation into the nervous parts, quit their office, or 
in ſome -meature remit of it. 

The Narcotick force of Opiats conſiſts in this, that as the Ani- 
mal Spirits are moſt ſabtile Corpuſcles, compos'd of Spirit and a 
volatile Salt united together, and exalted to a very high pitch; 
ſo Opiats on the contrary conſiſt of a fetid Sulphur, that is, of 
a Sulphur, together combin'd with a fixt Salt, and an Earthy 
matter, and carried wp to a moſt high degree in like manner : 
Which ſort of Concrets are well known to be fo contrary to the 
ſabtile Texture of the Animal Spirits, that ſometimes they put 
them to flights, or ſubvert them at a diſtance by meer Effluzia's, 
Which are very hardly, or indeed not at all perceivable by the 
{mell. , 

Opaats given in a ſmall quantity chiefly and in a manner only 
regard tnofe Spirits to which the 'particular charge of natural 
and ordinary ſleep is committed, the reſt being cither untouch'd, 
or Iittle letted by them : Wherefore atter a Doſe of Laudanum 
is taken, both the inward and outward ſenſes are bound, but the 
Pulſe, Reſpiration , alſo the functions of CancoCtion and Separa- 
(101 are continued after their uſual manner, and after ſome time 
the Spirits of the firit employ return to their wonted Pot. 

But if an Opiat be itronger than it ought. it extends its Force 
farther into the Province of the Animal government, fo that an 
over-great Doſe of it being*taken, the Appetite for the moſt part 
is dull'd, Reſpiration is much fſtreightn'd, and rendred not only 
diffi-ult, but likewiſe uneven or interrupted, and ſometimes alſo 
the motian of the Heart is fo far debilitated, that the Pulte: pre- 
fently grows weaker, with a cold Sweat, a deadnefs, and an E- 
C!ipſe as it were, of all the faculties, fo that a perpetual fleep 
lumetime; tullows this Medicine.

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The good Effefts of Opiats. 


Irſt then, Opiats are moſt properly and neceſſarily Indicated, 
incaſe of want of ſleep, tor then being (paſonably and duly 
Adminiftred, they give a refreſhing repoſe. 

Secondly , In Delirow affe#s Opiats are given with good ef- 
fect, ( though ſometimes they rather do hurt than good, as we 
ſhall ſhew hereafter ) becauſe the Spirits being then mov'd with 
too much eagerneſs within the Brain, and as it were ftruck with 
a rage, and paſſing their wonted bounds, the Opiats repreſs 
+ and make them quietly retreat into their former ſta- 
ions. 

Thirdly, Opium is accounted of moſt excellent uſe for appea- 
fing all ſorts of Pans : For fince Pain cannot be caus'd or con- 
tinued, but a great plenty of Spirits muſt always abound in the 
part affected, in caſe the Nerves are ſo clos'd, that the patſing of 
the Spirits to the place griev'd be hindred, or much diminith'd, 
{ which Opium effects ) it follows of neceflity that the Pain mutt 
ceaſe: For the Particles of this Medicine beſetting the extream 
parts of the Brain, do not only quell the forlorn Spirits in its out- 
moſt part, but likewiſe ſtrongly ſuppreſs them in their Original 
ſource within the Brain, and in the midft of the Cerebellum, and 
conſequently hinder their Emanations from thence into the Genus 
Nerveſum; io that during the Energy of the Opium, they are ſent 
more ſparingly and thinly into the Precordia and Viſcera, nay, and 
into all other parts. Hence the Pulſe and Breathing remit ot 
their vehemency and frequency ; many times alſo all the Members 
and Limbs are feiz'd with a Languor and Laffitude. Moreover, 
hence the Viſcera before irritated into Convulſions, either tending, 
to Excretions, as by Vomit, or ſeige, or cauſing Pain, as in the 
Colick or Stone, depoſe their diſorders, 

Again, the good eftect of Narcoticks is notoriouſly known in 
the Cure of the Scorbutick Colich: In Pains of the Gout they allo 
do excellently well, and ſo in the Parn of the Stone in the Bladder, 
which Diſeaſe, when it cruelly torments Old Men, and cannot be 
Cur'd by Cutting, admits no eaſe from any other Remedy, but 
from Narcoticks: Wherefore in this caſe I have advis'd ſome to 
the conſtant and daily uſe of Laudanum and Diacodium, which 
they have put in practice, to the great comfort of their lite, re- 
ceiving no hurt thereby, though ſometimes augmenting its Dole, 
they have taken to a great quantity. | 
* Fourthly, Opiate are ſeaſonably given, if at any time the Pulſe 
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or Breathing are more quick or vehement than they ought; far 
when in Feavers the Motion of the Heart and Lungs being made 
more intenſe, give a moſt rapid Circulation to the Blood, fo that 
it is greatly perverted, both as to its Accenſjon, and as to its Cras 
fs, and is not able to ſeparate its drofſy Excrements, which are 
ſo throughly mixt with it : After a Narcotick is given, preſently 
the Inpetus of thoſe parts is ſomewhat broken, fo that the Blood 
coming then to a gentle and moderate Circulation, diffuſes a leſs 
intenſe heat, 'and being looſen'd in its Texture, it purges its Serwn 
and impurities by Sweat and Urine. 

Reſpiration not only as it is urgent, but moreover as the ſame 
is interrupted, Convulſive, or otherwiſe variouſly irregular, often 
requires a Narcotick Medicine : In a violent or very trequent 
Coughing always troubling us, this uſes to give relief before all 
other Remedies. Again, in fits of the 4 , When the Organs 
of Reſpiration are ſo laboriouſly exercis'd, that the Perſon affe- 
ed feems tn be brought to the Agony of Death, a Doſe of ſome 
proper Opiat, makes all things preſently ſerene and calm. More- 
over in horrible Vomiting, in exceſſive or violent Purging, this 
uſually gives great eaſe. Fluxes can ſcarce 'be Cur'd without O- 
pium, not that this Medicine fixes the boiling and raging Juices 
and Humours, but ſtops the Excretory Conyulfions of the Fibres, 
and that partly within the Cavities of the V/:/cera themſelves, it 
{tupifying by its meer contact the Spirits there Implanted, and 
partly by ſupprefling the Spirits within the Cerebellum,which con- 
tinually flow to thoſe parts, whereby the others being deſtitute 
of ſupplys trom them readily remit of their Convulfive rage. 

Fifthly, In Catarrhs and Defluxions of all kinds, we often fly to 
Opiats, as to our laſt refuge, they powerfully ſtay excretions of 
Blood, and moderate and reſtrain ſerousEvacuations, when at any 
time they are excefſiye, and tend to a Colliquation. They repreſs 
the Immoderate Ebullition of the Blood in a burning Feaver, and 
lefſen its exceſſive Accenfion. Briefly they moſt readily appeaſe att 
turbulent commotions in our Body from what cauſe ſoever they 
ariſe, and let the Blood be never ſo much diſturb'd, they hay 
commonly reduce it to a calm and quiet ſtate. 

Opiats, where they agree, moſt commonly fuſe the Blood, and 
after the manner of Alexipharmicks powerfully provoke Sweat, 
and move Urine , as Dr, Wills gives us here an Inftance of a 
Perſon troubled with the Dropſy, and ſeverely tormented with 
Night-pains caus'd by the Pox, who by the conſtant uſe of Lan- 
danum, fell at length into great Sweats and Evacuations of Urine 
every Night, and fo was Cured. 

A Lady, who for many years was fubject at times to crnel 
paing of the Colick, as often as ſhe tell il! of that Diſeaſe, and 
a Ys : taund 
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found the pains grow intolerable, could get no eaſe from any Re- 
medy but from Opium : Wherefore ſhe took a Doſe of this each 
Night, till the Morbifick matter being conſum'd by degrees, ſhe 
became at length free from all griet and pain, 


Of the evil Effects of Opium, with cautions concern- 
ing its Uſe, 


WE have found, by fad experience in many, the Uſe of Opi- 
um to be ſometime hurtful and deſtructive; for that 
ſome preſently after taking it, have fallen into a perpetual ſleep, 
and others by taking a Doſe of it too great, or unſeaſonably, have 
either ſhortn'd their Lives, or by injuring their principal tacul- 
ties, have rendered it afterwards uneafie and burthenſome. I have 
known ſome, who upon taking a Pill of Laudanum, have fallen 
preſently into ſo profound a fleep, that they could never be rais'd 
from it, they liv'd jndeed for three or four days, and as to their 
Pulſe, Reſpiration, and Heat were pretty well, but could never 
be brought again to ſenſe, and waking, by any Remedies or tor- 
tures. I have obſervd others, who after taking Opium, have 
ſlept but moderately, nay fometimes little or ſcarce at all ; but as 
to their Pulſe, Reſpiration, and Heat preſently grew worſe ; io 
that incontinently after the Medicine, they began to have a failing 
of ſtrength, and then, growing ſhort and thick Breath'd , to de- 
cay more and more, nor could their vigour be renew'd by any 
Cordials, but fainting by degrees they died. I have elſewhere 
related a ſtory of a robult man Kkill'd by Opium, who had no fleep 
at all after it, till his laſt aud mortal ſleep, vzz. Death it (elf tol- 
lowing it; this Man prefently after he had taken the Medicine, 
comp!ained of a great heavineſs upon his Stomack, and of Col, 
then he was taken with a great Languor, and a Conſternation or 
all his Spirits, with a coldnels of his extream parts, and within 
ſome hon.'s complaining that hjs Eyes grew dim,and at length that 
he was quite blind, he died, 

I thall now relate what evils from the improper, or unſeaſor;- 
able uſe of Opium, fometimes happen in the Head, what in the 
Breit, and what in the Belly. 

As to the firlt, it's well known that the principa) functions of 
the Soul, 3:7, the Memory, the Reaſon, and the Acutenels of the 
underſtandin, are very often extream!y injur'd by Narcoticks. A 
Fcquent ute of them weakens the Memory in many perſons; | 
knew a perfon, who by tal.ing a great Doſe of it in a Feavgy, 
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wholly loſt the uſe of that faculty, and after ſome weeks, when 
the uſe of it hegan to return, he remembred only things done 
within a peculiar tract of time,and nothing of thote that were done 
before or after. I have known ſome that have grown dull and ftu- 
pid by this Medicine, and others that have grown mad. And it's 
obſerv'd, that thoſe Turks that eat much Opium, though they 
ſeem to be well, and not injur'd by it, yet they are rendred more 
cold, and their functions become worſe; they appear always as 
though they were drink and beſotted, and are affected with a 
Coma, or a continnal inclination to fleep, being ſtupid and uncon- 
ſtant, ſometimes affirming a thing, and ſometimes denying it, fo 
that they are unfit to deal or converſe with men. 

Secondly, We find that Opiats are ſometimes hurtful to the 
Precordia and Breſt, becauſe they depreſs and leſſen the Pulſe and 
Breathing, ſometimes alſo ( as we have ſaid before ) they make 
them fawlter, and by degrees wholly to ceaſe : Wherefore in Fea- 
vers, When the Blood being mightily deprav'd, ſeems to admit: of 
no Crifis, or not a good one, and that at the ſame time it fur- 
niſhes but very few and weak Spirits to the Animal Oeconomy. 
Narcoticks are in a manner always deſtructive, and as it were 
poyſons : For though in the Plague and Malign Feavers, whilft 
the Pulſe and Reſpiration are ſtrong, Treacle, Mithridate, and Dt- 
aſcordinum, nay and Landanum are often given with good effect, 
yet if at any time in thoſe Diſeaſes, and in other Feavers that: do 
not carry fo much malignity, the vital faculty languiſhes , thoſe 
famonis Antidotes mult he us 4 but very ſparingly, and the ftron- 
ger Opiats not at all, Moreover in a vzolent Cough, the Phrhifich , 
Pluriſy, Empyema, and other Diſeaſes of the Breſt, viz. in what 
ills ſoever nature is Rirr'd up to diſcharge it felf. on a ſudden of 
that which is offenſive, and oppreſſes the Breſt, and lifts at it with 
its greateſt effort, and at the tame tine the Organs of Reſpirati- 
On being deſtitute of a ſufficient plenty of Spirits, faulter and pers 
form their work with great pain and difficulty ; we muſt in fach 
a caſe forbear Opium no Jets than poyſon , tor then Narcotic!s 
increaſe and fix the weight to be remov'd, and leflen the ttrength 
of the parts that labour to throw it ct. 

Fhirdly, As to tlie paits within the Belly, we fin that Narcc» 
ticks often taken, proved ſometimes very mjurious to the princt- 
pal faculty, wx. the appetite of food ( on which all nutrition, and 
the Root of Lite depends ) becauſe they very mnch blnnt it, and 
often wholly deſtroy it : For when the Spirits reſiding in thetin- 
teriour Coat of the Ventricle are f{tupified, or deſtroyed by the 
Particles of the Opiat ; fo that thoſe Nervous Fibres though em- 
ptied, no longer are corrugated, then all! hunger ceaſes, and there 
is no appetite to food , nay the fame being then offer'd to the 
i Stuinick, 
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Stomack , proving rather troubleſome than delightful to it , is 
preſently thrown up again. Moreover, for the {ame reaſon the 
concoCtive force of the Ventricle is weakn'd; and the excretory 
motions as well of this, as of the Inteſtines grow tardy ; for it's 
a common obſervation, that a ſlowneſs of concoction, and a tar- 
dineſs of going to ſtool, are the familiar effects of an Opiatick 
Medicine. 

From what is ſaid , it will not be difficult to draw Phyſical 

Precepts and cautions concerning the right uſe of Opiats, which 
we may do by obſerving the four following things, 0:4. before a 
Narcotick Medicine be given , we muſt conſider, Firſt, What 
kind of conſtitution the Patient is of. Secondly, What kind of 
Diſeaſe it is he labours under. Thirdy, In what ftate the Ani- 
mal Spirits are, in reſpe&t both of the Animal and Vital funCti- 
ons. Fourthly, In what condition the Blood and other humours 
are. 
1. As to the firſt, when a Hypnotick is indicated, fee that the 
temperament, habit of Body, or Indiſpoſition, Cuſtom, or man- 
ner of Life of the Patient do not indicate the contrary. For ex- 
ample, thoſe that are of a mean ſtature, have a ſtrong, well-ſet, 
and ſquare Body, with a hot Blood, and a lively or quick aſpect 
are wont to bear this Medicine beſt, and moſt commonly re- 
ceive benefit thereby ; which alſo they may much more ſecurely 
adventure upon , if they have been usd to it before; on the 
contrary it does not agree with, nay ſometimes it proves very 
prejudicial to thoſe who are too corpulent or very thin ; alſo to 
thoſe who being of a ſubtle texture of Body, have their Spirits 
eaſily diflipable, or being of a cold temperament, have their Fleſh 
ſoft and flaggy, and being of a ſluggith and intractable Nature, 
are of themſelves dull and fleepy ; to which this thing may be ad- 
ded, and it augments the weight of the reſt, if they never made 
a Trial of that Medicine before. 

The nature of the Diſeaſe is fometimes of great moment for, 
or againſt the uſe of Opiats. None but flattering Phyſicians will 
make uſe of them in flight affects. Moreover in fome great Di- 
ſtempers they are cither forbidden, or their uſe is much ſufpect- 
ed : In the Palſy, Vertigo, Incubus, Apoplexy, Orthopnea, the Dropſy 
of the Breſt, or of the Abdomen in the numbneſs and trembling of 
the Limbs, in very malign Feavers, ind in the fits of intermitting 
Feavers, or in the Criſis of others, Narcoticks are moſt common- 
ly forbidden. Again, in a Cough with much and thick Spittle, 
the Aſthma, and in any other aftects of the Breſt, with an oppreſ- 
fion of the Lungs, and in Hyſterick and other Convullive Paſſi- 
ons, they are to be given but rarely, and not without caution, 
and the advice of fome prudent Phyfacian { But m a Tiolent ym 
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ach, Catarrhs, the Colich, Pluriſy , ordinary Feavers, in Vomiting; 
the Bloody Flux, in Nephritick, Fits, or fits of the Gout, and in any 
pains whatſoever, Opiats are not only allow'd, but we have re- 
courſe to them as to a Divine Panacea. 

3- But as often as an Opiat is propos'd, or comes to be deli- 
berated on , we mult farther confider in what ſtate the Ani- 
mal Spirits preſiding in each faculty are, for if they are but few, 
or being oppreſt, flag already, and do not ſufficiently diſplay them- 
ſelves, certainly they muſt by no means be farther lefſen'd, or put 
in a conſternation by a Medicine + Wherefore whilſt the Animal 
faculties do not appear quick, nor with ſufficient vigour exert 
themſelves as to ſenſe or reaſon ; or when the Pulſe and Reſpi- 
ration have the courſes of their Reciprocations but weak, alſo 
more quick or ſlow than uſually, or aiſturb'd, and inequal ; And 


_ laſtly, if a ſtupor and enervation with an unwonted Languor has 


ſeiz'd the Members and Parts for Motion, we .muſt wholly forbear 
Hypnotick Medicines ; but we may-be free to ule the ſame, it at 
any time they are Indicated by reafon of ſome great aftects, and 
that the Animal Spirits at the ſame time are ſtrong enough, ac- 
cording to theſe and the other reſpects, or alſo it they are too 
much expanded, or grown too raging and unruly. 

4. In the mean time the ſtate of the Blood and humours is not 
to be neglected, for ſometimes the uneven, or ill condition of 
theſe wholly forbids Opiats, or permits them to be taken but ſpa- 
ringly, and with ſome reſtriction. The Blood Indicates againſt 
their uſe when it is amiſs either in its quantity, or in its quality, 
or Crafis : As to the tormer, the bloody Latex either abounds, or 
is deficient; and in both reipecCts it excludes Narcotick Medicines. 
For fir{t,if at any time the Blood grown turgid through its plenty; 
and withal boiling in a Feaver, fo exceedingly extends the Veſlcls 
as to make them ſtrout torth ; and therefore the precordia mighti- 
ly labour to circulate it as quick as pofſible,by moſt ſwiftly repeat- 
ed turns of the Syſoles, left it ſomewhere ftagnates or overflows 3 
then certainly to give a Narcotick, whereby that labour and laft 
effort of the Heart , ſo neceffary for preſerving Life, wou!d be 
hindred, were rather the Ofh-e of a Poyſoner, than of a Phyfici- 
an. Wheretore in an over tullneſs of Blood, Phlebotomy ought 
always to precede the ule of Opiats. Secondly, Nolets damage is 
threatn'd from Narcoticks, if given when there is a want or tcar- 
city of Blood, as after great Hxmorrhagies, long Faltings, or long 
ficknefſes : For when the current of the Blood is very ſlender, 
and by reaſon of its fmallneſs ſcarcely continuec, the Heart being 
mov'd with as quick a beat as may be, endeavours ( as it were 
with redoubled efforts) to give it a moſt quick Circulation, leſt 
ts courſe be interrupted, and conſequently ceaſes : Hence it is ob- 
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vious to conceive how greatly prejudicial Opiats are, which put 
a itay, or lett to this endeavour of the Heart, ſo very neceflary 
in ſuch a juncture. And indeed it ſeems. to be for this reaſon, 
that we forbid ſleep to Women preſently after Child-birth, when 
the Lochia flow in abundance, and to all others when a conſide- 
rable quantity of Blood has been taken from them, and mn great 
Hemorrhagies, to wit, left the Heart be deſerted by the Spirits 
during ſleep, with which it ſwiftly circulates the lefſen'd current 
of the Blood. Moreover ſometimes the Blood being faulty in its 
quality, or (to ſpeak more properly ) in its Crafts, Indicates a- 
gainſt the uſe of Opiatsz for when in a Cacochymia, or Feaver, 
the Blood being mightily fill'd with drofſy Excrements, ought to 
be agitated with a greater effort of the Heart, and be more ſwift- 
ly circulated, to wit, that the Heterogeneous Particles may be 
tubdued, and ſoon evaporate z the Operation of a Narcotick in- 
tervening, puts a ſtop to theſe endeavours of the Pracordia, and 
conſequently retards the Purification of the Blood, and ſometimes 
diſappoints it. 

As to other Excrementitious humours uſually heap'd together 
in the Ventricle, or the Inteftines , thcſe alſo muſt be purg'd 
forth by Vomit or Seige before ani Opiat be given : For other 
wiſe being there fixt, they will ftick more pertinaciouſly : For 
the Fibres of thoſe parts being ſtupified by the Medicine, are not 
irritated as before; nor do they readily (et upon excretory Cons 
vulſions for expelling thoſe drofſy ſuperfluities , or perform it 
with any vigour. Wherefore according to the ancient Precept; 
If any thing be to be Evacuated, let it be dene before a Narcotick, be 
gre CN, 


The Kinds and P reſcripts of Oprats. 


He ſafeſt Narcotick, and which is generally approv'd of by 

long experience is the Poppy and preparations of it : Where- 

fore as often as we endeavour effectually and fſately to provoke 

ſleep, the whole ſtreſs of the Medicine is Plac d in Opium or Dia- 
C601111m, 

A3 to the Heads of white Poppies. with the Seeds out of which 
Iiicediom , alſo DecoCtions, Emnitions, and other Hypnotick 
Conftect:ons are made; it plainly appears that theſe have much 
!els of a Narcotick Sulphur in them, than the concreted Juice of 
Opin; and what they have of it, is much more pure and inno- 
zunt : Whetetore we give cttner, and with more fatety ay 
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made of theſe, nor ought we to uſe Laudanum, but when through 
the violence of Symptoms, Diacodiats will not ſerve : Again fince 
theſe have in them leſs of viculency, they do not want muck 
preparation, but either a ſimple DecoCtion, or Infuſion, or Ex- 
preflion being made of them, they may be apply'd to Phyſical 
uſe. Now Opium is ſeldom preſcrib'd fimply , and by it ſelf, 
but is wont to be. corrected and compounded after a various and 
diverſifyed manner of preparation, that it may become a ſafe 4- 

ine. 

The wild Poppy has a certain Hypnotick yertue, but much 
more mild and gentle than that other 3 wherefore in certain ca» 
{es it agrees excellently well, and we may be more ſecure as to 
its uſe. Of this a Syrup and a diſtill'd water is always ready pre» 
par'd in Apothecaries Shops, which in many continual Feavers 
are often given with good ſucceſs, and they are judg'd to have 
a certain ſpecifical virtue in Curing the Peluriſy, becauſe they take 
away pains, and by putting ſome ſtay to the Pulſe, abate the 
Feaveriſh boiling of the Blood, Moreover a TinCture is made of 
its Flowers Infus'd in Brandy, which is a famous Medicine a- 
mongſt Empiricks and good Women, and is averr'd to be good 
againſt Surfeits. The reaſon of which effect ſeems to be, that 
the Spirit of Wine frees the Contents of the Stomack fram pu- 
trefaCtion, and the Narcotick force of the Flowers prevents the 
Invaſion of the Feaver. 

I ſhall now ſet down certain Select Forms of Narcaticks ; 

which I ſhall alſo digeſt into certain Claſſes, according as the O- 
piats have for their Baſis, eitter the Syrup or diſtill'd water of 
the wild Poppy, or Diacodium, or Laudanum Extratlum, or Li- 
quidum, or Pulul. de Styrace , or de Cynogloſſa, or laſtly, Philo* 
num. 
Take the water of wild Poppies, and Comſlip water, of each ſix Oun= 
ces, Syrup of red Poppies two Ounces , Sal Prunella half a Dram , 
mix them : Make a Fulape, the Doſe 1s three or four Ounces thrice 4 
day in the Pleuriſie, Pains,watching without a Feaver, or any mant- 
feſt Canſe. 

Take of Poppy water , from four Ounces to ſix : Let it be taken 
now and then by it ſelf twice or thrice a day for the ſame m- 
tent. 

Take Diacodium, from half an Ounce to an Ounce, Cowſlip water 
three Ounces, Treacle water three Ounces : Make a Potion. 

Tahe Carduus water three Ounces, Diacodium ha'f an Ounce, Spi- 
nt of Hariſhorn, from half a Scruple, to a Scrupie : Make a draught 
for procuring ſleep and ſweat. 

Take Diaſcordium ha/f a Dram, Gaſcoins Powder a Scruple, Diaco- 


dium two Drams, mix them ; Let it be taken 118 4 ſpoon,

Its proper in the Co Phthifick : The Doſe # a ſpoonful pot

from half a Scruple, to a Scruple, with a ſufficient quantity of Syrup 
of Clove-Gillyflowers : Make three Pills to be taken going to Reſt. 

Take Laudanum a Grain, Stomack Pills with Gumms half a Dram : 
Make four Pills to be taken going to reſt, in the Colick, 

Take Laudanum, from a Gran, to a Grain and 4 half, Diaſcordium 
a Scruple: Make a Bolus, inſtead of Diaſcordium, you may put the Con- 
fettion of Alkermes, or of Hyacinth. 

Take Laudanum a Grain, diſſolve it in a ſpoonful of Treacle water, 
add of Comſlip water two Ounces : Make a draught, 

Take of our Liquid Laudanum tartariq'd twenty Drops, give it in 
2 ſpoonful of Aqua Mirabils, or of Cinnamon water, or of any other 
fit Vehicle : Its proper mm Colick, Nephritick, or Gouty pains. 

Take Species of Hiera half a Dram, of the foreſaid Laudanum 
twenty drops : Make four Pills, let them be taken going to reſt , for 
Purging, and eaſing pains of the Colick at _— time. 

Take Liquid Laudanum Cydoniated, from fifteen Drops to twenty : 
Give t in a ſpoonful of ſmall Cinnamon water for the Flux- 

Take Conſerve of red Roſes an Ounce, Venice Treacle, Confetion of 
Hyacinth, of each two Drams, Pulvus Pannonici Rubri a Dram, Lau= 
dmmum Cydoniated two Drams, Syrup of Coral what ſuffices : Make 
an Elettuary, the Doſe # a Dram every fourth or fifth hour; in a vio- 
lent Bloody Flux with Gripes. 

Take Pilul. de Styrace, from five Grains to fix, Lac Sulphur half a 
Scruple, Oyl of Anniſeeds a Drop, Balſam of Peru what ſuffices : Make 
three Pills to be taken in the Cough, Aſthma, &c. 

Take Plul. de Kew 7 ay from Fx Grains to eight : Make two Pills to 
be taken going to reſt for the ſame mtents. 

Take Bhilouium Romanum , from one Scruple to two, Conſerve of | 
Clove-Gillyflowers half a Dram, mix them: Make a Bolus to be taken 
going to reſt, Its proper for the Colick in a cold temperament. 

I thall now ſay ſomething concerning the Effects of the great 
Anti-Hypnotick Coffee. 

Coffee, though in ſome caſes it be very profitable and Phyſical, 
in others it is hurttul and unwholeſome ; for we ſee that great 
Coffee-drinkers become lean, and are very often ſubject to be Pas 

ralytick, and grow impotent for generation. 

Yet as to Aﬀedcts of the Brain, and the Genus Nervoſum, I very 
often preſcribe this Drink for them, 

For indeed in very many Cephalick Diſeaſes and Infirmities, 
viz. in Head-aches, Giddineſs,the Lethargy, Catarrhs, and the like, 
Where With a full habit of Body, and a cold temperament, or 

ong 
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one that is not hot, and a watery Blood, there is a moiſt Brain 
with a ſluggiſhneſs and dullneſs of the Animal Spirits, Coffee has 
often a very good effect, for being daily drank, it wonderfully 
Clears and enlightens each part of the Soul, and diſperſes all the 
Clouds of every funtion, But on the contrary, thoſe who being 
thin,and of a Bilious, or Melancholick temperament, have a ſharp, 
or burnt Blood, a hot Brain, and the Animal Spirits too much 
ſticr'd and reſtleſs, ought to forbear this Drink altogether, as be- 
ing apt to pervert both the Spirits and humours in a greater 
meaſure, and to render them wholly unfit, and unable to perform 
any funCtions : For I have obſerv'd many, not having a ſufficient 
plenty of Spirits, and being alſo ſubject to the Head-ach, Verti- 
20, Palpitation of the Heart, and a trembliag or numbneſs of the 
Limbs, who preſently after drinking Coffee became worſe as to 
thoſe Aﬀects, and ſuddenly found an unuſual Languor in their 
Whole Body.

CHAP. L 


Inftruftions and Preſcripts for the Cure of the Phthi= 
fick, and Conſumption of the Lungs. 


WE muſt obſerve the divers ſtates of this Diſeaſe, or the 

diſtinctive Marks which belong to it : As Firſt, when 
it is meerly a Cough : Secondly, when it begins to degenerate in- 
to a Phthifick or Conſumption : Thirdly, when the Phthiſick is 
conſummated, or paſt recovery. 

I. And Firſt, as to a new Cough from what Cauſe ſoever it a- 
riſes, it is never free from ſuſpicion of danger, if it happens in a 
Body prediſpos'd to a Phthifick ; though in other robulit Perſons 
it be not preſently to be fear'd : For it at any time it. be rais'd 
from ſome great evident cauſe, and being without a Fever, and 
an indiſpoſition of the whole Body, it proves not very trouble- 
ſome, then it is ſaid to be only a cold taken, and is either wholly 
neglected, or ſoon Cur'd without much ado. Again, if it be ac- 
companied with a ſmall Feaver, Thirſt, and loſs of Appetite, there 
is hope that the Blood being reſtor'd to its due temper, the 
Congh will alſo ceaſe of its own accord ; but if drawing in length, 
and not eaſily ſubmitting to vulgarRemedies,it produces much Spit- 
ting, and that difcoloured, it ought no longer to be neglected, 
but muſt be dealt withal with a method of Cure, and fit Reme- 
dies,and an exact Form of Diet : For then it may be ſuſpected that 
the Lungs having receiv'd ſome prejudice in theuContormation: do 
not tranſmit the Blood entirely, but with a depoſition of the Serum, 
or Lympha, and often the nutritive Juice ; and likewiſe that thoſe 
humours there depoſed do putrity, and contequently that by a 
reciprocal injury they taint the Blood, whereby it {till offends the 
Lungs the more. 


2. But 
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2. But if to a Cough daily growing worſe and worſe ; with 
much and thick Spitting there be added a Languor, and falling 
away of the whole Body, a loſs of Appetite, difficult breathing, 
thirſt, and a boiling of the Blood ; there is great cauſe to ſu(- 

that a Phthifick is at leaſt begun, if not well advanced : 
erefore we muſt then uſe all our endeavours both to free the 
Lungs from the offenſive load of matter already gather'd toge- 
ther in them, and to fortifie them againit the continual Incurfion 
of the ſame; and at the ſame time to cleanſe the Maſs of Blood 
of its dregs, and to reltore it to a good Craſis, whereby it may 
duly contain its Serofities, and other humours within its own tex- 
ture, or convey them to ſome other place than the Lungs. 

3- But if beyond the ſtate ev'n now deſcrib'd of this Diſeaſe, 
the Spittle daily increaſes, and becomes more difcolour'd, and all 
other things ſtill growing worſe and worſe, there be join'd to it 
a total decay of itrength, and a HeCtick Feaver, with a continu- 
al thirſt, Night Sweats, a dying Gountenance, with a falling a- 
way of fleſh ev'n to the drought of a Skeleton; then there is no 
room left for Phyſick , but only for a ſad Prognoſtick , or at 
leaſt all hope of Cure being laid aſide, we have nothing left to 
infiſt on but Anodines, which may help towards an eafie death. 

Wherefore according to the ſaid three ſtates of this Diſeaſe, its 
method of Cure muſt be in a threefold manner ? vig. Firſt we 
muſt preſcribe what is to be done for Curing a Cough, whilſt be- 
ing not entred the limits of a Phthiſick, it has only the name of 
a Cold taken, Secondly, what is proper in a beginning Phthiſtck. 
Thirdly, what is to be done when it is conſummated and detpe- 
rate. 

t. Men of a tender conſtitution; or ſuch as are inclin'd to a 
Conſumption from their birth, or have ſometimes formerly been 
us'd to be endanger'd by a Cough, ought immediately as ſoon as 
they find it coming to ſtand on their guard, and betake them- 
ſelves to the Rules of Phyſick, according to which, to proceed 
methodically in a way of Cure, the Therapeutick, Indications muit 
chiefly be theſe three. 1. To appeaſe or take away the diſorder 
of the Blood, whence the Fluxions of the Serum proceed. 2. To 
derive from the Lungs to the Pores of the Skin, or Urinary pat- 
ſages, and other Emunctories, the dreggy Excrements of the 
Blood, and all ſuperfluities apt to depart trom it. 3. To corro- 
borate the Lungs themſelves againit the reception of the Serum; 
and other humours 3 and likewiſe to fortify them againſt the in- 
vaſion of outward Cold, from which they are wont to receive a 
farther prejudice. We ſhall f{ycak of each of theſe a little more 


at large, 
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t. The firſt Indication regards both the Efferveſcency of the 
Blood, in that it grows over hot, and boils in its Veſſels, by 
reaſon of the Effluvia's being reſtrain'd within it; as alſo its dilo- 
lation, in that being looſen'd in its Texture, it lets fall too much 
the Sernm and other Humours from its embraces, to remove both 
a thin form of Dyet muſt be ordered, and the perſon being care- 
ful to avoid all injury from outward Cold, a pretty free tran- 
ſpiration muſt be procur'd, or at leaſt the wonted tranſpiration 
mult be reſtor'd : For theſe erds let the Patient preſently be 
thicker cloath'd; and let him keep himſelf in Bed, or within his 
Chamber ; at leaft let him not go forth of Doors : Evenings and 
Mornings let a gentle Sweat be rais'd by giving him Poſlet-drink 
with Roſemary, or Sage boil'd in it : If notwithſtanding the Cough 
grows worſe, Bleeding proves often of good effect, fo his {irength 
and conſtitution bear it; after which Hypnoticks generally do 
well, inaſmuch as they retard the motion of the Heart, and con=- 
ſequently the overhaſty Courſe of the Blood. Moreover, they 
cauſe it to paſs the Veſſels of the Lungs gently, and with mode- 
ration, without caſting off any great quantity of Seroſities z and 
to ſend forth what is ſuperfluous either by Sweat, or by Urine 2 
For this purpoſe alſo Pectoral DecoRions muſt be given, becauſe 
they Geſtroy the Acidities of the humours, and hinder, ard put 
a ſtop to the diſſolution of the Blood, and its fuſion into! Se- 
rofities; For the like reaſon and manner of Operating , Medi- 
—_— prepar'd of Sulphur are of ſuch egregious uſe againſt the 
-ough. 

2. The Second Indication , viz. the derivation of the. Serirn, 
and other dreggy Excrements of the Blood from the Lungs, and 
their Evacuation by other ways, is perform'd by Diaphoretick 
Medicines, Diureticks, avd gentle Purgersz which muſt go along 
with other Medicines, or be now and then interchangeably us'd 
with ther, Therefore after Bleeding, we uſually give a gentle 
Purge, and ſometimes repeat it. In the PeCtoral DecoCtions, let 
the Roots of Cheri, Burchers-broom , Elecampane, and other 
things moving Sweat and Urine be of the Ingredients : Millepedes, 
IVilatile Sat of Amber, and other frxt Salts, and Powders of Shells, 
— into Pills with Turpertine, are often given with good ef+ 
ect. 

3. The Third Indication, v2. the fortifying of the Lungs, and 
its DuCtus's againſt the Fluxions of the humours and the affaults 
of the Cold, ard the tuppretſion of the Catarrh, vulgarly fo call'd, 
13 perform'd by Lin#us's, Eclegma's, and other particular Reme- 
dies, and has chiefly a regard to two things, vix gently to cloſe 
the Months of the Veſſels and Glands that gape into the Trachea 
with Aſtcingents, left they caſt torth = Serolities too much y 
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to it : And Secondly, To make ſmooth and glib the fides of the 
Dufus's of the Trachea, that they be not offended, and thence 
continually ſtirr'd up to a troubleſome Cough, either by the ſharp 
Serum coming upon them, or by the aſſault of any outward Cold 
and moreover, that thoſe Duftus's being made ſlippery enough , 
the Spittle ſticking ſometimes very faſt to-the fides of them, 
may be more eaſily gotten off axd Cough'd-up : For the Firſt 
intent it is, that Conſerve of red Roſes, Olbanum,Maſtich,, Lohoch 
de Pino, Syrup of Jujubes, of dried Roſes, of Cup-moſs, and other 
Aftringents are fo often ingredients in peCtoral preicriptions. On 
the account of the ſecond intent Lzcorice, with its various pre- 
parations is accounted fo famous a remedy againſt any Cough 
whatſoever. For this end Syrups, Eclegma's, and all other ſweet 
Pectorals ſeem to be ordered ; to which is added Oy! of ſweet Al- 
monds, either given by it ſelf, or reduc'd into the Form of ſome 
Milky pap by long ſtirring it with ſome Pe&oral Syrup. Theſe 
are the chief Therapentick Indications, together with the apt in- 
tentions of Curing, which ſeem to be of moſt conſiderable uſe 
for a new Cough, whilſt it is yet free from the ſuſpicion of a 
Phthifick, or at leaſt not yet entred its manifeſt limits : It now 
remains after this general method briefly given unto you, to tet 
down ſome Select Forms of Medicines appropriated to each In- 
tention: Theſe, though they are manifold, and diverſly prepar'd, 
yet thoſe that are of chiefelt note, and moſt in uſe are Mixtwes, 
Linttus's, Eclegma's, Tinttures, Balſams , Troches, Tablets, Powders, 
Pills, Decofions and d:ſtill 4 Maters : We ſhall give you ſome of 
the moſt Elegant Receipts ot cach.

Heſe are taken either by themſelves, or with Milk added to 
them : Among thoſe of the firſt kind, the Pectoral Deco- 
ion according to the Londom Diſpenſarory, ficlt preſents it (elf; 
which is to be taken twice a day , from four Ounces to fix or 
eight. 

Take Leaves of ground Toy , Maiden-hair, Harts-Tongue, Colts- 
foot, Agrimony, of each « handful, Roots of Cheruil, Butchers-broom, 
of each an Ounce, Seeds of Carthamus and ſweet Fennel, of each half 
an Ounce, boil them in ſix Pounds of fountain water , till half be 
conſum'd, adding towards the end either of Licorice three Drams, 
Rains ſton'd two Ounces, and fix Jujubes, or of the beſt Honey three 
Ounces : Make an Apozeme, Scummng off the Froth, and Clarifying 
it with the white of an Egg : The Doje # ſix Ounces warm twice or 
thrice a day. 

Decoctions to be taken with Milk are us'd Mornings and E» 
venings inſtead of a Breakfaſt and a Supper, according to the 
manner following. 

Take great Darfie Flowers a handful, Snails cleans'd, in number 
three, Candied Eringo Ros half an Ounce, Barley three Drams, boil 
them in a Pound and a half of fountain water to a Pound : Take from 
fix Ounces to eight warm,adding as much of Milk, and afterwards let 
the quantity of thy be encreaſed by degrees. 

Atter the ſam2 manner, let Cup-n:ofs, alſo the Leaves of ground 
Ivy, St. John's-wort, and of other Pectorals be boild, and taken 
with Mill. 

Decoctions of Woods frequently conduce very much to the 
Cure of an obſtinate Cough, eſpecially being taken conſtantly for 
ſome time inſtead of Beer, as an ordinary Drink. 

Take Roots of Sarzaparilla four Ounces, of China two Ounces, red 
and white Saunders of each half an Ounce , ſhavings of Ivory and 
Hartſhorn, of each three Drams : Let them infuſe accordins to Art, 
and boul-in ezght Pounds of fountain water to four Pounds, adding to 
it of Licorice ſix Drams, Raiſins ſton'd an Ounce and a half : In 4 
Phlegmatich, or cold Conſtitution, add Raſpings of Guaiacum.

Very Man may make many and different Forms of theſe, as 
occaſion requires, and according to the Conſtitution of the 
Patient they may chooſe ſometimes Milk alone, ſometimes Milk 
with ſome part of Wine, ſonietimes Ale, or Brunſwick Beer : I 
ſhall give you a Specimen of theſe as follows. 

Take Leaves of ground Ivy, HyſJop, Pennyroyal, of each four hand- 
Fulls, Snails half boil'd in their jrelis ewo Pounds, Nutmegs flicd, in 
number fix. All of them being ſmall ſhred together, pour to them of 
new Mazik, eight Pounds : Diſtil them in common Organs, the Doſe 1s 
three Ounces twice or thrice a day by it ſelf, or with ſome other Me- 
dicine : When its taken, let each Doſe be ſweeten'd with Sugar-Candy, 
or with Syrup of the Fuice of ground Fy. 

In a Conttitution that is not hot, eſpecially if there be no fer- 
vent heat of the Blood or Przcordia, to fix or ſeven Pounds 
of Milk add of Canary Wine a Ponnd or two, and in a Phleg- 
matick or Aged Body, inſtead of Milk, let the Menſtruum be Ale 
or Prunſwick Beer. 

Moreover, in the Winter when Snails are not eaſily, or 
ſcarce at all to be gotten, the Lungs of a Lamb, or of a Wea- 
ther may properly enough ſupply their place, and ſometimes alſo 
thoſe of a Calf half boil'd and flic'd very ſmall ; and let them be di- 
{ti!1'd with the foreſaid Ingredients,and added to a fit Menſtrum in 
common Organs, or a Roſe-ſtill. 

In this Claſſis, where its treated of a Cough not yet arrived 
t» a Phthifick; we may aptly range the Convulſive, or ſuff>ca- 
tin'z Cough of Children, commonly called the Chim-Corgh. This 
Diteaſe chiefly afſiults Children and Infants, and at ceitain times, 
viz. in the Spring elfpecially and Fall, its uſually Epidemical. The 
Ditealed have frequent and very cruel fits of Coughing, in which 
tne Organs of Reipiration do not only greatly labour, but likewite 
being atf-Cted with Convulfions, variouſly interrupt, ſuſpend, or 
pervert their Actions : But for the molt part the Diaphragm be- 
ing (ciz'd with Convulfions by it ſelf, or by the impulic of other 
parts, obſtinately ſo continues for a very long pace ſometimes its 
Contraction, and ſometimes its Dilatation, that Inſpiration or Ex- 
piration being hindred for a time, the Vital Breath can ſcarce be 
drawn at all; fo that the Coughers cry out as though they were 
ſtranvled, and their Countenance turns black through the Stags 
ration of the Blood : It haply thoſe Organs being not ſo much 
{ciz d with Convulnons, they can Cough out freely, neverthelets 

they 
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they are ſtill forc'd to Cough with violence, and ſo lorg tiil their 
{trength fails them. | 

Though this Cough ſeldom Kills , or proves very dangerous, 
yet it is very difficult to be Cur'd, and oftner ceaſes of it felt as 
the year changes, then it is conquered by Medicines. The reaſon 
15, that we muſt not only in this, as in an ordinary Cough, alter 
the Blood, and derive its drofſy Excrements from the Lungs to 
the habit of the Body, to be fent forth by tranſpiration, but we 
muſt likewiſe take care to correct the Nervous Juice, which in 
this caſe is vitiated with a Heterogeneous and Elattick matter 
Which cauſes the Convultive motions. 

As to the Cure of this Diſeaſe, the method of Curing us'd in 
other Coughs ſeldom proves ſucceſsful in this; wheretoce only 
Empirical Remedies are commonly Adminifſtred, 

Amongit many Remedies of this kind, the two following are 
uſually preferr'd before all others whatſoever, and are chiefly in 
uſe, v:z. to give inwardly Cup-mols, and various preparations 
and compoſitions of it, and if there be need of any further Cure, 
the Child is to be put into ſome ſudden fright. And it thei* 
things work not the defir'd effect, Ptiſans, Syrups, Julapes, or 
DecoCctions and other Pectorals are laid afide, and commonly all 
other Medicines are thrown by, expecting till the Diſeaſe either 
ends of it ſelf in proceſs of time, or be Cur'd by the ſucceeding 
change of the year, 

Cup-motls, 1o commonly us'd amongft us agairſt Conghs of 
Children, has an Aſtringent vertue, / as we find by its taſt ) and 
contains Particles of a ſmart nature, which denote a plenty ot 
Volatile Spirits, whence we gue!s its uſe to be to fix the B:ocd, 
and to maderate the Fluxions of the Serum, and likewiie by Vo- 
latilifing the Nervous Juice, to take away its Convulfive difpot- 
tion : Ics uſually given in the form of a Powder, DecocCtion, and 
Syrup according to the following Forms. 

Take Cup-moſs Powdred a Dram, Supar-Candy a Serupie: Mix 
chem, divide it into three or four parts, take a Doſe Evenings ard 
Mornings, with a fit Vehicle, 

Take of the faid Mv(s two Drams, Lac Sulphuris tio Scrupies, 
Powder of Anmſceds a Seruple * Divide 1t into jix parts, vrve them 
after the ſame manner. F- 

Take of the ſaid Moſs 4 Dram, boil it in a quantity of Mili: ſuf 
ficient fer ene Doſe ; let the ſtraining be taken Evening and Morn- 
1g : For thoje with whim Milk does not agree, or to whom it does 
2i0 good ; let a decoftion of it be prepar'd in jountain water, or Hyſſep 
water, or any other Pedtoral water, ard let it be grven to two or three 
Qunices twice a day, ſweetiung ut with Sugar, or ſome proper Sy1up. 
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Take of this Moſs an Ounce, boil it in two Pounds of ſome Peftoral 
Water, till balf be conſum'd : To the ſtraining , add of Sugar-Candy 
a Pound, and let it evaporate in a gentle Bath heat, to the conſiſtency 
of 4 Syrup. 
| The . mn remedy commonly in uſe for the Cough of Children, 
is to put them into ſome ſudden fright, as by ſetting them in a 
Binn when a Mill goes, (fc. which ſometimes Cures the Diſeaſe 
on a ſudden ; the reaſon of which donbtleſs confiſts in this, that 
the Animal Spirits being put to flights, and driven into new di- 
itractions, quit their former diſorders, and likewiſe that the Con- 
vulfive matter is either diffipated by that perturbation, or driven 
into other Nerves, where it proves leſs offenſive. 

The Empirical Cure of this Diſeaſe being thus fet forth, toge- 
ther with the Remedies vulgarly usd, and their Atiologies at 
leaſt probably explicated : I ſhall now (et down a certain ratio- 
nal irethod of Curing, and haply more efficacious againſt theſe 
ſorts of Coughs of Children : Therefore in ſuch a caſe, I uſual- 
ly preſcribe according to the Forms following, and ſometimes 
ſucceflively enough : And Firft, fince we muſt” begin with a 
Purge; 

Take Syrup of Peach Flowers a ſpoonful, Hyſterich, water a Scruple : 
Mix them, let it be taken Cum Regimine. 

Or, Take Calamelanos ſix Grams, Scammony ſulphurated, Roſin of 
Jalup , of each three Grains : Make a Powder, give it in 4 little 
of preſerv'd Cherries to a Boy of fix Tears Old; and let the Doſe be 
encreas 4, or leſſen'd according to the Age : Let the Purge be repeated 
in fix or ſeven days. 

If the Patient ( as it often happens ) be prone to Vanmut,, take Oxy- 
mel of Squills fix Drams,Salt of Vitriol four Grains : Msx them, groe 
it to a Chuld ſix Vears Old, and according to thu proportion, let a 
Doſe be accommodated to others : IT have known this kind of Vomit 
guy every Morning for four or five days- ſucceſſrvely to have done 
well. 

Bliſtering Plaiſters are much us'd, and let them be apply'd 
ſometimes to the Nape of the Neck, ſometimes behind A. ax 
ſometimes to the Infides of the Arms near the Armpits, and as 
lovn as the Sores in thoſe places begin to heal, let others be 
raisd elſewhere. 


| Inſtead of Beer, let the following Decoction be his ordinary 
drink.

3t ſtrongly ; the Doſe 1s two or three ſpoonfuls twice a day. 

Thus far of the Cough and its Cure, whilſt it is only an en- 
trance to a Conſumption ;3 now we muſt treat of this affect, having 
paſs'd the frontiers of this dangerous Diſeaſe, and ict down a me- 
thod of Cure, and forms of Medicines proper for Curing an Inve- 
terate Cough, viz. when either neglected, or not calily yielding 
to Medicines, it begins to degenerate into a Phthiſick, that is to 
ſay, when it is come to that paſs; that the Blood bcing loosn'd 
in its Texture, does not only pour the ſuperfluous Serum , but 
even the Nutritive, and haply the Nervous Juice, the Lympha, and 
other its dreggy Exc.ements on the Lungs, and depoles them 
within its Ductns's; and withal, that the depravation of the Lungs 
is by ſo much augmented, that its Veſiculz being diſtended, 
or many of them broken into one, and fo a Solution of Continui- 
ty, or an Ulcer being causd, a greater Maſs of Matter for the 
Conſumpticn is daily heapd together : Moreover, and that the 
matter, in regard it is permitted to continue long there, Putrities, 
and fo ſtill corrupts the Lungs more, and taints the Blood 
patiing through them. In this caſe the Therapentick Indications 
are chiefly theſe three, 747. Firſt of all to ſtop the diflolution of 
the Blood, which is the Ruvt of all the miſchiet, and to prevent 
It from pouring always matter in ſo great a plenty on the Lungs. 
Secondly, To evacuate by ExpeCtoration the corruption gather d 
tozether within the Lungs, and that ſufficiently in ſome thort 
time. Thirdly, To corroborate and dry the Lungs being dil- 
folv'd as to their unity, or become too lax and moiſt, or other- 
wiſe weak , leſt they are daily more corrupted, and receive the 
Morbifick matter always more and more. Each of theſe Indica- 
tions pronpts us various mtentions of Curmy, and requires C1vers 
forts of Remedies, and many ways of Adnmmniſtration z of which 
| ſhall cre Lricfly touch the chict. 
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Therefore what the firſt Indication ſuggeſts, to wit, to ſtop the 
diſſolution of the Blood, theſe three things ( as much as may be) 
muſt be procur'd, vx. Firſt, that the Maſs of Blood may contain 
within it, and affimilate whatever Nutritive Juice it is ſupply'd 
with, and be ſo proportion'd with it, that it be not faulty either 
in quantity or quality. Secondly, That the Acidities engendred 
either in the Blood, or convey'd to it from elſewhere be ſo de- 
{troy'd, that the Blood retaining always its Mixture or Crafts, be 
not ſo ſubject to Fluxions or Futons. Thirdly, That all dreggy 
Excrements in the Blood be deriv'd trom the Lungs t6 other E- 
munctories, and places of Evacuation. 

As to the firſt of theſe intentions of Curing, that the Nutritive 
ow be proportion'd to the Blood , before all things it nwſt 

ordered that Perſons troubled with a Cough and Phthifick, 
abſtain as mixch as may be from Drink, and* take liquid things 
but in a very ſmall quantity, ſo that the Blood being weak in its 
Crafis, may be able more eafily to ſubdue the minute Portions of 
freſh Juice, as long as it is not too much dloy'd with it, and to 
retain it within its Texture. Again, let that freſh Juice conhit 
of ſuch Particles as are ſubtle and gentle, that they may be ma- 
{tered by the Blood, and be affimilated without any eager heat 
of contelt : Wheretore Aſſes Milk, ſometimes alſo Cows Milk, or 
Goats Milk ; alſo Water-gruel, Cream of Barley, Ptiſan, Almond 
Milks, and other fimple ſorts of food agree better, and nouriſh 
more than Fleſh, Eggs, or Gelly-broaths, ſtrong Ale, Wine, or 
any other kind of richer Fare. Secondly, That the Blood retain» 
ing its temperament, be not eaſily diffolv'd into Serolities oftend- 
ing the Lungs; as well its own Acidities, as thoſe of the other 
humours that are mixt with it, and eſpecially of the Nervous arxl 
Lymphick humours muſt be deſtroy'd : Which intention is excel- 
lently pertorm'd by Medicines prepar'd of Sulphur, which there- 
fore in this caſe ( fo there be not a HeGtick Feaver) are frequently 
given,and in a large Preportion. Wherefore let the Tincture,Balſam, 
Syrup, Flowers, and Milk of Sulphur be given twice or thrice a 
day in a good large Doſe; for the ſame purpoſe Traumatick or 

Vulnerary Decoctions, alſo DecoCtions of PeCtoral Herbs ( com- 
monly fo call'd ) and Roots are to be taken inttead of ordinary 
drink : Moreover, Powder of Crabs Eyes, of Millepedes, and of 
other things containing an Alkalifate or Volatile Salt, are often 
given With good fuccets. The Third intention of Curing, refer- 
ring to the Firſt Indication, viz. That the drezgy Excrements of 
the depraved Blood, ( in caſe they much abound ) be witkdrawn 
trom the Lungs, and Voided by other Emnactories, ſuggeſts to 
us many ways to he put in practiſe for withdrawing them; For 
belies Bleeding, Evacuation by Urine, and now and then a geutle 
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Purge ( which have place in all Coughs, even in. a beginning 
Phthifick ) we ought alſo to range here Baths, Breathing in a 
warm Air to promote perſpiration, alſo frictions of the extream 
parts, Dropax's, Iſſues, Veſicatories, ſhaving the Head, Errhin's, 


Apophlegmatiſms, and all other general or particular ways of E- | 


vacuating humours or vapours. 

The Second Indication in a beginning Phthifick , vi. that 
the corrupted matter depos'd within-the Lungs , be every day 
readily and clearly diſcharg'd , is perform'd with expeCtora- 
ting Medicines: Theſe are faid to operate in a two-fold man- 
ner , according as their vertue is conveyed-to the Lungs two 
ways. For ſome of them taken by the mouth, immediately 
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ſend their active Particles 'into the. Trachea, which partly by *' 


making the paſſages ſlippery , and by looſening at the ſame 
time the matter there iticking, and partly by irritating the 
Excretory Fibres into Convulhons, cauſe an Expectoration : In 
which number LinCtus's and Fumigations are eſteem'd the chief. 
_ Expectorating Remedies of the-other kind, which are juſtly e- 
ſteem'd the belt, exert their Energy by the conveyance of the 
Blood, for conſiſting of ſuch Particles which cannot be ſubdued 
and affimilated by the Maſs of Blood, when they enter it, being 
immiſcible with it, they are preſently caſt forth again , and pe- 


netrate from the Arteries of the Lungs into the DuCtus's of : 


the Trachea, where cleaving to the matter, they divide, attenuate, 
an fo exagitate it, that the Fibres being thereby irritated , and 


ſuccetiively contracted in Coughing, the Contents of the Trachea, | 


and of its Veficule are thrown up into the mouth. Medicines 
proper for this uſe befides Sulphur and preparations of it, are Ai- 
tificial Balſams diſtill'd with! Oyl of Turpentive, Tinctures and 


- 


Syrups of Gumm Ammoniacum, Galbanum, Afa-tztida, Garlick, : 
Leeks, and the like ſtrong ſmelling things; of which alſo Lo- © 


hoch's and Eclegma's are prepar'd, and theſe indeed work both 
ways, ſo that partly by ſlipping down into the Trachea, and part- 
ly by entring the Lungs by the Circuit of the Blood, they fet up- 
on the Morbifick matter both before and behind, and fo throw it 
forth with the greater force. | 

As to the Third Indication, viz. That the injur'd Conformati- 
on, or vitiated conſtitution of the Lungs may be reſtor'd or a- 
mended; ſuch things muſt be us'd which reſiſting putrefaction, 
mundity, conſolidate, dry and corroborate; tor which ends alſo 
Medicines prepar'd of Sulphur, Balſamicks, and Traumaticks are 
proper ; Hence ſome Empiricks ſucceſstully preſcribe not only 
the fume of Sulphur, but likewite of Arſenick to be drawn through 
a Pipe or Funnel into the Lungs. Moreover tor this rea(on it 15, 
that the change of Habitation, as from Cities to a Country or 
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Sulphureous Air , or travelling from one Country into anothe” 
hotter, proves ſo notably beneficial, 

$o far of the method of Cure which ſeems to be proper for a 
deeper Cough , or a beginning Phthifick : Now we muſt ſet 
down ſome Select Forms of Medicines according to each of thoſe 
Therapeutick Indications, which alſo according to the way us'd 
in a gentle Cough, free from a Phthifick, we ſhall diſtribute into 
certain Claſſes, and thoſe are Mixtures, LinCtus's, Lohoch's, Tin» 
cures, Balſams, Troches, Lozenges, Powders, Pills, Decoctions, 
and di{till'd Waters : We ſhall (et before you ſome Examples of 
each of theſe, to which alſo may be added fome of the forms of 
the Medicines preſcrib'd before for a beginning Cough, and not 
yet arriv'd to a Phthiſick, 


i. Magiſtral Mixtures and Syrups. 


Ake of our Syrup of Diaſulphur three Ounces, Water of Farth- 
3 worms an Ounce, Tintlure of Saffron two Drams : Mix them, 
take a ſpoonful going to Bed, and early in the Morning. 

Take Syrup of the Fuice of Toy three Ounces, Snail water an Ounce, 
Flowers of Sulphur a Dram : Mix them by ſhaking them together, the 
Doſe us a ſpoonful Evenings and Mornings. 

Take Tinfure of Sulphur two Drams, Laudanum Tartariz'd a 
Dram, Syrup of the Juice of Ivy two Ounces, Cinnamon water two 
Drams : The Doſe s a /[poonful at Bed time, and if the Perſon dyes nee 
Neep, towards Morning. 


The Syrup of Diaſulphar, 


T Ake Sulphur prepar'd after our manner, half an Ounce, the beſt 
Canary Wine two pounds : Make a cloſe digeſtion in B. M. or im 
Sand for twenty eight hours : Which being done, take double refin'd Sus 
gar tio pounds, diſſolve 1t and boil it to a _— for Tablets in 4 
little Water of Elder Flowers ; then pour to ths by little and little the 
Wine ting'd with the Sulphur re] pradben let it boil a lattle on the 
fire, ſcumming it , and ſtrain it through Woollen. You will have a 
moſt delicate Syrup of a Gold colour, and of great efficacy againſ? the 
Cough and other affe#s of the Lungs ( ſo there be no beyling heat of the 
Pracordia, nor Heihich, Feaver ) the Doſe us a ſpoonful Evenings and 
Mornings by it ſ6!f, or with other Petiorals, 
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Syrup of Garlick. . 


TH# Cloves of —_ d, and cut in ſlices, in number ten or 
twelve, Anniſeeds bruisd, half an Ounce , Elecampane Root; 
Jbc'd three Drams, Licorice two Drams; let them have a cloſe and 
warm digeſtion, for two or three days in a pound and a half of ſpirit 
of Wine, put the clear and warm ftraining into a ſitver-diſh ; add of 
double refed Sugar 4 Pound and a half; the Diſ being put on hit 
Coals, let the liquor be ſet on fire, and whilſt

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Morning : Sometimes to allay 4 troubleſome Cough, you may add to this 
of Olibanum half a Dram, or a Dram. 

Take Conſerve of red Roſes four Ounces , Flowers of Sulphur fonr 
Scruples, fine Oyl of Turpentine a Dram, Species of Fox Lungs three 
Drams, Syrup of the Fuice of ground Fyy what ſuffices : Make a ſoft 
Lohuch to be taken after the ſame manner, viz. Mornings and Even« 
ings ; alſo to be ſuck'd at other times with a ſtick of Licorice. 

Take Powder of Sugar Candy four Drams, Tinfure of Sulphur two 
Drams : Mix them by ſtirring them in a Glaſs Mortar; let it be taken 
after the ſame manner. 

Initead of the Tincture of Sulphur, you may put other Balſa- 
mick TinCtures, as of Balſam of Peru, of Opobalſamum, of the 
Gum of Ivy, Guaiacum, Amber, with many others, which may 
be mixt either in Conſerve of red Roſes, or with Conſerve of the 
Flowers of Colts-foot, or with Sugar Candy. 


4- 5. TinCtures and Balſams of the ſame nature and compoſi- 
tion as we have preſcrib'd before in a beginning Cough, are pro- 
per in a Phthiſick, only the Doſe mult be a little larger. 

Take of Tar an Ounce, Water of quick, Lime thrice Cohobated, two 
pounds, diftil them in Balneo to haif : Then let the filtrated Liquor 
be drawn A in Balneo to the conſiſtency of honey ; to which pour [i= 
tlure of Salt of Tartar half a pound : Let it digeſt in a cloſe Glaſs to 
extratt the TinFure : The Doſe #s from twenty drops to thirty, with 
a proper Vehicle. After the like manner a Tinature x gotten out of 
- black, Oyl of Soot, Liquid Amber, Liquid Storax, and many other 
FOINgs. 

Che of our Sulphur ”= 'd with the addition of Myrrb, Alces, 
and Olibanum in a ſubtriple quantity an Ounte : Let a Tinttine be 
drawn off with Oyl of Turpentine, alſo with Reftified Spirit of Wine : 
The Doſe of this 13 from fifteen drops to twenty. 


6.7.8. Troches, Tablets, and Powders, becauſe chiefly direct- 
ec: tor the Cough, are in a manner of the ſ:me Nature and Com- 
potition with thoſe before preſcrib'd tor that aftcct, when new 
taken; only that for drying and conſvulidating the Lungs Sui- 
phureous and Traumatick ingredients are requird in a greater 
proportion. 

Take Powder of the Leaves of gromd Ivy a Dram, Flowers of Sul- 
phur two Dram:s, Sugar Penids & Dram and a half, Juice of Licorice 
diluted with I: Jop-water , what ſuffices: Make Troches weighing 
half a Dram. 

Take Powder of Tarrow bruis'd, and dryd m the hot Sun, half a 
Dram, Flowers of Sulphur, Olibanum powadred, of each 8 Dram, Fow- 
der of red Roſes dry d, half a Dram, Sugar diſjolv'4, and bail d to 4 
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copfitong for Tablets fix Drams, Oy! of Anniſeeds a Scruple : Make 
Tablets weighing half a Dram. Take one thrice, or hag in a o 
ad eſpecialh at night, and early in the morning.

AV Juice of ground Ivy Clarified in the Sun a pound, Flowers of 
Colts-foot dryd, tops of HyſJop , Sage, Penny-royal, of each a 
bandful, Anniſeeds , Carraway-ſeeds, fweer Fennel-ſeeds bruis'd, of 
each half an Ouncez diſtil them in Baines Marie to half then ſtrain it, 
and diſtill the ſtraining to the conſiſtency of Pills, adding Juice of Li- 
corice half a Dram, Powder of Elecampane Roots, Flowers of Suiphur, 
of each three Drams, . Flowers of Benzoin a Dram, Balſam of Peru, 
half a Dram, Tiniure of Sulphur three Drams, Laudanum Tartariz'd 
two Dram: : Make a Maſs, form it into ſmall Pills, and take three 
or four at night, and early in the Morning. 


ro. DecoCtions, ſuch as we have before preſcrib'd for an ob- 
{tinate Cough, may be alſo properly taken in a beginning Phthi- 
fick. In deſperate Caſes I have ſometimes very ſucceſsfully pre- 
{crib'd the following Decoction to be taken twice or thrice a day, 
and alſo inſtead of ordinary drink. 

Take Guatacum four Ounces, China, Saſſafras, of each two Ounces, 
all the Saunders, of each an Ounce, ſhavmgs of Ivory and Hartſhorn, 
of each three Drams : Let them infuſe, and boil them in twelve 
pounds of fountain water to half, adding Licorice an Ounce, Raiſins 


ſton'd four Ounces ; ſtrain it. 


11. Diſtilld Waters ſuch as before preſcrib'd, are alſo proper 
here, to which may be added the Water of Solenander drawn fron 
Hogs Blood with Turpentine ; alſo Balſamick Waters diftil!'d 
from Turpentine with PeCtoral Ingredients. 

Take Leaves of ground Ioy, white Horehound , Hyſſip and Penny- 
royal, of each three handfuls, Roots of Elecampane and Florentme 
Orice, of each two Ounces , Turpentine diſſolu'd with Oyl of Tartar 
Four Ounces, Hyſop-water four pounds, Malaga-wine two pounds, 4i- 
ſtil them m Sand ; iet all the Liquor be mixt, the Ol bemg ſepara- 
red : The Doſe is two or three ſpoonfuls twice a day, with a ſpoonful 
of the Syrup of the Juice of Ivy. 


12. In the laſt place, We muſt here preſcribe Forms of Va- 
pours and Fumes, the uſe of which ſometimes does more good 
in a Phthifick, not paſt recovery than any other Remedies; and 
this 
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this becauſe they go to the Lungs it ſelf, and (6 by an immedi- 
ate operation, Purge it, dry it, free it from PutrefaCtion, ſtrength* 
en it, and open its DuCtus's. 

Firſt, Therefore let a moiſt ſtearn be made after this man- 


ner. 

Take Leaves of Hyſſop, ground Ivy, white Hore-hound, of each two 
handfuls , Elecampane Roots two Ounces , Calamus Aromaticus, half 
an Ounce, Anniſeeds, Caraway-ſeeds, of each an Ounce , being flic'd 
and bruisd; boil them in a ſufficient quantity of fountain water : Let 
the Vapour of the hot ſtrain'd Liquor be drawn into the Lungs through 
the hole of a Paper roul'd up Conically, or in the ſhape of « Funnel, 
uſe it Mornings and Evenings for a quarter of an hour. 


2. A fumigation or dry Vapour is uſually made one while more 
gentle of meer Balſamicks, another while more ſtrong of Sulphu- 
reous, and ſometimes Arſenical ſubſtances. 

Take Olibanum, white Amber, Benqoin of each two Drams, Gum 
Guaiacum, Balſam of Tolu, of each a Dram and a half, Powder of 
red Roſes ,red Saunders, of each a Dram : Make « Powder to be firew'd 
on burning Ceals. 

Take Gum of Toy, Frankincenſe, of each two Drams, Flowers of 
Sulphur a Dram and a half, Maſtick, 4 Dram ; with a Solution of 
Gum Tragacanth, make Troches. 

Tithe white Amber, Olbbamim, of each two Drams , Auripi 


gepard,balf an Ounce,Storax Calamita,Laudanum of each aDram and 


4 half, with a ſufficient quantity of the Solution of Gum Tragacanth t 
Make Troches for fumigation. 

Empiricks ordinarily preſcribe the fmoak of Auripigmient to 
be taken in a Pipe lighted, like Tobacco, and that ſometimes 
with good ſucceſs. Moreover its a practiſe with the vulgar to take 
bits of Cloth Painted with Auripigment ( ſuch as ferves for Hang- 
ings in Taverns ) and ſhredding them very ſmall to kindle them 
in a Pipe like Tobacco, and fo to draw the fmoak into the Cons 
ſumptive Lungs for a Cure. 

Now in the laſt place it remains for us to ſpeak of the great 
confirm'd Phthiſfick which is commonly paſt Cure, and to adviſe 
what is to be done when the Lungs being very much vitia 
aud affected with one or more filthy Ulcers do not convey the 
Air and Blood according to their due Courſe, but defile, or cors 
rupt the Maſs of the latter, by Miniſtring to it continually a ſtock 
of Putrified matter, ſo that a Hectick Feaver; and an Atrophia 
through want of nouriſhment ſeize the Diſeas'd with a great de- 
Ay of all their faculties, and daily impairing their ſtrength, preci- 
pitate them to the Grave : The moſt certain ſign generally ac- 
knowledged of this Diſeaſe growing ſo deſperate; is a very — 
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ſome pain, with an Inflammation in the Throat, for this affect 
argues a great Putrefaction of the Lungs, whence the corrupted 
Effluvia's exhaling, ftick againſt the narrow paſſage of the Throat 
and there pierce, and vehemently irritate the tender Fibres in that 
part : In this caſe its in vain to attempt to Mundify the Lungs, 
and to cleanſe the Ulrer, and dry it; for all hot Medicines de- 
ſigned for thoſe ends, and proper enough in a beginning Phthi- 
fick, are not to be endur'd when its conftirm'd ; becauſe augmen- 
ting the Inflammativn of the Lungs they increaſe the HeCtick 
Feaver, the Thirſt, Watchings, and other very troubleſome Sym- 
ptoms, or ſtir them up a freth : And indeed in ſuch a ſtate of this 
Diſeaſe, when we only pans to our ſelves to protract Life by 
helping towards a well-bearing of the Dittemper, and to an eafie 
death, thoſe Remedies are of chiefeſt nſe that: moderate the fer- 
vour of the Blood, allay the heat of the Prezcordia, reſtore the 
Spirits, and gently cheriſh them : Hence for Food, Afﬀes Milk, alſo 
Water-gruel, Barly-Broaths, Cream of Barley ; and for Drink, Pti- 
ſans, Emulfions, Milk, Water dittill'd with Snails and temperate 
Pectorals are uſually of greateſt ſucceſs. Let Syrups and LinCtus's 
which lenify the Inflammation of the Throat and Lungs, and fa- 
cilitate expeCtoration,be often or daily given, but eſpecially gentle 
Hypnoticks to procure a moderate reſt : I ſhall now give you 
ſome of the more Select Forms of each kind. 

- Take Barly half an Ounce, Candied Eringo Roots fix Drams, pa- 
rings of Apples a handful, Raiſins (ton'd two Ounces, Licorice three 
Drams, boil them in three Pounds of fountain water or two : Make 
a Ptiſan to quench thirſt ;, let it be taken three or four times a day, 
and if it agrees, let it be uſed inſtead of ordinary drink. 

Take twenty Caude Gammorum, Candied Eringo Roots an Ounce, 
a Cruſt of Winte-bread, Raifins ſton'd two Ounces, Lacorice three 
Drams; boil them 1n three pounds of running Water, to two pounds : 
Strain 1:, take three or four Ounces thrice a day ; after the ſame man- 
ner you may male a Decoftion of Snails. 

Take Snails half boil 'd and flic'd three pounds, Leaves of ground Try 
fix handfuls, Nutmtes flic'd, 1 number [ix, Pith of Winte-bread tuo 
pounds, Milk from the Cow eight pounds, d:ſtsl 1t 1 an ordinary ſl:ll 
Aﬀrer the ſame manner you may diſtil a Water e Cauds Gammorim : 
The Doſe ts three or four Ounc:s thrice a day , ſweeening it with 
Saecharum Perlatum, or Sugar of Rojes. 

(Tay Ears of green Wreat what fifjices, 21ſtil them in a Roſe Still : 
Let the Perſon drink, three or four Ounces thrice a day, ſiveetning it, 
with Saecharum Perlatum. 

. Take Syrup of Mecon1um three Ouncts, Water of green Wheat /iv 
Ouices : Max them, let _ three [poonfu!s be taken gains to Bed 
every Night, or every other Night. 
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Take Conſerve of the Flowers of Wild or Garden Mallows three 
Ounces, Lohoch de Pino two Ounces, Syrup of Jujubes two Ounces : 
Make a Loboch , of which let a Dram and a kaif, or two Drams 
be often taken. 

I ſhall now give Inſtances of ſome Patients which I have had 
in Cure in the foregoing Diſtempers : And Fuſt, of one troubled 
with a fimple Cough, which begins of it ſelf, and is free from the 
ſuſpicion of a Phthiſick. 

Some years hnce I took care of the Health of a Student, who 
from his Childhood had been ſubject to a Covgh, and was wont 
often to undergo ſevere fits of it, and of long continuance; he 
ſeem'd to be of a pretty {trong Conſtitution, only that his lungs, 
being originally weak, ſuffer d much whenever his blood began 
to run into {erofities 3 in ſummer, as long as a free perſpiration 
laſted he was ſound enough, but ſpring and fall, when the blood 
changing its temper, either of its own accord or upon ſome {light 
occaſion offer'd talls into ſerous fluxions, he fell lightly into a 
Cough accompanied with abundance of thick ſpittle ; yet this 
aftect very often vaniſht by degrees within fix or ſeven days, 
without any great adoe with Medicines , afloon as the maſs of 
blood was purg'd by the lungs : But if to the faid flight occafion 
of this Diſeaſe other greater Cauſes were added, as chiefly the 
{toppage of the Pores, and errours in Diet, ſometimes a molt 
vio.ent and obſtinate Cough came upon him, not ſoon, nor eafily. 
yielding to Reinedies, and threatning nothing leſs than a Phthi- 
tick : Then growing ill indeed, for the tuft days he had light ſhi» 
verings in his whole Body , and perceiv'd a Catarrh in his La» 
rynx: Atterwards he was trouble with a frequent Coughing, ac» 
companied with a thin ſpittle, together with a giddineſs, deadneſs 
of the ſenſes, and a dropping at the Noſe. 

In this {tate his beſt Remedy, and often try'd with good ſucceſs 
was to drink Sack ſomewhat freely, and as little of any other Li- 
quor as might be; for by this means the Acidity and flow:ng of 
his Blood being ſuppreſt, and a more free perſpiration rais'd, he 
{ound himſelf very much eas'd, and ſometimes in a very ſhort 
ſpace grew well: Moreover going to Bed, and firſt in the Morn- 
ing he usd to take ſeven or eight drops of TinEture of Selphur 
in a ſpoontul of Syrup of Violets, or of the Juice of ground 
Ivy, Or, 

Tire Conſerve of red Roſes four Ounces, Spirit of Turpentine two 
Drams : Mix them, the Doſe is the quantity of 4 Cheſnut Evenings 
and Mormmngs. | 

But if theſe Remedies, together with the Canary Antidote, and 
a thin Diet do not do, the Difeaſe not being Cur'd by ſuch means, 
uns then to a great length, and following him tharply for fome 
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Weeks, and ſometimes Months, brings the Diſeas'd to a mighty 


leanneſs , and even to the brink of the Grave : For the Cough 
growing daily worſe and very troubleſome, hinders ſleep mighti- 
ly, and interrupts it, his ſtrength languiſhes, his appetite is deje- 
ted, heat and drought preſs hard upon him : In the mean time 
the Spittle is daily increas'd, and caft forth in a vaſt quantity ; ſo 
that afterwards not only the Serum and dreggy Excrements of 
the Blood, but even the nutritive Juice, and the waſtings of the 
ſolid parts being continually pour'd on the Lungs, turn into cor- 
ruption , which is Cough'd forth in abundance ; but reſpiration 
grows difficult, the Limbs very weak, and the Fleſh conſumes ve- 
ry much. 

When our Patient was lately ill in this manner, we preſcrib'd 
the following Method and Remedies, by the continued uſe of 
which he at length recovered: In the firſt place a thin Diet being 
ordered him, and Ale or Beer wholly forbidden, he took of the 
following Apozeme about four Ounces twice a day warm, and a 
little of it at other times cold, to quench his thirſt. 

Take China Roots two Ounces, Sargaparilla three Ounces, white and 
yellow Saunders, of each an Ounce, ſhavings of Ivory and Hartſhorn, 
of each three Drams : Infuſe them according to Art, and let them boil 
#" _ pounds of fountain water to half , adding Raiſins of the 
Sun three Ounces, Licorice three Drams : Strain it, and let it be us d 
for ordinary drink. 

Take Tinfture of Sulphur three Drams : Let him take from ſeven 
drops to ten going to reſt, and early in the Morning in a ſpoonful of 
Hrup of Violets, or of Syrup of the Furce of ground Ivy. 

When by a long uſe of this Medicine he began to loath it, the 
following Eclegma was ordered in its ſtead. 

Take Conſerve of red Roſes four Ounces, Spirit of Turpentine ttr9 
Ornees : Mix them by bruiſmg them together , the Doſe # about a 
Dram at the ſame hours. 

Afterwards inſtead of this,the following Powder was ſometimes 
taken. 

Take Powder of the Leaves of ground Ivy prepar'd in the Summer 
Sun three Ounces, Sugar Candy half an Ounce : Mix them, the Doje 
#s half a ſpoonful twice a day, with three Ounces of the following 
<&ſtill d water. PR 

Take Leaves of ground Foy fix handfuls, Hyſſop, white Hore-hown4, 
of each four hendfuls, the Lungs of a Lamb half boil'd and ſlic d 
ſmall ; pour to them of Poſſet-drink made with ſmall Ale eight pounds, 
aiſtil it in common Organs : Let the whole Liquor be mangled, ard 
_- it K us d, ſweeren it at pleaſure with Sugar Candy, or Syrup of 
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To appeaſe the almoſt continual toyl of Coughing, he ſwallow- 
ed now and then the following Troches, or a little extract of Li- 
corice. 

Take Species Diatragacanthi frigidi three Drams, Powder of the 
Seeds of Anniſe, Caraway, and ſweet Fennel , of each half a Dram, 
Flowers of Sulphur two Scruples, Flowers of Benzoin a Scruple, extraft 
of Licorice diluted with Hyſop water what ſuffices : Make 4 Paſte, 
and form it into Troches, Or, ; 

Take Species Diazreos, 8 Pulmone Vulpys , of each two Drams, 
Flowers of _ Roots of Elecampane, of each half a Dram , Oy! 
of Anniſeeds half a Scruple, Sugar diſſotv'd in a ſufficient quantity of 
Pennyroyal water, and boil'd to a conſiſtency for Tablets fix Ounces : 
Make Tablets according to art, weighing half a Dram ; let him take 
one as often as he pleaſes, ſivallowing it by little and little. 

In the midſt of this Courſe, though he had a weak Pulſe, and 
was of a cold temperament, he was let Blood in the Arm : Be- 
ſides theſe Remedies, a great benefit accrued to him from the 
freſh Air, which he took daily either on Horſeback, or in a 
Chariot. For by this , he firſt began to recover his Appe- 
tite, Digeſtion, and Sleep, which afterwards were followed by 
degrees with an abatement of the other Symptoms, ſo that at 
length he perfectly recover'd : He has us'd a method like to this, 
and with the like ſucceſs, as often as till this time he has been 
troubled with a tedious and ſtabborn Cough ; ahd now though 
he be wholly free from that diſtemper, yet he is forc'd carefully 
to avoid all occafions by which the Pores are ſtop'd ; or, by which 
a Fuſion or Precipitation of the Blood into Serofities is rais'd, 
ſuch are chiefly his going by Water on the Thames, and his drink- 
ing Acid Liquors, as Cider, French, or Rheniſh Wines. 

The foregoing Relation gives you a Type, and way of Curing 
a Cough, cans'd through the fault of the Blood, and not reaching 
the limits of a Phthiſick : Now follows another which Illuſtrates 
the nature of the ſame affect, when it proceeds chiefly from the 
Nervous Liquor. 

A Boy about ten years of Age, ſubject from his Infancy to be 
often troubled with a Cough, has undergone of late years ſome 
great and tedious fits of that Diſtemper , that is to ſay, he is 
wont at times to fall ill of a hollow and ſhrill ſounding Congh 
without Spitting , which almo{t continually toyls him Day and 
Night, and ſo tormenting him for many Days, nay and Weeks, it 
brings him to a very great weakneſs : Afterwards the Courſe of 
the Uiſeaſe being paſs'd over, ( which happens not till the ſtore 
of Morbjd matter be conſum'd ) in a ſhort time he becomes well 
enough again, and as free as may be from any Diſtemper af the 
Jhorax, till the Mozbifick matter ( as it ſeems ) being keap'd to- 
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gether again to a fullneſs, without any evident cauſe the ſame-af- 
fect returns, and acts over its Tragedy again with its wonted fe- 
verity : About the time it fir{t ſeizes, the Cough uſually troubles 
him only Mornings and Evenings; afterwards the Diltemper grow- 
ing worle by degrees, he often Coughs whole Days and Nigtus al- 
moſt without ceaſing, and if at any time Sleep either happening 
of it ſelf, or being procur'd by Anodines, gives ſome truce, pre- 
ſently upon his waking, a more violent fit ot Coughing comes up- 
on him: After this manner Coughing very frequeatly aud moſt 
vehemently without Spitting he continues il! for three Weeks or 
a'Month, till he be brought to a mighty leanneſs, and an extream 
weakneſs; and then the Diſtemper remits by degrees, ſo that he 
Coughs ſomewhat more ſeldom, and Sleeps indifrrency, thortly 
afterwards growing very hungry, he ſoon becomes full of Fleſh, 
and vigorous, and recovers in a ſhort time his former Health. 
Theſe fats ſeldom trouble him in the Summer, but in the reit of 
the year they return ſometimes three or four times, and put the 
Patient in great danger of his Lite. The cauſe of this Piſtemper 
is not the ſame as of a vulgar Cough, in which a Serous humour 
diftilling either flowly, or in a plentiful manner from the Veſlels 
of the Trachza, or of the Lungs into the Veliculz or little Pipes 
of the Trachea induce the Symptoms that attend that affect ; for 
it plainly appears that in this the Ductvs's of the Aſpera Arteria 
are wholly tree from any Serum or thick humour, becauſe the 
Cough which 1s always acep and ſonorous, throws forth nothing: 
Nor does this Cough arite trom the Blood torc'd into the Mem- 
branes of the Lungs, becauſe in this there is no Feaver, Thiſt, 
nor Pain, as in a Peripnenmonia z neither does its Morbifick mat- 
ter ſeem to ſtick to the Nerves or Muſcles ordain'd for breathing, 
becanſe then beſides the Cough, Aithmatick or Convullive fits, 
with a ſenſe of choaking would ſometimes tollow, which do not 
happen to our Patient. 

[ gaeſs theretore that a certain Serous and ſharp matter, full 
of a Scorbutick taint, taliing trom the Head by the conveyance 
of the Nerves, enters the Nervous Fibres and Membranes ct the 
Lungs, or of the Irachxa, and throughly cleaving to them, in- 
creaſes by degrees to a fiilnels, and at length growing angry and 
turgid, through its perpetual irritation creates ſo troubletome a 
Congh. 

When this affect once ſcizes, it is wont to hold on its Courſe 
for a very long time, in deſpite of all Remedies : Pectoral Medi- 
cines commonly to called, as Syrups, LinEtus's, Eclegma's did 
littie or nothing towards the Cure or this Diſeaſe, though twine* 
times I have thought good to uſe them for making the Lungs 
{lippery, and to muiſten them, !eft hap'ty they ſavulq be codange- 
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red to be torn aſunder, by the violence of the Cough, and their 
Veſſels to be broken 3 for ſometimes in a violent fit, our Patient 
uſed to Cough forth a little Blood, though no thick Spittle. 

A gentle Purge in the beginning of this Diſeaſe has otten dore 
g00d, as alſo in its declination. Opening and Diuretick Medi- 
cines always work a good effect, of both which he uſes what 
ſuffices throughout the whole Courſe of his Diſtemper,for his as- 
dinary drink, Evenings and Mornings he takes ſome drops of 
the TinQure of Sulphur, with the Water of Snails laCteated : I 
was forc'd ſometimes to give late at Night a Doſe of the mix- 
ture of Diacodium, or of Liquid Laudanum : In two of his fits 
he was Blooded, from which he receiv'd no good. 

In the laſt fit, which beginning about the Autumnal Equinox, 
paſs'd over ſomewhat more lightly and gently, the following 
method of Cure was obſervd. 

Firſt of all, this Cathartick was given him, and repeated after 
four days. 

Take Calamelanos half a Seruple, Rofin of Jalup four Grains : Mix 
them, make a Powder , let it be taken in a ſpoonful of Syrup of Vit= 
lers. 

Tite China Roots flic'd a Dram, Gra/s Roots three Ornces,Cheruil 
Roots an Once, Candicd Erinzo's fix Drams, ſhavings of Tuory and 
Hartſhorn , of each three Drams , Raiſins of the Sun ſton'd, three 
Ounces : Boil it in three pounds of fountain water, to two pounds , 
ſtrain it, and let it be us'd for ordinary drink, 

Tike Hrup of Fuubes two Owices, Diacodium an Ounce, Spirit of 
Sal Armonrach mth Gum Ammoniacum a Dram : Mix them, the 
Doſe us a ſpoonſu! g1t117 to Bed, and early m the Morning : He was 
much reltev'd by this Remedy, though he took it only every other , or 
every third day; and ſometrmes in its ſtead, a Doſe of the Tin#ure of 
Sulphur, with Syrup of Violets was gruen him. 

ſhe Diſeaſe declining , he was purgd twice, and afterwards 
recovering by degrees, he grew well enough within a fortnight : 
But finding him ſubject not only to frequent relapſes of Cough- 
ing, but that each fit when it came upon him was irrefiſt;hle, 
and that its ſtay notwithitanding any uſe of Remedies was of 
long continuance, and threatned nothing leſs than a Conſumpti- 
on : I advis'd him that as well for preſervation, and in caſe the 
affect return'd, as tor Curing it, he ſhould Travel to a Region 
hotter than ours. He took my advice, and about the beginning 
of Navember went to Mmepllicr, where patſing halt a year, he 
had only two flight touches of :iilnefs : Since being return'd to 
Enzland, he enjoys, thanks be to God, a perfect Health, quite 
free trom his Couyh. 
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Inſtruttions and Preſcripts for the Cure of Spitting 
Blood. 


He Indications for Curing a Spitting Blood, ar@ chiefly theſe 

two, vip. Firſt, preſently to moderate and ſtay the Flux 

of Blood : And then in the Second place to heal the diſſolution 

of Unity, without leaving a Conſumptive PutrefaCtion in the 
Lungs. 

Hy reference to the Firſt, Theſe two things are chiefly to be 
procur'd : Firſt, That the Blood do net flow to the part affe- 
Qed: Secondly, That withal the Aperture of the Veſlel be ſome 
Way closd. 

t. To keep the Blood from flowing to the part affeCted, mas 
ny intentions of Curing muſt be (et upon together, viz. We muſt 
leſſen the quantity of Blood, moderate its fervent boiling, alter 
its ill temper, retard its motion, or divert it another way : For 
which ends Blooding, Ligatures and Fridtions moſt commonly 
do well. Moreover, Julapes, Decoctions, Emulſions, and Juicy 
exprefſions of Herbs ought to be given, and likewiſe moderate 
Hypnoticks ; eſpecially Diacodiats are taken with good ſucceſs : 
For theſe by putting a ſtay to the motion of the Heart, allay the 
tervour of the Blood. 

2, To cloſe the Aperture of the Veſſel, Aſtringent Remedies, 
and Agglutinatives are moſt proper ; The chief of theſe are uſu- 
ally given in the Form of a Linu, ſo that ſome of its Particles 
in ſwallowing, falling on the Aſpera Arteria may more immedi- 
ately communicate their vertue to the part affected. But the 
way of this Operation ſeems to be of no great moment, becauſe 
the Efficacy of the Medicines reaches chiefly, and in a manner 
only by the way of the Blood to the Root of the Diſeaſe : Where- 
fore not only Lehoch's, but likewiſe Decoftions, Powders and 
Pills of Traumatick , and Balfamick Ingredients are ſucceſsfully 
preſcrib'd. . 

The Second Indication, which is for preſervation, having re- 
gard to the Cure of the diſſolution of Unity, without leaving a- 
ny blemiſh in the Lungs, ought to provide againſt two forts of 
evils, viz. That the Spitting Blood ( to which the Perſons affe- 
Cted will be always ſubje&t) does not return at times 3 and that 
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the Conſumption,. which threatens all thoſe that Spit Blood, does 
not follow it : For which ends in order to the prevention of this 
Diſeaſe, we muſt take an afſiduous care of, or uſe a conſtant 
method of Cure to the Blood and Lungs. 

i. As to the Blood, its Maſs ought always to be kept in a due 
quantity, a-juſt temper, and a gentle and continued motion : 
Hence leſt it abound too much, or being affected with an evil 
temperament, grows turgid, or depoſes impure dregs in the Breſt, 
we muſt ſometimes uſe Bleeding, and x gentle Purge; an exit 
Forn of Dlet is always necefſary. Moreover, drinking 6f Afﬀes 
Milk, -or of Mineral Waters contribute ſometimes egregiouſly to 
the purifying and (weetning of the Blood. £5 « 

Again, DecoCtions , Diſtilld Waters, Juices of Herbs , which 
take away the Dyſcralies of the Blood, and Yerive the Serum 
and other Impuritics from the Lungs, and carry them forth by 
Sweat or Urine, nxift be diligently taken : Iſſues alſo mightily 
conduce for this end. | | 

2. Nor muſt leſs care be taken of 'the-Lungs' themſaives, that 
their whole frame, -and eſgecially the place aftected, be preſerv'd 
in.a due Conformation, and right Tone: Hence all violent moti- 
on, by which Unity is farther difſoly'd, or its reſtauration hin- 
dred, is carefully to be avoided. Let the Perſon live in a clear 
and brisk Air, though it muſt not be too ſharp and piercing. Let 
him abſtain from groſs Food, long Sleeps, large Suppers, and 0- 
ther ercours in Diet, which cauſe a Repletion, or Obſtruction 'in 
the Precordia : Belides this, let Remedies be. us'd , whick are 
faid''to Cure the Lungs, by a peculiar'dr certain Specifick Ver- 
tue. 

Having given you the method of Curing Blood Spitting, I ſha!l 
now ſet down ſome Select Forms of Medicives, anſwering to each 
of the Therapeutick Indications, and to the various intentions of 
Curing that belong to them : And we juſtly give the precedency 
to thoſe which encountring the moſt urgent Symptome, pre- 
ſently ſtop the flowing forth of Blood, calt out of the Lungs by 
a Cough, or otherwiſe : In the Firſt-rank of theſe Medicines, we 
place thoſe which hinder the Blood from flowing to the part at- 
fected, and have a certain Aitringency, together with an Agglu- 
tinative Vertne, by which the Aperture of the Vetfet is clos'd; 
and after a Glyſter and Blooding ( unlefs the weakneſs of the 
Pulſe, and a deficiency of heat forbid'it) they are preſently given 
in the form of a Julape, DecoCtion, Emulſion, Juicy Expretlion, 
Powter, Pills and Lohochs : I ſhall give you ſome of the choiceſt 
and moſt efficacious preſcripts of each of theſe, as alſo of Hypno- 
ticks, which nevertheleſs muic not be us'd at random, and indif- 
terently, but every of them methodically and ſeaſonably, accor- 
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ding tothe various Conſtitution of the Patient, and Nature of the 
Diſeaſe, as a-prudent'Phyficiaw ſhall direct.

The ſpungy Excreſcency uſually growing to the fruit of the Dag-Roſe 
Tree, made into Powder, and g:ven twice aday to the quantity of valf 
a Dram, u a very good Remedy mm ſpitting Blood. 

Take Tarrow bruis'd and dry d im the Summer Sun, what you think 
good : Make it into a fine Powder, and keep it in a Glaſs for Uſe: 
yy Doſe i from half a Dram to a Dram, twice a day in a fit Ve- 

icle. 

The Powder of Julius Ceſar Scal;ger , or rather of Serapion 
mightiy commended : The Doſe s four Drams , twice or thrice 4

Ale Conſerve of red Roſes, and of the Dog-Roſe , of each tuv 
Ounces, Powder of the Seeds of the white Poppy, and of Hew- 
bane, of each two Drams, Species Diatragacanthi frivid:, a Dran 
and a half.

Dram, Syrup of red Poppies what ſuffices : Make an,Elettuary, let tle 
quantity of a Cheſnut be taken Evenings and Mormungs, and at other 
times ſuck it with a ſtick of Licoruce.

4 Dia 
erag..cahthum frigidum, of each a Dram and a half, Syrup of ujubei 
wha ſuffices : Make 4 ſoft Lobech, of which gake often with 4 [#i, 
of Ligorice. : 
| Is Tat 
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Take of the White of an Egg well beaten two Drams, Lncatellw's 
Balſam half an Ounce, Troches of Winter Cherries two Drams, Hrup 
of red Poppies what ſuffices : Make a ſoft Lohoch, take the quantity 
of a Cheies Marine and Evening. 

The Second Indication being tor preſervation, ſuggeſts to us 
thoſe Remedies which keeping the Blood in a juſt temper, and 
the Lungs in a due Conformation, provide againſt a relapſe of 
Spitting Blood, and an enſuing Conſumption; ſuch as regard the 
Blood are either gentle Evacuatives by Seige, Urine, and Sweat, 
or meer Alteratives. Every one of theſe are wont to be pre» 
(crib'd either in the Form of a Drink, Powder, Electuary or Pills : 
We ſhall ſet down ſome Select Forms of ſome of the chief of 
them. 

1. As to Evacuatives, a gentle Purge may ſometimes be orde- 
red after this manner. 

Take of the beſt Sena three Drams, Caſſia bruisd with the Fiſtula 
an Ounce, Tamarinds three Drams, Cortander-ſeeds a Dram and a 
half : Boil them m a ſufficient quantity of fountain water to ſix Ounces, 
to the training add Syrup of Cichory with Rhubarb an Ounce, Clari- 
þ it with the White of an Egg. Or, 

Take Gereons Decotivon of Senna four Ounces , Purging Syrup of 
Apples an Ounce : Mix them, and make a Potion. 

For preſerving the Blood in a good temper, and that its dreggy 
Excrements deriv'd trom the Lungs, may be continually dif- 
charg'd by Sweat and Urine, the following Alteratives, or ſome 
of them muſt be conſtantly takenz which being alfo of a heal- 
ing Nature, relieve Lungs that are infirm, or diffolv'd in their 

nity. 

For ordinary Drink, let it be pure Water, eſpecially in a hot 
Conſtitution, or water a little ting'd with Claret Wire : Thoſe 
with whom this Drink does not agree, may uſe with as good 
fucceſs a Bochet of China and Sarſa , with the ſhavings of Ivory 
Hartſhorn, and white Saunders in it, or ſmall Beer, or Ale, wit 
the Leaves of Harts Tongue , Oak of Hieruſalem , and the like in- 

fus'd m 18. 

Let PeCtoral DecoCtions, or Hydromels with temperate Trau- 
matick Herbs be taken twice or thrice a day, to fix or ſeven 
Ounces. 

Take Roots of freſh Nettles,and Chervil, of each an Ounce, Leaves of 
Harts Tongue Speedive!l, Mouſ-ear,Ground Foy, St. Fobn's-wort, of each 
4 handful : Boil them m three pounds of fountain water to two pounds, 
adding Raiſins ſton'd an Ormce and a balf, Licarice two Drams; u0 
the ftraming add Syrupus Byzgantinus two Ounces, Clanfie it with the 
White of an Egg : Make an Apozem to be taken to four or fix Ounces 
trrice or thrice a day for a Month, 
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| In a cdld or Phlegmatick Contitation, the Licorice and Rai- 
fins being omitte& with the Syrup , add towards the end two 
Ounces of the beſt Clarified Honey ; ſtrain it, and-keep it-for uſe; 
The Doſe is the ſame as the former. 

Let theſe things ſometimes be taken betwixt whites with a 
diftill'd water appropriated to the ſame end ; whiclr alſo may be 
more frequently taken by ſome Perſons, to whom Apozems are 
nauſeous and loathſome. 

Take Cypreſs Tops , Leaves of ground Ivy, of each ſix handfuls, 
Snails half boil'd a pound and a balf , All the Saunders brus'd, of 
each an Ounce : Beg ſlic'd and bruis'd, pour to them of new Mitk, 
eight pounds , diftil it with common Organs : The Doje » three or 
jo Ounces with a ſpoonful of Syrup of the Juice of ground Toy twice 
4 day. 

2. In reſpe&t of the Lungs, viz. that the Union of its parts, 
and the due Conformation: of the whole may be prelerv d without 
ariy obſtruction, or opening of its Veſſels, temperate Balſamicks 
are of chiefeſt uſe : For this end Lucatellus Bglſam is preſcrib'd 
even by the vulgar to be taken conſtantly, and for a long time by 
ſuch as Spit Blood;Chymiſts and ſome famous Women cry up above 
all things a Balſamick Oyl drawn: by diſtillation, which they call 
Mother of Balſam. 
I ſhall now illuſtrate this Method of Cure by a Story. 
 Afamed young man falling from a Scorbutick Cachexia into a 
Palſey, and for the Cure of this Ditcate, having try'd Remedies 
not only great, but likewiſe diſproportionate to his Bloud and 
Spirrts, viz. Salivation-, and the uſe of hot Baths, happened to 
be ſeiz'd with a Spitting of Blood , and its fits ( of all F ever 
knew that were not preſently mortal ) ſeem'd the moit dread- 
fal. 
The Firſt appearance of-this Blood Spitting was after the ope- 
ration of Hews's\Powder ,, by which baving for ſome time un- 
dergone a Salivation, though without Curing his Palſey, he was 
brought to a great weakneſs : Then being afflicted with a 
Catarrh, and a very troubleſome Cough, he began to calt forth a 
difcoloured Spittle, and ſometimes ting'd with Blood, ſometimes 
ſprinkled with it. But this Diſeaſe being mild at-Firtt, ſoon va- 
niſh'd by the uſe of Medicines, and afterwards the Perſon going, 
into the Country, and breathing a purer” Air, grew better, and 11 
2 while ſeeming to be ſound enongh in his Breſt, he went to Bari 
ts\Cure his Paliey : Where Bathing eyery day for fix Wee ls 114 
_ the hot waters, ke got hjs'Cpugh again, and ſoon atier fell int 
> terrible Spitting ot Blood, (o- that in twenty tone hours tpyce 
Gongiting up Blood almefF continuaily, zud ip a-large meaiure, 
he thiew forth a yaſt quantity. 
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Going -to fee him the Firſt time in-this Condition, proviſiea 
being made for /the whole, I preſently ordered Elceding for Re- 
yulfion , though after its Adminiſtration ( both then and ever 
after ) his Blood Spitting either return'd a freſh, or was provok'd 
more by it. Moreover I gave Julapes, Lohoch's, Decoctions, and 
even Hypnoticks, which doing little or no -good : 1 grdered Li- 
gatures about his Arms and Thighs, which firſt of all gave a 
check to the Tyranny -.ot-this Diſeaſe : And as now and then the 
Evil burſt forth again, I perſwatled him at length that forbearin 
the uſe of Beer, he ſhould drink conſtantly a Decodtion of Sar 
and China with PeCtorals : By the almoſt continued uſe of this, 
obſerving likewiſe an exact borm of Diet, and abſtaining wholly 
from Wine, hot Aliments, anc Salt and Sugar, he had his health 
well enough for above two. years. 

But afterwards being very much heated in a Crawd, he fell a- 
gain into a terrible Spitting, of Elood : A Phyſician heing call'd, 
he was preſently .Blooded in; his Arm, after-which his Blogd Spit- 
ting became more violent ; and when on the Second and Third 
days after he was:Blooded again, the Evil encreasd upon hut 
each time : At length 'Liggtures betng usd (as before) ang A 
PeCtoral DecoCtion, and a Lohoch carefully taken, the Dilcale 
preſently abated, and in. a ſhort time wholly ccas'd : Neverthe- 
leſs he continued the uſe of hjs ,Pectoral Decoction , .and thin 
Diet, 244, Without any Fleſh above fix Weeks, and ;thereby ob- 
tained truce from»his Exemy for-three years : And.when after- 
wards ſometimes after drinking Wine, or too. plentiful a Diet, 
the | Blood. growing} turgid, began-to burſt, forth of the Lupgs, 
preſently by the :Ligatures , together with the, uſe .of the De- 
coCtion and- LinEtus, and the. thin Diet, the; foxce of it was' al- 
ways allay'd. 

Nevertheleſs he became not ſo ſecure, but- was forc'd to keep 
in a manner always watch and ward againſt that lurking Enemy : 
For not long lince through the Diſtemper of. the-Sez{cnh,. he. was 
ſeiz'd with a very troubleſume- Catarrh , accompatyed with a 
Congh, and much Spittle which was naw and ten Plyody, and 
then the former Medicines did not do : Wherenpon, ot-.his own 
-head he betook himſelt to. new. things 3 and. Fiiſt of all. he took 
Evenings and Morvings a ſpoonfyl of the Syrup of the Jyice, of 
ground Jyvy, and faund thereby ,great good ; but, that. Syrup,, by 
reaſon of the Sugar, growing in a thort time loathſome to. him, 
he touk. twice a day in a ſpoontvl of fome Liquor to halt a. Dram, 
or a Dram of the Powder of that Herb wel prepar'd ; which Re- 
medy being us'd a long time, he became much better. as to. his 
Catarrh and- Congh, but his Blood Spitting. breakipg fourth. now 
and then, thaugh it. were in a {mall gyantity, be chayg'd is Me- . 
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dicine again ; and took twice a day a Powder of the Tops, and e- 
ſpecially of the hairy Excreſcencies of the ſweet Bryar Tree: 
Which Medicine alone , a certain /Phyfician formerly renown'd 
for the Cure of Spitting Blood, had us'd with great ſucceſs : Nor 
did our Patient receive a leſs proſperous from that Reme» 
dy : For by it he preſently got wholly free from his Cough, Ca» 
tarrh, and Blood Spitting, and ſo continued for a very long time, 
till at length _— this Diſeaſe of his Breſt wholly conquer'd, 
and therefore to be ſlighted, he took up arms againfit the other 
more ancient, viz. the Palſey. Wherefore whilſt neglecting his 
Spitting Blood , he took daily to overcome that Diſtemper, a 
large Doſe of hot Medicines, v4. Magiſtral waters diftill'd with 
Wine, Spirit of Hartſhorn, of Sal Armoniack, Aromatick Pow- 
ders and ConfeCtions, and indulg'd himſelf likewiſe to a more 
lentiful Diet, drinking Ale and Wine moderately, the roaring 
ion which ſeem'd before a ſleep, rous'd himſelf again, v7. he 
had not long continued that Antiparalitick Method, but the Eloud 
Spitting return'd with a very great violence, ſo that in the (pace 


of twenty fonr hours, he Cough'd forth above three pounds of 


frothy Elood; and afterwards when a Phyfician being call'd, he 
was preſently Ordered to be Let Blood, after bleeding the Blood 
Spitting beginning to be abated ( as it was always wont before ) 
was provok'd a freſh : Which nevertheleſs after the  Applicnt 
on of the Ligatures, and the diligent taking of the LinCtus and 
Pectoral Decoction , was preſently mitigated, and in a ſhort 
time wholly ceas'd. And when afterwards he had .usd above 
Three Months the” Pectoral DecoCtion, and an entirely thin Diet, 
wiz. without Fleſh, and of meer Herbs, Corn, and Milk Meats, he 
recovered in a ſhort time his former health, and now livesin that 
ſtate, triumphing over that cruel Diſeaſe. 

This Perſon always found the uſe of the PeCtoral Decoction 
to do him good : Wherefore though he chang'd now and then 
his other Medicines, he always retain'd the ſame Compoſition of 
that ; and recommended it to many other Perſons ſeiz'd with a 
Blood Spitting with ſucceſs. 

The Form of the Preſcript is thus. 

Take all the Saunders, of each fix Drams , Infuſe them for twelve 
hours m ſeven pounds of fountain water,then let it boil till a third part 
be waſted, after add of the Leaves of Coltsfoor, Maiden hair, Mou|-ear, 
come ; Flowers of St. John's-wort , of each two handfuls, ſivect 

ennel-ſeeds ſix Drams, Licorice ſlit half an Ounce, Raiſms ſton'd 
half a pound, boil them to four pounds ; then ſtrain it, and uſe ut for 
your ordmary drink. 

Moreover,when the Blood Spitting was upon him,or was coming» 


he took thrice, or oftner in a day the quantity-of a Nutmeg of the 
following 
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following Electuary, drinking after it ſeven ſpoonfuls of the Ju- 


lape. 

rake Conſerve of red Roſes three Ounces,Conſeroe of Hipps and Com- 
phrey, of each an Ounce and a half, Dragons Blood a Dram, Species 
of Hyacinth two Scruples, red Coral a Dram, with a ſufficient quantity 
of Syrup of red Poppues , Mix them, and make a ſoft Elefuary, take 
at Night, and early in the Morning a Dram and a half , drinks 
after 1t a draught of the following Fulape; at other times let him ap 
it with a ſtick of Lacorice. 

Take of the Waters of Plantam, and of the = of Frogs, of each 
fix Drams, Syrup of Coral, and of dry'd Roſes, of each an Ounce, 
Dragons Blood two Scruples : Mix them, make 4 Julape. 


CHAP. IIL 


Inſtruttions and Preſcripts for Curing a Peripneus 


mona. 


He Peripneumonia is an Inflammation of the Lungs with an 

Acute Feaver, a Cough, and a difficulty of Breathing ; it is 

catis d by a ruſhing of the Blood into the DucCtus's of the Lungs, 
and its being there inflam'd and obliructed. 

The Primary Indication in order to the Cure of a Peripneu- 
monia is, that the Blood forc'd into the Veſſels of the Lungs, 
and cauting there an Obſtruction with an Inflammation, be 
thence diſcuſt, and reſtor'd to its former Circulation, which if 
it may not be done, the Second Indication will be, that that 
matter be duly Concocted or Suppurated, and with all expedition 
voided by Spittle. 

1. Whillt the former Indication holds good, the Intentions 
of Curing will he theſe following : In the Firſt place, That the 
exceflive current of the Blood to the part affected be cut off, or 
ſome way hindred. Secondly, We muſt endeavour that the mat- 
ter {tagnating in the Lungs, or extravaſated, be ſuck'd up again 
by the Veins into the reſt of the Maſs, and reſtor'd to its Circu- 
lation : Which the better to effect. Thirdy, The Blood muſt be 
freed of its clammine(*; or viſcous nature, whereby its fluidity is 
hindred. And Fourthly, We muſt obviate by fit Remedies thoſe 
Symptoms that are very prefling : wy the Feaver, Cough, Watch- 

ings, 
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lngs, and difficulty of Breathing : But if notwithſtanding all this, 
the other Indication muſt be purſued , , we muſt add to the Re- 
medies before mentioned, ſuch as they commonly call Maturating 
and ExpeCtorating Medicines. 

I. To ſatisfy the Firſt and Second Intentions together, Blood- 
ing is requiſite almoſt in every Pecipneumonia, nay ſometimes it 
ought to be often repeated : For the Veſſels being emptied of 
Blood, they do not only withdraw the matter which maintains 
the Diſeaſe, but likewiſe drink up again what was forc'd into the 
part afteCted : Wherefore if the itrength holds, and the Palie be 
of a ſufficient vigour, its good to bleed freely at the very begin- 
ning, but otherwiſe you muſt do it in a moderate quantity, and 
repcat it now and then as occaſion requires : In this Diſtempecr 
the Vein ſhould always be open'd with a large Orifice, and the 
Blood ſhould not only Iſſue forth in a full ſtream, but its running 
ſhould te continued; for otherwiſe it in the midſt of bleeding, 
whilſt the vitiated Blood flows forth, the Orifice be ſtop'd with 
the Finger, ( as ſome are wont to do to prevent fainting ) when 
its open'd again, a pretty good Plood wall Ifſue forth next, the F 
vitiated Blood , if any tuch bz remaining, being fallen back, E 
and not preſently returning to the Oriftice. Beſides Bleeding, Þ 
many other Remedies are here to be us'd, viz. ſuch as repreſs the Þ 
turgid motion of the Blood, and empty its Ductus's, whereby * 
the Morbitick matter may be drank up again : Wheretore a very ® 
thin Diet is preſcrib'd, conſiiting almoſt meerly of Barley and 
Oat-meats. And though Catharticks are wholly forbidden, be- 
cauſe they ſtrongly exagitate the Blood,and force it more violently 
into the part atteRed : Nevertheleſs Glyſters onght to be daily 
Adminiſtred which gently eaſe the Belly, and draw the dreggy © 
Excrements of the Blood downwards. Moreover qualifying J1'apes 
and Apozeines,which allay the fervour of the Bloodl, and pleatant- 
ly lead off its ſuperfluous Serofities, and likewiſe gently open the 
paſſages of the Breſt, are taken with good ctteCt. 

The Third Intention of Curing which has rezard to the take» 
in2 away of the obſtructing clammine(s, or viſcous natne of 
the Blood, is perforn.'d wholly by thote Remedies which looſen 
ts over=-cloſe Texture, and diffolve the Combinations ot its Salts, 
And traly thoſe Remedies which Reaſon and Analogy might di- 
Ctaie in this refpect, are us'd even at this time after a long expe- 
perience : For Powders of Shells, the T usk of a Boar, the Jaw- 
Lone of a Pike, and other things endow'd with an A'kaiſate 
Salt 3 a'fo Sal Prunella are prefcril'd by all Practitioneis , both 
Ancient and modern. I have known 5pirit of Sal Armoimack, 
and of Hartſhorn, to have done grcat goud in this Difcate ts And 
for tlic {ame Reaſon it is ( 7474. Evcaute of the good cotiett of the 

Vulatile 
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Volatile Salt ) that an Infuſton of Horſe-dung , though a vulgar 
Remedy, has often given great relief, | 

Fourthly, As to the Symptoms and their Cures, a great many 
Remedies appropriat. 1 to theſe, are Coincident with the former: 
For the ſame Julapes and Apozemes which appeaſe the feryour 
of the Blood , and alſo reſtore the Animal Spirits, are in meſt 
common nfe againſt the Feaver : To which alto in reſpect of the 
Congh, and the diffi nlty of Breathing, temperate PeCtorals are 
joznd : The greateſt difficulty is, what muſt be given againſt 
want of fleep, if at any time the Peifon be very much moleſted 
by it : For Opiats adding to the prejadice of Reſpiration, which 
is under ſome ſtreſs from the beginning of this Diſeaſe, may 
ſcarce be taken with ſatety, nay ſometimes they become pernici- 
ons : Wherefore Laudanum's, and the ſtronger preparations of 
Opium muſt be uttecly avoided in a Peripneumonia z though m 
the mean time Anodines, and the more gentle Hypnoticks, as 
eſpecially the Water and Syrup of red Poppies are not only al- 
low'd, but accounted Specrficks in this Dileaſe, and in the Pleu- 
riſy : Moreover we may ſometimes uſe Diacodiats fo the ſtrength 
holds, and the Pule be ſtrong, and in'a good temper : For the 
pain of the Breſt, if at any time it proves troubletome, its pro- 
per to uſe ſometimes Oyntments, Fomentations , and Cata- 
plaſms. 

The Secondary Therapentick Indication, whereot the Intenti- 
ons are to Concoct, and to diſciarge by Spittle, the matter 
ſticking in the Lungs, ( fince it cannot be difcult, or drank up 
again ) requires Medicines commonly call'd Maturatives and Ex- 
veCtoratives ; but they unit both be temperate, to wit, ſuch as 
rather appeaſe than exaſperate the 'Thirit and Feavernſh : heat. 
We have given yon bctore in the Chapter of the Cough; the 
kinds of theſe Medicines, which are properly call'd Pectorals. 
We ſhall now fet dowa the choiceſt Preſcripts, and moſt proper 
for this aticCt.

#0 the ſtraining add Syrup of Violets an Ounce, Sal Prunella a Dram : 
Make an Apozeme, take to three or four Ounces thrice a day. 

For the ſame Intention , viq, that the emptied Veſſels may 
withdraw the matter maintaining the Diſeaſe, or may drink up 
again the Morbifick matter it ſelf, a Purge alſo is preſcrib'd by 
ſome : In the Practiſe of the Ancients, it was a thing in conſtant 
uſe after bleeding, to Order Preparatives and Purgers againſt 
this Diſeaſe, as well as againſt moſt others : And Chymilſts of late 
with a greater confidence give Vomits, and cry them up before 
all other Remedies in a Peripneumonia, Nay further, neglecting 
bleeding, or forbidding it, they lay the chief ſtreſs of their Cure 
in Antimonial Emeticks, though I know not whether any thing 
can be imagin'd more pernicious than that their raſh proceeding, 
In ruſtick and robuſt Bodies ſometimes this Medicine is given 
without harm,but in tender Conſtitutions it may be reckon'd little 
Inferiour to poyſon : And as to purging, though it be not proper 
in the very beginning, but in a manner always does harm, yet 
the Morbifick matter ceaſing to flow to the part , and the effer- 
veſcence of the Blood being appeas'd, you may empty the Body 
gently with a Purging Medicine. 

Take Gerems Decottion of Sena four Ounces, Syrup of Roſes Solu- 
lutive an Ounce : Mix them, make a Potion. 

Take the beſt Sena three Drams, whole Caſſia, Tamarinds, of each 
half an Ounce, Coriander-ſeeds two Drams: Boil them in a ſuffi 
cient quantity of fountain water, to ſix Ounces; to the ſirammg 
add Syrup of Violets an Ounce, Clarifie it with the White of an Egg, 
and give it, | 

Let not Pyirges be given always, nor ever in this Diſeaſe with- 
out conſideration, but Glyſters muſt be given frequently , nay 
for the moſt part every day ; but let them be only Lenitive and 
Emollient , ſo<that they gently looſen the Belly without much 
ſtirring the Blood and Humours : For this end Milk, or Whey 
with brown Sugar, or Syrup of Violets often do well. Or, 

Take the Leaves of both Mallows, Melilot, and Mercury, of each a 
handful,Linſeed, and (ſweet Fennel-ſeeds, of each half an Ounce, /weet 
Prunes, m number fix : Boil them in a ſufficient quantity of fountain 
water to a pound, to which add Syrup of Violets an Ounce, Sugar ten 
Drams, Sal Prunella « Dram : Make a Ghyſter, 
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3. Medicines for the Third Intention , viz. For diflolving the 
clammineſs of the Blood, are uſually given in the Form of a 
Powder, Spirit, Draught, or Bolus according to the Forms fol> 
lowing. 


1. Powders. 


7% Crabs Eyes powdred two Drams, Sal Prunella a Dram and 
a half, Sugar of Pearl a Dram : Make a Powder, divide it 
into ſix parts, take one every ſixth hour, with ſome proper Julape or 
Apozeme. | 

Ve Powder of a Boars Tusk, ( or of the Faw-bone of a Pike ) 
Crabs Eyes, of each a Dram and a half, Flowers of Sal Armonaack , 
Powder of red Poppy Flowers, of each half a Dram : Mix them for 
four Doſes. 


2. Chymical Spirits and Liquors. 


f be Spirit of Sal Armoniackh, diftill'd with Olibanum three 
Drams: The Doſe « from twelve to fifteen, or twenty Drops 
thrice a Day. 

Take Spirit of Urine, or of Soot three Drams, give it after the 
ſame manner. 

Take Spirit of ſweet Nitre, viz. often Cohobated with Spirit of 
Wine three Drams : The Dsſe is from fix drops to ten, after the ſame 
manner. 

Take Spirit of Tartar ha!f an Ounce : The Doſe u from fifteen drops 
to twenty, or twenty frue, with a fit Vehicle. 

Take of the ſimple Mixture an Ounce : The Doſe # from a Scruple 
to half a Dram after the ſame manner. 


3. Draughts. 


TY Carduus water a pound, freſh Horſe-dung three Ounces, diſ- 
ſolve it warm, and filter it : The Doſe # three or four Ounces 
twice or thrice a day, adding Syrup of Violets, or of red Poppies half 
an Qunce. 


Take 
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Take Leaves of Dandelion two handfuls, being bruis'd, pour to thera 


Water of Ladies Thiſtle half a pumd, Treacle water half an Ounce : 
Fring it forth bard, to which add Powder of Crabs Eyes a Dram, take 
four or ſix [poonfuls thrice a day. * 

The Fourth Intention of Curing, having regard to the moſt 
wygent Symptoms, ſuggeſts to us varions preparations of Medi- 
cines. I. In reſpect of the Feaver, the Julapes and Apozems be- 
fore ſet down are proper. Moreover you mult trequen'ly uſe Sal 
Prunella. 2. For the Cough and difficulty of Breathing , Lin- 
us's, Lohochs, and Decoctions, or Pectoral Julapes are given 
with ſucceſs. 

Take Syrup. of Tujubes, of Maiden-hair, of each an Ounce and a 
half, Syrup of Vaolets an Ounce, Flowers of Nitre a Scruple : Make a 
Linktus to be taken now and then with a ſtick of Licorice. 

Take Syrup of Dialthea an Ounce, Diacedium, Syrup of red Poppies, 
of each half an Ounce, Crabs Eyes finely powdred two Scruples : Make 
a Linus to be tahen as the other. 

Take Syrnp of Hyſſop, of Licorice, of each an Ounce and a half, 
Powder of red Poppy Flowers a Scruple, Crabs Eyes a Dram, Loboch 
de Pino ſix Drams : Mijx them, make a Lohoch, of which take the 
quantity of a Nutmeg four times, or oftner in a day. 

Take Roots of Graſs, Chervil, Marſh-mallows, of each an Ounce, 
Figgs m number four, Jujubes, Sebejtens, of each in number ſix, Rai 
fins of the Sun an Ounce, Licorice three Drams, Barley half an Ounce, 
boil them in three pounds of fountain water to two pounds : Strain it, 
the Doſe is three or four Ounces. 

Take am arp an Ounce and a half, Filberts flicd in number 
four, Licorice ſlic'd three Drams, I\ſſop-water a pound and a half: 
Make a cloſe and warm Infuſin according to art for ſix hours, to the 
ſtraining add Syrup of Althea an Ounce and a half : Make a Julape, 
the Doje # three or four ſpoonfu!s often in a day, ſwallewing 1t down by 
l:ttle and little. 


3- Ayainſt want of Sleep, Take of red Poppy water three Ounces, 
Syrup of the ſame fix Drams , Plague water two Drams : Make 4 
draught to be taken going to Bed. 

It the Pulſe be 1trong, and the ſtrength holds, - Take Comſl19 
water three Ounces, Syrup of Mecomum half an Ounce : Mix it, and 
drink it going to Bed. 


4 If the pain be preſſing about the part affeFted, Take of the 
Oyntment of Muſh-mallows two Ounces, Oyl of ſweet Almonds an 
Ounce and a half : Mix them for a Linzment to be a'p'y'd with thm 
Lawn Paper. 
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Tuhe Oyntmenit of Marſh-mallows, and the Pedtoral Oyntment, of 
each an Ounce and a half, Oyl of Linſeed freſh drawn a Dram, 
to which add of the Eniplaiſter of Mucilages what ſuffices : Make 
a Plaijter for the Region of the Breſt, to be appiyd on the part affetted. 

Fijihly, For the 1ait Intention of Curing, which anſwering the 
Secondary Indication preſcribes ripening and expeCtorating Medi 
cines, the Forms following are proper. 

Take Linſeed Oyl freſh drawn three Ounces, Syrup of Violets two 
Ounces, Hyſſop water half a pound: Mix them in a Glaſs, take two 
or three Ounces thrice a day, ſhaking the Glaſs firſt. 

Take Olibanum powdred a Dram, put it m an Apple made hollow, 
and let it Roaſt in hot Embers: Let it be eaten going to Bed, and 
let the perſon do thu three or four times. 

Take Oyl of ſweet Almonds freſn drawn, Syrup of Maiden-baiy, of 
each an Ounce and a half, Sugar Candy two Drams : Bruiſe them un a 
Glaſs Mortar, till they are throughly mixt : Make a Lintius, and 
take of it often with a ſtick of Licorice. Take alſo a ſpoonful of it thrice 
a day, in a draught of Poſſet-drink. 

As to the reſt, the Remedies preſcrib'd in a beginning Phthilick 
are good a'ſo here. | 

I thall now give you an example or two of Perſons affected 
with a Peripneumonia : Whilſt I was writing theſe things, I was 
cali'd to one very ill of a Peripneumonia : This Perſon being a- 
bout Fifty Years of Age, of a lean Body, and a Bilions tempera- 
ment ; upon taking Cold fell into a Feaver with a Cough, a pain 
in his Breſt, and a difficulty of Breathing : Having to lain ill 
four days 'without any Remedy or Phyſical Adminittration; I 
found him in a high Feaver with a Thirſt, and mighty Inflanima- 
tion of his Prexcordia, and fetching Breath with great Pain and 
difi-ulty, bis Thorax much labouring, and being troubled with a 
wheezing in the Wind-pipe, ſo that he feem'd manifeſtly in the 
very Agony of Death : His Pulſe, though quick and tronbled, yet 
kein 1trong enough, I preſently ordered eight or ten Ounces of 
Food to be taken trom him : By which flading ſome eaſe, after 
three hours intermiion, a Glytter being fiſt Adminiſtred, I or- 
dered him to Bleed again to twelve Ounces. Moreover, I di- 
rected him to tale twelve drops of Spirit of Hartſhorn every fixth 
Hour with a proper julape, and betwixt whites, a Dofe of the 
fulowing Powder. 

Take Powder of Crabs Eyes, and Sa! Prunella, of each a Dram and 
a half, Pearl a Dram, Sugar Candy two Scruples : Makes a Powder, 
divide it into eighe parts. 

He took alto a Vrauzht of a PeCtoral Apozeme often at plea- 
ſure; by the uſe of thele things, all the Symptoms began to a- 
bate within #hree days, and the night following he ſweated and 

| llept 
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ſlept a little : The Day after he was Blooded again, and after- 
wards the ſame Medicines being continued, he perfectly recove- 
red within four or five days: The Blood taken from him was al- 
ways in its ſurface viſcous and ill coloured. 

A Gentleman of a Sanguine Complexion , and a ſtrong habit 
of Body after immoderate drinking of Wine, fell into a Feaver 
with a dangerous Peripneumonia ; ſo that thirſt and heat very 
much prefiing him, and fitting upright always in his Be, or in 
bis Chair, and almoſt continually panting, he had very much a- 
do to draw in Air enough to ſupport Lite : He being not able to 
laſe much Blood at a time, I drew Blood twice or thrice from him 
one day after another, frequent Glyſters were Adminiſtred. More- 
over Apozemes, Julapes, alſo Spirit of Sal Armoniack, and Pows- 
ders of Shells were given him by turns : Within four or five days 
the Feaver abated ſomewhat, and he began to breath better, and 
to take now and then ſhort ſleeps, though he complain'd ſtill of a 
mighty heavineſs upon his Breaſt, and an intolerable oppreflion 
of his Lungs. Wherefore bleeding being no longer fate, I ap- 
ply'd large Veſicatories to his Arms and Legs: The Blitters in 
his Arms dry'd up in a ſhort time; but thoſe on his Legs did 
not only continue open, but ran mightily after five or fix days, 
and fo for near a Month daily diſcharg'd a vaſt quantity of a 
moſt ſharp humour : In the mean time his Lungs grew better 
by little and little, and at length were wholly freed of their in- 
cumberance. Laſtly, The Blifters rais'd by the Veſicatories , 
could very hardly be throughly Cur'd, and not without frequent 
Purging. 
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CH AP. IV. 


Tuſtruftions and Preſcripts for the Cure of the 
Pleurifie. 


TY? Pleurifie is an Inflammation of the Pleura caus'd by-a 
boiling Blood flowing into it through the Vertebral Arte- 
ries, and there growing clammy , with a continual and acute 
Feaver, a pricking pain of the fide, a Cough, and a difficulty of 
breathing. 

When a Pleurifie commencing paſſes into a Peripneumonia, or 
an Empyema, or inclines to a Phthifick, there is a proper method 
of Cure particularly ſet down in each of thoſe Diſeaſes for it : 
But as to what concerns our preſent purpoſe, Three Indications 
preſent themſelves for a primary and'fample Pleurifie, viz. a Cura- 
tory, Preſervatory and Vital one. | 

The Firſt Indication takes care that the Inflammation or Ob- 
ſtruction of the Blood in the Lungs be remov'd by all poflible 
means as ſoon as may be : Wherefore in a Pleurifie let a Vein be 
open'd, and ſo the ſtrength holds, and the Pulſe be ſtrong, let 
the Perſon bleed freely; and truly it is much bter to take a 
large quantity-of Blood at firft, and every time after ( as often as 
there is need to repeat it ) than to Bleed often, and to draw a 
a little at a time; becauſe a great many portions of the Blobd 
grown clammy and degenerated into a viſcous nature, are gathe- 
red together about the part affected; which unleſs withdrawn 
from thence, upon a great emptying of the Veſſels by a large 
emiflion of Blood, ſo that the greateſt part of them flow 
forth, the bleeding will be fruftrated of its defired affe& : Its all 
one in which Arm the Vein be open'd, though its now common- 
ly done on the fide afﬀected. 

But if by reaſon of the weaknefs of the Pulſe, and the failing 
of the Animal faculty, you ought neither to Bleed at Firſt, nor 
to repeat it though the pain be very urgent ; then Cupping-Glaf- 
ſes with a Scarification being apply'd to the place griev'd, may 
rery well ſupply its place. Moreover to take away the Inflam- 
mation of the Pleura, befides an Evacuation of Blood by breath- 
ing a Vein freely, or by Scarification, its Serous and other Ex- 
nrementitious humours muft alſo be ſet upon, and be- gently 
purg'd forth of its Ma? , and from the Bowels by Siege, Urine, 
nd Sweat. Strong Purges are juftly forbidden , becauſe they

trouble the Blood, and force it farther into the Places affected; 
and Antimonial Vomits ( though approved by ſome) are neither 
ſafe, nor grounded upon reaſon. Let Glyſters be frequently, or 
rather daily Adminiſtred ; nay and ſometimes gentle Purges may 


be allow'd ſo the Feaver be not very great, qualifying Julapes and Þ 


Decoctions,- and things gently moving Sweat or Urine, ſuch as 
before preſcrib'd for the Peripneumonia, are alſo proper here. 
Let all hot things of a ſharp or ſmart nature, whether they are 
Spices, or things containing a Vinous Spirit , be carefully a+ 
voided. 

The Second Indication being for preſervation, aud directed a- 
gainſt the clammineſs and efferveſcency of the Blood, preſcribes 
thoſe Medicines, which conſiſting of a Volatile, or Alkaliſate Salt, 
deſtroy the Combinations entred into by the Acid, fixt,and other- 
wiſe Morbifick Salts, with other more groſs Particles: In which 
reſpect the Eyes and Claws of Crabs, the Tusk of a Boar, the 
Stone of Carps, the Jaw-bone of a Pike, the Bone in the Heart 
of a Stag, the Pille of a Deer, Sal Prunella, Salt of Coral, the Vo- 
latile Salt of Urine, or of Hartſhorn, Powder of Goats Blood, 
Infuſion of Horſedung , Spirit of Hartſhorn , of Sal Armoniack, 
Spirit of Tartar, Mixtura Simplex, Bezoartick Mineral, Antimo- 
ny Diaphoretick , Flowers of Sal Armoniack, are very famous 
Remedies in the Pleurifte. 

The Third and Vital Indication, which takes care that the 
ſtrength and Vital heat be preſery'd in their due Tone and State, 
during the Courſe of the Diſeaſe, preſcribes principally a fit Diet, 
and likewiſe Cordial Remedies and Anodines, and things which 
ſeaſonably afford Relief to other Symptoms, if haply they preſent: 
Firſt, in a true Pleurifie you muſt order a moſt thin Diet, wi. 
conſiſting of meer Oat, and Barley-meats, and for ordinary drink, 
Ptiſan or Poſlet-drink is more proper than Beer alone, though in 
a mighty thirſt, this alſo may he allow'd in a moderate quantity, 
Moreover to quench thirſt, Julapes, Apozemes and Emnlſions 
may be taken at ſet times, to all which let Sal Prunella be added. 
Secondly, let only temperate Cordials be given, which may gent- 
ly refreſh the Animal Spirits, and not add to the Accenfion of the 
Blood which burns before too fiercely : For theſe intents the 
Waters of Ladies Thiſtle, Carduus BeneliFus, Bawm, Borage, Cow 
a ry ani Black: Cherries, are uſually given with good (ſucceſs, to 
which the Powders of Pear! and Corgl may be added. Thirdly, 
Anodines mult be uſed hoth inwardly to procure ſleep, if at any 
time it be very munch wanted; as a!ſo outwardly to eaſe the pain 
ot the fide : The moſt uſual things of the former kind are the di- 
tiil'd water, Syrup, and Powder of the red Poppy, which are ac- 


counted Speciticks in the Picurilte, as well as in the Periprenme® 
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nia. Moreover, when a very acute pain and watchings preſs ve” 
ry much, we may give alſo Diacodiats : Againſt Pains, Oynt- 
ments, Fomentations, Cataplaſms, and ſometimes the warm In- 
wards of Animals newly kill'd, are proper to be applyed. 

I ſhall now give you Select Forms of Medicines adapted to each 
of theſe Indications. 


Firſt, Therefore abont the beginning of the Diſeaſe, to take a- 
way the Inflammation, Julapes, Apozeraes, Powders,Glyſters, and 
gentle Purges are wont to be preſcrib'd. 

Take Water of Ladies Thiſtle eight Ounces, Water of re4 Poppres 
four Ounces, Syrup of the ſame an Ounce, Sal Prunella a Dram : Mike 
a Fulape, the Doſe s two or three Ounces every third hovwr. 

Take Graſs Roots four Ounces, Barley half an Ounce , parings of 
400 a handful, Raiſins of the Sun an Ounce, Licorice two Ounces ; 
boil them in three pounds of fountain water to two pounds : To the 
cleer ſtraining add Yap of Violets an Ounce and a half, Sal Pru- 
nella a Dram and a half: Make an Apoxeme, the Doſe us two or three 
Ounces often in a day. 

Take Sal Prunella two Drams, Flowers of Nitre a Dr:m, Powder 
of the Flowers of red Poppies two Scruples, Sugar Candy four Scruples: 
Make a Powder, the Doſe is half a Dram, three or four times a 


day. 

"Take of the Decofion of Mallows Rrots and all, together with ſivect 
Prunes a pound, Syrup of Violets three Ounces, Sal Prunella a Dram : 
Make a Glyſter. 

Take of whole Caſſia bruis'd two Ounces, Tamarinds an Ounce, 
white Roſe Flowers a handful, Coriander-ſeeds two Drams ; boil them 
m a ſufficient quantity of fauntain water to a pound : To the ſtrainin 
add Syrup of Cichory with Rhubarb two Drams : Clarify it with the 
Worte of an Ezg, the Doſe # fivs or ſix Ounces in the Morning, far 
two or three days one after the other. 


Secondly, To diſſolve the clammineſs or coagulating Viſcouſ- 
neſs of the Blood, the following things are of uſe, v7. in the Form 
ot a Drink, Powder, and Spirit. 

Take freſh Horſedung four Ounces, Carduus water a pound and a 
half; make a cloſe and warm Infuſio for two hours, then filter the 
Liquor, to which add Syrup of the Fuice of Dandelimm, or of Cichory 
tio Ounces, Spirit of Sal Armoniach, a Dram, give froe or ſix ſpoon» 
fu's three or four times a day 

For this end Water of Horſedung does admirably well. . 

Take Horſedung four pounds, Leaves of Carduus Benedius, Ladies 
Thiſtle, Scabious, Pimpernel, of each three handfuls ; being flic'd and 
mu.xt together , pour to them of 6 Milk ſix pounds , diſtil ery 
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with cemmon Organs : The Doſe #% two or three Ounces, either alone, 
or with ocher distill'd Waters m the Form of a Fulape. 

For the ſame uſe the TinCtures or Solutions of other Dungs 
are given by ſome Phyſicians, and are highly magnifyed by them. Þ 
Helmont deſervedly commends in the Pleurifte the Dung of an Ox, | 
Panarolus Pidgeons Dong, others the F/hite of Hens Dung : Epipha- 
nius Ferdinandus uſually gave with good ſucceſs in the Plenriſy, 
the Decottion of Tobacco macerated in new Wine. Valeriola uſed the 
Decoftion of the Flowers of red Poppies, as a try'd and familiar Re- 
medy. Sylvius preſcribes the following mixture to be taken one 
ſpoonful after another, by little Intervals of time. 

Take the waters of Stone-Parſly and Hyſſop, of each two Ounces, 
Fennel-water an Ounce, fimple Treacle water half an Ounce, Lauda- 
num Opiatum four Grains, Sal Armoniack half a Dram Syrup of red 
Poppies an Ounce : Mix them. 

To this compoſition, Frederick Deckers adds Powder of Crabs 
Eyes, and Beroartick Mineral of each a Scruple. 

' Medicines very efficacious for this uſe, are wont to be given in 
the Form of a Powder ; for Example, 

Take Powder of Crabs Eyes two Drams, Sal Prunella a Dram and a 
half, red Poppy Flowers bal Dram : Mix them, make a Powder, 
the Doſe s baif a Dram, three or four times in a day, with a fit Ve 
hicle. 

Inſtead of Crabs Eyes, you may uſe the Porwder of the Faw-hone 
of a Pike, or of 4 Boars Tush, or of a Stags or Bulls Piſle, and if 
theſe do not ſucceed, you may try what follows. 

Take Antimony Diaphoretich,, or its Ceruſe, or Begoartick, Mineral 
two Drams, Volatile Salt of Hartſhorn half a Dram, Powder of red 
Poppy Flowers two Scrupies : Make a Powder, the Doſe us as, Scruple or 
half a Dram, thrice or oftner in a day. 

It is for the ſame Intention of Curing, that Riverius gives Powder 
of Chimney Soot,, from half a Dram to a Dram,and that others give 
the Powder of Pigeons or Hens D. ng. Nay farther, according to 
this Analogy by which the Dungs of Animals ſtor'd with a Vola- 
tile Salt give reliet in this Diſeaſe; its probable that the Dung of 
4 Dog may prove no leſs ſucceſsful in Curing the Pleurifie than in 
the Squinancy 3 and ſo much the more likely, becauſe theſe Diſea- 
ſes often interchange their Types, and the one affames the like- 
neſs of the other : Chymical Liquors endow'd with a Volatile 
Salt, ſometimes alſo work great effects in the Pleurifie. 

Take Spirit of Blood two Drams, Red Poppy water three Ounce:, 
Syrup of the ſame an Ounce : Mzx them, groe a fpoonful of it ever) 
other while. 

' Tike Spirit of Sal Armoniach diſtilfd with Olibanunm: three Dram, 
the Doſe s from twelve drops to fifteen or twenty, cbree or four time: 
1 4 
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a day in a fit Vehicle. After the ſame manner you may give Spirit of 
Urme, of Soot, or of rn. 
my Spirit of Tartar three Drams : The Doſe s 4 Scruple in a fit 
Vehicle. 

Take Ms xturs Simplex three Drams : The Dyſe # from a Scruple 
t0 half a Dram. 


3- As to.the Third Indication, beſides a thin Diet, Cordial Re- 
medies, and Anodines are preſcrib'd : Forms of the former kind 
may be ſupply'd by the Julapes and Apozemes preſcrib'd for the 
firſt Indication,and by the Spirits and Powders for the Second : In- 
ward Anodines to be given in Watchings, and in a very Intenſe 
pain are preſcribd according to the Forms following. 

Take red Poppy water two Qunces , Syrup of the ſame ſix Drams, 
_ of Hartſhorn twelve drops : Make 4 draught to be taken going 
to Bed. 

If we muſt go higher, Take Carduus water two Ounces, Diacods- 
um from three Drams to half an Ounce, or ſix Drams, Spirit of Sal 
Armoniack with Frankincenſe half a Scruple : Make a draught. Some- 
times, though rarely, 1ts neceſſary to riſe to Laudanum's, which being 
ſeaſonably zrven, have a mighty good effeft, inaſmuch as they procure 
Sleep, and move Sweat and Urine. 

Take water of Cowſlip Flowers rwo Ounces, Laudanum Tartariz'd, 
from ſixteen drops to twenty, Spirit of Blood half a Scruple, Syrup of 
Violets two Drams : Mingle them, make a draught. 

Outward Anodines are uſually preſcribd in the Form of an 
Oyntment, Fomentation, and Cataplaſm. 

Take Oyntment of Marſk:-Mallews two Ounces, Oyl of ſweet Almonds 
an Ou, Album Grecum two Drams: Mix them by braying them 
together. 

Take of the Emplaiſter of Mucilages two Ounces and a half; 
Malax it with Oyl of Linſeed , and let it be applyd upon Lann 
Paper. 

Take the tops of Both Mallws, Leaves of Mercury and Beets, of 
each three handfuls : Boil them in a ſuſfictent quantity of fountain 
water ; let the ſtraming be usd for a Fomentation. 

Take the remaining feces of the Herbs, after the Liquor 1s wrung 
forth, and being bruts'd, add to it of Oat-meal fix Drams, Linſeed, 
Fenugreekeſceds, of each two Ounces, Omtment of Marſh-Makows 
tio Ounces: Mahe a Cataplaſm. 

[ need not go far for Stories and Inſtances of perſons troubled 
with the Pleurific ; for I have a notable Example of this Diſeaſe 
now under Cure, viz. a very fine young Woman, ſubject moſt 
frequently, and as it were habitually to that affect, is committed 
$0 our cars. This Virgin, who is very tair, of a Sanguine Com- 
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plexion, but of a weakly Conſtitution, has been wont for many 

ears paſt upon every ſlight occaſion, vize upon taking Cold, or 

y errours in any of the fix nonnatural things,nay ſometimes upon 
the meer change of the Seaſon, or of the Air,to fall into a Feaver, 
preſently accompanied with pains of the Pleura, a Cough, and a 
difficulty of Breathing, and for the moſt part horrible Convulfi- 
ons following them. She has been taken fo very il! formerly of 
this Diſtemper, that ſhe has been often forc'd to keep her Cham- 
ber fix Months or more every year; but of late, though ſhe be 
not freed from this affliction, yet ſhe is ſeldomer tormented with 
it : The laſt. year ſhe was pretty well all the Summer, and well 
near all the Autumn ; about the beginning o7 Winter ſhe fell ſick 
of that Diſeaſe, and now towards the end of it, is fallen ill again. 
The Pleuritick pain conſtantly poſlefles the right fide, where the 
Blood {ticking, and being extravaſated in its pafſage about the 
Intercoſtal Muſcles, the Irritated Fibres commence a molt tor- 
menting pain, together with a Convulfive motion of Coughing 
which they reiterate almoſt perpetually : In the mean time the 
Lungs being ſound enough, and open in their paſtages,readily con» 
vey the Blood, as clammy as it is, without any le:t or ſtay, which 
often is the cauſe of a Peripnevmonia. No Remedies are wont 
to do good to this perſon without Bleeding, which is always ſo 
particularly neceffary, that every timie the is ill, we are forc'd even 
whether we will or no, to repeat it two or three times, nay ſome- 
times oftner : The Blood emitted has conſtantly a Viſcous and 
whitiſh Film on its ſurface. This Diſeaſe was always a fimp!e 
Pleurifie without any Peripneumonia, and for its Cure ſhe con- 
ſtantly us'd the following method with ſucceſs. 

Take Spirit of Sal Armoniack, with Gum Ammoniacum three 
ra af give from fifteen drops to twenty thrice a day, with the follows 
zng Fulate. 

Tie Carduus water, Black-Cherry water, of each ſix Ounces, Hyſie- 
rick water a Dram, Sugar ſix Drams : Betwixt whites ſhe took a Doſe 
of Powder with three Qunces of an Apoxeme. 

Take the Powders of Crabs Eyes, of a Bores Tus;, of Sal Pru- 
nella, of each a Dram : Make a Powder , divide ut into ix 

arts. 
4 Take Graſs Roots three Ounces, Candied Eringo's an Ounce , ſha- 
wings of Ivory and Hartſhorn, of each two Drams, parmgs of Apples 
a bandful, Raiſms of the Sun an O:mce : Boil them m three pound; 
of fountain water to two pounds; add to the ſtraming , Syrup of 
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Violets an Ounce , Sal Prune!a a Dram : Mix them, ma's an As 


poreme. 
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Gliſters of Milk with Syrup of Violets were adminiſtred ſame« 
times every day, and ſometimes every other day 3 uf at any time Opt 
ats, though never ſo gentle, were given her to allay pain, c 
afterwards an akng and heavineſs of the Head, and Canvulſive Aﬀetts 
moſt ſorely tormented her. 


CHAP. V. 


Inſtruftions and Preſcripts for the Cure of an 
Empyema. 


Y the word Empyema, according to its uſual acceptation, is 
B denoted a Collection of Pus, or corrupted matter within 
the Cavity of the Thorax, by which the Organs of Reſpiration 
are oppreſt : That Pus commonly flowing thither, either from a 
Plenriſie, or. a Peripneumonia ( and ſometimes haply trom a Squi= 
nancy ) ſuppurated and broken. 

As to the Cure of an Empyema, we muſt in the Firſt place con- 
ſider whether the figns of this Diſeaſe, as to the reality of its 
preſent Being, be certain or doubtful; if certain, there will not 
be much need of Phyfick, but only the Body being prepar'd, - 
you may preſently proceed to open the fide. Theretore if after 
a Pleuriſie or Peripneumonia not rightly Cur'd, or after an inward 
effuſion of Blool occafion'd by a ſtroak, fall, or wound, there 
be perceiv'd a floating of Pus, or of corrupted or bloody matter 
within the Cavity of the Thorax, and this with little or no Spit- 
ting, we need no longer think of Maturating or ExpeCtorating 
Medicines ; but the Belly being looſen'd, and the Blood and hu- 
mours daly qualified by Julapes, Apozemes, and Anodines, either 
order a bare Incifion 3 or in tender and timorous perſons, Firſt, 
let a Cautery be apply'd betwixt the ſixth and ſeventh Vertebre, 
and after the Eſchar being rais'd, let the Incifton Knife be entred 
obliquely towards the hinder and upper parts, and that leiſurely, 
and by little and little, till it penetrate into the Cavity of the 
Trax, and then a little falver Pipe being put in, let the matter 
within contain'd, be let forth ſome at one time, and ſome at an- 
other, but fo that as far as the ſtrength will bear, the evacuation 
of the whole humour he as quick as may be; for a portion of it 
being left within, upon frequent admition of air to it, will ſtinch 
moſt horridly within a few days; to prevent which evil, or ſudden- 
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ly to remove it, let a vulnerary and abfterfive Liquor be injected 
with a Syringe twice or thrice a day. After the Incifion is duly 
perform'd with what elſe belongs to it, well known to skilful 
Chirurgions, there will not be much more left for a Phyfician to 
do : He muſt preſcribe a proper Diet, frequent Gliſters to looſen 
the Belly ( as often as occaſion requires ) and likewiſe vulnerary 
Medicines commonly fo call'd, which hinder the diffolution of 
— mn » and its running into Serofities prejudicial to the 


But if the Signs of this Diſeaſe are not certain, and ( as it u- 
ſually happens when a Peripneumonia, or an Impoſtume of the 
Lungs precede it ) are wholly doubtful, you muſt not proceed 
to ag Incifion too haſtily or inconfiderately : For I have known 
ſome Spitting forth a purulent matter, nay a fetid Pus, to whom 
an Inciſion of the Thorax has prov'd of no good effect, and not 
without ſome prejudice. Therefore till it ſhall appear by infal- 
lible Signs that it is an abſolute Empyema you may uſe for a 
While expeCtorating Medicines ( ſuch as before preſcrib'd for 
Curing a Peripneumonia ) and alfo things gently moving an Eva- 
cuation by Urine and Sweat : But theſe at length availing nothing 
and the Empyemaa itill continuing or encreas'd ( fince it is better, 
ſo there be ſtrength, to try a doubtful Remedy than none ) you 
may proceed to the Incifion. 

As to Forms of Medicines requiſite for Curing an Empyema ; 
before the Incifion the ſame Remedies are proper, which are pre- 
ſcrib'd for a Peripneumonia, but the incifzon being over, the tol- 
lowing will be of particular uſe. 

Againſt Faintings and Swoonings , which happen during 
that Operation, or after it : Let the following Julape be al- 
Ways in a readineſs to be taken now and then to four or hve 
ſpoonfuls. 

Take the Waters of Bawm , and of Black Cherries , of each ſix 
Ounces, Aqua Mirabils an Ounce, Pearl powdred a Dram, Syrup of 
Clove Gill-flowers an Ounce : Mingle them, make a Julape. 
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Let the following Decoftion be taken three or four 
times a day. 


T# Leaves of Harts Tas » Speedwel, Agrimony , Colts-foot , 
Mous-ear Sanicle, of each a handful, Roots of Madder and Cher- 
vil, of each an Ounce, Barley half an Ounce, red Ciches half an 
Ounce, Raiſins of the Sun an Ounce and a half : Boil them in four 
pounds of fountain water till half be conſum'd ; when it # taken, 
let it be ſweeten'd at pleaſure with Clarified Honey, or with Syrup 
of Mous-ear. If there be no Feaver, let the following Pills be ta- 
hen at Night , and early in the Morning , to a Scruple or balf 4 
Dram. 

Take Powder of Crabs Eyes two Drams, Flowers of Sulphur a Dram, 
Sal Prunella half a Dram, Species of Diarrhodon Abbaty a Scruple, Ve« 
nice Turpentine waſh'd , what ſagpees : Make a Maſs , and form it 
into Pills : or the Turpentine berng omtted let the ſame Medicine 
be taken in the Form of a Powder, from half a Dram to two Scruples 
twice a day, 


CHAP. VL 


Inſtructions and Preſcripts for Curing the Imps- 
ſtume of the Lungs. 


He Morbitick matter of this Vomica, or Impoſtume of the 
Lungs is always a meer Pus, which nevertheleſs is there 
engendred tacitely, and as it were unawares, without a Feaver 
or Inflammation, and lyes fo private, that it ſcarce preſents any 
fizns of it ſelf, but a little Cough, which at firſt is dry, then 
turns moiſt, which continumg ſome time, the Breath is drawn 
with ſome difficulty, the Spirits faint, and the Body wears away 
by little and little, thaugh in the mean time the Spittle has no 
Pus or Blood mixt with it : But if the Impoſtume unexpectedly 

breaks, it commonly kills the Patient. 
If after the Impottume is broken, and the Purulent Spittle be- 
giuning to come away With eaſe, and the ſtrength holding firm, 
R there 
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there be room for any method of Cure : The Primary Indicati- 
ons according to the common cuſtom in moſt Diſeaſes muſt be 
theſe three, viz. Curatory, Preſervatory, and Vital. The Firſt, 
directs that the matter of the Impoſtume be with ſpeed evacua- 
ted by Spitting, and that the fides of it be cleans'd and made 
ſound again as much as poſſible. The Second provides againſt a 
conflaence of new matter to that Receptacle, and other neigh- 
bouring parts of the Lungs, whence a Conſumption would be 
engendred. The Third relieves the faintings of the Spirits, aud 
reſtores loſt ſtrength, and the Nutrition which was fruftrated. 


In refpedt of the Firſt Indication , expeCtorating Medicines 
(commonly fo call'd ) and of the hotteſt and ſmarteſt natnre, 
which cleanſe and dry moſt, and eſpecially ( fince for the moſt 
part here is no Feaver ) Sulphureous things are proper z which al- 
ſo are preſcrib'd according to the Forms following. 

Take T.nfture of Sulphur three Drams, give from ſeven drops to 
twenty going to Bed, and early in the Morning m a ſpoonful of Syrup 
of the Juice of ground Foy: Or, 

"2 Take Syrup of our Diaſulphur fix Ounces, give 4 ſpoonſul at the ſame 
urs. 

Take dry'd Leaves of ground Ivy, Germander, Maiden-hazr, Colts 
Foot, Hyſſop, white Hore-haund, Savory, of each a handful, the Root: 
of Elecampane, Florentine Orrs, Chervil, of each an Ounce, Anni* 
feeds half an Ounce : Boil them in ſix pounds of fountain water to 
three pounds and a half, add towards the end White-wine fix Oun- 
ces, the beſt Clarified Honey three Ounqgs : Let the ſtraining be 
Clarified and kepe for uſe : The Doſe # ſix Ounces thrice a day 
warm. Or, 

Take Water of quick Lime fix pounds: Put it in a large mouth'd 
Gtaſs with the following Bag. 

Take dry d Leaves ds, ground Ivy, white Hore-hound, 
each a handful, Roots of Elecampane and Florentine Orry ſlic'd , of 
each an Ounce and a half, Anniſeeds bruis'd two Ounces, Licorice 
an Ounce and a half, Raiſins ſton'd three Ounces: Let them ſtud 
cold and cloſe cover'd, pour xt out as you uſe 1t, ſtill leaving the Big 
behind. 

Take Loboch Sanum three Ounces, Species Diaireocs two Drams 
and a half, Flowers of Sulphur a Dram and a half , Oxymel ſim- 
ple two Ounces : Make a LinAus to be taken mth a ſtick of Li- 
corice. 

Take Powder of the Leaves of Hedg-muſtard, and of ground Try, 
of each half an Ounce, Flowers of Sulphur a Dram and a hf, $1 
11'p of Diaſulphur, or of the Juace of [yy what ſuffices : Mike @ ſoft 
Lohoch. 

Tur 
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Take fine Myrrh, and white Amber, of each half an Ounce, Sul- 

r vivum, Auripigment, of each two Drams, ſhells of Fiſtick, Nuts 
4 Dram and a half: Make a Powder for Fumigation ; let it be us'd 
with a Paper Funnel Morning and Evening. 


The Second Indication which is for preſervation, cutting off 
the Morbifick matter, and providing againſt the Conſumption 
which is apt to enſue , undertakes the purifying of the Blood, 
and the ſtrengthening of the Lungs; for which ends Purges, Vul- 
nerary Decoctions, diftill'd Waters , and Phyſick Drinks are 
proper. 

Take Gereon's Decoftion of Sena ( with Agarick 4 Dram and 4 
half) three Ounces and a half, Purging $5 rup of Applies an Ounce, 
Aqua Mirabils two Drams: Make a Potion to be taken orice a week, 
with governance. 

Let the Form of the vulnerary Decofion be the ſame, which # pre= 


' ſerib'd for the Empyema after the Incaſion ; or becauſe there i no Feaver, 


yu may give that Decottion of the ſhops , to four or fix Ounces 
thrice a day. 

Take Fir tops ſix handfuls, freſh Leaves of ground Ivy , Hyſſip, 
Savory, Rocket, Hedge-muſtard, Winter Creſs, of each four handfuls, 
Sun-flower Seeds ſix Qunces, ſweet Fennel-ſeeds two Ounces, Rrots of 
Elecampane, and Florentine Orrs, of each three Ounces, being ſlic'd 
and bruis'd, pour to them of Brunſwick, or Spruce Beer eight pounds, 
diftil zt with common Organs : Let the Liquor be all mixt, and 
when its usd, let it be ſweeten'd at pleaſure with Syrup of the 
uy of ground Ivy : The Doſe # three or four Qunces thrice 4 


Take Roots of Sarzaparilla ſix Ounces, China Roots two Ounces, all 
the Saunders, of each fix Drams, ſhavings of Ivory and Hariſhorn, of 
each half an Ounce, Maſtick- wood an Ounce, being flic'd and bruis'd, 
let them Infuſe according to ait, and boil in tweive pounds of foun- 
tain water, till balf be conſum'd, adding of Licorice an Ounce, Rai- 
iT 4 the Sun four Qunces ; let the ſtraining be us'd for ordinary 

rings. . 


The Third and Vital Indication preſcribes Cordial and Anodine 
Remedies, and a fit Diet : The fame Forms of Medicines in a 
manner that arc preſcrib'd for an Empyema after Incifton , are 
proper hece. Allo the f.me Diet which is ordered in a begin- 
ning Conſumption, and Afﬀes Milk often does good in this caſe : 
Concerning the Cure of this Diſeaſe, I have obſerv'd that an Iſſue 
made in the fide has often a very good effect. 
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A Gentleman of a middle Age, having been always ſtrong and 
healthy, found himſelf ill without any maniteſt cauſe, and in a 
ſhort time fell into a languiſhing condition , loſing his appetite, 
ſleeping with difficulty, was thuſty, and had a heat about his 
Prezcordia : He was a long time under the hands of ſome Phy- 
ficians for the Scurvy, and of others as Hedctical, and after vari- 
ous methods of Cure had been try'd in vain, the Diſeaſe at 
length openly diſcover'd it ſelf: For whilſt one Night being more 
reſtleſs than uſual, he toſs'd himſelf very much in his Bed; the 
Impoſtume within his Lungs breaking on a ſudden, he threw up 
by Coughing a vaſt quantity of Pus, which ſtunk moſt horribly, 
ſo that within four or five hours he had thrown up about two 
pounds. Moreover the Cough continuing for above two Months 
afterwards, he daily voided by Spittle of that Purulent, thick, 
and mighty ſtinking. matter, till- his Fleſh being conſum'd, and 
his  —_—_ wholly ſpent, he was decay'd, and fallen away to 
nothing. 

Aﬀtes the Impoſtume was thus broken, we carefully gave him 
Medicines to cleanſe and heal the place where it gather'd, and 
to mundify the Blood and the Lungs, and free them from the 
imminent Conſumption. Our Tin#ure and Syrup of Diaſulphur, 
together with Pettoral and Vuinerary Decoftions and Diſtullation:, 
alſo Lintiws and Balſamick Pills were taken day after day in a 
conſtant method : With theſe Gliſters, alſo gentle Catharricks and 
Diureticks were interchangeably given ; Vaporations firſt, then Suf- 
7, nn both Sulphureous and Arſenical were alſo us'd Mornings 
and Evenings. After theſe things had been carefully followed a 
long time without any good ; we concluded to open his Thorax, 
and were ſoon directed to a place proper for it ; for on the left 
fide of his Stermm, betwixt the fifth and fixth Verrebre a tumour 
appear'd : Inſtead of a Cautery, T apply'd thereto a Suppurating 
Plaiſter, and within three days the top of that Swelling became 
red and ſoft, out of which being open'd the next day atter, fuſt 
iflued a thin Icbor, and a little after a yellow and well conco- 
ted Pw, and afterwards it continued daily to run in a more 
plentiful manner, and then the ſtinking Spittle began to abate, 
and within a Fortnight wholly ceas'd 3 the Morbifick matter 
finding both an eafie and more apt paſſage through that Ori- 
fice, which at length was chang'd into an Ifſue, and a Pea, or a 
Pill of Wood being daily put into it , there came forth contr- 
mually for a year and a balf a plentiful Ichor, and in the mean 
time the Gentleman having wholly got rid of any corruption in 
his Breſt, and recovering his ſtrong and fleſhy habit of Body, 
became found in all reſpects. Laſtly, That Ie being remov'd 
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to the Arm, he has nothing of that Diſtemper about his Breſt, 
nor minds longer any fence againſt it, 

Shortly after this Cure, I was calld to a Lady of Quality, 
who having been troubled with a Cough, and a heat. of the 
Precordia for many years ,'-on a certain day ſenſibly perceiv'd 
ſomewhat broken in her Lungs whilſt ſhe was Coughing , and 
preſently voided by Spittle a great quantity of meer and ſtinking 
Pw; after that that Spitile with the Cough, notwithſtanding any 
uſe of Remedies continuing for a Week, ſeem'd rather increas'd 
than diminiſh'd, I adviſed that ſhe would permit an Iflne to 
be cut in her fide near the place , whence ſhe perceiv'd the 
Pus to ariſe, which ſhe readily giving way to, within three days 
meer Pus, ſuch as ſhe Spit forth by her Cough, began to run 
from the open Orificez and afterwards the Morbifick matter find- 
ing a ſufficient vent by that paſſage, both the Cough and the 
Spitting of Pw entirely ceas'd, and within fix Weeks the Patient 
grew perfectly well. 

After this I was call'd to a robuſt man, a great Drinker, who 
being alſo affected with an Impoſtume of the Lungs, did Spit 
forth a great quantity of mighty ſtinking Pus : He would not 
permit any Ifſue to be. made in his fide; yet being very free to 
take all ſorts of Medicines, he got free at length of that Diſeaſe 
by a long uſe of them: The Medicines which chiefly did him 
g00d were preparations of Sulphur 3 wherefore our Syrup and 
Tindure 'were given him often every day : To theſe we gave 
for Vehicles, ſometimes a Pedtoral Decottion , ſometimes a Pe- 
floral Hydromel , ſometimes Lime water, With the Infuhon of 
PeCtoral and Vulaerary Ingredients. Moreover Fumigations, &- 
ſpecially of Sulphureous and Arſenical things, gave great Reliet, 
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CHAP. VII. 


Inſtructions and Preſcripts for the Cure of the 
Aſthma. 


A* Aſthma is a difficult, ſhort, thick, and purſy Breathing, 
with a great Agitation of the Breft, and for the moſt part 
without a Feaver: And its either meerly Pneumonick,, proceed- 
ing from ſome ſtoppage in the Veſſels that convey the Air, or 
meerly Convulſive, arifing from ſome fault in the Organs of mo- 
tion, or mixt when both parts are joyntly faulty. 

As to its Cure there are two Primary Indications, or rather ſo 
many diſtin& methods of proceeding, viz. the one Guratory, the 
other Preſervatory : The Firſt teaches what is to be done in the 
Fit, to free the Patient from preſent danger ; the other what out 
of the Fit, to take away the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe. 

7. In the Fit there are two chief Intentions of Curing, v7. 
Firſt, That care being taken as well of the Air, as of the Lungs, 
a more free Breathing be procur'd, at leaſt as much as may fut- 
fice to ſupport Life: And Secondly, That the Organs of Reſpi- 
ration be reclaim'd and made to ceaſe from the Convulſions 
thay fallen into, and which are wont to be continued with 
obftinacy. 


As to the former, in the Firſt place let the Patient be ſet in 
an upright Poſture of Body, in a pretty open place ſomewhat 
Airy, and free from Smoak, and the Breath of By-ſtanders; then 
endeavour that the Lungs being freed of all inward ſtufting and 
oppreſſion, as well as outward compreſſion, may be able to draw 
and return the Breath deeper; For theſe ends, leſt the weight of 
the inferiour V7/cera preſs down, and ſtrajten the Pracordia, let 
the Belly be looſen'd by a Gliſter, and let the Garments and all 
other things covering or binding the Thorax be ſlacken'd. Moce- 
over {ince in this cafe the Lungs are uſually oppreſt,cither from the 
Blood growing too turgid within the Pneumonick Veſſels, or 
from the Serum; diſtilling forth of the Arteries and Glands into 
the Dutjus's of the Trachea, the Sallies and Impetnoſities of both 
humours ought to be reltrain'd and appeas'd : Hence it the 
ſtrength will bear it, and the Pulſe be {trong enough, Bleeding 
is often proper. Again let thoſe thing be carefully given, which 
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diſcharge the Serum, and the ſuperfluities of the inflamed Blood 
by Urine and Sweat : For which end Fulapes, Apogems, and Petio= 
rals, commonly fo call'd, are of excellent uſe. Moreover Pow- 
ders of ſhells, preparations of Milepedes, Volatile Spirits and Salts 
are taken with good effect. In the mean time let there be like- 
wiſe given things that open the Duftus's of the Trachea, and 
make them ſlippery, and provoke expeCtoration ; and ſuch alſo 
if need be, as ſtop the Catarrh diſtilling on them; for which 
ends Lin#us's, Lohoch's, Peforal Decoftions, and Suffumig ations are 
roper. 

f As to the other intent of Curing in Fits of the Afthma, viz. 
That the Organs of Reſpiration being reclaim'd from the Con» 
vulfions they are fallen into, return calmly to their ordinary Fun= 
ions (unleſs this follows of its own accord, after that the tur- 
bulent boiling of the Blood and Serum within the Lungs is ap» 
peas'd: ) We muſt uſe Anti-Convlſrve and Anodine Remedies ; for 
Medicines wont to be given in Hyſterick paſſions, are alſo proper 
in a Convulfive Aſthma. 

The Spirit of Hartſhorn, of Soot, and eſpecially Spirit of Sal Ar- 
moniack diſtill'd with Gum Ammoniacum ; alſo the Tintture of Gum 
Ammoniacum, of Sulphur, Caſtoreum, Aſſa-fetida, the Syrup of Am- 
moniacum, of Sulphur, Oxymel of Squills, and the like 3 which be- 
ing of an ungrateful taſt or ſmell, diflipate the Spirits as it were, 
and withdraw them from tumultuary Efforts, prove ſometimes 
of notable uſe : But if the raging Spirits cannot be appeas'd by 
this means, we muſt come to Narcoticks, that ſome of them be- 
ing deſtroyed, the reſt may return into order. For Oprars ſome- 
times are mighty beneficial, unleſs a ſtopping of the Lungs, and 
a great oppreſſion of the Precordria forbid their uſe : In horrible 
fits of this Diſeaſe, when other Medicines have availed nothing, 
I have often given D:acodium, nay Laudanum Tartariz d with good 
ſucceſs : Nevertheleſs theſe may not be taken without great cau- 
tion; for Reſpiration which is difficult and clogg'd before, being 
hindred more, and that very much by them, they often put the 
Patient in danger of Life. Moreover to reclaim the Pneumonick 
Spirits from their Convulſions; its good ſometimes to put the 
Spirits to torture in ſome other part, for when ſome of them are 
any where tormented, all the reft for the moſt part, being in a 
concern at it, quit their diſorderly motions. Wherefore Veſica- 
tories, Cupping-glaſſes, Ligatures, and Painful Friftions give relief: 
Nay for this reaſon Vomzts taken in the midit of the fit do good. 
I ſhall now fet down certain Select Forms of Remedies appropri- 
ated to each of thoſe ends. 


Firſt 
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Firſt therefore to reſtrain the Fluxions of the Blood and $e- 
tum, and to diſcharge their ſuperflvities, deriv'd from the 
Lungs, by Sweat and Urine; let the following things be pre- 
{cribd. 

Take Leaves of ground Toy eight Ounces, Rue , Penny-rojal , and 
Dragons, of each two Ounces, Sal Prunella a Dram and a half, $yru- 

antinus, Syrup of red Poppies, of each an Ounce : Mix them, 
make a Julape ; let three or four Ounces be taken thrice or oftner in a 
day. | 
"Lake Graſs Roots three Ounces, Roots of Butchers-Broom two Oun« 
ces, Candied Elecampane an Ounce and a half, Barley half an Ounce, 
Razfmns of the Sun an Ounce : Boil them in three pounds of fountain 
tvater £0 two pounds, to the ſtraining add of Sal Prunella a Dram and 
a half, fiveeten it if it be needful, with a ſufficient quantity of Syrupus 

antinus, or of Yup of Naolets. 

Take Tin#ure of Sulphur three Drams : The Doſe # from ſix drops 
to ten at Night, and early in the Morning in a ſpoonful of the Syrup 
of the Juice of Foy, or of Violets. 

Take Fecule of Aron and Briony, of each a Dram and a half, Flow. 
ers of Sulphur 4 Dram, Flowers of Benzom half a Dram, Sugar Can« 
dy half an Ounce, Licorice two Drams: Make a Powder to be taken 
to half a Dram, or two Scruples twice a day, with the foregoing Ju- 
late or Apozeme. Or, 

Take of the forefaid Powder two Ounces, Heney or Oxymel what 
ſuffices : Make a Linttus, take at Night and early in the Morning,

So much concerning the Medicines and method requiſite in a 
fit of the Aſthma. The other Indication which is for preſervati- 
on, undertaking to remove the Morbifick cauſe, and the whole 
Morbid Root has two parts, or diſtinct Intents of Curing, which 
for the moſt part are both ſet upon together ; one of thele eu- 
deavours to amend the Conformation of the Lungs, if it be any 
way prejudiced or faulty, and the other to take away the [rre- 


gularities of the parts for motion, and of the Spirits appointed 
tor 
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tr therh : Both theſe Intents will very well be anſwered, if Pe- 
oral Remedies commonly fo call'd, are joyn'd with Anti-Con- 
wulſives, and are us'd interchangeably with other Medicines which 
have regard to the preparation of the whole Body, and to Emer- 
gent Symptoms; for which ends the following Method and Forms 
of Medicines may be us'd.

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ed caſe, and within a few days got wholly free of that Fit, and 
afterwards as often as he perceiv'd a little touch of the ſaid Di» 
ſtemper comiug , he preſently took a large Doſe of that Spirit, 
with the {ame Julape thrice or four times a day : By which Re- 
medy, being frequently taken ſometimes for preſervation , and 
ſometimes for Cure, he has now paſt above two years without 
any great and terrible fit of his Aſthma , which before was habj- 
tual, though he has now and then undergone (yme light touches 
of it, but eaſily blown off. : 

An Honourable old Gentleman ( upon taking cold as 'tis judg- 
ed ) found himſelf ill; for he complain'd of a pain in the middle 
of his Breſt by his Srernum, Which at Night as ſoon as he was 
warm in his Bed, growing worſe, diſturb'd his fleep, and was 
very troubleſome to him for the moſt part of the Night : Never- 
theleſs without any fſtraitneſs of Breath, or evident fign of an 
Aſthma: To take away this pain he was both Purg'd and Blood 
ed, Peforals and Hneiſcrburicl, were daily given him, Oynement; 
and Fomentations were apply'd to the place pain'd, yet without 
any great good or eaſe : For the change that happen'd after, wa 
rather for the worſe; for the pain being a little abated, he wa 
ſeiz'd with a laborious and troubled Reſpiration, ſo that after his 
firſt ſleep, or as he began to ſlumber, he was taken with a fit of 
the Aſthma, and being out of Breath, and oppreſt about the 
Precordia, was forc'd to fit upright in his Bed : Moreover this 
painful Breathing, and Convulfive agitation of the parts for Re- 
ſpiration did not only return every Night, but daily grew more 
violent, and continued longer upon him : Infomuch that one 
Night awaking from his firſt ſleep, he was ſeiz'd with a moſt vi 
olent fit of the Aſthma which laſted for many hours, and brought 
him as near death as a Man might be and live. No Phyſician be- 
ing preſent, a Barber then let him Blood, which gave him ſome 
relief; in the Morning upon a conſultation of Phyhicians, he was 
ordered for that day a thin Diet, and a looſning Gl:ſter : At Night 
and the Morning following, he took twelve drops ot Spirit of Gun 
Ammcniacum diſtill d with Sal Armoniach in a Vehicle proper in 
that caſe,and continued its uſe afterwards for many days : Veſicats 
ries were apply'd to the infides of his Arms near his Arm-pits: 
Moreover Julapes and Peforal Decottions, Lohoch's, Gliſters, nay and 
ſometimes gentle Purges had their turns ; Bleeding alſo was repeated 
after two days. Whereas before he was wont to drink for his 
Mornings draught about a pint of Beer with Wormwood and Scur- 
vygraſs, Inſtead of this, he took about eight of the Clock, fifteer 
drops of Elixir Proprietaty tartariq'd im a draug bt of Coffee prepari 
with a Decottion of Sage = By theie Remedies the Aſthmatick Fits 

preſently abated of their wonted ftercencſs ; inſomuch that the

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beginning and end of every Night were quiet enough, th 


about the middle of it ſome uneafineſs about the Precord:a kept 
him waking, and made him fit upright in his Bed for an hour 
or two; at length growing weary of Phyfick, he took only now 
and then ſome of the Medicines above mentioned : But in the 
mean time, though his Aſthmatick Fits troubled hinz little or not 
at all by Night as before, yet by reafon of his Lungs being very 
much ſtuffed, and a Serous humour falling into his Feet he could 
not walk faſt , or go up any ſteep Aſcent without a great diffi 
culty of Breathing, and danger of being choak'd ; and at preſent 
an Aithma or Phthiſick, is not ſo much fear'd as a Dropfie.

CHAP. VIIL 


Inſtrutions and Preſcripts for Curing the Dropfie of 


the Breaſt. 


F at any time the affect of the Dropfie or Anafarca, being ge- 
neral, has taken poſſeſſion every where, or in moſt places of 
the Fleſh, and Cavities of the V:/cera : Its no wonder if that filthy 
Maſs of Waters gets pofſefiion alto of the Breaſt; but beſides this, 
it tometimes happens that the Region of the Thorax is either 0- 
riginally or alone overwhelm'd with waters, the other parts in 
the mean time being every where ſound enough, or injur'd only 
Secondarily, 

That Serous humour cauſing the Droplie of the Breaſt, ariſes 
there either in the Foim of a Vapour, which exhaling from the 
Pr.ecordia and Sides of the Thorax is readily condens'd into Water, 
or Secondly, the Serum is there depos'd in its proper Form as it 
diſtils into that Cavity from the Mouths of the Veſſels, v:z. of the 
Arterics there open'd : Or Thirdly, the Lymphazducts, or ſome- 
times, though rarely, the Chyle Veſſels, ſomewhere opening 
themiclves, or being broken may produce that affect. 

A young, Man of a healthy and itrong conſtitution, who hal 
long us'd himfelt to violent exerciſes, both by riding and other 
Ways, perceiv d at length a fulneſs, or as it were a certain windy 
rifag in his Thorax, i:fomuch that the left fide of his Lungs 
jeem'd to (well, and his Heart to be thruſt forth of its place to- 
wards the right fide; for in that part it was perceiv'd to beat 
moit : After he had continued in this condition ſome time, he 
perctivd on a certain day a Rupture as it were of tome Veſſe! - 

within ' 
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within the Cavity of his Thorax, and after it for half an honrs 
ſpace, he could not only perceive in that Region a dropping of 
humour as it were from the top to the bottom ot his Brett, but 
it could alſo be heard by the ſtanders by. Notwithſtanding this, 
finding himſelf otherwiſe well diſpos'd, he ſlighted Phyfick ; but 
afterward npon motion, ſtooping, or any ſtirring ot his Body, he 
perceiv'd in his left ſide a floating of waters inwattlly gathered 
tozether : Nay, and the motion and found of it was moſt mani- 
fly, perceiv'd of others, both by handling, and by the ear : 
Hence as it was plain that this Perſon had a Dropfie of the Breaſt, 
ſo it ſeemed molt probable that this Diſeaſe took its riſe from 
this, -that the Lymphaducts appertaining to the lett {ide of the 
Lungs being firit obſtructed near their Inſertions intro the Du- 
&us Chyliferus, had ſwollen up to a vaſt bigneſs, and atterwards 
being broken, diſtill'd forth their humour into the Cavity of the 
Thorax. 

This Gentleman now perceiving himſelf in danger, and-having 
try'd ſome Medicines without any good effect, was adviſed upon 
a conſultation of Phyficians, to have his Side open d : Wheretore 
proviſion for the whole being made,a Chyrurgion apply'd aCautery 
betwixt the fixth and ſeventh Vertebre, and the day following he 
put a Pipe into the Oritice, cut into the Cavity of his Breſt, up- 
on which preſently a thick Liquor , whitiſh like Cnyle, and as it 
were Milky iſſued forth : There were only about fix Ounces ta- 
ken from him the fuſt time , and the day following as much : 
On the third day ſomewhat a larger quantity being let forth, he 
was preſently ſeiz'd with a great fainting, and afterwards being 
Feaveriſh, he was ill for a day or two : Wherefore till he recove- 
red his due temper and ſtrength, it was thought tit to ſtop the 
egreſs of that matter, and afterwards a ſmall evacuation only of 
the ſame being daily made, the Cavity of his Breſt was in a man- 
ner wholly emptied, though he itil carries the Pipe in the Ori- 
fice with a Tap, which being drawn forth once in twenty four 
hours, a little gleeting of humour ſtill iſſues out : In the mean 
time being well difpos'd as to his Stomack , Countenance and 
Strength, he Walks and Rides abroad, and performs other exer- 
ciſes which he had been formerly usd to with vigour enouyh : He 
us'd not much Fhyfick, nor did he need it : Atter the Incifton we 
preſcrib'd him temperate Cordials, viz. Powder of Pearl, Julapes, 
and ſometimes Hypnoticks, and atterwards a vulnerary Decoction 
to be taken twice every day. 

By this Method and Form of Medicines continued for ſome 
time the Perion fcem'd to recover his due temper, ttreagth, and 
habit of Body,nay and to be found in his Breaſt ; yet he ſtill car- 
ried the Silver Pipe in the Orifice of his Side, out p67 which an 
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Ichor continually iſſued : And when after ſome Months this being 
taken forth, that Ifſue was cios'd up, there was a gathering again 
of the fame humour within the hollow of the Breaſt, as was per 
ceivable by the ſound and floating of it : But afterwards as upon 
the return of the Dileale the fame Remedy preſented it ſelf, and 
conſequently the opening of the Side was ordered ( Nature as it 
fell out performing the Office of a Chyrurgion ) it happened of its 
own accord, and gave way for the matter which was ready to 
break forth 3 and now he is fain to keep that Orifice conftant= 
ly _ as a fink to prevent that gathering of naitincfs in his 
Breſt. 

As to the Cure of the Dropfie of the Breſt, the Primary Indi- 
cations, as uſually in Curing moſt other Diſeaſes, are three, Viz. 
Curatory, Prelervatory, and Vital. 

The Firſt endeavours that the Waters gathered in the Cavity 
of the Breaſt be ſome way or other evacuated. The Second pre- 
vents the gathering of new matter. The Third takes care to 
reſtore ſtrength, and ſpeedily to remove the Symptoms that in- 
jure it. 

To ſatisfy the Firlt Indication, there are only two ways or 
manners of evacuation, by which that filthy Maſs of Waters may 
be clear'd forth, viz. either that the Veſſels of the Breaft,and Dz- 
us's of the humours being emptied, drink up again that L»mpha 
when Rarityed, and then convey it forth, either by the way of 
the Blood, or of the Breath : or Secondly that the water be all 
let forth in its proper Species by an Incifion of the Side. 

The tormer way, though ſeldom, yet ſometimes to m.y know- 
ledge ſucceeds: For the Texture of the Lungs being ſpongy with- 
in, and outwardly very Porous, whilſt upon every Oiaſtole it is 
dip'd in the waters lying under it, it ſometimes imbibes them 
being converte!l into vapour, and fo either returns them to the 
Bluod, or exhaics them with the Air continually breath'd forth 
at the Mouth ; that this effect may more readily happen for Cy- 
ring this Diſcaſe, Phyſcal Aids are here usd : Theretore for that 
intent the paſſages of the Blood, Air, and humours, ought to be 
emptied as much as may be, and to be kept open and free: 
For this end let gentle Purges, Diureticks and Diaphoreticks be 
methodically given by turns, alſo Thoracical and ExpeCtorating 
Remedies mutt be us'd : Let the Diet be thin and heating, and 
let ſuch a method be ordered in all things which may promote 
the exhalation of the Blood, and cauſe a!l the ſuperfluous humours 
to evaporate: I ſhall ſet down fome Forms of Metlicines pro- 
per for theſe purpoſes,

I was call'd to a young Scholar at Oxford, who had been 
il! for three Weeks of a pain of his Thorax , and of a yreat 
difficulty of Breathing that conſtantly followed him in the Even=- 

ng, 
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ing, which alſo upon a quick motion of his Body, or his go- 
ing up a ſteep Aſcent tormented him above meaſure; he could 
not reſt long on either fide, but was forc'd to lye always on 
his Back, and with his Head raiſed : And if he try'd to lye 
on either fide , preſently a pain followed the Poſition of his 
Body; and if haply he rolled himſelf from one fide to the other, 
the pain alſo being preſently remov'd, he felt as it were wa- 
ters floating from one place to another : So if he let his Bo- 
dy hang downwards over the Bedſide , he preſently felt wa= 
ters falling towards his Clavicular Bones. Moreover, if at any 
time his Body was heated more than ordinary by motion , 
the heat of a Bed, or bf a Fire, preſently he felt in his Breſt 
a boiling as it were of waters on the Fire, and at the ſame 
time complained of a Giddineſs, and of a little fainting of his 
Spirits. Being well tatisfied by a due confideration of theſe 
things that he had a Dropfie of the Breſt, I preſcrib'd the Me- 
thod and Medicines following with ſucceſs. | 

Take Caldmelanos fifteen Grains , Roſm of Falop half a Scruple, 
Syrup of Roſes ſolutrve what ſuffices, make three Pills.

CHAP... L 


Inſtrutions and Preſcripts for the Cure of the 
Jaundiſe. 


$ to the method of Curing this Diſeaſe, there are three Pri- 
mary Indications, all which ( fince we are in a manner al- 
ways at a loſs which of them is the chiefeſt, and firſt to be put 
in Practiſe ) muſt be proſecuted together : Therefore the Inten- 
tions of Curing muſt be. Firſt, That the obſtructions of the Du- 
Aus muſt be open'd, if haply there are any either in the Porus 
Biliarigg, or Meatus Cyſticus, or elſewhere about the Liver, or 
Veſſels Wat convey the Choler. Secondly, That the Blood be res 
duc'd to its due temper and Crafis, leſt it engender Choler in too 
great a plenty, or render it unapt for ſeparation. Thirdly, That 
the ſtrength be upheld, and that the Symptoms chiefly prejudicing 
it be provided againſt, 


1. To ſatisfy the Firſt Indication, Cathartick evacuations both 
by Vomit and Seige are greatly conducing, with which the de- 
ſcent of the Choler towards the Inteſtines is Irritated, and the ob- 
{ſtructed Veſſels being by this means mightily agitated, are freed 
from their ſtoppages. Secondly, We muſt give Medicines that 
are ſmart, bitter; and ſalt, and others endow'd with a certain in- 
ſtigating vertue, which may ſharply ſtir up the motion of the 
Gall gathered together in the Liver, and there ſtagnating. In 
this place alſo we muſt range_ſuch Medicines as are thought to 
be good againſt the Fawnd:ſe by a fimilitude of ſubſtance, andaas 
it were by a Signature; viz. as being endow'd with a yellow 7:1:ce, 
though many of theſe becauſe they move Urine or Sweat, may 
aptly enongh be plac'd in the fame rink with the former, 17. a- 
1ongſt evacuative Medicines, 

Tis 
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The Second Indication requires altering Medicines altogether, 
viz. ſuch as may depreſs the exaltations or wild efforts of the Sul- 
phur and fixt Salt, and help to the reſtitution of the Volatile Salt 
which was depreſs'd before : For theſe purpoſes Medicines con- 
taining an Acid or Volatile Salt, and likewiſe Chalybeats will do 
excellently well : Hence Spirit of Salt, of Vitrol, Juice of Limons ; 
alſo Sp1rit of Hartſhorn, and Sheeps dung, Gooſe dung, Crocus Mar- 
ts, and other preparations of it ot divers kinds, are often preſcrib'd 
in the Faznd:ſe with good tuccels. 

The Third Indication being for the ſupport of the ſtrength, 
and for removing Symptoms that prejudice it , ſuggeſts to us 
many and diverſityed manners of Curing ; but to avoid tediout- 
neſs, I ſhall only ſet down certain general Rules concerning Diet, 
and ſome Cordial and Anodine Remedies peculiarly proper in this 
caſe. 

The Therapeutick Indications being thus laid before you, it 
remains for us now to adjuſt Select Medicines, viz. both timple 
and compound to each of thoſe Intentions betore propos d, and 
to explicate the manners and ways of operating of thoſe Remedies 
which are accounted of moſt note in this Diſeaſe : Firit theretore 
we ſhall ſet before you the Forms of Evacuating Medicines appro- 
priated to the Jaundiſe, 


I. Yomits, 


Metick Medicines mo{t co:mmonly are of good effect in a new 
- Jaundiſe, whilſt the tone and ſtrength of the Viſcera hold 
v00d; foraſmuch as they both eaſe the Ventricle of its offenſive 
load of viſcous Phlegm, with which its in a manner always op- 
preſt in this Diſeaſe, and likewiſe by irritating the Veſſels which 
convey the Choler, and ftrongly ſhaking the DuCtus's of the Li- 
ver, they clear them of their ſtoppages, and bring the Choler to 
pats by the ways it formerly was wont. 

Take of the Infuſion of Crocus Metallorum, from half an Ounce to 
fix Drams, Vinegar of $quills an Ounce, Oxymel fimple half an Ounce : 
Make a Vomit to be taken with governance. 

Sometimes it is proper to give the Evening before the following 
Mixture, as a preparation, to facilitate the Vomiting. 

Take Powder of the Roots of Aſzrabacca, Facula of Arom Roots, of 
each a Scruple, Tartar witrioiated half a Scruple, Oxymel ſimple an 
Ounce : Mix them. 
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Take Sulphur of Antimony ſeven Grains, Scammony ſulphurated eight 
Grains, Cream of Tartar half a Scruple : Make a Powder, give it m a 
ſpoonful of Panaada. 

' Take Nine Leaves of Aſarabacca ; being ſlic'd and bruis'd, pour to 
them of Whitewine three Ounces, preſs forth the Juice, give it in the 
Morning with governance. 
. Take Cambogia prepard eight Grains , Tartar vitriolated ſeven 
Grains : Make 4 Powder.

Urging Medicines have place in this Diſeaſe , whether it be 

new or inveterate, viz. both that the plentiful ſupply of Ex- 
crements, be now and then clear'd from the firſt paſſages, and 
that the Veſſels that convey the Choler be ſtirrd up to ex 
cretion. 

Take EleAuary of the Juice of Roſes three Drams, Rhubarb a Dram, 
Salt of Wormwood, Cream of Tartar, of each half a Scruple, Syrup 
Rhubarb what ſuffices : Make a Bolus. 

Take Roots of ſharp pointed Dock prepard an Ounce, tops of 
Sea Wormwood, and of the leſſer Centory, of each two pugils, Roots 
of Gentian and Turmerich, of each two Drams, yellow Saunder 
a Dram ; boil them in a pound and a half of fountain water to a

in the Third place follow IA and theſe are Diuretichs, 
or Diaphoreticks, of which alſo ſome are accounted Speciticks for 
their Similitude of ſubſtance; thefe ſorts of Medicines both pro- 
mote the ſeparation of the Choler from the Blood, and being fe- 
parated, force its way through the ſtraiteſt paſſages and Pores in 
the Liver ; Moreover at the ſame time by fuſing the Blood, they 
cauſe its Seroſities and Bilous Excrements to be ſent forth in ſome 
meaſure by Sweat and Urine. 

Take Elixir Proprietatys an Ounce, give twenty drops in the Morn- 
ing, and at five in the Afternoon with a fit Vehicle: After the ſame 
manner, the Tinfure of Antimony, or of Salt of Tartar are often gi- 
ven with ſucceſs ; alſo Mixtura Simplex in a greater Doſe. For Ve- 
bicles alſa for the ſame Intention of Curing, Apoxemes, diſtill d waters 
end Julapes are proper. 

Take Roots of the greater Celandine, ſtinging Nettles, Madder, of 
each an Ounce, tops of Sea Wormwood, white Horehound dryd, Agr;. 
mony, Germander, of each 2 handful, Worm-ſeeds two Drams, ſhavings 
of Frory and Hartſhorn, of each two Drams, yellow Saunders a Dram 
and a half, Coriander-ſeeds two Drams ; boil them in three pounds of 
fountain water to two pounds, add of Whitewine four Ounces, and 
ftrain it, add Syrup of Cichory with Rhubarb two Ounces, Water of 
Earth-worms an Ounce and a half : Make an Apozeme, the Doſe 

from four Ounces to ſix twice a day. 

Take Leaves of white Horehound dry'd, of the leſſer Centory, of each 
a handful, Roots of Genttan and Turmerick, of each three Drams, 
Cinnamon a Dram _ half a Dram , being ſlic'd, let them be 
put intoa Glaſs with White or Rheniſh Wine two pounds : Make a cloſe 
Infuſim, the Doſe 1s three Ounces. 

To this place belongs the famous Anti-Icterick of Geſrer. 

Take Roots of the greater Nettle a pound, Saffron a Scruple : Brut(* 
them well, and extratt a Tintture with Whitewime, the Doſe # three 
Ornces in the Morning for four or five days. 

Like to the former is that of Fr. Joel. Take Roots of the great- 
er Celandine flicd two handfuls, Juniper Berries a handful, being 
bruis'd, pour to them of Rhemſh Wine a pound ,, and extra the 
Juice : The Doſe # four Ounces twice a day. 

The Fuice of white Horehound s mughtily commended by Dioſco- 
rides for the Cure of the Faundiſe, and its Syrup by Foreſtus. 

Inſtead of the Elixir and other Chymical Liquors which are or- 
dered to be taken in a very ſmall quantity to avoid nauſeouſaeſs : 
You may give more ſuccefsfully Eleftuaries, Powders, and Pills to 
pthers ot a ſtrong Conſtituticn,

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Take Conſerve of Sea Wormiwood, the outward yellow Coats of Oyan= 
res and Limons, of each two Ounces, Species Diacurcume an Ounce 
and a half, Powder of Ivory, yellow Saunders, the Lignum Aloes, of

acum diſſclv'd in a ſufficient quantity of Water of Earth-worms 
Make a Maſs, Form it into little Palls, the Doſe # half a Dram 
Evenings and Mornings, drinking after it of the diſhill d Water three 
Ounces. 

Sylvrus highly commends for the Cure of the Jaundiſe a Decotti- 
on of Hemp-ſeeds in Milk, and a Solution of Soap. 

The Second Indication having regard to the altering, or due 
tempering of the Blood, that it engender Choler only in a mode- 
rate quantity, and duly ſeparate it, requires thoſe kinds of Medi- 
cines which depreſs the Sulphur and fixt Salt when too much 
exalted : For theſe ends, I know not by what chance or gnidance 
Medicines endow d with a Volatile Salt, as Earth-worms, Snails, 
Millepedes, nay Lice, the D:mgs of Fourfaoted Beaſts, and of Forw!, 
being introduc'd into Practi(s: for Curing the Jaundiſe, are uſuilly 
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given not only by Empyricks, but likewiſe preſcrib'd by Phyfici-* 
ans of the beſt account : Theſe ſometimes by themſelves, but 
oftner joyn'd with Evacuatives and Deopilatives enter the chief 
compoſitions of Anti-1ferichs. 

Fonſeca preſcribes Goſlings Dung gathered in the Spring time 
and dry'd, and alſo the white Dung of Chickens; the Powder of 
both which is given trom half a Dram to a Dram, in a fit Vehicle. 

Take Powder of Earth-worms prepar'd , Gooſe dung , of each three 
Drams, Ivory, yellow Saunders powdred, of each half a Dram, Saffron 
a Scruple : Make a Powder, divide it into ſix parts for ſo many Mor 
ning Doſes, with ,ome Liquor fit for the purpoſe. 

To the Ant1 iCterick Apozem and Tincture above preſcrib'd, 
Earth-worms ; . alſo Gooſe-dung, and Sheeps-dung, are uſefully 
added. 

Take of freſh and live Millepedes, in number from fifty to a hun« 
dred, Saffron half a Scruple, Nutmegs a Scruple, being bruis'd toge= 
ther, pour to them of Celandine water four Ounces, water of Earth= 
worms 1wo Ounces , wring it forth bard, and drinh it : After this 
manner let it be taken firſt once, afterwards twice a day for a Week. 

Its a vulgar and Empirical Remedy with our Country men to 
take Nine Lice alive in the Morning for five or fix days, by which 
Remedy I have heard that many have been Cur'd when othes 
things did no good ; which certainly can give relief no other 
way but by reſtoring the Volatile Salt, which was Geprefs'd in 
the Blood. 

On the account of the ſame way of Curing, the Flowers of Sal 
Armoniack,, the Volati/e Salts of Amber,Hartſhorn, and Soot.,and like- 


. viſe their Sprrzrs are often given with great ſucceſs in this Diſeaſe, 


Take Powder of Earth-worms prepar'd two Drams, Species Diacuy- 
cums 4 Drajn, Flowers of Sal Armontackh half a Dram, Salt of Am- 
ber a Scruple, Extract of Gentian a Dram, Saffrom a Scruple, Gum 
Ammoniacum diſſolv'd in water of Ezrth-worms what ſuffices : Make 
4 Maſs, Form it into (mall Pills; the Doſe 1s three or four Morn- 
ing and Evening, drinking after it of the Fulape before written three 
Ounces. 

Take Spirit of M__ ting'd with Saffron three Drams : The 
Doſe u from fifteen drops t9 twenty , with the diſtill'd water above 
mention'd, 

In this rank of Medicines with which the Blood diſtemper'd 
with the Jaundiſe is intended to be corrected, Chalzlears alſo juſt- 
ly claim a place; for theſe give a conſiderable relief in the Jann» 
life, as well as in other Cachectical Diſtempers, not ſo much by 
opening the obſtructions of the Þ7/cera, as by depretling the ex- 
altations of the Sulphur and fixt Salt, and by volatilizing the 
Blood. 
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Therefore to the DecoCtion, TinCture, or Infuſion above writs 
ten, the Filings of Iron, or its Powder prepar'd ( its Mineral Tex- 
ture being ſome way looſen'd) or its Vitriolick Salt extraCted; 
may be properly added ; for hence it is that our Mineral waters 
ſometimes cure even to a Miracle ſuch as are quite given over in 
the Jaundiſe: Though theſe waters when drank in a very large 
quantity, pafſing through all the Veſſels, open alſo all the D- 
#us's of the Liver, be they never ſo much ſhut up. 

Therefore alſo to the Electuaries, Pills and Powders before ex: 
preſt, preparations of Steel , ſometimes of one ſort, and fome- 
times of another, may likewiſe be added in a fit proportion; 
Moreover, you may give to the quantity of a ſpoontul of its 
Syrup twice a day in three Ounces of the Anti-iCterick Apo- 
zeme or diftill'd water; alo the Tincture of Steel to twelve or 
fifteen drops may be given'after the ſame manner with good ef- 


Laſtly, in this rank of altering Medicines, we ought to place 
thoſe which are faid to Cure this Diſeaſe, not as inwardly taken, 
but outwardly apply'd either by the touch, or being put into the 
Urine of perſons troubled with the Jaundiſe, 

As to the Firſt, its a common Remedy with the vulgar to take 
a Tench, and apply it to the right Hypochondre, or to the Ven- 
tricle as ſome will have it, or according to others, to the Soles of 
the Feet of the Perſon that has the Jaundiſe, whence they expet 
the Diſeaſe to vaniſh in a ſhort time; though many promile a cer- 
tain Cure by this means, yet it did not ſucceed with me, having 
ſometimes try'd it, 

The other Cure of the Jaundiſe at a diftance, is ſaid to be done 
by I know not what Sympathy , or ſecret manner of work-

Tale the freſh Urine of the Patient made at one time, aſhes of the 
Aſt-tree ſearced what ſuffices: Mix them, and make it mto a Paſte; 
and form it into three Balls of an equal bigneſs, and put them im a 
cloſe place near the Fire, or a Stove; when theſe Balls grow dry and 
hard, the Jaundiſe vamſhes : After ths manner I have lnown thy 
Diſeaſe ſucceſsfully Cur'd when 1t was grown ueterate, and won'd 
not yield to other Remedies ; thy s a familiar praftice with tho 
vulgar. 

the reaſon of this Operation is, that when the Lixivial Saltin 
the aſhes is mixt in the Urinezit preſently ſets free theVolatile Salt, 
which before was kept under in it, or entangled with other Par- 
ticles, and at the ſame time that this is done in the Icterical U- 
rine, it happens by Sympathy that the Volatile Salt alſo in the 
Blood of the Patient gets free from the Dominion of the tixt Salt 
and Sulphur, and conſequently the Icterical Dyſcraſy of pas by 

vanilnes:; 
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vaniſhes : And thus Phil. Grulingius and Felix Platerus tell us that 


Making Water on warm Horſedung has Cur'd many Perſons troubled » 


with the ——_ viz, inaſmuch as the fixt Salt of the Urine, 
and conſequently of the Blood of the Patient is altered by the 
Volatile Salt of the freſh Horſedung , and is reduc'd to its due 
temperature. 

The Third and Vital Indication orders a fit Dyet, and likes 
wiſe preſcribes Cordials and Anodines , both which are often 
wanted, 

As to what concerns the Firſt, the Diet in this Diſeaſe is wont 
to be more Phyfical than in any other whatſoever: For Vegeta- 
bles, and their parts, vulgarly call'd Hepatick Remedies, are boil'd 
in the Broaths of perſons troubled with the Faund;/e; their Broaths 
alſo are uſually made of Worms and Snails ( being accounted the 
Antidotes of the Jaundiſe ) inſtead of other Fleſh : Moreover their 
Ale and other ordinary Drinks are Impregnated with an Infufion 
of Phyſical things. 

Take Roots of the greater Nettle, and of Strawberries, of each an 
Ounce and a half, Candied Eringo Roots an Ounce, ſhavings of Foory 
and Hartſhorn, of each two Drams, Earth-worms cleans'd, im number 
twenty, a Cruſt of White-bread, Mace two Drams; boil all in two 

of fountain water to a pound: Strain it through Hippocrates 
Sleeve, add to it Species of Diatrion Santalon half a Dram: a 
Broath, «f which take from four Ounces to fix twice a Day. For or- 
dinary drink fill a little Veſſel of four Gallms with Ale, into which af+ 
ter it has wrought, put the following bag. 

Take Tops of Sea Wormwood, and white Horehound dry d,of each two 
bandfuls,Roots of ſharp pointed Dock dry'd fix Ounces, Bark of the Aſh- 
tree, and of the Barbery-tree, of each three Ounces, the outward Rinds 
of eight Oranges, and of four Limons, being ſlic'd and bruis d, let them 
be prepar'd according to art. 

Many Perſons in the Jaundiſe being troubled with a great weak- 
neſs and frequent faintings , ſtand in need alſo of Cordial Reme- 
dies. 

Take ſmall Aqua Mirabilys eight Ounces, Earth-worms four Oun- 
ces, Syrup of Orange Pills two Ounces : Mix them, the Doſe # two or 
three Ounces. | 

Moreover there are ſome whoin this Diſeaſe are found ſubjeR 
now and then to very troubleſome pains, chiefly tormenting them 
by Night, and who are often moleſted with want of fleep;z where- 
fore Anodines alſo muſt here come in uſe. 

Take Aqua Mirabilis, water of Earth-worms, of each an Ounce, 
Diacodium fix Ounces , Tinfure of Saffrom half an Ounce : Mix 
them, the Doſe is 4 ſpoonful or two late at Night when there is want

CHAP., II. 


Inſtruftions and Preſcripts for other Diſtempers 
of the Lver. 


He Liver'often uſes to be faulty , eſpecially in one of theſe 
two. things, viz. either intercepting the Nutritive Juice ap- 
pointed for other parts, it applies it to its proper ute, as its gene- 
rally ſeen in Children troubled with the Reckets, and in many 6 
thers leading a ſloathful and idle Life : Or Secondly, it too eafily 
receives-into- its moſt inward Receſles, the filthine(s of the de 
praved Blood, and all dreggy Excrements coming in its way, 
and retaining them does not only grow large, but is obſtry- 
Cted 'in its Ductus's, whence oftentimes proceeds a Jaundiſe, or 
Dropſie, and_ tumours , and preternatural Concretions of divers 
kinds, 

Therefore we muſt take care of theſe two things, v7. leſt the 
Liver by taking to it ſelf too much of the Nutritive Juice, grow 
to too great a Bulk, and leſt by retaining the filthy dregs of the 
Blood, it be troubled with obſtructions, and preternatural tu- 
mours. 

Both theſe faults are much more eaſily prevented than Cur: 
For the former is effected only by taking care that the Blood 
being well conſtituted in its Crafts, and enjoying a free Circulati- 
on, both diſtributes the Nutritive Juice to the parts, and eſpeci- 
ally the outmoſt, and driving all its Excrements to all their re- 
{ſpective EmunCtories depoſes them there : And indeed the Hepa- 
tick Medicines ( vulgarly fo call'd, though they regard the other 
Vaſcera as well as the Liver ) do firſt and more immediately exert 
their vertue by purifying the Blood, rather than by correcting 
the Liver, or other entrals; for entring the Blood, and being im- 
miſcible with it, they (o throughly exagitate it,that they make it 
diſcharge all its ſuperfluities by their proper Emitffarieszand if any 
Medicines are found by ſome ſpecifick virtne,to have reſpect to one 
part more than to another, its becauſe their Particles Leing more 
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ted within that entral,are carried thither together with them: For 
this reaſon Rhubarb, Turmerick,the greater Celandine,and many other 
things ally'd to the Gall, readily paſs to its Dudus's, and are wont 
to do good in the Jaundiſe : We have before ſet forth the Ener- 
gies and ways of operating of theſe Medicines : As to other He- 
paticks commonly fo call'd, we ſhall briefly ſet down certain 
Forms, Firſt of thoſe which are ſaid to prevent or remove the 
Non-natural accretion 'of the Liver, and then of thoſe which do 
the like, in reſpe&t of its obſtructions, and preternatural tu- 
mours, 

1. Againſt the too great accretion, or diſproportionate nouriſh- 
went of the Liver : Firſt, a ſpare and thin Dyet, ſhort Sleep, and 
frequent and moderate Exerciſes are proper. Wherefore if at any 
Gme Intants and Children are found obnoxious to this affect, as 
likewiſe to the Rickets, we order that they ſuck thin and ſerous 
Milk, that they are daily toſs'd in their Nurſes Arms, and carried 
from one place to another with a ſwift motion, or that they are 
put in a Chariot, or in a Chair, and ſwiftly driven to and fro, and 
that they learn to uſe their feet as ſoon as may be, and go a» 
bout. 

Take the Waters of Snails and Earth-worms, of each three Ounces, 
Syrup of Cichory with Rhubarb two Ounces, Spirit of Sal Armoniach, 
with Gum Ammontacum 4 Scruple : Mix them, take a (t:11ful at 
Night, and early in the Morning. 

Take Roots of Male Fern,Chervil,Candied Eringo's,of each an Ounce, 
Leaves of Agrimony, Harts Tongue, Male Speedwel, of each a handful, 
ſhavings of Ivory and Hartſhorn, of each two Drams, white and ye!- 
lav Saunders, of each a Dram, Raiſins ſton'd4 an Ounce aid. a ha#f, 
Barly three Drams : Boil them in three pounds of fountain water ta 
two pounds ; to the ſtraining add the waters of Snails and Earth= 
worms, of each an Ounce and a half, Syrnp of Cichory two Ounces : 
Make an Apozeme, take to two or three Ounces in a day. 

Take Powder of white and yellow Saunders, Crabs Ezes , Lignu 
Alves , of each half a Dram , Salt of Wormuvood a Scruple : Mal 
; Powder , the Doſe 1s from half a Scruple, to a Scruple twice 4 

ay. 

Take Emplaſirim Diaſaponys , Ceratum Santalinum . of each 
_ ſuifices : Make a Plaiſter to be applyd4 to the right Fp- 
(Pomare. 

Take Ungnentum Splanchnictuim two Ounces, Oy! of Warmmuood 
- Ounce : Mix them, make a Liniment for the Region of the 

Ir. 

The Remedies for moſt other Diſeaſes of the Liver, are either 
Simple or Compound : Amongſt thoſe of the former kind, are u- 
lwally reckon'd a!l Cichorics, Sorrels, tharp-pointed Docks, and 
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in a manner all Vegetables which have a fort of bitterneſs joyn» 
ed with ſomewhat of a ſmartneſs ( in which the Deopilative vertue 
is faid to conſiſt ) as Wormwood, Germander , Ground-Pine, 
Fumitory , Tanſie, Agrimony , Liver-wort, Lignum Aloes, all 
the Saunders, Tamarisk-bark, Aſh-bark, and the Roots of 
Capers, with many others which make up the greateſt part of 
Botanicks. 

The fixt Salts of Herbs, and the Acid Spirits of Minerals claim 
a Chief place amongſt theſe, becauſe they mightily agitate the 
Maſs of Blood, diflolve its Concretions, clear its {toppages, and 
make it every where permeable in all its parts. 

Its alſo manifeſt both by reaſon and experience, that prepara- 
tions of Steel are often proper in Diſtempers of the Liver, as e- 
ſpecially in the Jaundiſe, and the Dropſy. 

In the Antidotaries of the Ancients, we find a great many 
Phyſical Compoſitions which ſeem to be wholly defign'd for the 
Liyer, as the EleCtuary & ſcoria ferri Rhaſis, fc. But paſſing over 
theſe, I ſhall now give you ſome Forms and Examples of Medi 
cines which are accounted Deopilatives,according to the praCtice 
of our times. 


Therefore for an Opening Decottion, 


Ake Roots of uh. Chervil, the greater Nettle, Dandelion, of 

each an Ounce, Leaves of Agrimony, Harts Tongue, Speedwel, 
Oak of Heruſalem, Liver-wort, of each a handful , white and yellow 
Saunders, of each three Drams, ſhavings of Ivory half an Ounce, Red 
Cicehs an Ounce, Coriander Seeds three Drams, Raiſins two Ounces: 
Boil them in four pounds of fountain water, to two pounds, adding 
about the end Whitewime four Ounces, ſtram it through Hippocra- 
tes ſleeve; to which put Species Diarrhodon Abbats a Dram , our 
prepar'd Steel two Drams: To the ſtraining add Syrup of Cichay 
with Rhubarb two Ounces, waters of Snails and Earth-worms, of each 
an Ounce : The Doſe # ſix Ounces twice a day, after a Doſe of the 
following Elefuary. 

Take Conſerve of the yellow Coats of Oranges and Limons, of each 
erwo Ounces, of Wormwood and Funutory, of each an Onnce, Simple 
Powder of Aron Roots, Lignum Alves, yellow Saunders, and Caper 
Roots, of each a Dram and a half, Crabs Eyes a Dram, Salt of Worm- 
wood two Drams, Syrup of Fumitory what ſuffices : Make an Elettu- 
ary, the Doſe # the quantity of a W:llune twice a day, drinlyng after 
it a draught of the Apozeme before written, or of the following dis 
fill'd water. by 
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Take Leaves of Wormwood, Centory, Tanſie , both Southernwoods, 
Branches of Tamerisk, of each four handfuls , green Walnuts for 
pounds, green Aſhen-keys tiwo pounds, the outward Kinds of ten O- 
ranges, and of four Limons, Snails, Earth-worms prepar'd, of each a 
pound; being all ſlic'd, pour to them of Whitewine eight pounds, di- 
ſtil ze with common Organs: Let all the Liquor be mixt, the Doſe i 
three Ounces, ſweeten it with Sugar, or ſome proper Syrup. 

If a Form of Pills be more grateful z the following Ecphra- 
Ack Extract ( as the Shops call it ) ſeems good. 

Take white and clear Tartar, and freſh Filings of Iron, of each 
four Ounces, let them be brutsd together into a Powder, then boil it 
in four pounds of fountain water, to two pounds, ( ſome uſe White- 
wine ) to the ſtraining add tops of Centory, Sea Wormwood,and Car- 
duus, of each a handful, Gentian pz half an Ounce, Species Dia 
curcume 4 Dram and a half; let them boil cloſe cover'd for three or 
ſour hours, then ſtrain it, and let the ſtraining evaporate by a gentle 
Bath heat, to a conſiſtency for Pills, adding f you pleaſe, Treches of 
Rhubarb, or Species of Hiera Picra two Drams : The Doſe is from a 
_ to half a Dram made into Pills, in the Evening with a fit 
Vehicle. « 

For the ſame intent, viz. to prevent or -remove obſtructions 
of the Liver, a Purging Phyfick Ale to be taken Spring and Fall 
for many days, is highly extoll'd by ſome, and diligently us'd by

e Roots of ſharp pointed Dock, prepar'd, and of Polypody of the 
Oah,, of each ts EO Far rag Ounces , Englifh Rhubarb 
two Ounces, Leaves of Sena four Ounces, Epithymum two Ounces, 
yellow Saunders an Ounce, Seeds of Carthamus nnd Coriander, of each 
an Ounce and a half, being ſlic'd and bruis'd, Make a Bag according 
to art for four Gallons of Ale, after fix days take to twelve Ounces 
more or leſs in the Morning, by which you may exped four or five Stools,

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CH AP. III. 


' Inſtrudtions and Preſcripts for Curing the Dropfie 
call'd Aſcites. 


T5 Dropfie call'd Aſcites, is a tumour of the Belly, caus'd by 
a Watery Humour contain'd within its Cavity 5 which Hu« 
mour probably is the Serum of the diffolv'd Blood, diſtilling 
forth of the Czliack and Meſenterick Arteries into the Cavity of 
the Abdomen, and eſpecially if it happens, that Scirthous Tu- 
mours, Glands, little Swellings, or other prexternatural Concre«- 
tions are rais'd about the Meſentery, Liver, Spleen, Womb, or 
other Viſcera of the Belly; for the Circulation of the Blood be- 
- ing ſtopt in thoſe places, the Serous part of it is forc'd from the 

res, and falls into that Cavity, and commonly the Nutritive 
pig goes with it, wherefore when this Region {wells, the Mem- 

$ are uſually extenuated, 

Nevertheleſs the Blood is not always Giflolv'd in an Aſcites, as 
it is in an Anſarca, but is ſometimes too compact in its Craſis, 
yet ſo. that its forc'd by reaſon of the Obſtructions of the Viſ- 
cera, to depoſe within the Abdomen its Salt Serum , which it 
could not evacuate by the Pores of the Skin, and the Urinary 
paſſages. 

Its alſo. likely that the LaCteous or Lymphatick Veſſels being 
ſometimes broken or opened, fill the Abdomen with a Maſs of Wa- 
ter or Chyle. 

I conceive alſo that this Inundation of the Belly, may ſome- 
times ariſe from the Nervous Liquor, diſtilling gently and jnſen- 
fibly from the Fibres and Membranes : And likewiſe from vapours 
condens'd within the Cavity of the Body. 

Concerning the Cure of the Aſcites, we muſt conſider by how 
many potlible ways and manners, waters gathered together with- 
in the Ablomen may be evacuated : And we find that the Reme- 
dies, which according to the ordinary practice of Phyſick, are 
accounted Hydroticks, work that end by Purging, by Evacuati- 
on by Urine, by Sweating, and by inſenſible tranſpiration, and 
with ſome Perſons you muſt proceed this way, and with othe:cs 
that, or the pther ; and if neither of theſe ſeem pe/lible, or ſuc- 
ceed we'l, you muſt timely think of an Incifion. I ſhall now 


conlider each of theſe ways. 
Fit 
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Firſt therefore Catharticks ſeaſonably given, often abate the 
Tumour of an Aſcites, and ſometimes wholly take it away z for 
aſmuch as their Particles irritating the Ventricle and Inteſtines, 
diſcuſs the Contents and Flatus's of thoſe Viſcera , and likewiſe 
the humours ſticking in their Tunicles and Glands, and heap'd 
together ir. the Veſſels and DuCtus's of their neighbouring parts, 
and force them partly into the DuCtus's of tie Inteſtines, and 
partly ſend them into the Maſs of Blood ©: But it does not ſucceed 
thus, if at any time this Diſeaſe proceeds from a Lympha, float- 
ing within the Cavity of the Abdomen, or from an Inflation or 
Tympanitical extention of the Membranes ; becauſe Hydragogues 
carry forth little or nothing of thoſe waters, and if they are 
ſtrong , exaſperate and increaſe the Flatulent Diſtemper. Ca- 
tharticks accounted Hydragogues, are either Emeticks or Pur- 

ers. | 
, 1. The Hydragogue Emeticks of chiefeſt note, are Gum Guetta, 
Eſula or Cataputia , and diverſified preparations of them : Alfo 
Hercules Bovis, © Pilule Limares, 

2. The Purgers are Elder, and Dwarf Elder, Sea Bindyeed , 
Hedge Hyſſop, Juice of Orrs, Elaterium ; I ſhalt briefly ſet down 
certain Forms and manners of preſcribing, compounding, and gi- 
ving each of theſe. 

1. Gum Gutta' is highly extoll'd for Purging Serous hnmours z 
but in regard being given by it felf, it mightily diſturbs the Sto 
mack, and often weakens it, therefore to repreſs a little its exce(- 


. five and violently Emetick force, various ways are contriv'd for 


preparing it ; but its beſt of all corrected with an Acid Spirit, or 
with an Alchaliſate Salt, or by throughly tempering and com- 
pounding it with Aromaticks, 

Adrian Mynſicht commends its Magiftery , which is made by 
diſſolving it with Spirit of Wine, and then by drawing it off, and 
precipitating it with fountain water alſo by diffolving it with 
Spirit of Wine Vitriolated, and Ting'd with Roſes and red Saun- 
ders, and then by evaporating it, others prepare it with the fume 
of Sulphur after the manner of Scammony Sulphurated : Others 
grind it on a Marble, moiſtning it with Oyl of Cinnamon, or of 
Cloves, or other Chymical Aromaticks: I uſe moſt its Solution, 
made with'the Tintture of Salt of Tartar : The Doſe of which i from 
fifteen Drops to twenty or thirty. BE 

Take Gummi Gutta ſix Grains, Mercnrius. Dules fifteen Grains,Con+ 
ferve of Violets a Dram and a half : Mrx them, make a Bolus. 

Take Gummi Gutta twelve Grains, Sale of Wormwood fix Graing, 
Ol of Mace 4 Drop, Conſerve of Damask, Roſes a Dram * Make a 
Bolus. Ard its wont to be grven with Tartar Vitriolated, or Cream of 
Tartar, and powder of Rhubarb. 

Take 
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Take Gum Gutta ſulphurated or vitriolated fifteen Grains, Cream 
of Tartar half a Scruple, Extra#t of Rhubarb a Scruple, Oyl of Cin« 
namon two Drops : Make four Pills. 

A Woman of late being ill of a dangerous Aſcites, and as it 
ſeem'd to me in a deſperate condition 3 by taking the following 
Medicines for fix days ſuccefiively, grew much better, and in a 
ſhort time after perfectly recovered. 

Take Gum Gutta powdred twelve Grains , Oy! of Cinnamon a 

» Syrup of Buckthorn what ſuffices : Make a Bolus , let the 
Doſe be encreasd every day, by riſing from twelve Grains to 
twenty. 

Take of our Tinfure of Gum Gutta a Scruple, water of Earth-worm 
an Ounce, Syrup of Rhubarb half an Ounce : Mix them, give it Cum 
Regrmane. 

hough there are various kinds of the Spurges, and all of them 
work violently by Vomit or Siege, by reaſon of their mighty 
Irritation of the Viſcera, and conſequently evacuate Serous hu- 
mours in a plentiful manner ; yet becauſe of the exceſſive ſtrength 
of moſt of them : The leſſer or wild Spurge, is now in a manner 
only in uſe : And its moſt approved preparations are the Powder 
of the Rinds of its Roots, and its Extratt; We alſo add its Tins 
Cture, which is not Inferiour to the reſt. 

Take the leſſer Spurge, with the Roots cleans'd four bandfuls, Lig. 
num Aloes, Cloves, foach a Dram; being bruis'd, boil them in four 
pounds of fountain water till ha!f be conſum'd\;, let the ſtraining Cle 
rifie by ſettling in an oblong Glaſi, then let the clear Liquor Evapo- 
rate 9 4 Bath-heat to the conſ.ftency of an Extra : The Doſe x 
Scruple. 

Take of this Extra half an Ounce, pour to it in a Matras ſix 
Ounces of the Tinfure of Salt of Tartar, digeſt them in a Sand Bath 
zill the Tinfture be Extratied : The Doſe 15 from twenty to thiry 
Drops, with a fit Vehicle. 

Take Powder of the Roots of the leſſer Spurge, from ſeven Grains t 
ten, Cinnamon half a Scruple, Salt of Tartar eight Grains; bruiſe 
them together in a Glaſs Mortar , give it by it ſelf, or with the 
Addition of ſome fit Conſerve or Syrup : Make a Bolus or Pills. 

3- Precipitatum Mercuris cum Sole, or Hercules Bovii ; For as 
much as by its Acrimony, it mightily irritates the Fibres of the 
Stomack, and fuſes the Blood by reafon of its Mercurial and $a- 
line Particles, it raiſes a violent Vomiting , and fo forces a diſ- 
charge of the Serous humours, which are violently drawn into 
the Cavities of the Viſcera. 

Pilule Lumnares, in like manner by reaſon of the Vitriolick Par- 
ticles of the Silver, being ſharpen d with other Saline Menſtrunms 
produce the like effect, viz. by much corrugating the Fibres of 
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the Viſeera, they ſtrongly force the Serous humours into their 
DPuctns's, and cauſes them to be evacuated, 
A Solution of Silver being made 19 Aqua Stygia, and well purified, 
& reduC'd by a gentle evaporation into clear Cryſtals 5; which by theme 
g the addition of Sal Nitre to repreſs the force of the 
Lunar Vitriol ) are made into Pills with the Crum of Bread : The 
Doſe is ſomerrmes a ſingle Pill, ſometimes two or three according as they 
work,and as the ſtrength will bear,theſe ſorts of Medicines are ſcme;6mes 
iven with ſucceſs in a ſtrong ION and where the Viſcera are 
ound, and of a good habit ; but ſcarce ever have a good effeft in ten- 
der and Cachettical Bodies, and are ſeldom taken by ſuch perſons with= 
out doing them hurt. 

Hydragogue Medicines which work meerly or chiefly by Seige, 
are either mild, as Elder, Dwarfe Elder, Sea Bindweed, and the 
Juice of Engliſh Orrs, which are rarely given by themſelves, but 
want to be quicken'd by ſuch as are ſmarter, and tor return they 
qualify the vehemency of the other z or they are ſtrong, as Hedg- 
Hyſſop, Falap, and Elaternm. 

The Seeds of Elder and Dwarfe Elder, being dry'd and powdred, 
and taken to a Dram, gently evacuate Serous humours by Seigez 
a Water and Spirit are diftill'd from the Juice of both their Ber- 
ries fermented, and Rebs and $5rups are made of it z which with 
many other preparations of thoſe Vegetables are highly extoll'd 
for all Hydropical Diſtempers. 

Sea Bindweed, and Hedg-Hyſſop, are now rarely us'd by thems 
ſelves, but often enter the Compoſitions of other Hydragogues, 
and chiefly in Apozemes. 

The Fuce of Engliſh Orrs is a good Medicine, and the more ta 
be eſteem'd becauſe eafie to be had for poor people : Its given 
from fix Drams to an Ounce and a half, or two Qunces, either 
by it ſelf in a fit Vehicle, or with other proper ingredients. Ja- 
lap is a well known and yulgar Medicine againſt all ſorts of 
Dropfies. Every ordinary Man that has that Diſeaſe, preſently 
takes a Pennyworth of the Powder of Jalap, with a little Ginger 
in Whitewine;z and this Medicine taken a pretty many times ſel- 
dom fails of ſucceſs. 

Elaterinm is juſtly accounted a moſt powerful Hydragogne, in 
regard that moſt powerfully irritating the Fibres of the Vi/cera, 
and at the ſame time fuling the Blood and humonrs by a fort of 
corroſive vertue as it were, it forces whatſoever Serofities the 
Tunicles of the Viſcera, Membranes, and Veſſels; alſo thoſe that 
the Glands and Fleſh contain within them, to diſcharge them- 
ſelves into the Cavities of the Stomack and Inteſtines : Which 
Medicine working well, ſometimes the ſwelling of the Belly falls. 
This indeed is the chiet Inſtrument of the Emprricks Arſenal againſt 
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an Aſcites, though uſing it in all caſes, they oftner give it to the 
prejudice of the Patient, than to his advantage : The Doſe is 
from three Grains to ten or fifteen. Its taken either by it elf, 
only with the Addition of Aromatical GorreCtives, or its given 
with other Hydragogues in the Form of a Powder, Pills, or of an 
Eleftyary : Its Tintture and Eſſence are Extracted with Spirit of 
Wine, or with TiaCture of Salt of Tartar. 

Theſe are the chief ſimple Hydragogues, of which being duly 
prepar'd with the Addition of other things, divers forts of Com- 
pounds are made, ſome common in Shops, .athers Magiſterially 
preſcrib'd, and are every where in uſe, and a great many more 
may be ordered ex tempore on occaſion. We ſhall here ſet down 
ſome few Sele& Forms of them, and eſpecially ſuch as are taken 
in the Form of a Potion, Powder, Eleftuary and Pills. 

Take Roots of Dwarfe Elder, and Engliſh Orry, of each an Ouncz 
and a half, Leaves of Sea Bindweed, and Hedge Hyſſop, of each 4 
handful, Roots of Aſarabacca and wild Cucumbers, of each two Our 
ces, Roots of the lefſer Galingal ſix Drams, choice Jalap half a 
oy ao Bo ans Brann, gy TC 
bruis'd, pour to them of ſmall Spirit of Wine Tartariz'd three pounds; 
let them digeſt cloſe luted tn a ſand Furnace for two days, ſtrain of 
the clear, which being purified by ſettling ; give from two ſpoonſuls t 
three with & fit Vebidte 

Take Elaterium,, Sea Bindweed, Ginger, of each a Scruple, Gals 
gal, Cloues, Cinnamon, of each half a Scruple, Salt of Tartar fiftem 
Grains: Make a Powder for two Doſes. 

Take Powder of the Roots of the beft Jalap a Dram, Ginger « 
Scruple, Cream of Tartar fifteen Grains : Make a Powder, give it 
a draught of Whitewine. 

Take Rbubayb __ a Scruple, Elaterium five Grains, Tartar ws 
triolated half a Scruple , Spike three Grains , with Syrup of Buck 
thorn : Make four Pills. 

Take Pilule Aloezphangine half a Dram, Elaterium half a Scruple 
O11 of Cloves three drops : Make four Pulls. 

Let the Hydropick Pills of Bontiws be given from half a Scrue 
ple, to halfa Dram: They are made after this manner. 

Take of the beſt Aloes trwo Drams and a half, Gumms Gutta pre* 
par'd, a Dram and a half, Diagredium cor;etted a Dram, Gum. Am- 
moniacum difſolv'4 a Dram end a haif, Tartar vitriolated half 4 
Dram : Mahe a Maſs, and form it mto Pills. 

Certain Hydragogue EleCtuaries, are now every where much 
in 1we amongſt PraCtitioners ; and eſpecially one given us by the 
famous Hlveus, and another by Awelfer. This that follows likes us 
we!!, 
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" Teke Rofin of Jalap two Drams, Tartar vitriolated a Dram, Ex- 
tra# of Rhubarb two Drams, of Efula a Dram and a half, Roots of 
the leſſer Galingal a Dram, bruiſe them very well : And laſily add 
Conſerve of Engliſh Orrys Flowers four Ounces; and with a ſuffi» 
cient quantity of Syrup of Peach Flowers Make an Eleftnary , the 
Doſe # from half a Dram, to a Dram and a half, or two Drams. 

I might here give you many other Purging Hydragogues, but 
Catharticks do not always Cure the Aſcites, nay they often make 
jt worſe, and (if you infiſt too long upon them )) render it In- | 
curable. Therefore now let us enquire whether Diureticks will 
do good in this caſe or not. 

And truly any Man might eaſily be induc'd to believe that Me- 
dicines provoking Urine, contribute very much towards the E- 
racuation of Waters from any part or Cavity of the Body: In 
reality its manifeſt by frequent experiments, that they often Cure 
the Anaſarca, and give relief in it before all other Remedies : Let 
us ſee therefore what they can do for draining the Cavity of the 


As to this, its manifeſt in the firſt place, that there is no im- 
mediate paſſage open from the Aſcitical Maſs of Waters to the 
Reins, how near ſoever they lye to them; but whatſoever Wa- 
ters are conveyed from that Maſs to the Reins, niuft of neceflity 
be firſt of all drank np again into the Blood, and be thence dit- 
charg'd into that receptacle of the Urine: Now how little is it 
that the ſmall Mouths of the Veins ( if haply any of them are open) 
can receive? And this is that only thing which Diureticks are 
able to perform, viz. By fuſing the Blood, and driving its Seroft- 
ties to the Reins in a plentiful manner, to make it draw to it felt, 
being ſo drein'd, the Waters floating in the Belly. In the mean 
tme there is no leſs danger left Dinreticks unſeaſonably given, 
whilſt they fuſe the Blood too much, drive the Serum, which is 
forc'd to part from it, into the watery Maſs of the Aſcites, more 
than into the Reins, and fo rather to increaſe than remove that 
deluge of the Belly. And truly I have frequently obſerv'd that 
this ſometimes happens; and *tis for this reaſon that the Ancients 
aways mixt Attringents and Corroboratives in their Medicines 
tor the Drophe, not that ſuch ( as is vulgarly faid ) ſtrengthen 
the tone of the Liver, but preſerve the Crafis or Mixture of the 
Blood from being wholly diffolv'd by too much fuſion. There- 
fore in an Aſcites which happens chiefly , or in part, by reaſon 
that the Serous humour ſtuffs and mightily ſwells the Compages 
of the Viſcera and Vetlels, and eſpecially the Tunicles, Glands 
and Fibres them(elves, and the ſpaces betwixt them ; even 
as Catharticks are proper, fo are alſo Diureticks, and are 
often taken with ſucceſs, for as much as by the uſe of theſe, the 
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Maſs of Blood is drein'd ( the Serum being deriv'd to the Reing 
in a plentiful manner ) and readily receives into it ſelf thoſe 
waters every where ſ{tagnating about the Mouths of the Vetſels,and 
conveys them to the Urinary Common-ſhore : But on the con- 
trary in a trve Aſcites Where the. Textures of the Viſcera being 
free from ſuch {tuffings with Serum, the filthy Maſs of Waters 
fills the Cavity of the Belly, Diureticks are given either to no 
Durpoſe, or with prejudice, becauſe they fetch out nothing of 
the water ſtagnating in the Belly, and very often by fuſing the 
Blood, drive the waters more violently thither, being apt to dis 
ſtil into it of their own kccord. 

In an Aſcites all Diureticks of every kind are not equally pro- 
per, nor ouglit to be indifferently given ; for it is to be obſerv', 
that Perſons troubl'd with this Diſeaſe make little Urine, which 
is alſo reddiſh, and reſembling as it were a Lixivium; which is a 
fign that the Crafis of their Blood is ſo cloſe bound by reaſon of 
the fixt Salt and Sulphur being exalted and combin'd together in 
it 3 and conſequently that its Serum is not duly ſeparated within 
the Reins, which nevertheleſs is thrown off in the Involutions of 
the Obſtructed Viſcera, and fo is depos'd in the Cavity of the 
Belly. Wherefore in this caſe we muit give only thoſe thing 
to move Urine, which (o reſtore and correct the Conſtitution of 
the Blood, that the Irregularities of the fixt Sait and Sulphur 
being taken away, the Serous part may be ſeparated within the 
Reins, and ſent forth in a more plentiful manner ; For which end 
not Acid or Lixivial things, but ſuch as are endow'd with a Ve 
latile Salt are proper ; for I have often obſerv'd in ſuch Patients, F 
that when Spirit of Salt, and other Acid diſtill'd Liquors of Mi- F 
nerals, and when the Deliquia or Solutions of Salt of Tartar, of Þ 
Broom, and of other things have rather done hurt than good; F 
the Juice of Plantain, of Brooklimes, and of other Herbs abound: Þ 
ing with a Volatile Salt; alſo the expreſſions of Millepedes have 
given relief: For the ſame reaſon Sal Nitre throughly puritied, 
or Cryital Mineral has often a mighty good effcs, You may 
find Forms of Medicines proper tor this uſe in our preceding 
Tract, where we have ſet down Examples of Diureticks , ia 
which both Volatile and Nitrous Salts are the Eafis : Moreover 
to this place belongs that notable Experiment with which fohan- F 
es Anglus ſays he often Cur'd an Aſcites from a hot Cauſe, which 
Medicine alſo the moſt experienc'd Phyſician Dr. Thecdore Maven 
uſually preſcribd in the like Caſe, and was wont to extol, Itis 
as follows, 

Take Fuice of Plantain| and Liverwort, and fill an earthen Pit 
with 1t to the Brim, then ſtep it very cloſe, and put jt in a hot Oey 
as ſoon as the Bread # drawn, ind make a'gentle Fire round the ſides 
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of the Pot to continue the heat of the Oven ; after it # boild ſtrain 
the Liquor, and being ſieeten'd with Sugar, let 1t be drank, Morn- 
ings and Evenings, and it Cures. 

[n Imitation of this, I have often preſcrib'd with ſucceſs after 
the following manner : 

Take green Plantain Leaves four handfuls, Liverwort and Brooks. 
limes, of each two handfuls, beni:y bruisd tegether, pour to them of 
ſmall Compound Raddijh water, or of 7 ng ocher Magiſterial water 
half a pound, wrinz it forth had : The Doſe 1s three Ounces thrice 
a day. | 

Diaphoreticks though moft efficacious in an Anaſarca, yet are 
of little or no ule in an Aſcrres; for being unſeatonably given, 
they often cauſe a great prejudice to the Patient, without doing 
him the leaſt good, becauſe by heating the Blood they make 
the waters floating in the Cavity of the Belly, to grow fervid, 
and to boil as it were , fo that the Spirits and Humours are 
mightily troubled by the Vapours thence rais'd, and fo a diſor- 
der of all the functions follows, and the Viſcera themſelves being 
ſodden as it were, are very much injur'd : Moreover when a 
Sweat is thus unduly raisd, the Blood being forc'd to a fuſion 
and precipitation of Serum, diſcharges more yet into the watery 
Mais of the Aſcites; therefore when ſome preſcribe Fomentations 
and Liniments to be apply'd to the ſwollen Paunch, anq order 
Bathing, tor the molt part it falls cut for the worſe to the Pati- 
ents; for beſides Feveriſhneſs, a Head-ach, Vertigo, faintings of 
the Spirits, and other ill Symptoms of the Heart and Brain, moſt 
frequently caus'd by fnch means, the Belly alſo (wells the more 
by it, becauſe the Blood being agitated and diffolv'd, depoſes the 
Serum there in a larger meaſure : Nay, and the Mouths of the 
Veſlels are thereby made more looſe and open, fo that they di- 
ſtil forth waters faſter, they being now diſpos'd to part from the 
Maſs of Blood. The Remedics which are wont to be Admini- 
ſtred with moſt ſucce(s, when we will not proceed to an Incifion, 
are Gliſters and Plaiſters. 

The former draw the Serum out of the Veſſels and Glands of 
the Inteſtines, and Meſentery, without fuſing the whole Maſs of 
Blood ( which ſtrong Catharticks will do ) which being fo em» - 
ptyed, receive into them ſome of the extravaſated Lympha ; For 
this end the following Gliſter uſually preſcrib'd by us in the like 
caſe is mighty proper; in regard at the (ame time it irritates the 
Fibres of the Inteſtines, and draws the Serum imbib'd by the 
Blood, or before contain'd in it, to the Reins. 
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Take Urine of 4 ſound Man that drinks Wine one pound, Ve 
nice Turpentine difſoly'd with the Tolk of an Epg , an Ounce A Þ 
half, Sal Prunella a Dram and a half : Make a Gliſter , repeat it 


ly. 

Plaiſters ſometimes do good in an Aſcites, but let them be ſuch 
as ſtrengthen the Viſcera by ſome rettringent and comforting 
vertue, and help to cloſe the Mouths of the Veſſels, that they do 
not diſcharge the Serofities in too great a plenty : For this end 
I uſually apply Emplaſtrum Diaſapomy to the ſwollen Belly with 
good ſucceſs, Or, 

Take Emplaſtrum de minio, and Paracelfi, of each what ſuffices : 
Make 4 Plazſter to be applyd to the Belly. If at avy time : 1s Di> 
ſeaſe be complicated with a Tympany, other. forts of Epithejis 
are proper, as we ſhall declare hereafter. 

The great and molt preſent Reme1y for an Aſcites, is to make 
an Incifion , and draw forth the water, tho this praCtice as 
often Kills the Patient, as Cures the Diteaſe ; wheref>re there is 
need of great caution in what Perſons, and iu what me of the 
Diſeaſe this ought to be attempted : In Cachectical Perſons, and 
ſuch as have been long ill, in whum the Contormation and tem= 
perament of the Viſcera are generally vitiated, it cannot prove 
of any good effect to let forth the waters by piercing of the 
Belly ;z for preſently upon it the Spirits taint, the ftrength is dif- 
ſolv'd, nay and a freſh inundation of the Morbific!« humour foon 
ſucceeds'it : But thoſe who before having 4 good cunititution 
of the Viſcera, aud being found enough as 'o al! other parts, fall 
into an Aſcites upon ſome great evident cauſe, as they need not 
preſently at firſt attempt an Incifion, io they ought not to defer 
it long if it be judg'd requiſite. For upon a long delay the Viſce- 
ra which are immerg'd in the waters, and as it were ſodden in 
them, become incorrigihly vitiated. 

Its beſides my purpoſe to deſcribe here the Adminiſtration of 
this Incifion, whether it be perform'd the ordinary way, or ac- 
cording to the way of Syl/ovzus, with a Perforated Needle. As 
Phyſiciars ſeldom preſcribe this operation, they looking upon 
it as dangerous, fo Quacks and Empiricks never conſulting them, 
attempt it very often inconliderately and unproſperouſly. For 
conclulion, I ſhall here give you a relation of a true and terrible 
Aſcites lately Cur'd without an Incifion. 

A young Woman tall and flender, a Merchants Wife, giving 
Suck ta her Child, drank both by day and by night to increaſe 
her Milk, an immoderate quantity of Ale, ſometimes plain, and 
ſometimes made into Poflet-drink ; after having us'd this ill way 
of Diet for fix Weeks, ſhe fell ſuddenly into a cruel Aſcites, the 
beginnings of which ſhe never had minded; for her Abdomen 

being 
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being full of waters floating within it, ſwell'd mightily, and its 
Bulk when ſhe turn'd ner {elf from one fide to the other, fell 
witiout the Ila, and the borders of the reft of her Body; in the 
mean time th2 Fieth of all he: Members was mightily conſum'd, 
and ſhe icen'! no leſs Conſumptive than Hydropical. 

The Child being wean'd, and a better Diet ordered, ſhe entred 
upon Phyſick, and in the firft piace took gentle Hydra ogues 
both Purg.ng by Sieze and Uriae, but without any benefit, nay 
after all Pu:girg the was worſe : Afterwards being Committed to 
our care, an. almoſt in a deſperate condition, I proceeded with 
her after the following method. 

Having wholly forbidden her the uſe of Ale, and all other drinks 
but what wer Phyſical, I preſcrib'd theſe things. 

Take Leaves of Plantain, Brook/zmes, Clivers, of each four hand- 
fuls, being bruis'd together, pour to them water of Earth-worms, and 
Radiſh-water Compound , of each three Ounces, wring it ores 1.tho 
took it twice a day, viz. at eight of the Clock, in the Morning, and at 
five in the Afternoon, ſhe continued the uſe of thu Medicine a long 
time, but altered now and then the Compoſition, changing ſometimes 
the Herbs, ſometimes the Liquor to be poured to them. 

Take of the reddeſt Tinfure of Salt of Tartar an Ounce and a half; 
ſhe took, twenty Drops going to Bed, and early in the Morning in 
two ſpoonfuls of the following Julape, drinking after it ſeven ſpoon- 
uls. \ 
Take water of the Flowers of Elder, and of Saxifrage, of each ſix 
Ounces, the waters of Snails, Earth-worms, and Radiſh Compound, of 
each two Ounces. 

On her Belly ſhe wore a Plaiſter made of Empl. de Minio, (3 
Oxycroceo. 

The following Glyſter was given her firſt every day, afterward 
every other or third day. 

Take Urine of a ſound Man a ues » Turpentine difſolv'd with 
the Talk of an Egg an Ounce and 4 baif, Sugar an Ounce, Sal Prunella 
a Dram : Make a Glifter. 

By the conſtant uſe of theſe things, in fix Weeks time the ſwel- 
ling of her Belly came down, but her fleſh daily falling away, a 
Conſumption was fear'd : Wherefore to prevent it, ſhe went in- 
to the Country and drank Afﬀes Milk, and by the benefit of this 
nouriſhment and of the freſh Air, taking continually the above 
mention'd Medicines, ſhe recover'd perfectly within three Weeks 
or a Month, and lives ſtill, and is in good health. 
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CHAP.| EY. 
Inſtrutions and Preſcripts for Curing the Tympany, 


Tympany may be thus defin'd, or at leaſt deſcrib'd, 0:7. that 

it is a fixt and continued tumour of the Abdomen, equal, 

hard, ſtiff, yielding a ſound upon ſtriking , taking its rife from 

a ſort of Conyulſive Inflation of the Membranous Parts and 

Viſcera, by reaſon of the Animal Spirits being driven into thoſe 

Fibres in too great a plenty , and there hindred from-a Recels, 

through the fault of the Nervous Juice obſtructing it : To which 

affect a gathering of Winds in the empty places is conſequently 
added for compleating it. 

That we may have timely notice of its beginning, we muſt 
underſtand that there are ſome previous affects which diſpoſe to 
it, as eſpecially a Hypochondriack, Colick, Hyſterick, and ſome- 
times an Aſthmatick diſpoſition : And if after frequent returns of 
Fits in any of theſe Diſtempers, a tumour of the Abdomen fol- 
lows, though never ſo ſmall at firſt, a Tympany is preſently to 
be feard. 

A Tympany ſeldom Kills of it ſelf, but after it has continued a 
long time, to make more ſure work, it joyns to it ſelf at length 
an Aſcites as a forerunner of death. 

In order to the Cure of a Tympany, as in moſt other Diſeaſes, 
there are three primary Indications, whereof the fiſt and always 
the moſt prefling being Curatory, endeavours to remove the tu- 
mour of the Abdomen, by recalling the Animal Spirits from that 
Convulhve extention, and reducing them to order : The Second 
being preſervatory, keeps thoſe Spirits or others from inordinate 
excurſions into the Nervous Fibres of the Belly, and at the fame 
time corrects the faults of the Nervous Liquor accompanying 
them, as to its Crafis or Motion : The Third is Vital, and by 
removing the Symptoms that are mo{t prefling, relieves and up- 
holds as much as may be all the funCtions that are oppreſt or 
weakned. 

The Fuſt Indication is always of chiefeſt moment, the whole 
ſtreſs of the Cure conſiſting in it, but its very difficult to be per- 
form'd : For it does not readily occur to us with what remedies 
or ways of Adminiſtration it ought to be attempted. Bleeding 
has no pace liere, but in a manner always is ſhun'd as hurtful ; 
alſo Cathartichks for as much as they irritate the aftected roy 
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4nd trouble the Spirits, and drive them more violently into thoſe 
Fibres, do rather increaſe than diminiſh, or Cure the tumour of 


. the Belly : So likewiſe Diaphoreticks force the Spirits together 


with the Morbifick Particles deeper into thoſe Fibres, from which 
they ought to be ſummon'd forth and withdrawn. The chief 
means of Cure ſeems to be plac'd in the uſe of Diureticks and 
Gliſters ; and great things are likewiſe expected from Topicks, 
becauſe they are apply'd more immediately, and by contact to 
the Diſeaſe it ſelf, and becauſe we ſee they excellently diffolve or 
diſcuſs tumours in other places; but all diffolvents are not pros 
per here, even though in other tumours they are very Medicin- 
able: For thoſe that} are hot, being accounted diſcuffors, moſt 
commonly rather do hurt than good in a Tyinipany, whether 
they are us'd as a- Fomentation , or Liniment; or apply'd in the 
Form of a Cataplaſme or Plaiſter : For they both open ahd di- 
late the Ductus's of the Fibres, ſo that they lye more open to 
the Inroads of the Spirits ; and at the ſame time rarify the Parti- 
cles ſticking in them , ſo that they coming to occupy a greater 
ſpace, the Inflation and Swelling of the Belly is angmented. Laſt- 
ly as to Alteratives, even of thoſe which do good againft other 
affects of the Genus Nervoſum, only ſome few are proper in a 
Tympany ;z for where the Morbifick matter ſticking within the 
ſtrait DuCtus's cannot be driven forwards or quite through, Ela» 
ſtick Medicines, by faſtning the matter deeper, render the obſtru- 
Cion ſtill-greater or more fixt : Wherefore the Spirits of Harts» 
horn, Soot, Sal Armoniack, and ſo Tinctures, Elixirs and other 
Medicines endowed with a Volatile Salt, or Particles otherwiſe 
active, do not only cauſe a very troubleſome heat and drought in 
perſons troubled with a Tympany, but alſo make the Abdomen 
{well more, becauſe they trouble the Spirits, and fuſe the Blood 
and Nervous Juice, ſo that the Particles depoſed by each of theſe 
are forc'd into the parts affected. 

Notwithſtanding Phyfick can do fo little againft this Diſeaſe 
we muſt not ceaſe to move every ſtone in order to Cure, or 
give eaſe to the Patient : Therefore in the Firſt plags ( becauſe it 
is the Cuſtom to begin with Evacuatives ) thougf} ſtrong Ca- 
tharticks always do hurt, and the more gentle are ſcarce ever 
able to carry off the Conjun&t Cauſe ; yet theſe latter, for as 
much as they withdraw ſomewhat of that which feeds the Di- 
ſeaſe, and prepare the way for other Medicines to exert their E- 
nergies more freely, ought to have their turns in the PraCtice of 
Phyfick, viz. once in fix or ſeven days; and at other times let 
Gliſters (the uſe of which is much better ) be frequently Admi- 
niſtred : Hydroticks being forbidden, let moderate Diureticks be 


diligently plyed, to which at the ſame time let ſuch things be 
Y joyn'd 
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joyn'd which regard the altering and reducing of the Spirits and 
Humours,. which truly make up the chieteſt part ot Pharmacy 
for a Tympany : Moreover in the mean time let not the uſe; of 
Topicks be neglected. We ſhzll ſet down certain Select Forms 
of Medicines appropriated to each of theſe ends : For a Medicine 
gently looſening, uſe the Laxative. Wine preſcrib' for a Tyms 
pany by the famqus Greg. Horſtzus in the-Fourth -Bovk of his Ob. 
{ervations, Chap. 30: or inſtead of. it, let the fpllowing be pre- 
{crib'd in a ſhorter Form. | add cap] ' 
Take Flowers of Peaches, | and of Damask, Roſes of each two Pugil; 
of Broom, ,. and the leſſer Centaryof each a Pugil, Leaves of 
Agrimony and $ea-Wormwood, of each a handful, of the beſt Sena an 
Ownce,Rh fix Drams,Carthamussſeedsthalf. an Ounce, of Dwarf. 
elder two Drams, yellow Saunders three Drams, Galingal Roots twy 
Drams, being flic'd and bruis'd, ſew them up in a Sthken Bag, and 
Put it int Cl with two pounds of Whitewine, Saxsfrage water a 
found, Salt of Tartar a Dram and; s. half; let them ſtand for fory 
eight hours, then let the Patient begin to drink it, taking about feur 
or ſix Ounces every third or fourth day. 

In a hotter conſtitution let the, fpllowing Form be given,which 
I have ſometimes try'd with good ſucceſs. 

Take of Purging Mineral. waters eight pounds,Salt of. Wormwud 
two Drams, let it evaporate with a gentle Bath-beat to two pounds: 
To thu I uſe. to add of water. diſtill. 4 from Purgers- with Mme fun 
Ounces :. The Doſe 1s from four Ounces to ſix. 

Or to that Liquor evaporated to two pounds, add of the Roots of 
Mechoacan and Turbith, of each half an Ounce, Rhubarb ſix Drams, 
yellow Saunders two Drams, Cloves a Dram : Let there be a cloſe and 
warm digeſtzon for rwo hours filter it warm through lawn paper, the 
Doſe 2s three or four Ounces. + 

Gliiters are of frequent uſe in this Diſeaſe, becauſe they looſen 
the Belly without any great irritation of the Fibres. 

Take water of the Injufion of Spne- Horſe-dyng, with Cammomul: 
Flowers < jp Honey of Herb Mexcury two Ounces : After the [ame 
manner alſo let Decottaons.or . bifuſions. be prepar'd” of Doz5-turd with 
Carminatives. | ” 

Take of the Emollient Decoftion a pound ; Sal Primella , or 
Sal Armonaach,, from a Dram to; a Dram ant'a, half : Male 4 
Glifter. ; 

= of the Urine ofa ſound Man. a pornd, Sal Frunella a Dram Ve 
nice Turpentine diſſoty'd with the Tolk of an gg an Ounce and 4 
half; Make a Glijter. : 


2, Diureticks, If any other Remedies, promiſe he'p in this Dr 
ſeatc, 
Take 
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Take live Millepedes cleans'd three Ounces, ome Nutmeg ſlic'd, be- 
ing bruis'd thgether, pour to them of the following Diuretich water a 
pound,expreſs zt ſtrongly:The Doſe is from three Ounces to four twice a day. 
Take of the green Berries of Juniper and Elder of each fix ponds, 
Firr toffs fonr pounds, green Wallnuts two pounds, Winters Bark 
four Ounces, the outward Rinds of fix Oranges and four Limons, the 
Seeds of Ameos, Rocket, and Water-crtſſes, of each an Ounce and a 
half, Dill-ſeeds two Ounces, being ſlic'd and bruis'd, pour to them of 
Whey made with Whitewine eight pounds, diſtil it with common Or- 
ans : Let all the Liquor be mixt. 

Take Cryſtal Mineral half an Ounce, Volatile Salt of Amber twn 
Drams, Powder of wild Carrot-ſeeds a Dram, Venice Turpentine what 
ſuffices : Take ſmall Pulls, take three at Night, and in the Morning, 
drinking after it of the foreſaid water three Ounces. 

Take ſweet Spirit of Salt half an Ounce , give from eight drops 
to welve twice a day with a Draught of the ſame water, adding 
Swup of Violets a ſpoonfull. 

Take Sprrit of Salt of Tartay an Ounce ; grove from a Scruple to 
ha!f a Dram, twice a day after the ſame manner : $o alſo Spirit of 
Nizre, and Timfure of Salt of Tartar may be given. 

Take Leaves of Plamain, Chervil, and Clivers, of each four hand= 
fuls, being bruis'd together, pour to them of the former diſtilld wa- 
ter a pound, on yp it ſtrongly : The Doſe ts three Ounces twice or 
thrice a day with ſome other Medicine. 

Take Gra/i Roots three Ounces, Roots of Butchers-broom two Oun< 
ces, Cheroil and Candied Eringo's, of each an Ounce , ſravings of 
Hareſhorn and Tory , of each two Drams , burnt Hartſhorn two 
Drams and a half, Burdoch=ſeeds three Drams ; boil them in three 
jorns of fountain water to two pounds : In the warm ſtraining put 
Leaves of Clrvers and Watercreſſes bruis'd, of each a handful, pF an 
of Rheniſh Wine fix Ounces; let there be a cloſe and warm Infu- 
from for two hours; then ſtrain it again, and add of the Magiſterial 
water of Earth-worms two Ounces, Syrup of the frve Roots an Ounce 
and a half, make an Afpoxzeme, the Doſe is four Ounces twice a day, 
with ſome other Medicme. 

Whillt theſe things are taken inwardly, let Topicks alſo, and 
outward applications be carefully Admijniftred, not ſuch as are 
hot and diſcufling, but ſuch' as are endow'd with Particles of a 
Volatile and Nitrous Salt, which deſtroy the combinations of the 
other Salts, and make void the efforts of the Spirits, for which 
ends we propoſe the following things : If Fomentations ought to 
be us'd at a!l, let them not be apply'd too hot, and let them not 
be prepar'd of the vulgarly call'd Carminatives, but chiefly of 
Salts and Minerals. Cabrotius ( quoted by Helmone ) ſays, he 
Cur'd a Perſon eighty years of Age, whoſe Belly he fomented 
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twice a day with a Lixivium, in which he boil'd Salt,” Allum, and 
Sulphur , and after apply'd Cow-dung , for a Cataplaſm, I uſe to 
preſcribe as follows. 

Take Flowers of Sal Armonzach an Ounce , Cryſtal Mineral two 
Ounces , ſmall Spirit of Wine containing much Phlegm in it two 

: Mix them, and diſſolve them in a Glaſs. 

Let a Woolen Cloath dipp'd in this warm, be apply'd on the 
whole Abdomen, and be chang'd now-and then, dipping it afreſh : 
Let it be done twiee a day for half an hours ſpace, afterwards let 
there be apply'd either a —_— of Cow-dung, with the Pow- 
der of Dogs-turd, or the Plaiſter following. 

Ta laſtrum Diaſaponis, that is, of Minium with Venice Soap 
what ces: Let it be thin ſpread on thin Leather, and apply'd ta 
the whole Belly, renewing it within ten or twelve days. 

The Second Indication requires chiefly altering Medicines, wx. 
ſuch as put a ſtop to the Fermentations af the humours in the 
Viſcera of the Belly, and to the wild Efforts, and irregular excur- 
fions of the Spirits, and which likewiſe procure the even mix- 
tures and due motions of the Chyle and Nervous Juice : For 
which ends Chalybeats are principally us'd ; and truly not only for 
this Diſeaſe, but for many others belonging to the Viſcera of the 
Belly, jt's uſual to haye recqurſe to Steel Medicines,though in the 
rgean time many Empyricks confidently preſcribing them , do 
not conſider after what manner ſuch Medicines work , or what 
alterations for the better may be expected from them : And in- 
deed it very often falls out, that nature her ſelf is deſtroyed, and 
not the Diſcaſe, when Chahybeats, of which there is a great variety, 
and of diverſified Operations, are given without any diſtinction 
or choice, or without reſpect to the Temperament;Conſtitution, 
and ſtate of the Diſeaſe in Patients. 

We have treated elſewhere ex profeſſo concerning Medicines 
prepar'd of Iron and Steel, and of their vertues and manners of 
working ; (o that it's needleſs to repeat the ſame here: As to this 
Diſeaſe, if any of then are proper for it, certainly they are not 
all : For thoſe in which the Sulphur ftill remains, and being free, 
predominates over the other principles after that the texture of 
the mixt Body is open'd, muſt be wholly excluded from this 
number; for by their powerful fermentation, they greatly fer» 
ment the Juices of the Viſcera, and put the Blood and Spirits 
in ſich a Commotion, that the whole Region of the Belly is putt 
up in a greater Bulk, as though ſome Spirit ruſh'd violently into it. 

Nor are thoſe more proper here, from which the Sulphureous 
Particles are wholly driven away with the Saline, as in Cracu 
Marts preyar'd by q very ſtrong and long Calcination ; for as 
this Medicine is good tq ſtay all fluxions, (o it fixes more 
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any ImpaCtions of Spirits and humours, and renders them more 
obſtinate. 

But there remains a Martial Remedy of a middle kind, in which 
the Sulphur being wholly , or for the greateſt part expell'd, the 
Vitriolick Salt remains, and has for the greateſt part the Predo- 
minancy, as it has in a Solution of the Filings of Iron, or in its 
Infuſion either ſimple, or in Mineral waters, in Salt or Vitriol of 
Mars, in our preparation of Steel, with many others, preparations 
and compoſitions of which have been often found by experience 
to have done great good in ſome caſes; for theſe deſtroy the 
Exotick, and reſtore the Genuine Ferments of the Viſcera ; open 
their ObſtruCtions , fix the Blood , and keep its Texture from 
much diſſolution : Wherefore Chalybeate Medicines, as alſo ſome 
other Alteratives have haply ſome effect againſt the PracatarRtick 
and more remote Cauſes of a Tympany, but do little or no goad 
at all againſt its Conjunc&t Caule. 

Take of our Steel ground very fine 4#wo Drams, of the Diſtilld 
water above written two Pounds, Syrup of the five Roots two Ounces, 
mix them in a Glaſs, and let it Clarifie by ſetling ; the Doſe is three 
or four Ounces mm the Morning and at five in the Afternoon. 

Take Powder of Aron Roots,and of Crabbs Eyes of each three Drams, 
Chryſtal Mineral two Drams , Vitriol of Mars a Dram and a half, 
Sugar of Roſemary Flowers two Drams : Mix them , the Doſe 13 
half a Dram, twice a Day with a fit Vehicle. 

Hartman highly extolls the Liquor of the Flowers of the Herb 
Mullein as a Specifick Remedy in thjs Diſeaſe : Put thoſe Flowers 
freſh gather'd into an Alembick and preſs them in hard,chen the Veſ+ 
ſell being corefull ego that nothing can breath forth,let 1t ſtand m an 
Oven whilſt bread 1s bak't, and afterwards the Flowers being taken 
forth preſs forth the Liquor very hard, and let it be Diſfill {om Bal» 
neo : The Doſe is a Scruple in Decoftion of the Seeds and Roots 
of Fennel. Certainly if this Medicine can do any thing, it ought 
to be given in a greater Doſe. 

Fohannes Anglicus Commends the EleCtyary Rofata Novella with 
Diatrion Santalon and Ants Eggs ; which Medicine truly being 
probable enough ſeems to promiſe ſomething : In Imitation of 
theſe I ſhall here propoſe the following. 

Take Conſerve of the Flowers of Cichory and Indian Creſs of each 
three Ounces, Powder of Aron Roots, Lignum Aloes , yellow Saunders 
of each a Dram, Crabbs Eyes a Dram and a half, Salt of Worms 
wood an Ounce, Ants Eggs an Ounce, Liquor of male Mullem half 
a Dram, with a ſufficient quantity of Syrup of Citron Pills make 
an Eledtuary, the Doſe 1s two Drams, twice 'a Day, Drinking after 
2t of the former Dijiilld water, or of the following Julape three 


Ounces. 
F Take 
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Take water of the Leaves of Aron, of the Juice of Elderberryes, 
water of Juniper andof Elder Flowers of each ſix Ounces Magiſteriall 
waters of Snails and of Earth-worms of each two Ounces, Syrup of the 
Juice of Elderberryes two Ounces, mix them, make a Julape. 

The third Indication being vital Preſcribes Remedies chiefly 
againſt Faintings of the Spirits, and difficulty of Breathing, and 
againſt | Watching and Thirſt : I ſhall briefly ſet down certain 
Forms of both kinds. 


I. Cordials. 


Tx water of Navews, of Marigold and Cammomill Flowers of 
each three Ounces : Dr. Stevens's water two Ornces, Tinfure 
of Saffron two Drams, Sugar an Ounce. Pearl a Dram; make 4 
Fulape , the Doſe 1s four or five Spoonfuls thrice or oftener in a Day 
in Faintings. 

Take | Conſerve of Marigold Flowers two Ounces , ConfeTion 
of Alkermes and of Hyacinth of each two Drams, Pearl Powdred an 
Ounce, of the Juice of Citrons what ſuffices ; make a Confettion, take 
the quantity of a Nutmeg Evening and Morning drinking after it 
a Draught of the Ju ape. 


2, FHypnoticks, 


TH Aqua Fyſterica ſix Drams, Syrup de Meconio half an Ounce ; 
mix them, take it late at Night, Or, 

Take ſmall Cinnamon water an Ounce, Diacodium three Ounces, 
Tin#ure of Saffron two Drams, mix them, take to the quantity of 
a Spoonfull late at Night af Sleep be wanting. Or, 

Take Syrup of Comſlip Flowers three Spoonfulls, Compound Peomy 
water one Spoonfull, Laudanum Tartarizd a Dram, take a Spoonfull 
late at Nig''s if you cannot Sleep. 

Quenchers of Thirſt muſt be trequently given in this moſt Thir- 
ſy Diſeaſe, but it muſt bein a very ſmall quantity, that we 'may 
allay that moſt troubleſom Symptom without much Drink, which 
is always pernicious : For which end, 

Take Conſerve of Wood-Sorrel paſſed through a Sieve three Ounces, 
Pulp of Tamarinds two Ounces, Sal Prunella a Dram, Syrup of the 
Fuice of Word-Sorrel what ſuffices, make a ſoft Lohoch of which let 
him lick often, 


CHAP. 
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CHAP.V. 


Inftruttions and Preſcripts for Caring the Anaſarca. 


N Anaſarca is defcrib'd after this manner, that it is a white 

and ſoft Tumour of the whole outward part of the Body, or 

of ſome parts of it, yielding to the Touch, and leaving a Pit up=, 

pon Comprefſion, proceeding from an Aqueous Humour extra- 

valated and heapt together, both within the -Interſtices of the 

Muſcles, and within the Pores of the Fleſh and Skin, and even 
of the Glands and Membranes. ny 

That watery Humour proceeds wholly or for the greateſt part 
from the- Blood, for being continually produc't within the Maſs 
of Blood through the detect and fanlt of Sanguitication, it is 
pour'd forth of the Motiths of the Arteriesin a greater quantity 
than that it can be receiv'd and carried back by the Veins and 
Limphzducts and be ſent forth by the Reins! and Pores” of the 
Skin, and other Emiffaries of the Serous Latex. 

An Anaſarca whilſt it is fimple; is the leaft dangerous amongft 
all the ſpecies of Dropfies : And a particular Anaſarca oc- 
cupying only the Inferior Members, ſo the Belly do not ſwell 
withal, is much fafer than an Univerſal 'one. 

In order to a right proceeding towards a Cure,two chiet ſcopes of 
Cnring-here preſent themſelves , viz. Firſt we muſt take Care 
that the water betwixt the Skin and the Fleſh: be ſome way E- 
vacuated and Conſum'd ; and Secondly that a new ſupply be not 
continually engendred -and heapt together : For which end we 
muſt uſe what means. we may both that the Viſcera of Concoction 
being cleans'd from Excrements, and free from Obſtructions; 
prepare always a good Chyle, and ſupply the Maſs of Blood 
with it in a due quantity , and likewiſe that the Blood, (its 
Principles being reitor'd to their fermenting Power) may duly 
ferment and convert into its own Nature the Juice of the:Chyle 
continually fent into it. The Vital Indication ſeems not neceffary 
in this Difeaſe as in many others,becauſe Faintings of the Spirits, 
er Watchings, for which Cardiacks, and Hypnoticks are required, 
ſeldom happen here : And there is little need of reſtoring Diets 
becauſe Fatting and Abftinence do more good, and moſt com- 
monly are the greateſt part of the Cure; the reaſon is that the 
Veſſels being drain'd by Faſting, drink up the waters — 

etwixt 
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betwixt the Skin and the Fleſh, or elſewhere, and ſend them forth 
partly by the Reins, the Pores of the Skin, and other Emiſfaries, 
and partly employ them moſt Advantageouſly for nourithing the 
Body, they being yet full of a Nutritive Juice. Firſt, to per- 
form the Indication which is for the Evacuation of the Mor. 
bifick matter, all Hydragogue Medicines both Simple and Com. 
pound, and likewiſe the Forms of Medicines ſet down betore in 
the Chapter of the Aſcites-ought to be apply'd to uſe * Moreover 
not only Catharticks and Diureticks, but likewiſe Diaphoreticks 
have often place in the Cure of the Anaſarca, though for the moſt 
part they are forbidden in other kinds of the Drophe. 

In a fimple Anaſarca you may Purge Strongly, and it often 
does much good. 

I have given you before Forms of Hydragogue Catharticks of 
both kinds. viz. of ſuch as exert their force both upwards and 
downwards, and both of a gentle and ftrong Operation ; from 
whence you may take them, and apply them to the preſent 
Method of Curing. 

If you ask how Catharticks work in this Diſeaſe, and where- 
fore they carry forth waters better and more efficaciqudly than 
in other kinds of the Dropfie : I ay that in an rca the 
Morbifick matter (which is a Lympha) refieds partly in the Maſs of 
Blood, and partly in the habit of the Body within the Pore 
and empty Spaces lying betwixt the Veſlells : Wherefore a {trong 
Cathartick being given, it preſently Exagitates the Maſs of Blood, 
fuſes it, and moyes it to an Excretion of any ſuperfluous or he- 
terogeneous thing :.And at the ſame time irritates the Mouths of 
the Arteries which lye open towards the Cavityes of the Inteſtines, 
that the water caſt out of the Blood may find a way forth ra- 
ther by theſe Emiffaries. Hence in the firft place the waters 
floating within the Maſs of Blood are cleard forth in a plen- 
tifull manner, and then the Veſlells being drain'd ſoon drink up 
the waters betwixt the Fleſh and the Skin, and preſently ſend 
them forth partly by ſeige,and partly by Urine or Sweat : There 
is no fear in the mean time, leſt, as in an Aſcites, the Morbifick 
matter being Exagitated, and put iu Fuſion by the Medicine, 
be driven from the Blood into the places affected, whence it 
cannot eaſily get out again z or leſt, as in a Tympany, the Viſ- 
cera by reaſon of the Fibres of the Ventricle and Inteſtines be- 
ing too much irritated, are mov'd into Convulfive Extenfions ; 
for whilft the Viſcera are ſound, and in a good ſtate, the Par- 
ticles of the Medicament do them no hurt, but being car- 
ryed thence into the Blood, do not only fetch waters from it, 


bat by Exagitating its Maſs, raiſe up its Active Particles he- 
fore 
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fore oppreſt; and diſpoſe them for recovering their power of 
Fermentation. 

Secondly, I have alſo ſet down before the Hydragogues o- 
perating by Urine, both fimple and compound, and have given 
you Forms of Medicines prepar'd of both, and the ways of give- 
ing them : Wherefore I ſhall not repeat them here : But be- 
cauſe all Medicines of this Kind do not good alike in all affects 
we muſt here obſerve that Lixivials ( as I have often found by 
experience) far exceed the reſt of Diureticks in Curing the Ana» 
ſarca. And now it's a much us'd and common Remedy for a= 
ny one who has his Members ſwell'd, to Purge firſt, and then 
to take twice or thrice a Day fix or eight Ounces of a Lixi- 
vium made of White-wine with the Aſhes of Wormwood or of 
Broom, and to continue its uſe for ſome Days : This Medicine 
as I have obſerv'd in many, powerfully provok's Urine, nay ſome- 
times in ſuch Abundance that the Patients within the ſpace of 
twenty four hours making above a Gallon and a half of water, 
have preſently recover'd almoſt to a miracle. 

The reaſon why Medicines containing a fixt and lixivial Sal 
expell Urine more in an Anaſarca than ſuch as are endow'd with 
an Acid, or Alchaliſate or Volatile Salt, is, that -in this Diſeafe 
the watery Humours which upon failing of the Fermentation 
of the Blood, and of its ſanguifying Vertue, are gathered to« 
vether as well within its Maſs. as in the habit of the Body, up= 
on ſtagnating there ſome time are turn'd ſomewhat ſharp: Where- 
fore the Lixivial Particles of the Medicine entering the Blood 
preſently grow in a heat with the Acids of the waters, which 
as they exagitate and ferment, they cauſe a mighty Fermentation 
in the whole Maſs of the Blood and a following excretion, 

Take of the Aſhes of Broom, or of Wormwood, or of the Prunings 
of Vines calcin'd to a whiteneſs and ſifted, four Ounces, put them 
in a Glaſ-bottle with two Pounds of White-wine; let there be 4 
cloſe and warm Digeſtion for three or four hours, then ſtrain it, the 
Doſe is from ſix Ounces to eight twice a Day. 

Take white Tartar calcin'd with Nitre, and after melted in a 
crucible till it look, blew, three Ounces, ſmall Spirit of Wine a pound 
and half, water of Snails and Earth-worms, of each four Ounces, 
let them digeſt cloſe luted in a ſand-furnace for two Days, the Doſe of 
the clear Liquor is two or three Ounces , with four Ounces of 


the Decofion of the Roots of Butchers Broom and Burdocks made'in 
Ale, 


y For 
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For Ordinary Drink, 


$1 py white Aſhes of Broom cleans d two Pounds, put them in 


a Bag, with Raſpings of Saſſafras three Ounces, Roots of the 
leſſer Galingal an Ounce, Juniper berryes and wild Carrot Seeds of 


each an Qunce and a half, make a Bag for four Gallons of Ape, 


after ſeven or eight Days begin to draw it. 

Diaphoreticks often do excellently well in a Leucophlegrmaria 
( which begins or concludes an Anaſarca ) and they ulually 
gree better in this Diſeaſe when confarm'd than in other Kinds 
of the Dropfie : And though at the beginning they are not 
able to move Sweat becauſe the habit of the Body is inveſted 
with|a deal of waters, however by exagitating the Bloui! they 


are a means that the active Particles implanted in it, which 


were dull'd before, and almoſt overwhelm'd, are rais'd up again, 
and diſpos'd to a Fermentation, and that al the dieggy Excre- 
ments, eſpecially ſuch as are Aqueous , are put in Motion,fo that 
preſently breaking forth of their Receptacies in a plentitul mans 
ner, they readily paſs off by Seige, or Urir, and otten in ſome 


meaſure by tranſpiration : But after that the waters being we! 
clear'd by Purging, the Morbifick matter is fo far diminitht 
that the bulk of the Body and the ſwelling of the Members 


begin to abate, the remainder of the Humour is excellertly con- 
ſum'd by gloderate Sweats, and by a conſtant perſpiration. 
We have given you before a Liſt and Forms of Hydroticks ; 
but 'as to our preſent purpoſe for the Cure of an Anaſarca, 
thoſe things are moſt proper which are given in ſomwhat a 
arge Doſe ; for as to ſuch as are preſcrib'd in a (mall quantity, 
their ative Particles being immerg'd in the waters are over- 
whelm'd before they can be diffus'd in the Blood fo as to exert 
their force; wheretfore Spirits whether Armoniack, or Vinous, 
alſo TinCtures and Elixirs, nay and Powders, ſeldom come in 
uſe againſt this Diſeaſe; becauſe in a ſmall Loſe they do little, 
and jf it be made very large, they often offend the bowels by 
their exceſs in operation,theretore let thoſe things rather be made 
choice of which being taken in a full Draught and warm may 
Le able to paſs the whole Blood uncorrupted , as chiefly the 
DecoCtions of Woods and Roots, whoſe Particles agrecing 
well enough with the Blood, but being not to be maſtered by 
it, pas throu;h its whole Maſs, and exert an Elailtick force, 
p'1ttins al! the Liumours in a Commotion. 
Jie Rifo. ns ot Guaiacum fix Qiunces, Sa afras rws Ounces, all 
ile 
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the Saunders of each ſix Drams, ſhavings of Ivory and Harts-horn 
of each three Drams, let them anfuſe according to Art, and boyl in 
eight Pounds of fountain water till half be conſum'd, addmg Roots 
of Calamus Arematicus, the leſſer Galmgal , Burdocks and Butter- 
burr of each an Ounce, Leaves of Wodſage and Germander dryed 
of each two! handfulls, let the ſtraining be kept for uſe, the Doſe 1s 
from erght Ounces to tentwice a Day warm 3 to each Doſe may be 
added Spirit of Sal Armanuack ſuccmated, or of Soot from twenty 
to rwenty five Drops: Or TinAure of Salt of Tartar from half a Dram 
to a Dram. 

So much of Hydragogne Medicines to be taken inwardly, 
which cauſe waters to be evacuated either by drawing them 


inwardly towards the Inteſtines, or by driving them out to 


the Reins, or to the Pores of the Skin : Moreover there are 
certain outward Adminiſtrations ns'd, by which waters gather'd 
together within the habit of the Body are put in motion, and 
ſ> diſpos'd either generally to paſs off by Sweat, or Urine, or 
particularly, are preſently let forth, a Vent being made in ſome 
pecuhar places. 

In the fiſt rank we place Friftions, Liniments, Fomentations, 
Baths both diy and meift : And particular things to evacuate 
waters are Velicatories, Eicharoticks, and prickings by a Needle, 
I ſhall ſpeak of each of theſe, or at leaſt of the chicf of them 
as fir as they regard this Diſeaſe. 

Fridtions prove often of good effect in a Lenc-phlegmatia and 
an Anaſarca : For as the habit of the Body is not only (6 
chargd with a (5lut of filthy waters there heapt together, 
that nothing can breath through them, but even the ontward 
parts grow cold upon the Blood's heing bindred of an acceſs 
to them, frequent and ſtrong Frictions give a motion to the 
ſtagnating waters, and in ſome meaſure diffipate them from 
thence, and by opening the paſſages call again the Blood into 
thoſe parts whence it was baniſht, wherefore it is good not 
only to rubb the {wollen Member, but even the whole Body once 
or twice a Day with a courſe Cloath, or with a little bruſh now 
commonly made for that purpoſe. 

In rubbing, or after it, L:n:ments and Fomentations are ſom= 
times proper : They are prepar'd either of Salts and other Mi- 
nerals diflolv'd, or of hot and diſcuſſing Vegetables boil'd 
with Lees of Wine in water ; and being apply'd hot open the 
P ores, give a farther mution to the accumulated Waters and 
diſcuſs them, and enlarge the compaſs of the Blood's circuit, 
the watery Maſs being in ſome meaſure diflipated. The Liniments 
conſiſt of Sulphur and Salts of divers kinds , or of Quick-ltme 
and other Minerals, which —_ powdred and mixt with the 
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Mucilaginous extracts of Smart Herbs, are made into an Oint« 
ment: To which for their better conſiſtency let a fit quan- 
tity of Oy! of Scorpions be added : Nay this Oyl apply'd by it 
ſelf ( (o it be right ) gives often great relief, I knew a Boy 
ſwollen very much with an. Univerſal Anaſarca, who was Cur'{ 
by this only, Remedy : For his Mother ( I know not how ad. 
vis'd)) anointed his whole Body Mornings and Evenings with 
Oyl of Scorpions, chafing well the parts with her warm hand; 
Upon which within three Days he began to make a vaſt quan. 
tity of water, and having continued to make water fo for 
ſome Days, the ſwelling vaniſhing by degrees, he .grew well, 

Baths are ſcarce proper for any Dropſie but an Anaſarcy, 
nor for this but in the firſt Diſpoſition to it, or as it goes 
off : For fince by the heat of Baths encompatſiing the whole 
Body, the Blood being made very hot and inſtigated, puts the 
waters every where in motion which were ſtagnating before, 
and drinking them into it felf conveys them ſundry ways, 
there is danger leſt ( as it frequently happens ) receiving them 
from the habit of the Body into its Maſs, it preſently depoſes 
them in the Precordia, or the Brain ; for there is nothing more 
uſual than that the affects of thoſe parts, viz. an Aſthma, or 
Apoplexy happen to Hydropical perſons atter bathing : But 
when the conjunct cauſe of the Diſeaſe ( viz. the ſwelling ) is 
moderate, or not very great, a Bath of water impregnated 
with | Salts and Sulphur, or alſo a hot-houſe promoting a gentle 
Sweat, are often us'd with good effect. Inſtead of a hot-houſe 
it's better that tbe Patients be plac't in ſome convenient Cells 
in a Salt-houſe near the Furnaces, in which the Mineral water 
is boil'd into Salt , which often proves of mighty benefit to 
them, 

Veſicatories let forth the waters betwixt the Fleſh and the Skin 
in a plentiful manner, and ſomtimes too profuſely, theſe are to 
be apply'd to Hydropical perſons with very great caution , for 
ſuch an Epiſpaſtick apply'd to ſwollen places makes a vent too 
wide ;z upon the opening of which the water firſt breaking 
forth, often draws after it from the whole Neighbourhood a 
great Glut of it , whence preſently follows a great Conſter- 
nation of the Spirits : Moreover ſomtimes the place ſo draind 
on a ſudden, being depriv'd of Heat ard Spirits, in a ſhort 
time becomes mortifyed : Wherefore this Medicine is fel- 
dom apply'd to the Leggs or Feet of Hydropical perſons where 
the heat is weak, and the ſwelling very great, but ſomtimes to 
the Thighs and Arms with ſecurity, when need requires. 

Eſcharoticks are apply'd fomwhat more ſafely to the ſwollen 
Places than Veſicatories, becauſe the Flux of waters out fo 

ent

Vent is not ſo violent and in ſuch Abundance preſently at firſt : 
But beginning moderately it grows after by little and little to 
a great Current, which uature ( after being accuſtom'd to 
it by degrees ) bears better : Moreover there is leſs danger 
of a Gangrene after an Eſcharotick, than after a Veſicatory , 
becauſe in that Application , the part whoſe Union is dif- 
folv'd is fortify'd by the Eſchar againſt the loſs of heat. 
F knew an illiterate Empyrick who often by an Echarotick ſuc- 
ceſsfully evacuated the Members of Hydropical perſons, though 
never ſo much ſwollen, after the following manner. viz. Firſt 
he fomented their Leggs Morning and Evening with a De- 
cottion of Dwarfe-el/der, Warmwood Camomill, and other hot 
Herbs, the Lees of Wine or Ale being added to them, and be- 
twixt the times of fomenting he apply'd a Cataplaſm made of 
the Feces of that DecoCtion with Bran : After theſe things 
had been us'd three Days he covered both Leggs and Feet 
with a Plaiſter of Burgundy-Pitch, leaving only a ſmall hole 
on each Calf to the bigneſs of a ſmall Nut, in which places 
he put an Eſcharotich, of the Aſhes of Aſhen Bark to the naked 
Skin 2 which being remov'd after twelve hours a ſmall Eſchar 
was left, out of whoſe Pores the Matter firſt Sweated gently, 
then daily diſtill'd forth ſomwhat more freely, and at length 
(the Eſchar falling off) it flow'd forth in a plentifull Stream as 
trom an open Source, till it was drawn from the whole Legg 

both above and beneath. « 
There remains yet another way of drawing forth waters 
from betwixt the Fleſh and the Skin, not inferior to the for- 
mer, though leſs in uſe, viz. by the pricking of a Needle: 
Which alſo muit be done very cautiouſly anc by little and little, 
leſt a head-ſtrong and exceflive Flux of waters be rais'd by it. 
Take an ordinary Needle, fach as Taylors uſe, and prick the 
Skin over with it in the place moſt ſwell'd, but let it not en- 
ter ſo far as to draw Blood, and ſo make fix or ſeven little 
holes at a time about an inch diſtant the one from the other : 
The water will Ifſuve by drops forth of each little hole and 
ſo will continually Diftil! forth ti!l all the (welling be gone from 
the place prickt: Then the next time, after ſomtimes twelve, 
ſomtimes eighteen, fomtimes twenty four hours prick again 
in ſome other part either of the ſame Leg, or of the other, 
and ſq continue to make ſuch Vents for the waters once 
or twice a Day in this Member, or that, one alone, or two, or 
at the ſame time in many : For after this manner the Hydro- 
pical Corruption may be drayn'd more freely and ſafely than 
by any other exteriour operation Whatſoever z and if in the 
mean tame its freſh ſepply be provided againſt by inward _— 
ick , 
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Phyſick, the Diſeaſe will be the more eaſily Cur'd : Moreover 
in a deſperate'Dropfie that Adminiſtration ſerves very well to 
prolong Life, becauſe the waters being continually emptied forth 
by thoſe outward Vents, the inward and vital Inunda- 
tion is the longer delayd : A Man of late ſeventy years of 
Ape, plung'd in a Dropfie over his whole Body has continued 
in Life and kept his head above the waters for theſe many 
Months beyond the expeCtation of all Men by the means of 
this only Remedy. 

So. far of the Kinds and forms of Remedies prompted 
to us by the firſt, that is, the Curative Indication : As for the 
Preſervative Indication which takes care to reitore the Crafis, 
and fermenting or Sanguifying Vertue of the Blood, it ſug- 
geſts to us thoſe Medicines with being endowed with hot and 
elaſtick Particles, raile up the aCtive or depreſt Principles of 
the Maſs of Blood, or repair them being waſted ; for which 
ends the vulgarly call'd Altering Remedies are wont to be pre- 
{crib'd in the Form of an EleCtuary , Powder , Pills, Diſtill'd 
waters, Julapes, Apozemes, and Dyets, to which alſo Spirits, 
TinCtures, Elixirs are ſomtimes added for the greater Effica- 
Cy : I ſhall give you an example or two of each of theſe. 


7. Fake Conſerves of Sea-|Wormood, Scuroy-graſs, and the yellow 
Coars of Oranges of each two Ounces, Winters-Bark two Dram, 
Species Diacurcume 4 Dram and a half, Steel prepared with Sulphur 
three Drams, Salt of Wormmwoed two Drams, Syrup of Citron Pulls 
what ſuffices, make an Elefuary : The Doſe is tw» Drams in the 
Morning and at five in the Afternoon, drinkzng after it a Draught 
of Julape, or of the Diſtull'd water to three or four Ounces. 

Chalybeats very often do great good in this Diſcaſe, as in the 
Green-ſickneſs : Infomuch that the whole, or at the leaſt the 
chief ſcope of Curing Falls frequently on this Remedy : But we 
mult note that theſe kinds of Medicines do not a!l equally a- 
gree in theſe caſes : For thoſe that are chiefly in uſe, v7. Salt 
of Steel, or Vitriol of Mars, and others prepar'd with Acids, 
and wholly deprivid of Sulphur, do no good at all, he- 
cauſe they do not promote the Fermentation of the Blood, but 
on the contrary rather fix it when too Exorbitant, or Elaſtick : 
But for an Anaſarca, and any other cdematous Cachexia in the 
habit of the Body, let thoſe Chalybeats be given, in which the 
Sulphury Particles are left, and are Pradominant, as eſpecially 
in the Filings of Iron, and in its Scales retluc't into a fhne 
Powder, and in Steel melted with Sulphur and Powdred ; theſe 
Powders being taken are preſently diflolv'd by the Acid Salts 
within our Body, upon which the Snlphureous Metallick Particles 

being 
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being ſet free and convey'd into the Blood , ferment its whole 
Maſs, raiſe up the Symbolous Particles there, before lying dor- 
mant, and being joyn'd with them give a vigour to the Blood, 
and renew its fermenting or ſanguitying power before depreft: 
Wherefore we find after a little uſe of theſe Chalybeats the pal- 
lid colour in the Green-ſickneſs goes off, and turns to a Florid 
ſpect. 

” _ compound Powder of Aron Roots, and Winters-bark, 
of each three Drams, Roots of the leſſgr Galingal, Cubebs of each 
a Dram and a half, Steel prepar d with Sul half an Ounce, 
Sugar of Roſemary Flowers fix Drams, make 4 Powder, drvide it 
into twenty parts, the Doſe 3s one part every Morning, and at five 
in the Afternoon with a Draught of the Sudorifick, Decoffion pre- 
ſerib'd before. _ _— 

3. Take of the Gummous extraft remaining after the Diſtillation 
of the Elixir Vite of Quercetan half an Ounce, Powder of Earth- 
worms prepar'd two Drams, Roots of the leſſer Galingal, Winters- 
bark of each a Dram and a half, Salt of Wormiwood two Drams,

A certain Robuſt Man, of a middle Age, after having gotten 
an Epidemical Quartan Ague, and being ill manag'd at firſt, 
had lain under it above a year, and in the mean time had us'd an i!! 
Dyet, fell into an Anaſarca, which afterward upon his indu!ging 
himſelf to Drink very freely for quenching his Thirſt, (which 
was exceeding great ) grew in a ſhort time to a vaſt height; 
ſo that all his Members from the Head to the Foot, and his 
Belly likewiſe being ſwollen, he was not able to turn himſelf 
from one fide to the other in his Bed without the affiſtance 
of Servants. 

As I firſt viſited him, and deſpairing of Cure, I plainly told 
him that unleſs he would abſtain from Drink, he mult die in : 
ſhort timez upon which he promis'd, fo I could fave his Life 
that he would Drink no more in a Weeks time, and was a 
$ood as his word, for though very Thirſty he ſcarce took any 

iquid thing into him but Phyfick for fix or ſeven Days : And 
during that time by carefully taking Hydragogue Catharticks 
and Diureticks, and all other things Preſcrib'd, he grew much 
better ; and afterwards a Method as above Preſcrib'd being ſom- 
time followed, he was reſtor'd to his perfect Health, and nov 
lives a ſound Man after five years vaſt. 

There remains certain other affects of the Viſcera of the Belly, 
of the Remedies of which according to a due Method I ſhould 
have treated here ; but I have already perform'd this Task for 
the greateft part elſewhere; for we have deliver'd moſt of the 
Medicines that concern the Reins amongſt Diureticks, and thoſe 
that concern the Stomach and Inteftines among the number of 
Emeticks and Purgers: As for what reſpect the Spleen and the 
Womb we have fully ſet them forth in our Hypochondriack and 
Hiſterick Pathology : As for what regards the Genital parts and 
their Diſeaſes, and Cure, we have thought fit to reſerve it for 
another time and place: It concerns us next after having treated 
hitherto of inward Pharmacy ; to diſcourſe ſomwhat of outward 
Medicines, which we ſhall do in the next Section beginning 
with the great Remedy Phlebotomy. 
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i SECT. 3 
Of Outward Medicines, 


CHAP. L 
Of Phlebotomy; 


O Diſcourſe Methodically of this great Remedy, we muſt 
fiſt conſider how many ways and for what cauſes and ends 
an Emiſſion of Blood happens either of its own accord, or is 
indicated by Phyfick. Then Secondly we ſhall acquaint you 
with the good and ill effects, or with the Advantages and 
Prejudices of this Evacuation, and ſhall give you likewiſe cer- 
tain rules and cautions to be obferv'd in the due Adminiſtration 
of Phlebotomy. . | 
As to the firſt, Spontaneous Eruptions of Blood being ma» 
nifold and of divers kinds, are uſually ,reduc't to theſe two 
heads, or orders, viz. either they are Critical, nature endeavour- 
ing ſomthing good and for the Advantage of Health ; or Sympto=- 
matical, which happen for the moſt part when ſhe is put by 
of her Government, and all things are in Confuſion ; The E- 
ruptions of Blood of the firſt kind are again diſtinguiſht, that 
either they come without a Fever, and are either Periodical, 
which often happen at ſet times as the Menſes of Women, and 
in ſome the Flux of the Hzmorrhoides, and in others yearly Bleed- 
ings at the Noſe, or otherwiſe cuſtomary z which commonly _ 
pen upon the great changes of the year, or of the Air: 
they are erring and uncertain, as when the Blood breaks forth 
for our good from thoſe places, and from many others, ſom- 
times in this part of the Body, ſomtimes in that. Moreover 
Excretions of Blood ſomtimes happen in a Fever, and often 
determine it ; In all theſe caſes the Blood breaks forth, becauſe 
neg Turgijd within its Veſſels , and being very much rari- 
ed, it requires a Jarger ſpace, 
Now the Blood grows thus Turgid on two accounts vat. 
both as its Liquor is Inflammable, and as it is Fermentative, 


1. As to the Firſt, that the Blood may have a due a 
AA 
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for the preſervation of Life, and the due performance of its Fun 


cons, its Innate Sulphureous Particles muſt be proportion'd 
to the Nitrous Partieles coming to it from the Air : There 
fore as often as the Blood growing very hot, and being highly 
rarified, is much open'd and looſen'd in its Texture, fo that the 
Sulphur being at treedomis kindledmore than ordinary, a quick 
and toylſome Breathing tollows to draw the 'Nitre alſo in + 
fuller meaſure than uſually : Now if the abounding Sulphur can- 
not ſpend it felt after this manner by byrning bris.ly, nor the 
vital | be thus regulated, preſently the next couiſe tor leſs 
ning the fuel of the Sulphur is that ſome part of the rar 
fied Blood breaks violently forth : Hence not only in Fevers, but 
after Drinking Wine, Bathing, being in the Sun, and other Ac- 
cidents upon Which the Blood grows very Turgid, either Eru- 
ptions of Blood happen of their own accord, or it's often ne 
cefary to ſupply the defect of ſuch Spontaneous Evacuation 
by opening a Vein. 

Secondly, the Blood allo as it is a Fermentative Liquor is 
apt to break forth of its. Veſſels, for if at any time ſome Heterc- 

eneous thing,which will not mix with it, comes into its Latex, it 
ngly Ferments as Wine in a Hogs-head,and boyls in its Veſfels to 
expell that diſagreeing ſubſtance, which ſeeing it can neither 
eonquer, nor ſend forth by Sweat, Urine, or other ways, the 
Blood it ſelf throws off ſome portion of its own ſubſtance, as 
a Vehicle to carry forth_that matter with it : hence divers E- 
ruptions of Blood variouſly happen both. in Fevers and with- 
out them ; which are all rais'd by nature for ſome good intent, 
though it: often happens otherwiſe through various Accidents 
and Circumſtances ; but for the moſt part there is a failing in 
Spontaneons Hzmorrhagies critically intended ; either Fir!!, be- 
cauſe the Blood in boyling knows no meaſure in flowing forth; 
or Secondly becanſe the mouths of the Veſlels being once open 
do not preſently cloſe,or cannot preſently be ſhut ; or Thirdly be- 
cauſe nature endeavouring an Excretion of Bloodgdoes it by places 
which are moſt open, though often improper, as when it hap- 
pens by the Lungs, Reins, Inteltines, and other Viſcera, which 
therefore from being critical becomes Symptomatical, and often 
Malignant. 

Nor only - theſe ways, but likewiſe for many other Failures 
or Impediments of nature, Symptomaticall Hzmorrhagies hap- 
pen, in all which either the Blood it (elf, or the Veſſels con- 
tajning, or both of them together, are always chiefly in the fault. 

Firſt, the Blood befides the ways above mention'd is apt to 
extravaſate when its Latex being ſome way corrupted, is not 
able to retain its due mixture, but being apt to coagulate or 

putrifie, 
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putrifie, runs Into parts, whereof ſome break forth into Wheals 
or Puſhes, or ſhew themſelves in Spots , others plainly make 
Bloody Eruptions where they can firſt find a Vent z as it's ge- 
nerally ſeen -in the Plague, Small-pox, Meazles, and in Malig- 
nant Fevers, and'in ſome meaſure in Scorbutick Aﬀects. Second- 
ly, The Veſſels conveying the Blood are many ways the canſe 
of its Symptomatical Eruption , as firſt if ſome of them ate 
in any place obttructed, as often as the Blood is put in a Ra- 
pid Motion, it's forc't to burſt forth either there, or near the 
place, and ſomtimes alſo in parts far diſtant from it ; hence 
upon a ſuppreffion of the Menſes, or Hzmorrhoides, a Bleed- 
ing at the Nole often tollows. Secondly, the little Mouths of 
the Veſſels have ſomtimes an ill Conformation, for that the 
fleſhy Fibres with which they are guarded are grown Lax, or 
reſolv'd, fo that when the ends of the Arteries gape too - much, 
the Mouths of the Veins cloſe ; by reaſon of this affect Scor- 
buticall and CacheCtical perſons are very ſubject to Ernptions 
of Blood. Thirdly, It ottens happens that the Veſfells having 
this ill Conformation are likewiſe affected with Convulfions, 
ſo that the Muſcular Fibres of the Veſſels being diſorderly 
contracted, cauſe ſudden and violent Sallyes of the Blood, fom- 
times upwards and ſomtimes downwards, and confequently E= 
ruptions : For I have obſerv'd in fome, when the Current of 
the Blood has been ſlender enough, with a low and weak Pulſe, 
that the Convulſions of the Velleils beginning in ſome place, 
and carried forward as a Wind running here and there in the 
Body,have driven the Blood vehemently,though never fo low of it 
ſelf, and forc't it into violent Eruptions: And in theſe caſes 
when opening a Vein, and Medicines cooling and qualifying 
the Blood have done no good, we have found the greateſt re» 
lief from Narcotick's, Anticonvultives, and Ligatures. 

To ſpeak now of Bleeding by Art, we generally obſerve that 
Phyſick in ſome caſes imitates nature, in others exceeds it, 
and often regulates it, and reduces it when it acts amiſs ; 
though there are ſome caſes in which nature far exceeds 
the efficacy of Art in Excretions of Blood. I ſhall ſpeak brief- 
ly of each of theſe. 

Firſt therefore in whatever affects Spontaneons Eruptions of 

lood uſe to do good, if at any time theſe fail, Phyfick the 
Handmaid of nature aptly ſuplys its place by Phlebotomy, there- 
fore if haply the Blood by reaſon of its Sulphur, being too much 
at liberty and exalted, is kindled too much, upon opening a 
Vein the ſuperfluity of that Inflammable fuel will ifſue forth : 
$0 likewiſe immoderate Turgcſcencies of the Blood by Reaſon 
of ſome unſubduable ſubſtance gotten into it, are allay'd by 
Aa2 this 
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this rneans : Wherefore Bleeding is preſently ordered both 4. 
gain{t continual Fevers which proceed from the farmer cauſe 
and againſt ſuch as intermit whoſe fits are from the latter: 
And fo, as often as an accuſtomed Evacuation at ſet times which 
is ſtopt, or a humour ſtruck back from the ontward parts, or 
a' ſudden ſtoppage of the Pores, or if a Surfeit, Drinking of 
Wine, and other Accidents of this nature, by crowding the Blood 
with Heterogeneous Particles, cauſe a Turgeſcency in it, Phle- 
botomy is uſually a moſt preſent Remedy. 

Secondly , Phyfick does not only imitate nature in letting 
forth of Blood, but often exceeds it ; nay and frequently aid 
it, and reduces it when it labours, 'and acts amiſs. For if at 
any time the Blood taking a Head, ruſhes in a Body to one 
part, and there either preſently breaks forth in a diſorderly 
. manner, or being gather'd together in a large quantity cauſe, 
an Inflammation, a Vein being open'd in ſome remote part ſtops 
that Preternatural Salley of the Blood, and often puts an end 
to the Eruption, or Inflammation : Wherefore in the Plurikie, 
Sqinancy, Peripneumonia, in Spitting,or VomitingBlaod, when na- 
ture either yields it ſelf overcome, or being ſtruck as it were 
with a Rage ſeems to lay violent hands on it (elf, Chirurg 
withdrawing the Blood to ſome other place, and letting it forth, 
reſtores all things, when almoſt in a loſt Condition. 

Moreover Phyſick often moderates or reduces nature when 
too profuſe, or extravagant in the Effafion of Blood , for in 
Truth all immoderate Eruptions of Blood muſt be ftay'd, rx 
ther than promoted : Again in regard in the Plague, Small-Pox, 
and Meazles broken forth, and in Malignant Fevers a Spontz- 
neous Eruption of Elgod always forebhoads ill : Therefore in 
thoſe affects Stiptick Medicines reſtraining the Eruption of Blood 
are more proper than breathing a Vein. 

Nevertheleſs there are ſome caſes of an Effuſion of Blood by 
nature, which Phyfick can no way imitate, nor ſupply by Phle- 
botomy if haply they fail : In Fevers about the Crifhs of the Dif 
eaſe , viz. atter the Digeſtion of the matter , that is, its pre- 
paration for Separation, a Spontaneous Eruption of Blood, in 
regard it comes in a due nick of time, is far better than any 
Bleeding by Art, the due ſeaſon for. which is unknown : And 
ſo a flowing of theMenſes and Hzmorrhoides hapening by the 
Inftinct of nature is much more Adyantageous than if Blood te 
cansd to flow thence by Art. 


a Vein,and a Spontaneous Eruption of Blood,that wits the Blood 
flows in a manner wholly out of the Arteries, an the 0- 
ther Evacuation it's drawn only cu of the Veins, 2: 


There is this notable difference betwixt hah by opening 
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& far of Phlebotomy compar'd with a Spontaneous jon 
of Blood : I ſhall now ſhew its uſe and effedts both good and 
evil in the Practice of Phyſick : Therefore in the fuſt place let 
us ſhew in general what ſort of alteration this Evacuation cauſes 
in the Maſs of Blood, and then to what Diſeaſes either of the 
whole Body, or of particular parts it molt immediately hay 
reſpect to, 

Concerning the firſt it's obvious that the Blood after Breath- 
ing a Vein is altered both as to its quantity, and as to its 
Temper and Crafis, and as to its Motion. 

The firſt and moſt common Indication for Breathing a Vein 
is that by this Adminiſtration the Maſs of the Bluod be lefſen'd : 
Hence even the vulgar growing to an overful habit of Body 
cauſe themſelves to be let Blood to remove that Plethorick Dif- 
poſition , but though the evils of that affect are remov'd or 
prevented by nothing better, yet the neceflity of this Evacuation 
ought to be avoided as much as may be : Becauſe the Blood 
is rendred by it more Sulphureous and leſs Salt, and conſequent- 
ly it diſpoſes Men to a Feveriſh habit, and to grow Fat: More- 
over the great Remedy, Bleeding, if made common on every 
ſlight occaſion , will become of no effect in grand Diſtempers 
when it is needed : To which we may add that according to the 
obſervation 6f the vulgar, the more familiarly any one uſes Bleed- 
ing , the oftner he will want it : For the Blood being let forth 
to avoid an overgreat fullneſs, the reſt of the Maſs ſoon riſes 
again to-a Plenitude, though it's worſe in its Crafis , For 
by this means being much bereft of its Balſamick Salt which 
preſerves it from PutrefaCtion : Inſtead of it, it's more fill'd with 
a Fatning and Inflammable Sulphur. 

2. Phlebotomy amends the Mixture and Temperament of the 
Blood in ſundry reſpects : Firſt if any Heterogeneous thing be 
gotten into its Maſs, which can neither be maſtered, nor eafily 
ſeparated, and ſent forth, upon opening a Vein the Blood flow- 
ing forth carries with it often a great Portion of that matter : 
So again the Blood declining from jits Temperament is often re- 
{tor'd by Phlebotomy ; for when its Maſs upon the exaltation 
of the Sulphur, or fixt Salt, or both of them together, is de- 
generated into a ſharp, Satt, or Salino-Sulphureous nature; a Por- . 
tion of the Blood being drawn out, preſently it ferments 
anew , and often there is ſuch a change made of all thoſe kinds 
of Particles, that thence forwards the Spirits with the Volatite 
Salt begin toriſe again, and recover their Dominion, keeping the 
Sulphur, and fixt Salt under, as they ought to be: Hence Bleed- 
ing gives often great relief not only in Fevers, but likewiſe in the 
Scuryy,Jayndiſr, and even in a beginning Phthifack; For the Blood 

: after 
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after the Veſſells are emptyed, as the Stomack when diſcharg'd , 
Concocts and Afimilates all Humours that come into it better,and 
more eaſily ſeparates any Heterogeneous thing and ſends it a» 
Way. 

But if the mixture of the Blood begins to be much diffolv'd, 
or wholly to fink,as in the Plague, and Malignant Fevers, we muſt 
utterly abſtain from Bleeding ; for upon taking away of Blood 
the proviſion of the- Spirits ( whoſe only buſineſs it is to pre- 
ſerve the Maſs of Blood from PutrefaCtion and Corruption ) is 
diminiſht : So that all things preſently tend to a pernicious Difſolu- 
tion. Moreover if the Diſcracy of the Blood be tuch that the more 
noble Principles, v:z. the Spirits, Volatile Salt, and Sulphur being 
depreſt or ſpent, the watery and earthy Particles, have the Prazdo- 
minancy, the Blood mult by no means be let forth, but be preſery'd 
as the Treaſure of Lite: Hence in a Dropſie, Cachexia, Conſump- 
tion and other affects, where the aCtive Principles are mightily de- 
preſt, you had as good cut a Mans Throat as open a Vein. 

In the foreſajd caſes where the Crafſis of the Blood is con- 
fider'd, it's eaſy to determine whether Bleeding be proper , or 
not, but in certain other caſes , as eſpecially in a Putrid con- 
tinual Fever, when Life and Death depend on this point, there 
is need of great Deliberation. Now in this difficult caſe we muſt 
conſider the State of the Blood, the tendency of the Morbi- 
fick Matter, and the ſtrength of nature : Firſt as to the former, 
if in a Putrid Fever the Blood boyling very much cauſes a mighty 
heat, with Thirſt, Watchings, and a parching heat of the Jaws, 
and no free Sweat, or Eruption of Puſhes appears, or is ex- 
pected in any thort time, Bleeding is fo plainly indicated, that 
it were a crime to omit it : But on the contrary if in a weak 
Body, a (bw and remiſs, but continual Fever ariſes with a weak 
Pulſe, forbear taking away any Blood, and let it be cleans'd by 
Tranſpiration, Urine, and Bliſtering. In a middle State of the 
Blood, let Bleeding, being of it ſelf indifferent, be determined 
by other things . Therefore in the ſecond place we muſt con- 
ſider the Tendency of the Morbifick matter, or its Propenſion, 
which matter if it lies dull in the Maſs of Blood and unapt to 
ſeparate, and fo (as it frequently falls out ) a Tranſlation of it 
to the head inſtead of a Crtfis hapning, it threatens the Brain, 
and the Genus Nervoſum, Bleeding ought to be ſeaſonably Ad- 
miniſtred for the prevention of theſe evils : But if that mat- 
ter” mov'd with a ſudden Impetus, and either ruſhing inwards 
to the Viſcera of the Belly cauſes a violent Vomiting, or Flux, 
or driven outwards brings forth the Small-pox, Meazles or 0- 
ther Puſhes ; every ſuch Impetus of nature, if good ought not 
to be diſturb'd, if evil muſt not be rendred worſe by Phle- 

botomy ; 
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botomy : For to let Blood in theſe caſes is not only danger- 
ous, but very often alſo Extreamly Ignominious. Thirdly, con+ 
cerning Bleeding in a doubtful caſe, we muſt confider the ſtrength 
of the Patient 3 for in a ſound Conſtitution, a Vigorous Age, 
the beginning of a Diſ:aſe, and whilſt the Functions both Vi- 
tal and Animal are in a vivid or indifferent State , we may 
with confidence order Bleeding unleſs ſomthing indicates the 
contrary 3 but when it is otherwiſc as to thoſe conditions we 
muſt not inconſfiderately proceed to that Evacuation. 

Thirdly, the diſorderly Motions of the Blood, viz. when being 
ſtruck, as it were with a Rage, it either ruſhes violently, or 
conveys offentive matter ſomtimes into one part, ſomtimes in- 
to another , it is excellently moderated, or reduc't by Phle- 
botomy ; wheretore for violent Head-aches , all Convulfive, or 
Sleepy Fits, for Catarrhs, Inflammations of the Eyes,and for the 
Cough , Aſthma, Fits of the Gout, and of the Stone in the Kid- 
neys , or for Phlegmons , Erifipela's and for many other af- 
fects caus'd by the Fluxions of the Blood or Serum, Bleed- 
ing is commonly preſcrib'd, and that with good ſucceſs , for 
upon d:aining the Veſſells, the Blood getting a more free paſ- 
ſage is Circulated calmly and undifturb'd : Moreover whatſoever 
of this, or of the Serum is extravaſated, is drunk up again and 
brought into its due conrſe. 

Having thus ſhewn you the effects both good and evil which 
happen to the Blood in its different State upon Breathing a Vein, 
we muſt now enquire to what chief Diſeaſes either of the whole 
Body, or of ſome particular part that kind of Remedy has a 
moſt immediate regard to it : And firſt as to general affects 
it's well known that Bleeding is indicated by a hot and dry 
Diſtemper, and forbidden by a cold and moitt. * In every Fever 
it's uſually propos'd, never in the Dropfie : Next if we conſider 
particular Diſeaſes, there 1s no region or part of the Body but 
ſome time may require it: The Headaking, the Brain oppreſt 
with Blood, or Serum ( whence a world of evils ſpring ) the 
Inflammation of the Eyes, Face, Mouth and Throat, all Diſeaſes 
of the Breſt, and Praxxcordia ( to each of which the diſorder 
of the Blood gives a Riſe or affords Fuel ; alſo obſtructions, 
or inflam'd affects of the Liver, Spleen, and other Viſcera, ſo 
likewiſe both the overgreat fulneſs and athletick habit of the whole 
Body, and the Tumours, and Painful, or Convulfive Paſſions of 
each particular Member ſeem to accuſe the Blood as the Au- 
thor of all the evil, and require its Emiffion as it were by way of 
ſatistisfaction. 

If at any time in theſe and many other affe&ts Bleediog be 
manifeſtly indicated, before we ſet upon it we, muft contider 

of 
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of theſe four things, 9x. in what place, after what manner 
and by what inſtcument, at what time, and jn what quantity 
the Blood ought to be let forth. 


rt. As to the Firſt, though according to the Laws of the 
Circulation of the Blood there be little difference from what 
Veſſel it be drawn, ſo it be large enough ; yet becauſe beſides 
a general Evacuation of Blood ſomtimes a partial Derivation pro. 
perly ſo call'd ( as when the Blood is to be drawn from ſpme par- 
ticular place where it is gathered together ) and likewiſe a Re 
vulſfion, when it is to be withdrawn into this or that part, 
are intended, therefore in the Body of Man various limited pre- 
cinCts, as it were, are afſign'd, out of which Blood may be let 
according to occaſion, and for moſt neceſſary uſes, ſomtimez 
out of this, ſomtimes out of that,or the other. 

If therefore at any time a general Evacuation of Blood be 
indicated the common or middle Vein of the Arm is beſt to 
be open'd, for this being of a good largeneſs eaſily admits the 
Lancet, and the Blood flows equally from the whole Body to 
its wide Orifice, upon the free Emifſion of which not only the 
Plethorick Diſpoſition is taken away, but the greater Velells 
being every where emptyed by this means, the Blood ſtagnat- 
ing in any place is reitor'd again to Motion, and it extrava- 
ſated is drank up again into the Veins : Wherefore in great 
affets, where the Blood gathered together in the Brain or a- 
bout the Pracordia threatens a ſudden Deſtruction , the beſt 
way, not only of a general Evacuation, but likewiſe for a Re- 
vulſion is to let forth the Blood in a full current by opening 
a Vein in the Arm with a large Incifton. 

But if without any great Plethora the Blood be to be E- 
Vacuated from the whole Body, and to be withdrawn from the 
Superiour Region of the Body to the Inferiour, as in ſuppreſſions 
of the Menſes, or Hzmorrhoids, it's more propper to draw Blood 
from the Foot, or from the Hxmorhoid Veins by Leeches : And 
if after an Evacuation of Blood from the whole, it muſt alſo 
be deriv'd from ſome particular place where it is gathered to- 
gether, let it be taken near the place affected ; Hence in Ce- 
Phalick Diſeaſes we open the Vein of the Forehead, Temples, 
or Throat : To Cure Tumors and Pains hapning in the Joynts, 
we either open a Vein beneath or near them, or draw forth the 
Blood by applying Cupping-glaſſes, or Leeches there : And to 
in affe&ts of the Thorax and of the Belly either Cupping-glafſes 
are apply'd to the Region Diſtempered, or Leeches to the Veſlells 


of the Fundament. 
As to what is (aid that ſome Veſſels have a peculiar reſpect 
to

to ſome of the Viſcera in particular , as the outward Vein of 
the Arm to the Head, the inward to the Liver, &c. All this 
is a meer vulgar errour , grounded on no reaſon or Anatomis 
cal obſervation : Therefore. afſoon as it is agreed on for in 
a Vein, and of the place, make choice of ſome large VeſſH, ang 
very fair to the ſight that it may be more eaſily open'd, and 
let it not have any Artery , Nerve, and Tendon near it, that it 
may be Lanced more ſecurely. Wherefore the middle Vein of 
the Arm is moſt commonly made choice of, thotgh the Exte- 
riour call'd the Cephalick be more ſafe, being leſs crowded with 
other Veſſels. 

The Jugular Vein, ſo generally open'd in Beaſts is moſt ſafe- 
ly and eafily lanc't , and is as proper as any other whatſo- 
ever for a general Evacuation of Blood from the- whole Body, 
beſides its excellent Derivation from the Head. ; 

If you open the Vein above or'near the Ancle you muſt take 
a mighty care leſt you hurt the Tendon, which ſometimes hap- 
pens through the unskillfulneſs or raſhneſs or Chirurgeons, to 
the great prejudice of the Patient: Moreover you muſt take 
care of opening a Vein near its Anaſtomofis with an Artery : 
For if this be done the Blood ſprings forth violently all of a 
Scarlet colour, and its ſtream is not eafily ſtopt, nor the Ori- 
fice of the Veſſel ſoon clos'd. 

As to the ways or Inſtruments with which Blood is drawn 
forth, it's done either by opening a Vein with a Lancet, or by 
Suction with Leeches, or by Cupping-glaſſes after Scarification, 

It's known by fad experience that in Lancing a Vein ſome- 
times an Artery is prickt, whence either Death, or a cutting off 
of the Member ſometimes follows ; the reaſon is that an Artery 
ought inceſſantly to vibrate and beat in like manner as the 
Heart it ſelf, its Fibres iterating the perpetual charges of Sy- 
ſtole's and Diaſtole's, wherefore a hole made in its Ductus be- 
comes as it were incurable by reaſon of the continual Motion 
of the Veſſel, and the Efflux of Blood : It is far otherwiſe in 
a Vein whoſe Aperture preſently cloſes again of its own accord ; 
there being little ſtreſs of contraCtion lay'd on its Tunicles, and 
indeed only fo that its Fibres being a little dilated on occa- 
fion, the Blood flowing back, may be gently driven forwards : 
If at any time a Phyſician or Patient are fearful of opening 
a Vein, an ExtraCtion of Blood by Leeches, or Cupping-glafſes 
with Scarification will aptly enough ſupply its defect, and of- 
ten with the like Advantage ; nay theſe Adminiſtrations for re- 
moving the Conjun&t cauſe of a Diſeaſe , where there is need 
rather of a partial Derivation, or Evacuation than a general one, 
are often preferr'd to Phlebotomy. 

B b The 
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The due fcaſon for letting Blood is often_of ſo great mo« 
ment, that whereas this Evacuation does good at one time, at 
another, it- proves. mighty prejudicial : There are various re- 
{pects of .times:to be confadered concerning Bleeding, but chief- 
ly thele four, v7. the time of the Diſeaſe, Age, Year, and Day, 


the Firſt of . theſe chiefly concerns the Cure of the Patient, and 


the. reſt his Preſervation, | 

Firſt, therefore if we ought to let Blood in any Diſeaſe, the 
fitteſt time for.it. will be about the beginning of it, or in its en- 
creaſe, but not at all, or very 'cautiouſly in its height, or De. 
clination : For- in the former whilſt nature endeavouring a Cri- 
fis is extreamly buſted, ſo that the Spirits labour mightily, and 
the Blood ferments very much, 'that its laſt effort ought not 
to be diſturb'd, and when a Diſeaſe is upon remitting, either 
nature being -conquereſs, 'does not ftand in need of that Aid, or 
being conquered will not - bear ſuch Evacuation. 

Secondly, if at any time we deliberate of Bleeding for pre- 
vention, Infants, Children, and aged Perſons are exempted from 
it by the general Practice of all Nations : This Evacuation al- 
ſo heretofore was forbidden to Women with Caild, but now 
it's very ordinarily preſcrib'd: Men of a ſtrong Conſtitution, and 
of a middle Age bear Bleeding well enough, and want it very 
often, but ought not to admit it the firſt and ſecond time with- 
out great occaſion, for once begun , and then repeated, it ſoon 
paſſes into an Inevitable cuſtom : Hence thoſe who uſe to Bleed 
Spring and Fall cannot afterwards omit this Evacuation with- 
out danger : But thoſe for whom it is good or neceflary to be 
let Blood once or twice a Year, the moſt ſeafonable times for it will 
be about the beginning of the Spring and Autumn, when the 
Blood being apt to Ferment anew, is in danger of changing 
its Craſis. Bleeding in ſeaſon prevents the exaltation of the 
Salphur and Salts, and conſequently keeps the Blood from any 
Feveriſh, Scorbutick, or otherwiſe vitious Diſtemper : And like- 
wiſe from fuſing it ſelf and pouring its Serous and other dreg- 
gy Excremeuts on the Brain , Lungs, or Viſcera of the Belly. 
About the Solitices when our Bodies are very cold, or hot, the 
Blood , as alſo the Juices of all Vegetables being in a fixt 
State, and unapt for any Turgid Motion, ought not to be let 
forth unleſs fome urgent cauſe requires it. 

3. Whereas ſome religiouſly or rather ridiculouſly obſerve in 
Bleeding the Poſition of the Heavens and the Aſpects of the 
Moon and Stars, it's altogether Frivotous. 

4. As to the time of the Day, in Acute Difeaſes when im- 
mediate Bleeding is indicated, a Phyſician being call'd, after 
the body is prepard, may order that operation at any hour 
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of the Day or Night. But if there be room for delay , then 
it's more proper to Bleed rather in a Morning when the Sto- 
mack is faſting and the ' Veſſels are emptyed by the Night Per- 
ſpiration, fa that the current of the Blood is then in a very 
great Calm and free from Serous Excrements : Nay though ne- 
ceflity preſſes, Tet it be delay'd a little, till the freſh Juice of 
things taken into the Body be paſt into the Blood ; for the 
Veſle's being emptyed will draw haſtily into them the Chymus 
not only crude, but often diſagreeing with, or diſproportionate 
to the Blood 3 whence - not only its Motion is difturb'd, but alſo 
the Vital flame is ſometimes in danger of being overwhelm'd 2 
[ have known ſome who upon Bleeding ſhortly after large Drink- 
ing, or pouring ih of Vinous Liquors', have fell into' dreadtul 
{wounding Fits , which continued A very long time, till the Vi- 
tal Spirit half overwhelm'd happen'd at length to recover. 

5. As to the quantity of Blood. to be taken, befides the ma- 
nifeſt errour of thoſe who are ſparing, or profuſe of it in the 
greateſt extreams, there is likewiſe an errour of no ſmall mo- 
ment committed within the moderate Limits , whilſt in ſome 
cales the Blood is taken too ſparingly , and in others in a 
greater quantity than is fitting : In a burning Fever, the Pleu- 
rife , Peripneumonta , Squinancy, -Frenzy, Apoplexy, and other 
great Diſeaſes riſing from the Tunrgeſcency or Inflammatory In- 
curſhon of the Blood, a ſpare Bleeding always does more hurt 
than good : For beſides that it does not remove the Antece- 
dent caute of the Diſeaſe, viz. the Plethora, it moreover encrea- 
ſes its Conjunct cauſes, viz. the Inflammation, or Irruption of the 
Blood : For it's a conſtant obſervation that after a ſpare Emif- 
hon of Blood, its whole Maſs preſently boyls in a high mea- 
ſure, and makes new Sallyes into the part affected : The rea- 
ſon of which is, that in a great Plethora many Portions both of 
the Blood and Serum being driven into ſtrait and by recep- 
tacles, are forc't to reſide there, which upon the Veſſels being 
a little emptied ruſh back haſtily into the- Maſs -of Blood, and 
trouble it mightily, driving it here and there in a violent manner. 

As a ſpare Bleeding in ſome caſes is not only uſeleſs but hurt- 
ful, ſo in others a 'too large Effuſion of Blood is ſeldom with- 
out danger, and ſometimes proves mighty prejudicial to Health : 
For if at any time there be a failing of ſtrength, or the Body 
labours under a great Cichexia, we muſt be ſpare of Bleeding, 
and it is either forbidden, or being indicated by reaſon of ſome 
accident it muſt be allow'd but in a ſmall quantity : Wheretore 
in Men of a tender, weak, or cold Conſtitution, and in Conſump- 
tive Perſons, and ſuch as are affected with a long or Malig- 
nant Fever, alſo in thoſe that are Hydropica!, 6r very Cacochy- 
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Cacochymical, we muſt not lightly open a Vein, 
open'd we-muft not let forth-mnch Blood. 

The quantity of Blood to be drawn being agreed upon, the 
next care muſt be, that a large (Orifices being made, it flow 
forth equally mixt in as ſhort a ſpace as may be: For othes 
wiſe if it iflue, forth at. a-ſlender Orifices either þy Drops, & 
in a {mall ſtream, the Maſs of Blood fermenting will ſeparate 
into parts, and what is moſk; Subtle and Spirituous will 4pring 
forth, the thieker, and more dreggy Portion remaining behind: 
Hence it is tobe obſery'd, that jf at-any time the- Blood bes 
ing let out of a large Orifice with a full ſtream be ſtopt 
a little by putting the Finger on it, and in a ſhort while a+ 
ter be let run again, the Blood ifſuing forth the Second time 
will be much purer and brighter than the former, becauſe in 
the interval of its running, the-more ſubtle Particles having got 
free of the thicker and gathered themſelves together in a Body 
prepar'd themſelves for flying . forth. 
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CHAP. II. 


Tnftrutions and Preſcripts for ſtopping an Eruption 
f Bloed. 


"Here being various and manifold kinds of Hzmorrhagiesor 
Eruptions of Blood, Phyſick is not needful to all of them: 
Ff a great Effuſion of Blood happens through a Wound, (fc. Chi- 
rurgery undertakes to ſtop it ; Moreover an Eruption of Blood, 
if it be Critical ought not to be diſturb'd by any Medicine but 
to be left-wholly to the governance of nature.( ſo ſhe be free 
and enjoys -her power) nay in Symptomatick Bleeding, fo long 
as it is but {mall, or not very prejudicial Phyfack - is not re- 
quired : But then chiefly and in-a manner only it is need(ſul, if 
at any time the Flux of Blood beeither immoderate, or breaks 
forth in improper places, 

Bloody Eruptions of the latter kind require help chiefly if 
haply the Blood be caft forth upwards by coughing , or vomit- 
ing, or be voided downwards by the Fundament, or the Uri- 
nary paſſages, for in theſe caſes though the quantity of Blood 
voided be not commonly much - fear'd, yet becauſe a danger» 
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dangerous or pernicious Ulcer often follows the Solutiqn of Unity 
lo 9 in the Lingazr in the Stomack,or Inteftines,or in x Vein; 
therefore we mult: diligently take care of' tnaſe Hzmorrhagiee 
from their very firſt appearance, and therefore ſuch Bloody Ex+ 
cretions are ranged amongſt the Diſeaſes of thoſe parts, and 'we 
have already delivered elſewhere the Theories and Cures of Bloods 
ſpitting , and the Bloody Flux, fo that there is no need for us 
to repeat them here, no more than that of Piffing Blood walch 
belongs to the Pathology of Nephritick affedts , wherefore" 1 
ſhall paſs to thoſe Paſſions, in which there heing an immodey 
rate Efflux of Blood, there is a particular neceflity for Medicines 
to: ſtop it. Ns RD 
The chiefeſt kinds of thoſe ſorts of affects are 'theſe three; 
viz. an Eruption of Blood 'from the Noftrils, and of the Men» 
ſes, and immoderate Fluxes of the Hzmerrhoides. THe Clire 
of this latter belongs rather to Chirurgeey this Phy@X: 4 a8 
we have thought fitting to refer the confideratſon of the other 
to the Pathology of the Womb : An Effafion 'of Blood by the 
Noftrills is the moſt general kind of thoſe ſotts of Paffions, and 
what I ſhall here deliver for the Cure of this'Eruprion of Blood 
may be apply'd to all other Hzmorrhagies whatſoever, | 
Therefore concerning the Cure of an exceffive Bleeding at 
the Noſe there are three primary Indications, vzz. Curatory, Vis 
tal, and Preſervatory : The two former have regard to, the im- 
mediate ſtopping of the Symptom as often as it prefſes ; and the las 
ter undertakes to remove the cauſe of the Diſeaſe that the returns 
of the Eruption of Blood may abate of their violence, or wholly 
ceaſe : Again this Eruption of Blood muſt be manag'd one way 
if without a Fever, and ſomewhat after 'a different manner 'if 
joyn'd with it. ”# | 
If at any time therefore without a Fever much'Blood flows 
from the Noftrils, preſently as there will be need of Remedies 
to ſtop the Blood, there will be three chief intents of Curing, all 
of them to be put in Practice together, viz: the Turgeſcency 
of the Blood mult be fo allay'd that it be not prone prion 


diſorderly Sallyes 2: We muſt farther take care that its on 
being withdrawn from the Noftrils, be diverted elſewhere,and that 
the gaping Mouths of the Veſſels within the Noftrils be clos'd ; 
For which ends a great many Remedies both External and In- 
ternal, and of divers kinds are wont to be adminiſtred, we ſhall 
ſpeak of the former in order and briefly. 38 
Firſt , therefore let the Patient keep himſelf quiet with his 
Head in an upright poſture , then let the Joynts of his Arms 
and Thighs, many of them together , but not all of them be 
bound with ftrait Ligatures, which muſt now and then br logyn's 
an 
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and remoy'd to other parts; for upon their being bound all at once, 
and fo continued a long time, I have known that terrible Swound. 
ings have happen'd, by.reaſon of the Bloods being detain'd in the 
outward parts, and kept too much from the Heart : Though 
otherwiſe this Remedy being prudently adminiſt.ed gives gften 

. : For fince by this means the Blood which paſles into 

e Members by the Arteries, is hindred from its quick return 
by the Veins , its violent taking to the Head is ſtay'd : More- 
over by the painful Ligatures of the Joynts the Muſcular Fi- 
bres of the Carotide Arteries from whoſe Branches the Blood iſſues 
__ = Noſftrils are freed from the Convulſion which they often 

to. 

2. To withdraw the courſe of the Blood from the Noftrils, 
ſametimes it's proper to open a Vein in the Arm, or Foot, for 
the more Blood is carried by the Arteries to the place where 
3 Vein is open'd, the leſs will flow to the Noſtrils : Yet this 
Adminiftration does, not always prove ſo ſucceſsful but its con- 
$rary effect ſometimes happens ; as we have obſerv'd before,where 
gf treat of Spitting Blood : The reaſon. whereof is that the 

eſſels being ſuddenly, agd not ſufficiently emptyed, draw in- 
to them again the diſagreeing Humours before ejected, and ſtag- 
nating within the Pores, by which the Blood is preſently ftirr'd 
up again to a greater Turgeſcency for Eruption. 

' 3. Cold things apply'd to the Forchead and Temples , alſo 
to the Nape of the Neck where the Vertebral Arteries aſcend, 

nſtringe the Veſſels, and ſomewhat repreſs or repel the Flux 
of Blood : But it is ill done of ſome who adviſe topical coo- 
lers to be apply'd to the Jugular Veins, for this retarding the 
courſe of the Blood in its return, cauſes it to low more plen- 
tifully- out at the Noſtrils : Moreover as to the uſual way of ap- 
plying a Linnen-cloath or a Spunge dipt in Vinegar to the Share 
and Genitals, it gives relief only as a Ligature of the Members, 
viz. in as much as it hinders the return of the Blood of the 
Veins. A ſudden and unexpected Sprinkling of cold water on 
——_— by ſtriking a Terrour often ſtops an Eruption of 

lood. 

- 4- Cupping-glaſſes applyed to the Hypochondres, Flanks, in- 
ward parts ot the SHighs and to the Soles of the Feet , have 
been accounted both by Ancient and Modern Phy ficians a fa- 


mous Remedy for withdrawing. an Eruption of Blood from the 
Noſtrils. eq 
5. Frictions of the extream parts are commended in this at- 
fect by ſome Pradtitioners, which nevertheleſs we judge not fo 
very good, nay ſcarce ſafe ; For though they cauſe a greater 
confluence of Blood to the Hands and Feet , yet they -- go.

accelerate its return , that it endangers a more violent Sally of 
it to the Noſtrils. ; 

6. Xacutus Luſitanus among Revulſory Remedies propoſes an 
a@ual Cautery to be apply'd to the Soles of both Feet, and Cr4* 
to the bending of the little Finger of the ſame fide, which laſt 
you may do well to try in regard it is done eafily : Tho 
1 do not adviſe ſo of the other Remedy, unleſs the Cure by 
it were more certain, which might recompence the Pain , and 
Lameneſs that will enſue. 

7. A Swounding by what means ſoever caus'd, ſtops preſent- 
ly for the moſt part an Eruption of Blood, be it never fo 
refractory : Wherefore when perſons ſeiz'd with an —_— 
of Blood and grown weak by it are pull'd out of Bed, 
or if Blood be taken from them though in a ſmall quantity 
by opening a Vein, they apprehending a danger in it, or if their 
Members are long bound, or they are ſuddenly put ina fright 
with ſome feigned Rumour, and upon any other oc fall 
into a Swound, or a Fainting Fit, the Eruption of Blood from 
the Noftrills preſently ceaſes : The reaſon whereof is evident 
. enough, becauſe as ſoon as the Motion of the Heart fails both 
the Blood and Spirits preſently ruſh thither, ſo that all outs 
ward Effuſion is incontinently ſtopt and that which before was 
immoderate does not begin afreſh. 

8. In the laſt place we muſt take a view of thoſe Remedies 
for reprefling an Eruption of Blood from the Noſtrils which are 
ſaid to work after an Occult manner, and by Sympathy, and An» 
tipathy: Of which kind chiefly are the Sympathetical Powder, 
made of Ro man Vitriol Calcin'd to whiteneſs by the Sun 
in the Summer :* Alſo a piece of the Wood of a Maiden or 
young Aſh, cut about the moment that the Sun enters Taurus : 
The efficacy of which Remedy is atteſted by many credibte 
witneſſes to have been prov'd in ſtopping Eruptions of Blood 
in wounded Souldiers during the late.Civil Wars. So a dry'd 
Toad ſewed up in a Silk Bag and worn on the Pit of the Sto- 
mack is ſaid to ſtop any Flux of Blood, and to prevent its 
rettirn. ? 

There are many other famous Medicines for ſtopping Blood, 
whoſe operation is wont to be referr'd to Occult cauſes, and 
to ſome ſecret Vertue : As Neck-laces of the Blood-ftone worn 
about the Neck, alſo Uſnea, or the moſs of a Mans Skull car- 
ried in the hand : Epithems of the Leaves of Netles ſtampt and 
apply'd to the Soles of the Feet, and the Palms of the Harids ; 
which Empirical Adminiſtrations being to be try'd without trou- 
ble or charge, we have no reaſon to reje&t them, eſpecially 
lince in a dangerous caſe we ought to leaye nothing unattempted, 
and 
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and in regard that thoſe applications may do good ſometime 
ip; this reſpet, that they fortify the imagination of the Pa 
tient. 
Whilſt theſe outward Adminiſtrations are us'd for repelling 
oX withdrawing the Flux of Blood from the Noftrils, let Topicks 
ſo be put into the Noftrils to cloſe the Gaping Mouths of 
the Veſlels, for which uſe Injef:ons of Liquid thmgs, Pledgets, 
Powders to be blown in, and Fumes are wont to be preſcrib'd, 
which failing of effect we muſt come at laſt to Eſcharoticks, 
9..Amongſt Liquids, a Solution of Vitriol made in fountain 
water, is accounted not only the chief, but as good as all the 
reſt : Some boaſt of this as of a great ſecret, and an infall- 
ble ſtopper of Blood : Indeed the ſame apply'd to a freſh Wound, 
for as much as by corrugating the extremities of the cut Vel. 
fels- it cloſes them, it keeps back the Flux of Blood and power- 
fully ſtops it : But in regard in an Eruption of Blood from the 
Noftrils ( where the Blood is convey'd to the gaping Mouths 
of the Arteries and ought to be receiv'd by the Veins , this 
application cloſes theſe as well, or rather than thoſe, it does here 
little, or no good at all, as I have often known it try'd. This 
Medicine is prepar'd of green Vitriol, vi2. the Hungarian, or of 
that of our own Country, alſo of the FaCtitious Vitriol of Mar 
diffolv'd in a ſufficient quantity of fountain water. I know ſome 
commend a Solution of Roman Vitriol, which they are wont 
to uſe not only by mjeCting it, but by applying it Sym- 
pathetically to a Bloody Linnen-cloath : I have alſo known a 
Water prepar'd of an Infuſion of white Vitriol with Bole and 
Camphire us'd ſucceſsfully to Wounds, and often to ether E- 
ruptions of Blood. 
But in regard a water injected into the Noſtril does not ſtick 
to the Mouths of the Veſſels, but is waſht away by 
the Bloods breaking forth before it can exert its Vertue; there- 
fore it is better either that a Stiptick Powder be blown into 
it, or that a Pledget dipt in the water of Vitriol be thruft in- 
to the Noſtril to the upper part of it, either by it ſelf, or ſtrew'd 
with an Aſtringent Powder. Many Stiptick Powders and of 
divers kinds are wont to be preſcrib'd for this purpoſe : I com- 
monly uſe either Crocus Martis Calcin'd to the higheſt redneſs, 
or the Powder of Vitriol Camphorated, or a Vitriolick Soot \crapt 
from the bottom of an old Braſs Kettle, the Powder of which 
I have often try'd with ſucceſs in this caſe. In obſtinate Hz- 
morrhagies and not yielding to other Remedies, let a Pledget 
having on its top a Cauitick Colcother be thruſt up into the No- 
frrils as far as it will go, that the little Mouths of the Veſſels be- 
ing burnt, and covered with an Eſchar, all Eruption of Blood 
may 
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may be preſently ſtopt. There are many other Errhines famous 
amongſt Practitioners for ſtopping Blood,as Hogs-dung thruſt up 
into the Noſtrils, which is thought meerly by the Naſtineſs of 
its Odour to repel the Blood ready to burſt forth 2 Alſo the 
Fume of the Blood dropping on a red-hot Iron 'and return'd 
up into the Noftrils, the Powder of which alſo when burnt is 
blown up into them. T/ſnea or the growing Moſs on a Mans Scull 
which has not been inter'd is highly commended by ſome for 
this effect. 

So much of outward Remedies for ſtopping Bleeding , whoſe 
.Vertue ought likewiſe to be promoted by inward things ſeaſons 
ably given and cooperating. 

Therefore a thin Dyet being preſcrib'd, and the Patient or» 


4 dered to keep himſelf in an ecect poſture, or not much leaning 


back , whilſt the foreſaid Adminiſtrations are orderly apply'4 
let Medicines appropriated to the ſame end be preſcrib'd alſo 
to be inwardly taken : Remedies of this kind have two chief 
ſcopes , viz. Firſt to cauſe the Blood being kept within its 
Veſſels to be quictly Circulated,its Efferveſcence,whether happning 
through its Accenſion or Fermentation, being ſuppreſt. Secondly, 
to retard by fit Remora's, the violent Motion of the Heart , 
driving round the Blood too rapidly. 


1. The firſt intention requires thoſe kinds of Medicines which 
ſuppreſs the too great Accenfſion of the Blood, and appeaſe its 
undue Fermentation ; for which uſes I am wont to preſcribe 
the following. 

Take the waters of Plantain, red Poppies, Purſlain , and of the 
Spawn of Froggs of each four Ounces, Syrup of Water-lillies two 
Ounces, Sal Prunella a Dram ; mix them, make a Fulape, the Doſe 
is three Ounces thrice or four times 4 Day. 

Take Barley-water two Pounds, red Roſe-leaves a handful, Spirit 
of Vieriol as much as will give it a grateful Acidity, or about 


vbalf a Dram, make a warm Infuſion for extrafting the Tinfture, 


add Syrup of the Juice of St. John's Wort two Ounces ; the Doſe 
is three or four Ounces 'to be taken at pleaſure often in the Day 
time, or by Night. 

Take Leaves of ſtinging Nettles, and of Plantain of each three 
handfuls, being brurs'd pour to them of Plantain water four Ounces, 
expreſs it ſtrongh , and take it. 

2, For the Second intention , wiz. to retard the cyer-violent 
beat of the Heart, Hypnotieks and Opiats are proper; 

Take red =p qo three Ounces, Syrup of Diacodium half an 
Ounce : Mix them, make 4 Draught to be taken going to Bed. (Or) 

Take Conſerve of rel Roſes an Ounce and a half, Powder of a 
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Seeds of Henbane and of white Poppies , of each two Drams, Sup 
of Poppies what ſuffices. Make an Oprate. . The Doſe 15 the quan- 
tity Vy a Nutmeg every fix or eight hours ( Or ) 

Take Laudanum Cydoniated a Dram, the Doſe is fifteen Dry 
twice a Day in a proper Vehicle. 

So much of an immoderate Eruption of Blood and its Cure, 
whilit it happens without a Fever, but when it happens in a 
Fever, and muſt be ſtay'd becauſe of too much loſs of Blood, 
it is either Critical , growing to be immoderate by reaſon of 
ſome Accident, to which the Method and Medicines even now 
preſcrib'd may be accommodated , though with ſome caution 
anda due reſpect to the State of the Fever: Or it is meerly Symp- 
tomatical , which hapning in a Malignant , or Spotted-tever, 
the Small-pox, Meazles, or Plague, it ſcarcely either can or ought 
to be repell'd or ſtopt by the foreſaid Remedies : For letting 
Blood is not proper ; repelling Topicks, alſo cooling Julapes or 
Decoctions, or Narcoticks have no place : The chiet intention 
of Curing will be to change the Eruption of Blood into a Sweat, 
for upon raiſing a gentle Sweat , the Flux of Blood, if it be 
not extreainly «dangerous, ceaſes of its own accord. 

Take water of Meadow-ſiveet and Tormentil of each four Ounces: 
Of the co/d Cordial of Saxonius two Ounces. Treacle-water an Ounce 
and a half. Bexoarnck, Vinegar three Drams , Syrup of Coral an 
Ounce and a half, Confeftion of Hyacinth two Drams, make a Ju- 
lape; the Doſe is ſix ſpoonfuls every third hour. 

Take Powder »f Thals prepar'd half a Dram, Camphire two Grain 
let it be taken wii) the foreſaid Fulape every ſixth hu. (Or) 

Take Pulois Parnonici Ruvri from half a Dram to two Seruples 
give 1t after the ſame manner, 

Take Confettion of Hyacinth three Drams , Pultis Pannonici Rubri 
a Dram , Swup of Coral what ſuffices ; make a Confettton, the Doſe 
1s the quantity of a Nutmeg every other hour. 

Take Roots of Biſtort and '!ormentsl of each an Ounce, Leaves 
of Meaduw-ſweer, Burnet, Wocdsforrel of each a handful , burnt 
Harts horn two Drams , Shavings of Toory and Harts-horn of each 
tro Drams, boyl them in three Pounds of Forntain water to two 
Pounds , add torards the end Cenſerue of red Roſes three Ounces, 
ſiram it, the Deſe ts three Ounces often: in a Day. 

So far of the fuſt Indication which is Curatory together with 
the ſcopes of Curing and the forms of Medicines deſtinated for 
an Eruption of Blood from the Noſtri's, hapning either with, 
or without a Fever. The ſecond Indication which is Vita 
preicril:es only a thin Dyet, temperate Cordials, and a fit or- 
dering of the Patient * The proviſion for the two former is (0 
fall and eaſy, that it ſeeais not necefiniy to (ct down a __ 
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and rules particularly for them : Concerning the latter the chief 
queſtion is whether we ought to keep thoſe that are ſeiz'd with 
an Eruption of Blood either in Bed, or out of it : It's an un» 
queſtion'd thing - that thoſe that are weak, and fiibjeCt to fall 
often into Swounding Fits, ought not to be {tir'd from Bed, 
unleſs haply. it. be to try a Cure (as we have intimated before : 
As to others that are not ſo weak, we ſay thus, thoſe whoſe 
Blood has not an eaſy Tranfſpiration by reaſon of -the Conſti- 
pation of the. Pores, and upon its heing put in a-ftronger Mo- 
tion by the heat of the Bed is diſposd to greater Tvrgeſcen- 
cies, and to Eruptipns, it will be good tor them not only to 
{tay out of Bed, while B'eeding, but likewife ſornetimes to be 
cool'd by outward Applications in the whole habit of the Body, 
or at leaſtwiſe in moſt of its Members : Wherefore -Fabritius 
Hildanus relates how he preſently Cur'd one of a violent Bleed- 
ing at Noſe, after many ordinary Remedies try'd in vain , by 
putting him into a Veſſel of cold water: With the like ſnc- 
ceſs allq Riverius having ordered another affected in like man= 
ner to be taken forth of his Bed , -and laid on a Woolen Rugg 
in the Floor, fomented his whole Body with Linnen-cloaths 
wetted in an Oxicrate : Yet this method is not generally p-oper 
for all Perſons , and at all times : But on the contrary thoſe 
whoſe Blood being of a free Tranſpirable diſpoſition, and en= 
joying open Pores, readily evaporates, and is wont upon any 
moderate ambient heat to be refolv'd into Sweat, and conſe- 
quently to become more calm, it's good tor ſuch to continue 
in Bed, not only whilſt Bleeding, but as long as that Eruption 
is in danger of returning in a ſhort time after : For this rea- 
ſon it is that many Perſons ſubject to violent Eruptions of Blood 
live free from that Diſtemper during the Summer, whilſt they 
have a free Tranſpiration , but when the cold of 'the Winter 
prefles them, their Pores being ſtopt , they undergo more tre- 
quent and dreadful Fits of it. 

3. The third Indication being for Preſervation , which re- 
earding the removal of the cauſe of the Diftemper, either hin- 
ders the Eruptions of Blood , or. renders them leſs frequent 
or leſs conliderable , ſuggelts to us theſe two chief intents of 
Caring : vx. Firit , that the Blood being reſtor'd to its due 
Temperament and Mixture, be quietly circulated within its Veſ- 
ſels without Turgeſcencies and Eruptions 3; And Secondly, that 
the Blood Veſlels be kept in their due State as to their Con- 
formations of their little Months, and the Tones of their Muſ- 
cular Fibres, (o that thoſe Veſſels neither cauſe thoſe diforderly 
dallyes of the Blood to the Head, or give way to its Eruption 
from the Noſtrils : For both theſe ends, in the fiiſt placelet the 
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Redundancy of the Blood, and its great foulneſs be provided x» 
gain{t by. a ſeaſonable Adminiſtration of Phlebotomy and Purga 
tion; and then torprocuring and preſerving its right Temperament 
let the following Alteratives be given in fit ſeaſons for Phyſict:. 

Take Conſerve of red Roſes, and of the wild Roſe, of each three 
Ounces, Powder of all the Saunders, of each half a Dram , of C« 
ral prepar'd'« Dram, of the reddeſs Crocus of Mars ewo Dram, 
Sal Prunella faur Scruples. With a ſufficient quantity 'of Syrup of 
Coral , make' an Elettuary , take early in the Morning , and ging 
toBed the pay of a Cheſnut either by it ſelf; cr Drinkzng af- 
ter it of tbe following diſtill d water three Ounces. 

Take of the-tops of Cypreſs and Tamarish of each eight handful, 
tops of St. John's-wort and of Horſe-tayl of each four handfuls, al 
" the Saunders bruis'd, of each an Ounce , Pith of White-bread two 
Pounds, being flic't wvery ſmall pour to them of New-mlk eight 
Pounds, diſtili it with comma Organs : Sweeten each Doſe as yu 
take it with a ſufficient quantity of the Syrup of the Juice of Plas 
tain. 

Take Leaves of Plantain, Rrooklimes, and ſtinging Nettles of each 
four handfuls , being bruisd pour to them of -. foregoing water 
balf « Pound, ſmall Cinnamon water two Ounces, expreſs ut ſtrayg- 
ly ; the Deſe-14 three or four Ounces in the Morning at nine of 
the clock, and at five in the Afternoon... 

Let Medicines of this kind be taken Spring and Fall for twenty 
or thirty Days, giving ſometimes. a gentle Purge between whiles : 
But in the Summer let Mineral Chalybeat waters be Drunk for 
a Month, than which there is not a more exce!lent Remedy in 
this caſe, I' ſhall now give you an example of one Cure of 
an Eruption of Blood, whoſe caſe was ſomewhat particular. 

I was lately ſent to for advice for a Gentleman living far 
off who had been troubled a good while with frequent and vio- 
lent Ecuptions of Blood , ſametimes from the No'trils , ſome- 
times from the Hzxmorrhoids ; this perſon had been otten !et 
Blood by the advice of his friends, but found no good there- 
by, nay moſt commonly after opening a Vein falling into cold 
Sweats, and: $Swounding Fits, and itil! as liable to Eruptiors of 
Blood, he was wont to be much worſe : To this Perion ( not 
having ſeen hio1 ) I preſcrib'd-Julapes, and cooling Decoctions, 
and Anodyns, alſo Juicy expretijons of Herbs, and other things 
to cool the Blood, but theſe things alſo ( as though all yet 
were far from the mark) had nothing a better (ucceſs; at length 
being call'd into the country to ſee him, I found the affect with 
which he was fciz'd to be meerly or chiefly Convulſive, for the 
Blood breaking forth daily, his Pulſe was weak , his Extream 
parts cold, aid all the Veflels were fallen, as though too much 
| emptied 
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emptied 2 Moreover the Patient was troubled with a continual 
Giddineſs, and a Trembling of the Heart, and was taken now and 
then with Swounding Fits,or with the apprehenfion of it : Truly it 
was ſo far from it that the Blood ſhould break forth of the 
Veſſels by reaſon of any Redundancy or Turgeſcency, that ra» 
ther on the contrary its Current was ſo extreamly low and ſmall, 
that it ſeem'd ſcarce able to maintain the Stream of Circulation 2 
But the thing was, that often in a Day he ſenſibly perceiv'd 
ſomewhat cn a ſudden to paſs privately ſometimes up, and 
ſometimes down his Body like a wind, and for the moſt part-an 
Eruption of Blood from the Noſtrils or Hzmorrhoids followed 
the Tendency of that Motion. So that it was eaſy hence ta 
conclude, that the moving Fibres of the Blood Veſſels, by which 
they are contracted, being ſeiz'd with Convulfions, drew ſhddenly 
every way in a diforderly manner the Stream of the Blood', az 
ſmall and low as it was, and forc't it now and then to an 
Eruption : Which alſo was the eafjer done, becaufe the Lax 
and Gaping Mouths of the Veſlels permitted the Blood dri- 
yen to them to flow forth without any due ſtay : A Method * 
of Cure ordered purſuant to this Xtiology confirm'd it by its 
good ſucceſs: For Bleeding, and the uſe of Blood-ſtopping Me- 
dicines being thencetorwards omitted , I preſcrib'd the uſe of 
the following Powder whereof he took a Doſe every fixth hour 
with a proper Julape. 

Take Powder of the Roots of Male Peony, red Coral, and Pearl 
of each a Dram , Ivory, Crabbs Eyes, Blood-ſtone, of each half a Dram, 
Sal Prumella a Dram, make a Powder, the Doſe 1s half a Dram. 

Take black Cherry water eight Ounces, Balm water and ſmall Cinna- 
mon water, of each two Ounces. Treacle water an Ounce, Syrup of 
Coral an Ounce and a half. 

I farther ordered that Ligatures ſhould be us'd in due courſe 
to certain places, and now and then to others as occaſion re- 
quir'd, both to ſtop, and to intercept the Convulfions of the 
Veſſels : And by theſe Remedies and ways of Adminiſtrations he 
ſoon grew well without any Relapſe, 
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Of Veſicatories. 
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| treated of the Emifſion, and ſtopping of the Blood, 
. TL according to occaſion, there remain certain other Humourg, 
to wit the Nervous and Nutritious Humours, and likewiſe the 
Serous and other Excrementitious ones which are wont to a- 
bound: within the Brain , Nerves , and within the Nervous and 
Fleſhy Fibres, and even in the Pores of the Skin, and of the 
Solid parts , which being often depraved or lected in their Mo» 
tion, require an Emiſſion, being otherwiſe apt to prove greatly 
prejudicial , and often to cauſe dangerous Diſtempers : Where- 
fore for a ſeaſonable prevention of affects ariſing, or which are 
apt to ariſe from ſuch cauſe , Phyſick has found out certain 
other Emiſfaries to derive immediately, or mediately the fore- 
faid Hymours from the parts and places where they prove 
offenſive : And thoſe Emitfaries are either continual, viz. Ifſhes 
of various kinds , which as everlaſting Sources continually dif- 
charge that Ichor or Excrementitious Humidity ; or they are 
Temporary, when upon occaſion the Scarf Skin being remov'd 
'in ſome part of the Body, the extremities of the Veſſels in 
the Skin are laid naked, and withal ſo irritated, that they dif- 
charge in a great abundance Serous Hymours of a various Ori- 
gine and Nature, and continue ſo too Evacuate them for ſome 
time, ſometimes longer, and ſometimes a ſhorter while. Now 
ſuch a manner of drawing forth Serous Humours from the Ex- 
teriour Surface of the Body, or of ſome certain part of it is 
wont to. be effected by Medicines call'd by the Ancients Phe- 
mgms, or Synapiſms , by the Modern Veſicatories ; of which ( be- 
cauſe their knowledge prepares the way to the Doctrine of 
Iſſues ) we ſhall in the firſt place treat here, and ſhall parti- 
Cularly infilt on the explication of theſe three things, viz. firſt 
it ſhall be ſhewn of what ſubſtances, and after what manner 
ordered, Veſicatories are prepar'd. Secondly, they being of va- 
nous kinds, we ſhall declare what are the ways and manners 
of working in each, or at leaſt in the chief of them : And 
irdly, we ſhall enquire for the Cure of what ſort of affects 

they 'ought to be us'd, and to what places apply'd. 
I. As to the firft, the moſt ſimple Bliſterers are either Fire, 
or 
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or Solid Bodies, or Liquors endued with Fiery Particles , which 
nevertheleſs are ſeldom put to this uſe by reaſon of the Terrour 
they give, and the Imminent danger left being roughly apply'd 
they do not ſo much Bliſter the Scarf-skin , as burn both this 
and the Skin , and other parts: What therefore is more fafe 
and leſs to be dreaded, let Epithems made of Concrets which 
have ſmart Particles, or ( as is ſaid ) Potentially Fiery, be ap- 
ply'd to the places to be Bliſtered ; which being either more 
mild were call'd by the Ancients Phenigms, becauſe the Scart- 
skin being remov'd they made the part red: Or in reſpect of 
the matter they were call'd Synapiſms, and were wont to be 
prepar'd of Muſtard, Pigeons-dung, Squills bruts'd, Garlick , Ms, 
of the Fig-tree , and the like 3 or they were more ſtrong and 
tor the moſt part conſiſted of Euphorbium , Cantharides, Flam- 
mula Jovis, Batrachion, water Plantam, with many other things, 
which being endow'd with a certain Burning or Corrofive qua- 
lity are outwardly apply'd for the faid uſe, but inwardly taken 
are Poyſonous and often Mortal. 

The Compoſitions and Forms of Bliſterers are manifold and 
of ſundry ſorts : Though one, or two , and the more fimple 
the better, may ſuffice here, and in moſt caſes it's all one which 
you uſe : According to our wont we ſhall here ſet down ſome 
of the more ſelect, and moſt nſeful preicripts of theſe forts of 
Medicines : And to fay little here of Dropax's, Smaps/ms , and 
Phenigms, Which are now in a manner out of uſe: Almoſt all 
-— "wo at this time made uſe of, have Cantharides for their 
Bahis. 

Take Powder of Cantharides from half a Dram to a Dram, Pow- 
der of Ameos-ſeed a Scruple : Stale Leaven wrought with Vinegar 
what ſugjice: 3; make a Maſs for a Playſter , ſpread part of ut on 
Leather, and apply it to the part for twelve hours. This works 
infallibly and ſtrongly enough ; - becauſe 1t is not compatt and 
ſticking, but 15 apt to ſlide from the place where it 1s put , or to 
crumb.e , therefore for a more convement application the following 
; very well , and is now every where in uſe amongſt moſt per- 
ons. 

Take Cantharides three Drams, Euphorbium half a Dram , Pow+ | 
der of Ame»s-ſeeds a Dram, Metlilot Play{ter what ſuffices 3 let them © 
be incorporated with a warm hand, uſinz as much of the Powder 
as the Maſs of Playſter will receive. Let a ſufficient quantity of 
= be ſpread on Leather , and be applyd for twelve or ſixteen 
ours. 

Some uſe to incorporate as much of the ſaid Powder with 
Burgundy-pitch as it will receive, ard to ſpread it on Leather, 
and then to cover the edges of this Playſter with _— 

Maſs 
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Maſs of Playſter, made of Powder of red Saunders incorpq 
rated with Burgundy-pitch, ſo adminiftring a Dropax and 
Veficatory together : Moreover by applying continually the 
faid Playſter to the place rubified and nlcerated after the 
Scarf-skin is Bliſtered and remov'd, and by wiping it clean 
only once or twice a Day, and preſently applying it again, they 
make the little Ulcers, rais'd by Bliſtering, to run as long ag 
they pleaſe, nay ſometimes above a Monih, and to diſcharge a 
great plenty of Ichor, or Excrementitious Humidities, 

Others ſew up Cantharides bruis'd and ſprinkled with Vine- 
gar in a little Bag of very fine Silk, and apply them to the place 
to be Bliſtered, 

Some Empiricks inſtead of Cantharides lay on the place to 
be Bliſtered a Maſs of the Leaves of Batrachion, or Flammulas 
Fovis bruis'd, by which the Scart-skin being Bliſtered , or ra 
ther eaten away , the Skin it elf, as if toucht with an actual 
Fire, is often mightily inflam'd, and deeply 'ulcerated ; whence 
not only a great diſcharge of Ichor , but ſometimes an Inflam- 
mation of the whole Member, and a Feveriſh Diſpoſition en- 
fue , wherefore thoſe things muſt not be us'd without con- 
fideration. 

2. If we enquire into the manner and way how theſe and 
other Veſicatories operate , Firſt we muſt thew after what 
manner actual Fire, and things endued with Particles proceeding 
from Fire, cauſe a Bliſtering ; and then by an eaſy Analogy we 
ſhall come to know the force and manner of working of thoſe 
ſorts of Medicines which are faid to contain a Potential Fire: 
Therefore concerning the former we obſerve that Fiery Par- 
ticles , not apply'd too roughly , Penetrating the Scarf-skig 
without Solution of Continuity, enter the Skin it felt, where 
the extremities of the Blood Veſſels , Nerves, and Nervous Fi- 
bres , are terminated ; and there altering theſe from their Po- 
ſition, wreſt them ſundry ways, and pervert the Conformation 
of the whole Textnre of the Skin : So that from all the Veſ- 
ſels being mightily irritated, a Watery-Humonr fill'd with Fiery 
Particles, and therefore rejected both from the Blood, and from 
the Nervous Juice, is voided in a great abundance : That Lyms- 
pha, becauſe it cannot pafs through the Scart-skin , ſeparates it 
from the Skin and raiſes it into a Bliſter. 

Hence it will be eaſy to nnderftaod after what manner Ves 
ficatories perform their operation : 2:7. Cantharides (and fo all 
other things of the ſame vertue ) being outwardly apply'd, and 
coming to be made warm by the Effluria's of the part they 
lie on, and ſo ſtirr'd up to exert their force, emit from them 
a great plenty of Smart .and Fiery Particles as it were, which 
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penetrating the Scarf-zkin without breaking it , ſtrongly fix 
themſelves in the Skin : Where firſt they a& on the Spirits 
and then by their means on the Humourt and Solid parts : Thoſe 
Particles very mnch irritate the Spirits and make them cauſe 
painful Convulfions of the Fibres, and they fuſe the Humours 
and make them ſeparate into parts , ſo that the Watery part 
being mightily fll'd with thoſe Smart, and as it were Ve- 
nemous Particles, is thrown off on every fide by the reſt of 
the Latex : And the extremities of the Veſſels and Fibres be- 
ing either in the mean time Eaten away by Burning, or open'd 
ard emulg'd as it were by Twitching, that Ichor is voided 
in a plentiful meaſure from their little Mouths carrying with 
it the offenſive Particles. Which Ichor afterwards tes the 
__— Scarf-skin from the Skin, and raiſes it into a little 
Blifter. And after this is broken and remov'd, is plentitully 
voided for ſome time from the Ulcerated Skin. 

But this is not only ſo done, becauſe the Serous La» 
tex inbibing the Smart Particles of the Medicine, and cons 
veying them forth, does not always carry them back all the ſame 
way that they came in ; but ſometimes being imbued with thoſe 
Particles it regurgitates into the Maſs of Blood, and afterwards 
being circulated with it, and voided with its offenſive Load b 
other EmunRtories, it offends in its paſſage or as it goes forth 
certain weak, or tender Ductus's, Hence many after the uſe of 
great or many Velicatories having their Urinary es theres 
by affected with an Acrimony or Erofion , get a Strangurie 
which in ſome is moſt ſharpe and intolerable : Again in 0+ 
thers troubled with the Stone that application ſometimes caut- 
fes Bloody Urine : Hence alſo it may be ſuſpeRed, that tender 
Lungs, or ſuch as are jnclin'd to a Conſumption, may be much 
endangered by the outward application of this Medicine : Which 
teverthelef I have not hitherto known happen to any ; but 
rather on the contrary I can teſtifie by frequent trials that it 
rather proves to their advantage than to their prejudice : For 
the ſmart Particles of the Catharides ,' _=_ long application 
being ſometimes plentifully imbib'd by the Blood, infect its 
whole Serum ; which Latex nevertheleſs ſo aculeated , as long 
as it is mixt with the Balſamick Blood, offends no part; but 
being ſeparated from it by the Reins, it ſometimes hurts them, 
and often not only twitches the Neck of the Bladder with its 
Acrimony,but ſometimes Corroding it fetches thence a Mucus,and 
little Schims,and even Blood it ſelf : But in the Maſs of Blood,thoſe 
lame ſharpe Salino Volatile Particles often do great good ;z be- 
cauſe they deftroy the fixt and acid Salts in it, and likewiſe 
open the tuo cloſe Texture of the Wa , and ſo cauſe its —_— 
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and other Morbifick Particles before faſt bound in it, to he 
ſeparated from, it,. and to be readily ſent forth by Urine aid 
Sweat ; hence in. Fevers, Velicatories long apply'd cauſe a large 
Evacuation by Urine and a free Sweat : Moreover the ſame open 
the Obſjruched paſſages, and ſtir up the Portions of the Blood 
and, Serum agnating in any, place, or <xtravaſed, and reſtore 
them to ,Circylation : Wherefore they are wont to do good 
not only in, Viſtempers of the Serum , but alſo of the Blood 
ar in the Pleuriſie , Peripneumonia, and in any other Fever 
whatloever,” ., 4Y- mat 
'Hitherto h 10s ſnewn after what manner Veſicatories work, 
Q 1 of thee $i Ty $, and then. on the Humours and Solid parts;

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forth by the ſaid Mouths of the Arteries , and with it other 
Excrements, and ſometime the Morbid matter it-ſelf in a large 
meaſure : Hence in Malignant Fevers, nay and in ſome Putrid 
Fevers of. a difficult Criſis, when the Refuſe and Cor- 
ruptions of the Blood unapt for ſeparation threaten the Pra- 
cordia, or Brain-veſicatories derivivg it forth continually and by 
degrees, often give great relief: To, which may be, added that 
the ſame alſo (as we have hinted before) alter arg reſtore the 
Blood degenerated or deprav'd as. to its Salts, and likewiſe by 
opening or rarifying its Texture, diſpoſe it to a Eucraſy : Where: 
fore this kind of Remedy often agrees excellently well, not 
only in a Feveriſh State of the Blood, but likewiſe When it is 

otherwiſe vitiated, or Cacochymical. DOS ove 
3. Reaſon and Experience convince us that Veſicatories draw 
from the extremities of the Nerves, and Nervous Tibres the 
Latex contain'd within their DuCtus's, and tree it from Stags 
nation, and that they exagitate the Heterogeneous Particles 
mixt with that Latex, and deriving them from the Brain convey 
them forth, whence they are found of excellent uſe in Con- 

vulfive affects. —Y | 
From theſe things we may gather for the Cure of what Di(- 
eaſes this kind of Remedy is chiefly conducing ; for. in order 
to an Evacuation from the Pores and Glands of. the Skin as 
often as a Serous, ſharpe or otherwiſe offenſive Humour is 
gathered together in or near them, and being excluded from Cir- 
culating with the Blood obſtinately ſticks there, certainly there 
is no readier, or eaſter way of c!caring the fame forth than 
by applying a Veſicatory on or beteath the place 'affected ; 
wherefore it is not only indicated in an Anafarca, and all Cu- 
tancous foulnefſes and breaking forth ; but a. Veficatory is like- 
wife requir'd in Pains either of the Gout, or Scurvy any where 
fixt in the outward habit of the Body, or in ſome Member. 
Secondly, Veſicatories are always us'd in Malignant Feveis in 
reſpect of the Blood , both to Purge it by degrees from. a!l 
Heterogeneous and Morbifick matter, and to alter jt from its 
two Acid, or Salt, or otherwiſe vitiated Diſpoſition into a due 
Temperament : Nay they are of moſt excellentgiſe in all Pu- 
trid Fevers threatning ill, and of a difficult Determination : 
Therefore allo in the Scurvy , Leucophlegmatia, the Longing 
Diſeate of Maids,and in auy other Cacochimia that Kind of Remedy 
does often great good: Again, Vefſicatories are generally apply'd 
with good tuccels not only for correcting the Blood it elf, 
but likewiſe as often as being deprav'd it pours its Corruptions 
on the other parts, and fo gives a beginning to Diſeaſes, and 
cauſes Fits of thium in the Head, Thorax, Veily , or Members. 
Dd 2 Where- 
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Wherefore in Head-aches, Vertigo's, and Sleepy affects this i 
a known and vulgar Remedy ; and fo in a Catharrb, and ay 
Defluxion either into the Byes, Noſe, Palate, or Lungs, ey 
ordinary Man Preſcribs Cantharides for a Revulſory without ad. 
vifing with a Phyfitian. I muft own that my ſelf having been 
often ſeiz'd with a violent Cough accompanied with much and 
thick Spittle (to which 1 am Originally inclin'd) have not found 
more good from any Medicine than from Vehcatories ; there. 
fore I am wont when that Diſtemper preſſes, firſt to apply Bliſter. 
ing-plaiſters on the Vertebrxz of the Neck, then thoſe little 
Ulcers being heal'd , I apply them behind the Ears, and after- 
wards if need requires on the Shoulder-blades ; for fo the $e- 
rous Filth breaking forth in abundance from the diffolv'd Tex- 
ture of the Blood, is deriv'd from the Lungs, nay and the mix- 
ark of the Blood ſooner recovers its Craſis, its irregular Salts 
ing by this means deſtroyed. 

3- In reſpe&t of the Humour to be eyacuated or deriv' 
from the Genus Nervoſum and the Brain it ſelf, Epiſpaſtickt 
as they are of moſt common uſe in Sleepy, Convulfive , and 
Pain-caufing affects , fo they often prove mighty beneficial: 
Was ever any one ſeiz'd with a Lethargy, Apoplexy, or Falli 
ſickneſs, but preſently his Freinds or Attendants, though nev 
{o ignorant, flead his Skin with Cantharides ? In ſtrange Con- 
vulfive Motions, uſually aſcrib'd to no leſs than Witchcraft, I 
have apply'd Veficatories with great ſucceſs to many party 
of the Body together, and by renewing them now and then 
in freſh places, I have continued them above a Month : Again 
+ and cruelly tormenting Pains in the Membranous parts are 
eldom Cur'd without this Adminiſtration : For ſometimes Hu- 
mours and Morbifick Particles, which being throughly radi- 
cated, yield not at all to Catharticks, or Medicines working 
by Sweat, or Urine, ſeem to be utterly rooted out by Veſica- 
tories, laying hands, as it were, on the Diſeaſe. 

Yet this | Aeners though very general, does not work fo rea- 
dily and ſucceſsfully in ſome Diſeaſes and Conſtitutions ; where- 
fore we muſt not uſe it inconfiderate!y, or indifferently to all 
perſons ; for thoſe that have tke Stone, and are ſubject to fre- 
Choke and great Fits of the Strangury ſcarce ever undergoe its 
application without prejudice. Wherefore in perſons ſo affected 
we muſt not uſe Veſicatories but in Malignant Fevers, or in 
Acute Diſeaſes of the Kead to prevent a greater Miſcheif. 

*" As to the various Temperaments and Confſtitytions ot Men, 
jn reſpect of which Veſicatories agree or Gflagree, more or leſs: 
Concerning theſe things this threefoid notable difference pre- 
ſents it elf » flirſt ſome in a manner always bear the m_ 
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this Medicine well, and the little Sores made in the Skin by 
it diftilt forth the Excrementitious Humidities plentifully e- 
h without any Diſury or great Inflammation of the place 
Bliſtered, and then heal' of their own accord : Which effect 
happens only in a Blood of a good Temperament , where 
the Salt and Sulphnr being in a maderate quantity and in a 
dune (tate, there is a good plenty of Serum 3 whoſe Latex re- 
ceding readily and in a copious manner from the reſt of the 
Boot! takes with it the ſmart Particles of the Medicine ini- 
bib'd, and partly diftills them forth by the place Bliſtered, and 
ly conveys them out by the Urinary paſſages without of- 
ding them 2 On this account alſo thoſe good effects before 
mention'd are produc't in the Maſs of Blood. 

But Secondly, this Medicine does neither agree, nor work well 
with others, for it makes the place on which it is apply'd mighty 
red, or rather excoriats it with a violent Pain, and a great In- 
flamation : And yet the little Sores there made, though they 
torment the Patient a good while, caft forth but a very little 
Ichor, or ſcarce any at all ; Moreover in thoſe to whom Bliſter- 
ing always proves ſo torturing, a cruel Stangury for the moſt 
part ſucceeds it : This troubleſome and withal unprofitable uſe 
of Veſicatories happens very frequently to Men of a hot and 
cholerick Temperament, whoſe Blood contains Salt, and Sul- 
phur, in a great plenty, and but a little Serum, which is wholly 
tainted with the others : Wherefore when its Latex which ought 
to carry off the ſmart Particles of the Medicine, does not part 
readily, nor in a plentiful manner from the reft of the Blood 
(to waſh them away preſently ) thoſe Particles ſtill ſticking in 
the Skin, Tajnt and Poyſon, as it were, the Blood in its paſ- 
ſage, and being thereby hindred in its Circulation , they cauſe 
it to gather together and _—_— within the extremities of the 
Veſſels whereby they are inflam'd : Moreover the Serous Latex 
at length ſeparated by the Reins, being but in a ſmall quantity 
and ſharpe of it ſelf, and made more ſharpe by the Particles 
of- the Medicine, irritate the Neck of the Bladder , and often 
corrode it With its Acrimony. 

There remains a Third, though more rare caſe, of perſons Bliſt- 
ered, in whom the little Sores raisd in the Skin preſently pour 
forth the Serous Humour in ſuch abundance, that there is ſtreight 
Way need of repelling Medicines, and ſuch as cloſe the Mouthg 
of the Veſſels ; otherwiſe upon the too great Efflux of waters 
a* Diſſolution of the ſtrength, and a failing of the Spirits are 
erdarger'd to enſue: I have known this ta have happen'd fa 
*6nſtantly in ſome, tht they were forc't for the time to come 
:0 abſtain from the uſe of Cantharides, how great foever to 
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need were of them : The reaſon of which ſeems to be that 
the Blood being endowed with an Over-ſalt aud ſharpe Serum 
had its Texture too eaſy to be diffoly'd': Befides this great 
Eflux of Serum rais'd upon the firſt application of a Veſica- 
tory, it bepalng ſometimes late in Malignant Fevers, and in 
others of an ill or no Criſis, and continuing for ſome time, 
wholly. drains the Morbifick matter, and often frees the Patient 
from the very Jaws of Death : In ſuch -a caſe after that the 
little Sores have voided little, or an indifferent quantity of I 
chor the firſt Days, at length nature attempting a Criſis this 
way, a valt quantity of Serous-tilth flows from the ſame ; and 
ſo continues to flow forth for many Days, nay ſometimes Weeks, 
till the Patient lookt upon before as given over, recovers his 
perfect Health : As it is not eaſy to heal the little Sores 
flowing in abundance , fo it is not ſafe to do it before the 
whole Seminal Root of the Diſeaſe be ſpent : Not long fince 
a famous Dr. of Phyſfick of London re- Overing, with much a» 
doe of a Malignant Fever, had in many 1.rts of his: Body places 
Bliftered, daily diſtilling forth a plenty of Ichor, after ſome 
time (they being troubleſome and tedious to him ) he apply'd 
{ſtrong Repercuflives to them all, and fo preſently ſtopt all 4flue 
of Matter : Thoſe Sources had been ſcarce itopt two Days, but 
falling into a Relapſe of his Diſeaſe, on a ſudden he was feizd 
with a Languor of the Spirits, and trequent Fainting Fits, with 
a cold Sweat, and a low and weak Pulſe; and not being 
able to be reliev'd by any Remedies, however cordial they were, 
he died within three Days : The cauſe of which ſeems to be 
that the Malignant matter ſuddenly ſtruck back into the Nervs 
of the Heart ; whoſe action being thereby hindred , the Vita! 
Function ſoon fail'd. 
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CHAP. IVY. 


Of Iſſues. 


Efcatories differ from Iſſues in this; that theſe are ordered 
_ for longer continuance. Moreover the former for the moſt 
part being requiſite in Acute Diſeaſes and others, whoſe Mor- 
bid matter requires a ſpeedy removal, regard chiefly the taking 
away of the ConjunCt cauſe of the Diſcaſe, and therefore are 
made Of a good breadth, but ſuperficial withal, that ſuch-run- 
ning Sores being large may evacuate much Matter, and then 
be. eaſily Cur'd : But on the contrary Iffues being chiefly in- 
dicated for Preſervatign, are deſign'd for removing, or over. . 
coming the ProcatarCtick cauſe of the Diſtemper : Wherefore 
they conſi't of a narrower, but, deeper Orifice; made through 
the whole thicknels of the Skin, fo that letting forth the Mor= 
bifick matter ſtill in leſs quantity, they derive it farther, and 
continue longer to empty it forth. | 
Concerning Ifſues there are theſe three chief heads of enquirie 
vie. Firſt what Humours chiefly thoſe Emifſaries evacuate,. and 
whence they derive them. Secondly, in What Diſeaſes and 
Conſtitutions they agree better, or worſe ; And Thirdly, in 
what places, after what Form, and with. what Inſtruments they 


. ought to be made. | 


1. As to the former, Iſſues in like manner as Veſicatories 
Purge forth all Humours within the Skin, though lying in a 
leſs compaſs, or ſuch as are convey 'd through it both from the 
Sangui-ferous and Nervous Veflels; nor do- they only like: Ve- 
hcatories irritate and' draw from the outward Superficies' of 
the Skin, but perforating the whole Skin, convey forth what- 
ſoever flows from the fides of the Orifice through the broken 
Veſſels, and whatever comes from elſewhere under the hote:: 
Wherefore not only the Humours gather'd together within the 
Pores and Glands of the Skin, or convey'd thither by the Ar- 


'teries and Nerves flow to Iflues, but moreover the SeronsEx- 


crements under the Skin, which are wont to be convey'd:, or 
to paſs from place to place through the Interſtices of the Muſctes 
and Membranes, tend to them from all parts, and there -find 
their way torth. Again, an Iſſue made in a fit place antici- 
pates MorLifi-k Humours, which are wont to be convey'd to 

parts 
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parts that are weak, and long afflicted; and 6 frees ſometimes 
this part, ſometimes that, from their Incurfion : Hence the Gouty, 
or Nephritick , or Colick, nay ſometimes the Paralitick , or 
Scorbutick matter is intercepted by Iſſues in its paſſages from 
its Sources to the Weakned places or Receptacles ; and fo the 
uſual Fits of the Diſeaſe being evaded, is convey'd forth : And 
this Emiſſary even as Trenches cut for draining Fenny moj- 
ſtures, empties forth by degrees Humours ſticking in any part 
or region of the Body, and there doing hurt, and fo it pre 
yents or cures a Morbid Diſpoſition. 

2. From theſe various ways of giving relief, with which If- 
ſues are wont to do good in general its cafily gathered for what 
affects chiefly they are required ; for though there be in a man- 
ner no Diſeaſe, in which this Remedy either does hurt, or proves 
uſeleſs, yet it ſeems more neceſſary in ſome caſes than in others; 
it's preſcrib'd even by the vulgar for almoſt every Diſtemper 
of the Head, both outward and inward: Every ordinary perſon 
adviſes an Ifſie above all things for the Convulfions of Infants 
and Children, for the Inflammation of their Eyes, their Swelling 
of the Kings-evil, and ſo for Head-aches, Sleepy, Vertigious, or 
Conyulfive affects of Adult or Aged perſons: Nor is this Re- 
medy leſs extol'd againſt Diſeaſes of the Breſt ; is there any 
one ſubje&t to a Cough, Bloody or Conſumptive-ſpitting, or 
to an Orthopnza , who has not an Iflue made him ? In like 
manner alſo Ifſues are commended for affects of the Belly, there 
is ſcarce any Hypochondriacal perſon, or Hyſterical Woman,and 
no Gouty or Cahecttical perſon but have their Skin pierc't in more 
places than a Lamprey. It would be a tedious thing to re- 
count here particulary all the Diſtempers for which Iſſues are 
wt Nevertheleſs this Remedy, however good and uſeful of it 
elf, does not agree with all perſons, nor therefore muſt it be 
indifferently preſcrib'd to all: For there are two ſorts of Men, 
.who thongh they happen to be kick, may be excus'd from If- 
- ſues ; becauſe this Emiflary evacuates too much in ſome, and 
in others little, or lefs than-it ought, and in the mean time is 
mighty painful and intolerable. 

An ſometimes does not agree well becauſe it evacuates 
or ſpends too much the Humour, or Spirits : For I have ob- 
- ſerv'd in ſome that an Ifſue made in any part of the Body voids 
forth an Ichor in quantity immoderate, and in quantity vitiousz 
. for out of it at frequent times, if not continually, a Watery, 
. thin, and fxtid Latex,often making the Pea, and coverings black, 

s in a great abundance, fo that from its too great Efflux 
the Strength and Fieth are conſum'd, « 
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An Ifue ſometimes vioding forth no very great quantity of 
Ichor ſpends the Spirits and Strength more than it ought, which is 
known by the effect, and ſometimes not till afterward; to wit, 
becauſe ſome npon keeping one -or more Ifſues/ open, grow 
weak and lean, and upon their being ſtopt, become preſently 
more Vigorous, and of a full habit: Moreover it's -a common 
obſervation that many upon having an Ifſlue made near the 
Head, have been ſoon after ſeiz'd with ſome defe&t and weak- 
nels in their Sight, ſo that they were forc't preſently to cloſe 
it up, which ſeems to happen for this reaſon, becauſe where 
the ſtock of Spirits is but ſmall, and their conſiſtency very thin, 
little ſpendings of them, or of the Juice out of which they 
are engendered, in caſe they are continual, are with difficulty 
endur'd. 

Moreover in an other,and that a different reſpect, Iſſues, as alſo 
Veficatories are forbidden to ſome, or are preſcrib'd to them 
with great caution 3 becauſe voiding little or ſcarce any thing 
at all, they mightily torment the place in which they are made: 
For thoſe who being of a Cholerick, or otherwiſe hot Tem- 
perament, have their Maſs of .Blood thicker, and of a cloſer 
Texture than it ought by reaſon of its being but little diluted 
with Serum, in theſe perſons a Solution of continuity being 
made, and kept in being by an IMue,' the Blood ( not depoſing 
Serum enough to keep it (elf free ) ſticks it ſelf in the pafſ- 
ſage, and ſo being extravaſed cauſes a mighty painful Inflam-, 
mation 3 and in the mean time ſnch an Iflue voiding ſuch a 
very (mall quantity of Ichor proves as uſeleſs as trouble- 
ſome. 

As to the places where Iſſues are to be made , they are to 
be choſen according to the ends of Curing, or the intentions 
requir'd from them ; which are chiefly theſe three, v4. Firſt, 
a general Evacuation of Humours from the whole Body. Second- 
ly, an Evacuation, and at 'the ſatne time a Revulfion from ſome 
particular Member. Thirdly , an Evacuation aud at the ſame 
time a Derivation from ſome particular Member. In reſpect 
of the former it's proper to have an Ifſue cut in the left Arm 
The Second intention requires it to be made far from the 
part affected, and the Third near it. *© 

For theſe ends, viz. ſometimes this, ſometimes that, or the 
other Iſſues are wont to be made, and that either by Incifion, 
or a Cautery, or Perforation, in every Region of the Body, 
viz. in the Head, Breſt, and Abdomen, and in the Arms and 
Leggs, nay in moſt parts of each, and in their Orifices Peas 
or Wooden Peas, Pellets, or Pledzets aremput, and there con- 


tinued for keeping them open. © By running through the Parts 
Ee and 
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and Members of the Body, we ſhall obſerve the chiefeſt placy 
and. kinds of Iflues. 

Some order an Iflue to be burnt by-a Cautery in the Cs 
ronal Suture, and recommend it for withdrawing the Hunoug 
and evacuating them from the Brain and its Enveloying; 
Though ſome make a 4 n PraCtice of this, yet 1 hat 
found it not to have ſucceeded well in many ; 10 that I har 
ordered many Ifſnes ſo made on the Crown of the Head to 
be clos'd up, And this not: without being taught by reafar 
and experience: For the Blood conveys much Filthy Matte 
towards the place where it uſes to diſcharge its Excrement, 
and depoſes it in the whole Neighbourhood, and eſpecially in 
the part affected (as being weaker and more apt to receire 
them ) whence it often happens that the Diſeaſe is rather in- 
creas't than Cur'd : For the ſame reaſon, viz. to derive Hw 
mours from the inward part of the Head outwards , others make 
Ives. in the Bregma on the Sagittal Suture, and others in the 

. hinder part of the Head about the beginning of the Lambdorde: 
But the ſame exception lies againſt theſe as againſt the for. 
mer. Certainly an Ifſue made in the Arm much better an- 
ticipates the Morbifick matter which is wont to be deposd 
about the inner parts of the Head, it made in the Legg it 

. revulſes it, and made a little beneath the Head it derivesit 
thence. Hence for great affects of the Brain , and its M6 
ninges, in Infants and Children, we cut an Ifſue on the Nape 
of the Neck : To Adult or, Aged Perſons we apply a Ga- 
tery on both ſides the Spine betwixt the Shoulder-blades : And 
there we often make two Ifſues capable of containing many 
Peas with great ſucceſs. As to Iflnes cut or burnt behind 
the Ears, or a Setaceum paſt through its Carneous Lobe ; I have 
obſerv'd theſe things to have been ſeldom advantageous , but 
often troubleſome ; becauſe a Solution of continuity made in 
theſe places neither diſcharges much Ichor, nor laſts long, for 
the Orifice though fill'd with a Pea, or Pill, will be covered 
_ a thin Skin growing . over it in deſpite of all we can 
do, 

Iſſues in the Back do excellently wel!, not only in Diſeaſes 
of the Head by evacuating and deriving the Morbifick matter, 
but likewiſe in the Gout, Stone, and all Colicks, by anticipating 
the Matter that feeds the Diſeaſe, and intercepting it as it | 1 
to its lurking holes, which is plainly made appear by Expe 
ziments and Obſervations made in perſons relicy'd by them. 

Iſies betwixt the Shoulder-blades are good for Diſeafes of 
the Breſt ; alſo in the Arm, or Legg to evacuate or anticipate 


Humours flowing towards the Lungs, and to withdraw the

Ke there depos'd : That an Iffue in the Thorax cut betwixt 
the Ribbs ſometimes derives immediately the Conſumptive mat- 
ter from the Lungs, we have ſhewn elſewhere. . 

The Region of the Abdomen ſeems unfit to have an Iſſue in 
any part of it : Nevertheleſs the PraQtice of ſome, ttiongh it 
he rare, is much cried up, which order that a large Iflue ca» 
pable of containing many Peas, be burnt on the Region of the 
Wleen for all hypochondriacal affects ; I have known this done 
in ſome without any great good, certainly not efreugh 'to re- 
compence the trouble of ſuch a Remedy. an nek 

Some time fince 'by an Ifſue in the Groin I ſucceſsfully Cur'd 
2 mighty weakneſs and ache.in the Loins, not yielding to any 
other Remedies, and in anvther perſon an- inveterate- Sciatica : 
For the Glandulous EmunCtories ſeated in that place, imbibe 
a great ſtore of Excrements of the Blood and Nervous Liquor, 
which if forthwith diſcharg'd from them, and that in a con- 
tinued manner, it will conduce much to the freeing of the 
Neighbouring parts from any Morbifick Seminal Root. 

The Thigh being a large Member ſeems fit enough for bear- 
ing many and large Iſſues to evacuate Humours plentifully from 
the whule Body, yet it does not happen, fo in many, partly 


* becauſe having a Figure too much declining like an inverted 


Cone, there is no convenient place for binding to keep in the 
Pea ; and partly becauſe a Solution of continuity made 'amongſt 
the meetings of many Tendons, proves frequently Inflaming 
and Painful ; fo that it has been found neceflary ſometimes 
when an Ifſne has been made there to cauſe it preſently to be 
doſed up again to free the Perſon from Pain, and the trou- 
We of Lameneſs : Though in ſome it does better, becauſe an 
Inflammation does not always happen to the place pertor- 
ated, and a Ligature app'y'd to it, continues ſtedfaſt to thoſe 
that uſe to Garter ahove the Knee. 

Moreover we muſt not only make choice of a fit part of 
the Body for an Ifſue, but likewiſe of a fit place in the Mem- 


ber where it is made, which particularly requires the Judg- 
"Ment of a Phyſician, or skilful Chitrurgion : For we -muſt be 


rery carefu! 'that a Cautery or Incifion be not admitted over, 
or too near the Tendons or greater Veſſels : Nor muſt an 
Ifhe be made in the very Body of a Muſcle, but in the Space 
or Interſtice betwixt the Muſcles ; where the hole muſt paſs 
the whole Skin,and ſo much farther till the little Membrane of the 
Muſcle underneath be penetrated, wherefore this operation is 
yot to be committed indiſcreetly to Quacks and others ig- 
norant of Anatomy ; for upon an ill performance herein there 


ſues not only a Fruſtration of all good, but often great pre-

There being many and ſundry ſarts of 
Iſſues, a Cure is not requir'd for them all, but only fot thok 


of greateſt moment : Therefore in the fiſt place it is needed 
whenever an Inflammation happens to the part or place where 
it is. Secondly, if the Orifice voids more or leſs Ichor than 
it ought. / Thirdly, if the Sore be apt to dry up of its own 
accord, and now and then, to be covered with a little Skin, 
or to grow rank with a Spungy Fleſh growing up in its Cir- 
cumference. As to the leſſer detaults, as when the Sore bleeds 
often, or if changing its place it gets by little and little into 
a worſe , with many others in which it's wont to pre- 
varicate, it will not be worth while to mind them here. 


1. An Inflammation ſometimes happens to an Iſſue, and that 
ſometimes ſo great that it threatens a Spacelus or Mortific# 
tion of the part, nay and ſometimes brings it : Now ſuch an 
affect comes either upon the freſh making of the Orifice, or 
happens afterward by reaſon of the Blood and Humours being 
upon ſome occaſion put in a Commotion, and ruſhing in x 
throng to that place. 

When an, Ifſue is firſt made, preſently by reaſon of the $6- 
lution of continuity, and conſequently the Blood's being ſome- 
what letted in its Circulation in that part, ſome Inflammation 
and Soreneſs happen to all perſons : But in ſome who hare 
a very hot Blood, and little diluted with Serum, this proves 
much more - violent, there, hapening ſometimes a Mortification 
of the part inducing a Spacelus : Or Secondly, the Blood there 
ſtagnating is chang'd into a Pus to be evacuated by an Abſcef: 
Or Thirdly, which more frequently happens, and ought to be 
always procur'd in our caſe, the Blood canfing an Inflamms 
tion is return'd again into the Veſſels, and reſtord to its Cir- 
culation by other Ductus's into which it is forc't. 

But that it be convey'd back theſe two things are neceſſarily re- 
quir'd,vix. Firſt, that it be much diluted with Serum there plentifully 
abounding, or rather protruded into the part 3 And then Se- 
condly, that the emptied Veſſels behind the Tumour Drink up

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again the Blood diluted by the Serum , -and: driven back2- For: 
the Blood driven toward*the Tumour, when it can- go na fag 
ther forward , yet at leaſt that upon leffening its Bulk it may: 
go back, diſcharges Serum plentifully- from it ſelf, and drives 
it into the places obſtructed ; which entring into the ſtagnatingy 
Blood, ditutes it, and getting into its: place drives it” intd the 
Ductus's of the Veſſels; and that Serum in the mean time! 
paſſing forward extiales through the' Pores, and ſo the Blovd 
which was extravaſated being diluted, and ſent back” by the 
Serum, and" the Serum it felf evaporated, the Tumour with 
the Inflammation yaniſh by degrees : But in caſe (as it oftew 
happens in hot Temperaments) the Blood extravaſed and. driven 
into the Pores be not diluted with a plentiful acceſs of Serum, 
it wilt not only ſtick there with obſtinacy, but will cauſe a 
violently Inflamed Tumour with a Fever, and ſometimes other 
dreadfal Symptoms, Not long fince a great Divine whoſe Blood 
was thick and hot,having an Iſſue made in the infide of his » 
though the Skin only was cut, an Inflammation ſhortly fol- 
lowed, which grew fo violent within a few Days that it could 


ſcarce be hindred from turning to a Gangreen by the uſe of 


any Remedies whatſoever. Wherefore when the Blood extra- 
vaſated through a Solution of Unity, and wanting an acce(s 
of Serum for diluting it, and carrying it back, tends to 4 vio- 
lent Inflammation, Fomentations, and Cataplaſms of Emollient 
things outwardly apply'd often do much good, becatſe the 
moiſt and mild Parricles parting from them , enter the ſtag 
nating Blood, and dilate it, and fo giving it a gentle motion 
cauſe it to retnrn more readily 'into its Veſſels; ſo-that thoſe 
moiſt applications outwardly us'd ſapply the defect of the in- 
ward Serum requir'd for diluting the Blood : Nevertheleſs that 
the Blood fo diluted, and put in motion be reſtor'd to Cir- 
culation, it's farther neceſſary that the Veſſels which are to re- 
ceive it be fufficiently emptied, for which end beſides a flen- 
der Diet, Bleeding and Purging are often of neceſſary uſe z 
and indeed it is uſual to Purge and often to Bleed Cacochy- 
mical, and Plethorical perſons a little before, or after an Iflue 
is made. Nor are theſe Remedies only” proper to prevent or 
remove an Inflammation in caſe of a freſh Iſſue, but are like- 
wiſe good whenever that affect happens to an Iflue of a long 
ſtanding : For if at any time the Blood being very impure, 
and withal Feverifhly boiling enters upon an Excretory Tur- 
geſcency, it often falls out that it depoſes its Excrements and 
Filthy Dreggs about the five, being hardly to be Purg'd elſe» 
where, and that it being there hindred from its Circulation 
upon their being heapt together, is extravaſated , and fo cauſes 
A 
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a violent Inflammation: Such an affect lately hapening in an 
Ancient Nobleman, and at firſt neglected, ſoon turn'd to a Gan- 
green, from which nevertheleſs by the help of proper Medicinez 
carefully adminiſtred both inwardly and outwardly, he eſcapt 
not without great danger of his Life. 

2: If at any time an Ifſue diſcharges too much Ichor , which 
for the moſt part is thin, and of a very ill Smell, and ſome- 
times diſcoloured, ſo that fuch vaſt Spendings of Humour, and 
withal it's intolerable Stench requires a Cure : In ſuch caſe there 
are two chief Therapeutick intentions, viz. Firſt, to ſtrengthen 
the mixture of the Blood that its Texture be not too prone 
to a Diffolution, and Fuſion of Serum : And Secondly, to pre- 
ſerve the place Ulcerated, by the Iflue, and to keep it free 
from any Corruptive Ferment, ſo that no Noyſome. Filth there 
lodgd may defile the Blood as it paſſes through in circulating, 
whereby being infected it may preſently run into parts, and be 
forc't'to depoſe the Serum there in ſuch abundance. 

The former ſcope of Curing orders ſcarce any thing but now 
and then a moderate Purge, and a gcod Diet, viz. that the 
perſon keep hinwelf from all Surfeits, and irregularity as to the 
quantity, quality, and ſeaſons of taking his Food ; and parti- 
cularly from thin Wines, Cider, and other Acid Liquors , with 
which the 'Blood is wont to be fus'd, and driven to flowings 
of Serum : For Perſons fo affected moſt ſurely pay for any er- 
rour or irregularity committed in Diet, a Pain preſently being 
rais'd about the Iffue. 

For the due Preſervation of the Tone of the place where the 
Ihe is made, and for keeping it free from PutrefaCtion, you 
muſt take a particular care that for avoiding all Naſtineſs, both 
the Solids to be put into the Orifice, and the Coverings, be 
they either Plaiſters, Ivy Leaves, or Oyl-cloaths be chang'd twice 
a Day ; For in ſome each of theſe ſoon gets an ill ſavour, anq 
preſently. canſes the Ulcer of the Ifſne to ſtink : In caſe this 
tends to Putrefaction , preſently inſtead of a Pea, or Wooden- 
pil, let a Pill of Virgin-wax incorporated with red Saunders and 

erdigreaſe be put into it ; and likewiſe let a Fomentation of 
the DecoCion of Se. gon Wort, Yarrow , Centory, (9c. bg 
apply'd Morning and Evening. 

3- Sometimes it happens that an Iſſue even as a dryed Foun- 
tain, diſcharges no Humour : The reaſon whereof uſually is 
either becanſe the hole being not deep enough does not pe- 
netrate the whole Skin, which is eaſily Cur'd by making it 
deeper; or the Sore though large and deep enough , yet {till 
continues dry becauſe the Serum does not readily nor treely 


ſeparate from the Maſs @f Blood, this having too cloſe a Tex- 
turs 
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ture, and then the only Remedy is to wear within the ' Ori- 
fice, Solids more irritating, and working more ſtrongly or the 
Mouths of the Veflels-: For which purpoſe Pills are made of 
the Wood of Ivy, of Box, or of the Roots of Gentian, or of 
HermodaGts, and are often us'd uh ſucceſs. 

* 4. It often falls out that the Orifice” of an Hue being-too 
ſmall, and diſtilling forth little Ichor is covered over with a 
thin Skin with the Pea included in it, and that with the hole 
it is heal'd up : For which default there is ſcarce a proper Re» 
medy to be apply'd ; wherefore ( rather than till to fret” the 
Skin to no purpoſe ) it's better to let ſuch an 1flue cloſe up, 
or to transfer it to ſome other place. 

5. The Sore of an Iflue inclining to heal, and being hin- 
dred from it, has very often about its edges, and ſometimes in 
its Cavity a Spongy Fleſh growing up ; the reaſon whereof is 
that the Nutritive Juice convey'd to the ends of the Arteries, 
and Nervous Fibres, and not preſently waſht away by the Se- 
rous Ichor, ſticks there, and beginning to be affimilated extend , 
both thoſe Veſſels to fill the Cavity with Fleſh; and the Blogd 
in the mean while brought thither Forms within that Maſs little 
Sprouts of Veins for its return ; nevertheleſs that Fleſh, as 
yet rough and ſhapeleſs, being kept from the greateſt partof 
the Oriftice, grows up above its Brim, and when it is riſen ſo 
high that it can be no longer veiled and covered with the Skin, 
it continues ſtill Naked and Spongeous : This Excreſcency is 
eaſily enough Cur'd by ſprinkling on it Efcharotick Powders , 
of burnt Allom, Colcothar, or Mercury Precipitate ; for theſe 
ſorts of Medicines with their Acrimonious and Stiptick force cat 
away the Fleſh thus Luxuriant, repel the Nutritive Juice, and 
ſhut cloſe the Mouths of the Veſlels. When that ſuperfluous 
_ grows continually and increaſes about the edges of an 
ſſue, it's a ſign that the Nutritive Juice abounds more there 
than the Excrementitious Humour, and conſequently that in 
perſons ſo affected that Emiſſary is' not ſo very beneficial, 
wherefore under the pretext of this reaſon many are mightily 
averſe from that Remedy (which certainly is inoftenfive in moſt, 
though it be not equally advantageous in all. ) 

There is now an unperſwadable opinion which has taken foot- 
ing amongſt many here in England I know not if it be ſo 
in other Countries ) that an Iflue or Iflues dipoſe to Barrenneſs ; 
wherefore to all married Women, and deſirous of Children, this 
ſort of Remedy, though otherwiſe never ſo conducing to their 
Health, is Religioufly torbidden ; though no reafon is yet given 


' for this ſtcrick Prohibition 3 only ſtories are told of certain 


Women having Ifſues who are Barren ; when it is mw to 
ew 
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ſhew .more Barren Women without Ifſues ; and many fertile 
with . them : And truly I uſe to retort this as a chief Argy- 
+Ment. againſt that opinion, there being. no need of any other, 


CHAP. V. 


Inſtructions and Preſcripts for Curing Cutaneous 
affetts. 


Life and Sence has ſcare any Diſeaſes belonging to it : This 
es being too compact hinders Tranſpiration ; ſometimes 
\alſo/by- reaſon of ſome Accidents it becomes too groſs and 
callus in ſome places : But of it ſelf being abſolutely inſenſ- 
ble, it is not Diſtempered, though it be the cauſe that ſome 
affects, to be paſt off haply by Tranſpiration, ſtick about the 
© ,Supetficies of the Skin 3 becauſe the Recrements and Filthy 
Dreggs of the Blood and Humours being driven outward and 
.having paſt the whole Skin, when by reaſon of the cloſe Tex- 
ture of the Scarf-skin they are not able wholly to breath a- 
way, fixing on the outward part of. the Skin, they produce 
varions diſcolourations and foul affets thereof : Of which fort 
\Chiefly .are thoſe we call mer Spots, alſo Scorbutical and 
. Malignant Spots, and Jikewiſe Spots and any other Stains whatever 
bedecking the Skin, or Scarf-skin with any Marks or Specks 
without any tumour or uuevenneſs. 
 &s, tothe aftects of the Skin it ſelf in general, in regard 
"they are various and of ſundry ſorts, they are wont to be di- 
ſtinguiſht in a various reſpect, and ficft of all that they are 
either, with or without a Tumour : We took notice of theſe 
latter even now. 
. . Cutaneous. affects with a Tumour are either univerſal , dif- 
,perſt through the whole Body, or particular, rais'd in theſe or 
r_ Members at random, and as it were by chance. 
The former either happen in a Fever, as chiefly the Small- 
- pox, Meazles, and other Malignant Puſhes, to which alſo may 
be, added. the Flitting breaking forth of Children which ſoon 
yanliſh ;. or: they come without a Fever, as eſpecially the Itch, 
the running Scab, and Leaprous affects. 


'& the Furſt place the Cuticle or Scarf-Skin being void of 
ſo 
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Particular outward Tumours hapning ſometimes in one pa; 
and ſometimes in another, for the moſt part are not only be- 
longing to the Skin, but alſo to the parts under it, vix- ſome- 


. times to the Fleſh, Membranes, or Glands, and conſequently 


are of a various Nature and a differing Form : It would be 
too long to treat of all theſe here particularly, therefore at pre- 
ſent I ſhall briefly ſpeak meerly of Cutaneous affects ſuch as 
before mention'd. 

Firſt, as to Summer Spots it's a ſign that they proceed 
from Choller and other yellow Recrements of the Blood, be- 
cauſe they are moſt famlliar to thoſe that are yellow Hair'dz 
again they happen to the Faireſt Complexions, and in parts moſt 
expos'd to the Sun and Air, becauſe their Skin being of a 
ſubtle Texture tranſmits the Humour rarified by the heat of 
the Sun, ſo far till it be ſtopt by a thick Scarf-skin, near the 
places where it ſhould break forth : This affect as to the State 
of Health does not foreſhow or threaten any ill: Theſe Spots 
differ little or nothing from thoſe they call Lenticular Spots. 

There are other large Spots about the breadth of the Palra 
of the Hand which defile the Skin in many places, but eſpe- 
cially about the Breſt and Back with Stains ſometimes of a 
dun colour, ſometimes wan ; or blackiſh. Theſe being wont 
to riſe and go away at certain times, and as I have obſerv'd 
in many, in certain parts, are commonly call'd Liver-marks, 
though not properly, for theſe Stains happen on this account, 
that the Filthy Dreggs and Refuſe of the Blood, when not 
ſufficiently receiv'd by the Veſſels of ſeparation; are carried to 
the Skin together with the Serum, with which they are di- 
luted, and there being thrown off by the Blood, and left by 
the Serous Latex which evaporates, they ſtick faſt to the out- 
ward Pores and little Orifices, az a Moſſy down does to the 
narrow paſſages of a River. 

Thoſe Spots appear chiefly in the Summer, and moſt upon 
the Back and Breſt, viz. at that time, and in thoſe places that 
Men are moſt apt to Sweat in ; that is to ſay, that Serous Latex 
which has carried thoſe Filthy Dreggs from the Maſs of Blood 
to the narrow Pores of the Skin, leaves them there, as bcing 
unmeet to paſs forth by Evaporation. This affect has no e- 
vil joyned with it, nor is it the Symptom of any preſent Dit- 
eaſe, nor does it portend any ſhortly to enſue, and in regard 
for the moſt part cotning in places out of fight it cay- 
ſes no deformity, or trouble, there ſeems little or no need of 
its Cure : But becauſe an opinion is ſpread amongſt the vulgar, 
that the Liver is much in danger by reaſon of thoſe Spots, and 
that it neceſſarily requires he'p, therefore to ſatisfy ſome im- 
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petunately deſiring Phyſick, befides outward Coſmeticks we 
are wont to preſcribe inward Hepatick Remedies; the uſe 
which though not very neceſſary, yet becauſe thereby the Blood 
is purified, and -the ObſtruCtions of the Bowels are open'd, the 
are not altogether in vain. The inward Medicines uſeful for 
this purpoſe are ſet down before amongit Hepatick Remedie: 
The very fame outward Remedies, or Topicks are proper in 
this, as in all other kinds of Spots, of which we ſhall give you 
ſome choice-Forms. | 

Having treated elſewhere profefſedly concerning Spots of the 
Plague and Scurvy, I need not repeat them here ; eſpecially be- 
cauſe the Method for theſe is quite differing trom that of the 
other ; For in one kind of Spots in a nianner only outward 
Medicines are. wont to be adminiftred without. any that 
regard the Heart or the Viſcera of the Belly, and in the other 
only inward things are given without applying any thing to the 
Skin, ' 

Therefore as to the Summer Spots, Lentiginous Spots, and 
the vulgarly call'd Liver Spots, the Art ot Beautifying pro- 
perly takes care of them,and for removing theſe Blemiſhes from the 
Skin, only Coſmetick Remedies are preſcrib'd without any Me- 
thod of Cure ;, there is an: infinite ſtore of theſe amongſt cu- 
rious Ladys, and others that are nice in keeping the Skin fairz 
but all of thenr having regard only to two intentions of Cu- 
ring may be reduc't to theſe two heads : v3z. either by open- 
ing the Pores of the Skin, and- Scart-skin, and ſometimes by 
excoriating this, they endeavour to draw the Humour out- 
ward, and ; wholly to evaporate it ; or on the contrary they 
are adminiſtred, and that with no leſs ſucceſs to ſtrike back 
the Impure Matter which makes the Spots, aud to drive it 
inward : I ſhall here ſet down ſome ordinary Forms of Topicks 
of both kinds, which have been rationally invented, and often 
us'd ſacceſsfully enough ; ſince I may not without offence to 
great Perſons \unvail the more ſecret Myſteries of the Cof- 
metick Art, and proſtitute them tothe vulgar. 

Firſt, therefore to cleanſe the Skin, and to draw the Matter 
of the Spats outward. 

Tl? of a ſmall Lixivinm of Salt of Tartar four Ounces, Ol of 
bitter Almnds made by expreſſion what ſatfices, leet it be mixt m 
ſuch a proportion that the whole Liguour preſently tin white, and 

'fo let jt fland: Let the parts affetted be anonited and gently rubb'd 
Mornit;s and Evenings with this mixture. 

Tak, freſia Roots of Avon, Bruny, and Sclomons-ſeals, of each an 
Om, Purivder of Fenugree;, Seeds a Dram, Camphire kaif a Dram, 
"being bruisd trgerver por to thrm Oy! of Tart per Deliquium 
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three Ounces, expreſs it, let it be applyd with a Ragg dipt in it 
ewice a Day. | 

Tee Sulphur-vive powdred an Ounce , black Soap two Ounces, 
hind it in a Razg, let it hang im a Pound of Vinegar for nine 
Dos, then apply 1t to uſe, waſhing and rubbing the places affefied 
with it twice a Day. 

Secondly, for the other intention, 01x. for diſcufling the Spots 
from the Skin, and repelling the matter, and driving it inwards. 
Lac Virginis was a famous Medicine amongſt the Ancients, and 
is ſtill commended and ns'd by many. The preparation of this 
is well known, Viz. 4 Solution of Litharge made -in diftild Vine- 
gar, by the affuſion of Oyl of Tartar per Deliqurum "1s gage 
into 4 Liquour as white as Milk : With which let#he Face and 
Hends be waſkt and gently rubb'd twice a Day : A" Medicine like 
this, or the ſame, at leaſtwiſe of the ſume Vertne "is: prepar'd of 
a Solution of Minium or Ceruſe made in the ſame Menſtruum, and 
recuitated with water of Allom, or Sal Gemm. ('Or ) | 

ake Camphire ſlicd two Drams , bruiſe it in-4# Glaſs-mortar 
17mg on ut by little and little the Juice of one Limon, then 
'1d to ut of White-wine a Pound, ſtrain it and let the Camphire 
jemaining behind be tyed in a Ragg, and hung in a Glaſs. 

Take Perdigreaſe four Ounces , pour to it of MWhite-wine two

Women and Pretenders to the moſt exquiſite knowledge in the Coſ- 
metick Art are ſcarce ſatisfied with any Remedies = the Shin 
but Mercurial : Wherefore the following water 13 gh recom- 
mended and ſold by Empiricks at a great rate for ail Blemiſhes 
of the Face. | 

Take Mercury ſuvlumate an Once , being reduc't to a Powder 
ot it be put im a Tin-veſſel with three Pounds of fountain water, 
let it ſtand for twent1 tour hours ſtirring it now and then with a Wood- 
den Spatula till the whole Liquor grows black, which nevertheleſs be- 
"= lered through Cap-paper becomes clear ; a Ragg or Fea- 
ther being dipt into this, let the Face be gently done over with) 
it once im 4 Day or tio. 

This Medicine is of great efficacy againſt all foulneſs of the 
Skin, for it clears the Humours ſticking in the little Pores and 
Orifices, though never fo ſtrait, and diffolves the obſtinate and 
inveterate Combinations of the Salts and Sulphnurs, and as to

any il! Conformation of the Pores, it reſtores the whole Skin, 
and makes it freely perſpirable. Wherefore it is not only good 
for cleanſing the Stains or Blemiſhes of the Face , but like- 
wiſe for removing Puſhes, and the redneſs of it, and Eryſ- 
pelous affects : Moreover it ſometimes happens that many parts 
of the Face, but eſpecially the Noſe and Forehead are thick 
beſet with blackith Specks as though burnt by Gunpowder; 
which nevertheleſs proceeds from hence, that the Sudatory Pore 
are fill'd ſometimes with a black thick Humour , ſometimes 
with little Worms having black heads, ( which little inſec; 
being (queez'd forth of the Pores, and laid in the Sun are eaf- 
ly perceiv'd to live and to move themſelves) and in ſuch an 
affect of the Skin, no Waſhes or Ointments but Mercurial are 
wont to do good : Nevertheleſs a ton ſevere Sting often goes 
a long with this Honey : For the Particles of the Quick- 
filver, together with the Salts ( with which they are minute- 
ly divided and quickn'd ) being apply'd to the Face, diſcul 
thence the offentive and defiling Matter from the Pores, and 
drive it away, and being ſtruck inward they follow it, and 
ſoon infinuate themſelves with eaſe into the Blood and Nervou 
Liquour (whoſe Crafis they injure) and through their mean 
very frequently paſs their Venom, often not to be rooted out 
afterward into the Brain, and ſometimes into the Prazcordia, 
and other parts : Hence it's frequently obſerv'd that Men or 
Women ufing long and 'much a Mercurial Ointment, become 
fabject to the Vertigo, and Convulfive, or Paralytick affect, 
and that their Teeth turn black, and ſometimes grow looſe, 
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CHAP. VI. 


Inſtrutions and Preſcripts for the Cure of the Pfora, 
or the Scab with the Itch. 


Fter the more ſimple affects of the Skin which hapning 

without any Tumour or Sore, foil it only with Filthy 
Spots, I thall now ſpeak in order of the greater affects dif- 
ſolving continuity : And in the Firſt place of the Pſora or 
Scab which moleſts the Skin in moſt places of the Body with 
ſmall Puſhes,or breakings forth,being ſometimes dry and often ſcal- 
ty without much Itching, as inrperſons of a Cholerick or Melan- 
cholick Conſtitution , ſometimes moiſt and diſpos'd for Ulcer= 
ation with a mighty troubleſome Itching, as in Perſons of a 
moiſt Temperament, with a foul Blood : And this affe&t is 
moſt peculiarly a Diſeaſe of that part, ſeeing that it often has 
its beginning in the Skin it ſelf by outward Contagion, and is 
frequently Cur'd by certain Remedies apply 'd only to the Skin ; 
at leaſtwiſe the reaſon of both holds good fo far that it's ſel- 
dom perfe&Uy gotten, or Cur'd by other means. 

This Scab, or Itch is commonly deſcrib'd to be a breaking 
forth of Puſhes here, and there through out the whole Body, 
proceeding from a ſharpe and ſalt Humour gather'd together 
within the Pores of the Skin ; and by reaſon of its mighty 
Atch, cauſing a necelſity of ſcratching to diſcuſs it thence, 

I conceive the Morbifick matter of the Itch to be the Lym- 


' phick Humour conſtantly reſiding in the Glands of the Skin, 


but degenerated from its Gennine,viz. Salino-volatile Diſpoſition, 
into an Acid, or otherwiſe vitiated Temper. 

That Lymphick Humour is wont to be depraved theſe three 
ways, and conſequently falls into a Coagulative and Vitious 
habit with the Serum newly ſupply'd from the Blood : viz. Firſt, 
the Blood it ſelf being very impure, and withal diffolv'd leaves 
a great ſtore of its corrnpted and Filthy Dreggs in the Glands 
of the Skin, which becoming there a Leaven more Corruptive, 
ſtrongly ferment, and are coagulated with other adventitious or 
tranhent Juices, and ſo bring forth not only Scabby affects, 
but Leaproſfies of divers kinds ; hence frequent and continual 
ſeeding on Shell-fiſh and others, and on Salt Meats, and ſuch 
as have been dry'd in the Smoak or Sun: Alſo improper Drinks, 
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and Venemous Medicines taken into the Body cauſe breakingy 
out all over the Skin, and thoſe often very dreadful. 

Secondly, the Humour gathered together within the Glands 
of the Skin ſometime putrifying by meer Stagnation does not 
only breed Scabs,but alſo frequently Lice. Wherefore not only Per. 
ſons long Impriſon'd, but likewiſe ſuch as leading a Sedentary Life 
uſe themſelves withal to Stench and Naſtineſs, are till ſubje&t 
to the ſaid affects, 

Thirdly, if haply thoſe cauſes are wanting, that the Glan- 
dulous Humour of the Skin be neither defil'd through the fault 
of the Blood, nor its own Stagnation, yet a Virulent infeCtion 
from without diſpoſes it as readily to produce thoſe Diſeaſes, 
as it's daily manifeſted to us, the Efuvia flowing from the Puſhes 
of a Scabby Skin, being of no leſs efficacy than Barm or Yeſt, 
whereof if a very ſmall Portion be put into new Ale un- 
fermented, it preſently ferments the whole Maſs, be it never 
fo great, and changes it into the nature of the Liquour whence 
it was taken. 

Therefore the Itch as to its Origine, either is taken by Con- 
tagion, or by reaſon of an ill Dyet, its Incentive and Fuel is 
communicated from the Chyle and Maſs of Blood being viti- 
ated, or through naſtineſs and want of Perſpiration it's gene- 
rated in the Skin it felf : To which we may add that Infants 
ſometimes get this evil Hereditarily contracted from their 
Parents. 

Though this Diſeaſe be never Mortal, or very dangerous of 
it ſelf, but always ealy of Cure, yet it has often an il! iſſue, 
becauſe being long continued it mightily vitiates the Blood, 
and the Nervous Liquour ; and- if Cur'd on a ſudden, the Mat- 
ter which is driven from the Pores being inwardly receiv'd, 
brings a pernicious Taint on the Praxcordia and Brain, or on 
other Noble parts, 

The greateſt danger from the Itch threatens Children, and 
CacheCtical Perſons, hecauſe in both theſe the Taint of the 
Cutaneous Humour is more eaſily ſent into the Noble parts, 
which after the outward Contagion ef the Itch is taken 
away, remaining within, cannot be throughly overcome but by 
a great deal of Phyfick ( which neither of them can well bear ) 
wherefore ſuch perſons ought to be preferv'd with all care and 
diligence from the 1tch, as trom the Plagne it ſelf. 

Concerning the Cure of the Itch there are two primary In- 
fications, and both of them twofold : v7. the Firſt being Cu- 
ratory has regard to theſe two things, that the Glandnlous Hu- 
mour (its Corruptive ferment being wholly extingniſht ) be 
reltor'd to its dug Crafts, And then Secondly, that the Pores 
| and 
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and Paſſages of the Skin it ſelf being freed from thoſe Con- 
cretions of Ichor recover their Ancient Conformation or free 
Perſpirability. / 

The Second Indication being Preſervatory, provides againſt 
theſe two things, v7. Firſt, that the Impurities and Corruptive 
Miaſms of the Itch, which are driven from the Skin when the 
ferment is Purg'd, do not regurgitate into the Blood, and Ner- 
yous Liquour, and cauſe not only Diſcrafies in them, but like» 
wiſe (as it often falls out ) bring great damage to the Erain 
and Przcordia, Secondly, it muſt be endeavour that the in-' 
fectious Taint of the Humours and Noble parts, contracted 
from the Scabby Matter, be eradicated at the ſame time that 
the Naſty Diſtemper of the Skin is Cur'd. 

All theſe intentions of Curing ought to be complicated, or 
at leaſtwiſe to be interchangeably proſecuted by Remedies both 
inward and outward us'd together, to the end that the Mor- 
bifick matter being chaſed from its private Receptacles, may 
not any where retire and lie hid in any lurking places, but 
being perſued by Medicines in all parts both within and with- 
out, may be wholly remoy'd ; therefore Purges ought always 
to begin and end this Method of Cure, whatſoever Helmzont 
ſays to the contrary, and I dare affirm that this Diſeaſe is ſcarce 
ever Cur'd eaſily, and never with ſafety without that Medicine. 
Moreover open a Vein one of the Firſt things you do, -un- 
leſs ſomewhat indicates the contrary ; beſides theſe,let altera- 
tives have their turns, ſuch as purify the Blood, and ftrenthen 
the Viſcera, and fortify them againſt the Incurſions of the Scab- 
by Matter : And in the mean time let Liniments, or Baths, or 
Topical Remedies of other kinds,and appropriated to the Skin be 
apply'd, for without them, not only Catharticks and Bleeding, 
but even Diaphoreticks, Diureticks, nay any kind of Medicines 
whatſoever evacuating or altering the Blood and Humiours prove 
of no effect : We ſhall ſet down ſome ſelect Forms of;; the 
Medicines of each kind before mention'd : And Firſt, for .due 
Purging give a Purging Medicine, or a Vomit the firſt thing you 
do: Allo after Bleeding (if it be neceſſary) let the perſon uſe a 
Purging Apozeme, or Ale for ſeven or eight Days.

turbich with Rhubarb a Dram, Cream of Tartar, Salt of Worm- 
wood of each half a Scruple , Purging Syrup of Apples what ſuffices,

Somewhat a neater prefcript, though not much more Effi- 
cacious, is after this manner. 

Tihe Unrentum Rofacum four Ounces, Sulphur-vive powdred ha!f 
an Ounce, Oyl of Tartar per De/iquium what ſiffices , make @ Li- 
niment, to which add Oy! of Rhodium a Scruple, to grve it -a-fccnt. 

When you will frenzthen or raiſe the Energy. of the Sul- 
phur by the addition of other things. 

Take of the Orntment of Elecampane without Mercury four Oznce:, 
Powder of Sulphur half» an Ounce, Oyl of Tartar per Deliquium 
what ſujjices : For the ſame purpoſe an Ointment is made of th2 
Roets of ſharp pointed Dock byld in Butter, or Ol with Wreite- 
wine till the Wine be conſim'd 3 and with Sulphur and Ol « 
Tartar. Moreover thofe Ointinents are ſometimes us'd by thenz- 
ſelves, by curious perſuns abhorring the ill odour of the Su!- 
Phur. 

The Third kind of Liniment againſt the Itch is made cf 
Mercury needing no atfiftance from Sulphur , or Vegetable: ; 
nay this being more than enongh efficacious of it ſelf, is no: 
wont to be apply'd to the whole Body, but only to the Joints 
of the Arms and Leggs, or beihg put in a Girdle is to be worn 
about the Loins, for fo it ſeldom fails of Curing the Itch : 
Nevertheleſs there is danger leſt this PraCtice ( as it often 
happens ) cauſes ill and pernicious Symptoms : Frequently 2f- 
ter the Mercury Ointment a Salivation , ſometimes alſo a Scc- 
tomia, or Sleepy, or Convulfive afﬀects enſue : Moreover fome- 
times the Poyſon of the Medicine produces within the Przcordia, 
o Viſcera,horrible affects of the Aſthma,Leipothymia,or Bloody - 
ux. 

The vu!zar Form of a Mercural Ointment for the Itch, and 
rery much in uſe, is this.

the Itch : Yet the uſe of theſe is nut fo very faic as to & 
generally adminiftred to all perſons. 

Or Sulphur and Vegetables either ſ{-paratel'y, or conjund!, 
boild in water Baths are prepar'd , waich Cure this Diltempe; 
not by waſhing off only the Filth ot the Skin as commer 
Baths, but likewiſe by deſtroying its terment : Befiles thes 
there is yet another eaſier, and much more neat Way of C 
ring the Itch, vx. by. boiling a Shift in fountain water wit 
Powder of Brimitove, and ater it is dryed-in the Sun, or b& 
fore the Fire to wear it four or five Days next the Skin: For 
{o that Diſeaſe is wont to be Cui'd without BEitaing, or th 
Naſtineſs, or ill Odour of an Ointment. 

Poor people uſually Cure themſelves of this D:ſtemper o!; 
by taking the Powder of Primitone in Milk inward!y, ai 
by anointing themſelves with tae ſaid Powder nuxt with But 
ter outwardly : Sulphur ſeems to be {o Specilicl an Antidote 
againſt the Itch by reaſon of its Baiſamick Vertue which & 
ſtroys the Acidities, and all Exotick and Corruptive Sharpneſs 
of the Elood and Humours, and reitores to each Latex a It 
nign, that is, a Mild, and as it were Oyly Nature. 

As to Mercury, it's no wonder if medicines made of it, per 
fectly Cure any places of the Skin intetted with the Itch where 
, ever they are applyd : For by the application hereof breal- 
ings forth, and all Virulent- Ulcers, v:z. any that are Venere 
and Scorbutical are wholly conquered : Moreover it ſeems not 
itrange that this Medicine apply d to ſome particular pac 
ſhou!44 Cure an inveterate Itch in caſe it raiſes a Salivation; 
but ſometimes it Cures without any ſuch thing, as when 2 
perſon wears a Girdle of it ; to this we fay that the Particie 
of the Mercury pals then into the Venous Blood, and atte: 
being diffas'd throngh its whole Maſs, are driven ontwaic from 
all parts, and deposd in the Skin where they Kill the Itch, 
and when it happens that theſe Mercurial Particles ate all & 
gain evaporated through the Skin, after the Cure is pertormed, 
then no Salivation, or other inconvenience enſues.

running Scab, or the Leaprofte of te Grecis. 


Fter the Scab with the Itch, it follows that we treat of 

another affect ſymewhat allyed to it in its breaking forth 
in Puſhes, which is commonly call'd the rurning Scab, by fome 
a Tetter or kingworm, or Morphew, by others the Leaprohe 
of the Gree!.s; but the Names of this afte&t being variouſly 
confounded , and the Nature of it haply being differins in 
ſeveral Countries, I ſhall deicribe it as It þ row underftoud 
by us, 

The running Scab hezins and affedts perfons after this man- 
ner, vie. Fuuſt little red Whe«!s or Puſhes, ſometimes ſingle, 
ſmetimes many of them joyn'd together, arite in many paits 
of the Body, but eſpecially in the Arms or Leggs; and grow 
at length in heaps or cluſters ; the Surface of each Sch when 
grown jn cluſters appears rough, and fomewhat whitiſh azd 
ſcaly, fo that upon ſcratching, Scales fall away, and a thin I- 
chor often iſſues torth, though its ſoon dryed again, ard hargens 
into another cruſty Scale. 

Theſe cluſters of Puſhes at firſt are but (mal! and few, ns 
in the Arm or Legg, or ſome other particular Memi'er , hap- 
iy three or four appear to the bigneſs of a peny or two pence : 
Afterwards if the Diteaſe be (uffer'd to increate, they brea! forth 
in many places, and grow to a crowns breat!, and at length 
if not ſtopt, cover not only particular Members, bat the whole 
Body with a whitith Leaprofic, which rais'd to this degree was 
judz'd for the moſt part incurable by the Ancients. 

Thele breakings foith in ſome are only temporary, as com- 
ing in the Winter, and going away in the Surrmer, in others 
on the contrary they come in the Summer, and vanili in the 
Winter : In many others this Diftemper is contin, hiving no 
time of remiilton or mean. 

The running Scab differs from the Itch, that in this the Puthes 
gre generally ſingle, and ſeparated from each other, thongh but 
by (mall ſpaces, but in the other they riſe in cintters: Again 
the Itch is extreamly iufeCtious , but the running $Scab is not 


This Diſeaſe is alſo diſtinguiſht from the Leaprofie, that this 
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is likewiſe as infections as the Itch, and its breakings out are 
much more yiolent and terrible than in the running Scab «iz. 
being cruſty and ſcaly, and diffus'd in a continued manner thronygh. 
out the whole Eody. 

Hence it appears that the material cauſe of the running 
S:ab is nut a meer Cutaneous Humour depraved and degene- 
rated from- its Crafis by reaſon of ſome Corrupiive Efftuvia' 
receiv'd from- without, or upon other occattuns 3 becaule the 
infection is not eafily communicated to others, as in the Itch, 
nor preſently diſperſt through the whole Body ; but the Puſhes 
t1:ſt breaking forth about the beginning of the Diſeaſe ſeem 
t9 proceed trom hence, that ſome Acido-{zline Concretions 
happen in the Maſs of Blood ( like Tartar in Wine ) which 
ſeeing they can- neither be ſubdued, nor again diffuly'd ate 
Griven to the Skin, as. to the fides of the Veſſel. 

This Diſeaſe takes itsriſe for the moit part on two chief oc- 
cons, Vit, Firſt, from an-4ll Diet, as from trequent eating of 
Salt Meats, Pork, Shell-fſh, or others, or Secondly, from the 
corrupted Seminaries of other Diſeaſes left in the Body, a 
eſpecially of the Scurvy, and French-pox il! or not Cur'd, 

For Firlit, thoſe ſorts of Food either becauſe they are rank, 
or 0therwiſe- diſproportion'd, convey Particles to our Blood, 
that cannot enter a due mixture? with it, or are not eaſily 
mallered by it : To which Heterogeneous Particles gatherd 
tozether in great- abundance by long continuar.ce of (uch Diet, 
Saline Particles of all kinds readily aſſociate themf:1ves, and fo 
make Tartarous Concretions; which are drives to the Skin, and 
ate the Seminaries of the ruming Scab, or L-2aprous affects, 

Secondly, the Miaſms of the Scurvy and F:znch-pox leftin 
the Body, and at long run rais'd to the kigneft degree in 
Combinations of Exorbitant Salts and Sulphurs, engender 2 
moſt plentiful Seminary of this Diſeaſe : For the corruptes 
Taints of the Blood, after © that upen long continuance they 
are become wholly Heterogeneous and untubducable, gather to 
themſelves at length the Saline Particles, with which growing 
together in that Tartarous Contretion, and driven to the Skin, 
they produce Eruptions of the running Scab. 

Concerning the Cure of the running Scab there arc two pri 
mary Indications, viz. the Preſervatory which regards the cauſe 
of the Diſeaſe, and the Curatory Which has regard to the Symp- 
tom, viz. the breaking forth of Puſhes : The Vital has (t- 
dom place in this caſe, unleſs grown altogether deſperate, 
where there is a deficiency of Sleep and Strength : The Me- 
thod of Cure ought always to begin with the Pretervatory 
indication, which removes the cauſes of the Diſ-3ſe by inward 
| Remedies, 
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Remedies, for otherwiſe outward things are ſcarce ever ad-- 
miniftred to any purpoſe (as in the Itch) but the roots of 
the Diſeaſe being cut off within the Blood, the Cutaneons Puſkes 
ſoon dye away : Though for removing them we muſt proceed 
one way when the running Scab begins of it ſelf, and ſome- 
what a differing way when it comes after an inveterate Scnrvy , 
or the French-pox , i!l or not Cur'd: We ſhall conſider each 
of theſe caſes ſeverally and diftin&Fly by themſelves. 

When therefore this Diſeaſe is ſimple, and primary, and 
freſh coming, let the evident and external cauſes be remov'd, 
let the ill Diet and the Unwholeſomeneſs of the Air be core 
rected; therefore let perſons who have been long and too mach 
13d to feed on Salt Meats , Pork , or Fith betake themſelves 
to a Diet of good Juice, and eaty of Concoction. Moreover: 
if they live by the Sea fide, or in Marſhy plates, let them re- 
move to a more dry and clear Air ; and withal let them be 
as careful of their Drink , avoiding thick and dregzy Beer, 
and thin and acid Wines which are too much fil'd with Tar- 
tar : Finally let them take care that their Irink or Food be 
not prepar'd of Mineral waters apt to petcit7. 

2, In reſpect of the ConjunCt and ProcatarCtick cauſe, viz. 
4 Saturation of the Blood with Saline Parti-les of a differ- 
ing Diſpofition and Nature , there are two chief intents of 
Curing 3 to wit, that the Blood and Humours be forthwith 
cleans'd of their impurities : and that the Acido-ſaline Diſcra- 
fies, of the Blood and Nervons Liquour be altered for the 
better to keep them trom engendring a Tartarous matter : For 
which ends both evacvating Remedies ot divers kinds, an 
alteratives are wont to be preſcrib'd : Nevertheleſs becauſe not 
all but in a manner only great Remedies are here proper, there- 
fore thoſe that are chiefly in uſe, and fonnd to do moſt good, 
are Catharticks, Bleedng, Whey , Mineral waters coming from 
Iron, Juicy expreflions or Herbs, Decoctions of Woods, Cha» 
lybeat Medicines and Salivation : We ſhall fet down certain 
Forms of each of theſe, and the manners cr viinz them. 

In the Fiſt place therefore, a general Purge and Bleeding 
{ as in the Cnre of the Itch ) being premitted, let the follow- 
ing Cathartick Infuſion or TinCture be preſcrib'd, whoſe Doſe 
is from ſix Ounces to eight, to be repeated within fix or 
ieven Days. 

Take Ro9ts of ſharp pointed Dock dryed, of Polypody of the Oak 
of each half an Orwnce , Sena ten Drams, Epithymum ſix Drams, 
Rhubarb, Mechoacan , of each half an Ounce yellow Saund ers two 
Drams, Celtich, Spike half 4 Dram, Salt of Tartar a Dram and & 
batf, put them 11 a Glaſs with three Pounds of Mhite-wine, and 
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4 Pound of E'der-flower water; let them ſtand cloſe covered in a 
cold place for three Days, then uſe it , pouring forth daily a ſuf- 
ficient quantity of the clear L:quour, 

Secondly, to ſweeten the Biuvod, and cleanſe it from its Salts, 
drink every Morning to two or three Pounds of Whey by it 
{elf, or with Fumitory, preparations of Cichory, and with ſharp 
pointed Dock infus'd in it, and let this Drink be continued 
for ywenty or thirty Days if it agrees with the Stomack , and 
witha! in its Evening and early in the Morning let a Doſe 
or the to! owing Dodniary Le taken, 

Take C:1/112 of the Roots of ſharp painted Dock, ſix Ounces, 
Crabbs Coral prepar d of eaci> two Drams , Ivory a Dram, 
Powder of Liznum Aloes, yellow Saunders of each a Dram and a 
balf, Sal Prunella two Drams, Vitriol of Mars a Dram and a balf, 
Syrup o/ the Juice of Myoasjorrel what fufjices, make an Elettuary, 
De Doſe is tivo Drams. ' 

Thirdly, tor the ſame reaſon as Whey, alſo Mineral waters 
coming from tron are preſcribd againſt this Diſeaſe, and often 
do great good.: For when all other Medicines have prov'd 
of no effect, I have ſametimes Cur'd a great and almoft Lea- 
prous running Scab with this alone: Moreover to add to their 
efficacy we may fitly joyn the uſe of Sal Prunella, or of Vi- 
triol of Mars, or of the EleCtuary before written. 

Fourthly , in ſome perſons having much Sernm, and a Watery 
Conſtitution , where drinking of Whey, or Mineral waters is 
not proper, it is good for them to take conilantly a De- 
coCtion of Woods at Phyſical hours » and likewiſe tor their or- 
Mnary Drink. 

Take Raſpings of Willow word half a Pound, - Rovts of Sarſaparila 
eight Ounces, white Saunders, Wo'd of the Maſtici-t1ee, of each uw9 
Owices, Shavings of Ivory and Harts-horn of each fix Drams , Sha- 
wings of Tin, crade Ant:mony of each four Ounces , both tyed im a 
Rag'; Licorice an Ounce, let them infuſe according t» Art , and 
by m ſixteen Pounds of fountain water to half, keep the ſtrains 
for uſe. 

Fitthly , Cha'/ybeat Medicines, becauſe generally accounted of 
among the more excellent Remedies, are feldom amitted in 
this Diſeaie, though they as ſeldom prove ſucceſsful : For a 
great many preparations of Iron in Which the Sulphurous Par- 
ticles predo minate for as much as they ferment the Blood, and 
put it upon Excretory Efferveſcencies, encreaſe rather than di- 
miniſh the Eruptions of the ruaning Scab : Nevertheleſs Vi- 
trio] ick Salts, Syrups, TinCtures, and Infuſions in regard they 
fix the Blood, and ſomewhat reſtrain the Exorbitant exceſles 
of the Salts, anſwer aptly enough tq the intention of Curing 
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now propos'd, but being too weak cannot maſter ſo Herculean 
a Diſeaſe. , 

Wherefore Sixthly, theſe, and a great many other Remedies 
doing no good, many recommend Salznatzon as the ſtou'et Clam 
pion, and only fit to contend with ſo potent an Enemy : Yet 
the event dyes not always anſwer this mighty erp-etation, 
for I muit o'vn to have try d this Remedy my tx&!t in for perſons 
afflicted with a greivzous running Scah, not yieiiling to other 
Medicines, but without any benefit ; fome of theſe were put 
in a very high Salivation by a Mercury UnCtion, others by Pills 
of the Solar Prazcipitate, which Salivation they lay under for 
about twenty Days, after which time all the Scaly b:reakings 
forth, and clul.ers of Puſhes vaniſht : Nevertheleſs for per- 
feting the Cure a Diet Drink ordered of the DeccCttion 90: 
Sarza with frequent Sweating under a Cradle, and due Purging 
betwixt while was continued for a Month : Yet this conrle he- 
ing end24 when no footſteps of the running Scab ſeem d to be 
left behind, within the ſecond Month a new ſtock of the fame 
Diſeaſe beginning to ſpring forth, grew up in a thort time tv 
its wonted Maturity : Moreover when cone ot theſe perſons 
would *repeat. this Medicine, ani! another atter two returns of 
the Diſeaſe would try it a third time, both of them at length 
deſpair'd of Cuie atter they -had underwent fo mnch Mifery : 
Whence it appears that the French-pox thovgh Malignant in 
the higheſt Nature, and cauſing moſt Filthy ard Virvlent W- 
cers conſuming the Fleſh and Boures, may mth more eaſily 
and certainly be Cur'd than the roaning Sat. 

The reaton of it is, that the cauſe of the Pox confilts in 
a Malignant and altogether Heterogeneous Miatm Cellling, and 


time, though not Wholly ſibverting their Crafts, or utterly de- 
praving them for the future : Wheretore that Cvre is perform'd 
by Salivation, or a Sweating Diet, extirpating ail that Venom, 
the Genuine Diſpoſition of the Blood and Humours then re- 
maining 2 But in a deep fort of rnnring Scab the flementary 
and Oiiginally computing Particles of the Elood are corrupted, 
ſo that unleſs the Crafis and due Difpofition of thet> He re- 
ord, all forts of Evacuations, and Purgings of the Malignant 
and Venemons matter, thouzh never fo tull and eradicative 
will cff-&t littie or nothing : Wherefore it is not without ground 
that many famous Phyfitians tormerly have judg'd this Dit- 
eaſe when corfiim'd, and drawing near to a Leapruſie to be 

hardly or never Cur'd. 
2, No better event attends this Diſeaſe when it facceeds an 
nyeterate Scurvy : Haply the intentions of Curing are ſgme- 
| what 
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What more certainly pitcht upon when this affect is ſuppos' 
to he the baſis or root of that: viz. the Therapeutick intention 
being thence taken, we infiſt chiefly on Antiſcorbutick Reme. 
dies; but yet the more ſmart and hotter things of this kind, 
as Scurvy-zraſs, Creſſes, Horſe-raddiſh, Pepperwort and other thing; 
irritating the Blood too much, in regard they more diffo!ve 
Its Crafts, and drive the Tartarous Concretions more plenti- 
fully to the Skin, are always found rather prejudicial than ad- 
vantageous: And for this reaſon the uſe 0: ot Baths or Bathing 
in hot waters, which in regard it evacuaics the Humours or 
the whole Body by a moſt plentiful Sweat, and cleanſes the 
Pores of the Skin, and migitily purges them, may ſeem to 
be very available in this Diſeaſe, moſt co:mmonly is ſo far from 
doing gooYl, that the Eruptions are wont tence to be mighti- 
ly encreaſt, and exaſperated : For I have known many pecans 
not very much ove;-gone with the running Scab, who going 
to our Bath to bathe themſelves in the hot waters have re- 
turn'd thence pertectly Leaprous : Wherefore when this affet 
is a Sympiom ariſing from the Scurvy, all Smart, and Elaſtic 
things being avoided, let only the more temperate, and fuch 
as are endow'd with a Nitrous, Vitriolick, or Volatile Salt h- 
adininiſtred : We ſhall give you ſome Kinds and torms of each 
of theſe forts, In the Fult place things chiefly excelling in a 
Nitrous $i are Ch:yſta! Mineral, the Juices or Decotions of c2ort4m 
Herbs, and ſom? Purging Minera! waters. 

Take Chryial Mineral, or Nitre purified to the higheſt degree 
an Omice , &loiers of Sal Armonmach a Dram , bruzſe then 
together in a Glaſs Mortar, give to 4 Dram thrice or four times 
an the ſpace of twinty four hours. 

Take Lewes of the great Houſe-leek two handfuls , being bruisd 
botl them in two Pounis and a half of freſh Milk, ull it turn t1 
Whey and Curd, being ſlrain'd let the clear Liquour be taken to 1 
Pound twice a Davy. 

Take Leaves of Dandelyon fix handfuls , being bruas'4 put them 
in aG!/az'd Earthen Pot with a cover, which put in an Oven after 
the Bread is drawn , and let xt ſtand for fix or eight hours, then 
the Maſs being put in a ſtramer let the clear Liquour van ot, 
the Doſe of which 15 from fo:tr Ounces to fix thrice or oftner in a Dy. 

Cucumbers being endow'd with a Nitrous quality are found 
by experience to be good againſt this Diſeaſe, wherefore let 
ſtore of then be often eaten, as a Sallet. Moreover let three 
er. four ot thein being cut into ſlices be infuz'd and cloſe ftopt 
ia three Pounds of tountain water all Night ; to the clear Liquour 
pour'd off, add of Sal Prunella two or three Drams ; the Dolc 
is haif a Pound thrize or oftener in a Day ; for the ſame pur- 
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e alſo Decoctions of the PFeaves together with the Fruit 
made in fountain water are 'proper. | - 

Some Mineral Purging waters, a eſpecially - thoſe of Noreh- 
hal, being reſolv'd by Evaporation mamteſtly ſhew- the Nitrous 
$alt wherewith they are imbued © And I have ſometimes tound 
by experience that dayly drinking aboyt two--quarts of them 
for many" Days Cures a ſmall ruming Scab- 65 

2. Butas I have hinted before, Myneral waters endow'd with 
4 Vitnulick, Salt, as thoſe of the Spar, and ours* of Tunbridge 
and Aftrope far' exceed thoſe Nitrous- waters, nay. and-all other 
Medicines, and are of greater efficacy- in 'the Cure of the run- 
ning Scab. + 0d obJ 

To-thoſe who have not the conveniency of uſirig/theſe waters, 
I ordinarily give with good ſucceſs *againſt- this* Diſeaſe com- 
mon waters impregnated* with? our Steel, and To- moſt exactly 
reſembling theſe Mineral waters. Jt happehs'that Jiu and An- 
timony by reaſon of their Mineral Salts, or at leiſtwiſe by rei- 
ſon of the Mercurial Particies- in them are extol'd- by . many 
for Curing the running Scab ,-and- arg wont to. be preſcrib'd 
with other Medicines. - Let Shavings- of 1, and Powder of An- 
timony be infils'd -iri Beer for ordinary Drink ; they enter alſo 
the DecoCtions of Sarza with Woods which are ordercd againlt 
this affect. 

The uſe of the Vipey, and preparations of it, ſufficiently re- 
commend the excellent Vertve of Volarile Sale for the Cure of 
the deep fort of running Scab, nay of the Leaprotie it felt: 
For it being manifeſt by frequent obſervations that Remedies 
prepar'd! of Vipers do good 'in the roving Scab, and Lea- 
profie, certainly the reaſon of the h&p it affords ought to be 
alcrib'd to the Volatile Salt, with a great plenty of which this 
Animal is endowed : For the Particies of this deſtroy the f1st 
and acid Salts predominating in' the- Blood of the Diſeas'd, and 
dffolve their Combinations ; Neverthdle(s the Salt, Spirit, ant 
Ol of Vipers Chymically extra&ed, by reaſon of their Enp;- 
reumatick, and mighty Elaftick. Particles, which they diaw 
from the Fire, are not proper in this Diſeaſe z fo veither-the 
Spirit, or Falatile Salt of Harts-norn, Sorts or Bie-4, and other ſich 
like Armoniacks , becauſe by exagitating the Blood ant Hu- 
mours above meaſure, they cane: their Craſis to be more di(- 
ſolv'd, and their Corruptions to he driven to. t'4 more plenti- 
fully to the Skin : Wherefore the more fimple prepararrony of 
Vipers, as Broaths of their Fleth boil'd in water, Drinks iy 62+ 
nated with Infuftons, or Incoctions of the tame, and Pom-tcr's 
made of the fame dryed and beaten are preſcrib'd with mo: * 
ſucceſs againſt this Diſeaſe : Moreover not only the Fiecth of 
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Vipers, but of other kinds of Oviapreus Snakes being boil'd ang 
eaten for ordinary Food, give on great relief. . = 
The running Scab, or ſcaly breakings forth of Puſhes, and 
growing in res like cluſterings is fo frequent and familic 
a Symptom of an inveterate French-pox, that the firſt thing we 
do is to ask perſons affected with the former Diſtemper, whethe 
they do not Conceive that there may be fomething of the 
 Malignity of the other Ying hid within them ; and if it t+ 
found to be (o, preſently all Specificks againſt the former and 
Antiſcorbuticks being laid afide , we forthwith betake our ſelve; 
to DecoCtions of Woods, and thoſe doing little or no goog 
to Mercurial Medicines, And truly by this Method I haveſogy 
and eafily Curd many perſons accounted to have a' run 
ning Scab, and Leaprofie, who had been long under Cure, 
and miſerably tormented with Remedies appropriated'to theſe 
Biſcaſes : And we refer this kind of running Scab to the Px 
thology of the French-pox , whereof it is an Appendix, 

The Second Indication which is Curatery, having regard to the 
Diſeaſe it ſelf, and its primary Symptom, viz. the ſcaly break- 
ings forth, and the cluſters of Puſhes, preſcribes Topical Reme- 
dies to be apply'd to the Skin outwardly for removing theſe 
effects : For which purpaſe Baths and Lintments are pect- 
liarly proper 3 though they ſeldom, or never Cure of themſelves, 
unleſs the ProcatarCtick cauſe, vx. the Tartarous Diſpoſition of 
the Blood be firſt clear'd. : 

There is a mighty ſtore of theſe Topicks to be found as wel 
among Phyſical Authors, as among piricks and Quacks: 
Though among them all, Baths or Liniments made of Tar far 
exceed all the reſt of the Remedies of both kinds : So that in 
truth we ſhould make uſe of thefe' alone were it not for their 
ill (mell : wherefore I ſhall give you certain Forms of Com- 
poſitions with Tar, and without it 2 

Therefore for Baths it's a common thing to uſe water kept 
ſome time in Veſſels in which Tar has been before, and fo im- 
pregnated by Infuſion. ( Or ) 

Take two Pounds of Tar, and incorporate it into a pretiy thick 
Maſs with white and fifted Aſhes, which boil in a ſufficient quan- 
tiry of fountain water, adding es of ground yy, Fumitory, white 
Horebound , Roots of Joey primes Dock, and of Elecampane, of each 
four handfuls : Make a Bath to be usd with governance; or (tt 


ſuch a Decottion be prepar'd without Tar for perſons troubled with 
the running Scab, wh [aching the ſmell of #4 
SulphurousBaths,bothNatural and Arrificia!, are found by frequent 
experience not to agree, nay and the former commonly to do 
hurt : Moxeover all Bathing whatſoever ought to be ns'd with 
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great caution ; for in regard this Adminiſtration exagitates and 
heats the Blood, it endangers to; difſolve its Crafis more ( as 
is faid/ before ) and to difperſe its corrupted Taints in a more 
plentiful! manner to the Skin. 

.2: Liniments, whoſe uſe is more ſafe, and proper, are.of three 


kinds, or degrees, viz. gentle, mean, and Rtrong : I ſhall give 


you an example or'two of each. of theſe. 

1. Firſt, therefore in a ſmall running Scab, where the breakings 
forth and chiſters of Puſhes are few and very ſmall, faſting

Take 4 good fat piece of Weathers Mutton, flick, it with bits

+ 3. The ſtrongeſt Ointments againſt this aftect are Mercurial, 
which conſiſt either of running Mercury, or Pracipitate 3 let 
the Forms and Compoſition of the former be the ſame as is 
preſcrib'd before againſt the Itch.

Take white Precipitate three Drams, Ungnuentum Roſatum three 
Ounces: Mix them, to anoint the parts chiefly affefied: The uſe of 
theſe in this Diſeaſe ought to be very much ſuſpected : For 
if haply a Salivation be rais'd, a mighty glut of Matter ftick- 
ing in the pores of the Skin will be put in motion , which if

| Some years fince a Virgin of a noble Family , whoſe Tem- 
perament was hot, as having originally a ſharp and ſalt Blood, 
after having liv'd a. very long time ,. almoſt from her Cradle 
ſomewhat toucht with a running Scab, about the time of her 
coming to ripeneſs of years began to be troubled. with it in 
a more grievous manfer : For cluſters of ſcaly Puſhes did not 
only every where overrun her Arms, and Thighs, and other 
parts. of the Body out of fight, but likewiſe made her Hands 
and Face fo loathſome, that ſhe was aſham'd to go abroad and 
converſe with others of her quality : An infinite notnber of 
| Hb 2 the 
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the lefſer ſort of Renelics were, given her without any ſuc- 
ceſs : By- the uſe of vor Baths ſhe ſeem'd to grow better at 
firſt, but in the-end ſhe became worſe after them. The waters 
of Aſtrope wells Which have perfectly Cur'd ſome perſons of a 
running Scab, did her little or .no good ; wheretore ſeeing all 
ordinary Methods would 'not do, I propos'd that ſhe ſhould 
try Salivation, as being, a more powerful Remedy, than al! the 
ret, and (as it's ſaid ) the laſt: The Patient. and-her Patents 
readily conſenting to this advice, preſently her Body Leing 
duly prepar'd by Purging and Bleeding, I gave her ( after our 
wonted manner ) Pills of the Solar Precipitate for two Days, and 
atter the Intermiftion of one, the Medicine being repeated the 
third time ſhe began to Salivate very well and freely , it con- 
tinuing upon her tor a Month without any ill Symptom : Never- 
theleſs to keep it in its due Tenour, I took care that a Mer. 
crr;al Ointment Was now -and then apply'd to the Joynts of 
the Limbs, ſometimes to thete, and ſometimes to others : Be- 
fore this courſe was ended all the- breakings forth were va- 
n:tht ; Notwithſtanding which to pertect the Cure, and with- 
al to extirpate the Mercury, the ſpent another Month in Purg- 
ing, Sweatinz under a Cradle, and in a Diet, Drink of a De- 
coCtion ot $ar/a, China, &c. at which time ſeeming to be per- 
tectly Cur'd, the continued fo for about forty Days : But from 
thence forwards, though ſhe obſerv'd an exact Form of Diet, 
the ſume Diſeaſe began to ſpring forth afreſh, and encreafing 
by degrees, riſe at length to an overgrown ſtate as before: 
I, being in fone confuſion at this event, perſwaded her to hope 
an alteration for the better after the lowing of her Menles, 
which, having not yet happen'd, was expected in a ſhort time: 
Nevertheleſs after long expeCtation , that Excretion at length 
hapnitg, and - thencetorward continuing its conſtant courle, 
brought no Cure or relief to that Diſeaſe, but rather made it

Bo wwe ie ered her Health : But within fix Weeks after 
| ak Was finithi, "the Puſhes, and their heaps, or cluſters 
© et ALL daily increating by degrees in number and 
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bulk, at length rendred the Body all over in a more loathſome 
condition than before, 

I knew another, a.robuſt Nay.gf .an z s 
who after he had been troubled with a running Scab many years;the 
Diſeaſe at length growing worſe, and being riſen to an avergrewrr 
ſtate,had his whole Body covered over with a white,and as it were 
Leaprous Scurf : So that every Night the Scales falling off in a 
great plenty within the Bed like Bran, might be gathered up 
in heaps : This perſon, in order to his Cure, firſt tryed ordinary 
Remedies almoſt of all kinds, but without any good : And then 
having undergone a gentle Salivation of Mercury, he found himſelf 
nothing better ;zafterward that Method being repeated, after along 
and high Flux, he ſeem'd reſtor'd to his Health : But within three 
Months the ſame Diſeaſe ſpringing forth afreſh, riſe in a ſhort 
time to its Ancient Enormous ſtate: Nay and having undergone 
this irkſome Kind of Cure a third time, that aftedt ſeeming for a 
while to be driven away, return'd again, and thenceforward in 
deſpite of this, and any other Method whatſoever, exercis'd its 
Tyranny _— the Life of the Patient : I need not ſay any thing 
of the Leaprofhe, which being only a more intenſe degree of the 
former Diſcaſe, ſeems ſcarce to admit ef any Cure. 
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Inſirattions and Preſcripts for the Cure of the 
Falling-fickneſs. 


HE Epilepſy,or Falling-ſickneſs is thus deſcrib'd ; 
Firſt, as to the Idza of the Diſcaſe, a Fit of 
the Epileply ſeems to be an Univerſal, and 
only a more violent fort of Convulſion ; in

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motions , or diſorderly contraQtions, and continue them for 
ſome time,with frequent twitchings, The acceſs of the Diſeaſe for 
the moſt part is by way of ſurpriſe, ſo that the Diſcafed fall ſad 
denly on the ground, grind their Teeth, foam at Mouth, and 
often beat their Heads againſt the ground ; their Arms, and 
Leggs in the mean time, nay and their Neck and Eack either 
elently become {tiff, or are twiſted im and out with various 
exions ; ſome violently beat their Breft-, others ſtretch forth 
their Arms and Leggs with great force, andimpetuouſly throw 
them, and ſometimes the whole Body from one place to a> 
nother : In many the Prazcordia and Hypochondres, and all 
the lower Venter ſwell, and are greatly blown up: After fome 
time, Which is ſometimes ſhorter, and ſometimes longer, theſe 
Symptoms ceaſe on a ſudden, and then the Sick come tothem- 
ſelves again, and recover their Senfes, there remaining never- 
theleſs after the Fit a pain of the Head with a drowſineſs, and 
a deadneſs of the Senſes ; and often a Vertigo and Scotoma. 
Epileptical Fits are wont to return ſometimes, at ſet times of 
the day, month or year, but for the molt part they are wont 
to have a more certain return, and to ſeize more violently ac» 
cording to the greater changes of the year, or the conjunCtions, 
or oppoſite aſpeCts of the Moon or Sun 5 ſometimes the ac- 
ceſſes are erring and uncertain according to the occaſion and 
variety of evident cauſes: And the Fits are ſometimes more 
mild, ſoon patling away, ſo that the Diſeas'd ſcarce fall on the 
ground, or are depriv d of Sence ; ſometimes they are more 
violent, Keeping the perſon Senſeleſs for many hours, and in- 
ducing other dreadtul Symptoms. Sometimes, thongh ſeldom, 
certain Signs, forewarning a Fit, give notice to the Diſcas'd be- 
fore hand, as a heavineſs of the Head, a flaſhing of the Eyes, 
a ringing in the Ears : Sometimes in ſome exteriour part, to 
wit, in the Arm, or Legg, or alſoin the Back, or Hypochondres, 
{4 Convulfion precedes, which, aſcending thence like a cold wind, 
and creeping towards the Head, ſeems to cauſe a Fit of the 
Falling-evil : Nor is it leſs uſual for it to have its beginning in 
the Stomack, Spleen, Womb, Inteſtines, Genitals, and otheg of 
the Viſcera, and to paſs thence to the Head in like mannef. 

It is to be obſerv'd that ſometimes the Epilepſy terminates 
of its own accord, viz. about the time of Puberty, ſo that thoſe 
who are not Cur'd before that period is paſt, vx. the twentyfifth 
year, ſcarce ever recover their Health : For about the time of 
Puberty a double alteration happens to humane Body, and there- 
fore often a releaſe from the Epilepſy, or any other Diſeaſe 
more deeply rooted : For Firſt, at this time the Genital Hw- 


mour begins to be gather'd together in the Spermatiok Veſlele, 
| whence 
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whence it follows that the Spirituous Particles, and the Nitrg. 
ſulphureous which are wont to accompany them, and ſuch 
are Morbifick, are not only depos'd in the Brain , but alſo in the 
Teftes, wherefore if the Heterogeneous Combination of the 
Spirits, before taking to the Brain, and cauſing the Epilepſy, 
be freely carried into that new Store-houſe, the Brain alſo he. 
ing more free, Often ſhakes off the Epileptical, or ot4\erwiſ 
Morbid Diſpoſition. Secondly, about the time of Puberty, a 
the - Blood conveys ſomewhat, which before was deſign'd for 
the Brain, to the Genitals by the Spermatick Arteries, fo alfo 
it receives ſome ferment from thoſe ſaid parts by way of re 
turn by the Veins, vip. ſome particles imbued with a Semji- 
nal Tincture are' carried back into the Maſs of Blood, which 
ftrengthen it, and inſpire into it a new and fprightly Vigour, 
wherefore at that time the endowments of the Body and Mind 
chiefly exert themſelves, the Hairs ſhoot forth, the voice be- 
comes more ſonorous: The Menſes flow from Women, and other 
Accidents ſupervene, by which it manifeſtly appears that the 
Blood and Nervous Juice are impregnated with ſome new Fer- 
mentation : Wherefore unleſs the Morbifick Ferments, or Semi- 
pal Roots are overcome by this new Natural Ferment, they 
continue afterwards unconquered to our dying Day : It the E- 
pileply does not ceaſe about the time of Puberty, nor cante 
Cur'd by the uſe of Medicines, it either terminates immedi- 
ately in Death, or is chang'd into ſome other Diſeaſe , v7. 1 
Palſy, Stupidity, or Melancholy , for the moſt part incurable. 

Concerning the Cure of the Falling-fickneſs the Indications 
{ as vulgarly (et forth ) are either Curatory, having regard to 
the Fit, and either keep it off as it is coming, or ſoon force 
it of when it has ſeiz'd: Or they are ProphylaCtick, and re- 
gard the cauſe of the Diſeaſe, which if they remove, its acceſſes 
will be kept off for the future. 

As to the firſt intention, general Evacuatives have ſcarce 
place ; nor ought a Vomit, or Purge, and very ſeldom Bleed- 
ing to be usd in a Fit; if the perſon continues depriv d of 
Senle a long time, Clyiters are (ometimes wont to be admi» 
niſtced ; but the chief thing to be done is to fix the Avimal 
Spirits , which are too Exorbitant and Volatile ; and to fup- 
preſs their beginning Exploſions : For which ends two kinds 
of Remedies chiefly conduce,v:z. Firſt, Such as repreis the Animal 
Spirits, apt to riſe to an Exorbitancy and to ſhoot, and repe! them 
by a certain Fumigation as it were ungrateful to them 3; and 
force them into- their due courſe : Which Medicines en- 
.dow'd with a Volatile, and Armoniack Salt, or alſo with a Vr- 
triolick Sulphur will effect. Of which kind -are Salt and Oyl 
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6f Amber, Spirit of Blood, of Harts-horn, of Soot, Tin@tn e 
of. Caſtoreum and the like : Fur theſe being inwardly taken, 
or held to the: Noſtrils often give relief; nay ard are thought 
to drive away the evil Spirits of this Diſeaſe, evenas in Tob:t 
the Fume of the Gall of a Fiſh burnt did the Devil. Secondly , 
the Animal Spirits are diverted, or hindred from entiing upon 
Explofions, when they are aliur'd to, and kept imploy'd in ſome 
work that is uſual to them, wheretiore- in the Fir, -Friftions 
vsd over the whole Body, and continued tor tume time often 
do good : But as to raiſing vp pertons feiz'd, and wholly re- 
ſtraining the Arms and Leygs tom the Convulfive motion, or 
binding them in this cr that Poſture ( as fome people nſe to 
do) and fo, as to bl.wing Snerzieg=-powder into their Noftrils 
and pouring firong Corcials into their Mouths, or applying 
Cupping-gl-fles and Scatifications, and dealing roughly with the 
Diſeas'd by other ways ot Adminiftration , thus diſturbing the 
courſe of the Fit : I fay this fort of preiCtice is very often ill 
taken in hand, becauſe by this means Nature is dcubly toil'd, 
vx. both by the Diſeaſe, and no leſs by ſtanders by, and Ser- 
vants, whereas it were much better to let the Fit pats *ac- 
cording to its courſe, that ſo the Diſeas'd might efcape with one 
:Miction. 

Truly the greate{t care of a Phyfician and efficacy of Re- 
medies is in the Prophylactick part of this Diſeaſe, that its cauſe 
being taken away, or its root cut off, all the Fruit may wi- 
ther : The Medicines requir'd for this Indication have regard 
to many intents, which nevertheleſs may be reduc't to theſe 
two chief heads, viz. Firſt, that the fuel of the Diſeaſe ſup- 
plyed immediately from the vitious Blood and Nervous Juice, 
and more mediately from the Viſcera and firſt paſſiges, be cur 
off; And then Secondly, that the evil Diſpoſition of the Brain, 
and Spirits in it, which is peculiar to the Epilepſy, be remov'd. 

As to the firſt thing indicated, here Vomits, and Purges, 
and other both Evacuatives, and Alteratives, nay and Bleeding, 
and Canteries have place ; for as much as by theſe means and 
ways the Impurities both of the Viſcera and Humours are drawn 
away, and their Diſcraſy is corrected : For though theſe Me- 
dicines and Phyfical Adminiftrations ſeldom or never Cure 
the Epilepſy alone, yet they remove Impediments, raiſe up 
Nature, and ftir her up to ſet upon her Enemy : They alfo pre- 
pare the paſſages that thereby Specifick Remedies 'may more 
certainly and efficaciouſly exert their Vertues : Wherefore when 
the Care of this Diſeaſe is attempted Spring and Fall, and 
at other fit ſeaſons, by Secrets and Arcana's, it's uſual to uſe 
betwixt whiles thoſe ſorts of — 
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As to Specifick Remedies which are afficm'd even alone, though 
not always, to reach the cauſe of the Epilepſy, aud to over 
come it, of which kmd are the Male Peony, Miiiletow of the Oak, 
Rue, Caſtoreuin, Elks-hoof, preparations of Mans Scall, Amber, 
Coral, with many others : Inregard theſe things arg taken without 
any ſenfible Evacuation, or even Diſturbance following in the 
Viſcera or Humours, it ſeems itrange by what formal way, or 
Vertue of working they are wont ever to do good in this 
Diſeaſe. 

If there- be any -room for conjecture in this intricate and 
obſcure thing, in regard the ProcatarCtick cauſe of the Epj- 
lepſy conſiſts in the deterogeneous Combination hapning to the 
Spirits in the Brain it follows that thoſe things Which over- 
come, and remove ſuch a cauſe are of ſuch a Natare, that by 
ſtrengthening the-Brain, and con{tringing its Pores they keep 
off that Combination, and ſo fix, and as it were couſtipate the 
Spirits that abound in the middle of the Brain, leaving their 
Combination , that they are no longer apt and prone to ti» 
regular Exploſions : After the like manner hiply as when the 
Powder ot Aurum Fulminans ground with Suipnur, and ſpiinkled 
with Spirit of Vitriol loſes its tulminating Veitue : And in 
truth we may conjecture nay in fume meaſure diſcover that 
theſe Kinds of properties, to wit, one, or both ot them toge- 
ther, are in many Antiepileptick Remedies; ror the Peony, Mitlt- 
letow,of the Oak, Rue, Lillies of the valicy, with inany others excel 
in a manifeſt ſort of Aﬀtriction, whence it is very likely that their 
Particles inwardly taken, and ſo, by the Vehicle of the Elood, 
or Neryous Juice, convey'd to the Brain, ſo conſtringe and cloſe 
its over Lax and Gaping Pores,” that they no longer lie open 
for the entrance of the Morbifi-k matter : Moreover becaul 
theſe concrets breath forth an Armoniack as it were, and tif 
ſipating vapour, therefore the ſame are faid to purify the Anj» 
mal Spirits, and to fix and corroborate them,having left their He- 
terogeneous Combination, This Vertne of puritying the Spirits, 
proceeding from the Armoniack Salt, ſhews it felt moſt in fe- 
medies taken from Minerals and Animals, (uch as are the pre» 
parations of Mabs Scull, Blood, Amber and Coral; as the 6 
ther Aſtringent Vertue appears moſt in the parts and preyarr 
tions of Vegetables, 

There js no need for us here to ſet forth a compleat Method 
of Curing the | Epileply with exat Forms ot Prelcripgs, te» 
cauſe general Precepts and excellent Remedies are every where 
to be had amongſt Authors, and a prudent Phyſician will eafily 
accommodate both the Indications, and that plentitul Apparatus 
of Phytick to particular caſes of fick prrions: But begauſe ve 

give 
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give a clearly new Theory of this Diſeaſe, a Therapeutick 
Method alſo adapted to the ſame onght to be here given 3 Which 
we ſhall preſently fully delineate, after I have given you a 
ſtory of a perſon troubled with the Epilepſy. 

The Daughter of an Alehoute-keeper at Oxford had been very 
ſubject from her Infancy ito a Catarrh failing on her Eyes, be- 
ing otherwiſe ſt:ong and found enough, ſhe liv'd alſo daily us d 
to hard labour; about the tuurteenth year of her Aye the be- 
gan to be ſeizd with Fits of the Epilepſy, whereof the unoer- 
went many, they chiefl; foilowing her according to the greater 
changes of the Moon * Ecing enttcated to endeavonr her 
recovery, I gave her a Vomit of the Solar Precipitate, ad 
advis'd her to repeat the fame three Days before every new and 
full Moon , and likewife that every time, for four Days after 
the Vomit taken, ſhe ſhou!d take twice a Day 4 Dram of Pow- 
der of the Roots of Male Peony, with a drauzht of black Cherry 
water : By theſe Remedies the Fits inte.mnted fo long that 
the Diſeaſe ſeem'd to be Cur'd, When atterward they return'd 
again, ſhe was. again recovered by the uſe of the ſame Medi- 
cines : And then her Menſes hapning to flow, and keeping their 
due _— the continued for the time to come free trom that 
Diſeaſe, 


The 7 herapeutick Method. 


N the Cure of the Epilepſy I judge we mnſt begin by Purging, 

and if the Diſeas'd eafily bears Vomiting, let him take a 
Vomit in the firit place, and let it be repeated for many Months 
four Days before the full Moon: To Infants and Children let 
Wine of Squills mixt with freſh Oyl of ſweet Almonds be given, 
o alſo Salt of Vitriol from half a Scraple to a Scruple : To Adult 
pecſons and ſuch as are of a robuſt Conſtitution let the fol- 
owing Forms of Medicines be prefcribd.

Or let an Elixir of this kind be prepar'd, whereof let eight 
or ten drops be taken twice a Day in a ſpoontul of an ap- 
propriated Julape, drinking after it a little of the ſame.

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Empirical Remedies. 


'A Mongit Specifick Remedies , which (in caſe thoſe before 
do no good) may alſo be try'd, we may account the 
Liver of Froggs, the Bladder of a Boar, dryed with the Urine, 
the Powder of Briony Roots, the Powders of a Cuckow, or 
of Crows; the Rennet and Lungs of a Hare, the Liver of a 
Wolf, Stones taken out gf Swallows, the Liver of a Kite, Crows 
Eggs daily to be taken amongſt your Food and Medicines, 
with many other things, a famous Catalogue of which you may 
find in Henricus a Bra a Phyſician of Zurphen 3 and out of which 
preſcripts for the poor may be taken, as being eaſy to be had, 
and of a ſmall price. 

Whilſt theſe kinds of Medicines are inwardly taken accord- 
ing to the foreſaid Method, fome Adminiſtrations outwardly ap- 
ply'd contribute help, and are jultly taken in as a part of the 
Cure. Wherefore always in this Diſeaſe let Iſſues, to wit, one 
or tho be made in fit places, alſo let Velicatories be often 
ar"ly'd. 

Periapts hung about the Neck, or worn on the Pit of the 
Stomack are judg'd to be of uſe. Let freſh Peony Rzots cut 
into bits and gun throngh with a Thread be made into Bra» 
celets, to be woru all round the Neck : Aﬀoon as they are 
withered, let new ones be pnt in their place, and let thoſe be 
made into Powder to be taken inwardly. Take Roots and Seeds 
of Peony of each two Drams, Elks-boof, Mans Scull prepar'd of each 
a Dram, Msſtletow of the Oak half a Dram, being groſly powdred , let 
them be ſewen in red Silk, and make a Bag to be hung about the 
Neck, 
An Amulet of a young Shoat of Elder found growing on a 
Willow is greatly commended, 


Plaiſters. 


T is proper for ſome to have their Hair ſhar'd off, and to 
have a Plaiſter applyed to the Sinciput : Take Roots and Seeds of 
Peony,Caſtoreum,Mz/tletow of the Oak, Mans Scull very finely pewdred, 
ef each a Dram, Betony Plarſter two Orruces, Corarma, Tacamaliacca of 
each two Drams , Balſanum Caprots that fiffces; make a Maſs, 
ſpread it on Leather, make a Pidiſier frr the hutures of the __ 
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Let the Temples and Noftrils often be anointed with Oy; 
of Amber by it ſelf, or mixt with Oleum Capivis. 

Let Sneezing Powders and Apophlegmatiſms be conſtantly 
vs'd Mornings. Take white Hellebore a Dram ; Caſtoreum, Ex 
phorbum of each balf a Dram ; ſweet Marjoram, Leaves of+ Rue, 
of each two Drams; make a Powder. Let a Decottron of 
or Sage, with the Confetton of Muſtard-ſeed difſolv'd in it, be y0- 
gald in the Mouth and Throat. 

Let Glyiters ſometimes be given according as need re 
quires. 

In regard Solid Mediciges ought ſometithes to be dilnted with 
Liquids, or theſe to be drank after thofe, let diftill'd waters, 
pe DecoCtions, or TinCtures that are endowed with fome 

pecifick Vertue againſt this Diſeaſe be in a readineſs for this 
purpoſe. 

Take Hungarian Vitriol four Pounds, freſh Mans Scull powdred 
four Ounces, Peony Roots flic't fix Ounces ; being bruis'd together m 
a Mortar pour to them of Sack, or ſmall White-wine, or Wime of 
the Juice of black Cherries fermented in a Veſſel two Pounds, let 
them be diſtill d in a Glaſs Retort by a Sand heat. 

Take Raſpings of « Box, Hungarian Vitriol of each two Phund, 
Leaves of Mierow three handfuls , Leaves ue two bandfuls, 
being bruis'd together pour to them of Sack Pounds, let them 
be 'diſtill'd in. a Gourd-glaſs by a Sand heax. 

Take common Vitriol jix Pounds, Roots of Male Peony fix Ounces, 
Miſt letow of the Oak an Ounce,green Walnuts eight Ounces;being flic't 

bruts'd let them diſtill in a Glazed Pot with a Glaſs Alembick ſet 
over it by a Sand heat © Take of this Liquour 4 Pound, water of 
black Cherries aud of Lime-tree Flowers, of each half a Pound, 
double refin'd Sugar folir Ouriet,” mix them, make a Julape: The 
Doſe is two or three Ounces twice or thrice a Day. 

Oxymel of Squils, alſo Hydromel with Hyfſop boil'd in it, 
are very much commended by the Ancients : Or let this kind 
of Apozeme be prepar'd, whereof you may give from four 
Ounces to fix or eight twic® a Day. ; 

Take Roots of e Peony, Angelica, Maſter-wort, Valerian, of 
each fix Drams, Leaves of Betony, Sage, Lillies of the valley, Penny- 
royal of each a handful, Seeds of Rue, Gith of each three Drams, 
of Peony half. an Ounce, Raiſms three Ounces, Licorice half an 
Ounce, being ſlic't and bruisd let them boil in fix Pounds of Fout- 
rain water to 4 conſumption of the third part. Towards the end 
add Wine of black Cherries half a Pound, or ten Ounces, 
ffrain it and let it be kept in Veſſels cloſe 3 the Doſe 1 

from ſix Ounces to eight twice 4 Day 4 che Remedies above 
preſerib'd. . 
Or 
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Or let the foreſaid Ingredients, the Licorice and Raiſins excep- 
ted, be boil'd in fix Pounds of Hydromel to a conſumption 
of the third part, the Doſe is from four Ounces to fix. 

But if the foreſaid Method, conſiſting in the uſe of Cathar- 
ticks and Specificks being tryed for ſome time , proves "wholly 


without effect, we muſt come to Remedies of another kind, 


ind eſpecially to thoſe which are call'd great : In this rank we 
place Diaphoreticks, Salivation, hot Baths, and Mineral waters. 

Alphonſus Ferrius ſays he has Cur'd a great many Epileptical 
perſons, by a ſimple DeeoCtion of Guaiacum , being preſcrib'd 
twice a Day from fix Ounces to eight, and a ſecond Decoction 
of it being taken inftead of ordinary Drink, as is uſual inthe 
French-pox. If to ſuch a DecoCtion the Roots of Peony and 
other Specificks be added, haply it will be more efficacious. It 
ſeems probable that a Salivation powerfully rais'd by Mercury, 
and afterwards followed by a Sweating Diet Drink, will infal- 
libly Cure this Diſeaſe : What hot Baths or Mineral waters will 
do, is not yet known to me either trom my own experience 
or that of others ; I thall try haply ſome time what our arti. 
ficial Mineral waters , viz. impregnated both with Iron, and 
Antimony being taken for many Days in a great quantity will 
be able to effect towards the Care of the Falling-ſickneſs, 
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CHAP. IL 


Inſtruftions and Preſcripts for Curing the other 
kinds of Convulfrons, and mm the firſt place of the 
Convulſrve motions of Children. 


I7 happens that Infants and Children are fo generally , and 
frequently troubled with Convuliive affects, that this may 
be accounted as the chief and almoſt only kind of Convulſions; 
for thoſe kinds of Symptoms in Adult perſons are denote 
by other Natntes, and are wont to be refer'd to the Epilepſy ; 
Hyſterick, Hypochondiiack , or Colick paflions, or alfo to the 
Scurvy 3 but in Children, as it were by way of excellency, they 
are call'd Convulfive motions. 

Concerning theſe we may obſerve, that Children are found 
to be very ſubject to Convulfions chiefly at two times, w;, 
within the firſt Month after they are Born, and about the time of 
the eruption of Teeth : Though Fits of this Diſeaſe happen alſo 
often at other times, and for certain other cauſes. 

For, in thoſe in whom the Seeds of a Convulfive Diſpoſiticn are 
rooted, theſe Seeds ſometimes diſplay themſelves, and come to a 
Morbid Matureneſs either preſently after the perſons are Born, 
(as is ſaid before)or lying hid for a while, ſometimes precede.in them 
the Eruption of Teeth, ſometimes follow it at a great diſtance 
of time after, and at length in an nncertain courſe break forth 
in act for other evident caules, vi7. either inward or outward, 
ſuch as are an unhealthy or pregnant Nurſe, Milk coagulating 
in the Ventricle, or degenerating into an acid or bitter Cor- 
ruption, a Feveriſh Diſtemper of the Head, and Ulcers of other 
parts, breakings forth ſuddenly diſappearing, changes of the Air, 
Conjunctions or Oppoſite Aſpects of the Sun and Moon, and the 
like. 

Theſe Convulſions in Children are wont to infeſt three Regions 
cf the Body, viz. the parts of the Head and Face; the Mem- 
bers and outward Limbs ; and the Prxcordia and Viſcera : And 
we obſerve that ſometimes theſe, ſometimes the others, ſome- 
times two of them, or all the Regions together are troubled 
with the Morbifick cauſe, according as the ſame is fixt either 
about the Origines, or extremities of the Nerves. And when 
the firſt of theſe happens, according as the fſupeiiour, middle, 
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or lower ſpinal part of the Medul{ Oblongata, to wit, one of 
them alone, or more of them together are ſet upon by the 
Morbifick cauſe. 

In Children obnoxious to Convulſions hereditarily, the Con- 
yulfive Fits are excellently provided againſt, if preſently after 
a Child is Born an Ifſne be made in the Nucha, and Blood be 
drawn from the Jugular Veins by Leeches, for by the for- 
mer the Corruptions of the Nervgus Juice are cenvey'd away, 
and by the latter the impure Effloreſcencies of the Elood are 
withdrawn from the Head : A perſon whoſe Children dyed all 
of Convulſt,ns within three Months time, at length to pre- 
vent the like fatal Accident in a Child freſh Born, ſought for 
Remedjes : Being calld after ſome Days after the Birth , I ad- 
visd that in the firſt place an Ifſve ſhould be made in the 
Nucha, and then the next Day after, that a Leech being ap- 
plz'd to the Jugular of both fides, Blood ſhould be drawn 
to the quantity of two Ounces: moreover that near each of 
the ConjunCtions and Oppoſite Aſpefts of the Sun and Moon 
about five Grains of the following Powder ſhould be given in 
2 ſpoonfuf of Julape for three Days, Mornings and Evenings. 

Take Mans Scull prepar'd, Roors of Male Peony of each a Dram, 
Pearl powdred half a Dram, double refin'd Sugar a Dram , mix 
them, make a ſubtile Powder. 

Take black, Cherry water three Ounces, Langius's Antieqileptical 
water an Ounce, Syrup of the Flowers of Male Peony ſix Drams, 
mix them. 

I ordered alſy that the Nurſe at the fame Phyſical hours 
ſhould take a draught of Whey, in which Seeds and Roots of 
the Male Peony, and Leaves of the Lilly of the valley were 
boil'd : The Infant continued well for about four Months , but 
then began to be troubled with Convulfive affects : At which 
time the ſame Remedies were given in a greater Doſe both to 
the Infant, and to the Nurſe. Veſicatories were alſo applyed 
behind his Ears, and Blood was drawn by Leeches from both 
Jugular Veins 3 and within two or three Days the Child grew 
well : afterward when within four or five Months the Con- 
ralfions return'd at times , ſtill by the uſe of the ſame Re» 
medies he was Cur'd: After a year and a half the Convulfive 
affects wholly ceafſt , but about the lower part of the Back» 
bone a Tumour without Pain grew up, whence fome Crooked» 
neſs of the Vertebrz, and a weakne(s of the Leggs, and at 
length a Palſy were caus'd. It ſeems in this caſe that the 
Convulfive matter which was wont to affail the Origines of 
the Nerves , at length entering the Spinal Marrow , and be- 
big thrown down into its lower part, _—_ ſtopt the m— 
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of the Arteries belonging to itz to wit, becauſe to the ex» 
plofive Particlez, other narcotick and grofſer Particles had 
Joyn'd themſelves, | 


The Therapeutick Method againſt Comvulſive affetl; 
in Children. 


N Infants and Children we muſt take care either to prevent 

imminent Convulſions,or being already begun to Cure them. 

For if former Children Born of the ſame Parent have beeq 
found obnoxious to Convulſions, that evil ought to be pre- 
vented jn the reſt of the Children Born afterward by a ſeaſons 
able uſe of Remedies : For this end it is uſual to pour into 
the Mouth of an Infant newly Born, afſoon as it begins to 
Breath, ſome Anviconvulſive Medicine : Hence ſome are wont 
to give it ſome drops of moſt pure Honey , others a ſpoonful 
of Canary ſweetn'd with Sugar, and others Oyl of ſweet Al 
monds freſh drawn : By ſome perſons a drop of Oyl of Ant 
ber, or half a ſpoonful o Epileptical water is put into its Mouth, 

Beſides theſe fiſt things given Children, which truly ſeem 
to be of ſome moment ; certain other remedies and ways of 
Adminiſtration ought to be us'd ; viz. let a ſpoonful of a phone 
appropriated to this affect be drank twice a Day. For Ex- 
ample 3

Take Ow of Nutmeggs by expreſſion two Drams, Oleum Capioii 
three Drams, Oyl of Amber a Scruple ; let a Periape of the Rot!

Moreover let Anticonvulſive Medicines be daily given the Nurſe: 
Let her take Morning and Evening a draught of Whey in 
Which the Roots and Seeds of Male Peony, and the.

the Jugular Veins by Leeches: Let Liniments be applyed 
about the Temples,Noftrils, and Neck, and Plaiſters to the Soles 
of the Feetz Let Clyſters be daily injeRted, which plen- 
tifully empty the Belly : Moreover Let Specifick Remedies be 
taken inwardly often in a Day, to wit, every faxth or eighth

When Convultons happen by reaſon of a difficult breeding of 
Teeth, this Symptome is look't upon as ſecondary, and not day» 
gerous, and therefore in the Method of Cure it is not always the 
farſt or chief thing which requires help, but ſometimes we are 
rather follicitous of appeaſing the pain, and removing the ft- 
veriſh Diſtemper, wheretore both the Patient and Nurſe ought to 
wie a thin and cooling Diet ; when the Teeth are upon eruption, 
let the paſſage be made open for them, either by a rubbing, & 
Section of the Gums : And alſo let Anodines he applyed to thoſe 
parts when (ſwollen and full of pain : Clyſters and Bleeding often 
have place here : We muſt procure fleep, and allay the tervgur 
of the Blood : Mean while let Anticonvultve Remedies be usd, 
but of the more moderate kind, and ſuch as little trouble the 
Blood and Humours ; Veſicatories, in regard they evacuate the 
—_ which is too apt to be diſcharg'd on the Head, often give 
relief. 

When Children are troubled with Convulfions, and that ne- 
ther preſently upon their Birth, nor by reaſon of an Erupyen 
Teeth, but through other occafions, and accidents, the cau 
of ſuch an affect for the moſt part lyes either in the head, or 
ſomewhere about the Viſcera of Concoftion. ' When there i a 
Erfpicion of the former, as it is wont to appear by figns which 
thew that a Maſs of Serous Filth is gathered together within the 
head ; the above-cited Remedies ought to be given in a little lar- 
gor Doſe ; moreover in thoſe who bear Purging well, ſometunes 
3 Vomit, and a gentle Purge may be order'd them : Wine and 


Oxymel of Squills, al Mercurius Dulcis, Rhubarb, and Rofin of 


Jalap are of excellent uſe. - | 
&s often as the cauſe of the Convulfive Aﬀect appears to belp 
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the Bowels, either Worms, or ſharp Hamours cauſing Gripes in 
the Belly are found to be in the fault, 

Againſt Worms a Purge of Rhubarb, or of Mercurius Dulcis, 
with the addition of Rofin of Jalap is ordered. 

Formerly to a Child miſerably troubled with Convnulftons, fo 
that he ſeem'd even a Dying, I gave a Dofe of Mercurius Dulcis 
with Roſin of Jalap: With his Stools, whereof ke had four, he 
yoided twelve Worms, and preſently grew well. 

Take Roots of Virginia Serpentary pordred a Dram, Coral calcin'd 
to a whiteneſs half a Dram, make a Powder, the Doſe ts from half 
a Scruple ;- a Scruple _ e day jo three x oh one after f— other, 

f er ut a Decoftson of Graſs Roots. ies of Hiera & 
rey ts 4 half, Venice=treacle two 2 hog be yon? for the 
Belly, or let 4 Plaiſter of Galbanum be applyed to the Navel. 

If the Convultive motions are thought to proceed from the 
Irfitation of the Ventricle, and the Inteſtines, caus'd by ſharp Ht 
tours, a gentle Purge, either by Vornit or Scige, or of both, 
the one after the other, ought to be ordered. For this purpoſe 
let gentle Emeticks of Wine of Squills, or of Salt of Vittiol be 
tiken ; to wit, if at any time the Diſeas'd be of their own ac- 
cord (eis'd with a ſtraining to Vothit ; but if the Eracuation 
ſeenis rather fit to be attempted downwards, an Infifion of Rhu- 
barb, or its Powder, Syrup of Cichory with Rhubarb, ot of 
Roſes with Agarick ought to be given : And I have often ſeen a 
Convulſive affeCt in Children Cur'd by thefe Remedies when fea- 
ſonably adminiftred ; moreover Clyſters in this caſe are of fre- 
quent uſe : But withal let not outward Medicaments be omitted, 
viz. Fomentations, Liniments, and Plaiſters to be applyed to 
the Belly. 

Take Cammonul Leaves ſmall ſlic't ewo handfuls, let them be put 
into two bags made of fine Linnen or Silk, which being - into 
warm Milk, and wrung forth muſt be 4 ſucceſſively to rhe Beth. 

Take Tops or Flowers of Malbws ſlic't, boil them in freſh Butrer, 
# Hogs Lard, and let them be applyed ro the Belly mm the form of an 
Oiritment or Cataplaſim. 


CHAP. 
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Inſtruttions and Preſcripts for Curing Comvulſrue Diſc 
eaſes in Adult Perſons, hapning by reaſon FM the 
Origine of the Nerves being chiefly affefted. 


TJ foueb Convulfive affets which bappen to Adult Perſons, 
being denoted by other Names , are alſo vulgarly accounted 
to have another Origine, and are wont to be referd to thoſe they 
call Hyſterical , Hypochondriacal, or Colick paffions, or to the 
Scurvy ; nevertheleſs if the thing be a little more attentively 

it will eafily appear, that certain Convulfive Symptony 
frequently happen both to Men and Women, which properly and 
duly claim the name of a Convulfion : Now theſe may be 1 
riouſly diftinguiſht according to the Manifold ſeat of the Mors 
bifick cauſe, but eſpecially into theſe three kinds, viz. into cer- 
tain Convulſions caus'd by reaſon of the Origine of the Nerve 
being chiefly affected, and ipto others which are caus'd by re 
ſon of the extremities of the Nerves being ſtopt with a Morki 
fick Matter ; and laſtly into others whoſe Morbifick Matter de- 
ſcending from the Head , gets poſſeflion of the whole, or the 
greateſt part of the DuCtus's of ſome peculiar Nerves, or of 
them altogether, We ſhall treat of each of theſe kinds of Con- 
vulfions one after the other. 

Therefore firſt of all as to Convulfions hapning by reaſon of 
the Origine of the Nerves being affected, we muſt note firſt 
that the Morbifick Matter beſetting the Origines of the Nerves, 
ſometimes paſſes chiefly into the foremoſt Pairs of Nerves, wi. 
which attend the Muſcles of the Eyes and Face; and thence Con- 
trations and tremblings ſometimes of the Noſe, Cheeks or Lips 
ſometimes of the Eyes or Mouth enſue. Secondly , ſometimes 
the Par Vagum and Intercoſtal chiefly imbibe the Heterogeneous 
Particles, and then Inflations or ContraCtions of the Abdomen 
and Hypochondres, and alſo a Palpitation and Trembling of the 
Heart, a difficult and interrupted Breathing, an intermitting 
Pulſe, and other Symptoms of the middle or lower Region of 
the Belly chiefly moleſt us. Thirdly, but ſometimes the Morbifick 
Cauſe lying behind, chiefly affets the Spinal Marrow; and theres 
fore the outward Members and Limbs are rendred obnoxious to 
Twitchings and Contractions, 

Moree 
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Moreover as we may conjecture from various Types of the Con- 
mulfive affect, it ſeems that the Convullive Matter going to theſe 
or thoſe Nerves, or to many of them together, either lodges it 
felf in a manner only about their Origines, ſo that upon frequent 
Exploſions of the Spirits there, an almoſt continual and very 
troubleſome Vertigo ariſes ; and ſo Tremblings, and a ſhort Faint- 
ing, and danger of Swounding are perceiv'd about the Przcordia, 
and oftex Twitchings and gentle Contractions in the Bowels or 
Muſcles : Or Secondly, the exploſive Particles convey'd to the 
Origine of the Nerves, enter deeper into their Proceſſes, and often 
falling down into the Plexus's of the Nerves,belonging to the Prz- 
cordia, or Viſcera of the Belly, or alſo to the outward Members, 
make there other ſeats, as it were of Convulſive affects, fo that 
2s often as the Spirits are forc't to Exploſions about the Origine 
of the Nerves, preſently Fits, as it were Hyfterick, Aſthmatick, 
or otherwiſe Convnlfive ariſe in the Belly, Thorax, or outward 
Members. I hall now give you ſome inſtances of Perſons in 
whom the Morbifick Matter beſetting the Origine of the Nerves, 
and not yet falln deeper into their Procefſes, caus'd frequent 
Vertigo's,and only gentle Convulfions of the Viſcera and Precordia. 


1. A Lady of great Quality, about Thirty years of Age, of 
a tender Conſtitution, and of a thin habit of Body, was wont to 
be ſorely afflicted every Winter with a Catarrh diſtilling on her 
Trachza and Lungs, with a Cough, Hoarfneſs, and great Spit- 
ing, but the laſt year, through a diligent care and caution us'd, 
ſhe eſcaped that evil : But after the Winter ſolitice, upon taking 
cold, ſhe was ſeis'd with a violent Head-ach, a ringing in the 
Ears, a Vertigo, with a mighty Diſtillation of Rheum at the Eyes 
and Noſe, whence it eafily appear'd that the filthy Maſs of Serum 
which was wont before to diftil on the Breſt, was then wholly 
depos'd within the Head and Brain : The effe&t whereof more- 
over was, that as often as ſhe began to ſleep, ſhe was very much 
troubled with a ſort of Hytſterick Fits, to which ſhe had never 
before been obnoxious : For if at any time beginning to ſleep, 
ſhe clos'd her Eyes, preſently it caus'd a rifing of a heavy thing 
in her Belly, a Snffocation in her Throat, and Tremblings and 
Twitchings about the Przcordia : Which affects nevertheleſs, 
when ſhe was perfectly awak't, preſently ceas't, ſo that the Di- 
easd was forc't to abſtzin in a manner wholly from ſleep for 
many days and nights op 
Being call'd to this Lady after ſhe was become very weak up- 
on many days Sickneſs, I was forc't to uſe only gentle Medi- 
cines: Therefore I ordered four Ounces of Blood to be taken 
from her Foot, and a Clyſter of Milk with Sugar to be daily 
L-1 gtven 
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given her, after which ſhe was wont to have three or four Stools: 
Moreover every eighth hour I gave her a Doſe of Spirit of Hartz 
horn in a Spoonful of the follo» ing og. 

Take Water of Penny-rojal, Wallnuts, black Cherries of each thre 
Omnces, Hyſterich, Water two Ounces, Syrup of Clovegilly-flowers an 
Ounce and a half, Caſtoreum tyed in a Nodulus , and bung m the 
Glaſs half a Dram, Pearl powdred a Scruple, mix them. 

I applied with good ft Veficatories behind the Ears, and C4 
raplajms of Leaves of Rue, Aron, with Bryony Kooes, Sea Salt 
and black Soap to the Soles of the Feet. 

Sometimes in the Evening I gave half an Ounce of Dzacodium 
in a little Draught of the-Julape before ordered, which was fol 
lowed by a moderate ſleep withont being attended according to 
wont with Convulfions : Which kind of effect I have often ex» 
perienced in (uch a caſe after Opiats given : For quenching Thirk 
I gave a Ptiſan with Diuretick Ingredients boild in it: By the 
uſe of theſe things ſhe was very much relicy d within a ſhort 
time: But that which fell out much for her good was, that a 
Abſceſs in the left Ear, breaking of its, own accord, firſt dif 
charg'd a yellow Gore, and afterward tor many days a vaſt quar 
tity of thin Ichor : After which Evacuation the Convulfions of 
the Bowels and Pizcordia wholly ceaſing, the Diſeaſe was per- 
teMly determin'd.. 

I have known many Perſons both Men and Women Diſead 
after this manner, who being il! of a Head-ach, an oppreſſion 
of the hinder part of the Head, or a Vertigo, perceiv'd in their 
flecp preſently Convulſive motions in the Prz-ordia or Bowel, 
or in both of them together : Which happens from the Salle 

of the tumultuary Spirits reflefted from the Brain into the Ori 
gines of the Nerves : And as an Opiate gave the Patient before 
mention'd a quiet fleep without the wonted Sequel of Conml- 
fions, fo I have often- ſucceſsfully Cur'd terrible Convulfive Fits, 
both Aſthmatical, and as it were Hyſterical, by giving Opiats 


t. A Woman ſixty ſeven years of Age having ſtill a florid Coun- 
tenance, and being of a groſs habit of Body, and who ft had 
liv'd long ſubject to a Swelling of the Face, and great Fits of the 
Head-ach, upon the Weathers growing very cold in the Wipter, 
fell into a very grievous Vertigo, with a Trembling of the Heart, 
a Fainting of the Spirits, and a frequent ſtriving to Vomit : Be 
ing put to Bed if ſhe open'd her Eyes, or was turn'd from ee 
fide on the other, ſhe was preſent!y ſeiz'd with a mighty. $coto- 
mia , a danger of Swooning , and moreover With a cruel Vomit 
ing. As I was to ee her I did not doubt but the. caufe of it 
Diſeaſe was the Convultive Matter convey'd from the _ 
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Region of the Head to the inmoſt Receſſes of the Brain, by 
the ill Breath, or Heterogeneous Combination of which the 
Animal Spirits being ft: uck, they rais'd the Vertiginous affects as 
they made their diſorderly fallyes towards the Brain,. and when 
they tumultuari'y coſht into the Roots of the Nerves, they caus'd 
the Scotomia, the diſorders of the Pracordia, and the ftriving 
to Vomit : The Cure of this was perform'd within a few days by 
the application of large Velicatories to the Nucha , and behind 
the Ears 3 the dayly injection of Clyſters, and by a frequent uſe 
of Spirit of Harts-horn, and a Cephalick Julape. 


Dr. Willis gives Inſtances of Perſons in whom ſome portion 
of the Morbitick Matter which beſets the Origine of the Nerves, 
deſcending from the Head, often enters deeper into the Ductus's 
of the Nerves, and fo about their middle and extream Proceſſes 
and Plexus's makes a fomes of an exploſive matter, as it were of 
Gun-powder : But for brevity ſake I omit them. 

It is obſery'd that when a Convulfive Fit begins within the 
Brain, at the Origine of the Nerves, preſently the remoteſt Spiz 
rits reſiding in the extremities of the Nerves (as many as are pre- 
diſpos'd for that Symptom ) fall upon Exploſions, and fo con- 
vey upwards, the Convulſive affect there more ſtrongly. be- 
gun ; which happens for this reaſon, that when ſome whole Se- 
ries of Spirits is diſturb'd, thoſe which are in the extream- parts, 
ze firſt deſtitute of their Original Influx, wherefore thoſe, before 
others begin to grow in a tumult, and to be irregularly diſpos'd, 
23 when a Nerve of the Arm or Thigh is conſtring'd by lying-on 
jt, ſo that it is hindred of its wonted influence of the- Spirits, a 
ſtupor with a ſenſe of pricking is firtt perceiv'd in the Fingers or 
Toes of the hands or Feet ; whence it creeps upwards by de- 
grees towards the places affected : And hence it is we find that 
if whilit the outmoit Spirits are exploded, a ſtrong Ligature, or 

intercepts the ſucceflion of others into the ſame 

ſpace, or their progrets towards the parts, the Convulſion is uſu- 
ally hindred from aſcending upward : Wherefore ( as Phyfical 
ies teſtify ) when a ſtupor beginning at the top of a Finger 

or Toe of a hand or Foot, creeps to the upper parts with a 
fenſe of /Formication, or like a cold wind 3 and at length taking 
to. the Brain, cauſes terrible Convulfions : If preſently at the firtk 


ſeizure the Arm or Leg be ſtrongly bound about, the Convulfion X 


being not able to paſs that place, is hindred from getting to the 
Head : Nay and its an uſual thing for Hyſterick Women, a{ſoon as 
aSwelling bf their Belly, or an aſcent of a heavy lump is firſt 
perceiv'd in their Abdomen, to bind .about hard the Trunk of 


their Body with Swathes, aud ſo commonly the Przcordia, and

Convulfve Fit. 

It's likewiſe obſervable that if Blood be let forth of a Vein in the 
midit of a Convulfive or Apoplectical Fit, it preſently ſeems to 
be congeal 'd, fo that being receiv'd in a Baſon , it does not keep 
an even and plain Surface like Liquids, but accumulating it ſel 
drop upon drop, it riſes in a heap likes Tallow melted and diftill'q 
into a cold Veſſel : Yet as to what ſome conclude hence, viz, 
that Conyulſions depend wholly on the thickneſs, obſtructed mo- 
tion, and ſtagnation of the Blood, we muſt not allow of it; 
For Elood drawn from Perſons that are ſubject to Convulſions a 
little before the Fit, is diluted with Serum, and fluid enough : 
Wherefore we may opine that that Congelation is caus'd by the 
Fit it ſelf: To wit, becauſe in Convulfive motions, from the ex- 
ce{iive Contractions of the Muſcles and Viſcera , the Blood paſſing 
betwixt them, its Spirit and Serum exhaling, is a little folv'd inits 
mixture, and therefore is ſomewhat coagulated,juſt as when Milk 
by reaſon of its too great agitation and Separation of parts one 
from another, hardens into butter, wherefore this kind of Coagu- 
lation of the Blood ſeems rather to be the effect of Convulſions 
than their cauſe. 


The 7 herapeutick Method. 


S to the Cure of theſe kinds of Convulfive affects, which in 
Men or Women proceed from a Morbifick cauſe, beſetting 
the Origines of the Nerves: The firſt Indication will be to with- 
draw the fuel of the Diſeaſe, viz. to hinder the Blood from dif- 
charging on the Head, the Heterogeneous Particles, either engen- 
dred in it ſelf, or receiv'd from elſewhere from the Bowels. For 
this purpoſe an Evacuation, ordered both by Purging and Bleed- 
ing, unleſs ſomewhat indicates -the contrary, is wont to be ad- 
miniſtred with good ſucceſs. 

Vomiting very often gives relief, wherefore let Vomits of the 
Infuſion of Crocus Metallorum, or of Salt of Vitriol, or of Wine 
of Squills, be given in the firſt place. Then in a few days let 
Blood be drawn , either by opening a Vein in the Arm, or 
by Leeches applyed to the Hzmorrhoid Veins ; then afterwards 
let a gentle Purge be ordered either of Pilk, or of a Purging Apo 
zeme, and let it be repeated in due and convenient time. 

Take Crato's Pills of Amber , or Bontius's Pills of Tartar 1w0 
Drams, Roſm of Jalap fixteen Grains, Caſtoreum « Scruple, Oy! of 
Roſemary or of Amoer half a Scruple, Gum — 
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ſufficient quantity of —— » make ſixteen Pills, let four

Take Roors of Polypody of the Oak,, ſhary pointed Dock prepar'd, and 
Chervil, of each fix Drams, of Male Peony three Drams, Leaves 
, Germander , Ground-pine, Vervam , Male Fluellin, of e 
4 handful, Seeds of Carthamus and Burr-dock,, of each three Drams, 
let them boxl in four Pounds of Fountain-water to half, add of Whites 
wine 4 Pound, let it be ſtrain'd into a Matraſs, to which put Leaves 
of choice Sena an Ounce, Rhubarb fix Drams, Gummous Turbith balf 
an Ounce, Epithimum, yellow Saunders of each two Drams , Salt of 
Wornm-wood, and of Scurvy-graſs, of each a Dram, the outward yel- 
low Coats of Oranges two Drams, let them yy cloſe luted in a 
Sand heat for twelve hours, let the ſtrainmg be kept for uſe ; Lee 
it be ſweetned ( if need be) with a ſufficient quantity of Syrupus 
Auguſtanus, or with Syrup of Cichory with Rhubarb ; the Doll is 
fix Ounces once or twice im a week, 

Each day in which Purging is omitted, let Remedies be given 
for ſtrengthning the Brain, and for garding the Animal Spirits 
from incurring Heterogeneous Combinations , or from entring 
upon Exploſions : Of which nevertheleſs let a certain choice be 
made according to the Temperament, Habit of Body, and Con- 
ſtitution of the Diſeas'd : For to ſuch as have a thin habit of Body, 
and a hot Blood, Medicines muſt be given which are not hot, 
and which do not ſtir the Blood too much : On the contrary to 
phlegmatick and groſs Bodies, whoſe Urine is thin and watery, 
and whoſe Blood circulates but dully, ket hot Remedies be or- 
dered, and ſuch as are apt notably to ferment the Humours : 
In the former caſe you may preſcribe after this manner. 

Take Conſerve of the Flowers of Betony , Tamarish, and Male 
Peony of 8ach two Ounces, Species Diamargarits Frigidi, a Dram 
and a half, Powder of the Roots of Peony, and of the Seeds of the

Take Species Diamargariti Frigidi two Drams, Salt of Worm-wood, 
three Drams, Aron Roots powdred a Dram, mix them, make a Powder, 
let it be divided into twenty parts, and let a Doſe be taken in the 
Morning, and at four of the Clock, yi 
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ym of the Roots of Butter Bur an Ounce, the Doſe iy 
from half a Dram to a Dram twice a dg. ; 
Take Leaves of the Bur-doch,and of Aron,of each fix handfuls, being 
flic't and mixt together,let them be diftil d:The Doſe 15 from: two Dramy 
to three twice or thrice a day after a Doſe of the Eleffuary or Pawdg, 
Take of this diftill'd Water two Pounds, of our Stee! prepar'd tmy 
Drams, mix them in a Glaſs, let them be taken after the ſame manner. 
Take Water of Waltnuts ſimple, and of Wlack, Cherries, of each hf 
a Pound, of Suatls four Ounces, Syrup of Flowers of the Male Peony 
two Ounces ; the Doſe is from an Ounce and 4 half to two Ounce: 
after the ſame manner, 
Take —w of Ivory, an1 Harts-horn, of each three Drany, 
Roots of Cheroil, Bur-doch,, Valerian, of each half an Ounce; Leeve 
Jy, ans wat Scolopendrium, tops of Tamarith, of edth 
[: Barks of Tamarich and of Birter- ers of each half an Ounce, 
let boil in four Pounds of Fountain-water to the 'conſumptim 
of 4 third part, add of White-wine eight Ounces, ſtrain 1t mto « 
Floggon, to which put Leaves of Brook-limes, and of Cuckowflower, 
each a handful, make 2 warm and cloſe y - for four hour, 
the framing be kept in Glaſſes cloſe ftopt : The Doſe 15 fix Ounces 
twice 4 day , after a Doſe of a ſolid Medicine.

Or twelve Millepedes being bruisd with White-wine 
jour'd on them, let the Juice be expreſt, make a draughe, let it be 
taken twice a day. 

In the mean while that theſe Remedies are taken inwardly, it 
is proper ſometimes to raiſe Bliſters by applying Veſicatories 
on the Nucha, or bebwid the Ears ; for fo the Serons and 
Humours are very much deriv'd from the Head : Moreover 
Sneezing-powders, and Apophlegmatiſms often give great relief. 
The drawing of Blood from the Hzmorrhoid Veins, or from the 
Foot ought to be ſometimes repeated : And during the Fit, 
Plaiſters or Cataplaſms are applyed to the Soles of the Feet with 
prob It is good alſo te apply Epiſpaſticks about the Legs 

CHAP. 
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CHAP. IV. 


Of Convulfrve motions, whoſe cauſe lyes about the 
Extremities, or within the Plexus's of the Nerves, 


b ivy Convulfive affects, ſometimes withont any fault in the 
Head, ariſe from the Irritation and Expleſion of the $pi- 
rits lying about the extremities of the Nerves, it plainly appears 
even from this, becauſe when Medicines ſmartly twitch the Coats 
of the Stomack or Inteſtines, or when Worms gnaw them, Con- 
vulfions do not only follow in thoſe parts, but likewiſe Conyul- 
five motions are ſometimes retorted on the Members and out- 
ward Limbs : For as we have ſhewn elſewhere, when a ſenſe of 
great pain torments any part, and is communicated from that 
to the Primum Senſorium , preſently upon it, the Spirits being 
there irritated, an involuntary and irregular motion is wont to 
be thence reflected ; and that not only by thoſe Nerves, by which 
the ſenſe of pain was brought, but ſometimes the Convulfion is 
reciprocated alſo by others, either of the ſame pair, or belonging 
to a pair wholly differing : Thus a Stone fixt in the Ureter cau- 
ſes Convulfions, not only in the Veſſel affected, but in a man» 
ner in all the Viſcera of the Eelly, and cruel! Vomitings for the 
moſt part follow upon it : Wherefore it is not to be doubted but 
Convulfive Diſeaſes alſo,and ſome ſuc h Symptoms are often caus'd 
by reaſon of ſome outward offence offer'd the extremities of the 
Nerves within the Membranes, Muſcles or Viſcera: Nay and if 


at any time in Hyſterick, Hypochondriack, and certain other paſ- 


fions, Convulfive motions are rais'd through the fault of the 
Womb, Spleen, or ſome other of the Viſcera, the Head being 
without hurt ; truly thoſe ariſe and are propagated on every fade 
into various Regions of the Body only this way, v3x- by the at 
noyances of the reſt of the parts by the Way of the Nerves, and 
not at all by vapours convey'd to the Head. I ſhall now gire 
you ſome inſtances and obſervations of Convulfions ariſing from 
the Extremities of the Nerves. 

A delicate Virgin about the ſixteenth year of her Age falling 
from a Hoiſe, and daſhing her felt againſt a rough Stone, ſorely 
hurt her leti Breſt, whence a Swelling with a pain arofe, which 
Symptoms nevertheleſs at firſt ſeem'd to be mitigated by the uſe 
of Remedies, and afterwards for a long time to paſs indifferently 
well ; but after three years upon taking cold, and having usd a 
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very ill Diet, all things be;zan to return a new 3 the place hu't 
(welling up in a greater balk, was affc&ted with a moſt acute an 
almoft continual pain, fo that the Diſeaſed, through the mighty 
torment, palſed many days and nights without-fleep ; nor could 
the inde that the Glanduies of her Breſt, then become more 
(wollea, ſhou!d be toucht or handled, nay nor any noife -or cons 
cuiſjou to be made in acr Cuamber, 

Whe: to this Tumour, dezenerating towards a Cancer, Fo» 
mentatios and Catap!lutns or Hemlock and Man-diake , and 
other {tupitying things, ant! Repercuffives were apply'd, the noble 
Lay Legan to undergo certain Convulſive affects, which often 
maleſted her : ln the tft place as often as a violent pain came 
In tier Breſt. the felt there prickings, and likewile Cunvuiſhons 
and Cuntractions ſhouting i and out : Preſently after the Ven- 
ticie and IH, puchondries, and atter that the whole Abdomen were 
wout to be blown vp, and migatily diſtended with a _rumbling 
and a ſtraining to Vornit ; By and by the ſame affect being con- 
vey « by deg.ces 16 the upper warts, took away hee Senſes, and 
hartly upon ut fo ft; on, Curvulltions tullowed in her whole Body; 
th t the Diteas'd could fcarce be heal'd by three or four robutt 
Yer. 

ſheſe Kinds of Fits at fiſt came at random, and were only 
rais'd occaſionally, viz. they enſued as often as the pain of the 
Breſt was rendred more intenſe by ſome evident cauſe $ After- 
ward thoſe Convulſions more trequently moleſted her, and at 
length becoming periodical and habitual, they return'd twice a 
day, v4z. conſtantly juſtſumany ſect hours after Meals: And when 
Diſe.g'd had been miſerably afflicted after this manner for fix 
Months, at length ſhe began to be troubled with a certain Ver- 
tiginous affects which continually followed her : For which evil 
when a Fomentation of Aromatick and Cephalick Herbs had been 
for ſome time applye«, ſhe grew better as to her Vertigo; but 
trom thenceforwards ſhe was continually moleſted with a new 
and very wonderful Symptom, ©z. a violent dry Cough follow- 
ing her day and night, unleſs when ſhe was fallen afleep: After 
this noble Virgin had. tryed divers ſorts of Remedies, preſcrib'd 
by ſeveral Phyticians, without much benefit, at length ypon the 
uſe of the Baths of a moderate heat at Bathe, ſhe was reliev'd, 
and being marryed preſently upon it, after conception and her 
being delivered of a Child, ſhe recovered by degrees. 

As to the violent Cough above mention'd, it ſeems that that 
$ymptom depended on the Origine of the Nerves being affected; 
and not on any ſtuffing in the Lungs, for ſhe ſpit forth nothing 
vith the Cough ; we ſay therefore that the Morbifick matter de- 
pos'd near the Origine of the Nerves being rarified and mor'd 
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by the Fomentation, entred deep in at the Mouths of the 
Nerves that go to the Lungs, and ſtirr'd up perpetual Convull 
ons in the Fibres and. Filaments thereof. 

A noble Matron Fifty years of Age, afterthat her Menſes had 
teas'd to flow for a year and a half, firft began to complain of x 
pricking pain in her left breft, then atterward that affect ceaſing, 
ſhe; was taken ill about the Stomack : To wit, a hard, and as it 
' were (chirrous Tumour aroſe there with an opprefling pain ; this 
was preſently followed by an inflation of the Ventricle,with a diff- 
cult Breathing, a Nauſeouſneſs and frequent Vomiting. Then 
the Diſeaſe growing worſe and worſe, with a more acute pain, 
and ſhooting in and out every way, the fell into Conulfive a 
fects of the Ventricle : To wit, the Convulſions ſhooting in that 
place ſeveral ways, ſhe was almoſt continually in ſuch a torment, 
as though the Stomack were torn in ſeveral pieces: Moreover 4 
continual Perturbation of mind, and frequent Fainting Fits lead- 
ing even to Death's door , accompanied with a Thirſt and Watch. 
ings, purſued the fick Lady ; all which Symptoms the plain!y per- 
ceiv'd always to ariſe from that Tumour of the Ventricle (to wit, 
its ſharp and heterogeneous Particles continually entring the Ex- 
tremities of the ſurrounding Fibres and Nerves.) To this Per- 
ſon all Vomitory, Cathartick, Antiſcorbutick and Hyſterick Me. 
dicines, without giving any eaſe, ſeem'd rather to have prov 
offenſive and prejudicial : After Bleeding by Leeches, and the 
uſe of Aﬀes ſhe receiv'd ſome benefit, and afterward by long 
drinking Mineral Waters, ſhe was very much reliev'd. 

What has been faid here of Convulfions from a Morbifick canſc 
befetting each end of the Syſtema Nervoſum will be made more 
clear when hereafter we ſhall treat particularly of the chiet kinds 
of Convutfions, viz. of Hyſterick , Hypochondriack and other 
Paſtjons : In the mean while it will not be neceflary to add a The 
rapeutick method to this Hypotheſis of Convulſions hapnivg by 
reaſon of the Extremities of the Nerves being affected ; becauſe 
the ways of Curing this affect may better be accommodated to 
thoſt That we ſhall hereafter deliver in particular. 

I have found alſo by ocular evidence, that there are Conrul- 
five affects whoſe canſe, or Morbifick matter lyes within the 
Plexus's of the Nerves : For opening the Body of a noble Lady, 
who had been borrtibly troubled with thoſe aftects they call Hy- 
ſterical a little before her deceaſe, I found the Womb wholly 
without fault, but along the Nervous Plexus's of the Meſentery, 
which ( as it ſeem'd) had been wont to ſwell and rife up in x 
bulk, I found the Membranes of that Entral looſen'd and ſevered 
from each other, fo that they appear'd every where ſwoll'n and 
lax, as if blown upin little bubbles or bladders. Nor is il - 
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probable that the pains of the Co'ick often proceed from a 
tharp and irritating matter contain'd in thoſe ſame Plexus's. 
Moreover ſuch a kind of matter within the Plexus's of the Heart, 
ſeems to cauſe there horrible Trembliugs and Paftions, and with- 
in the Plexus's of the Lungs or Neck,terrible Fits of the Aſthma,f(9. 


CHAP. .V: 


Of Convulfrvue motions arifing from the Liquour ty- 
ing in the Nervous Bodys , and irritating all 
their Proceſſes into Convulſtons. 


þ is obvious almoſt to daily experience, that Convulfive affects 
run through the whole Genus Nervoſum, and infeſt ſometimes 
theſe parts, ſometimes others, fometimes many together : For 
in ſome we may obſerve that the Tendans of the Muſcles every 
where leap, and are drawn with Conyulfions ; in oftiers that all 
the outward Members are in many places bent or ext this 
way, and that, with various flexions and contorfions ; We ſee 
ſome forc't by a malterleſs and ungovern'd impetus of the Spi- 
rits, ſometimes being ſtruck as it were with a rage, to run or 
leap, ſometimes ſtrongly to belabour the earth, or any thing 
that comes in their way with their Filts, which unleſs they did, 
they would fall. preſently into Swaonings and horrible Faint- 
ing Fits, It would be too tedions to enumerate all caſes of thoſe 

eneral Convulfions pafling through the whole Gents Nervoſum ; 

ut ſuch like Symptoms, though various and manifold, may in 
ſome ſort be reduc't to three chief heads, viz. as they chiefly 
depend on three ſorts of cauſes : For ſince in theſe Convulfions 
pathing from place to place, we ought to ſuppoſe the whole Ner- 
rous Liquour to be vitiated, and the Animal Spirits, every where 
abounding in it, to be adulterated, and conſequently to be al. 
moſt continually exploded : We may obſerve that that taint for 
the moſt part is communicated both to the Nervous Juice, and 
the Spirits every where acc ying it, by one or the other 
of theſe three ways ;z viz. Firſt Either om Poyſon or Witchcraft ; 
Setondly , From a malignant or ill-determin'd Fever;uix. in which 
theMorbifick matter is diſcharg'd on the Brain, or Germs Ner- 


voſum; Or Thirdly, When the Nervous Liquour in long proceſs 
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of time, by reaſon of a Scorbutick or otherwiſe vitiated affec, 
degei.e:ates from its due Crafis into a ſharp, acid, or otherwiſe 
Pre ernataral and Convulſive Liquour, We fſha!l here conſider 
of each of theſe caſes, and fir1t of Convullive Fits, which are 
produc't from Poyſon or Witchcraft. 

Fi:ſt therefore, That ſome Poyſons a&t on the Nervous Li- 

uour rather than on the Blood, aid depraving nt, cauſe chiefly 
Conyulſive affects, it plainly appears from eatii-g ot Cicutaria 
Apium riſus, deadly Nightſhade, the wild Carrot, ard 
other cffenfive Herbs, which is wont to be tollowed in 
a ſhort time after with horrible Cont: actions or the Stomack, 
a Numneſs, Delirium, and Twitchings and Conv nifiors in the 
Whole Bady of the Tendons : Moreover thoſe kivds of Corvu'- 
five aft<&s enſue in ſuch as are bitten by a mad Dog, and other 
Venemons wild Beaſts when the Vieulent Miaſm 1ecciv'd by 
the Nervous Juice, having lay'n hid in it a long time, at levgih 
exerts it (elf, and infeQts and poyſons with its fe. n:ent the whole 
Mats, of the Liquour in which it is involv'd : Ard this is more 
clearly *mianjfeſted by the woncetfnl Symptoms, 447. the pain- 
ful Conyulfions, -and contintal Dancing which are” affi, mil ly 
Anthors of Credit to'enſhe upon the bite of a Tarantula: Which 
doubtleſs happen; becauſe upon the bite of that Animal, tome Ve 
nemous Miaſms are convey'd into the Body of Man, which ne- 
vertheleſs being/ little injurious to the Blood ard vital Spirit, 
aſſoon ag they have paſt fiom it into the Nervons Liquour, pre- 
fently ſpread themſelves like a Ferment, through its whole Mats 
and infect the -Animal Spirits, every where abounding in it; { 
that 'they being forc't apart from one another , and diiven hi- 
ther and thither jn a dif rderly manner, cauſe Conrulfive affects, 
whick ſometimes are accompanyed with a CuntraCtion ot the 
ame av, Parts, ſometimes with a languor and re(-}ution of

Muſick” by its gently ſoothing Nature, readily gathers together 
in one, and mutually aſſociates the Spirits fo diffipated : Where- 
fore when! the ſaid Spirits, by reaſon of Virulents Miaſms ſticking

motions , the Melody Ciſpoſes ard direCts them, being allur'd 
together, into'ſuch Convulſions, that entring the Bocys of the 
Nerves in a certain ſeries ard order, they are ca;ryed in certain 
limited I'racts as it were, till at length the Particles of the Venom 
being wholly evaporated, ard the tury ar.d impetus of the Spirits 
wearyed, they have wholly ſhaken cff that rage: Ard indeed 
Mulick readily torces ſound and ſober Men, even againſt ther 
wills, or thinking ot other things, to aCtions enwlating the Tune 
heard ; ſo that a Piper no ſocner begins bis Leffon, but the 
itanders by begin to move their Hards ard Feet: We reed rct 
woncer therefoic in Men litten by a Tararyrula, Where the Ants 
mal Spirits being ſtimulated to motion as it were, ai forc't to 
$kip and wander irom ore pl ice to another of themſelves, if up- 
on playing on a Harp, they are put rpen Darcir.g, and obfery- 
ig of regular motions. 

{ 0 this is a kin the Evil, which is ca'I'd the Darc? of S. Vitus, 
corcernirg which Horſtavs relates, that he ipake with certam 
Wemen, who viſit yearly the Chappe! of 8. Fit, which is 
within the Precincts of T'/mes, and thee exercile themielves fo 
lorg in Dancing Gay ard right, with a Pertmbation of mind, 
till they tal! cn the Ground like Perfors in an extaſy: By which 
nieavs they ſecm to be reſtor'd to thereſe!ves, ſo that they feel 
little or r.cthing for a whole year, till the time of May following, 
znd then they declare themſelves toimerted with fſnch a reſt 
leſsneſs of their Members, that they ate torc't to betake them- 
ſelves again about the Feaſt of S. I/itr's to the forefaid place, to 
renew their Dancing. 

Indeed it is a uſual thing ( as T have often cbſerv'd ) both for 
Men and Women to be intel ed with ſuch a reſtlefsrefs, and cer- 
tain rage as it were of the Meml ers, that they aie forc't to walk 
till they are a wealy, and alſo to dince and run up and dowr, 
by this means to avoid greater DiſtuiLances ard Swoorings , 
which would otherwiſe ſeize them : T he reaſon of which ſeems 
to be, that the Animal Spirits, becauſe ſtimulated in the whole 
Genus Nervoſum from a Heterogeneous Combination, become 
wholly in a rage and ungovernable, which thereio:e ought to 
be (o exercis'd and weatied, toth that they thumieives way be 
maſtered , and that the Heterogeneous Con.lination may be 
ſhaken off, 

That Convulfive affedts are ſcmetimes caus'd by Witchcraft, 
it is both vulgarly teliev'd, and every where :ffirmd by many 
Abthors that deſerve Credit : Ard to grant that wonderful affects 
are often product in the Fudy ot Men by tricks of the Devil, 
viz. in as anuch as by the wonderful fubtlety in operating, in 


which he excels, he wſi.vates Atoms or Heterogeneous Cor- 
puicies 
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puſcles into the ſenfitive Soul, or the Texture of the Anima 
Spirits, and (o ſometimes ſtimulates its Functions, ſometime 
binds them, ſometimes violently perverts them: Nay and far- 
ther in ſome manner he enters the Body of Man himfelf, and he. 
ing as another Soul of a more powerful Nature, is co-extendef 
to it, aCtuats a!l the parts and members, inſpires them with 
an unwonted Vigour, and governs them at his pleaſure, and ftirs 
them up to the performance of wonderful and ſupernatural ac 
ons: Grant this I ſay, yet all kinds of Convulfions which appear 
prodigious, as being beſides the common courſe of this Diſeaſe, 
ought not preſently to be imputed to inchantments of Witchez, 
or tricks of the Devil, for often, though appearing ſtrange, they 
proceed from meer natural cauſes, and ſtand in need of no other 
Exorciſms for a Cure, than Remedies which are wont to be pre. 
{crib'd again{t Convulfive affects: In truth the Animal Spirits 
when indued with a very great exploſive Combination, and dif- 
charg'd together by it, exert ſo much of ſtrength and vigour 
above their proper and wonted force, as a flaſh of Gun-powder 
above the burning of a common flame, for that ſuch, who, being 
obnoxious to this Diſeaſe, may when they are out of the Fit 
be govern'd, carryed, and led at pleaſure by the guidance of one 
Man, when the Fit comes upon them, are not to be manag'd 
the greateſt ſtrength and endeavours of four or more ro 
Perſons : But if when any Perſon is diftempered there be a ſuſpi- 
cion of Witchcraft or Faſcination, there are chiefly two kinds 
of motion which are wont to create and maintain it ; vix- Firſt, 
If the Patient uſes ſuch Contorſions and Gefticulations of the 
Members, or of the whole Body, which no ſound Man, even a 
Mimick, or any Tumbler, is wont to imitate 3 And ſecondly, if 
he exerts a ſtrength, which exceeds all humane force, to which 
if there be joynd excretions of monſtrous things, as when heaps 
of Pins are caſt up by Vomit, or living Animals are voided by 
ſeige, it comes to be without diſpute that the Devil has, and 
as his part in this Tragedy. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP VE 


of General Convulſious which are wont to be raivd 
in Malignant, Ill-determiwd, and fume Anomas 
lous Fevers. 


Þe Man knows that Convulſions ſometimes happen to Per« 
ſons.in Fevers, and that from thence a great Prognoſtick 
is taken of death or danger : For as in Malignant Fevers, and 
ſometimes in ordinary Feyers of an Ill-determination, a Vertigo 
or Delirium ariſe from the Morbifick Matter's being depos'd from 
the Blood in the Brain ; fo from the ſame fall'n into the Genus 

am, ContraCtions and Twitchings of the Muſcles and Ten- 


dons, and alſo ſudden ſhakings of the Members and Limbs, and 


ſometimes horrible tiff extenſions in the whole Body enſue, 

which ſorts of Convullive affects happen for the moſt part about 

the height of Fevers, when the Morbifick Matter, firſt heap't to- 

pn in the Blood, is convey'd thence into the Brain, and that 

g either preſently paſt through, or infected together with 

it, is carryed into the Sytema Nervoſum, and thence Convulfive 
with or without a Delirium are rais'd. 

Nevertheleſs beſides theſe kinds of Convulſive affects which 
enſue upon Fevers, and are ſecondarily rais'd, we may obſerve 
ſometimes in a Malignant Conſtitution of the Air, and after a 
breath of a peltilential Contagion, that the Nervous Liquouris 
infected before the Blood , or apart by-it ſelf from it, and that 
then a Delirium and Convulſions precede the Feverith Diſtemper. 
Moreover I have often obſerv'd that ſome Anomalous Fevers 
have been rife, in which the Blood being ſcarce ſeen to boil or 
to be extraordinary hot, the beginnings of a ſlow, and very dan- 

Fever have been firſt laid in the Nervous Humour; which 

ng rais'd by degrees to a Maturity, caus'd Cenvullive affects 
with a Delirium or Mania, and other failings or exorbitancies of 
the Animal Spirits: For the Diſeas'd not complaining of heat or 
drought, on a ſudden becoming weak, and as it were enervated, 
were preſently rendred obnoxious to a frequent Giddineſs, alſoto 
Tremblings and Leapings as it were of the Limbs, and likewiſe 
to Twitchings and ContraCtions of the Muſcles and Tendons, 
and to pains moving from one place to another. This kind of 
Sickneſs, in regard it ſeems to confiſt in the ſolid parts, rather 
than in the Blood, is call'd by ſome Phyſicians a Mallgnnat 
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Hedtick Fever, when in truth the fame being chiefly rooted in 
the Nervous Humour, is better ſaid to be a Convultive Diſeaſe of 
the Nerves, 

Horſtius mentions a Convulſive and Malignant Diſeaſe, which 
heretofore was Epidemical in Haſſia, We{lphaita, and the Neigh- 
bouring parts; thole that weie feiz'd with it, without ary Fe 
veriſh heat, or immoderate efferveicency of the Blood, as they 
were about their houtehou!d affuirs, on a ſudden ſcarce pe: 
ceiving themiclves fick, were wont to feel a Fortmication with 1 
Numnels pading in and out about their Hands or Feet, and 

* ſometimes in both; Piefently atter their Fingers and Toes, and 
like»ife thcic A; ms and Legs, one while wee cloſely contracts, 
another whilg ſtrongly extended, as though they had grown tiff: 
Theſe Contrations and Extenſions followed each other alternz- 
tively, ard now and then chang d places, fv that at one time the 

lay in this part, and the preſently in another : But in cate 
( as it qften fe!l out ) the Diſcaſc (ciz'd the whole Brain all at once, 
Univerſal! Convulfions, and often Epileptical Fits infeſted the Dif 
eas'd ; Moreover they were obnoxious at certain times to a Di 
lirium, Mania, and ſometimes to a Lethargy : This Di- empe: 
continued along time without a Ciitis, or being perteCtly ; elvl- 
ved, and con!d ſcarce ever be {o throughly Curi'd, but ill and 
morbid Difpofitious of the Brain and Nervous parts laſted after- 
wards during the whole Life. 

It plainly appears that this Diſeaſe and its Symptoms wholly 
depend on the Corruption and mighty Depravation of the Ner- 
vous Juice: And the reaſon why in this Nervous Fever, there 
happen'd a difi-ult, or rather no Criſis, or Solution at all, was 
becauſe the Nervous Juice being tough and mncilaginous , 
as it were, and conſequently flow in motion, is not purg'd az 
the Blood, by an excretory efferveſcence, nor does it eafily 
fall into ſuch a fermentation , whereby the pure is ſeparated from 
the impure. 

I have known a Diſeaſe like this, often to have reign'd in onr 
Country, and to have paſt through whole Families, at leaſt 
amongſt the Children and younger People. Some years fince 
a popular Fever ſorely infeſting the Brain and Genus Nervoſum 
very much reign'd about Oxfo74, and indeed almoſt throughout 
England : The Narrative of which Diſeaſe, written at the time 
it reign'd, viz. An. 1661. I ſhall here briefly inſert; for from 
hence it appears after what manner, and by what cauſes Con- 
vulfive Symptoms which happen in all Fevers, are wont to be 
rais'd. 
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Ant Accrunt of an Fpidemick Fever , reigning 
An. 1661. which chiefly infeſted the Brain 
and the Getus Nzrvoſum. 


wo the Verhal Equinox An. 166t. a certain Anomalous 
{Y and unuſual f cver, fejizd fome Perfons here and there, 
which nevertielels within a Month became fo Epidemical, that 
in many places it began to be call'd the New Diſeaſe : — 
chiefl y among Child. en and young People, it was wont to affli 
them with a long, and as it w-re, Chrovical Sickne(s : Nay and 
forretimes though rarely it intetted Perſons ſtricken in years, an& 
aged, but it Kill'd then ſooner,and more certainly : The affect firſt 
ſeizing any Perſon, fo tacitely ſtole upon him, that the begin- 
tings of the Sickneſs were ſcarce perceiv'd: For atiſing with- 
but any immoderate heat or great thirſt, it preſently caus'd a 
great weakneſs in the whole Body, with a languor of the Spirits, 
and a deadael(s of the Animal FunCtions : The Stomack loathed 
all Food, and found it fe:f oppreft by what was taken into it, 
and nevertheleis i: was not inclin'd to Vomit. The Difeazd be- 
ing indiſpos'd to all motion, ſought only to lye on a Bed, and 
do nothing : Within a ſhort time, and ſometimes from the firſt 
mrafion of the Diſeaſe, they complain'd of a great Giddineſs, 
aringing in the Ears, and often of a tucbulent motion and great 
perturbation in the Brain : Which ſort of Symptoms were uſually 
accounted a Pathognomick fign as it were of the ſudden approach 
of this Diſeaſe ; in caſe it happen'd that theſe were wanting, or 
remiſs in ſome Perſons, inftead of the lead being affected after 
that manner, the Diſeaſe fixt it (elf deeper in the Breſt, and 
rais'd a Cough, as we ſhall preſently acquaint you: Now whilſt 
bpon the Brain and Nervous Appendix, their being affected after 
this manner, the Animal Spirits p:elently from the beginning of 
the Sickneſs wax't dull, a flow and heCtick Fever as it were, 
was kindled in the whole Body : Neverthe'eſs the efferveſcence 
of the Blood, which was ſcarce continual, but hapning at ran- 
dom, and uncertain, was more intenſe in ſome, and more remiſs 
in others according to the Crafis of the Blood it (elf: And con- 
ſequently the Thirſt, roughneſs of the Tongue, and otter Symp- 
toms, which depend on the Feveriſh Diſtemper, troubled thetti 
more or leſs. Sweating did not happen of its own accord, nor 
could it readily or with caſe be rais'd by Art : Nay farther, nei- 
ther this kind of Evacuation or any other ever hapning as it 
N n were 
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were by way of Crifts, put an end to this Diſeaſe on a ſudden: 
But continuing tor many Weeks and tometimes Months, it 
brought the Ditcas d into a migaty Atrophia, and otten caſt them 
into an incurable Contumption. 

About the time of the Diſeaſes increaſe, which in moſt Per- 
ſons happen'd within eight days, ii the aftc&t (as it otten wa 
wont) te1z'd chicfl; on tne Brain, and Sy/tcoma Nerwo/um, (evere 
Symptoms, v4z. a plan irenty, or deep Stupor, vr a total inſenh- 
bility commonly iwrcfted their Ceconomy : For I have fiequents 
iy oblervd in many Cimidien, and often in Woren, after ſeven 
or eight days of their Leiag wciz'd, that they have whvully loſt 
both Senſe and Syeech, Wo taut they hare lain for foie time, 
nay ſometimes for a whule Mouths (pace, withuut knowing Per. 
{ons prelent, and their Excrements paiiing trom them atier aq 
intenfible manner : And it the uſe of thew judgment ard reaſon 
in lvine mealuue heid, yet they were troubled with a trequeut 
Delirium, and always talk t lignt-headed in their fleep. But in 
Men, and others of 2 hot Coniitution, upon the Mcrbifick Mat- 
ter's being convey d to the Head, witead uf a Criſis, a Facy or 
dangerous and often deadly Fien(y euntucd : But if reicher a Sh 
por nor violent Diitrachon fe1z'd them, a S-utumia, Cunvu!fe 
motions, with Contractiuns of the Members, and Twitching 
of the Cenduns greaily moleſted them : Almoſt in all the Dif 
eas'd, the Belly tor the mult part was lovuic, and voided plenti 
fully ſometimes yellow, fometunes thin aud ſerous Excrements, 
which ftank mightily. It was jeldum that any were frcizd with 
a Vomiting: The Uwe in the whole comie ot the Dileaſe (un- 
leſs when the Morbinck Matter taking pleitirully to the Erain, 
threatn'd a Frenſy ) was of a deep red culuur, fo that ſome by 
reaſon of its deepnels, judg'd this Fever to be abfolutely Scorby 
tical : Which neverthelels appear d to be otuerwile, becaule Aus 
tiſcorbutick Remedies, ( whereof a great many,and almclt of al 
kinds were tryed ) had litile or no effect : It was very much tv 
be admired, how ſoon atter the (cizuie of this Diſeaſe, the Fleſh 
of the Sick fell away, f» that they were brought to the drynd 
of a Skeleton, wben in the mean time there was no exceeding 
great heat to conſume the Solid parts by little and little, nor 
any violent Evacuation greatly to waſte them. 

Beſides theſe evils inteſting the Region of the Head, an affet 
no leſs dangerous often teizd on the Lieſt : For in fume a ver) 
troubleſome Cough, with much and thick Spittle was rais'd; This 
iu ſome Perſons happen'd about the declining of the Viſeald, wit 
when the Confines ot the Brain obtain'd a calm, the Clouds, 4 
it were, being diſcharg'd thence on the Breſt, a mighty Catarnh 


preſently tell on the Lungs. Eut in ſome, eſpecially you we 
ere 
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fered little from the Diſeaſe in the Mead, preſently from the 
bepinning of the Fever, a violent Congh, and a Spitting of hl- 
thy Matter, accom: panied with a Ceriumptive Diſpoſnion, as it 
were, ſeiz'd them, and precipirated tnem, fuddenly and una- 
wares into a Conſumption ; trom which neverthelel(s, by a fea- 
ſonable uſe of Remedies, they often unexpectedly recover : 
{ obſerv'd in ſome, after a long failure ot the fenfhtive faculty, 
ind an oppreiſion of the Brain trom the Morbifick Matter, that 
at length Tumonrs enſted in the Glands about the Neck, from 
which, afſvon as ripen'd and broken, a thin and ſtinking Ichor/ 
flowed for a _lorg time, and give cate: I have feen allo Watery 
Wheals rais'd in other parts of the Body, which hate paſt into 
hollow Ulcers with diffic':Ity to be Cur'd : Sumriimes fmall 
SÞots, andas it were Flea-bites appear'd here ard there : Though 
| have not heard that broad and hvid Spots ever were to be ſeen 
in Perſons fick of this Diſcaſe : However rotwithſfanding this 
Fever had not any very Malynant breakings forth, yet it was 
not free from Contagion : For in the ſame Fawily it t(ciz'd almoit 
all the Childzen and younger People one after the other; and 
often Perſons ſtricken in years, who attending the f1ck, famili- 
arly us'd about their Beds and Bed-cluaths, were intected with 
the (ame Diſeaſe: Yet I muit fay there was not fo great a ſuf- 
_ of infection, that for that reaſon the Friends of the Sick, 

ould be wholly forbidden to viftit them, or converſe with 
them. 

Though all along the courſe of this Diſeaſe (unleſs when the 
Brain was greatly affail'd)) it appear'd only mild, and paſt with- 
o1t any dreadful Symptom, nevertheleſs its Cure was always dit- 
ficult, and was not perform'd but afier a long time: For the 
Diſeas'd ſeldom recover'd within thiee or four Weeks, nay for 
the moſt part ſcarce within ſo mary Months: But if this Dif- 
eaſe fell on Men of a decayed Age or Strength, eſpecially on ſuch 
as were before ſubject to Cephalick Diſeaſes, as the Lethargy : 
Apoplexy or Convulſjons, it often kill'd them in a ſhorter ſpace. 
Or it there were any hope of recovery, it could be carryed on 
rery ſlowly, ( ſcarce any Remedies affording a ſenſible relief) ſo 
that the Diſeas'd were no ſooner gotten withont the Sphere of 
this Fever, but they found themſelves within the Confines of a 
Conſumption, 

If the formal reaſon and cauſes of the foreſaid ſickneſs be en- 
quid into, it plainly here appears that the Liquour which lies 
in the Brain and Genus Nervoſum, for the moſt part, together 
with the Blood, was in fault, and was the immediate cauſe of the 


Symptoms that ſeem'd chiefly preſſing, viz. in as much as the

ft.l| the detault of this Latex neceſſarily depends on the Dyſcraſy 
vt the Blood, and of the ill Contijtntion of the Brain [ bc bere 
as mn other places , I refer you to Dr. W illjs him/e'f, for a full En 
log y of Symptoms. ] | 

1 have often obterv'd in this Fever, after Oat Broath, a De. 
coction of Barley, and other thin Dyet, that no leſs Ebullition 
ot the Blood has been rais'd, than by a full Vet Broath : For 
indeed on one fide as well as the other, the Xutiitive Jnice (ent 
from the Chyle into the Blood, in regard it was not imploy' 
in the work of Nutrition, troubled the Blood, as ſome Heterc. 
geneous thing that would not duely mix with it: And by rex 
{on of the Particles of this ſuperfluons Juice, ſent off in a plenti. 
ful manner with the Serum, the Utine was very thick and red, 
and mightily fi'l'd with Contents : And for this reaſon the Belly 
for the moſt part was looſe, in as mvch as the Blood being full 
of a Nutritious Juice, ſuck't a leſs Puition of Chyle frm the 
Eowels, and diicharg'd again into the Inteitines a part of that 
which was brought into it ; moreover the Feverich Diſtemper 
{tuck for (o long time in the Blood, becauſe till upon the Reſt» 
tution - of the Animal Governance, Nutrition was rightly pers 
form'd, that ſuperfluous Matter was heap't together in the Maſ; 
of Blood. I ſhall now give an inſtance or two of Perſons af- 
fected with this Diſeaſe. 
A Robuſt and Florid young Mar, abont the beginning of the 
Spring, An. 1661. falling fick without any evident cauſe, ſoon 
became weak, and as it were enervated, with a loſs of Appetite, 
and a languithing of the Spirits : Cathartick Remedies, Antipy- 
reticks, Digeltives, nay and Antiſcorbuticks, and others of di- 
vers kinds, being given him, according to the preſcripts of fa+ 
mous Phyficians, did not the leaſt good : But the Diſeas'd till 
continuing ina languiſhing condition, lay by it for ſix weeks, 
with a flow Fever of uncertain returns, a quick and weak Pulſe, 
and a deep red Urine. Moreover being mightily pined Away, 
he complain'd of a ringing in his Ears, and an Undulation of 
ſound, as it were, in his head : Though. he was affected with 2 
great Stupor, yet his Sleeps were very much troubled and igter- 
cypted with a talking Light-heade0, After forty days, the Fever 

ot yet declining, it was thought good to draw about fonr or 
fre Ounces of Blood from the Veſſels of the Fundament by Leechet, 
Hereupon preſeatly the Fever began to be very much exaſper- 
ated, for the heat became more intenſe, with a _—_ 
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ings, and an almoſt continual toffing of the Body, the Tongue 
allo growing dry and rough ; ſhortly after a troubleſome h, 
with much and diſcolour d Spittle enſued : There were c - 
ly given him Almond and Barley Drinks, with temperate things 
zpainſt the Cough boil'd in them , Water of Milk diftill'd with 
Snails and Herbs appropriated to the Thorax, Powder of Shells, 
Niter prepar'd, and likewiſe Cordial Opiats 3 which nevertheleſs 
ſcarce giving any relief, the Diſeas'd ftill became weaker: And 
when atter this marner, having been fick above two Months, 
the Feveriſh Diſtemper, and the Cough alſo daily growing worſe, 
he ſeem'd to be at Death's Door, at length a Sweat hapening of 
its own accord, which ſometimes came upon him every night, 
ſometimes every other night, he grew better by degrees there- 
by, and uſing afterwards the forelaid Medicines, he became per- 
fey well within fix weeks. | 

Whilſt this Perſon lay ill, I went to ſee another about Twelve: 
years of Age, affected after the like manner ; but this, when 1 
was fuſt call'd, having lain ill above a Month, was reduc't to a 
Skeleton : Moreover he was affected with a Giddineſs, a ring- 
ing in the Ears, and a Deafneſs, and likewiſe with a violent 
Cough, accompanied with a yellow, and as it were Conſump= 
tive Spittle : His Pulſe was quick and weak, his Urine red and 
thick, his Appetite very much dejected, his Spirits ſo faint, and 
his Strength fo fall'n, that he could not keep himſelf from his 
Bed: To this Perſon I gave often in a day Milk diftilld with 
Snails and temperate Herbs : Moreover inſtead of ordinary drink, 
I ordered him daily to take an opening DecoCtion, ſuch as is 
usd in the Rickets: By the help of which Remedies he ſeem'd 
to be reſtor'd to his health within a Months ſpace. 


This Fever in a certain Noble Mans Family, prov'd very fatal 
amongſt his Children, who had been originally ſubjeCt to Ce» 
halick affects. About the Vernal Equinox, a Boy of about 

even years of Age, began to fall Eck. Inthe firſt place with- 
out an intenſe heat or drought, a loſs of Appetite, and failing of 
Strength came upon him. Moreover an almoſt continual Ver- 
tigo moleſted him,with a frequent inclination to Fainting,ſo that 
he often thought himſelf ready to fall in a Swoon : To this Per- 
ſon,by the advice of ſome Nurſe that attended him, Glyfters were 
daily given : And afterward when from the foulneſs of his 
Tongue and Mouth, the manifeſt ſigns of a Fever appear'd, that 
Empirick gave him a Vomit of the Infuſion of Crocus Metallorum. 
and the ſeventh day giving him a Cordial Powder, and covers 
ing him over with Cloaths, ſhe made him Sweat : His Skin no 
ſooner began to be moiſt, but preſently (peaking —— 
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he complain'd that his Cap was fall'n into water, ſoon after be- 
coming Speechleſs he dyed, ( whilſt I was ſent for ) within tour 
hours, | 

Shortly after , the ſame Diſeaſe ſeizd his Siſter who wa 


younger ; Whoſe fickne(s nevertheleſs, becauſe it was accompas- 


nied with a frequent Coughing and Spitting, was firſt thought 
to be only a cold taken : Burt within a few days, that Cungh 
became manifeſtly Conyulſivez for in Coughing the Diaphragm 
being rais'd upward, and fo held fur ſome time, by a repeated 
Syſtole, a mighty Sarill noiſe, as though ſhe were ſuffocated came 
from her : Afterward this little Girl growing mere manitelily 
Feveriſh, and complaining of a thirit and beat, paſt the nights 
without ſeep, with a mighty totfiag in her Bed, and attei a 
while ſpeaking Light-headed, ſhe complaiu'd as her Biother had 
done betore, that beg Cloaths were talln into the water; and 
as all things grew worſe, {he began to be trouvled with Convul- 
five motions, firſt in the Limbs, ſhortly afier in the Face, ard 
then in the whole Eody : 1 he Fits tetwring trequeritly , vit, 
twice or thrice within an hour, very fuiely pmituerll her. O that 
this poor Wretch dyed- within the ſpice of tweuty four hours 
after the greater Convulſive affects !.ud ſcjz'd ne, the 1 exor of 
the Animal Spirits being wholly ſub-erted, Whit the Convul 
five Fits preſt upon her, the Pulſe was very much difordersd, 
and often intermitted, and ſhe was Affected with a fiequent 
Vomiting. 

Becaule this Fever ſrizes ſome Pe: (ons predifp>s'd for it almoſt 
yearly, and haply hereatter may at ſunic time become Epidemi- 
cal, by reaſon of the ill Conſtitution of the year, I think it may 
not be amiſs to delineate ſome method in order to its Cure.

roms which in the firſt place, you may note, that Cri- 
tical days are by no meatis to be obſerv'd in this Fever, a8 
in the vulgar continual Fever : For in this the Blood, afſoon as 
it begins to boil, preſently diſcharges fiom its Embraces on the 
Head or Thorax, a part of the Morbifick Matter, crude as it 1 
and not digeited : Wheretore it would be to no purpoſe to ex- 
pect that the Blood ſhould permit its Heterogeneous Particles 
to be gathered together in its Maſs, and then that an Excretory 
effort ariſing at ſet intervals of times, ſhould purge forth the ſame 
being fubtiliſed : Nay rather the ſaid Blood, when boiling, Riſes 
got to a great and open flame, but like a fire cove:ed with Turt, 

emits 
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emits a moit Smoak or Breath, rather than a Flame: Yet ſo that 
fom thence by reaſon ot the Nervons Juice s being preſently de- 
praved in its Crafts, and often by reaſon of the Lungs being ſtuft 
with a Morbifi-k Matters, Convulfi e or Ptizical Symptoms are 
particularly p. e.g throughont the whele courſe of the Diſcate. 

I mult fet down the Curative intentions according to the va- 
ricus times of the Diſcale, and the dive: fities of Symptoms that 
are chiefly p. etfing. About the beginring of this Fever, letting 
Blood ſeem d to agree in a manner With all : I have often found 
this Remedy of good effect in Childien: For by this means a 
Ereathing place, as it were, is open'd for the Maſs of Blood, 
which tacize'y and coverily lies a boiling, and obtrudes its foul 
{moak on the more noble parts, and conſequently its impure Ef- 
fluceſcencies are withd.awn from the Head and Euugs : There- 
foce though this 1!! iſpos'd Fever be aid in ſome fort to be Ma- 
lignant, yet in as much as the Bloud is not apt preſently to be 
coagulated, but to be fus'd too much, and to diſcharge ity Sero- 
ities on the noble parts, vp. the Head and Lungs, therefore 
Bleeding, fo it be us'd in the beginning of the Diſeaſe, agrees in 
a manner with all Perſons. 

For the ſame reaſon of Curing, Cathartick Medicines , and & 
ſpecially Vomits, are given preſently at the beginning of the Dif- 
eaſe, for thele do not only empty the Veſlels of Concoction, a 
withdraw both the firit, and asit were original fuel of the Di 
eaſe, but likewiſe draw Serofities from the Blood, and ſo cauſe 
its filth rather to be diſcharg'd in the Stomack and lntettines, 
than on the Head or Langs. Moreover in as much as the Glands 
which receive the Lymplhzducts, are twitcht and ſtrongly ſha- 
ken by Emeticks, the S'perfluities of the Nervous Juice are 
thereby p. e{s'd torth into the lower Viſcera, that they cannot oF- 
fend the Brain, and its Appendix : And for this end, let the Bel- 
ly ſtill be kept ſoluble by the trequent uſe of Glyſters. In the 
mean time, while the Blood, being defil'd with the taint of this 
Diſeaſe, threatens ill to the Brain or Prezcordia, it will not be ſafe 
to attempt any thing with Diaphoreticks or Diureticks, or alis 
with ſtrong Catharticks : For theſe forts of Medicines, great 
fuſing the Blood, and driving its Serofitics into the places m 
open to receive them ,: cafily obtrude on the Brain or Lungs ; 
if at any time they are of a weak Conſtitution, any dreggy Eick 
which is apt to depart from the Maſs of Blood : So in the Youth 
above mention'd, a Sweat being unſeaſonably rais'd, it was fol- 
lowed by a loſs of Speech: And I have known that Sudorificks, 
in like manner as Chalybeats, have brought a Conſumption in a 
Morbid Diſpoktion of the Lungs. 


There- 
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Therefore Bleeding, and if need be, a Vomit or Purge, viz 
one of them, or both being preſently ordered at the beginning of 
the Diſcafe, the other intentions will be to divert the Morbifck 
Serofities of the Blood, which are apt to flow to the Head and 
Breft, and to derive them off gently by other ways of Evacuz. 
tions, and to clear them forth : For this end Veficatories ought 
to be applyed on the Nape of the Neck, or behind the Ears, near 
the Arm-pits,in the Groin,or on the Thighs, or Calves of the Legs, 
viz. ſometimes in this part, ſomerimes in that 3 to wit, that the 
ittte Sores made here and there, flowing contihually, may plenti- 
fully difcharge the Serum filled with Heterogeneous and Morbid 
Particles. 

Moreover Remedies gently conveying the Serum to the Reins 
and Urinary paſſages, are often given with good effect ; for this 

ſe let Dioretick Apozems and Julapes be ordered accord- 
bo to the following Forms. K 
onera , Chervil, Graſs, Erinzo's preſerv'd, of 
v#ch fix Drams, one Af?le flic't, Leaves of Burner, Meadow ſweet, 
of each a bandful, Raifms an Ounce and a half, varnt Harts-homn tae 
Drams, being ſlict and bruts'd, let them bail on 4 clear Fire, in 
four Pounds of Fountain-water till a third part be conſum'd, to two 
Poands of the clexr Straining add Syrup of the Fuice of Citrons, ot 
of Violers rwo Ounces, Sal Prunella a Dram and a balf, make at 
Apozeme ; the Doſe is from four Ounces to fix thrice a day. 

Or let that Straining be pour'd on fifteen fweet Almonds blanch, 
wall on the four col4 Seeds of cach a Dram being bruis d,make an Emul- 
fiom accorehng co Ars. 

Take warer of Dragon-wort, and of black Cherries of each four 
Onnces, of Scorthtiam compound two Ounces, Treacle-water an Ounce 
and 4 half, of Clove-gillyflowers ewo Ounces, Spirit of Vitridl

Let be given often in a day in ſmall Beer or Why, 

balf a Dram, or mo Scruples. 

Moreover in this Fever Medicines gently promoting Sweat , t& 
ſpecially ſuch as reftore the Animal Spirits, and free them from 
uny Heterogeneous Combination, are of excellent uſe : Where- 
fore either let Powder of Pearl, or Spirit of Hares-horn, or of Blood 
wi re e ewice a day, viz, Morning and Evening. 

Ghſſters be i almoſt daily, andif it ſeems convenient, 
tet a gently looſning Medicine be repeated twice in a week. 

Let none but a thin Diet be ordered, viz. ſuch as is wont to 
be in other Fevers ; Fleſh or its Broath being wholly forbidden, 
li the Sick eat only Ont or Barley-broath, let his Drink be ſmall

| Hitherto we..have deſcrib'd a continual Fever, for the moſt 
part Convulfive, and taking its riſe both through the default of 
the Neryous _ = -_ pt Blood : I ſhall now ſet before 
you an example of a Diſeaſe, reſembling an intermitting Fev 
and chiefly radicated in the Nervous Juce " = 
| Yo A 
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A fine Woman, of a very tender Conſtitution, and a weak tem- 
per of the Brain and Genus Nervoſum, and conſequently very tub- 
ject toConvullive affects, after ſhe had conceiv'd, about the tour: 
Monttvot ber Child-bearing, upon taking cold, was moſt forely 
afflicted with Aithmatick Fits, and likewiſe with frequent Faint- 
ings of the Spirits : But by the uſe of remedies endowed with 
a Volatile Sal:, ſhe grew well of theſe Diſtempers within a fort. 
night; nevertheleſs after fix weeks were paſt, an unuſual, and ve 
ry wonderful affect feis'd this Lady, 

On a certain morning awaking after her ſleep, which had been 
ſomewhat troubled that night, he felt in her whole body a light 
ſhivering, as tho' the fit of a Tertian Ague were coming upon 
her: Frequent Gapings and Retchings follow it with a frequent 
ſ:.aining to Vomit : Then her Urine, which juſt before was of a 
Orange colour with a laudable ſediment,became pale and watery, 
and was very frequently voided, viz. every minute of an hour, 
Moreover about the Loins and Hypochondres, and in other places, 
pains with light Convulfions paſling from one place to another 
were rais'd. Which kind of Symptoms, being manifeſtly Conv 
five, with the frequent making of Limpid Water continue! 
from the morning almoſt to the evening : In which tpace of time 
a valt quantity of Urine, viz. thrice more than the Liquor drank, 
was made: In the mean while theHcat became not moe intenſe,nor 
did Thilt ſeem pretfing, nor was the pulſe rais'd : In the evening 
the foreſaid attects ceaſt, and the Urine came again to be of an (- 
range colour, andin a ſmall quantity ; and ſhe enjoyed a moderate 
ſleep during the whole night ; and then the next morning the Fit 
returned near the ſame hour, accompanied whol:y with thelike 
Symptoms, and daily acted over the very ſame Tragedy. 

Going to ſee this Lady after ſhe had lain ill atter this manner 
for twelve days; I judged that this diſeaſe being chiefly rooted in 
the Genus Nervoſum, depended on the efferveicency and flowing 
of the Humour that lies in the Nervous parts : to this Breeding 
perſon Iprelcribed Bleeding, and to take twice a day a Powder 
made of Coral, Pearl, Ivory, and other Cord:al things in an ap- 
propriated Liquor : morning and evening ſhe took twelve drops 
of the Tindture of Antimony, the effect whereof I have found 
to be ſingular in a too great Flux of Urine: by the uſe of thele 
things all the Symptoms in a ſhort time remitted. 
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CHAP. VIL 


Of General Convulſions which are wont to ariſe by 
' reaſon of a Scorbutick diſpoſition of the Ner- 


w04s Twice. 


Ometimes univerſal Convulſions, without Poyſon, or a Feve- 
ciſhMiaſm, are caus'd by reaſon of aScorbutick or otherwiſe vi- 
tions dyſcrafie of the Nervous Juice; for the Liquor which lies in 
the Nerves, and Nervous parts, ſometimes falling from its natural 
and due Crafis,is ſo much fill'd with Heterogeneous and Exploſive 
Particles, that the Animal Spirits admitting an incongruous com- 
bination , ſome ways accruing to them, are irritated to continual 
Exploſive Convulfions; which kinds of affects of the Spirits are 
either divided or ſeparate, betwixt which no Communication or 
dependence happens, viz. when many parts of the body are af+ 
fected together with ſo many Convulfions peculiar to them, 
which do not follow each other ſucceſſively, but are terminated 
in the ſame Mnſcle or Member where they begin: Or ſecondly, The 
Convulfive affects which are rais'd together in the whole Genus 
Nervoſum, are continual or connected, and being continued by a 
per petual ſort of Viciitude betwixt themſelves, ſucceed each 0- 
ther, ſo that the diſorderly motions of all the Members through a 
Mutual Succeſlion when they begin at one part, preſently paſs in- 
tothe others. We ſhall conſider the nature of both thoſe convul- 
five affects, and thall ſhew what method of Gure is to be usd 
in each caſe. 


1. As to the former kind it plainly appears that ſuch affects 
are not ſimple, but complicated,v:z. of a Convulhion and Palſey,for 
though the Muſcles and Tendons are continually infeſted with 
Convulſave Motions, yet the Dileas'd being Enervated cannot 
move ſtrongly any Members, or the whole body : nay to theſe 
affects Pains Diffus'd through all the Limbs are added: - hence 
we may infer that the Animal Spirits are indued with a Manitold 
Combination, vix. with particles both Exploſive, and Narco» 
tick, and in ſome fort irritative ; ſo that tho' being always op- 
preſt, they fall upon Exploſions, yet neither many of them to- 
gether, by reaſon of other Particles of another kind mixt with 
them, nor indeed any of them have a free and lively Exploſion 
Wherefore the Impetus of Motion does not reach far, but is al- 

Q0o2Z Ways 
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ways ſhort and interrupted. A ftrange inſtance of this af. 
fake as follows. 

A nobleman deſcended from Parents and Anceſtors who had 
been ſubject to evil affects of the Brain, or other Morbid diſpoſi. 
tions of the Nerves, about the time that his Age began to de- 
cline, firſt was wont to be troubled with a weakneſs, a numneſs, 
and gentle Conyulſions in his Limbs, after having lain long uwn- 
der theſe affects, at length he went to Bathe for a Cure, but ufing 
there the hot Baths too often, inſtead of a cure he vt only { 
| ow; an exaſperation of his diſeaſe ; that from tl14t time the 
oreſaid Symptoms did no longer follow him at times, but almo:r 
conſtantly, VIZ. Convulfive Motions, and Painfvl Terftons incef- 
fantly occupied all his Limbs, ray and each part of bis Body, 
ſo that all the Muſcles together were perpetvally Convuls't with 
repeated Twitchings, and that not without a mighty Torture: 
the only way of appeafing which was, that ſometimes his who!: 
Body, ſometimes ſome of its Members were continnally ever- 
cisd with a local Motion: for as long as he was awake, he wa 
forc't to be kept moving in his Bed, orin his Seat, or to be car- 
ryed in a Coach, or to have his Members preft or rnb'd; for 
which end Chairs and Beds were made for him with rockers, 
like Childrens Cradles, in which as he lay, or fate vprizht, he 
was continnally rockt to and tro: without which, he was tor- 
mented with a cruel Pain, and a violent Tenfon of _ the Muſcles; 
the djurnal oppreſſion of this Convulfive affect was followed in 
the night time, and preſently after Neep with much more ſevere 
Symptoms; for he no ſooner awaked, but preſently his whole Eody 
fell a ſhivering, the Muſcles were very much toyl'd with paintul 
Convulfions, and all the Limbs, as in an agony of Death, were 
wont to be all over in a foul Sweat, which was ſo Corrofive, that 
the ſheets, unleſs they were preſently waſh', were ſoon eaten and 
rotted by it, as by Aquafortis: the fick perſon during this con- 
Aict, was tortur'd betwixt Sweating and Shivering for many 
hours, till being quite tired, a fleep tiealing upon him, brongtt 
fome eaſe: but if, as the fit was coming, he was taken out of his 
Bed, he was better, and fo he prevented the wonted violence 0! 
the Fit : therefore affoon as he was awaked from his fleep, tho 
this happen'd within half an hour, preſently to eſcape the torturs, 
he call'd his ſervants, and was taken forth of Bed: being well e- 
nough as to his Appetite, he did Eat withont naufeoutneſs, nor 
was his Stomack troubled by what was taken into it, yet he ot- 
ten complained of a Cardialgi» ; anq ſometimes a troubleſome 
Spitting, with a ſtinking Brea:!:, 35 tho' he had taken Mercury, 
moleited him for many days ; any Hot things, as well Food as 
Phyſick, did not agre: with his conftitution : he dar'd not " 
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much as Sip of Wine, or Strong-beer : in the firſt years of his 
Sickneſs he was ſeiz'd with a horrour at the fight of Fire, 
afterward becoming weaker, he refus'd to fit by the Fire, evenin 
the Winter : his Urine was always of an Orange Colour, which 
if Evaporated on Coals in an Earthen Pot, a Saline filth, 
amounting to above half the Liquour, fell to the bottom : The 
Belly being always Coſtive, never depos'd its burthen unleſs irri- 
tated by a Medicine or Glyſter : Moreover, befides the Convulfive 
Motions, a Baſtard Palſey pofſeſt all the Members of his Body, for 
he could neither lift up his Hands, nor walk with his Feet ; his 
Tongue faultring brought forth only imperfect words, but ſome- 
times when on occaſion his mind was poſſeſt with a ſudden Joy,his 
Spirits and Strength being ſtrangely rais'd, he was able on a fud- 
den to riſe from his Chair and to walk upright, and skip about 
without help; which interval nevertheleſs ſcarce laſted a minute of 
an hour, but the Members faultered afreſh, and were troubled 
with their wonted Languor anq Trembling. As this perſon 
was ill after this manner above twelve years, he got the 
advices of the moſt Famons Phyfitians of all England, and tryed 
a great many remedies and almoſt of all kinds, viz. Antiparali- 
ticks, Antiſcorbuticks, Drying, and Sweating Dyets, 
Canterices, Baths, Liniments, nay and was twice Salivated but 
could not be Cured by any of thoſe Methods, wherefore all hope 
of Cure being laid afide, for the ſeven latter years of his life he 
uſed only remedies that had regard to ſome of the chief Symp- 
toms 3 viz. he took thrice a week a Looſening Medicine of Sena 
and Rhubarb with CorrecCtives, ſometimes in the form of a Sy- 
rup, ſometimes of an Extract; he us'd to take every night a 
Doſe of an Opiate made of temperate Conferves and Species : 
Moreover he had a Julap in a readineſs to be taken on occafion, 
when the Spirits faultered : He alſo Drank Oat-bear, Alter'd 
with temperate and Dinretick Herbs: By the uic of theſe things 
he pa't at leaft ſeven years, without any great alteration for 
the worſe: At length Old Age prefling upon him and the Diſeaſe 
together, the Convulſive fits growing more violent, ſeis'd him, 
not as before when his {leep was over, but as ſoon as he was warm 
in his Bed, ſo that he was forc't wholly to forbear going to Bed, 
and he put off his Cloaths but ſeldom, unleſs it were to change 
Linnen : Hence tranſpiration being hindred, the Serous and 0- 
ther Filthy Dregs which were wont to evaporate, were fixt on 
the Lungs, which firſt brought a thick Breathing, afterward an 
Afthmatick affect, and laſtly a Mortal Conſamption. 

If the reaſons of the foreſaid affects be enquired into: it will 
appear that all theſe Evils proceeded from the ill Conftitution of 
the Brain, and Genus Nervoſum, and more immediatly — 
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Dyſcraſy and Default 'of the Jnice that lies in theſe party, 

The reaſon is plain why this Diſeaſe, firſt increafing by degrees, 
was ſoon rais'd to a far worſe ſtate by the uſe of hot Baths, for 
it is maniteit by experience that hot and fulphureous Baths 
very much exalt the Saline, and other Morbid Particles, that 2. 
bound within the- Vifcera, or Humours of Human Body, and 
ſoon carry them to the higict pitch, wiz. by exagitating them 
they render them more.wildiy exorbitant, and torce them from 
the firit paſiazes into the Blood, and thence into the Brain and 
Genus Ne:vo/um, 1ay and joyn them together being firſt ſever, 
and lying idle, apd ftir them up to a certain Fermentation: 
Wheretore fuch as being hereditarily obnoxious to the Gout or 
or Stone, have not yet felt any Fits of thoſe aftects, afcer the 
uſe of hot Paths, very often tn4 that both thoſe diſeaſes are pre- 
ſently breugat toa maturity in them. | You may find the reaſons 
of the other Symptoms in D-. ls at large. ] 

So much for univerſal Convultions, which for the moſt part 
being joyn'd to the Paralyric!. altect, are raifed at once in many 
places ſeparately : there remain others which we call continual, 
viz. becauſe being conveyed on a {udden from theſe parts to 6 
thers, they mutually fucceed eazh other, and force the Members 
ſometimes theſe, ſometimes others, and often the waole Body 
to be mov'd involuntarily, and to be bent and agitated divers 
Ways. I ſhall give you an inſtance or two of this affect. 

A Beautitul Virgin, tall and thin grown, begotten of a Father 
obnoxious to very great diſtempers ofthe Genus Nervoſum, 4+ 
bout the twentieth year of her Age was afflicted for many days 
with a very violent and Periodical Head-ach, at length the Win- 
ter Solſtice being near at hand the pain of her head remitted, but 
in its ſtead, a mighty Catarrh (ncceeded, with thin and much 
Spittle, and with an Ulcerous aftect of the Noſtrils, Mouth, and 
Throatzhaving, undergone the tediouſneſs of this for ſome time, at 
length by the advice of ſome old Women ſhe drew into her Mouth 
the ſmoke of Amber through a Tube, and was preſently Curd, 
viz. the Catarrh was ſxldenly ftopt, but preſently upon it ſhe 
complain'd of a mighty giddineſs, with a Pain of the Head, and 
a Rinzing in the Ears : on the third day the Tendons of the Neck 
were Convuls't that her head was bent ſometimes forward, ſome- 
times backward, ſometimes ſideways, and ſometimes it ſtood itiff 
and immovable, in a ſhort time after this ſuch a Convulfive affect 
ſeiz'd the ontward parts of the whole Body, and the Limbs: the 
Arms and Hands were fo wonderfully twiſted, that no Jugler or 
Mountibank was able toimitate their Flections and Convolutions: 
Her Legs and Feet were forc't awry this way and that, and were 
made to beat againſt each other, and to croſs each other _ 
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tively, after this manner ſhe was perpetually affected with Con- 
yulſive Motions either fi:ting in a Chair, or lying in Eed,. unleſs 
when ſhe was overwhelm'd with {1l.ep; and when ſhe contained 
her members a little, by much torcing her t2lf , prejeutly the was 
ſeized with a difficult, and ſhort Lreathing, and with a danger of 
being Choakt, yet in the mean time the Eyes, Jaws, Mouth, and 
interiour Viſcera cuntinued tree tiom any Couvulfion: Nor was 
ſhe troubled with a Vomiting, Rumbliug, ror Inflation of the 
Hypochondres : Moreover her mind held always found, and ſhe 
duly performed the functions of Mcmory, Uaderitanding, and 
Imagination, the neither ſpake nor did any thing ſhewing 
want of Reaſon, or Indifcreetly : lut amonglit all thele ſtupendi- 
ous evils always uſing Pious and Vertuous exprettions, the gave an 
admirable ſpecimen of Chrittian Patience and Piety : her appe= 
tite was ſoon dejeCted, fo that ſhe was averſe from all food unleſs 
rery much pre(s'd toit 3 but thu ſt continually preft upon her, 
ſhe was (o very weak, the could neither itand nor go : Her Urine 
was of an Orange Colour, vecy much Impregnated with a 
Saltneſs, on the Surface of which a thin T artareous Film grew. 

Being call'd to this Lady the fixth day atter her being ill, Ipro- 
ceeded in order to her Cure as follows : In the firſt place having 
made a gentle preparation of the Body, I gave her a Looſning 
Potion of an Infuſton of Sena and Rhubarb, with the addition of 
Tellbuw Saunders and Salt of Wormwood, whereby the had twelve 
ſtools which gave her great eaſe; the day following I drew eight 
Ounces of blood from her leit Arm, every evening I gave her 
an Opiate of the Mater and Syrup of Conſlip flowers with the Powder 
of Pearl : Moreover once within fix hours I ordered her a Doſe of 
Spirit of Harts Horn to be taken witi a little draught of the fol» 
lowing }-lape. 

Take Water of black Cherries, Wall-Nuts, and Peony Flowers of 
each three Ounces, the Antzepileptical Water of Langius two Ounces, 
Srupe of Male Peony Flowers 1iwo Ounces, Pearl powdred a Scruple, 
mix them make a Julape. Eecauie ihe could not bear much Pur- 
ging, Glyſters of Milk and Sugar were frequently us'd : Befides 
Anticonvulſive Liniments\wpply'd to the Neck and Spine, we or- 
dered Frictions of the Members affected with Woollen Cloths 
moiſtned in an appropriated Oyl, and warm'd. 

By the uſe of theſe things, within fix days the diſeaſed ſeem'd to 
be very much relieved ; for the Convulſive Motions in a manner 
wholly ceaſt, ſhe could keep her Members in their due Site, and 
without Motion, only ſhe was forc't ſometimes by a ſlight Con- 
traction to bow her head gently this way and that : Moreover 
ſhe was able to ariſe from her Chair and Walk a little, but as ſhe 
Walk't, ſhe did not go upright, but inclining to one fide : _—_ 
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ting from her at that time, Tleft herin a manifeſt ſtate of Reco. 
very, the ſeeming to be much better : But ſomewhat more then; 
week after, a boiftrous North Wind arifing in the night time, 
anq blowing ftrongly on the diſeas'd as ſhe lay in her Bed, the 
window being not well ſhut ; preſently upon taking Co!d ſhe jel 
into ſuch a relapſe, that ſhe became not only obnoxious to Conyyl. 
five affects, but likewiſe to a Univerſal and Periodical Paiſey : For 
from thence torward her Head and Members being bent and tofs4 
again from Morning to the Evening, as before, ſhe was made ty 
Bend and variouſly Wreft all her Limbs ſucceffively ; ti 
about night thoſe Motions being wholly appeas'd, a Reſolution or 
Palſey of the Members enſued, ſo that ſhe could neither move 
"Hand, nor Foot, nor any part elſe, or exerciſe any effort of Moti- 
tion of the Body, lying in the Bed like a Stone, immovable : Byt 
being ſomewhat refretht with fleep, about the morning, as ſhe 
recovered ſome ſtrength of the regular moving Faculty, v2. <& 
nough, to bend the Arms and Leggs, to and fro, tho' weakly, 
fo alſo the Convulfſive and Involuntary Motions conſtantly re- 
turn'd, and continued for the whole day after, which in the & 

vening were again Chang'd into reſolutions of the Limbs. 
From what is (aid it plainly appears, that the ſick Lady lay un- 
der a double diſeaſe,v:7. APalſey, and Convulſiuns: And betides the 
remedies before mentioned a great mar.y others almcſt of all kinds, 
#7. Antiſcorbuticks, Antiparaliticks, Sudorificks, Decoctions, 
iftilled Waters, Spirits, Elixirs, TinCtures, Baths, Liniments 
with many otners were carefully adminiſtred; by the uſe of 
which the Symptoms were alittle remitted, but the diſeaſe was 
not perfe&tly Cur d : The Univerſal Palſey ceaſt in a ſhort white, 
fo that ſhe could move her Limbs and bend them to and fro at 
all times ; nay and the involuntary Motions of het Members c- 
domer moleſted her, yet ſhe itil! continued ' faint and weak, and 
as ſhe was vt a tender Conſtitution, and inclin'd to a Conſumpti- 
on, and now become nnapt tor all exerciſe, the filthy Dregs of 
the Blood deposd in the Lungs, by reaſon of her letted 
tranſpiration, brought a Cough, which dayly growing worle and 

worſe, ſhe dyed at length Pthiſical. Bs 

Many years fince Iwas call'd to a noble Virgin taken almoſt 
after the ſame, and ſomewhat a worſe manner. For this under- 
went Involuntary Motions of the Head and Members, 12. ti- 
ther Shakings of them, or Bendings this way and that, or Wreſt- 
ings of them, returning almoſt in a conſtant Courſe: Moreover 
ſhe was affeCted with a very troubleſome, and wholly wonderful 
Convultion of the Diaphragm, and Muſcles that ſerve for reſpirati- 
on for every minute of an hour and oftener, the Back Bone a- 
bout the middle of it was made crooked, and at the ſane Y 
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Breaſt Springing forward, and the Hypocondres contraCting in= 
ward, a very Sonorous Sobbing, and the ſame ſometimes doubled, 
ſometimes tripled, but ſtill leſs and leſs Shrill came from her ; ſhe 
was wont to continue theſe Motions, and Reciprocation of noiſe 
many hours , ſo that ſhe was heard throughout the whole houſe; 
if at any time a ſhort intermiſſion of this happen'd, preſent- 
ly ſhe was forc't ſtrongly to beat or claſp her arms and hands 
one with the other, ſometimes her Legs and Feet, and ſome- 
times to throw her Head after a moſt violent manner ; by and by 
tohold her Neck as it were {till and immovable. Sometimes in 
ſpeaking her Tongue was fo taken, that ſhe repeated the ſame 
word often, nay more than at leaſt twenty times. When the 
Convulſive Motions were ſtrong in the Exteriour Members ſhe 
was a little ſomewhat free from that ſtridulous Sobbing affect; 
and ſhe call'd this the ſpace of Intermifſion and the time of her 
aſe; tho'in the mean while her Head and Members were drawn 
every way With violent Motions : If at any time ſhe lay on her 
Left Side, preſently an inward ContraCtion of the right Hypo- 
condre, with a Sobbing happen'd, within a few days, her ſtrength 
being very much dejected by the affiduity of theſe affects, ſhe 
got ſuch a weakneſs in her Loins and Knees that ſhe could nei- 
ther ſtand nor go: The Stomach being affected either with a 
Languor,or Convulfion threw up all by Vomit that was put into it. 

Coming to her the tourth day I gave her a Vomit, after which 
ſhe Vomited ſeven tines a viſcous Flegm , with ſtore of Yellow 
Cholerz, hut without any relief : The day after Idrew fix Ounces 
of Blood from her Arm, whereupon the Blood preſently 
taking violently to the Head, ſhe complain'd very much of a 
Head-ach and Giddine(s; but being Blooded in the Foot, within 
three days, ſhe was better : She took afterwards remedies appro- 


« priated to the Nerves, viz. Spirit of Harts-horn, and of Blood, 


Powders of Shells, Bezoars, Anticonvulſive Julaps, and Eletu- 
aries : by the uſe of theſe things the Symptoms ſeem'd ſome- 
what to abate, yet continued {till in ſome Meaſure according to 
the Forms before deſcribed : After a fortnight, by the advice of 
ſome Country Woman, ſhe took fix ſpoonfuls of Blood, drawn 
from the Ear of an Aſs, in a draught of bear, whereupon on a 
ſudden ſhe ſeem'd to be Cur'd : For the Convulſive Motions 
preſently all ceaſt, and ſhe paſt twenty four hours free from them, 
nevertheleſs the diſeaſe returning ſhortly upon it with its wonted 
vidence, yielded not eaſily to that Medicine, nor indeed to any 
other whatſoever, therefore for the time to come ſhe took Me- 
dicines methodically preſcribed : She Purg'd gently once in fix 
Gays, beſides ſhe took a Powder made of Bezoar, Pearl and Coral, 
with the Seeds and Roots of + alſo the EleCtuary —_ 
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by Horſtius againſt theſe kinds of marvellousConvulſions; and likes 
wiſe Julaps and Decoctions appropriated to Convulſive affedts; 
Glyſters were frequently given : Frictions, Veſicatories and Line 
ments, were adwinittred with good effect ; within a fortnight the 
Sobbing affect wholly ceaſt, nay and the reſt of the Ccnvulſive 
Motions,being rendred more mild by degrees,remitted very much; 
but as (ſhe was recove.ing of thoſe affects the was fo troubled 
with a Catarrh falling on her Throat, that ſhe Spit forth almoſt 
continually a Sharp, and as it were Corrofive Spittle, as if a 
Salivation were rais «d by taking Mercury : Which kind of remedy 
the event prov'd tobe extreamly proper in this caſe ; tho' I whol. 
ly forbore ufang it, becauſe the diſeatcd and her friends were not 
free to admit of it. 

After that this Copious and very troubleſome Spitting had con- 
tinued for many days the diſeaſe ſeem'd to be in a manner wholly 
Cur'd : So that the Noble Lady, being free trom the Convulfive 
Motions, walKk't abroad, and had a good Strength and Stomach: 
Only ſhe complain'd that at certain times in the day, ſhe wa 
affected on a ſudden with a Shivering of her whole Body for a- 
bout a quarter of an hour : which kind of affect, ſometimes alh 
hapning by night, broke her ſlvep. Within a months ſpace this 
Symptom alſo, and likewiſe the Catarrh, wholly ceaſt : but after- 
ward ſht was fo afflicted, ſometimes with a Sharpneſs in the 
Ventticle and Paſſage of the Xſophagus , ſometimes alſo in the 
Jaws and Palate, that ſhe fear'd leſt thoſe parts, the inner Skin 
being worn away, would contra an Ulcerous afteCt : More- 
over often in her fleep, and ſometimes alſo waking, ſhe us'd to be 
ttoubled with an Incubus. I ordered her a gentle Purge to be 
given Spring and Fall with the uſe of Antiſcorbutick remedies, 
and ſometimes Chalybeats : Which kind of Method ſhe obſerved 
with ſo great advantage to her, that ſhe has enjoy 'd her hea!th for 
many years, and enjoys it ſtill. 

Among many remedies which ſhe took againſt that Sharp- 
neſs, and Ulcerous diſpohtion as it were of the Palate and (0- 
phagus, I ordered that ſhe ſhould Drink every Morning, her own 
Urine treſh made : This for the moſt part being very Salt, was 
wont to give a mighty relief ; but at certain times the Urine 
that came from her was thin, aud in a great plenty, which ne- 
vertheleſs was not Salt, but manifeſtly Acid lize Vinegar, after 
the Drinking of which ſhe found little or no bencfit, The rea 
ſon of the good eftcct of the one, 2nd not of the other is this: 
In as much as Saline Particles of a differing ſtate, and not thoſe 
that are of the fame, mutually a&t on each other, and weaken 
their ſtrength, therefore the Sait Urine and not that which was 
«harp or four Cur'd the Snarpnets of the Throat ; And If 
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ar'd from hence that the Humour diftilling on the parts of 
"this Ladies Mouth and Throat was Acid and drew near” to the na- 
ture of a Vitriolick Vinegar, becauſe the ſmoke of Tobacco 
receiv'din the Mouth of the Diſeas'd feem'd wonderfully Sweet 
'a8 it uſes to do in any that taſt Vitriol before. 

Ten years ſince Iwent to ſee the daughter of a certain Noble- 
'man, troubled with Convulſfive Motions after ſuch a manner, that 
ſome thought her obſeſs't with an evil Spirit : This Virgin being 
about ſixteen years of Age, Fair, and well in fleſh, but begotten 
of a Father troubled with the Palſey, about the winter Solſtice 
'began to be ill without any evident cauſe : Firſt for ſome days ſhe 
was affected with a Head-ach and a Giddine(s , though in no 
ſevere manner ; afterward ſhe perceiv'd a Trembling, and a (ud- 
den ContraCtion in one Arm, and preſently in the other, which 
kind of Convulſions, returning often that day, ſcarce laſted a mo- 
ments ſpace: The next day after fitting by her Siſter in a Chair, on 
a ſudden ſhe ſtarted up, and made a leap or two, and many others 
ſucceſſively to many teets diſtance with a wonderful Agility : 
Then when ſhe was come to the end of the Room, the ſtood 
for ſome while leaping up in the ſame place, and every time to a 
wondertul height, when her legs were able to hold Leaping no 
longer, ſhe fell on the ground and preſently threw herHead ſeveral 
ways, as though ſhe would have thrown it off her Neck, afloou 
as the ceaſt from this Motion,: through her being tired, preſently 
the ſame fury ſeiz'd her Hands and Feet, that ſhe was forc't to 
keep theſe members a going in a violent manner, ſtriking them 
againſt the Walls and Doors, or ſtamping on the Floor 2 When 
through Modeſty, or Reverence due to Friends, or Perſons pre- 
ſent ſhe Kept her ſelf from theſe Motions by main force ( tor the 
was always preſent to her ſelf and (pake with fobriety ) preſent!y 
tie affe&t being convey'd inward, ſhe was very much infeited with 
mighty oppretſion of the Heart, a Sighing, and very loud Sobbing, 
t1en when ſhe gave way to her ſelf, preſently the Rage being con- 
v:y'd to theMuicles of the outward Limbs, ſhe was forc't either ty 
Lap, or to throw her Head or Arms this way and that in A violent 
manner,or alſoto run ſwiftly up & down theChamber,or to ſtamp 
on the Ground with her Feet : Thus theſe kinds of vwient Come * 
motions of the Limbs or Viſcera mutually ſucceeded each other, 
the Tragedy of the diftemper returning as it were in a Circle. 

Coming the fifth day atter this Lady had been ill, Igaye her aVo- 
mit of the Intulton of Crocus Metallorum, Wine of Squills,and Sait of 
Vitrio!, after which ſhe Vomited a great ſtore of Aruginous Cho- 
ler, with a mixture of a mo{t Sharp, and as it were Vitriolick Hu- 
mour : The next day after I drew ten Onnces of Blood from the 
Saphana Vcin : Moteover {he took twice a day Antidotes of the 
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Powders of Precious Stones, Mans Scull, and the Male Peony : by 
the uſe of theſe things ſeeming to be recover'd, ſhe liv'd for ma 
ny days after free from the foreſaid affects, but after a fortnight, 
the full Moon coming, ſhe fell into a relaps of the ſame diſeaſe 
more violent than betore, for beſides the wonderful Leaps, the vis 
lent Contorſions, and Convolutions of the Head, and Members, 
ſhe was alſo forc't toRun up & down in aVehement manner in her 
Bed Chamber : She took at this time, by the Przſcripts of 0+ 
| thers, Antihyſterick Remedies, and Purges at ſome ſet intervals 
of time, but without any relief : Being call'd again, in re 
gard that ſhe was of a Robuſt habit of Body, and ſeem'd affe. 
ed with a mighty raging pf the Spirits, I gave her a ſtrong Vo- 
mit, after which ſhe Vomited ten times a Choler as green as Ver- 
digreaſe, with a Flegm as Sharp as Aqua Stygia, and was ſuddenly 
reliev'd : I gave her afterward, every morning a draught of 
White-wine Diluted with Black Cherry Water, pour'd on Mil- 
lepedes bruis'd, and ſtrongly exprett. By the uſe of theſe thingy 
ſeeming to be Cur'd, ſhe was pertectly well for a Monty, 'nd more: 
and when afterward ſhe at any time perceiv'd any forerunning 
ſigns of a return of the affe&, preſently by the uſe of a Vomit, 
and the ſame expreſſion of Millepedes, ſhe kept off the Fit : With- 
in three Months ſhe ſo recover'd her former Health, that ſhe 
has now lived many years wholly free from ſuch Convulſfive af- 
fects : But from the time that the Convulſive Paſſions wholly 
ceaſt, ſhe was ſometimes troubled about the parts of the Mouth 
and Throat with a Defluxion of a moſt Acid Humour, like the 
diſtill'd Liquor of Vitriol : Moreover fhe has ſometimes been 
obnoxious to the longing diſeaſe of Maids, ſometimes alſo to a 
Cough witha diſcolour'd Spittle threatning a Ptizick, which ne- 

vertheleſs were eaſily Cur'd by remedies uſual in the like caſes. 
Whilſt Twas writing theſe things, I went to ſee a Noble Vir- 
gin, who was troubled with Convulſive aftects of another kind, 
and thoſe Univerſal, and no leſs Admirable : This about the 
eighteenth year of her Age, being of a freſh Colour, Handſome, 
and before tound enouzh, now happening unawares to incur the 
danger of being infected with the Plague, it being rife here- 
abouts, fell into a Panick Fear, with frequent Swooning Fits, 
the night following the underwent ſuch Failings and Diſorders 
. of the Spirits that ſhe ſeenr'd even ready to Dye. But having 
paſt that evil with much ado,ſhe had afterward every day Convul- 
tive Fits, though retuining firit at uncertain hours, and in ſeveral 
forms : But within a ſhort time tlie acceſſes of the diſeaſe be- 
coming regular, they return'd conttantly twice a day, v7at cle 
ven of the Clock in the forenoon,and at five in the afternoon,that 
no intermitiing Fever keeps its periods more exactly, nay =_ 
al 
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all the circumſtances of the Fit happen'd daily after the ſame 
manner. 

When ſhe had been thus il! three weeks, I was call'd on a cer- 
tain day, that I might obſerve all the Symptoms, and the whole 
form of the diſeaſe : Riſing from her Bed at ten a Clock in the 
Morning, ſhe was well, and carryed her (elf ſo well in her coun- 
tenance, Walking, and diſcourſe, that no man would have ſuſ- 
pected that any thing ail'd her : At eleven a Clock ſhe began to 
complain of a Plenitude, and as it were Inflation in the Brain, 
and a Deadneſs of the Spirits with a light Scoromia : by and by 
the felt in the left Hypocondre a mighty beating, and Spring- 
ing as it were of a live Animal : I plainly felt this Motion by ap- 
plying my hand to her fide, then a Retching and great Crying 
followed, whereupon ſhe was preſently led to Bed, and given to 
be held by a maid fervant fitting on the Bolſter : This perſon clap- 
ping her Arms avout the middle of the difeas'd, held her very hard: 
in herLap, during the Fit. Moreover ſervants were at hand, and 
relations ſtanding about her, who ſometimes held her Hands and 
Arms, fometimes preſt down her Belly and Hypocondres which 
rife to a mighty Bulk, ſtill forcing upwards : The chief Symptoms 
of the difeaſe, which being rais'd by turns, divided in a manner 
the whole Fit, were theſe two, viz. Sometimes violentConvulfions 
of the Viſcera infeſted her, ſo that the Abdomen riſing to a 
mighty Bulk, withſtood the hands of ſtanders by, preſt againſt 
it, that it could not be kept down, and withal the Przcordia 
beivg drawn upward, the Motion of the Heart and Blood was in 
a manner Rop't: For which ſpace of time the Virgin hanging 
down her head, with a weaken'd, and no Pulſe as it were, lay 
Speechleſs and almott inſenſible : After two or three minutes of 
an hour theſe Fits ceaſt : And then the Siek raiſing her ſelf, look't 
round her chearfully, and for ſome time converted the Impetus 
of the difaſe into Diſcourſes and Songs, both which ſhe uttered 
moſt Pleaſantly and Elegantly above her Natural diſpoſition ; ſhe 
paſt ſuch Sayings and Scoffs on all perſons about her, that there is 
pothing in any Comedy to be met with more facetious; then 
ſhe would Sing moſt Sweet and Pleaſant: Tunes of Harmony, 
ſich as neither any perſon elſe could Sing, or herſe!f at another 
time: After that ſhe had thus pait about fix or ſeven Minutes 
of an hour, in Jeſting and Singing, the tell again into the Convul- 
fions of the Viicera and Hypochondres, and the loiboak Speech as 
before : And theſe remitting in a ſhort time, and the Fypetus of 
the Spirits flying back from the interiour Nerves to the Brain, ſhe 
gave her ſelf again to the pleaſantryes of Talking and Singing. 
When at any time ſhe diſcourft with the ftanders by, if any thing 
that was Sharp or Ignominious were replyed by then, ſhe fell 

into 
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into more Violent and 'Laſting Convulſions of the Bowels : After 
this manner ſhe uſes to be troubled with an alternate affect of the 
Viſcera and Brain for about the ſpace of an hour : Then the Fit 
drawing toward an end, the Convulſions of the Bowels becom- 
ing more gentle, return'd three or four times with very little in- 
termiflion : Afterward theſe wholly ceaſing, the Impetus of the 
diſcaſe paſſes into the outward Members, whence preſently it whol- 
ly vanithes: For the Arms and Legs undergo contraCtions and 
twitchings for a minute of an hour, and preſently after the dif 
eaſed riſing up, comes off from her Bed, and is free from all Con 
vulſion till a new Fit returns, nay and having an indifferent good 
ſtrength, walks up and down the houſe, and during the intervl 
of the affect, cheerfully performs the uſual Offices of Life, ſti! 
excepting that her Stomach being weak, loaths food during the 
day time, in the evening after the ſecond Fit of the diſeaſe, ſhe 
eats a little ſupper. 

About the beginning of this ſickneſs the Convulſions of the 
Bowels were much more violent, and ſhe lay Senfele(s with them, 
and during their intervals ſhe would talk abſurdly, Sing Songs 
out of tune, and fall out a Laughing, or Crying, without any 
ground of reaſon 2 But at length the Animal Spirits being forc't 
into laſting exploſions, peiform'd them fo regularly, ſometimes 
this way, ſometimes that, as it was moſt proper, that they 
ſeem'd to be done in ſome fort by the moderation and command 
of the will. 

After I had been again to ſce this Lady, having lain under 
theſe periodical Fits tur many weeks, 1 ordered that, three hows 
before the ſecond Fit, ten Ounces of Blood ſhould be drawn from 
the Vein of her foot, whereupon the Fit, expected in the Even- 
ing, wholly left her, nor did it ever return afterward : Put the 
other Fit obſerving its ancicnt courſe return'd daily, til upon 
Bleeding a little betore its coming, the Patient was free of it that 
day, which nevertheleſs returning the next Cay after tollowed her 
for many months according to the fame form : In the mean while, 
becauſe the winter cold was very ſevere , ſhe delai'd tor ſome 
time the uſe of Remedies : But as the Spring came on the noble 
Lady being brought to Oxford was cur'd by the following Me- 
thod. 

In the fuſt place I gave her this Purge, and took care for it to 
be repeated every ſixth or ſeventh day. 

Take Sulfbur of Antimeny fix Grains, Mercurivs Dulcis 4 Scrupie, 
Reſin of jalap four Grains, Ginger fix Grain: Let them ie brad 
rozether on a Marble, then addire Conſcrre of Violets a Dram, make 
a Bil is. It was wont to make her Vomit twice or thrice, and to gine 
ber three or four Stools : Her Men/es conſtant!» fiowed frem ber at ſet 
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times in a plentiful manner: Wherefore her Blood ſeeming to be 
in great plenty and hot, in the middle time betwixt the monthly 
periods I ordered Bleeding twice or thrice : Moreover on all 
thoſe days that ſhe did not Purge, the took four Pills of the fol- 
lowing Maſs, Drinking after it a little Draught of the Julap 
beneath preſcribed. 

Take Roots of Male Peony half an Ounce, of Virginia Serpentary, 
Contrayerva, and Bajtard Dittany of each two Drams, Mans Scull 

ard 4 Dram and a half, Elks Hoof a Dram, red Coral prepar'd, 
Pearl Powdred of each a Dram, Salt of Wormwood two Drams, Salt 

Coral a Dram, with a ſufficient quantity of Syrupe, of Male Peony 
| deve make a Maſs. 

Take the Waters of Male Peony Flowers, Black, Cherries, and Wall- 
nuts of each four Ounces, the Antiepileptical Water of Langius ewo 
Ounces, Syrup of Peony Flowers an Ounce and a half, Caſtoreum tyed 
im aknot and hung in the Glaſs a Dram, mix them make a Julap. 

When ſhe began tg loath tl e Pills, omitting them, the took 
twice a day, viz- eariYin th< morning, and late at night, about 
a Scruple of the following Powder'in a fpoonful of the Julap, 
Drinking after it four or five ſpoontuls of the ſame. 

Take B:zoar Stone of both kinds, White Amber, Pearl prepar'd, 
Red Coral of each a Scruple ; Mas Scitll two Scruples, Roots of Virgi- 
nia Serpentary, Seeds of Rue of each half a Dram, mix them, make 
4 Powder, let her take a Scrup!e Morning and Evening with a Doſe of 
the Julap above preſcribed. 

Afterward when this alſo began to nanſeate her, ſhe us'd Pills, 
or allo Elz.xir Proprietatis, ſometimes alſo Spirit of Harts-horn 
for many days: afterward at long run upon taking that Powder 
daily for ſome ſpace ſhe began to find help. 

In the mean while that this Method of Cure was followed ; her 
Hair being Snav'd off, her Head was cover'd only with a thin 
Dreſs, ſhe wore the Hyiterick Plaifter with a mixture of Galba- 
num on the Abdomen : She drank for her ordinary drink a Bo- 
chet of Sarla and China with the Roots of Male Peony, and 0- 
ther appropriated things intus'd and boil'd in Fountain Water : 
Within a Month the Fits remitted a little: Afterward becoming 
more mild by degrees an:letler,at length they ceas'd in a manner 
altogether, unleſs that near the time of her Menſes ſhe was wont 
tobe troubled with an affavlt or two of that diſeaſe: Moreover 
ſhe was troubled almoſt with a conſtant Giddinels and a loathing 
of Meat ; in the midſt of Summer the drank Aſtrope Waters tor fix 
weeks, and grew perfectly well. 

As to the way of Cure to be us'd in general for ſuch Marvel- 
lous Convulfions, i: is not an eatie thing to aflign Remedies e- 
qual to fo Hercvican a Diſeaſe, or a certain method of its Cure 
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confirm'd by- frequent experiments : For beſides that caſes 
like thofe ſeldom occur, we may likewiſe obſerve, that the ſame 
Medicine which did good to this fick perſun at one time, gave 
not the leaſt relief to another perſon, or the ſame, when gives 
at another time, the reaſon of which ſeems to be that the cauſe of 
the Diſeaſe ſeems to confiſt in the Diſcraſy of the Nervous Juice: 
Which liquor is not always perverted after one and the ſame 
manner : But from the manitold combination of the Salts and 
Sulphurs, gets a Morbid diſpoſition of a various kind and cons 
dition, andoften changes it : Wherefore in thoſe difficult affects, 
we muſt not preſcribe vulgar Medicines, taken from Apothecaries 
Shops, but Magiſterial ones, as occaſion requires, according to 
the appearances of the Marvellous Symptoms. A Gentle Yo. 
mit, a Purge, and Bleeding ought in the fiſt place to be us, 
and ſometimes to berepeated, as it ſhall ſeem convenient. And 
as to Specifick Medicines, and ſuch are appropriated in thoſe 
caſes, ſince the chief Indication will be to amend the Crafis of 
the Nervous Juice, we may try a great many things and fit 
their vertues trom the effect : Therefore we may try what 
things endued with a Volatile or Armoniack Salt will do : For 
this purpoſe let the Spirits and Salts of Harts-horn, Blood, Soot, 
the Flowers and Spirits of Sal Armoniack be taken : Theſe giv- 
ing no relief we muſt come to Chalybeats; let the TinCtures and 
Solutions of Coral and Antimony be given : which ſort of Medi- 
cines muſt be given in ſuch a Doſe, and form, and for ſo many 
times, that ſome alteration may be made by them in the Blood 
and Nervous Juice : Again, it theſe have not ſucceſs we muſt 
proceed to Alexipharmucks, which are good againit Poyſon and 
a Nalignity gotten into the Humours, vx. of theſe we muſt or- 
der DecoCtions, Deſtillations, Powders, Conſerves, and 0- 
ther Preparations of Vegetables, and we muſt variouſly com- 
pound them the one with the other, and adminiſter then ſeveral 
ways : It ſeems likely that thoſe forts of Medicines which being 
inwardly taken are wont to do good to ſuch as are bit by a Viper, 
or by a Mad Dog, and likewiſe againit Wolts-bane, and Napel 
lus, may alſo be of uſe in the above mentioned Convulfions : We 
may here, after the example of Gregor Horſtius in his Tracts of 
the Malign Convulfive difcalc, preſcribe alſo Magiſterial Remedies 
in form of a Purging EleCtuary, allo of a Powder, and Convulfive 
Antidote for theſe Marvellous Convulſions, and variouſly Com- 
pound the ſame of Simples, paxtly Alexipharmical and partly Aus 
tiepileptical. 
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CHAP. VII. 


of the AﬀeXts which are vulgarly call'd Hyſterical. 


[F at any time an unuſual ſort of Sickneſs, or of a very Secret 

Origine occurs in the Body of a Woman, fo that its Cauſe 
lies hid, and the Therapeutick Indication be wholly uncertain; 
preſently we accuſe the evil influence of the. Womb ( which for 
| co part is guiltleſs ) and in any unuſual Symptom, we cry 
out that there is ſomewhat Hyſterical in it 3 and conſequently 
the Phyſical intentions and the uſes of Remedies are directed for 
this end, which often is only a ſtarting hole for Ignorance. | 

The paſſions which are wont to be rank't in this number are 
found to be various and manifold, which ſeldam agree in divers 
Women, or happey wholly after the ſame manner : the moſt 
common of them, and which are vulgarly ſaid to Conſtitute the 
formal ſtate of an Hyſterick affect, are theſe, v:7. A Motion in 
the lower part of the Belly, and at Aſcent as it were of ſome 
round thibg there, then a Belching or Straining to Vomit, a 
diſtention of the Hypochoydres and a Rumbling with a Belching 
forth of Wind, an uneyen and for the moſt pgrt a letted Reſpira- 
tion, a Suffocation in the Throat, a Giddineſs, at Iaverſion; or 
Rotation of the yes, often Laughing, or Weeping, a Talking 
Idly, ſometimes a Speechleſneſs and Immobility with an ;ob- 
ſcure or no Pulſe,and a Cadaverous aſpect, ſometimes Convullive 
Motions rais'd in the Face, and Limbs, and ſometimes in the whole 
Body : But univerſal Convulſions feldom happen, and not unleſs 
the diſeaſe be rqifed to its worſt ſtate, for the Tragedy of the 
Fit is acted through for the moſt part without any contraction 
of the Members only in the Belly , Breaft and Head, viz. itt 
one of them, or ſucceſſively in all. Women of all Ages and Con- 
ditions are obnoxious to theſe affects, to wit Rich and Poot; 
Virgins, Wives, ang Widows: I have obſerved thoſe Symptoms 
in Girls before the time of Puberty, and in old Women after 
their Menſes ceaſt to Flow, nay ana men are ſometimes troubled 
with ſuch kind of Paſſions, inſtances of which are not wan=- 


ting; | ; | 
The cauſe of theſe Symptorns muſt not be imputed to the Aſcent 
of the Womb, and ta vapours rais'd from the ſame z nor to the 
Impetuous ruſhing pf the Btood into the Lungs, as the Leatned 
Hyghmore has Judg'd : But we Ty the affe& call'd Hyſtert- 
1 af 1 
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cal, chiefly, and primarily is Convulſive, and depends principally 
on the Brain and Genus Nervoſum being affected, and is 
produc't wholly by the exploſions of the Animal Spirits, as 0- 
ther Convullive Motions, And whatever diſorder or irregula- 
rities happen elſe about the Motion of the Blood, they arte only 
ſecondary and depending on the Convulfions of the Viſcera. 
The way of the difference whereby the kinds of this diſeaſe both 
differ from zach other, and from the other Convulſive affects 
is taken from the various Origine, and chiefly from the extenſion 
of the Morbifick Cauſe : for the Origine of this, as of many 0+ 
ther Convulfive affects ſometimes reſides inthe Head, the Womb 
being . wholly without fault : Though ſometimes this affect hap. 
pens through the tault' of the Womb, and ſometimes through 
that of othefvparts :. As to the-extenſion of the Diſeaſe, from 
whatever Origine it proceeds, for the moſt part it chiefly af- 
fects the Interiour Nerves, to wit thoſe that particularly regard 
the Viſcera and Precordia and their appendixes, and chiefly 
troubles the Spirits lying in them: Sometimes alſo, though rare- 
ly, the Spirits that prefide in the Exteriour Nerves and likewiſe 
thoſe in the Brain. and Cerebel/lum, are involvd in the ſame 
affect, 

As to the Morbifick Matter, or Exploſive Combination, which, 
accruing to the Spirits within the Brain,and deriv'd with them in- 
to the Proceſſes of the Nerves, : often is the caufe of the at- 
fects, which are vulgarly call'd Uterine, or of the Mother : We 
ſay this to be Heterogeneous Particles ſent from the Blood,as in 
other kinds of Convulſfions ; and which are wont to be made to 
cleave to the Spitits' that paſs into the Origines of the Nerves, 
on two chief. occaſions, viz. either through the fault of the 
Spirits themſelves, or thronzh the great force of the Matter : in- 
ſtances of both kinds every where occur: Throngh the fault of the 
Spirits themſelves as when throngh a ſudden Pailion, ſuppoſe of 
Fear.Anzer, Sadnets, they are very much Troubled and torc't into 
Irregularities; through the Exorbitant force of rhe Matter, 
as in the evil Cries of Fevers, alſo in any Malignant, and 
Scorbuticsl, and other Chronical affects of an ill Determina- 


tion : theſe cauies are much upheld and promoted by an ill or ' 


weak Conſtitution of the Brain and Genus Nerveſum, Wwhes« 
ther it be hereditary, or acquird by an ill dyet, hence Women 
are more obnoxious to Convultive aftects than Men, and thoſe 
one more then another. 

Tao” theſe they call Hyſterical affeCts very often ariſe trom the 
Brain, yet foractimes they are rais'd by a cauſe beginning either 
in the Womb, orinother of the Viſcera ; and this either by rea- 
ſon of a ſulution of continuity, through a Tumor or U'ce, 

or 
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or Stimulation of the part 3 or by reaſon of the obſtruction of 
the Nervous Juice in its Circulation ; thus when ſome accuſto- 
med evacuation, whereby the ſuperfluities of the Nervous Li- 
uour were want to be diſcharged, is ſtop'd, as upon the ſudden 

opping of Ifſues, or drying up of old Ulcers without Purging, 
many have fallen into Convullive aitects, which ſometimes alſo 
happen to Virgins and Widows through a retention of the Se- 
minal humour, which ought to be Voided its proper way : 
And ſometimes theNervous Juice regurgitates toward its Origine, 
becauſe its paſſage is ſomewhere itop't by a Cancrous or Scirr- 
hous Tumour. To illuſtrate our doctrine of the, vulgarly call'd, 
Paſſions of the Womb ; I ſhall now give an inſtance of a perfon 
troubled with them. 

A Renowned Lady, extreamly beautiful, and endowed with 
an excellent temper of mind and manners, lately lived in the(z 
parts, who for many years was obnoxious to Convulſive attccts, 
the having contracted this valetudinary diſpolition from her 
Birth, or Hereditarily, and having found in herfe!7 thele truits 
of the morbid root almoſt every fourth year of her Age ; but 
eſpecially as often as ſhe conceived with Child ( as ſhe often had, 
and undergone frequent Abortions ) ſhe was wont to be extraor- 
dinarily troubled with Convulſive paſſions, in a manner Hy fteri- 
cal : For preſently upon the ſtopping of the NMeiſes, the Hete- 
rogeneous Particles being convey d to the Brain, and Gen Ner- 
voſum, brought violent Fits of the diſtemper. 

After that ſhe had laſt conceived, in the firſt Months accor- 
ding to her ancient wont, ſhe was often troubled with Convuiſive 
alfects, about the ninth week of her being with Child, upon 
taking Cold, the tell into a dangerous Fever, in which very acute 
Pains (orely infeſting her in the Loins, and about the lower 
part of the Belly, feem'd to threaten an Abortion: But thoſe 
Pains, as it appear'd at lait, being rather to be judg'd of the Co- 
lick, proceeded from a Sharp humor, failing fron the Brain into 
thoſe parts by the DuCtus's ot tae Nerves ; for about the de 
Cclining of the Fever, that matter being convey Q elſewhere, a 
Diarrhza, Pains of the Feet, and a Bliitering as it were enſued. 

As foon as this Lady grew well of her Fever, and Pains, the 
Convulſive affects returned, for cvery morning as ſhe awaked 
from her ſleep, ſhe was wont to undergo violent ContraCtions 
and Convulhons about the parts G7 the Mouth and Face, and alfo 
in the Arms ar.d Legs, which Symp:oms doubtleſs arvie from 
the Serous filth heap'{ together in the Head about the Origines of 
the Nerves; and deeply Imbib'd by them during the flzep, toge- 
ther with the Juice that pales in theinz and when atterward 
the ſame matter Was carryed again by the conveyance or the In- 
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teriour Nerves, into the Plexus's of the Meſentery, and the Loing, 
moſt violent Pains of thoſe parts, and likewiſe Fits as it wee 
Hyiſterical ſorely infeſted her. 

For thoſe Convulfive Motions of the Face and Members cea# 
in a ſhort time, yet ſhe continued ſtill Weak and Infirm, with 
a Pale Cotintenance, Trembling as ſhe went, and having a mind 
to no Food but ſuch as was improper, and to hot Liquors: 
bout the end of the third Month, at which time fhe uſed con- 
ſtantly to Abort, her Menſes broke forth, which pafſing-from 
her for two or three days together, with pieces of broken Mem- 
branes, ſhe expected the Abortion : But the Flux ceafing, Paing, 
like thoſe of a perſon in Labour, aroſe in the Abdomen and 
Loins as before, and miſerably tormented her day and night for 
a week: At length having us'd a Bath of Emollient Herbs, and 
then being put to bed to ſweat, ſhe was delivered of the burthen 
of her Womb: the Conception thus paffing from her with a 
mighty tortiire was as a Pea=hens Egg in bigneſs and figure; the 
outward coat of this was ragged and broken ; the inward coat 
remaining whole, contained about half a pound of clear Water, 
and nothing elſe : And no rudiments, of a Fztus that was form'd, 
or about to be form'd, did appear: Afterward for four or five days 
the Lochia flowed from her with ſome pieces of Membranes: 
Mean while Pains troubled her with their wonted violence : And 
in regard that after a week was paſt, they did not ceale of their 
own accord, at length remedies were deſir'd for appeafing 
them, 

For this end in the firſt place, Liniments, Fomentations, 
Paths, and Glyſters were frequently adminiſtred : And Medi- 
cines c eanſing the filth of the Womb, on which the caule of the 

"whole diſtemper was charg'd, were inwardly taken : Upon the 
ufc of the former, ſhort intermifſions of the Pains followed : 
But'new and then the afte returned and was mighty tedious:Nay 
and within three weeks, the diſeaſe growing much worſe brought 
many other horrible Symptoms along with it : For beſides the 
Pains in the Abdomen and Loins, which grew daily more v10* 
lent, ſhe was now troubled likewiſe with a great torture in her 
Back, Neck, Shoulder Blades, alſo in the Arms and Leggs, and 
that more ſeverely as oftcn as the grew warm in her Bed : More- 
over ſhe was affiicted with a frequent Giddineſs, a Vomiting 
andNauſcouſneſs,and often in a day with vehementConvultive Fits, 
Viz. Firſt a great heavy thing ſeeming to Aſcend in the lower 
'parts of the Belly, preſently raiſed up the Belly with violence: 
By and by, reſpiration being ſtopt, the became ſenceleſs with a 
Cadaverons.aſpect : After that ſhe had lain thus dead, as it were, 
for three or four minutes 'of an hour, ſhe was wont to ſtart up 
Ql1 
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an a ſudden, that ſhe could ſcarce be kept down or held by 
| s preſent : Then followed violent contraCtions and di 
tions in all the parts of the Mouth and Face, and in all the Mem- 
bers of the Body. Theſe Symptoms were judg'd really Hyſteri- 
cal, becauſe the noble Lady had fo lately Aborted. 

But conſidering all theſe things, I was at length of this opj- 
nion, That the cauſe of both Fits, vsz. the Paining, and Convul- 
five, depended wholly on the evil affects of the Brain and Genus 
Nervoſum, without any fault in the Womb, to wit, that the ſharp 
humour heapt together within the Brain, deſcended thence, by 
the paſſages of the Nerves, into parts very remote, and lying in 
the Membranes and Fibres, and fermenting with the humour 
coming to it from the Maſs of Blood, irritated them very much, 
and caus'd violent pains: then afterwards, when the heterogeneous 
and exploſive Particles, admitted into the Brain with that Hu- 
mour, and entring the Ductus's of the Nerves, joyn'd with the 
Spirits, thereupon the Convulfive diſpoſition, now and then break- 
ing forth into violent Fits, was caus'd, as it will by and by appear 
more at large. 

Directing my curative intents according to this Ftivlogy, I 
ordered the fick Lady, at the time ſhe was extreamly ill, that 
Blood ſhould be drawn from the Saphzna Vein, That a gentle 
Purge ſhould be given her within two days, and that it ſhould 
be repeated once or twice a Week : Alſo on other days I gave 
her, Morning and Evening, Spirit of Harts-horn; and at other 
hours, twice or thrice in a day, Powder of Pear! and Crabs-eyes, 
with a Doſe of the following Julape. 

Take Water of Snails, Magiſterial Water of Earth-IWorms, of each 
three Ounces, Water of oe. Lat and of Black-Cherries, of each four 
Ounces ; Hyſterick Water, an Ounce ;, Syrup of Coral, an Ounce and 4 
half ; Tintture of Caftoreum, a Dram : mix them. 

She us'd frequently a Bath of freſh Herbs when neceſflity requi- 
red it ; ſhe took Opiats always with good ſucceſs: Veſicatories 
were applied to the inward part of each Thigh, and to her Neck. 
Moreover Fomentations, Liniments, Glyſters, Cupping-glaſlſes, 
Sneezing-powders, and many other ways of Adininiſtration were 
preſcrib'd, according to the exigency of Symptoms. 

After this method of Curing uſed about fourteen days, the no- 
ble Lady, being very much relieved, was wholly without the 
Convulfive Fits; nay, and the pains of the Bowels aad Members, 
and other Symptoms, being very much mitigated, gave us a ve- 
ry fair hope of a ſpeedy Recovery; but after this, partly by rea- 
ſon of an ill Dyet, to which the Diſeaſed, upon never (o little an 
amendment, always indulz d hecfelt, but eſpecially by reaſon ot 


a {udcen paſſion of terrour or ſadneſs, which a fevere accident 
hap{ens 
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happening Within her own Houſe, had rais'd, falling into a Re. 
lapſe, the Diſeaſe was preſently brought to a much worſe cong;. 
tion ; for both the Convulſions, and Pains troubled her in a more 
violent manner, nay, and the Stomach, being ſtirr'd up in a mar 
ner with a continual Vomiting, neither admitted Food nor Me. 
dicines: ſhe took Aſſes Milk for ſome days, with ſome Benefit; 
yet in regard it turn'd to Choler in her Stomack, and gave her 
ſome offence, it was ſoon left off. At length, in deſpite of al 
Remedies preſcrib'd with all diligence by the advice of may 
Phyfitians, the noble Patient languiſh't daily more and more, 
and by degrees drew near to Death. Two days before her De. 
ceaſe, the pains of her Belly and Loyns remitted very much, and 
becoming more chearful than her wont, ſhe had ſome hope of 
her Recovery; but in the mean while ſhe complain'd of a pain 
and a mighty oppreſſion of her Head ; and falling into a profound 
Sleep, about the beginning of the Night, upon her awaking, 
ſhe fell into a very horrible Convulſire Fit, which preſently patt 
into a mortal Apoptexy, for becoming inſenfible and ſpeechlef, 
ſhe departed this Life within twelve hours. The Body of thiz 
perſon being open'd after her Deceaſe, the Womb was found 
wholly without fault, tho' many of the Viſcera were preternatu- 
rally diſpos'd: in the Meſentery, about the midi{t of it, where it 
is fixt to the Back, and contains great Plexus's of the Nerves, 
lax ſubſtance, and blown up as it were with many Bladders, was 
ſeen, it equalling a hands breadth in extent : opening this place, 
I found no Humour in it, but only that the Membranes were 
leparated from each other, and that nothing was included in 
the ſpaces betwixt them but a Wind, which Separations doubt- 
leſs were cauſed by the Convulfions and Exploſions of. the Spi- 
Tits, ſent from the Head into thoſe Plexus's: and as to thoſe 
pains in the Belly, and the aſcent of the great heavy thing, as 
it were, and the Inflation of the Abdomen in the Convulfhve Af- 
fects, it is not to be doubted but the Seat of the morbifick Caule 
lay hid in that part of the Meſentery. ' 

As to the method of Curing to be us'd in the Paſltons vulgar- 
ly call'd Hyſterical, fince the greateſt part of the Symptoms of 
this Diſeaſe are Convullive, it is thence plain that anticonvulſive 
Remedies, ſuch as above written, are chiefly indicated. Ne- 
verthele(s, fince theſe Aﬀects very often happen to the Female 
Sex, in Which the Menſes, and other accidents of the Womb, are 
molt commonly taken in as a part of the Morbifick Cauſe ; there- 
fore Medicines having regard to various diſpoſitions of the 
Wormb ought to be added to the former, and be ſundry ways 
complicated with them. The Therapeutick Indications are ei- 
ther Curatory, to be us'd in the Fit, or Preſervatory, which be- 
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ing proſecuted out of the Fit, remove the cauſe of the Diſeaſe, 
vent its. Acceſſes, As to the former, if the Fit be but 
let it paſs off of its own accord, without any farther per= 
wrbation of the Spirits ; but if it ſo ſorely preſſes that it is need- 
kl to give aid to Nature, as being greatly oppreſt, let this one 
Z endeavoured, That the Spirits being made free from 
the Embraces of their Heterogeneous Combination, remit of 
their Diſorders and* Exploſions : For this end it is very uſual in 
the firſt place to apply to the Noſtrils ſtinking and ſtrong-ſmel- 
ling things, the effluvia's of which repreſs and reduce to order 
the Spirits, which are grown too wild and apt to make exorbi- 
tant efforts, nay and diſcuſs their Heterogeneous Combination, 
ad often wholly exterminate it. Aſa Fetida, Caſtoreum, Gal- 
low, tyed in a fine Linnen Cloth, and held to the Noftrils, are 
r; alſo the Feathers of Partridges, or old Shoes burnt, or 
ſulphur kindled : moreover the Spirit and Oyl of Soot, or of 
Harts-horn, often give help ; tho' I have known that theſe kinds 
i Suffurnigations have prov'd very offenſive to fome Women, 
1nd have encreas'd the Fit ; it's probable that ſometimes they 
irritate the Spirits too much, and force them into greater di(- 
orders. As ſtinking things held to the Noſtrils, ſo the like be- 
ing pour'd into the Mouth, often give help; wherefore we of- 
ten give with good ſucceſs, to Hyſterical perſons, the TinCture 
of Caſtoreum, Solutions of Aſa Fetida, and of Galbanum, alſo 
the Spirits of Harts-horn and of Soot, with appropriated Was 
ters, 
Take = of Harts-horn, from ewelve drops to fifteen or ewenty,

" lefs be taken in three or four Ounces of Water of Navews. Jo- 
lunnes Anglicus commends the Seeds of Parſmips, or of Columbines 
" Wine, or an appropriated Water, as moſt certain Remedies. It 
the Fit, contmuing a long time, renders the Perſon ſenſeleſs, 
« without any Pulic, let ſmart Clyſters, as of the Roots of Brz- 
", with Carminatives boil'd with them in Water, be injeCted ; 
& Fricti 2115 be us'd to the Legs and Feet: and if we mutt pro- 
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ceed to ſtronger things, let Cupping-glaſſes be applied to the 
Belly or Groin, nay and let ſneezing be often provok'd: it is 
good for ſome to give them, in the midit of the' Fit, a Draught 
of cold Water, either ſample, or in which Camphire has burnt. 

The preſervatory Indication comprehends theſe three chief in- 
tents, viz. Firlt,To take away, or to drive to ſome place elſe, the 
impurities of the Blood, which are apt to be diſcharg'd on theBrain 
and Genus Nervoſum. Secondly, To fortifie the Brain, and 6 
ſtrengthen the Spirits in it , that they either admit not at al 
the Heterogeneous Combination, or readily ſhake it off. Third: 
ly, to amend whatſoever is amiſs in the Womb, and coiitributer 
to the Convulfive Diſpoſition. 


1. The firſt Intention is perform'd by Purging and Bleeding; 
and other common ways of Cleanſing and Purging the Blood and 
Humours. If there be room for a Votnit, I Judge we muſt 4. 
ways begin with that, eſpecially in Cacochymical perſons, or 
ſuch as are troubled with the longing diſeaſe, in whom a mi 
ty load of Viſcous Phlegm, ſticking in the Folds and Coats of 
the Stomach, hinders the vertues of other Medicines: Within a 
few days after the Vomit, ( unleſs ſomewhat indicates the contrz- 
ry, ) let Blood be drawn, in Women of a hot temperament; 
preſently from the Arm, and afterward, if ueed be, from the 
Foot, or from the Veins of the Fundament, by Leeches ; but 
in Bodies troubled with obſtructions and leſs hot, let Blood be 
drawn more ſparingly and rarely, and only in places ſeated below 
the Womb. After theſe evacuations ( provided always that they 
are indicated ) being duly perform'd, let a Purge be given once 
within fix or (even days according to the forms tollowing,

To perſons of a Hot temperament a doſe of our Extratt, or Looſmmg 
Syrup may be properly given: For the revulſion of the Morbifick mat- 
ter from the Head an Ifſue in the Leg, or Thigh, and ſomtimes 
Veſicatories , Ligatures and Painful Friftions are wont to be 
usd. Nor muſt we only have regard here to the cleanſing & 
the Blood, and to the Revulſion of its ſuperfluous Dreggs | 
the Head, but likewiſe to the alteration of its Liquor, and the 
reducing of it to its due Crafjs: Whereſore j&h certain Hyſterical 
p*rions Chalybeats prove beneficial, th others Miſter al hy =" or 
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Whey, in ſome the 'uſe of Hot Baths are wont to do mighty 


2. The ſecond intention, viz. the redtifying of the Brain, and 
of the Animal Spirits, is perfarm'd* by Cephalick and Particularly 
by Anticonvulſive Medicines, and let them be carefully given al- 
moſt every day when there is no Purging, or Bleeding: There 
being various kinds and ways of Adminiſtration of ſuch\Medi- 
cines , I ſhall here give you ſome- of the more choice forms of

, Ler Opiates be made atter this manner. ' Take Conſerves of the 
Flowers of Lillies of the Valley, Male Peomy,; and Betony. of each 
two Ounces 3 Peony Sceds, Red Coral prepar d . of each twa Dram, 
Powder of Baſtard Dittany a Dram and 'a half , Salt of Wormwood 
two Drams, with a ſufficient quantity of Syrup of Citron Pills, make 
an EleFuary. The Doſe 15 Morning and Evening, the quantity of 4 
Nutmeg. After the ſame manner to the Poor, let Conſerves of the

The Liquours appropriated to Hyſterical aftects, and to be 
Drank after the foreſaid Medicines are either Diſtilled Waters, 
which may be taken by themſelves,. or with others in. the Form 
of a Julape, or they are Decoctions, or TinEtures and Infuſions.

3. As t6 the-thicd intent;; which putting a {op to the difor- 
ders of the Wommb,.advances the Cure ot the Hyfterick «ffect; 
I fay in the firit place that what was formerly belicv'd concerning 
the Canſe. ofthe Diſcafe, and the Scope of Cwing it, viz. That 
the Womb did Aſcend, and:therefore that it vught to be reſtor' 
to its dueplace, is altogetber Fictitious, as we have ſhewn elſe- 
where: The deſcent, op falling forth of the Womb otten hap- 
pens, bat his ſeldom or.never produces Hyſterical afteCts : More- 
over a 'Diflocation of the Womb fometimes happens to Child- 
bearing. . Women preſently. after Child-birth, v:7. When 
the body of the Womb. being enlarged and newly emptied, 
does notſrettle in a right place within its Cavity, but leans high, 
ſometimes to the right fide cf it, ſometimes to the leſt,and there be- 
ing Conltring'd like-a Purſe is folded 1p in a great Lump, which 
Lump lying a long tine the-ſide of the Inguen, is wont to Caule 
ſuſpicion of another Foetus,-or of the after Birth being left be- 
hind, oralſo of a Scirrhous' Tumour there Growing but atierward; 
When upon the Lochia's paſſing away freely, the Womb is re- 
duc't to its due magnitude; that Tumour vanithes by degrees: 
And whilſt it continues there, unleſs haply the Lochia are there- 
by ſop't, it does not cauſe Hyfterick Paſhons : For the quick re- 
ducing of this part to its dne poſition, Fomentations, Liniments, 
and Plaiſters contribute much: But very often that Symptom 
paſſes away of its own accord without any further cfence : 
We have ſhewn elſewhere ex profeſſo to what aftects elle the 
Womb is obnoxions after Chitd-birth, and with what methods 
of Phyfreck we muft obviate them: As to the other Diſtempers of 
this part, which happen to other Women, v7. to ſuch as do not 
Bear Children ; we obſerve thoſe chiefly to be either a Diſcaſe of 
the Womb caus'd by a Solution of continuity, which. is either 
aTumour or an Ulcer z or to be a Stoppage of ſome uſual Excre- 
tion, viz. either of the Sanguis Menftruns, or of the Fluor albys, 
or of the Seminal Humour; by reaſon of the Men/ſecs retaind 


the Heterogeneous particles being often diſcharged on _ 
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Cauſe Convulfive Paſfions: In like manner when the White Hu- 
mour is ſtop't the Excrementitious Matter being drank in again 
by the Blood is delivered to, the. Brain and Genus Nervoſum. 
Moreover when a wonted evacuation:of the Seed is ſtop't, the 
ſuperf]uitics -of the Nervous Humour Regurgitate into the 


Brain, and infect the Spicits in it with a Morbifick and Exploſive 
Tin&ure. It will not be neceſſary for us to diſcourſe particular- 


ly and at large on theſe particular aftects.of the Womb, but. to 
Complicate Medicines and-Phyfical Adminiſtrations appropriated 
to Womens Diſeaſes, with Anticonvuifve Remedies, 


CHAP. IX. 


Of Aﬀects v4/g1rly calbd Fiypechondriacal, which are 
ſhewn to be for the greateſt part Convulſroe, and 
by the by rf Chalybeate Medicines, 


Hyſterical do not always proceed from the Womb, but 

oftner from the Head's being affeCted : So though it has 
been vulgarly held that the affects call'd Hypochondriacal are 
caus'd for the molt part by Vapours ariſing from the Spleen, and 
rmaing hither and thither; yet in truth thoſe diſtempers are for 
the greatelt part Convulfions and Contrattions of the Nervous 
parts 3 which may hetter appear atter we have conſidered the 
Symptoms. 

As to the affects therefore which are vulgarly call dHypachon= 
driacal it is to be obſerved that they chiefly happen to perſons of a 
Melancholick Conſtitution, with a wan aſpect and a thin hahit or 
body: It is ſeldom that that Diſeaſe troubles perſons who are 
well in fleſh, and have a florid, or alſo an over Phlegmatic& 
countenance : About the time that perſons come to 2 ſet age it 
diſcovers it(elf with manifeſt ſigns; Men are found to be more 
frequently obnoxious to this thin Women, in both being become 
habitual it iscur'd with great difficulty, or ſcarce at all; in Wo- 
men by reaſon of their weaker Conſtitution, it is attended with 
far more Convulfive affects : Wherefore it is commonly ſaid in 
this Sex, that the Hyſterick affect is joyn'd to the Hypo- 
vhandriacal. 


. S we have ſhewn before that the Paſſions vulgarly call'd 
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- The Symptoms which are accounted as belonging to this Dif 
eaſe are commonly very many, and of a differing Nature, nr 
have they in all a like Origine, or the ſame mutual dependance 
on each other: For we'ſee that in theſe-the Viſcera of the Belly, 
in thoſe the Przcordia, in others the Confines of the Brain are 
moſt affected : In a great many,but not in all, the Stomach muck 
Labours; as to appetite it has often too'much of it, but is pre- 
ſently oppreſt by what is taken into it;and when the tood through 
ſlowneſs of Concodction tarries a long time in it, the Saline par- 
ticles of it being rais'd to a ſtate of flowing, pervert the whole 
maſs of the Chyle into a Pap, ſometimes Acid or Au:. ere, lome- 
"times Salt or Tart: Hence a Cardialgia, a migtity ſtore of 
Flatus's, a Rumbling, and a frequent Vomiting eniue ; and be- 
cauſe through a defect of aPneumatofis theChyme is not volatilisd 
throughout, and carryed forth, but a Maſs of Vitcous Matter, 
ſticking to the Coats of the Stomach is left behind, an almoſt 
continual Spitting moleſts them, a diſtention inthe lett Rypo- 
chondre and often there and under theVentricle a violent beating 
is felt, and there Pains every where ariſe; which ſhoot here 
and there at random, and. miſerably torture the perſon with a 
certain pungent Pain for many hours. Mean winle, trom the 
ContraCtions of the Membranes and the FluCtuation ot the 
Flatus's thence-rais'd, Croakmgs and Rumblings are proGuc t: So 
in the Thorax there is often a great Straitneſs and Con!iriction, 
ſo that the Breathing becomes difficult and painful upon any mo- 
tion; nay farther, in ſome very terrible Altmatick Fits ſupervene: 
Moreover the difeas'd are wont to complain of a Trembling and 
palpitation of the heart, with a mighty oppretiion of the 1ame, 
alſo frequent Failings of the Spirits, and danger of Swooning 
come upon them, that the diſcaled always think Death at hand: 
Jn this Region about the Membranes, and eſpecially the Mcdialtty 
num,. an acute Pain, which one while is determin'd in one part, 
another while is extended to the Shoulder, is a familiar Symp» 
tom of this Diſeaſe : But in the Head an Iliad of Evils tor the 
moſt part troubles Hypochondriacal perſons, to wit, muſt violent 
Pains Periodically returning ariſe ; alſo Scotomia's, trequent Gid- 
dinefs, Obitinate Watchings, a Fervency and a mcſt troubleſome 
FluCtuation of thoughts,. inconſtancy of mind, a dii:urb'd fan- 
cy, adread and ſuſpicion of every thing, an Imaginary being Ak 
fected with Diſeaſes of which they are free, and many other 
diſtractions of the Spirits, nay ſometimes Melancholy, and a 
Mania accompany this Sickneſs : Beſides theſe interiour Regions 
of the Body being beſet with this Dileaſe z wandring Pains, al- 
ſo Cramps and Numbneſſes with a ſenſe of Formication ſeiſe like- 
wiſe almoſt all the outward parts : Night Sweats, _ 
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Of Hypochondriacal Afﬀetts. 399 
Blood in the Face and Palms of the Hands, Fevers of uncertain 
zeturns, and many other Symptoms of an incertain- Origine on 
hands ariſe, of which in regard it bas not been eaſy to aflign 
the Genuine cauſes and ways oft their coming to paſs, Phyſicians 
have charg'd, (though unjuſtly) ail the blame on the Spleen': In 
themean while it is to be obſerv'd that the chief Symptoms of 
this diſtemper are convulſive and depend immediatly upan the 
Irregularities of the Animal Spirits, and Nervous Juice, rather 
than on the Dyſcraſies of the Viſcera that ſerve 'for Con- 
cotion. ' 

As a great many have aſcribed this valetudinary difpofition-to 
the only-fault of the Spleen: So others making all the confines 
of this Entral a party in the tault, will have theBiood lying in any 
part ſoever of the Veſſ-1s of the Spleen andEpigaſtrick Region to 
give the Origine to this evil. But the renowned Highmore has 
charg'd the chief cquie of this Diſeaſe wholly on the taulty Con- 
{titution of the Stomach. 

Concerning this opinion, though I {o far agree with this fa- 
mous Author, that I may grant the Ventricle to be often greatly 
ditemper'd in this affect : Yet I cannot be brought to think 
that all the Symptoms of theHypochondriacal Difeale depend on- 
ly on the Ill conſtitution of the Ventricle, for I have known 
many ſorely afflicted with that Diſtemper, whoſe Stomachs were 
well enough ; and I have known others who through an ill dyet 
have brought their Stomachs to be greatly Diſtempered, yet, as 
to the Precordia and Animal Faculties being (ound enough, they 
werenot at all accounted Hypochondriacal. 

As to what the Spleen contributes to this Diſeaſe, Dr. Wills 
firi! curiouſly obſerving the uſe of this part, to wit that from 
the Blood brought to it from the Arteries, a certain Dreggy Por- 
hon, v17. cunhiting of an Farthly matter and a Fixt Salt, is de- 
pos'd in this Entra!, which being there exalted as it were by Di- 
geſtion, and raisd to the nature of a Ferment, is again com- 
mitted to the Blood as it paſſes back by the Veins, which in- 
ſpires it with a certain Fermentation, and performs the fame 
thing as to its Pneumatoſis , as our common Leaven does when 
mixt in a Maſs of Meal, ,ſo that as the Leaven inables the 
ſluggith parts in the Bread for Motion, fo the Ferment of this 
Entral raiſes the fluggiſh Particles of the Blood to a ſtate of 
ativity. And ſecondly confirlering the intimate communication 
betwixt the Brain and the Spleen by the means of the Nerves, of 
which there are a world of Plexus's and Fibres ariſing from them 
in this part ; he ſays that the ways of affeCting with which the 
Spleen being evil diſpos'd, produces, or at leaftwiſe contributes 
to the rite of the Symptoms of the Hypochondriacal Diltemper 

are chiefly theſe following, Vig 
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Vix- Firſt it ſometimes happens that the ſpongy ſubſtance 9 
the Spleen is very much 't and obſtructed by the Fxces of 
the Blood ſticking too much in its Pores and there Stagnating, 
ſo that afterward it does not admit into it the Dreggs of the 
Maſs of Blood ag much as it ought , but the ſame being brought 
thither, but not receiv'd, Regurgitate into the neighbouring 
Branches of the Czliack Artery, whence preſently they ate 
convey'd into the Membranes of the Ventricle, the Caul and Me 
ſentery, and other neighbouring parts, and are wont to tick in 
them, hence the Tone of thoſe Viſcera is ſo much perverted, 
that they cannot rightly execue their due FunCtions in order to 
the Concoction of the Chyle, and the Circumjacent Mem- 
branes,being very much fill'd with Heterogeneous and Irritatire 
Particles, become mightily obnoxious to Convulfions arifing here 
and there, to running Pains, ContraCtions, Diftentions and x 
multitude of Flatus's. 


2. Though the S|peen ſhould receive freely enough the Me 
lancholy Juice brought by it from the Blood tothe Arteries, yet 
often it does not duly ConcoG the ſame, but the ſalt being very 
much exalted, perverts it into a humour too Sharp, or Auſtere, 
or faulty ſome other way ; wherewith when the whole Maſs of 
Blood, and the ſtock of Nutritive Juice contained in it, are in- 
fected, the fruits of a Hypochondriacal ſeed diſplay themſelve, 
throughout the whole body ; the Blood boiling more then 
it ought, is driven violently into certain parts, and at the fame 
time in others it is apt to ſtagnate : Hence ſome preſently up- 
on eating have Fluſhings in the Face, the palms of their hands 
burn, Oc. In ſome again running pains with a Pricking happen 
n many parts of the Body. 


3. From the Blood thus deprav'd through the fault of the 
Spleen, a prejudice alſo is often brought on the Animal functi- 
on, the Heterogeneous and Convulfive particles being often dil- 
charged on the Brain and Genus Nervoſum, hence perſons are 
troubled with fancies and thoughts, with Giddineſs, Scotomia's, 
Head-aches, and often Paralitick affe&ts. Then as the Morbifick 
matter paſles from the Brain into the Genus Nervoſum, Convul- 
five affects are raiſed in many parts of the Body, but chiefly a- 
bout the Precordia, and Viſcera of theBelly, the Spirits that are 
in the Nerves which regard thoſe parts being greatly troubled 
by the paſſions of the mind, 


4. It is alſo very probable that the Nervous Fibres ( whereof 
there are a world diſperſt through the Spleen, ſometimes receive 
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Of Hypochondriacal Aﬀetts. 3II 
into them its moſt Sharp Juice, which creeping up the Paſſages 
of the Nerves, often is the cauſe of Convulfive Motions : And 
there being an intimate commerce betwixt the Spleen and 
the Brain , we judge that behdes the long way of the 

have a nearer Way of communication by the Nerves of the 
Par Vagum and Intercoftale by which they mutually affect each g- 
ther 3 (o that ſometimes the Melancholy being diſturb'd in the 
Pleen, conveys thence the paſſion to the Brain, whence diſor- 
derly and Hypochondriacal fancies happen: And on the contrary, 
when a violent Pafſion of the mind, occaſionally rais'd withis 
the . Brain, troubles the Spirits reſiding in it, the imprefiion 
given the fancy, is convey'd to the ſpleen by the courſe arid 
lucceſſive affect of the Spirits, lying within the Nerves of the 
Per Vagum and Intercoſtale; whence many difturbances are cauſ- 
edin that Entral and in the parts adjacent. I ſhall now give as 
inftance of a perſon troubled with theHypochondriacal affect. 

An honourable perſon of a Melancholick temperament, and al- 
ways accounted'to be troubled with the Spleen, complained very 
much of a Pain and Inflation of the left Hyp>chondre, with a 
frequent Rumbling, and a Sour Belchings alſo a Tremblitg 
of the Heart, a continual Giedineſs, a want of Sleep, and a 
Troubled Fancy; about the thirty fifth year of bis Age, the Diſ- 
tale growing worſe, he began to get Sleep with difficulty, or 
very ſeldom: by night, and fo in the. day time to be troubled with 
2Fervency and Inconftancy of thoughts, to he ſuſpicious of al! 
things and perſons, and to be Scar'd at every thing that came 
lu bis way 3 the Przcordia ſeem'd to be very much Conſtring'd 
and Straitn'd, and to fall in, as thaugh the Heart it felf were de- 
peſt into the Belly, which Symptom preſſing him he became 
very ſad, and dejected in mind : Yet afterward, thoſe affects -of 
the mind remitting, he plainly felt at once beth the heart to 
be alittle rais'd, and the Precordia to be Relax't and Dilated : 
Moreover he had very frequently Pains and ContraQtions vari- 
ouſly rais'd about the Muſcles of the Viſcera and Membranes, 
ind paſlmg from one piace to another. 

He us'd a great many Remedies and Phyfical Adminiftrations 
1 Jong time for the Cure of this Aﬀect, but without any great 
200d ; at length, being ſomewhat relieved by the uſe of Minerat 
Waters, and afterwards growing better by degrees, he became 
fee from thoſe ſevere Symptoms, tho” he ftill continues obnoxi- 
ous to the Hypochondriacal Aﬀect. 

The TherapeutickMethod to be us'd agamfſt Hypochondriacal 
Mics, requires chiefly theſe four general Indications, viz. Firſt, 
that the Impediments of the Cure be reamov'd, which: intention 
Ciefly regards the cleangng and keeping of the furſt Paſſages. Se+ 
condly,' 
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condly, We muſt endeavour to corre the ObftruCtions or other 
diſorders bf the Spleen. Thirdly, we muſt fee that the excrement. 
tivts' Dregs of the Maſs of Blood be Purg'd forth, and that ity 
due Crafis be reſtored. Fourthly, that the Irregularities of the 
Brain ard Genus Nervoſum, and alſo of the Humour and Spirits 
reſiding in them, contracted through the fault of the Blood and 
Spleen; be amended or abolifh't. Since we mult drive at many 
of theſe Intents together, or at all of them, let fit Seaſons he 
choſen, in which we may fatisfhe each of theſe purpoſes without 
any prejudice to, or neglect of the Reſt. 


I. As to the firſt Indication, fince a great Maſs of crude 6+ 
aduft matter is wont to be heapt together in the firſt paſſages, 
and fince the Tone of the Stomack uſes to be weaken'd, and its 
Ferment to be variouſly perverted, let us ſeaſohably obviate theſe 
Evils of each kind with fit Remedies; therefore mild and gentle 
Evacuations, both by Vomit, if it comes eaſily, and by Seige, ought 
to be given. I adviſe thoſe whoſe Stomack eafily diſcharges its 
Contents upwards, that once in a Month, by taking the Liquor 
of Squills, or Salt of Vitriol; and drinking good ſtore of Poſſet- 
drink, or warm Water, they cauſe themſelves to Vomit ſeveral 
times : In the interval of tifne, let a gentle Purge, and only le 
nitive, be often, given. For this end the Pzlul. Tartaree Bonthy, 
or Stomac. cum Gummis, oc our Solutive Pills, may be uſed 

Take of the beſt Senna, an. Ounce; Rhubarb, ſix Draws; Epi- 
thymum, three Drams; Tellow-$Saimders, two Drams ; Salt of Worm- 
wood, two Drams ; Celtick: (pike, a Dram : being ſliced and bru;ſed, 
let them digeſt in Winte-wine and Fumitorz-water, of each ten 
Ounces, for twenty four hours, let the clear ſtr atning evaporate by 
a gent: Bath-heat to-the conſiſtency of an Extra, adding toward the 
end, Powder of Senna, Rhubarb, and Cream of Tartar, of each two 
Drams ; let them be bruiſed together in a Glaſs Mortar, and reduced 
to 4 Confiſtency for Pills. The Doſe # from half a Dram to two Ser 

ples or a Dram. 

The Remedies that regard the Tone and Ferment of the Sto- 
mach, ſince they are manifold, and of divers kinds; let ſuch as are 
moſt proper for the Conſtitution of each Stomach be choſen; for 
with one Perion bitter things, with another Salt; with others, 
ſharp, or haply ſmart things; beft agree. Of the number of theſe 
Medicines ( which are vulgarly called Digeſtives) are Elixir Pro- 
Prietaris, Tintlura Sacra, the Compound Powder of Aron Roots; Salt 
of Wormwood, Eream of Tartar, Tartar Virrtolate; Vitriol of Mars, 
with many others. Befdes theſe inward Remedies, outward appli 
cations alſo often give help: For to aStomach ill difpos'd a fomen+ 
tation of White Wine with Wormwogd, Centory and other nyo 
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Plants boil'd in it ; alſo Liniments or Plaiſters often give relief, 
of which it will not be needful to diſcourſe particularly, and to 
preſcribe forms of thoſe Medicines, 


2. The Indication that undertakes to amend the Faults of the 
ſpleen, ( whether the ſame be an ObſtruCtion, or a Tumour ov 
Pain, or a fimple Dyicraſy ) is wont to be perform'd, or at leaſt- 
wiſe attempted by Remedies both inward and outward ; thoſe that 
xe of the tormer kind are coincident with thoſe that are indicated 
in the third place, (towit, with which the purifying of the Blood 
is intended) tor fince the chief,or in a manner all of that which is 
brought into or carried out of the Spleen,is by the conveyance of 
the Blood, the Irregularities, both of the blood's Lerex, and of that 
tntral, ought to be cured by an aſſociated Operation, the. vertues 
of the Medicines being joyn'd together ; and we ſhall preſently 
ſhew after what manner : meanwhile ſome outward applications, 
in the form of a Plaiſter or Liniment,or Fonientation,have a more 
near and immediate regard to the body of the Spleen,and often give 
amighty relief, viz. in as much as they diſcuſs the Tumours,reftore 
to Circulation the melancholy Filth there ſtagnating, nay and ap= 
peaſe and reſtrain the Corrugatious and Gonvulſive Aﬀects of the 
fibres. There is a mighty ſtore of theſe outward Medicaments 
to be found every where amongſt Authors, the choice of. which, 
i regard it ought to be. ordered according to the various paſ- 
hons of the Spleen, and the differing Conttitutions of Patients, 
it will not be expedient in this place to deliver particular forms 
of them. 


3- The Remedies indicated in the third place, wiz. ſuch as take 
away the Dyſcrafies of the Blood, contracted by the Spleen, and 
withal cleanſe the primary taint of the Spleen, are manifold, and 
of a differing kind and condition 5” the choice of which ought to 
be made according to the various taint of this, and of the 
other. Of theſe ſome are more compounded, to be prepared ace 
cording to the preſcript of a Phyſician, as EleCtuaries, Powderrg 
Apozems, uf nay Infaſions, and the like : others are more 
fimple, as Whey, Aſſes Milk, Spaws, and hot Bath Waters. _ 

. There are two chief Caſes of fick pertons, in which Magi- 
ſterial Remedies ought to be accommodated according to. their 
ſtrength and qualities, v7. either the Blood is thick, coldiſh, and 
earthy, with an Obſtruction of the Spleen, .which requires hot 
fermenting, and eſpecially chalybeat Medicines; or the. Blood be- 
ing manifeſtiy aduſt, and intenſely hot, ferments above meaſure, 
and withal theHypochondres are in a great trouble, and theBlood 
and Vapours boyl in them, in my {tate only temperate _— 
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dies are indicated, for appeaſing the fervency and immoderatefe, 
mentation of the humours, where Chalybeats are altogether tg 
be ſhun'd, 

When therefore to a cold Stomach cold Dyſcrafies alſo of the 
Blood and Spleen are }Joyn'd, I uſe to preſcribe according to the 
following forms. 

Take Troches of Rhubarb, Powder of Aron Roots, Winters bark, 
each two Drams; Roots of Virginia Serpentary, Contrayerva, Diatrim 
Santalon, Crabr-eyes, of each a Dram; Extratt of Gentian and Ce. 
rory, of each a Dram and a half; Ammoniacum diſſolved in War 
of Earth-worms, what ſuffices ; make a Maſs for Pills * let four Pit, 
be taken in the Morning, and at four a Clock in the Afternoon, dring 
ing after it a little Draught of Wormwood or Chaſvveat Wine, with 
a moderate Exerciſe. 

Take Conſerve of the Tellow Coats of Oranges and Lemons, of exch 
three Ounces ; Myrobalanes Condited, in numwer two; Species An- 
matics Roſati, Winters bark, of each two Drams ; Salt of WVormwal, 
2wo Dreams ; Vitriol of Mars, a Dram (or Steel prepar 'd, three Dram) 
with a ſufficient quantity of the Fuice of Citron-Pills make an Ele 
Quary; let it be taken twice a day, drinking after it a Draught if 
Hormwood-wme, or of Wine in which the Bark or Flowers of Tamanish 
are infus'd. 

To thoſe that like none but nice Medicines, and in a mal! 
quantity, you may properly give the Tintures of Antimony,of Coral, 
alſo of Stee! prepar'd with Spirit of Wine, ( the Body being firſt open'd 
by fit Menſtruums, and bronght to a Calx ) nay, and I have known 
that Spirit of Soot, alſo of Blood or of Harts-horn, taken twice a day,th 
twelve drops, more or leſs, in an appropriated Liquor, have froved 
mip hty beneficral, above any other Medicines. Again, the affiduous 
drinking of Coffee, and of Tea, has done fome very much good. 

But it- a Fervency and over-great Fermentation of the Elood 
b: joyn'd to the Hypoctiondriacal Aﬀect, with a'fervent heat of the 
Spleen ,and a reſtleſnefs of mind. [ 

Take Conſerve of Hzps, fix Ounces, (or of Flowers of Tamarith, 
and Leaves of Wood-ſorrel, of each three Ounces ) Species Diarrhs- 
| don Abbatis, the Confettion of Alkermes, of each a Dram ; Too 
Powdered, a Dram and a half ; Pearl, half a Dram ; Salt of Tamarich 
and of Wormwood, of each a Dram; with a ſufficient quantity of 
Syrup of the —- of Citrons, or of Clove Gilliflowers : Make an 
Opiare ; let the quantity of 4 Nutmeg be taken twice a day. 


Take Foory Powdered, two Drams; Pearl powdered, a Dram, Species 
Diarrhedon Abbatis, and Diamargarits frigidi, of each a Dram and 
a half; make a ſubtle Powder ; add of double refined Sug ar diſſolved 
tn Bau'm Water and boiled to a Conſiſtency for Tablets, ſix Ounces, 
Make Tablets ac20rding to Art : Take from a Dram and a half to twe 

Dram! 5 
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twice a day. Or toother Medicines of the like kind let the 
ale of Spaw-waters be joyn'd, which indeed in either, nay in any 
aſs of Hypochondriack Melancholy, are in a manner always 
taken with good Succeſs, For want of theſe Waters, let our 
Artificial Spaw Waters be taken in their ſtead: nay, and let Whey, 
ad if there be a conſiderable Atrophia, let Aſſes Milk be daily 


eſtes theſe inward Remedies, and the other outward Ap- 
tions above mentioned, let Bleeding or Drawing of Blood 
from the Veſſels of the Fundament by Leeches, be frequently 
ſed, nay, and it is proper ſometimes, according to the Preſcripts 
of the Antients, to open the Salvatela Vein, Moreover Cauteries 
2nd Iſues, which continually derive forth the Recrements of the 
Blood, and diſcharge them by little and little, are wont 
todo good to all, 


4 The Fourth Indication, having regard to the Aﬀects, or 
Convulfive Symptoms of the Brain, and Genus Nerwſum, which 
enſue upon the tormer, is ſeldom put in practice by it elf, and 
zpart from the others, but the Remedies appointed for this end 
xe complicated with thoſe above written, Liquors endowed 
with a volatile or Armoniack Salt, as Spirit of Harts-horn, 
of Soot, are very proper for this intent, and often likewiſe for 
the others, even now mentioned: Wherefore let ſuch Remedies, 
unleſs ſomewhat indicates the contrary , be daily given at a 
ſeaſomable hour : Moreover, when the Spaw Waters are Drunk, 
let Tablets or Pills, ſuch as are above preſcrib'd for Convutfire 
Aﬀects, be taken at leaft twice a day. In a frequent giddineſs, 
and Scotomia, alſo in Pafſians of the Heart, Faintings of the Spi- 
rits, With a fear, and a dread, as it were, of preſent Death, I h: ve 
_ a mighty Cure often performed. by the uſe of Chableat 
Meaicimes, 
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Of Chalybeate Medicines. 


Ince mention is here made of Chalybeate Medicines, it ſeems 
- expedient to enquire into the various Preparations of ther; 
and conſequently into the divers forts of Aﬀects which they are 
wont to produce in the Body- of Man, that hence it may appear 
by what means, and on what accounts, theſe or other Preparati- 
ons of Iron mightily benefit ſome Hypochondriacal perſons, and 


very much injure others. * X 

Steel or Iron conſiſts chiefly of Salt, Sulphur, and Earth; it 
has very little of Spirit and Water 3 and the Particles of the 
former Elements, eſpecially the Sulphureous and Saline, in the 
mixt, combin'd together with the Earth, remain wholly fixt and 
without ACtion ; but being looſed, and divided from each other, 
they have a very efficacious Energy. 

The foreſaid Particles are diffolv'd and ſet at Liberty for AQi- 
on twO Ways, viz. either by Art, when Medicines are prepared, or 


by Nature, after they are inwardly taken. We ſhall confiter 
both. 


1. The Filing of Iron inwardly taken is diſſolved by the Fer- 
ment of the Stomach, as by an acid Menitruum ; and upon the 
Tron's being diſſolved within the Viſcera of Concoction, the aQtive 
Particles, both Sulphureous and Saline, plentifully diſplay theny 
ſelves, and mixing with the nutritive Juice, are carried into the 
Blood, and as they are ofa differing virtue, often both of them, 
as jt were by joint Forces, conſpire for the good of the Diſeafed. 
The Sulphureous .Corpuſcles, paſſing into the Blood, turnith it 
with a new and more plentiful ſtock of Sulphur, ſo that its Maſs, 
if it were before depauperated and effzte, termients more (prighty 
within its Veſſels, and being more kindled in the Heart, acquires 
a Heat moreintenſe, and a deeper colour. Thus many troubled 
with a Leucophlegmatia, and the longing Diſeaſe, whole Coun- 
tenance is pale, and whoſe Blood is cold and watery, after the 
uſe of Steel ſoon become of a more florid Aſpect, the Blood being 
given a more intenſe TinCture and Heat. Again, upon the Filing 
of Iron being diſſolved in the Stomach, the Saline Particles alſo 
are diſplayed, and often produce good effects, both in the (olid 
parts.and the Humours ; for being of a vitriolick and ſtiptick 
nature, they aſtringe and corroborate the over Lax and weaken'd 
Fibres of the Viſcera, and fo reftore their broken Tone : More- 
over they ſtop the Impetus of the Blood, repreſs its over _ 
( an 
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and riſing to a Froth, and keep it in an even Circulation. And 
again, (which is their greateſt Virtue) they ſtraiten and cloſe the 
ofer lax, open, and gaping Mouths of the Arteries fo that neither 
the Serum nor bloody Latex may diftil forth, or break off the - 
thread of Circulationz Wherefore in Drophies and Hzmorrhagies 
Rimedies endued with the Saline Particles of Iron are of nota- 
blevſe and efficacy ; for many Diſeaſes proceed from this Cauſe, 
That the little Mouths of the Arteries being too open, and the 
Interſtices, of the Veſſels being become too lax, the Serum or 
bloody Latex breaks forth; which kind of Aﬀects are oftentimes 
cured by the Vitriolick Particles of Steel, they conſtringing 
and corroborating the Blood- Veſſels and the Nervous Fibres. 

After this manner 'the Filing of Steel inwardly taken ſeems 
af the fame time to put Sptrs to,' and check the Blood ; but 
inregard that this Medicine is much more powerful in inſtigating 
tan reſtraining, therefore it ought to be given only to thoſe 
whoſe Blood is very thick' and cold, as to Ruſticks and very Ro- 
boſt perſons: It is not proper in a very hot and ſpirituous Blood, 
aid in hot Bowels. Moreover in perſons of a delicate and tender 
Conftitution there is danger leſt ſmall Portions of Steel, when 
they are not able to' be diffolved, are thrown on the Membranes 
of the Viſcera, and ſticking pertinaciouſly to them, cauſe Ulcers 
and mortal Gripes, which I have really known to have ſome- 
times happend. 


2, After the Filing of Iron, the next way of preparing it is 
by Calcining it with Sulphur, and reducing it to a Powder ; in 
which Preparation of it, ſome of the Sulphureous Particles exhale : 
In the mean time the Saline Particles ſeem to be encreaſed, new 
ones accruing to them from the burning Sulphur, fo that the 
ative Particles of botly Kinds, viz. the Sulphureous andq Saline, 
come near to an Aju:litrizm; and fince by this means this Medi- 
cine, the Texture of the Metal being looſened, may te brought to 
a very fine Powder, it becomes of a much more excellent uſe than 
the Filing of Iron. ' In many caſes, where Steel ought not to be 
given in ſubſtance, as in a Cachexia, the longing Diſeaſe, and the 
like, it is proper to uſe this Medicine. 


3. In the third place follows the Preparation of Steel with 
Vinegar, ſprinkling the Filings of Steel with Vinegar, and drying 
it till it may be reduced into an impalpable Powder, In this 
Preparation the greateſt part of the Sulphureous Particles eva- 
porate, and the Saline are much encreaſed by reaſon of others 
accruing to them from the Vinegar. This Powder does little in 
opening the Obſtructions of the Viſcera, or in reſtoring the Fer- 
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ment of the Blood; nevertheleſs in a hot Conſtitution, in Hz. 
morrhagies, and in the Hypochandriacal affect it is wont to 
be given with greater ſucceſs, than the foregoing Pre. 


parations. 


4- The ruft of Iron follows, in which there being but few 
Sulphury Particles, it does not ſo powerfully Ferment the Blood, 
or open the obſtructions of the Viſcera, as Steel prepar'd with 
Sulphur, nevertheleſs in Hot dyſcrafies of the parts or humours, it 
Egregiouſly performs the Intents required from a Chaly- 
beate Medicine. 

In this Claflis our preparation of Steel is juſtly plac't, in which 
all the Particles of the Metal being freed from the Bond of Mix- 
ture, are contained together : Which alſo (the Concrete being 
firſt reduc't to a Powder) are immediatly difloly'd in any Latex,or 
Menſtruum. This Powder inwardly taken excels in the (ame ver- 
tue, as Steel Calcin'd with Sulphur 5 But to the Menſtruum or 
Liquor in which it is diffolv'd, it Communicates chiefly and in 
a manner only the Saline or Vitriolick Particles, the Sulphure» 
ous flying away, and the Earthly Particles ſubfiding in the bot- 
tom : Iuſe togive common Water impregnated with this diſſo- 
lution inſtead of Natural Spaw Waters, in a great quantity ; And 
often with excellent Succeſs : Moreover I make Medicinal Wine, 
Beer, Cider, Whey, and other Liquours by difſolving this Powder 
in them, and order them to be taken for various Phyſical intents, 
So far of preparations of Iron in which theElementaryParticles of 
each kind, though in a various proportion are comprehended: 
There remain others in which the Particles in a manner only of 
one kind, viz. the Saline or Earthy are left, the reft for the 


greateſt part being driven away, of which kind chiefly are Vi» ' 


triol of Mars, Salt of Steel, and Crocus Mart:zs. 


$. Salt of Steel prepar'd as you may find here in Dr. Wills, has 

a Sweetiſh Taſt with ſomewhat of a Rough Stiptickneſs, and (0 
much partakes of a Vitriolick nature, that it ſeems not much ta 
differ from Green Copperas : Taken inwardly as a Medicine it 
ſomewhat ferments the Humours, and powerfully conſtringes 
the Nervous Fibres : In Cold and Phlegmatick Cachexia's, be- 
cauſe nv Particles of Sulphur are exerted, this Medicine is not 
proper. It is often given with ſucceſs either by it (elf, or mixt with 
other Medicines asa Spur, in Hot Dyſcrafies of the Viſcera, with 
a predominancy of aduſft Sulphur, alſo in Flitting, Scorbutical, 
and Irregular Boylings of the Blood, and Nervous po Not- 
withſtanding in tender Conſtitutions there is danger leſt through 
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its acrimony, and too great conſtriction, the Tone of the Sto” 
mach, and the Fibres be injur'd, 


6. In the laſt place comes the aſtringent Crocus Martis, pre- 
pard by long Calcination in the Fire : This Medicine 
js of egregious uſe in ſome caſes, and yields to none 
of the Chalybeats. viz. in every Extravaſating; and too 
great Eruption of the Blood and Serum, as in inward, and out- 
ward Hzmorrhagies, in a Diarrhaa, a Diabetes, in a Vehement 
Catarrh, alſo in an Aſcites or a beginning Dropſic I have known 
nothing more excellent than this Medicine,& I have heard it late- 
ly mightily commended by a Famous andExpert Phyſician of bur 
Country, of which Medicine nevertheleſs in regard it is wholly 
deſtitute both of Saline and Sulphureous Particles; and in 4 
manner only conſiſts of ſuch as are Earthy and Fiery, it is much 
in diſpute with what Faculty it operates and produces ſo lauda- 
ble an effect in humane body, For it might ſeem that nothing 
ſhould remain in this more than the Capur Mortzum, or Terra 
Damnnata of Vitriol, and of other Minerals diftill'd by a moft in- 
tenſe Fire, To give my opinion concerning theſe things, it ſeems 
in the firſt place, that a certain activity whereby it exerts it ſelf 
and diſplays its virtues, either by openimg obſtructions, or by 
Aſtringing the Veſſels and Nervous Fibres of the Viſcera, ac- 
crues to this preparation from the Fiery Particles being included 
in the moſt fixt Earth, and from their breaking forth within 
+ the Body. But the chief way of giving help confiſts in this, 
that the Earthy Particles being wholly depriv'd of the Saline, 
{to which they were moſt cloſely bound) moſt earneſtly ſeek to 
. be reunited to the ſame, or the like : Wherefore that Crocus 
Martis being Immerg'd in our Bodies, ſuddenly catches to it 
ſelf any ſorts of Salts that come in its way, and cloſely binds 
them to it, and ſo whilſt it drinks up like a Sponge a great ma- 
ny Saline Particles, it takes away many Enormities chiefly a- 
riding from the Flowings of the Salts, This way it is that Harts- 
horn burnt, Spodium, and Diaphoretick Antimony exert their 
rertues, if at any time they give help. 
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CHAP. X. 
Of the Corvulſrue Cough and Aſthma. 


T is Uſual in Children (and I have known it alſo ſometimes i 

Men) for a Cough to ariſe from a Maſs of Serous Filth flow. 
ing in the Lungs: Which being at firſt Simple and Moderate af- 
terward becomes vekement, and Convultive, fo that in Cough- 
ing the Diaphragm being contrafted upward, and fo held by a 
long, or very often repeated Syſtole ; the Lungs are 

eatly ſtraitned and very much hindred, in their motion : 
Mean while by reaſon of the reſpiration being hindred, ard 
the Blood being reftrain'd within the Praecordia, and con- 
ſequently its Stagnating in other places, the Diſeas'd are in 
danger of being Suffocated and often turn' of a Livid or Cadave- 
rous aſpect : Moreover in this caſe, beſides Convulſions with a 
violent Coughing, rais'tl about the Pr#cordia, the Stomach alſo 
being often drawn in as a party concern'd, throws up all by Ve- 
miting that is contain'd within it; nay and I have known, in ſome 
Tenderlings affected after this manner, that the Diſeaſe now and 
then paſling into other parts, has rais'd Convulfive Motions in 
the Face, Eyes and Limbs, and at length has become Morta!. 
This Convulfive Cough happens very often amongſt Children, 
and in certain years it ſeizes ſo many, that it ſeems plainly 
Epidemical, when it has got a Rcot, it is very difficultly con- 
quered with remedies, but commonly drawing out in length, 
is ſcarce ever Cured but upon the change of the ſeaſon of the 
year. | 

The cauſe of this Diſtemper ſeems to be from the Redun- 
dancy of the Serous Humour in the Maſs of Blood, and in ſome. 
meaſure in the whole Body : A portion of which matter Di- 
{tilling from the Mouths of the Arteries on the Lungs, creates 
an ordinary Cough ; afterward when the Serous Filth, ftill aboun- 
ding in the Blood, and being fill'd with Convulfive Particles, is 
conveyed alſo into the Head, the ſame entring the Nerves of the 
Lungs, raiſes the Simple Cough to a Convulfive one : Moreover, 
when it ſometimes happens, that the ſame Natter gathered 
together in the Head,enters ſome other Nerves; then other forts 


of Convulſive affects often enſuc upon the Convulſive Cough. 
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As a Cough ariſes, neither only, nor always through a fault in 
the Lungs, but ſometimes from a Convnlfive cauſe alone, 
though oftner fromthis coming upon an affect of the Lungs: So 
we may ſay the ſame of the Aſthma ; for whether- this Diſ- 
eale be continual or periodical,in both caſes the Symptom which 
chiefly preſſes, is a difficulty of Breathing ; which indeed ſeems 
therefore-to be rais d,becauſe the Lungs being tov much putt up 
20d Diſtended greatly, Fill the Cavity of the Thorax, and do 
not ſubſide by turns as they ought : Hence neither can the 
Breath which lies within be freely ſent forth, nor indeed the 
freſh Air be eaſily introduc't, by reaſon of the ſpace being fill'd 
before. Whilſt the Lungs are thus detain'd, for a long time in a 
continued, or little remitted dilatation, oftentimes the Dia- 
phragm, againſt its Cuſtom, is forc't to a violent Syſtote, and 
being contracted upward, is wont toraiſe the Lungs more and 
more, and to withſtand” their Subſiding : Whence it happens 
that the Breathing becomes yet more difficult and laborious. 

That this affect of difficult Breathing ſometimes - happens 
through the fault of the Lungs, it has plainly appear'd to us 
by ar Anatomical Inſpection ; for if a II of Serous 
Filth depos & in the Thorax, very much ſtuffs the Lungs, 
that the Blood being letted in its Circulation , does not 
paſs freely the Pneumonick Veſſels, then perſons ſo aftect- 
ed are always ſhort and thick Breath'd.. Again, as often 
% the Blood hecoming too Hot, or being rarified by exer- 
ciſe, or the heat of a Bed requires a larger ſpace for its Cir- 
culation , Then preſently on ſuch an occaſion every thick 
Sreathing, or an Aithmatick Fit is rais'd, which often becomes 
Terrible and almoſt Suffocative when the Serum Boyls very 
much within the Lungs. Moreover ſometimes beſides the Roots 
of an Aſthma fixt about the Przxcordia, ſome Branches of the 
lame diſeaſe ſpringing from the Brain meet with the former, 
and being, Complicated with them, produce more Terrible fruits 
of a difficult breathing. 

There are Inſtances enough of theſe affects, viz. of a diffi- 
culty of Breathing, rais'd through the Single and Partial fault 
of the Lungs : For nothing is more uſual than that perſons 
troubled with an inveterate Cough, or with ſome other evil 
diſpoſition of the Lungs, at length upon the acceſs of a Drop- 
heor Scurvy, become Aithmatical, to wit, when the Blood be- 
ing rendred very impure depoſes alſo its Serous Filth in the 
Head, this enters more readily and eafily the Nerves of the 
Lungs than others, as being become Weak, and frequently Ir- 
ntated in their extremities, and heaps together in them a mat- 


ter for a Convulſive {traitneſs of Breath, 
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Moreover I have ſometimes obſerved that great Fits of the 
Aﬀthma have happen'd without any confiderable fault in the 
Lungs, fo that 1 have really judg'd this Diſeaſe ſometimesto be 
meerly Gonvulfive, and that its Fits are only rais'd becauſe #$+6 
rous Filth, fill'd with explokve Paiticles, entring the Nerves 
that ſerve for the Dilatation of the Lungs, joyn'd with the Spirits 
there abounding, which afterward through a fuinels, or Irritation 
being exploded together, and for ſome time, the Lungs are held 
as it were ſtiff, and blown up, that they can neither pertorm the 
functions of Expiration nor Inſpiration: But the Fit being ended, 
and alſo before it is begun, the Breath is drawn free and evenly 
enough, there appearing no ſigns of a Congh, or of a Valetudi- 
nary diſpoſition of the Lungs: I ſhall givean Inſtance of x 
perſon troubled with this Shortneſs of Breath, 

A Gentleman of a Robuſt and Groſs Habit of Body having 
ts'd for ſome time a full and diforderly dyet, without any exer- 
ciſe, about the beginning of Winter began to find himſelf ill: 
Firſt he was aff-Cted with a Heavineſs and Pain of his Head, 
with a mighty Giddine(s, and danger of Swooning, believing 
himſelf now and then, even a Dying, being otherwiſe ſound & 
nough; within a few days theſe Symptoms palt into a manifeſt 
Stupor or rather Lethatgy ; Being let Blood in the Arm) ordered 
that Cupping Glaflſes, Vehicatories, ſmart Glyſters, with many c- 
ther remedies ſhou!'d be carefully adminiſtred to him: With 
in the ſpace of twenty four hours, coming to himſelf, he wa 
found in his mind and ſhook off all Stupidnefſs : But though his 
Brain came to be clear, he was ſeiz'd with a great Weakneſs and 
Deadneſs in his Members: which affects nevertheleſs were Cur'd 
in a ſhort time with Antiparalytick, and Antiſcorbutick remedies: 
But after a fortnight he complain'd again of the heavineſs of his 
Head, and the Giddineſs, and the next day after he fell into a 
horcible Aſthma, fo that the Lungs were blown np on a ſudden, 
and riſe upward; and being ſcarce at all able to draw his Breath, 
which was very ſhort, painful, and greatly letted, he was 
in danger of being Suffocated every minute of an hour, 
This fit, as Violent as it was, paſt off within twelve hours with- 
out a Cough, Spittng, or Vomit, and for above a week afterward 
he was without any impediment in his Thorax : But then alike 
fit of the Aſthma returning, treated him a little more mildly, 
and afterward he was wont to be troubled with a like offault of 
the Aſthma upon great changes of the Air, eſpecially when 
an intenſe Cold and Snow were at hand. 

Moreover we judge that ſometimes this Convulfive {traitneſs of 
Breath is rais'd by reaſon of the Bronchia of the Trachea being 


too much ſtraitn'd, and often wholly clos'd by the Conſtriction 
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of the Nerves and ſtocks of Nervous Fibres, which every where 
compaſs about the Ramifications of the Aſpera Arteria, that Con- 
friction happening when thoſe Nerves are forced to frequent 
Convulſions from a Morbifick matter beſetting them. 

A fine young Virgin, of a ſoft and tender Conſtitution, and 
of a florid Countenance, was ſcarce turn'd of eight years of age 
but began to be ſorely troubled with Afthmatick Fits; and the 
lived at leaſt four years obnoxious to them before ſhe was com- 
mitted to my care; ſometimes ſhe continues two or three Months 
free from any Invaſion of this Diſeaſe, yet oftentimes, by 
reaſon of errors committed in Dyet, or upon great changes of the 
Yer, or of the Air, ſhe falls into cruel Fits of ſtraitneſs of Breath, 
Þ that the Lungs being blown up and raiſed towards the Throat, 
and there held by an almoſt continual dilatation, the Diſeaſed can 
ſcarce breath at all: mean while the Diaphragm and Muſcles of 
the Breaſt are laboriouſly occupied in thick repeated. efforts of 
motion, in order to draw the Breath by one means. or other ; 
this acceſs, within ſeven or eight hours,  remittinf®by degrees, 
ceaſes a while ; but now and then within a Week ortwo it is wont 
to return either of its own accord, or on any light occaſion being 
offer'd : after the violence of the Diſeaſe is palt, its matter being 
ſpent in many ſuch Fits, the young Lady continues well enough 
for many Weeks, nay ſometimes Months, and being, free from any 
Diſtempec of the Thorax, ſhe Breaths freely. I order d- her 
Spring and Fall the following Method of Cure; and now ſhe 
— been without any Fit of the foreſaid Aﬀect above two 

ears. 

Take our Sulphur of Antimony ſix Grains; Cream of Tartar, fix 
Grains, mix them: Let it be given in the Pap of a boiled Apple. 
After taking this Medicine, ſhe is wont to Vomit tour. or tive 
times: After four days, ſhe takes this Purge, which alſo ſhe is 
wont to repeat twice, allowing fix or ſeven days betwixt whiles. 

Take Calomelanes twelve Grains; Roſin of Falap five Grams ;; 
Caftoreum four Grains ; with a ſufficient quantity of Ammoniacum 
ſſolved : make three Pills, She takes belides every day, Morning 
and Evening, twelve Grains of Tindure of Antimony in a Spoonful 
of the following Fulape, drinking after it ſix or ſeven Spoonfuls of the 


Take Water of Snails, fix Ounces ; of Earth-worms, four Ounces ; 
Water of Pennyroyal and Rue, of each four Ounces; Hyſterick Water, 
three Ounces ; Caſtoreum tyed in a Nedulus, and hung in « Glaſs, 
buf a Dram, double refined Sug ar, an Ounce : Mix them in a Glaſs ; 
make a Julape. 

About Autumn the laſt Year, another young Girl of Quality, 


being ill after the like manner, viz. with a Periodical Aſthma, 
= t 2 Was 
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was brought to me to be cured, who ufing the foreſaid Reme 
dies in a little leſs Doſe, and repeating the ſame the laſt Spring 
found a mighty Relief. 

As to the Remedies and Method of Cure that ought to be ur, 
if at any time to a Cough, or ſtraitneſs of Breath, firſt raiſed 
through a fault in the Lungs, Convulfive Symptoms alſo ſuper- 
vene, by, reaſon of an injury communicated to the Brain; let 
Eare be taken that Anticonvulſive Medicines be aptly complics- 
ted with fuch as have regard to any intents whatſcever of the 
Thorax; and-alſo ſometimes, That one while, theſe, another 
while the others being given apart, the times of Curing be ii- 
terchargeably obſerved. It will be needlefs to give here Bechick 
or Pneumonick Medicines and their forms, whereof there isa viſt 
{tore every where to be found amongſt Phyſical Authors ; it wil 
be more-to-our purpoſe to ſet down a method of Phyfick, and 
ſome (elect Remedies that are proper in a Cough and Aſthm, 
which are meerly Convulfive. 

As to the: former Aﬀect, which is chiefly familiar to Children, 
and for the moſt part is not Cured but with difficulty, and after 
along time; the chief Indications will be, both to purge the {& 
rous and ſharp Humours from the Blood and Viſcera, for pre- 
venting their Incurfion and diſcharge on the Brain, and fome- 
times haply on the Breaſt, and to ſtrengthen theſe parts that they 
do not eafily admit into them the Superfluities of the boiling 
Serum: for theſe ends Vomits and gentle Purges in a manrer 
always are conducing, and onght by ſome means to be it- 
peated, Veſicatories are often beneficial; and if the Diſeaſe be 
obſiinate, let Ifſues be made in the Nape of the Neck, or in the 
Arm, or about the &4rm-pits: Let Drink and Liquid Food be 
taken in a leſs quantity than uſual ; in{tead of Drink, let a Bocbet 
of Sarſa; China, the Saunders, Shavings of Ivory and Harts-horn, with 
Lturerrch and' Anticonon!froe Ingredients, be uſed. In this cale 
certain ſpecifick Remedies as it were are greatly commended, ol 
which Kkind- are Cup Moſs, given in Powder, or boil'd in Milk, 
and ſogiven frequently every day ; the Decodtzon, or Syrup, of C4- 
ſtoreum and Saffron, the Decoftions of Peony-Roor, Miſteltow of the 
Oat, alſo of Hyſſop, have helpt many ; Water of Black-Cherries, of 
Saxiſrage, Water of Snails diſtilled with Whey, and appropriated 
Ingredients, are often given with ſucceſs. 


2. T have ſhewn you before by what method, and with what 
Remedies I have Cured a Periodical Aſthma in ſome ; but beſides, 
the tamous Riverius has obſerv'd that Vomits do moſt good to 
many affected with this Diſeaſe ; for that Medicine, greatly ſha- 
kiffy and irritating the Emunctories that are ſeated about ho 
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kt Paſſages, ſtrongly expreſſes and draws away from the ſame 
the filthy Dregs of the Blood and Nervous Juice, which were apt 
to be forc'd into, or to ſtagnate in the Brain and Genus Nervo- 
ſum. ZJacutus Luſitanus greatly extols, and not without reaſon, 
Cauterics burnt, ſometimes in the Bregma, ſometimes in the Nape 
of the Neck, or about the Arm-pits: Preparations of Millepedes, 
viz. in the form of a dry Powder, or bf a Diſtill'd Liquor, ſeldom 
want ſucceſs; for ſuch withdraw the ſuperfluities of the Serum 
or Genus Nervoſum from the Head, and convey them to the 
Urinary Paſſages : For the ſame'reaſqn gentle Purges, agd i 
as evacuate per Epicraſin, are frequently uſed 2 for this 
the DecoCtion- of an old Cock, with altering and gently Purging 
Medicines, ſown up in the Belly of it, is commended by many. 
Befides the Remedies hitherto mentioned, ſome are ſaid to be ap- 
iated to, and as it were Specificks for the Aſthma, ſuch as 
are Balſam of Sulphur Teribinthinated ; alſo Spirit of Harts-horn, 
or of Soot, impregnated with the ſame ; Syrup of Tobacco, of Amme- 
niacum, our Syrup of Diaſulphur, Loboch de allo, Pills of Elecampane 
Roots, Milk of Sulphur, Flowers of ' Benzoin , made up with 
Tar or liquid Amber; with many other things, which it would 
be tedious here particularly to enumerate. 

And now having given you the ways of curing the chief kinds 
of Convulfions, it ſeems time to put an end to this TraCt ; but 
ſince there remains another kind of Diſeaſe, viz. the Scurvy,which 
contains Paſſions of a mixt nature, viz. partly Convulfive, and 
partly arifing immediately from the Dyicrafies of the Blood an@ 
Viſcera, Ithink it expedient to give you briefly the way of Cu- 
ring that 3 tor both theſe Aﬀects, viz. the Scorbutick, and Con- 
rulfive, being placed together, will mutually illuſtrate each other.

CHAP. I. 


HE Nature of the Scurry being ſo diffuſed, 
and extended to ſo various and ſuch a multi- 
| plicity of Symptoms, that it cannot be com- 
| prehended in one only Definition, or ſcarce in 
{ one particular Deſcription, I think it fit in the 
firft place to heap together all the Phzxnome- 
na of this Diſeaſe, or to ſet forth in full all the chief accidents of 
it, and then to accommodate ſome Hypotheſis for duely Solving 
thoſe appearances. 

As to the former, to conſider the figns of the Scurvy from 
Head to Foot, we ſhall begin with thoſe in the higheſt part : To 
this place belong violent and habitual Head-ach es, and thoſe ei- 
ther happening at random, or periodical ; ſometimes a deadneſs 
and drowlineſs of the Spirits z ſometimes obitinate Watchings, 

; frequent 
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frequent Giddinefſes's and Scotomia's, Convulſions,a Palſey,much 
Spitting, ſoreneſs of the Gums, a looſenefs of the Teeth,a ſtinking 
Breath. 2. Meanwhile about the Region of the Br Pains iti 
various parts of the Membranes, and eſpecially in the Sternum, 
which often being acute and pricking, miſerably torture the 
Diſeaſed for many Days and Nights, a frequent Aſthma, a diffi- 
cult and uneven Breathing, a Conftciction and ſtraitneſs of the 
Breaſt, a husky Cough, a diſorderly Pulſe, a trembling of the 
Heart, frequent Faintings of the Spirits, a frequent Swooning, 
and a continual being in danger of it. 3. In the Region of the 
Belly this Diſeaſe eſtabliſhing, as it were, its principal Seat, pro- 
duces Niads of Evils. For there are often a nauſeouſneſs, a Vo- 
miting, a Rumbling, a Cardialgia, Inflations and Murmurings of 
the Hypochondres, a frequentColick, and moſt troubleſome Pains 
ſhooting every way, an almoſt continual Diarrhea, ſometimes a 
Dyſentery or Teneſmus, an Atrophia, and ſometimes an Aſci= 
tes. 

The Urine is commonly very ruddy and lixivial, with a Scum 
ſ{vimming on it, or ſticking to the fides of the Glaſs; tho' now 
and then, at certain times, the ſame being pale and Watry, is 
voided in a great plenty. 4. Beſides theſe inward Aﬀects, in the 
outward Members, nay in the whole Habit of the Body, wan- 
dering Pains, and often very violent, and chiefly infeſting by 
night, are felt z a ſpontaneous Lafſitude, a Conſumption of the 
Fleſh, an Ach in the Loins, and a weakneſs and enervation of 
the other Limbs, Spots of various colours in the Skin, Tumours, 
Tul--rcles, and often malignant Ulcers break forth ; about the 
Muſcles a Stupor, Formication, and aſcent as it were of a cold 
Wind, alſo Contractions and Twitchings of the Tendons: More- 
over to Scorbutical Perſons, diſorders of the Blood, unconſtant 
Boilings of it, reftleſs dilſtemperatures Feavers, without any con- 
{tant Courſe, and great Hzxmorrhagies , generally happen. Befides 
theſe common and very uſual Symptoms of the Scurvy, whereof 
ſometimes more, ſometimes fewer, and thoſe one while of this 
kind and faſhion, another while of that, infeft the Diſeaſed, ſome- 
times alſo unufual and prodigious Accidents enſue upon this 

iſeaſe. 

As to the evident Canſes of the Scurvy, though an ill Dyet, a 
ſedentary Life, a diforder of the Spleen, and Crudities heap't 
together in the firſt Paſſages, are very much accus'd, yet the 
unwholſomneſgof the Air,and the Crafis of the Blood vitiated by 
former Diſtempers are wont to be much rather in the fault; 
wherefore the Scurvy, in Maritime and Marſhy places, is often 
endemious : It ſrequently ſeizes ſuh as are long at Sea, and uſe 
in the mean while Salt Meats,and ſuch as are drycd in the my 
an 
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and alſo corrupted Water : It every where ſucceeds long conti. 
nued Feavers, and other Chronical Diſeaſes il! Cured, alfo oyer 
great Hzmorrhagies and other immoderate Excretions, nay ang 
the ſuppreflion of uſual Evacuations, as of the Menſes and Hz- 
morrhoids. Moreover this Diſeaſe, without any great procatarxis 
is often wont to be raiſed by Contagion, and ſometimes ig he. 
reditary. 

The material cauſe of this Diſeaſe, or the Scorbutick taint 
diffuſed through the whole Body, is founded either in the Blood, 
or in the nervous Juice, or in both of them together. That the 
Scorbutick Taint is fix't in the Blood, its diſorderly Boilings, the 
Eruptions of Spots and Puſhes, the ruddy and as it were lixivj 
ated Urine plainly teſtifie ; which is alſo ſhewn by the diverſified 
production of this Diſeaſe, which for the moſt part (ſucceeds the 
depravation of the maſs of Blood: That the Taint ſticks alſo in 
the Nervous Liquor, is ſhewn by the molt troubleſome Paing 
raiſed both inwardly in the Membranes, and outwardly in the 
Genus Nervoſum, by the weakneſſes or reſolutions of the Mem- 
bers, the Giddiaeſs, the Convulfions and frequent Failings of the 
Animal Spirits. Since therefore both general Humors are in 
fault, let us ſee which is firit or chief in fault, whence it drew its 
Taint, and after what manner it is communicated to the other 
Humour, and likewiſe to any other Parts that are wont to be 
affected. | 

As to the Blood, ( in whoſe Maſs the Scurvy ſeems chiefly to 
ſpread its Roots) we have thewn elſewhere that in its Crahis it 
conſfiits of the like kind of Particles, and is temper'd almoſt af 
ter the like manner as Wines. Moreover we have intimated that 
as Wine, even fo the Blood, for two cauſes chiefly, is il! diſpo- 
ſed, viz. either becauſe ſome extraneous thing, that will not 
duely mix with them, is got into this or the other, or becauſe 
the Crafts or temper of the Liquor is perverted, in as much as 
one Element, or haply two, to which the Dominion is due, 
_ \upprelt, others Which ought to be kept under, are ex- 

ted. 


Concerning the former, we obſerve in Wine, that when the 
Feeces, firſt (ever'd and thrown to the bottom, being ſtirr'd a- 
gain are raisd; or it any Heterogeneous thing, as Sewet or 
an exotick Sulphur be caſt into the Veſſel, a mighty working 1s 
thence caus'd, which unle(s it be appeas'd in a ſhort time, the 
Crafis of the Wine is in danger of being ſubverted: In like man- 
ner{there are many immiſcible things, which coming into theBlood 
diſturk its Motion and Circulation, and hinder the courſe of its 
Oeconomy from being duely performed : The Nutritive Li- 
quor being filled with filthy Dreggs, Ferments the Blood in a 
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&{6rderly manner : Nay and its Liquor being become degene- 
nte,cauſesFits of intermittent Fevers : The Vapoury, Serous, Bi- 
lous and Melancholy Recrements of the Blood retain'd within it, 
beget Catarrhs, the Dropſie, the Jaundife, Melancholy, and ma- 
ay other Aﬀects: Now if that extraneous thing be ſeaſonably 
removed, the Blood even. as. the Wine being free from that 
Extrancous Mixture, ſoon recovers its former- Conſtitution : 
But each of thoſe Liquors being for :ſome time infected with 
Heterogeneous Contents, at length degenerates fiorh its due 
Crafis, and conſequently is not eafily reſtor'd. (nt 
Again, both Wine and the Blood fall from their due Temper 
for many other cauſes: 1. Concerning Wines we may obſerve, 
that ſometimes the ſame do not come to a ripeneſs, but for want 
ofa Pneumatofis, becauſe the Spirits, and other aCtive principles 
of Salt and Sulphur, being, involv'd in ſuch as are more Groſs, 
cannnot clear themſelves, remain wholly Crude : Wherefore they 
do not become Spirituous; but being of a Groſs confi- 
ſtency, and of an ingrateful ſavour, degenerate into a-Flat Wine 
vithout ſtrength : Even ſo the Blood, ſometimes the Spirit and 
Sulphur being depreſt, remains Crude and Watry, alſo without 
vigour, and unapt for a ſprightly accenſion in the Heart ; ſuch a 
diſpoſition cauſes the longing Diſeaſe, and an Hydropical Dia- 
theſis. 2. The Su!phureous part of the Wine being exalted a- 
bove the reſt, caufes an Immoderate Efferveſcency, or at ebul- 
lition in the Liquor ; we call it 4 Freeting of Wines : In like 
manner the Sulphureous part of the Blood being too much exalt- 
ed; and conſequently apt to Boyl, and be kindled in the Heart 
too much, brings a Feveciſh diftemper, and is really the cauſe of 
many continual Fevers. 3. Often in Wine the Spirit becoming 
faint, and the Sulphur being bound, the Saline part israis'd to a 
State of flowing, and prx lominates over the reſt, wherefore 
the Liquor, paſſes into Vinegar; from ſuch an Acetous dif- 
poſition of the Blood, Melancholy is caus'd. 4 It's a vulgar ob- 
ſervation in Wines, that beſides that they degenerate into a Flat 
Wine, or into Vinegar, the ſame ſometimes upon the Spirits 
being depre{t, and the Salt and Salphur's being together exalted; 
become either Rank, or Pendulous, or Mucilaginous, we call 
it, Wines become over Fretted or become Ropy : In both changes, 
the Spirit being brought under, the Sulphureous and Saline Par- 
ticles are joyn'd together and are above the other Elements, ard 
bring the Craſis of the Liquor to their nature: But the thing is 
not done in hoth wholly after the ſame manner ; for in the for- 
mer dyſcrafie of the Wine the Sulphur is a little above the Salt, 
and in the latter, the Salt is above the Sulphur : Nay. and eithe? 
of them being in power, and having thrown off the Dominiog 
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of the Spirit, takes the other to it, and raiſes it above its due 
ate. 


Now it's probable that the Blood is altered after the like manner 


in the Scorhutick affect, as Wines when upon being overheated, 
become over Fretted, or become Ropy, and we may conclude 
the Dyſcraſy of the Blood, which is the Parent of the Scurvy, 
to betwo fold as that of Wine, viz. Sulphureo-Saline, and Sali 
no-Sulphureous. For there being a very great variety of affect; 
which are accounted of, as belonging to the Scutvy, all of them 
may be aptly enough reduc't to theſe two, as it were, chief heady, 
or as the two fountains of the evil: v:z. Firſt that the Blood be- 
ing touch't with a Scorbutick taint, either is very hot, as in 
which the Sulphur having gotten the Dominian takes the Salt to 
it : wherefore being become rank it Boyls diforderly in the Vel. 
ſels, and diſcharges continually from it ſelf aduſt Recre- 
ments, viz. the concretions of the Salt and Sulphur, and dif 
perſes them every way, which being outwardly ſpread, produce 
Spots, Wheals, Puſhes, or Ulcers:/ But being inwardly depos'd 
cauſe Vomitings, Cardialgias, Diarrhzas or Dyſenteries, and 
allo violent pains. In this kind of Scorbutick rankneſs of the 
Blood only temperate remedies and frequent Bleedings agree; and 
not Scuryygraſs, horſe Raddith, and other things ot a ſmart and 
inſtigating Nature : After the tame manner as overfretted Wines 
areCur'd byRacking them from theLees, and likewiſe by pouring 
Miik, Amylum, Ichthiocolla, and other Lenifying things to 
tliem. Or, Secondly in the Blood which Foments the Scuryy, 
the Salt having got the Dominion takes to it ſelf the Sulphur, 
wheretore it is not fo hot, but like Ropy Wine becomes thick 
and Mucilaginous, as it were, is Circiilated ſlowly in the Veſſels, 
and is apt to ſtuff the Veſſels as it paſſes through them, Fur- 
ring them with a Muddy Filth, Such as are fo affected tor the 
molt part being without Puſhes or Cutaneous Eruptions, be- 
come Dull, Purſy, and enervated, are troubled wit!1 a Sponta- 
neous Laijiitude, a Straitneſs of the Breaſt; nay and are found 
obnoxious to Patitons of the heart, Faintings of the Spirits, to 
a Giddineſs and Convulfions: And in this kind of Scorbutick 
dilpolition, Hot remedies, and ſuch as are endued with a Vola- 
tile Salt, nay and Calybeates, which Fuſe and exagitate the Blood 
are wont to be moſt of uſe; after the like rnanner as Ropy Wines 
are dealt with, to wit they ought to be very much ſtirr'd, and 
agitatad and alfo quicklime, burnt Allom, Lime Plaiſter, Sea Salt 
Calcind, and other things of a very (mart nature are put into 
them I ſhall now ſhew atter what manner the ſeeds of that Diſ- 


eaſe are laid in the other general humour, vi7- the Nervous 
juice, 


About 
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About the beginnings of a Scurvy, till the Crafis of the Bloods 
2nd the Tone of the Brain are wholly vitiated, that Subtle Li- 
quor which paſſes in the Brain and Nerves, and is diltill'd from 
theBlood coming to theBrain,both as theMatter andVehicle of the 
animal Spirits, is yet Spirituous and Sweet, and not very un» 
apt for any offices it ought to perform, but afterwards from the 
Walsof Blood become depauperated, and very much Effzte, a 
much thinner Latex, and inclining to a Sourneſs is diftill'd: 
Morevver from the Dreggy, and as it were Rank, or Muddy 
Hood, Heterogeneous Particles, and ſuch as are very injurious to 
the Animal Occonomy, are ſent, and are admitted without dif- 
fculty into the Brain, which is become weak, and thence are 
diffus'd into its appendix both Medullary and Nervous with the 
Juice which paſſes in them: Hence follow the Failings and E- 
clipſes, ſometimes Diſtractions, and Painful and Convulſive Ex- 
plofions of the Animal Spirits, that happen in each of the Re- 
gions. Wherefore the Palſey, Convulhons, a Giddine(s, Pains, 
Tremblings, andother Przternatural affects of the Brain and 
Genus Nervoſum are wont to enſtte npon a Scurvy when deeply 
rooted. Mean while, we may obierve m general that the Scor- 
Iatick Taint, fixt in the Nervous Juice, Conliſts in theſe three 
things, vzz-In ſome one of them or in all of them together, v7. 
that the Liquor lying in the Brain and Nerves becomes much 
more thin or poorer; that it degenerates from "its Spirituo- 
Sine Crafis towards a Sourneſs ; that it is {ituff't with Heteroge- 
neous and Morbiftick Particles. 

As to the Prognoſtick of the Scurvy, let your judgment in 
this caſe be wary, long ſuſpended, and not raſh, for many (as it 
has occurr'd to our obſervation) accounted for deſperate, have 
recovered : I have ſeen ſome even ready to be Choak't with 4 
horcible Afthma z others juſt a dying with frequent Swoonings, 
nay and others (ciz'd with a Palſey or Convulfive Fits, or a ter- 
rible Colick, who were wholly freed in a ſhort time by the 
help of Medicines : I have known fome Scorbutical perſons 
Swoll'n all over their body by the Droply, cthers brought to an 
extream Leanneſs by an Atrophia, who were reſtor'd again to 
their perfect health. Therefore though perſons troubled with 
this Diſeaſe are ſometimes preſs't upon with very dangerous 
affects, if nevertheleſs the Viſcera are Kill indifferently found, 
or at leaſt not very much vitiated, you muſt not deſpair of thoſe 
evils, causd meerly by the Scorbutick taint : But on the con- 
trary, when the Symptoms appear leſs terrible, if the contents 
o the Hypochondres and Abdomen are become hardned, and as 
it were Scirrhous, or if the Lungs begin to be corrupted, promiſe 
nothing great or favourable gam—_ the Cure of the Diteate. 
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#+ Since as this affect grows to a high pitch, a manifold and di- 
verfifyed Morbifick Matter, cauſing Symptoms of a various 
kind, and nature, is engendred, therefore let remedies not on! 
of one kind be adminiſtred : But when any Method of Phy. 
ſick, though preſcrib'd with great judgment, does little of no- 
thing towards a Cure,the Diſeas'd are not preſently to be left, but 
let other Medicines, and now and then others be try'd ; for the 
ſame do not agree with all perſons, nor always with the fame 
perſon, In the affected Body the Powers and Combinations of 
the Salts and Snlphurs every where vary, even ſo let the Medi- 
cines that dono good be ſometimes chang'd, till you light upon 
ſome one that agrees very well, and gives help: 

- But if notwithſtanding the uſe of Remedies, or upon their 
not being well applyed; ther Scurvy getting ground by degreetis 
daily rais'd to a worſe State; it brings at length the” Dropſy or 
Ptifick : From this-or that Difeaſe there is a ready paſſage to 
Death; for after that the Blood is very much depraved it di{- 
charges its dreggy Excrements, when at long run they are much 
heap't together, either on the Lungs, or on the Viſcera of the 
Eelly, and conſequently, it brings one of thoſe two affects which 
are alike Mortal, | i. 
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CHAP. I. 
Of the Cure of the Scurvy. 


S to the Cure of the Scurvy, finceit is no one fingle preter- 

natural affect, but a Legion that is to be conquered, there- 
fore the Method of curing ought to comprehend manitold ity 
dications, and thoſe + variouſly complicated and ſubordinate; 
which nevertheleſs according to our wont we ſhall reduce to 
three heads, 37; that they be Preſervatory, which have regard 
to, and take away the cauſe of the Dileaſe; and Curatory, which 
have reſpect to, and remove the Diſeaſe it ſelf and its Symptoms 
and laſtly Vital, which uphold or reſtore the ſtrength and vigour 
of the Patient. 
- From the very beginning of the Cure we ought to level againſt 
the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe, for this being cut off, or torn up 3s 
the root, preſently the Trunk, Branches, and Fryvits wither 
away : Since therefore we have ſhewn that the cauſe of the 
Scurvy is founded-in the Dyſcrafie of the Blood, viz: et

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(ane, or Salino-ſulphureous: In the firſt place we muſt endea- 
wur the beſt we may, the amendment of that Dyſcrafie, as well 
of the one kind, as of the other : For this purpoſe, firft let 
the impediments be remov'd, then let the primary intention it 
(ef be effected : For both intents, remedies are taken from 
Dyet, Chirurgery and Pharmacy. As to the Dyet, we ſhall ſet 
down a particular form of it hereafter ; Mean while to proceed 
with the reſt, 

' The reducement of the Blood to its due Crafis by appropriat« 
ed remedies is chiefly hindred by reaſon of theſe two things; 
viz. firſt becauſe none but a vitious ſtock of nutritive juice is 
continually carryed into it; and ſecondly, becauſe the Recrements 
produc't within it are not ſufficiently diſcharg'd by fit Com- 
mon-ſhores z therefore we muſt provide both that the work of 
Chylification be rightly perform'd in the firſt paſſages, and that 
the Vapoury Recrements be (ſufficiently diſcharg'd by Perſpira- 
tion, the Serous by the Reins and Lymphaducts, the Bilious 
by the Gall Bladder, the Melancoly by the Spleen, and others of 
any other kind elſe by proper EmunCtories: Afterward, theſe of- 
ices being rightly Inſtituted, let us endeavour to reduce the 
Dyſcrafie of the Blood by ſpecifick Medicines, and eſpecially by 
ſuch as are endow'd with a Volatile Salt. The remedies regar- 
ding every of theſe intents, ought to be Complicated together, 
and to be applied joyntly to uſe, but after what manner, and by 
_ ways of adminiſtration, I muſt yet more particularly ſet 
orth. 


1, That Chylification may be rightly perform'd in the firſt 
Paſſages, we muſt take care that the load of Excrementitious 
Matter heapt together in them, be clear'd forth, that the loſt 
or deprav'd Ferments be reſtor'd, that the Paſſages and Pores 
howſoever ftuff't and obſtructed be open'd : For theſe ends Ca-+ 
thartick, Digeſtive and aperient Medicines are defign'd. 


2. When the Recrements gathered together in the Maſs of 
Blood, are not (ſufficiently diicharg'd by their proper Emuncto- 
ries, let them be now and then led forth by other ways that 
are moſt proper : For this purpoſe Catharticks alſo, and like- 
wiſe Diaphoreticks, and Diureticks are proper. 


3. Let the Scorbutick Dyſcrafie of the Blood be corrected by 
Bleeding and Specifick Remedies; wherefore to draw all that 
concerns the preſervatory indication to a Head, let the Reme- 
dies, which perform its chief intents, be Catharticks, Blood- 
ing, Digeſtives, Aperients, Ciaphoreticks, Diureticks, and An- 
S;- + os tiſcorbuticks, 
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tiſcorbuticks, or Specificks. Moreover, in regard digeſtive Re. 
medies and Aperients are often Coincident, fince both are chief. 
ly Imbued with Acid, Smart, or Saline Particles ; Moreover in 
as much as thoſe kinds of Medicines aptly enough move Sweat or 
Urine; therefore the Phyſical Apparatus required for the fore- 
ſaid intentions, may be bronght yet to narrower limits viz. that 
it may confift in a manner ouly of Cathartick, Digeſtive, and An- 
tiſcorbutick Medicines, to which Bleeding is added as occafion 
preſents , I muſt now ſet down certain Forms and Przſcripts of 
them, and likewiſe the manner of ufing them. 


Catharticks. 


1. F Et the method of Curing preſcrib'd almoſt to all Scorby- 
tick perſons begin with Catharticks; for unleſs the firſt 
Paſſages are cleanſed, the Medicines defign'd for any other uſe, 
will be depraved by the Filth in them ; wherefore Vomiting ſome- 
times may be no leſs proper than Purging. 
If the Stomach, ( as it frequently happens ) being loaded with 
a viſcous matter that turns ſour or of an ill ſavour, endeavours 
to diſcharge upward its depraved Burthen, by a nauſcouſneſs or 
ſtriving to Vomit, and the Patient has been wont formerly to 
undergo ſuch an Evacuation vigorouſly enough, and with a well 
bearing, nothing hinders, ſo the ſtrength be not too much caſt 
down, from giving an Emetick Medicine. To thoſe that are 
ſtrong, let an Infaftion of Crocus Merallorum, or Mercurius Vite, 
or the Emetick Tartar of Mynfiche, or Glaubers Sulphur of An- 
timony, be given. Thoſe that are of a weak or tender Confti- 
tution, may take Wine of Squills, or Gilla Theophraſti, which 
being given in a ſmall Doſe, let them drink a great quantity of 
Whey after it, and then the Ventricle being filled to a nauſeou(- 
neſs, let a gentle Vomit be raiſed by putting the Finger or a Fea- 
ther into the Threat, and let it be ſometimes repeated, as the 
perſon ” good. By this manner of Vomiting, the meer Con- 
tents of the Stomach are cleapsd from its folds, and purg'd 
forth ; neither are painful or Convulfive Twitchings cauſed in 
ather adjacent Viſcera or Membranes,with a Swooning, as it uſually 
happens after Stybiate Medicines. To thoſe whoſe Stomach, by 
reaſon of an ill Digeſtion,ſoon gathers together a heap of Phlegm, 
or of other degenerate matter, I have ordered that they procure 
once a Month ſuch a Vomit, as being ſafe and wholſom, 
Where Vomiting has no place, you nuuſt_ begin with Purging, 
at leaſt, ſome days being allowed betwixt whiles, let this evacua- 
tion ſucceed the other, What has been formerly AE by 
Authors 
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Authors, concerning the preparation of the Humours, I judge 
aither to be ſuperfluous, or wholly erroneous, the Circulation 
of the Blood being not then underſtood : but inſtead of that 
tention, let Medicines reſtoring the Ferments of the Viſcera, 
and altering the Crafis of the Blood, be ſubſtituted : Mean while 
far clearing away the Filth of the firſt paſſages, and the Ex- 
crementitious ſuperfluities of the Blood and Nervous Liquour, 
it, let a mild and gentle Purge be ordered, and afterward, ac- 
cording, as the Patient bears it, let it be repeated either once 
within a week, or oftner or ſeldomer ; and let the ſtrength of 
the Medicine be proportion'd according to tke ſucceſs of the 
firſt Doſe : For this end Pills, Potions, Apozemes, Electuaries, 
powders, and many other forms of Medicines are wont to be 
id'd. 

If the Conſtitution of the Diſcas'd be hot, and the Scurvy 
ſeems to be founded in the Aduſt, vix. the Sulphureo-ſaline Dyſ> 
erafie of the Blovd, let all Medicines of Alves, and Diagridiuns 
be avoided, and let only the more temperate be given, of Sena, 
Rhubatb, and other things that do not exagitate the Blood.

An over frequent and violent Purging 
caſts down the powers of the Body, greatly impairs the ſtrength 
= Viſcera, and in the mcan time, does not take: away the

After a Purge or two, if Bleeding 'be indicated, let Blood-he 
drawn from the Arm, or from the Veſlels of the Fundament by 
Leeches: It matters not much, which Vein be open'd, nor is 
the” opening of the Salvactell/a Vein of as much moment as it is 
aid: As to the large Ditcourſes made by Authors, concerning 
the opening of the Liver or Cephalick Veins, rather. than any 
others in the Scurvy, ſince the Circulation 0: the Blood has been 
known, it comes to nothing. Phlebotomy is indicated by a 
plenty and vitionſneſs of the Blood, which it is better to let 
forth at ſeveral times in a ſmall quantity, than at once in: a 
great : For when the Liquour of the Blood is become very .am- 
pure, it is corrected by no kind of Remedy, more certainly than 
by a frequent and ſpare letting of it torth ; for the old- corrupted 
Blood, as often as it is drawn forth, is tucceeded by a better an«l 
Cearer freſh Blood ; mean witile there is need of caution, that it 
be not drawn away at once in t00 great a quantity, tor 1ts {tore 
being much drain'd together, Sanguification fails, (0 that a 
oy or Cachexia enſues. bs 

Beſides Purging, and (if need be ) opening a Vein, many Re- 
medies of another kind, no leſs neceflary, are. requir'd un the 


bcurvy : And that they may be preſcribd in order, we mult 
R x tocth- 
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forthwith conſider, whether only Preſervatory Indications haye 
place here, and whether certain Curatory Indications, vie. ſuch 
24 have regard to ſome ſeverely prefling Symptoms, ought nat 
to be interchangeably purſued with them : And it you areto 
imploy the whole work of the Cure againſt the cauſe of the Diſ. 
caſe, you may proceed after the following method : We ſhall 

you hereafter, what ſort of Cure is to be apply'd to Symp- 
toms (if haply occaſion requires it. ) | 

Therefore if nothing hinders, but you are to imploy the 
chiefeft ſtreſs of Phyfick, in rooting out the cauſe of the Dif- 
eaſe, principally and by it felf ; for this purpoſe, let Digeſtives 
likewiſe, and. Specificks, or Antiſcorbuticks, as we hinted be. 
fore,” be 'us'd at all times, unleſs on the days of Purging: To 
which ſometimes, if it be needful, let Diaphoreticks or Diure. 
ticks be added : Manifold forms and preſcripts of Medicines, and 
of various kinds for performing theſe intents, are every where to 
be found' amongſt Authors : I ſhall here ſet down ſome of the 
more choice of them, which I here thought good to diſtribute 
into'two ranks, according to the twofold nature of the Scorby- 
tick Cauſe. viz. the Sulphureo-ſaline , and Salino-ſulphureous 
Dyſ:rafies of the Blood. And firſt I ſhall deliver ſuch as ae 
proper iri this latter kind of affect, viz. where there is need of 
Medicines; endow'd with a certain inſtigating vertue, and ſuch 
a8 are very nch fill'd with a Volatile Salt.

The uſe of each of 
theſe, given twice a day, oftentimes does good,

Honzh DecoCtions are a very familiar kind of Liquid Medi- 
cines, yet they are (c|1dom us'd in the Scurvy, becauſe the Sim- 
ples, which chiefly du good in this Diſeaſe, loſe their vertues, 
Which they have from the volatile Salt, by Boyling : Neverthe- 
lets becauſe remedies are eafily and ſoon prepar'd after 
this manner, they ought ſometimes to be admitted; nay and ex-+ 
perience haz ſhewn that ſome of them are cfficacious. For 
| Ruſticks 
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Ruſticks and poor people this Medicine of a very eafie prepara- 
tion is commended by many. Take Leaves of Water-ereſſes three 
handfuls, of the leſſer Sorrel two handfuls ; being ſlie's, let them be 
mucerared in fix Pounds of Milk , and let them boul to a conſumption 
of a third part 3 let it be taken twice a day, from four Ounces to eight.

OR the ſame reaſon as Decoctions, Syrups alſo are diſap- 
prov'd of in the Scurvy, vx. in as much as the vertue of the 
moſt efficacious Simplgs , evaporates in boyling : Yet becauſe 
ſometimes there ſeems need of ſuch a Medicine for (weetning 
appropriated Medicines for ſome perſons, we ſhall here propoſe 
our preparation, the Vertues of the Ingredients_being preſerv'd 
2s much as may be. 

Therefore take Leaues of Garden Seuruy-graſs fix handfuls, the 
Coats of four Oranges, and of two Limons fanh par'd off, the Ra(- 
pings of Raddiſh-roots half a handful, lon Pepper powdred thret 
Drams, all of them being bruts'd together, Yer the Juice be expreſt,

in our Diſpenſatory, as are Radrſh-water compound, the Magiſtral 
Witers of Snails, and of Earth-worms : Moreover there are fa- 
mous Preſcripts of theſe kinds of Waters, delivered by Quercetan, 
Dorncrelius, Sennertus, Doringius, and other Authors. It's alſo 
eahe fag every Phyſitian to preſcribe fuch appropriated to the 
condition of each Patient, as occafion requires : For Antiſcor- 
butick Ingredients, and likewiſe ſuch as regard certain Accidents 
and particular Aﬀects are taken, to which, being flic't and 
bruis'd, a fit Liquour, viz. White-wine, Cider or Whey pre- 
pard of either, is pour'd: Then the whole mixture is dittil'd 
in a Cucurbit, orin a Roſe-ſtill : I ſhall here give you a form 
or two of ſuch as we commonly uſe. 

Take Leaves of both Scurvy-graſſes , Brook-limes, Water-creſſes, 
tops of Broom, of each four handfuls, Leaves of Germander and 
Ground-pine, of each two handfuls, Roots of Horſe-raddiſh half 
« Pound, of 'Aron, Angelica, Maſter-wort, of each four Ounces, the 
eutward Coats of four Oranges, and of as many Limons, Roots of 
Calamus Arotnaticus, an Ounce; Cinnamon, Cloves, of each half

Moreover a hot Spirit of Scurvy-grafs is 
para after this manner. Take Leaves of Scurvy-graſs what ſufhce, 
02mg bruts'd, let it be made wmto Balls, ſuch as are made of Woad fr 
Dymg : Then let thoſe Balls be kept tn a Glaz'd Pot for three or fur 
days very cleſe ſtope in a cold place, either Water of Scurzy-graſs, o 
Wine of the ſame being pour'd to them, and covermg them mer 
aboce four fingers deep : Then an Alembick being put on, let the 
whole matter be diſtilld: Let the diſtil'd Water being put into 
a Cucurbit, be reified; the hot Spirit will come off firſt, wheres 
of let fiſteen or ewenty drops be taken in a fit Vehicle.

Phyſick Ames, whereof a Glaſs or two may be daily taken at 
Phyſical Hours, or alſo at Dinner, may be prepar'd after this 
manner ; Take Leaves of Scurry-Graſs, four bandfuls, Raſpings of 
Iorſe-radifh, four Ounces; Winters -bark bruiſed half an Ounce the 
eurward Coats of four Oranges, and of ſo many Limons; Let them 
be put in a Glaſs, with twelve Pounds of White Wine or Rheniſt, 
or ſmall Spaniſh Wine : The Veſſel being ſtopt, let it be kepe in a cli 
place.

Lt 
Beer be prepar'd to fill a Veſſel of four Gallons; inſtead of Hops let 
three Handfuls of Pine or Fir-teps be boiled in it : After it has wrought 
mn the Veſſel, put into it Leaves of Scurvy Graſs, three Handfus;

Theſe kinds of Phyfick Drinks, with other Ingredients, may be 
rariouſly prepar'd, according to the Temperament and AﬀeCt of 
the Patient 3 by which Kind of Remedy, in regard the Phyli- 
al Particles, altering the Dzſcraſy of the Blood, are forthwith 
convey'd into its Maſs, together with thoſe of the Food, often 
much good is done in removing the Cauſe of the Scurvy : But 
fnce we have ſhewn the canſe of this, as alſo the Nature of the 
Diſeaſe, to be twofold, and fince the Medicines hitherto propoſe 

d in a manner only the Salino-tulphureous Diſtemper oi 
the Blood, we muſt next direct Medicines which are proper uu 
the other, vi7. the Sulphureo-faline Dyſcraſy of the Bluud.

Particles of theHumours, which are apt to boil too mnch of them 
ſelves, are indicated: Wheretore we ſhall ſet down Forms atte: 
the ſame order, and running as it were parallel with thotc befoce 
and in the firſt place we ſhall give you (olid Medicines.

_ if with thoſe kinds of temperate Antiſcorbuticks, the uſe 
of Steel be indicated, to the Electuary, or to the Confettion, or 
alſo to the Maſs of Pills, let two Drams of Mynficht's iftery of 
Merz, or of Extraf of Steel of our preparation, be added. In ſome 
caſes; about two Drams.and a halt, or three Drams of Crocus Mar- 
ts may be added to ſuch a Compoſition : though it is: often 
better to make the Liquors which are drank after (olid Medicines 
Chalybeate, than the foreſaid Compoſitions, It remains for us now 
to preſcribe forms of Liquors. 


Decoctions. 


N a Scurvy raiſed after a long Fever, theſe kinds of Decocti- 
ons, which purifie the Blood, and plentifully move Urine, are 
given with good effect. 

Take Roots of Cherwil, Scorgonera, Sorrel, Stone-Parſley, of each an 
Ounce; Leaves of Agrimony and Harts-tongue, of each a Handful ; 
burne Harts-horn, two Drams ; Parings of three Apples; Corinths, 
two Ounces; Liquorice, three Drams ; Let them boul in four Pounds 
of Fountain Water till a third part be conſumed ; add Sal Prunella, 
two or three Drams: The Doſe # four Ounces twice or thrice 4 day. 
Take Eringo Roots preſerv'd, fix Drams, of Graſs, two Drams, Leaves 
of Clivers, two handfuls; Agrimony and Liverwort, of each a band- 
ful ; Raiſins, ewo Ounces ; white Saunders, a Dram ; Ly1quarice, two 

Dram ; 
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Drams ; let them boil in four Pounds of Fountain Water, till , 
mm part be conſumed. The Doſe # fix Drams after a ſolid Me. 


cine. 

To Ruſticks and poor People, leſt after a Fever they fall into 
the Scurvy, I uſe to preſcribe, That twice a day they take the 
following Draught, viz. That they boil a handful and a half of the 
Roots and Leaves of Dandelion in a Pound and a half of Poſſet-Drinh, 
tall a third part be conſumed : Strain it for two Doſes. 

Or, take Roots of Dandelion, half a handful ; Seeds of Citrons, an4 
of Carduus,of each a Dram: let them boil in Poſſet-drink , made with 
Apples, or a Pound and a half of Cyder, till a third part be conſum'd.

| ain the Scurvy, if being prepar'd without Licorice, they are

« warm and cloſe Infuſion for fix hours ; the Liquour being ſtrain i 
again, let it be kept in ſtopt Veſſels. The Doſe 1s ſix Ounces twice 
or thrice a day. Alſo let Whey, with the Reots of Dandelion, and 
the Leaves of Fumitory boil d in it, be ſtrain'd into a Veſſel, wherein 
are Leaves of Brook: limes, and of ſmall Celandine, of each a handful, 
make an Infuſion, &c. 

Chalibeat Infufiens are wont to be frequently in uſe, 07. the 
Salt, Magiſtery, or Extra# of Steel, are infus'd in ſome DecoCtion, 
or diſtil'd Water: Moreover as natural Spaw-waters, ſo alſo Ar- 
tificial ones of our preparation of Steel diffolv'd in Fountain- 
water, and impregnated with the Infufton of Antiſcorbuticks, 
+ are drank with great benefit. 


Juices and Expreſſions.

S often as a Syrup is requir'd to be added to any other Com- 
A poſition, we uſe either Syrup of the Juice of Wood-ſorrel, 
or of Fumatory, or of Coral compound: Or alſo a Magiſtral Syrup 
maybe prepar'd of the Juice of Brook-limes, after the ſame man- 
ner as is preſcrib'd above concerning the Juice of Scurvy-graſs,

5 he gem Diſtil'd Waters are prepar'd by changing either 
the Ingredients, or the Men{truum, or both of them to- 
ether. 

if to the former we proceed after this mnner. Take Leaves 
of Brook-limes, Garden-creſs, Fumitory, Harts-tongue, Liver-wort, 
Bawm, tops f Tamarish and of Cypreſs, of each three handfuls, all 
the Saunders bruts'd, of each half an Ounce, Roots of ſharp pointed 
Deck, , of Polipody of the Oak, of each two Ounces, the outward Coats 
of four Oranges, Snails cleaus'd two Pounds ; oy flic't and bruis'd, 
pour to them Whey made with Cider fix Pounds ; let them be diſtil'd 
in 4 common Still. 


2. When the Menſtruum is weak, let the Ingredients be mo- 
derately hot. © 

Take Leaves of Scurvy-graſs, Brook-limes, Cuckow-flower, Garden- 
creſs, of each three handfuls, Rinds of four Oranges, Snails a Pound : 
being ſlic't ſmall, pour to them common Whey, or freſh Milk, fix 
Pounds ; diſtill them after the vulzar manner. 


3. In a Scorbutick Atrophia, and Conſumptive Diſpoſition, 
where nothing hot, that may ſtir the Blood and Humours, and 
Spirits,0ught to be admitted, let both the Ingredients and Men- 
tcuum be temperate, and lenifiers of the Blood. 

Take Leaves of Brook-limes, Cuchow-flower, Hart-tongue, Maiden- 
bar, Liver-wort , Speedwel, Agrimony, of each two handfuls, 
Snails cleansd a Pound and a baif ( or the Pulp of a Cafton, or 
of a Sheeps-heart ſlic't ) all being half beil'd and ſl, pour to them 
of freſh Milk, (or Water of Fumitory ) fix Pounds ; let them be di- 
Alil'd the common w.ty. 

Phyſick 
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Phyfick-wines and Beers. 


Hough the uſe of Wines may not ſeem proper in a Scuryy 
raisd by reaſon of a hot, or Sulphureo-ſaline Dyſcrahie of 
the Blood, nevertheleſs, if at any time the Stomach either being 
weak, or along accuſtomance require the drinking of Wine, at 
leaſtwiſe being diluted with Water; a Liquour of that kind 
being both temperate, and in ſome meaſure Phyſical, may be 
prepar'd : For eſpecially ſmall Wines dilated with Water, and 
impregnated with the Infucton of Bawm, Borrage, or of Burnet, 
or other things ought to be allow'd. 

Moreover let Wines be prepar'd of the Juice of Engliſh Corinth, 

erries, and other horary Fruits, which when they are brought 
to a ripeneſs by Fermentation, are very grateful to the Stomach, 
and puriftie the Blood : Again C:der, the familiar and genuine 
Wine, as it were, of our Country, ſo it be clean, mellow, and 
pleaſant without any ſharpneſs, does very much good in the 
Scurvy. Moreover in this Liquour drawn from the Lees, and 
put in ſmall Veſſels, Ingredients of various kinds may be intusd: 
Of which kind are tops of che Pine-tree, or of Fir, Flowers of Tama- 
1tsk; alſo ſhavings of Harts-horn, or of Tvory,which ſweeten the Li- 
quour, and preſerve it trom turning ſour, v/z. in as much as the 
Particles of the fluid Salt which abonnd in the Cider, and are 
apt to make it ſharp, are taken up in diffolving the foreſaid 
Ingredients. 

Temperate Phyſick Drinks may be preſcrib'd after this man- 
ner, Viz. let a ſmall Ale be prepard to fill a Veſſel of five or fix 
Gallons, into which inſtead of Hops, let tops of the Pine-tree, of 
Firr or Tamarish,, or the Raſpings of either of their Woods be put ; 
then after it has wrought, let the Roots of ſharp pointed Dock dryed, 
be pur into the Veſſel ( than which certainly there 15 no Remedy more 
excellent in the Scuruy : To theſe, ſometimes let the Leaves of Brook- 
limes,Water-creſſes, Winter=creſſes, &c. be added: Alſo Pomeatros 
or Oranges cut m ſlices, 

Leaves of Harts-tongue, put into « little Veſſel of midling Ale after 
it has wrought, gives ut 4 grateful ſayour and odour. 


CHAP. 
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Of the Curatory Indication of the Scarvy, where 
by we obviate the Diſeaſe it ſelf, and the Symp- 
toms that are moſt preſſing, 


Itherto we have ſhewn concerning the Cure of the Scurvy, 

what regards the Prefervatory Indication, to wit, the re- 
moval of the Morbifick Caule, viz. both the intentions of Curing, 
and the Remedies indicated : Which kind of method being ſea- 
ſonably begun, and duly proſecuted, often does the whole work ; 
vie. in as much as the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe, or the Root of it 
being cut off, the affe&ts depending ot it dye of their own ac- 
cord : Nevertheleſs we muſt not go on with this courſe of Phy- 
fick always directly, but turning afide ſeveral ways: For ſome- 
times ſevere Accidents and Symptoms happen, which cequire 
a peculiar, and as it were, extraordinary Phyſical help, to which 
we muſt Immediately attend, and often interrupting the general 
Cure. Concerning theſe we mult obſerve, that as affefts which 
happen upon the Scurvy, require Appropriated Remedies, ac- 
cording to the Nature of each of them, and to the diſpoſition 
of the Patient, yet Antiſcorbuticks onght always to be mixt 
with them : It will not be needful to order a Method of Cure 
apainſt all diſeaſes and affects, with which the Scurvy is wont 
tobe attended, for ſo the whole Practice of Pyhfick would be 
here tranſcrib'd, but we ſhall have regard only to the Sym- 
toms that are chiefly prefiing, by which either the life of the 
atient is endanger'd, or the principal Cure Obſtrudted ; after 
what manner, and by what Medicines ſuch are Cur'd, I ſhall 


now ſhew, 


Of Curing a difficult Breathi,g, and Afthmatick Fits: 


A Difficult Breathing, with a ſtraitneſs of the Breſt and 
Aſthmatick Fits, ought preſently to be removed by appro- 
priated Remedies, to be preſcrib'd beſides the general Method, tor 


other wiſe the diſeaſed is ſoon brought in danger of Lte. Since theſe 
& 1 ſorts 
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ſorts of evils ariſe in Scorbutical perſons for the moſt part, either 
through the fault of the Blood NRagnating an the Heart, orby 
reaſon of the Nerves of the Lungs being hindred in their 
FunCtion, therefore they are Gur'd either by Cordial, or Anti- 
convulfive Medicines. Spirit of Harts-horn, of Soot , of Blood 
'of Mans Scull, alſo the TinCture of Caſtoreum, of Antimony, 
or of Sulphur, Flowers of Sal Armoniack, Flowersot Benzoin, alfo 
Elixir Proprietatis are often of excellent uſe in theleCaſes, which 
Kind of Medicines may be frequently given with a Doſe of ſome 
Antiſcorbutick Liquors, appropriated a!ſo againft the foreſaid af- 
ects. For the appeafing of a ſudden difficulty of Breathing which 
1s meerly Convulfive, it at any time it very ſorely prefles, I have 
found no more preſent remedy then our Tindure of Laudanum with 
Opium given to ten or twelve drops in a convenient Liquour : For 
Sleep Stealing on, the Spirits remit of their diſorders, and in the 
mean while being retreſh't, they reſume afterwards their accu. 
ſtom'd offices after"a due manner. 

Take Roots of the great Bur Deck , of Butter-Burr, and Cheral f 
each an Ounce : Leaves of Maiden-hatr, and Germander, of each 
handful; Seeds of the Great Bur Doc\,, of Baſtard Saffron of each 
three Drams, Raiſins two Ounces ; being ſlic't and bruas'd, let them 
Boyl in three pounds of Fountain water till the third part be Cav 
ſum'd, add of White-wine four Ounces, ſtrain it into a Flagon, m- 
to which pur leaves of Scurvy-graſs flic't a handfui, Rocts of Elecam- 
pane preſery'd and ſmall ſlict balf an Ounce, make a cloſe and 
mere Infuſion for three hours, the Doſe 1s ſix Ounces twice or thre 
a day. 


Of Aﬀedcts of the Stomach which are wont to 
happen in the Scurvy, 


Corbntical perſfors are wont ſometimes to be troubled with a 
greatOppletion andPain of the Stomach, alſo with aNauſeout- 
neſs and Belching, and ſometimes alſo witb a trequent and violent 
Vomiting ; which kind of diſtempers ſometimes ariſe from the 
Chyle, there degenerated into a Maſs of Corruption, but oftner 
from the Morbiftick Matter brought thither, either by the con- 
veyance of the Blood, or alſo of the Nervous Juice, and either 
depos'd within the Cavity of the Stomach, or fixt in the 
lexus's of the Nerves and in the Membranes :* In theſe kinds of 
Caſes, if a Viſcous, Stinking, or otherwiſe Offenſive Matter, be 
caſt up by Vomit, and there be a ſuſpicion that the cauſe Iyes 
within the Cavity of the Stomach, i*s proper to give 4 gentle 
Famit of Wine of Squills, or of Salt of Vitriol; Or let the oftend- 
ing 
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' ing Humours be Purg'd off by Stool, either by Extra of Rhu- 


barb, or by its infuſion, with the addition of S$a't or Cream of Tar=- 
tar : But if the Matter ſticks deeply within the Membranes, or 
the Plexus's of the Nerves ; Diaphoreticks, or things, that mo- 
derate the efterveſcencies of the Salts do better; Let El:xir Pro- 

ietatis, or Flowers of Sal Armoniack,, or Spirit of Soot be fre- 
quent{) taken with Raddiſn Water Compound, water of Earthworms, 
or ſome other Antiſcorbutick Liquour, Mean while, once or 
twice a day, let Fomentations of [Hormwood, Centory, Flowers 
of Cammonul, Roots of Gentian, and other things Boyld in 
White-wine, be applyed to the Region of the Stomach, with 
Wollen Cloths dip't into it warm and wrung forth : The uſe of 
Glyſters is proper, and Opiats often give great help. 


Of the Belly Ach, and the Scorbutick Collick. 


om any affect requires a more ſpeedy Phyſical help than 
the Colick and Gripes in the Belly, which frequently hap- 
pen in the Scurvy : Againſt theſe evils Glyſters of various kinds, 
Fomentations, Liniments, and Cataplaſms are adminittred : 
The uſe of Opiates is found to be very neceflary here : Cer- 
tainly in this Caſe that Praſcript of R:verins chiefly has place, 
viz. that Prging Pills be given withLandanum mixt with them, for 
a plentiful Evacuation by ſeige, and Sleep being caus'd, the Fit 
often is taken away. Moreover Powders of Shells, by which 
the ſharp Salts are Imbib'd, or fixt, conduce very much to the 
removal of the Morbifick cauſe ; tor example. Take Crabs Eyes 
and Egge Shells of each a Dram and a half, Pearl a Dram, make 
4 Powder, divide it into twelve Doſes, whereof let one be taken every 
fixth hour, with a Scorbutick Water, or with the Decottion of the 
Roots and Seeds of the great Burr Dock, as it is above deſcrib'd, 
or alſo with Poſſet-Drink,, having the Roots and Seeds of the 
_=_ Bur Dock, and the Leaves of ſweer Marjoram and Saxi- 

age Boyl'd in it, and the Leaves of Scurvy-gerais mfus'd. In the 
Scorbutick Colick , alfo' in the affects of the Stomack even 
now deſcrib'd, the uſe of Prurging Spaw Waters, ſuch as we 
wi at Epſom and Barnet otten proves of an excellent 

ect, 
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Of the Diarrhea or Looſweſs, and Dyſenterical 
Affects. 


A* inveterate Looſneſs, ſuch as frequently happens to Scor. 
butical Perſons,0ught by no means to be ſtopt with aſtrin- 
gent Medicines, nor is it eafily cured by altering Medicines, or 
by Antiſcorbuticks ; Spaw-waters, impregnated with Iron, or 4 
triol, are the beſt Remedy for this Aﬀect : Next theſe are Art 
ficial Spaws, or Chalybeate Medicines, which are wont to give x 
mighty relief: Crocus Martis, duely prepared, is juſtly prefert's 
belore all others. I have often uſed the following Method with 
good Succeſs: In the firſt place, Le: a Purge be ordered of the 
Powder or Infuſion of Rhubarb, with the adelition of Arcmatich 4- 
ſtrmngents, and now and then let it be _—_ viz. within the ſpuce 
of three or four days ; on the other days let a Doſe of the following E- 
lecuary, to the quantity of a Nutmeg, be taken in the Morning, a 
at four of the Clock. Take Conſerve of Common Wormwood, mad: 
with an equal part of Sugar, fix Ounces ; (mn a hot Conſtitution, in- 
ſtead of thzs, let Conſerve of Red Roſes be taken ) Species Diarrbodm 
Abbatis, two Drams ; white and red Saunders powdered, of each a 
Dram; the beſt Crocus Martis, half an Ounce ; with a ſufficient quay 
pity of Syrup of Steel, make an Elettuary. 

In Dyſenterical Afﬀes, and the Teneſmus, you muſt proceed af- 
ter the like method, eſpecially let Spaw-waters be drank, if it may 
be ; Moreover, let Glyiters, prepar'd of vulnerary DecoCtions, 
be frequently uſed. I lately Cured a certain perſon troubled 
with a long continued and dangerous Bloody Flix, who had 
daily voided many Ounces of Blood by Siege for a long time, 
with this Remedy ; Take of the beſt Rhubarb powdered, an Ounce; 
red Saunders pewdered, two Drams; Cinamon, a Dram ; Crocus Mar- 
tis, three Drams ; Lucatelius Balſom, what ſuffices ; make a Maſi for 
Pzl[s. He took four Pills ſometimes every day, ſometimes eve- 
ry other day, for a Fortnight, and was perfectly cured. - To this 
perſon alſo I preſcrib'd a Phyſick Beer of the Infuſion of the 
Rooes of ſharp pointed Dock,, and the Leaves of Brook/1mes, to be 


conſtantly taken. 
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Of Giddines, and Swooning, and other Afets uſually 
joyned with it in the Scorbutick Afﬀett. 


Giddine(s often happens upon an inveterate Scurvy, to v hich 

alſo a frequent Swooning, and almoſt a continual danger of 
it, and likewiſe a numneſs in the Members, and a ſenſe 
of Formication, running ſometimes in one place, ard ſometimes 
in another, are wont to be joyned ; which kind of Aﬀects pro- 
ceed from the failings of the Animal Spirits in their Origine it 
ſelf, and ſometimes from the failings cf the ſame within the 
Nerves, both belonging to the Heart, and to the Members that 
ſerve for motion : and in regard they depend on the Brain and 
the Genus Nervoſum, their being very much over-charged with a 
Scorbutick Salt, they are not eafily cured. Cephalick Remedies, 
ſuch as are proper in a Giddinefſs and Paralytick Aﬀects raiſed 
by themſelves, ought to be given with Antiſcorbuticks mixt with 
them : therefore in the firſt place, a Proviſion being made for the 
whole, by fit Catharticks, and ſuch as are preper in the Scurvy, 
you may proceed after this manner with appropriated Remedies 
againſt the foreſaid Aﬀects. 

About the bezinning of the Cure, /e: Blood be drawn from the 
Veſſels of the Fundamene by Leeches; and unleſs ſomewhat indi- 
cates the contrary, let it be frequently repeated afterward. 

Take Powder of the Root of Male-Peony, half an Ounce, red Coral 
prepar'd, two Drams ; mans Scull, Elks-hoof, of each a Dram : Take 
double refined Sugar, diſſolved in Peony-water Compound, or in the 
Water of Horſe-raddiſh, and boyled to a Conſiſtency for Tablets, eight 
Ounces; Oyl of Amber excellently retificd, half a Dram : Make '1a- 
blets according to Art. Take to a Dram and a balf, or two Drams, 
Morning and Evening, drinking after it a Draught of the following 
diftill'd Water. 

Take Leaves of Scurvy-graſs, Brooklmmes, Water-creſſes, Lallies 
of the Valley, Sage, Roſemary, Betony, of each three handfulls; green 
Wallnuts, a Pound; the Rinds of fix Oranges and four Lemons; 
freſh Roots of Male-Peony, a Pound and a half ; being ſliced and 
bruiſed, pour to them of the Phlegm of Vitrial, a Pound z, Whey made 
with Cyder, five Pounds ; let them be diſtill d after the on ay ; 
let the whole Liqueur be mixt together. The Doſe us from three 
Ounces to four. 
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Of Haemorrhagies. 


Amorrhagies often threaten a mighty danger in the $cqx. 
| Þ butick Aﬀect, the Diſeaſed being thereby thrown headlong 
as it were into the Jaws of Death, whil'ſt the Blood breaks forth 
almoſt to a Swooning, ſometimes from the Noſtrils, ſometime, 
by the Menſes, or Hzmorrhoids : Moreover,being ſometimes cz# 
up from the Lungs or Stomach, it gives us a Suſpicion of an 
Ulcer, or at leaſtwiſe of a great weakneſs lying hid in the part 
affected. Wherefore excretions of Blood, if they are either 
immoderate, or happen in an improper place, ought to be ſtopt 
for the preſent, and prevented for the future. 

For ſtopping Blood when it breaks forth immoderately, the 
method is vulgarly enough known, and there remains nothing 
more, or peculiar to be done, when happening in this Aﬀect by 
reaſon of the Scurvy, than on other Occaſions. But yet to pre- 
vent Hzmorrhagies, let Remedies be adminiſtred which take 
away the Acrimony of the Blood, and conſtringe the over-lax 
and gaping Mouths of the Veſſels: both intents are excellently 
perform'd by Chalybeate Medicines: the uſe of Vitriolick Spaw-w 
eers is very proper for this purpoſe : Moreover, Infuſions, Ex- 
traits, Salts, and the like Preparations of Steel, which contain chief 
the ſaline or vitriolick part of the Iron, are always very prefitable a- 
gainjt Hemorrhagies. We have ſhewn before by what means Iron 
and its preparations produce theſe effects, and divers others, in 
Human Bodies. 

Take Conſerves of Red Roſes, and of the Wild Roſe of each three 
Ounces, Species Diarrhodon Abbatis, and Diatrion Santalon of 
each a Dram and a half, Salt of Steel a Dram, Crocus Martis ex- 
cellently prepard two Drams, Red Coral prepar'd a Dram and a 
half,, with a ſufficient quantity of Syrupe of Steel, make an Elefu- 
ry, let the quantity of a Nutmeg be taken thrice a day, drinking af- 
ter it a draught of an Appropriated Liquor. , 

To poor people I uſe to preſcribe thus; Take tops of Cypreſi 
and of ſtmnging Nettles, of each four Ounces ; Brooklimes, two Ounces ; 
let them be bruiſed in a Mortar, with ten Ounces of double refined 
Sugar; then add Scales of Iron very finely powdered, an Ounce; Pow- 
der of white and red Saunders, of each two Drams ; with a ſufficient 
quantity of the Syrup of the Fuice of Nettles, make an Elefuary: The 
Doſe 1s the quantity of a MWallnut twice a day. 

Take of Diſtill' d Water, or of a temperate Antiſcorbutich, Deco- 
Aion, two Pounds ; our Steel prepar'd, two Drams ; mix them in 4 
Glaſs: Toe Doſe 88s three or folio Ounces, 
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Take tops of ſtinging Nettles, Leaves of Brooklimes, of each Four 
Hmdfuls ; being bruiſed, let the Juice be preſt ſorth; hecp it in a 
Glaſs. The Doſe 15 two or three Ounces twice 4 day, with an An- 
riſcorburick, diftil d Water, 


Of the Diſtempers of the Mouth, happening by rea- 
ſon of the Scurvy. 


Sſoon as the Scorbutick Taint ſeizes the parts of the Mouth, 
that the Gums (well, and their fleſh becomes Spongy, pre- 
ſently let Remedies be carefully adminiltred, which may keep 
them from PutreſaCtion : Amongſt theſe,waſhings of the Mouth, 
and Liniments are of chiefeſt nſe, both when the Diſcaſe is be- 
ginning about thoſe parts, and when it is come to a greater - 
height there 3 though as they regard various intents, (o they 
ht to be diverſly prepar'd, viz. the fleſh of the Gums, when 
fe it (wells, ought to be freed from the incurſions of the 
Blood, or of the falt and corrupted Serum, and to be dried : 
aſerward, the fleſh of the ſame grown flaccid, and faln from 
the Teeth, ought to be freed from PutrefaCtion, and alſo to be 
conſtring'd, that it might hold the Teeth the faſter. For theſe 
and haply other intents, let Gargariſms, or Waſhings of the 
Mouth be ordered, of divers Kinds; of all which, in a manner 
the chief ingredients are Vegetables boiled, and Minerals infuſed : 
The Herbs or Roots, which are boiled in a fit Liquor, zz. in 
Water or Wine, for the moſt part are ſmart or bitter, or ſtiptick ; 
and then thoſe DecoCtions are impregnated either with a volatile, 
lixivial, vitriolate, Chalybeate, or aluminous Salt. I ſhall here 
ſet down certain forms of each Kind. 


1. When therefore the fleſh of the Gums firſt ſwells, and 
becomes ſpongy by reaſon of the Influx of the ſalt and corrupted 
Blood and Serum, Take the middle Bark of Elder, and of Elm, of 
each half a Handful ; Leaves of Savory, Sage, wild Muſtard, Garden- 
creſſes, of each a Handful ; Roots of Pelitory of Spain, two Drams ; 
being ſliced and bruiſed, ket them beyl im three Pounds of Water of 
Lime, till a third part be conſumed ; if ſweetning be required, add 
Honey of Roſes, two Ounces; make 4 Gargariſm. Or, take Vitriol 
Camphorated, an Qunce ; ( vulgarly with us it's called by the name of 
Captain Green's Powder ,) Fountain-water, two Pounds; mix them 
in a Glaſs; ſhake it and then when the Liquor is grown clear by 
fetling, let it be uſed. Or, prepare a Lixroium of the Aſhes of 
Broom, or of Roſemary, or of Tartar and Nitre Calcn'd: In _ 
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Pounds of this, bozl Leaves of Savory, Time, Sage, and Roſeman, 
each a Handful ; let the ſtraining be poured on tio Handfuls of Feur. 
vy-graſs ; make a warm and cloſe Injuſion for three hours : [et j; be 
ftrained again, and kept forWaſhing theMouth ſeveral times in a ty, 

For the ſame Intent, let Liniments alſo be applied betwixe whit, 
and eſpecrally in the Night, that their Virtue may be conveyed to the 
Diſeaſed even when they are aſleep. Amongſt Authors, a con. 
mon, tamous, and long tryed Medicine is found: Tike the pyg. 
der of the Leaves of Columbines, th? Curl'd Mint, Sage, Nutmeg, 
Myrrb, ( which laſt nevertheleſs may be ſometimes omitted ) of each 
two Drams; Burnt Allom, half an Ounce ; Virgin- Honey, fourQunge,, 
or what ſuffices; make a Liniment according to Art. 


2. If at any time the Fleſh of the Gums growing Flzc. 
cid falls from the Roots of the Teeth, let a Gentle Scarrigcz- 
tion be otten us'd, and alſo let the mouth be waſh't with this 
DecoCtion. Take tops of Brambles and Cypreſs, Leaves of Sanj. 
cle, and Cuchow Flowers, of each a handful, Boyl them in thre 
pounds of Water, in which Iron has been quencht till a third part bg 
conſum'd, to the ſtrammsg ad Hony of Roſes two Ounces mix them, 

Let a Liniment of this kind be applyed. Take Powder the 
Roats of Florentine Orris, Leaves of Sage and St. Johns Wort of each 
ewo Drams. Bole Armeniach , Sal Prunella of each a Dram, wam 
—_— Honey what ſuffices, let them be incorporated by (lirrng 
them. 


3. Wien the Gums Putrifie, and are Corrupted, and withal the 
Teeth being Rotten grow looſe, and emit a Stinking Smell, let 
ftronger Medicines, and ſuch as greatly refilt putrefaCtion, be 
uſed, ar infuſion of Vitriol Camphorated, alſo of the Lapis Medicas 
mentoſus, have chiefly place here. 

Or, Take Roots of Gentian, and of Round Birth- wort ſlic't, of 
each half an Ounce, Leaves of the Leſſer Centory, Pontick Worm- 
wood, Saviry, Columbines of each a handful, let them boyl in thre 
=_—_ of Lime Water, or of a Lixivial Water, alſo ſometimes in 

ater in which Iron has heen quencht, ſometimes in Alum Wa- 
ter till a third part be conſum'd; to the ſtraining add Crude 
Hony two or three Ounces; mix them. 


4. If the falling out of the Teeth be chiefly fear'd. Take 
Barks of the Roots of the Sloe Tree an Ounce, Tormentil and whale 
Biſtort of each a handful, Pomgranate Rinds and Balauſtia of each 
half an Ounce; Boyl them im three pounds of Fountam Water, 
to the Straining add Alum two or three Drams , of the beſt Hony

g. If at any time putrid and profoun'd Ulcers ( as it 
ometimes happens ) infeits the Gums, or other parts of the 
Mouth, let the ———_ — Medicines be often * 
thiniſtred : Moreover let 4 Clorb dept in Unguentum Egyptiacum, diſe 
fold in Spire of W.ne, or in os fin of the Lepts Medicamen- 
tofus, or of Sublimaze, be now and then applyed to the place affeted. 
In theſe Caſes let the Cure be committed to to a 8kiltul Chi- 


rurgeon- 


Of Pains that are wont to trouble the Legs , and 
 fametimes the other Limbs, and that chiefly by 
Night. 


Gainſt theſe Pains, in regard that ſometimes they are very 
vehement, befides the general method of wu.in: the Scurvy, 
ſpecial Remedies, and ſuch as obviate that ſymptom are Indica» 
ted; therefore in ſuch a caſe, a courſe of purging being well 
ordered, aſs the Perſon being Blooded ( if need be) we ought 
nb rp the Diſeaſe both with inward Phyfick, and outward 
opicks. 

" As to the former, ſuch things as promote Sweat, and alſo an 
eracuition by Urine often give help, in as much as they draw 
another way the lixivial and ſharpiſh Recrements of the Blood 
and nervous Juice, that are wont to be gather'd together in the 
Part affeQed ; but eſpecially let thoſe things be given which free 
both Himours frem theic evil Diſpoſition , v3x. both ſaline and 
ſharpiſh': Powders of Shells, Crabs Eyes, the Jaw-bone of a Pike, alſo 
the Spirit and Flowers of Sal Armonuach, Spirit of Blood, Tintture of 
Antimony, of Coral ; Decof#;ons of the Roots and Sreds of the great 
Burdock, , Ground-pme , and Germander do excellent.y well; and let 
thoſe kinds of Remedies be taken twice or thrice a day with Antiſcor= 
bueich: dijtill'd Waters. A Water dijtilld from Horſe-dung with the 
addition of Scurvy-graſs, Brook: limes, Ground-pine, and the like, is 

mes very z mean whale let Fomentations, Liniments, 
Catapiaſms, or applications of other kinds, which appeaſe Pains, be

F this Aﬀect Eugalenu, Wierw, Medicus Campenſis, and Gear 
gius Horſtius have'written peculiar TraCts : It is (aid to he 
very Common in the Northern Parts of Be/gia 3 a certain token 
ot which appears by putting a five Earth-worm to the place af- 
feCted,for its preſently wont to ſpring,bend and knit it (elf, and to 
faint and dye ; which indeed I have found pretty often to 
in this Diſeaſe even amongſt us ; which effect ſeems to proceed 
from the very ſharp, and as it were Corrofive Efffuvia, that plen- 
tifully flow from the place Pain'd and Swoll'n : By Reaſon of the 
etteCt of that Experiment, the Cure of the Diſeaſe is wont to be 
undertaken by Worms , viz. by Remedies prepar'd of 'them; 
though I know not whether being inwardly taken they will a 
certainly deſtroy the Diſcaſe, as being outwardly applied they are 
diſpatcht by it. However, Earth-worms, as alſo Snazles, M 
and other exanguious little Aninials, tn as much as they 
a volatile Salt, often prove a pretty efficaciow Remedy. 

Henricus Petra tells us of two Remedies very much wi in 
W:ſtphalis againſt this Diſeaſe. Taks nine Earth-worms , buyid 
with twe Spoonfuls of Wine in a Mortar, and ſirain'd thrayh s 
Cloth ; to theſe let balf a Meaſure of ine be added, let three Spun 
fu!s be taken at Morning, Noon, and Night for many days. 3-Ta 
two or three Branches of Savine, Virgin 1wo ſpoonfuls, beyl them 
with a Meaſure of Wine, till it pitcbes two Fingers : Let the ſlran- 
ing be taken to forr or five ſpoonfuls thrive a day. To the. tormer 
Medicine a certain vulgcr potion, mentioned by Herſtius, called, 
Monaſterienſis is allied : Take Sage, Betony, Rye, of #ach ue 
Leaves, Earthworms with Circles ahont their Necks, in numver ju, 
a little Savine, ani Roots of Devils-bit in number two, lot then be 
brusd with Water of Elder Flowers, and let the expreſt Twice &t 
2iven for raifing a Sweat ; Alike preſcript alſo is proposd in Fore: 
jtus a Medico Campenſi. 

Certainly in this affect, the Magiſtral Water of Earth-worms 
preſcrib'd iv the London Diſpenfatory is of excellent ule. And 
} have often given with good ſucceſs the Spirit and Salt of Haru- 
horn, Spirit of Blood, and Flowers of Sal Armoniach, Moreover 
reſtaceens Powders, viz. Crabs Eyes, Coral, Pearl, and Vegetables 
which are accounted Antidotes agair(t the Gont, as Roots of Y 
Burth-uort, Leaves of Ground=pine, German ler, and the lite, beg 
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ig 1 with Antifſcorbuticks conduce to the Cure of this Diſeaſe ; out- 

Pains, beſides Anodmes which are usd under 
the forms of « Liniment, Fomentation, or Catapleſm : Oy! of Earth- 
garms, of Frogs, and Toads are often very availing. I have been 
told by a worthy Perſon who was very obnoxious to this Diſraſe, 
that Water drawn by Deſtillation from the Contents taken out of the 
Somach of @ Beefnewly lill'd, aud Cloaths being dipp'd into it when 
wWam, and applied as a Fomentation, would moſt certam(y give 
caſe. 


of Conoulſrue and Paralytick Aﬀets, that are 
wont to enſue upon the Scurvy. 


FF at any time the Scorbutick taint paſling into the Brain, and 
Genus Nervoſum, greatly corrupts the Liquor refiding in each 
Province ; thereupon divers kind of Aﬀects, and eſpecially Para- 
lytical or Convnlfive are wont to ariſe 3 wiz. according as the 
Morbifick Matter brought in to the Animal Xconomy is either 
Narcotick or Exploſive : Which kind of Aﬀects, though in this 
caſe they are Symptomatical, yet when they are grown to a 
hight, they challenge both the name, and the better part of the 
Cure before the Scurvy their parent ; ſo that the diſeaſed - are ſaid 
tobe troubled with the Palſy, or Convulftons, rather than with 
the Scurvy, alſo Medicines defign'd againſt thoſe Aﬀects, have 
the preference to any others at the ſame time required by reaſon 
of other intents. 

For Curing theſe kinds of Aﬀects hapning upon the Scurvy, let 
this chiefly be obſerv'd, that Remedies appropriated to thole 
fame be duly Complicated with Antiſcorbuticks. As to Convultive 
Diſeaſes, the Remedies that are in the foregoing Tract may ea- 
fily be Transfer'd hither : And as to the Palſey, Lethargy, and 
many other Aﬀects of the Brain, and Genus Nercoſum, we ſha!! 
diſcourſe of them particulary in ſome other Tract. 


Of the Atrophia, alſo of the Scorbutick Fever wilich 
1s often the Cauſe of the other, or its Effect. 


Here are three kinds of Cauſes, having ſome orderly depen - 

| dance on each other, from one or more of which a Scor- 
butical drropia is wont to be produc'd without a Contumption 
Aaa? of 
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Of the Lungs, viz. either the Chyle is perverted through the fault 
Of the firſt paſſages, ſo that a laudable or ſufficient Store ot it is 
Not convey'd to the Blood. Secondly, or being brought into it 
yet through the fanlt of the Blood it is not duly chang d ing 
Blood and a nutritive Juice. Thirdly and latily, the nutring 
Juice prepar'd in the Maſs of Blocd,.is not duly atfimilated t9 
the ſolid parts, through the fault of the nervcus Liquor, 

The Remedies appropriated to this Symptorn iegard either the 
amendment of the fi. ſt Paſſages, or the correCtion of the to1eſaid 
Humours. As to the former , it ſometimes happens by reaſon 
of the Tone of the Stomach. being broken, or its.Ferment bei 
vitiated, that the Focd taken into it is not duly concodted, but 
paſſes into an unprofitable Maſs of Corruption, .. For theſe ſorts 
of evils let gentle Catharticks, Digettives and Corroboratives be 
us'd: But the work of Chyl:fication is oftner hirdred by reaſon of 
a Schirrous 1 umour rais'd ſometimes in theV entricle,ſumetimes in 
the Meſentery,or in other adjacent pas: In this caſeDeobſiiuents 
and Diffolvents are proper, the uſe of Spaw-waters has the 
preferance to any vuther kinds of Medicines : Mucovet , Fo 
mentations, Liniments, or Plaiſters. ought to be. outwaidly aps 
plyed. | 

Again, it ſometimes happens that without any Tumour raisd 
in the Viſcera, the Lacteal Veſſels are io much ol |, ed by x 
groſs and viſcous matter ſtickiug in them, that a ſ1.Mictent ſtore 
of the Chyle, though it be laudable ecough ard plentitully pre 
par'd, is not convey'd into the Blood. In this affect the Lelly br 
the moſt part diſcharges Excrements pleniuully, but they aic 
White like coagulated Milk, and not as other Excrenents ting

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When an Atrophie ariſes through the fault of the Blood, beinS 
aeted, 2 d conſequently perverting the nutritive Juice, it has 
for the moſt part a Feaver of irregular returns: joyned with it, 
with Night-ſweats, wx.in as much as the Maſs of Blood is forc;t 
toirregular and inconftant Efferveſcencies from that degenerated 
Jwice, and the matter fo offending is caft forth by Night-ſweats ; 
in this' caſe, a thin Dyet. being ordered, let Decotions and Dis 
till's Waters, that fuſe and purifie the Blood, be frequently ta- 
ken, with Antifcorbuticks mixt with therh. 
' Take ſhavings of Ivory end Harts-horn, of each two Drams and 8 
halt; candied Roots, fix Drams ; Roots of Chervil and Dans»

Of the Rheumatiſm. 


WE conclude that this Aﬀect proceeds from the congre(s 
and mutual efferveſcency of Salts that are of a different 
Origine and Nature, vix. of the fixt Salt coming trom the Blood, 
and of- the acid Salt coming from the nervous Liquor : The 
Subjects of both Salts are ſuperfluous Dregs, depos d from the 
foreſaid Humours forc'd into certain Turgeſcencies, and diſcharg'd 
ſometimes on theſe Parts, ſometimes on thoſe : Wheretore that 
the Diſeaſe may be Cur'd, both let the Turgeicencies of the Hu- 
mours be appeas'd, and their ſuperfluous Dregs be purg'd forth, 
and let the Salts degenerating both ways be reduc'd to a State ot 

volatility. | 
For the two fiſt intents a gentle Purge and Bleeding are 
chiefly requir'd, and now and then, as the {trength will bear, [they 
ought to be repeated ; and alfo let Diureticks and Diaphoreticks 
be now and then given'which any way convey forth the Saline 


Serofities, And that theſe Eyacuations proceeding calmly, and 
with 
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with a well-bearing, and Nature affiſting, may ſucceed the betty, 
tet Opiats fr tly be us'd. For the other Intent in which the 
chief ſtreſs of the Cure conſiſts, Alteratives,.and eſpecially ſuch 
as are endow'd with a volatile Salt, greatly cenduce 2 Wherefore 
in this caſe its a vulgar, but no contemptible Medicine, to give 
twice or thrics « day to four or fix Ounces of the Infuſion of a Stowe- 
res , made 3 4 ſmall Wine or Ale, or in an appropricte Di-

leſs efficacions, may. be prepar'd, if s Water be diftilfd from 
rms, or che par pe one ſto) 
with a mighty benefit to the Diſeaſed. ; 


Af the Drophe, 


WW Ew we conclude the Drophfie, which is wont to hap- 
pen upon the Scurvy, to be twofold, vx. habitual and 
occafional ; Concerning the Cure of the firſt, for the moſt part 
all labour is loſt; for no Remedies are able to reſtore the Li- 
ver and the Lungs, and ſometimes other Viſcera, wholly vitiz- 
ted, and the C of the Blood utterly ſabverted : In ſuch a 
caſe, if any thing ſeems fit to be done, the Scope of Phyfickis 
very narrow ; for there is no room left for Catharticks, nor Dix 
phoreticks, nor for a ſtrong Evacuation of any other kind : We 

infiſt chiefly, and in a manner only, on Diureticks and Cor- 
dials, For theſe ends let Elixirs, Tinctures, Electuaries, Pow- 
ders, Infufions, DecoCtions, diftill'd Waters, &c. which confilt 
partly of Antihydropicks, partly of Antiſcorbuticks be given; 
the forms of which I have nevertheleſs thought good to omit, 
as ſignifying little or nothing. 

The Scorbutick Dropſie, raiſe: on a ſudden from an evident 
cauſe, or on ſome accident, often admits of Cure ; for the more 
eaſie performance of which, the tumults of Nature ought in the 
firſt place to be appeaſed, and its diſorders compoſed. Where- 
fore if Watchings continue very offenſive, let ſleep be procured 
by the uſe of Opiats, and now and then, as often as it ſeems ve- 
ry neceſſary, let it beprocured again. As ſoon as ſtrength will 
give leave for Purging, let the following Powder be taken, and 
let it be now and then repeated at due intervals of time : mean 
while let the Belly be kept ſoluble by the frequent uſe of Cly- 
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preſerib'd. 
Let Decoftions and Phyfick-Beers be prepar'd, ſuch as above writ- 
ten, Antibydropick Ingretsents being to them. 


Of the Crackling of the Bones. 


Here remains yet a ſymptom whioh happens ſometimes upon 
the Scurvey, though rarely, vx. the crackling of the Bones, 
into the Nature and Cure of which it ſeems to concern us to en- 
quire. I have known ſome, though ſcarce above three or four, 
who being long Sick of the Seurvy, found themſelves afflicted by 
it, not only in the Humours, and the Carneous Parts, but at 
length in the very Bones : For as often as they mov'd any Mem- 
ber any way, the ends of the Bones, as though they were bare, 
rubbing againſt each other, made a mighty noiſe : Moreover, 
when they lay in their Bed, and there turned themſelves from 
one fide to the other, a mighty Crackling was heard, as it were 
of pj Scelleton forcibly ſhaken, terrifying even the perſons at- 
ed. 
The 
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The conjunCt cauſe of this haply may ſeem to be, That the 
ſaft Toteritice of the Bones, viz. tae Fat, Membranes, and-L 
ments being: greatly conſumed, heir Joi.|ts, as Mill-tones when 
bare without any Corn, by reaſon of their mutual rubbing Pl 
gaiuft each other, make a noiſe : But the-thing appears tq'be 
otherwiſe, becauſe neither perſons mightily conſumed have thi 
Crackling of the Bones, nor do perſons troubled 'with this Af- 
fect always wafte away 3 wherefore, we (ay rather that the im. 
mediate Cauſe of this Symptom is the drineſs of the Bones, & 
the defe& of the Marrow properly ſo called, which ought to 
be contain'd within the Cavities of the Bones, and eſpecially with- 
in their Joynts; for fince all Bones include a Marrow or undqy- 
ous Humour, either in the great Cavities, or in the Pores nd 
ſmall Paſſages every where made in them, we conclude the uſe of 
this to be both , that the Bones intigated with the ſame, may 
become leſs brittle, and likewiſe that that Humour , difitling 
from the Joynts of the Bones, may make (lippery all the Joint, 
as the Joynts of a Machine beſmear'd with Greaſe, and may 6 
facilitate the motions of them ; wherefore the ends of the Bones, 
deſtrinte of this Marrow, make a noile julf az the Wheels of ; 
Cort (eldom greaſed. 

It you ask why that unftuous ſubſtance of the Joints fails; [ 
ſay this ſeems chiefly to happen becauſe thePores and Paſſages of 
the Bones are (o much obſtructed by a certain extraneous Matter, 
haply of a Slimy or Tartarous Nature, brought to them from the 
Bluod , that they do not ſufficiently receive the Balſam de- 
ſizn'd for them, nor diſtil it forth for moiſtning their Joints; 
but it will not be,cafie ( the thing being wholly in the dark ) to 
ſearch out the particular Reaſons of this - b 

Nor are we leſs at a loſs when we proceed to the Cure of this 
Diſcaſc ; tor though the Primary Indication, 4ix. the moiftning 
of the Bones or of the Joints be obvious enough, yet it does not 
ſo plainly appear after what Manner, and by what Remedies it is 
perform'd. . For in this caſe I have known a great many kinds 
of Medicines, and various ways of Adminiſtrations tryed wholly 
in vain. A certain Ingenious Man, extreamly troubled with this 
Diſcaſe for many. years, tryed the Advice of many, and thoſe Fa- 
mous Phyſicians; Beſides the uſual Remedies againſt the Scurvy 
( together with frequent Bleedings and Purgings, from which 
he tound not the lealt Relief ) he try'd moreover various and 
great Courſes of Phyſick, without any ſucceſs: For after a me- 
thod us'd by one Phyſician tor ſome Months without Eﬀ-&, he 
preſently betook himſelt to another, and fo afterwards to many ; 
mean while, by each always a new way of Curing , untryed by 
the former, is preſcribed ; Fomentations, Liniments, _— 
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Mons are applied daily to each of and} gn, he uz'd for ſome 
time the hot Baths of Bathe ; afterward Spaw-warrrs of various 
kinds, ſometimes theſe, ſometimes others are drank : Which 
giving no help, a Chalybeat courſe, at another time a Decoction 
of temperate Woods, ſometimes a Milk Diet 5 and at all 
time Electuaries, diſtil'd Waters, Apozems, and other Reme- 
dies prepar'd of Antiſcorbuticks are taken : And when he had 
kv'd after this manner, above three years almoſt conttantly, 
Medice £5 myſere, there was not made the leaſt progreſs towards 
the Cure of the fore-mentioned Aﬀect ; yet in the mean time he 
was pretty well as to his Strength and Stomach, married a Wife, 
and as to the other more common Symptoms of the Scurvy he 
was better. So that it hence appears, how ſtubborn a Diſeaſe, 
and unconquerable by almoſt any Medicines, the crackling of 
the Bones is 3 which I have known confirmed alſo in others 
troubled with this Aﬀect, and wholly cluding the endeayours 


of a Phyfacian, 


CHAP. V. 


Of the Vital Indication , in which are included 
Cordial Medicines, Opiats, and the Diet requifit 


in the Scurvy. 


therto we have ſet forth at large the Indications both Pre- 

ſervatory and Curatory, which belong to the Method of 
Curing the Scurvy ; there remains yet to ſpeak of the Vital In- 
dication, to wit, that it may be declar'd by what Method, and 
with what Remedies the powers of the Diſeas'd, which either 
ug oe apt to faint, may be upheld, or being weaknd or 
dejected may be reſtor'd : For theſe ends Cordials and Opiats, 
according to the Exigencies of the Diſeas'd, are preſcrib'd to be 
taken, and moreover let a right Form of Diet, if at any time = 

Bbb 
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be needful, Reſumptive, and always Antiſcorbutick \ 
p-eſcrib'd. 

As to' Cordial Medicines, viz. fuch as exagitate the Blood 
ſtagnating in the Heart, renew its flame halt extin&, reſtore 
the oppreft, 'or diſtracted Animal Spirits to their liberty and due 
irradiation, it is obvious that many Remedies, which are pro- 
perly call'd Antiſcorbuticks , perform theſe intents, of which 
kind are, Raddiſh-water compound, the Magiſtral Water of Snail; 
and of Earth-worms , Spirit of Harts-horn , of Soot , Puwder: of 
Shelf, with many other things, which may be taken with geod 
effect , not only at certain hours, and according to a ſet Method, 
but likewiſe as occaſion preſents, as often as a Swooning, or any 
failings of the Spirits happen. 

But beſides, thoſe who are found to be very obnoxious to 
Pafiions of the Heart, frequent Faintings, a Nauſeouſneſs, Vo- 
miting, Trembling, Vertigo and other terrible Symptoms, may 
alſo have in a readineſs, Medicines of another kind, more pro- 
perly Cordial, withhich, all failings of the Spirits are imme- 
diately reliev'd : In this caſe, Quercetan's great Els xir of Life,does 
excellently well; the ſecond Water in the diſtillation of the ſame 
Elixir being ſweerned,may be given to aſoanyie; alſo Aqua Mrabilis, 
Aqua Bexyoartica, Gilberts temperate Pater,Treacle-water,Cinnama- 
water ; to each of which, or to a Compoſition of them, let the Con- 
fetion of Alkermes, the ConfeAion of Hyacinth , Powder of Pear, 
or Magiſtery of Coral, Syrup of Clove-gilliflowers or of Coral, of Ci- 
tron-pulls, of Cinnamon be added: Of theſe , and others of 
this kind various torms of Medicines are wont to be preſcribd, 
For example; 

Take Treacle-water, and Aqua Mirabilis, of each three Ounces, 
Bawm-water four Ounces ; Syrup of Clove-gilliflowers an Ounce and 
4 half; Confettion of Alkermes a Dram ; mix them. The Doſe 1 
three or four Spoonfuls. : 

Or, Take Aqua Mirebilis fix Ounces ; Water of Snails and of 
Wallnuts, of each two Ountes, Pearl powdred a Scruple ; Confetti 
of Hyacinth a Dram; Syrup of Clove-gilliflowers an Ounce ; mix 


When Scorbutick Women are wont to be troubled with Hy- 
ſterick Fits, and Men with Convulfions T:zhe Water of Bgwm 
and Pennyroyal,' of each three Ounces ; compound Briony-water four 
Ounces, Tinfure of Caſtorewm half an Ounce ; Tinfture of Saffron 
8 Dram ; Syrup of Clove-gilliflawers a Dram and a half ; Caſtoreum 
tyed 1n a Nodulus, and hung in the Glaſs a Dram.. Doſe 
#3 three or four Spoonfuls. 

For thoſe who deſire rather to have Cordial Medicines 
a folid form ; let Electuaties or Tablets be preſcribd. 


Take 
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Take Conſerve of Clove-gilliflowers three Ounces ; Confeftion of 
Alkermes half an Ounce ; Pearl powdre:! 4 Dram, with a ſufficient 
quantity of Syrup of Coral; make an Eleftuary. 

Take Species Diamargariti Frigidi, and Diarrhoden Abbatts, of 
each a Dram and 4 half ; Pearl powdred a Dram ; double refin'd 
Sug ar diſſolou'd in Treacle-water, and boil'd to a conſiſtency for Ta- 
blets fur Ounoes ; Oyl of Cinnamon fix drep1; make Tablens accord- 
me to Art. 
ws to Opiats and Anodine Medicines, in ſome certain affects of 
Scorbutick perſons, I had rather be without any kind of Medi- 
dine befides , than the uſe of them. For not only againſt obſti- 
nate Pains and Watchings, but in Aﬀthmatick Fits, in Vomitings, 
a Diarrh#a, and alſo in a Vertigo and Convulfive Paſſions, as 
often as nature being izritated above meaſure, falls into extream 
regularities , I have found no Remedy more excellent , than 
to procure fleep by giving a ſafe Narcotick : Mean while there is 
need of a very great caution, that they be not taken, if at any 
time ſomething in the Conſtitution of the Diſeas'd, or in the 
nature or time of the Diſeaſe, forbids the giving of ſuch 
4 Medicine. 

Beſides the Hypnoticks uſual in Apothecaries Shops,viz. Lauds- 
mm Opiatum, Nepenthe, the Philonza, Diacodium , and Syrup of red 

ſes, two other preparations of Opium are known to me, 

which I uſe to give in the form of a TinQture, or of a liquid Ex- 

ta& from ten drops to twelve with ſome other appropriate 
r. 

The Diet, or Form of Living to be obſerv'd in Scorbutical 
perſons, is of no {mall importance in the Method of Cure ; for 
that being neglected or il! ordered, the other Preſcripts of Phy- 
fick do little or nothing towards Health : The Rule of Diet 
being extended to various things, is chiefly concerning the Air 
and Situation of the Habitation, Meat and Drink, and the motion 
or reſt of the Body. 

As to the firlt, what kind of habitations and places of Reſi- 
dence, in reſpect of the Heavens and the Earth, cauſe the Scurvy, 
and conſeq 1ently ought to be ſhun'd, it is ſufficiently manifeſted 
by what we have ſaid before : Thoſe that endeavour to prevent 
or Cure this Diſeaſe, ought to take care to chooſe an Aic mo- 
derately hot and dry, and which alſo is ſubtle and pure, and ſuf- 
iciently expos'd to the Winds. 

Such Food only is proper which has a gocd Juice, and is caſte 
of Concoction, let ſuch as is groſs, viſcous, and dryed in the 
Smoak, mouldy and rank, aWo ſuch as is unfermented or greatly 
compounded, all manner of _ HEY and unripe m—_ 
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be ſhun'd. 1 fo muchb diſapprove things preſerv'd, or very mnch 
ſeaſon'd with Sugar, that1 judge the invention of it, and itsim. 
moderate uſe to have very much contributed to the vaſt increaſe 
of the Scurvy in this late Age: For that Concret confiſts of 
a very ſharp and corroſive Salt, though mitigated with a Sulphur, 
as it plainly appears from its Chymical Analyſis : For Sugar di- 
ſtil'd by it ſelf, yields a Liquour ſcarce inferior to Agua Stygit : 
And if you diftil it in a Vefica with a great deal of Fountain- 
water, pour'd to it, though the fixt Salt will not fo aſcend, ne- 
vertheleſs a Liquour will eome from it, like the Hottelt Agu 
Vite, burning and very pungent z when therefore Sugar mixt 
almolt with any ſorts of Food, is taken by us in (o great x 
plenty, how probable is it that the Blood and Humours are ren- 
dred falt and ſharp, and conſequently Scorbutical by its daily 
uſe? A certain famous Author has laid the cauſe of the Engliſh 
Conſumption on the immoderate uſe of Sugar , amongft our 
Countrymen: I know not whether the caule of the ſpreading 
Scurvy, may not alſo be rather hence deriv'd, 


Let the Drink be midling Ale, mild and clear, and alſo let it 
be altered with Antiſcorbutick Ingredients without an un- 
grateful ſavour: Let it not be thick and ſweet, nor alſo too old 
and turning ſharp : Let this be taken in a moderate quantity, 
and in a manner only at the ſet hours of Dinner and Supper: 
The cuſtom which has prevail'd with many, viz. that afſoon as 
they are out of their Beds, they preſently indulge themſelves to 
drink a large Mornings Draught ( as they call it ) ſeems very 
pernicious : For by this means the Blood Veflels are too much 
fill'd, a ſtore of new Chyle being almoſt continually ſent into 
them, and Crudities and Filthy Morbifick Dregs are engendred 
in the Blood, and the office of Sanguification is greatly debi- 
litated ; Truly it is better for moſt Men ( unleſs it be thole 
whole Ventrjcle, as long as it is empty, is wont to be p aintully 
contracted and corrugated ) to keep them(elves falting till Din- 
ner time : Nor is that vulgar cuſtom leſs contrary to Health, 
to (will themſelves with much Drink preſently after Meat : Wines 
and Ciders, fo they are mellow , pure , and not adulterated, 
being taken in a moderate quantity, do not offend : Eut the 
fame being counterteit, muſty, auſtere, or turning ſharp, there 
is nothing more hurtful or injurious to our Health 


Exerciſes and Labour are fo notably conducing both to the 
cure and prevention of the Scurvy, that many by this ſole Re- 
medy, cither preſerve or recover an entire Health ; For the Blood 
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and Nervous Liquonr of perſons that lead an idle and ſedentary 
Life, (like Stagnating Waters) contraſt a clammineſs and 
mouldineſs : But upon the affiduous and much motion of the 
Body, the Humours and Spirits become clear, and get a vigour, 
the Excrementitious and Heterogeneous Particles evaporate, 
the ſtuffings of the Bowels are purg'd, and their Tone is 


corroborated. 


CHAP. VL 


Some Stories and rare Caſes of Perſons troubled with 
the Scurvy. 


Woman of Renown, tall and graceful, about the twenty 

fifth year of her Age, had contracted a Scorbutick Taint, 
by reaſon of various errours committed in Diet. The figns of 
which were a Spontaneous Lafſitude, a difficult Breathing,Pains 
and Spots in the Legs, and her Gums likewiſe (woln, and full 
of Blood ; in the Spring time after an Abortion, falling into 
a Tertian Ague, ſhe foon became in a languiſhing and weak 
condition, from which Diſeaſe nevertheleſs, firſt being Methodi- 
cally proceeded with in Phyfick, ſhe had ſoon recovered, but 
that indulging her ſelf to eat Fleth and other improper things, 
ſhe ſoon had a Relaps ; and then being a weary of Phyſick, ſhe 
took only Empirical Remedies, with which ſometimes the Fits 
of the Ague were driven away, but often preſently return'd, 
mean while the Diſeas'd being pale, unable for motion, and 
wanting Breath, continued ſwol'n and blown up about the Ven» 
tricle and Hypochondres. About the third Month of her being 
fick, the began to have Gripes and bitter Tortures in her Belly ; 
with which ſhooting ſometimes to the Back, ſometimes to the 
Stomach ſhe was afflicted almoſt continually day and night : 
Moreover ſhe was affected with a frequent Vertigo, and ſome- 
times with Fits as it were, Hyſterical: Alſo being troubled with 
a frequent Vomiting, ſhe daily threw up a viſcous and froathy 


Phlegm : Within a Months ſpace this Diſeaſe pafling toits higheſt 
pitch 
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pitch, rais'd pains in the Back and Loins, and ſo afterward in all 
the parts of the Body : Beſides, at this time ſhe ——y of a 
mighty ftraitneſs of her Breſt, and a great contraction of the 
Viſcera: Mean while the habit of the Body fell away to a mighty 
Leanneſs, ſo that the Bones being deſtitute of Fleſh, ſcarce 
ſtuck to the Skin; the Urine was little and very ruddy ; on the 
furface of which grew a little thin Film garniſh'd with various 
colours like the Tail of a Peacock: A ſhort while after this, 
a Numneſs and Formication was perceiv'd ſometimes in the Belly, 
ſometimes in the Limbs, and afterward the Gripes and Paing 
began to remit ; nevertheleſs in their ſtead, a Palſey ſucceeded, 
which within a weeks ſpace ſo pervaded all the Members of the 
whole Body, that ſhe was not able to bend, or any way to tir 
from its place either Hand or Foot, or any other part. 


It is obvious that thoſe ſevere Symptoms proceeded from 
4 Scorbutick Root, for by reaſon of the taint principally fixt on 
the Blood, the Spontaneous Latfſiude, the difficult Breathing, 
nay, and the intermitting Fever hapning at random, and often 
returning, and the Bickerings of other Symptoms previous, as it 
were,and light, were caus'd : Again the Lixivial Urine, and that 
diverſified colour of it plainly ſhew'd the Blood to be teis'd with 
a Sulphureo-ſaline Diſcrafie ; which kind of Urine I have ob» 
ſerv'd to be ſo mark't in many others, affected with the like 
Diſeaſe : Moreover when in this fick Lady, the Morbid Seminal 
Root being increaſt in its ſtore, and flowing into the Maſs of 
Blood, came to ſpread it ſelf on theConfines of the Brain and 
Genus Nervoſum, the other more violent affects aroſe. 


This Lady living far hence, by the advice of a Neighbouring 
Phyſitian took Medicines uſual againſt the Collick ; which doing 
no good, and the Diſeaſe growing worſe, the Patient being 
brought to Oxford, tryed a great many Remedies both Antiſcor- 
butick and Antiparalyticks almoſt of every kind and form, 
though without any benefit : Since therefore any ordinary 
Method of healing ſeem'd not ſufficient for this Diſeaſe, it was 
thought good to proceed to great Remedies, and truly (ſuch as 
were not wholly void of danger : Wherefore we gave this (ick 
perſon, as weak and worn away as ſhe was, a Mercurial Medi- 
cine for raiſing a Salivation , which effect enſued according to 
our defire, for a Flux arifing within two days, and gently con- 
tinuing for many days without any ill Symptom, gave a very 
great relief to the noble Lady : For the Pains being ——_

the began in ſame meaſure to move her Limbs, to have a bet- 
ter Stomach, and to digeſt her Food better, and to enjoy 
2 quiet Sleep : The Salivation being over, ſhe took a Decoction 
of Sarza and China, with Antiparalytick Ingredients for a few 
days: Afterward being carried to Bache, and having there us'd 
the temperate hot Baths, for ſome time the recover'd an indif- 
ferent ſtate of Health. The whole Winter ſhe conſtantly took 
Medicines againſt the Scurvy and the Palſey : And upon her 
renewing the uſe of the hot Baths the year following, grew 
perfectly well ; and fince is become the joyful Mother of many 
Children: 


A Man forty years of Age, of a Melancholick Temperament, 
troubled with the Scurvy for many years, is wont to find at 
rarious times of the year manifold and diverſified Symptoms of 
it: About his Legs, ſpots and large black marks, like thoſe 
caus'd by a ſtroke, appear, Belly-achs, and a Looſeneſs frequent- 
ly trouble him, his Urine for the moſt part appears Lixivial, 
a Spontaneous Lafſitude, a languiſhing of the Strength, a want 
of Appetite almoſt conſtantly attend him ; beſides theſe ordi- 
nary as it were accuſtomed evils, he lives moreover obnoxious 
to violent Fits of ſickneſs, and thoſe of rarious kinds. Above 
two years fince, when I firſt went to ſee him, he ſorely com- 
plain'd of a difficult Breathing, as though he were in danger 
of being choak't, with a Trembling of the Heart, failings of 
the Spirits, and a frequent danger of Swooning : Moreover if 
any thing of theſe paſſions in the Pracordia a little remitted, 
for the moſt part he was afſail'd with a cruel Scotomia and a Ver- 
tigo; he (cem'd to have perfectly recover'd of theſe affects, af- 
ter that he had taken for ſometime Anticonvulfive Remedies, com- 
plicated with Antiſcorbuticks : Butafterward within a few weeks 
he was affected with a Nauſeouſneſs and a Heart-burning, and 
with an Inflation of the Hypochondres : His Urine was little 
and very lixivial, his Belly (wel'd in a ſhort time, moreover his 
Feet and Legs growing mighty cxdematous, ſhew'd the marks 
of an invading Dropfie : Afterward the like kind of Tumour 
ſeis'd the Thighs, alſo the Fleſh of the Back and Arms; whith 
affect nevertheleſs, though it ſeem'd without hope, was eafily 
cur'd with Antiſcorbutick Remedies, Catharticks and Diureticks 
being join'd with them : Notwithſtanding, this worthy Man, 
though reſtor'd to his Health, did not continue fo long : For 
half a year being ſcarce over, he began to complain of a vio- 
lent Head-ach, with a Vertigo, and an obſtinate Watching ; af- 
terward without any evident cauſe, he was feis'd with a horrible 

Vomiting : 
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Vomiting : In-a ſhort time after the Aſthmatick Fits return'g; 
with a trembling of the Heart, and failings of the Spirits : At 
this time alſo, when he ſeem'd almoſt paſt hope, he recover 
again in a ſhort while by the uſe of Antiſcorbutick Remedies : 
From this caſe it clearly appears how great evils the Scorbutick 
Miaſm, lying hid like a ferment, both in the Blood and in the 
Nervous Juice, and diſplaying its Venom according to occ 
may cauſe. Which kinds of affects nevertheleſs, how dread. 
ful and terrible ſoever they ſeem, ſo they depend only of the 
Humours being vitiated in their Craſis, and net on the Viſcerz 
injur'd in the whole, or in their conformation, for the moſt part 
they are wont to be Cur'd with little ado, viz. by an Antiſcor- 
butick Method aptly ordered according to the condition of the 
Patient as well as of the Diſeaſe, 


A Renowned Lady, about Twenty five years of Age, of a San 

guine Temperament, and a thin habit of Body, freſh colour'd and 
handſome, had been ill of a Scorbutick Aﬀect of a long time: 
For beſides broad Spots and red Puſhes breaking forth in divers 
parts of the Body, ſhe had been wont to undergo for a long 
time Pains and bitter Tortures , chiefly infeſting her by night, 
one while in the Shins, another while in the Arms : In regard 
ſhe was with Child, ſhe had been forc't to leave off a courſe of 
Phyſick, often begun in order to its Cure. After her laſt Child 
birth, her Lochia flowing plentifully, ſhe continued for many 
days faint and weak, with a difficult Reſpiration, and being out 
of Breath upon any motion : A Month after being deliver'd, be- 
ing taken out of Bed, and attempting to walk, ſhe fell into 
a moſt ſevere difficulty of Breathing, with a Trembling of the 
Heart, and a frequent Fainting of the Spirits: Being preſently 
put to Bed, ſhe continued almoſt for a whole day ſtill Trembling, 
and continually Panting : Moreover the lower Limbs, as thongh 
Death were at hand, being quite chilld, waxed not warm by 
any Frictions or Applications of warm'd Cloaths: At length, 
after near four and twenty hours, upon the frequent giving of 
ſtrong Cordials, ſhe was better about the Prazcordia, though 
there followed near the right Groin, in the top of the Thigh, 
a very acute Pain, reaching even to the Leg, and within a few 
hours a pretty hard ſwelling, reliſting the touch, poſleſt all 
that ſpace : Being call'd at this time, the Diſcas'd till fetch- 
ing her Breath ſhort and with difficulty, preſently having or- 
der'd a Clyſter to be forthwith injected, I gave her twelve drops 
of Spirit of Harts-horn in a ſpoonful of the following Julape. 
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- Take Water of Snails fix Ounces, Hyſterich, Water four Ounces 
Water of Wall-nuts fimple, and of Pennyroyal, of each three Ounces, 
Sugar one Ounce, Caſtoreum tyed in a Rag, and hung in the Glaſs, 
4 Dram. Theſe Medicines were repeated every ſixth Hour, © . 

[ ordered a large Veſicatory to be applyed to the inward part 
of the Thigh; then in the Evening, in regard during this whole* 
fit ſhe had continued without Sleep, I gave her of Laudanum & 
Grain, Pearls powdered fix Grains, Confeftion of Alkermes without 
Muck balf 4 Dram : She ſlept quietly, and the next Morning ſhe 
was much relieved, the pain and ſwelling of the Thigh ſomewhat 
abated, alſo while ſhe lay quiet in her Bed, ſhe was well about 
the Precordia, but fitting upright, or turning on one fide, pre- 
fatly ſhe ſeem'd almoſt ready to dye through traitneſs of Breath z 
ſhe continued the uſe of the Spirit of Harts-horn, and of the Ju+« 
lep,” to be repeared every fixth Hour for many Days. Moreover, 
becauſe ſhe was preſs'd with Thirſt, and made Water always in a 
{mall quantity, ruddy, and filled with Contents, ſhe took twice a 
Day a Doſe of the following Julep to fix Drams. 

Take Roots of Graſs, Chervsl, preſery/d Eringos, of each fix Drams, 
Shevings of Ivory and Harts-horn, of each two Drams, burne Harts- 
him a Dram and a balf, Rovfons two Ounces, one Apple ſlic'd, Li» 
anſh two Dram and a half, being flic'd and bruiſed, lee them boyl 
i three Pounds of Fountain Water, till a third part be conſumed : 
Then four Ounces of White-wine being added to it let it be trained in- 
to 4 Flagon, to which put L eaves of Scurvy-graſs, and Brook: limes, of 
euch a Handfull ; Salt of Wormwood two Drems, make a cloſe and warm 
Infuſion for three Hours, let the Straining be kept in Veſſels cloſe lope, 
Sometimes every Day, ſometimes every other Day a Cliſter was 
adminiftred : By the uſe of theſe things ſhe ſeemed to grow bet» 
ter daily, ſo that within a Weeks ſpace arifing from her Bed, ſhe 
was able to fit up two or three Hours by the Fire in her Chair ; 
But if ſhe kept from her Bed, or walkt a little more than was fit- 
ting, ſhe was preſently wont to fall into a ſtraitneſ; of Breathing, 
or a fit of the Aſthma ; ſo that on a certain Day having ſtayed out 
of Bed too long, the underwent a violent Fit of the Diſeaſe, and 
was aff:Qted with a difficult Breathing, a trembling of the whole 
Body, and frequent Swoonings : Being called again by reaſon of 
this Relaps of the fick Lady, I gave her Spirit of Hartes-horn to 
twenty Drops, with the Fulep above preſcribed, and in the Evening 
4 Doſe of our Laudanum : And as thereby ſhe found her (elf ber- 
ter about the Precordia, Pains and Swellings ſucceeded in the right 
Thigh and Leg, ſuch as before had hapned in the left. I ordered 
alſo Veſicatories to be applyed to that Thigh ; and beſides the 
Remedies hitherto mentioned, ſhe took twice a Day of our Wine 

of the Fuics of Scurvy-graſs four Ounces, with two Ounces of the Mae 
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giftral Aneiſcorbutick, Water: Moreover, I ordered her tobe pur: 
ged with-our Solutive Syrup, above preſcribed z; which doing 
well, FI ordered it to be repeated within three or four Days, By 
theſe Remedies ſhe- grew well within a Month. 

A Noble-map about the thirty. third Year of his Age, ſeeming 
to be of a ſangyine Temperament, tall and ſlender, of a very acnte 
Wit,and quick Underſtanding,though he had uſed himſelf for a long 
time to immoderate and excefive Studies, together with a dif- 
orderly way of Diet, yet being ftill ſprightly and full of Vigour, 
he ſeem'd to enjoy a found Mind in a found Body 2A little more 
than two Years fiance, when be had greatly tired himſelf by dan. 
cing a whole Night with Frieads, and it the Morning being put 
ip.a cold Bed in a Room that was too-moitt, and having fl:pt 
a little, he began to be ſick 3 for upon his awake he fell into x 
mighty troublous Pafſion about the Precordia , . with terrible 
Swoonings, as thongh he were ready to dye. After a Draught of 
Wine, and fome Cordial Remedies taken, be was a little better, 
but he often relaps'd, (o that all that Day both himſelf and his 
Friends dreaded either a Swoon without returning to himfelf, or 
an imminent Apoplexy + Moreover, after that this Fit of the Dif. 
eaſe was paſt, yet ftill he lived obnoxious to daily Pafltons of the 
the Heart ; and upon any great Error committe:} in Diet, he was 
wont to be afflicted again with a violent Fit. Notwithſtanding 
the uſe of Remedies, the Diſeaſe growing worſe within a few 
Mouths, did not only infeſt the Precordsa, but in the who!e Habit 
of the Body, Expanſions ſometimes'of heat, ſometimes or cold; 
moreover in the Limbs.a Numbnets or Formication, or light Cons 
vulgons, and ſudden Contractions were raiſed ; but of late, hefides 
the Symptoms hitherto mentioned, which ftill greatly moleſt the 
Noble Perſon : He is moreover ſorely afflicted with a trequent 
Vertigo, and with DiſtraCtions and Failings of the Spirits reſting 
in the Fore-brain, inſomuch that he is forc'd to abſtain trom the 
Stucvies and Politick Emp!lpys: { to 'which he has been always a+ 
ACted ) and even from any ſtrong Intention of the Mind; for 
otherwiſe he feels both in-the Head, and in the genus N-rvoſim 
theſe troublons Paſſions, that he may fear either an invaſton of 
the Apolexy, or horrible Convultive Aﬀects: A great Fit of this 
Diſeaſe pretiing upon him, the Ventricle aiſo for the moit part is 
diſturbed : Moreover, he has often found eaſe after a Vomi!, Et- 
ther hapning of its own accord, or raiſed by the heip ot an Eme» 
tick Medicine : Hence ſome have judgetthe Caute of The, Dileaſe 
to he ſeated. wholly about the Stomachg/or Hypochondres : Ne- 
vertheleſs Cathartick Medicines, Emeticks, Digeftives, Cephalicks, 
Antiſcorbuticks, Chalybeats, and others almoſt ot every kind, 
preicribed to this Peifan for two Years by famons Phybiciails, yr 
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ao by Empricks and Mountebanks, have not eff-Cted a cure: He. 
lately tryed Aftrop Waters, but finding himlelt the worſe by 
them, he preſently left them off, and is now adviſed to drink the 
Sulphureow FVaters at Knaresborough in ork ſhire : But what ſuc« 
cels he finds in them, I know not at preſent, 

This caſe, in regard by the reaſon of the concourſe of the va= 
rious Symptoms, it does not belong to any peculiar kind of Di- 
ny is juſtly referred to the Scurvy, As to the Method of 
Cure, to be uſed in this and the Hike caſes; there are two Inten- 
tions on which we muſt chiefly infalt : v:4. Firſt, we mutt cleanſe 
the Maſs of Blood, and withdraw the offenſive Ferments convey» 
ed to it from the Stomach, Spleen, and haply other of the Viſ- 
cera, Secondly , the Brain and genus Nerveſum ought to be 
ſrengthned, left they admit extraneous Particles: and the ner- 
yous juice that lyes in thoſe Parts, degenerating from its due Criſis, 
to a ſharp and otherwiſe morbid Nature, ought to be reſtor'd, and 
recifi'd : the firſt of theſe is perform'd by Catharticks, Emeticks, 
Bleeding, and eſpecially ſpecifick Medicines, correcting or wholly 
taking away the ſcorbutick taint of the Blood : Now that the 
Iron or Vitrolick Spaws, that famous cleanſer of the Blood, did 
rather injury, than give help to this Perſon ; the reaſon ſeems to 
be, both that the Brain being become weak, by reaſon of Cepha- 
kck Aﬀects, with difficulty, throws off the filthy glat of Waters 
ſent into the Blood ; nay, and is in danger of being ove; whelm'd 
by it, as it violently makes to its confines: And likewiſe, becauſe 
when the nervous Liquor degenerating from its Crafts, inclines to 
to a ſharpiſh Nature ; it is wont to be, more perverted by the fluid 
Salt of the Spaw Waters. Wherefore we generally obſerve that in 
the Rheumatiſm and Gout, the morbid Diſpoſition is increaft by 
the drinking of thole Waters. The fecond Intent, is excellently 
performed by C-phalick Remedies, and eſpecially ſuch as are en* 
dowed with a volatile Salt, of which kind are Spirit and Salt of 
Blood, of Soor, of Harts-bharn, the Roots and See.ls of Peiny, leaves of 
Miilerow of the Oak &e, with which Antilcorbuticks are mixt,

CHAP. |. 


Inſtrutions and Preſeripts for the Cure of the 
Head-ach. 


Ince all Pain is an Action violated, or an irkſom Senſa- 

tion depending on the contraction or.corrugation of the 

Nervous Fibres, the ſubje&, of the Head-ach muſt be 

the parts of the Head, that are moſt nervous; that is, 

the Nerves themſelves, alſo the Fibres and Membranes, 

whereof it has many, plac'd both upon and under the Scull ; and 

thoſe Parts which are affected with pain, are chiefly the two 

Meninges, and their various Procefles, the Tunicles of the Nerves, 

the Pericramum, and other Perioſtia 3 the Muſcles, the Pannicu 

tus carneſus, and laſtly, the Skin it ſelf; As to the Brain and 

Cerebelum, and their medullary appendixes, we conclude that 

theſe Bodies, in regard they want ferfible Fibres, apt to be cor- 

rugated and diſtended, continue free from pain z and fo the ſame 
js alſo to be ſaid of the Scull, , 
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Now whenevera pain is rais'd any where about the nervous parts 
of the Head, its formal cauſe confiſts in this, that the animal Spi- 
rits being ſever'd from each other, and put to flight, cauſe the Bo» 
dies that contain them to be withal convulled and corrigated, and 
ſo raiſe that troubleſome ſenſation : And that which fo diftracts 
the Spirits, that a troubleſome ſenſation thence ariſes, is ſome- 
what diſproportionate, ruſhing againſt the Spirits themſelves, or 
the Bodies that contain them, which entring the Pores or Inter- 
tices of the Fibres, ſevers them from each other, and withal for- 
ces the Spirits there reſiding to the Irregularities. 

As to the Prognoftick of this Diſeaſe ; in caſe the morbid diſpofi- 
tion be inveterate, ſo that Fits for many years have often return'd of 
their own accord, and likewiſe upon any flight occaſion, we predict 
that the diſeas'd, though not much in danger of life, will not eafily 
becur'd: Moreover, that the Cure will be yet more difficult, if hy- 
pochondriacal, or hyfterick affects often troubling them, are wont 
at frequent times to raiſe the Head-ach, or if the corrupted taint of 
an inveterate Veneral diftemper be radicated in the Part affected. 

And if the Head-ach be not only inveterate, but almoſt conti- 
nual, that we may juſtly ſuſpet it to ariſe from a phlegmonous or 
ſchirrous Tumour, an Eryfipela, Abſcefſes, or Worms, there re- 
mains but ſmall or no hope of Cure. 

A Head-ach, whether continual or periodical,if it be violent,and 
has a Vertigo, Vomiting, and other affects, either convulſive or 
ſleepy joyn'd with it, gives ſuſpicion of great danger; forafmuch 
2s it frequently paſſes into a mortal Apoplexy, and often into an 
Epilepſy, Palſey, Blindneſs, Deafneſs, and other Diſeaſes, either 
very ſevere or incurable. 

The Therapeutick method of the Head-ach comprehends many 
Indications, and thoſe of various kinds, according to the manifold 
ſpecies, cauſes, and differences of this Diſeaſe, which it will not be 
eafie to digeſt, and place all here in an exact order. 

An accidental, or occaſional Head-ach, viz. ſuch as is wont to 
ariſe from an evident cauſe alone, without any Precatarxs, or pre- 
vious diſpoſition, as when it happens upon drinking Wine, Surfeit- 
ing, being in the Sun, or through a vehement exercile, alſo in fits 
of Feavers; this for the moſt part ceaſes of its own accord, upon 
the removal of the evident cauſe, and its conſequences; or at leaſt- 
wiſe is taken away by bleeding, reſt, and ſweating. 

In every habitual Head-ach, whether continual or intermittent, 
two chiet ſcopes of curing occur ; to which all the other Thera- 
peutick intentions ought to level, and with which provifion is 
made againſt each cauſe of the morbid origine. 

1. Viz. In the firſt place, for the cutting off all the fewel of the 


Diſeaſe, we muſt endeavour, both that the matter flowing, or ot- 
tel 
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ten-times apt to flow to the affeted or ill diſpos'd places of the 
Head, be either ftopt, or withdrawn thence to ſome other place; 
and likewiſe that the Conyulfons rais'd in other places, and thence 
want to be propagated to the Head be prevented. 

2. Then Secondly, in order to the eradicating of the Diſeaſe it ſelf 
or (if it may be ) of its conjunCt Cauſe, we muſt endeavour, that 
the places of the Head prediſpos'd for Aches ( whether only weak, 
or ipjur'd in their conformation ) being fortifi'd againſt the fre- 
quent iacurfions of the offenſive matter, recover their ancient ſtate 
and vigour ; which Indication, though it be ſeldom ever perform'd 
on a ſudden, or throughly, yet ſometimes by a long and diligent care, 
the morbid root, how fix'd and radicated ſoever it be, is conſum'd, 

As to the firſt (cope of Curing, which we mult firſt and chiefly 
have reſpect to, we (ay that the matter, or Humours that are wont 
to be heap'd together about the parts of the Head prediſpos'd for a 
Head-ach, and to raiſe the fits of the Diſeaſe, are the Blood, or its 
Serum, or the nutritive or nervous jaice, Moreover, with all theſe, 
vapours and effl:-7:4, alſo excrements, ſometimes bilous, ſometimes 
melancholick, ſometimes acid, ſalt, ſulphureous, and others of rx 
rious kinds being receiv'd into the Blood, from the Vsſcers, ſome- 
times thele, ſometimes others, are convey'd along with it to the 
Head; againſt the alleys and incurſions, of all which, let Phyſical 
defentatives be ordered, 

1.And fi: {tif the Procatarx%y,or diſpoſition for pains being plac'd 
about the Membranes of the Head, the Blood, as being hot, and apt 
for turgeſcenciesruſhes now and then,all of a ſudden into the Meme 
branes ot the Head, and upon its not eafily paſſing them, ſtretches 
the Veſſels above mealure, and fevers from cach other the nervous 
Fibres, and (o raiſes fits of this Diſeaſe : a fagn of which are a fan- 
guine temparement, heat, and a ſuffuſfion of redneſs in the Head, a- 
bout the Face; alſo a high and vibrating Pulſe, with Veins ſtrouting 
with Blood;zwe mult pre:entely endeavour both that the Blood being 
rendred more calm, be not fo readily put upon turgeſcenciesz and 
alto that when ſtirr'd and boyling, it be not carried with a greater 
falley to the Head,than to other Parts,nor benot torc'd there to ſtag- 
natcby reaſon of the Sinw's of the Meninges bring too much fill'd: 
wherefore, if the fit continues long, let the Perſon be Blooded in the 
Arm,or in the Jugular Vein; out of the Fits, it is ſometimes proper 
to draw Blood trom the Veſlcls of the Fundament,by Leecheszto wit, 
that by this means the Blood haply boyling, may be drawn duw!- 
ward towards that place, whither it otten tends of its ow,aecort: 
Let Oxywbodinums,or other Epithemns be appii'd to the a abes 
over, let Juleps, Emulftons or Decoctions, which ailay the teryour 
or fury ot the Blood be taken : Let the Belly be cooled and kept iv- 
luble by the uſe of Clyiters : Morcover, for prevention, Whey, " 
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the uſe of Spaw-waters is convenient ; alo drinking of Water,a thin 
and cooling Diet do good : You mutt order a forbearance of Wine, 
ices, Bathing, Venery, avy violent motion of the Body or Mind, 
and all hot things : Moreover, for fixing the Blood, and prevent- 
ing its Efferveſcencies, let diſtilled Waters, Expreffions of Herbs, 
or DecoRtions, EleCtuaries, Powders, and eſpecially Chryital Mine- 
ral be frequently us'd : It will not be needful to Tubjoyn here a-Me- 
thod, or particular Forms of Medicines, becauſe in this caſe almoſt 
every Perſon that is ill, being taught by frequent experience from 
things that do him good or hurt, is wont to be his own Phyficiao. 
2. It is ſeldom that the Blood is in the Fanlt alone, or only by it 
ſef: Other Humors oftyer, being carried to the Head by the con- 
veyance of the Blood; and there depos'd, cauſe the Evil: If at any: 
time therefore a filthy ghut of Serum breaking forth in abundance 
from the Blood, cauſes frequent Head-achs (the Signs whereof are 
Catarrhs at the ſame time infeſting the other parts ; vx. the No+ 
{trils, Mouth, or Trachea) then Abſtinence and Reft being com- 
manded, and the Belly being emptied by a Clyſter, let the Fluxion 
of the Serum be permitted to appeaſe it felf, and the Matter dif- 
charg'd on the Membranes of the Head to evaporate : Which if 
they do not follow of their own accord, and in-a ſhort time, ina hot 
Conſtitution, Bleeding often is proper; v2. inalmuch as the Velt-ls 
being emptied of Blood, fuck in again the extravaſated Serum: But 
incold Perſons Vehcatories applied to the Neck,ov behind the Ears, 
are of excellent uſe: Fhen after that the Belly is: emptied by a Cly- 
ſter, let the Fluxion be appeas'd by the uſe of an Anodyre, or geatle 
Opiae: And that being appeas'd, it is proper to give a gentle 'C+ 
thartick, and then Medicines that operate by Hrine, or Sweat, or 
together by both, and fo gently evacuate the ſuperfluous Sevolities, 
Medicines fit for theſe ends are every where to be found in Books, 
which nevertheleſs may not be us'd raſhly and mdifterently by Em- 
piricks, but they ought to be chofen,compounde«, or altered ; nay, 
and ſometimes to be prepared Extempore, as occation requires, ac» 
cording to the Judgment and Diſcretion of a prudent Phyfician,re- 
ſp:& being always had to the Conſtitution, Temperament, [:{rocrafir, 
and other Accidents and Circumſtances of the Patient. Wheretore,in 
regard it would be ſaperfluons to heap together here a great many 
Reccipts, I've rather thought fit to propoſe here only a Form or two 
of the Medicines of each kind;vsz of ſuch as regard the chiet Intents, 
Take Pills of Amber half a Dram, R'/in of Falzp four Grains, 
Balſam of Peru whae ſuffices ; make four Pulls ; let three be taken gas 
ing to Bed, and the next Morning 1f the former do not work eno:gb. 
Or, Take Scermony [ulphurated balf a Scruple, Cererfſe of Ante 
mony fifteen Grains, Cream of Tartar ei:ht Grains; make a Poirder, 
tet 42 be taken in + Spoonful of Panada early in the Morning, 
Take 
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Take Sulphur of Antimony four Grains, Roſen of Falap five Grains 
Cream of Tartar fix Grains; let them be bruis together, and with 
« ſufficient quantity of Conſerve of Violets make a Bolus to be taken 
early in the Morning with Governance. 

Take Root: of RR _—_— the great Burdeck,, Chervil, Aveng 
of each an Ounce ;, preſerv'd Eringo's an Ounce and « balf, Florenting 
Orrs three Drams, the leſſer Galingal a Dram and a balf, Bur 

feeds three Drams, dryed Leaves of Betony, Sage, Vervain, Fluelin, 
of each half a Handful, Raiſins ſton'd two Ounces; boyl them in fau 
Pounds of Fountain Water, till a third part of it be conſum'd; they 
add of White-wine balf a Pound; ſtrain it, let t be ſweetned (if 
need be) with Syrup of the Five Roots two Ounces ; let fix Ounces be 
taken warm twice or thrice a Day, a good while after Meat. 

For ſuch as have a cold and flegmatick Conſtitution, let a Deco 
#01 be prepar'd of the Mood Guarcum, Saſſafras, Sargapar : With 
the addition of the foreſaid Ingredients make an Apozeme, where- 
of let fix or eight Ounces be taken twice or thrice a Day warm, 

For Poor People, and often to the Rich, I uſe to preſcribe, 
with good Succeſs, a Decoftion of the dryed Leaves ſometimes of 
Sage, ſometimes of Betony, Vervain, or of Roſemary, made in Fun- 
tain Water, and then impregnated with the TinAure of the Powder of 
Coffee-berries, to be taken twice a Day warm to ſix or eight Ounce, 

3. But, if with the abounding Serum, Particles alſo f(aline, acid, 
bilous, or otherwiſe infeſting, are violently carried into the Mem- 
brances of the Head, either wholly from the Maſs of Blood, or by 
the Mediation of this, as receiv'd from the Viſcera, and there being 
fix4d, cauſe more acute and laiting Pains; then it will be proper 
ſometimes to repeat a ſpare Bleeding,and alſo a gentle Purging: To 
apply Anodyne, and mitigating Epithemes to the Places affected, 
and alſo often to give gentle Hypnoticks by f:equent Changes, Apo- 
zemes alſo, and Juices, and Expreſſions of Herbs, that allay the Fer- 
vour of the Coler, and gently carry it off by Siege and Urine, are of 
excellent uſe : But, in the mean time,let ſmart or ſtrong Medicines, 
whether they operate by Siege, Urine, or Sweat, in regard they too 
much fuſe,and exagitate the Blood and Humors,be carefully avoid- 

ed, I have often obferv'd in Perſons troubled with an acute and ob- 
ſtinate Pain of the Head, that the Serum ſwimming on the Blood, 
when let forth, have been ting'd with a Yellowneſs,or with bilous Ex- 
crements incoctedin it:and that alſo in this Caſe a ſpare and frequent 
Bleeding,and afterward a free drinking of Whey and Spaw-Waters, 
have given a notable Relief, and beyond other Remedies. 

4. Moreover, if the Parts of the Head ſuffer through the Fault of 
ſome one of the Viſcera, as of the Stomach, Liver, Spicen, Womb, or 
any other, (by reaſon of the Tranſmiſſion of the ill Ferment } then in 
the Cure of the Diſeaſe, let ſuch Remedies as regard the Viſcera be

adminiſtred together with Cephalicks: hence, to certain Perſons 
troubled with the Head-ach, whoſe Stomach alſo is in a Fault, 
Elixir Proprietats, Mynſichts Elixir of Vitraol, Tinflura ſacra, Vi- 
triolum mart#,, the compound Power of Aron Roots, and other things 
yulgarly accounted for Stomachals, often do good ; to others whole 
Heads participate of the evils of the Spleen, Chalybeats often give 

: Some Women ſometime find eaſe of their Head-ach by hy- 
ſecick Remedies; in like manner, when the Faults of other Parts 
contribute to the Head-ach, let the coindicated things taken from 
thoſe Parts, be joyned with the'ficlt things indicated, 

5. Sometimes the nutritive Juice is the Cauſe of a periodical Head- 
ach; vix. in as much as being mix'd with the Blood, and not duly 
affimilated, it cauſes a Turgeſcency in it by reaſon ofits diſagreeing 
Particles; ſo that the Blood boiling to the Head, throws off its Re- 
fuſe in its Meninges, or certain Parts of them prediſpos'd for it ; and 
þirritates the Fibres to painful Convulſons. For this Reaſon, Ihave 
known many to have b-:en obnoxious to a daily Head-ach after the 
Meaſles, Small-Pox, and other Fevers or Sicknefles, with which the 
Maſs of Blood is wont to be vitiated ; viT ſo many Hours after Meals, 
ſometimes ſooner, ſometimes later, firtt a fluſhing of Blood in the 
Face, then a Plenitude and Pain in the Head infeſted them: more» 
over, after drinking of Wine, or eating of turgid Food, they were 
more ſeverely puniſh'd.,The Acceſs of the Diltemper is wont to hap- 
pen ſooner or later after they have cat or drunk ; according as the 
Chyle begins to grow turgid,either a little after its firft entrance in- 
to the Blood, or after it has ſtay'd ſome while in it. 

This affect is free from Danger, and for the moſt part is eafily 
enough cur'd. After a Proviſion, being made for the whole, a gentle 
Purge, and ſometimes Blooding being ordered, Remedics which re- 
ſtore the Crafis of the Blood, ſuch as are chiefly Antiſcorbuticks, 
and Chalybeats, prove mighty beneficial. 

Take Conſerve of Fumitory, Tanſey, Wood Sorrel, of each two Ounces, 
cempound Powder of Aron Roots three Drams, Ivory, Crabs Ey:s, Coral 
prepar'd,of each a Dram and 4 half, Powder of yellow Saunders, Lig- 
num Aloes of each half a Dram, Vieriol of Mars a Dram, Salt of A/orm- 
wood a Dram and a half, Syrup of the five Roots what ſuffices, make 
an Eleuary : let the Quantity of a Cheſnus be taken in the Morning, 
and at five a Clock.in the Afternoon, drinking after it three Ounces of 
the following L1quor. 

Take Water of the Leaves of Aron, Veruain, and of the Flowers of 
Elder of each fix Ounce:, magiftra! Water of Snails, and Earth-worms 
of each two Ounces, Sugar an Ounce, mix them. 

Various Medicines, wont to be us'd againſt the ſcorburick Dyſeaſe 
of the Blood, may be rang'd here, and giv'n with good ſucceſs ; for 


Head-aches, which are {o familiar in the Sctrvyy, oftentimes pro» 
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ceed from the Fault of the Blood perverting the nutritive Ae. 
mour, and diſcharging its Recrements in the Membranes of the 
Head : wherefore, the Remedies mention'd by me elſewhere again 
that aff, claim a place alſo here. 

6. There remains yet another -Humour, to wit, the nervoy Li. 
guor, Which being carried into the Fibres of the Meninges ang 
other parts of th: Head, ſometimes becomes diſproportionate tg 
the Fibres by its own diſagreeing nature, as it is ſharp oc othet. 
wiſe degenerate, ſometimes twitches the containing Parts, and ir. 
ritates them into Convulfions or painful Diſtentions, as it tron 
ferments with ſome other Humour, v4. the nutritious or ſeroy, 
Humour flowing thither. 

The nervous Humour, where it is thus morbifick, either being 
vitiated in its whole Maſs, brings a very great Injury on the Brain 
prediſpos'd for it, or being faultleſs of it ſelf, is perverted within 
the Fibres affeCted, and fo becomes morbifick ſecondarily; the 
Cure of which then depends on the Reſtitution of the containing 
Parts ; viz. If the Weaknefles of the Fibres, or their injur'd Cons 
formations be amended, the Humour irrigating them, will pre 
ſently be free from Fault. With what Remedics the Defaults of 
the Parts prediſpoſed for Head-achs are remov'd , we ſhall pre- 
{ently acquaint you. 

Mcan while, if the nervous Humour, being degenerate in its 
whole Maſs, cauſes a great Offence to the Head prediſpos'd for 
Pain, let thoſe kinds of Medicines, and that method be us'd, with 
which being reduc'd toits due Crafis, and gently pafling through 
thoſe Fibres, it may irritate them little, or not at all : for which 
end, neither ſtrong Purging, nor large or frequent Blooding are 
proper, in regard they exagitate the Blood and Humours , and 
impair the Strength, and conſequently give a greater Acrimony 
and Rage to the nerrous Humour which was faulty before. But 
gentle Looſners, and a ſpare Bleeding, will now and then be of 
uſe 3 whereby the Viſcera may be cleans'd, and the Maſs of Blood 
be ſomewhat purg'd, and a way be prepar'd for other Medicines 
which will ſucceed the better afterwards. 

N ow the Medicines that render the nervous Liquor more friend- 
ly and berign to the Membranes of the Head, which are wont to 
be offended by it, are thoſe which are vulgarly call'd Cephalicks, 
viz. whoſe Particles, being aCtive enough, and withall fine and 

ſubtle, paſs the Blood without any Turgeſcency or Tumult; and 
then Gnuatiog themſelves into the nervous Liquor, gently aCtuate 
it, and cauſe the D&tws's of the Nerves (o to open themiclves, that 
thereby the animal Spirits more freely irradiate all Bodies both (en- 
fible and motive, and inſpire them without Swoonings, Convul- 
ons, or anomalous Diſtentions, Ne 
Thele 
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Theſe kind of Remedies, though not always efficacions, never 
theleſs often remove ſome Head-achs that are not very inveterate, 
and in others, though never ſo obſtinate, they frequently do good : 
moreover, thoſe things that are preſcribed againſt Pains of the 
Head, are alſo given againſt Aﬀects of the Brain, and Genus Ner- 
vwſum; and, on the contrary, the things that are preſfcrib'd in theſe 
ate alſo given with good Succeſs againft thoſe ; viz. the Vertue of 
them being diſplay'd within the Brain, does good againft the Apo- 
plexy, Palſy, Lethargy, and other Diſeaſes allied to them, alſo 
within the moving Fibres againſt Cramps and Convulfive Motions ; 
and likewiſe exerting their Forces within the fenfible Fibres, they 
often relieve Pains. 

Great ſtores of theſe Medicines arevulgarly ſet forth in Phyfical 
Fooks, but ſo, that their Plegty has brought either a Poornefs or 
Confuſion to the method of healing ; thoſe things which would do 
moſt good often lying hid, or being concealed amongſt that con- 
fag d heap of Remedies z even as Wheat is with more difficulty ſe- 
parated from much Chaff. than it is firſt gotten clean from the 
Ear. Therefore in this Caſe Proviſion being made for the whole, 
and then thoſe things being given both by Dyet aod Phyſick,which 
put a ſtop to or preſently appeaſe the Turgeſcencies of the Blood, 
let the Medicines call'd Cephalicks, or ſuch as remove the Diſor- 
ders of the nervous Juice, he preſcribed to be carefully taken : I 
ſhall ſet down ſome few Forms of theſe. 

Take Conſerve of Flowers of Betony, and Clove-gillyflawer s, of each 
three Ounces, Powder of male Peony Roots half an Ounce, baſtard 
Dittany a Dram, lignum Aloes, yellow Saunders, of each a Dram, red 
Coral prepared, Pearl, Ivory, of each an Ounce and « balf, Salt of Ver- 
vain 4 Dram and a half, Syrup of Peony-flowers whas ſuffices, make 
an Opiate ; let the quantity of « Cheſnet be taken, drinking after it - 
of tbe following Fulep three Ounces. 

Take Water of Black-Cherries, VWallnuts fimple, Vervain, of each 
four Ounces, Water of Comſlip-flowers three Ounces, compound Was 
ter of Peony three Ounces, Sugar fix Drams. 

Or, Take Leaves of Vervarn, Miſtletow growing on Apple-trees - © 
each tem handfuls, male Peony Roots two Pounds, Mace, Nutn.. 
each balf an Ounce, Coriander-ſeeds an Ounce, being ſliced and 
fed, pour to them of freſh Milk eighe Pounds, (or of Malk ſer 
Pounds, Malage Vine one Pound) diftil them with common Organs, 
let the whole L1quor be mixt. Let three Ounces be taken at 4 time. 

Take Powder of male Peony Roots balf an Ounce, red Coral prepas 
red two Drams Toory, Pear! prepared, of each a Dram, make a fine Pow- 
der of them all, add of Sugar diſſolv'd, and boy[d to a Conſiſtency for 
Tablets in a ſufficient quantity of Black-cherry Water ſix Ounces, Tin- 
Aure of Coral s Dram, make Tablets according to Art weighing half a 
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Dram, let three or four be eaten in the Morning, and at five a chk 
in the Afternoon. drinking after it a little draught of Tea. 

Or, Take Tinfure of Coral an Ounce,take from fifteen _=_ ts tiben. 
ty twice a day, un 4 little Draught of the Fulep, or diftull'd Water, 

Thoſe that are of a cold or flegmatick Temperament , may 
take twice a day a Doſe either of the Tinure of Antimony, or of Syiry 
of Armonaack ynpregnated with Amber or Coral, or of Spirit of Harts. 
horn, or of Soot mn an appropriated Vehicle. | 

The uſe of M:Mepedes ought not here to be omitted,or ſet lightly 
by, in regard that ebeir expreſsd Fuice, diftill d Water, and alſo the 
Powder prepar'd of them, often contribute egregiouſly to the Cure 
of ancient and obſtinate Head-achs. I might here propoſe many 
other Medicines of various kinds ; nay, transfer hither, the forms in 
a manner, of all thoſe which I have formerly heap'd together againft 
convulfive Aﬀects. But the moſt difficult thing of all concerning 
the Cure of the Head-ach yet remains ; viz. How the Conj 
and fixt Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, conſiſting in the Weakneſs or injured 
Conformation of the Fibres, may be heal'd or remov'd. 

Now this, though it will be ſometimes incurable, as when a 
ſchirrous, or callous, or ſome other ancient and fix'd tumour, has 
poſſeit the Meninges; nevertheleſs, fince the Diagnoftick of this is 
uncertain, and the Procatarxis of a Diſeaſe, how unconquerable (o- 
ever it may ſeem, ſometimes by a continued method of Cure is 
overcome z therefore in every kind of Head-ach, as long as the Pa» 
tient will admit of Remedies, let not a Phyſician be backward in 
preſcribing thoſe things that ſhall ſeem moſt proper. 

Therefore, in the firſt place, as we hinted even now, we muſt di 
ligently endeavour, that the Fuel of the Diſeaſe being cut off, and 
intercepted, the frequent Acceſles of the Fits be ftopt ; for 1o the 
indiſpoſed Fibres, whilſt they are no longer moleſted, ſometimes 
recover their ſound ſtate, Nature alone effecting the Cure. 

The helps of the Art of Phyfick, indicated in this Caſe, are taken 
from Chirurgery rather-than trom Pharmacy ; for whatſoever is ta- 
ken by the Mouth, paſſing through long Circuits, ſpends all its Vir- 
tue bctore it reaches the Membranes of the Head. 

Among it Chirurgical things, firft Topical Remedies occnr,and of 
thoſe, Plaiiters are of moſt advantagious uſe, and often prove very 
beneficial. Let not theſe be extreamly hot,which may draw the Hu- 
mours more to the place affected, but moderately diſcuſſing and 
corroborative. I uſe to preſcribe Emplaftrum de Mino or Diaſapons, 
with a half quantity of Parace!ſus's Plaſter, to be applied to the Place 
grieved after it is ſhaved, and to be worn for ſome time. As to 
the Ancieuts frequent uſe of Phenigms and Sinaprſms, and to the 
preſent Practice of applying Vefecatorres againſt violeut Head-aches, 
ſometimes to the whole hinder part of the Head, ſomctimes y- the 
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Sinciput : if at any time eaſe has enſued theſe hot Topicks, it was 
for this reaſon, Becauſe by thoſe Adminiſtrations a mighty ſtore of 
ſharp Serum was voided from the Part affected, 

Liniments of Oyls,and Unguents,though frequently us'd,qo little; 
becauſe ( as[ gueſs )in caſe they penetrate deep, they render more 
lax the Tones of the Fibres, whereby they lye more readily open to 
the Incurfions of the morbifick Matter 3 moreover, they ftuff the 
Pores of the Skin, that the Effl..v34 do not evaporate: for the ſame 
Reaſon, in a manner, it is, that warm Fomentations, prepar*d of 
Aromatick, or other Cephalick DecoCtions, oftner do Hurt than 
Good, becauſe they draw Humours towards the Parts affected, and 
withall, open the Pores and Paflages, whereby they are more readi- 
ly admitted 3 and therefore alto it is, that bathing of the Head, by 
pumping Water on it in hot Baths, is uſed to Perſons troubled with 
the Head-ach with no better Succeſs : whereas, on the contrary, it 
would be good for many to waſh their Temples, Fore-head, and 
Sincipur, every Morning and Evening, with cold Water: nay,to bath 
their Heads every Morning by pumping cold Water on it, or at 
leeftwiſe, todip it in a deep Veſſel or Well, 

Another Chirurgical help cryed up for the Head-ach, eſpecially if 
nolent and inveterate,is wont to be a burning or cutting of Iſſues in 
ſeveral parts of the Body : It's a thing without dou'vt that theſe be- 
ing made in the Arms or Legs, are both leſs troubleſum, and prove 
ſomewhat beneficial; viz. inaſmuch as they withdraw the fuel from 
the Part, and lead it far away from the place affected : Moreover,an 
ſue in the Nueba,and a Setaceum in the Neck. alſo in the lap of the 
Ear, or near it 3 and likewiſe a pellet of the Roots of Wild Black 
Hellebore ſtuck in the lap of the Ear perforated, inaſmuch as they 
evacuate much ſerofity, and cauſe more td pa's towards the emun- 
Qories, viz. the Glands are often us'd with benefit. But there is a 
great deal of talk and a greater reputation concerning Cauteries ap- 
plied to the place griev'd, or near it, (o that large Iſſues are made in 
the crown of the Head, or near the Cemmiſſure; of the Sutures. If we 
meaſure the fruit of this practice from the ſucceſs, it will appear to 
be little and ſeldom beneficial, but often unfortunate; for I have not 
known any perſon cur'd by thele kind of Cauterves, but many aking 
Heads to have grown worle thereby. And truly Reaſon dictates it ; 
for whereſoever an Ifſue is burnt, a ſerious humour flows to that 
place from the whole maſs of Blood, and conſequently from the 
whole Body 3 and it is often heap'd together there in too great a 
ſtore, that it may be conltantly voided by that emifſary : Wherefore 
about Ifſues,inflamed Swellings, Puftules, and varions Humours eve- 
ry where ariſe : What theretore can we ſuſpect lefs, than that Canre- 
ries being applied near the place griev'd of the Head, but they will 
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There remains yet another Chyrurgical Operation, extolf'd 
many for an obſtinate Head-ach,but tryed as yet by none ( that 1 
know )to wit,the opening of the Scull with a trepan'd Iron near the 
place of the pain: Our famous Harvey endeavour'd to perſwade | 
Lady of great Quality to this,who was troubled with a terrible and 
inyeterate Head-ach, promifing her a Cure thereby 3 but neither ſhe 
nor any other has been content to admit of the adminiftration: 
Frnaly it does not appear to me what certainty we may expect from 
the Sculls being opened whereit pains; if an Abſceſs lay hid there, 
this were the only way of Cure; but that is wont to cauſe the ſleeyy, 
or mortal Convulfive affects, rather than to take away the Head. 
ach : if an inflamed Swelling, or Puſtules, or an Eryipela has feiz. 
ed the Diplos, I know not whether thole tumours expoſed to the 
naked Air will evaporate more eafily, or whether Remedies ap- 
plied to them, when bare, will do any thing or not: And in c{ 
the pains ariſe by reaſon of the Meninges being beſet with tuberde, 
or a (chirrous, or callous Tumour, I judge the opening of the Scul 
will turn to little or no benefit. 

But this being paft by till it comes in practice, let us proceed to 
other things : And now let us confider whether Salivation be to he 
nſed for curing old and confirmed Head-achs ; in truth if the pains 
ariſe from the Venereous Diſeaſe, I make no queſtion but this wa 
ought to be taken ; but thoſe that have tryed that kind of Remedy, 
mm Head-achs proceeding from other cauſes, have not reaped a Har- 
veſt anſwerable to ſo laborious a cultivation ; I confeſs the example 
of certain perſons have ſcared me from trying that method in thoſe 
kinds of caſes. A certain Lady of great Quality ( whoſe Diſtemper1 
ſhall ſet forth beneath) for curing a violent and long continued Head- 
ach,has undergone three copious Salivations, v2. firit by a Mercury 
Ointment directed by Sir Theodore Mayern, and afterward twice by 
taking the late famous Powder of Charles Hi5,and this without any 
relief,( and I wiſh it were not with ſome detriment to her ) for ſince 
for many years, even to this day, ſhe has given ground to the cruel 
Tyranny of this Diftemper growing by degrees upon her. It fell out 
fomewhat worſe than this with that excellent man, D. G. D. for the 
enre of whoſe ancient Head-ach, when a Mercury Ointment was ap- 
plied to his Head pained, the Salivation raiſed thereby, made him 
blind, withont curing the Diſeaſe.Truly every man,duly confidering 

the Operation of Mercury in the Body of Man, ought to dread theſe 
kinds of effeCts from the raſh giving of it: For, not to ſay that Mer- 
cary is malignant,or wholly venemous,v7z. inaſmuch as from its uni- 
red Particles little or no hurt is cauſed ; (0 that often a great quan- 
tity of Quick-filver is taken with ſafety enough ; nevertheleſs, the 
Mercurial Corpuſcles being divided, and ſeparated from each other, 
( whether it be done by Chymical Salts, as in ſublimated and —_ 
pitate 
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pitated Mercuries, or by percolation through the Pores of the Skin, 
when an unCtion is made ) they preſently beconie exorbitant and 
maſterleſs,and raiſe more turbulent commotions in the Body of Mun 
than any Medicines beſides : they ſometimes infeſt the Necrons 
Parts firſt, wherefore by reaſon of the Fibres of the Ventricle, In- 
teltincs, and other of the Vi[cers being fretted, Gripes, horrible 
Vomitings, mott ſharp and often Bloody Stools,Cardialgias, Swoon- 
ings,and other terrible aff<&ts frequently happen ſoon after the Medi- 
cine is given: But ſometimes the Particles of the Mercury, when they 
are not preſently difloly'd, without off-nding much the V:ſcera,ſcarce 
exert their forces before they are conveyed into the ma's of Blood : 
Therefore being mighty aCtive, and diſplaying themſelves every 
way, they readily enter this, and preſently infecting the whole,exa- 
gitate it, and often ( when th-y are more fully diffolv'd ) ftir it to a 
great efferve(cency : then the Blood, to clear it ſelt of the diſagree- 
ing Particles,b-ginning to ferment,delivers them that way it may,te 
the humours contained within it (-lf, viz. the S:rum, and Nutritious 
Juice, and throughly mixes them in it, and withall endeavours to 
diſcharge it ſclt of thoſe, being imbued with fo preternatural a mix< 
ture. Now this is not done eaſily, or plentifully enough by Urine, 
or Sweat, for the L:quamina of the Blood being become more viſcid 
and gro's, from the Pacticles of the Mercury incoct.d in it, than 
that they may paſs th: ſmall colatories of the Reins or Skin, ſome- 
times breaking forth ( unleſs they are Rtopt ) by the Cziliak Arteries, 
paſs away upon raifing a Diarrhcea or Dy ſentery,the intent of Saliva» 
tion being thus 1-tted or fruſtrated ; but oftner the Latex being in 
bued with Mercury remaining within th: Blood, which is alſo fome- 
what infeRed,aud being carried violently with it hither and thither 
by the Veins or Arteries,butts againſt various Parts, and a way be- 
ing made,cither breaks forth outwardly,or is hur.'d into the /ſcera, 
Membranes, and other Parts, often with great prejudice. Moreover, 
ſome Mercurial Particles allo ſeem to penetrate the Brain,and infias 
ating themſelves into the N-rvous Juice, to be diffuſed not only 
through all the inward parts of the Head, but through all the Ner- 
yous Parts, and ſo in {me fort to ferment the nervous Liquor. 

But in the mean while the Mercurial Serofities remaining in the 
Blood,are depos'd for the greateſt part in the G'ands, which are the 
proper emunctories of the Arteries : Wheretore, fance about the 
parts of the mouth both a great many, and very great Glands are 
plac'd ( to which a mighty ftore of Serum i; ſent for Spittle ) and 
from thoſe the open DuRry's by the excretory Vellels gape into the 
cavity of the mouth,certainly by this way chiefly the envenom'd La- 
tex of the Blood will find its paſſage forth, which it cannot readily 
do elſewhere. Wherefore, upon a Salivation being rais'd, the Blood 


long fermenting, like Wine or Beer purging it ſelf, throws eff yy 
we 
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the Duftus Salivales, and the innumerable Mearws every where pz. 
ing into the Mouth, whatſoever extraneous and degenerate ſub. 
nce it may either contain within it ſelf,or can drink up,or receiye 
from elſewhere,be it from the Viſcera, or ſolid Parts, or from other 
humours. Moreover, it is likely, that as the off-(cowrings of the 
Blood, ſo alſo thoſe of the Liquor that irrigates the Brain, and Nee. 
vous Appendix, being ftirr'd upon the entrance of the Mercury, are 
voided forth alſo this way, vsz. by the DuBtus Salruales. 
Therefore a Salivation caus'd by Mercury,if haply it ſucceeds well, 
removes ſometimes difficult and indeed Herculean Diftempers, and 
ſuch as will not be maſtered by any other Remedies, v:z. foraf. 
much as this Operation, by a long expurgation, throughly cleanſe 
the Blood and nervous Juice, and other Humours, deſtroys all exo- 
tick Ferments, quells the enormities of Salts and Sulphurs, and alf 
exagitates the morbifick Matter ſticking any where, or ſtagnating, 
and often leads it forth. 

Nevertheleſs, this Medicine is not always fre from danger, viz, 
becauſe the Mercury bcing become exorbitant,and carrying with it 
a mighty ſtore of moſt ſharp,and as it were, envenom'd Serum, and 
ruſhing violently into the noble Parts, and eſpecially the Brain; 
with the Appendixes, both medulfary and nervous, or into the 
Lungs and Precord:a,brings upon them an indelible, and ſometimes 
a mortal prejudice : Wherefore, in an ancient and fore Head-ach 
there is danger left the indiſpos'd Fibres be more irritated by the 
Mercury pervading them with much and Corrofive Serum, and be 
put upon greater Convulſfions and painful Corrugations : And alfo, 
leſt upon the mighty recourſe of Humours to the Head, the Brain 
be invaded, and conſequently ( which happens too often } leſt the 
ſleepy or Convulfive affects be cauſed : I would have diſcourſed more 
concerning theſe things, becauſe it is of a great concern, but that 
we daily expect an exact method of Salivation, and a full account 
of it, as toits ways and effects, advantages or diſadvantages, to be 
ſet forth by the Learned Phyfician Dr. Needbam. 

From Chirurgery there remains yet another famous Remedy for 
curing inveterate Head-achs, vsz. the opening of an Artery : Some of 
the moderns uſe this,and very much extol it, it being greatly account- 
ed of amonglt the Ancients: Nevertheleſs, as far as it has appeared 
toour obſervation, ſucceſs has often been wanting to that ſo much 

cryed up operation:Nor is it a wonder, becauſe that ground on which 
the Ancients relying, blam'd the Arterious Blood, as differing from 
that of the Veins,and more exorbitant,and therefore adviſed it to be 
let forth, doesnot hold good : Nor indeed is there any other reaſon, 
wherefore Blood drawn trom an Artery rather than from a Vein near 
the place grieved, ſhould give eaſe, but rather on the contrary we 
may expect a greater help from the opening of a Vein 3 becaule an 
Artery 
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Artery being emptied, receives and draws away nothing from the 
ct affected ; but a Vein being opened, in the place of the Blood 
ed forth, draws from the whole Neighbourhood,and often drinks 
jn again, and reſtores to circulation the Blood, and other Humours 
heaped together, and ftagnating near the ſeat of the Diſeaſe. How- 
ever.left we recede too far from the practice of the Ancients,attribu- 
ting nothing to Arteriotomy; we grant,that ſometimes haply it gives 
help, though not immediately and caſually,but only by way of con- 
ſequent, and per accidens, viz. foraſmuch, as the ends of a cut Actery 
together,(o that the paſſage for the Blood, that way is ſtopt for 
time to come hence in regard, ſomewhat aleſs ſtore of Blood 
is brought towards the place by the Arteries, and an equal quantity is 
ſtillcarried away by the Veins ; therefore, it ſometimes happens that 
the fuel of the morbifick matter is diminiſhed, and that its ſtock is 
confemed by degrees. For this reaſon, that adminiſtration has often 
ſucceeded well, in ditiempers of the Eyes. Moreover, Farriers uſe a 
ice,not unlike this,for curing malignant tumors in Horſes Legs; 
towit, they take and bind the Artery, by which the matter flows to 
the part afteCted ;z mean while,that which was there ſticking, partly 
eraporates, and partly is drunk up again by the Vein, I have heard 
that in a manner, the ſame Method was ſucceſsfully tryed by our 
Hervey, for curing ſtrumous and ſchirrbous tumours, alſo in the Body 
of Man. I might here ſet down many other kinds of Remedies, 
and alſo Preſcripts and Forms of Medicines, which are wont to be 
uſed both by Phyficians and by Empricks,for curing Head-aches;bat 
the Books of Phyſicians abound too much with theſe. I ſhall now 
give you tome rare caſes of Perſons troubled with the Head-ach ; 
and firſt, fome examples of a ſevere continual Head-ach , which 
alſo, the cauſe being invincible, has often proved fatal. 

A Woman, fifty years of age, after that ſhe had been ill for about 
fix Months, with a very great pain of her Head, troubling her almoſt 
continually under the Sagurtale Suture, and yielding to no Method or 
Medicines, fell at length into a Lethargy, with a Partial refolution of 
her Limbs; from which,nevertheleſs,being in a ſhort time recover'd 
by Remedies, ſeaſonably adminiſt:ed ; ſhe had again the violent pain 
in her Head, as before; and afterward, within a fortnight or three 
weeks, falling into a ſleepy affect, the departed this lite : The Scull 
being opened, on the fide of the third Sinus, a ſchirrhous tumour 
three fingers broad, grew to the Membranes, by the mediation of 
Which, the Dura Memx, alſo, for ſome ſpace grew to the Pia; and 
the Blood Veſſcls, which ought there to open into the cavity of the 
Sinw, were ſtopt; moreover, both the outward Arfrattus of the 
Brain, and its inward cavity, were filled with clear Water. From 
theſe obſervations the invincible, and at length mortal cauſe of that 
Diſeaſe may plainly appear. IS: formerly to have — 
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by Anatomy, a caſe like to this,in a certain other Perſon. Moreover, 
in regard I judge, that in many Perſons troubled with the Head-ach, 
the Diſeaſe depends on ſuch an invincible cauſe ; I ſhall here giye 
yon one inftance, that is quite freſh of that kind of aff.ct, 

Some few years ſince,l was called to ſee a Lady of Quality ,troub!'g 
for above twenty years with a Head-ach,which at firft was intermit. 
tent, but of late is almolt continual. She was endowed with admj. 
rable gifts bath of body and mind, (o that the was excellently skill'd 
in the Liberal Sciences, and all Learning, above the condition of her 
Sex ; but (as though Nature thought it too much for her to enjoyſo 
great endowments, without {ome affl.Ction ) ſhe has ſuffered very 
{orcly from this Diſeaſe : Before ſhe was eight years of age,upon her 
recovery from a dangerous Fever, ſhe became obnoxious to pains of 
her Head,which were wont to arile {ometimes of their own accord, 
but oftner on ſome light occaſion offered ; the Diſeaſe being not he 
mited to oge place or part of the Head ; ſometimes infeſted theright 
fide, ſometimes the left, and often its whole circuit, During theac- 
ceſs (whicli ſeldom ending within the ſpace of twenty four hourz, 
often infeſted her tor two, three, or four days) ſhe could not endure 
light, ſpeech, ſound, or any motion z but fitting upright in her Bed 
in a darkned room ; ſh: was able to ſpeak with none, nor to take 
any relt, or fod 2 at. length, as the Fit declined, ſhe uſed to fall into 
a deep and troub'e:! ſleep ; from which awaking ſhe was wont tobe 
better, and then by 41-grees to recover 3 and during the time of in- 
termiton,to be in-\ift-rently well, Formerly the Fit being raiſcd only 
occaſionally, ſel!dom returned within twenty days, or a month, and 
then afterwards much more frequently z but of late ſhe is ſeldom) free 
from them. Moreover, through many occaſions, or rather evident 
canſes ( fuch as are the changes of the Year, and of the Ai;,the great 
Aſpetts of the Sun and Moon, violent paſſtons, and errours in diet ) 
ſhe is ſorely tormented with ther. Now though tkis affect having 
ſorely aM:&ted this noble Lady (when 1 went to lee her) above twen- 
ty years, and pitching its Camp near the Confines of the Brain, had 
ſ- log beficged its Royal Fort, however it had not yet gotten pol- 
ſefion of it : But the diſcaſcd being free from a Vertigo, Scotonua, 
Convulſire aff.Ct; and any fleepy ſymptom, had ſtill the chiet Facul- 
ties of her Sovul, whole and found. 

In order to the obtaining, or rather endeavouring a Cure,through- 
ont the whole progrefs of the Diſcafe, a great many Remedies, pre» 
ſcribed by muſt skiltul Phyſicians, as well of onr Country, as Fo- 
reigners; were uſed without any fucceſs, or eaſe : She tryed all the 
Great Remedies of every kind and form, but always in vain: a great 
many years fince, ſhe end:rwent a long-continued and moſt troubie- 
ſome Salivation,by a Mercury Oyntment,fo that ſhe incurred a great 
danger of Life, Afterward, a Cure was twice undeitaken by a Flux, 

though 
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though to no effeCt,by a Mercury Powder,(which the famous Empiick 
Charles Hus generally gave) : She try'd hot Baths, and drank Spaw+ 
waters, almoft of every Country and Nature, with the like ſucceſs ag 
the celt :She was frequently Blooded,and once in an Artery; ſhe went 
with many Ifſues, made ſometimes in the Sinciput, ſometimes in the 
hinder part of the Head:She took the Air in divers Countries, v:7. be- 
fides her Native,that of [re/and and Frdnce:She took Medicines of all 
ner z to wit,Cephalicks, Antiſcorbuticks,Hyſtericks,all 
mous Specificks, nay, and Empirical Remedies, given both by the 
larn'd and unlearn'd, by Mountebanks and old Women yet ſhe de- 
clared,that ſhe had not rcceiv'd any where from any remedy, or me- 
thod of Cure, the1eait help or celiet:But the refraCtory and obſtinate 
Diſeaſe, being deaf to all inchantments ot Medicines, would not be 
maſter'd.Morepver,having poſſe's'd to long the precincts of the Brain, 
though it could nat enter its receſſes ; yet when [ went to ſee her,ex- 
tending its limits intq certain other parts of the genus Nerv?ſum, it 
began to raiſe violent pains in the Limbs allo in the Loyns and Abd. 
men,ſuch as are uſcal in a Rheumatiſm, and in a Scorbutick Colick, 

A worthy man, about forty years of age, robuſt and found, when, 
ypon riding a whole day in the rain, he had gotten cold, by reafon 
of the hinder part of hjs Head being continually wet; (oon begin ta 
frel a pain in that Part; which in a ſhort time being very much en- 
creaſed, miſerably zM ed the Diſea(ſ-d both day and night,and kept 
him in a manner, always without ſleep. Blooding, Purging, Cly. 
ters, Veſicatories, Hypnoticksz nay, and a great many Remedies of 
all kinds, diligently a mwiniſtred by the joint advice of a great many 
Phyſicians, did little or nothing towards the Cure of thi, affect ; 
When the Diſcaſe, notwithſtanding all thele, daily grew wo. te, after 
fix weeks, Glands, preternaturally (woln and paintul, atoſe all over 
the Neck; the Hemncrana, in the mean while, abating nothing x 
Moreover, the Tendons of the Neck being very much diftended 
and 1;f, proved very tedjous to him; to which, in a ſhort time! 
Convulfive motions and lcapings of the Tendons, facceeded in va 
rious Parts, with a Delirium 3 and at length the Diſeaſed being 
Worn out with pains and watchings, yielded to Death, . 

As in the foregoing cafcs, the Head-aches proceeded from Nodeg 
and Tubercles of the Meninges, fo ſometymes mortal and incurable 
Head-achs ariſe from a Ph!ezmon and &ufcels. A while finte, a Uni- 
verſity Scholar,after he had complain'd for a fortuight ofaviry great! 
Head-ach,.fiCting him almoft corftantt;at lengh the Fever befoms 
ing tconger, preſently Wrchings, Courutt e motions, and a talking 
light-headed enſued ; at which tune a Phyſician being callgd Bloods 
ing, Clyſters, Playfters, Revulſives, Veſgcatorics ; alſo inward Remes 

es for withdrawing the courſe of tlie Blood and Humors from the” 

d, being carcfully aUminiſtred, he —_ do no good, but Y=ath?

in a ſhort time followed. The Scull being opened, the Veſſels ſpread 
over the Meninges were falled with Blood, and very much diftended, 
as though the whole mals of Blood had flown thither ; fo that the $;. 
nw's being difſeCted and opened, above half a pound of Blood floy. 
ed forth : Moreover, the Membranes themſelves being affeQted 

throughout with a Phlegmonous tumor, appeared diſcoloured + 
Theſe coverings being taken away, all the Anfrattws of the Brain, 
and its Ventricles were full of clear water; and its ſubſtance bei 
too much irrigated, was moiſt throughout, and nothing firm : For 
the Blood being there heaped together, when it could not circulat 
threw off from it ſelf a plenty of Serum, by which the whole H 
was ſoon floated; fo that the Diſeaſe, curable haply at the begin. 
ning by Phlebotomy, afterward became mortal. 

I remember another Univerſity Scholar, who after being cons 
ſtantly, and very ſorely afflicted with a Hemicranta under the tem- 
poral Syurure, for three wecks, fell at laſt intoa fatal Apoplexy, The 
Head being opened, a Phlegmon had grown in the Meninges, near 
the place paining, from which at length ſuppurated and broken; 
the Sanzes falling on the Brain, had affected its ſubſtance with a 
lividnefs and corruption. 

Fut though a continual Head-ach ( eſpecially if it be drawnin 
length for many weeks without intermifſion)be not without danger, 
nevertheleſs we mult not preſently deipair of its Cure, becaule the 
cauſe of this, how fixed and immovable ſoever it may ſeem, is often 
cured by a long ule of Remedies, nay, ſometimes without them, 
by Time and Nature; though in a caſe that is almoit deſperate, 
there is need of ſome Phyſick, left the preſent affect paſs into a 
worſe, v;x4. into a ſleepy or Convulſie diſtemper. So much of the 
continual Head-ach; it now remains for us to propoſe ſume Ex« 
amples, and ſome rare Initances of an intermittent Head-ach. 

" Therefore, not to ſet forth here caſes of the Head-ach, whoſe 
Fits being erring and uncertain, proceed from the Blood or Serum, 
evſhing into the places affected, in regard that theſe are very fre- 
quent, and yulgarly known. I ſhall now ſet before you certain 
choice Obſeryations of this Diſcaſe. bring either prriodical, or ſeem- 
ing to. ariſe from ſome one of the //cera, per Conſer ſum. As to the 
former, the periodical invaſions of the Head-ach are produced, ei- 
ther from the nutritive Humour, or from the nervous Juice ; I 
ſhall now give you Examples of both. 

A venerable Matron, in the forty fifth year of her age, being of a 
thin habit of Body, and a bilous temperament, after having liv'd for 
along time obnoxious to Head-achs, wont to be occafionally rais'd; 
about the beginning of Antumn,ſhe began to be troubled with a peri- 
odical Head-ach: This affect ſeizing her about fonr a Clock in the 
Afternoon,was wont to hold her almoſt till midnight,till the HR 
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being tired with Watchings and Tortures,was forced to fall aſleep; 
fter a pretty profound ſleep,upon her awaking in the Mornin 
| aps well. The Diſeaſed having macergons daily Fits of this De 
eaſe for three Weeks after this manner, delay'd the uſe of Pbyfick, 
which ſhe very much abhorr'd ; but at length her Appetite being de» 
jected, and her Strength worn away, ſhe was forc'd to defire a Mes 
thod of Cure, and, after a gentle Purge and Blooding, ſhe took, 
twice a Day, for a Week or a Fortnight, the quantity of a Cheſt» 
nut of the following EleCtuary, and grew perfectly well, 
| Take Conſerve of the Flowers of Cichory and Fumitory, of each threg 
Ounces, Compound Powder of Aron Roots to Dreams and a balf, Iug- 
114 Dram and 2 balf, yellow Saunders, Lignum Aloes, of each half 
4 Dram; Salt of Wormwoed a Dram and a balf, Vitriol of Mars & 
Dram, Syrup of the Five Roots what ſuffices ; make an EleFuary. 

The cauſe of this periodical Hcad-ach doubtleſs was, that the 
:fimilation of the Chygze, or nutritive Humor into Blood wag 
hindred. For when its tore received into the Maſs of Blood could 
not be overcome, it was wont, after a little tay, to fall at odds, 
and ferment with its Particles : Therefore preſently the Blood fal« 
__ a turgeſcency, that it might ſhake of that incongruoug 

ure, depos'd its Recrements, as on other Parts, fo chi Y, and 
with a greater Senſe of Offence on the Fibres of the Meninges, 
being before weak, or injur'd in thrir Conformation, ſo that the 
Pain laſted till the heterogeneous Particles, boyling by their mu- 
tual Congre!s, either were ſubducd, or did exhale. 

A handſome, tall, and ſlender Woman, long and ſorely obnoxi- 
ous to cephalick AﬀeRts, was wont to be inteited ſometimes for 
many Days, nay Weeks, with a violent Head-ach, which ſeiz'd her 
daily at her awake;early in the Morning, and afflicted her for three 
or four Hours: In the mean ſpace ſhe was alſo aff-Cted with a hea» 
vineſs of the whole Head, a deadneſs of the Senſes, and a {tupidity 
of Mind : Which Aﬀects vaniſhing together with the Pain before 
Noon, like Clouds diſpers'd, left all things calm and ſerene: Till 
the next Morning they poſſes'd again the Brain like a Fog and dark 
Mit : For curing theſe Diftempers, I preſcribed purging Pills, a 
ſpare Bleeding, Veſicatories alſo, and the uſe of Spirit of Harts« 
horn, or of Soot, with Cephalick Juleps, or Waters. 

In this Gentlewowan the Pains of the Head rather tollowed ſleep, 
than was cur'd by it ; becauſe in this Morning Head-ach the morbi- 
fick Matter refided in the nervous Juice, whole greateſt crudity,and 
aggravation about the Head, happen preiently after fleepz but the 
other Evening Fit of this Diſeaſe,in regard it depended on the plen- 
titude and turgeſcency of the nutritive Liquor within the Maſs of 
Blood,therefore hapned ſo many Hours after Dinner,and was not mi- 
tigated but after flecp,which appeaſes the Diſorders of the _ 
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Thongh the Experience and Complaints of fick Perſons man, 
feftly ſhew that Fits of the Head-ach ſometimes ariſe by conſent 
from the other Parts ; v4. the Womb, Spleen, Stomach, Wc, Ne. 
verthele(sit as clearly appears from the Accounts of them, an the 
Phaaomena, being duly conſidered, that this is done by another 
means than by Vapours rais'd from the Viſcera affeCted to the 
Head. And firſt, as to the Pains of the Head ſeeming to be raigq 
from the Womb, nothing occurs more frequently than for violent 
Head-achs to enſue upon the ſupprefiion of the Merſes or Lochiq 

ver, though the Men/es obſerve their due courſe, yet ſome 
Women are wont to be afflicted with a violent Pain of the Head 
juſt as they are coming, others as ſoon as they are paſt : But yet, 
though at the ſame time that the Head is affeted, the Womh iz 
alſo, yet it does not follow that the Injury is convey'd immediately 
from this to that ; But it is the Blood it ſelf which fixes the morhi- 
fick Matter on the Head ; vix. it ſumetimes perverſly conveygsit, 
being ingendered withiits own Boſom,and defign'd for theWomh, 
into the Meninges of the Brain: And ſometimes withdrawing it 
from the Parts of the Womb, it delivers it to the Head with a 
greater Miſchief. This Ztiology agrees alſo with the Head-ach, 
vulgarly imputed to the Stomach, Spleen, and other Parts. 

" A beautiful young Woman, of a thin habit of Body, and a hot 
Blood, having been obnoxious to an hereditary Head-ach, was wont 
to'undergo frequent Fits of it, and thoſe coming at random, to wit, 
ſome hapning-on a light occafion,and others arifing of their own 
accord, that is, without any evident Cauſe. On the Day before the 
ſpontaneous acceſs of the Diſeaſe, being very hungry in the Even» 
ing, ſhe greedily eat a plentiful Supper, with a hunger-ſtarv'd, not 
to ſay Canine Appetite 3 moſt certainly fore-knowing by this ſign, 
that a Pain of the Head would ſeize her next Morning, which fign 
never fail'd of Event; for as ſoon as ſhe awak'd, bcing Micted 
with a molt cruel torture throughout the Sinciput, ſhe was af- 
feed likewiſe with a vomiting of a Humor, ſometimes acid, and, 
as it were, vitriolick, ſometimes bilous, and extremely bitter ; it 
hence ſeeming to appear that that Head-ach had its riſe trom the 
fault of the Stomach, 

To undertake to give the reafon of this, in the fi. ſ place it is 
khown that a Vomiting enſues upon the Head's being injur'd ;, vit. 
after a Stroak, Wound, or a Fail from an high place ; neverthc- 
leſs, a Pain of the Heaq ſeldom or never follows a Vomiting, Car- 
dialgia, or the Stomachs being otherwiſe troubled, unleſs an ef- 
ferveſcency of the Blood happens. Wherefore, in the foreſaid cafe 
of the Perſon diſeas'd, ſince it plainly appear'd, that the Menin- 
ges of the Brain were prediſpos'd for Head-achs, and that its Fits 
had railed ati agitation'of the Blood 5 hence it will be obvious to 


conceive 
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conceive,when the heterogeneous Particles, by reaſon of the fault. 
of Chylification, were heap'd together in the Maſs of Blood to a 
fulneſs, preſently upon its beginning to flow in order to the ex- 
(Gon of that which was cfenfive, they being ſevered from the 
$ood, as diſagreeing with it, and partly being ſent from the Ar- 
teries irito the Ventricle, ſtir'd up its Ferment, and ſo produc'd 
Hunger, and partly ruſh'd into the prediſpos'd Meninges of the 
Brain, and there depos'd the Fuel, or rather incentive of the Head- 
ach which was preſently to inſue. This Patient loathing all Medi- 
cines,and refuſing to undergo any Method of Cure,became at length 
al obnoxious to paralitical and convulfive Aﬀects. From what is 
ſad/it will be eaſy to give the ZXtiology of any other Head-ach ; vi, 
hypochondriacal, hepatical, or otherwiſe ſympithical, ſo that it 
will not be needful to add here more Hiſtories or Obſeryationg, |

Inftruftions and Preſcripts for curing the Lethargy. 


therto we have diſcribed witIt what Diſeaſe chiefly, and how 
diverſly the precincts of the Head, or the Coverings of the 
Brain are wont to be affected : Now, deſcending to its inward 
Parts, and to its cortical Subſtance, which immediately lyes un- 
der thoſe Coverings, let us ſee to what Aﬀects chiefly this Part is 
found to be obnoxious. We have ſhewn elſewhere, that the Cor- 
tex of the Brain is the Seat of Memory, and the Entry of Sleep ; 
wherefore we juſtly aſcribe to the cortical part of the Brain, that 
Diſeale which is wont to cauſe an Wes of Sleep, and a defect, 

or eclipſe of the Memory, to wit, the Lethargy. Þ 
The word Lethargy is wont to ſignify two kinds of Aﬀects,which 
are only the aCt and diſpolition of this Diſeaſe;zfor thoſe that are laid 
tobe troubled with a Lethargy,cither altogether Keeping their Beds, 
through a very great Invaſion of it,are ſo far overwhelm'd withSleep, 
that they are {carce able to be rais'd by any Impreſſion of a ſenfible 
Object : Nay, and if haply they open their Eyes, or raiſe their Limbs 
upon pricking, or a {mart ftroak, preſently becoming inſenfible as 
gain, they fink down,and often,when they are left to themlelves,fal- 
ling into a perpetual Sleep,they dye out right : Which Kind of Fit 
has very often a Fever joyn'd with it, though when the Deceaſed a- 
Wake,and come perfectly to themſelves,tur the moſt part it ceaſes 
of its own accord. Or fſecondly,thoſe are accounted tur Lethargical 
Who being oppres'd with an immoderate deadneſs of the Senles,are,

" In a manner always prone to Sleep : So that inwalking, nay, whilf 


they are cating,or doing any other thing,they now and then fall in. 


fo a dead Sleep: And fince there are divers degrees of this Sleepi. 
neſs,and various manners of affecing,hence alſo there are made mz. 
xy Species of the Lethargick Diſpoſition : At preſent we (ball (ek 
of the former Lethargy,and ſo properly called,and afterward of the 
continual Sleepinefs,allo of the Coma, Carus, and other fleepy ax. 
fects allyed tv them z and likewiſe of continual Watching, 
Mean while you may obſerve, that almoſt in every kind of Le. 
thargy, a Droufineſs or Sleepineſs, and Forgetfulneſs are always pre. 
Cent, as Pathognomick Signs, and equally attend it. Wherefore,that 
the formal Nature and Cauſes of the Lethargy may the better he 
Known, we muſt firft inquire here concerning Sleep and Oblivion, 
what th&y are, and for what Cauſes they are rais'd. 
Eſſence of Sleep confifts in this, that the corporeal Soul with. 
drawing it ſelf a little,and contraRting the Sphere of its Irradiation, 
he is 


int place renders deftitute the outward part of the Brain or 
its and then all the outward Organs of Senſe and Motionof 
the Emanation of the Spirits,and cloſes the Doors as it were fo that 
they being called in for refreſhment ſake,lie down,and indulge them- 
ſelves to reſt : Mean while the Pores and Paſſages of the outward 
part of the Brain being free,and void of the Excurſions of the Spirits 
afford a Paffage to the Nervous Liquor diſtilled from the Blood for 
new Stores of Spirits. In natural and uſual Sleep, theſe two Con- 
cauſes conſpire and happen together, as it were, by ſome mutuil 
compatt of Nature ; viz. at the (ame time the Spirits recede, and 
that nervous Humor enters: But in nonnatural, or extraordinary 
Sleep,ſomietimes this Cauſe,ſometimes that is firft : For either the 
Spirits being weary,or called away,withdraw themſelves firſt,and f- 
ford an entrance to the nervous Humor heaped together in a readi- 
nefs for it : Or a plenty of nervous Humor coming to thoſe Places, 
and making a way by force,as it were,repels the Spirits,and entring 
their Paſſages, floats them as it were. Concerning Oblivion, or the 
eEclips or defe&t of Memory, the Cauſe of this is wholly the ſame as 
of immoderate Sleep ; viz. an Excluſion of the animal Spirits from 
the Paſſages of the outward part of the Brain, which are filleq 
with ſome Humor, and their return prohibited for a time. 
Preternatural ſleep or inſatiable fleepineſs/which is the chief Symp- 
tom in the Lethargy andin the ſleepy Aﬀects) ſeems to ariſe wholly 
from the ſame Cauſes as nonnatural fleep,rais'd to a greater Energy, 
v13.cither the animal Spirits being firſt affeted, leave the outward 
art of the Brain, and yield an entrance notonly to the neryous, but 
ikeWiſe to the ſerous, or otherwiſe vitious Humor, or the ſerous and 
excrementitious Humors, GH with the nervous, force open the 


cortical gates of the Brain,and floating as it were, its Pores gi = 
ages, 
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Gges, repell and drive away the Spirits thence 2: ſometimes this 
Cauſe, ſometimes that is the firſt and chief, and ſometimes both 
happen together. 

Therefore the conjunct Cauſes of the Lethargy are, 1. a heaping 
together of a redundant or incongruous Humor within the Poreg of 
the cortical part of the Brain ; which depends on other, both pro- 
catarRick and evident cauſes: As to the former, both the Blood uſes 
to be in fault, in that it ſends morbifick matter to the Part affected, 
and the Brain it felf, in that it admits it too eafily. The evident 
cauſes which joyn with theſe are chiefly, Over-eating, Drunkenneſs, 
and eſpecially immoderate drinking of Wine and hot Waters, then 
upon ſuch an Exceſs to fit up all night, or to ſleepin the open Air 2 
Moreover, a long ſuppreflion of an uſual evacuation of Serum by os 
ther ways 3 Alſo if Spaw-waters, drank in a large quantity, are not 
preſently diſcharg'd again by Urine, they threaten a Lethargy ; the 
fame alſo is cauſed by the recrements of other Diſeaſes, coming to an 
ill or no Criſis, conveh'd to the Head: ſo that a Lethargy happens up« 
on acute,or long continued Fevers, and other Cronick Diſeaſes, and 
yery often upon a Head-ach, Frenfie, Empeyma, and Colick. 

2. In regard, as.non-natural,ſo ſometimes preter-natural ſleep be- 
gins from the Spirits being firſt dejected; therefore the other Con- 
jun&t cauſe of the Lethargy conſiſts in a ſtupefaction inflicted on 
the Spirits, which proceeds either from Opiats taken inwardly, or 
from narcotick particles engendred in the Body. 

The ſum of what is ſaid concerning the Lethargy is this, that the 
animal Spirits refiding in the outward part of the Brain being ſtop'd 
from their wonted motion and emanation, yield to a profound and 
inſatiable Sleep: Now they are ftop'd eithert hrough their own fault, 
in as much as being ſpent, or afteted with a ſtupetaCtive force, 
they are congeal'd as it were 3 or becauſe their Paths or Tracts 
are obſtructed in the outward part of the Brain, and are pofſes'd 
by a ſtrange gueſt, ſo that they have not a (pace granted them fit 
tor their expanſion. ; 

The chief Symptoms of this Diſeaſe are Sleep, and Forgetfulneſs; 
a ceſſation of every other knowing, or ſpontaneous function, an 
uneven and ſlow reſpiration, a Fever, and often the aff-& growing 
worſe, Cramps, leapings of the Tendons, and laſtly, univerſal and 
mortal Cunvuifions, 

The prognoſtick of the Lethargy is included in very narrow 
bounds ; for the Fit of the Diſcaſe being for the maſt part acute 
is ſoon terminated in Death, or a Recovery, and mott commonly 
is Wont to give more caule of tear than hope. 

If it happens upon a Fever that is malignant,or of a difficult de- 
termination, or if upon other cephalick or conyullive Diſeaſes, as 
the Head-ach, Frenſy, Mania, Epilep(y 3 or allo if on a long conti- 

Fit nued,; 
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nued or ſevere Colick or Gont, the Phyfician can prognoftick no- 
thing but ill, nor is it leſs to be fear'd if it happens in a cacochy- 
mical Body, or in one long ſubject to fickneſs, and in old age. 

In like manner, it is an ill Omen, if the Diſeasdbeing preſently 
overwhelm'd with a great deadnefs, and becoming«almofſt Ap. 
pletical, cannot be awak'd, if he breaths unevenly and flowly, o 
with great ſnoarings : Moreover, if the Difeaſe growing worſe and 
worſe, the fick Perſon be affe&ted with Tremblings, Cramps, leap. 
ings of the Tendons, and lattly, with convulfive Motions, he is to 
be look*d upon as in a deſperate condition. 

But if the affe&t without any great Procatarxis, be rais'd by an 
evident Cauſe alone, as from Over-eating, Drunkenneſs, the ule of 
Narcoticks, or from a ftroak or wound of the Head that are not 
very dangerous, we may expect a leſs fatal event. Moreover, if the 
affect arifing'on ſuch an occafion, happens to a Body which wa 
ſound and robuft before, if at the firft invaſion it does not wholly 
take away the Senſe and Memory , and after a little time the (ym- 
ptoms begin to remit, we may not deſpair of ſuch a fick Perſon, 

In any Lethargy, if the cauſe of the Diſeaſe feems ſomewhat to 
be ſhaken and moyv'd, fo as plentiful and laudable evacuations by 
Sweat, Urine, or Seige happen by the help of Medicines, or by the 
inſtinct of Nature, and give eaſe; if upon the application of Veſi- 
catories, a great glut of filthy Waters flows forth ; if inflamed 
{wellings, or great puſhes ariſe behind the Ears, or in the Neck ; if 
a great ſneezing, with a dropping at the Eyes or Noſe ſhall hap- 
pen, we may thence conceive ſome hope of recovery. And fome- 
times an Empyema hapning upon a Lethargy, puts an end to it, 
viz. inaſmuch as the morbifick Matter which was fix'd in the Head, 
and firſt caus'd the Lethargy, being afterward drank up again by 
the Blood, and depos'd in the Breaft, produces the Empyema : In 
the deſcription of the Epidemical ſl:epy Fever , which reign'd 
An. 1661. we have obſerved that this hapned to many. 

Concerning the Cure of this Diſeaſe, fince it allows no truce, we 
mult not be long deliberating: After the injeftion of a ſmart Cly- 
ſter, preſently let a Vein be open'd; for the Veſſels being emptied 
of Blood more readily drink up again the Ser:m, or other Hu- 
mours depos'd in the Brain : Moreover, I adviſe in this caſe the 
Jugular Vein to be open'd, rather than a Vein in the Arm, becauſe 
by this means the Blood very much heap'd together, and haply 
ſtagnating within the Sinw's of the Head, will be more eafily re- 
duc'd to an even circulation, 

After Bleeding, other Remedies of every kind are preſently to be 
applied to uſe; let large Veficatorzes be applied to the Neck and 
Legs; the Face and Temples are to be anointed with Ol of Amber,or 
Cephalick Balſams; let Cataplaſis of Rue,Pepperwort, or Crowfoot,well 
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ed together with black Soap and Sea-Salt be applied all over 
the Feet, let ſmart frif:0ns be us'd to the Limbs, let Sale of Urine, 
or Spirit of Sal Armoniach be frequently held to the Noſtrils, 

In the mean while let Cephalick Remedies be now and then 
taken. | 
Take Water of Peony Flowers, Black Cherries, Rue, Walnuts fample, 
of each three Ounces, compound Peony Hater two Ounces, Caſtoreum 
ted in a Nodulus and hung in the Glaſs two Drams, Sugar three 
Drams, mix them, make a Fulep ; let four or five Spoonfuls be ta= 
hen every third or fourth hour 5 moreover , to each Doſe of thu add 
from twelve to fifteen Drops of Spiri® of Harts-bor, Amber, or Sal 
Armoniach, or a Paper of the following Powder. 

Take Powder of Male Peony Roots, Man's Scull, Roots of Virginia 
Serpentary, Contrayerva, of each a Dram ; Bezoar, Pearl, of each half 
8s Dram ; Coral prepard a Dram, make a Powder, divide it into 
twelve parts. 

Moreover, it is here to be conſidered, whether a purging by 
Vomit or Siege ought not to be ordered juſt at the beginning, 
I know that this is varionſly controverted amongſt Authors, and 
I have known it us'd in practice with various ſucceſs: which be- 
ing conflidered, and compared betwixt themſelves, I ſhall briefly 
declare what is my opinion. 

If a Lethargy has aroſe from a freſh over-eating,or being drunk, 
or if from taking improper and narcotick things, preſently let a 
vomit be raiſed : Wherefore, let Salt of Vierzol be given, with ine 
md oximel of Squils 3 or in robuſt Perſons, an infufion of Crocus 
M:tallorum, or Mcrcurius Vite, with Black Cherry Water : and 
afterward, unleſs it works of its own accord , let a Vomit be 
provoked, by thruſting a Quill into the Throat. 

Bat if the invaſion of the Diſeaſe happens upon a Fever, or other 
Cephalick affects ; or if it be raiſed primarily, or per ſe, by reaſon 
of a Procatarxis firſt laid in the Blood, or in the Brain, Vomits and 
Purges given preſently at the beginning, whilſt the matter is low. 
ing, are wont oftner to do more hurt than good : to wit, inal- 
much as whilſt the Humours are in motion, thoſe Medicines more 
exagitate them; and fince they are not yet able to ſubdue them, 
and lead them forth, they drive them inzo the part affected. 

On the ſecond day, if the dead Sleepinels be not yet remitted, 
let Bleeding, in cate the Pulte indicates it, be repeated; or in its 
ſtead let Blood be taken away in the Shoulder-blades by Cupping- 
glaſſes atter Scarification , Then a little afterward let an Emctick 
Medicine ( if nothing prohibits it ) or a Cathartick, be given. 

Take Sulphur of Antimony five Grains , $cammony Julphurated 
eight Grains, Cream of Tartar fix Grams ; mix them, make a Pow- 


ger, let it be gryen in a Spoonful of the Fulep preſcribed, 
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Or, Take Wammony ſulphurated twelve Grains, Cream of Tartar 
fifteen Grains, Caftoreum three Grains, make a Powder, five it after 
the ſime manner : Mean while let the ſame, or the like altering or de 
riving Remedies, be ſtill continued. 

On thet third day,and afterward, thoſe things which at the begin. 
ning of the Diſeaſe were forbidden for fear of a new fluxion, viz. Err. 
bines,Sneezers,and Apophlegmatiſms ought to be ns'd.Moreover,then 
it will be ſometimes profitable to apply the,warm Viſcera of a freſh 
Kill'd Animal to the Sinciput,after that the Hair is ſhav'd or cut, and 
now and then to change it ;zand ſometimes alſo to foment thoſe pla. 
ces with a cephalick and diſcufling Decoction : But beyond other 
Topicks,I have known great relief given by a large Vekcatory, rai- 
fing Sores that ran very much all over the Head : Iſaw two Lethargi- 
cal Perſons cured chiefly by this Remedy, after that the Diſeaſe was 
protracted in length, and they having loft not only the memory,but 
even all knowledge : for in both, the excoriated places, in regard 
they could not eafily be covered with an Eſchar, diſcharg'd a vaſt 
quantity of a thin Ichor, to wit, daily about half a pound. It will 
not be needful for us to deſcribe or ſet down other Medicines of 
this kind, they being vulgarly and every where to be found, what 
remains, for the illuſtrating of what is ſaid before, I thall give you 
ſome Hiſtories of fick Perſons. | 

A Husbandman about thirty years of age,of a phlegmatick tempe. 
rament, inclining to a ſanguine, being long obnoxious to &equent 
Head-aches, about the beginning of Winter became very ſleepy and 
drowſy;afterward,on a certain day when he was tilling a eld, he laid 
himſelf on the ground, and fell into a profound fleep ; and when he 
could not be awak'd by a Servant,and other Perſons call'd, being car- 
ried home he was put to bed: his Friends in the mean time expecting 
that the ſl:ep being at length ended,he would awake of his own ac- 
cord. After the ſpace of twenty four hours was paſt, when they were 
not able to awake him by pinching, pricking, making a noiſe, and 0- 
ther ways, they callme 3 when I came, I applied a large Veſicatory 
preſently to allthe hinder parts of his Neck,then Blood being drawn 
ro fixteen Ounces, Iordered a ſmart Clyfterto be given, his Face 
and Temples to be Anointed with Oyl of Amber,FriCtions,and pain- 
ful Ligatures to be uſed to his Legs : Moreover, I preſcribed Spirit of 
Soot to be taken often in a day witha cephalick Julep:notwithſtand- 
ing he lay ſtupid all that day,without any ſenſe, it, being irritated by 
hard pinching,he raiſed himfelta little,and opened his Eyes,preſently 
falling down and clofing them, he yielded again to his L-thargy. A-= 
bout the Evening I ordered Cupping-glaſſes with much fAlame to be 
apply'd to his Shoulder-blades, which being done, he began to be= 
come a little awake;and as about that time he purg'd freely by Siege, 
a1 the Plaijters bying taken off, a great deal of Serum fowea Gow 
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the little Bladders, we had thence a great hope of hi Recovery, 
Therefore Remedies being frequently uſed afterward that night, 
awaking the morning following, he knew his Friends, and anſwered 
well to what was askt him: but the whole cloud did not- yet va- 
niſh, for he continued fleepy and forgetful for many days, till be- 
ing twice purg'd he perfectly recovered. 

An Oxford Gardiner,fick ofa putrid Fevyer,and about the height of 
the Diſcaſe,inftead of a Crifis falling into a Lethargy,was overwhelm - 
ed with a drowhie evil three or four Days afterward, that he could 
not be ſo rouſed from his Sleep by the uſe of any Remedy, as to be- 
come perfectly awake : but at length, when his Head being ſhaved, 
and Veficatories being applied almoſt all over it, had raiſed a great 
many Sores that flowed plentifully,awaking from his Sleep, he reco- 
vered ſome ſort of Senſe: Nevertheleſs his Memory being almoſt 
wholly aboliſht,he was ſo ſtupid,that remembring no ones Name,or 
Words,he had ſcarce more apprehenſion than a Brute. When he had 
lain after this manner for almoft two Months void of Underſtanding, 
and full of Sleep,the cloud began by degrees to be diſperſt ; and he 
at length returning to his wonted Labours became indifferently 
wil, though he never got again the ſame vigour of Mind, and for- 
afer quickneſs of Sence, which he enjoyed before the Diſeaſe. 

As for a Lethargy arifing from the uſe of Opiats, Iremember I for- 
merly obſerv'd a good exaCt type of it in a Country Village,in which 
Iwas forc'd to ſtay a night, my Journey being ſtopt by reaſon ofbad 
Weather : For as I was juſt a going to Bed, my Hoſt intreated me 
that I would go and fee two poor People in the Neighbourhood, who 
were affected after a ſtrange and miſerable manner ; which Office 
being induc'd to perform, not only through Charity but alſo Curio- 
fity, Iwas willingly led to a very ſmall and low Cottage, where Þ 
foufid an aged Father and his Daughter ( in two little Beds plac'd 
here and there in the ſame Cell ) overwhelm'd with a moſt profound 
ſleep, which had oppreſs'd them-the day before, after they had eaten 


+ Henbane-roots, then freſhly dug up in their little Garden, which 


they miſtook for Parſneps. 

To both theſe,after a Vomiting plentifully rais'd by pouring Oz! 
and Ox1inel into their Mouths ; and thrafting a Feather into their 
Throats,I preſcribed einfure of Caſtoreum to be given frequently du- 
ring the whole Night in a Spoonful of Treacle-FPater ( which Reme- 
dies I then caſually had by me ; ) moreover that their Temples ad 
Nſtriis ſhould be anointed with the ſame TinCture, and if it conid 
be done, that a ſmart C/iſter ſhould be injected: the dzy following, 
firſt the old man, and afterward the Daughter, awaking, camr to 
themſelves the dead fl-ep beiug wholly ſhaken off, in theſc Perſons, 
after the remainder of the Narcotick being calt up by Vomit, leſt it 
did farther miſchief, it was only needful that the Spirits being raiſed 
vp by fit Remedies/.in the number of which Caſtoreum. is juitly 
75 accountec 
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accounted againſt the Poyſons of Op1ars ) they ſhould be freed from 
the Stupefaction inflicted on them. 


CHAP. III. 


Inſtrutions and Preſcripts for curing certain other 
ſleepy affetts, viz. the continual Sleepineſs, the 


Coma, and the Carus. 


T? begin with the firft; many Authors call this not a Diſeaſe, but 
a drowhie Diſpoſition ; for the affected as to other things are 
well enough, they eat and drink well, they walk abroad, they take 
care indifferently of their houſhold Afﬀeairs, but in ſpeaking, or 
walking, or eating, nay their Mouths being full of Meat, they now 
and then nod,and unleſs they are ſtirred by others, they are preſently 
overwhelmed with fleep : and after this manner they ſleep almott 
a continual ſleep, not only for ſome Days or Months, but for many 
years ( as it is reported of Epirnenizdes.) Wherefore we judge this 
Aﬀect by which we are defrauded of more than half of our Life, 
to bereally a Diſeaſe and to deſerve a cure. 

The ſeat of ſleepineſs.as of the Lethargy,is to be plac'd in the out- 
ward part of the Brain, but with this difterence,that the matereal or 
conjunGt cauſe of this Diſeaſe, though always prefling at the entran- 
ces of the Brain,does not penetrate ſo deep asit is wont to do in the 

Lethargy;but affetsin a manner only the ſurface of the Brain, or the 
meer cortical ſubſtances of the Anfratw, the medullary part within 
being as it were untouched ;z in which regard it differs not only from 
the Lethargy,but alſo from the Coma,for in the affeCt which we de- 
ſcribe, though ſleep be continually preſſing, yet it is eafily broken 
off: and moreover being perfectly awak'd the diſeaſed remember a 
great many things,diſcourle with their Friends, being preſently ready 
to fall again into their ſleepineſs : whence it appears that the caule 
of the Diſeaſe ſticks only in the outward border of the Brain, nor 
does it enter deeply its ſubſtance, as in other ſleepy aftects, 

This affe&t as I have obſerved in many,is not very dangerous ; for 
either( asit is often done ) it is perfectly cured,or at leaftwiſe conti- 
nuing for many years,without a Carw or Apoplexy ( which are wont 
to be feared) it does not preſently become mortal or terrible : the re- 
leaſe of this affect often happens upon the change of the ſeat of the 

Diſeaſe:to wit,the Brain becoming clear,the morbifick matter is con- 
veyed to the Cerebellum, where lying, it produces Tremblings of 

the Heart, the Afthma, Faintings of the Spirits, and other trouble- 
ſome Symptoms accounted for Hypochondriaca!, Th 
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The Therapeutick method ſuggeſts chiefly theſe intentions, viz. 
that after a provifion being made for the whole by Bleeding ( if it be 
) and by purging, thoſe Remedies may be afterward carefully 
iven,with which the Blood and Brain may be freed from their wa= 
cery filth,and the latter may be corroborated,that it may not for the 
future receive and retain ſerous Superfluities. For theſe ends let the 
Pilut de Succino,or Cochie be given with Rofin of Falap once or twice 
a Week : at other times going to bed,and early in the Morning, let a 
2 Doſe of a Cepbalick E/eRtuary,or of the Spire, or Tinfture of Sal Ar 


» monzack, Amber, Soot be daily taken, with a Cepbalick Fulep. The 


Forms of which may be choſen from thoſe before written: At eight 
aClock in the Morning, and at five in the Afternoon, let a draught 
of Coffee be taken, firſt boyling in the Liquour of which it is pre- 
par'd, Leaves of Sage or Roſemary, till it acquiresa green TinCture : 
for ordinary Drink let a Deco1on of Guaiacum be taken, adding a» 
bout the end, Leaves of Sage, Berony, and otber Cepbalicks. Moreover 
it will be profitable to make two large Iſſues betwixt the Shoulder 
blades,and likewiſe frequently to apply Veficatories about the Neck; 
the Hair of the Head being cut off let a little Cap of Cepbalicks and 
Armatichs be worn. Let a Veſſel filled with Salt of Urane, cr Spirit 
of Sal Armoniack, be now and then held to the Noſtri/s. Moreover 
an exact form ot Dyet being ordered, let ſome Servants, attending 
the Diſeaſed, not only ſtir him up now and then as he falls aſleep, 
but keep him waking daily for ſome (et Hours, 

Acertain Gentleman, of a ſanguine temperament, and, whilſt he 
wa young, of an acute and ſubtle underſtanding ; afterwards, in his 
declining agezbeing given to Idleneſs and Drunkenneſs, became dull 
and torpid, and likewiſe Hydropical with a great Paunch, and ſwel- 
lings of the Thighs and Legs : but from thele Diſeaſes (into which he 
frequently fell ) if at any tune he abſtained for ſome while from his 
drinking,and applyed himfelf to Phyfick,he both often and ſoon re- 
covered : but at length though free from his Dropſy,he was oppreſt 
with ſo great and almoſt perpetual fleep,that he would be ſleeping in 
all places, and doing any thing ; moreover, being awak'd by his Ser- 
vants or Friends,he was wont to be preſent enongh to himſelt,and to 
diſcourſe well enough for (ome Minutes of an Honr,of things propo- 
{:d,falling preſently again into his ſleep : To this Perſon, after many 
Medicines tryed almoft to no purpole,l preſcribed at length that he 
ſbould take every Morning and Evening a Spoonful of the Powder of 
the Leaves of Betony dried in the $1\mmer Sun, and kept in aGlaſs,ina 
litt!e Draught of Water diſtilled from the Flower of Lavender : by 
which Remedy receiving eaſe within a few days, he was perf:Ctiy 
cured within a Months ſpace,and enjoyed an entire Health for four 
years from that time. Afterward when by reaſon of an ill ccurſe of 
Diet the ſame evils returned, he repeated the ſame Remedy, though 
not with ſo great ſucceſs. But beſides there being need alſo of os 

ther 
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ther Medicines, he took ſometimes Spirit of Harts-horn or of Sou, 
with an appropriate Fulep 3 ſometimes Eleftuaries of Cepbalick Con 
ſerves and Powders,adding ſometimes Steel. As often as he would in. 
dulge himſelf to his wonted genius of Drinking, inſtead of Wine 
or Beer, he drank Coffee : moreover for his ordinary Drink, he had 
ſometimes Ale with the Leaves of $ aſs, Sage and Aromatichs 
snfuſed m it, ſometimes a Decoftion made Phyſica! with Woods Spice, 
and Cepbalick Herbs, for many years afterward, being in a Man- 
ner always intemperate and cacochymical, yet he lived free from 
the Lethargy 3 at length a Cachexia ſeized his Breaſt, being caft 
down by degrees by a Congh with an Afthma, he dyed. 

The next ſleepy affect, viz. ſomewhat greater than the former, 
and leſs than the Lethargy, is that which is vulgarly called the 
ſleepy Coma : thoſe that are obnoxious to this, for the moſt part 
are oppreſt with a great ſleepineſs, to which in a manner always 
giving themſelves over, they lye with the mouth open, and the 
lower Jaw fallen, more like to Perſons dead than living : being 
ſtirr'd up by hard pinching or pricking, they look about them, 
ſpeak to the ſtanders by, anſwer to the things askt, but preſently 
{leeping again, they ſeem very much troubled to be hindred or 
difturbed from ſleep, thus pleafingly ftealing upon them : and be 
ing indiſpos'd after this manner, they continue in a ſleepineſs for 
many days, nay, and ſometimes Months, without a Fever, ac- 
companying i', or following it, or any injur'd reſpiration, and 
being eafie to be awak'd, | and not very forgetful, in which things 
they differ from Lethargical Perſons: mean while they differ no 
leſs from other troubled with the affect even now deſcribed : for 
as much as tlioſe that have the Coma, keeping for the molt part 
totheir Bcd, or a Chair, do not walk abroad, or take care of do- 
meſtical Concerns, as the others. They anſwer appoſitely to ſome 
ſhort Queltions, but are not ablc to hold a Diſcourle, or deliberate 
of things to be done, 

The canſc of this doubtleſs is of the ſame kind as of the former 
Diſeates,but of a middle degree betwixt both betore deſcribed, For 
we may cor:jecture that in this affect the morbifick matter pene- 
tiates the Prain alittle farther than in the continual ſleepineſs, vit. 
that it invades the outward parts of the Anfrau or Gyrs,together 
with the leſſer Branches of the Meds inclofed : but that it does 
not reach to the greater $:1's of the Medul/s joyning to the 
Corpus Calloſum, and which are wont to be pollcft in the Le- 
ihargy. | 

The Coma ſometimes beginning primarily and of it felf,as the Le- 
thargy,ci:her proceeds from a ſerous filth diſcharged from the Blood 
cn the Correx of he Brain,or from a ſtupefaCtion inflicted on the Spi- 
rits there refiding : and then this affect, by how much leſs it is than 


the Lethargy, by lo much is it accounted leſs dangerous : but more 
commonty 
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commonly this Diſeaſe enſues upon other Chronick or Acute Di- 
ſtempers 3 v3. the Head-ach, Convullions, and molt frequently upon 
Fevers of an ill crifts, eſpecially in Children, old, and phlegmatick 
People.Some Years fance, in an Epidemick Fever, hapning through 
the affect of the Nerves (which we have elſewhere delcrib'd) as I ob- 
ſerved ſome to be Lethargical, fo many to be troubled with the 
Coma: Of whom a great many recover'd, the morbifick Matter be- 
ing conveyed trom the Head into the Breaft : Moreover, in other 
Caſes this Aﬀect being of a doubtful event, betwixt Hope and 
Fear, requires the ſedulous Care of a prudent Phyfician. 

In a Primary Coma the Therapeutick Method ſuggeſts to us the 
like, and, in a manner, the fame Intentions of Healing as in the 
Lethargy : As to the morbifick Matter, we muſt indeavour, both 
that its new afflux to the Brain be prevented, and that that which 
is already iticking in it, be diſcuſs'd, or drawn away : Moreover, 
the Animal Spirits ought to be raiſed up, and all Droufineſs or Stu- 
pefaction ought to be thaken off from them. For this end we 
muſt order Purging, Biooding, Cupping-glaſſes, Veſicatories , revul- 
fing and diſcuſſing Topicks, grove Cepbalick Medicines, and eſpecially 
fuch as are endowed with a Vo/at:le Salt, and uſe many other ways 
of Adminiſtrations before-mentioned. 

But if this Diſeaſe, entuing upon other Aﬀects, happens to any 
Perſon whoſe Body is much worn away, the Blood vitiated, or 
greatly depauperated,we-muſt ſeriouſly deliberate concerning let- 
ting Blood, and Purging before we order them ; nay, and for the 
moſt part, we mult abſtain from them : Though ſometimes, tizuc 
the conjunct Cauſe of the Diſeaſe, or the Matter, ſticking in the 
Brain, may be put in motion, it may be convenient to draw Blocd 
in a (mall quantity from the Fore-head, or trom the Temples by 
Leeches,or trom the Sholder-blades by Cupping-glafles, with aSca- 
rification : Veſicatories have a chiet place here,not only to be applied 
to the Neck or Head,but to the Legs and Arms, and to other parts 
of the Body by turns. Moreover, Ict Sparie of Harts-born, of Sour, 
gr of Sal Armonzack, impregnated with Amber, Man's Sc:ill, Ccr4/, 
and other Cephlick things be frequently g1ven, with an appropriated 
Jalep,or otb:r Liquor. Forms ot thele, and of other Medicines uſual 
in thele Cates.together with Storics of fick Perfons,and Examples of 
theic Cures, are to he tound in the Detcription of the forelaid /eepy 
Fever ; (o that I need not here again mconlcate the fame or the ike. 

There remains yet another fleepy AﬀtcCt or kuid of the Lethargy, 
vulgarly called a Cari, which being greater than the Lethargy, and 
ſomewhat leſs than the Apoplexy, is to allyed to this, that it often 
paſſes into it, but is wont to be diftinguiſh-d from both : For thoſe 
that have the Carw, for the moſt Part, breath well, it at any 
time they are bard pinched, they move their Members, fumctimes 
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raiſe up themſelves, open their Eyes, and often ſpeak, which Apo- 
plectical Perſons do not z but the ſame, though tirred or rouſed 
up, ſcarce underſtand, or plainly diſcern any thing, in which re. 
tpect they are diſtinguiſhed from thoſe that have the Lethargy, 

From what is ſaid it ſeems to be manifett,that the conjunct Cauſe, 
or morbifick Matter of the Carw, penetrates ſomewhat more 
toward the middle of the Brain, and to have its feat at left inthe 
outward border of the Corpus calloſum ; and ſometimes,as that Matter 
gradually advances from one part to another,theDiſeaſes before-men. 
tioned ſucceffively ariſe,and each laſt is only the increaſe of the other, 

But ſometimes the morbifick Cauſe, without a gradual Progre( 
through thoſe Parts, at the firſt Aſſault, affects the middle part & 
the Brain, and there ( as it ſticks ſhallower or deeper ) cauſes a Cs 
rs, or Apoplexy. In which cafe, it muſt not be thought that the 
whole circumference of the Corpus calloſum, as alſo of the cortical 
part of the Brain is p*fiets'd by the foporiferous Matter ; for it (uf- 
fices, that ruſhing into any one place, it has ſeiz'd ſome part of 
the middle ; for thereupon preſently in all that Region follows an 
eclipſe, or at leaſt a proltcrnation of the Spirits, 

The Pregneſtich of a Carus, for the molt part, is ill, eſpecially if 
the Diſeaſe happens upon a malignant or long-ccntinued, or a ſly 
Fever not determined, or on that which happers in Ciildbirth; 
Nor is leſs danger threatned, it it ſucceeds other Cephalick Dif. 
eaſes, or is rais'd by reaton of a Wound in the Head; though in 
th:le Caſes ſometimes there is a Cure. 

The event of this Diſeate, cither for Death or Recovery, is wont 
to be various: The Carw otten paſſes into an Apop/exy, which ſoon 
Kills; fo that after the loſs,firſt of the animadverfhve Faculty, ina 
while a deprivation of Senſe and Motion; and then by reaſon of 
the Taint convey'd to the Cerebellum, alterations of the Pulſe and 
Reſpiration, and, in a ſhort time, Death it (elf follows. 

But ſometimes the morbifick Matter finking deeper, and falling 
from the Corpus calloſum into the Corpus ſtr1arum,one,or both toge- 
ther, the Brain becomes a little clear; fo that the Diſeas'd look a- 
bout them, ſpeak, and know things; nevertheleſs, in the whole 
Body betides, the Palley, or Hemip/egra enſues: Neither are thus 
things in ſafety, as to Lite; for often when the Brain begins to be 
reftor'd;the Cerebellumis worle ; fo that thereupon the Spirits which 
execute the Offices of the Vital, and meer Natural Function being 
there ill affected, either Convulfions in the Viſcera and Precordia, 
or mortal lettings of Pulſe and Reſpiration are caus'd:* Though 
ſometimes when the morbiftick Matter is neither too redundant, 
nor too malignant, it is partly drank up again into the Blood, 
and partly diſcuſs'd, fo that the Dileafed pertectly recover. 

The T herapeutick Mcthod fuggefts the fame Intentions of Heal- 
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ing, and indicates altogether the ſame Remedies, which are wont 
to be uled in the ey S Wherefore it will not be needtful to 
ſet down here Clafles of Indications, or to heap together a migh- 
ty Maſs of Medicines, but that which feems more to the purpoſe : 
| ſhall here propoſe a Story or two of Perſons diſeaſed, whereot 
I have a great many ready to relate. 

A worthy Man, about forty Years of Age, having lolt his Health 
through intemperance, when he had begun to uſe I know not what 
Remedies, preſcribed by an Empirick, fell into a Carus ; haply be- 
cauſe the morbifick Matter being ſtirr'd,and agitated by the Medi- 
cine, ruſh'd into the Brain. Going to fee him the ſecond Day, I 
found him buried in a profound Sleep, and almott infenfible ; for 
though upon hard pinching or pricking, he opend his Eyes, and 
moy'd his Limbs, yet preſently falling aflcep again, he perceiv'd 
nothing at all of what he did, or endur'd. In this Cafe, though 
declaring a ſad Prognoftick,however I did not forbear to uſe Phy- 
cal means 3 abſtaining from Phlebotomy,by reaſon of his Strength 
being much ſpent, and his Blood depauperated, I preſently ordered 
a large Veſicatory to be applied to his Neck, and a ſmart Chfter to 
be given him,of a DecoCtion of Brzony Root1,with Carmimative Flow- 
1 and Seeds, adding likewiſe two Drams of the Species of Hiera: His 
Trmples and Noftri/s were anointed with Balſam: : Cataplaſms of Rvie 
and Briony Roots were applied all over his Feet: Moreover, every 
other or third Hour I gave him a Doſe of Sprrie of Harts-born, with 
4 Cephalick Julep ; and many other Adminiſtrations, uſual in this 
Caſe, were carefully put in praftice. To which,nevecthele(s the Di(- 
eaſe not at all yielding,the Day following I preſcrib'd him a Purge 
of Scammony prepar'd, to be taken in a Spoonful of Broth : After 
which,when he had trequently and freely Purg'd,he began to open 
his Eyes,to ſpeak,and to know Standers by, and a kttle after, coming 
to himſelf,he fully awaked. This Diſeaſe (as I gueſs) was therefore 
cur'd more eafily,and ſooner than was hop'd, becauſe that Cloud 
ſent haply into the Brain by a Medicine,could the better be drawn 
thence by the help of another Medicine. 

Arenowned Man, fifty Years of Age,of a groſs Body,and formerly 
obnoxious to a Vertizo,and aſthmatick Aﬀ. ts had lived very found 
for two Years, having uſed Phyfick Spring and Fall, and having a 
large Iſſue near both Sholder-blades : 4t the begining of Sumner, 
he living in the Country, and his Hes being neglected for many 
Weeks the Filth which was wont to be purg'd forth,ran much | (5 
from them ; yet he was ſtill in good Health, 11! about tlic Solftice, 
when as he was fitting one Morning in a Porch,and talk d cheeitir.ly 
Vith his Friends,arifing on a ſadden,he complained that he was ill 2 
Going in a Doors,and fitting himſelf down in a Cliarr,he vomited ve- 
ry much,then preſently, leaning to one fide, he tell into a profound 
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Sleep,and lay fo overwhelmed with it,that he could ſcarce be raiſed 
from it all that Day. Coming in the Evening,I ordered Bloodrny, , 
Chyſter, Veficatorses, and many other Remedies proper in ſuch a Caſe, 
carefully to be adminiftred : The next Day after,his Brain began tg 
grow a little clear; ſo that he looked about, and ſpake diftinctly 
few words: Seeming to know his Friends,he could tell no ones Name; 
but by reaſon of this matter ſinking deep in the Brain, a Palley of 
the whole right fide ſeized him. Moreover, a mighty Sleepineſs yet 
perfiiting, on that Day Blood was taken from the other Arm: 0. 
ther Remedies alſo being continued as before, on the third Day, be. 
coming leſs drouſy, he began to know many, and to call ſome 
their Names, to perceive his Illneſs, and to be folicitous for Reme. 
dies: But, whilit the Brain grew better, the Injury communicated 
to the Cerebellum and gens Nervoſum, diſcovered it (elf ; for on 
the fourth Day his Breathing became uneven and difficult, and his 
Pulſe weaker : Moreover,he was often affected with a Shiverin 
and a convulfive Concuflion of the whole Body : On the fifthDay, 
the Cramps and Convulfions becoming more violent, oftener infe 
ſted him ;* then the Pulſe growing weaker by degrees,on the fixth 
Day, though more free from Sleepineſs, he dyed : In this, and 0- 
ther the like Caſes, it's probable that the morbifick Matter invades 
the Brain and Cerebellum together ; but whilſt it ticks in the Cy- 
rex of this ( contrary to what happens in the Brain }) it cauſes no 
very (enfible Injury, becauſe here the parts offended are neither the 
Seats of Sleep,nor Memory : But afterward,haply about the fourth 
or fifth Day, the Matter finking further to the Medul/a of the Cv 
rebellum ; whillt as to other things the Diſeaſed was better, thevital 
Function,by reaſon of the Spirits appointed for it, being oppreſs'd 
in their very ſource, began to fail, and afterward declining on a 
ſudden, unexpectedly cut of all hope of Recovery, which before 
Was great, 


CHAP. IV. 


Inſtruftions and Preſcripts for curing the Watching 
Evil, and the Watching Coma. 


S Light and Darkneſs, fo Sleep and Watching being ſet toge- 
ther, excellently illuſtrate each others Natures. 

Concerning a continual waking, or the M/atching-Evil, we 
muſt,in the firſt place, here diſtinguiſh,that either it is a Symptom 
which happens upon ſome' other Diſeaſe, as a Fever, Frenſy, Mania, 

or 
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Of the Watching-Evil. 4I3 
or Colick,Gout, and the like; and then its conſideration and cure be. 
long to that aff-t,whole offspring it is; orelſe immoderate Watch- 
ings arifing alone, without any other known cauſe, (cems to be a Di- 
ſeaſe as it were of it ſelf,as I have known it in ſome Perſons, and ſome 
of theſe Watchers, though deftitute of ſJeep,ſeem ſcarce to want it ; 
for the Spirits appear not thereby either torpid, or wearied, or ex- 
bauſted : but others bearing ill Watching, ſoon become thereupon 
languid, and loſe their Stomacks, and are forc'd to have recourteto 
Opiats, which ſometimes they uſe daily, and in a large Doſe without 
hart. 

We have intimated before,that the cauſe of natural waking,which 
has fleep interlaced with it,confifts in theſe two things, vsz.in one of 
them, or both together; to wit,ficft,that the animal Soiritsbeing (uf- 
ficiently refrcſht,and freed from the fetters of the Nervous Liquor vi- 
gorouſly exert themſelves,and are expanded cvery way, an eſpecially 
from the middle part of the Brain, to its circumterence ; then ſecond- 
jy, though they enjoy a clear ſpace every where, and eſpecially in the 
outmoſt part of the Brain, being then free from the incurfions of the 
Nervous Juice ; yet left this expanfion of the Spirits ( which is being 
awake ) be any where protracted longer than is fitting, to there too 
great loſs, both the Spirits being now and then weary, flag, and as 
it were repoſe themſelves of their own accord, and withal the Ner- 
ous Liquor coming to overſpread the Cortex of the Brain,ſtutts and 
cloſes their Paſſages. Hence it follows that preternatural and immo=- 
derate Watching,depends alſo on one or both of tho'e twoztor either 
the Spirits being two exhorbitant, and ſtruck as it were with a rage, 
donot retreat of their own accord, or the Nervous Liquor does not 
ſo fill and ſtop the Pores of the ontward part of the Brain, that the 
Spirits may be forc'd thence inward, to a repoſe : Types of both 
theſe, every where preſent themſelves to be obſerved. 

And firſt, we may obſerve that the Animal Spirits becoming ſome- 
times exhorbitant,and fo elaſtick, or otherwiſ® irregular, cannot only 
not be appeaſed, and repoſe themſelves, but are (carce able to be 
contained in the proper Sphere ot their emanation ; Wherefore be- 
ing expanded in a continual Watching, they fo fill the Brain, and 
keep it extended, that the Nervous Juice, though heapt together 
ina great plenty, at the entrance, cannot be admitted ; and it the 
the Spirits are recall'd inward from the Coreex of the Brain, for tha! 
to enter, preſently being there reſtrained, or making a tumult with 
in the midſt of the Brain 3 they raiſe a thoniand, and often horri 
ble Fantaſms, with which ſleep is kept off 3 or direCting farth« 
their Tendency into the gents Nervoſum, they raile their great ii 
orders, which continually drive away, and break off fleep, though 
ſceming never fo mnch to be ſtealing on, or to be at hand. 


As tor the former ot thele,lhave often obſerv'd fome troubl'd with 
Watch 
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Watching, who dreaded to begin ſleep, though it came on accord. 
ing to dehre : for as ſoon as being about to ſleep, they cloſed their 
Eyes, preſently ſtarting up again, they cryed out that a confuſed 
multitude of Fantaſms made them mad ; ſo that they found them- 
ſelves neceflitated to abftain from fleep. 
Secondly, when the Spirits being become exhorbitant, are calleg 

from the circumference of the Brain towards the inward parts, in 
order to ſleep ; ſometimes they convert their Sallies into the geny 
Nervoſum, and then either ruſhing in a tumultous manner into the 
Nerves that go to the Precordia, or Viſcera, they cauſe diſorders in 
the reſpective Parts ; ( hence to ſuch as are ſo affected, as often 
cloſing their Eyes they invite fleep, either Tremblings, Leaping, 
and Conftructions of the Heart, with Failings of the Spirits, and ; 

letted Reſpiration happen, or inflations and Swellings of the Viſcerz, 

a Senſe-of Suffocation, and other Symptoms vulgarly accounted for 

hyfterical) or ſecondly, the Spirits being called from thier Watch- 

ings, and converted to the genw Nervoſum, ſometimes transfer 

their Sallies into the ſpinal Marrow, and thence into the Nerve 

that paſs into all the outward Members: Wherefore to ſome, when 

being a Bed they betake themſelves to ſleep, preſently in the Arms 

and Legs, Leapings and ContraQtions of the Tendons, and ſo great 

a Reftlefſneſs and Toffings of their Members enſue, that the diſeaſed 
are no more able to ſleep, than if they were in a Place of the greateſt 
Torture. Sometime fince, I was adviſed with for a Lady of Qual. 
ty, who in the day time was wont to be afflicted with a Cardzalzzs, 
and a Vomiting, and in the night was hindred from fleep, by chan 
of thoſe ſpaſmodick affects which came upon her, as now and then 
ſhe was upon the point of reſt : nor indeed was ſhe able to fleep all 
night, unleſs ſhe took firſt a pretty good Doſe of Laudanum : Where- 
fore of this Medicine, which at firſt was allowed her only twice a 
week, ſhe took afterward, daily, for about three. months, receiving 
no injury thereby, cither in the Brain, or about any other function; 
and when, in the mean while, by the uſe of other Remedies, the diſ- 
crafies of the Blood and Nervous Juice being corrected, the animal 
Spirits became more benign and mild ; ſhe afterward leaving off 
wholly the Opium, was able to ſleep indifferently well. 

Asto the cure of the M/arching-evi/ (which we even now diſcrib'd) 
becauſe it cannot belong endured, therefore thoſe things are chiefly 
to be given, which give a preſent relief: for this end, thole things 
are proper which footh the Spirits, and gently appeaſe their Dilor- 
ders, as the vulgarly called Anodinesviy diſtilled Waters, Decoctio ns, 
Syrups, and Conſerves of Flowers of Nymphea, Cowſlips, Mallows, 
Violets, Knapweed, the Leaves of Lettice, Purſlain, the Willow, allo 
Emulſions, or jucy Expreſſions. And if the reſtle(s Spirits will not be 
mitigated by fajr means, we mult force them to be quiet, by go 
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ſing Fetters as it were, and ufing Severity : Their ſtores ought 
to be diminiſh'd, and withal the ſpaces in which they may freely, 
and without tumult expand themſelves, ought to be dilated, and 
cleared from the ſtuffings of other Humors, v:4. of Blood and Se 
1m: For which ends, opening 4 Vein ſometimes is proper : Veſſcats- 
ries in a manner always have place 3 moreover, let Diacodium and 
Laudanum, in caſe they agree well, be frequently taken; and mean 
while, that the Opsats give truce, from the violence of the Diſeaſe, 
let the cauſe of it be eradicated by the uſe of other Remedies, as 
much as may be : Wherefore day after day, at Phyſical hours, let 
things be given that take away the ſharpneſs of Blood and Nervous 
Juice, and reſtore them to ſweetneſs : In which rank, we account 
Teſtaceous Powders, Apogemes and altering diftilled VWaters of tempe- 
rate Antiſcorbuticks, gentle preparations of Steel, Spirits of Hart s- 
born, of Soot, and above all things Tinture of Antimony. 

There remains another kind of Watching-evil,whoſe cauſe confifts 
for ſome part, if not moſtly, in the almoft continual opening or too 
great gaping of the Pores or Pafſages in the cortical part of the Brain: 
For befides that the animal Spirits being ſharp and ſomewhat ex- 
horbitant, refuſe to lye down of their own accord, and to yield to 
reft ; the ſame moreover are not kept down or ſubjugated by the _ 
Nervous Liquor, entring the Pores of the Brain 3 but being free and 
exempt from all impoſed Burthen,they are expanded alſo.within the 
outward ſpaces of the Brain, which are every where open for them, 
for which cauſe, thoſe that have the Watching-evil perceive no 
drowfaneſs or heavinel(s of the Sinciput, no appulſe or defire of 
ſleep. I have known ſome aff:Cted after this manner, who when 
they had paſt many nights one after the other, wholly without ſleep, 
yet being ſtill chearful and brisk, having a good Stomack, and ready 
at bufineſs; ſeemed not as yet to have wanted fleep. The cauſe of 
this, doubtleſs is a burnt and melancholy Blood, which ſupplies the 
outward part of the Brain with a Nervous Juice, not mild and be- 
nign, but too much (corcht and filled with aduft Particles, which 
conſequently is neither apt to ſtay long within the Pores- of the 
Brain, nor kindly to receive and contain the animal Spirits : More- 
over, the Spirits themſelves ingendred from it become too elaſtick 
and reſtleſs in their Nature, fo that they are neither eaſily appeaſed, 
nor inclin'd for fleep of their own accord. Nevertheleſs, being of 
a fixt Nature, they do not readily fly away, nor are foon tired ſo 
as to flag, but laft a long time and continue vigorous without any 
great refreſhment. Concerning this ſleepleſs Diſpoſition of the ani- 
mal Spirits, fince it is the ſame as in Perſons troubled with melan- 
choly ; we ſhall have a fit place of ſpeaking ſomewhat more large- 
ly of it in the ſequel. We may obſerve, that Coffee alſo on the 


lame account keeps Perſons from fleep, for that Drink infinuates y 
adu 
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aduſt Particles ( with which we find it to abound both by the taf 
and ſmell ) firſt into the Blood, and then into the Nervous Juice 
which thereupon by their Agility and Reſtleſſneſs,both keep the Pores 
of the Brain ftill open, and add ſpurs and a certain rage to the Spirits 
( all other Combination and StupefaCtion being depoſed ) by which 
they are ſtirred up to a longer execution of their Functions. Again, 
as to what regards the prophylaCtick cure of this Watching-evil, or 
the removal of the morbifick cauſes, we ſhall give it you in the {6 
que!, where we ſhall treat of the Melancholy ; mean while, for the 
immediate removal of that Symptom as often as it ſorely preſſes, 
we obſerve that Opiats will not doz for being given in a good large 
quantity they ſeldom cauſe ſleep, and render the affected more faint 

and weak. It often ſucceeds better, if going to bed they take ſome 
gentle and pleaſant Drink, as eſpecially our Ale being clear and 
mild, or ah Poſſet-drink, with Comſlip Flowers boyled in #t, or an 
emulſion of the Seeds of Melons and Almonds in a great quantity, 
viz. to two or three pounds. 

I was advis'd with ſome time fince,for an old hypochondrical Man, 
who, beſides other ſymptoms uſual in that caſe, had liv'd for many 
years obnoxious to a frequent, loud, and very troubleſome Belching: 
He was wont every day to fall a Belching twice or thrice, for about 
two hours together, and with ſo great a noile, that he was heard to 
a great diſtance: But ſometimes for a week or. two, and ſometimes 
for a month, that Belching was chang'd into a Watching ; tor the 
former aff-& becoming much more remi(s, the worthy Man paſt 
often whole nights without ſleep; and when ſometimes he had 
been conſtantly waking for three or more days, not yet ſeeming to 
want fl:ep, he complain'd of no drowfize(s, dulnefs, or failing of 
the Spirits. Narcoticks having (ſeldom or never given him relief, 
he took ſometimcs in the evening Pofſe:-drink made with Ale, or 
Canary ; at the beginning of the night he drank ſometimes Ale, 
lometimes di/til'd Haters, by the uſe of which a little ſI-ep often 
followed ; then afterward the Watching-evil vaniſhing by degrees, 
the belching returnd. Whence it may appear that the cauſe of 
both was the ſame, v7. aduſt and irritating Particles {ent trom the 
Mafs of Blood, fometimes into the Coats of the Stomack, fome- 
times into the cortical part of the Brain, 

2. Beſides theſe diltin& affect; or cxorbitancies of ſleep and wa: 
King, there remain other conjunct or complicated irregularities of 
them, in which the acts ot both functions are perverted together, 
which we may obſerve in the aff<& vulgacly call'd the Harching 
Coma 3 concerning which we tha!l now ſpeak in ſhort. 

Thoſe that are troubled with the Matching Coma, though they 
are always inclin'd to lleep, yet they can ſcarce fleep at all, but frem, 
like Tantalw, to ſtand always up to the Lips in the River Leebe, tor 
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6pping of which, whenever they fink themſelves deeper, the yield” 
ing Waters always ſubſide lower. They feel a very great heavineſs 
of the Head, with a drowhneſs of the Senſes, and all the Faculties 5 
ſo that they are trgubled to move themſelves any way in their Bed, 
or to be diſturb'd by the {peech of ſanders by, that ſpeak to them 5 
fill expeRing to fall preſently in a quiet fleep : To which 
neverthcleſs when they wholly yield up themielves, and endeavour 
fraitly to embrace it, various phantaims preſenting themſelves 
to their mind, keep them ſtill waking, nor permit them at all to 
enjoy that ſleep which ſcems always to be ready for them. To this 
often is added a Delsrium, (o that whilſt the Dileaſed lye with their 
Eyes clos'd, they talk always abſurdly and at random, and throw 
their Arms and Legs this way, and that, in a diforderly manner, 
and being awak'd look gaftly. It's a uſual thing for ſuch as are in 
Ferers, to continue all night overwhelm'd with a ſleepineſs, as it 
nerez but ſo that in the mean while they are ſcarce filent for a 
quarter of an hoar, but mutter various things with themſelves ; 
nay, ſometimes cry out, howl, and leap out of Bed. If the rcaſon of 
this be enquir'd into, it ſeems that we ought to ſay, that the Pores 
and Paſſages in the Brain, which are the avenues of the Spirits, are 
very much poſſeft by a groſs and ſoporiterous Matter, ſent from the 
Maſs of the Blood ; fo that the Spirits being very much letted from 
their wonted expanſion and mutual commerce, a great and invin= 
cible fleep ſeems preſently to be at hand: But in as much as certain 
farp and very active Particles ftick to thoſe Spirits as ſo many 
ſtings, they are inceſſantly incited to motion, and therefore ſome of 
them forcibly paſs the ways; however ſtopt and beſet with fence, 
and meet againſt each other directly or obliquely, according as they 
can find a way : And ſuch their motion, though it be not able to 
procure a compleat exerciſe of the animal Function, yet it eafil 
hinders its reft and ceflation, ſo that thoſe that are troubled wit 
this Diſcaſe, keep betwixt ſleep and wake. 

The Watching-Coma is ſeldom a Diſeaſe of it ſelf, but for the 
moſt part is a ſymptom, and happens upon other affects ; as a Fe- 
ver, the Frenſy, Lethargy , and the like; wherefore, it does not 
require a peculiar method of Cure : But it ſeems only to be need- 
ful, that to the Remedies primarily indicated, other Cephalicks 
be joyn'd, which may diſperſe theſe Mcteors, as it were, like Clouds 
and Lightning ; or if both of them cannot be exterminated toges 
ther, 1:t the Medicine joyn it felf to the aid of one affe&, by which 
that being become ſuperior, let it preſently overcome the other 
ſo in a ſleepy Watching, it is proper to procure either a perfect 
Sleep, or a perfect Watching ; and in this caſe I have often given 
Narcetichs with good ſucceſs. 
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CHAP. V. 


Tn(truftions and Preſcripts for curing the Incuby 
or Night-mare. 


O far of the irregularies, or morbid Exorbitancies of Sleep and 

x ) Watching, which being proper to, and as it were peculiarly at. 

. tending the Brasn, affect the Cerebelum but rarely, and only ſecog. 
darily ; but there remains an affect ( vulgarly call'd the Icuby o 
Nighe-mare ) which being peculiar to this Region, and in ſome fort 
analogons to the ſoporiferous Diſeaſes; in as much as its Fits ariſe in 
a manner from hence, that by reaſon of the animal Spirits being 
bound or ſupprett in the Cerebefum, an Eclipſe or Interruption of 
them (though ſhort) is caus'd in the exerciſe of the vital FunQion, 

That the nature of this Diſcaſe may be the better known,in the firſt 
place let us conſider its Phanomens. AFit of the Incubus molt com. 
monly, and in a manner only ſeizing us whiltt we are aſleep ; iswont 
to be rais'd for the moſt part after the Stomach's being loaded with 
food of ill digeſtion, and a lying on the Back in the Bed : Thoſe that 
are troubled with it, ſeem to perceive themſelves chiefly offended 
with it in the Breaft, and about the Przcordia : For reſpiration be- 
ing ſuppreſt, or very much hindred, they think themfelves oppreſt 
with a certain weight lying heavily on the Tborax ; which weight 
cheats their imaginations, ſometimes with one Apparition, ſome- 
times with another ; and when they think to ſhake it off, or putit 
from them by the motion of their Body or Limbs, they are not able 
to ſtir either their Body or any Limb any way ; but after a long 
ſtruggling in the Pracordia, and ſometimes almoſt to the loſs of 
Life,at length they awake ; and being fully come to themſelves from 
their ſl-ep, the imaginary weight vaniſhes on a ſudden, and the mo- 
ving torce of the Body is reſtored ; there remaining nevertheleſs for 
the moſt part a trembling of the Heart, and often a very quick and 
violent vibration of the Diaphragm 3 afterwards, the Fit being end- 
ed, the deception of the Fancy, apprehending the dreadful ſpecies 
of an I»cubws, comes alſo to be known. 

Now, though we allow the monſtrous Species ( which is con- 
cciv'd ) of the Iscubus to be a meer Dream ; yet it is manifeſt that 
the P:zcordia are really affeCted, and that the motions of the Pulſe 
and Reſpiration are in a manner ſuppreſt or letted, viz. in as much 
az that oppreflion of the Breaft is plainly perceiv'd by many whilft 
they awake; nay, as they are freſhly ftirr'd from ſleep, and when 
that is remov d, tremblings and diſorderly motions of the Heart 
ard Diaphragm enſue; whence it follows; that theſe Parts are 
cumbred, and undergo a real dainmage, 
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Wherefore, whatſoever others may think, I judge that a Fit of the 
hcubws is caus'd, infomuch as in ſleeping a certain incongruous Mat- 
ter is diſtilled into the Cerebelurn, together with the nervous Juice, 
which caufing a heavineſs or certain ftupefaRion to the Spirits in 
their firſt ſource, forces them preſently to forbear alittle from the 
performance of their Functions ; ſo that by a ſecond Lethargy, as it 
were, raiſed within the Cerebellum, the vital ations ſuffer a ſhort 
Eclipſe; during which, partly from the ftriving of the overcharg'd 
Precordia, and partly from the Blood being very much heapt to- 
gether and ftagnating within them, that Opprefſion, and Senſe of 
an incumbent weight, as it were, is cauſed : Moreover, becauſe all 
the other Faculties of the whole Body depend on the motion of the 
Heart, therefore this being hindred and ſuppreft, thoſe preſently 
fall into faintings and diſorders. 

Though it be ſeldom that any Perſon dies of this Diſeaſe alone, 
yet thoſe that are frequently obnoxious to it, if at any time they 
are ſeiz'd with other Cephalick affects, as the Letbargy, Carus, Ap- 
pulexy or Epilepſy; they are in a very dangerous condition, becauſe 
the morbifick Matter, (ent from the Blood into the Brain, eafily in- 
rades the Cerebelum allo, being o prediſpos'd; fo that the Diſeaſ- 
ed (uffering an Eclipſe of the vital Function, together with the ani- 
mal, are brought into a greater danger of Lite: Hence its a com- 
mon obſervation, that thoſe that are wont to be frequently trou- 
bled with the Incubw often die ApopleCtical. 

Another Ifſue of the Incubus, is wont to be leſs pernicious, that it 
often leads to the pafſion of the Heart, and other aff:&s commonly 
accounted for Hypochondriacal. I have known many troubled with 
the Incubus in their Youth, who, as they grew farther in years, being 
free from that, were affected with a Trembling and Panting of the 
Heart, and with other Griefs about the Przcordia, and Hypochon- 
dres, and very ſorely with Convulfions ; we judge the cauſe of this 
morbid change to be, that the morbifick Matter, after having been 
often wont to beſet the circumference of the Cerebellum; at length, 
making a violent aſſault, penetrates deeper into ſome private Place, 
and patſing its texture, ruſhes into the Nerves appointed for the 
Precordia. 

As to the cure of this Diſeaſe, for as toits Fits, becauſe they ſoon 
pals away of their own accord, there is no need of it: The therapeu- 
tick Method,after a provifion to be made for the whole, by Blooding 
[whereit is proper ) and a gentle Purge, ſuggeſts to us the chief uſe 
of thoſe Remedies which are vulgarly accounted Cephaliely:therefore 
the Powders of Amber, Coral, Pcarl, Roots of male Peony, baſtard D:t- 
ter, Contrayerva, allo Elrctuaries, Tablets, diſtil"d Waters, Tinctures, 
Elixirs, and other things wont to be preſcrib'd in the Lethargy aud 
Apoplexy, have place here 3 but in the firſt place,a due torm ut Diet, 
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being ordered ; let food that is grols, and of an ill ConcoCtion Pulſe, 
and hoary Fruits be avoided, nor muft the Perſon indulge himſelf to 
ſleep, frudying, or reading preſently after eating : Let large and late 
Suppers, and lying on the Back be forbidden. | 

Becauſe Infants and Children are often troubled with this Diteaſe, 
(a fign of which is, that they are ſhaken in their ſleep, and upon their 
awake cry out terribly) and having undergone frequent fits of it, of- 
ten fall into convulfive affets: Therefore as ſoon as they feem at- 
fected with it, let a due method of cure be uſed to them: Let it be 
enquired concerning the Milk they ſuck, whether of it (elf being 
without fault, and laudable, it agrees well with their Stomack ? Let 
**m not be permitted to fleep preſently after raving ſuckt thei: fill; 
Let the Nurſc,ufing a good form of Diet,take alſo morning and evening 
a Doſe of a Cepbalick Powder, or Ele&uary, Drinking after ut 4 draight 
of Poſſer-drink, with the Leaves of Sage, or Betony, or the Roots or Seed) 
of Peony boy['d in xt : Let the Infant take twice a day a Spoonful of an 

propriate diſtill'd Vater : Letit have an Iu? in the nape of the 
Neck, let it lie ſometimes on one fade, ſometimes on the other, but 
ſeldom or never on the Back. It will not be wholly without benefit, 
for it to wear about the Neck, or on the pit of the Stomack, Cord 
Bracelets made of the Seeds or Roots of male Peony ; If at any time in 
ſleeping, being often and ſorely ſhaken, they ſeem to be dangerouſh 
affected with this Diftemper, let Veficarerres be apply'd to the Neck, 
or behind the Ears: Morcover, evening and morning, let a Doſe of 
the Pulvy de Gutreta, or {ome other that is appropriate, be daily 
given in a Spoonful of diftill'd Water, or in Juleps. 
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CHAP. VI. 
Inftruftions and Preſcripts for curing the } etigo. 


Fter having viewed the out ward circumference of bot h Brains, 

and diſcovered the Diſeaſes that beſet the ſenfitive Soul, a- 

bout the firſt beginnings, and the firit ſources of the animal Spi 
rits ; now deſcending to the middle of the Brain , where th: 
Fancy and common Senſe refide; let us ſee to what affects thele 
Parts are obnoxious. Concerning this, let it be obſerv'd in the 
firſt place, that of the Spirits reſiding in thole places, ſometimes 
Troops, or rather mighty Armies, ſometimes alſo ſmall Handfuls 
are affcCted ; and then that the ſame, whether many of them to- 
gether, for a few only are affected, either from their hetorogenevut 
combination are made elaftick, and conſequently are forced into 


diſorderly, or rather explofive motions, agin a Fit of the Epilepſie ;

or undergoing an Eclipſe, as in the Apoplexy, are depriv'd of all 
motion: We have diſcours'd amply enough before of the former 

{modick affect of the Spirits ; and concerning the Apoplexy we 

ll treat in the ſequel. At preſent we ſhall ſpeak of a certain Paſſion 
belonging to thelc Parts, vsq the Vertigo, in which ſome Files of 
the Spirits are affected, and their motions ſeem partly to be per- 
rerted and partly to be ſuppreſs'd. 

The Vertigo is thus deſcribed, viz. that it is an affect in which vi. 
fible Objects ſeem to turn round, and thoſe that are affected with it 
find a great trouble or contuſion of the Animal Spirits in the Brain, 
ſo that they do not duly influence the Nerves: wherefore the ſee- 
ing and locomotive Faculties often ſomewhat waver, ſo that the 
Diſeaſed fall down and are often offuſcated with Darkneſs, 

In a fat of this, it is to be obſerved that the Imagination and 
common Senſe are in ſome fort deceived : whilft they think the 
ObjeRs that ftand fti!l do move, but the rational judgment holds 
good, for we know our Errour. 

That the morhifick cauſe of the Virtigo, and the preternatural 
way of its hapning may be known,we mult enquire after what man=- 
her the ſame affect,how ſuddenly ſoever it comes upon us,is wont to 
be raiſed by non-natural things, for by a long turning round of the 
Body,by looking from an high place, pafling over a Bridge, by failing 
in a Ship, or going in a Coach,by Drunkenneſs, or taking Tobacco, 
ind certain other ways, Perſons every where become Vertiginous, 
or contract a Giddineſs: which Aﬀect thoſe occafions produce, in 
as much as the animal Spirits being greatly diftucbed in their ſet Se- 
ries and Orders, are both moved looſely and in a diſorderly manner 
this way, and that, within the Paſſages of the Brain ; and break 
off certain Lines or Threads, as it were, of their wonted irradition 
into the gens Nervoſum; for thoſe two things being in a manner 
always reciprocal, mutually ſucceed and depend on each other, viz. 
the perturbation of the Spirits within the middle of the Brain, and 
their letted emanation into the genw Nervoſum: On whatever caulc 
either affect is produc'd, prefently the other follows. A turning 

round of the Body, being carried in a Coach, or Ship, alſo Drunk- 
enne(s, an unuſual taking of Tobacco, force the Spirits to fluſtuate 
or to reel diſorderly in the Brain, which thereupon are preſently hin- 
dred from their due emanation ivto the Nerves, fo that the Perſons 
affected are ſcarce abte to ſtand or go; in like manner,a looking from 
an high place,patling over a Bridge, a Fainting or Swoon ſeizing us, 
reca!l the Spirits from their wonted emanation into the genus N. ru» 
ſum, which therefore falling in a tumult, or being diforderly mov'd 
Within the Brain, cauſe a Scoromia, or a running round of Objccts. 
Theſe things being thus permitted concerning the /3rtsgo, raisd 
by reaſon of ſome accident, or by fume evident, ſolemn, and non- 
patural 
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natural cauſe; we muſt now enquire how, and after how man 
ways it is wont to be produc'd by an intrinſecal and preter. 
natural cauſe. 

Concerning this you may obſerve, that the V:rergois ſometimes ; 
ſymptom depending on ſome other affect, ſeating fometimes within 
the Brain,ſometimes without it z but that ſometimes it is a Diſeaſe by 
it ſelf, which being raiſed within the middle of the Brain, is very 
troubleſome, and often terrible, and difficult to be cured. 

As w the tormer,many Diſcaſes of the Head,vsx. an acute Pain,the 
Lethargy,Epilepſy,Carus, Apoplexy,with many others, have often a Vir. 
ezpo joyned with them, v:x. inaſmuch as an even expanſion of the 
Spirits in theBrain, and their irradication thence into the Genus 
Nervoſum, is lightly difturbed from thoſe various morbifick cauſes, 

Moreover, this (ymptom is wont ſometimes to be produced by 
reaſon of other affects ſcated far from the Brain, and that chiefly af. 
ter two manners; For firſt, it is uſual for a Scoromis to ariſe by reaſon 
of the afflux of Blood call'd on a ſudden from the Brain,as in a ſwoon, 
and great fainting, in great hunger, hard labour, a very great he- 
morrhagy, long faſtings, violent paſſions of fear or ſadneſs ; nay, 
through other occafions,if at any time the motion of the Blood fails 
or faulters in the Heart, ſo that the affcCted are ready to fall into a 
fainting of the Spirits, preſently becauſe the ſupply of the Vital 
Liquour is withdrawn, the Animal Spirits alfo failing in the Brain, 
withdraw their irradiation from the Genw Nervo/um : For their 
Head-ſpring being cut off, thoſe that remain flying back from 
their emanation, run to and fro confuſedly in the Brain, and raiſe 
vertiginous, and often delirous affects. 

Secondly, a diſorderly retreat of the Animal Spirits from ſome 
one of the V:/cera, or ſome outward member into the Brain, often 
cauſes a Vertizo, viz. inaſmuch as the Spirits being troubled in a 
long ſeries from the Part affeted by the Duttus's of the Nerves, at 
length trouble others inhabiting the middle part of the Brain, and 
force them into the like diforders : for this cauſe it is, that ſharp 
humours twitching the Fibres of the Stomach, and that often an 
offenfize and irritative matter ftirr'd in the Spleen, Pancreas, or 
Inte:tines, and an acute Pain, Ulcers, &c. in the Foot or Arm, 
vtten cauſe light Sco:zomias in the Brain. 

But the Verz:go is not only a ſymptom, but ſometimes is a Diſ- 
eale primarily, and of it felf : for the through underft.inding of 
th? nature of which, we muſt enquire into its ſubject, formal 
ſtate, and cauſes. 

The Immediate $:bje# of the Vertigo are doubtleſs the Animal 
Spirits, which every perſon troubled with this affect perceives to be 
very much troubled,and to movye about in a contuled manner 3 but 
the mediate ſubject are thoſe parts of the Brain in which Imaginath- 
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on and common ſenſe refide, and whence the next way leads in- 
to the Genus Nerveſum : Now theſe are the Corpors Calloſa, 
and Striata. 

For the Animal Spirits love to expatiate themſelves within theſe 
medullous Bodies z and when they ſmoothly flow in one ſeries from 
the two extremes attending the Corpus Calloſum | 17. from the Cor- 

4 Striata, and Gyrs of the Brain ) towards its middle part,they re- 
preſent pleaſant imaginations and fancies: and when in other ſcries 
and haply by othtr Pores, they flow from the midft of the Corpus 
Calloſum into the Gyrs of the Brain, they carry thither the G6gna= 
tures of notions for the memory z and when they dire themleives 
thence into the Corpora Striate, and origines of the Nerves, they 
aRuate all the moving parts, and as often as there is occaſion, 
convey to them the Inſtincts of ſetting upon motions. 

Now ina Vertsgo thoſe even emanations of the Spirits ſeem to be 
intercepted in various places, and to be diverſly perverted, tor ivume 
files of the Spirits are rendred obſcure, others are wreited another 
way, and are driven this way and that into Gyrz and Portex's, and 
often are forcibly drawn croſs-wiſe ; wherefore by reaſon of the 
Spirits being ſo troubled in the Brain, confus'd fancies, erring and 
unconftant ſpecies of ſenſible things,or turnings round of them, are 
repreſented : And then, according as the Irradiation into the 
Genus Nervoſum is lefſen'd or ſtopt, a Scotomia, and failings and 
fulterings of the locomotive funCtion enſue, 

It ſeems probable that ſuch diſorders of the Spirits depends on 
two cauſes, viz. firft, that ſome exorbitant and extraneous particles 
being entred the Brain deeply, together with the Nervous Juice, 
cleave to the Spirits,and force them into irregular motions ; it be» 
ing manifeft to vulgar experience, that this happens to ſome perſons 
after immoderate drinking of Wine, or Strong Waters, unulual 
ſmoaking Tobacco, the cating of certain Vegetables, an anointing 
with Mercury, &c. Secondly, we may imagine that ſometimes a 
ſerous glut of filth gets by degrees into the Brain, together with 
the Nervous Juice, and when at length it has penetrated deeply into 
it, defiles theſe pure Medulle, and greatly ftuffs its Pores: So that 
the Animal Spirits do not diſplay their beams with a light that is 
clear and full, but ſuch as is weak and broken, with many little 
Clouds, asit were, ſcattered here and there. 

In an habitual and inveterate Vertigo, the conjunct cauſe compre- 
hends both theſe, as it appears from the things that give relief, or 
prove offenfire. For I obſerve that that affect is altered. for the 
better or worſe, on two kinds of occaſions: For whatſoever things 
inwardly taken engender turgid Particles, and fuch as are too exor- 
bitant and apt to be troubled,as Wines, Strong Waters, pepper'd and 
flatulent Mcats,in a manner, always afteCt yertiginous Perions : nor 
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do they find leſs injury by reaſon of occaſions by which the Brain is 
filled and ftuffcd, as are ſurfeiting, fleeping at Noon, or too long in 
the Morning, a Southerly Wind, a moiſt, miſty, and thick Air; a 
low ſeated and marſhy Habitation : and onthe contrary, the ſame 
are very much relieved by a thin and light Diet, a clear Air, ad 
an open Country expoſed to the Winds. | 

If we enquire into the procatarick Cauſe of this Evil, viz, 
for what morbid prediſpoition this double evil is wont to be 
brought on the Spirits refiding in the middle part of the Brain ; 
we find that here both the Brain with the Neryous Liquour, and 
the Blood with the Humours refding in it are in the fault. 

It is a common fault of the latter, that degenerating from its 
due Crafisinto a ſharp or otherwiſe vitious temper, it perverts 
the nutritive Juice, and likewiſe heaps together within it a $e- 
rum, and filthy dregs of various kinds, which it is ready to dif- 
charge on the Head. 

The fault of the Brain is, that its temper is moiſt and weak, its 
texture looſe and not firm, and has its Pores more open than 
they ought, and too much gaping, ſo that any heterogeneous 
and elaftick Particles, and likewiſe ſerous, or otherwiſe morbid 
recrements, being ſent from the Blood into the Head, are eafily ad- 
mitted into the Brain together with the nervous Juice, and by req 
fon of its paſſages being too open, deſcend without obftacle into 
the midſt of it, viz. the Corpora Calloſs and Striata. Moreover,ſuch 
as are of a tender Conſtitution, eafily contract this virtiginous 
diſpoſition ; for the Spirits of the Brain being weak, and unable to 
reſiſt foreign incurſions, yield a paſſage to any matter coming 
thither : Again, to others, though robuſt Perſons, a diſorderly 
Diet, a ſedentary Life, frequent Surfeiting, allo immoderate Sleep 
and Studies, likewiſe the Scurvy, an itveterate Cache x1a, Fe 
vers of long continuance, and other Cephalick Diſeaſes, often 
bring this ill habit of the Brain. 

As to the prognoſtick of this Diſeaſe, every new Vertigo for 
the moſt part is void of danger ; but being habitual and con- 
tinual, though it ſcldom threatens a great or eminent danger, 
yet becauſe it admits not but a long and very difficult Cure, 
it moft commonly ſo tires both the Diſeaſed and Phyſician , 
that before the Diſeaſe can be cured, one grows weary of the other, 

A primary Veresz0 ſeated in the fore-part of the Head, which 
ſcarce at all cauſes a dizzineſs or falling on the ground, being more 
ſate and curable, is often chang'd into a Head-ach ; ſometimes alſo 
it goes off of its own accord, by a blecding at the Noſe, or a Flux 
of the Hemorrhoids, and is often removed by Phyſick. 

A vectiginous affect arifing in the hinder part of the Head,and in- 
tercepting the irradiations of the Spirits into the Nerves, being far 
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more dangerous, often paſſes into an Apeplexy, or Pal/ey, or into 
Convulfive Diſeaſes. 

A Theraputick Method does not properly belong to a Sympromatich 
Vertigo.It will only be neceflary,that certain Cephalick Remedies for 
diſcuffing the Clouds of the Brain, and appeafing the diſorders of the 
Spirits be joyn'd to the firft things indicated; or rather, to ſpeak ac- 
cording to the capacity of the vulgar(which we muft ſometimes,tho 
only for ſhew)that certain Medicines againftVapours be added to 'em. 

An Accidental Vertigo, or any other that is new, for the moft part 
is cur'd only by Blooding and a gentle Purge, ſometimes repeated. 
Nevertheleſs, for the more certain extirpation of the Diſeaſe, let 
Cephalick Remedies likewiſe, ſuch as ſhall preſently be written, be 
carefully adminiftred. 

For the Cure of an Habitual Vertigo,and ſuch as is become inveterate, 
in a manner, the like method ought to be order'd,as againſt moſt 0- 
ther Cephalick Diſeaſes, Which ſuggeſts theſe three chief intents of 
Healing:viz.firft, we muſt endeavour that all fuel of that Diſeaſe being 
cut off,the Brain may continue free from any new afflux of morbifick 
Matter 3 for which end, a due form of dyet being ordered, ſometimes 
Bleeding, and very often a gentle Purge given at due intervals of 
time will conduce : Let a dry and well ventilated Air be choſen, let 
immoderate and unſeaſonable ſleep and itudies be ſhun'd ; let morn- 
ing and evening draughts be wholly forborn : Inftead of the for- 
mer, let a draught of Coffee or Tea be given, with the Leaves of Sage 
boyl'd in them ; let an Iſſue be made in the Leg or Arm ; and ſome«= 
times let the Hozxmorrhoid Veſfels be open'd by Leeches:Let the Per= 
fon affeCted, always ariſe early in the morning, and waſh his Temples 
and Sinciput, with cold Water, and rub them with a courſe Cloth. 

The ſecond Theraputick Intention will be to remove the Proca- 
tarick cauſe of the Vertigo; whereforelet it be endeavoured, both 
that the Cacochymical dyſcraſy of the Blood be taken away,and that 
the weak and over-lax conſtitution of the Brain be corrected. In or- 
der to the former Remedies, powerfully altering, as temperate An- 
tſcorbuticks, Chabyleats, and ſometimes Spaw-waters, or Whey are 
proper: To which, always by reaſon of the latter thing indicated, 
let Cephalick Medicines, viz. ſuch as are prepar'd of Coral, Amber, 
Man's skull, the Root of male Peony, Miſtletos, Peacocks dung, and 
the like, forms ot which we ſhall preſently give you, be added. 

The third Intention, and which is properly curatory,attempts the 
taking away of the co:1junct Caule of this Diſeaſe, tho it ceaſes tor the 
moſt part of its own accord, upon the removal of the procata: Etc k 
Cautes. For if the paſſage of every extraneous Matter into the Brain 
be cut off, nothing will hinder, but that the Spirits being as pure as 
may be, and having gotten free and open ſpaces within the Corpus 


Calloſum, may flow thence every way, However, that we may pro- 
Iii tccute 
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ſecute this ſcope of curing, together with the former ;* we mufi 
alſo interchangeably uſe Med:cines endow'd with a volatile $al;, 
whoſe Particles being very ſubtle and aCtive, refreſh the animy 
Spirits 3 of which kind chiefly are the Spirits of Harts-born, Soar, 
Sal Armoniack impregnated with Amber, Man's tkull, &c. the tin 
Aures of Coral, Amber, Antimony, the Elixir of Peony, &c. 

Theſe things being thus permitted concerning the Vertigo in ge. 
neral, it ſeems likewiſe proper for us to delineate a Theraputick 
Method, more particularly,and to give an orderly proces of it : And 
firſt, it ſhall be ſhewn what is to be done in the Fit for curing it, 
and then what out of the Fit for preſervation. 

1, Asto the former, though an invaſion of the Vertigo, how vio- 
- lent ſoever it may ſeem, for the moſt part is free from danger, and 

often paſſes off eafily of its own accord ; yet becauſe thoſe that are 
affected with it, fearing themſelves a dying, defire Phyſical Aid ; 
in ſuch a caſe, if the Pulſe indicates it, a Clyſter being permitted, 
let Bleeding be ordered ; then a Velicatory being applicd to the 
Neck, let itrong-ſmelling things, as Caſtoreum, Spirzt or volatile 
Salt of Harts-horm Urine, or Sal Armonaach be preſently held tothe 
Noſtrils : Moreover, let thoſe Spirits be given twice or thrice 
day, with a convenient Doſe of a Cephalsch Zulep; going to Bed, let 
a bolus of Mithridate with Powder of Caſtoreum be taken : The day 
following, if the affect be not yet gone, let a gentle Purge be gi- 
ven ; or if the Diſeas'd be inclined, or eafie to vomit, let an Emench 
be taken, than which, there is ſcarce any Remedy more excellent. 

Take Pillule de Succino twenty five Grains, Reſin of Jalap ſix Gran, 
Tartar vitriolan ſeven Grains, Balſam of Peru what ſuffices, make 
four Pills ro be taken going to Bed, or early in the morning : Or, 

Take Sulpbur of Antimony five Grains, Cream of Tartar half a 
Scruple, Caſtoreum two Grains, makes a Powder, to be taken wih 
Governance, expetting a vomiting. 

That Vomues often do good in the Vertigo, befides the teſtimony of 
Authors,it ſufficiently appears alſo by common obſervationzand fince 
vertiginous Perſons vomit often of their own accord, hence an opini- 
on has grown amongſt many, that the cauſe of this Diſeaſe lies hid in 
a manner always in the Stomach, but we have ſhewn elſewhere, that 
this is otherwiſe; and that the vomiting trequently happens by reaſon 
of the Spirits being troubled in the Brain. Now the reaſon, why Eme- 
ticks do good in this Diſeaſe, is, that by this kind of Medicine, both a 
very great Revuifions is made of Humors from the Brain,and that the 
S1-i;1ts there being in a tumult, are preſently reſtrain'd, When the 
M, mbranes and Fibres of the Ventricle,and the Viſcera plac'd near it 
are twitcht; various Humors,v1z. the nervous, ſerous, lymphick,pan- 
creatick and bilous, are drawn into thoſe Parts,and fo dreined that 
the Zain continues free from their Incurſions, nay, and eafily mu_ 
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off a [_ many then ſticking init : Then,as to the animal Spirits, we 
have ſhewn elſewhere, that there is always a very great communica« 
tion and intimate accord, betwixt thoſe that refide in the Stomach 


and thoſe of the Brain ; fo that a grateful or ingrateful affe& of the 
FKomach from things taken,cautes ereCtions or dejections of the Spi- 
rits reading in the Brain. Opzats, whilft remaining in the Stomach, 
bring a fleepineſs, ſo in the Vertigo and other Cephalick Dilcaſes, it 
will not conduce a little to the redretfing and regulating of the Spi- 
ritsin the Brain, when all in confufion, and mightily agitated, if their 
conſociates or relations be put in a conſternation within the Ventri- 
de, by an irritating Medicine ; for whilſt, for the aid of theſe, a great 
many are call'd from the Brain, the others remaining remit of their 
diſorders, and reſume their ancient Offices ; doubtleſs it is chiefly for 
this reaſon, that Emeticks often give great Relief in «ffects of the 
Mana, infornuch that certain Empricks uſe in a manner thoſe alone. 

2, But returning from this ſmall digreflion, let us confider what is 
to be done for curing an inveterate,and almoſt continual Veresgo,out 
of the Fit ; Therefore in the firſt place,a Method being ordered con+ 
cerning Blooding and Purging to be us'd, and repeated at fit inter- 
rls of time, according to the Conſtitution and Strength of the Pa 
tient 5 I alſo uſe to adviſe that Vomit ( if nothing indicates the con- 
trary ) be taken once a Month ; for which end, to weak Perſons, af- 
ter the Stomacks being fill'd with light food, let Mine and Oximel 
of Squills be given, to two or three Ounces, and afterwards let Poſ- 
ſet-drink, with Cardus leaves boyi'd in ut be drank in a great quantity, 
and let it preſently be thrown up again with a ſpontaneous or forc'd 
vomiting : To others, tet an Emerick be given of Salt of Vierzo/, or of 
the Infufgon of Crocus Metallorum : Concerning Iſſues, Veſicatorics, the 
opening of the ha morrhoides,allo of a Plaifter or Cap to be worn on the 
Head, and of ropichs to be apply'd to the ſoles of the Feet, or to the 
Wriſts, for revulſion or derivation, let a Phyſician deliberate. 

Take Conſerve of the Flowers of male Peony ſix Ounces, Powd'r of its 
Roots an Ounce, Peony-ſeeds powdered two Drams ; Amber,Coral,Pearl 
powdered of each two Drams and a balf, Salt of Coral a Dram, Syrup 
. ff Coral what ſiffices, make an EleFuary. The D»'» is 4 Dram and a 
balf, or ewo Drams in the evening, and early in th: morning, drinks 
ing after it, three Ounces of the follbyuwing diſtilled IWiter, 

Take freſh> leaves of Miſtietow fix Handfiills, Roots of mate Pemiy, 
Angelic1, of each a Pound and baif ; the white dmg of Peaceehs tra 
Pounds, Cardamum bru:ſed two Qrine?s, Cuſtorerm thee Dramy, all 
being ſlic'd mall, and mi xt together, pour 10 th:m of {nite ©l\e, or 
of Wney prepar'd of it, eight Pounds, diſtsl xt with commes Qr7 $1154 
let the whole) Liquor be mix'd.

which add of double refin'd Sugar diſſolved in Peony water, and boy/' 
20 4 confiſtency for Tablets ten Ounces, make Tablets according to 4r;, 
weighing half a Dram, let one or two be taken often in a Day. 

fetaule all things do not agree with all Perſons, but a Phyfician 
ought to aſſay divers Medicaments, and infiſting on a various Me. 
thod ; at one time to try theſe Medicines, another thoſe, therefore 
I ſhall here fet down certain forms of another kind. 

Take our Syrup of Steel, fix Ounces, let a Spoonful be taken in the 
morning, and at five of the Clock, with three Ounces either of the dj. 
filled Water even now deſcribed, or of ſome other Cephalick Wan 
Or, take from fifteen to twenty Drops of our Syrup of Steel, with a 
draught of the ſame diſtilled Water twice a day; 1 bave known theſy 
things to have given great Relief to many. 

Sometimes, let Doſes of the Spirits of Soot, Harts-horn, or Sal Armg. 
niach, impregnated with Amber, Coral, or Man's skull, or let tinflue 
of Amber, Antimony, or Coral be daily given after the ſame manner, 

Take Powder of the Roots of mals Peony an Ounce and a half, Pemy. 
feeds, Coral prepared, white Amber of each three Drams; Peail pre. 
pared, Powder of male Peony-flowers freſh bruiſed, and dried in tle 
Sun, of each two Drams, Sugar-candy one Ounce, make a Powder, |» 
a Dram be taken twice a day, with a draught of Tea or Coffee, or a 
Decottion of Sage or Roſemary. 

For poor People Jet a Powder be preſerib'd of the Leaves of Miſtletw 
grow:ng on Apple-rrees, dried in the Sun and powdred, to a Dram, tobe 
raken twice a day: Or,take the white dung of a Peacock ſix O:mmces, Pow 
der of the Flowers of male Peony an Ounce, Sugar two Ounces, make 1 
Powder, let a Spoonful be taken twice a day, in a convenient Liquor, 

Let verriginous Perſons ule, for their ordinary Drink,ſmall Ale with 
the Leaves of Mi/tletow growing on Apple-trees boyl'd in it inftead of 
Hops, in a Veſſel of four Gallons, let a Bag be hung, in which put of 
Peacocks dung balf a Pound, and of Cloves bruiſed three Dram. 

So frequent and daily Examples of Perſons troubled with the 
Vertigo occur, that it ſeems but to little purpoſe to give here any 
inftances of them : However that the Types of this Diſeaſe may be 
known, I ſhall relate here ſome few and rare Caſes. 

A Divine fixty years of age,after that he had been troubl'd for about 
three Months with a flight Vertige,or a frequent Coruſcation as it were 
of the Spirits in the Sinciput, at length the Diſcaſe increafing, he be- 
came aftcCted alſo with a dizzineſs and a falling-Evil;in ſo much that 
in wati$ng ſometimes he would fall flat upon the Ground;Bcing call'd 
10 cure him,I preſcrib'd Blooding, with a gentle Purge to be repeated 
at fit intervals of Time, moreover 1 diligently gave Electuaries and 
mixtures,ſuch as above-written, Veſicatories and other Adyiniltrati- 
qus being not neglected : after a fortaiglt no relief bring togud _m 
i [nes

theſe things, I gave him a Vomit of Vierzol, and an Infufion of Cro- 
cus Metallorum 3 upon which having ten eafie Vomits, he preſently 
from thenceforth was better, and Cephalick Alteratives being uſed 
for about a Fortnight longer, he grew perfetly well, and from 
that time he took yearly Spring azd Fall for fix Years a Vomit,with 
certain other Medicines,and even at this time is in perfect Health, 

A certain Gentleman fixty fix Years old, after that he had lived 
for a long time obnoxious to a light Vertsgo, and which was wont 
to be railed,as it were,only occaſionally, boat the end of Autumn, 
being more ſeverely troubled with that Aﬀect, became alſo for- 
getful: Going to ſee him after he had been ill about three Weeks, 
| found him very much changed in his Countenance and Aſpect, 
the vigour of both being very much broken. To this Perſon,who 
had every Evening a ſmart Fever, with a high and ſtrongly vibra- 
ting Pulſe, in the firſt place, Iordered Blood to be drawn from 
the Arm;and after fix or ſeven Days,from the hamorrhoide Veins : 
moreover I had Veficatories preſently applyed to his Neck, and in- 
continently after behind his Ears, and Cauterzes betwixt his Shoul- 
der-blades for two large Iflues to be there made: He took daily 
inwardly, at Phyfical Hours, Cephalick Remedzes, almoſt of every 
kind. Within a Months ſpace, ſeeming to recover, he began to walk 
abroad, and to take care of his domeſtick Afﬀairs and other Con- 
cerns. But at the beginning of the Winter, upon taking cold, as 
he went daily abroad, he fell into a ſmall Fever, with a great Per- 
terbation of the Spirits within the Brain : For, every Day towards 
the Evening, being light-headed, he ſcarce knew what he did, or 
Gid ;z nevertheleſs, within ſeven or eight Days, the Fever vaniſhing 
after Blooding and a thin Diet, the AtteCt of the Brain was changed 


from its former ſtate. For the Verrsgo wholly ceaſing, he became +. 


very forgetful, and withal Paralytical in the whole right ſide. Be- 
ing often askt concerning his Head, whether it was clear, and free 
from a Scotom:ia and confuſed Phantaſms, he anſwered, that as to 
thoſe things it was never better : For he underſtood well his Infir- 

ities, knew his Friends, Relations, and others that came to vifit 


him, but could ſcarce call to mind any of their Names: And when 


he went about to diſcourſe of any thing, he wanted words to ex- 
preſs the Senſe of his Mind : Moreover as to the fide aft:Cted, in 
the right Arm and Thigh, there was not on!y a total Refolutio:: 
and Immobility, but likewiſe in both a very great zlmatous Ti: 
mor grew,inſomuch that not only almoſt all hope ot Cure was Jai: 
afde,but even of keeping him long alive; nay, others were aire y 
ſoliciting for the State Offices and Impluys he enjoyed. 
However, I defilted not trom proceeding with a Method of Cur-, 
and preſcribed him /ooſning Pills to be taken by intervals: And on 
other Day5,at phyſical Houcs,Cbepbalick, Ants/corþie1ch,, and Antipo- 
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rahtick Remedies: 1 ordered a Plaifter of Gums and Balſams to be 
applyed to his Head ſhaved, the parts reſolved to be anointed and 
ſtrongly chafed with Oyls and Balſoms : Whilft theſe things were 
done with ſome kind of ſucceſs,as to the greater clearing of his Un. 
derftanding ; I know not through what Cauſe,in the midſt of Win. 
ter hefell into a Fever,ſo that he was greatly troubled every Night 
with a Heat, and mighty Drought, and an interrupted Sleep ; his 
Tongue was parch'd and rough, his Pulſe high,his Urine ruddy,and 
full of Contents ; we abſtained from Blooding by reaſon of hig old 
Age, and Palſy, and chiefly by reaſon of a Dropſy began in the fide 
affected : Nevertheleſs a thin Diet, and Barley and Oat Broths being 
commanded,we gave him Day after Day Julep, Apozemes, and other 
Remedies moving Sweat and Urme: And as at this time the Iſſues 
made by his Shoulder-blades ran plentifully, the Diſeaſed began to 
be better as to his Memory and Palſy, and thenceforward recover. 
ing by degrees from both theſe Aﬀects, and withal from his Fever, 
and daily growing better; within fix Months he was reſtored to 
his perfect Health, and at this time is very well. 

Being tircd of late with the almoſt daily Complaints of a certain 
importunate Perſon, troubled with the Verzzgo, atter a great many 
Remedies us'd to no purpoſe, I preſcribed at length, that for a 
Months ſpace he ſhould take every Day twice about a Spoonful of 
the following Powder, drinking after it a Draught of a Decoion 
of Sage or Roſemary, impregnated with the Tinfture of Coffee. 

Take Powder of the Roots of male Peony two Ounces, Flowers of the 
ſame brusſed and dryed in the Sun one Ounce ; the white Dung of a 
Peacock, balf a Pound double refin'd Sugar two Ounces,make a Powder. 

It is (carce credible how great a Relief he found by this Remedy, 
Coming to fee me again a Month afterwards he ſeem'd to be a 
new, and another Man; being freed from his Vere:go, he did not 
only walk about with confidence, but was abſe to take care of his 
Houſhould Aﬀairs, and to manage other difficuit Concerns, of 
which before he was wholly incapable.

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CHAP. VIL 
Inſtruftions and Preſcripts for curing the Apoplexy, 


Y \be E Seat of the Apoplexy ſeems to be within the ſame inward 
; portion of the Brain, viz. The Corpus Calbſum, as that of the 
Vertigo; to wit, in as much as in both Aﬀects the Imagination, and 
common Senſe, though in a far differing degree, are affected, vip. 
in the latter the irradiation of the Spirits, is wont to be obſcur'd 11 
{ome places, and to be interrupted with little Clouds, as it were, 
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ſcattered here and there, but in the former, the ame is forthwith 
wholly darkned, and undergoes 7 total Eclipſe. 

The Apoplexy, according to the import of the Word, denotes a 
ſtriking, and by reaſon of the ſtupendious Nature of the Aﬀect, as 
though it contain'd ſomewhat Divine,it is called « Sideration: For 
thoſe that are ſeized with it,as though they were Planet-ftruck,, or 
\mitten by an inviſible Deity, fall on the Ground @n a ſudden, and 
being depriv'd of a Senſe and Motion, and the whole animal FunQti- 
on (unleſs that they breath) ceafing,they lye dead,as it were,for ſome 
time, and ſometimes dye out-right: And if they revive again, they 
are oftentimes affected with a general Palſy, or an Hemiplegia. 

Though it may ſeem a Paradox,it is not diſagreeing with Reaſon, 
to ſay,that the Apoplexy is two-fold, and that one of them belongs 
to the Cerebellum, and that the other has its Seat in the midft of 
the Brain: The former happens by reaſon of the animal Spirits de- 
fign'd for the vital Function, being ſuppreſs'd in their very ſource, 
v2. within the Cerebellum, the Motion of the Heart being often 
thereby letted or ſuppreſs'd, as we have intimated before, that this 
happens in ſome ſort in the Incubus : And doubtleſs to this Cauſe 
ought to be attributed what I have obſerved in ſome, that after a 
great Heavineſs in the Occrput, a Swooning, with a ſudden privation 
of all the animal Function,enſues: In which the Diſeaſed lye with» 
out Motion or Senſe, with a Pulſe and Reſpiration greatly diminiſh'd, 
and ſcarce perceivable,and being all over cold for many Hours,nay, 
often a Day or two,more reſembling Perſons dead, than living : We 
have known ſometimes Perſons fo aff:cted, who have grown cold 
and ſtiff, their Pulſe and Reſpiration ſeeming wholly to be ceaſed, 
and who have been really taken for dead, and put in their Coffins, 
yet after two or three Days to have come to lite again. 

To enquire/into the caulcs of the other,and the ways of its coming 
to paſs, we muſt firft diſtinguiſh concerning the various Invaſion of 
this Diſeaſe; to wit,how ſometimes being raiſed from a ſudden,ſolemn 
and invincible cauſe without any previousDiſpoſition or Procatarx1s,it 
is for the moſt part mortal; againtt this no procataiCtick or preſerva- 
tory Method can be ordered;and the Method of curing it,which is or- 
dinarily entred upon,for the moſt part becomes incfficacious: Or fe 
condly,an Apopleich Fit,having an antecedent Cauſe,or a previous Pro- 
catarx# is brought into aCt through various Occaſions or evident 
Cauſes. 

As to the ſeizure of the former kind, v7. being (udden and un- 
awares.its conjunct, and immediate Cauſe is cither a great Solution 
of Continuity hapning ſomewhere within, or near the middle of the 
Brain 3 through which its Pores and Paflages being obitructed, or 
comprelſt, all emanation of the Spirits is ſuppre(s'd, or it is a great 
and fudden putting to flight, or extinCtion vf the Spirits refading in 
the Brain, A 
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The things which are wont to cauſe a great Solution of Conti. 
nuity within the Brain, are, Blood extravaſated, an Abſce(s fuppn- 
rated and broken,and an Inundation of a ſerous Humor ; and though 
this latter ſeldom or never happens of it ſelf, yet ſometimes, by rea- 
ſon of ſtrong evident Cauſes, ſuch a glut of ſerous Filth ruſhes into 
the Brain, that preſently filling and ſtuffing all its medullary Pores, 
it renders the Perſon ſpeechleſs, which I have known to have hap- 
ned to ſome upon ſleeping preſently after having drank too large| 
of /mall Wine and Spaw Waters ; 1 have obſerved the like aff 
upon a total and long continued ſuppreſſion of Urine. And in malig 
nant Fevers the ſerous Recrements,by a cr#t1cal Metaſtaſer,being con« 
veyed to the Brain,have often cauſed a loſs of Speech with Death, 

Of the evident Cauſes, by which an extemporary Apoplexy is wont 
to be procured, the other kind confiſts in a ſadden profligation, 
or extinction of the Spirits : Which frong Narcericks, and an im- 
moderate drinking of bo: Waters often eff.ct. 

Thus much concerning the Cauſes of the accidental and extempe- 
rary Apoplexy, which brings a Fit of it on all Perſons indifferently, 
though not prediſpos'd ; and of which there can be no Prophy/axa 
ordered, and it is ſeldom that a Cure ſucceeds. But we obſerve be. 
fides, that this Diſeaſe ſometimes is habitual, v.x. That there re- 
mains in certain Men a conſtant Diſpoſition,by reaton of which firſt 
flight Bickerings trouble them,afterward,by ſhort intervals,greater 
accefſes come upon'*em ; of which,for the moſt part,they dye at laſt. 

As to the conjunCt Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, it conſiſts in the ſud- 
den filling of the Pores of the Corpus Calloſum, and the deſtroying 
of the Spirits by the approach of a malignant Matter. 

Its Praftical Cauſes are the like as in moſt other AﬀeCts of the 
Brain, vix. both the Blood is in fault, that either engendring of 
it (elf, or taking from elſewhere extraneous Particles, and (uch as 
are very averſe to the texture, or conſtitution of the animal Spi- 
rits, and, as it were, extinctory of them, it ſends them to the 
Brain : And moreover, the fault of the Brain is, that being weak 
ka its Crafts, and too lax and louſned in its Pores and Paſſages, it 
always admits ſo cafily, and without refiltance, the morbifick Mat- 
&r obtruded from the Blood, 

The Subject of this Diſeaſe being the Brain, or the Cerebellum, 
or both together; the Brain is ſh-wn to be moſt obnoxious to it, 
Ly previous and frequent Scotomia's, and vertiginous Aﬀett: : The 
Cerebellum is argued to be ill-diſpoſed by a frequent Incubus, an 1- 
eermitting Pulſe, a Swooning, and frequent Famt1g. 

The Progneſtich of this Diſcaſe is never declar'd but fatal and Cur 
bious: For an Apoplexy is never without danger either prelent, or 
to come, but the worſt is, in which, beſides all the ſpontaneous 
FurCtions being aboliſh'd, the Pulſe alſo and Reſpiration either 


fail, or are carried on with much ado, and then for the moſt 
Part 
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part it happens with a foaming at Mouth, and Swooning, to 
which at length a Sweat ( which moſt commonly is colliquitive } 
ſypervening, foreſhews that Death will happen very ſuddenly. 

Thoſe who being ſciz'd with the 4pop/exy,are depriv'd of Pulſe and 
Reſpiration, and a little after growing cold,ſeem to be dead, ought 
not preſently to be taken forth of Bed, or to be left without Phyft= 
cal Adminiſtration : Moreover,tho no hope of Life appears, let them 
not be buried till after three or four days : For ſuch, either of their 
own accord,or by the uſe of Remedies ſometimes revive: Which hap- 
pens not by reaſon of the vital heat being raiſed up again in the Heart, 
{for it was not wholly deftroy'd here) but for that the morbifick mat- 
ter being diſcuſs'd, or evaporated from the Cerebetim,themotion of 
the Heart is renewed, as that of a Clock upon hanging on Weights. 

In an Apoplectick Fit, if after letting Blood relief follows, ſome 
hope of well-doing appears: But if after this and other Remedies, 
the affect continues above four and twenty hours without remitting, 
or grows worſe, all hope is over concerning the diſcafed. 

If after the firſt leiſure of a ſpeechleſneſs being well over, the dif- 
eaſed afterward becoming more drowhie and dull, is affeCted with a 
Seoromia, and a frequent Vertigo; it is a fign that he will be obnoxi- 
ous to other tr of the Apoplexy: For the foreſaid affects, pro- 
ceed from the morbifick matter, at the time depoſed in the cir- 
cumference of the Brain, and there floating here and there, and 
now and then deſcending by ſmall parts only, into the midft of it, 
which matter, whether it be Vitriolick or Narcotick, after that it 
s gathered together to a fulneſs, brings the Apoplexy. 

The Therapeutick method either is curatory, for removing the 
Fit, after it has ſeized, or preſcrvatory for preventing it from res 
turning : The former regards every Apoplexy, the other only that 
which is habitual, 

A fit of the Diſeaſe hapning(if it does not proceed from an outward 
or violent hurt of the Head ) thoit be unknown whether it be raiſed 
by an inviſible cauſe (ſuch as are an extravaſating of the Blood in the 
Brain, or an Abſceſs broken, or not:However,we ought diligently to 
endeavour its cure. And becauſe the Blood being too turgid, is wont 
toinduce the morbifick cauſe,or at leaftwiſe to increaſe it,and when 
it ſubhdes and becomes more calm,is wont ſometimes to remove the 
lame : Therefore in the firſt place, we ought to deliberate concern- 
ing the moderating of its courſe. And here a queſtion ariſes con- 
cerning the ſite of the diſeas'd,v5q. Whether he ought not preſently 
to be put to Bed, or rather to be kept out of it for ſome time ? Some 
religiouſly oblerve the latter, nor is it without reaſon,becaule in Bed 
there is a greater prepenſion to ſleep, and the Plooud boyling more, 
and burning more freely, oy reafon of the ambient heat of the Bed, 


ſends more of the recrementitious matter into the Head aft:cted:On 
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the contrary, when the diſeaſed being thinly cloathed, is plac'd in 4 
Chair, the Blood flows more ſlowly, and the ſubſiding Veſſels ſeem 
more fit rather for drinking up Humors ſent from the Brain, than 
for ſending them thither. Wherefore,if the Patient be ſtrong enough, 
it may haply be better for him to ſtay out of Bed for fix or eight 
hours, till the Fluxion of the morbitick matter be paſt, and the 
courſe of the Blood be made more calm by Blooding ; and other 
Remedies carefully adminiftred, But let thoſe that are weak, and 
of a tender Conftitution, be put preſently to Bed as ſoon as they are 
ſeiz'd. Let the fite of the dileaſed, whether he be in Bed, or out 
of it, not be on his Back, but the Head ſomewhat raiſed, and lean- 
ing ſometirpes to one fide, ſometimes to the, other. 

Blooding; being neceſſary almoſt in all ApopleCtical Perſons,may 
not be delayed : But a (mart Clyſter being injected, let Blood be 
taken in a plevtiful quantity. In the Clyſter let there be difſolved Se. 
cies Hierg Diacolycrnith : And a thick intufion of Crocus Metallorum: 
Let a large Veſicatory be app!yed to the Neck, and others to the 
Legs, and drawing Cataplaſmes to the Feet : Let the Temples and 
Nottrils be anointed with appropriate Oyls and Balſoms, and let 
paintul Frictions be uſed to the Limbs, nay the whole Body : Mean- 
while let thoſe things be now and then given, which raiſe up the 
animal Epuits, and tree them trom their Fetters,v47. Spirit of Harts- 
horn, Soot, and the like, with a Cephalick Julep, 

Afterwaid, th: di'eaſed being put to Bei ( it he ſeems eahfie and 
able enough to bear a Ve mnt )Iet a vomitory ot Sa/t of Virrol, Oxymel 
ef $;:1/5,07 ad infuſton of Crocus Metalorium be given: And now and 
then a Quill being thruſt into his Throat, let a Vomiting be raiſed 
four or five times, Pcflct-drink by intervals being poured mto him, 

+ The Vomiting being o-er, let comforting things, as Qzercrtans 
E i xit of Life, Spirit of Lavender, or cf Treacle camphborated, Tuwitt: 14 
ef Pro'y, er if Amber, or Coral, be given in a fit Doſe, with Apo» 
plectick and other appropriate Waters ; and, as occ:fion requires; 
let them be repeaicd. 

O. the tccord day the fame Remedies being {ti!l continued, let dry 
Cupping-glefles, or with a fcariftication, alſo be applyed about the 
Shoulder-blades, or m the Neck : Or, it more Blood ought to be 
drawn, let the Jugular Vein be op:n«d ;; let the Clyſter be repeated; 
Let Spirat of Sal Armna:ch,, or a ſteam of Galbanum boyled m ſhary 
I/;nezar be beld to the No{trils : Moreover, let Errbins, and Apophieg- 
m1tz/mshbeulcd: Afterward in the evening let a Purge of Pilule Ruan, 
or the E!eCtuary ot Roles ſ2lutive diffolv'd in ſome Liquor be given. 

Thee things doing n© good, though there br» ſmall or no hope et 
"ther a burning hot Iron, or a large Veticatory be applyed to the 
C:own of the Head ſhaved ; !:t the remaming part of it, and chiefly 
the Forchead,-ard Sinciput be tomented with Bezoardics, "Ou ; 
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Let Leeches be apply'd to the Temples, or behind the Ears; Let Spi» 
tit of Harts-horn,or of Soot be given him in a large Doſe, and often ; 
we mult infift on theſe and other ways of adminiſtrations, till death 
ſcems to be at hand, which (as Ce//t4 has it ) thoſe kind of Remedies 
often only delay, and in the mean while prove troubleſome to lite. 

The Prophylactick Method regards both thoſe, who have been 
formerly ſet upon with one or more Invaſions, and thoſe who 
ſeem prone to them, as being born from ApopleCtick Parents, or 
being obnoxious to the Verexgo, Inci1bis, or trequent Faintings, and 

ſuch as have the Neck ſhort and thick grown. 

Spring and Fall, let Purging and Blooding ( where it is proper ) 
be uſed;as to the former, let thoſe that are eafie to Vomit, take firſt 
a Vomitory of the Infuſion of Crocw Metallorum, with Salt of Viernol, 
or of Sulpbur of Antimony, and then after three or four days, let a Doſe 
of Pilule Rudii,or Amber be given ; and afterward, by due intervals, 
let it be repeated three or four times: Let two large [{ſues be raiſed 
near the Shoulder-blades, or if thoſe Places do not pleale ſome, lct 
them have one in the Arm, and another in the oppoſite Leg. 

On other days free from Purging, let altering and Cephalick Me- 
dicines be taken twice a day. : 

Take Conſerve of the Flowers of Lillies of the Valley (or of male Peos« 
m) ſix Ounces, Powder of the Roots of male Peony half an Ounce, Man's 
Scul prepar'd three Drams, Seeds and Flowers of male Peony powdred, 
of each two Drams, red Coral prepar'd; Pear! and white Amber of each 
4 Dram, Salt of Coral four Scruples, Syrup of the Flowers of male Peony 
phat ſuffices, make an EleFuary: The Doſe 1s two Drams morning and 
evening, drinking after it of the folowing W.ter, two or three Ounces, 

Take Roots of male Peony, Angelica, Maſt er-wort of each half a Pound, 
Rwts of Fedoavy, the leſſer Galingal,of each an Ovince, leaves of MilHe- 
toe of Apple-trees, Rue, Sage, Berony, of each four Handfuls, the outward 
coats of ten Oranges and eight Limons, Cardamums, Cloves, N'utmezs, 
of each half an Ounce ; by being flic'd and bruiſed, pour to them of 
Woue-wine (in which two Pounds of Peacocks dung hath been infi;- 

ſed for a day)) tem Pounds : Let there be a cloſe wfufion for three days, 
then diftil it according to Art, let the while Liquor be mixt. 

Take ſpecies Diambre two Drams, Pewder of the Roots of male Pe- 
oy, chozce Fedoary of each « Dram and a baif, Pearl a Dram, Oyl of 
pure Amber half a Dram, double refined Sugar diſſolved in Peony-was 
ter, and boyled to a Conſiſtericy for Tablets, fix Ounces, maky Tavlet s ac- 
cording to Art, weighing balf a Dram ;, let the Parent eas one or ta'g 
often in a day at pleaſure. | 

Within ficteen or twenty days,the Remedies,th.t they may be leis 
loathlome and more advantageuus, ought to be changet ; theretore 
nftead of the EleQtuary, give tor a fortnight or three weeks ſome! mes 
Spirit of Sal Armongach. {uccinated, or coralluated, or ampremnated with 
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Man's Scull,or Caftoreum; ſometimes the Elixir of Peony, or the tinure 
of Amber, or Coral, or Quercitans Elixir of Life, mixtura fomplex: Alſo, 
inſtead of the compound Waters, let them take either the Mater of 
black Cherries,or of Walnut s,or of Reſemary.or of Lavender ſimple,(ome- 
times a draught of Poſſer-drinkwvth the Flowers of male Peony,or of Lyl- 
lies of the Vallies boyl'd init,or a draught of Tea or Coffee,in the morning 
(thoſe Ingredients being firft boy1'd in the Water of which it is pre- 
pared) orlet a Confe#:on of Chocolate be made after this manner, 

Take Powder of the Roots of male Peony, Man's Scull prepared of each 
balf an Ounce, Species Diambre two Drams, make a Powder, to every 
Paper of which,add Cocao-nut-herne(s a Pound, Sugar what ſuffces,make 
a Confettron; let balf an Orunce,or fix Dram: of thy be taken ever» morn- 
ing in a draught of a Decottion of Sage, of Peony-flowers, or the like. 

Take Powder of the Roots of male Peony, Mav's Scull prepared of each 
an Ounce and a haif, Roots of choice Jedoary, baſt ard Dutt.ir.y, Angelica, 
Contrayerva of each two Drams, make a ſubtle Powder of all of them, 
add the yellow Coats of Oranges and L imons preſerv'd of each two Oiun- 
ces, let them be bruiſed nn to a Powder, let about balf a Dram, or 
8s Dram be taken an hour before and after meals. 

For ordinary Drink, let a Veſſel of four Gallons be filled with midling 
Ale, in which boy/ the Leaves of white ſweet-/melling Hore-hound 
dried fix Handfuls, Anacardiums, Cardamums, of each an Ounce and 
8 half, being flic'd and brirſed, make a Bag. 

But eſpecially, let an exatt form of Dyer be obſerv'd : Let a tem- 
perate, dry, and well ventilated Air be choſen let food only of an 
eafie concoCtion, and light, be eaten ; let the Supper be ſpare, or 
none at all; let ſleeping at noon, drinkings, and other ill acculto- 
mances about nonnatural things be ſhunned, 

I might here inftance ſeveral {tories of ApopleCtical perſons, v9. 
of ſome, who, though (eiz'd once or twice, are ſtill living; and of v- 
thers kill 'd by the farit, or ſecond, or afterward at the third Invaſion. 
The Right Reverend Father in Chriſt, Gilbert Lord Arch-biſhip of 
Canterbury, lives ftill, who eſcap'd above fix years fince from a c- 
vere Apoplectick fit, ( God,to whom ever be praiſe, giving luccels to 
Phyſical endearours,) and from that time, though he has now and 
then undergone light touches of the Dileafe, yet he has never been io 
proſtrated by it as to become ſpeechleſs, or inſenfible $ But it's to no 
purpoſe to dwell long in ſetting forth this and other examples, in re- 
gard they contain nothing very rare, whence the /Erzology of the 
Diſeaſe may beilluſtrated. I have difſected ſome dead Budies, but 
they were in a manner, only of [uch Perſons as were ſeiz'd Apoplecti- 
cal,after the Head being greatly hurt, as by a ſtroke,or a fall ; in all 
Which the Blood extravaſated, or an Abſceſs was the cauſe of 
Death: As to the opening of Perſons dead of an habitual Apoplexy, 
we are moſt commonly hindred by Friends, who expecting 
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their revival, both delay the Interrment, and wholly forbid Ana- 
tomy. But I ſhall give you here one notable Anatomical Obſer- 
vation made about five Years fince at Oxford. 

An ancient Divine, an honeft and pious Man, of a groſs Body, 
and having a ſhort and full grown Neck, being long ill-diſpos'd 
in his Health, and leading a ſedentary Life, had contracted a ve- 
ry Scorbutick Cacechymia ; being affcCted with a difficult and pur- 
ſy Breathing, and with an unwonted Heavineſs and Droufineſs of 
his Head, he was ſcarce able to perform any thing of Labour or 
Exerciſe, but to go and come daily from his Chamber to the 
Chappel, and RefeRtory : On a certain Morning, entring the Chap- 

l, a little before Prayers, as he ſet himſelf on his Knees, being 
Rick on a ſudden, and preſently becoming Speechleſs and inſen- 
fible, he fell on the Ground; but being forthwith rais'd up, and 
his Cloaths taken off, he was put into a warm Bed : My (elf and 
other Phyficians being call'd, and coming as quick as might be, 
we found him not only without Senſe, Pulſe and Reſpiration, but 
cold and abſolutely ftiff throughout his whole Body : Nor could 
he be brought to Life, or to a Heat by any Remedies, or Ways of 
adminiſtration, though applied with all diligence for ſome time : 
Whence we imagin'd, that from his firit being ftruck, the 
beat of the Heart was wholly ſtop'd, and its Flame being extinct, 
that preſently all motion of the Blood was ſupprefled. 

The next Day after we opened the Body, it appearing to be 
quite dead and f{tiff; nothing doubting but very clear Footſteps 
of an Aﬀect (o (ſuddenly mortal, left within the Brain, would 
ſhew them(elves to the Eye; but neither there,or in any other part, 
was there remaining ſo much as any ſhadow of the Diſeaſe, though 
very violent : The Veſſels irrigating the Menimpes,were indifferent- 
ly fill'd with Blood, but without any inflammation or extra» 
vaſation : The Brain, Cerebell!ym, and Medulla oblongata, with all 
their Proceſſes and Prominences, appear'd every where firm and 
well-coloured throughout, both within and without : Neither was 
there Serum, nor extravalated Blood heapt together any where 
within their Pores and Paſſages, nor alſo within the greater Ven- 
tricless Nay, and the Plexws choroezdes plac'd both within the Ca- 
vity of the Brain, and behind the Cerebelum, ſeem'd free from all 
fault ; ſo that the morbifick Matter being as fine and ſubtle as the 
Spirits which it aff-ted, remained wholly inconſpicuous, and we 
conld only argue its preſence there from the effect. 

Neverthelels, leſt it ſhould lye hid elſewhere without the Head, 
after having accurately inſpected all the Contents of the Brain, we 
came to the Thorax, where the Lungs being diſcoloured, and 
{tuft throughout with a frothy Ichor, ſhew'd manifeſtly enough 
the cauſe of the difficult and purſy Breathing 3 but the Heart be- 
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ing ſound and firm enough, was wholly free from any Obſtru. 
ions, or polipous Concretions. Moreover, neither near it, nor 
in other adjacent Viſcera was any Abſce(s or Impoſtume found, by 
whoſe contract or ill favour the Heart could fo be oppreſs'd,or the 
vital Spirit (in caſe this be poſſible) on a ſudden be (uffocated, 
Wherefore in this caſe we could imagine nothing elſe, but that 
the animal Spirits reſiding within the middle of the Brain, were 
on a ſudden put to flight, and extinguiſh'd, as it were, by certain 
malignant, or narcotick, or otherwiſe infeſting Particles; ſo that 
/ the motion of the Heart, as of the firſt mover in a machine, fail. 
ing on a ſudden, prelently all the other FunCtions, thereimpulſes 
being taken away, wholly ceas'd. 


CHAP. VIII. 


Tnſtruitions and Preſcripts for curing the Pally, 


HE middle of the Brain, or the Corpus calloſum, where we 
have affign'd the Seats of the Vertigo and Apoplexy, ſeems 
alſo to be the place primarily affected in the Epilepſy ; but of 
this, as alſo of convulfive Diſeaſes we have treated elſewhere : Where 
fore let us deſcend to other lower Regions of the Brain, and its 
Appendix, and next let us deſcribe the Aﬀects that belong to the 
Corpora ſtraita, Medulla oblongata, and alſo to the Nerves and ner- 
vous Fibres. 

Theſe Parts execute all the FunCtions that regard Motion and 
Senſe, wherefore the failings or enormities of thele muſt be Aﬀects 
of thoſe Bodies, or of the Spirits refiding in them : Now Senſe 
and Motion are injur'd chiefly two ways; tor both are wont to be 
perverted, or ſtopped ; when Motion is perverted, Cramps and 
Convuiftonsz when Senſe, Pains ariſe; when either Function or 
both of them together are letted or aboliſht, the Aﬀect thence 
rais'd, is call'd the Palſy; of which we mult treat at preſent. 

The Palſy is deſcribed after this manner, viz. That it 1s a Reſ0- 
Intion, or Relaxation of the nervous Parts from their due Tention ; 
by reaſon of which Motion and Senſe, to wit, either one of them alone, 
or both of them together cannot be exerciſed in the whole Body, or in 
certain parts of 1t after a due manner. | 

The nervous Parts are reſolved, becauſe the animal Spirits do 
not ſufficiently ircadiate, raiſe, and aCtuate them with vigour : The 
Cauſe of which defect is, either an obſtruction of the Duttw's, 
whereby their paſſage or conveyance is hindre1: Or an impoteacy 
of the animal Spirits, inaſmuch as being affected with a ftupefa- 
tion, or being but few, they do not diſplay chemſelves vigorouſly 


enough : By reaſon of theſe various ways of aft:Cting, divers kinds 
of 
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of the Palſy ariſe : For firſt, as to motion by it ſelf, this ſponta=- 
neous faculty ( which chiefly, and in a manner only, is obnoxious 
to the Palſy ) ſometimes in the whole Body, or in certain parts, 
is wholly aboliſh'd ; but ſometimes it being only letted, is dimi- 
niſh'd or deprav'd. Secondly, in like manner, we obſerve as to 
Senſe by it (elf, that either one Senſe, or many together, ſome- 
times wholly are taken away, and that ſometimes they are very 
much diminiſhed or vitiated. Thirdly, ſometimes it happens that 
both powers are injur'd together ; we ſhall ſpeak of each of theſe 
in order 3 and, in the firft place, of the Palſy, in which ſpontane= 
ons Motion is aboliſh'd ; which we conclude to happen chiefly for 
two Cauſes, to wit, by reaſon of the Duttw's being obſtructed, or 
of the animal Spirits being ftruck with a StupetaCtion, or, as it 
were, With a certain malignant Blaſt. 

As to the former, the Interception of the Spirits from the Parts 
reſolved, by reaſon of the Pores being obſtructed,it being always a= 
bove the Parts, is wont to happen in various places, and for divers 
Cauſes ; but eſpecially in the promum Senſorium, vig. in the Corpora 
Striata, or ſomewhere about the Caudices Medullares ; or laſtly, in 
the Nerves themſelves; and fo lightly it happens either in their Ori- 
gines, or in the middle of their Procefles, or in their extream Parts, 
v4. the nervous Fibres. When the Injury happens to the Corporg 
Striata, or Medulla cblongata, or Spinals, it either obliructs the 
whole running of the Marrow of the Back-bone, whence a univerſal 
Palſy ariſes bencath the place affected; or one half of it, whence 
a Hemrplegia: Or it affects the heads of ſome certain Nerves, ei- 
ther in one fide, or in both together, whence reſolutions are 
caus'd in this or that Meniber ſeparately from the others. 

There are many ways, by which the Paſſages of the animal Spi- 
rits in the foreſaid Bodies are obſtructed ; viz. cither fiſt, their 
Duftw's are filled with an extraneous Matter forc'd into them; or 
ſecondly, they are compreſs'd by extravalated Blood, a glut of fe- 
rous Filth, or ſome Tumor lying on them; or thirdly, there is a 
Solution of their Continuity, as by a Wound, Stroak, Concufſion ; 
alſo an exceſs of Heat or Cold. 

As often as a 1mwver/al Palſy, or Hemiplegta (as is uſual ) enſues 
upon a Lethargy, Carw, or Apoplexy, it is obvious to conceive, 
that ſuch a Change of the Dileate happens by reaſon of the remo- 
val of the Matter 3 v2. inaſmuch as this pating at length from the 
Poies and Paſſages ot the Corpus Caloſum (which it tuſt pofſeſs'd, 
and falling a little lower, ) enters into the medullary Tracts of 
one Corpw Striatum, or haply of both. 

If it be askt why Senſe is not always hindred as well as Motion 
in the Palſy, fince both are performed by the fame Nerves and Fi- 
bres, 1d as it (ſeems, within the ſame medullary Tracts, to that 
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one faculty is only the inverfion of the other ; it ſeems here to be 
aid, that, as Light paſſes through Glaſs, where the Wind is ex- 
cluded, fo alſo Senſe continuing entire, Motion often is aboliſht: 
Moreover, Senſe is only a Patiton, and fepfible impreffion, which is 
propagated by the continuity of the nervous Proceſs, from the Or- 
gan to the Senſorium commune, without any effort or force of they 
Spirits, which may be done,though the Senſormum commune be ſome- 
where obſtructed, and the Spirits refiding in it, are grown dull: 
But Motion is a difficult and laborious Action, to which it isre- 
quired, that the Spirits diſplay themſelves vigorouſly, and make, 
as it were, exploſive Efforts, not only in the moving Organs, but 
eſpecially about the parts where the principle Motion and its firft 
Impetw is, alſo in the whole Paſſage through the nervous Parts. 
Wherefore, whereas a few Spirits, and thoſe diſabled, ſuffice for 
Senſe, many are required for Motion, and thoſe free and prompt 
as to thoſe Expantons. 

I have vbſerv'd in many,that when they were firſt aff-ed with an 
Indiſpokition of the Brain,a Dulneſs of the Mind,and a Forgetfulneſs; 
and afterward with a Stupidity and Dotiſhneſs,they tell afterward(as 
I was wont to perdict) into a Palſy ; v:4. the morbifick Matter being 
fallen by degrees, and at length heap'd together to an opilative 
plentitude ſomewhere within the Caudex Medullaris, where the me- 
dullary Tracts are more ftraitned than in the Corpus Seriatum. 

What before we ſaid in the Apoplexy, we affirm now in the Pal- 
ſy, that the mordid Particles are not only opilative, but ſometimes 
narcotick, and extinguiſh the Spirits; thus the ſteams of Antmo- 
»y, Mercury, and Auripigment, caule Weaknefles, Tremblings, and 
often reſolutions of.the Members to ſome uſing amongſt Furnaces of 
Metals. In like manner we may imagine,that in certain (corbutical 
and yery cachochymical Perions,heterogeneous Particles,and feem- 
ingly of a vitriolick Nature,enter the Dautiw's of the Nerves, and 
ſubyert certain Files of the Spirits,or ſuppreſs their Motion; heace 
ſtupors or reſolutions ſuddenly ariſe in the Members or Muſcles, 
ſometimes in theſe, and ſometimes in thoſe, they often removing 
from place to place, and ſometimes a fixt Pally is ſettled: And in 
every Palſy cauſed by obſtruction, the morbifick Matter is not a 
groſs and viſcous Phlegm, ( as Ga/en and many Phyficians affirm ) 
tor ſuch does not pervade the Brain, much leſs the Dutws's of the 
Nerves; but ſeems to confiſt of ſubtle and very active Particles, 
though injurous to the animal Oeconomy, for the Palfp happens 
to Men, as a Blight or Ruft does to Plants ; for fome Winds en- 
dued with Vapuurs more than Cold, vig. of a vitions or vitrio- 
lick Spirit, when they blow upon young tender Plants, prefent- 
ly cauſe them to wither; iz. inaſmuch as the tender Stamina 
interwoven everywhere like Nerves in the Leaves and Branches 
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are ſo throughly conſtring'd by the blaſt of the malignant Air, that 
they no longer admit the Juice fe;it from the Trunk and Root, 
through detect of which they wither : Atter the like manner extra« 
neous, and as it were, vitriolick Particles admitted within the Or- 
gans of Senſe and Motion, in as much as at the ſame time they ftop 
the Pores, and dej.Ct the animal Spirits, or reſtrain them from Mos - 
tion, bring as it were a blaſt on the reſpeCtive Parts. 

As to the evident caules of an habitual Palſy, viz. through what 
occaſions thoſe that are diſpoſed to this Diſraſe contraCt it ſooner, 
or being already (ciz'd with it, are more l(everely troubled withit: I 
fay, all ſuch things make for this, which add to the vitiating of the 
Blood, alſo which fill the Brain, and its nervous Appendix, or raiſe 
ſufufions of a morbifick Matter in it ; thoſe things likewiſe which 
affe the Spirits with a Stupefaction, or diminiſh their Stores:In the 
number of theſe fiift, occur diſorders in the fix non-natural things, 
an ill form of Dict, 4 di king of ſtrong Wines, or hot Waters, too 
much or unſea/onub!e {1-ep, idicnels, and a fedcnary Life, immodes \ 
rate Venery, too great lutſcs of Blood, a moi't and marſhy Air, Hou+ 
ſes freſh plaiſtred, metallick Fume and Vapours frequeut uſe of Nar« 
coticks, or Tobacco, and exce's of Cold, Heat, or Moiſture, vehe- 
ment and long continued Patiions of S,dne's and Fear, with mary 
other things, which I ſhall not here itand to relate. 

There is another kind of this Diſeaſe, depending on the ſcarcity 
and ſweetneſs of the Spirits, in which though Motion falls wholly 
in no Part or Member ; yet it is performed but weakly only, or de- 
pravedly by any : To wit, the atf-ctcd, though not become with- 
out Motion, yet they are not able to move their Members, or to fu- 
ſtain any Burthen with ſtrength 3 moreover, in any moving effort 
they are troubled with a trembling of the Limbs, which is only the 
effect of weaknels, or a broken (trength in the moving Faculty. 

Perſons become ſubject to this affect by reaſon of an extream or 
raletudinary old age, alſo through immoderate lofſ.s of Blood or 
Seed; and likewiſe by reaſon of being very (corbutical,or cacochymi- 
ca':And many recoverivg with difficu'ty and flowly from a chronick 
diſt-mper, are troub!'d with a lavguiſhing of the Limbs, and a great 
;eſolution of the Members trum their due vigour ard (trengthzlo that 
tho their Stomack holds good, and their Palſe and Urine be well dif- 
poſed ; yet being cnervated,as it were, and without ſtrength, they 
[carce dare to (et upon any local Motion ; and it they begin it, they 
cannot hold it lony;nay ſoine, without any contulerable 1ckne's,keep 
their Beds for a long time, as Pcrfons ready to die 3 wiulit they lie 
undiſturbed, they diſcourte with their Friends, and are cheartul, but 
they neither will,nor dare bc raiſed up,or walk abuut ; nay, they abs 
hor all Motion, as ſome dreadtul thing.Doubtlefs in thete,tho the ani-« 


mal Spirits in ſome ſort aCtuate and irradiate the whole genus Nere 
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voſum ; yet their Stores are (o ſlender and looſly ſet together, that 
when many Spirits ought to be gathered together ſomewhere in it 
for Motin. there is great danger, left preſently in the Neighbour. 
hood their C «1tinuity be broken off, and conſequently the tenfgon in 
the Nervous Parts be refolv'd. Wherefore, in regard the Spirits re- 
ſiding in the Brain are conſcious of the weaknels of the others plac'd 
in the Members;they refuſe to impoſe local Motion on their Compa- 
nions, as being a task too difficult for them ; for which cauſe the af- 
fected are ſcarceled by any perſwafion to try whether they are able 
to go or not : But thoſe who being troubled with a ſcarcity of Spi- 
rits, wil! force them as much as they may to local Motions, are able 
at their flirt! rifing in a morning to walk, move their Arms this way 
and that, or to lift up a weight with ſtrength; but before-noon the 
ftore of the Spirits which influenc'd the Muſcles being almoſt ſpent, 
they are ſcarce able to move Hand or Foot, I have now a prudent 
and honeft Woman in cure, who for many years has been obnoxious 
to this kind of baſtard Palſy, not only in the Limbs, but likewiſein 
her Tongue: This Pcrfon tor ſome time (peaks frecly and readily 
enough, but after long, halty, or laborous ſpeaktng, preſently ſhe be+ 
comes as mute as a Fiſh, and cannot bring forth a word 3 nay, and 
docs not recover the uſe of her Voice till after an hour or two. 

In a certain ſpecies of the Pal/y,the ſenlative faculty is hurt by it (elf, 
Myution being ftill entirezthis is obvious enough concerning the Or- 
gans, whoſe Nerves are only relating toSenſe,as of the Sight Hearing, 
Taft, and Smell, and the Reafon i plain enough, But that in the 
utermolſt habit of the Body, or the Members ; ſometimes the touch 
petiſhes, the locomotive Power being without hurt ; as it is every 
where ſeen in Peifons aftcCted with the Leproſy, Elepbantiaſis, and 
in (ome troubled with the Mania, who are wont to go naked, and to 
he on the Ground, and who are become ſo inſenſible in the Skin and 
the Fleſh of the Muſcles, that they do not f-el the cuts of a Penknife, 
or Needles any where thruſt into them. This I ay, is very diff 
cult to be explained ; But concerning this it muſt be ſaid, that the 
fame Nerves haply convey forward and backward the inftins of Mo- 
tions,and the Impreſſions of ſenfible things; but that the ſame Fibres 
which are locomotive are not alway, or chiefly ſenſible : We have 
ſhewn e!ſewhere,that the Muſcular and Tendinous Fibres exccute the 
former Power, but the ſenſible Species is received, in a manner,only 
by the Membraneous Fibres ; wherefore the outward Skin is the pri- 
mary Organ of the touchzafter this the Membranes that cover the Mut- 
cl-s.and laſtly, thoſe that compoſe the Viſcers are in the ſame ſort at- 
fected by the tangible Object, wheretore the hurt or loſs of the touch 
happens by reaſon of an Injury offer'd the outward Membranes ;v:2. 
v hen the Fibres of theie arc obſtructed with aVitriolick Matter,or arc 


very much conſ{tipated by an exceſs of Cold,fo that the animal Spirits 
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which ought to receive their Imprefſions,are excluded from their Or. 
gans,and that theſe Inhabitants of the outward Members are only af- 
fected, it thence appears, becauſe the Members depriv'd of Senſe do 
not wither as thoſe depriv'd of Motion, but continue full and fleſhy ; 
which is a fign that the animal Spirits ſtill entring the Nerves and 
carneous Fibres,give their vertue to the FunCtion of Nutrition: But 
when Motion being abolith'd, the Spirits are in a manner wholly ba- 
niſh'd from thoſe parts; the Fleſh withers away,becauſe the nutritive 
Matter,though brought to them by the Arteries, is not aflimilated. 

Asto the Promottick of the Palſy. 1. Any Palſy that happens, the 
knowing and vital faculties being unhurt, ought not to be judged 
an acute Diſeaſe ; but being free from ſudden danger, admits of a 
cure at long run, or at leaftwiſe of an enderour for it. 

2. This Diſeale hapning through an evident canſe alone, as by a 
ſtroke, a fall from a high Place, a Wound,C&c. or coming vpon an 
Apoplexy, Carw, Conwulſion, Colich,, or other affects of the Brain, or 
Sflema Nervoſim 3 if it be not altered for the better, or yields tg 
Medicines in a ſhort time, for the moſt part proves incurable, 

3. If upon the origne of the Medul/a oblongata bring wholly obs 
ſtruted, or through the Spine's being vehemently hurt, a total re- 
ſolution follows :nd takes away Senſe and Motion ; the affect is 
cured with difficulty, or ſcarce at all. 

4- A Palſy hapning to Men that are Aged, Cacochymical, great- 
ly Scorbutical. or Intemperate, though the affect be not great, is 
cur'd with difficulty, 

As the Types of the Palſy are many fold, and its cauſes divers, ſo 
Its cure ought to be undertaken not always after one manner, but by 
ararious method ; vx. appropriate to each ſpecies of that Diſeaſe : 
For the moſt part there will be theſe three kinds of it, or rather 
there will be three ways of healing, whereof ſometimes this, fome- 
times that, or the other, ought to be entred upon in order to the 
cure of this D.ſeaſe, to wit, according as the refoulation ( of what 
kind ſocver, and in what place ſcever it be ) is either firſt cauſed on 
a ſudden by an outward accident, viz. a ſtroke, a fall from a high 
Place, a wound, an excels of cold, or the like 3 or fecond'y, ſuc- 
ceeds ſome other aff Ct, vi. The Apoplexy, Carts, Colich, or a long 
continued Fever; or thirdly, keing a Diſeaſe primarly, and of it felt, 
depending of a Proca:ar xs, or previous App4iraru,is raiſed by degrees; 
We ſhall ipeak of each of thoſe particularly. 

1. When therefore a Palſy is canſed by reaſon of ſome accident, 
with a violent hurt, there will not be many Intentions oFcuring, but 
only that the part injured may recover its ancient conformatios;and 
fictt, leſt the Blood and other Humors flowing to it, as being affect. 
ed and weak, and there ſtaying, increaſe the Evil ; let Phlebotomy, 


Which moſt commonly is requiſite in this caſe, be prefently put in 
|. 11 2 praCtice z 
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praCtice; afterward a thin diet, if the caſe requires it, or a diet of 
eafie concoction being ordered, we muſt infift chicfly on moderate 
Hydroticks; to wit, that whilſt the dilcaſcd, put to Bed, is kept in 
a gentle Sweat, all ſorts of Superfluities withdrawn from the part in- 
jured may plentifully exhale, and that the Spirits being gently agi- 
tated within the Pores and P.fſages of1t, ſo opened by the warm 
effluvia, may recover their former Paths and Tradts. 

For this end, let the Powder for a falldeſciib'd in the Pharmacopes 
Auguſtana, be given to the quantity of about a Dram m a drauht of 
White-wine, or of Poſſet-drink made with it, (it bring uſiual amongſt 
ws togrve to the like quanti:y of Iiſh-flat,) and let 12 b- repeated every 
fix or eigbe bours : Moreover, let a Traimatich Decoftion, if 1t may vea- 
dily be had, ertber of the Roots of Mad4der, or B'uter-burr, or of the 
Flowers of St. John's wort in. Poſſet-drink be frequently g rvens. 

Moreover , let the place affected in the mean time be diligently 
ſearch'd after, which will eahly be known, partly from the hurt in- 
flicted on it, and partly from the member reſolv'd. Ifany thing be 
diſlocated in it, we muſt endeavour that it be preſently put in its 
place: If a eumour, cont:yfion, or wound be made, let relief be given 
them by bal/ams, lin:ments, foment ations, or catapliſms: But if no- 
thing preternatural appears outwardly, let as much as ſuffices of the 
Oxycroceum and Red Lead Plasſters, mix « together in an equal quan- 
tity, be applied to the part hurt, and let the Diſeaſed be kept at reſt, 
and in a mcderate warmth for three or tonr days: It the rcfolution 
continues cbſtinate, and an afflux of new Matter be no! feared, let 
more reſolving and diſcufling Remedies be applied about the places 
affected ; wheretore let fomenta!19ns, and hot liniments ; nay, and 
natural hot Baths, it it be convement, or at leai{twiſe artifi-al ones 
be uſed : Sometimes, it is good to put the members aff_cted in warm 
Horſe-d:mg, or Grams, and to keep them there for fome time : And 
now and then tv inteilace Clyfters and gentle Purges, with the uſe 
pt theſe things. But if no relict follows theſe Adminiſtrations, this 
affect ought afterward to be handled with the like Method, and 
- the ſame Remedies with which an habitual Palſy, or any other 
that is confirmed, or tollows upon other Dileafes is dealt with : 
Which way of cure we ſhall give you beneath, in regard it is com- 
mon to every Pally deeply rooted. 

2. When a Palſy, hapning upon a Fever, Apoplexy, Cars, or other 
Cephalick or Convuiſive aftcCts is great, and comes on a ſudden z we 
muft chiefly uſe a Phyfical means for the removal of its Conwntt 
cauſe, which has its ſeat in a manner always in the Med oblorigata, 
or Spimaly:; Wheretore, in the beginning of the Diſeaſe, let Bloa2ding 
and Purging ( ifnothing indicates the contrary ) Chſters, Veſicatories, 
Cuppmng-glaſſes,Sneeqers, Liniments, and other Adminiſtrations uſual 
m Cephalick Diſcales, vx. ſuch as ſome way drive out, or with 

draw 
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draw the morbid matter ſticking in the Caudex Medullars, or the 
little Heads of the Nerves proceeding from it, be us'd : And if the 
firſt effort of Phyſick does nothing within fifteen or twenty days, 
the aff afterward, in regard it is firmly rooted, and become habi- 
tual, is to be overcome by a long method, and Preſervatory, as well 
as Curatory Indications ; of which we ſhall preſently ſpeak. 

3. An Habitnal Palſy, depending of a Procatarx#, is either in 
fiert, or inits diſpoſition, or zz fatto, or in its habit z both re- 
quire a peculiar way of Cure. 

Of the former there are two chief caſes, in both of which the The- 
rapeutich method,regarding only the Procatar@ickeauſes,is ordered af- 
ter the like manner: to wit, whether any Perſon be in danger of 
being ſciz'd with the Palſy, or recovering from it, be in hazard of 
a relapſe, we muſt infift in a manner on the ſame Medicines. 

Therefore the Intentrons of Curing mult ve, firſt, that the funCti- 
ons of Chylsfication and Sang: fication being duly perform'd, a lau- 
dable matter for the generation ot Animal Spirits be fent to the 
Brain in a ſufficient plenty : and then, ſecondly, that the Brain be- 
ing ſtill firm and of a due conformation, admits into it, and du- 
ly exalts into Animal Spirits all Particles, excluding ſuch as are he- 
terogeneous ; for theſe etids we have thought good to propoſe the 
following method, which ought to be varied according to the 
various conſtitutions-ct the Diſcaſed. 

Spring and Fall,let fol:mn courſes of Phyfick be entred upon,nay, 
and the whole year beſides, let fomg Remedies be conſtantly uſed 2 
Bleeding is not generally proper for all Perſons : and if we forbid 
this, it is not for the ſame realon with the Ancients, ſuppoſing the 
Palſy to be a cold Dsſeaſe ; but becaute the Animal Spirits are both 
engendred from the Blocd, and become elaftick within the moving 
Fibres, by reaſon of a ſanguineous combination ; therefore if the 
(tore of this be leſſened too much, they will fail and flag. Which 


truly I have obſcrved in many, and that for the moſt part in the / 


Arm, from which the Blood was drawn, languiſhings and trem- / 
blings have begun. Neverthelcfs, a ſpare and moderate Bleeding 
ſometimes agrees with ſome that are endued with a Blood that is 
hot and ſharp, and apt to too great efferveſcencies, though they 
are diſpoſed to the Palſy. 

About the Equmoxes, prrzing ought to be ordered, and to be re- 
peatecl by due Intervals three or four times ; but,in the firſt place, let 
a l/om:t,it nothing indicates the contrary, be given of Sa/e of Vitrio!, 
Sulphur of Antimony,or an Infufion of Crocus metal.orum or Mercurins 
vite; afterward ct Pallule de ſuccino or Aloephanginge be taken by 
them!e!ves, or with Rin of Falap,evecy ſeventh or eight day : At ©6- 
ther times let Cephal:ck Remedies, fuch as we have preſcribed for the 
Keepy after, viz. EleQuancs, Powders, Spiraes and tolatile _ Tin 

ures. 
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fures, Elixir, with diſtsll'd Waters or Apozemes, viz. ſometime, 
theſe, ſometimes thoſe, or others be frequently uſed. Let I/ſues be 
burnt in the Arm or Leg, nay, in groſs and cachectical Perſons 
together in both, or near the Shoulder-blades. Let a Phyfick-drink 
of Sage, Betony, Stechas, the wood Saſſafras, Winters bark, &c, hs 
drank the whole year. H/ine and Venus ought either to be forbid. 
den, or to be allowed only ſparingly. | 

But if the Pal, after a previous diſpoſition in the whole, or in 
one fide, or in certain members,throughly ſeiſes, and, notwithſtang. 
ing the firſt encounter of Phykck,comes on again ; for its cure « long 
an complicaced method,which is always requiſite,often times does not 
ſuffice ; for not only the Diſeaſe, or its conjunct or procatarCtick 
Cauſe (everally, but all together, mutt be affaulted : for which ends, 
blo»ding for the moſt part being forbidden, only a gentle purge, and 
that but now and then, is proper. Again, and indeed chiefly, againſt 
the Procatarxis of the Diſeaſe, Cephalick and Antiſcorbutick Medi- 
Cines are wont to do good : but not at all of theſe kinds agree with 
all Perſons, but, as we have obſerved in the Scurvy,according to the 
various Conſtitutions of the Diſeas'd, the Remedies alſo muft be of a 
differing kind and vertue: for with bz/ous Paralyzicks,in whoſe ſharp 
and hot Blood there is much Sale and Srwlphur, and very little Serum, 
hot Medicines, and ſuch as are endowed with very aCtive Particles, 
do not agree, nay often prove offenſive to them ; which nevertheleſs 
prove greatly beneficial to phlegmatick, Perſons, whoſe Blood is cold- 
er and contains a great deal of Serum, and a few active Elements. 
Wherefore, according to this two-fold ſtate of the Diſeaſed, it ſeems 
fit for us to propoſe here a double method of Cure, and two Claſſes 
of M-dicines, whereof this will do well ro be given to cold Para!y- 
ricks, and the other to ſuch as are hor. 

In the former caſe, for the removal of the procatartick Cauſe, after 
a Vomit and a Purge duly ordered, I adviſe to be preſcribed accord. 
ing to the following forms. 

Take Conſerve of the leaves of Garden Scurvy-graſs,and of Rochet mad: 
With an equal part of Supar,of eacb three Ounces,Ginger condited in the 
Indies an Ounce, the yellow coats of Oranges and Limons preſerv'd of 
each fix Drams, Powder of the Claws and Eyzs of Crabs of each four 
Scriyples, ſpecies Diambre two Drams, Winter-bark a Dram and a 
ba'f, Roots of Jedoary, the leſſer Galingal, Cubrb1, the ſeeds of Garden- 
creſſes, Rocher, of each a Dram, Spirit rf Scurvy graſs, and of Lavender, 
of each two Drams, Syrup of the conditure of Gr-ger what ſiffices, make 
an Elettuary: Let the quantity of a Walnut be taken at Erght a Clock 
in the Morning, and at Froe mm the Afternoon, drinking after it a 
Pour:d of the following Decottion, or fix Ounces of the Tmifture of Coffee, 
with the Leaves of the Sape boyled in ut, or three Ounces of Viper- 
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Take Raſpings of Guaicum ſix Ounces, Sarzaparilla, Saſſafras of 
each four Ounces,red and yellow Saunders ſhavmgs of Ivory and Hare 5 
born of each balf an Ounce, infuſe them according to art, and boyl them 
in ſixteen Pounds of Fount ain- water, to 4 balf, adding Crude Antime- 
ny, powdred and tyed in a Nodulus, four Ounces, Roots of Calamus Aro« 
matews, the leſſer Galingal of each balf an Ounce, Florentine Orry an 
Ounce,Cardamum fix Drams, Corrander ſeeds balf an Ounce, ſix Dates, 
make « Decoton, and let it be ;ſed for ordinary Drank. 

Going to Bed, and early in the Morning, let a Doſe be taken either 
f the $parit of Soot, or Harts-horn, of Sal Armoniack ſuccinated, of 

lod, $&c. with three Ounces of the following diſtilled Water. 

Take of the Leaves or Roots of Aron a Pound, Leaves of Garden $cur- 
v-graſe, the greater Rochet,Roſemary Sage,Savory, Thyme four bandfuls, 
Flowers of Lavender three bandfuls, the outward rinds of ten Oranges 
and fix Limons, Winters bark.three Ounces, Roots of the leſſer Galmgal, 
Caamw Aromaticu, Florentine Orr:s of each two O.mces,Cubebi,Cloves, 
Nutmegs, of each an Once, all being ſlic'd and bruiſed, pour to them of 
Woite-wine and Brunſwick Beer of each four Pounds, let them be dj» 
filed with common Org ans, and let the whole Liquor be mixt. 

Sometimes inſtead of the Eleftuary for Fifteen or Twenty Days, let a 
Doſe of the Tithe of Sulphur terchintbinated, or the Tinflure of An- 
timony, or of Amber ; ſometmcs alſo let the Elixir Proprietat1z, or of 
Peony be taken 11 a ſpoonfuul of the diſtilled Water, drinking after it 
three Ounces of the ſame. 

Sometimes alſo let the fullowing Powders or Tablets have their 
turns in the courſe of Phyfick. 

Take Powder of Vapers Fleſh prepar'd at Montpellier an Ounce, Hearts 
and Liver s of the ſame balf an Ounce, Species Diambre two Ounces, 
make a Powder, let a Dram be taken twice a Day, with three Ounces of 
the diſtilled Vateror with Vi per IWine, with a DeceBtion of the Leaves 
of Sage, of the Roots and Seeds of the great Burdick, and Eringo Roots 
condited made in a ſufficient quanty of Fountain-W.;ter to a balf,to the 
quantity of [1.x or ez7ht O:nces marm im the M nmg,expecting a Sweat. 

Take Solar Minerat B:rzoar haif im Ounce, Gloves Pewdred two 
Drams,m: x them, make a Powd:r, to be drvid.d into twolve parts; let 
one pare be tak'1i ewice a Day after the ſam? manner; with the uſe of 
theſe kinds of Remedies, let gentle Cathariicks be pretty often imterlac'd. 

Take Powder of choice Roots of Jed 1ary,and the l:ſſer Galing al of each 
a Dram and a half, Specres Dy.:1ns1 & a Dram, Powder of the Seeds of 
Muſt ard, Rocher, $curvy grafs, Water crejJes, of each half a Dram, make 
4 /ubtle Powder of all: add pure Oy! of Amber half a Dram, with ſix 
O:mces of white Sugar d:ſſolv:d m compound Peony Water, and boyled 
to a Confiſtency for Tablets, make Tablets according to Art, each weigh- 
ing half a Dram, let three or four be eatentzrice a Day, drinking after 
it 4 Doſe of ſome one of the Liquors con now m:n:woned, 

Take 
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Take Powder of the Roots of Virgina Serpentary two Dramy, of the 
leſſer Galmg al a Dram,of the Gummous extratt from the refidency of the 
/tillation of Quercitans Elixir of Life a Dram, Fl. wers of Sal Armg- 
mack( or of pure volatile ſalt of Soot, or of Harts-horn ) a Dram, 
Balſam of Peru a Scrup/e, Balſamum Capivi what ſ\ffices, make a Maſs, 
let it be made into (ite Pills, rowlirg th:m in Species Diamire , the 
Doſe is half a Dram Evening and Morning. ( or ) 

Tithe Refin, or Gum of Guaracum three Drams, Species Diambre a 
Dram, Chymical Oyl of Guaiacim excellently refified a Dram and 4 
balf, liquid Amber what - make a Maſs, let it be firmed mts 
Plls, robe taken after the ſame manner. 

But if a Palſy, hapning in a bilous Temperament, or in young 
Perſons, admits only mild Medicines, being wont to be exalpiua- 
ted by any that are hot andcelaſtick, the following forms will be of 
uſe for removing its Procatarxs. |

Tothe Su- 
gar ſi fficiently beyled with the Ste! add Oyl of Amber, or Chymical Ol of 
Roſ.m iy baif a Dram,and preſently pour ut forth that 18 may run abroad 
gto aConfiſtency for Tablets,the Dvſe  t wo Drams twice a Day, drinks 
ing aft or ut of the diſt iid Water gr of the followwig Ap.gome ſix Ops 
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Take China Rovts an O1mce, fl:avings of Toory and Harts-horn of 
each half an Ounce, wiite and yellow Sa:mders, Maſtick-wood of each 
half an Ounce ; let there be a warm and cloſe Infufion for a Night, in 
fix Pormds of Fountain-water, in the Morning add Roots of Chernil, 
Avens, Butchers-broom, ſtone- Par ſly of each an O:mce and a half. dryed 
Leaves of Ground- Ivy, Sage, Germander, Betony, of each a Handful, 
Corrander-ſeeds three Drams;)et them boyl to a half, then add of White- 
wine half a Pound, and ſtrain it into a Bottle on two Handficls of 
Leaves of Water-creſſes bruiſed : Make a warm and cloſe Infi.fion 
for two Hours; ſtrain ut again, ard keep it in a ftope V ſſel. 

In a ſcorbutick Palſy Fusces and Expreſſions of Herbs often give 
an excellent relief. 

Take freſh Leaves of Brook/imes, MW iter-creſſes, Plantain, of each 
four Handfuls ; being bruiſed trg other, pour ro them of the diſtilled 
Water, even now deſcribed, ex;ht O nices; expreſs it ſtrongly, keep se 
in 4 Glaſs,and let three or four Our.ces be yrven twice or thrice a day. 

At the earlieft and lateft phy fical Konrs, viz. #n che Evening and 
early in the Morning, let the tollowing Ps be taken. 

Take Millepedes prepared three Drams and a half, Pearl a Dram 
and a half, Roots of baſtard Dittany a Dram, Venice Tirpentine 
what ſuffices, make a Maſs, form it into ſmall Pills; the Doſe 13 half 
« Dram, drinking after it a little Draught of the diftilled Water. 

For ordinary Drmk, let erther a Bucher be preſcrabed of Sarſa,China, 
yelaw Saunders, &c. or ſmall Ale, with the drycd Leaves of Grounds 
ly boyled mn it, and of Sage, with th: Wood Saſſafras infuſed. 

While theſe things arc done for removing the Procatarxs of the 
Diſeaſe,no leſs a curatory Endeavour is required tor its conpuntt Cauſe, 
viz, that any places obſtructed,being again opened, may adit and 
give a free Paſſage to the animal Spirits, frecd from ſtupefaction. 

There are wo chiet kinds of Reinedies which conduce much for 
theſe ends ; vip. the one partic/iar and ſpecral, to be applied to the 
aces affected, to wit, that by Fomentations, Lunments, Plaiſters, 
and other outward Applications the tiupified Spirits may be rai- 
ſed up again, and the D»iu's be opened : The other unwverſal, to 
wit, that the Blood and Spirits, and the other Humors ( and the 
ative Particles abounding, in the whole Body ) being very much 
agitated and put in a more rapid Motion, making, as it were,a (witt 
current, may force from before them and remove Damms, or Ob-= 
ſtacles any where ſticking, by which the Spirits are obſtructed, 

The Adminiſtrations to be uſed to the ont ward Parts,are © gene- 
rally and yulgarly known, that it would be ſuperfluons to infift here 
in deſcribing them at large. Fiilt, let Lomments of Oyls,Uuguents, 
and Balſams, more or lcts hot according to the Temperament of 
the Diſcaſed, be applied twice a Day with Frictions. Lt Funen- 


tations of a Decoction of Chcphalick Herbs and Aromaticks in 
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Fountain-water be ſometimes us'd before theſe z adding ſometimey 
hot Waters, Wine or Beer, or other Lees: Moreover, it is proper 
ſometimes to apply Veſicatories, Cupping-glafſes, a Pication, or 
Utrication about the places affeEted. Bags, and Phaifters oft do 
good, Again, if the caſe admits it, it is profitable for the reſoly'd 
Members to be put into Grains, or the Dregs of Grapes remaining 
after prefſing, or to be thruſt into the Belly or Thorax of a Beaſt 
frcſh killed, or alſo be bath'd in an artificial Bath, or natural hot 
Baths, and to be Kept in any of thoſe for a long time. 

But if theſe things do no good, we muſt come to the univerſal 
or great Remedics : Such as chicfly are Diaphoreticks, Mercurials 
raifing a Salivation, and ſtrong VYomitories: Of each of which we 
ſhall (peak in ſhort. 

There is no one of the Vulgar but everywhere obſerves that Diz- 
phoreticks ſometimes do great good in the Cure of the Palſy, and 
that ſometimes they prove very prejudicial. Wherefore it mach 
concerns us, that the reaſons of ſo different an effect ſhould be ex- 
plicated;z to the end that Indications may he thence taken con» 
cerning the uſe, or rejecting of them. 

Therefore a copious Sweating is wont ſometimes to prove very 
advantageous to Paralyticks,chictly for two reaſons; to wit, that it 
may p!cntifully drive torth the impurities of the Blood,and nervous 
Juice, which are apt to exhale; ſo that the morbifick Matter may no 
longer flow to the Brain,and the Parts affe&ted,and that that which 
has already flown to them,may in part be conveyed forth, And then 
ſecondly,that the cffl.-v14 of heat paſſing from the boyling Blood,ve- 
ry much open theDu&ws's of theNerves before obitruCted,as they pak 
through them in evaporating,and open ways for the Spirits. Where 
fore this Adminiſtration agrees chiefly and in a manner only with 
thoſe," hoſe Blood, being not filled with a fixt Salt and Sulphur,js di- 
luted with a limpid and infipid Serum : For on the contrary, Paraly- 
ticks, whoſe Blood and Humors are greatly ſtor'd with wild;exotick, 
and faxt Particles of exorbitant Salts and Sulphurs,and ſuch as are un- 
fit for exhaling, often receive a great damage from a Sweat violently 
raiſed,of which effec we affign theſe two cauſes,to wit,that the mor+ 
bifick Particles being too much exalted by reaſon of their agitation, 
become more exorbitant: And then ſecondly, that being driven 
plentifully into the Brain, and genus Nervoſum, they often increaſe 
the ancient ObſtruCtions, and not frequently produce new, 

For railing a plentiful and eaſy Sweat, both inward Medicines and 
outward Adminiſtrations are wont to be uſed: The former ſtir the 
B'ood or Serum to efferveſcencies,or ſtimulate the Heart to quicker 
Motions,and thence (whether one of them, or both be performed) 
v hen the Liquor of the Blood, being rapidly circulated through the 
Heart and Veſlels,is put into a frothy Turgeſcency, it cannot = dif- 
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charge from it ſelf a great many Effiuvia, which are the matter of 
Sweat : For this end Medicines of various kinds are recommended 
toParalyticks,of which thoſe of chief note are,a Decethion of Guai- 
acum;Sarſaparilla, 8c. Spirit,and Oyl of Guatacum, mixtura ſimplex, 
Flowers and Spirit of Sal Armonaack, Aurum Diaphoreticum,S alt Pow 
der,and Wine of Vipers mineral ſolar Bez10ar,Tintture of Artumnony &c, 
Outward Adminiſtrations promote a Sweating, foraſmuch as they 
raiſe and keep a moderate Heat in the whole circumterence of the 
Body, and then the Blood being heated, is forc'd to move more 
ſwiftly, and to evaporate more, and withal, the Pores of the Skin 
ing open'd, more readily let forth all Particles apt to exhale ; tor 
this end, befides Bed-coverings (which only keep the Efflunia4 of 
Heat emitted from the Body in its circumference) a Cra''le like- 
wiſe with Charcoal, or Spirit of Wine, Kkindled, a Hot-houte, and 
Baths of various kinds and Forms, and natural hot Baths are wont 
to be uſed ; but above all, our hot Baths at Bathe, than which (if 
they agree well with the Temperament of the Patient ) no more 
excellent Remedy can be imagin'd, which is ſufficiently ſhewn by 
the Crutches of a great many Perſons cur'd of refolved Members, 
hung up as ſo many Trophies of the Conqueſt of this Diſcaſe. 
Nevertheleſs,as generous Medicines,if they donot prove Alexiphar- 
micks,often paſs into Poylons,fo the uſe of hot Baths,when it has not 
cur'd ſome Paralyticks,has rendred them much worſe ; fo that more 
Members,and ſuch as were before aff:ted,being more relolv'd,there 
has been no other occafion for the Diſeas'd for leaving their Crutches 
there, but that being rendred more weak, they could uſe them no 
longer : We have hinted the cauſe of this before,to wit,that bathing 
exagitating the Blood and all the Humors,exalts moreall morbifick 
and heterogeneous Particles, and being rendred more exorbitant, 
drives them from the V:ſcera into the Maſs of Blood: Whence {in re- 
they can't eaſily evaporate) entring the Brain, and genus Nervg- 
REED increaſe the Paralytick affect,and often bring a Convulſion 
with it: for this reaſonBathing ſometimes firft aCtuates a nephritick, 
and gouty Diſpoſition ; moreover,it brings to many a Blood-ſpitting 
Aſthma,or Conſumption, where no Diſpofition was ; wherefore hot 
Baths ought not to be tryed without the advice of a Phylician, and 
being try'd, if th-:y ſeem not to agree, they ought ſoon to be leff, 
I have it ſufficiently confirmed both by my own Experience,and 
that of ſome other Phy ficians, that ſome Paralyticks are cured by a 
Salivation raiſed by Merc:ry,but I judge that this kind of Remedy ig 
to be us'd only in an habitual Pally, viz. which has a Procatarxis in 
the Blood and Brain readily enough to be moved, and a conjunct 
Cauſe in the nervous Appendix, which is not very fix'd: But when 
that Aﬀect is cauſed by an outward and great hurt, or happens up « 
0n a Carus, Apoplexy, or Convulfions, Salivation is attempted in a 
Mmm 2 manney

manner always in vain,and ſometimes not without a mighty Preju- 
dice ; and let not thoſe who,having a weak or over-lax Brain,are fre- 
quently ſubject to a Verergo, Droufinels, and convulfive Motions, uſe 
Mercurial Mc dicincs inconfiderately But ſometimes a Salivation does 
mighty good in an habitual Pal.y,and which is not very fix'd ; for ag 
much as by taking away the Impurities of the Blood, it cuts off all 
the fuel of the Diſeaſe; and in as much as ſome Mercurial Particles, 
whilſt having paſt the Brain, they enter the Dutt1s's of the Nerves, 
divide the morbifick Matter ſticking in them,and (cvering its parts 
one from another, difperie them (everal ways, fome forward and 
ſome backward. Whereas it is a common fauit of 0: her Medicines, 
that often they preis forward only the damm that obſtructs the 
ways of the Spirits; and therefore it they do not torce it atunder, 
they drive it more firmly into the places obſtructed. 

And it is in ſome fort tor this reaſon that Vonntories often do e- 
gregious ſervice in curing the Pally ; to wit,that they withdraw the 
fuel of the conjune Caule,and c/o not drive only forward the Matter 
ſticking in the Nerves, but revulie it, mightily thake it, and often 
break it into minute parts,ſo that when the continuity of the damm 
is broken, the animal Spirits themſelves eaſily diidipate the Particles 
of the morbifick Matter ſever'd from each other; we have intima- 
ted betore another reaſon concerning the reliet of Emeticks in the 
ſleepy Aﬀects, which has alſo in ſome ſort place in the Pally, 

So very many Examples and Inftances of Paralyticks daily hap- 
pea everywhere, that the various Types and Hiſtories of them (if 
they were deſcribed) would fill a mighty Volume, wheretore I ſhall 
only ſet down here ſome of the more rare, vsz. one or two, with 
which each chief ſpecies of that Diſeaſe may be illuſtrated,and fince 
it would be t6 little or no purpole to givea Relation of Reſolutions 
of Members hapning by reaſon of ſome outward Accident,as a fall 
from an high Place,a Wound, or a Stroke, I ſhall infitt only in defcri- 
bing thoſe Caſes, where the Pally ariſes either by it ſelf after a pre- 
vious Diſpoſition, or follows up-n ſome other Dileaſe. 

Some time fince,a certain Gentleman, Robuſt,well in Fleſh, and 
above torty Years of Age,lraving, been in a manner always in Health, 
at length giving hſmſelt to a feclentary Life and Idlencls,and after- 
ward becoming more dull than. uſual, refuſed any <xercife and vi- 
gorous motion of the Body : Moreover, being melancho!y and fad, 
on any light occafion,nay ſometimes without any manifelt cauſe,he 
was wont to break forth into a weeping and tears: This Perſon a ſhort 
while after (which I have alſo obſerved of naany others) was affeCte!l 

with a Weakneſs and a Trembling of all thi: Members,and afterward 
with a Reſolution of the lower Parts, by which Diſeaſe [being me- 
lancholy and ſoon a weary of Phyfick) yielding himſelf overcome, 
and growing weaker b'y degrees, he dyed within fix Months. 
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Iremember many others, but eſpecially two committed to our 
care,b-ing as to the firlt part of their Lite mighty Ingenious,and well 


| Learned, who afterward in their declining Age,partly by reaſon of a 


Cacochymia of the Body, and partly through a trouble of Mind, 
growing dull and forgetful, at length ( notwithſtanding the uſe of 
Remedies in the beginning of the Diſeaſe } became Paralytical. 

A young man ofa ſanguine temperament,clear ſpitited,and for the 
moſt part Healthy, fitting in a Chair after a pentitul Supper, and an 
immoderate Drinking of Wine, was fo affected with a ſtupidity in his 
right Hand, that his Glove, which he hapned to hold, fell down a= 
gainſt his will ; afterwards ftanding up and endeavouring togo, he 
perceived a reſolution in the Leg and Thigh of the fame f1de,falling a 
little afterward into a certain dulneſs of Mind,and a ftupidneſs,though 
without an Apoplexy;for he was always preſent to himſelf,anfwering 
aptly enough,though flowly,and with ſome trouble,to things asked, 
and doing things that were commanded him z a very skiltul Phytici- 
an being preſently called,Blooding, Vowiting,Purging, were uſed in 
order,Cupping-G!atles,a Scarincation, Liniments,FriQtions,and other 
fit adminiſtrations were diligently applyed: nevertheleſs the Paliy 
increas'd,{o that befides Motion almott taken away from the M:m- 
bers of the right fide; he 1oft allo the fight of that Eye: yet, though 
dull and ſleepy, being ftill Compos mencs, he knew his Friends, and 
being conſcious of his Inficmity, and follicitous for the recovery of 
his Health, he took all Remedies offered, but notwithſtanding this, 
the animal funCtions daily fail'd more and more, and through a 
conſent with them, at laft the vital, ſo that about the ſeventh or 
eighth day talling ever and anon, ſometimes into a Delsrium, fome- 
times into Convulfions, and other diſtractions of the Spirits, at 
length his ſtrength being gone, he yietded to Death. 

A certam Noble-man's Bayliff, about forty years of Age, having a 
ſharp Blood and a bilous temperament,and long obnoxious to a Ver- 
tigo,as he rode through a certain Village in the Country, being feiz'd 
on a ſudden with a Sco:omua, tell head-long on the ground ; where 
being preſently taken up by the lahabitants, and put to Bed, he lay 
for many hours inſe: fible,and dead as it werezbut atterward awaking, 
he found all the members ot both {tides refolv'd into a C'nverſal Pal- 
þ : going to (lee him the next day atter,[ preſently drew about twelve 
Ounces of Blood.and forthwith preſcribed other Remedies, both as to 
outward adminiſtrations,and inward Medicines to be diligently us'Q, 
and indecd with good fuccels tor attcr five or fix days he began to 
ſtretch torth,or bend his teet,nay,to move them trom their place this 
way and that,though flowly ; afterward, by the conſtant ule of Re- 
medics,he was able within two Months to raife himſclf, ſtand on his 
feet, and go a little with Crutches, then having us'4 at his houſe an 


artificial Bath tor ſome time, he daily gain'd in the motion of his 
members, 
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members,and his ftrength ; at length,affoon as the ſeaſon of the year 
was fit,going to Bathe,and by the uſe of the bot Baths, perfectly reco- 
vering within fix weeks,he returned ſound, leaving there his Crutcbes, 

The following Relation will manifeſtly ſhew that the Paiſy 
does not only follow upon Cephalick affects, but alſo on the Co- 
lick and Scurvy. 

A bandſom W/oman,and young, after Child-birth,fell into a Tertian 
Ague,this afterward becoming a Quorsdian, and the cure protracted, 
brought a very violent Colick, and of long continuance. Pains firſt 
raged only in the Abdomen,with a vomiting and moſt bitter tortures 
being long tormented, and almoſt worn away with theſe, at length 
ſhe began to be troubled with a ftupor,and a ſenſe of pricking, ſuch 
as ariſe in members lain on. Nor was it long after but a Palſy ( which 
y that other affect very often fore-runs ) followed in the whole Body, 
In this ſtate being brought to Oxford, ſhe was committed to our 
care; another famous Phyfician, D. D. Lydal, being called to joyn 
with me. Not only all the greater Members of this Diſeaſs, but e- 
ven the leſſer of each Limb were ſo wholly reſolved, that ſhe was 
not able to ſtir from its place either Hand or Foot, or any Finger 
of either Hand, Moreover, ſhe was ſo far affected with an Arrophza, 
that the Fleſh being wholly vaniſhed, the Skin ſcarce ſtuck to the 
Bones, yet ſhe till had a good Pulſe and vivid Aſpect, from which 
alone we gathered ſomewhat of hope. 

After that we had given this Perſon for many Weeks the choiceſt 
Medicines both Anezparalieichy, and Antiſcorbuticks, almoft of every 
Kind,and according to various Methods,without any (ucceſs,at length 
we propoſed to her (elf and her Friends a Salivation, as a Remedy 
more powerful than any others, but withal dangerous: not delibera- 
ting long concerning this,they reſolve rather to try a doubtful Medi- 
cine than none,or which is the ſame,one wholly incffetual. Therefore 
we gave her Precipitatumex Mercurso cum ſole in a tmall Doſe,and re- 
peated it the next day after 2 on the third day,an eaſy and gentle Sali- 
vation beginuing, went on fairly for a Week without any malign 
Symptom z but then the Diſcaſacomplaining of a great Head-ach and 
Vertigo,begun to be affected with Convulfive Motions,ſo that we were 
forced preſently to let fall the Salivation,and to break off this Courſe 
as ſoon as we could, withdrawing the fluxion of the ſerous latex from 
the head towards the other parts, which frequent Clyiters,epiſpaſtick 
and revuifive Plaiſters applyed in various places, together with Cor- 
dials and Opiats inwardly given, ſoon «ffcCted : and preſently upon it 
the noble Lady being ſomewhat better, begun to ſtretch torth and 
"bend the Joints ofher Hands and Feet, and to move ſometimes thoſe 
members or theſe from their place. The Spitting ceaſing being gent- 
ly purged, ſhe took for many days a Decottion of China, Sarſa, red 
Saunders, Ivory, (9c. with the addition of the dryed leaues of Sage, 
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Betony,Speedwell, &c. with which ſhe was wont to interlace the uſe of 
Spirit of Hares-born,or of Soot of a cephalick and cordiach confeRion,alſo 
of an appropriate Powder and Fulep : Within a Months ſpace ſhe was 
able to {tand on her Feet,and to walk a little in her Chamber, being 
ſup rted by Servants: Moreover, getting Sleep,and taking Food in- 
differently,the bulk of her Fleſh and her Strength daily increas'd,and 
at length uſing the temperate bor Baths at Bathe, ſhe grew well. 
But that hot Baths do not do good to all Paralyticks, nay (as we 
have intimated before) that they do great hurt to ſome;the follow- 
ing Relation will plainly ſhew : A London Merchant after a Luxation 
of aJoynt of theFoot, became lame in that part,being otherwiſe found 
enough, and robuſt: When topick Remedies of various kinds,tryed 
for ſome time,did not do,at length by the advice of a Phyfician go- 
ing to Bathe, he began to try the temperate hot Baths, from the far= 
ther uſe of which (becoming forthwith worſe upon it, the Palſy pre- 
ſently beginning in other Members) he had abſtained,but the Phyſi- 
cian being then preſent, affuring him that he would be better after 
ward,adviſed him to perkſt : Wherefore he took the bot Baths again 
for about thirty Days, till all the lower Mcmbers, to wit,from the Os 
ſacrum to the Feet being wholly reſoly'd, were withered, and that in 
the Thorax a very great and,as it were,aithmatical Dy!paxna was rat- 
ſed: For the Muſcles imployed in Reſpiration (being as it ſeem'd af- 
fected alſo with the Palſy) the Breft was not able to be dilated for 
drawing the Breath deep enough, wherefore, being always out of 
Breath, he labour'd under continual affects of thoſe Parts,and an A- 
gitation of the whole Thorax. In this ſtate departing from Batbe, 
he is commanded by his Phyſician to abltain tor a whole Month 
from any Remedies taken from Pharmacy : Which,when he had re- 
ligiouſly obſerved, through hope, as it were, of a Reſurrection, that 
time being paft, all deliberation was now late concerning the uſe 
of Medicines; For befides the paralytick and withered Members, 
his Belly ſwelled, his Reſpiration was yet more difficult and letted, 
that the Diſeaſed was ſcarce able to draw his Breath : His Pulſe be- 
ing very weak, with frequent Swoonings and Faintings kapning up- 
on any Motion of his Body : So that hereby ſcarce any place at all 
being left for Catbartichs, he muſt infift only on cardiack and para=- 
htick, Remedies: Notwithſtanding the uſe of which, the Diſcaſed 
within fix Weeks labouring under a very great Dyſpzna for many 
Hours,at length dyed : The immediate cauſe of whoſe DiſeaſcI con- 
ceive to be Polypous Concretions of Blood in the Heart, for in regard 
the Motion of the Precordia was greatly letted for a long time, no» 
thing ſeems more probable than that thoſe kinds of carneous lamps, 
as it were, were concreted within the Ventricles of the Heart. 
For illuftrating a little farther the Theories of the Palſy, and 
alſo of the Lethargy and Carus, I ſhall here give you another Ex- 
ample 
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ample, with Anotomical Obſervations, which hapned whilſt the 
precedent things were printing. 

A Child, little more than three Years of Age,of a moiſt Brain, as it 
appear'd by fore Inflammations of his Eyes,and watery Puſhes of his 
Face (to which he had been ſometimes obnoxious) at the beginning 
of Autumn being ill, with a flow Fever and 4 dejected Appetite, be- 
came very drowſy and ſleepy,(o that he ſlept almoit continually Day 
and Night ; but being awak'd,he knew the ſtanders by,and anſwer' 
aptly enough to things ask'd: Meet Remedies, viz. Cl/ters, Veſica- 
gories,Catharticks alſo Fuleps,Spirit of Harts-born, Powders,with many 
other things uſual in this caſe,being forthwith, and carefully given 
him, did ſo much good, that within fix or ſeven Days the Diſeaſed 
being free from bis Fever, waking ſufficiently, and defiring Food, 
ſeem'd to regover.and ſcarce to have any more need of phyfical help, 
But in a ſhogt while after (I know not on what occaſion) undergoing 
a relapſe, and being drouſy again, he was preſently affected with a 
great Stupefation, ſo that being with difficulty to be awak'd, he 
ſcarce knew any thing,or did any thing with Knowledge ; the next 
Day after,being utterly ſtupid, though being pinch'd hard,he would 
open his Eyes,and rcul them this way,and thatyhe ſaw nothing: And 
within a Day or two a Palſy of the whole right (ide followed : The 
former Remedies repeated to him,and likewiſe Sueezes, Apophlegma- 
tiſms, drawing of Blood, Cataplaſm; to be applyed to the Feet, and 
Epiſpaſticks to the whole Head ſhaved, with other Medicines and 
Ways of Adminiſtrations preſcribed in order, did nothing ; but the 
Diſeaſed, after he had lain ſo for three or four Days inſenfible, the 
Pulſe and Reſpiration at length failing, he dyed. 

The Scull being opened,the foremoſt Region of the Brain, almoſt 
as far as the Inſertion of the fourth Swmws,was (wollen,being covered 
with a limpid Water ſhining through the Membranes, which upon 
the diſſections of the Meninges,prefently flowed forth: Moreover at 
that place the portions of the Brain cut off by piece-mea!, appear'd 
too moiſt,and almoſt without red or bloody Specks;but in the hind- 
moft part of the Brain the Veſſels were red with Blood, and the corti- 
cal Subſtance appeared more low and firm without a Tumor,or be« 
ing floated with Water : From theſe things ( as we have concluded 
; before) it will manifeſtly appear that the cauſe of the Lethargy de- 
pends on a watery glut of Filth in the outward part of the Brain, 

The Brain being cut off piece-meal, and a hole being made into 
the foremoſt cavity, ſtrouting with a lympha,the limpid Water 
ſprung forth as though it had been put up in too narrow a (pace 
before : Whoſe mighty ttore had filled all the Ventricles to the top, 
and (as it ſfeem'd ) by compretling the Tha/am: Optics had cauſed 
the blindneſs, and by entring or comprefling one Corpus Seriatum, 
or its Pores, had brought the Pally. n 
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The Plexw Choroeides appear'd as parboyled,ſomewhat white,and 
almoſt without Blood,its probable that all the Lympha,or the great- 
eſt part of it, wherewith the Ventricles of the Brain were floated, 
diſtilled from thoſe Veſels; though in this caſe if/as ſome think) the 
watery latex finking lower from the coreex of the Brain,at length ha- 
ring wholly paſs'd theBrain,could f-ll into thoſe Sinug's,a reaſon may 
not uneafily be thence taken, wheretore the Lethargy ſeeming tirit to 
be cured, by and by being more violent,return'd again, with a Blind- 
xeſs and Palſy joyn'd with it,to wit as at firft the ſtore of ſoporiferous 
Matter fell from the Cortex of the Bruin intoits Cavity, the animal 
Function grew a little clear ; but afterward, when a new Matter 
ſprung in the Cortex of the Brain, and this falling into the Sinus's; 
was gathered together toa fulneſs,thereupon a Relapſe of the tormer 
Diſeaſe hapned with the addition of a Blindnefs and Palſy. 

Now though the Dropſy of the inner part of the Brain, or an 
inundation of its Ventricles, by compretling the Corpora (tr:ata or 
Thalamz opticr, cauſes a Palſy, or Blindneſs, or by twitching the 
Origines of the Nerves, convulfive Aﬀects ; yet it moſt evident= 
ly appear'd by a late Obſervation, that the Lethargy does nog . 
ariſe from ſuch a Cauſe, but only from the outward part of the 
Brain,being floated or compreſs'd. 

A certain Gentleman, long fickly, after that he had been trou- 
bled almoſt for five Months with a Colick, or rather with a moft 
nolent ſcorbutick and running Gout, ( in which not only the Viſ- 
cera and Fibres were affected with great Gripes, but likewiſe the 
Membranes, and all the Muſcles of the whole Body almoſt with 
continual Tortures) and at length ſuffer'd in his Members ſome- 
times horrible Convulfions, ſometimes apoplectick Invaſfions, as it 
were, or an offuſcation of the Sight.at lait his Strength being ſpent, 
and the Stores of his Spirits wholly exhaufted,he dyed. For (even 
Days before his deceaſe (excepiing only the laft, ſave one) being more 
lively as to his Senſe and Utriderſtanding, he lay almoft continually a- 
wake: A little before this long waking, upon a Veſacatory's being 
aplyed to his Neck, a vait quantity of Water flowed to it; and 
thenceforward flowed forth daily, even to his Death, that I may 
hence ſuſpeRt he continued thus without Sleep, by reaſon of the 
watery Humor withdrawn from the Brain in too great a plenty. 

The Head of the defunct being oper'd, the inward Carities of the 
Brain,or all its Ventricles appear'd fi!l'd to the top,and (tronting,as it 
were, with a limpid Water ; nay,about the top of the Spine the Fung 
medullars it (elf feem'd to I ſurrounded with,and immerg'd,asitwere 
in Waters there heap'd together. Without doubt tor this reafon ſuch 
fiolent pains and cramps int {ted him in his Loyns and Members,and 
in the whole Habit of the Body ; aud by realon of the deluge in the 
Ventricles,he became obnoxious to trequent offuſcations of the Si pt, 
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and reſolutions of the Limbs: Nevertheleſs there was no Lethargy 
here, and the long watching was caus'd by reaſon of the Waters de 
riv'd in too great a plenty by theVeſicatories from the circumference 
of the Brain. This Perſon had alſo gotten a Droply in his Breaft, by 
reaſon of the Lungs being much vitiated : The Liver being of a vaſt 
bigneſs, appear'd everywhere with white Spots,and almoſt withonr 
Blood; (o that the depravations ot the Blood and nervons Juice 
ought to be aſcrib'd in ſome fort to theſe Faults of the iſcera.

0? far of Cephalick Diſea/es, by which the animal FunCtions b) 
a.) themſelves, and as they are Corporeal, are wont to be letted or 
perverted, without reſpect to the rational Soul; in fome of them,viz, 
in the V/errogo and Palſy, the Underſtanding for the moft part con- 
tinues clear and lively: And in the reſt,as an Eye plac'd in an obſcure 
place,it beholds either no Species at all,or a few only fet before it with 
a grols appcarance,but is not eahily carried into a great Error,or a Fu- 
1»: Which kind of Symptoms are generally cauſed by other Aﬀects 
of the Brain, and of the Spirits refiding in 1t,of which we ſhall now 
treat 3 for ifat any time the Imagination be lo troubled, or perverted 
tl1at it either conceives amils, or i1l Compounds,or divides the Species 

and Notions preſented by the Sevſe and Memory:Thereupon preſent. 

Iy the Underſtanding deſcries,or frames only detorm Conceptions and 

Thoughts, diſtracted from each other, and greatly confus'd, which 

are repreſented to it by the Brain il! affected, as erroneous appearan- 

ces by a rariegated,and dittorted Glals: There being many ways with 

which the Imagination, and conſcquently the Mind and Will, and 

other Powers of the ſuperior Soul are wont to be perverted or de- 

p:av'd,they all are denoted by the common word Deſiprentis. Now 

this Aﬀett is diſtinguiſh'd into a ſhore one, which is called a Delwm- 

1m, and a [512 or continual one, which is either joyn'd with a Fr 

ver, and is called 2 Phrenſy, or happens without a Fever, and toit 

either a R:ge, or Sadneſs, or Stupidity x8 joyned 5 and therefore it is 
divided into a Mania, Melancholy, and Fruity, We ſhall ſp:akof 
each of theſe in order, and at preſent of the Delerium and Phrenſ, 

Though the Del:r7um be not a Diſea'e by it ſelf, but is only a Hym- 
ptem, proceeding from other Atects: Yet becauſe in the Cure of 
theſe on which it happens, it is uſual to obviate it for the moſt 

pait with appropriate Remedies : Therefore it ſeems to concer 
us to enquire ſomewhat ft: ift!ly into its Nature and Cares, That 
woid, taken properly, is the fame as Dementia, and denotes ſuch 
an annoyance of the animal FuiiCtion, as arifing in the Fits of Fe 
Iii ,, 
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vers, Drunkermeſs, and ſometimes in the Paſſions called Hyſterical, 
induces Men to think, ſpeak, or do obſurd things, ( viz. tome of 
theſe or all of them together ) for a ſhort time. 

A Delirivm is raiſed in as much as the animal Spirits either being 
too much irritated,or put in confufion,are carried hither and thither 
within the globousFrame of the Brain(where the Fanſy and Memory 
have their Seats,in a diſorderly and tumultuous manner,for fo whilft 
the various Species of the Imagination and Memory being rais'd to= 
gether,are confounded with each other,only obſurd and incongru- 
ous Phantaſms are preſented to the rational Soul, and therefore the 
As of the Underſtanding and Will are wrought only irregularly, 
By reaſon of the animal Spirits being irregularly mov'd within the 
Meditullium of the Brain, or the Corpus calloſum, incongruous Con- 
ceptions and confuſed Thoughts are preſented to the rational Soul, 
it hapning in like manner, as when the Species of viſible things are 
brought to the common Senſe aftcr a long turning round of the Bo- 
dy,whence all things ſeem to run round, ſometimes to be raiſed on 
high, ſometimes to be depreſs'd low ; ſo that nothing is ſeen fix'd 
and ſettl'd in its due fite and poſition. In a Brain rightly diſpoſed, 
the motion of the animal Spirits is perform'd in certain Numbers 
and Meaſures, as it were, in a Dance; while certain Spirits are mo» 
redin theſe tracts, others lye {till in thoſe, afterward theſe maintain 
thoſe with a ſupply in motion, and the ſeveral Acts of each Faculty 
become as ſo many diſtinct undulations of Waters in a River; but in 
a Delirium all the Spirits skip about together, and meeting each 
other in a tumultuous manner, or taking ſeveral ways, dance about 
like People diftrafted: Moreover, even as theſe being ſtruck with 
ſuch a Rage within the Frame of the Brain, raiſe manifold and 
rery troubled Thoughts: So while they are carried beyond the 
confines of it into the nervous Origine, they produce an idle Talk- 
ing, abſur'd Geſtures of the Body and Members. and often con» 
vulfive Motions, yet fince ſuch a wild Motion of the Spirits (other- 
wiſe than in the Phrenſy or Mania ) ſoon ceaſes, and after that that 
tumult is over, no deviating traCts are made in the Brain, the Dz- 
lirium ſoon paſſes off, and the Aﬀected in a little time come ta 
themſelves again, no foot-ſteps of the DiſtraCtion remaining, 

If it be ask'd, whence this ſhort Fury is given the Spirits refiding 
inthe Brain, that ſhaking off the Reins of the Mind, they are fo all in 
confuſion in their Oeconomy 3 we ſay, that they enter upon this dif- 
order for a double reaſon, viz. this Rage is either immediatey com- 
municated to them from the Blood irrigating the compages of the 
Brainz or certain animal Spirits refiding in ſome outward part within 
the genus Nervoſum firſt begin a certain diforderly Motion; and after» 
ward the ſame diſorder bcing communicate to the Brain by the ne7- 
yous DuCtus's, and aff:Cting in!ike manner the Spirits there reſiding, 
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cauſes the Delirium. There are various kinds and canſes of both theſe, 
whereof we ſhall here bricfly touch the chief; and firſt, it ſhall be 
ſhewn how and on what occaſions the Blood,either ſwelling with too 
great an efferveſcency, or being full of a venomous Matter,hecomes 
the Parent of the Delirium: Inaſmuch as it infinuates 11itc the Pores 
and Paſſages of the Brain, eith-r exorbitant and maſtericf, Particles, 
or ſuch as are malignant, and (ubverting the animal Oeconomy. 

I. As to the former, in the Fits of intermittent Fevers, and the 
height of ſuch as are continual:the Blood being troubled with an im- 
moderate burning,ſometimes rai esa Delsr:i'm by the meerImpetuy of 
its Ebulition 3 012. ina/much as being very turgid, while it paſſes the 
mall Branches ot the Arteries,ſpread all over the outward circumie- 
rence of the Brain,it greatly puff, them up,and ſtretches them : And 
therefore comprefling the (ub{itance of the Brain,it drives the Spirits 
ſeveral ways, and forces them into very confuſed crowds, as it were, 
Moreover,from the Blood's growing thus turgid through a trothy Re 
refaction, Effluvsa of Heat,av d heter ogeneons Particles with them en- 
tring the Pores and Paſl-ges of the Br ain, exagitate the Spirits, and 
carry them violently bvther and thither in a tumultuous manner. 

2. For a like reaſon in a manner to this, Drunkenneſs cauſes a 
deep Sleep or a Delirium; v2. inaſmuch as the Maſs of Blood infi- 
nuates into the Pores and Paſliges of the Brain, the ſpiritous Par- 
ticles of the Wine, which cauſes it to boyl, and by which the $pi- 
rits reſiding in them, are cither overwhelmed, or put into diſor- 
derly or confuſed Motions. 

3. Nor does theBlood only miniftring febrile and turgid,or vinou 
and maſfterleſs Particles,but ſometimes ſuch as are mal:gn and vore- 
m71015,as it were, cauſe a Delirzum with or without a Fever. As to the 
former,in the Plague ſmall-Pox,malignant Fevers,(though the heat be 
moderate) the malignant Matter convey'd to the Head, produces ab- 
rupt,incoherent,and at length diftrated Notions inaſmuch as it difſ- 
pates the ftores of the Spirits, rather than by driving them into a 
tumult. 

4. For a like reaſon to this ſome Poyſons, and venemous things 
inwardly taken, and ( as ſome (ay ) ontwardly applyed, ſoon bring 
a' Delerwum:; This is vulgarly (aid of Solanum furioſum, Mandrake, 
and certain other Plants: The thing is moſt notorious concerning 
the Roots of the wild Parſnip. An intimate Friend of mine, and a 


Man worthy of Credit, and allo very learned, told me once, that he ' 


went into the Houſe of a certain Gentleman, where the Lady, her 
Daughters, and all the Maid-Servants / one only excepted ) being 
all delirous at the ſame time, ran about the Houſe leaping and talk» 
ing incongruous and abſurd things ; he thinking them plainly di- 
ſtrated, was given to underſtand by the Maid, who was well in 
her Wits, that all this hapned from eating Parſnip Roots, v _ 
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the alone had not touched ; and the event alſo confirmed it ; for 
after, being tired, they had ſlept, all of them awak'd ſober. 

5. But moreover, we obſerve that a De{irium is ſometimes raiſed 

a ſcarcity of the animal Spirits, and their great diffipation ; for 
when their Orders are broken and diſcompoſed,they minifter confu- 
ſed and incongruous Notions, as well as when tumultuarily hudled 
together. Hence we obſerve, that ſome have grown delirious after 
great Hoe morrhagies,or long Watchings,and a long Faſting: for this 
Reaſon many dying Perſons ſpeak light-headed and incongruouſly, 

There remains the other kind of Delsr;um,in which the Blood be- 
ing without fault, the animal Spirits refiding ſomewhere in the genus 
Nervoſum,firit begin to fall in diſorder,and afterward the ſame affet 
creeping to the Brain by the Duttus's of the Nerves,moves the Spirits 
reſiding in its Meditulbum to a Delirsum : this is obvious in the Pafſi- 
ons called Hyſterical.to wit,that after a riſing of the Belly,and an Op- 
prefſion of the Heart, at length ſometimes a privation of Senſe,ſome- 
times a talking idly, with a Weeping and a Laughter enſues, In like 
manner, I have obſerved in a violent Co/zck, that ſometimes extream 
Tortures about the Vz/cera or Loins have preſently paft into a Deli» 
rium, then a little after thi: ceafing, that the Tortures returned. I 
knew a Girl, who after taken an Emerick Medrcine was wont con» 
ſtantly to be delirous till it wrought : for this alſo makes what I of - 
ten obſerve, that a Delirium is raiſed by a Gangreen, beginning in 
fome outward Member : and this is generally accounted for a mor- 
tal ſign in a A/7und, or Uicer; becauſe it denotes the animal Spirits 
to be generally a killing in the part affected. 

Nor does that Symptom afford a better Prognoftick to ſuch as 
have been long valetudinary, and are almoft worn away : in the Fits 
of intermittent Fevers,its in a manner always ſafe, but in continual 
Fevers it's of a doubtful and ſomewhat a ſuſpeCted event ; in maligs- / 
nant Fevers it commonly threatens ill : in Convulfave Diſeaſes, the 
firſt invaſions of a De/irouim tor the molt part are without danger, 
but a frequent acceſs of it often begets a diſpoſition to a Carus, 
Apoplexy, or Palſy. 

This affect,as often as it ſeems ſafe,does not require a Cure,for the 
Fit ſoon and cafily paſſes off: but becau(e fome, whoſe Brain is weak 
and lax, and whoſe animal Spirits, being too diffipable, are apt to a 
flight and confuſion, being troubled on any light occafion, are wont 
preſently to act or ſpeak delirouſly;therefore there isnced of Phyfick 
for theſe,though not of Hellebore,but of C:-phalick Remedies for cor- 
roborating the Brain, and fortifying it againſt the incurfions of the 
morbifick Matter; alſo for ftrengthuing the animal Spirits, and ren- 
dring them more fixt and ſtronger to refiſt. We have given the Forms 
and ways of Adminiſtration of theſe Medicines before,they being pro- 
ftable for removing the Procatarx:s of any other Cephalick Dilcaſe. 
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A Delirium hapning upon continual and malignant Fevers,requires 
a peculiar way of Cure; for it particularly indicates that the morhi. 
fick matter, dangerouſly convey'd toward the Head, ought to bere. 
vuls'd thence ſome way or other ; for which end, let Veficatories 
be applied to the Neck, Plaiſters or Cataplaſms, or the Fleſh or 
warm Viſcera of Animals to the Feet : Inwardly, let temperate Ce. 
phalicks be given, as Powders of Coral and Pearl, the Yaters of Black 
Cherries, of the flowers of Cowſlsps and Poppies, and other things re. 
freſhing and ſoothing the Spirits. 

Theſe things being thus premitted concerning the firſt and light- 
eft manner of Raving,let us aſcend to a higher degree of it, v17. the 
Phren/y,which is far greater,and more durable than the former atfR. 
In a Del:rsum the perturbation rais'd in the Spirits, refiding in the 
Brain, ſeem like an undulation of Waters in a River, upon throw. 
ing in a Stone 3 but ina Phrenſy their commotion ſeems as the 
troublous motion of the Sca-waves raging upon a Tempeſt, 

The Phrenſy is defin'd, That it is a continual raving,or a depravation 
of the chief faculties of the Brain, arifing from an re. lis 66 of the 
Meninges,with 4 contimual Fever. With this Diſeaſe another allied toit 
isrank'd,viz.the Parapbreneſis; and its cauſe is ſaid to be not the In 


flammation of the Membranes that cover the Brain, but of the Dia. 


phragm ; moreover,in both affects the Fever,as though it were only 
ſymptomartical,is ſaid ( as alſo in the Pleurifie though falſely ) to a- 
riſe from the ſame conjunct Canſe, viz. a Phlegmon of (ome Part: 
but that the Phren/y rather ſucceeds the Fever, both Hippocrates 
heretofore,and now every Vulgar Perſon obſerves, and that it is pro- 
duc'd becauſe the boyling Blood conveys its aduft recrements to the 
Head,viz. foraſmuch as the Urine ofa Feveriſh Perſon being chang» 


ed from being troubled and thick,to be thin and watery, indicates 


an imminent Phrenſy : of which affcCt therefore the caule is gathered 
to be the removal of the febrile matter into the Brain, 

But as to the Conjunct Cauſes of the Phrenſy and Parapbrenitsit 
will be eafie to ſhew, that the former does not always proceed from 
the inflammation of the Mcninges,and the latter never from that of 
the Septum : in Anatomical Diflections I have commonly ſeen the 
Meninges,nay ſometimes alſo the outward circumference of the Brain 
beſet with a Phlegmonous tumor;but the diſeas'd being not aftected 
with a Pbrenſy,but on the contrary with a drowfine(s,dyed of a Carus 
or other ſleepy diſeaſes. And indeed Reaſon plainly dictates the thing 
to be thus, for inflam'd Meninges, and much more ſwollen, great'y 
compreſs the Brain,and ſtop the paſſages of the Spirits,which cauſes a 
Lethargy;whereas in a Phrenſy the Spirits arc dilated above meaſure, 
the Pores of the Brain being all open'd though it may happen by a 
long continuance of that Dileaſe,that the Blood being heaped toge- 
ther too much within the Veſſels of the Meninges, and there f{tragna- 
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ting at length begets a Pb/egmon in them ; but then we ſuſpect for 
that cauſe ( by reaſon it trequently falls out fo) that the Phrenſy 
paſſes into a Carws or Lethargy, of which ſuch as have the Phrenſy 
often dye. 

Nor do we leſs reject the inflammation of the Diaphragm,which 
Galen,with others, have afſign'd for the cauſe of the Parapbrenets : 
Anatomical Obſervations plainly make out the contrary. Some time 
fince, opening, the Body of a Girl dying of a ſudden Leiporhymia, 
we found in the fleſhy part of the Diaphragm, a great Abſceſs with 
a Bag, full of a gore and little Bladders of Water, yet ſhe was ne- 
yer wont to be troubled with a De/sr7/-m or Pbren/y, And hereto- 
fore,when we difſected the Body of a Renowned Perſon of the Uni- 
verfity, who dyed of a baſtard and long continued Pleurifſy, it ma- 
nifeſtly appear'd that a great Abſceſs in the P/eura and antercoſtal 
Muſcles,being ſuppurated and broken inwardly,had pour'd a mighty 
quantity of Pw into the cavity of the Thorax, which corroding the 
fubjacent Diaphragm,had made a mighty hole init ; and yet this Per- 
ſon in all his Sickne's had neither the Phrenſy, nor was dilirious ; 
wherefore I judge that this Aﬀ-Ct is ſcarce ever produced by ſuch a 
Canſe : But that Opinion ſeems to have riſen thence, that oftentimes 
ina true Phrenſy, togeth.r with a continual Raving, the motion of 
the Diaphragm is wont to be hindred or perverted; as may be ga- 
thered from the uneven and difficul: Reſpiration, viz. ſometimes be- 
ing painful and ſuſpended as it were, ſometimes thick and (wifily re- 
peated with an Inſpiration, ſometimes doubled,which kind of Sym- 
ptoms,and withal the alienation of the Mind are faid to proceed from 
the Seprum being inflamed, and therefore convuls'd : Wherefore the 
Ancients call'd the diaphragmPhbrenas:tho theyneed not have done it, 
if they had confiderei that all the aCtion of the Diaphragm depends 
on the eflux of the animal Spirits from theCerebellum,and therefore, 
if when the Phrenetick Matter invade3 the Brain, ſome part of it 
withal ruſhes into the Cerebe!lum,befides the caving, the motion alſo 
of the S:prum,though in it ſelf being without fault, will be altered. 

Therefore the formal nature of the Phrenſy ſeems to conſiſt in this, 
that the animal Spirits being very much ircitated,chiefly in the whole 
Brain,are driven into diſorderly,very confuſed,and witha! impetuous 
Motions ; fo that the aCts of cvery animal Function are depraved,and 
variouſly perverted : The Id-as of things are confounded, Oc. More- 
over the Spirits, not only in the Brain, but likewiſe in the Cerebel:,m, 
and every where in the genus Nervoſum, being ftruck,as it were,with 
a Rage, fall in a Tumult ; wherefore ſuch as have the Phrenſy donot 
only ſpeak ravingly, but breath unevenly, cry out, beat their Filts, 
throw their Hands and Feet, and exert all their Members with a 
mighty ſtrength and force;that really the whole Soul ſeems furiouſly 
to tret and rage in the whole Body,or rather being fct on Fire, as it 
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were,to be all in a Flame : And indeed the Phrenſy cannot be more 
aptly defin'd, than that sr * a Phlogofis or inflammation of the whale 
enfitive Soul, or of the animal Spirits m their whole Hypoſtaſis: This 
burning Flame always beginning from the Spirits refiding in the 
Brain, and thence paſſing into the other parts of the ſenfitive Soul, 
ſeems to receive both the Matter which fiſt kindles it, and the 
conftant ſupply of Fucl for it from the Blood, firſt burning with a 
feveciſh Blaft ; tor its probable that the Blood, feveriſhly burning, 
brings into the Brain ſometimes fulphureous Particles together 
with the ſpiritous; which being halt kindled, and in a manner on 
light fire, if they have penetrated together with the others,thence 
preſently entring all the medullary and nervous Ductus's, every 
where cleave to the Spirits, and render them, being fo inflamed, 
mightily exorbitant and implacable. Certainly it is more likely 
that the Phrenſy is cauſed after this manner by the inflammation 
of the Spirits, than by that of the Mennges of the Brain, which 
( as I have found by frequent Difſections ) will more certainly bring 
the Head-ach or Lethargy, than a Fury. 

As to the Procatarctick Cauſes of the Phrenſy, we ſhall find them 
partly in the Blood,and partly in the Brain,and in what refides in it. 

The previous diſpoſition of theBlood diſpoſing to a Phrenſy,ſome- 
times is f&mple,and ſometimes two-fold : The former is its hot and 
ſharp or bilous Conſtitution,to wit,that it contains a great many ſul- 
phureous Particles in it ſelf, which being kindled more than they 
ought in a Fever,are apt to inflame the Blood more,and to infinuate 
their burning Flame into the Brain: This Diſpoſition,when it is pow- 
erful and mightily actuated, often produces that Diſeaſe by it ſelf ; 
but for the molt part there is another diſpoſition of the Blood, which 
aids the former, and renders it more efficacious, to wit,that befides 
lulphureous and inflamable Particles, there are others ſharp and pe- 
netrative,which enter the Pores and open them, ard ſo more readi- 
ly introduce the others : Saline Corpuſcles joyned with ſulphureous 
in ſome ſort effect this ; hence colerick and melancholy Perſons that 
are ina Fever, are more inclin'd to Phrenfies : But much rather he- 
terogeneous Particles, when they are in the Blood, being ttirr'd by 
a Fever, open the entries of the Brain, am let in all fuch Particles 
as are inflamable : Wherefore the Phrenſy frequently happens upon 
the ſmall Pox, and malignant and peſtilential Fevers. 

The other Preparation for a Phrenſy,belonging to the Brain,con= 
fiſts partly in the temper and conformation of it, and partly in the 
diſpoſition of the Spirits-refading in it : Asto the former, thoſe that 
have a hot and dry Brain are found more prone to a Phrenlſy;not that 
that Conftitution is more obnoxious to an inflammation, or Phleg- 
mon, (for it is leſs apt to this) but becauſe in (ſuch a Brain, otherwite 


than in a hot and moiſt, or a cold and dry, the Pares and Paſſages 
arc 
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are more open, and gaping too much, afford a paſſage to the in- 
centive matter miniftred by the Fever : Which likewiſe will much 
more eafily be admitted, if the Spirits being very apt to be put to 
ſlight,” and pathetick, on any light occaſion are prone to the paſfi- 
ons of Sadneſs, Fear, Anger, or Hatred; fo that they leſs withſtand 
the incurſions df the extraneous matter, and more readily take 
fice themſelves. s 

” The evident cauſes of the Frenfy are either remote, vi4.whatſoever 
things are wont to raile the tebrile Diſtemper 3 as Surferting, Drun- 
kennels, a violent preturbation of the Body or Mind, ſolemn evacua- 
tions ſuppreſt, with many others; or immediate, as a Fever, and 
its little appendixes and adjuncts ; v7. if it be peftilent, malignant, 
orill diſpoſed ; if it ariſes by ſurteiting with Meats or Drinks which 
are very diſagreeing 3 or if it follows upon violent paffions of Love, 
Hatred, Envy, Indignation, or Sadneſs, or immoderate Studies : For 
theſe kinds of occahons render the Blood and Spirits teveriſhly 
boyling, very much inclin'd to the affect of the Frenſy. 

This Diſeaſe, according to the temperament of the Difeaſed, is 
ſaid to be Sanguine, Bilous, Phlegmatick, or Melancholy ; and this 
not improperly, for the animal Spirits, according to their various 
Diſpoſitions, are wont to rage after a different manner in this 
Diſeaſe. 

The Progneſt ich in this Diſtemper is always dubious, and to be 
made with the ſuſpicion of an il{ event : For the Frenfy is a moſt 
acute and dangerous Diſeaſe of it ſelf; Moreover, if it happens 
upon a peſtilent, malignant, or ill diſpoſed Fever, we may expect 
none but a fatal event. 

If a Frenſy happens to a ſound Body, well in Fleſh, a Sanguine 
temperament, and in Youth ; there is a greater hope of doing well, 
ar” if the Diſcaſed be elderly, lean, bilous, and ſubject to violent 

10n8. 

If a Frenſy frequently remitting, has lucid intervals, it is-better 
than if the tury be without diſcontinuation : But if the Diſcaſed feem- 
ing ſometimes to be better, after moderate ſleep always awake fran= 
tick, it is a ſign that the Diſcaſe will be obſtinate, and conſequent- 
ly dangerous; v:2. inaſmuch as a new ſtore of incentive matter is 
often miniftred to the Brain, which we have ſhewn elſewhere to be 
done much more plentifully during flecp, than whilſt waking. 

The Frenſy is either terminated in a ſhort time with'aFever, by 
a Recovery, or Drcath; or being long protracted, and remaining 
after the Fever, it is cither cur'd at long run, or paſſes into other 
Diſeafes, v317. a Lerbargy, or Mania, or Mz/anchvly, 

If a Fever having a laudable crs/ts, by a plentiful (weating or ma- 
king water be thrqughly (olv'd,the Frenly alſo tor the moſt part will 
wholly ceaſe ; but if the Fever being not determined, ftill ſends the 
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Morbifick matter into the Brain ; ſo that beſides the animal Fun- 
Cons being deprav'd, the vital begin to fail ( which will plainly 
appear from the Pulic and Reſpiration altered for the worſe ) if the 
Urine be pale, if frequent droppings of Blood from the Noſe, if 
Vomitings and Convulſions happen, the Phyſician may conclude 
that Death is at hand. 

Sometimes a Fever, thongh it be not determined at once and 
perfectly, yet afterward pafling oft by degrees and leiſurely, leave; 
the Frenſy or Raving behind ; which if by its long ſtay it has not 
defac'd the former tracts of the Spirits in the Brain, afterward it 
either ceaſes by degrees of its own accord, or is cur'd by the hel 
of Medicines. | 

But if by reaſon of the Frenly being long protracted, the Memin. 
ges, or Cortex of the Brain are at length pot{cſt with a Phlegmo. 
nous tumour, or a ſerous glut of Filth hapning from the Blood or 
Serum, there heaped together and ſtagnating, the Lethargy, or the 
ſleepy affects eniue ; whoſe Cure is often difficult, or none at all: 
But if after a long Frenly, either the animal Spirits ( though there 
burning ceaſes) contract a vicious diſpoſition, or if the Pores and 
Paſſages of the Brain are perverted, often a perpetual raving ( the 
former Diſeaſe paſſing into a Mania, or Melancholy, or Fatuy) 

nſues : Wherefore it is vulgarly faid of Franticks, not ſoon curd, 
hat the Brain 1 cracks ; 1o that afterward they always are Mad, 
or become Dclicous. 

In the Cure of the Frenſy, we. muſt have regard both to the Fever 
avd to the Fury : The feveriſh burning,or immoderate efferveſcence 
of the Blood, which for the moft part is the antecedent cauſe of the 
other affect, ought in the firſt place to be reſtrained and appeaſed, 

and withal, the animal Spirits ought to be pacified and freed from 
any violent excandeſcence. If a Frenſy bappens about the begin- 
ning, or middle of a Fever, in a manner, the ſame Remedies and Me- 
thogkof curing, conduce for both-eads : But if that affect happens 

- upon this, whilſt it is in its greateſt force or height, the ways of 
-curing often are contrary to each other; and there is need of great 
ciution, leſt while we give helpto one Diſeaſe, we increaſe the 0- 
ther; in this caſe the vital indication, concerning the preſervation 
of the ſtrength, has the tuft place ; and let not Blooding or Purg- 
ing be wſtd raſhly, and in a large meaſure. 

In th&former caſe, when the Fever and Frenſy are almoſt of the 
ſme ſtanding, let Pb.;ebotomy, which is ſeldom or never to bz omit- 
ted, preſently be us'd; and if the ſtrength bears it, let it be ſume- 
times repeated, for nothing depreſles and diminiſhes the immode- 
rate flame of the Blood as much as this Remedy, and nothing more 
removes or withdraws its burning flame from the animal &cono- 
my : Wherefore, if the caſe requires it, let a Vein be opencd ſome» 
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tines in the Arm or Hand, ſometimes in the Leg or Foot, ſome- 
tirfies in the Neck or Forehead ; ſometimes haply it may be egpe- 
dient to open the Artery of the Temples; and ſometimes allo to 
draw Blood from other places by Leeches, or Cuppinig-glaſſes, for 
this is the chiefeſt relief : And according to Galen, this being the 
firſt, and greateſt of all Remedies, is wont to ſatisfie a great many 
indications in the Frenſy. 

Moreover, to prevent the violent recourſe of the febrile watter 
from the Viſcera to the Head, Clſters will be of chief uſe ; with 
which, if need be, let the Belly always be kept ſoluble: Vomres and 

es, unleſs only ſuch as are lenitive, have ſeldom place here: 
Let Cataplaſms of Rue, Cammonul, Vervain, Briony Roots, Red Poppy« 
flowers, with Soap be applied all over the Feet : Or, in their place, let 
Pidgeons lit in two be applied whilit they are warm. Mean while 
Juleps, Apogemes, Powders, Confettions ; by which both the boylings 
of the Blood, and the excandeſcence of the Spirits are appeaſed, 
ought to be preſcribed according to occaſion. 

Take the water of Apples, Black-cherries, Comſlips, of each four 
Ounces ; of whole Citrons two Ounces, Pearl powdred « Dram, Syrup 
of the Fuice of Citrons an Ounce, mix them, make a Fulep, let three 
Ounces be taken three or four times a day. 

Take Roots of Graſs, Leaves of Waod-Sorrel, Burnet, of each a Hand- 
ful, Barley half an Ounce; an Apple ſlic'd, Corinths, or Strawberries, 
& Rasberries, a Handful; let them boyl in four Pounds of Fountain- 
water, to the conſiimption of a'third part, to the clear ſtraining add 
Sup of Violets an Ounce, Sal Prunella a Dram and 4 half. 

Take freſh and tender Leaves of Borage four Handfuls, Wood-Sorrel 
two Handruls, two ſhort-ſtart Apples pounded to a maſh, Sal Prunella 
two Drams, the pulp of one Orange, double refin'd Sugar an Ounce, 
being bruiſed together, pour to them of Fountain-water two or three 
Pounds, make a ſtrong expreſſion, keep it in a Glaſs to be clarified b 
ſetling : Let fix or ſeven Ounces be taken at pleaſure often in a day. 
For quenching thirſt, drink at pleaſure the Divine drink of Palmarius, 
viz. Fountain-water with S1gar, and the Fuice of a Limon, or Water, 
or Whey with the Leaves of Meadowſiweet, or Burnet infuſed, or boyl- 
ed in thrm ; emulſions of 4 decoftion of the Roots and Flowers of Nym- 
phea, with the Seeds of Melons, or Fountain, or drſtill'd Hater, with 
the pulp of boyled Apples diſſolved in them. 

Hypnotichy are often neceſſary in this Diſeaſe, but ſuch as are 
ſtrong are not proper preſently at the beginning, nor may thry be \ 
frequently uſed, becauſe ſleep cauſed by Opiats brings the matter 
more to the Brain, and fixes the more deeply. 

Take Water of Conſlip-flowers four Ounces, Syrup of Mgeconium 
balf an Ounce, Pearl a S-rnple, make a draught to be taken late at 
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Take white Poppy-ſeeds two Drams, Sug ar-candy a Dram and a balf, 
bemmg,bruis'd together, pour to then of white Poppy water fix Ouncez, 
wring it forth, and take it after the ſame manner. 

Let Narcoticks, conſiſting of meer cold things, be given with cay. 
tionz becauſe they do not agree with ſome, whoſe Stomachs have 
their fibres very tender and ſenſible. 1 have often obſerv'd that 
theſe kinds of Hypnoticks have cauſed a great oppreſſion in the 
Ventricle, and that then preſently its inflation, and a little after« 
ward diftraCtions and diſorderings of the Spirits in the Brain, nay, 
in the whole Body followed : So that not only a frultration of 
ſep, but a mighty reſtleſneſs was causd, 

Let a doſe of liquid Laudanum, prepared with Salt of Tartar, 
the Furce of Quences, be given in a convensent Liquor, oy (6 

Epithemes aliv, which provoke $leep; are often applied to the 
Temples, Forebead, and Simncepur, with ſucceſs : Of which kind are 
Oxyrrbodinum, an Embrocation of Huter or Milk, lsnaments of the Oyl 
of Numegs by expreſſion, and unguentum p—_ 3 to which ſome- 
#:mds let five or'ſfix Grains of Opium be added ;, or a cake of Roſes, or 
of Poppy-flowers, with Vinegar and Nutmeg, &c. 

Again, on this account, rather then for removing the inflamati- 
on of the meninx, the warm lungs of 6 Lamb or Weather, allo Pik 
geons or Chickens cut in two, often give excellent relief. For this 
uſe the great Burr-deck bruiſed and-wiixe with Momans Milk. and 
applied to the Sinciput, ſhaved u greatly commended. Alſo Penory't 
Epitheme of ewelve Grains of Musk, balf a Scruple of Campbere, and 
twenty Ounces of Roſe-water, impregnated with the Tintiure of Red 
Saunders, #s commended by ſome. | 

Moreover, not only to the Head, but likewiſe to the Heart, Liver, 
and other parts, Epit 5 are wont to be applied : Let « Saccu'ws of 
fne Linnen, with lays of cordial Specs and Cotton ſtuck in it, and wriga- 
red with the diftill d Water of Vineg ar of Roſes be applied to the Precor- 
dia; aiſolet Linnen Cloaths dipt in Vineger of Roſes be laid on the Teſtes: 
Let the Feet be bathed with a decofiion of tbe leaves of Willow, Lettice, 
and the heads of the white Poppy: But let theſe kinds of coolling and 
witigating topicks be us'd only about the b:ginming of the Diſcale; 
in its greateſt height let Reſolvents, and Emollients, as the Fiowers 
of Cammonul, Meli/ot, Eider,&c. alſo the leaves of Mallows, Arach, 
Marjoram, Hyſſop, and the like be added: In the declination of the 
Diſeaſe let Reſolvents only, and thoſe ſparingly be uſed. 

In the mcan while a very great regard ought to he had of the 
Srrength, for this being too much broken, all hope of Cure is loſt : 
Now the Strength is wont to be foon conſumed, by reaſon of great 
Watchings, perpetual agitations of the Body and Mind, a thin Diet, 
and Blooding ſometimes, it being often needful. | Wherefore we 
muſt take a great care, left whilſt we go about to eradicate the art 
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eſe by Purging, and frequent Bleeding, we on a ſudden weaken the 
Vieal funBi+on ;, if this begins to waver, negleRing the Prenſy, and 
ilowing a more nouriſhable Food, we mult chiefly uſe Cardiachs. 

Take Trnfture of Coral half an Ounce, let twenty Grains be taken 
twice or thrice « day, with a doſe of « Cephalick or Cordial Julep, or 
lt the malky ſolution of Coral, mads with the Juice of Oranges be given 
19 a Spoonful often 1n a day. |

Take Conſerve of the Flowers of Nympbea, of Violets of each an Ounce, 
Letrice Stems condited balf an Ounce, Powder of red Coral ground on a 
Marble with the Juice of Oranges, and dried, two Drams, Species Di- 

arits frigids a Dram, white Poppy-ſeeds a Dram and a balf, with 
a ſoBviene quantity of Syrup of the F urce of Wood-ſorrel, make an Ele- 
fuary, let the quantity of a Nurmey be taken often in a day. 

In the Frenly not only.the Belly, but likewile the Bladder, when 
unmindful of its Office, ought frequently to be moved or irritated to 


it. Wherefore the Diſeaſed are to be admoniſh'd, and a Chamber-pot . 


being preſented, to be entreated to make Water ; which if they do 
not obey, Let the Region of the Share be fomented with a Decottion of ; 
Pelktory of the W.ll, Elder Flowers, the Seeds of Parſly and wild Car- 
rots with a Spunge, and after the Fomentation let it be anointed with 
Owl of Scorprons and Unguentum Dialthea: In a long Suppreſſion of 1, 
Urine you muſt put 4 wax Candle into the Urethra. 

So many and (o various Caſes and Stories of Perſons troubled 
with the Frenſy, are written by Hippocrates in lib. Epidem: That it 
may ſeem to little purpoſe to add others here : Eſpecially becauſe 
it would be a thing of an immenſe Labor and Tediouſnels, to relate 
the various Conditions and Geſtures of Franticks : Mean while, as 
to the event of the Diſeaſe, no grtat diverfity occurs. For, for 
the moſt part either, the Fever being determined, the Frenſy ceaſes 
by degrees; or that having no Criſis or an ill one, either death or 
a long raving enſues: Nevertheleſs for the Illuſtration of our Hy- 

hefis concerning the Inflamation of the Spirits, I ſhall here ſet 

fore you one rare inſtance. 

Some time ſince, I was call'd to cure a robuſt Maid ſervant, who 
bcing in a Fever, and very much diſtracted, was continually kept 
bound in her Bed : To this Perſon I ordered Blood to be drawn in 


plentiful manner, and afterward the Blooding to be repeated; the 
Belly 
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Belly to be frequently looſned by a Clyſter, and all other Admini. 
{trations uſual in this caſe to be performed in order ; mean while, 
Igave her Emulfeons, Ful-ps, Hypnoticks : But theſe doing little or no 
good, the continued ſtill for ſeven or eight days without fleep, and 
extreamly raving, howling, and crying out continually for cold 
Drink : Wherefore it being allowed her to drink her fill of cold 
Water, ſhe became not at all the more appeaſed or leſs dry ; There. 
fore (it heing Summer ) I ordered, that in the midft of the night, 
being taken up by Women and led forth, ſhe ſhould be put into a 
Boat, then her Cloaths being taken off; and the Cords with which 
ſhe was bound being untied, ſhe ſhould be dipt in the deepeſt part 
of the River, only a Cord being bound about her middle to keep 
her from drowning : But there was no need of that ſupport ; for 
ſhe ſwam of her own accord, almoſt as well as a Man that had well 
learned. After the third or fourth part of an hour, ſhe was taken 
out of the Water ſound and ſober ; then being put to Bed ſhe fleyt, 
and (weated freely, and afterward grew well without any other Re. 
medy. This Cure hapned ſo ſuddenly and ſucceſsfull, in as much az 
the exceſſes, both of the vital and animal flame being increaſed to 
a valt height together, were taken away by the proper Remedy of 
an intenſe Fire, vi4. a HumeCtation and Infrigidation. 


CHAP. X. 


Inſtruftions and Preſcripts for the caring the 
Melancholy. | 


A* the Frenſy ariſes from the burning of the animal Spirits, or 
from the inflamation of their Subſtance ; (© other affects of 
raving proceed from their Subſtance being altered after other man- 
ners, and its being changed from its genuine diſpoſition ; viz. ſpt- 
rituo-ſaline. into an acctous or fharp nature, reſembling «qua ſtygra, 
or into a flatneſs or deadne(s; which therefore are either Melan- 
holy, or a Mania or Madneſs, or a Morofis or Fatuity : Of which we 
ſha!l now ſpeak in order, and in the firſt place of Melancholy. 

M-/ancholyis commonly defined, a Raving without a Fever or Fury, 
jom'd anth fear and ſadneſs; whence it follows to be a complicateq 
affect of the Brain and Heart ; for, that melancholick Perſon rave, 
jt proceeds from the fanlt of the Brain, and the diſorder of the ani- 
mal Spirits reſiding in it ;- but that they are ſad and r1morow, this 
js attributed to the paſſion of the Heart. 

There are various and ſundry kinds of the Imaginations being we 
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prayed in ger concerning which you may obſerve in ge» 
yeral, that the affeCted either rave concerning all things, or at 
leaſtwiſe concerning moſt, ſo that they pals a right judgment ia a 
manner concerning no ſubject ; or they imagine amiſs, only in one 
or two particular caſes; but of moſt others, from notions not al- 

abſurd. Firſt , we ſhall enquire concerning this affect, 
2 it is more Univerſal, how the Imagination is prevaricated con-= 
cerning moſt things, to wit, for what Cauſes, and with what dif- 
ference of Symptoms this is wont to be done; afterward we ſhall 

of the particular Raving. 

Though the delirous aff: of univerſa/ Melancholy contains mani- 
fold Symptoms, yet they conlfift chiefly in theſe three things; firſt, 
that the affected are almoſt continually occupied in thinking, fo 
that their Fancy is ſcarce ever idle,and at rett. Secondly,in thinking 
they comprehend fewer things in their mind than they were wont 
before, ſo that they often roul in their mind the came Objects day 
and night, being nothing ſollicitous of other things, which ſome- 
times are of far greater moment. Thirdly, the Ideas of Objects or 
Conceptions appear often deform'd, and like a frightful Appariti- 
ons as it were, and they are always repreſented in a greater Species, 
ſo that every ſmall thing ſcems to them great and moſt difficult, 
and by reaſon of this horrid and unuſual appearance, the Image 
once conceived is not eaſily, nor ſoon let go. 

The Indiſpofition of the animal Spirits in this affect, is wont com- 
monly to be deſcribed after this manner, to wit, that whereas they 
ought to be tranſparent, ſubtle and bright ; in Melancholy they be- 
come obſcure, opake and darkiſh, ſo that they repreſent the Images 
of things covered, as it were with a ſhadow or obſcurity. But Icon- 
ceive the {tate of the animal Spirits in raving is moſt aptly explica- 
ted, according to the Analogy they bear with certain chymical 
Spirits, as it will appear from what. follows. 

1. Liquors chymically diſtilled are of divers kinds, according as 
the ative Elements are combin'd in them after various manners 
the molt excellent of theſe, by the conſent of all, is ſaid to be, in 
which the Spirit united to the Salt, volatizes it, and is again acua- 


* ted, and receives ſomewhat of a firmneſs from it : Of this nature 


are conceived to be the great Elixir and the Liquor Altabeft : And 
in truth, in ſome ſort are the Spirits of Blood, of Harts- born, of Soot, 
and the like, they being very ſubtle, volatile and penetrating, and 
yet not inflamable, or apt to be ſoon difſipated. And inde-d the 
animal Spirits enjoying a ſound and mect diſpoſition, ſeem in fome 
ſort to be as the ſpirituous Liquor, filled with a vo/atz/e Salt, which 
is diſtilled from the Blood : Unleſs it be that to this a mighty Acri- 
mony and Empyeuma are cauſed by the Fire, of which the Liquor 
which is in the Brain and Nerves is wholly tree. Ns 
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2. Other chymical Liquors are too _—_— and bring, @ 
Spirit of Wine and Turpentine,which conſiſting of Spirit and Sulphyy 
combin'd together,are cafily inflam'd and readily ſeparate from ot 
and take this way and that, as they find a Paſſage : Of which king 
of nature, the animal Spirits in ſome ſort participate in the Frenſy, 

3. Some Liquors or Spirits are produe'd by chymiſtry, in which 
the fixt Salt being raiſed to a flowing, has the Dominion 2 Of which 
kind are thoſe which are diftilied from Vinegar, ponderous W 
and certain Minerals by a gentle Fire z whoſe particles are very 
morablc and reſtleſs, but of a ſhorter aQivity, fo that the efflzy, 
do not flow far from them; and if they are diſtilled in Baines, no. 
thing but an infipid Phlegm. is rais'd into the Alembickt And in 
aeed we conjecture that the animal Spirits have ſuch a kind of as 
2ow Nature, with the dominion of the fluid Salt in Melancholy 
fects, as we ſhall by and by ſhew more at large. 

4. Some Liquors ſpagyrically drawn, are ſometimes extreanly 

, in which the wild Particles of a flusd Salt, and of an arſenicd 
Sulpbur combin'd together are exalted, as are the Srygian Waters di. 
Rid from Neere, V:eriol, Antimony, Arſenich, Verdigreaſe, and the 
like ; all which are of a wild, very penetrative and invincible Nature, 
ſo that their effluvia are agitated with a perpetual motion, penetrate 
any thing, and diffaſe themſelves to a great wideneſs : And theſe 
kinds of Liquors aptly enough reſemble the Diſpoſition of the ani- 
mal Spirits acquir'd in a M@14, as we ſhall declare beneath. 

But at preſent, that we may deliver the formal Nature and Cauſe: 
of Melancholy, we may opine, that the Liquor diſtilled from the 
Blood into the Brain ( which filling and irrigating all the Pores and 
Paſſages of the Brain, and its nervous appendix is both the Vehicle 
and Vinculum of the animal Spirits) has degenerated from its mild, 
benign, and ſubtle Nature, inta an acctous and corrofive Diſpok- 

tion, ſuch as that of the Liquors drawn from Vinegar, Box and 
Vierzol ; and that the animal Spirits, which diſperfing their Raye 
from the Meditulium of the Brain, both into its globous Subftance, 
and into the Syſtema Nervoſum, produce all the Funtions of Senſe 
and Motion, both inward and outward, are diſpoſed in like mat- 
ner, as the effluvza paſſing from thoſe acetous chymical Liquors, 
Concerning which, we may obſerve theſe three things, viz. Firſt, 
that they are in perpetual Motion ; ſecondly, that they do not 
flow far ; thirdly, that they are not only carried by open Paſſages, 
but make new fities in neighbouring Bodies, and infinuate 
themſelves into them. From the Analogy of thele Conditions con- 
cerning the animal Spirits.it happens, that Melancholy Perſons are 
always thoughtful, that they comprehend only a few things, that 
they form their Notions concerning them amiſs, { Toy may find thu 
Fuller explained in Dr. Willis at large. ] hy 
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$0 much of the primary Melancho!ly Aﬀect, v4. a Delirium rai= 
{ed through the faults of theſpirits reſiding in the Brain : Whoſe be- 
ginnings, though chiefly, and oftenin a manner,only proceed from 
the acetous Diſpoſition of the Spirits;yct afterward the confcrmati- 
on of theBrain it (elfis frequently taken in as a part of theCaule.V;x. 
Inas much as the Recrements ot the melancholy Bloud, continually 
ſent into it, renders its ſubſtance more groſs and opake, and the pris 
mary TraQts or Paths of the animal Spirits being almoft defac'd, 
few oblique and devious Tracts are made, fo that thongh there be 
a ſupply of the better ſort of Spirits, they cannot eafily irradiate 
the Brain, or preſently recover their former Paſſages. 

Melancholy is not only an affect of the Brain,and Spirits refiding 
init, but likewiſe of the Pre&cord:a, and of the Blood there kindled; 
and thence fent forth into the whole Body : And as it produces ir 
the former a Delsrs:1m, (o here a Fear and Sadneſs : But after what 
manner let us now fee. 

In Sadneſs, in the firſt place the flamy or vital part of the Soul is 
ſtraitned as to its circuit, and is reftrained within a leſs ſpace; and 
then conſequently the animal or lucid part of the Soul! contracts its 
Sphere, and has les vigour : But in Fear, both are {uddenly repreſt, 
and\made to ſtagger, as it were, and to contain themſelves within 
very ſmall ſpaces: In both Aﬀe-&ts the Blood does not circulate and 
burn lively and with a full Flame, but being apt to be heap'd toge- 
ther and to ſtagnate about the Precordsa, it canſes there an op- 
prefſion, or fainting; and in the mean while the Head and Mem- 
bers, being deftitute of its plentiful cfflux, languiſh. 

Now that thoſe Paflions become habitual in melancholy Perſons; 
the cauſe is partly in the Blood,and partly in the animal action of the 
Heart : For the Blood, by reaſon of ſaline Particles exalted, becomes 

leGinflamable:Whence it is neither ſufficiently kindled in the Lungs, 
nor does it burn,within the DuCtus's of the Heart and Veffcls,with a 
Flame ſufficiently clear and plentiful, but ſuch as is apt to be repreſt, 
and almoſt blown out by any puft of Wind:Hence in regard the vital 
Flame is ſo ſlender and languithing, that it ſtapgers and trembles at 
all Motion,it is no wonder if a melancholy Perton,the Soul 25 it were, 
fubſiding,and being half overwhelmed,is always fad and timorons. By 
reaſon of this faline diſcraſy of the Blood,melancholy Perſons are (:t- 
dom troubled with a Fever, but being leized with it, they are more 
dangerouſly il] by reaſon of the irregular burning of the Bleod, 

- Nor does it happenlef(s through the fault of the Heart,that melan- 
cholly Perſons by reaſon of the courieof the Blood heing retarded.or 
often drawn back,become lad and timorous: For fince that Muſcle is 
not actuated but by the influence of weak and irrognlar Spirits, it is 
hot able to pertorm its Comrrattions with Strength and Corftaticy e- 
nofigh, whereby the Bloo? may be driven for y-rd throughout the 
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whole Body without ftop,or flying back. Therefore the Blood and 
animal Spirits mutually afftc&t each other with a reciprocal nury 
and bring dammages on each other: The melancholy Blood, that 
is, confiſting of ſaline Particles exalted, together with ſuch as are 
ſu!phureous, engenders animal Spirits of an acetous Nature, as we 
have ſhewn: And thefe Spirits performing the vital Functions a 
miſs, caule ſuch a dyſcraſy of the Blood to be encreas'd. 

So far of Melancholy in general, vsx. of its Efſence,conjunct Cay- 
ſes, and chief Symptoms : Before we proceed to the kinds and dif- 
ferences of this Diſraſe, we ought to explicate from what Cauſes 
both procatF&tick, and evident, it is wont to ariſe and be fomen. 
ted: And firtt, whence both parts of the Soul, v7. both animal 
and vital, acquire their morbid Diſpofitions. 

Of theſe we have thewn the former to be acetous, reſembling Spie 
1it of Vitriol, or of Vinegar, and the other to be Saizno-Sulphureay, 
or Attibilarious 3 moreover, and that as they both toment each 0+ 
ther, {o that they firſt engender each other : For ſometimes Me- 
lancho!y beginning trom the animal Spirits, being troubled and put 
in a, certain confuſion, and perſiſting ſome time, brings a melan- 
choly Habit to the Blood ; fometimes allo the Blood, contracting 
fir{t that diſcraſy, perverts the Nature of the Spirits. 

That Melancholy oftentimes begins from the anma! xconomyjts 
eaſily ſecn in cxceſſive Love, extream Sadneſs, pannich, Terrors, Emy, 
Carw,and immoderate Studies; tor on theſe occaftions the animal Spi- 
(tits,heing driven out of the wonted Paths of their Expanſions, and 
perliſting in their error through the atliduity of their Paſlicn, at 
Ingth fall into devicus TraCts, which afterward keeping to, they 
are with difficulty reduced into the ancient and right again. More- 
over, {ince thereupon the Motion and V:ipor of the Heart are dimi- 
ni{h'd, therefore the Blood talls from its due Crafis and Pneumateſi, 
and the:eby being rendrcd more fixt and Saline-ſrulphureous, far- 
nithes only animal Spirits degenerated to a fourneſs; and (o the 
Blood being depraved a peſtertors, givcs a Fuel to the melancholy 
Diſpoſition begun by the Spitits. 

Nor does it happen le(s frequent!y that the Sceds of Melancholy 
fi {t laid in the Blood.give at length that taint to the Spirits : For this 
reaton ſome hereditartly become obnoxious to that Diſeaſe, More» 
over,a diſoiderlyDict,tae intermiftion of an cxercile long us'd,folemn 
F-acuitions, as of the Mentes and Hoemorrhoids. allo of the Seed,or 
i:rous Ichor ſuddenly {u;zpreft, and many other occafions,caftily de- 
he the B ood, and render it melancholick,whoſe evil Diſpoſition will 
atte:;waid of neceſſity be communicated to the Spirits. 

4s to what a great many Phyficians think, that Mclaneholy ariſes 
frem a melancholick Humor engcndred {oumcwhere primarily and 
pur /ond oilign particular Places tor its Gearration 3 v7, the Brain, 
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$pleen, Womb, and the whole Habit of the Body, we donot eafily 
grant all this : For behdes that no ſecret $tores of fuch a Humor 1y- 
ing any where,appear,unleſs haply in the Splcen,it is indeed the Blood 
it ſelf which firt{ conceives per /e the melancholick Diſtemper, or 
any other, and atterward depoſes Recrements of that Nature in 
proper Emunctories or Receptacles : Nor would the yellow Coler 
he ttor'd up in the Gall-Bladder,or the black, fo call'd,in the Spleen, 
uolels the Maſs of Blood firſt engendred thole Humors. If at any 
time theſe, or other recrementitious Humors, ſomewhere depos'd, 
be receiv'd by the Maſs of Blood, they produce its efferveſcence, 
but not preſently, or eafily its diftemperature. 

1. As to that therefore, that the Origine of Melancholy is ſome- 
times aſcrib'd to the Head, and the diſtemperature of the Brain is 
accus'd by fome as too hot, and by others as cold : I think we 
ought rather to ſay that the Aﬀect ſometimes firft begins from the 
Brain, and from the Soul refiding in it. 

2.As for theOrigine of this aﬀcct,being ſometimes drawn from the 
Womb,it muft not be thought that the melancholy Humor is there 
firſt engendred,but that the occaſion of Melancholy proceeds thence 2 
tither becauſe by reaſon of the Men/es ſuppreſt,the wholeBlood being 
defil'd and become degenerate,afterwards falls into a melancholy dit- 
craſy,or for that by reaſon ot the S:4muls of Venery reſtrained, with a 
great reluctation of the corporeal Soul, the animal Spirits being long 
contained and kept in, at length become fixt and melancholick, 

3. That Melancholy is ſometim-s either primarily railed, or very 
much fomented by the Spleen being il! affected and thereupon by a 
peculiar word called Hypocondriacal it is both the common and our 
ownOpinion;but theBloo«d being fir{t in the fault,engendring in it ſelt 
fithy melancholy Dregs at the beginning, depoſcs them in the Spleen, 
Which afterward receiving again, being exalted into the Nature of an 
evil ferment, it is vitiated more in its Craft; by thcir defilement. 

4 As to that, that beſides another ſpecies of Melancholy, diſtinct 
from the Hypocondriacal a::d the former,is ſaid to be engendred to- 
gether in the whole Body,it is nothing elfe than that the who'e Mats of 
Blood becoming degenerate from its right Nature, by reaſon of ev- 
rors in the fx non-natural things, and on many other occations, ac- 
quires a melancholick diſcrafy ( that is, where the Spirit bing de- 
preſs'd, the ſulphureous Particles. together with the (line and forme 
alſo that are terrene are exalted ) this melancholy diſofhtion of the 
Blood bring very much allied to that ſulphures jaime Hobit, which 
ve have ſhewn to be often prevalent in a certain kin! of Scnryy, 

The Proguoſiick of M-lancholy, though, as to Lite or D-ath, it 
be for the moit part ſafe; yet, in reference to the event, it is vet » 
mncertain 2: For ſome recover foo", others are not cur'd but aitec 
8 ng time, and others not at all. 
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This Aﬀ.&, rais'd on a ſudden from ſome ſblemn evident Cauſe, 
as from a vehement Paſſion, is much ſafer than invading by degrees 
after a long Procatarxz : For if the evident Cauſe be preſently re. 
mov'd, that often ceaſes of its own accord, or is cur'd with little 
ado ; but in this, in regard both the Maſs of Blood, and the whole 
troop of animal Spirits have fallen from their due crafis, and often 
the conformation of the Brain, as to the tracts of the Spirit, is al- 
tered, a Cure does not happen but with great difficulty, and not 
but after a long time. | 

Melanchsly long protracted,often paſſes into a Fatuity,and ſome. 
times alſo into a Mania, or Madneſs : Moreover,ſometimes it brings 
convulſive Aﬀects, or a Palſy, or Apoplexy, nay, ſometimes a vic- 
lent Death. 

There is little or no hope of a Cure, if the aff-ted, being very 
flubborn and refractory, refuſe all Medicines, and any Method of 
management : Moreover, {carce any thing better may be expected 
from thoſe, who being ſick of Diſeaſes in a manner only imaginary, 
take any Remedies, and often require many, and of divers kinds, 
to be given them. 

The Cure of Melancholy, as it is always difficult and long, (o it is 
wont to be very intricate and perplex'd;(ceing that in reſpect of the 
cauſes of every kind, evident, procatartiics and congimnt ; allo by rex 
ſon of the Symproms daily emerging, it ought to be diverſly takenin 
hand, and often to be varied: Nor muſt we only change theRe 
wedies and Method of Cure, but variouſly intermix with them Ad- 
vices, Deceptions, Flatteries, Entreaties, and Puniſhments. 

Bnt in the firſt place let the evident care of the Dyſeaſe, if any 
notable one has preceded, be ſearch'd out; and if it may be, let 
it either be preſently remov'd, or lect the removal ef it be ſome way 
counterfeited: Moreover,let the violent Paſſions of the Mind thence 
rais'd, cither be appeas'd, or be ſubdued by others that are oppo» 
fite. Wherefore in an exceſſive Paſſion of Love, Indignation and 
Hatred come in as a reliet ; to Sadneſs, let baits of Pleaſures, Mu- 
fick, the defire of vain Glory, be oppos'd, or alſo a panick Ter- 
ror: In like manner you may procezd.with other Paſſions, either 
tor curbing, or eluding them. 

The Therapentick Method fitted to the Cure of Melancholy,ſuggeſts 
maiy other Indications: Whereof the chief, and to which the reſt 
may be beſt reduc'd, are thoſe three ſo vulgarly known, viz. the Cur 
ratory,which regards immediately the Di/caſe,and its comunct Car/?; 
the Preſervatery, which regards the procatartich and evident Cauſes; 
and the Heal, which is occupied in preſerving the Strength. 

As to the firſt Indication, the phyfical Intentions will be,(o far ta 
raile,volatize and corroborate the animal Spirits, being become txt, 
er deed alſo,and apt to act overthwarily, or go altray, that - 
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terward being more freely expanded, they may irradiate the whole 
Brain with a ful! and ſtedfaft beam of Light,for the acts of the Ima- 
gination, Judgment, and the other chief Faculties z and may fo vi- 
gorouſly aCtuate the Precordsa, and make them vibrate ſo ſtrongly, 
that the Blood being plentifully kindled, may thence fpring for- 
ward without ſtop or reftagnation throughout the whole Body. 

Therefore, for the Cure of tbe Spirits, let it be chiefly procur'd, 
that the Soul be withdrawn from the troubleſome and forc'd Pafli- 
on, viq. from —_— Love, Fealouſy, Sadneſs, Commiſeration, Hatred, 
Fear, and the like, and be compos'd to a Cheerfulneſs and Delight : 
Let a merry or jocoſe Dyſcourſe, —_ Muſick, Painting, Dancing, 
Hunting, Fiſhing, and Other pleaſant Exerciſes be brought in ure ; 
Thoſe to whom Delights,or Sports are not pleafing (for theſe are al- 
ways ungrateful to ſome melancholy Perſons) may be put upon ſome 
light Employs ; mathematical or chymical Studies, ſometimes alſo 
travelling does great good;moreover it is often profitable to change 
the Places of their Habitation in their native Soyl. Thoſe,who mutt 
always ſtay at home , ſhould be adviſed to look after their houſhold 
Aﬀairs,and govern thcir Families; to cultivate and order their Hou- 
ſes, Gardens, Orchards and Fields: For a Mind,cmployed in nece(- 
ary Cares and Offices, more readily depoſes vain or mad Thoughts, 
and at length quits them : Let melancholy Perſons be ſeldom left 
alone; for if it any time they are permitted to follow and dwell long 
on their Phantaſms,and acreal Speculations,the Soul ſubfades within, 
and keaving the Body, and undergoing a certain Metamorphoſis, ins» 
dues a new ſpecies, and often contrary to the itate of Man; where- 
fore the Aﬀected ought to be continually diſturbed by the Diſcour- 
ſes of their Friends and Acquaintance, to wit, that the animal Spirits 
being call'd outward from their bye ways, be brought again into 
their former and uſual Tracts, But if the Diſeaſed, being ſeduc'd 
by fantaſtical Illufions, imagine and firmly believe certain prodis 
gious things of them(lves; the Mind is to be withdrawn trom thoſe 
things by artificial Inventions, of which manner of Cures there are 
many Caſes and Examples to be found in Books, and a prudent 
Phyſician may invent the like as occaſion requires. 

Thoa Mclancholy new contracted is ſometimes cur'd by a meer 
ordering and management of the Mind and the animal Spirits, yet in 
a long continued or inveterate Mclancholy, where the Spirits have 
contracted an acetous Diſpokition, and the Blood an atrabilarious 
Dyſcraſy, and that the Conformation of the Brain,as to its Pores and 
Paſſages is injured, other Indications,ca!led Prefervatory,are required 
tor removing the procatarCtick Cauſes of the Diſeaſe. Concerning 
this thing,the phy fical Intentions muſt be in the firit place to reduce 
the Blood to a better and genuine,to wit,a ſporzeuo-ſalme Crafts; and 
then to give a vigor to the Brain,and.its Pores being opened,to _ 
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der it clear and diaphanous,and withal to ſtrengthen the animal $yj. 
rits,and to ſtir them up to a vigorous Emanation : For-which ends] 
propoſe the following Method, which nevertheleſs ought to be ya. 
ried according to the various Conſtitutions of the Diſeaſed, 

Blood-letting has place in a manner in every Melancholy,and ſome. 
times it is often to be repeated ; for the aduſt and effzte Blood bein 
withdrawn at times, a new and more ſpirituous Blood ſprings upin 
its place. Concerning the Quality, Place, and Ways of admini. 
ſtring this Remedy, Authors are of various Opinions; but the Mg- 
tion and Aﬀects of the Blood being duly weighed, it may ſuffice 
ficit to draw an indifferent quantity of it from the Arm, and after. 
ward, if need be, a leſs, either from thence, or from the Vellls of 
the Fundament by Leeches: How the opening of the Salvateli Vein 
ſhould give (o notable a relicf, as is ſaid, I confeſs is unknown to 
me : If melancholy Perſons are itrongly perſwaded that blooding 
there,will cure them before any where elle, haply it may do them 
good : A frequent opening of the Hemorrboid Veſſels, induces Na- 
ture afterward to endeavour that Evacuation, which ſpontaneouſly 
hapning / as Hippocrates tells us) often cures this Diſcaſe. 

Purging ought to be uſed from the beginning,and to be repeated 
by intervals,in regard it withdraws the tewel of the Diſeaſe from the 
firſt Paſſages, and removes the impediments of other Remedies: As 
to what ſome judge, that tor the ſpeedy irradicating of the Diſeaſe, 
we mult chicfly uſe Hellebore, or the Spurges, and quote Hippocrates, 
thcir Author, thoſe things, if the ſucceis be look'd upon, are not 
found ſo generally to agree 3 but that they often very much injure 
the Diſeaſed : For ſtrong Purgers do not take away the cauſe of the 
Diſeaſe, to wit, the dyſcraſy of the Blood, but rather encreaſc it: 
Moreover, they farther weaken and proftrate the animal Spirits be- 
fore dejected. Hellebore is (0 frequently preſcribed by Hippocrates, 
becauſe ſcarce any other Catharticks were Wn known, at leaſtwiſle 
they were not in common uſe; but now it is far better to draw 
gently from the receptacles of Humors by ſuch as are mild and 
without roughneſs, and to cleante the Vitcera and firft Paſſages 
without troubling much the Blood and Spirits. 

Vonutortes ( as in moſt cephalick Diſeaſes free from a Fever) are 
wont to give relief after a peculiar manner in any forts ot Diſtratti- 
ons; the reaſon of this partly conſiſts herein, that ths viſcous load 
of the Ventricle, which /as we have ſhewn elſewhere) greatly op- 
pretics the Mind, being cleans'd forth, the Spirits thrreupon being 
more ree, expand themſe:ves more vigoroutfl; and cheerfully. 
Moreover, in as much as Vomiting compretics and cvacuates tne 
neighyouring receptacies of the Humors, to wit, the Gal-b!.:d ter, 
the Dittus of the Parncreas,.and the Glands of the M-/entery, 16 
Keeps their Contents irom being conveyed to the Head, 
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Take Oxymel of $quills an Orunce and a half, Mine of Squills an 
Ounce, Syrup of Tobacco two Drams ; mux them, make a Vonntory © 
If it works not at all, or ſlowly, let a Vomit be raii'd by a free drinks 
ing of Poſſet-drink, baving the Leaves of Carduws boy!'d m it. 

Take of the Decoction of the middle Bark of Elder four Ounces, Sale 
of Viervol from one Scruple to two Scruples, Oxymel ſimple three 
Drams; mix them : Let it be taken after the ſame manner, 

To ſtrong and well-ſet People, give the Iifufion of Crocus Metal« 
lum, or Mercurim vit ; alſo the Emetick Tartar of Mynficht, or 
Sulphur of Antamony. 

Take Roots of Polypody of the Oak half an Ounce, Epy:hymum three 
Drams, Sena balf an Ounce, Tamarinds fix Drams, Cortander-ſeeds 
thre: Drams, yellow Saunders two Drams ;, let them boyl in fourteen 
Ownces of Fount ain-water to ten Ounces; adding Agarich two Drams, 
Rhubarb a Dram and a half; to the clarified Straining add of the 
purging Syrup of Apples ewo Ounces ; let fix Ounces be taken , re- 
prating 18 within three or four Days for Purging. 

Take choice Sena three Drams,Epithymum Rhubarb ,of each a Dram 
md a balf, yellow $a1ders half a Dram, Coriander-ſeeds two Seruples, 
Salt of Wormwood half a Dram, Celtick Spike a Seruple ; let there be 
4 cloſe Infufion for a Night in White-wine and Water of Apples, of 
each four Ounces ; to five Ownces of the clear Straining add Syrnp of 
Epirbymum fix Drams; Aqua mirabilis two Drams; mux them, 
make 4 Potion. In Bodies bard to be wrought on, let there be added 
to theſe, Fibres of black Hell:bore maceratcd in Vinegar,a Dram or two. 

Thoſe who like better Pills, Powders, Bolus's or Syrups, may uſe 
the following, 

Take Quercietan's Pills of Tartar, or Crato's Pills of Amber, balf 
4 Dram, Rofm of Falap, or Scammeny, ſix or eight Grains, Tartar vs- 
triolate baif a Scruple, Ammoraacum diſſolved im Aja mir avi's what 
ſuffices ; make Pills, let four be tah'n going to Bed, and, wil:ſs they 
work firſt, one the next Morning. 

Take Calomelanos, Extratt of black Hellebore, of cach a Scruple, 
Reſin of Falap fix Grams, Ammoniacum diſſolved what ſriffic's 3 makes 
four Pulls, let them be taken with governance, 

The Powder called Haly, 1: greatly commended by Valeſcus de Ta=- 
renta, Pereda, and otherz. Avid mdeed im ruſtich or robutt Bodies,th 
ſeems a pretty fit Cathariick, Take Epubymum ha'f an Ounce, Agarick, 
Laps Laxuls, of each three Dr ams, Scammony a Dram, Cioves in n'1m- 
ber thirty ; make a Powder, the Doſe 1s from half a Dram to a Dram. 

Take Pulvs Diaceme, Diaturbith with Rhubarb, rf each half 2 
Dram ; make a Powder, let it be taken 11 a Drauv't of Poſſer-drink,, 
or 1n a ſingle Decottion of Epithymum, to [our or (ve Serusles. 

Take 
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Take choice Sena two Ounces, Roots of Polipody of the Oak two Ouncep 
Epithymum an Ounce and 4 balf, yellow Saunders balf an Ounce, Ta- 
marinds an Ounce, Coriander-ſeeds fix Drams ; let them boy! in four 
Pounds of Barnet-water, to an half; ſtrain ut, and let it evaporate 
by a Bath-beat, to the confiſtency of a Syrup, adding towards the end 
prire Manna, double refin'd Sugar, of each four Ounces ; mal a $y- 
rup : The Doſe is two or three Spoonfuls, un three Ounces of a conves« 
nient diſtill'd Wuter, or in any other Liquor. Or, 


Take of the ſame L1quor evaporated to the conſiſtency of Hony, fix 


Ownces, freſh Caſſia four Ounces, Pulp of Corimths two Ounces, Cream 
Tartar, Salt of Wormwood, of each a Dram and a balf, Pulvs Dia 

ennge two Drems, yellow Saunders powdred three Drams ; mix them, 

make an EleFuary: The Doſe is from three Drams to balf an Ounee. 

Catharticks muſt not be uſed without intermiſſion, nor too fre- 
quently, but let it ſuffice to give them within fix or ſeven Days, and 
at other times, let the Belly, if it be bound, be looſened by Clylters: 
As to what regards other Medicines which do not evacuate, though 
the Ancients plac'd the leaſt, we put the greateſt ſtreſs of the Cure 
in them; for they (with whom alſo many Moderns accord) conclu- 
ded,that there was nothing more to be done for curing Melancholy, 
than to purge forth the atrabilarious Humor : Wherefore mzking 
Purging the thing of chiefeſt moment,they ordered the reft of Phar- 
macy,called by them, Preparatory,only for the ſake of this; directing 
thus their Intentions, that as ſoon as the Humor was brought to 4 
fit confiftency by altering Medicines, and the ways made open e- 
nough for its excretion,then to carry it forth by Catharticks : Which 
kind of bypothefis (cems not to agree with Reaſon or Phyſical Expe- 
rience, to wit, in as much as melancholy Perſons, after a frequent 
purging, how methodically ſoever ordered, receive rather an injury 
than a relief. Therefore we, placing the canſe of this Diſeaſe in 
the dyſcrafies of the Blood and Spirits, and in the weakneſs or ill 
conformation of the Brain or Viſcera, put Alteratives, and Corrobe» 
ratives in the firſt rank of Medicines, and ſometimes interlace C4- 
tharticks only for the ſake of theſe. Purging therefore being pre- 
ſcribed for the due removal of Impediments, and at due intervals 
of time; as to the reſt you may proceed after this manner. 

Take Conſerve of Clove-gilkflowers and Borage-flowers, of each two 
Ounces and a balf, myrcbalan Rmds condited fix Drams, Coral prepar'd, 
Pearl,of each a Dram and a half, Ivory, Crabsi-eye1,0f each a Dram, Con- 
fettion of Hyacinth two Drams Syrup of Coral,or red Poppies, what ſuffi- 
ces ; maks an Elettuary, let two Drams be taken Morning and Evening, 
drinking after it three Ounces of the following Julep, or deſtilf d Winer, 

Take Water of Cowſlip-flowers and of black, Cherries, of each fix 
Ounces, of Bawm four Ounces, Dr. Stevens's Water two Ounces, Su- 
gar fix Drams ; mix them, mak a Fulep. 
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Take Leaves of Baum, Borage, Bugloſs, Fumitory, Water-creſſes, 
Brook- limes, of each four Handfuls, Clove-gilliflowers, Flowers of Mari- 
olds, Borage, Comſlips, of each three Handfulls, the outward coats of 

Oranges and four Limons, being all ſliced and bruifed, pour to 
them of hey made with Cyder, eight Pounds, diftil them with com- 
mon Organs, let the whole Liquor be mixt. : 

Take Powder of Pearl, Foory, Coral prepar'd, of each two Drams, Spe- 
ties letificants, Diarrbod. Abbaty of each a Dram, Ol of Citron-pulls 
balf a Seruple, double refin'd Sugar diſſolv'd, and boyl'd to a confiſtency 
for Tablets in a ſufficient quantity of Bawm-water, fix Ounces, maks 
Tablets according Art, weighing a Dram, let two or three be taken in 
the mormng, and at five of the Clock, in the afternoon, drinking aſter 
it 4 Fm of the diſtilled Water, or of Tea, Or, 

Take Roots of Chervil, Polypoay of the Oak of each an Ounce and a 
half, Leaves of Heart s-tongue, Splcenwort, Ceterach, Germander, of 
each a Handful, Tamarnk, balf a Handful, Bark of the ſame balf an 
Ounce, Rasfens ſton'd two Ounces, one Apple ſlic'd, being ſlic'd and 
bruis'd, let chem boy! un four Pounds of Fountam-water to a conſum 
tion of the third part, towards the end add Leaves of hor 
« Handful, ſtrain 148 and clarifie it ; let fax Ounces be taken twice or 
thrice a day, let it be ſweerned with Syrup of Fumitory. 

Iren-Spaw-waters are wont to contribute egregiouſly to the Cure 
of Melancholy Perſons; viz. in as much as being plentitully drank, 
they waſh away the /a/zno-ſulphureous tinEture of the Blood , and 
deſtroy its evil ferments. Moreover, they cleanſe the filth of the 
Viſcera, open Obſtructions, and which is of mighty benefit ; by 
their aftriction they both ſtrengthen the weak or over-lax Vilera, 
and cloſe the mouths of the Vetlels gaping into the Brain, that a 
paſſage may not lye open into it for the extraneous matter, toge- 
ther with the Nervous Juice : And in this reſpect, to wit, by cor- 
roborating the Viſcera, and clofing the paſſages into the Brain, Vi- 
triolick Preparations of Iron are wont to be given with good affect 
in Melancholy, and allo in the Vert:go. 

Take our Steel prepared three Ounces, infuſe it in two Pounds of 
the Water above preſeribed, let three or four Ounces be taken twice a 
day by it ſelf, or with ſome other ſolid Medicine. 

Take fi/ings of Steel an Ounce, put them into a Glaſs with two Oun- 
ces of the Furce of Oranges, let it ſtand for a day, ſhaking it now and 
then, then pour to ie Water of Apples, and Wite-wine of each a 
Pound, or of ſmall, and mild Cyder two Pounds, let three Ounces be 
taken ewice 4 day after the ſame manner. 

Take Vieriol of Mars, Cream of Tartar, Crab-eyes, of each a Dram, 
mix them, make 4 Powder, divide it into nine parts, let one part be 
taken every morning in a draught of an appropiate diſtill'd Water, of 
«4 Decoftion, or appropriate Fulep. 

Qqq Taks 
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Take Syrup of Steel four Ounces, let a Spoonful be taken twice 4 day 
in a fit Vehicle. 

Take extraft of Steel, from our Steel prepar'd with an appropriate De- 
coftion three Ounces, Porrder of Ioory, yellow Saunders, Lignum Aloes of 
each balf a Dram, Salt of Tartar two Scruples, Ammoniacum diſſolved 
in Water of Earth- worms what ſuffices, make a maſs, let it be made 
into litele Pills, let three or fory be raken every evening, drinking af- 
ter it three Ounces of Watcr of Apples, or of Comſlip flowers. 

Whey, if ut agrees with the Stomach, being drank plentifully for many 
days, 1s often us'd with good effe&, for the like reaſon as Spaw-water,, 
Viz. by waſhing away the Salt and Sulphureous Particles of the & 
erobilariow Blood : ney with Epithymum infuſed, or boyled in it, 
epregionfly commanded by ſome. 

Let Broaths be prepared of the Decoflion of a Chicken, with the Root, 
of Polypady, Chervil, Fennel, Butchers-broom, and the Leaves of Ces 
gerach, Harts-tongue, Scolopendrium,&c. let a draught be taken in 
the morning, and at five of the Clockin the afternoon, in which diſſolu 
Vitriol of Mars from fix Grams to ten, Salt of W/ormwood, Cream of 
Tartar, of each a Scruple. 

Tuices and Expreſſions of Herbs, ſometimes contribute egregioufh to 
the taking away of the Dyſcraſy of the Blood. - Take Leaves of Bor- 
toe, Water-creſſes of each fix Handfiuls, two ſhort-ſtart Apples maſh- 
ed, the pulpe of two Oranges, double refined Sugar an Ounce, all being 
bruiſed together pour to them of excellent Cyder a Pound and a baff, 
make a ftrong Expreſſion, let it be kepe in a Glaſs, the doſe # four 
O-:ces teice or thrice a diy. 

In the Summer, a Bath of ſweet Water, inaſmuch as it cleanſes the 
filth flicking mn the Shin, and promotes ſenſible tranſpiration, does 
great geod ro ſome. 

Becauſe Melanchsly perfons Sleep with difficulty, and after long or 
f-equent Watchings are worſe; therefore let Anodynes, and fome- 
times gentle Hypnoricks be preſcrib'd to be taken late at night, when 
there 1s need, For this purpoſe, a Decottion of Cowſlip-flowers o 
rf the Leaves of Lettices, or asftill'd Vater of the red Poppy, or Syrup 
of the ſame: Moreover, Ymulſions of the Seeds of the white Poppy, 
Syrugus de Meconie, and other things that are mild, aud ſoothing 
the Spirits, are proper. 

There being 2n infinite number of Melancholick perſons, as well 
as of Fools, I ſha'l illuſtrate our Hypotheſis only with rao Examples, 
in one of which the Diſeaſe began from the ſenſitive part of the 
Soul, or from the ansmal Spirits 3 and in the other form its vital 
part, to w.t, trom the Blood. 

Some time fince a renowned Man, about Forty Years of Age, ofa 
florid countenance, chearful, and quick at.all bufine(s, bcing at 
fed in Mind, and very much dejected by reaſon of fume misfor- 
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tunes, became thenceforward very Sad and Melancholy, with a dead 
and fallen Aſpect : When firſt I went to ſee him, he complained of 
much trouble and diſtraction of his Thoughts, which were fa 
great, that his Fancy being occupied day and night without in» 
termiſfion, he liv'd wholly without ſleep : And, nevertheleſs this 
Perſon minded not at all the concerns of the Publick, nor of his 
own Family, nor was he greatly follicitous concerning the welfare ” 
of his Soul, or the health of his Body; but rather was continually 

lext about petty things, and almoſt of no moment : He was 
ſo fearful of all things, that he fancied ſome Harm, or Death would 
preſently happen to him upon any little accident. In fine, he al- 
ways liv'd ſo fad, as though he endeavour'd to exceed Heraclitys in 
Mourning. Moreover, he was troubled with fo great a ſtraitne's and 
conſtriction of his Heart, that it ſeem'd to him as though thewhole 
Precordia were molt cloſely ftrain'd together, as a fift contracted ; 
and he thought that he always carried a vaſt and very oppreflive 
burthen there, which forc'd him always to go forward, and ſtooping 
towards the Earth. Whilft he was diſcourking with his Friends, that 
conſtriction and opprefiion of the Precordia was wont ſomewhat ta 
remit 3 but then upon any unuſual object ſtriking him with a ter- 
rour, it returned with more violence : Nor was he only troubled 
vith a certain conſtriction in the Pr.ecord:a, but in the whole Body 
befides, and a certain weight, as it were, ſeemed to lye one the 
Region” of his Loyns, alſo on his Shoulders and Arms. 

As to the Cure of this Perſon, after various Medicines us'd with- 
out any great ſucceſs, at length I perſwaded him, becauſe it was Sums 
mer, to drink our artrficial Spaw-waters for fix weeks: Therefore in 
the ficſt place, in frur Pounds of Fountam-water, I infus'd for a night, 
of our Steel prepar'd half a Dram, and afterward as much in cight 
Pounds of Water. The Dileaſed every morning drank the clear Li» 
quor, and within four or five hours diſcharged the greater part of 
it by Urine, He took, moreover, going to Bed, and early in th 
morning, 4 doſe of an appropriate Elettuary, (uch as above deſcrib'd, 
with a Cephalick Julep: Within two months he was much better, 
and afterward came to himſelf by degrees. 

Whilſt I was writing theſe things, a young Man of Qyality, lately 
returned from travelling beyond the Seas, and being become fickly, 
committed himſelf to our care: This Perſon, being formerly of a ſan- 
guine and chearful temperament,of a gay behaviour,allo of an acutz 
wit and a clear difpolition z as he travelled through Foreign Coun- 
tries,and being in a certain Summer in Sparn,he felt in himlelf a great 
alteration from the intenſe heats of that place : For firſt, he became 


' obnoxious to frequent Efferveſcencies of the Blood, with f(udden 


fluſhings of heat in the palms of his Hands and the ſoles of his Feet, 
and to prickings often wont to ariſe in his whole Rody, and pre- 
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ſently to go away again. Afterward, finding himſelf worſe as to 
his Appetite and Sleep, and likewile growing dull and ſomembas 
ſad, he began to affectle(s, and ſometimes to ſhun any bufinets or 
delights, nay, and converſation with his Friends. At length this 
indiſpoſition daily growing worſe, without any maniteſt cauſe, or 
real trouble of mind, he became Melancholick ; ſo that always be- 
ing thoughtful, fearful, and fad, he took delight in nothing : For 
Studies, Exerciſes, Travelling, Converſation with learned Men, and 
all other things which before he delighted in, were then wont to 
be a troubie or a terrour to him ; Being affected after this manner 
for two years, he was ſo much changed from himfſelt, as though 
he were another Man. In order to a Cure he conſulted the mot 
$kilful Phyfacians of Spam, France, Holand, and of late in England, 
and tryed various Methods of Curing, though ſcarce with any be. 
nefit. To wit, that Melancholy Diſcraſy of the Blood, firft con- 
tracted by the dittemper of the Air, continuing till ; cauſed Syi- 
rits of an acetous nature, as it were, to be ſupplied to the animal 
economy. In the fart place I thought good to commend to this 
Perſon, the followi: g Remedies. 

Take Gerien's decottzon of Senna ( with Tamarinds half an Ounce ) fon 
Ounces, Purging Syrup of Apples an Ounce, Aqua mirabi(s two Drany, 
mix them, let bim take it with governance, repeating ut within nme 
days : After Purging let Blood be drawn with Leeches, to three Ounces, 

Take of our Syrup of Stcel fix Ounces, let a Spoonful be taken in the 
morning, and at five of the Clock, in three Ounces of the following Li- 
quor, walking upon it for an bour or two. 

Take Leaves of Baum, Borage, Buglſſe, Burnet, Meadow-ſweet, 
Harts-tongue, Water-creſſes, of each four Handfuls, Roots of Borage 
balf a Pound, Clove-gilliflowers, Marygold-flowers of each three Hand. 
fuls, the outward rmai of eight Oranges and four Limons, Mace half 
an Owice, being ſlic'd and bruis'd, pour to them of Ivey made with 
Cyder eight Pounds, diſtil it with common Organs. 

Take Conſerve of Clove-g1lliflowers, the Flowers of Betony and Borage 
of each one Ounce and half Pear! powdred two Dram, red Coral pre- 
pared a Dram and a half, ſpecies of the Confeftion of Hayemth tw» 
Drams, Syrup of Coral, and red Poppys of each what ſuffices, make an 
Oprat, let the quantity of « Cheſnut be taken every evening, drinking 
after it two or three Ounces of the Water of Cowſlip flowers. 

After fixteenor twenty days,the method of alteratives being chang- 
ed,initead of theſe let them take the following. Take Powder of Ivory, 
'Pearl,red Coral prepared of each two Drams,Roots of male Peony a Dram 
and a half: Lignum Aloes balf a Dram, Orange Tablets four Ounces, a 
ſolutign of Taragacanth made in Baum-water what ſuffices, make Tab- 
lets weighing balf a Dram, let four be eaten in the morning, and at 
five of the Clock, drinking after ut @ draught of Tea, wh 
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Take of the ſame Powder without Tablets balf an Ounce, Flowers of 
Sal Armoniiach,, Salt of Coral of each a Dram, with choice Turpentme 
fix Drams, make a Maſi, let balf « Dram be taken morning and eve= 

ng drinking after it three Ounces of the diſtilled Water. 
"To him teed only on Food of a good Juice, and of aneafie Con» 
coCtion, let him drink (mall Ale, with the Leaves of Harts-tongue 
infuſed in it, he may fip a little now and then of Wine with Water 
in zt, or of Cyder. Let him lead his Life continually occupied ſome- 
times in eaſic Employs, ſometimes in moderate Exerciſes, or Res» 
creations of various kinds. 

So far of univerſal Melancholy, in which the Diſeafſed are in a man- 
ner indifferently aff-&ted by any Object, ſo that in every place, by 
any Accidents and Circumftance they are continually perplext with 
a multitude of Thoughts, with a Raving, Fear and Sadnels, 

A Melancholy is ſaid to be Special, when the Diſeaſed have regard 
to ſome peculiar thing, or to ſome certain kind of things : Of which 
they in a manner always think, and by reaſon of all the Powers of 
the Soul being continually ſpent in this one thing, they live always 
penfive and ſad : Moreover, they have abſurd and incongruous No» 
tions, not only concerning that Object, but alſo concerning many 
other Accidents and Subjects. In this affect the corporeal Soul being 
altered from its proper ſpecies, afſumes a certain new one, and be- 
ing not conformable to the rational Soul, or to the Body, or to it 
(elf, it undergoes a certain Metamorphoſis. 

There are two kinds of occaſions, from which a particular Mclan- 
choly chiefly and moft frequently ariſes ; v:z. firit, if at any time 
ſome ſevere prefſure of an Evil preſent, or at hand, { whether it be 
true or imaginary ) lies upon the Soul : Or fecondly, if the priva- 
tion of a good betore obtained, or the deſpair of that which is de- 
fired happen : In theſe oppefite Caſes the corporeal Soul, either 
being allur'd outwardly, omits all Domeſtick care of it (elf, or of 
the Body, or of the rational Soul ; or being inwardly compreſſed, 
it leaves or perverts the Offices both of the Reaſon, and of the Vital 
and Animal Function. It were a thing of an immenſe Labor to enu- 
merate the various caſcs and ways of affecting, in both kinds z among 
the mighty ſtore of them, thoſe which being of greateſt moment 
ſeem chiefly to require a Phyſical help, are a furious Love, Jealou- 
fie, Superftition, delpair of eternal Salvation, the imaginary Meta- 
morphoſis of the Body, or of its Parts, or the fantaſtical Goods or 
Evils of Fortune 3 we ſhall ſpeak briefly of each of the'e. 

It is a vulgar and moſt common Obſervation, that it any one once 
being taken with the Alpect and Converiation of a Woman, begins 
inwardly to be Love-ſick for her, and to deſire her earneſt!;;ard for 
his molt devoted aff.Ction gets nothing but Denials and Contempt, 
ynlgfs he be upheld by a very ſtrong Reaſon, or being ſciz d by other 

: attcCtions, 
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affections, be tuen'd another way, as it were, there is a great danger 
Teſt he fall into a Love-melaencholy ; with which Paſſion, if he happen 
to be affected, preſently he ſeems transformed from himſelf into a 
living Statute, as it were; he things, or ſpeaks of nothing, but his 
Miſtrs ; he ſeeks to put himſelf upon any of the greateſt dangers of 
Life and Fortune,for her fake: Mean while he does not only neglect 
the care of Domeſtick, or Publick Concerns, and even of his own 
Salvation, but, being fruſtrated of his Defire,often lays violent Hands 
on himſelf; or if he be content to live and ſurvive, pining away 
both in Body and Mind,he almoft depoſes Man ; for the uſe of right 
Reaſon being loft, omitting Meat, Drink, and Sleep, and the other 
neceſſary Offices of Life; he yields up himſelf wholly to fighing and 
ſobbing, and to a morntul habit and geſture of Body. 

If we enquire into the reaſon of this affect, we eafily find, that 
the corporeal Soul of Man being obnoxions to violent Paſfions, 
when it is wholly carried forth into an ObjeCt moft dear to it ; viz, 
a Woman belov'd, and is not able to get and embrace her, it is de 
hghted, or contents it ſelf with nought beſides alſo paying no obe- 
dience to the rational Soul, it wholly grows deaf, and does not hear 
its Dictates ; and crowding the Imagination only with Tragical No- 
tions, it dulls the edge of the Underſtanding. Moreover, in as much 
as the Precordia ( a plentiful afflux of Spirits being denied to them }) 
fail as to their Motions, the Blood heap'd together in the Sznw's of 


the Heart, and apt to ſtagnate, cauſes their a great heavineſs and 
opprefſion, and conſequently Sighs and Groans ; mean while the 
Face and outward Members, by reaſon of the afflux of Blood and 
Spirits withdrawn from them, grow pale and languiſh : Hence it is 
commonly ſaid of Deſperate Lovers, that their Heart s —_— to 


wit, in as much as this Maſcle being not vigorouſly enough aCtuated 
with the animal Spirit, vibrates ſl»wly and weakly, and does no lon- 
ger ſend forth the Blood with vigour into all the Parts. 

Such diſcorder of the animal Function as an exceflive Love brings, 
concerning the Acquiſition of its Object; the like in a manner is 
brought by Jealouſie, concerning the keeping of the (ame when got- 
ten : So that always ( vix. both in the Fruition, and in the Defire. ) 


Res eff ſolicits plena Timoris Amor. 


That Soul, if it be not ſecure of its moſt dear a grow- 
ing troubled, caſts a Cloud and Darkneſs on its own ſerenene(s: And 
afterward, bzing infe&ted with a bi/ons T.nFure, every Object ſeems 
to it ting'd of a yellow Color: For as a ferment of the Stomack 
grown ſharp, perverts all things taken into it into its own Nature, 
ſo the affect of Jealoſie once riſen, turns all Accidents and Circum- 
ances to a Food, forits own Venom : And fince, in this affect the 


ſenfitive Soul being bent awry, as it were, does nat become coir 
formable 
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formable to its Body 3 therefore the ceconomy of the Animal, Vi” 
tal, and Vegetative FunCtions, being depraved, the Jealous Man 
raves and pines away. , 

Superſts:ion and Deſpair of eternal Salvation, are wont to imprint 
almoſt the like aff:&ts of Melancholy on the ſenfitive Soul, the Blood, 
and the Body, as Love, and Jealoufie, but ſomewhat after a differ- 
ing way of affeCting 3 for in eboſe, the Object whoſe acquiſition or 
loſs is in danger, is wholly immaterial; and its affect being firft 
conceiv'd by the rational Soul, is imprinted on the other corpore- 
al Soul; in the proſecution of which, if this readily obeys, then 
no diſturbance of the mind of Man ariſes ; but if the corporeal Soul 
ſhewing a reluctancy, (as it often falls out) the rational till pref 
ſes with advice and threats; preſently that growing troubled, firs 
the Blood and Spirits in a diſorderly manner, oppoſes the corporeal 
goods and delights to the Spiritual, preſented by the UnderRtand- 
ing, and endeavours to draw the Man to its fide. And as thus 


there is a continual bickering between the two Souls,and ſometimes 


the Will is ſuperiour, ſometimes the ſenfitive Appetite prevails; 
at length a Court of Conſcience is ſet up by the Mind, where every 
Ad is narrowly Examin'd: By reaſon of theſe frequent variencies 
of the Souls, the animal Spirits, as being too much, and almoſt 
continually exercis'd, being often commanded , and as it were di- 
firated, now this way, and now that way, at length fall ſomewhat 
from their vigour and good diſpoſition, and at laſt being become 
fixt and melancholick, in as much as they are with-held from their 
wonted Expanſion ; they form bye an unuſual Tracts in the Brain, 
and fo bring a Delerium with a mighty Fear and Sadneſs; in thoſe 
kinds of acts the corporeal Soul being violently drawn away, as 
it were, both ſeparates from the Body, and being modified ac- 
cording to the.charaQter of the [44 imprinted, is wont to afſume 
anew Species, either Angelical or Diabolical ; mean while the Un- 
derſtanding, for as much as the Imagination ſuggeſts toit only dif- 
orderly and monſtrous Notions, is wholly perverted from the uſe 
of right Reaſon. 

After a like manner of affeQing, as this, it happens that ſome 
Melancholy Perſons undergo imaginary Metamorphoſes, either as 
to their Fortunes or their Bodies, Viz. whillt one imagines him- 
ſelf, and acts a Prince, another a Beggar : Another believes him- 
ſelf to have a Body of Glaſs, another thinks himſelf a Dog or a 
Wolf, or ſome other Monſter : For after that the corporeal Soul 
being affected, with a long continued Melancholy, the Mind be- 
ing blinded, is wholly fallen both from it felf and the Body ; ſhe 
affects a new Species or Condition, and as much as in her lycs, 
really aſſumes it, 
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CHAP. XI. 


Inſtrutions and Preſcripts for curing Madneſs, or 
the Mania. 


Fter Melancholy, it remains for us to treat of Madneſs, which 

is ſo far ally'd to the other, that theſe affects often change 

turns, and each paſſes into the other 3 for a Melancholy diſpefiton 

growng worſe brings a Fury, and a Fury coming to abate, often 
ends in a Melancholy diſpoſition. 

Since Madneſs, raiſed without a Fever, and with a mighty an- 
noyance of the animal Function, is wont to be continual and long- 
Lafting; its. next and immediate Subject muſt be the a14mal! Spirie: ; 
which being affeRed not per conſenſum, nor by another thing for- 
cibly moving them, but per ſe, habitually, fall from their proper 
and genuine Diſpoſition ; viq. ſalino-ſpirituems, into a ſalino-ſul- 
phureow Nature, reſembling Aqua Stygia, as we have hinted bes 
fore: And conſequently they exert none but diſorderly Actions, 
and continue ſo ating amiſs for a long time: To this their Fault 
haply the Brain, the Blood, or other parts contribute ſomething z 
but the Spirits themſelves are firft, and chiefly in the fault. 

Concerning Maniacal Perſons, we muſt obſerve, that theſe three 
things are in a manner common to them all ; v4. Firſt, that their 
Fancies or Imaginations are perpetually occtipiea, with the raging 
of impetuous Thonghts ; ſo that mumbling to themſelves, or cry- 
ing out and yelling, they talk aloud various things, both day 
and night. Secondly, that that their Notions, or Conceptions 
are cither incongruous , or are repreſented under a falſe or er» 
roneous Species to them. Thirdly, that with their Raving, a 
Boldneſs and Fury are moft commonly joyn'd, contrary to what 
It is in Melancholy Perſons, who are always affected with a Fever 
and Sadneſs. 

The Depravation or Manixcal Diſpoſition of the animal Spirits, 
together with the Juice irrigating the Brain, is wont to ariſe af- 
ter various manners, and for divers cauſes 5 but for the moft part 
that affe&t (as we have obſerved in Melancholy ) begins either 
from the Spirits themſelves, or from the Blood. 

1. A Madneſs beginning from the Spirits, ſometimes ariſes from 
a ſolemn evident cauſe, as from a violent Paſſion ; ſometimes alſo 
It proceeds from a Procatarxis laid in the Brain, as when it 
happens upon Melancholy or a Frenſy : Let us confer a little the 
Cafes, Reaſons, and the various ways of the coming to paſs of 


both. , 
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1. As to the former, when a vehement Paſſion turns any one fortri 
his right: Mind, that ſo happens to be done either becaule the ani- 
mal Spirits are too much caft down, -and driven into confuſion, or 
becauſe they are raiſed above meaſure, and endeavour to expand 
themſelves beyond their Sphere. 

1. The Spirits are wort to be caſt down by a violent and terrible 
Pafſion ; fo it many times happens, that ſome upon a real or unagi- 
nary ſeeing of a Ghoſt, preſently being ftruck with a pariick terrour, 
fall into a perpetual Madneſs. Morcorer,lome,by reaſon ot ſome great 
diſgrace, or reproach; others, by reaſon of the hope of an exceffive 
Love being fruſtrated on a ſudden, and unexpectedly ; 21:4 others,by 
reaſon of Vows rafhly broken, and their Conlcience Ling violated ; - 
firſt being mightily diſturbed in Mind, become ſhortly after Mad : 
The reaſon whereof is, that the animal Spirits being driven out of 
their Ratiks and uſual Paſſages, and put in a Confuſion, frame new 
and bye ways for them(ielves; which entring, they preſently form 

rous Phanta\ms: Mean while the (aline Particles of the nervous 

ice fall from their volatility, the Spirituous being deprefled, and 
coming to flow, take to them the tulphureous Corpulcles ſent from 
the Blood into the Brain; being then weak and open 3; whence this 
Liquor preſently becomes moſt ſhai p, like Ag 14 forezs, and the ani- 
mal Spirits exorbitant, and very much troubled. 

Secondly, the animal Spirits, fometimes, whilſt they are raiſ:d tog 
much, almoſt after the like manner, bt ing both to themiclves, and 
the nervous Juice, a Diſpoſition to Madneſs ; hence Ambition, Pride, 
and Emulation have made fome cun Mad ; the reaſun whereof is, 
that whilſt the corporeal Soul, ſwelling through the Opinion and 
Pride of its own excellency, raiſes and endeavours to expand it (elt 
every way, as far as may be beyond the limits of the Body ; the ani- 
mal Spirits tumultuarily call'd into the Brain, are not able to be 
contain'd within their wonted Tracts; but being there refracted, 
and diverſly reflected, by reaſon of their too great exertion, are 
forc'd into new and-wholly devious Tracts; wheretfore, both them- 
felves being difturbed from the courſe of their proper Emanation, 
and the nervous Liquor, foon acquire a ſharp and irritating diſpo- 
lition, and conſequently a Madnels enſues. 

Þ far of Madne's, raifed by reaſon of a folemn evident cauſe alone: 
But this Diſeaſe aiſo ariſes often by reafon of a Procatarxis precxiſt- 
ingin the Brain, and chiefly by reaſon of a preceeding Mclancholy 
& Phrenſy : In that the avimal Spirits being exaited alittle too 
much with the nervous Juice, and in this being a lictle too much 
Gepreſs'd, acquire the Diſpulition to Madnels. 

2. The Diſpoſition to Madnebs no I-15 frequently has its Roots in 
the maſs of Blood, and at length is produc'd into act, to wit, when 
the Blood being mightily depraved, and nitroſu'/phuregus, either 
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perverts the nervous Liquor, together with the animal Spirits, or 
furniſhes ſuch as are evil 3 which kind of taint of the Blogd, is ei- 
ther hereditary or acquired. f 

Firſt, its a common oblervation,that Men born of Parents that are 
ſometimes wont to be Mad, will be obnoxious to the ſame Diſeaſe : 
And tho otten they have liv'd prudently and ſoberly above Thirty or 
Forty years, yet afterward without any occaſion,or evident cauſe,ill 
fall Mad. The reafon whereof is, that the Blood at that time being fal. 
len from its due crafts by degrees,to be nitroſulphureous, furniſhes the 
Brain with animal Spirits,and a nervous Juice of a moft ſharp Nature, 
We have formerly ſhewn,that the Elementary Particles in our Body 
perfift during Life, ſeparately from thoſe that are ſecondary,ſupplid 
by Nutrition, and that they have times of their Crudity, Maturity, 
and Decay : Wherefore we judge alſo,that the morbid S-mm:« come 
to a ripenels alſo,according to the periods of ages : Moreover; we ob- 
lerve, that often theſe morbid Fruits being ripened, continue a good 
while, or during Life, and that ſometimes they wither away again as 
it were of their own accord;and that then afterward after ſometra&t 
of time,new Fruits ſpring forth again trom the miaſm left behind,and 
riſes by degrees to.their height 3 wherefore an hereditary Madnek 
ſometimes is continual, ſometimes intermittent, and its Fits ſome 
times are wont to return after ſhorter intervals,ſometimes after longer, 

2, As the Procatarxis of the Mania, iticking in the Blood, is often 
innate or originally in it, ſo the fame ſometimes is engendred by de- 
grees, either by an ill form of Djet,or by a ſuppreſſion of ſolemn Erz 
cuations, by reaſon of a precedent Fever, or tor other cauſes, and at 
length, being brought to a Maturity,breaks forth into a Madneſs It's 
uſualin a great dearth, for certain poor People who are forc'd tolive 
only on diſagreeing Food, or ſuch asis of an ill digeſtion ; at firft to 
become ſad, with a ſtaring and wan aſpect, and-in a ſhort time after 
to turn Mad: The Flux of the Hemorrhoides or Menſes being re- 
ſtrained, or malignant Ulcers ſuppreft, diſpoſe towards this Diſeaſe. 
Moreover, thoſe who originally or acquiredly are of an eager Tem- 
perament, an extravagant Behaviour, and an earnett Countenaxce, 
becauſe of being nigh to a nitroſulphureous Diſpofition of the Blood, 
are in danger of falling Mad upon ſome ſtrong evident cauſe. 

3. Venemous Ferments mfinuated into the Blood and nervous Juice, 
as eſpecially from the biting of Animals that are Mad, or by the taking 
of tome venemous thiiigs,are wont to cauſe Madneſs. Concerning the 
reaſon of the tormer,we have cl{ewhere propos'd our Conjectures.Of 
litc a noble Lady, and worthy of Credit, related to me ot her own 
Knowledge,that a certain Gentleman after having eaten at Dinner the 
tender Leaves of M/o/f-bane, in a Sallet with other Herbs, found hin- 
felt ill in the evening, and complaining of a great agitation and rel 
icfnels of his Blood jand Spirits, entreated his Friends that a Chirury 
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geon might be called to open a Vein, and faid that otherwiſe he 
ſhould preſently run mad: which indeed hapned as he ſaid, for, be- 
fore he could be let Blood, falling mad, he dyed within the ſpace of 
twenty tour hours ; which deadly affect hapned fo on a ſudden, in 
as much as the Poyſon did not only pervert both the Blood and a+ 
nimal Spirits as to their Crafis, but by its malign Ferment preſently 
ſubverted them utterly. 

The Reaſon why mad Perſons are bo!d and very confident,ſo that 
they fly no dangers,and ſet upon the moſt difficult of things, is, that 
the animal Spirits being very exorbitant, and vehemently moved, 
both fortifie the Imagination, that no Object ſeems greater or more 
terrible toit than uſual, and 2Ctuate the Pracordia with Vigour, ſo 
that they ſtrongly and ſwiftly convey the Blood,and briskly drive it 
into the utmoit bounds of the Bod y. In this affect the Soul ſtrives 
to outgo, and to ſpring it ſelf as it were beyond the circumference 
of the Body, and ſo making an effort every way, it bears it (cf un- 
daunted againſt any incurhonrs of exteriour things. 

2. The Reaſon why mad Perſons are {trong to a Miracle, is, that 
Particles as it were nitroſulphnreous, or otherwiſe very ſharp, or 
as it were Stygian, are contained in their Blood and nervous Juice, 
whence the animal Spirits excel in a ſtupendous and incredible ela- 
ſtick, or exploſive force, far above the natural. 

3. It is to be obſerved, that mad Perſons are hardly ever wearied, 
for though by raging and ttriving they ſtrongly exerciſe their Limbs 
for many Days and Nights, and in the mean while live without eat- 
ing and ſfl-eping.they (carce at all faulter,nor defift from their ſtrug. 
ling through a failure of Strengthz which doubtleſs fo happens, 
for as much as the animal Spirits, though very movable and elaſtick, 
yet are not volatile and eaſily difſipable, but by reaſon of the ſalie 
Particles deprefs'd from their volatility into a flowing ſtate, and 
being combin'd with the ſulphureous ones, become firm and faxr, 
and therefore hold out very long in their Activity. 

4. Almoſt for the fame Reaion, many Perſons, how much ſcevep 
they ſuffer or are affliCted, are not hurt * but endure Cold, Heat, 
Watchings,Faſtings, Stripes and Wounds, without any ſenfivle dam- 
mage, becauſe the Spirits being, ſt:ong and fixt, do not faulter nor fly 
away, Moreover, the Blood having, got a nit: o ulphureons diſcra'y, 
isincapable of any other change, wherefore, though inſenfivle tranſ- 
piration be ſtopt, and other folemn evacuations are \uppreft, or ſup+- 
plys of the nutritive Juice are deny d, neither a Catarrh, no» Fever, 
nor an Atrophia, or Cacochyiria lightly enfue upon Madnets, for i4 
this aff-&t,though the Particles of the Blood are grown very turgid, 
. yet by realon of the ſtore or Sa't.they do not take to a feverith Flame, 

As to the prognoiiick of Madnets.fince the ff td ace never ob- 
noxious to a Fever,nor to other Diſcaſes beſides, nor are eaftly tart 
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by outward Accidents,it is not a mortal Diſeaſe of it (elf: but is very 
difficult of Cure, becauſe a great alteration is to be made in the 
Blood and Spirsts, and the Dileaſed aic refraCtory to any method of 
Cure, being Enemies both to Phyſicians, aud th.mielves. 

If the Madneſs be 1nveterase or bereditary,or be caus'd by the bite 
of a med Dog, it admits of a perfect Cure with difficulty, or not at 
all, that which is rais'd throiigh tome occaſion, whether it be from 
an evident cauſe alone, or coincs upon a Fever, alſo on which the 
Tech, Small Pox, Hemorrbads, 'of Varsx's happen, is moie eafily 
Cured. 

Thoſe that are obnoxious to this Diſeaſe at times, are very much 
jn danger about the Summer So/ſtice, or in the Dog days 3 alio in great 
changes of the Air, as when long colds or heais are changcd into 
oppoſite conſtitutions of the Heavens. 

Since there are two kinds of Madneſs.to wit, a continual and inter- 
mittent one; the inethod of Curing alſo ought to be twofold, 

I. The Therapeutich method to be uſed in a continue! Mania, ſug- 

eſts to us ebree promary Indications fo vulgarly known : Vig. the 
fog Curatory, which, regarding the Diſeaſe it (elf, endeavouis ti» cor- 
rect or appeaſe the furzes and exorbitancies of the Animal Spurets 1 
The ſecond Preſervatory, which, levelling at the cauſes of the Diſeaſe, 
undertakes to remove or amend the ſharp and nicrofulphureous 
Dyſcrafies of the B/ood and the Nervous Fuzce, and the Stygian diſpo- 
fition, as it were, of the Spiries, The third Vital, which directs ſuch 
a way of Diet and reſumptive nouriſhinent, that both the nutritive 
and vital functions may be able to be carried on and maintained as 
is barely necefſary in this Diſeaſe, : 

The firft Indication, viz. Curatory, requires Diſcipline, viz. threats, 
bindings, or ſtripes, as well as Phyjick; and therefore the mad 
Perſon,being put into a Houle fit for that purpoſe, let him be ſv ma- 
naged both by the Phyſician, and pi udent Attendants, that he be 
Kept in a manner always in his due behaviqur, and in meet geftures 
and motions, either by advice, chiding, or by puniſhmcnts now and 
then inflicted on him ; and indecd there is nothing more efficatious 
or neceflary for curing mad Perſons, than that they always dread 
and ſtand in awe of certain Tortures, as it were; for by this means 
the Corporeal Soul, being ſomewhat depreſt and reſtrained, is forced 
to remit of its haughtineſs and exorbitancy ; and therefore after- 
ward grows mild by degrees, and is reduced to order. Wherefore 
mad men are ſometimes ſooner and more certainly cured by pus 
niſhments and tortures, in a pent up room, than by Phyſick, or 
Medicines. | | 
' But withal, ſuch a courſe of Phyſich alſo ought to be us'd, which 
may reſtrain and bring down the haughtinels of the Corporeal Soul: 
Wherefore in this Diſeaſe Blooding, Vomstoriey and Cathartichs, how 
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ftrong ſoever they are, and given at rovers and boldly, very often 
do good. Which indeed mar feitly appears, becauſe Empyriths, 
only with this kind of Phyfick, together with governance,” and a 
ſevere Diſcipline, often ſucceſsfully cure Mad-mew. Though this 
rough Way of handling, does not ſo well agree with 1'! mad Perſons, 
but chiefly with ſuch as are raviug mad, are often cured by fair 
uſage and gentle M.dicives. 

But in moſt mad Perſons, it is both the common Voice and ge- 
neal P: atice to bleed plentif Ly about the beginning of the Diſeaſe z 
and indeed it will be good now and then to repeat it as far as the 
ſtrength will bear, and ſometimes to perform the operation in the 
Arm, ſometimes in the 7::gular Vin, Forehead, or Foot 3 and fome- 
times to open the H-morrbeid Veſſels by Leeches : For theſe Evacua= 
tions being ſeaſonably made, both the Exorbitaucies of the 5prr:es, 
and the haughtineſs of the Soul are excellently ſuppreft 3 and ike- 
wiſe the Dyicrafies of the Blood are corrected, in regard that a 
new and more mild ſprings up in the place ot that which was taken 
away, being ſharp and corrofave. 

That Vomrs alſo do great good in curing mad Perſons, it is paſt 
even into a Proverb, ſo that all Helebore, nay, all Anticrea is af- 
fign'd to them : After what manner Emerick often do good in Ce- 
phalick Diſeaſes, we have ſhewn before: Q.acks in this caſe giving 
a large Doſe of Sesb1um, though it be raſhly and dangerouſly, yet 
have often ſucceſs, In truth, Chymical things beſt agree here, both 
becauſe they move more powerfully, and becauſe the Diſea.ed may 
be deceived more eafily by them. 

Take Sulphur of Antimony from eight Grains to ten, Cream of Tar- 
tar half a _—_ mix them, by grinding them together, maks a 
Powder, let it be given in a Spoonful of Panads, or F «& muſt be g1- 
ven craftily, and the Perſon not knowing of »t, lex ut be put in —_ 
of white Bread, to be taken in Broth or Milk : Let this Vomitory 
pegs repeated, viz. once within four Days, 

ake Mercurius Vite fix or ſeven Grains, makes a Powder, let it be 

ven after the ſame manner. The Emerick Tartar of Mynhcht, 
ercules, Bovii, and otber various Preparations of Mercury, may be 
given after the ſame manner. Aurum Vii, or the Solar, and alſo 
the Lunar precipitate are- accounted by Chymiſts, ſpecrfick Reme- 
me dies againſt Madneſs, and indeed Mercurital Medscines, in as 
much as they work by Vomie, and S:ege, and often allo by Sweat, 
Urmne, or Salivation, prove egregiouſly beneficial : A coprous Sput- 
ting, and of long continuance, has perfectly cur'd forme mad Perſons. 

StrongPurges(where theStrengith andConſtitution will bear them) 
in as much a> they depreſs the exorbitances of the Blood and Spirits, 
and much evacuate the emunCtories for receiving the Recrements 
of the Blood and neryous Jaice,often give celief allo in this ys 

or 
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For this uſe, Preparations of black Hellebore, as eſpecially its Ex- 
graft, and the Vine of the infufion of its Fibrez,or the Pap of an Apple 
| byyled with the Roors of it flicking un it,are very much commended, 

Take Extraft of black Hellebore, Calamelanos, of each a Scruple ; 
make a Bolw. 

Take Calemelanos a Scruple, Diagridium from twelve Grain ty 
fifteen ; make a Powder. 

Take Confeftio Hamec, or the EleRuary of the Fuice of Roſes fiom 
balf an Ounce to fix Drams ; let it be given in Broth. . 

Take Geron's Decodtjon of Sena,or the Decotion of Epithymum (with 
1wo Drams of the Roots of black Hellebore) fix Ounces ; make 4 Draught, 

Take Pulys Diaſenne two Dram: ; let it be taken in Wney. 

In the mean while that theſe things are done, let the preſervatory 
Indication take care of the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe. Wheretore with 
theſe frequent Purges and Bloodings, let altering Remedies be in- 
terlac'd, for tempering the Blood and nervous Juice, and for redu- 
cing them to their due Crafis ; if haply the Diſeaſed, being obſequi- 
ous and tractable, do not refuſe to take ſuch things methbodically. 

Take cryſtal Mineral, or Nitre excellently purified two Ounces,Pearl 
powdred two Drape Cp two Drams and a half,Campbire half 
a Scruple ;, let them all be ground into a ſubtle Powder ; let two Dram; 
of this be put in a Glaſ3-botrle bolding a Quart, with Fountain-water, 
or ſmall or mild Beer for ordinary Drink,which may be given at pleaſure. 

Let boyling Whey be poured to the Flowers of Violets or Nympbea, af- 
ter anunfuſion for two bours,let it be drank of plentifully: ſpaw-warters al. 
fo drank regularly and in a plentiful manner are r for mad Perſons. 

Take freſh and tender tops of Borrage and Budioſ.of each four Hand- 
fuls three maſh'd Shore-ſtart Apples,Sal Prunella two Drams, Sug ar half 
an Ounce, being bruiſed together, pour to them three Pounds of Foun- 
rain-water, expreſs it ſtrongly ; let half a Pound bs taken thrice a Day, 
or oftner. 

Take Conſerve of the Flowers of Borrage and Violets of each three 
Drams, Confeftion of Hyacinth, Alkermes, of each two Dram, Coral 
prepared 4 Dram and 4 balf, Pearl powdred a Dram, Salt of Coral a 
Dram, Syrup of red Poppies what lufces; make an Eleftuary, where- 
fore let two Drams be taken twice or thrice a Day, drinking after it 
of the following Liquor four Qunces. 

Take Water of Nymphea, Borrage, Bugloſs, black Cherries, of each 
four Ounces, of red Poppres fix Ounces, red Roſe-water two O-mcez, 
Camphire tied m a Nodulus and hung in 4 Glaſs bilf a Dram, Syrup 
of Coral an Ounce and a balf ; mix them, make a Fulep. 

Take the yellow Flowers of «a Willow what ſuffices, diſtil them with 
common Organs, repeat the Diſtillation, pourmg tbe Water on freſh 
Flowers by three Cobobations, ltt it be given to four O:mces twice or 
thrice a Day, ſweerning it with Syrup of Nymphea.

Take Leaves of the Willow, Meadow-ſweet, Burnet, Borrage, Balm, of 
each fix Handfuls, Flowers of Nymphea, tops of St. John's-wort, of each 
four Handfuls, C amphire powdred three Drams, all being /lic'd together, 
pour to 'em of freſh Milk eh Pounds, diftil it with common Organs, 

Let Sheeps Bram be diſtilled with Milk, and let the Water be gi- 
ven to three or four Ounces, thrice a day. 

Moreover, let ſpecifick Remedies be applyed to uſe, of which 
kind ehe Decoftion of Pimpernell with a ar Flower u famous, alſo 
the tops of St. John's-wort, and other Decoftions, Opiates, and Pow» 
ders againſt Madneſs, well known by all famous Empricks. 

Az to the cure of Madneſs,caw'd by tbo biting of venemows or mad Ani- 


"mals, fince it isin a manner only Empirial, and vulgarly knows, there 


is no need for us to Diſcourſe of it in this place, we having alſo pro- 
pos'd our ConjeCtures concerning it elſewhere : Again, the Deco&ion 
or infuſion of Apples extber crude or boyled in fountain Water, the Li 
Tea, Emutfions, with many other things, forms of which we have gi- 
ven in the cure of Melancholy, are proper in this caſe. 

Moreover, many other helps beſides Blooding are wont to be af- 
forded from Chirurgery for curing this Diſeaſe : Cupping-glaſſes, with 
a Scarsfication often do good ; Veſicatories, Cauteries, foth aQtual 
and potential, are commended by many. Some commend Mte- 
riotomy, others Trepanning, arid others Salzvation:; But thele kinds 
of adminiſtrations, beſides that they are of a doubtful effect, cannot 
eaſily, and ſcarce with ſafety come in praQice, by reaſon of the 
intelectable diſpoſition of the Diſecaſed, Wherefore it would be 
ſuperfluous here to enquire into the reaſons of the relicf or cure to 
be expedtcd from thole things. It is good ſometimes, the Head 
being ſhav'd, to apply the warm Lungs of a Lamb or Sheep, and 
other fomentations to the Sinciput, and now and then to change 
them. But theſe Epitbemes, alſo, in regard they cannot be metha- 
dically applicd and repeated to the Diſeaſed, who admit them with 
reluctancy, often do more hurt than good. 

30. The Vital Indication direCts how mad perſons ought to be hand- 
led, as tO their Government, Diet and Sleep, In this Diſeaſe, other- 
Wiſe than in many others, there is no need of reſtoring : For neither 
ought the /trengeh to be reſtor'd with Reſumpeives, nor the Spirits 
with Cord:als; but on the contrary, a ſupprefſion, or as it weie, a 
certain extinCtion is to be us'd to both, being too exorbitant of 
themſelves, reſembling a flame, as it were, burning above meaſure : 
Therefore let the Dies be thin and not delicate, the Cloathing courſe, 
the lodging haid, the dealing with them ſevere and rigid. But Slcep, 
becauſe it is very neceſſary, if it be wholly wanting, ought ſometim-s 
to be caus'd by giving Remedies; for which end, the Hypnorich Me- 
dictnes preicrib'd before for Melancholy, are proper allo in this Di- 
ſcaſc, thole who have an inveterate habitual Madnels are ſeldom put 
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to a Phyſical cure, but being committed to Hoſpitals for mad Per- 
ſons, by the ordinary diſcipline of that Place, cither return at length 
to themſelves, or are kept there from doing hurt to themſelves or 


It is not needful to illuſtrate the nature of this Diſeaſe with Hiſto- 
ries and Examples, and to (et forth many Types of it ; but rather 
addreſs your (elves to the Hoſpitals of mad People, where, not with- 
out a great admiration, you may behold asit were a New, and Mon- 
ftrous Generation of Men, viz. contrary to ſuch as are rational, and 
as it were our Antipodes z who, if they could all be gathered to. 
gether into one place, and all the Fools and ſenſeleſs Perſons be 
joyned with them, I know not whether they would not make an 
equal divifion of the whole Earth with the ſober and prudent. 

So far of the cure of a continual Madneſs. But the intermittent 
has perfectly lucid intervals, in which the Diſeaſed return to a ſound 
Mind, or the Fury only ceaſes, the Delirium ftill remaining, fo that 
the aff:Red become gentle and tractable : Yet continuing {till to 
err as to their Imagination and Judgment, they fpeak and do a 
great many abſurd or incongruous things, and afterward become 
mad again at times. 

The remedy of both theſe affects as to the curatory Indication, is 
the ſame as in a continual Madneſs, that it will not be needfal to ſet 
down here any other Method or Medicines:But as to what regards the 
Prophylaxis, or prefervatory Indication, to wit, whereby the way of 
curing to be uſed out of the Fits for preventing or lefſening them is 
order'd, in which the Fury only intermits, the Delirium remaining, 
the very ſame Phyfical Method and Remedies, which we have pre- 
{cribed for removing the Procatarxis of Mclancholy are proper. 

In a Madneſs which intermits perfectly, as to all ſymptom; at the 
moſt fit ſeaſons, to wit, Spring and Fall, folemn courſes of Phyſick 
ought to be entred upon ; and alſo there is always need of a care 
and governance of the Diſeaſed ; both that as to his Diet, and way 
of Life, he be kept always in an even and moderate Temper ; and 
that as ſoon as the figns of an imminent Fit appear, Blooding and 
Purging being preſently uſed, its acceſs be kept off. 

acretore, at the approach of the Equinoxes, let Blood be drawn 
from the Arm,and then after ſeven, or eight days from the Hemorr- 
hoid Veins by Leeches:Let Purges and Vomits by due intervals be gi- 
ven twice or thrice : Moreover, on intermitting days, let altering Re- 
medies be orderly taken at Phyſical hours:forms of theſe aredeliver'd 
both in this Chapter,and in the toregoing for the cure of Melancholy: 
Let the Diet be thin and of good digeftion z as to Sleep, Motion, and 
other non-natural things Jet all be moderate: If at any time a Perſon 
ſeems to be threatned with an acceſs of Madneſs,couftantly before the 
Summer-ſolftice,let Blooding with Vomiting and athin —_ 2

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CHAP. I X 


Infruftions and Preſcripts for the C are of Stupidity 
or . Folly. 


Tupidity or Folly, though it chiefly belongs to the rational Soub 
» and fignifics the defect of the Underftanding and Judgment» 
nevertheleſs it is not improperly placed among the Diſeaſes of the 
Head, or of the Brain ; to wit, inaſmuch as that Eclipie of the 
ſuperiour Soul proceeds from the Imagination and Memory in« 
jured 5 and the failings of thoſe depend on the Faults of the ani» 
mal Spitits and of the Brain it (elf. 

1. As to the animal Spirits, how they ought to be qualified of 
their proper and genuine Nature, and What tney are by reaſon of a 
preternatural Diſpoſition in the Phrenſy, Melancholy, and Madnefs, 
we have ſufficiently declared ; but befides, ſometimes the animal Spis« 
tits being in a manner deſtitute of ative Particles,become;as it were, 
dead and effzte, to wit, whereas the ſpiritous Particles ought to pre« 
dominate and gather to them the ſaline volatiz'd ; in a Stupidity as 
wellboth the'e as the ſulptureous,being too much depres'd.are almuft 
drown'd and overwhelm'd in ſuch as are watery and earthy. 

2. As to the Fault of the Brain,firit,it's a vvIgar Obſervation that 
the Wit and towardl; Diſpoktion depends ſomewhat on the great» 
neſs and figure of the Head,and conſequently of i:s Brain ; for as to 
its bulk, it is a Proverb, that coo little or to00 much Brain argues Fol- 
h: And though this does not always happen 10, yet it does frequent= 
ly, the reaſon of which is, that in a little Brain only a few Spirits 
xe engendred and exerciſed : And a great Brain, confifting for the 
moſt part of a courſe texture, is not fit for any acuteneſs of Wit. 

Secondly, the genuine and beft figure of the Brain ought to be 
globous, to wit, for this end, that the Spirits may be diffus'd with 
an even efflux from the midft of it on every fide to its circumfe= 
rence, and may be thence retorted everywhere with equal Angles 
of Reflexions ; but thoſe who have a flat Head, or too copped, or 
otherwiſe diſproportionate, for the moft part have ſome notable 
failing in the animal Faculty. 

3- The Subftance of the Brain ought to be well tempered and of 
a laudable texture, nor only as to the qualities of Heat and Cold, 
Drought and Moifturez but its Conftitution ſhould be ſubtle and a- 
creal, conſiſting of a plenty of volatile Salt and Spirit, with a mo- 
derate proportion of the other things, that the Spirits may readily 
paſs the whole,and frame Tracts tor themſelves;and withal it ſhould 
be indifferently firm and compact, that the Tracts and Patlages 


may remain when made, nor preſently be defac'd by the ſubſiding 
Si1 Parts, 
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Parts too tender. But in Perſons th:t are ſtupid we may imagine 
ſometimes an exceſs of ſome manifeſt quality in the Brain, as 
chicfly of moiſture and cold ; for which reaſon Children and aged 
Perſons are often wont to be affected with a Dulnefs of the Senies ; 
ſometimes a Texture too groſs and earthy, fo that the Spirits can- 
not eafily irradiate it, or make Tracts for themſelves. To this 
groſs Texture of the Brain ſome, born of Ruſticks, are frequently 
obnoxious, ſo that in ſome Families, looking back upon many 
Generations, you will ſcarce fiad one wiſe or witty Man. 

4. Sometimes the evil conformation of the Brain as to its Pores 
and Paſſages, acquired by reaſon of ſome Diſorders, is the cauſe 
that the animal FunCtion is not duely performed : For ſometime; 
theſe Pores are either wanting, or perverted, that the animal $pi- 
rits cannot duely operate, 

So far of the conjun Cauſes of Folly,as to the procatarQick and 
evident Cauſ-s,there are many occaſions by reaſon of which the fore- 
ſaid blemiſhes are bronght on the Brain or Spirits,or both of them, 
For firft, Stupidity is ſometimes originary, or born with a Man; 
and fo either it is hereditary, as when Fools beget Fools,the ſameef- 
fxte Particles concurring to frame the animal Organs in the Son 
which were in the Father; or the connate Stupidity is accidental.,as 
it were,to wit, it frequently happens that wiſe and mighty ingenioug 
Men beget meer Sots,which ſometimes fo falls out for theſe reaſons, 
either that the Parents ſpend their Spirits in ftudy and too much 
thinking,or weaken and enervate the Body through Intemperance, 
Luxury,and ill Living: Whereas we (ce in other Animals,as in a good 
breed of Horſes and Cocks, that their Young-ones do certainly parrt- 
are, {0 that preſently they are fold at a great rate, their Vertues, 
m regard they are not broken by a diſorderly and preternatural 

way of living, deſcending in a bong (eries to their polterity, 

Secondly, there are many evident Cauſes, by which Stupidity is 
bronght on ſuch as are originally found : Some at firit being witty 
and ingenious, in their dechning years grow dull and doltiſh ; on 
the contrary, ſome at fir{t bing dull and incapable of Learning, az 
they grow further in years, brcome ve:y witty, 

Thirdly, fometimes a great Wound, or concuſſton of the Head, 
eſpecially which happens by falling headlong from an high place, 
brings a prejudice and weakneſs to the animal Faculty, duliing the. 
Underſtanding 

Fourthly, frequent Drunkenneſs and Sui feiting, eſpecially if Men 
ſleep prelently on eating and drinking, very much weaken the 
Underftandings of ſome, and impair the ufe of Realon; as a fre- 
quent uſe of Oprats has ſhrewdly blunted the edge of the Under- 
ſtarding of others. 

Fi{thly, violent and ſudden Paſſions, ſuck chiefly as an excee(- 
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ing great terrour coming unawares, or an extream ſadneſs, hav© 
'rendred (ome doltiſh. 

Sixthly, We may obſerve, that ſome Men by reaſon of great Dit- 
eaſes of the Brain have turn'd Fools: This frequently happens in a 
ſevere and long continued Epilepſy 3 inaſmuch as this Aﬀect poſleſ- 
fing the Meditultia of the Brain, perverts, and fo ſtuff; with Feculen- 
cies, and fills all the Pores and Paſſages by reaſon of the Spirits there 
frequently and vehemently exploded, that the Tracts of the Spirits 
being cloſe ſhut, the Acts of the inward Senſes and Motions are hin- 
dred: Moreover, I have obſerved Stupidity to accompany and pre- 
cede the Palſy in many, to wit, the ſame matter which in the Corp 
Striatum brings a Reſolution, ng gathered together in the Corpue 
Calleſum,iſit does not bring an Apoplexy or Carus, often cauſes Folly, 

There are many differences of this Diſeaſe, and firft, we uſe to di- 
ſtinguiſh betwixt Folly and Stupidity ; that thoſe who are affcted 
with the former,apprehend fimple things well and quick enough,and 
keep them faft in Memory,but for want of Judgement ill compound 
or divie Notions,and far worſe infer one thing from another : More- 
over, by fooling, and doing, and ſpeaking a great many things un- 
happily or ridiculouſly, they move Laughter in the ftanders by : On 
fhe contrary, thoſe that are ſtupid by reaſon of the defects of the I- 
magination, Memory, and Judgement, neither apprehend well, nor 
nimbly, nor argue well: Moreover, they do not behave themſelves as 
the former, in making Sports and Geftures, but blockiſhly and un- 
featly, and, as it were, like Apes, and conſequently the kmplicity 
of theſe is more, who ſo carry their Diſeaſe in their Countenance 
and Geſture, In Folly, it ſeems that the animal Spirits being ſome- 
what nimble, but unftedfaft, and having ouly ſhort and oblique 
Tracts, do not paſs the Brain with an even and conftant irradiati- 
on, but making excurſions this way and that,after a deſultory man- 
ner, exerciſe only flight or ridiculous Acts of animal Functions : But 
in Stupidity, the Spirits of their own Nature being dull and gbtuſe, 
and refiding in a groſs and unpervyious Brain, are not able to exert 
themſelves tor duly performing the Offices of the animal Oeconomy, 

There are many degrees of Stupidity, for ſome Perſons are ac- 
counted u;fit as to the comprehenſion of all things, others only as 
to ſome : Some being wholly unfit for Learning, and the liberal 
Sciences, are apt enough to mechanical Arts : Others, though in- 
capable of both theſe, yet readily compicheud Agriculture, and 
Country Afﬀairs : Others, being incapable in a manner of a!l buſi- 
neſs, can be taught only thoſe things that regacd eating and drink 
ing, and the common way of living, others being meer Dalts, ſcarce 
underſtand any thing at all, or do any thing with Knowledze. 

As to the Prognoftick, Stupidity contracted by Birth, or here- 
ditary, or hapning through ſome unknown Caulea, if it continues 
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to the time of Puberty, is ſcarce ever cur'd : Though ſometimes it 
happens that little Children, at firft dull, and almoſt ſenſeleſs, when 
the Craſes of the Brain and Spirits come afterward to a maturation, 
become ingenious, and apt enough to learn. 

The Diſeaſe raiſed through ſome ſole evident Cauſe, as by a hurt 
of the Head, or a violent Paſſion, allo hapning upon an inveterate 
Epilepſy, if it perſeveres ſome time, is afterward incurable. 

That, which enſuing npon other ſleepy Aﬀects, depends chiefly 
on the hurt of the Memory, ſometimes thoſe Aﬀects being cured,va- 
niſhes of its own accord : If at any time therefore in theſe Caſes the 
Cure of Stupidity is ordered, in a manner the ſame Method of Heal- 
ing and Remedies which we have preſcribed for the preſerratory 
Indication of the Lethargy will be proper here : Whereof the chief 
Intents mutt be, that the animal Spirits being tree trom any Dead- 
neſs and Stupefaction, make Pores and Paflages within the tranſ- 
lacid Brain, and duely expand themſelves in them. 

Sometimes a Fever has cur'd fome Fools and ttupid Perſons, and 
has rendred them more acute : Huartw relates, that a certain Fool 
in the Court of Corduba, being affected with a malignant Fever, ar- 
riv'd in the height of the Diſeaſe to fo great an acuteneſs of Judg- 
ment and Diſcretion, that he put the whole Court in Admiration, 
and for the whole remainder of his Life continued a very prudent 
Perſon: And we have known a certain Perſon of a dull, and indeed 
Betian Underſtanding, who raving in a Fever, was very quick at 
breaking ſmart Jefts, and ſeaſon'd with much Salt : The reaſon of 
which things ſeems to be, that the febrile Heat ſometimes rarefies 
and diſperſes the miſt inveſting the Brain. 

Therefore, as to the cure of this Diſeaſe, Stupidity, whether in- 
nate, or acquir'd / if it be not a plain Senſeleſneſs, and Doltiſhnel 
incapable of all Erudition ) though it be not uſually cur'd, yet it is 
wont to be amended. Wherefore the Cares both of a Phyſician and 
Tutor muft be us'd for poliſhing ſomewhat the Underftanding of 
ſuch as are ſo affected,and that being brought to the uſe of, at leaſt, 
ſome little Reaſon, they may be exempted from the rank of Brutes, 

For this end, becauſe Bards, or fi:ch as are very blockiſh, learn 
not the Notions of things more readily than Children their A. B. C. 
therefore they are to be inftructed in all things by an affiduous and 
very diligent Maſter, and the ſame things are to be incultated again 
and again : For by this means the Spirits, though dull and torpid, 
will in ome meaſure be actuated by perpetual Excreiſe;z and being 
continually ſtirred up, will make at length for their Expanſion ſome 
Tracts or Paſſages, though imperfect, in the Brain,how groſs ſo- 
ever. For the better and more eaſy eff-ting of theſe things, 
phyſical Remedie? alſo ought to be given for purifying and volati- 
zing the Blood and neryous Liquor, together with the anlenal 
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Spirits 3 and alſo for clarifying the Brain, and rendring it, as it 
were, diaphanous. 

For purifying the Blood, let a gentle Purge ſometimes, and let- 
ting Blood in a ſmall quantity, if the Strength will bear it, frequent- 
ly be uſed ; for the {ame purpoſe, and likewiſe for deriving Fzcu- 
teacies from the Brain, Ifſnes are proper in the Arm, or in — 
or together in both : In groſs Bodies, and fuch as have a moi 
Brain, it is good ſometimes to cut two by the Shoulder-blades, 
Moreover, it is on this account that ſome mightily extol trepan- 
ning, ( to wit, whereby the Brain may tranſpire and evaporate the 
more freely ) let the Diet be light and attenuating, the Habitation 
in a free and dry Air; the Sleep moderate. 

After that theſe things have been uſed for ſome time, and in a 
ſolemn manner,ifthere be found no change,it will be in vain to wafte 
any more phyfical Oyl and Labourzbut if after the uſe of thoſe things, 
figns of benefit, or ſome hope appear, ſometimes it ſcems proper 
to add altering Remedies, to be taken daily at phyfical Hours for a 
long time : Forms of theſe may be taken trom our curatory part of 
Phyfick, before delivered, for removing the Procatarxis of moſt ce- 
phalick Diſeaſes : Moreover, I have thought good to add here, be- 
des ſome Magiftral Receipts which particularly regard this caſe. 

Take Spirit of Armontach ſuccinated fax Drams, give from fifteen 
Drops to twenty in the Evening, and early in the Morning in three 
$poonfuls of the following diſtilled Water, drinlung after it ſeven 
Spoorfuls of the ſame. 

Take freſh Leaves of Mifiletoe growing on Apple-trees fix Handfuls, 
Sage,Roſemary Savory /ild-time,Calamint, Penny-rojal,Marjoram, the 
greater Rocher, of each four Handfuls, Roots of Angelica, Maſterwore, of 
each ſix Ounces, Jedoary,the leſſer Galingal.Calamws Aromaticus Win- 
ters-bark of each rwo Ounces; Cloves,Nutmegs, Mace,Cinnamon,Gin- 
ger,of each an Ounce; Cubebs, Cardamums, Grains of Paradiſe of each 

fix Dram; all being ſlic'd ſmall and bruiſed, pour to.them of the beſt Ca- 

nary wine twelve Pounds ; let them digeſt cold and in a cloſe Veſſel for 
three Days, then difti/ them according to Art; let the whole Liquor be 
mixt, and ſweeten it with Sugar as you uſe 1t;, the Doſe 14 two or 
three Ounces. ; 
'  Aﬀter the uſe of Spirie of Armontach for fifteen or twenty Days, 
let other Medicines have their turns for about the ſame ſpace of time, 
ſuch as are the Sprries of Soot, Harts-horn, Man's Scull, the TinAlure 
of Coral, Antimony, Caſtoreum, Amber, Quercictan's E'sxir of Life, 
Elixir Proprietatss, Spirit of Lavender, &c. Or , 

Take Conſerve of the Flowers of Lillies of the Valley ſix Ounces, Rovts 
of Aromatick-reed preſerv'd fix Drams, Ginger condited un the Indies, 
Nutmezs condited of each half an Ounce, Species Diambre two Drams, 
Lignum Aloes, yellow Saunders, Roots of choice Fedeary, Cubcbs, Ja- 
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maica Pepper of each a Dram and balf, Coral prepar'd two Drams, $1. 
rup of che Preſerve of Ginger what ſuffices; maks an Elefuary; the Doſe 
is two Drams Morning and Evening, drinking after it three Ounces 
of the diſti'lld Water. | X 

Let thoſe, whoſe Brains abound with two much moiſture, drink 
every Morning a Dre:gbt of Coffee with the Leaves of Sage farſt boyled 
5 5t; to thoſe whoſe animal Spirits are effzte and depauperated, 
the drink of Chocolate, ſuch as before deicrib'd, ſeems profitable, 
For ordinary Drinx prepare (mall Ale, or Beer, and in a Veſſel of 
three or four Gallons, let the following Bag be put after it has 
wrought. Take Leaves of Salvia acuta dryd four Hmadfuls, Cubebs an 
Ounce,Cloves,Nutmegs, bring flic'd and Bruis'd, mix them according 
80 Ave. 

Outward Applications have place here, of which kind are, a C- 
dba, or Cap, Plaifters, and Liniments, and ſometimes let theſe, 
.fometimes thoſe, or the others be us'd. 

Take Flowersof Lillies of the Valley, Roſemary, and Stachas, of each 
a Handful, Celtick:ſpiks two Drams, Roots of Cyprus, the leſſer Galin- 

al, Florentine Orrs, of each three Drams, Labdanum, Benzoin, Bal- 
yn of Tolu, Amber, of each two Drams, Nutmegs, Clover, Mace, Cin- 
namon , of each a Dram and a balf, make of all a ſubtle Powder, 
and ſew it into a Cap interlacing it with Cotton. 

Take of the Plaiſter calf d Flos Unguentorum two Ounces, Tachama- 
hacha, Ceranna, Balſam of Tolu, of each three Drams, Powder of 
Amber, and Myrrb, of each two Drams, Cloves, Nutmegs, Mace, of 
each a Dram ; being melted together, let them be made into a Maſs, 
of which let a Plaifter be made, to be ſpread on Leather, and to be ap+ 
Ply'd to the Head ſhav'd. 

Take Oyl of Palm balf an Ounce, Oleum Capivii three Drams, Bal- 
fam of Peru a Dram, Oyl of Nutmegs by expreſſion two Dram, Ol of 
Amber balf a Dram; make a Linaments for the Head. 

I could add here many other Medicines and Ways of Adminiftra- 
tiong,but let theſe ſuffice in a Caſe almoft deſperate,where moſt com- 
monly no Remedies do-good, and the Cure is never perfected. 


CHAP. XIII. 
Inflruitions and Preſcrips for curing the Gout, 


A Mons the Diſeaſes of the H:ad and gemu N-rvoſum, we juſtly 
rank alſo certain Aﬀects which are wont chiefly to infeſt the 
Feet and B-ly, to wit, the G2ut and Colick, For we may conclude 
fron the primary Symytom, viz. Pain, that the Seats of both are in 
the neryous Parts. I ſhall ſpeak in the firſt place of the _— 
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The Gout moſt commonly is wont to ariſe about the Internodie 

of the Bones of the Feet ; though often it happens in the Foxnts of 

the Hip, Knee, Eibow, Shoulder, rift, Ancle, and of other Parts, 

The F:t5of this Aﬀet#( which in a manner is always intermittent } 
either ſeize at random, or per:odicaly ; which ending ſometimes ſoon- 
er, (ometimes later, good lucid Intervals enſue; preſently, upon the 
ficſt invaſion, Pains for the moſt part ariſe without any ſwelling ; 
though afterward, about the height of the Diſeaſe, the Part affected 
often (wells; the Pains about the beginning ſcarce yield to'any Reme« 
dies;but are wont to be very much exaſperated by Catharticks, and 
not preſently to be driven away,or afſwag'd by Topicks;the Fits moſt 
commonly ſeize on a ſudden, and withont a previous affect, t 
ſometimes it has a fore-running efferveſcence in the Blood, or a little 
Fever. The Diſpoſition to this Diſeaſe ſometimes is Hereditary,ſome« 
times acquir'd through an ill Diet : the Occafions or Cauſes, which 
ling wont to aRtuate the Diſpoſition, raiſe the Arthritick Pains, are 
. ſome violent alterations,or Patſions inflicted on the Humors and Spis« 
rits. Hence Surfeiting, immoderate drinking, eipecially of acid and 
thingFines, Tranſpiration letted, Anger, immoderate Vene:y, Sad» 
neſs.+co the Revolutions and great Changes of the Year and Air,eve- 
ry whyge bring Fits of this Dileaſe : thoſe that are obnoxious to this, 
are alſcgin danger of being ſometimes troubled with the S:one or Gra- 
vl in the K:dne)s, and on the contrary : moreover, the Gove increa= 
king, gathers together every where about its chief Seats, to wit, the 
Joynts, a calculons matter, and there raiſes a topbous maſs. 

The Parts affeted, upon the twitching of whoſe Fibres, the Paing 
are raiſed, for the molt part are the Perzeſtia, or the Membranes co 
rering the heads of the Bones, alſo the Teadons, and haply the Liga- 
ments there plac'd; but fance the Pain in thoſe Parts depends wholly 
on the ſolution of contiauity, and this proceeds from a certain mat- 
ter ſticking in, or lying on thoſe Bodies we muft enquire, firft, of 
what kind that morbifick matter is ; ſecondly, whence it is brought 
thither, and thirdly, after what manner, by (olving unity in them, 
it cauſes ſuch periodical Fits of the Gout. 

As to the morb:fick matter, it ſeems in the fi: ſt place that it is nei- 
ther the Blood nor the nervous Juice by themſelves ; nor alſo one fin- 
gle Humour depos'd by either of them, but that in the chief Seat of 
this Diſeaſe many fermentative Juices, and not eafi'y miſcible, 
meet ; and then that from their conteſt and cfterveſcency painful 
twitchings of the nervous Fibres ariſe. 

Therefore a faline or tartarous matter,depos'd from the arterious 
Blood about the ſpaces betwixt the Bowels,jis as it were the feminine 
Seed of this Diſcale ; which neverthele(s, thuugh heap'd together in 
a great plenty, is wholly unfruitful of it (elf, till the nervous Liquor 
growing turgid,ſends acetous Recrements, taliing trom it, to the (eat 
Ot 
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of the former, which,as the maſculine Secd, preſently renders the other 
prolifick : for, in as much as thoſe two particles, which are of a dif- 
fering ſtate and origine, meet, and mutually conteſt, they twitch 
the Fibres of the Membranes and Tendons, and fo cauſe the Fit of 
the Gout, the appcafing of which depends wholly on the mutual 
ſabduing and diffipation of the ſharp Particles of both kinds. 

As to the evident cauſes for which the nutritive Liquor, brought 
from the Blood to the Joynts,is too much ſtored with a faxt Salt,and 
by reaſon of which theſe Parts beconge over-ready and eafie to re- 
ceive what is diſproportion'd to them, in regard they are various 
and manifold, we ſhall here briefly touch the chief of them. 

1. And ficft, an hereditary diſpoſition is wont to produce both 
the failures : for Gouty Perſons for the moſt part engender Gouty 
Children ; and this Diſeaſe, deſcending from Parents to Children, is 
wont to have in both not only the like fruit,and to be brought to a 
ripeneſs about the ſame terms of Age ; but for the moſt part it fixes 
its fiſt roots in the ſame members, and every where obſerves the 
like progre(s. 

2. But nevertheleſs,the Artbrirical diſpoſition, without an inal 
taint, is often cauſed by reaſon of an ill Dict, and errours in & fix 
non-natural things; for thoſe who being given to fealting an} /good 
fcllowſhip, delight themſelves in Eating and Drinking much,/nd dif- 
orderly, and eſpecially if they feed on ſalt and ſumptuous proviſions, 
and drink Wine plentifully, eafily contract this Diſeaſe. For by this 
means none but an indigeſted Chyle, and ſuch as is endowed with 
wild and unmeet Particles is prepared in the V/;ſcers ; moreover, 
after much drinking of Wine, Salt dregs and heterogeneous filth, 
which otherwiſe would ftay in the firft pafſag:-s, being too much 
exalted, are conveyed into the Blood: To which irregularities in 
Diet, if a ſedentary Life, Idleneſs, and much fleeping are joyned, io 
that neither the ſupecfluities exhale, nor the faline Impurities are 
blown off by exerciſe that they do not ſubfide about the Joints ; 
certainly a great ſtore of this Alchalsſate ſeed will be ſown for produ- 
cing this Diſeaſe of the Fonts. 

The weaknels and Arthritick diſpchtion of the Joints is not only 
hereditary, but is frequently cauſed on (everal occafions; the falling 
down of the morbifick matter often brings it : for if by chance it 
h ippens that the fartt fit of the Gout be in this or that Pait, the pec- 
cat humour will afterward more readily fall on that member; and in 
a ſhort time will make there, as it were, its neft, where it will con- 
tinually lodge its brood : Moreover, ſolution of Continuity allo, or 
a1 injury hapning to ſome Joint by cold or moilture, a wound or 
luxation often cauſe a Gouty diſpoftion. 

The evident Cauſes, which in reſpect of the Nervous Liquor, 
cauſe Fits of the Go, either pervert the particles and Portions 
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into an acetous nature, or being before degenerated, ſtir them to 


fluxions. 

1,Many acid Liquors,and many ſmall Wines ought to be avoided, 
and experience teaches us, that Cyder and ftale Beer ought of all 
things to be ſhun'd by Arthritical perſons,jfor thoſe kinds of Drinks 
do not only bring into a& the latent cauſe of the Diſeaſe, but by fil- 
ling the Brain and Nerves with a great many acetous Particles, they 
contribute to its fuel, and encreaſe the morbifick Matter. 

2. Immoderate or unſcaſonable exerciſe of the Body , violent 
Paffions, immoderate Venery, and a diſorderly Diet, and likewiſe 
whatſoever thipgs greatly trouble or exagitate the Spirits and Hu- 
mors, and conſequently raiſe fluxions of the nervous Juice, or of 
its Recrements cauſe Arthritick pains. 

3. Solemn Evacuations ſuppreſt, alſo an admittance of cold and 
moifture, foraſmuch as by this means the Blood, and conſequently 
the nervous Liquor fall into eff-rveſcencies and fluxions, bring fits 
of that Diſeaſe. 

4 For the ſame reaſon changes of the Heavens,and of the Air,alfo 
the revolutions of theYear are wont to bring pains of the Gout, that 
itis become a Proverb,that Gouty perſons carry their Almanack in theiy 
Bmes, and from their pains draw moſt certain Prognofticks of the 
Seaſons ; for as often as a moitt conftitution of the Year, and South, 
or North Winds, or Snows are at hand, they are wont to predict 
thoſe things from the acceſſes of their pains. Moreover, at each 
Quarter of the Year, eſpecially Spring and Fall, they are more ſorely 
tormented ; wherefore the _—_—_— are always religiouſly obſerv'd 
by them: The reaſon of theſe things partly confifts in this, that in- 
ſenfible tranſpiration is variouſly altered, by reaſon of the changes 
of the Air, and of the Year ; for which reaſon, the Effluvia, which 
were wont to tran(pire, being reſtrain'd, ferment the Blood and 
nervous Humor, and cafily ſtir them to Arthritick fluxions. More- 
over the Humors of our Bodies, as the Juices of Vegitables, and 
other natural and artificial Liquors, diverſly ferment according to 
the changes of the Seaſons, and fall into various ſtates, ſometimes 
of fixation, ſometimes of volatility, ſometimes of flowing. 

The chief diff-rences of this Diſeaſe are taken from the places af- 
fected, and therefore they are made, as it were, the diſtinct ſpecies 
of the ſame, to wit, the Hand Gout, the Hip Gout, the Knee 
Gout, the Foot Gout : M-an while, pains uſually rais'd in any other 
Members, go by the common name of the Gout : Whether the 
Tooth-ach, the pain in the Loins, and pains of other Parts ought 
to be referred to this, I have not now leiſure to enquire. 

A long continued Gout very often joyns to it a Scurvy, and (ome 
Scorbutick affc&s ſo plainly counterfeit the Gout, that they caunot 
eafily be diftinguiſh'd : The reaſon of the former is both a-like Dy/+ 
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crafy of the Blood, in both affects depending on the fixt Salt ; and 
likewiſe that the Scorbutical diſpoſition eatily comes upon Gouty 
perſons; for that keeping long to their Bed or a Chair, they uſe no 
exerciſe. Secondly, the Scorbutick affects which imitate the Gout, 
are a Rheumatiſm, and the Ar:hriew vaga Scorbutica, concerning 
which we have written in our Tract of the Scurvy. 

The Gout has fo near a relation to the Stone in-the Reins, that 
both affects, as though they were of the ſame Origine, moſt com- 
monly concur : For ſcarce any Perſon is troubled with that Diſeaſe, 
but he is found obnoxious to this ; Moreover, an inveterate Gout is 
wont to cauſe ftrong concretions in the Joynts, ſuch as the Ne- 
phritick Diſeaſe in the Reins : Hence I thiok jt very likely, that the 
ach in the Reins ariſes from a-!'ike, or wholly the ſame cauſe which 
we hare aflign'd for the Gout ; to wit, that the Sa/4n0 fixt Matter 
depos'd by the Blood in the Reins, ferments with the acid Humor, 
often ſent thither by the Nervous Ductus's; and that therefore Ne- 
phritick Pains are frequently cauſed ; and that afterward, the Stone 
is form'd by both matters coagulated after fermenting. 

As to the Prognoftick of the Gout, every Man knows it to be a Di- 
ſeaſe that ſafe enough ; but extreamly difficult to be cur'd. 1. Asto 
the former, this Diſeaſe is not only void of danger as to it (elf, but is 
a prevention againſt moſt other Diſeaſes:For Gouty perſons by reaſon 
of a (aline-fixt Diſcraſy of the Blood are not obnoxious to Fevers: 
Moreover, they live for the moſt part free from other affects of the 
Head orViſcera,in as much as the Recrements both of the Blood and 
Nervous Juice are continually depos'd in the Joynts. 2. But as to the 
way of its cure.it is ſo difficult, that for the remoyal of the Procatarxis 
of the Diſeaſe there is requir'd both a moſt perfect amendment of the 
two Humors, v:z. of the Blood and Nervous Juice, to wit, that they 
engender not any Saline-fixt, or acid Particles, and likewiſe a Reſti- 
tution of the weakned Joynts ( neither of which can ever eakily be 
done) to which may be added, that the conjunct cauſe of this Diſeaſe 
lies in parts very remote, where the Vertues of no Medicine reach. 

Sometimes it happens by reaſon of the fluxions of the Arthritick 
Matter, being ſuppreft or ſtruck back, that one while gripes of the 
Belly or Viſcera of the Abdomen, another while a Dyſpn#a, Aſthma, 
or other affects of the Breaſt, and ſometimes alſo that the Apoplexy, 
and other ſleepy or convulfive Diſcaſes are raiſed ; from which things 
being obſerved, it will be obvious to object, that the Mencra of the 
Gout is not ſuch as we even now deſcrib'd it, becauſe its ſaline part, 
in regard it is the ſame which is appointed for the nouriſhment of 
the Joynts, cannot be driven thence, or convey'd, or deposd ellc- 
where: Then as to the other part, to wit, the «c:4 Semmum de- 

ſed in its uſual place; it ſeems that that cannot eafiiy be driven 
back, ard heing ſuppreſt by it ſelf, or in its Paſſage, or conve;'d 
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elſewhere, that it will not much hurt any part ; but it may cafily 
be replyed to this, that the acetous Portion of the Arthritick Mat- 
ter lowing in the DuQtus's of the Nerves may be repelled, or ftopt, 
and that being diſcharged on other parts, it often cauſes very (ore 
Diſeaſes 3 and indeed the Nervous Liquor and its Recrements, fince 
they coufiſt of Particles that are very ſubtle and ative, upon any 
{mall let or repulſe are driven into divers forts of (allies and fluxions : 
Moreover, when thoſe grow turgid about the noble Parts, or within 
the Ductus's of the N-rves, or meet with Particles of other Humors 
of another kind, and ferment with them ; they cauſe various affects 
either inducing pain, or convulgve : And often, in as much as Parti« 
cles of a differing nature are coagulated together, Tumour, ſome» 
times Strumous, ſometimes Cancrous, or otherwiſe malignant ariſe. 

Whilft I was writing theſe things, I was called to a renowned Ma- 
tron, who formerly having been very obnoxious to the Gout, after 
that ſhe had been ill of late,for about three Months,of a very great 
weakneſs of the Stomack with an Anorex1a, a Nauſeouineſs, and al- 
moit a continual Vomiting, at _ I know not on what occaſion, 
falling into frequent Swoonings, a httle after ſhe was often troubled 
vith a Vertigo,with a failing of Memory,and ſometimes with a ſlight 
Delirium ; and when ſhe had contiuued ſofor many days, and in the 
mean while being free from the Gout, and having a good Stomack, 
ſhe eat Broth twice or thrice, aud Fleth once a day with an Appe- 
tite, and digeſted it without trouble; this/was a plain fign that the 
Recrements of the Nervous Humor, which formerly were wont to 
fall by the ſpinal Nerves into the Feet, to the ſeat of the Gout, af- 
terward being depoſed by the Nerves of the Par vagum and Inter- 
wfale in the Ventricle, raiſcd continual Troubles in it, which at 
laft, partly reftagnating in the Brain, and parly being convey'd into 
the Nerves of the Heart, were followed by thoſe affects of the 
Laipothymia, Vertigo, and Delirium. 

The Theraputick method itugg:fts three primary Indications, 
whercof the firft Leing curatory, is uſed only in the Fits, for the ap- 
peafing,or ſooner putting an end to the Pains: The lecond being pre- 
lervatory, and appointed for the intervals of the acceſſes, endeavours 
to remove the Procatarxis of the Diſeaſe, ſo that the invaſions of the 
Pains may return but ſcldom, or more mildly, or not at all. The third 
being vital, orders by what kind of Diet, and with what Remedies, 
the ſtrength may be ſupported among the ſaid Tortures; and Life, 
notwithſtanding the frequent and almoſt continually troubleſome 
opprei{ions of the Difeale,may be prolong d,and withal reinvigorated, 

The ficſt indication,v:7. the appeaſing of the Pains, contains thele 
two chief intents: Viz. that the Solution of Continuity be taken 
way, and in the mean while that the irritation or excandeſcency 
of the Fibres, or of the Spirits abounding in them, be allay'd. 
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1. To take away the Solution of Continuity in the places affe4- 
ed, both the fluxions of the Humors which are apt to tend thither 
ought to be ſtop'd, and the Minera already there ſticking ought to 
be diſcufs'd or diflipated, and its Particles be reftrained from their 
mutual efferveſcencies. For theſe ends Evacuating and altering Re- 
megtes, and both of them, as well inwar@as outward, are appoint- 
ed: We ſhall ſet down certain ſele&t Forms and Ways of Admini- 
_ tration of theſe in order. 

Blooding in a new Gout, or which is not very inveterate, and 
eſpecially in a hot Conititution, being uſed about the beginning of 
the Diſcaſe, often gives rclief: But in an habitual Diſeaſe, alſo in x 
cold Temperameat, and in old Age, it is wont to do more hurt 
than good, in as much as it deprefles the vigour of the Blood and 
Spirits, which are not too exorbitant, without a diminution of the 
Morbifick Matter. 

Concerning Purging about the beginning of the Diſeaſe, the thing 
is very much controverted, whilft ſome Phy kicians religiouſly abſtain 
from all Purging before the declination,or end of the Fit ; and others 
on the contrary conftantly give ſtrong Purges about the beginnings 
of the Diſeaſe : The reaſon of the difference ſeems cllefly tolyein 
this, viz. that in ome Gouty Perſons, who are yet firm in the Confti- 
tution and Tone of the Humors, and the containing Veſſels ; and 
whoſe Joynts are not yet weakned, as often as the Blood and Nervoy 
Liquor are troubled by a Medicine ; their Superfluities and Recre- 
ments are not preſently precipitated into the Minera of the Diſeaſe, 
but yielding to the Medicine irritating and ftirring them, they are 
drawn from the Mouths of the Arterics into the Cavities of the lnte- 
ſtines; and mean while the emptied Veſſels withdraw, or drink 
up again a part of the Morbick Matter : But on the contrary, in ten- 
der and weakned Conftitutions, upon the gentleſt commotion of 
Medicine, the Recrements of both Humors fall into the Place trou- 

led with the Gout. To thoſe therefore with whom Purging agrees, 
it ought to be ordered with a ftrong and exagitating Medicine: For 
this purpoſe are vulgarly famous the EleHuary Caryoceftinum, Syrup 
of Buckeborn, compound Powder of HermodaRts, Pilul. ex duobw, Pi. 
Raf ; which, it we may believe the Author, will make ſuch as are 
not able to go, preſently to walk about. 

Take of the beſt Aloes balf an Ounce, red Roſes two Seruples, Herms- 
daft pill'd a Dram and a baif,Diagridium a Dram, Honey of Roſe: what 
ſuffices, make Pilli. Rodericws a Fonſeca wonderfully extolls the Roots of 
black Hellebore, and among it other things, an Apple with the Fibres of 
it flick in it to ba'f a Dram, roſted under the Embers and eaten. 

Take Calomelanss a Seruple, Rofin of Falap three Grains, or of Scam- 
mony three Grams, Oyl of Cloves a drop, Balſam of Peru what ſuffice: 
Make thres or four Pills for ons Doſe. i 
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In Purging, what Solenander preſcribes happily may be of ſome 
moment ; v4. by putting a Plaiſter, or ſome other defenfive Me- 
dicine on the place, to hinder the falling of the Humor to it. 

Vomiting, with thoſe with whom it uſes to be ſafe and. eafie, 
does well alſo in this Diſeaſe ; for which end the Emetich Tartar of 
Mywſiche, Sulphur of Awe:mony, its Flowers, Mercurims Vite, Vinum 
Emericum, Gueta Gamba may be grven. ” 

Moreover, in a Fit of the Gout, Powders of Stones, Bones,and Shelby, 
and alſo of ſmart Vegetables do good, which being ſaid to be the An» 
tidotes of this Diſeaſe, ſubdue all Particles, and fermenting with 
them, mortifte them as it were, and at length being ſubjugated, 
ſend them forth by Urine, or Sweat. 

Take compound Powder of Crabs Claws two Drams, Ivory, Roots f 
bafterd Dittany, Roots of male Peony of each a Dram, Lignum Aloe 
low Saunders of each balf a Dram, make a Powder, let it be taken 
baif a Dram to 4 Dram, either by it ſelf in a Spoonful of red Poppy« 
water, drinking after it fix Spoonfuls of the ſame, or let it be made 
into 4 Bolus, or Pills with Vemite Treacle, or Venice Turpentine what ſuf- 
ficer; the Doſe n a Dram twice a day, drinking after it of the diſtulled 
Water beneath preſcribed, two or three Ounces. Or, 

Take of the ſame Powder fix Drams, conſerve of Clove-gills s 
and Betony-flowers of each an Ounce and a balf,Diaſcordium two Drams, 
Syrup of Meconium what ſuffces, make an Elefluary, the Doſe # 4 
Dram, to two Drams evening and morning. 

Mean while that theſe things are done for withdrawing elſewhere 
the Morbifick Matter, which would flow into the places aff:ted, or 
for ſending it forth, let altering and qualifying Medicines likewiſe 
have their turns, which may appeaſe the Turgeſcencies of the Blood 
and Nervous Juice, and ſtop the fluxions of the Recrements falling 
from them ; for this end a thin Diet, and a drinking of Water (if 
it be proper) being ordered, let Emulfeons,Fuleps, Apegemes of mild 
things and Anodines be preſcribed. 

As to what concerns the other Scopes of curing, vx. the diſcuſſion 
of the Minera ſticking in the Parts, and the — the excande(- 
cencies of the Fibres and Spirits 3 we muſt infitt firſt on this latter, 
without the performances of which we cannot anſwer the other in- 
tent:For this end therefore it is expedient to uſe both outward things, 
viz. Topicks of various kinds, and inward things, vix. Hypnozicks. 

here being a vaſt number of Topicks, they either being only Ang* 
dines, have regard to the Pain it ſelf ; or levelling at this, together 
with the Tumour, they are cither Repercuſlives, or Reſolvents and 
Diſcuſſers ; there are various Forms and Ways of Adminiftrations of 
every kind of theſe : But thoſe of chiefeſt uie are wont to be Fomen- 
tations, Cataplaſms and Plaiſters ; we ſhall ſet down ſome of the molt 
noted of theſe, and firſt Anodyne Appiications, which — m_ 
ibres 
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Fibres and appeaſe the Spirits by a certain ſoothing : For this iſe 
a Cataplaſm of Milk and Crum of Bread, or of thoſe things with the 
pounding of the Leaves and Roots of Mallops and Althea, and the like 
are every where in common Practice with the Vulgar. 

Others commend a Cataplaſm of freſp Cow-dung apply'd warm, 

Take Pater of Night-ſhade, or of the Spawn of Frog, of each fix 
Ounces, Saccharum Saturms a Dram, mix them, let Linnen Cloaths 
dipt in thu to be apply'd warm. 

Taly of red Lead three Ounces, diſtilled Vinegar two Pounds, digeſt 
them for many days : Let eithzr ths Lrquor by xe ſelf ,or a Water drawn 
from it by « diſtillation be uſed for a Fomentation. 

Alſo « diſtilled Witer made of the Tinfure of Vardigraaſe diſtilled 
in Vinegar, often ppeaſes Pains. 

I was told by a Gentleman, often troubled with a ſevere Gout, 
that he, in the cruel Tortures of that Diſeaſe, had always preſeht 
eaſe from a Fomentation with a V/.ucr diſtilled from the contents of 
4 Billocks Paunch newly killed, 

Againit extream Tortures of the Guut, outward Narcotichs ſome- 
times ought to be uſed. 

Take Leaves of H:nbane, and H'mlock, of each three H,mafuls, let 
them be pat into boyling Water, and as ſoon as they grow tender, 
let them be taken forth ; to which, being bruiſed, add Powder of 
the Flowers of Camomul about two Drams, the yo!k,of one Egg, make 
a Cataplaſm. Or, 

Take Tinflure of Saffron made un Spirit of Wine four O:mces, Cams 
pbire, and Opium of each a Dram, /et there be a cloſe and warm aige- 
ftion ull they are diſſolved; let the pait that pains be anointed with 
this Liquor : There are innumerable Medicines of this kind every 
where to be found in Books of Phyfack, and are every where wont 
to be preſcribed by every vulgar Perſonz which likewiſe may (uf 
fice for fulfilling the other intent, to wit, the repercutiton of the 
Humors, it at any time it ſeems to be indicated. 

Asto what regards re(olvent, and diſcufitng Topicks, ſuch are not 
required, which on!y open the Pures, that the Serum may evaporate, 
and the Blood may be reitored to Circulation, as in a Phlegmon or 
Zdema, but whoſe ſaline Particles being deftinated for ftrongly af 
laulting the faline Particles of the Arthritich Miners, may either 
draw them forth by laying hold of them, or,by precipitating them, 
keep them from their Pain,cauſing Efferveſcencies:wherefore,in this 
Diſeaſe, when Fumentations, or Cataplaſms of Camom:!, Mallows, 
Ma ſhmallows, gory and Fenugreek:ſeeds do little or no good, 
nay often much offerd the Nervous parts by relaxing them, the Di(- 
ſolutions, or Stil/atitious Liquors of Sal Armoniack, Sea-ſalt, Nitre, 
Vitiiol, quick Lime, and the like; which in other Humors and Pairs 
a:e always offenſive, are wont to prove very beneficial. 

Of 
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Of theſe kinds of Liquors to be applyed to the part pained in 
Fits of the Govt, ſeveral are preſcribed by Querc:tan, Crollims, Hars- 
man, and other Chymiſts ; which fince other Famous Phyſicians, 
upon frequent tryals have approved off, we conclude them to have 

iven relief tor the foreſaid reaſon. 

Ineed not repeat here the forms of theſe; as I could ſuggeſt many 
other Preparations of the ſame fort, I ſhall here = add one or two. 

Take Salt of Tartar and Armoniach powdred of each two Ounces, diſe 

them in four pounds of Ratn-water or Fountarn-water : let 18 be 
uſed luke-warm with Linnen-Cloaths dipe wn them. 

Takes Spirit of Vitriol not rettsfied a Pound, Sea-ſalt calcin'd and 

ed a Pound, mix them, and diſtill them in a Glaſs Retort with a 
ſand beat ; there will come forth a pure Spirit of Salt,to wit which being 
driven from its ſeat by the ds illed _— of the Vierzol, and leaving to 
it its poſſeſſion, will eafily aſcend : to the Capuet mortuum pour Spirie of 
Wine two Pounds, make acloſc and warm digeſtion,adding of Camphire 
two Dram, let it be applyed warm to the part grieved with L1znen 
Cloaths. 

Take filing s of Iron, Flowers of Sal Armontach of each ſix Ounces, 
mix th:m by boyling them togetber, l:t 1t be diſtilled in a Glaſs Retort 
tilthe Flowers are ſublimed: to the Caput mortuum bruri'd pour Spirit 
of Wine, digeſt, and keep it for riſe. 

[ have heard that ſore for appeaſing Pains of the Gout, pur the 
Foot affetied in a bag fill d with Sea-ſalt calcin'd and powdred, from 
which they {till expect a certain and quick relief. 

In the declination of the Fit, to ſtrengthen the part, and to diſcuſs 
the remainder of the morbifick matter,Plaifters are uſefully applyed, 
which nevertheleſs do not all agree indiff-rently with all Perſons;but 
with theſe more hot,with others leſs hot,though with moſt thoſe are 
wont to be moſt efficatious,in which are red Lead, Litharge, Mercury, 
and other mineral or ſaline things,we uſe chiefly a Plaſter of red Lead, 
Cerſſe, and Soap boyled with Ol, or take red Lead Plaiſter two parts, 
Paracelſus's Plaiſter one part, mix them and ſpread them on Leather. 

Inward Remedies to be uſed againſt Pains of the Gout, are in a 
manner only Narcoticks,which ought to be given in a cruel and long 
continued Pain. Of theſe we moſt commend Preparations of Opi:1m7 , 
with Salt of Tartar or 11s Tinftigre. Moreover, tor this uſe Paracs/ſts's 
or the London Laudanim,Pilul.de Styrace, de Cynogiofſo, Spriup of Mece- 
nium Venice Treacle and Diaſcordiium are wont to prove beneticial. 

The fecond indication called prefervatory,hasreipect to the remo- 
valof the ProcatarCtick Cavies of the Gaut z fo that the Fits ot tho 
(out may moleſt with invaſions more (cldom, and le's, or not at a!l. 
For this end evacuating, altering, and corroborating Remerlies, toge- 
_ with an exaGt form of Dict are preſcrib:d to be uſed out ot tlie 
11'S, a 
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1. Therefore Gouty perſons ought to Purge ſolemnly Spring and 


Fal:and it will be convenient then to give a Fomut,if nothing indicates 
the contrary,and afterward to repeat it ſometimes by intervals.Thoſe 
who have a ftrong Stomach and Precordia may take Mineral Eme. 
ticks, prepar'd of Antimony and Mercury : Thoſe who are of a more 
tender conftitution,after having eaten ſlippery food, may take Wine 
of $qualls,or Salt of Vitriol with Whey: Afterward,the Stomach being 
filled with warm Water, or plain Poſſet-drink, or with the leaves of 
Carduus boyled in it,let a Vomiting be raiſed twice or thrice or oftner 

For Purging to be uſed allo frequently at fit intervals of time, the 
forms of Purges above preſcribed may be proper enough. Or, 

Take threads of black Hetle bore cleanſed an Ounce,lignum aloes,Clooy, 

of each two Drams,being bruiſed, pony to them of Spirit of Wine not refli. 
fud,cwo Pounds ; let there be a cloſe and warm y 196. for many days; 

the doſe i two or three ſpoonfuuls in the morning twice or thrice a week,and 
let Vomiting and Progr ainge be begun before the Equinoxes, \eſ 

haply the Cheating firft, may prevent the courſe of Phyſick.Blood- 

ing, or opening of the Hemorrhoid Veſſels are ſometimes proper 

Spring and Fall to Perſons of a hot temperament and a ſharp Blood; 

Cauteries made in the Arms, and near the Shoulder-blades are uſeful, 

in a manner to all that are obnoxious to this Diſeaſe. 

Moreover,altering Remedies,call'd by the Ancients the Antidotes of 
the Gout, are of excellent uſe, and being taken for a long time, toge- 
ther with an exact governance as to the fix non-natural things,often 
give great relief; In this rank,Medicines endow'd with a Volarzle Salt 
or a Balſamieh $1/pbur ; to wit, inaſmuch as theſe exalt the fixt Salt, 
and thoſe reduce the acetow,are accounted the chief; again breter and 
aftringent things, as the Herbs Germander, Groundpine, Centory , Roots 
of Gentian, and Birthwort, &c. ( fince they are approv'd of by expe- 
rience in this Diſeaſe ) ſeem to be profitable for this reaſon that they 
help the offices of ConcoCtion and Chy lification,and keep the ſaline 

feculeneies from being carricd into the Blood. Let us (ct down cer« 
tain forms of each of the'e. . 

Taks Powder of Groundpine ſix Drams,Crabs-cy13 two Drams, Veniee 
Twpentine what ſuffices, make ſmall Pills let three or four be taken in the 
Evening and Morning for thirty or forty days z dranking after it of the 

. following d:ſtill'd Water two or three Ounces. 

Take l-aves of Cypreſs, Firr, Niiſtelroe growing on Apple-trees, of each 
fix handfuls;, Roots of Avens, the great Burr-doch of each a Pornd, the 
outward rinds of ten Oranges and fix Lumons ,, Nitmegs, Mace, of each 
an Ounce, being all flic'd and bruts'd, pour ro them of freſh Milk ſeven 
Ponds, Malaga Sack a Pound,let them be diſtilled accoraing to art 3 let 
the whe.e Liquor be m1xt, 

Or, Let a plain Water be prepared of the leaves of the great Burr- 

dich, cohub.rt ing it ewice or thrice on freſh leaves. _ 
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Taks Powder of the Seeds of the great Burr-dock fix Drams, Crabr- 
gjes £10 Drams, Nutmeg? half a Dram, Balſamum Caproii what ſuf- 
fees, make a maſs, and let it be made into (ittle Pills, let four be 
taken 1n the evening and morning for many 4ay1. 

Take Tinfure of Antimony an Ounce, the Doſe twenty Drops to 

fioe in the evening and early in the mornang, with three Oun« 
ce of the Water even now deſerib'd. 

To poor People Lule to preſcribe after this manner. Take Powder 
of the Leaves of Sage balf a Pound, Crabs-eyes, Saccharum Cryſt alinum 
of each two Ounces : Mix them, /et ut be kept im a Glaſs, let a Spoon- 
ful be taken twice a day with @ draught of the decobtion of the Leaves 
of Sage, or of the Roots of the great Burr-dock, 

Or, let Dornorellus by Powder be preſcribed to be taken after the 
fame manner. 

Take Powder of the Leaves of Germander, Ground-pine, the leſſer 
Centory, Marjoram, Sage, Betony, Roots of Gent ian, round Birth-wort, 
of each an Ounce, Sugar a Pound, mx them, make @ Powder. 

Or, the Powder of Johannes Anglicus, called by him $aracenicus. 

Take Powder of the Leaves of Ground-pine an Ounce, of the Bones 
of Man's Foot burnt two Dr ams, Licorice three Drams, msax them. 

For ordinary Drink let a Bochee be prepar'd of Sarſaparilla, Saunders, 

Rhodium, ſhavings of Ivory and Harts-horn,&c. Or, let a ſmall 

be prepar'd for a Vela of four Gallons: In which inftead of Hops 
let the Leaves of Germender and Grounds pine be boy'd : And after it 
has wrought, put into it of the Leaves of dry d Sage four Handfuls, 
Saſſapbras two Ounces, Roots of Avens night Ounces. 

Among altering things, a Milk Diet does not claim the laft Place z 
ve. that the Patient ole no other Diet for three or four Months 3 
morning and evening let him drink Mk as it comes from the Cor 3 
about noon let him cat of it boyl'd with White-bread, Barley, or 
Oatmeal. T have known ſome who by this kind of Diet have found 
great Relief, and that others have been much worſe after the uſe of 
Milk, and the Gout being not cured, to have contracted great Ob« 
ftrutions of the Viſcera and a Cacochymia. Therefore, let not that 
Method raſhly be entred upon without the advice, and careful obſer- 
ration of a prudent Phyfician whether it agrees or not. 

Not long fance,it grew a vulgar Cuſtom tor Gouty Perſons to drink 
every morning their own Urine, which Iremember to have done good 
toſome: The reaſon of which relict ſeems to be, that the Saline latex 
of the Urine, paſſing again through the Blood, carricd with it the Sa- 
lino-fixt Particles, which were wont before to be convey'd to the 
Joynts : Wherefore this Method, if at any time it gives eale in the 
Gout, for the moſt part it encreaſes the Nephritick aftect. 

A very Learned and Pious Man, the Glory Loth ot our Nation and 
of Learning, D.D. H.H. having liv'd for many years greatly obnoxi- 
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ous to frequent fits of Pains, Vomiting and Piſfing Blood ; at length, 
| upon the conſtant uſe of the following Remedies, becoming almoit 
free from the Nephritick aftect, he liv'd above (even years without 
any very grea: Fit of it. The Method of Cure which a certain Gen- 
tleman had taught him, without any Phyfick, was thus, Abſtaining 
from Wine and Cyder, he drank for ordinary Drink a (mall Ale made 
of Oaten Malt; Moreover, once a week he took in the morning a 
draught of the fame Ale about half a Pound, with three Spoontuls 
of the Powder of O[[z Seacloru ditloly'd in it : By the u'e ot theſe 
things ſeeming to have 74d farewel to the Diſeaſe of the Stone with- 
in four mths, he p: eſcntly begun to be troubled with the Gout, 
and was often infei1ed with ſevere Fits of it during all the time of his 
being free from the Stone; .nd at lengtli, upon every little occafion, 
he Lecame fo obruxious to ihem, that if preſently aftes Eating he 
any way exercis' hi: Body or Mind, z:q. either by walking or ſtudy, 
he certainly exp:Red iwitions of the Painsz the reaſon of which 
wzs that the Bloud + 31g ſaturated to a fulne's with Salino-fixt Par- 
ticles, and the Nervous Liquor with Acetous, wie, vpon a i. eh fup- 
ply oi Nutritive Juice, thy were ftird and grew turgid, preſently 
th-y depoſed thuir Supe: fluities, vip. the Morbifick Matter of both 
Kinds in the Joynts, as being very veak. 

Therefore that Vererable Perſn,bcing tired with fo frequent and 
almoſt continual a Torture, by the Advice of a certain F: 1en1 firank 
his own U:ineevery mor:ing, bythe uſe of which, within a Muth 
or two he was tormentci fornewhat leis with his Pains of the Goat, 
but by an ill change the Nephiitick affcC&t begun to come 1p.11 him 
again; tor he was often affected with a Pain about the Loms, with 
a Vomiting, and Dyſuria, which being nut to be overcome by any 
Remedies, caus'd the- Death of the Renowned Perſon atter about 
a Fortnight. 

The Boly being opened, all the Viſcera excepting the Reins ap- 
peared very ſound and firm, but the 1ight Kidney feem'd to have 
been almoſt con'uwn'd long before. thre iemaoining only a little heap 
of Glands, all the Vefi-1s and the U. ter growing together, and being 
wh. lly ſtop'd, that no Line had paſs'd theic tor a long time : The 
left Kid:ey being large ernicugh, contain d a great heap of Gravel- 
Stones within its Cavity aud Ductus's, Moreover, a round, hard, and 
whitiſh li: ug Stone brivg fallen about three Inches deep into the 
U1: eter, and thee ſticking, had wholly ftop'd the Paſſage of the 
Urine, the Membrane of the Uceter, where the Stone {tuck, was be» 
come {o thick and callous, and con quently without Pain, that it 
could not be ſtirred thence by any micans upward or downward. 

It feem'd in this Cate, that whereas the Coagulative Particles of 
the Blood and Nervons Juice, t17. Salino-fixt, and Acetous fiſt 
niceting together in the Reins had long caus'd the Nephritick affect; 
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afterward,by the uſe of that aboveſaid Powder, the Saline being (till 
ſent into the habit of the Body, and not readily convey'd forth, heap- 
ed together a Seminium for the Gout in the Joynts3 the R-ins in the 
mea: time being almoft free : But at length, when by drgnking by 
wn ter. the Saline-minera was brought back to the Reims, the Di- 
ſeaſe of the Fonts was changed into a fatal Nepirits. 


CHAP. XIT. 
Inſtrutions aud Preſcripts for curing the Colick. 


CI md 


Of what right we place this Diſeaſe among the affects of the 
Brain, and the genus Nervoſ11m. it is intimated in the forego= 
ing Chapter, to wit, in reſpe& of the Symptoms chiefly preſſing, 
which are Pain and Convulfive Motions, arifiag thence. 
Concerning the word Colick taken from the Inteftine Colon 
(which vulgarly, though falſely, is ſuppoſed to be chiefly affected in 
this Dileaſe ) we ſhall not contend ; the affe&t may be deſcribed, 
that it is a mighty Vell:cation cf certain Parts of the Abdomen, whence 
a very acute Pain, to which for the moſt. part a vomiting, alſo 
Cramps and ContraQtions almoſt of all the Vilcera of the Belly are 
wont to be joyn'd. For the Navel and its neighbouring parts ſome- 
times are drawn inward, as it were with a certain perforation, ſome- 
times they (well out with an inflation, and a'great ſpringing forth 
2s it were; the inteltives, by an inverted motion of the Fibres, are 
often drawn upward : Wherefore the Belly, being mightily bound, 
diſcharges little or nothing at all, nay, though it be frequently pro- 
voked by Clyſters, it does not eafily depoſe its contents. That the 
Ventricle is likewiſe convuls'd with the Dyedenum, and Gauli-Blad- 
der, it plainly appears from the copious Vomiting and Caſting forth 
of the Yellow, or Green Coler : Sometimes allo the Ureters, and 
the Bladder which contains the Utine are ſo contracted, that du- 
ring the whole Fit, the Urine is either ſtop'd, or voided more (pa- 
ring!v: Beſides, in the Head vertiginons »ﬀfects frequently preceed, 
or follow the invaſions of this Diſeaſe: Nay, and the Colick encrea- 
fing and becomi-g inveterate, often brings Pains in the ontwart 
Membrrs, an at 1a't is termivated in a Pal'y : Since thrrefore mary 
Parts ace wont to be tronhbled by it, we mutt enquire which: is pri- 
marily affected, ard by the means of which the relt ſuffer, and ſhow 
what is the conjunct Canvie of this 'Difcate;z in what place it tub- 
filts, and wh-nce it draws its O ivgine. 
As to the Part primarily atte&ted, when the Diſeaſe prefles, the 
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whole region of the Belly is wont to be troubled, yet its primary (eat 
ought to be plac'd where the Pain infeſts chiefly, and ſticks moſt oh- 
ftinately. Now this is ſaid by many Phyficians to be ſomewhere in 
the Colon, becauſe we generally obſerve, that the Inteſtines, and 
chiefly the Colon, being irritated by Flarw's, by Coler and hap. 
ly other Humors, contained within their Cavities, fall into Paing 


and Gripesz but if the Pains of the Colick proceeded from the 


ſharp and irritative conteats of the Colon, doubtleſs thoſe things 
which looſen the Belly, aud copiouſly expel Flarw's and the Feces, 
would bring a moſt certain relief: The contrary of which oftten- 
times happens, vix. that after frequent, or violent Purging, that 
Diſeaſe becomes worle. 

| Wherefore, that the ſeat and nature of this Diſeaſe may be duely 
known ; we mift firtt diftiaguiſh here concerning the Gripes, or 
Pains of the Belly, vulgarly accounted as of the Colick. For either, 
being meerly occaftonal, they ariſe from an evident cauſe alone,and 
without a previous diſpoſition in any Perſon indifferently ; thus al- 
terations about thc fix non-natural things, often raiſe mighty di- 
fturbances in the Viſcera of the Belly with Pains: Which kind of 
affect neverthelcts ought not to be lookt upon as a Diſeaſe, but only 
as a Symptom rais'd from a manifeſt cauſe. 

But befides, the Colick properly ſpeaking, does not only happen 
to any Men indifferently, being produc'd by an accidental cauſe, but 
following ſome Men prediſpos'd after a peculiar manner, depends 
wholly on a Procatarchck caule brought to a ripeneſs by degrees: 
The greaier fits of the Diſeaſc for the moſt part have their periods, 
and obſerve the alterations of the Air, and of the Year. Moreover, 
being rais'd, they do not eafily yield to Remedies, nor ſoon pals 
off: But notwithſtanding the uſe of Epichems, or the Bellies be- 
ing purg'd,;though in a plentitul inanner,by Clyſters or CatharCticks, 
they often continue many days, and ſometimes weeks with great 
violence ; the Pains in every Fit take always to the ſame Part, 
and for the moſt part are attended with the like concourſe of other 
Symptoms : Moreover, Colick Pains, though they have not the 
ſame ſeat in all ; but ſometimes rage moit about the Veuntricle, 
ſometimes abont the Navel, or Hypochondres, ſometimes in the 
Hypogaſtrick Region, or toward the Loins: Yet as often as they 
return in the ſame Diſeaſed, they moſt commonly obſerve the 
lame ſeat. 

Ifay now, that the Part primarily affected in the Colick is the Me- 
ſentery ; We have ſhewneltewhere, that the cauſes of certain convul- 
five Motions, which are vulgarly call'd [hſericaloftentimes lie hid in 
the Plexs's of the Meſentery : And then we aflerted the Pains of the 
Colick,ſometimes to have their (eatsin the ſame places, and we made 
it plain enough from Anatomical oblervation, But it is T the 
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lame, but ſomewhat a differing matter which is wont to raiſe thoſe 
{ different affects under the ſame roof: In the Pafſtons called hifte- 
rical, we have ſet forth at large in the former Tract, that the animal 
irits being overcharg'd with an elaftick Combination, burft from 
one another, or, are exploded, as it were, and conſequently that they 
force in deſpite the containing Bodies into irregular or preternatural 
Motions:But in Pains of the Colick the ſame Spirits being irritated by 
reaſon of a Matter annoying them, and being diſproportionate to 
then, and thereupon being divided and ſevered from each other, 
they force the (enable Fibres to very troubleſome Corrugations ; 
After what manner this is done in the Colick, and what is the con- 
junct Cauſe and Procatarxis of that Diſeaſe, we ſhall now ſay ſome- 
what more plainly. 

Therefore, for the Siminum or Mtnera of the Colick, we ſuppoſe 
that certain Recrements of the nervous Humor falling from the 
Brain by the Nerves,and paſſing into the Meſentery,and orber Plexus's 
of the Abdomen, are there heap'd together. Which, if they are ſa 
groſs and viſcous, that they cannot be receiv'd and ſent away by the 
Lympbelu#s,or diftil forth into the cavities of the Inteſtines by the 
ſmall Branches of the Veſſels,then ſftagnating and being heaped toge- 
ther by degrees in thoſe Parts, they ariſe at length to an ircitative 
plenitude : Afterward, that matter becoming more degenerate,and 
more offenſive by ttaguation,and growing turgid on ſome occafion, 
or of its own accord, or haply termenting with the Sa{zno-frxe H:- 
mor ſent thither from the Blood, will torture with very troubleſome 
and painful corrugations the Branches of the Nerves and nervous 
Fibres, with innumerable of which the Meſentery is ſtor'd, Which 
Aﬀect of them does not wholly ceale till the fermenting Matter ei- 
ther is diſcu(s'd, or exprels'd into the cavities of the Intcftines, or 
at length is ſubdued. 

Again, foraſinuch as from the M:ſentery and its Plexwus's, nervous 
Branches and Fibres are moit thickly protended to the bottom of the 
Yentricle,the Gall-Bladder, the DucCtus Choledochi, all the Inteſtines, 
and on every fide almoſt into all the /:ſcera of the Abdomen; there- 
fore,whilſt the Colick Matter,fermenting in its Msnera's,caulſes there 
often moſt ſharp Gripes and Tortures, at the ſame time in molt oth-r 
membranous Parts, Cramps and convulfave or paintal ContraCtions 
will be every where raiſed. Hence, by reaſon of the Mz(entery,pri- 
marily affeCted uader the Navel, there is a cruel pain, as though a 
Stake were ſtuck there,or a Piercer were making a holez moreover, 
a'l about almoſt in the whole abdomen, by reaton of the Inteſtines 
being variouſly drawn forward and backward at the ſane time in 
differing places, erring pains ſhoot this way and that ; and by reaſon 
of the Motions of the Fibres being diſtracted or inverted, as well in 
thoſe pacts, asin the primary Veſlcls, the Belly is in a manner always 
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bound, and there enſues ſometimes a ſuppreſſion of Utine, or y 
little is made. , Moreover, the Duodenum, the Gall-Bladder with irs 
Ductus's, and the bottom of the Stomach being aff:ted with 2 
Cramp, and thcir Fibres being drawn upward, a frequent Vomiting, 
rwith a copious Cafting up of a yellow or greeniſh Coler, often 
happens during the Fit, 

In a Fit of the Colick, to Pains of the Belly,moſt violent Pains of 
the Loins raging in the lower part of the Back areoftentimes joyned, 
which certainly can ariſe from the irritation of no Iutcttine, but it 
will be eaſy to conceive,that they are raiſed from a mo: bifick C:uſe 
plac'd in the Melentery : Viz. In as much as certain confi lerable 
Nervesof the Loing enter the great nervous Plexw of the Meientery: 
So that hence not only painiul Convulſions are convey-d by cunſent 
from one part to the other ; but it is likewiſe probable, that cer. 
tain Recrements of the Back, alſo and of the Loins, are derived ins 
to the Meſentcry by this Paſſage, and that in ſome ſort, for this 
Reaſon ſcorbutical Perſons are ſo very obnoxious to Gripes of the 
Belly, and to its Looſneſs. 

As to the Procatarms of the Colick,it confifts chiefly in the two 
things, vx. fiſt, that many Recrements arc h-ap'd toget er in the 
nervous Liquor,and ſecondly, that they being chiefl; receiver 5/ he 
Nerves appointed to the Viicera of the Be'ly, and conveyer! to the 
Meſentery,make there the morbid Minera's Firſt, the former of theſe 
for the moſt part happens through the Fault and Di::emper of the 
Brain,to wir,tor as much as this admits within its Precincts. *ogether 
with the nerrous Juice, heterogenous Particles,and fuch as trouble the 
animal Oeconomy,and does not readily diicharge other ordinary Re- 
crements by fit common Sewers : Wheretfure the incongruous Mat- 
ter,lince it cannot be otherwiſe ſent from the Brain, moir read:ly cu- 
ſhes into the Nerves of the Par vagmm, which are very open for it ! 
And for this reaſon it is that Women,upon any diforder of the Brain, 
frequently contraCt the hytterick Habit ; to wit,in as much as the Re- 
crements of the nervous Liquor,whether they are convulfive and ela» 
ſtick,or only painful and irritative,being apt to be d-pos'd in the Par 
vagum, ſo generally raiſe convulfive Symptoms, as weil as thoſe of the 
Colick. Secondly, that this Matter running into the Pay vagum of the 
Nerves, is depoſed in the Meſentery, or in other Plexus's within the 
Abdomen,the reaſon is, that many, and the greater Nerves of that 
Conjugation, are ultimately terminated in the'e nervons Plo-x15's, 
Wherefore, if the Recrements of the nervous H:imor ſubſt ling here, 
as it were, tothe loweſt place, can neither be carried back by any 
Velle!s, nor paſs into the Cavitics of the lnteſtines, of neceility the 
(ame muſt make morbid Seats in this Part. 

Theeviden:t Cauſes are of two kinds,viz. Firſt,ſuch as being injuri- 
gusto the Brain and geaus Nervoſum,make a preater encreale of the 
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morbifick Matter : Or, Secondly, ſuch as by agitating the Blood and 
Yumors,couſe up the Minera's heap'd together, and before lying (till, 
and ſtir them to Pain cauſing, Eff-rveſcencies. It would be tedious to 
examine here the manifold and divertified Occafions by which the 
Pzins of the Colick are itirred upin Perſons prediſpoſed tothem ; for 
both great Diſorders in the fix non-natucal things,and changes of the 
Air and of the Year and likewiſe the Medicines themſelves(from which 
relef is expected }) being unleaſonably given, often bring theſe, 

As to the Prognoſtick of the Colick;it is vulgarly enough known, 


that an accidental Colick, viz. raiſed from an evident Cauſe alone, is 


mott commonly (ate,and cared without much ado ; but that an ha+ 
bitual one is both eradicated with great difficulty, as to its Diſpofi- 
tion, lo that the Fits may no longer retnren, and that ſometimes the 
Fits themſelves not withitanding Remedies are very obſtinate, and 


' perſiſt tor many Days, nay Weeks, and ſometimes Months. 


2. A Colical Diſpoſition trequently enſues upon intermittent Fevers 
of long continuance, and upon continual Fevers of an ill determina=- 
tion, viz. in as much as the nervous Liquor being mightily ritiated, 
heaps together many Recrements which are depos'd deep in the 
Plex'ts's of the Abdomen,as Receptacles the moſt open : Moreover, 
for this Reaſon an epidemical Fever has reigned ſome Years,to which 
2 Colick has been joyned as a pathognomick Sign: Hence, in like 
matiner, a long continucd and growing Scurvy, for as much as it 
perverts the nervous Liquor, brings allo the Culick. 

3. After that the Colck Pains have raged ſome time in the Belly, 
they oftentimes affail the Loins,and afterward.the Diieaſcincreafing, 
the Limbs,and almoit all thrMulſcles in the whole Body,and at length 
are often terminated in a Palſy, which certainly isa manifcſt fign that 
the morbifick Matter is not cunveyed by the Arterics, but by the 
Nerves and that its ſcat is not the Cavities or Tunicles of the Inte- 
tines but the nervous Plzxus's of the MEſentery 2 For that the Pains 
of th: Loins happen upon Gripes in the B«!ly,hefides that the Nerves 
of both Places communicate,the canle alſo is,that the morbifick Mat- 
ter being much encreafed in the Head, gets not only into the Par vas 
gum, but alſo into the {pinal Marrow, and falling to its lower part, it 
tirft cauſes Pains to ariſe in the Loins, and afterward many other 
Nerves which proceed from the Spine being aff:.cted, it cauſes the 
like in the Members, and other Muſcles; finally, the Ductus's of the 
Nerves bcing ſtuft by the morbifick Matter heap'd together to a 
plenitude in them, the Pally is cauſed. 

4. A fierce Colick, and very violent, whoſe Cauſe is an infl.m- 
mation or abſceſs of ſome Inteſtine, for the moſt part brings a mor- 
tal Nliack Paſſion. 

The Therapeutick Method in the Colick, as in moſt intermitting 
Diſeaſes, ſuggeſts three primary Indications. Wheretore, the firit, 
which is curatory,being to be uſed in the Fit,has regard to the ap- 
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peaſing of the Pains, and to the ſpeedy and eaſy removal of the a« 
ceſs of the Diſeaſe. The ſecond being preſervatory, teaches what is 
to be done out of the Fit for taking away the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe, 
that the Fits do not often return, or prove (orely offenſive. The third 
being vital, furniſhes Remedies for preſerving the Strength, and re. 
freſhing the Spirits during the Gripes and cruel Tortures. We ſhall 
ſpeak of each of theſe a little more at large in order. 

I. We have regard in a manner only to the curatory Indication in 
an accidental Colick ; for the evident Cauſe,which is the irritation of 
the Inteſtines by the ſharp Contents being remor:ed, the Pains for the 
moſt part ceaſe of their own accord,nor is a Relapſe feared withont x 
like occafion : Wherefore,for the ſpeedy Cure of this Diſeaſe, there is 
a Practice proper enough known by every vulgar Perſon, vix.preſent- 
ly to adminifter emolliene Clyters,topical Anodines, and Narconrchs; to 
which, if there be a Fever, orit be feared, Blooding is often joyned 
with benefit. We ſhall preſently ſet down Forms of theſe,and the 
order of nfing them in the Cure of the habitual Colick. 

Therefore,for the curing the Fit of this Aﬀect, there are two chief 
Intentions, vx. both the paintul Solution of Continuity ought tohe 
removed,and the excandeſeence of the Fibres or Spirits in them tobe 
appeaſed. - On the account of the former, we muſt endeavour both 
that the Matter ſticking and fermenting in one or more Mrnera's be 
either diſcuft, or ſubdued, and in the mean while that the aflax of a 
new Matter be ſtopt;the ſecond Intention,on which we muſt infiſtin 
the firſt place,and without intermiffionis performed chiefly by Ano- 
dines and Narcoticks : Afﬀter what manner, and by what Remedies 
all theſe things are'to be done methodically, we ſhall deliver, 

The Cure of the Pain of the Colick is begun moft common!y,and 
properly enough by a Clyſter,let this in the firſt place be only lenify- 
ing and emollient : By which,as by an inward Fomentation,the cor- 
rugatior.s of the Fibres may be mitigated,and the raging of the Spi- 
rits be appeaſed : For this end,warm Mi/k with Sugar, or Moloſſus, or 
Orap of Violets: Alſo emollient D-cottions of Mallows, Marſh mallowy, 
Herb Mercury, and the Flowers of Meli/ot, Elder, with Oyl of Almond;, 
or of Olives, alſo a Decottion of a Sheeps-head, or Calves-feert are pro- 
per : Sometimes a Chſter of meer Oyl of Olzves or of Linſecds are 
wont to give help betore all others. . 

But in cafe mild Clyfters do not eafily come away,or not looſen 
the Belly, let ſuch be uſed as irritate more, and preſs, and draw out 
by force,as it were, the Humors from the littte Mouths of the Arte» 
ries : For this end, let carminative or bitter Decottions be prepared,in 
Which let the E/eftuary Diaphenicon,Diacatbolicon,or e baccy Lauri,or 
Species Hier be diſſolved, Allo to thoſe Liquors it is uſual to add 
three or four Ounces of tbe infuſion of Crocus Metallorum: Or to a Pound 
of am emollient Decoftion, add of Venice Turpmtine diſſolved aith the yolk 
of an Egg an Ounce,or an Ounce and a half,or take Urine of a ſound Mm 
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4 Pound Venice Turpentine dfſoty'd an Ounce and 4 balf, Moloſſus ar 
Dwnce, mix them, make 4 Clyſter. | have known this often to have gi- 
yen a great relief; the reaſon of which ſeems to be, that the Bal- 
famick Particles of the Turpentine comfort the Inteſtines, and like« 
wiſe being received by the Venous Blood, and circulated with it 
through the whole Body,they move Urine,ſo that a copious making 
water often follows ſuch a Clyfter, and it always carries a ſmell of 
iolets, haply alſo the Particles of the Turpentine diffus'd every 
where, move the Morbifick, or Stagnating Matter, or incline that 
which is acetous, or otherwiſe degenerate, to a better Crafis. 
Whilſt the Inteftines are ſo waſht with Clyſters, and fomented,

Take Leaves of both Mallows, Herb Mercury, Willwort, of each four

To the magma of the Herbs bruri'd add Oatmeal what ſuffices, make 4 
Caraeplaſm, and let it be ſewn in row in ewo Bags of « [quare Figure, for 
\utory me gore} Lt ong of theſe be warm'd at atime in a Plat- 
ter on bot Coals, with Oyl of Eartb-worms, or of mm let it be put 
m Yam, _ it 4s ſoon as it beging to grow cold. 

Or, Take Oy »! Earth-worms, or of Frogs, what ſuffices, let the 
Part paining be anointed after the fomentation 3 and let Cap-paper 

flen'd with it be applied and worn 
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1, or ether warm Viſcera of Brutes 
laid on the Bell, and oftm 'd, ſometime: wonderfull appeaſe Pains. 

I have obſerved in ſome tutions and Temperaments, that 
Epithems of hot things, or applied hot ; have rather encreaft Pains, 
than mittigated them : Wherefore in theſe caſes it ſeems neceffary 
to order fomentations of the Solutions of Nitre, or of Sal Armons- 


«k, or of other Chymical Liquors, as in Pains of the Gout, ſome-/4; -- 


times ( as Sepralius relates) of meer cold Water. 

But if the Gripes of the Belly &o not remit by the uſe of theſe 
things, we muſt uſe Hypnoticks; vsz. which being given in a juſt 
Doſe.often give great truce : Mean while, for refreſhing the Strength 
= failing Spirits, and to order yet a greater Apparatus againlt the 

ileaſe. 

Take liguid Laudanum tartarized from fixteen Drops to twenty, give 
it going to reſt in a Spoonful of the Water of Camonul-flowers, drink- 
the after it of the ſame fix Spoonfuls; let ut be repeated every other, 
# third nighr, if the Pains are very preſſmg. | 
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In a hot Conſtitution. Take Water of Camomil-flowers three O:un- 
ces, Yrup of Meconum half an Ounce, Aqua Marabils two Dram, 
make « dravght to be taken going to reſt, 

Mean while that theſe things are done for appeafing Pains, and 
either tor diſcuſſing, or at leaſtwiſe looſning the Matter ſticking in 
the Morbid ſeats, let evacuating Remedies have their turns; to 
wit, both for wholly extirpating the Minera of the Colick, and for 
cutting off the ſupplies or fuel of it, that it grow no further, For 
theſe ends, a Vomit { where it agrees) and a gentle Purge ; and 
alſo in a hot Temperament, where a Fever prefles, or is feared, 
Blooding ought to be uſed. 

Take Sulpbur of Antimony, from five Grains to ſeven or eight, conſeru 
of Brrage « Dram give ut in the morning with Governance. ln this caſe, 
according tothe Judgment of a Phyfician preſent, ezrher an infifun 
of Crocus Merallor:m, or of Mercurius Vite, the Emetich Tartar of Myn- 
ficht, an expreſſion of the Leaves of Aſarum, and in tender Conftituti- 
ons, Salt of Vitriol, and Wine, and Oximel of $quills may be groen. 

Let Purges, leſt they naufeate the Stomack, which is diſtempered, 
be given only in a very ſmall Doſe, and in a neat Form. 

Take Rofm of Fal ap, and of Scammony of each five Grains, Cream of 
Tartar a Scruple, Crnamon powdred four Grams, make a Powder, o 
let it be made into Pills cr a Bolus, with conſerve of the Flowers of Bur- 
87e, or of Damash Roſes. 

Take Scammony ſulphured half a Scruple, Cream of Tartar fifteen 
Grains, Diaphorerich, Antiymony a Scrupie, make a Powder, let it be 
given after the ſame manner. ; : 

If a Fever does not preſs, give a Doſe of Stomack Pills with Gums, 
or of Amber, cither by themſelves, or with Rofen of _ 

Take Pilule Rudis from twenty Grains to half a Dram, Laudanum 
one Grain, make four Pills, let them b2 taken going to reſt : Theſe foſt 
bring Sleep, and Purge in the mornivg. Or, 

Take Colomelanos a Scruple, Rofin of Falap fix Grains, Scammony 
for Grains, Ammoniacum what ſuffices, make four Pulls, lee them 
be taken ging toreſt. In a long continned Colick, when all other 
Remcdies have done little or no vo0d, I have often known this Me- 
dicine given once or twice, to have raiſed a Salivation to the great 
relief of the Diſeaſed : For, if at any time the Morbifick Matter 
plentifully gathered together in [the Nervous Plexug's, and other 
places about the Abdomen, and their firmly ſticking, is not able 
to be moved by other M-dicines ; the Mercurial Particles diſplay- 
i: themſelves every way, eafily diffolve it, and divide it into 
m:ute Parts, and drive them varioufly this way and that, and at 
jength wholly Giflipate them. Wheretore in a long continued and 
eb inte Colick, they may ſometimes be given with ſuccefs, in 
cr i:rag 4 gentle Salivation, 
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Baths and Sudorificks are generally wont to be preſcribed in Pains 
of the Colick : Though, as far as it has appear'd to our Obſervation, 
ſeldom with good ſucceſs: For theſe, by exagitating the Blood and 
Nerrous Humor, make them depoſe more yet of Matter into the Mi- 
nera of the Colick, nay, and make the Matter there depoſed ferment 
more and be more unruly, and very ſeldom perfectly diſcuſs it. 

Diureticks are wont to be given much more advantageouſly, by 
which, in regard the Blood is tus'd, and its Serofities are copiouſly 
precipitated, thereby the Fuel of the Diſeaſe is cut off, and the Maſs 
of Blood being emptied, receives into it a part of the Morbifick Mat- 
ter, ſo that the remainder of-it is eafily diſcuſt. For this end, 

Take Spirit of Tartar excellent y reftified half an Ounce, let half 4 
Dram be grven twice or thrice 4 day in a Spoonful or twa of the follows 
w Julep, drinking after it of the: ſame four or five Spoonfuls. 

Take Water of the Leaves of the great Burr-dock, or of Aron, or Ar(- 
mart a Pound, Water of the Flower: of Elder and Camonnl of each four 
Ounces, compound Water of Gentian and compound Raddiſh-water of 
uch two Qunces, Sugar fix Drams, mix them, ; 

After the ſame manner as Spirit of Tartar, you may give it in a 
neat Doſe, ſometimes Tinttre of Salt of Tartar, fametimes Mixturd 
— or Spirit of Sal Armoniack ſuccinated. 

Millepedes prepar'd two Drams, Flowers of Sal Armoniach tar« 
twig'd a Dram, Oyl of Nutmegs half a Scruple, Turpentine what ſuffi» 
us, make a Maſs, let it be form'd :nto Pills, let three or four be taken 
nce or ewice a day, drinking after 1t a Doſe of the Fulep, or five or 
fix Spoonfuls of the following diftulled Water. 

Take freſh Mullepedes cleanſed a Pound and a half, the yellow Coats of 
fx Oranges, andof, Ar Limons,Nutmeg in number ſix being ſlic'd ſmall 
ud to them Crum of ſtale white Bread a Pound, all being bruis'd toge- 
ther and well m;x'd, pour to them of freſh Milk four Pound, Sach twa 
Ponds, dvſti! them according to Art, let the whole Liquor be mixt, and 
ſerened with Sugar, or rug of Vigl-es, at pleaſure. 
lnalong continu'd and obſtinate Colick,wherethere area hot Tem« 
ſerament and Viicera, purging Spaw-waters, or hey with Syrup of 
Videtsis often wont to be drank with great relief : For both Liquors, 
vhcre they agree, being drank in a plentiful manner, cool the Sto- 
mack and hot Inteſtines,and preſently eaſe and relax 'em, being cons 

d with Cramps,and painful Corrugations,or being convulſi-ely 
atended with Flatus's. Moreover, whence [ I conceive ) they chiet« 
ygive help, inftauating (atine Particles of another Nature into the 
Abifi-k Minera, they conquer and (ubdue the Saline and Iiritative 


racticles refi.ling in it, and ofte: carry then forth by purging. 


[n this Difeaſe, ſince al chings do not agree with all Perſons, niy, 
0 the /ame always, or a long while with the ſame Perſon ; there is 
eel! of the Garetu! obſervation and daily advice of a prudeat Phy tici- 
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an, that by coindications taken from things that do good or hurt, the 
method of Cure may be rightly order'd, and now and then chang'd, 

The Vital Indication ought to be joyn'd to the Curatory, and be 
now and then interchangeably us'd with it : For fince the Diſeaſed, 
being almoſt continually afl with Tortures, Watchings, Vomit. 
ing and Abſtinence, often fall into Faintings, and are ſometimes in 
danger of Life; let Remedies which _— the Strength, refreſh 
the Spirits, and procure certain times of truce againſt the Fits of 
the Diſeaſe, vix. Cordials and Hypnoticks have their turns. 

Take Water of the Flowers of Camonul and Elder of each four Oun- 
ces, of Cinamon bordeated, of the whole Citron of each two Own, 
Pear! powdred « Dram, Sugar four Drams, make a Fulep, let froe x 
fx Spoonfuls be taken now and then. 

Take Powder of Pearl, Crabs-oyes of each a Dram, divide it into fur 
parts, let one part be given twice or thrice a day with the Fuley, 
NG he Delis of Roots of Comtrayervs. 
| Take Conſerve of Clove- gilliflower s an Ounce, Confefion of Hiacinth, 
Alkermes of each two Drams, Pearl yowdred a Dram and 4 balf, Smy 
of the Furce of Citrons what ſuffices, make a Confeftion, let the quan- 
tity of « Nutmey be given twice or thrice a day with « we 

In Conftitutions that are not hot, Spirst of Hares-born, of St, 
of Sal Armomack ſuccinated,alſo Tinfure of Antimony, or of Coral, d. 
ten do excellently well. 

Opiats in the Colick are of necefſary Uſe, without which the Dil. 
eaſed can neither live, nor the Phyficians be at any reft or quiet, 
Take Water of 4» 191/77 ok three Ounces, Syrup of Meconinum bf 
Br. Aqua Mirab:ls two Drams, mix them, make a draught u 

taken going 10 teft. 

If the ns, etl. very intenſe, will not yield toſuch a Remedy, you 
muſt give Preparations and Compoſitions of Opium. Paracelſw's, or the 
Londen Pillul.de Styrace or Cyng loſſs are proper,a Solutions 
Opium tartarix'd to ſixteen or twenty drops wont to be of chief uſe with 
me. Which Medicine have truely given to ſome Perſons long and mi- 
ſerably troubl'd with this Diſeaſe, ſometimes for a long time,one whil 
every night, another while every other night with good ſucceſs. 

3. The Prefervatory Indication, having place only in the Interr: 
of the Fits, endeavours the removal of the preſent Procatarxis of the 
Diſeaſe, and the hindring of a future : So that the Invafions of Pain: 
may return ſeldom or never afterwards. In order to theſe things, th 
Blood and Nervous Liquor ought to be purifi'd and kept in a due Cr: 
fis, that they do not engender a Morbifick Matter, and the Brain ant 
Nervous Plexus's of the Abdomento be ftrengthned, that they dont 

receive it too reatlily. For theſe ends a way of Diet being ordere 
Spring and Fall, let ſolemn Courſes of Phyfick, fach as we hare pr 
ſcrib'd for the Prophylaxis of the Gout, be entred upon. 
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Let Vomiting, if it agrees, never be omitted in this caſe ; as by 
which the Emun@tories of theViſcera being emptied,they may more 
plentifully receive the Recrements of the Blood and nervous , 
which would otherwiſe encreaſe the morbifick Matter. And like- 
wiſe that the nervous Plexus's and all the parts may be fo ſhaken, 
that nothing which would turn to a Minera of the Diſeafe may he 
permitted to ſtagnate or be heap'd together there, 

Let Purging for three or four times by due Intervals, alfoin a hot 
Conſtitution let Blooding be nſed : Moreover, let altering Reme» 
dies, and chiefly Chalybeats, when the Perſon refts from Purging, 
be daily taken at phyfical Hours. | 

But above all other Medicines whatſoever, Spaw-Patcrs coming 
from Iron, drank in the Summer time for a Month, are wont to give 
moſt relief: But when they are drank, diligent care muft be taken 
that they paſs off well and quick by Urine or Siege 3 leaft happily if 
they ſtay long in the Body, by taking to the Head or Feet, they 
cauſe the Vertigo or Gout, ( as it frequently comes to paſs. ) 

Take our TinFure of Steel an Ounce, give from fifteen Drops to ewen- 
ty twice 4 Day in ſeven Spoonfuls of the following Julep. 

Take Water of the Leaves of Aron,of the great Bur-deck of each balf 
4 Pound, of magiftral Water of Eartb-worms, of Gentian compound and 
of Peony compornd,of each trpo Ounces, Sug ar belf an Ounce; mix theme. 

After the ſame manner, Tin#ure of Antimony and of Amber, nay, 
and many other altering Remedies, above preſcribed for cephalick 
Aﬀects, alſo in the Preſervation from the Colick, in regard its 
Procatarxis proceeds from the Brain, have juftly place here, 

Being ſome time fince entreated to take care of the Health of a Re- 
verend old Man, who had been very forely obnoxious to the Colick 
for many Years Iuſed the Method and Remedies which are now de- 
ſcribed: By the careful uſe of which,after a Month or two,he was bet- 
ter, and within a Year and a half he ſeemed perfectly cured, that af- 
terward he lived wholly free from Fits of Pains: But the Colick Di. 
poſition had not long ceas'd,and he omitted the uſual courſe of Phy- 
fick,but about the Throat,in the Muſcles ſerving for Deglutition, he 
had a Reſolution which frequently troubled him,that oftentimes by 
Aliments,and eſpecially Liquids there ſticking, he incurr'd the Dan- 
gerof Suffocation ; Receiving help againft this evil by Antiparalitick 
Remedies,for the fax or ſeven Years following he enjoyed an indiffc- 
rent Health, and at laſt, as he was travelling, being then firſt ſeized 
with an Apoplexy,he died: It is obvious enough in this caſe,that the 
Recrements of the nervqus Liquor,wont to be depos'd about the ner- 
yous Plexus's of the Abdomen, ff raiſed the Colick, afterward that 
the ſame being excluded from that part, and betaking themſelves to 
another ſeat, about the Nervous Plexus Ganglioformes of the Throat, 
brought the Reſolution or ſhort Palſy of the Aſophagus,and at laſt, 
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by reaſon of the ſame Matter reſtagnating in to great a plenty in 
the Medieullia of the Brain, the mortal Speechleſneſs enſned. 

A certain cunning and ſubtle Lawyergfifty Years of Age,having been 
wont to be troubled for many Years with a periodical Headach, « 
deadneſs of his Sen{es,and a mighty heavineſs of his Head : About the 
midft of theSummer,being mighty ill of the foreſaidAﬀects,upon the 
Application of topick Remedies,on a ſudden found eale,but a little af- 
ter he had a firft ſeizure of a violent Colick; the invaſion whereof was 
ſo fierce, that his Strength failing on a ſudden, he fell into frequent 
Faintings with a cold Sweat : Which Fit nevertheleſs within twenty 
four Hours vaniſht by degrees, without any eruption of Flatus's or 
Purging. But from thence forward being obnoxious to this Diſeaſe, 
he had frequent acceſſes of it:All which /asI carefully obſerved)were 
preceded by a Pain of the Head,with a Vertigo,and a Stupor, fo that 
he was wont to foretel hence,that the Pains of the Colick were to fol- 
low ſoon after. In a certain Fit, which continued for twelve Days with 
a mighty fierceneſs, the Diſcaſed himſelf obſerved and told me, that 
the Aﬀect of the Abdomen coming upon him,he had found no illneſs 
in his Head,but that as the colick Pafſzon remitted preſently the Ver- 
tigo with the Head-ach returned: From which reciprocal Metaftafis 
of thoſe Symptoms from the Head to the Belly, and on the contrary, 
we may argue that the ſame morbifick Matter abounding in the Du- 
Qus's of the Nerves,ſometimes falling downward, brought the colick 
Paſſion, ſometimes reitagnating above,caufed thoſe cephalick Aﬀects, 

Not long fince, a renowned young Man, ſtudious, and uſing aſc- 
dentary Life, began to complain of a great Deadnels and Dulneſs of 
his Senſes,alſo of a heavine(s of his Head,and almoſt a continual Sleepi- 
neſs. Moreover, his Stomach was become ſo flow and dulled, that it 
was wholly deftitute of all Appetite : Whilft a Cure is ordered againſt 
this evil Diſpoſition by Remedies, which rouſe up the Spirits, and 
ſhake off the Burthen lying on them, the Perſon falls into a moſt vio- 
lent Colick, to which he had never before been obnoxious, by which 
a violent and, as it were, piercing Pain, poſſeft the middle of the Ab- 
domen,the Navel being drawn inwards,and,not withſtanding the dai- 
ly uſe of Remedies of all kinds, it continued with a mighty Violence 
for three Weeks; fo that during that while,he could never ſleep but 
by taking Narcoticks, nor receive any eale from his Pain, but by a 
very hot Fomentation. Certainly, in this caſe,it is obvious to any 
Man to obſerve, that theſe Impurities of the nervous Liquor, gathe- 
red together to a certain fulneſs, were the immediate or conjunct 
Cauſe of all the Illneſs; which Matter firft ſabliſting in the Head, 
cauſed the mighty Dulneſs of the Brain, and the Oppreſſion of the 
avima!Function,and afterward being fallen by the conveyance of the 
Nerves into the nervous Plexus's of the Abdomen, cauſed the vio- 


lent and long continaed Colick, 
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CHAP. L 


The Anatomy of the Blood ; 1ts Reſolution into frue 
Principles : Its Compariſon with Wine and Milk. 


A is only 4 Fermentation, or an immoderate Efferveſcence 
brought on the Bloed and Spirits; now that this feveriſh Effer- 
reſcence may be explicated as it ought, theſe three things are to be 
confidered. Firft, what that Liquor is which ferments, whether it 
be only the Blood, or other Humors befides. Secondly, of what 
Principles, and of what Proportion of the ſame that Liquor confifts 
in its Mixture. Thirdly, and laftly, with what kind of Motion and 
Turgeſcency of theſe Parts or Particles of which the Blood is com- 
pos'd, the feveriſh Efferveſcence is raiſed. 

1, That the Blood boyls violently, and makes an effort in a Fever, 
it is evident enough,and we may conjeCtare, that that Juice with 
which the Brain and nervous Parts are irrigated, is often alſo in the 
fault ; for fince this Liquor is carried by a conſtant Motion and a 
certain Circulation from the Blood into the genw Nerto/um, and 
thence by the Lymphick Veſſels into the Blood, it's probable, it by 
reaſon of a Taiut contracted by the Blood, that Humor is deprav'd 

in 
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in its Craſis, or is petverted from its regular Motion, that thence 
the Shivering and the Pain, the Convulfions, Delirium, Frenſy, and 
many other Symptoms of the ger Nervoſum,uſual in Fevers, ariſe. 

After the Blood and nervow Fuice there are two other Liquors 
which are to be conſidered, as being apt to ferment, vix. the Chime 
or Nutritive Fuce always coming to the Blood, and theSerow Le 
eex perpetually parting from it ; which, though firft and laſt are 
Liquors ſever'd from the Blood, and diftin& from it, yer whilft 
mixt with it, they ought to be lookt\upon as Parts received into it; 
or belonging to its Accompliſhment : And as long as both theſe 
are circulated with the Blood in the Veſſels, they participate of the 
Efferveſcencies of the primegenious Cruor , and often begin the 
ſame on occafion, or increaſe them, being n. 

2. As to the Principles of which the Maſs of Blood confiſts in its 
mixture, and what Proportion they have in it; We do not allowef 
the Opinion of the Ancients, That the Mafs of Blood confifts of the 
four Humors, 25x. Blood, Flegm, Choler, and Melancholy ; and 
that, according to the Eminency of this or that Humor, the divers 
Temperaments are form'd, and that by reafon of their Fermentings 
or Exorbitances, in 4 manner, all Diſcaſes ariſe : Nor has this Opi- 
hion been o generally uſed for ſolving the Phwnomens of Diſcales, 
fince the Circulation of the Blood, and its other Aﬀects, before un- 
known, came to light : And fince thoſe Humors confift of other 
Principles, viz. Choler of Salt and Sulphur, with a mixture of Spi- 
rit and Water, and Melancholy of the ſame, with an addition of 
Earth ; and fance the Blood is immediately compoſed of theſe kind 
of Principles, and is wont to be ſenſibly reſolved into them, I hare 
rather choſen, omitting the vulgar Acceptation of the Humors, to 
make uſe of theſe known Principles of the Chymitts for explicating 
the Nature and. Aﬀects of the Blood : Therefore there are in the 
Blood, as in all other Liquors, apt to ferment, a great deal of W& 
tcy and Spirit, a ſmall Proportion of Salt and Sulphur, and ſome- 
what of Earth. I ſhall briefly run over theſe Principles,and endea* 
vour to ſhew after what mannec they conſtitute the Conſiſtency, 
Propertics, and Aﬀects of the Blood. 

I. The Spirits j which without Diſpute have the firft place) are 

volatile part of the Blood : Their Particles bei 


always in a motion of Fermentation z by the Efferveſcence and even 
Expanſion of theſe in the Veſſels, the Liquor of the Blood continually 
boyls, and the reſt of the Principles are kept in an orderly Motion, 
and in an exact Mixture : If any thing that is heterogenous,or unapt 
tor Mixture,comes into the Maſs of Blood,preſently the Spietig being 
troubled in their Motion, make an Effort, exagitate the Lo

miſcible with it, be cither ſubdued, or reduced, or driven « 

2. From the Difſolution of Sulphur in the Blood, it is like' 7 «|; 
the ruddy TinCture of the Blood ariſes. For ſulphureous Bui: :, 
above all others, give the higheſt ſaturated redneſs to a (olving 
Menftruum 5 and if at any time by reaſon of too much Crudity, the 
Sulphur is not diffoly'd, the Blood becomes pale and watery, that 
it (carce gives a redneſs to Linnen, The maſs of Blood impregna- 
ted with Sulphur together with Spirits, is very fermentative, and 
when the ſulphureous part is raiſed, and abounds tvo much in the 
Blood, it perverts its Crafis from its due ſtate, that thereby the 
Blood being deprav'd, or rendred bilous, does not rightly concoct 
the nutritive Juice, or being wholly inflamed, falls into heats and 
burnings, ſuch as ariſe in a continual Fever. For the Sulphur 
being too much exalted, and growing more turgid than it ought, 
raiſes mighty erveſcenſics in the Blood ; and thoſe whoſe Blood 
is plentitully impregnated with Sulphur, are very obnoxious to 
Fevers: By reaſon of the Particles of this incocted in the nutritive 

ice, and thence applied to the folid Parts, Fatneſs, Softneſs and 

enderneſs happen to our Body. 

3. We diſcover Salt in the Blood by the Taſte, which is there 
bighly volatiz'd by circulation; and if at any time in the Blood, by 
reaſon of an ill digeſtion, the ſaline Particles are not duely exalted, 
but continue crude, and for the greateſt part fixt, thereby the 
Blood becomes thick and unapt for circulation, ſo that obftructi- 
ons are engendred in the Viſcera and ſolid Parts, and ſerous Crudj- 
ties are every where heap'd together:But if the Spirit being depreſfs'd 
orfainting,the Salt is exalted too much,and comes to a flowing,an a- 
cetous and auftere diſpofition is brought on the Blood, ſuch as is ob= 
ſerved in Scorbutical Perſons, and in ſuch as are troubled with a 
Quartan Ague : Allo from the Salt by this means variouſly cdagula- 
ted, the Gout, Kings-evil, the Nephcitis, the Leprofie, and a great 
many Cronick Diſeaſes ariſe. When the Salt is exalted in a due mea- 
fare, the line Particles reſtrain the wild efforts of the Spirits, and 
epecially of the Sulphur ; wherefore thoſe who have the Blood well 
ſaturated with a volatile Salt, are leaſt fubject to Fevers, and fo 
alſo thoſe who are often let Blood, are more apt to Fevers. 

4. By the earthy Particles in the Blood, its too great volatiliſa- 
tion is ſtay'd, and its over quick occaſion is hindred : Moreover, 
from the Terreftrial Pacticles of the Blood and nutritive Juice, the 
bulk and increaſe happens to the Body. 

5. On the watery part of the Blood its fluidity depends, for here- 
by its ſtagnation is hindred, and the Blood is circulated in the 
Veins without growing thick ; alſo its too great conflagration 
and adultion is quallificd, and its heat is allayed. 
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What we have ſaid even now concerning the Principles of the 
Blood, and the aff-Cts to be drawn from thence, will appear more 
clear, if we confider a httle the Blood according to its ſenfible Par. 
ticles; and compare it with the Liquors which are frequently in 
uſe among us. Now thoſe Liquors which have the greateſt An- 
alogy with the Blood, are Wine and Milk; as to its ways of Fer- 
mentation and Efferveſcence, it is moſt aptly compar'd to Wine; 
as to its Confiltency, Coagulation, and Separation of the parts 
from each other, it is compared to Milk. 

Firſt, therefore we may obſerve concerning Wine, that as long as 
it is included in a Vefle!, its ſubtle and fpirituous Parts continually 
'exagitate and refringe the more groſs, and render them apt for an 
exact mixture 3 that which is heterogeneous and unapt to be ſub- 
dued, is ſever'd by Efferveſcence : Mean while the depurated L. 
quor gently Fermenting, is in perpetual motion, whereby all the 
parts expand themſelves every way, and paſs by a conſtant circum- 
giration from the top tothe bottom, and again from the bottom 
to the top ; by the particular fretting and retraCtion a great many 
efluvias ot Attoms pait from the Liquor, which if they are kept in 
by a Veſſel cloſe ſtopt, the Liquor Ferments too much, and often 
makes a Veſſel fly in pieces. So the Blood within the Veins is preft 
on by a conſtant Circulation : The vital Spirit ſubtiliſes, refringes, 
and preſently {ubdues the grofſer Particles; drives forth that which 
js heterogeneous and immiſcible : Mean while from the refraQtion, 
and working of the Parts and Corpulcles, the efluvia of heat con- 
ſtantly flow forth, and evaporate by the Pores: Upon the cloſing 
of which, it tranſpiration be hindred, preſently by reaſon of the 
too great Efferveſcence of the Blood a Fever is kindled, 

Secondly, we oblerve concerning, Wines, that they grow turgid if 
any thing that is extraneon: and of a termentative Nature be mixt 
with them: Nay,that ſometimes they are troubled more than uſually 
of their own accord: For when by long digeſtion the ſulphureovs 
part of the Wine is exaited too much, it falls into an FE fterveſcence 

greater than it ought, and ( unleſs it be preſently appeas'd) it per- 
verts the Crafis of the Liquor by its Turgeſcency ; the ſame thing 
altogether ſeems to be in the Feveriſh Efferveſcence raiſed in the 
Blood, which is wont to be introduc'd for thoſe kinds of cavſes, 
The Third Obſervation, or Compariton of the Blood with Wine 
is this : Wines | as many other Liquors ) have their times of Cru- 
dity, Maturation, and Decay, the ſame thing, being to be cblerv'din 
the Blood. [ Concerning which, ſee Dr. Wills at large. ] 
So far of the Compariſon of the Blood with Wine, what follows 


their parting from each other, which is chiefly ſeen in it, whe 
it is let out of the Veins, and grows cold in a Veſlel : ” 
when 


its fimilitude with Milk confilts in the diverſity of its parts, - 
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when the heat and vital Spirit , which preſerve all in a mixture, 
are fled away 3 the remaining parts depart from each other, and 
there is made a ſeparation of the thin trom the thick, of the Se- 
rum from the Fibrous Blood, &ec. 

After having conſidered the Blood, we may Obſerve, that the 
qutritive Juice, ſupply'd from the Blood, and ſzvered from its maſs 
for the Nutrition of the ſolid Parts, ſometimes by reaſon of its de- 
pravation and irregular motion, cauſes many Symptoms in Fevers ; 
This nutritive Juice which is ſupplied from the maſs of Blood, by 
4 certain Circulation, after it has paſt the Nervous Parts ; what 
remains of it being effzte and poor, as it were, is ſent again by 
the Lymphick Veſſels to the Blood. - 


D— 


CHAP. IT. 
Of the Motion and Efferveſcencies of the Blood. 


w E muſt next enquire concerning the Bloods Motion, both 

Natural { viz. by the help of what Ferments; and by what 
ſort of turgeſcency of the Parts, it is circulated in a continaal Mo- 
tion through the Veſſels) and Preternatural, viz. for what cauſes, 
and by the efforts of what Parts, ſometimes it boyls above meaſure 
in its Veſſels, and falls into Feveriſh Efferveſcencies. 

Concerning the Natural Motion of the Blood, we do not here en- 
quire concerning its Circulation : Viz. by what kind of ſtruQure of 
the Heart and Veſſels, as it were in a Water-Engine, it is carried 
round in a conſtant courſe, but concerning its Fermentation, v:z. 
by what kind of mixture of the Parts, and their mutual Action 
on each other ( like Wine Fermenting in a Veſſel ) it continually 
boyls: And this kind of Motion depends both on the Heterogenztry 
of the parts of the Blood it ſelf, and on the variow Ferments, which : 
are inſpir'd into the maſs of Blood from the Viſcera. + | 

As to the Firſt, thoſe things which have altogether the like Par- 
ticles, do not Ferment, wherefore neither diſtill'd Waters, chymical 
Oyls, Spirits of Wine, or other fimple Liquors are tir'd at all, but 
the Blood, conſiſting of various Elements of a contrary nature, 
and working on each other continually, Ferments, and has all its 
Particles in a perpetual Motion. 

It is an Argument that Ferments are requir'd for Sanguification, 
becauſe, when they fail by Nature.they arc ſupply'd by Art with good 
ſucceſs: For fixt Sults, Alchalies, Extracts, Digeſtives, and eſpecially 
Chalybeat Remedies give help only in this reſpect, that they re» 
ſtore a new the ebuliitzon of the Blood,cither weak or almoit extinct. 
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As to what concerns Natural Ferments, certainly many may be 
form'd and ftor'd up in divers Parts, or Viſcera : For any Humorr in 
which the Particles of Salt, Sulphur, or Spirit, berg very much exalted, 
are contain'd, indues the Nature of a Ferment : After that manner Tef 
and Leaven come to be ſuch, with which new Beer, and a maſs of 
Bread are excellently Fermented: In like manner, an acetous Humor 
in the Stomack, participating of an exalted Salt, helps there Con- 
coCtion: And in the Spleen, the Dregs of the Blood, by reafon of 
the Salt and Earth exalted in them, turn to a Ferment. 

How great a Vigour comes to the Blood, from the Womh and Ge. 
nital Parts, appears hence, becauſe from the Privation or Diſcrafie 
of theſe in Virgins a Green-fackneſs; in Men a want of Beard, x 
weak Voice, and an amifſion of Virility tollow z but the chiet Fer- 
ment which ſerves for Sanguification is lodged in the Heart; for here 
is the greateſt ſeat of heat, in which the more crude Particles of the 

Chyme are kindled as it were, and acquire a volatility, 
' Therefore the Motion and Heat in the Blood, depend chiefly on 
two things, vsz. partly on its proper Crafis and Conftitution, where. 
by being plentitully compos'd of the active Principles of Spirit, Salt, 
and Sulphur, it grows turgid of its own accord in its Veſſels ( a; 
Wine in a Hogs-head) and partly on the Ferment implanted in the 
Heart, which very much rarifies the Liquor, pafling through its $i- 
nus's, and forces it to ſpring forth with a frothy Efferveſcency. 

Let thus much ſuffice concerning the Natural Motion, Heat and 
Fermentation of the Blood, in the even tenour of which the ſtate 
of our Health confiits: To ſpeak now of its Preternatural, or over 

reat Efferveſcency, on which the Types, and Fits of Fevers depend. 
F call an over-great or preternatural Fermentation, when the Blood 
{like a Pot boyling over the Fire ) boyls above meaſure, and being 
rarified with a frothy Turgeſcency, (wells the Veſſels, raiſes a quick 
Pulſe, and, like a ſulphureous Liquor taking Fire, diffuſes on all 
fides a buruning hear. ' 

This kind of Motion or Fermentation of the Blood is excellently 
Vluftrated, by the example of fermenting Wines : Fog Wines, be- 
fades the gentle and even Fermentation, whereby they are firlt de- 

urated, at certain times boyl ſo mightily, that they work over the 
Veſſels: And if they are cloſe ſtopt, they make them fly in pieces; 
after this manner, being put upon effort as it were, unleſs they are 
preſently drawn off from the Tartar,or their Lees into another Veſ- 
ſel,they ceaſe not to boyl,till the Spirit,being very much ſpent, and 
the Sulphar or Salt too much exalted, they either become over- 
frerted, or degenerate into Vinegar. 

Such an Efferveſcency is wont to be raiſed chiefly for two Cauſes ; 
Firtt, when any thing extraneous and immiſcible is put into the Vel- 
ſel ; (ſo ſome drops of Tal!ow or of Fat dropt into the Veſſel, pro- 
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duce this Motion ) or Secondly, when Wines having too much Lees 

or Tartar / by reaſon of the ſulphureous Parts exalted above mea- 

fre ) fall into an Efferveſcence of their own accord, and boyl vehe- 

mently : For in whatſoever ſubſtance Sulphur abounds,and its Parti- 

des being looſned from their mixture,joyn with one another,and are 

kept cloſe together, there ſuch immoderate. Efferveſcencies are 
'd. 


After the like (though not wholly the ſame) manner as Wines Fer- 
ment, the Ebullition of the Blood is cauſed, vsz. cither ſome extrane« 
ous and heterogeneous thing is mixt with the Blood, which,in regard 
it isnot affimilated,is wont to cauſe a perturbation and Efferveſcence, 
till the heterogeneous thing be either ſubdued, or ſent forth, and the 
confuſed and troubled Particles of the Blood, are clear'd again, and 
take to their former pofition and fite in mixture. Or Secondly, the 
Blood is troubled above meaſure, becauſe ſome Principle or Element 
which compoſes it, { vx. the Spirit or Sulphur ) is rais'd beyond the 
Natural Temper, and becomes exorbitant, whereby the Particles of 
this, or that not agreeing with the reft, are looſned from their mix- 
ture z being loos'd make an-<ffort more than they ought, exagitate 
the Liquor of the Blood, and cauſe an Efferveſcence, which isnot ap=- 
peas'd, till the Blood, being inflam'd as it were, has burnt a long time 
vith a Feveriſh blaft. But there is this difference betwixt theſe two 
boylings of the Blood, that the Efferveſcence which depends on the 
mixture of an extraneous thing with the Blood, is for the moſt part 
ſhort, or coming by Fits; which when the heterogeneous thing is 
ſeparated or ſubdued, ceaſes of its own accord, and the troubled and 
dfordered parts of the Blood readily return to their Natural Site or 
Crafis ; But the Ebullition which ariſes from the diſordering of the 
exorbitant Spirit or Sulphur, is continual : To wit, here the whole 
maſs of Blood is ſo open'd, and looſn'd from the ftrict bond of mix- 
ture, that taking a Fire hike an Oyly Liquor, it does not ceaſe to 
rage and flame till the Particles of the Spirit or Sulphur, or of the 
combuſtible matter are for the greateft part conſum'd. 

There remains yet a third Preternatural way of Efferveſcency, in 
which the Blood undergoes an alteration, which does not happ-n to 
Wine, but very frequently to Milk : Viz. ſometimes a coagulation 
of that Liquor is induc'd by a Morbifick cauſe, ſo that its ſubſtance 
is fus'd, and ſeparates into parts, and there is a ſecretion made of 
that which is thick and carthy from the thin z by reaſon of which 
the Blood is not meetly circalated in the Veſſels, but its congealld 
portions, being apt to be fix'd in the extreme Parts, or to ftagnate 
in the Heart, interrupt its even motion, and greatly hinder it. For 
reſtoring of which Efferveſcencies greater than uſual are rais'd in 
the Blood ; to wit, ſuch as every where occur in the Plewreſe:, 
Plague, Small-Pox, and malignant Diſeaſes, . 

CHAP. 
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CHAP. III. 
Of Intermitting Fevers. 


Fever may be deſcrib'd after this manner, That it is a difor- 

derly Motion of the Blood, and ies over great boyling, with ; 
Heat and Thirft, and other ſymptoms beſides, with which the Natury 
economy 1s variouſly troubled. As we obſerved before concerning the 
Efferveſcence of the Blood, ſo we may now concerning the Fever, 
that its acceſs is either ſhort, and coming by fits ; which therefore 
is called Intermittent : Or great, and drawn in length, which is cal. 
led a continual Fever: We hall ſpeak firſt of the Intermittent, 

Concerning this Fever, we ſhall Firſt enquire in general what kind 
of Efferveſcence of the Blood it is which cauſes its Fit, and whence 
it israis'd. Secondly, Wherefore the Fit confilts of a coldnefs, with 
a ſhivering, and a (weat enſuing. Thirdly, What is the cauſe of the 
Intermiſfſion, and of the ſet times of return. Fourthly and laſtly, 
we ſhall ſubjoyn certain irregularities of Intermittent Fevers. 

As to the Firft, We muſt ſuppoſe, that for an Intermittent Fever, 
ſome heterogeneous thing is mix'd with the Blood, whoſe Particles, 
in regard they are not aſſimilated, make ſo long an Ebullition of the 
ſame, till either being ſubdned, they are rendred miſcible, or being 
ſubtilis'd,they are ſent forth : Wherefore,ſuch matter being ſubdued 
or ſent forth, the Fit ceaſes; and when this matter ſprings a freſh, it 
cauſes a new Ebullition, and conſequently a new Fit happens. 

Now that which cauſes an exactly periodical Efferveſcence of the 
Blood, mult of neceſſity be ſome thing which againſt each of the ſet 
returns, or acceſſes of the Fever is engendred in our Body in a (et 
meaſure, and always in an even proportion, and is communicated 
to the maſs of Blood : Wherewith, when the Blood is ſaturated to 
a'fulne(s, preſently it grows turgid, and falls into an Efferveſcence: 
Now whatſoever others may think, I judge this thing to be the 
nutritive Juice, ſupplyed from the matter of things eaten and con- 
vey'd to the Blood in weight and meaſure, which, in regard it is 
not affimilated through defect of Sanguification, being heaped to- 
gether to a fulne(s in the Veſſels, it cauſes a Turgeſcency in the 
Blood for its expulſion. 

I have obſerved before a three-fold State concerning the Particles 
of the Blood, 13. of Crudity, Maturity and Decay, that is to ſay, 
the nutritive Juice ſupplyed from the daily Food, comes crude, be- 
ing mixt with the Blood, and Circulated for ſome time, it is aflt- 
milated, and maturated into a perfect Kumor ; afterward waxing 
ſtale, it runs into parts, and is ſeparated, while the Blood is con- 
tinua!ly renewed after this even manner, and its loſſes are repair'd, 
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it Ferments quietly, and is Circuiated within the Veiicls without 
tumult or immoderate Efferveſcence ; but if the ſupply of the nu- 
tritive Juice be not maturated as before, nor turns into Blood by a 

ect digeſtion z its Particles mixt with the Blocd, continue in its 
maſs as ſome heterogeneous thing, and not exaCtly agreeing ; with 
which, when it is ſaturated to a fulneſs, preſently the Blood grows 
turgid, and falls into a Feveriſh Efferveſcence, whereby the freſh 
ſupply of this depraved Juice is either ſubdued or (ent forth, 

If it be ask'd for what cauſe the nutritive Juice, being mixt with 
the Blood, is not affimilated, but degenerates into a heterogeneous 
and fermentative matter :I judge that this is done for the moſt part, 
not through the fault of the Aliments, or of the V.(cera, but of the 
Blood it ſelf, For the Blood, even as Wines, ſometimes falls from 
its native and genuine Diſpoſition, into a ſharp, acid, or auſtere Na- 
ture, and becauſe the Blood ſanguiftes, it happens that when that 
is fallen from its due temper, it eably perverts the ſtore of nu» 
tritive Juice, wherewith it ought to be repaired. 

Secondly, as to the ſhivering and cold preceeding the heat in 
this affect, doubtleſs the true and genuine cauſe of thoſe is the 
flowing and turgeſcency of the Nervous Juice degenerated into a 
nitrous Matter, wherewith the Spirits aud het being charged, 
are obunded, and the Nervous Bodies being irritated are put into 
a Trembling : But afterward when thele nitrous Patticles, being in 
part protruded to the Superficies of the Body, the Blood is ſome- 
what freed from their cumbrance and oppreſſion, the animal Spi- 
rits recolle&t and begin to diſplay themſelves, and then a moſt 
intenſe heat inſues, becauſe both the maſs of Blood being opened 
by reaſon of its Efferveſcence with the frebile matter, and its mix- 
ture being looſned, the ſulphurcous Particles are freely kindled in 
the Heart : And becauſe ( the Pores of the Skin being poſleſt by the 
fame matter protruded toward the circumference of the Body ) the 
vapory Effluvia are inwardly reftrained, which much exagitate 
and heat the Blood : And which heat continues ſtill in it till the 
fermantive matter being wholly bnrnt, and fully ſubdued and 
ſubtiliz'd together with the aduit Recrements remaing after the 
Deflagration, and joyning with the Serum, they evaporate by 
Sweat or inſenſible Tranſpiration. 

Thirdly, from what is (aicl it will be eaſy to ſhew the Cauſes of 
the Intermiſſion, and of the Set Returns, ts. the [ntermitiion fol- 
lows, becauſe the Morbifick matter is all clear'd at one Fit, and © 
till a new be brought in place, an Intermititon follows ot necet- 
fity. Now a new matter begings to be engen'Ired fiom the time 
that the laſt Fit ceas'd, and when the Blood is filled again to a Tur- 
geſcency, it boyls and comes to a flowing. 

As to the Set Returns of the Fits, theſe bappen, becauſe for _ 
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moſt part the nutritive Juice is ſupplied from the Viſcera to the 
Blood, paſſing in the Veins in an even meaſure and quantity, thuugh 
ſometimes, if the Perlons who have Intermittent Fevers gorge 
themſelves too much, or are very abftemious, the Fits happens 
ſooner or later than uſual. 

If it be ask'd, wherefore the Set Returns of Fevcrs are not »f one 
Kind, and of the ſame diftance, but that ſome come every day, ſome 
every third or fourth day ; the cauſe is the different conitituticn of 
the Blood, whereby it is perverted from its due temper into a ſharp, 
ſometimes an acid, or auftere diſpoſition. According to this differ. 
ing Dyſcraſy, the nutritive Juice, freſh brought, falls more or leſ 
from its maturation, and is perverted into a matter ſooner or later 
apt to Ferment. 

The ProcatarQtick Cauſes of this Diſeaſe plainly ſhew its Origine, 
from the temper of the Blood being chang'd. For Intermitting Fe. 
vers are chiefly rife in that Seaſon, and thoſe Places, in which the 
Blood receives the greateſt alteration from the Air. 

The ſame thing is made out by the Cure of Intermittent Fevers, 
whether it be natural and critical; or artificial, and be performed 
by the help of Medicines: As to the firft, Intermittent Fevers are 
wont to be terminated after a two-fold manner : The ficft is, when 
the temper of the Blood is altered by the Fits themſelves, and it 
is brought to its Natural ſtate ; the other way is, when the change 
of the Air or Place of abode brings a mighty alteration of the Blood, 
for ſo Fevers begun about the Equinoxes, are terminated about 
the Solſtices ; allo the Diſeas'd travelling into another Country of- 

ten recover. 

As to the o_ to be R—_ with Medicines, it is undertaken 
either Empirically or Dogmaticaly; and in this Diſeaſe E cal Re- 
medes, taken from Mountebanks or old Women, are nie” pt tnke 
and often eff-& more than the Preſcripts of Phyficians given ac- 
cording to an exat method of __ 

The Emperycal Remedies which are ſaid toCure Intermittent Fe- 
vers, are ſuch as without any evacuation keep off the invading Fit : 
And are either taken inwardly, or are outwardly apply'd where the 
Pulſes chiefly beat,wsz. they are bound for the moft part tothe Regi- 
on of the Heart, or to the Hand-wrifts, or to the Soles of the Feet : 
Now it is worthy to be enquired into, after what manner theſe work, 
and by what means they ftop the Feveriſh acceflcs, It is manifeſt in 
the firſt place, that the virtue and action of theſe things which are 
outwardly applied, are communicated to the Blood and Spirits im- 
mediately; and in regard they drive off the Fit by way of preventi- 
on without the evacuation of any Humor or Matter, of neceſlity the 
reaſon of this effe&t muſt conſiſt only in this, that by the uſe of theſe 


kinds of Medicines the Turgeſcency and Fermentation of the Blood 
with 
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with the febrile Matter are ftopt, that is to ſay, from the Medicine 
bound about the Veſſels, certain Corpuſcles or Effuvia are commu- 
picated to the Blood, which greatly fix, and conftringe its Particles, 
or alſo by fuſing and exagitating, precipitate them,as it were 2 Aﬀter 
both ways, the ſpontaneous Efferveſcence of the Blood is hindred : 
Like as when cold Water'is put into a boyling Pot 5 or as when VA 
negar or Allum is put into new and working Beer, preſently the Fer 
mentation ceaſes, and the Liquor acquires a new taft and confiſten= 
cy, and is as fit for drinking as if it had been ripened a long time. 
Now that theſe Febrifuges operate after this manner, it ſeems plain 
enough,becauſe thoſe that are of chiefeft note,excel in a ſtyptick and 
aſtringent,or alſo in a precipitating Virtue: Hence Sea-ſalt,Nitre,Sal 
Gem, the Fuice of Plant ain, Sbepherds Pouch,all aftringent H:1bs brus« 
fed with Vinegar and the like things bound to. the Wrifts ; the Roots 
of Jarrow, Tormentil, alſo Camphyre hung about the Neck, are ſaid to 
remove this Diſcaſe: Moreover the things that are taken inwardly are 
of the like ſort,the Juice of Plantain,red Roſewater, Alum,in as much 
2s they fix and conlitringe the Blood ; a Decottion of Pepper Sal Armos» 
wack, or of F/ormwoed Spirit of Vieriol,alſo a ſudden Paſſion of Anger 
or Fear,in as much as by fuſing and exagitating the Blood,they preci- 
pitate it,often hinder the feveriſh acceſs: Like as a concuflion and 
extgitation of any Liquor, or an infufton of aſtringent things in it, 
hinder a ſpontaneous Efferveſcence or Effort, It is uſual with ſome 
Empiricks for the Cure of Intermittent Fevers, to make a hard Ball 
of Flax or Paper rowled up,and to bind it ſocloſe to the Wriſt where / 
the Pulſes beat, that the Circulation of the Blood in that place is in 
ſome manner ſtopt,and by this means the invading Fit of the Fever 
isdriven away. TI have certainly known many cured after this man» 
her of a long continued Diſeaſe : The reaſon of which ſeems to be, 
that whilſt the Blood is ſtayed in its Motion in any part, it ftirs 
more violently in the reft, and ſo from that trouble raiſed in the 
whole Blood the ſpontaneous Efﬀerveſcence of its Liquor, which 
Was to follow a while after, is ftopt : And upon the Fits being put 
off twice or thrice, Nature takes to the digeſtion of the Matter, and 
to its ancient Regularity, 

The dogmatical Cure for the moft part is undertaken by Vomrs 
and Catharricks, alſo by letting Blood: With which the Diſcaſed are 
miſerably tormented, and the Diſeaſe i; {c1dom brought to an end, 
though ſometimes Tertian Fevers are taken away by a Vomit given 
alittle before the Fit, which happens,becauſe by this means the Blood 
bpretty fully cleanſed of its bilous Humor : Though its worthy Ob- 
ſervation that Vomits do no good in a Quartan Ague, and ſeldom X 
in a Tertian, unleſs they arc given preſently at the beginning, when 
the febrile Diſpoſition is yet light, and not fully confirmed, 


Concerning Intermitting Fevers in general, tacre rem4in yet to be 
& $2 explained 
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explained certain Irregularities of them,in which they alter from the 
common way: Firſt therefore,the Fits are wont ſometimes to be with- 
out cold or ſhivering: An Intermittent Fever was rife this Autumn 
whoſe acceſſes troubled the Diſcaſed only with Heat,and that very i. 
tenſe, in many there was a violent Vomiting, but no Cold or Sweat ; 
after four or five returns had hapned,as the Fit invaded,the Diſeaſed 
were wont to be alittle chill'd,and afterward plainly to have the cold 
Fit,and,as it'went off,to ſweat : Thereaſon of this was,becauſe by the 
hot Summer, the Conſtitution of the Blood was become ſharp and ve- 
ry much burnt:Wherefore the Particles of the crude Juice mixt with 
it, were preſently ſcorcht and burnt, that they did not ferment fir 
With a ſourneſs (like new Beer) and then afterward burnt out: Buta 
Turgeſcency being raiſed,the whole (like dry Wood laid on the Fire) 
preſently burnt out in alight Flame ; but afterward,the Liquor of the 
Blood, after having burnt for ſome Fits, became leſs torrified ; that 
the depraved nutritive Juice wasnot preſently ſcorcht,but paſſedin- 
to a nitrous Matter,and fermenting with a ſourne(s; which firſt grow- 
ing turgid, brought a ſenſe of coldneſs on the whole Body, 
There remains yet a great doubt concerning the diſtances of the 

Returns, which ſometimes ſeem to be double in the ſame Fever,that 
the firſt acceſs anſwers to the third,and both happily in the Morning: 
And again,the ſecond to the fourth, and both happen in the Evening, 
and ſo on:Wherefare ſuch a Fever is wont to be called « double tertian 
or quartan : It ſeems to me,that in this caſe ſometimes it happens that 
the Feveris ſimple, and of one kind,and that the Types are alike, and 
all agrecing with each other ; but that the error chiefly ariſes,becauſe 
the Intervals of the Returns are not computed by hours, but by days : 
For fince the Intervals of the beginnings of the Fits, are not diftant 
from each twenty four hours exackly,but either fixteen or thirty hours 


+ ina quotidian,and ina tertian not forty cight hours, but forty or fifty 


fix,more or leſs,or thereabout,it will come to paſs, that the alternate 
Fits will happen before, and thereſt after Noon : To which alſo may 
be added, that the uneven way of living,which the Diſeaſed uſe, may 
oftentimes produce great unevenneſles of the Returns, that ſome- 
times the Fit comes twice a Day, as I have often obſerved in cachetti- 
cal Perſons,and ſuch as nave uſcd a diſorderly Diet : Nevertheleſs it of- 
ten happens that Intermittent Fevers have returns of Fits, which nei- 
ther obſerve the ſame diſtance, nor keep wholly to the ſame ſort of 
Form : I have frequently noted in a quartan Fever,that befades the ſet 
acceſles,returning about the ſame hour,the fourth day,certain erring 
and uncertain Fits troubled the Diſeaſed,that ſometimes,the Day pre- 
ceeding the wonted Fit, ſometimes following it, another Fit alſo 
(though ſlight) was raiſed anew,carrying exaCtly the T ype of an In- 
termitteat Fever,with a ſhivering,a heat and ſweat: And nevertheleſs 
the primary acceſs returned at the uſual time : This for the moſt part 
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ywont to ou either by a Diet il! ordered,eſpecially by ſyrfeiting 
uddrinking of Wine,or by the ill adminiſtration of Phyfick:The rea- 
fn of which, I take it, confifts in this, that by theſcerrors in Diet 
more Matter is heap'd together, than can be clear'd off at one Fit,

(f the kinds of Intermittent Fevers, and firſt, of a 
Tertian, 
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E call a Tertian Fever, not that which happens at three Days 

diftance ; but inclufively from the Day in which one Fit be- 

ins, on the third thence, another returns; Mean while, ſometimes 

if the Fits are long, viz. protracted to twenty four Hours, and with- 

come before the uſual time of their acceſſes, the ſpace of Intermi- 
ton is often leſs then twenty four Hours, | 

Theefſence of a Tortian Fever confilts in this, that the Blood (like 
ber made of qyer-dryed Malt) being too ſharp and burnt, does not 
ſoon ſubdue and ripen the nutritive Juice,which is brought into it 
eude,from things eaten, but perverts a great deal of it.into a Nitro- 
fuphureous Matter, wherewith, when the Maſs of Blood is ſaturated 
toa Turgeſcency, like new Beer put in Bottles,it falls a fermenting : 
From the flowing of that nitrous Matter, which obtundes the Heat, 
ad vital Spirits,and twitiches the nervous Parts,ficſt a Cold is cauſed 
with a ſhivering; Afterward,the vital Spirit preparing again,this Mat- 
ter fermenting in the Blood, begins ta be maſtered and to be kindlcd 
io the Heart, by the burning of which, an intenſe Heat is diftus'd 
throughout the whole Body : Afterward its Relicks being ſevered, 
and mixing with the Serum, are ſent forth by Sweat. 

This hurat Piſpoſition of the Blood confiſts in this, that it is im- 
pregnated more than it ought with Particles of Salt and Sulphur ; 
Wherefore the procatarick Cauſes which diſpoſe to this Diſeaſe are a 
hot and bilqus Temperament, Youth, a very hot Diet,as an immode- 
rate uſe of Wine and peppered Meats ; but eſpecially the Vernal and 
autumnal Seaſons of the Yearzthough moſt commonly ſome evidere 
Caſe befides is requir'd for putting this Diſpoſition in act, and we 
aſcribe the origine of this Diſeaſe to ſome notable accident ; Where- 
fore a lying on the Ground,or taking Cold after Sweating, or Tran= 
ſpiration any way hind:ed, alſo ſurfciting or a traubling of the Sto- 
mach by diſorderly eating, and whatſoever things caule an immo- 
derate effervelcence of the Blood, bring into aCt, the latent Diſpo» 

tion of this Diſeaſe: For on every ſuch occaſion the nutritive Juicg 
deap'd together in the Bload, and ſomewhat deprav*d, falls a How- 
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ing, and ſeparating from the ret of the Blood, ferments it with « 
nitrous ſourneſs, afterward bring kindled and exagitated with the 
vital Spirit and Heat, it brings the Fit with a very intenſe burni 

A Tertian Fever is wont to be moft common in the Spring, at 
which time the Blood is moſt vigorous and in beſt plight. A Fe. 
ver hapning, if it continues not long, is commonly ſaid rather tg 
be Phyfick, than a Diſeaſe, which in part is true, becanſe by this 
means the Impurities of the Blood are conſumed, the Obſtructions 
of the Viſcera are opened, and indced the whole Body is ventilated 
ſo that it is wholly freed from any excrementitious Matter, and 
from the Seminaries of growing Diſeaſes: But if this Diſeaſe he 
drawn out in length, it is the cauſe of many Diftempers, and of x 
long Sickneſs ; For hereby the Maſs of Blood is very much depri- 
ved of the vital Spirit ; ( and like Wine too much fermented ) in 
ſome manner looſes its Strength, wherefore a Faund:ſ#, Scurry, or 
Cache xia follow upon this Fever, when it is long a curing : For by 
the frequent Fits, the vital Spirit very much evaporates, which iq 
regarditislittle reſtored by things eaten, the Blood becomes there. 
by watery, and almoſt without Strength : Mean while, the Particles 
of the Salt and Sulphur are raiſed and exalted more, whence the 
Blood is made ſharp and-ſalt 3, and ſo more unapt for Circulation 
and a Pneumatofis. | 

Moreover this Difcaſe, protracted in length, often changes its 
form, and from a Tertian, becomes either a Quotidian, or ſome- 
times a Quartan ; and afterward, ſometimes it returns from both 
to a Fertian: The reaſon of 'this is, the various Change of the Di(- 
poſition of the Blood ; for when from being ſharp and bilous, as it 
is in a Tertian, it comes to be leſs ſharp, hut more watery, and 
weaker in its Crafjs, the increaſes of the fermentative Matter are 
more quick, and the acceſſes return daily, but when it torns aus 
ſere and pontick, the increafrs of the Matter being more ſlow, the 
Fit comes but on the fourth Day. Gi bidg 

Certain Symptoins are wont to happen upon a Tertian Fever, 
which are yulgarly accounted for the Crifis of this Diſeaſe ; and in 
truth, ſometimes thoſe appearing, the affect either clearly ceaſes,or 
begins to remit of its wonted fiercene's: Thoſe Symptoms are chief- 
ly theſe three, wiz. 4 breaking forth of the Lips, a Faundiſe, and 1 
Phlegmon ſuddenly raiſed in any part of the Body ; Though I hare 
ſometimes obſerved, that notwithſtanding ſuch breaking forth of 
the Lips,the Fever has continued obſtinate for a long time : Where- 
fore I think it muſt be ſaid, that that eruption of Pimples denotes 
only a' fuller 'Diaphoreſis in the whole, whereby the groſs, as well 
as the ſubtle Recrements of that aduft Blood, evaporate forth ; for 
{| have known in ſome, * that in a Tertian Fever, Puſhes have broke 
but all over their Body; as thongh they had the Small-Pox ; mo 
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by this free ventilation, as by a Purging, the Blood is (o freed, that ' 
it recovers its ancient Crafis, the Fever is come to a Crifisz but if 
{ as it ſometimes happens) ſome Recrements, though the more 

(s, break forth, and others remain within, and fill foment the 
Preciſh Diſpofition, thoſe Sores argue only a greater Taint of the 
Blood, and an Obftinacy of the Dileafc : Therefore it is to be ob» 
ſerved, if upon ſore Lips the Fever does not remit, it will prove 
of long continuance, and fevere. 

Sometimes a Faund:iſe happens upon a Tertian Fever, and puts an 
end to it, the reaſon is, becauſe when the Blood has gotten a ſharp 
or bilous Diſpoſition, that thereby it perverts the nutritive Juice, and 
ſo heaps together an excrementitious Matter, it is often freed from 
that Diſcraſy, when by a ſudden excretion, the Recrements of the a« 
duſt Salt and Sulphur, are freely purged; The Gall-veflels being irrita- 
ted by a Medicine, or (pontaneanſly, and fo pleutifully clearing forth 
the Coler from the Blood, often perform this: For Vomiting, Purg- 
ing, and eſpecially a Diarrhza conduce very much to the Cure of this 
Dikaſe nay, ſometimes the Blood alone, exerting it (elf of its own 
accord, throws off its bilous Recrements asits refule, and depoſes it 
in the Skin in circulating, and fo the Jaundiſe cures the Fever, 

When a Pb/egmon (as it ſometimes is wont) happens upon this At 
fect, it is commonly ſaid,that the Ague is falleninto the place ſwoll'n, 
Now it ſeems not itrange that the Diſeaſe is determined by ſuch an 
abſceſs: Becauſe the Blood by this means continually ſeyers from its 
body the ſtore of the degenerated nutritive Juice,and conveys it to 
the Part affected : Wherefore a Belly continually looſe,has freed ſome 
by degrees: Becauſe by this means the Blood has preſently caft forth 
its unprofitable Burthen, ſtill growing upon it, nor has allowed it

a full increaſe: And ſometimes alſo a Deafneſs hapning on a ſudden, X 


the Tertian Fever has preſently ceas'd,vaz. by reaſan of the continual 

Metaftafis of the febrile Matter from the Maſs of Blood ta the Head. 
But if a Tertian Fever neither declines by degreesof its own accord 
within a ſhort time, ſo as to ceaſe wholly within (even or ten returns, 
nor is hrought taa Crifgs by any of the ways above-mentiangd,nar is 
remov'd by the help of Phyſick ; but after tep or twelve Fits conti- 
nues ſtill ſorely to afflict the Diſcaſed, it will prove a very difficult 
thing to'cure it : For the Blood, by the continual heaping together of 
the febrile Matter, and by its frequent being inflam'd, becomes at 
levgth ſo depraved, that it concocts nothing rightly for nouriſhing 
the Body and ſupporting its Strength; Nor is it able wholly to ſhake 
off the Impuritics and Excrements from its Maſs,that it may make a 
Crifis of the Diſeaſe; but the ſame daily prevailing. the Blood, befides 
its dyſcraſy, begins to be ſomewhat ivjur'dinits Mixture, wherefore 
the Fits return more frequently 3 nor does a perfect intermiſſion 
come between, but the Diſcafed being very weak and faint, are in 
a mannet 
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a manner always feveriſh, with a Thirft and Heat. When the thing 
is brought to this paſs, unleſs Art affords a Remedy, or the Change 
of the place of aboad. or the revolution of the Year bring relief, 
this Aﬀect often is terminated in Death, 

As to the Cure, the Method of Healing commonly is directed to 
this only ſcope, v2. that the Minera of the Diſeaſe be extirpated,and 
that the febrile Matter be eradicated out of our Body without any 
remaining fomes or fear of a Relapſe; wherefore we diligently infift 
on Vomits and Purges, which, when they do little towards a Cure, 
but the Strength of the Diſcaſed is very much broken, they are left 
by the Phyficians, and the whole bufineſs is committed to Nature. 
The Intentions (as it ſeems to me) ought to be theſe; Firft, the 
reſtoring of the Blood toits natural Temper, Secondly, the preven- 
tion (as much as may be) of the deprayation of the nutritive Juice, 
Thirdly, the ſtopping of the feverith Fermentation for keeping off 
the Fit. And theſe Indications have place not only ina Tertian Pe- 
ver, but in every Intermittent Fever befides: Which nevertheleſs 
are not to be perform'd by the ſame Ways or Remedies,but by one 
ſort and another, according to the diverſity of the Diſeaſe, the con- 
dition of the Sick, and the Symptoms chiefly prefiing: Howſoever, 
in the Cure of this Diſeaſe, there is more to be imputed to Nature, 
and to a well regnlated Form of Diet, than to Pharmacy. 

1. Concerning the firſt Intention, vi. that the Blood may bere- 
dac'd to its natural Temper,Vomurs, Bleeding and Purging are of great 
aſe ; eſpecially if they are ufed in the beginning of the Diſeaſe. Vo- 
mits dv good,inaſmuch as they purge the Stomach,that the firft con- 
co@qion may he better perform'd, and that thereby a purer nutritive 
Chyme may be ſupplied for the Matter of the Blood, and chiefly, in- 
aſmuch as by forcing the Coler plentifully from the meatus cholede- 
ehus, they empty the Gall-bladder, that thereby the Coler may be 
more copiouſly clear'd from the Blood, and ſa the Blood may. be 
cleins'd from the Recrements of the aduſt Snlphur and Salt.Opening 
a Vein, cools and ventilates the Blood, that thereby it is leſs torrified 
or patch'd, and is circulated more freely in the Veſſels without dan- 
ger of being bnrnt. Purging alſo draws plentifully the Coler fron 
the Gall-vefſels, and conſequently from the Maſs of Blood, and by ir- 
ritating them, forces it forth, For this end, viz. the reducement of 
the Blood, Digeftives conduce, being ſharp qualifiers, inaſmuch as 
they fuſe and alter the Blood, and allay its fervour. Sometimes alſo 
the change of the place of abode,and of the Air,cgregiouſly corrects 
the evil Conſtitution of the Blood above any other Remedies. 

The ſecond Intention is excellently perform'd by a Diet,and an ex- 
at Form of Food, which in this Dileaſe ought to be thin and ſpare : 
Wherefore Hunger is commonly ſaid to be the beſt Remedy of this 
Diſeaſe 3 and we find by common Experience, that by a ſpare feed- 
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ing the feveriſh acceſs is moſt commonly put off beyond its uſual 
time. There are two things chiefly to be obſerved concerni 

Diet ; firft, that the Aliments be thin, let nothing be given ſulphu- 
reous or ſpiritous 3 for ſo the conflagration of the Blood is lefſened : 


wg 


Then ſecondly, that when the Fit is a coming, or has ſeized, no _ 


Food be taken 3 wherefore in faſting Perſons the Fit is more mild 
and is ſooner over. 

What was propos'd in the third place : A ſtopping of the feveriſh 
acceſs, is undertaken by Remedies which ftop the fermentation of 
the Blood ; and though this Remedy be look'd upon by Phyficians 
2s Empirical, Immethodical, and Deceitful, yet I have found by ex» 
perience, that theſe Fevers have been oftentimes cured this way, 
when Medicines did nothing at all: Though you muit obſerve, that 
the uſe of theſe after Bleeding and Purging (if there be necd of them} 
will do moſt good,and unleſs theſe are duely permitted, thoſe others 
ſeldom ſtop the Fit: And Vomiting, Purging, and Blooding, ualeſs 
they are uſed preſently and at the beginning, do little good, nay, 
are oftner wont to do hurt ; wirrefore if the Coler about the be- 
ginning be plentifully cleanſed torth, or the Blood be ventilated by 


breathing a Vein, it is reduced to its due Crafis 3 but afterward, in *, 


the progreſs of this Diſeaſe, ( the Spirit being very much exhauited, 
and the Salt and Sulphur being roo much exalted } if theſe Evacua- 
tions are us'd, they weaken the Crafis of the Biood more ; and 
therefore it is found by Obſervation, that a Tertian Fever is fel- 
dom or never cur'd, and often paſſes into a Quotidian, where theſe 
Medicines are us'd very late. I have known my elf in the Spring- 
time, that certain Perſons enjoying a good intire Health, have tal- 
len preſently into a Tertian Fever, after having taken a Vomit for 
prevention-ſake, which cauſed a violent Evacuation ; and that o- 
thers, who have been cur'd for ſome time of this Fever, have pre- 
ſently undergone a Relapſe upon taking a ſtrong Purge for carry» 
ing off the remainder ot the febrile Matter : It may readily be ſaid, 
that the Minera of the Diſeaſe lying quiet before, is rous'd up by 
this means by the Medicine, and brought into at; but if you 
conſider this thing rightly, it ſeems rather to be faid, that by a 
ſtrong Purge the Crafis of the Blood is very much injur'd, and 
Whereas before it was prone to a bilous Dilcraly, fo that it affimi- 
lated with difficulty the nutritive Juice, upon this evident Cauſe it 
preſently degenerates more, and that it forthwith perverts the Nu- 
triment into a fermentative Matter, and fo incurrs the feveriſh 
Diſpoſition. An Opinion has vulgarly prevail'd, that a Tertian Fe- 
ver can ſcarce be cured without a Vomit 3 wheretore ſome Medi- 
caſters are wont, under the pretext of neccflity, to give an eme= 
tick Medicine to any Perſons whatſoever troubled with this Dif- 
eaſe (though weak and infirm ) not without great danger of Life z 


and thoſe whom they judge wholly unable to bear this Remedy; 


they 
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they leave to Nature, as not eaſily curable, But ( as Iam well G. 
tisfed by having often try'd the contrary ) that this kind of Pract. 
ice is ill founded : And I rather think that Vamits are ſeldom or ne. 
ver requir'd for the Cure of a Tertian Fever, unlets it be in a robuſt 
Body, and readily inclin'd to vomit, and when it happens that the 
Stomach is loaded with an excrementitious Matter ; but inftead of 
this, that a gentle Purge may be more properly us'd ; for a P 

in this cafe does the ſame thing as a Vomit, to wit, it evacuates the 
Veſſels containing the Coler, that this being plentifully exhanfted 
from the Blood, the feveriſh Dyſcraly may be corrected. Now 
when the Humor of the Gall, empticd in the Stomach,is drawn forth 
upward, a great offenſe is thereby brought on the Stomach, and x 
mighty Perturbation is raiſed in the whole Body : But if by a gentk 
Cathartick,that Humor is allur'd downward, it is ſent forth with 
out any trouble. Moreover, if ro a gentle Purge repeated once or 
twice, a very thin Diet, and without any Meat, be added, it will of. 
ten anſwer the Preſfervatory Indication, that there will not be need 
of other Remedies for removing the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe, but theſe 
things being ducly permitted, let thoſe things be uſed, which 46+ 
ther inwardly taken, or outwardly applyed, ttop the acceſs of the 
Fever. By this plain and eaſy Form of Phyfick, viz. by purgs 
wth an Infuſion of Sena and Rhubarb, a thin Diet, and a eopical Fe 
brifuge applyed to the Breſt or Wrifts, I have oftentimes known Ter 
tian Fevers cured in a ſhort time, without the uſe of any other of: 
fenfive Medicine. Nay, a thin Diet alone, with Periapts,ſeaſonably 
applyed, has cur'd very ſucceſsfully a Woman with Child, aged Per- 
ſons, and ſuch as were very weak, whoſe Strength would not bear 
Purging. 

I have ſo frequently experienc'd the wiſhed ſucceſs of that Me- 
thod, that I do not doubt, but a Tertian Fever, if it be manag'd 
this way from the beginning, to wit, before the Temper of the 
Blood be more injured by an ill Form of Diet, or by Phyfick il! ad- 
miniftred, it will be cured as cafily as any other Diſeaſe : For proof 
of this I ſhall give the following Relation. 

A certian nobleYouth,of a colerick Temperament, was ſeized with 
an Intermittent Tertian Fever ; as the F.t came on him, he vomited 
very much yellow and greeniſh Coler, afterward for many Hours he 
was forely troubled with a moſt intenſe Heart-burning, a Heat anda 
Drought. The Day of Intermifſion,on which it was my chance to be 
preſent,cight Ounces of Blood were drawn by my order from this Per- 
fon, and in the Afternoon an emollient Clytter was injected * He uſed 
alſo, a very thin diet, (viz. only of Barly Meats) he took every Night 
going to reſt this Opiate,v:z. Conſerve of Roſes uitriolated half a Dram, 
Diaſcordium a Scruple, and every Morning a Seruple of Salt of Worm- 
ood, in 4 ſpoonful of the Fuice of Oranges : But theſe things not ſuc- 
cceding (for the Fit returned ſomewhat more remiſs, but with 
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a violent Vomiting as before ) and likewiſe in regard this fick Perſon 

tly dreaded a Vojnit ( becauſe upon (taking a very gentle Eme- 
tick not long before he had Vomited about thirty times, even till 
being ſciz'd with a Cramp and Convulfiuns, he was brought to a 

t failure of Strength with danger of Life) therefore, the day 

wing the ſaid Fit, I gave him a potion of the znfuſion of Seng, 
Abubarb, and yellow Saunders with Salt of Wor mmwood un Fount ain- 
o«#, by which he purg'd ten times with relief: Thenext morn- 
ing, three hours before he expected the Fit, I apply'd febr:fuge 
Epebems to his Wriſts, and Blooded him again to fax Ounces, from 
which time he had no Fit of his Fever, and afterward, being purged 
again after the ſame manner, he grew perfctly well. 

But if a Tertiau Fever, by reaſon of the evil conftitution of the Di- 
faſed, or by reaſon of errours committed in Diet, or Phyfick, has 
kid ics Roots deep, that after a long continued aff. & the Fits fill 

worſe and worſe, and the Diſeaſed mightily languith, theie 
Strength being dejected, with a Thirſt, and burning almoft conti= 
mal, a loſs ot Appetite, Watchings, a weak Pulſe, a ruddy Urine, 
md very full of conteutsz ſomewhat a differing method of Cure 
ought to be ordred : In this caſe, firft, it muſt be endeavour'd that 
the Diſcraſy of the Blood b» removed : Whereture let the Diſeaſed 
ſed only on thin Diet, as Barly or Oat Meats, with the opening Roots 
bled in them. wholly forbearing Meat Broaths ; It r Belly be 
kept ſoluble ( if it be needful ) by the uſe of emolient Chſters; 
Moreover ( Catharticks being omitted ) it ſeems that we vught only 
to infift on digeſtive Medicines, which fiſe the Blood, and gently 
kad forth the terious Impu:ities by U ine; a:;d comforting Reme- 
ties, which ftrengthen the Viſcera, and ceſr: ſh the Spirits: For this 
end Apogemes of dauretich, Herbs and Roots, neatly prepared, alfo 
Opiats of temperate Conſerve: with Sal Nitre, cr the fixt Salt of Herbs, 
od with teflatcow Powders, and Spirit of Vieriol mixt with them, 
excellently conduce, when the Crafis of the Blood is fomewhat 
mended, that the Urine is clearer and lefs coloured, alſo the ſteep 
quieter, with an abatement of Thicſt and Heatz then Remedies 
may be profitably given for ſtopping the tit of the Fever : Wherefore 
kt febrifuge Epichems be applied to the Wrilts, and to the Soles of 
the Feet ; alſo let the Powder of the Peruvian Bark, or of «ts Sucee- 
laneum, or alſo of the Bark of an Aſh, of Tamarnk, or of Gentian, be 
prev in Horte-wine with the mixture of Salts: After that the ac- 
ceſſes are taken away, aud the Diſeated begin to gather St.ength, to 
have a Stomach, and in ſome meafure to concoct what they take, 
-—_ Purges will be of uſe, but lct the Diſeaſed fill abſtain from 

g on Fleſh or rich fare, and it is not to be doubted, but 
he will ſoon recover his perfeRt Health without viotent Purging 


or Bloading, | 
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CHAP. V, 
Of the Intermittent Quotidian Fever or Ague, 


Ext after a Tertian Fever, by reaſon of their Aﬀenity and the 
likeneſs of the Fit, follows a Quotsdian, viz. whoſe acacls is 
wont. to return every day. It is the Opinion of ſome that this 
Fever is only a double Tertian, and that it ariſes from the matter 
being diſperft, and getting pofſefion of a two-fold focus; to which 
nevertheleſs I do not agree, and I judge that its riſe is to be attri- 
buted to a peculiar Diſcraſy of the Blood : In this the ſymtoms of 
Heat and Cold are more remiſs; but the acceſs holds longer, and 
is often wont to continue eighteen or tweenty hours : This Ferer 
for the moſt part follows upon a Tertian, for when the vital Spi- 
rit is much ſpent by a frequent Deflagration of the Blood, and 
( the Feveriſh Diſpoſition ſtill remaining} the Blood is become 
weaker, it leſs concus, or brings to perfection the nutritive Juice, 
and perverts it in a manner wholly into a fermentative matter; 
Wherefore it is ſooner brought to an increaſe, and is heapt toge- 
ther to a-plenitude of Turgeſcency in half the time as before: But 
becauſe the matter heapt together partakes as well of crudity a 
aduſtion, therefore the heat of the fermentation is more remiſs and 
more uneven, and ( like green Wood laid on the Fire ) it burns 
more ſlowly z wherefore the Fit is of a longer continuance. 
Sometimes it happens that a Q0r:d1an Fever ariſcs firſt without 
a foregoing Tertian, v:z. when a Fevrriſh affect (ciſes a Body that 
is Cacochimical, and fiiled with evil Juices : For then the Blood, 
being poor in Spirits, perverts the nutritive Juice in a greater ſtore, 
and heaps it together in a ſhorter time to a plenitude of Turgel- 
cency: And that which at firſt is a Quotidian often changes its 
Type, and becomes a Tertian: Even as a Tertian often paſſes into 
a Quotidian, there being a great vicinity betwixt theſe Fevers, and 
their Cauſes; and a little change of the Conftitution of the Blood 
makes a tranſition of the one into the other. An Intermittent 
Quotidian Fever is not fo cafily cur'd as a Tertian:For whether that 
comes firſt fimply, or follows upon another Intermittent ; how- 
ever it is raiſed from a ſtronger can(e, and argues a greater Diſcraly 
of the Blood, which does not preſzntly yield to Remedies : More- 
over, this Fever it it be of long continuance, or comes upon ano» 
ther Cronick Difeaſe, beſides the vice of the Blood, it has moſt com- 
monly joyned with it infirmities of the Viſcera: To wit, the Blood 
beiag vitiated, eafily faſtens its Impurities, heapt together by de- 
grees on the Vitecra, as it paſſes through their Involutions. (Hence 
in 
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is a Quotidian Fever 3 a loading of the Ventricle, a teiifion-of the 
Hypochondres, Obftructions, or Tumors ſometimes of the Liver, 
ſometimes of the Spleen, or of the Meſentery, are joyn'd ) though 
theſe kinds of affects are not the cau'e of the Fever (as is valgarly 
thought ) but only its products. Wherefore in this Fever, befides 
the ample Method of Cure which is indicated in a Tertian, many 
other Intents or Coindicants come in confideration,vzg.We mult uſe 
all our Endeavours, that the Veatricle be purg: d of its load of Hu» 
mors, that the ftuffings of the Viſoera be clear'd, that their Infirmi- 
ties be ſtrengthned, and together with theſe, that the Diſacaſy of the 
Blood be amended, and the Feveriſh acceſſes itopt, fo that by reaſon 
of theſe varionskinds of Intentions, we-mulſt proceed-by « 

way to the Cure. In this caſe Vomits, ( it the Strength will 
bear them ) will be of uſe above the reſt; alſo Purges, with which 
the affiduous increaſe of the excrementitious Matter may be (ent 
forth, muſt be often repeated ; befides theſe, digeſtive Remedies 
and deobſfiruents which reſtore the Ferments of the Viſcera and of 
the Blood, and correct their Diſcrafies are frequently to be uſed. 
Wherefore, fixs Salts of Herbs, their extratts, the acid Spirits 4 
Mimerals, and ſometimes Preparations of Stecl do excellently we 
Concerning theſe means there is a difficult task, fince, becauſe of 
the manifold evils, many things are to be done together, whereas, 
by reaſon of the-affiduity of the Feverith Fit,. the Diſeaſed can uſe 
only a few. In affects thus complicated, though the way of Method 
requires firſt a removal of Impediments,and then to cure the Dieaſe, 
jet I have known this kind of Fever cured often without Method, 
and empirically, in a Cacochimical Body, attended with many other 
affets; to wit, after a light provigon for the whole, febrifuge Re- 
medies outwardly applied, have firft taken away the Feverifh.acceſs, 
that afterward, time, and occaſions of curing might be the better 
ifforded for the other affects; 4latety went to ſee a Lady of Quality, 
who having long had a Cachedtical habit of Bo(ly, and bejag weak 
and feeble, a monthafter Child-tirth, was fciz'd with an Jntermit» 
tent Quotidian z-.after fix or ſeven acceſſes of which, her Strength 
was ſo caft down, that ſhe was not able to rifle from ber Bed, or 


' ſcarce to be rais'd up in it 3 nor could ſhe take ever (0 little Food, 


though very thin, but it caus'd great diſturbances in her Stomach ; 
Moreover, the Region of the Stomach, and the left Hypochondre, 
was all beſet with a hard Tumour, and violently paining: By rea- 
ſon of the Strength being extreainly caſt down, there was no place 
here for evacuation befides the uſe of Clyſters; and the Stomach 
bring mighty weak, refus'd all other Remedies, unleſs they were 
pleafing, and in a (mall quantity. In this difficult caſe, and pent 
up Within narrow limits of Curing, I advis'd theſe few things, v:Z. 
that ſhe ſhould take twice a day this mixture 3 wit, Magrſtraf 
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Water of Earth-worms two Ounces, Elixir Proprietats fix : 
Moreover, I ordered a fomenearien to be apply'd to the Stomach, 
of the Leaves of Pontick Warmwoed, Centory, Southernwood boy{d 
in Whte-wine with the Roots of Gentian, the Veſſel covered; and 
that after the fomentation, a toaft dipt in the ſame Liquor ſhould 
be worn-on the Stomach ; beſides, I had febrsfuge Epithems bound 
to her Wrifts ; and by thelc Remedies alone, on the third day the 
miſs'd her Fit, and continued free from the ſame afterward, and 
then by the uſe of Chalibeat Remedies, ſhe grew perfe&tly well 
within a ſhort time. 4! | 
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CHAP. VI. 
Of the Quartan Fever or Ague. 


| by '# Nuartan Fever, the time for the return of the Fit is longer 
than in the reſt, it being extended to the fourth day inchufive- 
ly; and it's wont to be of no longer continuance; and more difficult. 
ly cured : For this Diſcaſe is protraRed for many months, and of- 
ten years, and ſeldom or ſcarce at all yields to Mcdicines. 
The Fit for the moſt part begins with cold, and a ſhaking, which 
Fe followed with a pretty troubleſome heat, - but more remiſs than 
a Tertian, Sweat for the mott- part concludes the acteſs. If the 
Diſeale ſticks long, it brings the Scorbutick or Hypochondriack 
affeQ, and involves Men in an unhealthy habit of Body. 
The Cauſes which diſpoſe to this Diſeaſe are, firſt; the conftity- 
tion of the Ait, and of the Seaſon ; for the timeof Autumn is always 
for this affect, that you ſhall ſeldom obſerve a:Qurrtan Ferer 
to ariſe but about the Fall : Alſo in certain plices, eſpecially about 
the Sea-coaft, this affeCt is wont to be endemious, fixing any that 
live there, or come thither' as-itrangers ; for this alſo makes a de» 
clining Age, alſo a melancholy Temperament, and which, by reaſon 


of an ill form of Diet, is obnoxious to the Hypochondriack affeQ; *'Þ' 


moreover, Fevers of another kmd, that are of a long continuance, 
and Chronick Diſeaſes, often paſs into a Quartan Fever. 

Theſe things being confidered, it ſeems that it muſt be (aid, that 
a Quartan Fever, even as other Intermittents, 'depends on the vie 
tious diſpoſition of the Blood ; for the nutritive Juice, conveyed 
by degrees into the Veſſels, is perverted into'a fermentative Mat» 
ter, and the Efferveſcency of this heapt together to a plenitude 
of Turgeſcency, makes the Fit of a Quartan Fever. But fince 
jn this Fever there are ſome things peculiar from the reft, We 
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malt enquire what ſort of Dyſcrafie of the Blood there is in this 
ſe diftin& trom the reft, and after what manner it raiſes the 
moſt obſervable Symptoms. 

1 ay therefore, that in this Diſeaſe the Liquor of the Blood has 

'd from its ſweet, ſpirituous,and balfamick Nature, to be acid and 
ſomewhat auſtere, like Wine turning ſour. That is to ſay, there is 
zfcarcity of Spirits,and the Earthy or Tartarous part (which conſifts 
chiefly of Earth and Salt) is exalted too much, and being raiſed to 
flowing, brings a ſourneſs to the maſs of Blood : The Blood dege- 
nerated after this manner from its native Diſpoſition, does not duely 
coocot, and affimilate to it felf the nutritive Juice, but perverts it 
into an extraneous Matter, wherewith, when it is ſaturated to a ful- 
peſs in the Veſſels, and the Nervous Parts are irrigated with the Juice 
thence arifing, there follows a flowing, and as it were a ſpontancous 
Efrveſcence of this Matter, whereby the Feverith acceſs is wont to 
becauſed with a ſhaking, and a heat, as in a Tertian. 

Ia a Quartan Fever the returns have longer Intervals, becauſe the 
Diſcraſy of the Blood being toward an acid, and therefore leſs (mart 
and hot, it p-rverts the nutritive Juice without a conteſt and tumult ; 
wherefore ſomewhat of it is affimilated, and the depravation of the 
reſt does riot recede fo far from its natural ſtate as in a Tertian: And 
hedce its heaping together to a plenitude is ſlower, and it riſes to a 
Turgeſency in about as much time again and a half as in a Tertian, 

The'reaſon why this Diſeaſe is of fo difficult a cure, and ſo obfti- 
nately-infefts the Diſcaſed, is the melancholy Conftitution of the 
Blood, which is not caſtly removed, and yields ſcarce to any Medi» 
ciges; for there being in it a ſcarcity and defect of Spirits, and the 
Salt and Tartar being too much exalted ( as when Wines turn 
ſour } it is extream hard to reftore it, and it is in a manner of the 
fame labour and difficulty as to renew the vinious Spirit and Vigour 
in Vinegar; becauſe for reſtoring the Blood depraved after that 
manner, there is need that its whole maſs be valatiz'd, and that 
it ſpiritualiſcs as it were a-new. Wherefore in this caſe evacuatives 
do not the leaft good, nay , by depauperating the Blood more 
without remedying it, they often impair the Strength : But there 


' snecd of thoſe things which may exalt and volatile that which 


is fixt't And may promote a Pneumatofis in the whole maſs; of 
Blood : Thence it js that in this Diſeaſe the change of the Air, and 
of the Soil moſt commonly give relief, before any other Remedlies 
whatſoever, For Quartan Fevers arifiag about Autumn, are often 
cured by. the following Spring, which doubtleſs happens becauſe 
the changed quality of the Air is wont to alter the evil habit of the 
Blood for the better: And for the ſame reaſon, the change alio of 
the place of aboad moit commonly cures this attc&t when it will 
not yield to any Medicine. Th 
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The Autumnal Seafon is moſt proper to produce this Feveriſh ha. 
bit of the Blood, becauſe when very mnch of Spirit and Sulphur has 
paſt away by the Sumny1-r heat, and that which remains begins to he 
preft upon by the cold,the Liquor of the Blood (as Wine turning (oye 
after too much Efferveicence) eafiiy degenerates into a pontick ad 
ſharpiſh Nature:This alſo is procur'd by the Air of the Se feng 
the Blood with ſaline Vapours, which fix the Spirits. Mr ver, the 
affinity of this Diſe ſe which the Scurvy and the Hypochone114l affe 
plainly ſhews that the evil Diſpoſition of the Blood is in fault,where. 
by it is become ſalt and earthy with a defect of a Pneumatofe.. 

The laſt year, towards the end of the Summer, which had keen 
very hot, an Epidemick. Fever aroſe : Then Autumn coming on, 
when that Diſeaſe ceaſed, a Quartan Fever began to be-very rife, 
ſo that in many places well near the fourth part of Man-kind was 
ſeiz'd with the fariie, and thoſe of all Ages and Temperaments, 
which plainly ſhew'd that this affect did not take its rite from 1 
melancholy Humor heapt together, through the fault of the'Spleen, 
{ as ſome have thought ) but from the Diſcraſy of the Blood cauſed 
through the diftemperature of the year. : 

\ Tho many Phyfical Apparatus's wereorder'd againft thisevil, yet 
very few were eured within the compals of the Autumn: In ſome, z- 
bout the firft beginnings of their Sickneſs, before the Diſeaſe had t» 
ken Root, Vomits gave relief; Tho, tn molt, Medicines purging any 
ways,tho repeated a hundred times,did not the leaft good at all:Thoſe 
in whom the evil was deeply rooted,received not any relief from the 
moſt exactly deviſed Remedies uſed throughout the whole Autumn; 
when at this time I ſaw the vulgar Methods of Phyfick put io practiſe 
in vain. To a certain noble Virgin who: defired a ſuddenCure to be 
performed by any manner of 'means, I propos'd, that if ſhe would 
undergo a Salivation for ſome days by aanineral Medicine, the might 
thence hope a ſpeedy conqueſt of her Diſeaſe:She readily agreeing to 
this, I gave her a gentle and very ſafe Mediome, by which only a gen- 
tle ſpitting was raiſed, and that ended witmw twelve days; from 
the time the Salivation began, ſhe preſently miſt hes Fits; but at the 
times they are wont to come the found a diſturbance in her whole 
Body, with an opprefſion of the Heart, and a danger of Fainting, ' 
but afterward, the ſpitting being ended, ſhe ſeem'd throughly re+ 
covered ; and when after two months time ſhe had again certain 
flight accefſes of this Diſcaſe, an Emerick Pawder being given her 
:wice or thrice, ſhe was perfetly cured without a relapie. 

Afier the Winter-Solftice this Diſcaſe was not ſo violent; but began 
to grow mi!d, in ſome, of its own accord,and to be more. eafi!y over- 
come in molt others by the uſe of Medicines, for at this time the Diſ- 
eraſy of the Blood, contracted by the Summer heat, is wont to bere- 
moved by degrees by the cold of Winter,and the inyeteraſcent ma(s 
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of the Blood to depoſe its old taint, and to return towards its na- 
tural ſtate : Buy thote who were of a melancholy Temperament, or 
had the Viſcera, and eſpecially the Spleen ill affeed, or thoſe that 
uſed an ill form of Diet, received no change from this Tropick, but 
held their Diſeaſe to the next period of the year, to wit, to the Ver= 
nal Equinox,and then in a great many this affe&t was ſeen to be over- 
come, the Blood either being renewed of it (elf, or its Dittempe- 
rature being more eafily amended by the uſe of Medicines ; but in 
the mean time many aged, Cacochimical, and otherwiſe weakly 
Perſons, died every where of this Diſeaſe, in this whole tract of 
time ; and ſome there were, who having paft the Summer-Soiftice, 
had not yet ſhaken it off: Now, though many were troubled with 
this, as it were, Epidemious Fever almoſt for a whole year, yet 
none that I knew of contracted it firft in the Spring, and very few 
recovered of it during the Autumn, that I cannot doubt but the 
Diſcraſy of the Zoold was really the cauſe of it, and that its cure 
confited in its change. 

The Remedies which oftentimes gave relief ( at leaft as far as it 
agreed with our obſervation) were ſuch as ſtopt the Fit of the Fever: 
For the evil habit of the Blood being ſomewhat amended, upon the 
change of the Seaſon of the year, in caſe the habitual uſance of the 
Fits be broken off. Nature recollects her ſelf, and eafily recovers her 
ancient (tate of Health by her own endeavour,And this kind of intent 
(viz. the ttopping of the Fits) though it be ſometimes performed 
by Vomits given a little before the acceſs (for theſe often ſtop the Fe- 
reriſh Motion of the Blood, by raifing another contrary toit) yet 
this indication is far more certainly, and indeed more ſucceſsfully 
performed by the uſe of thole kinds of Medicines, which donot at 
all evacuate trom the Viſcera, but cauſe in the Blood a certain fixa- 
tion, or precipitation of the Feveriſh Matter for a time. Wherefore 
thoſe, whom I undertook to cure as the Spring came on, and thence 
forwards, I managed with this Method ( and in many with good ſuc- 
ceſs) a provifion being made for the whole by a Medicine, ſome- 
times Vomiting,ſometimes Purging three hours before the Fit, I was 
wont to order Epitbems to be applyed ro the Wriſts, and withal a 
febrifuge Powder to be taken un Sack, and the Diſeaſed to be kept in 
Bed in 4 gentle ſweat : It ſeldom hapned but at the firſt, or (econd 
time the acceſs of the Fever was ftopt after this manrer, and after- 
ward the ſame Remedy being ſometimes repeated, at length the 
Diſeaſe wholly ceaſed : This kind of PraCtiſe ( befides what I have 
found by experience ) ſeems to be made good by the ule of the 
Powder of a certain Bark lately brought trom the Indies; which 
is ſaid moſt certainly to cure this Dileaſe, whereas the Virtue or 
Operation of this, without any Evacuation, confiits only in this, 
that it ops the invading Fits of Pevers. al 
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Concerning that Per:vian Bark, becauſe of late it begins to be in 
daily uſe, theſe few things which occur to common obſervation are 
to be ſaid, the vulgar way of giving it is to infuſe :wo Drams »f thy, 
being made into @ Powder jn Worte-wine or Sack for two Ho ir ,the Vol. 
ſel being cloſe covered, and then ag the Fit approaches to let the Diſeaf. 
ed, lying in Bed, drink the Liquor with the Powder. This drink of- 
ten removes the imminent acceſs, though many times that comi 
after its uſual manner, it prevents the next enſuing, howſoever, whe- 
ther the Fit be Rtopt at the firft, or at the ſecond,or third time of re. 
turn, and the Diſeaſe ſeem to be cured, yet it oftentimes is wont to 
return within twenty or thirty days: And then this Powder being 
given again, the Invaſion of the Diſeaſe is again put off for the ſpace 
of abour the fame time; and after this manner I have known many 
troubled with a Quartan, to have undergone only a few acceſſes of it 
during the whole Aueumn and Winter and fo to have held the Enemy 
foreguarded till the Spring coming on, by the help of the Seaſon of 
the year, and of other Medicines, the Diſpoſition of the Blood was 
altered for the better, and fo that affect yaniſht by degrees : Thoſe 
who by this means frequent times of truce of the Quartan, 
being cheerful and ſprightly,liv'd prompt for all bufineſs, whereas, 0 
therwiſe being enervated and pale,they were brought to a Languour, 
and a vitions habit of Body:Scarce one of a hundred tried this Reme. 
dy withont effe, nay, if it be taken in half a quantity,or leſs, viz.to 
the weight of balf « Dramor a Dram, it oftentimes takes away the 
acceffes,and ſuſpends the ſame only for a ſhorter ſpace, nor # it mat- 
ter whether it be taken in Wonrte-wing or Sack, but with reſpebt to the 
Temperament: of the Diſeaſed ; for in a hotTemperament it may con- 
veniently be taken in a diftilled Water or Whey ; alſo its clear infu- 
fion, the thick ſubſtance thrown away, produces the like effect but 
of ſhorter continuance. I have ordered thu Powder to be given to 
ſome made into Pills with Mucilage of Tragacanth, with the like be- 
nefit to the Diſcaſed ; after what manner foever it be taken, it cauſes 
no manifeft Evacuation, unlefsit be in ſuch as are apt to caft, and 
loath all Phyfick, and it takes away the Fit in a manner in all ; nor 
is it only given with benefit in a Quartan Fever, but in other kinds 
of Intermittents, v4. in all where there interceeds a time of ceflq- 

of the Fever: Itis commonly ordered, that a gentle Purge be 
Liven before the uſe of this ; but in ſome who have been very weak, 
and kept their Beds, this Powder taken alone without a previous 
Purge, has procur'd laudable eff<&ts : Mean while I muft ingeni- 
ouſly confeſs,that Ihave not yet (een an Intermittent Fever through. 
ly cured by once giving this Powder, nay, not only Fits of a Quar- 
tan Fever, but of a Tertain and Quyotidian, eafie to be wholly over- 
come by other Remedies, ſeeming to be driven away with this, 


conitantly returned after a ſhort time ; for this reaſon thoſe, who, 
when 
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when there is no caſe of Neceſſity ſuppreſs Intermittent Fevers only 
for a ſhort while by this Medicine, they being eafie to be cured 6+ 
therways, ſeem to proceed deceitfully in Phyfick, nor more to the 
purpoſe, than thoſe who heal over a hollow Ulcer which will pre- 
ſently break forth again: Indeed in ſome caſes the uſe of this may be 
proper enough, viz. when by the too great afſiduity of fits, the 

gth of the Diſeaſed is very much ſpent, times of truce may be 
procured by this means,Whereby Nature may recolleCt her ſelf, and 
afterward more powerfully oppoſe her Enemy ; alſo this Powder is 
conveniently given, that the Quartan Fever may be paft over with 
leſs tediouſneſs during the Autumn and Winter. But thoſe who de- 
fire to be long vacant from the Incurfions of that Fever, are adviſed 
totake this Powder it; a great quantity and often, 4x. two Drams I 
for three fits one after rbe other, whether the acceſſes return or not, by 
thismeans they continue tree the longer, but {till keep the latent 
Enemy within them, though laid aſleep. 

It it be enquired concerning the nature of this Bark, and ofitsVer= 
tue in ſuppretiing the fats of Intermittent Fevers,we mutt not difſems 
ble,but it is a difficult thing to explicate the cauſes of theſe kinds of 
Eff-&ts, and of the ways of oprrating ;z becauſe we cannot find the 
like efficacy in any ſubject befides: and a general rule is not well 
adapted to a ſingular experiment, however, by a deligent conferring 
the Phenomena, we ſhall make an orderly deduction of certain Po- 
fitions, which if they do not attain the truth of this matter, at leaft« 
wiſe may make ſome ſtep towards it, 

In the firii place it may be obſerved, that this Medicine inwardly 
taken chiefly exerciſes its force and energy on the maſs of Blood: for 
it does not at all irritate the Viſcera, nor does it cauſe any exertion 
or trouble to them ;z Moreover,until its vertue be communicated to 
the Blood,its antipyretick force is not all exerted, wherefore the 
fit immediately enſuing is not always prevented, but the ſecond or 
third after its being taken: and for this reaſon, that it may affect the 
Blood the ſooner,it is uſual.that together with the Powder a Liquor 
ſtrongly impregnated with the ſame b- given, tor fo its Particles are 
more readily conveyed into the maſs of Blood, 

Secondly, the vertue of that Bark conveyed into the Blood contf- 
nues for ſome time in it, and that ſhorter or longer, according as a * 
greater or leſſer por tion of the Medicine is inwardly taken ; for the 
Particles of this mixt with the Cruor,are circulated a long time with 
it and the more there are of thcm.the more they affect its maſs, and X 
produce a more laſting atteCt;tor though Aliments,and certain other 
things taken inwardly, inas much as they are preſently ſubdued by 
the natural heat, excrt whatevet torce they have within a few horrs, 
and then being atlimilated or caſt forth, ceale to operate ; yet ſome 


Medicines taken into the Body, becauſe they are not efily ſubdued, 
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nor by a ſudden irritation are preſently ſent forth, continue very 
aQire for many days and keep the Blood and Juices a long time in 
this or that courſe of Fermentation ; this may be obſerved of certain 
Medicines,alſo of Poyſons,and many Antidotes; whereof one only gi- 
ving is wont to affect our Bodies for many days,and the ſame repeat- 
ed for a longer time: for it is uſual after Cathartick Medicines,if at 
any time they do not operate by Vomit or Seige, that Pimples and 
Puſhes break forth outwardly,after many Weeks. Moreover, if after 
Torxicum being drank Death be eſcap'd, every Man knows that its 
virulency lurches for a very long time in the Blood and Juices. In 
tike manner alſo this Powder, and haply a great many other things 
imwardly taken, continue till to a&t on the Spirits and Humour 
how much ſoever they ſeem lulled a fleep. 

Thirdly, though that Medicine aCts immediately on the Blood 
and Humors, yet it does not throughly take away the feveriſh DiC- 
craſy ſeated in them, for as ſoon as its force is ſpent, and all its Par- 
ticles are paſt off from the mixture of the Blood, the a i 
preffed only for a time, breaks forth a new, and takes to its ocells 
afterits wonted manner : but for as much as nature during this 
time of ceſſation is become more ſtrong, therefore after the relays, 
the fits are wont to return ( not as before ) but on the third or fourth 
day, according to the firft Type of the Diſeaſe. 

Fourthly, it is to be obſerved, that this Remedy does not ſtop 
the acceſſes of Fevers, as vulgar febrifuges, by fixing, or alſo by fu- 
fing the Blood ; for then always the imminent fit, and not the (& 
cond, or third to follow after would be prevented. 

Which things being confidered,that we may ſubjoyn ſome things, 
as a Corallary,concerning the way of operating, whereby this Medi- 
cine ſeems to Work, we ſay, thatits likely that when the Particles 
proceeding from the ſame taken inwardly,are mixt with the Blood, 
they force it into a certain new Fermentation, wherewith whillt the 
Particles of the Blood are continually agitated, they are wholly hin- 
dred from heaping together an excrementitious matter,and from fal- 
ling into feveriſh Turgeſcencies: for,as after the biting of a Mad-dog, 
or the ſtinging of venemous Animals, the Blood it ſelf, and nervous 

icearelong Poyſon'd; yet Alexipbarmicks taken hinder them 

rom falling preſently into great Irregularities, by keeping their Li- 
quors in another Fermentation, the uſe of which if ſo long continu- 
ed, till the virulent Corpuſcles are wholly paſt away, no dreadful 
ſymptom is fear'd from that taint contracted ; but if the ſtrength of 
the Remedy, given in too ſmall a quantity, be firſt ſpent, preſently 
the Poy ſon ſprings forth anew,and the ancient venom which ſeemed 
to be driven away, is again brought into a& : after the like man- 
ner, when the Blood having gotten a vitious habit perverts the nu- 
tritive Juice, and for the better expelling it when heapt together to 
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2 fulneſs.falls into feveriſh Turgeſencies, that Peruvian Bark reduc'd 
to a Powder, and given, by the commerce of its Particles ſo exagi- 
tates,and alters the Blood,though affeCted with a Diſcraſy by ſtirring 
anew Fermentation, that it in ſome meaſure concoCts the nutritive 
ice,and continually evaporates its recrements, ſo that they are not 
pt together for a matter of the fit, as before, but when the Parti- 
cles of this Remedy are wholly exhal'd from the community with the 
Blood, and all the vertue is ſpent, the evil Diſpoſition of the Blood 
before contraCted breaks forth again,and therefore the fits of the Fe- 
yer return after their wonted manner : haply ſometimes it falls only 
that whilſt by the uſe of that Powder the acceſſes are ſuppreſt, that 
Diſcraſy of the Blood, by reaſon of the change of the Seaſon of the 
Year, or by help of ſome other Remedy, or of Nature her ſelf, is 
amended by degrees,and ſo at length the Fever diſappears of its own 
accord : though I have known this to have hapned but ſeldom, that 
you may expect the feveriſh fits to return in a manner with the 
like certainty, as they are ſuppreſt by that Powder, 

As to the ſenſible qualities with which this Bark is endowed, it is 
manifeft that it excells in a bitterneſs, with a certain ſtipticity, that 
by the taſte it is diſcovered to carry in a manner the like ſavour as is 
uſually found in moſt Alexipharnucks,luch as the root of Gentian,Ser+ 
prncary, Contrayerva, Ec. For things which are aCtually bitter are 
mighty powerful in ſuppreſſing the forces of preternatural Fer- 
ments : nay, and the root of Gentiaw, which excellently reſembles 
this Bark, was formerly of famous uſe for curing Quartan Fevers ; 
and now, though this Peruvian Powder be the only Alexiterion yet 
found for the Quartan Fever, which ſtops the fits ofit and of others 
(though only for a time ) yet it isnot to be doubted, but there are 
other Medicines in nature, equally febriſuges z and it may be hop'd, 
that being l:d by the example of this new invention,we may be tire 
red up to ſearch into the Vertues of Herbs yet unknown to us 2: 
thus while we infift on the tryalof Particulars, and joyn Empirical 
Phyfick with the Rational, it is not to be doubted but the Cares of 
the Quartan and of other Herculean Diſeaſes will go on more prof- 

y : which I the more freely enſure for in this age, or at leaſt- 
wiſe in the ſucceeding, becauſe being guided by the Analogy of that 
Bark, I my ſelfnot long fince, running through many things, light- 
ed on a Medicine of no contemptible uſe for ſubduing Fevers ; which 
alſo I give to all poor People, as a Succedaneum, with good ſucceſs, 
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many days without any ceflation : it has its times of remiſ- 

fion and exacerbation, but none of intermiſſion ; the burn. 
ing ſometimes is more remiſs, ſometimes more intenſe, but the 
Diſcaſed are ftill in a Fever, till the Diſcaſe be wholly ſolv'd by a 
Criſis, or an inſcnfible recovery. 

Now there are three degrees or manners of Eft:rveſcency by which 
the Species of continual Fevers are determined : from the ſubtle por- 
tion of the boyling Blood,or from the Ebullition of the Spirits ariſes 
the Ephemera,allo the Synecus of one or many days :trom the ſulphu. 
reous or oily part of the Blood too much heated and kindled,is raiſed 
the purrid Fever ; thirdly, on a venemous Miafm infeCting the Blood, 
and congealing its Liquor,malignant Fevers depend: in ea: h of theſe, 
from tlie depravation or rather corruption of the nutritive Juice, 
freſh heapt together in the Blood, yarious Paroxiſms, Inequalities, 
and critical Motions ariſe. 

Ifit be askt after what manner the Effterveſcency of the Bloodin a 
continual Fever differs from that other which makes Intermittents;] 
ſay, that the Efferveſcence of the Blood in the latter depends only on 
the mingling of ſome fermentative Matter with the Blood, which will 
not duely mix with it, and on its heaping together to a plenitude of 
Turge'cency:by real{on of the Efferveſcency of this with the Blood in 
the Veſſels,and its deflagration in the Heart,the fit is cauſed,its diffla- 
tion is followed by an Apyrexia,ſo that in the intervals of the fits nei- 
ther the Spiritsnor the Sulphur make an effort,but the Liquor circu-; 
lates evenly and without tumult in the Veſſels,the bond of mixture 
being entirely preſerved;on the contrary,in a continual Fever,the Dil- 
orders of the Spirit or Sulphur,or of both of them together cauſe the 
Ebullition of the Blood by their proper Efferveſcence, without the 
mixture of another thing : Wherefore, for a ceffation of the burning 
heat,befides the difflation of the excrementitious matter;a deftagrati- 
on ot the kindled Blood, and irs reduction to a due Crafis,are required. 

The Conſtitution of the Blood in a continual Fever , is 
as that of Wines when they ferment by too rich Lees ; that 
is to (ay, they are ſtrong with Spirit, and grow twgid with 
an exalted Sulphur, and therefore of their own accord with» 
out the mixture of anothep thing, they fall into a heat an 
boyl violently : In an Intermittent Fever the Blood is ftirrd

\ Continual Fever is that whereof the acceſs is prolonged to

after ſuch a Manner as Wines when they fall a fermenting, by reaſon 
of ſomething which is not mitlible being put into them: Moreover, 
in this Fever the Diſpoſition of the Blood is like that of Wines, when 
in their declining ſtate they become over-fretted, ropy, or alſo ſourz 
in which the Spirit is depreſt, while the Salt or Sulphur, or both 
together, are above the reſt, and affect the whole Liquor with theig 
diſorder : An Intermittent Fever for the molt part is without dan» 
ger, becauſe the parts that compoſe the Blood, though they have 
changed a little their Crafis, however keep their bond of mixture; 
and whilſt they are at liberty, circulate even in the Veſſels ; and 
pervert the nutritive Juice into a Matter not altogether Preternatus 
ral, but rather infefting with its Plentitude and Turgeſcency. In a 
continual Fever, befides the diftemperature, the mixture of the 
Blood, and the texture of the Liquor are ſomewhat difſoly'd, that 
its corruption eaſily follows, wherefore this Diſeaſe is often termi» 
nated in death; and the nucritive Juice is depraved to a Matter 
wholly vitious, and altogether offci;five to Nature. 


CHAP. VIIL 
Of the Ephemera Fever, 


Have ſaid that the leaſt degree of Efferveſcence which brings a 
continual Fever is placed in the ſubtle and ſpirituous Portion 

of the Blood, being too much agitated and heated : For this, like 
Spirit of Wine, boyls on any light occaſion, and gets a heat, be- 
ing irritated either by too much Motion of the Body, or Preturba- 
tion of Mind ; from an ambient heat, as that of the Sun, or of a 
Stove; by hot things inwardly taken, as drinking of Wine, eating 
of peppered Meats, and the like : For the Spirits of the Blood eafi- 
ly wax- very hot of their own accard, and being violently moved, 
are not preſently appeaſed, but exagitate, variouſly confound, and 
force to a rapid and diſorderly Motion other Particles of the Blood : 
Alſo by this Motion of the Spirits, the Sulphur, or the Oily part of 
the Blood is more boyled, a little more diffolyed, and ſomewhat 
more freely kindled in the Heart, whence an intenſe heat is raiſed 
in the whole Body, but for as much as the Sulphur is heated and 
inflamed only by minute Parts, and not throughout the whole, 
that fervour of the Spirits is ſoon allaied and ceaſes : Wherefore 
the Fever which is raiſed after this manner, is terminated for the 
molt part within twenty four hours, and therefore is called an Epbe- 
mera, And if by reaſon of a greater heat of the ſpirituous Blood, 

it 
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it be prorogued longer, it ſeldom exceeds three days, and it is cal. 
led an Ephemera of many days, or a Syochus net putrid: But if jt 
happens to be extended beyond this time, this Fever readily paſ. 
ſes into a putrid, to wit, from the long continued ebullition of 
the ſpirituous Blood, at length the grofſer Particles of the Sul. 
phur fall a burning, and involve the maſs of Blood in this Effer- 
velcence. 

An Ephemera Fever and a fimple Synoebw ſeldom begin with- 
out an evident Cauſe ; beſides the things before-mentioned, im- 
moderate Labour, Watchings, a ſudden Paffion of the Mind, a 
conftciction of the Pores, Sucfeiting, alſo a Bubo or Wound, in 
Child-bearing, Women an increaſe of Milk are wont to bri 
theſe ; the —— Cauſes which depoſe to them, are a hot 


temper of Body, an Athletick habit, a Sedentary Life, and a 
Diſuſe of Exerciſe. 


The Firft beginnings of this Diſeaſe depend on the preſence of 
an Evident Cauſe ; for either the Corpuſcles of an extraneous 
heat mixt with Blood, make it boy! like Water on the Fire: 
Or a Fever is brought by motion, or by reaſon of Tranſpiration 
being letted, even as when Wines being heated, or ſtopt cloſe in a 
Veſſel, are ſet in a ftrong working : Atter what manner ſoever the 
Inflammation be firſt raiſed, preſently the Spirits make an ef- 
fort, and moving hither and thither , force the Blood to boyl, 
and to inlarge it ſelf in a greater ſpace, with a frothy rarefaQtion : 
Wherefore the Veſſels are ftretcht, and the membranous Parts 
are vellicated ; hence a Pain, eſpecially in the Head and Loins, a 
ſpontaneous lafſitude, and an inflation, as it were, of the whole Body 
enſue. But if with the Spirit of the Blood ſome (ulphury Part withal 
be ſomewhat kindled, a (mart heat is diffus'd through the whole, 
the Pulſe becomes high and quick, the Urine ruddy ; alſo Thirſt, 
Watchings, and many other offenfive Symptoms ariſe. 

Concerning the Solution or Crifis of an Ephemera Fever, and 
of a Smochus not putrrid, there are three things chiefly requiſite, 
vix. a removal of the evident Caule ; ſecondly, a ſevering or 
diflation of the depraved or excrementitious Matter from the 
Maſs of Blood; thirdly, an appeafing of the Parts of the Blood, 
and their reftitution to a natural and even motion and fite. Ac» 
cording as theſe things happen, ſometimes ſooner, ſometimes 
flower, and with more difficulty, this Diſeaſe is ended in a ſhorter 
or longer time. 

1. The Evident Cauſe, which for the moſt part is extrinſecal, is ea- 
fily remov'd,and Diſcaſed Perſons,as ſoon as ever they perceive them- 
ſelves injur'd by any thing,are wont to avoid the preſcence of,or con- 
tinuance with that thing : No Perſon being in a Fever upon drinking 
Wine, continues ftill to drink it ; wheg any Perſon grows more _ 

than 
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than ufual by the heat of a Bath or of the Sun, it is irkſome to him 
tocontinue in it longer. 

2. As tothe excrementitious Matter which ought to be ſeparated 
:nd blown off from the Blood, this is either brought from without, 
z when by ſurfeiting, drinking of Wine, ſtanding in the Sun, or 
bathing in hot Water, the Blood is infeQted with hot and fermenta- 
tire efluvia's or Corpuſcles, or that matter is ingendred inwardly, 
2 when upon the deflagation of the Blood its Liquor is ſtuffed with 
xduff Recrements or Particles; both theſe Matters muſt be ſepara- 
ted and blown off from the Blood, and be ſent forth either by 
Sweat, or inſenfible Tranſpiration, before the Fever is appeas'd : 
wherefore, when the Pores are clos'd, and Tranfpiration is hin- 
dred, the Ephemera Fever continues a longer time, and paſſes from 
; imple Symochws into a putrid Fever, 

3. The Evident Cauſe being remov'd, and this degenerated Mat- 
ter blown off, for a ceſſation of the burning heat there is required an 
zppeaſing of the Parts of the'Blood, and a reducement of them to 
order : for a rapid and dilorderly motion begun in the Blood is not 
zreſently ftopt, but ought to be allay'd by degrees: alſothe divers 
Particles of the Blood diforder'd atter this manner, and being driven 
this way and that, by reaſon of the feveriſh Efferveſcence, do not 

tly take to their former order of fite and pofition, but it is 
neceſſary that they be extricated by degrees, and reftored to their 
due mixture by little and little. 

Though this Diſeaſe, after the removal of the Evident Cauſe ceaſes 
for the molt part of its own accord, yet ſome Phyſical Remedies 
we advantageouſly applied to Ute, eſpecially where there is danger 
left the Ephemera Fever paſſes into a putrid. The chief Intentions 
muſt be to allay the fervour of the Blood, and to procure a free 
Tranſpiration, to which chiefly conduce Blooding, a very thin Di- 
et, or rather abftinence, cooling Drinks, a withdrawing the ex- 
crements of the Belly by Clyfters ; but above the reſt, Sleep and 
Reft do moſt good, which if wanting, they mutt be ſeaſonably 
procur'd by Opiats and Anodines. 

A renowned young, Man,about twenty years of age,of an athletick 
habit of Body,by an immoderate drinking of ftrong Wine fell into a 
fereriſh diftemper,with a drought, heat, and a mighty trouble of the 
Precordia ; being Blooded, he drank a vaſt quantity of Fountain» 
water, and thereupon a copious ſweat preſently enſuing, he ſoon 
recovered. 

An ingenious young Man,of a ſedentary Lite,and withal very much 
addicted to the ſtudy of Learning,when of late he had cxercis'd him- 
ſelf above meaſure in the Suminer Sun, began to complain of a Head- 
ach,a want of Appetite, a trouble of the Precordia, and a feveriſh 
diftemperature over the whole Body. To whom (in regard he loath- 

ed 
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ed all Phyfick) Iordered a total Abſtinence, unleſs it were from 
ſmall Beer and Barley-meats : On the ſecond day, and again more on 
the third, the Symptoms remitted by little and little; at length, on 
the fourth, he became free from his Fever without any Medicine, 


— 


CHAP. IX 
Of the Putrid Fever. - 


Putrid Fever is when the oily or ſulphureous part of the Blood, 
being too much heated, grows turgid above meaſure, and is 
brought as it were to flame z and therefore, from its likeneſs to hy. 
mid things putrifying which contract a fervour, this kind of ebullj- 
tion of the Blood, becauſe it cauſes an immoderate Heat, is called x 
Putrid Fever : Which name it ought properly enough to retain, be- 
cauſe in this Fever the Compoſition of the Blood ( as it uſually haps 
pens in Liquors putrifying ) is very much diffolv'd ; and fo thatits 
Principles are in a manner wholly ſevered from each other by the 
ferment of the Heart, and the ative Particles being looſened from 
the mixture, break forth as it were into a flame. Wherefore the Li- 
quor of the Blood being after this manner rarified, and as it were 
kindled in the Heart, is carried thence with a muſt rapid motion 
through the Veſſels, and with its d:flagations ſends a great many 
effluvia's of heat from it ; hence thewwhole maſs of Blood, (like we 
ter {et on the fire) continnally boyling, ſtretches the Veſſels, vell- 
cates the Brain and nervous Parts, raiſes Cramps, and Pains in 
them, very much conſumes the Vital Spirits by its Efferveſcency, 
deſtroys the ferments of the Viſcera, hinders the functions of cons 
coQtion and diſtribution, often depraves the nutritive Juice ſent in- 
to the genw Nervoſum, that thereby very great diſorders of the 
animal Spirits enſue ; nay, it perverts in a manner the whole ceco- 
nomy of Nature. 

The Procatartick Cares which diſpoſe to this Diſeaſe, are, a hot 
and moiſt temperament, an Athletick habit of Body, Youth, the 
Spring or Summer ſe1ſon, a plenteous and rich Feeding ; moreover, 
an afſ1duous drinking of rich Wines,a ſedentary and idle Life, a Body 
cacochymical and filled with evil Juices: but above the reft it is ob- 
ſerved, that a frequent letting Blood renders Men apt to a Fever; 
Wherefore it is commonly ſaid, that thoſe who have been let Blood 
once, unleſs the ſame be done yearly, are prone to a Fever, Therea- 
ſon is,that by a frequent letting Blood the Sulphur is more copioully 
heapt together within the mals of Blood, the Salt in the _ 
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while ( which ought to moderate and keep it from growing exorbi- 
tant } being by this means withdrawn. 

The Evident Cauſes which draw the latent diſpoſition of this Fever 
into aCt,are of the ſame kind as thoſe which bring an Ephemera Fe- 
ver,and a Synochus Simplex : in this rank we place chiefly perſpiration 
letted, and ſurfeiting. By reaſon of the efluvia being raſtrain'd, the 
maſs of Blood, being increas'd in its bulk, grows turgid, and being 
inſpir'd anew with a certain ferment, as it were, falls a burning, and 
boyls violently ; thereupon preſently the Pores are more obſtructed 
by the ſtuffing of the efluvia : and the texture of the Liquor being 
difſoly'd, the Particles of the abounding Sulphur in the Blond get 
free from the mixture, and are inflam'd by the fermentation of the 
Heart,as though Fire were applied to them,and (o they kindle a very 
intenſe Fever. And by ſurferrimeg, both an immoderate fermentation 
is cauſed in the Blood, and alſo a nitrc-ſulphnreons matter fit for 
burning, and being enkindled, is conveyed as a tuel into the inflam'd 
Blood. 

In this Fever four ftates of time are to be obſerv'd,by which,as by 
ſo many Srages,its courſe is performed ; and they are theſe,the begin« 
mng,the I:crea/e,the beight,and the d-cl1iang ſtare: theſe are wont to 
be pa(s'd over in ſome tvoner, 1 ome flower, and in a longer time, 
The beg1nmz14y ought to be comp'ited from the time that the Blood 
begins to grow hot,and its Sulphnr to fall a burning, till the burning 
Heats and infl mmations ace 41ff.15'd throughout the whole maſs of 
Blood. Th: encreaſe is, trom the time that th: Bluod, being heated 
and kindled throughout, has burnt for ſvme pace, and its maſs is 
loaded with Recrements, or aduſt Particles, which alfo increaſe the 
Fermentation. The hergbe of the Diſcalc is, when (after the Blood has 
burnt enough, and its inflammation is remitted ) the long troubled 
Blood,as a noble Champion, its adverfat y ſomewhat giving ground, 
recolleQing all its Forces, endeavours a ſubduing and ſeparation of 
that aduſt matter wherewith it is ſaturated to a fulneſs, and a dri- 
ving of it forth, a Cr:/is being attempted once or oftner. The declin- 
ing ſtate follows after the Cr:fis, in which the Blood, the inflamma= 
tion growing weak, becomes le(s hot, and either the vital Spirit {till 

prevailing, it ſubdues and purges forth by degrees what there is re- 

maining of that aduft and extraneons matter, till it be reſtored to 

its ancient vigour : or the ſame Spirit being too much depreſt, the 

Liquor of the Blood is ttill tainted with aduft Recrem-nts,and there- 

fore becomes troubled and depanprated ;thit it neither aflimilates 

the nutritive Juice,nor continues fit tor Circnlition,nor for accentt- 

on in the Heart, for (ultainig the lamp of Lite, 

When therefore any one is ſciz-d1 with a Pr:17:d Fever for the moſt 
part a cojd ſtiff1eſs, or a ſhivering accompanies the tirft invaſion, 
which is followed by a H:at which is unequal, and not as yet inteale 3 

Ccce becau's 
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becauſe the Blood being yet full of crude Juice, is kindled only by 
parts,and therefore it burns a little and then ceaſes, and then beging 
again, like a flame burning wet ſtraw : in this ſtate the Dileaſe conti. 
nues for ſome days, the Urine becomes more ruddy than uſual, by 
reaſon of the Salt and Sulphur more diffolv'd, and incocted with the 
Serum:it retains ſtill its Hypoſtaſis, becauſe the coCtion and afimilati- 
on are not altogether depraved, it has a ſediment greater than it 
ought, which nevertheleſs is calily ſeparated, and (ubſides of its own 
accord: at thi; time you may let Blood,and give a Vomit or a Purge, 
ſo it be done without any great Perturbation of the Blood : It often 
happens upon the ſeaſonable adminiftrations of theſe kinds of Eyz- 
cuations.that the greater increaſes of the Diſeaſe are prevented, and 
that the Fever is killed as it were zn ovs : the limits of this [tage are 
variouſly determined according to the temperament of the Diteaſed, 
and other accidents of the Diſeaſe.Sometimes within a day or twothe 
ficſt Rudiments of thi. Diſcaſe are laid ; ſometimes the beginning of 
the Diſeaſe is extended to more, if it happens in a Body well in Fleſh, 
full of Spirit,and of a hot Blood and Juice, in the time of Youth,and 
in a very hot Sealon,in caſe the Diſpoſition to a Fever be great,and 
a ſtrong evident cauſe ſupervenes,the feveriſh Eff:rveſcence once be- 
gun, (oon pervades the whole Blood, and on the ſecond or third day, 
the root being laid, the Diſeale ariſes to its increaſe : but if the fe- 
veriſh Indiſpoſition begins in a body that is not hot, a Phlegmatick 
or melancholy temperament, in old age, or in a cold Seaſon, it has 
a longer Proemium, and ſcarce paſſes the limits of this tuſt ttage 
before the ſixth or ſeventh day. 

The increaſ: of this Diſeaſe is computed from the time that the 
Lurning of the Fever has got poſſeſſion of the whole maſs of Blood : 
that is,the Sulphur or the oily part of the Blood, being long heated, 
and boyling vehemently by parts, at length like Hay laid together 
wet,after a long incaleſcence, burſts forth all together into a flame: 
through the violent bojling cf the Blood, at this time the Diſeaſed 
complain of an intollerable Thirſt ; Morcover, a Head-ach, obſtinate 
Watehings,often alſo Deliriums ; a Phrenly, and Convulfive Motions 
molelt them : they loath all Food or calt it forth by Vomit,or it hap- 
Pi:y it be retain'd, being parcht by the too mach heat,it turns to a fe- 
brile matter: therc is allo a bitterneſs in the Mouth,an ungrateful (a- 
vour,roughne(s of the Tongue, a vehement and quick Pulle, a Urine 
very ruddy,for the moſt part troubled, filled with Contents, without 
an Hypottaſt; or laudable ſediment : the Blood at this time being in a 
manner wholly kindled, it engenders by its deflagration a mighty 
quantity of aduſt matter,like the aſhes remaining after a Fire:where- 
by Loth the Serum, being mightily fill'd, yields a Urine that is thick 
a. inil oft Contents:and the Blood being loaded with it to a FTurget® 
CeUCy 1; ritated into critical Motions, wherewith that febrile mat- 
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ter ( if it may be ) being ſubdued and ſeparated, may be ſent forth * 
and this brings the heighth of the Fever, in which judgment is gi» 
ren betwixt Nature and the Diſeale, the conteſt being brought as 
it were to a tryal, and therefore the Evacuation which thereupon 
enſues is called a Criſes. 

Therefore the height of a putrid Fever,is that time of the Diſeaſe, 
i which Nature attempts the expulſion of the aduſt matter remain- 
ing after the deflagration of the Blood : to this are requir'd firft,that 
the Blool for the greateſt part has paſt burning, for in the midlt of it, 
Nature is nct at leiſure for a Crifts,nor ever attempted it proſperouſ- 
y,nor is it procur'd by Art with good ſucceſs.Secondly,that the Spi- 
nit firſt in 'ome manner ſubdue this aduſt matter of the Blood,and ſe- 
parate it'from that which is good, and render it fit for expulſion. 
Thirdly,that this matter be heapt together in ſo great a plenty, that 
byits Turgeſcency it irritates Nature to a critical Expulſion : when 
ether of thoſe things is wanting,the Ccifis for the moſt part is of no 
efet and not to be relied on,and ſe!dom puts an end to the Diſeaſe. 

A Crifis in a continual Fever is in a manner the ſame as the fit of 
Intermittents;for as in theſe,when the maſs of Blood is ſaturated to a 
fulneſs of Turgeſcency with the Particles of the nutritive Juice depras 
redand unfit tor Maturation, there happens a flowing, ſecretion, and 
expulſion of that matter ;zſoin a continual Fever, after the deflagra+ 
tion of the Blood and nutritive Juice, a great many Corpulcles of a+ 
duit matter are heapt together,with which the Blood being oppreſt, 
when it is a little free from burning, it ſubdues and ſeparates them by 
degrees, and then, a flowing being raiſed, endeavours to ſend them 
forth. Wherefore as the fits of Intermittents donot happen but at a 
{:time.and after ſo many hours, ſo alſo critical Motions happen from 
the fourth day to the fourth,or haply from the ſeventh to the ſeventh, 
forin ſuch a kind of ſpace the Blood burns off, and by its burning 
makes a heap of aduſt matter, as it were of Aſhes, which being offen« 
fve to Nature, cauſes critical Motions by its irritation, 

Therefore,as to what ſome ſay,that the Crifts depend altogether on 
the Influences of the Moon and Stars,and that they follow their Quar« 
tile,or oppoſite AſpeCts,or their ConjunCtions, it is not true : becauſe 
citical Evacuations are determined only by the heaping together 
and Turgeſcency of the aduſt matter,whoſe Particles,it they can eaſi» 
ly be ſeparated from the Biood,and the Pores of the Skin are open e- 
90ugh,being involved in the Serum they are {ent forth by ſweat : and 
ldisis the bt way of a Crifis, which if it ſucceeds well, it often at one 
bout puts a perfect end to the Diſeaie, without fear of a relapſe:to this 
next ſucceeds that Crift; which is attempted by an HZinorrhagy,for 
thismatter,as by an Eforelicence arifing with the Bloo4 (if by reaſon 
of an unfree perſpiration it be not (ent forth by (weat) it is conveyed 
to ſome part remote from the Heart,and is frequently (cat into the 
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Head by an impetuous (ally of the Blood, where, if there be an open 
paſſage from the Sinus's ſpreading into the Noftrils, the morbifick 
matter ſprings forth together with a portion of the Blood:but other- 
wile often ſticking in the Brain, it brings a Delirium, Frenty, or other 
fore,and laſting Diſeaſes of the Head : and :t 15 eo be obſerved, that in 
almoſt any contunual Fever s, if at any time they come to an imperfeRt or 
difficuls Criſes ſo that the Blood 15 corrupted for a long time with a feve- 
riſh matter or aduſt R:crements : thereby the nervous Frcs ( as it ſeems) 
coming to be tainted obſtinare Afetts, wit. 1 uch:mgs, alſo Deliriums, 
Tremblings,Convu/ſrve Motions and long s11cking Whakneſſes of the ner. 
vows Parts follow. There are other ways ot Crifes's in which Nature 
endeavours to expel the tebrile matter, not at once and entirely, 
but by little and little, and by parts 3 fumetimes by Urine, ſome- 
times by Vomit, or Scige, ſumetimes by Puſhes, or Buboesz which 
Way foever it be done, that it may be with good fuccels, it is re- 
quir'd that the deflagration of the Bluod preceeds it, and that the 
aduft matter be concocted, and render apt for ſeparation. 

Theretore the height ot the Diſeaſe is not one and fimple, nor al- 
ways happens after tne ſame manner, but with a various diverſity of 
Symptoms, and with a tendency to events far differing : now a pru- 
dent Phyfician muſt give his Prognoſtick, in what ſpace of 
time the Diſeaſe will come to its height, and what event it will 
have. 

If the Fever from the beginning be vehement,and on a ſudden per- 
vades the whole ma(s of Blood with a burning,if with the fizrceneſsof 
Symptoms it preſſes in a conftant and even manner without remiſſi- 
on,for the moſt part the Blood will ſo'much burn off within four days, 
that the aduit matter which is to make a Crifts, riſes by that time toa 
plenitude of Turgeſcency : but if the beginnings are flow, and the ac- 
cenfion of the Blood be often interrupted,the Fever will come to its 
height about the ſeventh daytifit begins yet more remiſly,the height 
of the Diſeaſe is wont to be protracted to the eleventh or fourteenth: 
mean while it is to be noted, that as the fits of Intermittent F-vers re- 
turn at ſet times,fo do critical Motions in ſuch as are continual, [and 
for the moſt part they obſerve the fourth day) for though a perfect 
Criſis be prorogued to the fourteenth or ſeventeenth,or haply to the 
twentieth day, becaule all things requir'd to afull determination cf 
the Diſeaſe do not concur: yet in the middle ſpace, light Motions 
happea,with which the febrile matter,rifing by degrees to an increaſe 
isa little emptied, and cut off, as it were, by parts, till Nature is 
able to ſet upon a more full diſcuſſion of it : and fince upon the 
Blood's burning a mighty ſtore of aduft matter is heapt togetherin 
the Veſſels within four days, Nature, unleſsit be otherwile diſtur- 
bed, every fourth day being provoked with the ſtore of mat- 
ter, endeavours to ſhake off a part of its þurthen with a certain 
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Turgeſcency : Wherefore, for the moſt part on the fourth, fe» 
renth, eleventh, and fourteenth days, critical Motions happen, not 
through a direCtion of the Planets,but through a neceſſity of Nature. 

As to the event, whether the Crifis will be good or no, certain 
fore-knowledges are taken from the Strength of the Diſcas'd, the Pulte, 
Urine, and other Signs, and the concourſe of Symptoms : If the burn- 
ing of the Fever pretding,the Diſcas'd holds his Strength in ſome mea- 
ſure, has a ſtrong and even Pulſe, if the Urine be of a middle Con- 
GRency, with \ me Hypoſtafis, a Separation of Contents, and an 
eafie (ubduing, it the Diſeaie makes its progreſs without violent Vo- 
miting, Watchings, a Phrenſy, Convulfive Motions, and the Suſpi- 
ſcion of Malignity, the height of it may be expected to be laudable, 
with a good Crifis : If the contrary to theſe things happen, vix. that 
the Strength be preſently caſt down, and the Diſcaſed be ſubject to a 
frequent Fainting, Convulfions, or a Delirium, with a weak intermit- 
tent or uneven Pulſe, if ob{tinate Watchings, and intolerable Thirſt, 
and a Vomiting continually molett the Diſealed,if the Urine be thick 
and troubled, without an Hypoſtatis or a ſubſiding of the Parts, if 
whilit the burning ſtil prefics, Nature be ftimilated to critical eva- 
cuations, the extremity or height of the Diſeaſe will be dangerous, 
nor is any good to be hop'd ot the Criſis. 

Concerning the Crifis of a puerid Fever, I ſhall here ſubjoyn a par- 
ticular Prognoſtick, in which, though the things that appear at the 
beginning promile a wiſhed for event, a very ſad one isat band:l have 
oftentimes obſerved in a ptrid Fever, which begins ſlowly and with 
a ſmall burning, if the Urine be ruddy, and, when it is made, be 
preſently troubled, and opake, which is neither precipitated by the 
cold, nor depoſes a ſediment of its own accord, and if at the ſame 
time the Dileaſed lye for many nights without Sleep, though they 
are quiet, and without toſſing, their ſtate is very dangerous; and 
there will be a greater ſufpicion, if in the mean time they are not 
preſt with an intenſe Fever, nor with a Thirſt, and a Heat very 
troubleſome : For thoſe that are afftced after this manner, about 
the height of the Diſeaſe, for the motit part fall into Deliriums, Con- 
vullie Motions, and often into a Mania, from which they are in a 
ſhoit rime precipitated into Death, and when theſe Symptoms ap- 
pear, the Urine is altred from bring thick and ruddy, to be thin and 
pale, Melancholy Perſons are mott oLnoxious to theſe Kinds of Fe- 
vers, to wit, in which the Exorbitancies of the Sulphur are little 
reſtrained by the Salt and earthy Dregs troubled together with it ; 
and all which being raiſed by little and little, break torth afters 
ward with a greater deitruCtion. 

When the Dilealc is come to the height,cither the thing is bronght 
to a ttreſs at one conflict, and thence torward there is a manifelt ter- 
dency to Health with a Declination,or to Death;Or there are frequent 
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Bickerings betwixt Nature and the Diſeaſe, and critical Motions are 
often attempted befo;e the Victory falls to either fide. 

As to the fiſt, if with a good fore-running of Signs and Symtoms, 
after that the Blood has burnt enough, and its burning has remitted 
the adult matter being evenly ſubdu'd and ſubtiliz'd, riſes with a full 
increaſe to a Motion of Turgeſcency,and Nature being free from an 
impediment or depreſſion, is of Strength ſufficient for a conflict, the 
feveriſh matter is :xterminated for the muſt part at one motion of 
Effloreſcence, and the Blood being become free from its Contagion 
and Fellowſhip, recovers in a ſhort time its ancient Vigour, 

2. But if Nature be irritated to a critical Motion, before the Bload 


bas perfectly burnt off,or that adult matter be prepar'd for excretion, - 


thongh, as to the reft, affairs are in an indifferent tate, yet none but 
an imperf:& Criſis follows hence, whereby ſomewhat of the Bur. 
then, or Load wherewith the Bluod is oppreft is diminſh'd ; but in 
its ſtead prefently another ſprings afreſh from a new burning, and 
at ſet times afterward ( haply ia the ſpace of four or ſeven days) 
as the fits of intermittents, critical Motions return haply the fecond 
or third time before that, the conflict being decided, the advan- 
tage plainly inclines to this or that fide. 

3. But when an ill apparatus of Signs and Symptoms prece-ding, 
the burning of the Blood till pretiing, witaout any concoction or 
(ub4uing ot the feveriſh matter, a critical Motion is ſtirred up, Na- 
ture is ſometimes overthrown at the firſt conflict : Nor does there. 
cover her (elf again, but yielding her felf conquered by the Diſeaſe, 
is precipitated into Death : Nor are things in much a better '{:te, 
when a Criſis at firſt beir'g imperf-&t and of no etfet, comes with- 
out any relief of the Diſe-ſed, and afterward the next to this tap- 
p'ns to be worſe, and then by another or haply another conflict the 
Diſeaſe prevails, till the Strength being wholly brok-n and proftca- 
ted, there is no hope lett of recovery. So much of the be:ght or 
Cr1/ts of the Diſeaſe. 

By the Word Decl:ination I ynderſtand the Condition of the Diſea- 
fe! and of the Diſeaſe, which follows the height of it, whether it 
tends to Recovery or to Death : Whether the Fever, or the Life it 
(If of the Diſcated at this time declines. 

As to the times of the deelenarg ſtate, it will be neceſſary for us to 
enquire what the temper of the Blood is, and what alterations it un- 
Cergoes, as often as a progrels is made from a good Crifrs, or an 
E-i!, to a Recovery, or Death. 

The vice or depauperation Which the B'ood contracts from a fe- 
veiiſh Efferveſcence, conſiſts in theſe things ; the Spirit very much 
evaporates and is lolt; the ſulphurous Part is too much ſcorcht, and 
is much ſpent by the deflagration,and after its burning.an aduſt mat- 
ter is left,as a Capace moriicmmy With whote Paiticles the mals of Blood 
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is loaded and weak'ned, mean while the Saline and Earthy Parts are 
too much exalted; even as it is wont to happen in Wine or Beer too 
much fermented. The Blood being tainted after this manner, ill 
iffimilates the ſtock of nutritive Juice z nay, and not duely ferment- 
ing, or being inflam'd in the Heart by reaſon of the ſcorching, orde- 
»: of the Sulphur, it ill diftributes the Vital Spirit 5 mean while, 
þy reaſon of the aduſt Matter, and the Salt too much exalted, it boyls 
more than it ought, and deſtroys it ſelf more. 

1. Aftcr a good Crifis. the Spirit, though become weak, ftill bears 
the [way 3 wnerefore it ſubdues by degrees, and expells what there 
is remaining, of feveriſh Matter, and concocts and at{imilates the nu- 
tritive Juice, ( (o a thin Juice be adminiſtred ) ; whence the maſs of 
Blood 13 refreſli d with a genuine Spirit and Sulphur, 

2. Atter an :vsl Cr1/is the thing 1s otherwiſe, the Liquor of the 
Blood { like Wine too much termented ) wholly loſes its Strength 
its Spirit is greatly diminiſht, what there is remaining of it for the 
moſt part is involv'd, and as it where overwhelm'd with Particles of 
duſt Mattcr: Whence a continual Eft-rveſcence remains ſtill in the 
Blood, though without cuCtion, or affimilation of the nutritive Juice, 
or a ſeparation of that which is uſele(; trom wh is good: The be- 
nign Sulphur and Food of the Vital Flame is much conſum'd,fo that 
the Blood is kindled in the Heart leis than it ought : Mean while, 
through aduit Recrements, and raiſ:d to too great a height with 
Salt and Earth, it continually boyls in the Vellels, with a Drought 
and a Heat, and becauſe it is daily depauperated upon the continual 
ſpending of the benign Spirit and Sulphur, and is more tainted with 
the Salt and Earthy Fzculcncics two much exalted, its Liquor in a 
ſhort time grows vapid, and becomes unfit for circulation and ac- 
cenkon in the Heart for upholding the Vital Fire; wheretore Lite 
muſt neceſſarily fail. 

3- After an #mperfe& and doubtful Crifis, when the Diſeaſed being 
broken by a long continued Weakneſs, recover not but after a long 
time, the caſe {tands thus: The Spirituous and Sulphureous parts ot 
the Blood are very much conſum'd by their long burning; the re- 
maing Liquor being not purg'd trom the aduft Recrements and Fz- 
eulencies is rendred very impure ; and there remaing ſtill ſomewhat 
of Oyl for the Vital Flame, and the Spirits not ceaſing wholly from 
working upon the febrile Matter, the Blood is ſtill circulated, and 
{though in a (mall mealure) is kindledin the Heart : Nay, and the 
$pirits recover themtelves by little and little, and begin to ſet upon 
the Matter remaining after the Fever, and at length wholly ſubdue 
it, and reſtore a (prightly Feimme:itition de Novo in the Heart, 
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CHAP. IX. 


Of the moſt obſervable Symptoms and Signs in a 
putrid Fever. 


HE accidents which a Phyfician ought chiefly to confider in 
giving a true Diagnoftick and Prognofſtick of this Diſeaſe, 
may be reduced to three Claſſes, as it were, or common Places; 
that is to ſay, they have regard to the Viſcera of ConcoGtian, 
viz. the Ventricle and Inteftines with their Appendixes ; or (& 
condly, to the Humors flowing in the Veſſels ; to wit, the Blood 
in the Arteries and Veins, and the thin Liquor in the Nervous 
Parts, together with the firit ſources of both, viz. the Heart 
and Brain : Or laſtly, thoſe Symptoms regard the habit of the 
Body, with the various Conſtitution of the Pores, and the firm» 
neſs or pining away of the ſolid Parts ; thoſe who will exactly 
ebſerve the courſe of the Diſcale, and aptly draw the Curative 
Intentions, muft mind theſe three heads of Symptoms, and dili- 
gently obſerve what alterations happen in theſe diſtin& Regions, 
as it were, according to the differing times of the Fever, 

1. Concerning the Ventricle and firſt Paſſages, in the whole 
conrſc of this Fever, tedious aftec&ts and Diſorders; as a Nauſeouſ- 
neſs, a Vomiting , loſs of Appetite, Indigeſtion, a Diarrhea, a 
roughneſs of the Tongue and Mouth, a bitter ſavour are wont 
to moleſt them; theſe things for the moſt part are attributed 
to the Humors, firft heap'd together in the Stomach and there 
putrifying ; but b-fides that, the Recrements of the Chyle be- 
ing burnt with too much heat, degenerate into an offenſive Mat- 
ter; often thoſe kinds of accidents happen, becauſe the off- 
ſcourings and filth of the Blood and Nervous Juice, whilit they 
Rerment, are carried inwards, and being depoled within the 
Membranes of the Viſcera, cauſe ContraCctions, and make a 
filthy heap of a vitious and very infefting Humor : I have ofs 
ten obſerv'd, that about the beginnirzgs of Fevers, the Blood ve- 
hemently boyling, ftill depos'd its Recrements inwardly, to the bes 
nefit of the Diſeas'd, where, thongh ſome tedious affects hapned 
about the firſt Paſſages, yet the Efferveſcence was thereby more 
mild, the Pulſe moderate, and the Urine laudable ; and after this 
manner thoſe that were ill of a Fever, with a thin Diet and the 
uie of gentle carriers forth of Excrements, recovered in a ſhort 
time; but if in this caſe/l gave a violent Cathartick for extirpating 
the Humors, that natural purging of the Blood bring letted, pre- 
ſently the Fever became intenſe, with a ruddy and troubied mo 
a high 
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a high Pulſe, Watchings, and other horrid Symptoms; alſo often af- 
ter the height of the Diſeaſc,the aduit and excrementitious matter is 
ſever'd from the Blood,by this kind of inward luftration,hence ſome- 
times a looſne(s, ſometimes cruſty breakings forth of the Mouth and 
Throat happen : Wherefore concerning the accidents which happen 
in the firſt paſſages, there is need of caution, left whilft we obviate 
thoſe, we pervert the Motion of Nature : And left whilft we forti- 
fi the'e Parts againſt the incurtiun of the morbifick Matter, we 
perve: fly keep the ſame ſhut up in the maſs of Blood, 

The Symptoms chiefly to be conſidered in reference to the Maſs of 
Rood, are a heat diffuz'd thiough the whole, a great trouble of the 
Prxcordia, a ruddy Urine, a poiitancous Laffitude, a Swooning, 
from which, being duely confidered, theſe following things may be« 
come known : Viz. what the deyree of heat is, or according to what 
tenor the inflammed Blood burns, what times of remiſſion or exa= 
cerbation its Efferie'cence obſerves whillt it burns; whether it re- 
tdins its Crafis, or its mixture entire: What ſtrength of the Heart 
uffices, and what ſpace the Veſſels afford for its burning, and the 
circulation of it, being kindled, in what fore the Blood, whilſt it 
boyls, heaps togethe: aduft Recrements, after what manner it ſub- 
dues and ſerves them, or at leaſtwiſe endeavours to ferve them in 
fine, what way of Crifis it endeavours, and with what ſucceſs. 

The Accidents which regard the 86:1 Lsquor, with the Brain and 
the Nervous Appendix, are diſorders about Sleep and Watching, a 
Weakneſs of the whole Body, aTrembling, aTetanus, Pains, Convul- 
we Motions, ContraCtions of the Viſcera, a Stupor, a Phrenſy, and 
the Obſervation of which will ſuggeſt to us, what is the Temper and 
Conftitution of that thin Liquor ; after what manner it irrigates and 
influences the Nervous parts, and circulates through them ; how the 
aimal Spirits perform the FunCtions of the Viſcera ; what is the ſtate 
of the Brain 3 whether it continue free from the incurfion of the 
fereriſh Matter : Whether it be not in dangec of being overwhelm'd 
by reaſon of its critical Metaſtaſis. | 

Concerning the Habit of the B.,dy,we muſt conſider the manner of 
its Preſpiration, aud the degree of it, whether it be only by yapory 
Mfuvia,or by Sweat,or alſv by Puſhes; whether the Fleſh falls on a 
ſudden from its wonted bulk, or whether it retains it a long time? 
What is the color of the Face, and the Vigour,or dulacis of the Eyes ? 
From theſe things being duly compared together, we excellently 
meaſure the Courle of the Fever, at what time it will come to the 
height, whether Nature will prevail over the Diſeaſe or not ? With 
what way of Excretion, aud with what ſucceſs it endeavours the exs 
pulſion of the febrile Matter, by theſe figns alſo ve are taught by 
what degrees the Blood fermenting, and ofien being coagulated, 
lends towards a PutcetaCRion, or Corruption : Whether it any Ways

concodts the nutritive Juice mixt with itz or whether or no it doe 
not forthwith caft forth its whole ſtore by Sweat, as it often hap. 
pens in the declining ftate of this Diſeaſe. 

From the foreſaid Symptoms and Signs a fuller inftruQion yet is 
had ; if it be firft known, on what cauſes each kind of them d 
and in what orderly courſe they are wont to be raiſed in our Body, 
Wherefore I have thought it expedient, particularly to ſet down the 
chief of theſe, and to explicate the Reaſons of them, and their ways 
of coming to paſs: Now in a purrid Synochw, or continual Fever, the 
Symptoms chiefly to be obſerved are, a heat in the whole Body, a 
ſpontaneous Lafſitude, a great trouble of the Pracordia.an intolery- 
ble Thirft, a burning and roughneſs of the Tongue and Jaws, a pain 
of the Head and Loyns, obftinate Watchings, a Phrenſy, Convulfire 
Motians, a Swooning, a Cardialgia, a Vomiting, Nauſeouſneſs, loſs of 
Appetite, a Looſneſs, a Dyſcntery, with which, not all of them toge. 
ther, but ſometimes thele, ſometimes the others, this Diſeaſe is wont 
to be attended : Amonglt the Signs, the Pulſe and Urine give the 
greateft light. I ſhall obſerve a tew things concerning each, 

1.The heat, which is perceiv'd in the whole Body to be ſharp and 
piercing, depends on the too great Efferveſcence of the Blood, and 
its accenfion in the Heart : For the Sulphureous or Oily part of the 
Blood, being exalted and falling a burning, is kindled at leaft in a doy- 
ble,portion more than its wont in the Heart:When the Sulphur isnot 
duely diffoly'd in the Blood,and kindled in the Heart,as in the longing 
Diſeaſe of Maids,the Leucophlegmatia,CGc.The heat fails in the whole, 

2. A ſpontaneows Laſſitude is felt in the whole Body, to wit, byrea» 
ſon of the Veſſcls being extended with the boyling Blood, alſo the 
muſcular Fleſh is much ftuft with Blood, and a copious Vapour, ſo 
that it is not fit for Motion : As thoſe who are troubled with an Ana- 
farca have their Limbs leſs free, by reaſon of the Redundancy of the 
ſerous Humor : Moreover, in Fevers, by reaſon of the inflammation 
of the Blood, the Juice, which is ſupplied to the genus Nervoſum,falls 
from its due Temper, o that it is leſs fit for actuating Bodies. 

3. The great trouble of the Praxcordia happens, by reaſon of the 
Blood being copiouſly kindled in the Focus of the Heart, which 
boyls thence with a great inflammation into the Lungs ; wherefore 
the nearer this Region is to that Focus of heat, by ſo much it is 
affected with a greater burning. 

4- The almoſt unexſtinguiſhable Thirſt is cauſed both by reaſon 
of the growing inflammation in the Precordia, and by reaſon of the 
ſharp and hot Particles of the febrile Matter fixt in the Ventricle by 
the Blood in circulating; which require to be waſht off even as Salt 
and pepper'd Food caten in a plenty,or as ſharp things kept ſometime 
in the Mouth or Throat:For this kind of affect ſuggeſts a free taking 
in of Drink,as a Member too hot does a pouring of cold Water a 
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5. The burning and roughneſs of the Tongue and Throat, and of 
ten alſo the growing of a certain white, yellow, or black Lee upon it, 
doubtleſs happen by reaſon of the Heat and Fumes breathing from the 
Ventricle and Lungs ſtrongly burningzand the Tongue grows white 
2s often as that Moifture ( wherewith it is naturally much imbued ) 

ws dry, the Saliva then growing too thick and viſcous: But if it 
ppens that the Tongue be inwardly fi'd, or outwardly ting'd with 
2 bilous Humor ( as it comes to paſs in Vomitings of Coler } then its 
Villi, in regard they are ſpongeous, imbibing the yellow Matter, pre- 
fent alſo a like Color : And if the Heat becomes ſo intenſe, that it 
burns the Blood, and kindles a Fire more ardent than uſnal,it follows, 
that Fumes are raiſed from the Focus of the Heart, through the 
breathing Pipes of the Lungs, they ſcarce ſufficing for ventilating ſo 
ta Blaſt; which coming to the Roof of the Palate, ſtrike the 
| kk as it were by Reverberation, and tinge it with a blackneſs. 
6. Sometimes in Fevers ( and eſpecially about the time of their de- 
clining ) it happens, that the Tongue, Palate, Gums, nay, the Cavity 
of the whole Mouth and Throat, are covered with a V/cow Matter, 
reſembling ſome whitiſh Cruft; which being often cleans'd, preſently 
4 new ſucceeds ; and unleſs by diligently rubbing and waſhing the 
Mouth,this Crufty Matter be frequently clear'd,the Diſeas'd often in- 
cur danger of Suffocation:That kind of affect very often happens to 
lafants newly born ; for they are wont, for the moſt part, within 
fourteen days by an outward Effloreſcence, to be bedeck'd with large 
and red Spots all their Skin over 3 and if this over-ſpreading of Red- 
neſs does not break forth freely, or diſappears ſooner than it ought, 
for the moſt part, that whitiſh Cruft enſues in the Parts of the Mouth, 
This Symptom, when after this manner it molefts Infants, is wont to 
be aſcribed to the fault of the Milk ; in feveriſh Perſons the Game is 
mlgarly attributed to thick and fuliginous Vapours rais'd from the 
Stomach : But it ſeems more likely to me, that in both, this affec> 
ariſes from the Impurities of the whole Blood, { and haply, in ſome 
meaſure of the Nervous Juice) depos'd about theſe parts;for,as often 
asin the Maſs of both Humors, ſomewhat extraneous inwardly mixt 
with them, is contain'd, which is neither to be blown off by Sweat, 
nor is eaſily ſent away by Urine, that very often is fix'd about the 
Mouth with a ſerous Filth 3 whence Catarrhous affects, Tumorus, 
and troubleſome Spittings, are rais'd:For in regard, for the Maftica- 
tion of Food, the ſalvial Humor ought to be plentifully diſcharg'd 
in this Place, Nature often endeavours to ſend forth here what is ſu- 
perfluous, or otherwiſe troubleſome, by theſe open and accuſtomed 
ways of Excretion ; Hence, after Mercury is given, when both the 
Blood and Nervous Juice are abundantly fill'd with its Particles moſt 
minutely divided, and endeavour to-ſend them forth involv'd in the 
Serum, becauſe they arc not able to exterminate theſe Mercurial Cor- 
dd 2 puſcles, 
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Puſcles, inwardly mix'd with them,neither by Sweat,Urine, or other 
way ; what remains, they ſtrive to expel the ſame, mixt with the Se- 
rous Latex, by the Arteries and other Ductus's, which convey the 
Spittle to the Mouth. In like manner alſo in Fevers, when after a 
long Deflagration of the Blood, the aduft Matter is much heapt to- 
gether, whereof a good part, remaining after the Criſis, is ſtill mixt 
with the Blood and N-rvous Juice; or being fix'd on the Brain, or 
other place, is again drank up by the ſame; it's probable that the 
Matter, by long coction, is ſo parch'd, and grown thick almoft like 
Glew ; wherefore it is neither to be blown off by Sweat nor inſenfib! 
Tranſpiration, nor is fit to be ſeparated by the urinary Paſſages, but 
at length diftils forth by degrees from the little Arteries, and other 
Ductus's of the Salivs, which open themſelves into the Mouth, ( az 
being the uſual way of Excretion,and preſently,by reaſon of its thick- 
neſs, it ſettles into that clammy Humor. - The ſame reaſon holds 
concerning Infants, whoſe Blood being rendred impure, from the 
Filth contracted in the Womb, preſently, by making an outward Ef. 
foreſcence, it endeavours to purge it ſelf ; which, if by reaſon of the 
thickneſs of the Matter, it does not ſucceed well, preſently the vif 
cous Impurities are cxterminated this way, as the more open. 1 
knew a certain Perſon in the Declination of a Fever, who had not 
only an Incruftation of this kind of a clammy Humor in the Parts of 
the Mouth, but a copious Salivation, as though he had taken Mer- 
cury, was raiſed in him for many days, with a ſtinking Breath, and 
a ſwelling of the Tongue and Gums. 
* 4. A Head-ach is raiſed in Fevers by reaſon of the Meninge: of 
the Brain being twitcht by Vapours, and by a ſharp and boyling 
Blood ; for, the Blood being violently moved, it is carryed in a grea- 
ter Plenty to the Head by reaſon of the ſ{treight DireCtion of the 
vr Artery, than to the inferiour Parts, to which it is carryed ob- 
iquely. And ſometimes Head-achs ariſe by reaſon of the Nervous 
Juice { which is ſupplyed from the boyling Blood ) being too ſharp 
and pungent 3 wheretfore, when the Mc:mbranes and Nervous Parts 
are irrigated with the fame, being twitcht by its Acrimony, they 
are calt into Pains and ContraCtions. 
* 8. Inlike manner alfo, the other affects of the Head, as Watch- 
ings, a Delirium,/a Frenly, Convulfions, (fc. ſometime ariſe from 
the Blood making an Effort, and (o raifing diſorderly Motions in the 
Brain ; ſometimes alſo from the Nervous Juice degenerated, and 
therefore become diſproportionate for the Governance of the animal 
Spirits: But moft commonly theſe kinds of Symptoms are rife in Fe- 
vers by reaſon of a Metaſtaſis of the febrile Matter from the ſtock of 
Blood into theſe Parts ; for the Blood being full of aduft Recrements 
remaining after Deflagration, endeavours like working Wine) whol- 
y to ſubdue them, 'and to exclude them from its Society, my 
| op uh: whey; 
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when, a lowing hapning, it is not able to expel by Sweat, Urine 
o« an Hoemorrhagie, it often conveys them into the ſubſtance of 
the Brain, and there fixes them : And hence chiefly the foreſaid 
ifs, when they are fixt and fi-mly routed, take their Riſe z but, 
when they are light, and eafily movable, they often proceed from 
the Cauſes before-mentioned. 

9. Convulſive Motions happen in Fevers for divers Cauſes; ſomes» 
times by reaſon of a Matter heapt together in the ficſt Paſſages, 
which,by reaſon of its mighty Pravity, twitches there the membra=- 
nous Parts,and afterward,by the Conſent of the genus Nervoſum, pre- 
ently a Convulfion is communicated to the O, igine of the Nerves in 
the Brain 3 and thence isretort.d (umetimes into theſe Parts,ſome- 
times into others : Aſter which manner, Worms gnawing in the En- 
trails, ſharp Humors moved, and venemous Medicines,cauſe Convul- 
fons ; or ſecond!y, when a Fever partakes of ſome Malignity : So 
Conyulfions frequently happen in the Small- pox, Meazles,or Plague; 
towit, becauſe the Blood is altered from its benign and natural Tem» 
per,to a venemous Nature, whereby the Nerves, and their Origines, 
ze put upon Motions and ContraCtions : Often alſo,without a ſuſpi- 
con of Malignity, in a putrid Fever,con-ulfive Motions are cauſed by 
reaſon of a Metaltaſis of the febrile Matter to the Brain,as it was hin- 
ted even now ; ſo I haye often obſcrv'd, when a Diſeaſe is not pre- 
ently foly*d by a Criſis, the Diſeaſed lye ill of a long Sickneſs,and be- 
come obnoxious to convulſiye and trembling Motions. Thirdly, 
For the moſt part,in every Fever,convulfive Motions are the ſad Fore- 
marners of Death ; which I think to happen not only through the 
malignity of the Matter, whereby the genus Nervoſum is twitcht and 
troubled, but becauſe the Spirits being very much exhaufted and 
weakned, do not ſufficiently influence and extend the Bodies of the 
Nerves ; wherefore being relax'd from their wonted Tenſion and to- 
nick Mation through the weaker effort of the Spirits, they are ſtill 
put upon a diforderly Motion. 

19. Swooning is wont to be cauſed many ways in Fevers,but chief- 
ly for three Cauſes 3 viz Either through the Mouth of the Stomach 
being affected, which part being interwoven with ſundry Plexus's of 
Nerves, is very ſenſible ; and becauſe from the ſame branch of the 
fxth Pair, branches of Nerves are derived to the Heart and Ven- 
tricle, if the Orifice of the Ventricle,ſo beſet with Nerves be affected 
vith great Pain, the offence alſo is communicated to the Heart,and 
in this the Motion is either ſtopt, or at leaſtwiſe a diſorderly one is 
raiſed, whereby the even afflux of the Blood and Spirits is interrup- 
ted for a time, I knew a certain Perſon, in an acute Fever, ſciz'd 
with a frequent ſwooning ; which Aﬀect,nevertheleſs, wholly ceaſe 
ifter that he had caſt up, by Vomit, a long and round Worm. Se- 
condly, a {wogning alſo is ſometime cauſed, becauſe a _—_—_ 
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Matter is circulated with the Blood, which fixes and extinguiſhes 
the vital Spirits on a ſudden. and congeals the Blood it (elf, that it 
is apt to ſtagnate in the Heart, as it is uſual in the Plague, Small. 
pox, (e. of which we ſhall ſpeak particularly beneath. Thirdly 
ASwooning is wont to happen by reaſon of the fine Textureof the 
Spirits, which being very thin and ſubtle, eafily yield to a Fainting 
upon any immoderate Motion or Pain : So I have known ſome, who 
lying ftill in their Bed were well enough, but being moved to any 
Bae. preſently fainted. 

11. A Cardialgia happens in Fevers, when the Ventricle,and « 
ſpecially its Orifices, being very ſenfible by reaſon of the manifold 
Inſertions of Nerves, are beſet with a ſharp and biteriſh, or alſowith 
an acid and corrofive Humor ; for bence a Pain ariſes from the acr. 
mony of the Humor, after the like manner as when the Sphinftr of 
the Anw is affected with a tedious Pain in bilous Dejections, 

r 2. For thelike Cauſe,a Vomiting and a Nauſcouſneſs are wont to 
be raiſed ; to wit, the Ventricle being beſet and irritated to a Contrz. 
Ron by a Matter which is extraneous and not agreeing with it ſelf, 
Such an excrementitious Matter is heapt together in the Ventricle, 
after three manners: For, either the Aliments, partly through de. 
fect of an acid Ferment,wherewith they onght to be ducly concot. 
ed; partly by reaſon of the burning Heat of the Ventricle,are parcht 
into fuch a Maſs of Corruption : Or ſecondly, this kind of Matter is 
depoſed into the cavity of the Ventricle,from Arteries terminated in 
it; as it uſually happens in the Small-pox, Plague, and malignant Fe- 
vers: Or thirdly, meer Coler expreft from the Meatus Choledochu 
into the Inteſtinum jejunum, by reaſon of an inverted, and,as it were, 
convulfive Motion of the Inteſtine, is caft upinto the Stomach. The 
loſs of Appetite alſo happens by reaſon of the Ventricle being filled 
with vitious Juices,and becauſe the acid Ferment is wholly perverted 
by the ſcorching Heat. Theſe kinds of Aﬀects of the Ventricle and 
Viſcera, ſometimes ariſe from an excrementitious Matter, (viz. the 
Alimentary degenerated whilft it was concoQting) heapt together in 
the firft Paſſages a long time before the Fever, which often is the 
occafional Cauſe of the Fever it ſelf: But ſometimes the Nauſcouſneſs, 
Loſs of Appetite, Vomirang,Cardialgia,&c. are the immediate Produ 
of the Fever; for, when the day before the falling fick,the Aﬀect:d 
had a Stomach good enough,afluon as the immoderate Efferveſcence 
js brought on the Blood, whilſt that boyls above meaſure,both the 
FEfAuvia and Recrements wont to be evaporated outwardly, and the 
bilous Humor flowing from the Vaſa Choledocha,are pour'd into the 
Stomach, with which its Crafis is perverted ; and the Relicks of the 
Ciyle, and other Contents in the Viſcera, are mightily depraved, 
whence the foreſaid Aﬀects draw their Origine. 

13. Nor is a Looſneſs a leſs frequent Symptom in Fevers, —_ 
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ſometimes happens about the beginning of the Diſcaſe,and ariſcs/for 
the moſt part ) either from the Coler flowing from the Vaſa ry br 
tics, into the Duoderum, or from the Recrements of the Blood and 
neryous Juice pour'd from the Arteries and DuQtus of the Pancreas 
into the Inteſtines: Sometimes alſo about the height of the Diſeaſe, 
and in its declining ftate a Looſneſs is raiſed ; And fo either Nature 
being conquereſs,the groſſer off-(courings of the Blood are this way 
critically voided, or the ſame being overcome, the Looſneſs is an 
effect and fign of the Viſcera being wholly diffolv'd in their Strength 
and firm tone. Sometimes it happens in a Fever that the Belly is 
always bound, and unleſs irritated by a Medicine, it diſcharges no- 
thing, and though the Diſeaſed have taken only liquid things for 
many Days, the Stools are always of a ſolid and hardiſh conbften- 
&5: And this ſeems for the moſt part to be done, when the Blood 
burning greatly with a ſmart Heat, conſumes the moifture lying in 
any part like Firez and by a copious emiſſion of ftems draws the wa- 
tery Matter from the Viſcera into it ſelf, and preſently cauſes it to 
eraporate outwardly ; wherefore the groffer part left in the Inte- 
ftines, is thickned by the parching heat, as the Capue Mortuum re- 
maining after diftillation. 

14- The bloody Flux is an affe (o frequent in continual Fevers, 
that in certain Years it becomes epidemious, and being as bad as a 
Plague, it kills many : The cauſe uſually is not a Humor produc'd 
inwardly in the Viſcera, which corrodes the Inteſtines with its Acri- 
mony, ( as ſome aſſert ) but ſome Miaſm paſt into the Blood, and 
inwardly mixt with it, that it cannot be forc'd from the Blood 
under the form of a Vapor or fincere Humor: Wherefore being 
driven toward the Inteſtines, it opens the Mouths of the Arteries, 
and cauſes little Ulcers and Diftillations of Blood there, as when 
from a feveriſh Blood taking toward the Skin, Puſhes and inflamed 
Swellings break forth outwardly; and it is likely that thoſe Aﬀects 
of the bloody Flux which accompany malignant or epidemious Fee 
vers, may ariſe from a certain coagulation of the Blood. 

The Pulſe and Urine bring up the rear of the Symptoms and Signs 
in a putrid Fever, which are chiefly to be minded for knowing both 
the ſtate of the Diſeaſe, and the ftrength of the Diſeaſed ; for there 
being two things by which onr Lite is ſupported, viz. Heat kindled in 
the Heart,and CoCtion to be perform'd in the Viſcera and Veſlels,be- 
cauſe the Pulſe and Urine excellently ſhew the alterations cauſed in 
both by the Fever, therefore hence a moſt certain Judgment is taken 
of the Aﬀect whether it will terminate in Death or a Recovery. Firſt, 
we conſult the Pulſe as aThermometer conſtituted by Nature for mea+ 
ſuring the heat kindled in a Fever : Which if it be intenſe, and raiſes 
a great ebullition of the Blood,the Artery has a vehement and quick 
beat, az long as the Spirits hold a good Vigor ; afterward the _ 
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being ſomewhat exhauſted, the ſtrong Puiſe remits,which neverthe. 
leſs is recompens'd by quicknels, and become: quick and (mall. If 
the Fever be mild,and be attended by a leſs Lurning,the Pulſe alſo de. 
clines leſs from its natural ſtate ; and in the whole courſe of the Di. 
eaſe, the moderation of this denotes a truce of Nature, nor does the 
Pulſe only diſcover the ſtrength of the Fever, as it were of the Ene. 
my, but plainly ſhews alſo the ſtrength of Nature,and its ability of 
refiſting: As long as the Pulſe is laudable, things are in (afety,and it 
gives very good hope: But from the evil ſtate of this a very ill Omen 
is given, and a diſpair of doing well. So that without a frequent and 
diligent examining of the Pulſe, the Phyfician can neither make x 
due prognoftick, nor fafely order a Medicine, 

1, As to the ficft: He ought to know ( as far as he may ) what 
ſort of Pulſe a Perſon has according to his natural Conftitution, for 
in ſome it is ftrong, in othersweak ; againin each change of Feverg 
he muſt weigh by what degrees it differs from its natural ſtate ; for 
one while it is more veheme.1t than it ought, and argues the Fever 
to be intended : Another while it's depreſt lower than uſual, and 
denotes the Spirits and Strength to be dejccted, 

Thoſe'whoſe Artery has a weak and lanquid beat in their ſtate of 
Health, when they are taken with a Fever, it is not fo very ill with 
them to have a ſmall and weak Pulſe, that we mult preſently de- 
ſpair of their well-doing : Thoſe who have naturally a ftrong and 
vehement Pulſe, if after the Crifas of the Diſeaſe it ſcarce holds a 
mean Vigor, though it be not altogether weak, it argues the tate 
of the Diſeaſed to be ſuſpeRed, and not ſafe.__ 

If at the beginning of a Fever, before the Blood has much burnt, 
or if after a Criſis, when part of the burthen is diminiſht,or if at ano- 
ther time the Pulſe becomes weak without an evident cauſe;it fore« 
bodes ill: But if after long Watchings, or after a great Evacuation, 
the Pulſe becomes ſomewhat weaker, we may not therefore deſpair 
of a Recovery : Becauſe Strength dejeCted or impair'd by theſe 
means may be again reftor'd, and the Spirits may be refreſht. 

When the Pulſe on a fudden is altered for the worſe, though the 
Diſeaſed as to the reft of the Symptoms ſeems to himſclf t8 be bet» 
ter, you may give a (a4 prognoſtick of Death, and on the contrary, 
though horrid Symptoms are preſſing, if notwithſtanding the Pulſe 
be laudable, we may ftill hope for a Recovery. If in a robuſt Man, 
being in a Fever, the Pulſe becomes very ſmall and formicating, 
Death is near at hand, 

2. In giving Medicines,Cautions and Rules ofno ſmall moment are 
taken from the Pulſe: Purging and Vomiting are prohibited by an 
over-quick and violent Pulſe,alſo by a low and deprett one: For when 
the Blood boyls too mnch,an Evacuation does little good, both be- 
cauſc that which is offcnfave, is not ſeparated, and alſo for that by 
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that Perturbation the Strength is more debilitated. And when th® 
Spirits are broken, and the Strength dejccted, a Purge cafts then 
down more, and ſometimes wholly reſolves them. Wherefore when 
a Phyſician thinks of an Evacuation upward or downward, firſt let 
kim try the Pulſe, and let him ſet upon this work only when Na+ 
ture is ſtrong and in a calm; that it may both be at leifure for the 
Operation of the Medicine, and have Strength enough to bear it, 

Nor is there need of leſs Circumſpection in Diaphoreticks and Car- 
diacks 3 which if they are given in the feverith fit, they too much in- 
tend the motion of the Heart, which before was violent, and very of- 
ten break its Strength : And when the Pulſe is very faint, if hot and 
ſtrong Cordials are given, Life is cafily extinguiſht, (as when a ſmall 
Flame is preſt with a ſtrong |lait of Wind) wherefore its a vulgar ob- 
ſervation that Cordials often accelerate Death; fur that by too mach 
exagitating the Blood, they ſoonef conſume the Strength. 

There is yet need of the greateſt Caution and BireQtion of the 
Pulſe in giving Narcoticks ; tor thoſe ( becauſe they perform their 
Operation by exſtinguiſhing and fixing the over fierce vital Spirits) 
if they are uſed in a weak or wavering Pulte, either by diminſhing 
the vital Spirits they render them wholly inſufficient for the Diſeafe 3 
or by ſuffocating them too much they bring a perpetual fleeps 
Wherefore in a languid, unequal, or ormicating Pulſe let, Opiats 
be ſhun'd of all things. l 

The uneven and intermittent Pulſe have an ill name in the writitigg 
of Phy ficians:Yet tho they are lookt upon as ill,they donot fo certain« 
ly portend Death as a weak Pulle:For I have known many with thoſs 
kinds of figns to have eſcapt, who were condemn'd to the Grave: For 
the diſorder of the Blood and Spirits may much more certainly and 
ealily be reftrain'd or appeas'd, than their dejetion be reſtored. 

2. The inſpection of Urines in Fevers has more of certainty than 
in any other Diſcaſes, and is of very great uſe: For hence the ſtates 
of the fick Perſon and of the Diſeaſe are excellently known, and 
the Phyfical Intentions-concerning things to be done are hence beſt 
directed : Some of the chict Obſervations and Rules concerning 
this matter are as tollows. | 

Concerning the Urines of Perf..ns in Fever, the things chiefly to 
be obſerv'd are the Colour, Confaltency, Contents, and Setling z the 
Colour of the Urine ſhews the degree or excels of heat in the 
Blood, which as it is increaft, or is more remiſs, the Urine alfo is 
more or leis ruddy. 

Nevertheleſs the Urines of ſome are mighty ruddy, when they are 
but lightly feveriſh : And on the contracy, the Urines of others trou- 
bled with the burning heat of a Fever are les Coloured. Thoſe who 
abound with a vigorous heat, and a very hot Blood, or are ob- 
noxious to the Scucyy, Pubyfick, or the Hypocondriack affc,when 
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upon:taking cold, or through a Fulneſs, Surfeiting, or drinking 
Wine, they are {ct upon by any ſmall Fever, they make an intenſly 
ruddy Urine, becaule the Particles of the Salt and Sulphur are ex. 
alted; and half diffolved in their Blood before; wheretore, of ne- 
ceſfity,when the Fever preſſes, they are more incocted in the Serum: 
Qn the contrary,thoſe who having a cold Temperament, and a weak 
Pulſe, are taken with a Fever, though they have a greater Efferveſ- 
cence of the Blood, void Urine leſs Coloured. 

The Confiſtency, Contents, and Setling of Urines, being placed, ag 
it were, in the {ame Rank, depend altogether on the adutit and re- 
crementitious Matter, which remains in the Blood after the burning 
of the Fever : If there be a plenty of this, the Confiftency of the 
Urine becomes ſomewhat thick ; and after it has ſtood, it is trou- 
bled by the Cold : If either the quantity of this be [cfs, or it be de- 
rived elſewhere than to the Reins, ( to wit, if it be withdrawn by 
Sweat, or by critical Metaſtaſis into this or that part ) the Con- 
filtency becomes more thin, and the Liquor remains clear. And 
the Particles of this Matter furniſh the Contents of the Urine, which 
are diverſly diſpoſed according as the nutritive Juice is, one while 
ſomewhat concocted and affimilated by the Blooud, another while 
is wholly perverted, and turns to a mals of Corruption, Some figns 
of CoCtion and Aſſimilation are given in the Urines of Perſons in 
Fevers, ſometimes by a laudable Hypoſtafis, ſometimes by certain 
Rudiments and Footſteps of the ſame. A Privation of an Hypo- 
Rafis, and a confufion and troubled ftate of the Parts of the Urine, 
denote Codction to be vitiated : And as this Matter is more or leſs 
parched in the Blood, the Contents are {ometimes pale, ſometimes 
of a yellowiſh Colour like Oker. According as the Recrements mixt 
with the Blood, either the Spirit prevailing, begin to be (ſubdued 
and ſeparated ; or the ſame being tvo much depreſt, are leſs able to 
be ſeparated, allo the Contents of the Urine are wont, more or leſs, 
ſooner or later, to be ſeparated trom the reft of the Urine, and to 
ſubſide towards the bottom. 

As to the Progneſtuhs to be tiken from the Urine, we obſerve, 
That ſomewhat a rcmiſs Colour of the Urine, a mean Confittency, 
a few Contents ſubfding of their own accord, or readily gathering 
together into a little Cloud, portend Good : On the contrary, an 
intenſe Redneſs, a thick and troubled Conkattency, groſs and opake 
Contents, which ſlowly, or ſcarce at all, ſubfide towards the bot- 
tom, denote a great Effcrveſcency, a plenty of aduſt Matter, and 
its ſubduing and ſeparation to he difficult, or fruſtrated. 

As to Phyfical Diredtions, the thing conſfifts in this ; that by a fre- 
quent Inſpection of Urines we attend to the Motion of Nature, and 
readily follow it z nor muſt we move by Purging or Sweat, but when 
ſome Hypoſtaſis ſhews ſigns of C:Ction and Separation in the _ 
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CHAP. 'X, 
Of the Kinds and Cure of the putrid Synochus, 


or continual Fever. 


Efdes what is ſaid before of the putrid Synocbus in general, there 
are moreover certain Varities, or Irregularities {.not to ſay 
Species ) of this Diſeaſe, by which this Fever ſomewhat declines 
fem this common Rule ; and by reaſon of certain accidental af- 
ſets, gets new Names and DiſtinCions. 

Firſt therefore, a putr:d Synochw is wont to be divided into a ſymup- 
tomatrich and an eſſentsal one. That is ſaid to be /9mptomarick which 
draws its Origine from ſome other affect or Diſeaſe firſt raiſed in 
the Body; ſo that the Fever is only the ſymptom, coming upon 
that other affect, as that is accounted which depends on a Squi- 
nency, Plurifie, Found, Uicer,&c. in or near ſome principal Part; 
of which we think ſomewhat otherwiſe ; to wit, that jn the Truth 
there is no putrid Fever which is meerly {ymptomical ; occafion- 
ally perchance it may ariſe from ſome other affect ; but it is found- 
ed immediately in the Sulphureous part of the Blood too much 
heated, and as it were kindled : For, without a Procatarxis or-pre- 
cedent Indiſpoſition of the Blood, the foreſaid affects ſeldom, or 
ſcarce at all, bring a putrid Fever, 

As to the Squinancy, Plurifie, and the like, I ay that thoſe are 
Products of the Fever, or affects following it, but not Cauſes of it ; 
for moſt commonly an evident Cauſe has preceded, which has pro- 
duc'd the feveritſh Efferveſcence of the Blood, as a taking of Cald, an 
Bracuation reltrain'd, &c. afterward, though the Diſcas'd are not 
forthwith openly feveriſh, nevertheleſs; a greater Ebullition of the 
Blood than uſual is raiſed ; as we may eafily gather from the Urine, 
Palſe, and Refileſneſs of the whole Body. After ſome days, (ſome- 
times ſooner, ſometimes later ) an Inflammation is produced in 
this or that part 3 whereof a probable Reaſon enough is thus af- 
figned : The Blood by reaſon of the Efuvia retained ( which are 
like a Ferment ) is increas'd in bulk, and ſwells its VeMlels more than 
aſually 5 and when through defect of Ventilation, it is ſtraitned in 
the ſpace of its Circulation, it readily finding a way, ſprings forth 
of the Arteries; and being, extravaſated, upon the courſe of Circu- 
lation its being interrupted, it is raiſed into a Tumour z and becaute 
by that kind of Tumour a Heat and Pain in the Part are made 
more intenſe, the Blood is more troubled ig its Motion, and (o the 
Ferer, firſt kindled, is more aggravated. 

Moreover, in theſe kinds of Fevers we may obſerye a certain apt- 
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neſs of the Blood to coagulate, whereby it becomes leſs fluxible, and 

fo apt to be congeal'd in the leſſer Veſſels: Even as we find in Milk 
when it begins to turh ſour, for then it cannot be boyl'd nor warm'd 
on the Fire without coagulating : In like manner we have reaſon to 
- ſufpect in the Blood alſo a certain Diſpoſition to turn ſharp, by rea- 
ſon of which it is obnoxious to coagulation z for it plain enough 
appears,. that in the Phrenſy, Peripneumonia, Squinancy, and the 
like Diſcaſes, an Inflammation or Extravaſation of the Blood does 
not always depend on the exuberancy of the Blood, and the pleni. 
tude of the Veſſels: For often with a weak Pulſe; and a ſubſiding 
of the Veſſels, the Blood is ſtopt in its Motion, and being extrayz- 
ſated in the fide or elſewhere, cauſes an acute pain. 

It only remains for us to enquire whether the Fever which accom- 
pavies theſe affects, be to be accounted of the number of thoſe 
* Which are called putrid, or not ; To this we reply, that oftentimes 
they are fimple Syncchi, in which only the ſubtle and more fpicitu- 
ous part of the Blood is inflammed, and therefore, if after a copi- 
ous taking away of Blood, or the Veſſels being emptyed by Sweat, 
the extravaſated Blood be reſtor'd to Circulation, preſently the Ff- 
ferveſcence is reftrain'd, and the Fever in a ſhort time is appeag'd: 
Nevertheleſs ſometimes when a Prediſpoſition happens, as in a Ple- 
#bora, or mighty Cacochymia, a putrid Fever is kindled together 
With theſe kinds of affects wholly from the ſame occafion. 

Among Symptomuth Fevers they place that which is vulgarly cal- 
Jed Febrs Lenta, thoſe that are troubled with this grow hotter 
than they ought, eſpecially after Meats, or any Motiop, or Exerciſe, 
the Urine for the moſt part is ruddy, the Spirits are weak, and the 
Strength dejected ; as to Appetite and Slcep they find themſelves 
indifferently well, they are without a Cough, or much Spitting: 
But daily { like Conſumptive Perſons ) they pine away, and with- 
out any manifeſt cauſe ; The fault for the moit part is a'cribed to 
Obſtructions in ſome one of the Viſcera ( ſuppoſe the Liver, Spleen, 
or Meſentery ) by whole default, the Food is not well concoQted, 
nor duely diſperſed : But it ſeems to me that this kind of aff 
is immediately founded in the evil Diſpoſition of the Blood, where- 
by it inclines to an over-ſalt and ſharp Temper, and therefore is 
rendred leſs apt for Nutrition, and an even Circulation. 

But the Fever which moſt deſerves to be called Symptomical, 
js that which is raiſ:d in Pthyſical Perſons from an Ulcer or Con- 
ſumption of the Lungs : For the Blood, whilſt it wholly paſſ: 
through the Lungs in its Circulation, often imprints on this entral 
the Ideas of many Diſeaſes; and on the contrary, from the Lungs 
being ill affected; it receives the ſame. Whatſoever impure is 
contain'd in the Maſs of Blood, is caſt forth of the extremities of 
the Arteries, as the flowrings of new Wine : Fawn wal 
Nature 
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Nature being become weak, is not able to convey its Recrements 


to the ſuperfices of the Body, it depoſes the ſame in the Lungs by 
a nearer way of purging it (elf. Hence a mighty Cacochymia, and 
many Cronick Diſeaſes frequently end in a Pthyfick. In like man- 
ner, when the Fleſh of the Lungs conſumes, or abounding with an 
Ulcerous Ichor, is become halt rotten, the Blood paffing thro!gh 
it is infected with the purulent Matter, or the Conſumptive filth, 
and conſequently is put upon a continual Efferveſcence, by reaſon 
of that immiſcible Subſtance being contounded with it, Wheretore 
it brings an affiduous Fever , and wholly perverts the nutritive 

uice: The like reaſon holds concerning Fevers cauſed from an 

lcer, or Abſeſs often hapning in other parts: For thoſe even as 
the Con'umptive Con{titution of the Lungs, often bring the Pthyfick, 
or HeCtick Fever: A full conſideration of theſe things belongs not 
to this Place, wherefore let us return to the putrid Fever properly 
ſo call'd, or eſſential Fever. 

The efſential purrid Synochws is wont to be divided into the pu+» 
trid ( ſuch as above deſcribed ) into the Cauſu or moſt ſharp burn- 
ing Fever, and moreover into the Quotidian; Tertian, and Qartam. 
The putrid Synochus even now diſcribed ought to be the Rule or 
Square of the reſt, according to the Type of which, for the moſt 
part Ferers which are of this kind are compounded, as to the reſt 
even now mentioned, I ſhall briefly ſet them down according as 
they vary their Species. 

A Carvſus or burnirg Fever is that which performs its courſe with a 
great burnivg,an intollerable Thirſt, and other Symptoms ſhewing a 
migty Inflammation of the Blood:Its formal Nature wherein it's dif- 
ferent from thereſt, confifts in this, that the temper of the Blood in 
thoſe that are sffected with it,is hotter,that is,it more abounds with 
a combuſtible Sulphur;ztherefore when it rages;it is kindled in a grea- 
ter plenty,and by its burning diffuſes EfMuvia's of a moſt intenſe heat 
throughout the whole Body ; its Motion is acute, and ſoon comes to 
its height, it is attended with more horrible Symtoms than others, 
it has a difficult Crifis, and its event is very dangerous. 

Now as to what regards thoſe periods or paroxiſms in which a py» 
tiid Fever now and then at a ſet time is wont to have a ſharp fit, and 
(intermitting, as it were ) lometimes every day, ſometimes every o- 
ther,or fourth day reſumes its febrile accenfion as it were:The reaſon 
of this which ſeems to me moſt likely,is as follows. In a continual Fe- 
ver there are two chief things (as we have hinted above) which for 
the moſt part cauſe the Efferveſcence of the Blood,viy. ai exaltation 
and accevfion of the Sulphureous part in the Blood; and then conſe. 
quently a heaping together of the aduft Matter remaining after the 
deflagration of the Blood, to a Turgeſcency: On the former,the con- 
tinuity of the Fever, on the other its height and critical Preturbati. 
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ons depend : To theſe ſometimes a third thing is added, to wit, 4 
fulneſs and turgeſcency of a crude Juice from Aliments freſh gather. 
ed together, which at ſet intervals of times cauſes a greater Effer- 
veſcence-in a continual Fever (as in the fits of Intermittents. ) 

Concerning the Cure of putrid Fevers of what kind foever, there 
are four general intentions, on which the whole ſtreſs of the Buſineſs 
lies. Fsrft, that the Blood [ if it may be ) be freed from its burning, 
and that the Flame or Fire kindled in its Sulphury part be wholly ſup- 
preft, which often happens to be done about the firſt beginnings of 
this Diſeaſe. Secondly, that when the Blood, being ſet a burning, 
cannot preſently be extinguiſht, it may go on with it at leaft mildly, 
and with as little dawmage as may be. Third!, that the burning 
being over, the Liquor of the Blood may be clear'd of the Recre. 
ments of the burnt and aduft Matter, and be reſtor'd to its natural 
Vigour and Crifis. Fourehly, that the Symptoms chiefly prefling be 
feaſonably obviated, without the removal of which, the attempts 
both of Nature and Phyhck will be in Vain, 

to the particular Remedies, with which thoſe intentions are 
anſer'd, there are various Preſcripts, and Forms of Medicines 
every where in uſe, not only amongft Phyſicians, but likewiſe old 
Women and Empricks;z from which nevertheleſs, in regard they 
are us'd like a Sword in a blind Mans Hands, without difference, 
and an exa&t M:thod of Healing, more dammage than benefit of- 
ten accrues to the Diſcaſed, It will not be needful for me to re 
peat in this Place tne Forms of Purges, Cardiack, or other Medi- 
cines neatly enough delivered in many Authors. I ſhall briefly ſet 
down ſome of the chief Indications, and Phyſical Cautions which 
ought to be obſerved in the courle of this Fever, according to the 
various Seaſons, and divers Symptoms of it. 

1. About the firſt Invaſion of this Diſcaſe, you muſt endeavour 
that the Fever be forthwith (uppreſt, and that the inflammation of 
the over-heated Sulphur may be ſtopt ; to which breathing a Vein 
chiefly conduces; for by this means the Blood is ventilated, and the 
hot Particles too much crowded together, and even ready to fall 
a burning, are diſſipated from each other, as when Hay, being apt 
to take on Fire, if it be expos'd to the open Air, its kindling is pre- 
vented : Moreover, let a thin dict be ordered : In which nothing 
Spirituous or Sulphureous ought to be us'd: Let the Viſcera and 
firft Paſſages be freed from the Load of Excrementitious Matter ; 
Wherefore Clyſters will be of neceſſary uſe, ſometimes alſo Vomits, 
and gentle Purges, which being now and then giving ſcaſonably 
and with judgment, the Fever preſenfly at the beginning, its Fucl 
for accenſion being withdrawn, is extinguiſht. But if notwithſtand- 
ing this Method the burning gets Ground, and daily more and more 
lays hold on'the Sulphureous Particles cf the Blood : Let it be mo 
Cur 
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aur'd ( as far as may be ) that the deflagration goes on gently with- 
ont any great Commotion. 

2. Wherefore, when the Fever isin its Increoſe, if the Blood boyls 

much, and very much extends the Veſſels with a ftrong and ve- 
hement Pulſe, if Watchings, a Phrenſy, or Head-ach, violently preſs, 
Meed a ſecond time, and let as free a Tranſpiratian (as may be) be 
ocur'd : Wherefore, let the Diſeas'd, tor the molt part, lye in Bed, 
kt the Diet be (pare, of very thin Food; allo, let the Drink be ſmall, 
adplentiful, that the burning Blood may be freely diluted with Se- 
wm, Clyſters are given with Safety, and indeed, with good Effect; 
hat let Medicines, whether Cathartick or Diureticks, and which too 
much exagitate the Blood, be avoided with the ſame Induftry as 
Blafts of Wind are where Houſes are on Fire 3 nay, rather Opiats 
ad Anodines, which fix and confſtipate the Blood and Spirits, are 
tobe uſed : Alſo, Juleps and DecoCtions, which cool the burning 
Bowels, qualifie the Blood, and refreſh the Spirits, are frequently to 
be given. Acetous Liquors of Vegetables or Minerals, alſo Nitre puri- 
fied, becauſe they reftrain the burning of the Blood, and quench 
Thirft, agree well: Let Hot and Spiritucus Waters, Cordial aad Be- 
wartick Powders ( ſo the Diſcaſc be without Malignity ) be let alone, 
Incaſe the Blood circulates unevenly, and be carried more violently 
toward the Head than the Feet, Epithemes of the warm Fleſh, or 
k#ards of Animals, applicd to the Feet, do well. 

3. When the Fever is at its height, let the motion of Nature be 
dilgently minded, whether it be about to make a Crj/is or not ; 
wherefore, nothing is to be attempted rathly by a Phyfician:Breath- 
ing a Vein, or ſtrong Purging, are who!ly torbidden : But afterward, 
when the, burning of the Fever is in ſome meaſure remitred after the 
Deflagration of the Blood, and figns of ConcoCtion appear in the 
lrine, in caſe the motion of Nature be fluggith, a Sweat or gentle 
Purge may be procured, which, neverthele's, are performed better, 
ad with more Safety, by a Phyſician, when Nature before, by a cri- 
tical motion, has ſet upon a ſec}uſton of the morbifick Matter. But if 
all things are crude, and in a Preturbation, the Urine be ftill troubled 
vithout a Sediment or a Separation of Parts, if the Strength be faint, 
the Pulſe weak, if no Criſis, or cnly a fruitleſs one, has preceded, 
any Evacuation, either by Sweat, or Purging, is not attempted with- 
out maniteft Danger of Life : But we mult exp«& longer, that the 
ſpirits of the Blood may recover themſelves, and in ſome meaſure 
ſubdue the recrementitious and aduft Matter, aud afterward, by de- 
greez, ſeparate them z mean while, let the Strength be refreſh'd with 
temperate Cordials, let the immoderate Effcrs efcence of the Blood 
(if it be ſo) be ſtopt ; and let its due Fermentation be vpheld, which, 
n truth, is excellently performed by Coral, Pearl, and thoſe kinds 
of Powders, which are <{Ioly'd by the Ferments of the Viicera, and 
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afterward ferment with the Blood, and greatly reſtore its weak 
and wavering motion. Mean while ( whilft Nature labours ) let 
all Obſtacles and Impediments be removed, and eſpecially let the 
ſtore of Excrements heapt together in the firſt Paſſages, be with- 
drawn by the frequent U'e of Clytters. 

4 After what way or method the Symtoms chiefly preſſing ought 
to be handled, it is not an eahe thing to preſcribe by certain Rules; 
becauſe the very ſame ſometimes require to be forthwith reftcain'd 
and appeas'd, {ometimes to be moved on faſter : And thoſe that 
have ſomewhat greater in them, haply at another time are to be 
left wholly to Nature. This, in ſome, may be obviated with afſwa- 
ging and lenifying Remedies, but in others with a rough and irri- 
tating Phyſick: Mean while, it is a Precept to be ftood to in all, 
that we religiouſly follow the Footſteps of Nature: Which, if it 
as amiſs, its Diſorder is to be reduced ; if rightly, but too vehe- 
mently, it is to be checkt 3 and if rightly, but flower or weaker 
than it ought, it muſt be our bufinels to encourage and aid its 
Effort by Phyfical means, 

5. In the declining ſtate of a Fever, when after a perfect Crifts, Nu 
ture has gotten the upper-hand of the Diſeaſe, things are in Safety ; 
nor is there much left tor a Phyfician to do: It only remains, to pro- 
poſe an exaCt form of Diet, that the Diſeaſed may ſoon recover their 
Strength without tear of a Relapſe: Alfo it is good to clear the Re- 
mainder of the febrile Matter by a gentle Purge. Concerning the 
Diet, Men very often incur a Relapſe, to wit, by an over-haſty eat- 
ing of Fleſh or ſtrong Food, the Diſealed fall back into the Fe- 
ver, for ſince the Viſcera are weak, and do not eafily concot 
Food, ( unleſs it be very thin ) and fance the Crafis of the Blood is 
ſo weak that it does not affimilate a ttrong nutritive Juice, if any 
thing diſproportionate be brought to either, the ax:onomy of Na- 
ture is again perverted, and all things run ami's. Wherefore, let 
ſuch as are upon Recovery torbcar a long time from Fleſh, and let 
them nw#t uſc it till their Urine is become like that of ſound Perſons, 
and is no longer troubled by the Cold: And indeed, then it will 
be better to begin with diluted Broth of Fleſh, and afterward by 
Degrees to riſe to ſtronger Aliments. 

6. When, after an imperfect Criſis, the thing hangs in doubt, and 
is not yet come to a Determination, then the Phykcian has a hard 
Task : Let adiligent Eye be had to the motion and ſtrength of Nas 
ture, whether it begins to prevail over the Diſcate, or yiclds to the 
ſame: If there arc {igns of ConcoCtion, and the Strength holds good, 
a gentle Evacuation, and only per Epicraſsn, is to be put in practiſe: 
Mean while, let the chiefly preſſing Symptoms be obviated by fit 
Remedies, let all Impediments be removed ; let the Strength be up- 
held, as much as be, by Cordials, and a true method of Dict. 

7. When 
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4. When after an evil or no Cr:fs all things grow worſe,and when 
eak Þ the Phyfician, in a manner, deſpairs of the Cure of the Diſeaſe, he 
let F may dedare the event of it to be ſuſpected,and greatly to be feared: 
the I arrectbeleſs, we muſt not fo yield to a bare Prognotiick, that Fear 
the I hall put us by all things elſe ; but till, as much as lies in the Art of 
, let Care be taken for a Recovery, though the Cafe be de- 
ght JF fperate; let Remedies be uſed to the Symptoms that are moſt dan» 
es; Þ gerous; Ict the Spirits of the Blood, almoft extinR, be reinvigora= 
n'd Þ ted with Cordials. When we deſpair of a Recovery, let Life be 
hat I drawn out in length as long as it may be, at leattwiſe let an cafie 
be F cath be procur'd. 
I ſhall now briefly give you ſome few Examples having regard to 
each Species of the foreſaid Fever. ah 
Anoble Matron, about fifty Years of Age,of a thin habit of Body, 
zlow Statnre, and a freſh colored Countenance, having cloathed her 
ſlfthinner than uſual on the fifteenth Day of Fune,by reaſon of the

A young Student, about t weity five Years of Age,of a pale Coun- 
tenance, and a melancholy Temperament, without a manitett Caule, 
in Agrſt,1656. began to be fick:Firft he complain'd of a teveriſh Di- 
ftemper, with a Thicit, a (poataneous Lafſitude, and a want of Ap- 
vetite. On the ſecond Day he was troubled alſo with a Pain inthe 
right fide, and a D.ſtenfion of both Hypocondres,alſo with an almoſt 
continual Vomiting, Watchings, aud a violent Head-ach. Oa the 
third Day, a Plyſcian being called, preſently twelve Ounces of 


Blood were taken away : In the Evening he grew hotter and deliri

uſual, followe«l it, which afterward ( a gentle Sweat arihng) ſoon re- 


mitted. On the {ſecond and third Days ſhe was very thirity, and had 
no Appetite, tho without any inmoderate hurning, that the (carce 
yet believed her elf in a Feyer 3 every Night the lay quiet, but whoily 
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- without Sleep, the Urine was intenfly ruddy,and ſomewhat thick and 
opake,through the multitude of Contents, which nevertheleſs being 
not difturbed by the Cold,continued Rill after the (ame manner with- 
out a Hypoftafis or ſubfiding of the parts : On the fourth Day, the 
Heat was kindled throughout the whole, wherefore a Phyſician being 
then firſt called, about twelve Ounces of Blood were taken from the 
Arm: After In and the Belly being copioufly cmptyed 
the ſame Day by a Clyfter given, in the Evening the fell into a Sweat, 
by which nevertheleſs being not relieved, ſhe paſt the Night with- 
qut Sleep,as before,though an Anodyne Medicine were given her: On 
the fifth Day, after a Clyſter injected, the bad three Stools, and tound 
eaſe; The Urine Kill continued the ſame,ruddy and troubled : When 
it was preſcribed her to have Blood taken from the Vein running un. 
der the Knee, the Diſcaſed earneftly refuſed it,thinking herſelf upon a 
Recovery: The Night following,after that ſhe had lain without ſep, 
and reſtleſs for a long time,at length ſhe fell into a ſore Fit,fuch as is 
vulgarly ſaid to be Hyfterical,and in the firſt place ſhe was affected 
with a certain numneſs or a ſenſe of pricking,which ſeiſcd the extream 
parts of the Body, eſpecially the Feet, Legs and Thighs, and withal 
Lith a Flatus violent!y difſtending the Inteitines, Ventricle and Hypo- 
chondres: She felt in the lower part of her Belly a certain great and 
heavy thing,as it were,to riſe up gently, which when it was riſen to 
the Heart,and thence tothe Brain,preſently the Diſeaſed failed in her 
Underftanding, and for all the Night afterward,lay delirous,and takt 
light-headed; On the fixth Day, after the Belly's being looſned by 
a Clyſter,ſhe came to her felf again,was very ſound in her Mind,and 
ſeemed to be indifferently well: But in the Evening, as ſhe wasmo- 
ved in her Bed, ſhe began to feel an invaſion of ſuch a kind of Fit, 
as before, to wit, in her whole Body ſhe had a Senſe of Pricking, as 
though ſhe were ſtung with Nettles: And withal in her Belly ſhe felt 
a Ball, as it were, which creeping upwards, diſtended the Inteftines 
andVentricle,ſo that ftore of Flatus's and Belchings were thence cau- 
ſed: For relief,ſhe defired cold Water might be given her to drink; 
moreover Remedies ufual in hyſterick Aﬀects, as Caforewn, a ſmell 
of Aſſafetida,Fumes of Feathers burnt, Ligatures,and Frictions of the 
Legs and Thighs,and the like things were uſed,by which ſhe ſeemed 
for the preſent, free from the ſaid Aﬀect, and was wholly cleared 
from it for four Hours; but as ſhe lay on her Back in the Bed,ſettling 
her ſelf to ſleep,on a ſudden ſhe complained that the ſame Symptoms 
erraded her whole Body together, and preſently upon it, fell into 
a Delirium, all the Night without flcep, howling and crying, ſhe 
talkt light-headed; on the Day following,ſhelay with her Eyes open, 
without Motion or Speech; in the Evening again, as the Fever in» 
creaft,the Diſeaſed grew raving, that ſhe could ſcarce be kept in her

the recciving of the Fume of the burnt Blood into the Noftrils, its / 
. Flux was ſtopt: I have known this Remedy ufed fince in' many 0- 
thers with good ſucceſs : by that copious Hxmorrhagy, the continu- 
al Fever came to a Crifis; though an Intermittent tichan' fol- 
lowed it, which afterward was ſoon cur'd according,to the Method 
above delivercd. 

A Matron fixty years of Age, lying a certain night in Sheets not well 
dry'd, began to be ill: firſt ſhe was affected with a ſuffocating Catarrb, 
that through the ſerous Maſs of filth <1ftifling on the Layyuxſhe could 
ſcarce breath, much leſs ſleep : the next day after,ſhe had a NauſeouF- 
neſs and a want of Appetite, with ſomewhat of a Thirft and an Exceſs 
of Heat : on the third day an acute Pain (eized her fide, with a Cough

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CHAP. XL 


Of the Malignant, or Peſiilential Fever in 
general. 


Efides the continual Fever, ſuch as above deſcrib'd, and which 
ariſes by reaſon of ſome Principle in the Blood exalted too 
much, and diſproportionate with the reſt ; there is another Species 
of it, which is raiſed by reaſon of the Blood being tainted with 
ſome venemous Miaſm, and thereupon ready to incur various Coa- 
gulations and Corruptions;z in which, not only the Spirit and the 
Sulphur, as in a putrid Fever, make an exorbitant Effort, and force 
the Blood to boyl immoderately, but withal, the mixture of the 
Blood is forthwith d:{ſoly'd, and its Liquor runs into parts; and ſo 
that horrible Symptoms, with a manifcſt danger of Life, are cauſed 
in this kind of aff.&. Under this Rank we comprehend Malignant 
and Peſtilential Fevers, the Plague, the Small-Pox, and Meoſles ; 
concerning Which, it remains for us to treat at preſent. 
By the unanimous Conſent of all, the Force and Power of theſe 
Diſeaſes are plac'd in a venemous Matter ; becauſe, upon a Peſtilen- 
tial affect, even as upon drinking Poyſon, we find that the Strength 
is ſuddenly cait down, and that Life is ſoon defſtroy'd:And therefore, 
for explicating the nature of the Peſtilence, it will not be amiſs, firlt 
to enquire concerning Poyſon in general, and after what manner it 
affets our Bodies; and then to ſhew what fort of Venom is diſpertt 
in the P;ague and contagious Diſeaſes: Which being permitted, we 
ſhall ſpeak in particular of the aff:Cts even now mentianed. 

We may juſtly give the name ot Poyſon to whatſoever ſticking in 
our Body, violently and after a ſecret manner, injures the Tethper 
and Actions of any part, or of the wholz, deftroys the Spirits, or 
perverts theic Motioas, diffolves the mixture of the Liquors, cauſes 
Coagulations and Corruptions, ſubverts the Ferments and FunCti- 
ons of 'the Viſcera, and fo on a ſudden, and privily endanger'Lite. 
There is a vaſt ſtore of theſe in Nature, which are often engendred 
within our Bodies, and abundantly fap;lied outwardly from the 
Earth, Air, and Water, and from the diſtin&t Families of Minerals, 
Vegetables, and Animals, 


As 
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As there is a great variety of Poyſons, ſo there is no leſs a diverſity 

of them, as to the Subjetts, and the ways of their hurting 3 for 
though a great many Poyſonous things are ſaid to be contrary tous, 
as to the whole Subſtance, ſo that they ſet upon any thing, ard like 
a Funeral Flame, with a cauftick Force reduce it, as it werr, into 
Aſhes : Yet ſome of theſe, being endowed with a peculiar Force of 
offending, rather hurt one Part or Subſtance than other. The Sub- 
jects on which the Taint of the Venom fixes it ſelf firſt of all, and 
moſt immediately, are two-fold, to wit, the Animal Spir:es, or the 
fpirituous and ſubtle Liquor paſſing in the Brain and gente Nervo- 
jonny and the Blood flowing in the Heart and Veſſels. When a diſ- 
proportionate Object preſents it ſelf to one of them alone,or to both 
together, ſo that thereupon the Crafis of the Liquors or of the cog» 
taining Parts, is ſubverted, whereby FunCtions neceffary for perform- 
ing the Offices of Life and Senſe, are letted, and this is done after z 
ſecret manner, and as it were on a fudden; theſe kinds of Effects we 
aſcribe to Poyſon. TOS 

The Nervous Bodies, with the animal Spirit, are not ſet tpon 
wholly after the fame manner by all ſorts of Poyſons ; for ſome- 
times they are affail'd with a Stupor, ſometimes with Cramps and 
Convulfive motions, and thoſe of divers Kinds and Conditions. The 
Bite of the Tarantula cauſes a Dancing 3 the force tranſmitted from 
a Tortoiſe by a Spear, or the Cords of a Net, ftupifies the Hand of 
the Fiſher ; the Roots of Wild Parfnips, or the Seeds of Darnd, 
eaten, make Men run Mad ; Opium, Mendrake, Henbane, and the 
like, cauſe a deep, and ſometimes a mortal Sleep. Theſe, and a 
great many other things, without any mighty Perturbation of the 
Blood, or Injury brought on the Heart, faſten chiefly their Venom 
on the Animal Faculty or Spirit. 

There are alſo ſome Poyſons which chiefly infinuate their Malignt- 
ty into the maſs of Blood z wherefore, after uſing ſome Medicines, 2 
yellow or black Jaundiſe, ſometimes a Leproſie, leprous Aﬀects, or 
Swellings of the whole Body,are produc'd ; Vapours rifing from ſub- 
terraneous Vaults, alſo from Charcoals newly kindled, often ſuffocs- 
ting the Vital Spirits, congeal the Blood withal,-and ſtop its motion ; 
ſo that the Flame of Life cannot be continued in the Heart. Every 
Man may ſee how great a Corruption is communicated to the Maſs 
of Blood from the peftilential Miaſm, by the Spots and Puſhes which 
are the infamous Marks, as it were, of the blaſted Blood. 

If the Injury firtt inflicted on either, viz. the cxconomy of the 
Heart or Brain be light, for the moſt part it is brought to an end with- 
out any great Offence of either z wherefore, Convulfive motions, a 
Stupor, Lethargy, Melancholy, Paralytick affects, often begin with a 
laudable Pulſe, and without an immoderate Efferveſcence of the 
Blood; and afterward, if the affect does not wax ſtrong, they come 

to 
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16 an end, and ceaſe by little and/little. There are other Poyſons 
which often deprave the Blood, and corrupt its Mixture by diffolving 
t,/the animal Funtions/ in the mean time continuing whole and 
bund 3 butif the Ferment of the Poyſon be ſtronger,and lays deep- 
e Roots, preſently the Venom is difpertt from the one inta the Pro» 
rince of the other; for when thie'r:ervous Parts are fill'd with a viru< 
kat Juice, a Portion of the Venom, - brought back with the nervous 
latex, by the lymphiarick Veſfets ivuto the Veins,is readily conveyed 
ito the Maſs of Blood, and defiles it with the Corruption prevailing 
i" it'' Alſo from the Blood greatly infeQted with Venom; the Juice 
whtrewith the Nerves are irrigated in a ſhort time becorties tainted 2 
Hence, Perſons that are mad are feverilh, and ſuch as art (eiz'd with 
Jpeſtilential Fever, very oftenare affailed with a Delirium or Frenzy. 
Concerning theſe.things, we muſt confider what kind of Alteration 
or Imprefiion of Injury it is which is inflicted by Poyſon on the 
Animal Spirits with the Brain abt! nervous Appendix; alſo what 
on the Blood, with the Heart add the Veffels annex'd to it. 
Asto the firſt, we obſcrve, that that ſubtle Liquor, or the Animal 
its, with which the nerroas Bodies are influenced, and by the 
nfion of which, Senſe and Mution perform reciprocal Actions, 
ire eafily perverted from their Continuity, and even Expanfion 5 
ſor, the N-rves being of aſoft Texture, and the Spirits wherewith 
they are fill'd /being ot a very ſubtle Subttance, they are not able to 
e&ture any ſorts of Objects that are ſtrong or vehement ; wherefore, 
when any violent or diſproportionate thing afſails them by Surpriſes 
they are often forc'd from their Expanſiuo and Excurfion,to a Flight 
#hd a Retreat,and often into Irregularities ot Motions 3 wherefore, 
hdden Paſſions of the Mind dittract them, and ftir them to Twitch- 
Ings and Convulfions : When the miitritive Juice, wherewith they are 
fupply'd, is ſent to them too ſharp; acid; or auſtere, they undergo 
ſometimes Reſolutions, ſometimes Shrinkings: And it ſome Ob 
tore contrary (fach as we affirm Poyſon to be) preſents it ſelf, whoſe 
Firticles are of ſuch a fierce Nature,or of ſuch a Configuration, that 
they violently ferment with the nervous Liquor, they ttrongly drive 
the ſubtle or (pirituous Part of it this way and that, or wholly drive 
it away z and either by their [typtick Force, they fix the reft of the 
Liquor, or force it by an Ebullition into diforderly Motions 3 Hence 
neeeſſarily ariſe the evil Aﬀects of the Brain and nervous Parts, vit. 
ſometimes a Convulfion, a Trembling, a Shivering, ſometianes a Stu- 
por,or Reſolutions, amd other ſevere Symptoms. The things which 
infe& with Venom the nervous Juice after this manner, ſometimes 
#egroſs, and only inflict their Injury when they are applyed in 2 ve- 
ty corporeal Subſtance; ſometimes they are ſubtle, and being re- 
foly'd into a Vapor, or even to a Breath,they diſperſe the Ferment of 
the Poyſon from a little Point throughout the whoke gem Nervo- 
©8828 ſum 
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ſum. Sometimes the Poyſon of an ill thing eaten firſt, begins its 
Tragedy in the Stomach, but oftner by a bare Contract on the Sur» 
face of the Body,it leaves the virulent Miaſm,which ſoon and readily 
defiles, with its Ferment, the Spirits diſpers'd through the whole..A 
Taint inflicted on the Extremities of the Nerves, any where,whether 
inwardly or 6utwardly, is diſpers'd to a diftance by their ready Con- 
veyance, preſently many Sprouts of the ſame Branch being brought 
to communicate of the Evil; Often, a light Touch of a venemong 
thing bythe Finger, or the extream part of any Member, preſently 
conveys the Taint received to the Brain,and thence it is retorted'on 
the whole Body, and the moſt remote Members: The reaſon of this 
is.that the Particles both of the nervous Juice, and of ſome venemoyy 
Miaſm, arefo aQtive and quick of: Motion, that either of them pag 
moſt ſwiftly through the whole Maſs:of the other, as Rays of Light 
through a Diaphanous Medium. - 510 
2. Asoften as the Blood gets Miſchief by a venemous thing, the 
Venom fticking in it, cither is dultand of leſs Activity, which does 
1 ot preſently diſcover it ſelf,nor breaks forth into terrible Symptoms, 
till after along; time, when it is bronght to a Ripeneſs by a tacit Fer. 
mentation,and has firſt infected the whole Maſs of Blood; as we may 
obſerve in ſome Poyſons, which ar@ ſaid to kill at a diſtance, and not 
but after ſome Months or Years: Or: the Poyſons inſpired into the 
Blood, are imbued with a muct-ſharper Sting, that the Taint con» 
tracted by their Contagion, prefently breaks forth into terrible Syw- 
ptoms; and thereupon follbws ſometimes a feveriſh Efferveſcence, 
with a Vomiting, a Thiiſt, anda burning of the Prazcordia ; fomt- 
.times a puffing up of the whole, a diſcoloring of the $kin, often an 
dn of Puſhes and Buboes ; frequently -alfo a ſudden falling of 
th&S$trength, fo that a ſudden Death fteals on without any Stir, and 
almoſt unperceiv'd : Where it is to be noted by the By, if the Spirits 
of the Blood provok'd by the Enemy; are able to ſet upon him and 
to contend for the Victory, from this Conflict'a feveriſh Ebullition 
is raisd+in the Blood 3 but, if. the Particles of the, Poyſon far ex- 
cced them in Strength, preſently the Maſs of Elood is corrupted, 
that it can neither be circulated in the Veſſels, nor be duely kind- 
led in the Heart. 

' If it be farther enquired, what Changes in its Subſtance, or Conk- 
ftency,the Blood infected with Poyſon undergoes, that thereby it is 
rendred unfit for the Support of Life ; I anſwer after this manner, 
Some Poyſons fuſe the Blood, and precipitate its Seroſity, as thoſe 
Medicines which being deſtructive either by Purging,or by cauſing a 
Flux of Urine,or by a puffing up of the whole, or by a Diſcoloration, 
or an Eruption of Puſhes, make a very great Separation of the Se- 
rous Latex: Mean while, a great Ebullition is cauſed in the Maſs of 
Blood, whereby the Vital Spirits are greatly ſpent ; the Particles a 
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the Salt and Sulphur, by the too much CoCtion, are exalted, and of- 
ten ſo ſcorch'd, that rea; either yellow or black, is cauſed. 
There are Poyſons of another kind far more dangetous,which con- 
the Blood, and corrupt its mixtute by deſtroying it, vx. ficſt 
they bring a Coagulation on the Maſs of Blood, and then a Corrupti- 
on; for, when the Spirits of the Blood, put to flight by the Conta- 
fot the Pbyſon, are diſſipated, the even mixture of the Liquor is 
ved; wherefore, the groffer Particles mutually lock with each 
other, and (like Milk upon Rennets being put into4t,or turning ſour 
of its own accord) they are coagulated together; hence the Blood 
sclotted in the Veſſels,that it is not readily circulated in'them : 
So coagulated Portions of it being convey'd inwardly into the Si- 
nus's of the Heart,are there apt to ſtagnate,and ſo they cauſe frequent 
Fintings and Swoonings : Being catried outward, and {tuck in the 
Kin in circulating,ſometimes, when'caft on eyery fide in a plentiful 
manner, they cauſe an over-(preading of Blackneſs tkroughout the 
whole z ſometimes being diſperft more ſparingly, they cauſe only 
"* black and blew Marks, and the reft of che Phozxnomena of 


ity: Now the Coagulation of the Blood ſoon diſpoſes it to Py- 
ation or Corruption, as it is to be ſeen in extravaſated Blood 
which ſoon turns black, and is wont to putrefy 3 for the Spirit be- 
ing exhal'd, the remaining Particles of the Salt and Sulphur in the 
Blood begin to ſeparate from each other, and to diſſolve the Bond 
of Mixture, whence PutrefaQtion enſues, 

Theſe things being thus permitted concerning Poyſon'in  graeral, 
the Method of Healing requires that we ſet upon the Tract of Fe- 
rers, which draw their Origine wholly from a venemous and malig- 
nant Miaſm : And fince among theſe, the Plagne is undoubtedly the 
thief, I ſhall begin with the Confideration of that, and ſhall ſpeak 
afterward, in'orter, of gory 17 Fevers, the Meaſles and Smak 
Pox. But before I give its Definition, I ſhall enquire briefly con- 
cerning the Peftilential Venom, of what Nature and Diſpoſition it 
itz alſo whence it ariſes ; and laſtly, after what manner it is pro» 
pagated by Contagion in others. 

The Efſence of the Peftilential Fever is founded in a vapory and 
ſpiritual Miaſm, from which Efiuvia's diffuſed on every 'fide, (6 
powerfully diſplay themſelves, that from the leaft Seminaty, they 
ſoon propagate a fertile Harveſt of Death and Deftruſtion. By rea- 
ſon of its mighty Activity, this Miaſm deſerves to be called a cer- 
tain Quinteſcenee, as it were of Poyfon: Its very nimble and ſub» 
tle Particles, penetrate all Bodizs, and intpire thern with their Fere 
ment 3 for, whether being Ydi'p-rs'd' through the Air, or ſtored up 
in ſome Foes, if tlicy come to hit upgna Hamane Body, though 
it be lightly, and, as it were, with a Glance, they readily pene- 
trate it, ſoon infect the Animal: Spirits and thoſe of the Blood, 
Ggee?2 ang 
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and thereby overſpread all the Members with a vecemous Contagion, 
'F ws a petilentil Breath or Vapor has aſſailed any one, _ hat 
Venom has firit ſe1z'd the Animal Spirits, or thoſe of the Blood, or 
both of them together; from the ſubtle and thin Subſtance of theſe 
the Taint is ſapn derived into the grofſer Matter, for in a ſhort time 
it ferments the whole Maſs of Blood,or nervous Juice, 2nd the excre. 
mentitious Humors in any place abounding; and thence is drawn in- 
to the ſolid Parts, and fixes the Evil in them. If this Contagion fir 
ſeizes the Animal Spirits, preſently the Injury is communicated ta 
Brain, and the gens Neryoſum,and eſpecially tothe Yentricle ; it 
with poyſons the Humor. lodging in theſe, diffolves its mixture, 
zerrerts its regular Motions,and renders it wholly diſagreeing and of. 
feng to the tender ſubſtance of the containing Parts: Thence forthy 
with Cramps,aud canvulfive Motions, yiglent Yomitings,a Cardialgia, 
Ifo a Phrenſy,; Nelirium,or obft;nate Watchings,are railed about the 
6 Invaſion of the Diſeaſe; whereas in the mean while, the Taint 
ing not yet diſperſt through the Blood, the Dilealed are nat in; 
Feyer, nor infeſted with a diſorderly Pulſe, or a Swooning, or an 
pearance of Tokens z which Symptoms, nevertheleſs, affuon as 
lod is infetted, thew theml(elves afterward. If at avy time the 
ries of the Bloadare fit ſeized with. the venemous Mam, cit 
breathed in with the Ajr,or attracted by the Pores, by and by itsfer: 
ment is diſperft throughout the whole Maſs of Bloudthe infected Por- 
tions preſently begin to be looſncd from their even mixture, to ſepy: 
rate into partzand to be coagulated,and the ſame being conveyed in- 
to the Finus's of the Heart,to ſtagnate there,and to —_ a Swooning, 
Faintings, and often a ſudden Death : Alſo being carried outwardly, 
and fixt about tbe Skin,they are wont to cauſe Bubo's,Puſhes,and the 
other marks of a Yenenofity, mean while the Diſeaſed are preſent & 
nough to themſelves, and are not aſfail'd with aDelirium or convulfre 
Motions : But if from a {tronger cauſe an Injury be inflicted on both 
Parts at once,the courſe of the Diſeale is carried on with a more hor- 
rible qpperarys of Symptoms,and with a Phrenſy infefting together. 
As to what regards its riſe ; when the Plague firſt ariſcs in any Re 
gon or Tract of the Earth (whatſoever others may think) we place 
he farft and chjef natural Seminary of this Poyſon in the Air ; for it 
ſeems conſonant to reaſon, that trom the ſame Fountain from whence 
the Food of common Life is derived, the beginnings alſo of Death, 
which js no leſs diffuſed, ſhould be taken : The ſame neceflity lies 
npon us for hreathing the Air, as for Fiſh of living in the Waters; 
wherefore,as the common Deſt ion of Fiſh dying in Multitudes, 
js aſcribe to Wafers being infected with Poyſon, fo nothing but a 
Taint of the Air, breathed by all, can kill Men that dye vithout a 
manifeſt Cauſe, by an epidemick Deftruchion, | 
For the Air, which we neceſſarily breath in for the ſupport of Liſe, 
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conſiſts of thick Steams and Vapors which continually are breathed 
from the Earth ; to which the exhalations of Salts and Sulphars be- 
ig m xe!, h y make here a thick Fog, as it were,of Atomous Cor» 
puſcles. The Motions of theſe being both very ſwift and refſtle&,are 
of a manifold and very differing Figure ; wherefore ſome of them 
contioually encounter others, and according to their various Confi- 
jons, they cloſe with theſe, and are mutually combined,and are 
hank and fly from others: On this the Reaſons of every Sympath 
and Antipathy chicfly depend ; from the divers Agitations of theſs 
kinds of Atomes near the Surface of the Earth, this or that Tract of 
the Air undergoes divers Alterations, with which Bodies, eſpecially 
thoſe that are living,are variouſly affected, for the inward Motion of 
the Particles of each Animal, depends very much on the Motion and 
Temper of the Particles of the Air : Since theſe continually exagi= 
tate thoſe, ſtir them up when they are drowſy, repair the Loffes of 
thoſe that fly away,exagitate the vital Flame with their Nitrofity,and 
ſupply it with a nitro-ſulphuceous Fond and eventilateit, being kind- 
Jed by the continual Conrſes of Accefſes and Recefles: As long as an 
apt Contemperation happens for the Motion and Configuration m 
both, Apimals enjoy a perte& Life and Health; but if the Corpulcles 
fhing in the Air are of ſuch a kind of Figure and Power,that they are 
maniteſtly contrary to theSpirits implanted in Animals, they looſen 
the mixtures of theſe frons the reit of the Elements with which they 
are bound,and pervert their Motions? Hence the Craſes of things are 
deftroyed, Life is overthrown, and that being ſcarce extinct, the Bo+ 
s ingur.Putrefactionz: hence the Tops/of Frees or Corn being 
truck with a wither on a ſudden; hence the Murrain oftentimes 
ig4s amongf the Cattel, which Kills whole Herds together. For 
this kind of Cauſe the Seeds of the Peftidence firſt exert themſelves, 
ahd threaten a univerſal Slaughter of Mankind; for even as venemous 
Corpulcles gathered together in the Bowels of the Earth, or on its 
Surface.produce Arſenical Mixts, or renemous Herbs; f > theſe being 
reſplved into a Vapor,and gathered thick together in the Air, create 
pernicious Blaſts, from which malignant and peftilential Diſcaſes a- 
riſe : And it ſeems to me not improbable, that the things which firſt 
give aſeminary of the Peſtilence to any peculiar Tract of the Air.are 
the venemous Effluvyia of Salts and Sulphurs grown exorbitant, and 
breath'd forth of the Bowels of the Earth; which (ometimes, 'being 
ficft longincluded in the Earth,are exhal'd by degrees; ſometimes,by 
reaſon of Tremblings or Qpenings of the Earth,break forth together; 
of which kind alſo there are generally breath'd from the Fents of 
Souldiers filled with Naftineſs, by reaſon of dead Carcafſes lying un- 
buried,or from places fill'd with Rtagnating and ftinking Mud. And 
Corpulcles exhaled after this manner,by a long PutrefaQtion, acquire 
is themſelyes wonderful Powers and Diſcongraencies, that —_ 
; oh | they 
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they are diſagreeing and heterogeneous to all others whatſoever;and 
ſo being reccived into the Air, they ferment it ( like a Maſs of Li. 
quor) and pervert it from a wholeſome and benign, into a pernici- 
ous and curft Nature. 

Some Bodies eafiily receive the malignant TinCture of a peſtilential 
Air, others not fo readily z thoſe who have a very great Cacochy. 
mia by reaſon of an ill Diet,- and/thoſe who;by reaſon of a Plethora, 
have a Blood filled with aninflamable Sulphur, a light Blaſt of a ve- 
nemous Air faftens the peftilential Venom on them, eſpecially if 
they lye under a Fear and Sadnels, which convey inwardly the light. 
elt Parts of Contagion, as it were, by a certain Infufion. Or the 
contrary,! thoſe who have the Viſcera clean, and the Maſs of Blood, 
well tempered, and thoſe who carry a ftrong and undaunted Mind, 
do not ſo cafily receive this Infetion; and ſometimes being receiv'd, 
they expel it again. 

So far. of the Peftilence and its Communication, according to its 
ficſt Being, - and the Source of the infected Air thence drawn ; it re- 
mains for us to fpeak of its Propagation by Contagion, as it is often 
communicated trom ſome Men to others, as it were, ex traduce. 

By Contagion we undeſtand that Force, or Action, whereby any 
Aﬀect being in one Body, ſtirs up the like to it in another ; but fince 
this happens either immediately by Contat, asif any one lying in the 
ſame Bed with another Man ſeiz'd with the Plague, gets the ſame Diſ- 
caſe; or mediately, and at a diftance,as if it happens that the Conts- 
gion be convey'd from one Houſe to others at a diftance z and fo if 
the Plague afſails any Perſon handling a Garment or Houſhold-ftuff 
of an infected Houle,after ſome Days, or Months, or haply Years : 
Theretore, that the Nature of a Contagion, and the divers manners 
of it, may be plainly. known, let us examine firit, What that thing 
is which flows from an infected Body : Secondly, How it is diſpo- 
ſed in the medium through which it paſſes 2 Thirdly, After what 
manuer it engenders an Aﬀect like it ſelf in another Body. 

x. That from every Body, though of a fixt Nature, EMavia's of 
Atoms conſtantly flow,which make, as it were, a miſt or cloudy Cir- 
cle about them,and inveft them,as it were,like the Down of a Peach, 
it is ſo recciv'd a thing among the ſoundeſt Philoſophers, that there 
is nothing more; and the more active Particles any thing conſiſts of, 
by ſo-much it ſends from it Corpulcles of a more notable Vertue, and 
Energy: Hence the Efluvia which part from Blectrick Bodies, ate 
able to move other Bodies from their Places ; from Sulphurs Emana- 

tions paſs, which fill the whole Neighbourhood with Odors : Since 
therefore the peſtilential Venom, as is (aid before, thoin a ſmall Bulk, 
isof a mighty Efficacy and Operation, whereſoever it is fixt, certain 
Emanations neceſſarily proceed from the” Bodies imbued with it, 
which carry the nature of the ſame Poyſon and'Milignity and diffuſe 
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it on every fide according to its Sphere of Activity : But fince theſt 
Corpuſcles which retain the Contagion of the Peſtilence, when they 
flow from one Body, are not preſently reccived by another, let us 
inquire how they are diſpoſed in reſpec of their paſſing through 
the Medium. | 
Where preſently occurs the difference of them from moſt others in 
that theEfluvia,which generally eyaporate,do not long retain 
the Nature of the Body whence they flow, but either raniſh in the te« 
ated Air,or clofing with other Bodies, are affimilated with them : 
Particles which part from a petvlently Miaſm,are not cafily 
ablorb'd by the Air, or other Body, fo that they wholly periſh ; but 
among various Confufons of Atowes,and-Daſhings againft other Bo! 
dies,they-preſerve themſelves entire : For this Poyſon being in a man- 
ger eſs,and inſuperable by others,continues till the ame; and 
though it confiſts of a very ſmall heap of Atomes,it doegnot preſen= 
hy vaniſh, but taints with its Ferment the next Corpuſcles to it,and ſo 
acquires to it ſelf new Stores,and gets Strength as it goes: Whence it 
feslong hid in every Fomes,and after a long time,when it has lighted 
gn a fit Subject.it exerts it ſelf,and communicating the Infection of its 
Venom to the other, it reſuſcitates a-new the Diſeaſe of the Piague, 
which before ſeemed to be driven away, and tho from a very ſmall 
&mivary, it diſperſes its mortal Poyſon far and near. 
For the Plague diſcloſes ſuch moſt certain Signs of its Contagion, 


that ſome Authors. affirm it to ſubfitt among Mortals.only by this 


means, and that it no where ariſes a-new, but is preſerv'd only by a 
Fomes,and that it- is now and then conveyed from one Region into 
another. Hiftories tell us,that the Seeds of it have lain dormant for 
wany Years in a Garment or Bed-cloaths, that upon theſame after- 
ward being wee have ſhewn themſelves, and have bropght the 
Diſeaſe of the P frmarifing a-freſh,with a mighty DeftruCtion of 
Mankind : When by reaſon of a Fomes, the Peſtilence is propagated 
toa diftance after this manner; the venemous ſcles which re- 
main in the Miaſm, being ſtirred, preſently ſpring torth, and diſpla 
their Venom on every fade, as it were by a certain Irradiation : Ie 
they any where light on a humane Body, they preſently ſeize the Spi- 
rits,and are conveyed inward by their Vchicle,and theg ealily enough 
infect theBlood,and all other Humors flowing in the Veſſels with their 
Ferment,and in a ſhort time cauſe tions and a Putrefaction in 
them. And after this manner, by molt ſubtle Efluria,there is made 
a certain Tranſmigration, as it were, of the peſtilengial ty le, even 
23 when a Graft cut from ſome Tree, and laid afide for fome time, 
and afterward inſerted in another Trunck, is able, thongh from a ve- 
ry ſmall Bud, to produce a Tree of the ſame Kind and Nature, 
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'T* E Plague may be deſribed after this manner,That it is &r Epi: 
; Units Diſeeſe, ry very deftruFive 
#t Riſe from 8 vehemous Miaſm firſt rectived by the Air; after 
Propegared't Contags ati apes Men after « bidden and (6 
1418er, Cauſe: Exrindtiems of che 
ow Few Hy o Fog or of the ſolid ey 1 
Diſeaſed er fe, with an A avire of Puſhes, 
or Carbancles, jars with the addition of other horrible _ ? 
' Thete are a great many Signs occurring to us, "WMHhich fore-ſhew 
that the Peltilence will happen in a ſhort time;to witf the Year dn 
not keep its Temperament, but has immodetare'and very unſedfon. 
Exceſles of Heat or Cold, Drought, or Moiſture :- If the Meazles oe 
Small-pox atcevery where very rife, if Phlegnins of Bubo's accont 
pany reigning Fevers ; from a preceeding Famine I itioft certain Pr 
Gge is taken of an enſuing Plague ; for the like Conftitution of the 
Year,which,for the moſt part,brings a Dearth of Provifions,by reafan 
of the Corn being blighted, is apt alſo to __—— a Plague ; alſo the 
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frequently joyn'd with it, that by ſome, in the Definition of the 
Plague, the Fever is put as a G&r:ws 3 Wherefore, by reaſon of the 
Ebullition of the Blood, and the injury brought on the Viſcera, pre- 
ſently an Incaleſcence with a ſpontaneous Laffitude, a Thirſt,a burn» 
of the Przcordia, Vomitings often violent, a Cardialgia, Gripes 
in the Bowels, a Roughneſs or Blackneſs of the Tongne, a Swooning; 
and a ſudden Fall of the Strength enſue. Though vulgar Fevers are 
oftentimes attended with theſe kinds of Symptoms, yet if at the ſame 
time a Plague be rife in the Neighbourhood, and a fear of the fame 
ſeiſes the Minds of Men, hence a greater Suſpicion of this Evil is gi- 
ven and eſpecially, becauſe, when a Plague reigns, all other Dilea- 
ſes leave their own Nature and paſs into that : Wherefore, if to the 
s even now mentioned, there be added a Communication of 
the ſaſhe Diſeaſe to many, and many die of it, ſo that it generally 
becomes mortal, and fpreads it ſelf; and befhdes, Buboes, Car buns 
cles, Puſhcs, or other Marks of a peftiferous Contagion appear, the 
thing is pat without doubt, and we hence proclaim a Pettilence; 
with no leſs Confidence, than we do a Fire when we fee a Flame 
burſt forth through the Roofs of Houſes ; But becauſe a mention 
is here made of Buboes, Carbuncles, and other Symptoms, it re- 
mains for us to give briefly the Cauſes of them, and the ways of 
their being produced ; they are theſe, a Carbuncle, Bubo, Puſhes; 
Wheals, and malignant Puſtules. 

Concerning thee, we (ay in general, that they are all Products of 
the Blood, and Nervous Juice, firuck with a peftiferous Venom, and 
coagulated by Parts in their Circulation, and variouſly affected with 
PutrefaCtion ; for the Spirits cefiding in both Liquors, eſpecially in 
the Bluod, are no ſooner touched with the breath of a malignant 
Contagion, but a Coagulation is cauſed in the remaining Liquor, 
even as when Milk turns four, or has any acid Juice mixt with it 2 
Wherefore, Portions of it being greatly tainted with Venom, ſoon 
grow clotty, and like extravaſated Blood, fall into a Corruption 
with a Blackne(s ; whence preſently they ſtop the Motion of the 
reſt of the Blood in the Heart and Veſſels, and coagulate it more 
by reafon of their Ferment. Now whatſoever is gathered together 
into Clots by Coagulation, unle(s it be preſently caſt forth, brings 
Death in a ſhort time, by ttopping the Circulation of the Blood ;and 
being driven outward, to the Circumference of the Body, is ſtopt 
in motion in the narrow Involuttons of the Veſlels ; and cither be» 
ing wholly deſtitute of Spirit, as though it were Planet-ſtricken, 
it produces Black or Blew Marks by its Mortification, or by reaſon 
of the Salt and Sulphur exalted by the peftilential Ferment, aud af- 
fecting new things, it grows into Tumors of various kinds. 

A Carbuncle is a fiery Tumour, with very {mart and burning Pu- 

ules about it, infeſting the Diſeaſed with an acute Pain z which 
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arifing in various places indifferently, does not ſuppurate, but 
ſpreading largely round about, burns the Fleſh, and at length 
throws off lobes of it being corrupted, and leaves a hollow Ulcer, 
as though burnt by an Eſchrotick. 

The Generation of Carbuncles ſeems to be after this manner;when 
venemous Miaſms light on a Blood parch'd with Heat before, its 


congeal'd Portions are fixed in the Superficies of the Body ; and at 


that place, becauſe the motion of the Blood is a little letted, firſt a 
little Tumor is made, which afterward, the malignant Venom pre- 
ſently ſpreading it ſelf farther,being increalt by little and little,creepy 
into the Neighbourhood. Suppuration does not follow, becauſe the 
matter extravaſated, and ſtagnating, is not concocted and digeſted 
with a gentle heat, but by realon of the Particles of the Sulphur, 
- grown exorbitant together with the Salt exalted, being heap'l toge. 
ther into theſe Tumours,and by reaſon of the Stagnation being forth- 
with difſolved from mixture, an Aduſtion is cauſed, asif a Cautery 
wers applied to the part : The pieces and lobes of Fleſh, eaten as 
though covered with an Eſchar, fall away, becauſe the corrofive 
Venom ſticking to the Muſcles, does not corrode them only in their 
Surface, but through their whole Subſtance ; wheretore, betore the 
whole Fleſh is conſumed, the Membranes in which it is tivolved be 
ing eaten away, ſome pieces fall from the reſt as though cut from 
it: Often one, often more Carbuncles arilc ; ſemetimes they are 
alone, ſometimes they have a Bubo accompanying them. 

A peftilential Bubo ariſes only in glandulous parts ; toward the 
bulk of which, not only the Blood congeal'd by the Venom, and car- 
ried thither by the Arteries, but allo the Nervous Juice there heapd 
together, and to be carried back into the Veins, contribute, Becauſe 
this Tumour happens from Juices le's parch'd, a:1d in a colder part, 
therefore it partakes of Suppuration; for,the Matter heap'l together 
by degrees when ( the vital Spicit departing by reaſon of Stagnation ) 
it has loft the Form of Blood, through the Particles of the Salt and 
Sulphur being exhaled, and kept in the Tumour, is converted into 
a Pus by long conccCEtion. Now that thele Tumours only happen in 
the Glands, the Reaſon is, 1:0t that the Fewel of the Dileaſe is con- 
veyed to th. ſc Parts by a certain Appointment of Nature, but as the 
Particles of the virulent Miaſm abound every wherc in the Blood and 
Nervous Juice, thy are heap'd together there more readily, as: 
a common place of Retreat, where both the Blood conveyed to the 
Extremitics of the little Arteries, is with difficulty and not fo readily 
received and carried back by the Veins, and withal, where the Nu- 
tritive Juice, to be carried back from the Nerves into the Veins, 1s 
depoſed. That both of theſe are done about the Glands, it is mari- 
felt, both by Experience, and late Anatomical Experiments where 
fore, fince both Humors fall'd with the Seeds of the peftilentia! Con- 
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tagion met togerher in-theſe Parts, a ſeat of Malignity is here made 
by reaſon of the Virulency depoſcd here by both. : 

” Prſhes, heals, and Purple Spots, in reſpect of the Venenoſity, are 
of the ſame Batch with the Tumonrs even now deſcribed;but in theſe 
the Products of the Virulency arelefs in bulk, though with a greatcr 
danger, by reaſon of the Seeds of the Venom being more diſperſed : 
Small Portions of coagulated Blood ſticking in the Skin, make theſe 
lefler Phoenomena 3 wherefore, fome of theſe, rais'd into Bladdefs, 
ſyppurate 3 others, by reaſon of a certain Mortification or Syderati- 
on of the corrupted Blood, turn into Pnrple Marks and Spots. 

Though the Plague, by reaſon of the Deftruction wherewith it 
threatens the Diſeas'd, both (ecretly,and very much on a ſudden, ſcarce 
affords Place or Time for a Prognoſtickzand though by reaſon of the 
occult ways of doing Miſchief, this Dilcaſe carries all things ſuſpect- 
edin it 3 yet it is manifeft, by frequent Obſervation, that ſome Signs 
appear in the Courſe of it, from which we are wont to divinea Re- 
corery or Death. The Cale is fall of Danger if the Contagion ſud- 
denly paſſes into an univerſal Sickneſs, and makes violent Invafions z 
f an Hemorrhagy, or only a ſmall Pain happen in the beginning of 
the Diſeaſe ; if the Urine be thick, and troubled, the Pulſe unequal 
and weak ; if a Convulfion or Frenty preſently tollow ; if the Vomit- 
ings, or Stools, are livid, black, or very ſtinking ; it the Puſhes at firſt 
red, afterward turn black and blew ; if the Carbuncles are numerous, 
if the Buboes fictt arifing, diſappear 3 if the Strength be'caft down 
on a ſudden z if the Countenance looks diſmal, or turns black and 
blew ; if with a cold Stiffiefs of the extream Parts there be a burn- 
ing of the Viſcera; eſpecially if theſe or moſt of them happen in a 
Body very Cacochymical, or in an unwholſome Szaſon. On the con- 
tary, the Diſealed are bid to be of good Courage, if the ſtate of the 
Peſtilence be lighter, and leſs dangerons ; if the Diſeaſe happens in a 
found and robuſt Body, with a fortitude of Mind ; if Remedies are 
ſeafonably adminiftred before the Diſeaſe has ſeiſed the whole Maſs of 
the Blood ; alfo, if the Courſe of the Diſeaſe goes on with a conſtancy 
of the Strength, a Vigour and Evennefs of the Pulſe, a Suppuration 
of Bubocs, and a large diſcharge of Pus, and with the abſcence of 
korrible Symptoms: Mean while,thongh we may hope here all good, 
yet it is not free for us to be (ſecure, becaule ſometimes, with a lau- 
dable Appearanc- of Signs, Ambuſhes are privily laid for Life; and, 
3 from a reconciled Enemy, we ſuffer moſt ſeverely, when we 
feem'd to have eicap'd his raging Threats. 

In the Cures of molt Diſeale's, the chiefeſt Work is committed to 
Niture, to whoſe Failnre Phyfiek gives a helping Hand: And the Ot- 
ice and Science of a Phy fi:1an chiefly confifts in this, To wait iz Oc- 
eafions of giving Aid to her, when ſhe is at a Fault. But the Vlague 
bas this peculiar, that the Ce of it is not to be left to Nature, but we 
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muſt fight againſt it all ways with Remedies taken from Art; no 
muſt we be here lollicitous of a more ſeaſonable, and as it were, 4 
milder Time : But we muft get Medicines affoon as may be, and in. 
fiſt on them at all hours, and almoſt minutes. But; becauſe when a 
Plague reigns there is need of no leſs care for driving away the 
Contagion, than that the Contagion receiv'd, be cured : Therefore 
a Phyfician has a double Task ;/ to wit, both that he take care for 
the Prevention of this Diſeaſe, and for its Cure, 
- ProphylaRick Cautions either regard the Publick, and belong tg 
the Magiſtrate, or private Perſons 3 by which it is taught what 
muft be done by each Man when a Plague is feared. 

The Publick care, in a time of the Plague, chiefly conſiſts in thely 
; things; That Divine Worſhip be duely obſerved ;. that all Matter 
maintaining PutrefaRion be'taken away ; that Filth, Dunghils, and 
all ſtinking Things, be.removed freon the Streets, and every occafion 
of Contagion be mot diligently avaided ; that Commerce within» 
fected Places be forbidden z and that a wholſome kind of Diet be 
couftantly kept to by the Citizens; let the Poor,who have not a plec- 
ty or choige of Proviſions, be fed at publick Charges. If the Plague 
be already grown rife, let the yenemons Farce of the Ajr be corrected 
as much as may be, which will excellently be purg'd by a frequent 
burning af ſulphureous things:let the infected be (epaiated from ſuch 
as are (ound, and let theſe keep frqm their Carkafſes or Houlhold-ſtuff, 
Laftly,let skilful and meetPhyficians and Attendants be gotten toſup- 
ply the Wants both of thoſe that are in Health,and of the Diſeaſed, 

The Rule of a private Prophy/axs is wont to be concluded in theſe 
three things ; viz. Diet, Pharmacy, and Chyrurgery: The Diet regards 
the fix von-natural things, amongft which, thole of chieteit Note are 
the Air, and the Paſſions of the Mind : As to the reft, the Precept of 
Hippocrates ſuffices, vix. that Labour, Meat, Drink, Sleep, and Venw, 
all keep a mean : Let the Peſtilential Air either be avoided by remo- 
ving intq another place, or let it be corrected by ſulphurcous things 
duly kindled, or let it be refreth d in breathing by Fumes and odo- 
riferious things frequently held to the Noftrils : As to the Paflions 
of the Mind, Fear and Sadneſs, whilſt a Peftilence reigns, are as a 
ſecond Plague ; for, by theſe the ſeeds of the venemous Contagion, 
which lye-on the Supcrficies of the Body, as it were in the vutmolt 
Margin of th* Vortex, are violently drawn inward. and delivered to 
the Heart ;. wherefore, a cheerful and confident Mid is better than 
the moſt exquiſite Antidote, I have known many, who were wont 
to ſay in the Words of Helmone, That by fortifying the Archew with 
Wine and Confidence, and uſing no other Alexipharmicks; they paſt 
their Time among infected Perſons without any injury by Cuntas 
gion; and thoſe who liv'd otherwiſe, imbib'd the Seeds of the Pe- 
Itilence, as though deriv'd from the Stars, 
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| Chirurgical Things to be uſed for Preſervation, Blooding 
Ramnryy and Amulets, are uſually recommended: Where there is a 
Plethora with a great Turgeſceney of the Blood, or when by a long 
Uſance Perſons have accuftom'd themielves tv be let Blood, open» 
ing a Vein agrees with them ; tor, by how much the leſs the Blood 
boyls, and is circulated in the Veins without trouble, by ſo much 
the Nower is it infeted with the vencmous Contagion,' tfhhes 
made by Gauteries are ſo much approved of by the Suftrages almoſt 
of all Men, for Preſervation againft the Plague, that their uſe is g6« 
gerally receiv'd among the Vulgar ; for theſe conſtantly drain the 
affidyous encreaſe of the excrementitious Matter: And if any Mi- 

$ of the Pcftilence are inwardly admitted, they caſt them forth 
pr open pallage. 

Amulets, hung about the Neck, or worn about the Arm-Wrifts, 
are. thought to have a wonderful Force againſt the Peftilence : Of 
theſe the moſt excellent are accounted by ſome, whicty confiſt of 
Arſenick, Quick-filver, the Powder of Toads, and other venemous 
Things : That the ſame do good in fome Caſes, beſides the Obſer- 
vations of Phyficiats, this Reaſon ſeems ſomewhat to convince ; the 
EMuvia, or atomqQus Corpuſcles which ſometimes flowing from cer- 
tain Bodies, ſometimes ſettling on others, fly about the whole Regi- 
on of the Air ; theſe being diverſly figur'd, fome of them excellently 
cioſe with others; but if they jut againſt Corpuſcles of another Form, 
they enter a Conflict with them, and ſubvert them 3 hence the Par- 
ticles of the Peftilent Miafm, which are contrary to our Spirits, ex- 
cellently agree with thoſe Corpuſcles of the Poyſon coming'to 'em, 
and readily clote with themz Wherefore Amulets made of Poyſon 
do this; to wit, they gather into themſelves the Seeds of the Pefti- 
lence coming againft us, by reaſon of a Similitude of Parts 3 nay, 
and by drawing the ſame from our Body to their Embrazes, they 
in ſome ſort fret the Infected from the Malignity. 

The Pharmaccutick Prophylaxis has a double Scope; firſt, That 
the afliquous Increaſe of the excrementitious Matter, or Hammors be 
remoy'd by a gentle Purge as often as there is need : Secondly,FThat 
by Alexipharmicks daily taken, the Spirits and onr Bodies be fortifi- 
ed againſt the Incurficn of the Venom : By the former, the Food and 
Fewel which increafe the PutrefaCtion cauſed by the Venom, are 
withdrawn ; by the other, the firſt kindling of the Peſtiferions Con- 

tagion, as it were of a funeral Flame, is hindred : For Alexipharmicks 
ſecm to give help againft the Contagion of the Peſtilence under this 
two-fold Reſpe&t ; both becauſe the Maſs of Blood, and the Viſcerd 
fill'd with the Particles of thefe, alſo the Spirits being firſt pofleſt by 

the ſame,do not eafily admit the Fellowſhip of the venemous Miaſm, 
and for that the Blood being quick in its Motion by the gentle In- 
{tigation of theſe Particles, is freed from Coagulation, 
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So fat of Preſervation: It remains now for us to treat of the Cure 
of the Peſtilence ; the Doctrine whereof is either general, and com- 
priſes the Remedies which are taken for this end from Diet; Chi» 
rurgery, and Pharmacy ; or ſpecial, which delivers the uſe, and cati- 
tious concerning the giving of thoſe Remedies, and after what 
manner we mult obviate Symptoms variouſly emerging. 

The Diet comprehends the uſe of the fix non-natural things,though 
the chicf Care and Phyfical Cautions are concerning the Food ; the 
primary Indications of this have not place together, and at the ſame 
time, but ought to be fupply'd as occafion requires, now one, now 
another, and according to the Exigency of Nature. In reſpect of the 
Malignity and the DejeQtion of the Strength, Aliments are required, 
whichgreatly refreſh the Spirits,and afford a plentiful Nouriſhment : 
In reſpect of the feveriſh Driftemper, a Diet ſeems to be required 

. which is thin, cooling, and qualifying of the Blood. Let a Phyfician 
take care of both ; but let him direct his Remedies rather againſt 
the Malignity than againft the Fever. 

The Aids which belong to Chirurgery are Bleeding, which onght 
to be uſed ſeldom, and with: great Caution in this Diſeaſe, becauſe 
the Blood being too much exhauſted, and the. Veſſels falling,a Sweat 
is not ſo-eaGly procut'd ; the place of this is better tupplied by Cnp- 
ping-Glafſes with a Scarification; for this, and Veficatories are aptly 
uſed for drawing forth the Venom. Moreover, againft Buboes,Car- 
bunclgs; and malignant Ulcers produc'd by: them, Cataplaſms, Fo- 
mentations, Plaiſters, Liniments, and many other things, to be ap- 

ly'd outwardly, are taken from Chirurgery, with which ſome poy- 
onous'things, as Drawers of Venom, are preſcribed to be mix'd by 
ſome; Wherefbre, Preparations of Arſerick,vq. its Oyl, and Balſam, 
arer mended in this Caſe,-as of excellent Uſe and Efficacy, 
igipes, in order to the Cure of the Plague; are cither Evacua- 
tives or Alexipharmicks, The Intention of the firft is, that the Se- 
rous Latex in the Blood, and the ek&crementitious Humors, which 
abound in the Viſcera, be ſent forth ; and together with them,a great 
many Particles of the venemaus Miaſm every where diſpers'd in the 
Bady., Now theſe things are perform'd by Vomitaries and Parges, 
whoſe -uft ig rare, and only in the beginning cf the-Dileaſe ; alſo by 
Diaphoreticks, which at all times, as long as the Strength is able to 
bearthem,are indicated jn the Plague: For thele evacuate more fully, 
and withal from the whole Body, and alſo by exagitating the Blood, 
they free it from Congelation,and in regard they maye trom the C-n- 
ſer to the Circumference, they drive the venemousFurments, and al- 
0 the Corruptions of the Blood and Humors far trom the Heart, and 
repel the Enemy from the Port:But Vomitories and Purges evacuate 
leſs generally,and often by concentrating the malignant Matter,draw 
jt inward, agd fix it in the Viſeera. Now theſe Medicines, whether 
* they 
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they work by Purging, or Sweat, ought to be ſuch as have Particles 
of the ſame kimd with the venemous Mialm, rather than with our 
Blood or Spirits ; for fuch a Medicine will paſs through the various 
layolutions of our Body with its entire Force, and by'reaſon of the 
Gmilitude of both, will certainly lay ho!d on the viculent Matter of 
the Diſeaſe, and through a mutual Adh#fion of Parts, Nature being 
icritated, Will carry it tgrth with it ſelf : Wherefore Medicines, whe« 
ther Catharticks or Sudorificks, are moſt recommended, which are 
r'd of Mercury, Antimony, Gold, Sulphur, Vitrio/, Arſenick , and 
the like 3 which, in regard they are not ſubdued, or overcome by 
our Heat, become excellent Remcdies againft the Venom of the 
Peſtilential Contagion ; for, theſe do not only powerfully evacuate 
ſuperfluous things, but for as much as they exert, and diſplay on 
every fide in our Body very ſtrong and mafterleſs Particles, they dif- 
fipate, and hinder from Maturation, the Ferments of the Venons 
iding every way. And fince the Remedies themſelves, being in- 
_ by Nature, muſt of neceflity be ſent away by the open 
paſſages of the Body, they carry forth together with them what- 
loever is extrancous and hoſtile. 

As to Alexipharmicks, which are ſaid to refiſt the Venom of this 
Diſeaſe without a ſenfible Evacuation; they are for the moſt part 
ſuch whoſe Particles are neither very agreeing with Nature,that they 
turn to an Aliment, nor are {o contrary to it, that they ftimulate an 
Excretion. The ſame being inwardly taken, and retracted to moſt 
minute Parts, they, by their Corpuſcles, inſpire as it were with a 
new Ferment, the Blood and Juices flowing in the Veſſels and Viſ- 
cera, aud by moving them gently, and keeping them in an even mix- 
ture, they tree them from Coagulation and PutrefaCtion:By the ſame 
gentle Agitation they diffipate from each other,and hinder from Ma- 
turation the Particles of the Venom beginning to be gathered thick 
together. Laftly by-przoccupying the Blood and Spirits,they defend 
them from the Ingreflions of the peftilent CharaCter:Of theſe Reme- 
dies ſome Simples are recommended, as Rue, Scordium, (Sc. but thoſe 
are cſteem'd tar better, which are more compounded ; wherefore 
Treac/e, M:thridate, and Diaſcordium,whereof ſome conkift of at lealt 
fifty Simples, are accounted Medicines fo compleat in all Reſpects, 
that it is efteem'd a Crime to omit, in the making of them, even one 
Plant;the Reaſon haply is, That many things being put together make 
a Maſs, whoſe diverfify'd Particles, being exalted by a long Digeſti- 
on, cauſe a greater Fermentation in our Blood and Humors. 

Having thus ſet down the Remedies with which we ought to be 
provided for curing, the Plague, we ſhouid ſpeak next of its method 
of Cure, to wit, what is to be done in the fir it place, and what next 
in order 3 but that all things are ſo precipitated in this Diſeaſe, that 
there is no room for Deliberalion, nur will a Phyſician be frequently 
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preſent with the Difeas'd for fear of Contagion: Wherefore there is ng 
need here of many Prz(cripts, or a long Series of Indications, This 
thing is to be done quick,and mult be comprehended in a few words: 
When therefore a Pecſtilence reigning, avy one is infet:d with this 
Diſeaſe, God's help being implored, we muft preſently fly to Reme- 
dies. If the Plague happens in a Body that is not well pu: g'd, and 
prone to Vomit, preſently let a Vomitory be taken; the Operation 
of which being ended. preſently Diaphoreticks being given,let a Sweat 
be procured,and let the ſame be continued as the Strength will bear; 
afterward lct it be often repeated : Moreover, Alexipharmicks muſt 
be uſed almoſt every moment, till the Venom be wholly ſent forth 
by the eruption of Puſhes, Carbuncles, or Bubocs;z nevertheleſs, in 
the mean while, let reſpeRtive and proper Remedies be oppos'd to 
the Symptoms chiefly prefing ; but eſpecially for the cure of By- 

bocs and Carbuncles, let fit Aids be taken from Chirurgery. The 

whole ftreſs of the Buſineſs relys on theſe two chief Intentions, that 

the peſtifcrous Venom be by all means expelled from within, out« 

ward; and then that the return of it, being expulled, be with an 

equal Diligence prevented. 

It is not an eafte thing for us, in the Plague, to give Examples and 
Hiſtories of Perſons Diſeas'd, with exact Diaries of Symptoms; for 
theſe kinds of Sicknefſes do not happen every year, nor when they 
are rife, is it free for every Phyſician, who minds his own Health, to 
viſit the Sick with a curious Eye, or to ſtay long with thera, that he 
may diligently obſerveevery Accident, and carefully weigh the Rea» 
fons of them; which Task,nevertheleſs the Famous Diemerbrocs has 
ſo accurately performed, that fince him,others may lawfully ſurceaſc 
from this Work. When heretofore in this City, viz. Anno 1645. a 
Plague (tho not ſo exceeding great ) was rife, Mr. Henry Sayer a Phy- 
fician very learned, and fortunate in Practiſe, boldly went to viſit all 
ſorts of Sick Perſons, both poor and rich, many others retufing this 
Undertaking: Hedaily gave them Medicines, touching Buboes and 

virulent Ulcers with his own Hand ; and fo by a diligent, tho danges 
 rous means, cured many of the Diſeaſed. To fortifie himſelf againft 
the Contagion, before he went to infeted Houſes, he only was wont 
to drink a good Draught of Generous Wine, and after he had gone 
his Circuit, to repeat the ſame Antidote. After that he had taken 
Care along time of the Sick in this City,without receiving any Inju- 
ry, as tho he were Plague-free ; he was lent for to Walling ford Caltle, 
where this Contagion violently raged, as a ſecond Kſeulpias, to the 
Governour of that place ; and there, in a thort ſpace, having dard 
to lye in the ſame Bed with a certain Officer ſeiſed with the Plague, 
whoſe Society he very much delighted in,he took the Infection of the 
ſame Diſeaſe : Nor could then thoſe Arts prove of Uſe to their Ma- 
ſer, which had been beneficial to all others, uor without a mighty 
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lofs in the Art of Phyfick, did he periſh by that Diſeaſe. To others 
ſciſed with the Peliilence, he was wont to order this method of 
Cure 3 If he was called before Puſhs or Buboes appeared out ward- 
ly, for the moſt part he gave Vamitories, the Preſcripts of which 
were of the Infufton of Crocus Mreaforim, fometimes with white 
Vitriol, and ſometimes with Romer ; the Vomiting being over, he 
cauſed them to be caft into a Sweat, by giving preſently Diaphore= 
ticks 3 and afterward, ſome Intervals being ailowed for the reftor« 
ing of the Strength, he ordered the Sweating to be continucd even 
to the Declination of the Dileale: But if he was called to Perſons 
affeRed after the Tokens appeared, Vomiting being omitted, he 
infifted only on Sudorificks. 


CHAP: XIIL 


Of peftilential and malignant Fevers in Specie; and 
other. Epidemick Fevers. 


Fter having explicated the Nature of the Plague, according to 
the Order of our Tract, we ought to proceed to thoſe affects 
which ſeem neareſt to carry its Nature; as are chiefly the Fevers 
called Peftilential and Malignant : For it is vulgarly known, that 
Fevers ſometimes reign among the People, which for the vehe- 
mency of Symptoms, the mighty Slaughter among the Diſeaſed, and 
the force of the Contagion, ſcarce yicld to the Pcftilence; though be-« 
cauſe they imitate the Types of Pptrids, nor do not fo certainly 
kill the affected,or infett others,as the Plague, they do not deſerve 
the name of Plague, but in a milder Appellation, of a Peſt/ential 
Fever. Beſides theſe, there arc Fevers of another kind, whoſe De- 
ftruction and Contagion are more remiſs ; yet becauſe they are 
more dangerous than Putrids, and contain ſomewhat of Divine in 
them, as Hippocrates calls it, they are called in a lower Exprefſton 
than the others, Malignant Fevers. 

[Theſe Fevers differ both fiom the Plague, and f:om each other, 
according to the Degrees and Veh. mency of the Contagion and De> 
ftruction ; ſo that the Plagne is a Dilrale Contagious,. and Deſtrus 
five to Mankind in the higeſt Degree: A Peftilentia/ Fever is that 
which generally reigns with a iefs D ffuſion of its Mia'm, and with 
a leſs Mortality : Whcn Infection is only ſufpeCted , and only a 
treacherous or unſate Crifis happens, above the Events of vulgar 
Fevers, it is ſaid to be a Mel1gnans Fever: They atay be deſcribed 


yet more fully, thus / 
ES :! When 
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When a Fever vulgarly reigns, which for the variety of Symptomg 
carries the Nature of a P:1er:9, ſo called, v1. which has a Thirtt, 


Burning, Laflitude, reſtlefs Pain, a Roughneſs of the Tongue, Watch-- 


ings, 2 Frenſy, Vomiting, loſs of Appetite, Fainting, Swooning, a 
Cardialgia,and the concoui ſe of other terrible Accidents joyn'd with 
it 3 if moreover, there be added to it Spots, either like ſmall Flca- 
bites,or broad and black and blue,like the Impreſſions of Stiipes; we 
eſteem thisDiſeaſe of an ill Nature: Again, it it does not di'cover it 
ſelf after the wonted way of Fevers, but the Strength of the Sick falls 
without a manifeft Caulſe,- and Death often happens on a fudden, 
and unexpeRted, contrary to the Prognoſtick of the Phybician, there 
grows ſtill a great ſuſpicion of Malign:ey : But if moſt of the Sick 
dye, and thoſe that converſe with the Difcaſed take the Infection of 
the ſame Diſeaſe, ſo that oftentimes the ſame runs through whole 
Pariſhes and Cities, it is called, above the Appellation « f a Malig- 
Fant, a Peſtilential Fever-; ot which, a tarthar Proof is made, if it 
genera'ly rages in moſt with ſome common Symptom, 2s with a 
Qvinſey, a Dyſentery, or if a mortal Sweat, (uch as heretofore was 
famouſly known in En2/and, accompanies thefe kinds of Ferers. 

Bi t if a Fever arile;, which aff-E&ts many together living in the 
ſameRegion for the m: | part {tier the ſame marner, which never- 
theleſs in is Covrc oblerves the laws ct a vu!gar Putrid, and comes 
fo a C:ifis almoſt after the ſame manner, ( but that in ſome, troy- 
bled with a nughty Cacochymis, it difcovers certain ftigvs of Ma- 
lIignity by an appearance ot Spots or Buboes, ſometimes by a mor- 
tal Crifis, and a Contagion {p.eading to others ) this is rot called 
a Per ilevt, but only a Ma/igrant Fever, 

It it be enquired in which Cla{lis of the Fevers abaye treated off, 
Peftulent and Milignant Fevers are placed, we put them only in the 
Rank of Concannal Fevers, and exemp! Intermittents from them, be» 
cauſe by Intervals theſe grant ſuch firm Truces to Nature, and like- 
wiſe obſerve regulaily and exactly their Periods, which will not 
confilt with a venemous Diathefis: We exempt all HeRicks from 
Malignity, becauſe othrrwile they would not protract Death fo 
Jorg z but, partaking of Venom, would kill ſooner. Of Cortinual 
F. vers, though we do not look upon Simple Swncebs, as free, yet 
we aflert them to beeidom touched with this Taint ; but moſt 
commonly, the Fever which gives marks of a Pcftilent Nature or 
Malignity, is ſuch as imitares the T ype cf that we call a Putrid Fe- 
ver ; Por fance in theſe Fevers, befides the Phatnomena of a V-ru- 
lency, we obſerve a continued Efferreſcence of the Blood, which, 
a+ in Putnids, p:ifl:s through the Stages of a Beginning, Increaſe, 
Fieight, and Deciination, we juſtly conclude, that the Suſphureow 
part of the Blood here, is heated, and kindled, and by its btrning, 
brings the Fever: Wherefore, io theſe kinds of Fevers two things 
ale 
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are chiefly to be noted, to wit, the Efferveſcence of the Blood, and 
and a Malignity joyn'd with it, of whigh ſometimes this, ſometimes 
that, excels, and in both there is a great Latitude, and there are 
many Degrees of Intention, according as the Fever becomes more 
or leſs acute, or malignant. 

The Efferveſeence happens after the ſame manner, as it is ſaid be- 
fore of putrid Fevers, to wit, the ſulphureous part of the Blood,grow- 
ing hot above meaſure, byits fervour, takes to a Flame,asit were 3 
whiltt it burns, it heaps together a valt Store of aduſt Matter in the 
Blood ; on the ſubduing and exclufion of which, after the wonted 
manner of Fevers, the height and C.ifis depend : But befades, the 
Blood being infected with a certain vevemow Miaſm, begins, in 
burning, by reaſon of the malignant Fermeat, to be coagulatedgpd 
to puttify by Parts: Wherefore, beſides the uſual Symptoms of a 
rulgar Fever, by reaſon of certain Portions of the Blood being Pag- 
gealed, or mortified, a Fainting and D.jectioa of the Spirits; alſa 
Appearances of Spots and Marks enfue. Moreover the-venemousg 
Efuvia, witich part from the Dileas'd. by the force of the Conta- 
gion, are able to itir up the like Att in others: Wherefore, by 
teaſon of the Deſtruction and Contagion, and the various Degrees 
of dhe ſame, it is call'd a P:ſt:lentsal or Malignant Fever. 

When the Blood, boyling over vehemently, is infected alſo with a 
malignant and venemous Ferment,not only Coagulations of its own 
Maſs, with a Di'poſition to a PurefaQtion are caus'd, but the nervarys 
Liqor alſo readily contraCts this Taiut; whence being rendred dif- 
propo:tiunate to the Brain, and tor the axconomy of the animal Spi- 
rits, it [tir; up great Ircegularities in them : Wherefore not only Spots 
and Puſh :s, but oftentimes a Delicium, Phrenzy, drowſy Aﬀects, 
| Tremblings of the Limbs, Cramps, and couvullive Motions, happen 
upon thz'c Fevers. We often obſcrve, that in cerzain Years malig= 
nant Fevers arc rite, which, without an appearance of M irks, (ſh:w 
their Viculency chictly about the genus N-rvoſim; tor in (ome, pre-+ 
ſently from the Beginniag, a Acepineſ(s, with a mighty Drowfine's 
of th: Head, in others obſftinate Watchings, a Diſturbance of Mind, 
with a Trembling, and convulfive Motions: But in moſt, cither ng 
Crifts, or a deceittul vane; and inttead uf it, a Tranſlation of the fe- 
brile Matter to the Brain has followed. It has been tarther obſerv'd, 
that thee Fevers have paſt by Contagion into others, and that many 
have died ot them; fo that they deferve to be call'd Mr/a2nane, 

Now thee kinds ot Fevers tom-times are fi-it begua by a vene+ 
mous Malin; and the Bluod being blaſted with the Pacticles ofthe 
Pyyſon, naturally tails into an over-vehement boyling, and is infli- 
med; as when any one, by # Cotagion,or by breathivg a malignant 
Air, falls juto a malignant Fever, without an evideat Cinte, or P:a2s 
liſpoſition:t Aad (oinciimes a fereriſh Dilt mper aritcs from its own 
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cauſe z and afterward the Seeds of the Malignity, either lying hid 
within the Body, exert themſelves in the Blood boyling over vehe- 
mently, or come from elſewhere from a contaminated Air, as a 


Fcwel to a Flame firft kindled : For it is manifeſt by frequent Ob- 


ſervation, that during the time an Epidemick Fever reigns, others, 
after what manner ſoever they ariſe, paſs into it. 

- Malignant Fevers, as alſo Peftilential, for the moſt part,are Popu. 
lar, and ſeize many together 3 but ſometimes they are pecukiar and 
ſporadical, that hap!y they ſeize only one or two in a whole Coun» 
try. In ſuch a caſe we may imagine, that they proceed, not from 
an infected Air, or Epidemick Cauſe, but from a morbid Diſpoſiti- 
on of the Body ; for I have often obſerv'd, that when,Spring or Fall, 
a pretty common Fever has reign'd in ſome City, or Village, of 
which a great many Sick eicap'd ; haply ſome one, on whom an 
evil Prazdiſpofation, and a ſtrong evident Cauſe, brought the Fe. 
ver, lay ſciz'd with more dreadful Symptoms, and great Notes of 
Malignity : In which Cafe, that Malignity is not to be ſaid a com- 
mon Fever, bilt only a ſp: radical and accidental one. 

Though the greateft D:fference whereby theſe kinds of Fevers are 
diltinguiſh-d betwixt themielves, and from others, confiſts in their 
M 'rtlity and Contagion; yet ſometimes they are mark'd by ſome 
peculiar Symptom, trom which both the note of Malignity, and the 
Name they are called by, aie taken for that time : Hence in foms 
Years an cpidemick Fever reigns, Which cautes in molt that are af- 
feed with it, a Qninſey, at another time a Peripneumonia, Pleu- 
rifie, Dyſentrry, or 'ome other Aﬀ.Ct, and that often dangerous and 
contagious: So that not only the Seeds of Diſeaſes deriv'd from Pas 
rents ex eraduce, diſcloſe their Fruits, by a certain Deltiny, as it were, 
in the ſame Part or Mcmber ; but allo {uch as are received from a ve- 


nemous Mialm generally reigning, produce in all Perſons Aﬀects of + 


the ſame manner and form; Which nevertheleſs I judge to happen, 
not becauſe the Seeds of the venemous Miaſm regard this or that Re- 
gion of the Body by fome peculiar Vectne: But they aff-& thus the 
Mais of Blood after the (ame manner in all, toraſmuch as, for waſh- 
jug off that T aint, a C:ifis muſt of necetiity be attempted after the 
ſame manner in all ; for when without Malignity, the Blood is apt 
to be extravalated by reaſon of Coagniation, or haply for other 
Cauſes, the uſuzl Places in which the Portions of the ſame cx- 
travagated, are won! to be fix'd, are, the Throat, Pl-ura, Lungs, 
and Intftines: Wherefore it's no Wonder when a Covgeliation, and 
therefore an Extravaſation of the Blood is procur'dl trom a mal'gs 

nafit Cauſe, it the Diſcaſe lodges it fe'f in the uſnal feat of Nature. 
As to the Signs of thee kinds of Fevers, befides by the Contagion 
and Mortality,the Malignity of the Fever is ſhewn by a 'u!dea Dcje- 
tion of the Strength, a weak and ugeven Pulſe, an evil Aﬀt:Ct : the 
TTL 
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Zrain and nervous Parts caus'd on a ſudden, violent Vomitings, * 
plackneſs of the Tongue, an over-ſpreding of Blackneſs over th 
whole Body, but eſpecially by an appearance of Spots, Bubo's, and 
other Murks. vs 

For the Cure of Fevers, both Peſtilential and Malignane, there is 
need of a greater Judgement and CircymſpeRtion than in any others 
whatſoever ; for there being too primary Indicants, to wit, the Mar 
gu and the fever:ſh Dijtemperature, and fince we can ſcarce pro» 
fide for the one without the Detriment of the other, it will not be 
eaſy to judge which we muſt obviate firſt,and chiefly take care off; 
In reſpect of the Fever Purging,Bleeding, and cooling things, chiefly 
conduce; but whilft thelc things are uſed,the Ma/rgnsty, for the molt 
part,is increaſed, and they being negleCed, it diffuſes it ſelf farther, 
Againſt the Malign:ty, Alexipharmicks,and Diaphoreticks are requi- 
ted z but theſe greatly intend the Fever, exagitate,as by a blowing 
of Bellows, the Blood and Spirits kindled re,and put them in a 
manner all in a Flame; Wherefore there is need here of a great Quick- 
neſs of Underſtanding, that theſe things be duely compared betwixt 
each other, and that the curative Intentions be there directed where 
moſt danger ſhews it ſelf; though ſo,that while one is taken care of 
the other, be not neglected ; but in theſe Caſes,befides the private 
Judgment of each Phyfician, Experience furniſhes us with the chief 
Mcthod of Healing ; for, when theſe Fevers firſt grow rife, almoſt 
every particular Perſon trys particular Remedies; and from their 
Succ:fles compar'd together, ir is cafily learnt, what kind of Me- 
thod we muit infiſt on, till at laſt, by a frequent Tryal, as it were, 
by the Foot-ſteps of Paſſengers, a common, and Road-way, as it 
were, is made to the Cure of theſe kinds of AﬀeRs, being fortified 
with various Obſervations and Precepts. 

Beſides theſe kinds of Fevers, which affail many together, and by 
reaſon of their Contagion, Mortality,and conſpicuous Marks of Viru- 
lency deſerve to be called Peſt:/ent:al or Malignant ; there are found 
ſome other Epidemick or Popular Fevers, which atmoft every Year, 
either Spring or Fall, grow very rife in certain Countries, of which a 
great many of the Inhabitants are wont to fall ſick, and not a few, 
e'pecially of the more elderly People, to dye: In which,nevertheleſs, 
no Signs of a peftslent or malignant Nature appear ; nor does the Dil- 
eaſe leem ſo much by Contagion to paſs from ſome incontinent:y ta 
others, as to ſeize many together by reaſon of a Prediſpoſition com- 
municated almcR to all. Now theſe kinds of Aﬀects depend chiefly 
on a foregoing Conſtitution of the Year ; for it a Seaſon very intem- 
perate by reaſon of excefles of Cold or Keat, Drought or Moiſture, 
has pieceded,ard has fo continued a long time,it changes our Blood, 
for the moſt pait, from its due Temper,whereby it is apt afterward 
to tall into feveriſh Efferveſcencies : And hence a Fever, ſometimes 
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of this, ſometimes of that Type and Idea, is produced, which pre- 
ſently becomes epidemical, becauſe it draws its Origine from a com- 
monCauſe, whereby the Bodies, in a manner, of all Men,ire affected 
together, Now ſach Fevers,in as much as they depend on the Blood, 
getting a Diſpoſition,ſometimes ſharp, ſometimes aultere,or of ano- 
ther kind, according to the Temper of the Year, for the moſt part, 
they are of the namber of Intermittents, though they are wort to 
be mark'd with a p-culiar App.rrats of Symptoms, according to the 
peculiar Conſtitution of each Year. We cannot comprehend theſe 

under'a certain common Rule, cr formal Confideration,which apt» 
ly anſwers to each of the Particulars of this Nature becauſe they va. 

ry yearly according to a great many Accidents: Though however, 
of theſs kinds of Fevers reigning of late Years in this Country, we 

ſhall gire the Deſcriptions taken at that time z and ſhall ſet them 

down as a Conciufion at the end of this Work. 

It remains for us ſtill te add to the number of Malignant Ferery, 
certain other private Fevers, partaking of no Contagion,as are thoſe 
eſp:cially, which ar: wont to happen to Women in Child-bed, by 
reaſon of their difi-ult Labor, or fur that the Lochia are detain'd ; 
for it is manifelt enough, by common Obſervation, that theſe are 
very dangerous, and often mortal : For if the Parts of the Womb 
being injured; or upon the admilfjon of C 1d,- or haply for ſome 
other Cauſe, the Lochia are ftopt, and the Hymor which ought to 
have been voided forth,comes to be mingled with the Maſs of Blood, 

. it fouly defiles it with a certain venemous Mixture, as it were, that 
thereby preſently a Fever is raiſed, which, for tne molt part, is at- 
tended with an ill Company of Symptoms, viz. a Heat, and violent 
Drought, a Vomiting, a Cardialgia, and Watchings, and generally 
comes either to no Criſis, or a very difficult one; becauſe, unleſs 
the flowing of the Lachia after their wonted way be again reftor'd, 
after the Blood has undergone an Efferveſcence for ſome Days, the 
Taint is wont to be communicated to the Brain, and the genus Ner- 
voſum; whence preſently a D-lirium,Phrenſy,Convulfions,and other 
very ill Aﬀcs, for the molt part, are cauſed, which often termi- 
nate in Death. But theſe kinds of Fevers deſerve a peculiar Confi- 
deration 5 which we reſolve to have more fully bencath, in a Dil- 
courſe appropriated to this purpoſe : Nean while we mult give ſome 
Inſtances or Examples of the Ferers above-treated of, v2. of the Pe- 

ftilential and Malignant. 

Ti: peftilential Fever,of late Years has reign'd more rarely in theſe 
Parts,than the Plague it feſt. I ſhall give you briefly the D-!cription 
of the only one of this kind, which hs occur'd to our O'/ervation. 
Anno 1643. when in the beginning of the Spring the Earl or Eſſex 
befieg'd Reading, kept by the King's Garriſon, in both Armizs a very 
Eoidemick Diſca'e began to ariſe; tho however,he purſuing his wo! - 
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al the Befieged were forced to ſurrender, The Aﬀect fo prevail'd, 
that in 2 ſhort while afterward there was aCcffation on both fides,and 
thenceforward, for many Months, there was a Conflict, not with the 
fnemy, but with the Dileaſe. Eſſex withdrawing his Forces,ſcated 
timſelf at —— and the adjacent Places, where, in a ſhort time, 
he loft a great Part of his Men: And the King returned to Oxford; 
where the Suuldiers fi: ft keeping them\elves in the open Field, and 
tfterward being diſpoſed cffin Towns and Villages, hu underwent a 
lh not much inferior ; for his Foot (whom it chiefly ſeized) being 
'd a great many of them together in ſtreightned Ludgings,when 
they bad filled all Places with Naſtineſs and Filth, and tiirking O- 
{ors (that they ſeem'd to have defil'd even the Air it ſelf,) fell Gek 
many of them together,and,as it were,in Files: At length the Fever, 
reaching farther than the Souldiery, affailed every where the weak 
KMultitude, to wit, the Perſons of the Houſes where the Souldiers 
ed, and others, tho many of them at firſt (the Contagion beiug 
jet but mild upon them } eſcaped, yet lying a long time in a very 
iſhing Condition. About the Summer Salilice,this Fever began 
- it (elf with a worle Attendance of Symptoms,and to ſeize a 
geat many Husband-men, and others living in the Country : And 
gerward it reigned in this our City,and the whole Neighbourh 
for at lealt ten Miles round about 3 mean while, thoſe wholir'd in 
ather Conntrics far from hence,as tho they were beyond the Sphere 
of the Contagion, continued free from harm. But here that Diſcaſe 
gew ſo general, that the greateſt part of Mankind was infected with 
it: Whatſoever Houle it entred, preſently it ſet upon the whole,that 
there were ſcarce enough remaining in Health to attend thoſe that 
vereill ; ſuch as came tothem from elſewhere,or Hierlings called to 
itend the Diſeaſed, were preſently ſeized with the ſame Infetion! : 
That at length, for fear of the Contagion, ſuch as lay ſick of this Fe- 
er, were ſhunn'd by thoſe that were in Health, in a manner,as Pers / 
kns troubled with the Plague. 

Nor did a (mall Mortality or Deftructinn of Mankind attend this 
bieaſe ; for a great many old Men, Cachedtical, Ptyfical, or other... 
vie unhealthy Perſons, fell under this Fate ; alſo not a few Chil- 
fren, Youths, and ſuch as were full giown. Iremember, that in 
certain Villages, all the elderly People, in a manner, were carried 
of this Year, that there ſcarce remained alive any for upholding 
the Cuſtoms and Priviledges of the Pariſh, by the Traditions recei- 
ed from their Anceſtors. 

When this Fever fi. ft began,it carried ſomewhat the Type of a pu- 
tid Synochus, but it came with difficulty to a Crifis, and when it 
kemed to be ſoly'd by a Sweat;or a Looſne(s, it was wont preſently 
to wax worſe sgain : But for the moſt part, after a Deflagration of 
tbe Blood, continucd for fix of ſeven Days, this remitting, yy iN- 
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ftead of a Crifis, the aduſt Matter being convey'd to the Brain, the 
Diſeaſed lying a long time, ſometimes raving mad, oftner with x 
Drowfaneſs and a great Weakneſs, and ſometimes with convulfire 
Motions, ſcarce eſcaped at length with Life. About the middle of 
the Summer, befide the Contagion, and the frequent Mortality,this 
Diſcaſe diſcovered its maljgnant and peltilential Force, by open 
Signs, viz. by the Eruption of Puſhes and Spots ; for about this 
time, without any great burning of a Fever, the Pulſe in many 
grew uneven, weak, and very diforderly ; alſo, without a mani« 
feſt ing of the Spirits, the Strength preſently b came lanquid}y 
and very much dejected in others, lying ill after the like manner, 
Pimples ſometimes ſmall and red, ſometimes large and livid, aps 
pear'd; in many, Buboes ( as in the Plague) about the glanduloys 
Parts; ſome of theſe, without any great Conflict of the Spirits, or 
feveriſh Excandeſcence raiſed in the Blood, died without noile, and 
on a ſudden 2 Mean while, others, growing preſently raving mad, as 
long as they continued in Lite, underwent horrible DiltraCtions of 
the Animal Spirits. Such as eſcap'd from this Diſcaſe, recovered 
not but after a long time, and that without a laudable Grifis (unleſs 
by a Sweat procured by Art ) the Brain at length, and the 
Nervoſum being aff. Qed, and they being (e:zed with a Dulneſs of the 
Senſes, Tremblings, a Vertigo, a Weakneſs of the Members, and 
convulſire Motions. During the Dog-days, this Diſeaſe fill infeft- 
ing, began to be handled not as a Fever, but as a milder fort of 
Plague, and to be overcome only by Alexipharmick Remedies; 
Bleeding was always thought fatal to it : Vemitories and es 
were uſed now and then,though not fo frequently; but the chietett 
Method of Cure was placed in Alexipharmicks, and a Sweat ſeaſon- 
ably procured. For this purpoſe, befides the Preſcripts of Phy& 
cians taken from Apothecaries Shops, certain Empirical Remedies 
defery'd no ſmall Praiſe: Then fi. t in this Country, che Conteſt 
bm th Powder began to be of great Fame ; and another aſt-co- 
Powder was not of the leaft note, which a certain Courtier, 
coming by chance to this City, gave to many with good Succeſs, 
and (old it others, who. approved of its uſe, at a great rate, The 
Diſcaſed were wont, upon drinking half a Dram of this in any L- 
quor, to fall into a moſt copious Sweat, and (© to be freed fiom 
the Virulency of the Diſeaſe : That Diaphoretick ( the Preparation 
whereof I learnt afterward from the Author's Siſters Son ) was only 
the Powder of Toads, cleanſed with Salt, and afterward waſhed with 
good Wine, and lightly calcin'd in an earthen Pot, Autumn com- 
ing on, this Diſcaſe remitted by degrees of its wonted PFiercenels, 
that fewer fell fick, and a great many of them recovered; till upon 
the acoels of Winter, a ſtate of Health was again entirely fetled in 
this City, and in the adjacent Country. _

Let us here conſider the Riſc,Progre(s, and laftly, the End of this 


the Þ Fever, which at fift was only belonging to the Army and at length 
1 2 |} hecame peftilential and epidemick : That the Diſcale ficft began in 
ve Þ the Souldiers Camp. it ſeems that it ought not only to be impured 
of F to theic Naftineſs and ſtinking Smells, but in ſome meaſure, to the 
bis Y @mmon Fault of the Air ; fur,fuice theſe Fevers do not happen year- 
en © ty, their Origiac will be (omewhat aſcribed to the peculiar Conftity= 
his of the Year : For a light Diſtemperatu-< of the Air being there» 
ny by contracted, though it does not ill aff: ſuch as uſe a wholſome 
ni WW way of living, yet in an Army, where, to the general Procatarxs, 
id} evident Cauſes,v:2. a great many Errorsin the fix non-natural things 
er,. joyned, thole kinds of Sicknefſes muit of neccflity be more eas 


f rais'd. Now the Vernal Corſtitution of this Year was very moiſt, 
being almoit conticiually attended with wet Showers ; to waich, af« 
terward a hot Summer (ucceeding, both rendred ft:il more depraved 
the Miaſms of the fever iſh Contagion reigning here before,and more 
diſpoſed all B dies toreceive them : Wherefore. that this Diftemper 
became in a manner peculiar to this Country, and epi temick at tais 
time, it was long of its Semin-ry, ar-ang in the fi: place trom (tie 
Army lying round about ; But in as mich as becoming atterwar!l pe= 
ftlilential and very epidemick, it infected the greateft part of Mans 
kind bere living, and kiiled not a f-w 3 the cauſe was, the ill Atﬀ-t 
of the Air, which being unwholſom« through the D:ſteinpe: ature of 
the Year, became moreover (ov vicious at length, by he continual 
breathing forth of {tinking Vapors from the Souldi.rs C:mps, and 
the Cohabitation ot the Di caſed. that the Mia'ms of this Fever, dif- 
perſt in it, were greatly exalted, and riſe almoft to the Viculency of 
a Peftilence. Diemerbrochins relates, T hat fi om tuch a kind of Camp» 
Fever, rais'd in the Summer, in the Town of Agrurencatterward an» 
& IF other malignant and peftilential,and at length the Plague it ſelf grews 
And that this our Fever at laft ſtood in competition with the Pla 
it ſelf, beſides the great force of the Contagion, and the great Mor- 
tality, the very ill atfc&s of the Blood and nervous Liquor, preſently 
cauſed in all trom the ſame, did declare z for the Strength dejected 
on a ſudden, the weak, intermittent, and formicating Pulſc,the E= 
ruption of Puſhes and Buboes, argued the Coagulation, and corrup= 
tive Diſpoſition of the Blood. Moreover, a Delirium, Mania,Phren- 
zy, Deadneſs, Sleepine's, Vertigo, Tremblings, convulfive Motions, 
and other Aﬀects of the Head of divers kinds, ſhew'd a mighty An« 
noyance of the Head and genus Nervoſum. 
For ſetting forth the T ype, or Idea of the Malignant F-ver to the 
Life, there are a great many Obſervations or Stories ot fick Per- 
ſons ready at hand : Of mauy Examples of this Diſeaſe, I (ball here 
t only a few, which ſume Years ſince hapned in the Houſe of a 
enerable Perſon, after a manner to be lamented, and not without 
fore. Admiration, 
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About the Winter Solftice, Anno 1655. a Boy about ſeven Years 
of Age,being ill without a manifeſt caule,was affeCted with a great 
Pain in his Head, a Sleepineſs, and a mighty Heavineſs; there was 
withal a Fever, though not intenſe, with an indifferent Burning, 
which nevertheleſs, by unconſtant Fits, had its time of being inten- 
ded- ſometimes once, ſometimes twice, within the ſpace of twenty 
four Hours. Preſently,from the Beginning of the Diſeaſe he ſlept al- 
moſt continually,he was wont alſo to cry out in his Sleep to talk idly, 
and oftentimes to leap out of Bed ; being ftirred up,and ſometimes 
awaking of his own accord, he was ſtraitway preſent to himſelf, and 
always defired Drink : His Urine was ruddy, and fill'd with Con- 
tents; the Pulſe was uneven, and ftrong enough; the Contra- 
ons of the Tendons in the Wriſts were light : In the Neck,and other 
Parts of the Body, certain red Spots, like Flea-bites, appeared. On 
the ficſt Days, a gentle Purge was ordered, and a frequent cafing of 
the Belly by the uſe of Clyſters: Cordial Juleps with Alexipharmicks 
were daily taken : Veficatories were app!yed to the Neck,and other 
Plaifters to the Soles of the Feet. On the fixth Day, a little Blood 
- dropt from the Noſe. On the ſeventh, the Fever very-much remit- 
ted without a manifeſt Criſis, the Heat, b:ing only mild, was per- 
ceivable by the Touch, and the Urine was-pale and thin, without 
any Sediment ; nevertheleſs a Sleepine(s, and Heavineſs of the Head 
preſt far more ſeverely, fo that the Urine, and Excrements of the 
Belly, flowed from him inſenfibly : However, being call'd upon 
by Name, he knew the Standers by, and anſwered to things asked, 
Thoſe Aﬀects, notwithſtanding Remedies, daily grew worſe and 
worſe. About the fourteenth Day the Diſeaſed became (o tupid, 
that he could neither underſtand, nor ſpeak, yet he till ſwallowed 
down things put into his Mouth, though unminded by him, and his 
Pulſe was laudable enough : About this time he had a Looſneſs, na- 
tucally hapning to him, for four Days; which at length ceafing, 4 
whitith and chalky Cruſt, as it weie, legan to cover the whole Ci- 
vity of his Mouth ang Throat, which being cleanſed off oftenina 
Day, preſently a new one aroſe. When he had been troubled after 
this manner for four Days,he was better as to his Underſtanding and 
Senſation ; {© that he could know Friends, give a Nod to what wa 
ſaid, and do- ſome things he was ordered : But as the (enfitive Fa- 
culty began to be reſtored, fo the Evil increaſed as to the Organs of 
the Speech,and Swallowing: Doubtleſs the Matter bcing fallen from 
the Prain into the Beginnings and DuCtus's of the Nerves. The Hex 
vinels and Stupidity were tollpwed by a Pally in the Tongue and 
Throat ; which Aﬀect grew fo much in a ſhort ſpace, that after- 
ward the Diſcaſed was not* able to (wal'ow at all, but things put 
into his Mouth preſently came forth again, nor did any thing de- 
ſcend into his Stomach ; when, beſides the Violence of the Diſeaſe, 
there was d.nger, leſt he ſhould dye through Munger, an ue 
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ment was made of a flexible Whale-bone, and a Lawn Button fix'd 
tothe end of it ; and this being thrulit into the Throat, opened for 
a time its Cloſure, that a Pafſage was made for Food given ; after 
the uſe of this a Day or two he could {wallow again, and afterward 
take in Food enough ; and within a few Days he began to ſpeak, to 
diſcern every thing, and growing wonderfully hungry, to defice all 
Day long Food of all kinds, and moſt greedily to devour all things 
giren him : Mean while, through his long-continued Sickneſs, and 
the nervous Parts being ſorely injur'd,he grew ſo lean;that at length 
the Skin ſcarce ſticking to the Bones, he exactly reſembled a living 
Skeleton 3 though afterward by the diligent, indefatigable, and pru- 
dent Care of his Mother, as to his Diet,he recovered a perfect Health, 
and continues ftill well. 

At the Time that this Boy was about the height of his Sickneſs, 
his Brother, about two Years elder, fell fick almoſt after the ſame 
manner, an the firſt Day Zf Fanuaay. Firit,he was aff:ect with a 
Duineſs, and a Heavineſs of the Head. On the third Day growing fe- 
reciſh, he had a Sleepine(s and Stupidity : He began in his Sleep to 
talk light-headed, and upon his Awake, ſcarce to be preſent to him- 
kf, Afﬀter four or five Days, theſe Symptoms increaſed ; he could 
aderftand little, nor ſpeak without tripping of his Tongue, and 
ſearce arciculately : His Urine was thick, and opake,without an Hy+ 
poltafis,or ſubſiding of the Contents :. Red and ſmall Spots like Flea- 
bites appear'd, as in his Brother : The Excrements, as well of the 
Belly as of the Bladder, paſs'd from him inſenfibly ; but the Pulſe 
held ftill ſtrong and even: The Hypochondres were extended, and 
blown up with a Swelling of the Abdomen. About the eighth Day 
alittle Blood dropt from his Noſe : On the eleventh Day of the Sick- 
neſs, he fell into a Looſnels, whereby he had ſeven Stools, of a bilous, 
thin, and very ſtinking Matter,within five Hours; whence there was 
ſome hope, that the Cundition of the Diſeas'd would change for the 
better ; though the next Day after, the Looſneſs ceaſing, a Pain; 
and Gripes, violently tormented him in his Belly, that crying and 
howling, he complain'd moſt ſorely Day and Night : The Hypo- 
chondres and Abdomen were {wollen, and very much diſtended hke 
aDrum. Not receiving any thing of eaſe by any Remedies tryed 
by the moſt exquiſite Endeavours of many Phyſicians, he died on 
the fourteenth Day, convuls'd in theſe Tortures 

A little after the Death of this, v4. on the 1 52h. of Fanuary, his 
eldeſt Brother, about eleven Years of Age, a very hopeful Lad, be- 
gan to be teyeriſh, being affected with a Dullneis, and a Heavine(s 
of the Hear), as the former, though leſs intenſe ; But in his Blood, 
which was of a hat Temperament, a greater Eft-rveſcence and Tous 
ble appear'd,; that on theficſt fix Days, b«fides a Hgat avd Thirſt, 
be was moleſted with a continual Effort of Excretion, fometiunes by 
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Sweat, ſometimes by a Looſneſs; his Urine was ruddy and trou- 
Vied 3 certain red Spots, as in others. break forth. On the ſerenth 
D y.an Hzmorrhagy hapned to five Ounces, which ceafing, a migh- 
ty Dulnets followed, that for all that Day, and the following Night, 
he was fcarce able to open his Eyes. On the eighth Day a very co- 
pious Hzmorrhagy of the Nolitrils hapned again, that there was 
danger of pouring forth his Soul together with the Blood z the 
Blood 'p ang forth ſo copiouſl, from the lefi Noftril, that, being 
received into a Baſon,it made vaſt Bubbles by its fall : When he had 
loft above two Pounds of Blood, and being all in a cold Sweat, bes 
an to looſe his Stiength 3 Remedies being at length app.yed, the 
ux was ſtop'd with great difficulty z the Hzmorchagy being ap- 
ſed,the Lad flept a ſound Sleep,and became fkepy all that Night; 
though often waking, he was preient enough io hinſelf, and had 
a quick Senſe and Underſtanding : Bejng asked concerning his 
Health, be ſaid he was pretty well z the Urine which before was 
ruddy, and troubled, appeared then pale, thin, and with a layd#- 
ble Hypoitafis, that the Diſcaſed (eſpecially becauſe free from Thirſt 
and'an immoderate Heat ) ſeemed to be come to a perfect Cribs, 
and fice from the Fever, The Morning following, the ninth Day 
of the F-ver,he continued ſtill dull 5 but being ſtirced ap, he ſeemed 
without a Diftemperature, and to be cheartul in a State of Cons 
only that he began alittle to faulter in his Speech : In the 
vening, when things were not ſuſpected, the Fever being kind- 
ted again,” he fell on a ſudden into a Lethargy, that he was ſcarce 
able to be awaked from his Sleep, and being pull'd up, hardly to 
know any one, or to ſpeak articulately : Though fo great a loſs of 
Blood had preceded, his Pulſe was again quick, high, and trong, 
and his Urine was ruddy ; after ing and revulfng Remedie 
uſed a!l that Nighr, this noble Youth ſeemed ſomewhat in a bettit 
ſtate: ib that the next Morning he kept himſelf longer from Sleep, 
began to t1rh his Eyes this way and that, and to raiſe himſelf alittle, 
though without Spee-h, or Knowledge of the Standers by ; before 
Noon, his Eyes being clos'd again, he wholly loſt the uſe of every 
Animal Faculty, and lay, as it were, A ical for three Days, 
with a high and vehement Pulie, a Palpitation of the Heart, and 
& ſhort and broken Reſpiration : The Pulſe at length growing le 
by degrees, he died on the tenth Day of the Fever; 
+ *On the 18cb, of February, his little Siſter, having a feveriſh Di- 
Kemperature and a Thirſt, began to complain of a Pain, and Gripes 
in the Belly, a Trembling in the Hands; and a painful Tenfion in the 
Muſcles ofthe Neck. On the laſt Day of Febrvary,being more open- 
iy feveriſh, ſhe” was not able to keep out of Bed 3 moreover, tht 
was aff.ted: with a running Heat, ſometimes in the Hands, ſome- 
times Jbout the lower Parts ; ſhe became alſo drowſy and theypt 
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qraking from her Sleep, ſhe did not forthwith come to her ſelf. 
On the firſt of Mercb the was gently purged with an Expreſſion of 
Rhubarb which gave her eaſe z the Urine was thick and ruddy, alſo 
red Spots like Fica-bites (as in the reft ) were plaia tobe ſeen. We 
gave h:1 afterward frequently for four Days, towit, every fix Hours, 
Ten Drops of Sparit of Harts born, in « Spoonful of 4 Cord: al Fulep: The 
fdrefaict Symptoms afterward remitted by degrees, and this tick Per. 
{os recove: ed her Health, though Nvwly, without a maniſeſt Criſis. 

©Abott the 'ame time a Brother of thele, the youngeſt of all, felf 
ſick aimoft after the lame manner ; who nevertheleſs, through a 
Looſne(s 1aturally hapning, rording bilous and green Excrements 
for many Days, more cafily recovered. Alſo in the ſame Family, a 
many other Domefticks, and ſome Stra who came there 
ar &ttendants, fell il! of the ſame Diſcaſe, the Taint, as it were, be- 
ing propagated by Contagion : All of which, notwithitanding, efca- 
ped at length with a difficult and long Convaleſcence, without any 
Crifis regularly made. 

That this Fever was malignant, it ſeems to be manifeſt, from the 
Contagion, Mortality, the appearance of Spots like Fiea-bites, and 
many other Tokensz though that infeting Miaſm, whereby it paſ- 
ſed from one to another, was torpid and les effi-acions: Por betwixt 
the Sicknefſes of each, many Days, and often Weeks, interceded,that 
the Infection of this Diſcaſe, though acute, and its Propagation in 
many,were ſcarce ended within four Months ſpace in the laine Houſe: 
The Fever about the fi:  B. ginnings (cem'd mild and geotle, not 

terrible by its Burning : But the Matter heap'd t rafterthe 
tion of the Blood ,preſently became maſterleſs, and difficult 
to be exterminated, alſo offenfive to the Brain and germs Nerwoſiim ; 
wherefore in each, the Beginnings of the Diſeaſe where known ra- 
ther by a Drowſi 'efs and a Steepineſs, than by a Sweat and Burning: 
Alſo the Crifis, though attempted various ways, to wit, by a Sweat, 
1 LooſneG, and an Hzmorrhagie, did not ſucceed well; bat,for the 
moſt part, the Blood growing turgid by a critical Motion, was fore'd 
to transfer the febrile Matter from its own Precincts into the man- 
fon Places of the Animal Spirits ; nor did it ſelf, notwithſtanding, 
become purified after this manner ; but about the height of the Fe 
ver, both Humors (to wit, the Blood and the nervous Juice) being 
vitiated together,and ſorely blatted with an impure Mixture, made 
the Event of the Diſeaſe cither fatal, or very dangerous, 
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CHAP. XIV. 


Of the Small-Pox and Meaſles. 


the rank 'of peſtilential and-malignant Fevers, we place next 

, the Small-Pox and the M/s, which, in Truth are mixt Aﬀects, 
both according to, and agaift our Nature: As to their Origine, 
they have a ſeminary Connate to us; but-as to the Aﬀects, they 
produce przxternatural Symptoms, and venemous, as the Plague it 
ſelf; ſo that they conftitute a certain peculiar fort of Fevers, which 
belong to all Menkind, and only to them, and that but once. If haply 
any one lives free from them all his Life, or ſome one falls often 
into thoſe Aﬀects, theſe are rare, and unuſual Events of Nature; 
which do not derogate to common Obſervation : But it may paſs for 
a Truth, that «ll, and only Mankind are obnoxious to the Meaſles 
and Small-Pox, and that they are uſually freed of them at one Baur, 
We ſhall ſpeak of the Meaſles by themſelves. 

I. As to the Small-Pox ; the natural Pradiſpofition which in- 
clines Mankind to it, ſeems to be a certain Taint, or Impurity of 
the Blood, conceiv'd in the Womb with the firſt Rudiments of the 
Fetus. All Authors, in a manner, will have this aſcrib'd to the 
menſtruous Blood : Which Opinion does not ſeem altogether im- 
probable ; becauſe in the -Womb of a Woman ( otherwiſe than in 
moſt other Animals } a certain Ferment is engendred, which being 
communicated tothe Maſs of Blood, gives it a Vigor and Pneuma- 
tofis, and afterward procures, at ſet Periods of Times, a Turge(- 
cency, and an Excretion of the ſuperfluous Blood ; and at the time 
of Conception, when the Menſes wholly ceaſe, a great deal of this 
Ferment is communicated to the Foetus ; and its Particles, being 
heterogeneous to all the reſt whatſoever, are diſorderly confounded 
with the Maſs of Blood and Humors, as ſome extraneous thing; in 
which being involved, and being ſeparated from each other, they 
Iye hid a long time ; though afterward at ſome time being Rtirr'd 
by an, evident cauſe, they terment with the Blood, and-caule in it 
2n Ebullition, and afterward a Coagulation ; from which. moſt af 
the Symptoms of this Diſeaſe ariſe. }; 

2. The Evident Cauſe which ſtirs theſe fermentative Seeds, and 
oftentimes brings them int ACR,is (aid to be threefold ;- vix. Conta- 
gion receiv'd from elſewhere,the Diſpoſition of the Air,and an immo- 
derate Perturbation of the Blood and Humors : Perions related ſoon 
i-ifet each other ; alſo thoſe that are fearful,and mightily dread this 
Diſeaſe, fail more readily into it : For, by Fear, the Particles of the 
Miaſm are convey 'd frem the Surtace of the Body inward : Ar the 
tune 
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time that the Contagion is rife, and the Small-Pox is Epidemick 
all other Diſeaſes in a manner degenerate into this. 

3. As to the Eomjuntt Caſe of this Diſeaſe, to wit, ' what is the for- 
mal Reaſon of it, or its way of coming to paſs, the thing ſeems a 
kttle more intricate : It is vulgarly wont to be compared to the Ef» 
ferveſcence of new Wine, or of Ale, when they are depurated in a 
Veſſel, being put in a Fermentation by the mixture of ſome hetero« 

ous Subſtance ; but if the thing be narrowly confidered, a great 
Areace will hear appear: For the Miaſm of the Small-Pox is aa 
Ferment, but corruptive, and forces the Blood to ferment, not to» 
wards a Perfection, but a Depravation ; for,when the venemous Par- 
ticles of this Miaſm light on a capable Subject, they preſently ſtir 
up Corpulcles like themſelves, and innate to'us ; with which being 
joyn'd, they pervade the whole Maſs of Blood, and 'make it grow 
mighty turgid, and boyl, and after ſome Efferveſcence, to 
rate into Parts, and to be coagulated: To wit, the diſpers'd Seeds 
of the Venom diſſolve the Mixture of the Blood, preſently ſubvert 
the more pure Spirits, and afterward gather to themſelves the more 
{s Particles of it, and congeal them, as it were, by their Adhae- 
= The Portions fo coagulated, together with the Secds of the 
Venom mingled with them, being left by the reft of the Blood in 
its Circulation in the Extremities of the Veſſels, are fix'd on the 
Skin: After which manner, if Nature being ftrong enough, ſends 
off the whole Venom with the congeal'd Blood, the reft of the 
Maſs of the Blood, though depauperated, is nevertheleſs good, and 
capable of continuing Life ; but, if the Blood being too much coa- 
gulated, cannot be cleanſed after this manner; or if the Portions of 
the Blood cloſing with the Venom, do not fully break forth, they 
cither reftagnate inward again, and wholly corrupt the Liquor of 
the Blood, or fixing themlelves on the Viſcera, and eſpecially the 
Heart, they deftroy their Crafis and Strength. 

The Portions of the Blood congeal'd with the Venom, about the 
fourth Day (ſometimes ſooner , ſometimes later) begin to break 
forth ; for the Coagulation is cauſed not preſently, but after ſome 
time that the Venom diſplays it ſelf, and by its Efferveſcence, fer- 
metits the Blood : Firft light Portions of the Blood being defil'd, 
and thoſe but few in number, are fix'd in the Skin like Flea-bites ; 
ſoon after theſe, more appear, aud thoſe which break forth ficſt, 
by the acceſs of new Matter, and by the continual Appulſe of the 
congealed Blood, grow bigger, and are rais'd intoa Tumor; after- 
ward theſe Puſhes, which at firſt are red, being increaſed by de- 
grees, at length turn white, to wit, the Blood extravaſated with 
the Venom, by reaſon of the Heat and Stagnation, is chang'd into 
a Pur; About the ſeventh Day after the Eruption, the white Tu- 
mors turn to a dry Scab z for the more ſubtle Part of the Matter bc- 
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ing evaporated, the reft grows hard, which at length, the Scarf- 
Skin being eaten off and broken, talls from the Skin. 

. When the Miaſm of the Small-Pox is once gotten into the Spirits, 
and Maſs of Blood it is very ſeldom that it can be deftroy'd or clear's 
off by Medicines or Bleeding, but the lateot Diſpufition will break 
farth into AR; wherefore, ficit ic diffu'cs1t felt gently, and in'pires 
the Maſs of Blood, avit were, with a F:rment : Hence an Ebullition 


and Eff-ryeſcence are produced in the whole Bouy, the Velſels ace | 


extcuded, the-Viſcera are irritated, the Membranes are wwitch'd,tiil 
the:Sceds of the Contagion,by tufiug and coagulating the Bluod, at 
being invaly'd inits congeal'd Portions,are thruft forth. The 

of thisDiſcaſe will be the better known, if I ſet downthe Signs 

and Sy mptoms which are obſerv'd in the whole Courſe of it, and gire 
you:in order the Reafons of them, and the Cauſes on which they de+ 
peat. Now theſe arecither ſuch as indicate the Diſeaſe preſent, or 

-as fore-ſhew the height of it, and its event. 

&s to the Dsagnoſtick of this AﬀeRt, whereby it may be known 
whether any = at fict falling Gek, will have the Small-Por, or 
hot. There muſt be conftdered at that time, the force of theCog- 
tagion, and the Concourſe of the Symptoms firſt :appearing ; for, 
if by reaſon of the malignant tution of the Air, this.Diſcaſe 
generally reigns, no one is then ſeized with a Fever without a ſuſpi- 
* con of the Small-Pox, eſpecially if the Perſon never had it before: 
But if this Diſeaſe be more rare, and there be no Fear of Contagion, 
yet its unexpected lnyafion in a ſhort time diſcovers it (elf by theſe 
kinds of Signs and Symptoms. 
 .4. There is an inconftant Fever, coming at random, ſametimes 
intenſe, ſometimes more remiſs, obſerving no ſet Formof Increaſe, 
or coming to a height, ſo that the Diſeas'd one while are mighty 
hot, by and by, withoutanevident Cauſe, they are without any be- 
ver; the Cauſe of whickis, That the fermentative Seeds are not agj- 
-tated with an even Motion, but, like Fire, half extinct, one while 
they have an extraordinary Flaſh, another while they lye quiet, and 
dye, as it were, till the Burning ſpreading it ſelf, the Flame breaks 


forth cvery where. 
2. A Paimimibe Head and Loynis fo ar a fGign in this Aﬀect 
that it alone, in a continual Fever, an imminent Small-Pox ; 


the Cauſe of which, isvulgarly imputed to the great Veſſels being ve- 
xy much extended by the Efferveſcence of the Blood; tho it does not, 
appear why the (ame Pain ſhould not be as well cauſed in other Parts, 


by reaſon of the like Extenſion of the Veſſels, and why thoſe kinds ; 


. of Pains are rife in the Small-Pox,rather than in the Cay/or,or other 
. Fevers, where the Blood boyls more. Again,Jou may obſerve, that 
mighty Pains are preffing, ſometimes in the , fornetimes inthe 


Brains, when,the Blood not being turgid;the Veſſels are —— 
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vit. in the beginning of the Diſcaſe, when the Feveriſh Diſtempera- 
ture isnot yet conſpicuous : while the Diſeas'd are yet walking a- 
broad.and have a good Stomach,the imminent Small Pox ficft diſco+ 
rers it ſelf by theſe Pains ; wherefore, it ſeems that the Cauſe of theſe 
kinds of Pains ſubfift rather in the Genus Nervoſum; io wit,that thoſe 
Pains arife in the Brain, and ſpinal Marrow, by r:a'on of the Mem- 
branes and Nervous Parts being twitch'd by the Particles of the Ve- 
now; for itis likely that the innate Seeds of the Small Pox are 
chiefly ftored up in the Spermatick Parts, and that the firft Contagi- 
on of the Miaſm for the mnott part (eiſes the Animal Spirits : hence 
the firtt Eff-rveſcence is raifed in the Juice wherewith the Brain and 
Nervous Parts, but eſpecially the ſpinal Marcow, are irrigated ; and 
thence the taint is communicated to the Maſs of Blood : wherefore, 
in the beginning of this Diſcaſc, the Head and Loins are preis'd with 
a violent Pain 3 afterward,the V-nom being conrey'd into the Blood, 
the feveriſh Efferveſcence is rais'd in the whole. 

3. A great Ickſomneſs and Reitlefſneſs,and ſometimes a Swooning, 
infeft the Diſcaſcd, to wit, by reaſon of the Motion of the Blood be- 
ing troubled, and its even mixture being begun to be diffolv'd by the 
renemous Ferment, the Blood being hence apt to ſtaguate,and to be 
letted in its Circulation, cauſes the Aﬀects even now mentioned. 

4. A violent Vomiting, even when the Stomach is free f- om an im- 
pare Maſs of Humors, very often accompanies this Aﬀect ; the Rea- 
ſon of which is, becauſe the Fermentative Seeds being put in motion, 
aredepoſed in the little Arteries which open into the Tunicles of the 
Ventricle, upon each Appulſe of the Blood, and raiſe a Vomiting 
even as the Particles of Antimony (ſwallowed down : but afterward, 
affoon as a Sweat being procur'd, th: Venom is driven outward, 
this Sympton ceaſes, and the Diſcaſed are well in their Stomach, 
without any purging forth of offenſive matter. 

$. To theſe may be added the Symptoms, which, according to 
the various Diſpokitions of Bodies,happen after a various manner, as 
are, a great Sleepineſs, Frights in the Sleep, Deliciums, Tremblings, 
and Convulfions, a Sneezing, Heat, Redneſs, a (enſe of pricking in 
the whole Body, involuntary Weeping, a (parkling and itching of 
the Eyes, a ſwelling of the Face, a Vehemency of Symptoms from 
the beginning that the Diſcate ſeems preſently to have reached 
its height, Cc. 

2. As to the Pregneftick of this Diſeaſe, it is indicated cither to 
be ſafe, or mortal, or doubtful, by ſupervenient Signs. 

1.Things ſcem to bein ſafety when this Aﬀctt has benign Circum- 
ſtances 3 to wit, when it happznsin a good Conhitution of the Air, 
and of the Year, at a time that the Small Pox isnot Malignant and 
Peitilent ; alſo there is leſs danger if it happens in Childhood, or In- 
fancy, if in a ſanguine Temperament, and a good habit of Body,ifit 
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Chances in a Family to whoſe Predeceffors the Small Pox has not 
been mortal : moreover,it in the whole Courſe of the Diſeaſe lauda- 
ble Symptoms happen 3 if at the firſt Invaſion there be a gentle Fe- 
ver without a violent Vomiting, a Swouning, a Delirium, or other 
horrible Aﬀects; if, about the fourth day, the Fever with the moſt 
prefling Symptoms are appeaſed, and then ſome red Spots begin to 
appear 3 if the ſecond day of their coming torth, a great many more 
of thoſe red Spots are conipicuous, which afterward grow by de- 
grees into Puſhes, and are ripencd into a Pw 3 if about the tenth 
day, more or leſs, after the Eruption, the white Puſhes begin ta 
grow hard, and afterward to fall off by little and little ; if after the 
time of their firtt breaking forth the Small Pox are ſift, ſeparate 
from each other, few, round; raiſed at the Top, p-f[cfling only 
the Skin, and not the inward Part, we may preſume the cale of the 
Difeaſed to be in a good State. 

2. The Phaomena, which, in the Small Pox fignific the Caſe to 
be ſaſpcCted and full of Danger, are theſe ; if there be a Malignant 
Corſt.tution of the Air, that this Diſeaſe is become peſtilent, and 
many have died of it; if Perſons well g: own in Years areſeiſed with 
it, if it chances in a coid and melanchohck Temperament, or ina 
foul and cacochymical Budy, where the Blood is neither readily cir- 
culated,nor Perſpiration duly pertorm'd;or if the Hypochondres or 
Precordia are obſtruEted, any Viſcera ivficm,or affccted with an Ul 
cer ; or it the Habit ot the Body be too groſs,the Small Pox doesnot 
happen without great danger of Lite : Noris it le(s to be fear'd,when 

. preſently at the beginning a mighty Fever, a violent Vomiting, a 
Swooring,a Dejc Ction of Strength, a Frenxy,or Delirium, affail Per- 
ſons, and give not over when the Small Pox ate fully broken forthz 
fox thcle things fignifie an over-great Perturbation in the Blood and 
Humors, as aiio a Confufton and Contumacy of the mortifying Mat- 
ter, which can neither be ſubdued, nor eafily ſeparated, or evenly ex- 
truded from the Maſs of Blood ; it there be an Ickfomnels, and a 
great Reſticfineſs, with a diſorderly Eft:rveſcence, and Ebullation of 
the Humors zor ita mighty Thirft and a difficuity of Breathing,alfo 
a Loc'nets,or Dytlenteryghey ſhew that Tranſpiration is letted, and 
that the Malignant Humors reſtagnate toward the inward Parts. The 
Small Pu breaking forth flowly,argue the Crudity and Unrulineſsof 
the Matter,and the Impotency of Nature : much more, when double 
and confluent, do they ſhew that there is an exceſsin quantity, and 
a Contfufton,alfo a diiordcrly and irregular Expulſion of that matter, 
fnce it isnot calt forth at determinate Pores or places of Vent, but 
inchficyently on every fide, Small Pox which are hard fGgnifie the In- 
coCtibility of the ſaid Matter, and if flat, the weak Expulſion of it, 
211d they are by ſo mach the worſe if black Spots appear in midft of 
them 3 or if ſuch Spots as are familiar in a Purple or Peſtilential 
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Fever,arg mix'd with the Small Pox, they ſhew a mighty Malignity 
and Cofruption of the Blood, ſuch indeed, as is fonind in the Plague. 
Finally,black,livid,or green Small Pox,threaten ill ; becauſe, befades 
the Coagulations of the Blood, they argue its Mortifications and 
Corruptions.,as in a Gangrene, or peſtilent Carbuncle : if when the 
Small Pox are come forth, they preſently wither, and the ſwelling of 
the Parts remits,it indicates the Receſs of the malignant Matter, or 
of the Blood congeal'd with the Venom,and its Reftagnation toward 
the inward Parts ; whence unleſs, npon raifing a free Diaphorcfis, 
it be again ſent forth, a ſudden Death for the moſt part enſues: for 
hence the Blood being more coagulated, fails into Corruption, and 
is apt to be lctted in its Motion, and to ſtagnate in the Heart and 
Veſſels, If after the Eruption of the Small Pox,a Looſneſs,or H#more 
rhagie ſaupervenes,it foreſhews ill, becauſe by this means the Venom, 
driven outward, is again call'd in; though I have obſerv'd, that 
thele Symptoms have ſametimes hapned with a great Relief to the 
Diſeas'd 3 to wit, Nature being before loaded and oppreſt, is eagd 
by this means, part of the Burthen, as it were, being withdrawn, 
wherefore ſhe ſets upon the Work of Tranſpiration, and more rea- 
dily diſpatches the Expullion of the offenſive matter. 

As to what concerns the Cure, fince the Courſe of this Diſeaſe has 
three Scaſons, like ſo many Stages as it were, diſtin from each o- 
ther:the curative Intentions ought alſo to be accommodated to each 
of theſe 3 wherefore, the Theraputick Method concerning the Small 
Pox, teaches firſt what is to be done aslong as the Blood boyls in» 
wardly ,and ferments by the Motion of the Fermentative Matter, and 
the Small Pox do not yet appear ; which Period for the moſt part is 
wont to be ended in four or five Days. Secondly, what form of Diet 
and Phyſick ought to be ordered, from the time of the Eruption cf 
the Small Pox to the height of the Diſeaſe,to wit, till the Puſhes are 
come to their height, and being fully ſuppurated, begin to wither, 
Thirdly, and laftly, what we ought to obſerve in the Declination of 
the Diſea'e, till th: Small Pox, being dryed, fall clean off. 

1. As tothe fi. ſt, thc Intention muſt be, that we remove all Ime 
pediments of-Nature, whereby the Blood being defiled with the Fer- 
ment of the Small Pox, and apt to be coagulated, may retain ftil 
its even M>tion inthe Heart and Veſſels, without Stagnation, and *' 
that fermenting,it may expel! forth the Portions congeal'd with the 
Venom : mean while, a Caution mult be had, that the work of Fer 
mentation, or Efferveſcence, be neither anyways check'd, nor too 
much lrritated ;for by this the Maſs of Blood is forc'd into congea!'d 
Fortions more than it ought, and by the other it is reſtrain'd too 
much in motion, nor are the venemous Particles fent away forth 
with the congeal:d Blood. Nature is wont to be hindreil from the 
work of Secretion and ExpulGon,by a top great. heap of Excrements

in the Viſcera, or by an over-abounding of Blood in the Veſſels; 
wherefore preſently, at the fi: Invaſion of the Diſeaſe, we muſt eq- 
deavour that ani Evacuation by Vomit, or Seige, if need be, be ſcaſos 
nably procur'd ; we muft uſe only mild and gentle Medicines, that is, 
which do not irritate, or trouble the Humors 3; wherefore, at this 
time, ſometimes Emericks, Purges, or Clyfters, theſc one while, a. 
nother while thoſe have place ; opening a Vein alſo, if there be a 
Plenitude, is uſed with good Succeſs. During this Efferveſcence of 
the Blood, let a thin, and moderately cooling Diet, beordered ; to 
wit, of Oat and Barley Meats,Puffet-drink, Small-Ale, and the like; 
let Fleſh, and Broaths made of it, be avoided, with which the Blood, 
by reaſon of their too great ſtore of ſulphureous Fuel, is too much 
kindled; alſo cold and all acid things, do hurt, for theſe congeal 
the Blood more, and contract the Mouths of the Veſſels by Aﬀrich- 
on, that the Small Pox do not break forth freely : alſo let hot and 
cordial things be cautiouſly given, for by theſe the Blood and Hu- 
mors are too much itirred, and put in Contufion. 

2. When the Small Pox begin to appear, there are three thingy 
which we order conftantly to be done to all Sick Perſons ; to wit, 
that a mild and gentle Dsaphorefis be always continued in the Maſs 
of Blood ; alſo that the Throat and Eyes be preſerved from the too 
great Eruption of the Small Pox;that the Blood gently boyling may 

forth the Small Pox ; Decoctions of Figs,of the Fiowers of Ma- 
rigolds,and of the Shavings of Ivory, in Poſſet-Drink, are vulgarly 
preſcribed,and their uſe has grown rife tor a long time,almoſt among 
all Perſons. For the fame intent, we are wont to give moderate 
Cordials divers times in a day, but let ſuch as are hot and ftrong be 
diligently avoided: Purging and Bleeding are here cenſur'd, and 
though the Pretext of neceffity may preſs for them, Phyſicians 
fcarce dare uſe them for fear of incurring a Blame.For a Guard to the 
Parts of the Gullet and Throat, we are wont to faſten ontwardly a 
Chin-(tay with Saffron ſewen in, and dipt in Womans Milk;for theſe, 
by opening the Pores, draw the Venom from the inward part of the 
Throat,outward:alſo,for this purpoſe we give Gargariſms,and things 
to waſh the Mouth, which by their reſtrictive Force repreſs the Small 
_ Pox ready to break forth iawardly. We fortifie the Eyes from the In- 
curfions of the Small Pox by Epithemes of Roſe-water, Womans 
Milk,Saffron,and the like,trequently iterated : Beſides theſe, certain 
horrible Symptoms are ſometimes pretling, which we muſt (ſcaſona- 
bly obviate with fit Remedies: ſometimes there are Watchings, a 
Frenxy, Hzmorrhagies, Vomitings, Looſneſſes,Fallings in of the Small 
Pox. A prudent Phyfician knows how to provide againft all theſe, 
and any others whatſoever,as occaſion requires ; in which, neverthe- 
leſs, there isneed of great Caution, left while we take care of imall 
things, the great Work of Nature be diſturb'd through the over- 
| grea!f 
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diſquieting of Phyfick : for, during all this time, there is one 
|--—_ Criſis ; wherefore nothing is to be mov'd raſhly. There is 
a very great Care and Circumſpedtion both in the PhyfG- 
cian and Attendants,when this Diſeaſe is in its height z to wit, That 
when the Small Pox are fully broken forth, and raiſed to their great- 
> heighth, they do not hinder Tranſpiration z for then the DiF- 
aſed are in danger of having their Fever renewed, and of the Re» 
ftzgnation of the Malignant Matter inward ; of which, while we 
edeavour to prevent cither, we often cauſe the other. 

3. When the Diſeaſt is in its Declination,and the Small Pox begin 
to wither away, and to grow hard, the Caſe for the moſt part is out 
ofdanger, nor has a Phyfician much to do: let the Diſeas'd, though 
growing very hungary, till be content with a thin Diet, without 
Meat : if the Pox arc flow in falling off, we are wont to haſten their 
Fall with Liniments and Epithemes, by which they are prevented 
from Pitting much. After that the Diſcaſed, the Small Pox being 
wholly fallen away, is able to ariſe from his Bed, and to walk in his 
Chamber : a Purge being repeated twice or thrice, let the Filth, 
and excrementitious Matter left in the Viſcera,and Blood, be carried 
off, and afterward he may be permitted a more free Diet. 

The Mcafles are ſo allicd to the Small Pox, that amongſt moſt 
Authors, they have not deſerved to be treated of apart from them z 
but the of both are deliver'd after the like Manner and Me- 
thod together. The Efſrnce and Cure differ as to more or leſs, or at 
lealtwiſe accidentally 3 becauſe in the Meaſles the Puſhes are not fo 
much raiſed in height, nor are they ſuppurated : wherefore the ' 
Diſeaſe ends ſooner, and with leſs danger. This Aﬀect is wont often- - 
times to reign among Children, but ſeldom fciſes ſuch as are grown 


| In Years, or old People ; alſo thoſe who have had the Small Pox be- 


fore,are not afterward obnoxious to the Meaſles,but in moſt they are 
allied Aﬀects ; to wit, the Taint contrated from the Womb 
diſpoſes Nen alone, all Men, and that but once to the Mea- 
fles : a malignant Conſtitution of the Air, and ſometimes Sur- 
feiting, but moſt commonly Contagion, are wont to draw into AR 
the latent Diſpoſition. There are Marks of Malignity, and the Dif- 
eaſe often becomes Epidemical, with a Mortality, and Conta- 


To give you the thing in ſhort ; it ſeems that the Meaſles are a cer- 
tain light EMoreſcence of an extraneous Ferment, contracted from 
the Womb ; whereby ſome Particles, being ſtir'd to motion, cauſe 
the Blood to boyl gently, and to be a little coagulated : wherefore, 
the Pimples thence brought forth, are blown off by Evaporatioo, 
without a breaking of the Skim. But the Small Pox are a more full 
and ſtrong Agitation of the ſame Ferment, andin all its Particles, 
Which cauſing a greater Ebullition and Coagulation of the _ 
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produces a great many more Puſhey, and thoſe greater in bulk, and 
not diffolvable without Suppuration. When the Smali Pox precede, 
there follows not only an Immunity afterward from the ſame 

bot for the moft part from the Meaſles alſo. The Meaſles becauſe they 
conſume only a few Particles of the Ferment,leave ftill a Diſpoſition 
to the Small Pox ; wherefore, old Perſons, or ſuch as are grown in 
years, arenot ſo readily infected with the Meaſles, becauſe having 
been before infected with the Small Pox, they are freed from the 
Contagion or their Spirits being robuſt, eafily reſiſt the light Miaſm 
of this Aﬀ &. 

Of the great number of Stories and Obſervations relating to Per. 
ſons troubled with the Small Pox, I ſhall in this place propoſe only 
a few Caſes, and thoſe remarkable for certain Irregularities. 

It is a uſual thing to treat all Perſons,affeted with the Small Pox, 
with the like, or wholly the ſame method-of Healing, and form of 
Diet ; wherefore a Phyſician is ſeldom call'd to the Vulgar, but the 
Bufineſs is wholly committed to certain Women-Tenders,who boaſt 
that they know this Practice beyond all others ; and thoſe are wont 
to boyl Marygold Flowers, and Shavings of Harts-horn, and ſome- 
times Figs in the Broaths, and any othe: Liquors to be taken by the 
Diſeas'd,and to give at Night a Bolus of Diaſcordsum: ſuch as do not 
recover by ſuch a Management,are declared not to be neglected, but 
that they are incurable through the violence of the Diſcaſe. But that 
this kind of Practiſe does not equally agree to all, nor is to be w'd 
to all indiffecently, the two following Relations plainly ſhew. 

A Young-man-about twenty Years of Age, of a thin Body,and hot 
Temperament, began to be feveriſh in the beginning of the Spring : 
in the firlt days violent Vomitings,an Opprefſion ot the Heart, fre- 
quent Changes of a burning and cold Shivering, a. Painin the Loins, 
a Perturbation of the Fancy, and Watchings, infeſted him : Oa the 
third day the Small Pox appearing.thaſe Symptoms remitted,though 
the Fever till continued with a Thirft and Heat. To this Perſon,not 
only the Decoftions uſual in this Diſeaſe, but Juleps alſo,neatly pre- 
par'd with a grateful Taſte, were ſo nauſeous and offenſive, that he 
could not ſo much as fip of them without great loathing : as often as 
he took at Night Diaſcordium, or any other temperate Cordial, 
though in a ſmall quantity,for continuing a Tranſpiration, he paſſed * 
the Night following without Sleep, and with a great tofling of the 
Body, and in the Morning he had an Hzmorrchagie, which hapning 
once, and then a ſecond time through this occaſion, after that the 

Small Pax were fully broken forth,thewell-doing of the Difeas d was 
mightily endanger'd ; wherefore,when I had found by Experience, 
that the Blood of this Perſon was apt to boyl immoderately upon a 
light Irritation, I ordered this Method,according as the Occahon re- 
quired : A'l Phyſick whatſoever being laid afide,for quenching Ties 
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he took ſmall Ale,and a ſimple Almond Drink at Pleaſure : His Food, 
becauſe he refus'd all Oat and Barley Broaths, was only Apples boyl'd 
to a Tenderneſs,and then ſcaſon'd with Sugar and Roſe-water, which 
he eat at ſome certain times in the Day.Nature,content with this thin 
Diet, and ſeeming to be diſturbed by any other whatſoever, per» 
form'd ber work fucceſsfully, that the Diſeaſed recovered without 
any fore Symptom afterward, the Small Pox ripening by Degrees, 
and then falling off of their own accord. 
In the midft of Autumn of the laft Year, a noble Youth, having a 
Blood,and being obnoxious to a frequent Bleeding at the Noe, 
fell ick of the Small Poxz his Blood naturally boyl'd immoderately, 
that the Puſhes brake forth extream thick all over his Body : in this 
Perſon, Whey with Marygold Flowers and other things uſually boyl'd 
in it,alſo Juleps, or any Cordials (though temperate) gently promot- 
ing a Tranſpiration,did moſt certainly raiſe a Flux of Blood ; where- 
fore I ordered him a like way of Diet as to the Diſeaſed before menti- 
on'd, by which indeed he was better:however, in the very height of 
the Diſeaſe, (when,the Small Pox being fully broke forth, the Fever is 
wont to be renewed in all Perſons by reaſon of a difficult Tranfpirati- 
on)this fick Perſon fell into. a copions Hxmorrhagiezthat after a large 
Profufion of Blood the Small Pox began to be flaccid ; after that a 
great many Remedies for ſtopping Blood were tryed in vain:at length 
upon hanging a Bag about his Neck (in which was a Toad dryed in 
the Sun and pounded) he firſt of all, and immediately,found caſe; for 
the Hxmorrhagie being hereby preſently appeaſed and not returning 


afterward, ( he conſtantly wearing thenceforward this Epitheme in 


his Boſom)our fick Perſon ufing always a moft thin and cooling Dier, 
grew perfectly well: that it may really ſeem to be manifeſt hence,that 
though the Blood in this Aﬀect be mighty apt to coagulate, yet as 
long as the Vital Spirits are ftrong andrrobult enough,and have a go- 
rerning Power,relying on their own Strength, by a certain prudent 
Diſcretion as it were, they excellently ſeparate and fend forth the 
congealed Portions of the Bloodzand this Work is mightily diſturbed 
when the ſame Spirits are too much irritated, and forc'd into a Con- 
fufion by hot Cordials,or a hot Diet. But in the Plague it happens 
otherwiſe ; for, in this, if delay be granted, the Spirits themſelves are 
ently deſtroyed by the Venom : wherefore, bere we muſt pre» 
tly fight with open War ; whereas, in the Small Pox a Phyſician 
rather reſtores things by pratraQing time. 
Concerning letting Blood juſt upon the coming forth of the-Small 
Pox, it is greatly doubted. Formerly, among our Country- men, this 
thing was ftil'd ſacred,r.or was Blooding wont to be admitted under 
any pretext of Neceflity : but of late it is proved by Experience,that 
it is altogether uſeful and neceſſary to Ict Blood in tome Caſes;zwhich 
Eracuation, nevertheleſs, if it be uſed indifferently in any Con- 
ttitution, 
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Kitution, or be done in too large a aptly, when there is need of 
it, great Damages often cnſue thereby. 

Some years I went to (ee a Young-woman of Quality, ofa 
florid Countenance, and a hot Temperament, who was tallen very 
feveriſh after the fourth Month of her being with Child : ſhe was 
prefs'd with a violent Vomiting, a fierce Pain in the Loins, and alſo 
with a moſt intenſe Heat and Drought : her Pulſe was very quick, 
with a ſtrong and vehement Vibration : though the Small Pux no 
where reign'd in that place, nevertheleſs, thoſe Symptoms of that Af. 
' fect gave us no (mall ſufpicion of them. Be it how it would, the ve- 
ry immoderate Eff-rreſcence of the Blood indicated, that ſome 
ought to be taken away : wherefore, I preſently took about fix Onn- 
ces ; thereupon the Heat ſomewhat remitted, though the Vomiting 
ill continued, with the violent Pain in the Loins. At the time of her 
yn_ I gave her a Cordial Bolus with half a Grain of our 

whence a quiet Slecp, with a mild Sweat, and an ap- 

of all Symptoms, enſued. The next Morning the Small 

ox brake forth, which, though the Diſcaſed had very thick, yet 

without any dangerous Ilinefs, or fear of Abortion, ſhe recover'd, 
and y compleated her Child-bearing. 

In the laſt Arwwmn, a robuſt Man, of an Athletiek Habit of Body, 
though of a pale Countenance, | and a cold Temperament, fell intoa 
Fever. On the ſecond day he was tormented with a Heat and a 
Drought, and a moſt violent Pain in the Loinsz when it was ordered 
that be ſhould be let Blood in a ſmall Quantity,a Quack Chyrurgion 
being called, he took from him almoſt a pound and a half;a little af- 

ter,the Diſcaſed began to fall all into a cold Sweat, and his Strength 

' failing on a ſudden;to be ſciſed with a Shivering, a weak and uneven 
Pulſe, and a frequent Fainting : being called at this time, I ordered 
him temperate Cordials to be taken frequently: then upon the reſto- 
of his Pulſe and Spirits the Fever was renewed, which afterward 

held the Diſeaſed for many Days, nay Weeks, after a very irregular 
manner z for he was wont, for three or four days,to be very hot,alſo 
to be infeſted with Thirſt, Watchings, a Head-ach,and other Symp- 
toms;afterward to fall into a copious,and as it were, critical Sweat, 
all oyer his whole Body, by which indeed, in half a days time, he 
found himſelf better,though afterward the Fever renewing again,fre- 
quently heaped together a new Matter, ſtill to be blown off by a fe- 
cond.,and afterward by a third Crifis. After that he had lay'n thus irre» 
gularly feveciſh for at leaſt twenty days,at levgth the Small Pox broke 
torth here and therc in each part of the Body,and then the Fever firſt 
began wholly to remit;tho within a few days, by reaſon of errors com- 
mitted in Diet,a great many Puſhes ſubG6ded again, a few only being 
brought to a Ripeneſs : however, in the place of the ſubkding Small 
Pox,a mighty Bubo grew bchind the right Ear ; which being ſuppu- 
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rated and broken within a ſhort time, a great ſtore of Pws flowed 
forth for many Days ;. and fo at leng'h, the Taints of the Blood 
hardly to be blown off other ways, wete ſent forth by degrees, and 
the Diſeaſed perfectly recovered his Health.

CHAP. XV. 
Of Fevers of Women in Child-bed. 


lgar Experience abundantly teſtifies, that the Fevers of Wo- 
men in Child-bed are very dangerous, above the Nature of our 
common Fevei:: Alſo it clearly appears trom the Signs and Sym- 
ptoms -f them, duely confidered, that the ſame very much differ 
as to theis Elſ-uces,from a Syechus both femple and purrid: Where- 
fore I have thought it not amiſs, after maligna!:t Fevers, to treat of 
the acute Diſeaſes of Women in Child-bed, as being very much al- 
ſed to them by reaſon of their Mortality. But before I ſhall ſet 
upon the Explication of the Affects themſelves, we muii conſider 
their Subjects, to wit, the Budies of Women that bring torth 
Children, after what manner they are prediſpoſed, and with what 
Apparatus they become obnoxious to thole kinds of Diſeaſes. 
cerning this,it fi-ſt occurs, That to undergo a Flix of menſtru- 
ous Blood belongs to Humane Kind,and that always to Women; con= 
cerning the Nature and Origine of which,it does not concern us here 
to enquire z but it may ſuffice to note, that in them the Particles of 
the Blood to be voided periodically, are very fermentative, which, if 
they are retain'd in the Body beyond the uſual Cuftom of Nature, 
they oftentimes become the cauſe of many Sicknelſey;ſtill excepting, 
if the Woman has conceived with Child ; for all the time of Child» 
bearing,the Men/es ftop without any great damage:And meanwhile, 
for the Nouriſhment of the Ferw, Milk, or a nouriſhable Humor,is 
depoſed in a great Plenty about the Placrwra of the Womb: But, af- 
ter Delivery,that long Suppreſſion of the Memſeris recompenc'd by a 
copious flowing of the Lochs4,and the Milk, within three Days ſpace, 
leaving wholly the Womb,flies plentifally into the Breaſts ; at which 
time, Child-bearing Wome are wont to be ſet upon by a {mall Fever : 
And if the Milk be driven from the Breaſts, it reſtagnates again to» 
wards the Womb, and is voided forth together with the Loch:e un- 
der the form of a whitiſh Humor. Mean while,after Delivery, the 
Womb it ſelf undergoes various AﬀecCts ; for often its Tone is i»-jur'd, 
its Unity is diffolv'd, and a great many other Accidents are cauſed, 
which render Women in Child-bed ſubject to a dangerous Condition: 
Wherefore, that their acute Diſeaſes may be duely cxplicated, we 
| Mmmm mu 
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muſt chiefly confider theſe three things ; to wit, firſt concerni 
the Nouriſhment of the Ferw, or of the Generation of Milk, both 
in the Womb, -and in the Breaſt, and of its Mctaftafis from either of 
them into the other. Secondly, of the Purgation of the Maternal 
Blood, or of the flowing of the Lockia after the Menſes being long 
ſuppreft. Thirdly, of the State of the Womb after Delivery, and 
of its Influence on other parts of the Body, And theſe things being 
permitted, we ſhall ſpeak of the Fevers of Women in Child-bed ; 
to wit, both the Lacteal, and that called Putrid, which, by rea- 
ſon of its Mortality, deſerves to be call'd Malignant. 

Firſt, the Milk, and nutritive Humor,heap'd together in the Ute- 
rine Parts,for the Nouriſhment of the Fetwus, are by Nature alike;tho 
they differ ſomewhat in Conſiſtency: The Milk indeed is the thicker, 
hecauſe, being to be received in the Mouth, it ought to be digefted 
in the Stomach, and afterwards its more tender Portion to be con- 
vey 'dinto the Maſs of Blood. The other nouriſhable Humor is more 
thin, and like to diltilled Water of Milk, becauſe it's immediately 
infuſed into the Blood of the Embryo,by the umbelical Veſlels,with- 
ont a previous Digeltion. Both Juices are thought to confift of the 
Chyle freſh made in the Mothers Stomach : That which is depoſed 


in the Breaſt is grofſer and whiter, by reaſon of the courſe Strainer, . 


and its CoCtion in the greater Glands 3 it happens on the contrary in 
thcWomb,where the Strainirg is cloſer,and the Glands are very ſmall, 
Now it is greatly difputed among Authors,by what DuCtus's that Hu- 
mor is conveyed both into the Breaft, and into the Placente of the 
Womb. Some ſay that the Milk is engendred only from the Blood 
freely concocted in the Glands, which nevertheleſs does not ſeem 
pre bable, by reaſon of the immenſe Spendings of the Milk which 
<> es not confilt with the Blood. Others affirm, That the Chyle, or 
LaCteal Humor,is conveyed immediately into both Receptacles from 
the Viſcera of ConceCtion through occult Paſſages, without any Al- 
teration, Put til! thoſe DuCtus's appear, it ſeems more likely to 
me, that from the Fuod taken into the Mothers Stoimach,a Portion 
of the Chy!e thence made;is preſently abſorbed into the Veins,which 
having gotten the Vehicle of the Blocd, and being brought by the 
Arterics into the Glands deftinated here and there for receiving it 
before it 13 aſſimilated, and being ſeparated, is depos'd again from 
the Maſs of Blood. 

Second!y, as to what regards the Menſcs,ſuppreft during the time 
of being with Child, and the Lechia plentifully flowing after Child- 
birth; we fay, That after the Few is conceived, the Menſes are 
ſtopt by Divine Appointment, becauſe their flowing often brings 
Aburtion; and in regard the Veſlcls are emytied by a continual Ex- 
ſndation of the nutritive Juice into the Paits of the Womb, the Maſs 
&f Zou does not cafily ariſe into Turgeſcencies to be appeaſed by 
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.. monthly flowing. For the ſame reaſon, the Menſes, for the moſt, 


are ſtop'd as long as Women give ſuck to Infants: In ſome happily, 
endowed with a hot Blood,the M-nſes flow both in the Time of their 
being with Child, and giving ſuck ; but that is wont to happen but 
rarely, and not without damage: Tho in the mean time the Menſes, 
ſtopt while Women are with Child, becauſe far leſs of the nutritive 
Humor at that Time is imployed for Milk, deprave the Blood much 
more than the ſame are wont when reſtrained during the Time of 
giring ſuck : Nay,from thoſe being long ſuppreft in the firſt State, a 
renemous Taint, as it werejis communicated to the Maſs of Blood ; 
which, unleſs it be purg'd off, preſently after Child-birth, by a long 
flowing of the Locbjs, it produces ſore ang very malignant Aﬀ-ds ; 
wherefore, to give my Opinion of the flowing Lochsa, I (ay, that 

that Hzmorrhagie immediately proceeds from thoſe Veſſels being 
broken by which the Placenta ſticks to the Womb, and that by this 
way the Blood and excrementitious Humors, partly heap'd together 
about the Womb during the Time of being with Child, and partly 
flowing from the whole Maſs of Blood,are evacuated ; to wit,whilſt 

the Womb, firft ſwoll'n in a Bulk, falls preſently after Delivery, and 

is contracted into a leſs ſpace, the Blood is copiouſly expreſs'd from 

the Veſſels that are open in it. And moreover, in as much as du- 

ring the Suppreffion of the Menſes, the Maſs of Blood is imbued 

vith very fermentative Particles, affoon as after Child-birth the 

Mouths of the Veſſels are open, preſently, as tho a large flowing of 
the Menſes were at hand, the whole Blood ferments, even as new 

Wine in a Bottle opened, and endeavours to purge from it ſelf the 

exttream fermentative Particles, by a flowing of the Lochia, as it 

were, by an EfMloreſcence; and therefore, befides the Blood, which 

in the firſt Days, by reaſon of the Veſſels being newly opened, of- 

ten lows forth pure ; afterwards very diſcolored Echors, to wit, li- 

id, or green, and thoſe very —_— are voided forth. This 

kind of flowing is wont to continue for fourteen Days at leaſt, nay, 

in ome, for a Month ; and if by reaſon of any Errors it be ſtopt be- 

fore the Maſs of Blood be cleanſed enough by ſuch an Efloreſcence ; 

preſently @ very dangerous Fever, with a horrible Apparatus of 

ymptoms, is wont to be cauſed. 

The third Confideration, previous to the Doctrine of the Fevers 
of Women in Child-bed,chiefly concerns the Womb it ſelf; to wit, 
how it's affected after Child-birth,and what kind of Influence it has 
orer other Parts of the Body. As to the firſt, there are two Acci- 
dents chiefl; on which the acute Diſcaſes of Women in Child-bed 
much depend ; fi:{t, the fetling of tie Womb, or the Reduceme; t 
of it to its natural Site and Magnitude from the. BnIk of Ingravida- 
tion: Secondly, A So.ution of its Unity withia its Cavity, by reaſ.n 
of the Connexion of the Placenta being broken, When the Fe: 
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is depoſed with its Envellopings.preſently the fides of the Womb it 


ſelf,before greatly inlarged,fall together,and contract themſelvey by 
degrees into a narrow ſpace,by the help of the Fibres: By reaſon of 
this kind of ContraQtion the Blood and Ichors are copio: fly expreſt 
from the Veſſels and Pores of the Womb,and are voided torth with 
the Lochs«; but ſometimes it happens, by reaſon of pieternatural 
things contain'd in the Wombzas are a part of the Secondine,a Mola, 
Clots of Blood, fc. even tho after a laborious Delivery, a Contufion, 
or ge Dilaferation happen, that the Womb does not duely con- 
tract it ſelt, but the Motion of the Fibres being inverted aſcends up- 
wards,and is railed into a Lump ; alſo the Membranes being fected 
with a Twitching, it is ftill afſail d with Tortures. as tho the Throwy 
of Child-birth were in being 3 which kind of Aﬀectsif they continue 
for ſome time,by reaſon of the Orifice of the Womb bring canftrin- 
ged with a conyulfive Motion,the Lochia allo are often liop'd: Hence 
evere Symptoms enſue ; and oftentimes it happens, that a Feyerei- 
ther thereby is fi:ft raiſed, or being induc'd by ſome other cauſe, is 
rendred far more dangerous. Secondly,as to the Unity diffoly'd by 
the Placenta being broken; it happens either at the due Time of De- 
livery,or when it is precipitated and over-hafty ; and then the Secon- 
dine is thrown out entire,or being brokey,part of it being left behind, 
it comes away,as it were,at halfs. If a Child-birth happens at the juſt 
time,and the Fer falls away intire,and without Violence, from the 
Cavity of the Womb.with its Evellopings,as ripe Fruit from a Tree, 
the Mouths of the Veſſcls are ſomewhat opened,that the Lochig flow 
moderately; and hence no ſevere Symptom is feared. But if the 
Fetw, vot yet ripe for Delivery, be tourn away,as it were,by force, 
tho the Placenta, with the Membranes,are tourn away entirely,yet the 
Veſſels being broken, a great Hzmorrhagie,and at length the Mouths 
of the Veſlcls glecting forth a ſtinking Ichor, an ulcerous Diſpoſition 
enſues. And if part of the Seconding or the whole, fticks to the fades 
of the Womb after Declivery,and there putrifies, they gleet forth very 
ſtinking Ichors,and cauſe miſchievous AﬀeRs: Oftentimes the Ori- 
fice of the Womb is ſhut.and retains within Clots of Blood, and pieces 
of Membranes or Fleſh; which putrifying through Heat,poyſon the 
Blood, and Humors flowing thither by Circulation from the whole 
Body, and by a troubleſome Irritation.ſtir the Parts of the Womb, 
which are very ſenſible, into Contrractions. 

Since therefore, after Child-birth, an Injury is brought on the 
Womb after the foreſaid Manners, the ſame is ſoon communicated 
to the other Parts, not without a Diſturbance to the whole Body; 
which is vſually done m a double Reſpect ; for firſt, th's happens 
becauſe the Lochia, hindred from being voided forth, preſently rt 
{tagnate into the Maſs of Blood, and defile it with a ſortof virulent 
Miaſm, Moreover,from the Contents putcitying in the Won ies 
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the Subſtance it (elf of the Icbor,or the Particles departing from the 
cadaverous thing, are mix'd with the Blood and —— paſ- 
fing through them,and in a ſhort time infect their w iquors. 
Secondly, Hyfterick Aﬀedts are extended far and near by of 
the mighty accord there is betwixt the Womb and the Brain, 
with the Fibres and Membranes of the whole Body, by the means 
of the Conveyance of the Nerves: For when the extremities 
of the Nerves plac'd about the Uterine Parts are driven into Cramps 
and Convulfions by reaſon of the preſcence of the off-nfive Humor, 
the Convulgons there entred upon, preſently being conveyed upward 
by the Effarts ard Coartations of theNerves,creep toward the Brain: 
And lo it happens that the Viſcera are ſuccefſively puft up, and vio- 
leatly convuls'd, and at length that the Brain it ſelf is ſtruck with it, 
and that its FunQions are overwhelmed,as it were: Hence,upon con-+ 
rylfive Motions began about the Wemb,a puffing up of the Belly and 
Hypochondres,a rumbling there a Vomiting,a Belching,a ftraitneſs of 
the Pracordia,and a difficult Breathing, a ſenſe of Choaking,and often 
aStupor.and a loſs of Speech,or at leaft ſome of theſe are cauſed: Noe 
daes the Tragedy wholly ceaſe ſo, but the Brain being alſo offended 
by the continuation of the Aﬀect,the Injury is retorted thence on the 
other Parts, that often the whole Gents Nervoſum is fore'd into Irre- 
gularities of Motions: For what is vulgarly ſaid to be done by Vapars, 
and the affect, which creeping from below upward is called an aſcent 
of Vapors,is nothing elſe,but the parts of the Membranes and nervous 
Ductus's forc'd ſucceſſively into Cantrations. Moreover, in theſe 
kinds of Aﬀects, the inward ation does nat always begin, or is firſt 
felt in that Region or Place, where the Injury is inflicted, nor do the 
Paſſions which are ſaid to be hyſterical,only proceed from theWombz 
for ſometimes the difturbance is brought immediately on the Brain, 
but the Cramps and ContraRjons begin in the extream parts, and 
ſametimes the extremities of the Nerves are twiched ſomewhere in 
the Viſcera, ſuppoſe the Stomach,Spleen, Reigns,arc leſs than in the 
Womb; in which Irregularities arifing,are continued in the neigh- 
bouring Parts, and thence into the Brain: From which again Con- 
vulgons are reflected unto other Parts, and often into the whole 
Body : That the thing is ſo jn Women in Child-bed,and others that 
have Fevers, I have often obſcrv'd: To wit, ſome by reaſon of the 
Womb being ill affeted,and others by reaſon of the febrile Matter 
fix'd in the Brain by a critical Metaftafis fall into Paſſions in a man- 
ner hyſterical : And theſe things being duely confidered concerning 
the Apparatus previous to the Fevers of Wamen in Child-bed,we need 
not ſtay here longer,only it may be obſerved that the Bodies of Wo« 
men in Child- bed ( eſpecially thoſe which are weak and of a tender 
Conftitution ) are very much debilitated after a laborious and difh- 
cult delivery, fo that by reaſon of this (ole occaſion they eaſily fall 

into 
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into feveriſh Diftempers, an being canſed this or another way, they 
bear them ill; now next let us ſpeak of the Fevers themſelves, with 
which Women in Child bed are wont to be troubled : Of which 
Aﬀects, three kinds,as it were,are vulgarly inſtanced, viF. the Laftea! 
Fever, the Putrid, or of that kind which is mark'd by ſome bor. 
rowed Symptoms, as eſpecially the Pleurifie, the Quinſe, or the 
Small-Pox, of which we ſhall ſpeak in order. , 


The Lafeal Fever. 


Am of Opinion, That the milky Chyme made of the Aliments in 
the Viſcera, and thence mixt with the Blood for a nutritive to, 
is again preſently ſeparated, for the greateſt part, from its Maſs, by 
the help of the Glands in the Womb, of in the Breafts, even as the 
Serum is in the Reins; that it might afford Nouriſhment to the Fae« 
tus eitherin the Mothers Belly,or carried in her Acms. During the 
time of being with Child,tho the greateft part of it be derived to the 
Womb,yet in the laft Months. a little of it is depos'd in the Breafts,but 
about the third or fourth Day after Child-birth,the Milk is carried to 
the Breafts more plentifully, and; as it were, with a certain Impetus, 
that it ſoon fills them to a Tenſion, and begins to load them. At 
this time Women delivered (tho not all, yet moſt) are wont to be af- 
fect-d with a feveriſh Diſt -mperature, a Thirſt, Heat, and Reftlefſ- 
neſs of the whole Body: They complain of a ſad Pain in the Back and 
Shoulders, of a fulneſs of the Breaſts, and a burning, and, unleſs the 
Milk be diligently drawn from thence, being heap'd together too 
much, it often cauſes an Inflammation with a following Abſceſs in 
the Breafts: This Fever, ſo the Lochia paſs as they ought, ſeldom laſt 
above three Days, but about that time, a copious Sweat ſpontaneoul- 
ly arifing, is wont to be appeas'd : Yet this Diftemperature raiſed by 
the coming of the Milk, is ſomewhat intended, and ftays longer, if 
at any time the Milk being freely entred into the Breaſts, be not 
drawn away, but be again repell'd thence ; for upon its departure, 
even as upon its coming, a perturbation is wont to ha in the 
whole Body, with a Thirft 1nd Heat, which alſo moft certainly 
comes to paſs, if that happens to be violently driven away with re- 
pelling Topicks : But being driven from the Breaft by their help, or 
departing thence of its own accord, it is voided with the Lechia in 
the form of a whitiſh Humor, and a Sweat, or a full perſpiration 
exterminates the reliques of the Diſeaſe, But if by this kind of Di- 
{emperature, being cauſed by reaſon of the commotion of the 
Milk, the Lochia are ftopt, or Errors in Dict are committed, or 
ſome evident cauſe happens, (o that the efferveſcence of the Bloo'l 
be intended, often the Leftcal Fever, joyning to it worſe Symptom, 
turns to a Putrid or Malignant, 
The 
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The Cure of this Fever is committed wholly to Nature, and as 
bng as the Lechia are as they ought, it pales off for the moſt part 
will enough without any phyfical Help: For after an efferveſcence of 
the Blood,carryed on for three or four Days,cither a copious Sweat, 
or a free Tranſpiratious, reſolves this Aﬀect : To wit,either the Par- 
ticles of the laCteal Humor, degenerated in affimilating, or the aduft 
Recrements remaining after the Deflagration of the Blood, or both 
of them together adminiftring a Fuel to the Fever, are ſubdued by 

and evaporated forth, which being ſent forth, the Blood 
being become free from its extraneous Mixture, ſoqn recovers its 
former ftate, tho in the mean while ſome vulgar Rules concerning 
the admiſſion of the Milk, or the driving away of the fame from the 
Freafts, are wont to be obſerved. If the Milk ſprings into the 
Breafts in too great a plenty, then to prevent their Inflammation, 
and an immoderate efferveſcence of the Blood, let the Diet be thin 
and ſpare, vsz.of Broth without Fleſh, and in a ſmall quantity : Al- 
ſolet the Breafts be emptied hy a frequent ſucking : If it be not 
convenient for the Mother to give the Infant ſuck, it is uſual on the 
firſt, or third Day after delivery, to cover over all the Breafts with 
tly aftringent Cere-cloths, as with the red Lead Plaiſter,Gc. For 
the ſpungy Subſtance of the Glands is ſomewhat conſtrtng'd, 
whereby they do not fo readily receive the lateous Humor flow- 
thither, tho this kind of Remedy ought to be cautiouſly us'd, 
if the Milk be wholly excluded, or be driven away from the 
Breaſts too much in a croud, preſently reftagnating into the Blood, 
it cauſes a diſorder of the ſame ; as a forerunner of a putrid or ma» 
bgnant Fever : Of which we muft ſpeak next. 


The Putrid Fevers of Women in Child-bed. 


Omen in Child-bed, through the taint of their ill-affected 

Body, as tho they were ftruck with the Contagion of a pe- 

ſtilential Air, are found to be extreamly obnoxious to a Putrid or ra 
ther Malignant Fever, tho all do not equally receive the taint of this 


Diſeaſe 3 for pgor Women, Hirelings, Ruſticks, and others us'd.to 


hard Labours, alſo Viragoes, and Whores, who are clandeftinely de- 
livered, bring forth without great difficulty, and in a ſhort time afe 
ter, rifing from their Bed, return to their wonted Labours: But 
Women that are rich, tender, and beautiful, and many living a ſe- 
dentary Life, as tho they partak'd of the Divine Curſe after a more 
ſevere manner, bring forth in Pain, and preſently after their delivery, 
lye in an uneaſy and dangerous cendition: The reaſon of which 
ſeems to lye in this, that thoſe that uſe much exerciſe, continually 
exagitate, and eventilate the Blood, and therefore after the Menſes 
are ttopt, heap together fewer Miaſns for the matter of the Diſcaie :

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Moreover, labouring and aQtive Women, hafing the nervous Part, 
more firm.are lefs ſnbjet to convulfive Motions, and the Atcts wi. 

calted hyfterical : On the contrary,in nice Women,and fach 4 
live idly,during the time of their being with Chifd,the Mafs of Blood 


becomes impure and fermentative : Moreover, becaule they have thi |

6ecafion they undergo DiltraCtions of the animal Spirits, and difos 

derly Motionsof the nervous Parts: And here It is to be noted by the 

by,that Women, before Men, and ſome of that Sex before others, are 

tronbled with the AﬀecXs called hyfterical, not ſo much by reafon of 

the fanlt of the Womb it felf, but by reafon of the weaker Conftity. 
fions of the Brain and genw Nerogſum: For in Perſons fo affeteq 

Paflions of Anger,Fear,Sadneſs; alfo all vehement or ſtrong Objects 
eaſily pervert the Craſes or FanCtions of thoſe parts,which when they 

have been onee injur'd,they afterward in a manner always accuftom 

themſelves to the ſame Irregufarities. But to return whetice we made 

4 Digreffion: The Fever even now mentioned is worit to infeſt Wo- 
Mien in Child-bed at various tires, and for divers Occafions; fome- 
fimes it artfes preſently after delivery,cſpecially if it has been difficult 
#nd laborions,ſometimes the fecond,third, or fourth Week ; tho the 
hte it begins, the ſafer it is wont tobe; the Type of that effect pat 
fes after this manner : After a previous Indiſpofition, an open Feret- 
Mhne(s for the moſt part, with a cold and a ſhivering, makes the firft 
Awafton, which preſently is followed by a Heat, after enſues a Sweat 

for a Day hapſy or two, there are various reciprocations of Fits of 

Heat and Cold : Afterward, the Blood being kindled throughont, the 
Lechsa, unleſs ſuppreft before,cither ffow a little,or wholly It 

the Diſeaſe be acute, and of a quick motion, on the third, or fourth 

Day it comes to its height,then there is an infenfe Heat, with a very 

troubleſome Drought,a vehement and quick Pulſe, there are obftinate 

k great reftlefinefs of the whole Body, (o that the Diſea- 

fed continually tofs themſelves this way and that in their Bed, the 
Hrine is thick and raddy, and other fevere Symptoms are rite : 

WhilR the Fever is thos in its height, a Criſis is not to be expected; 
for IF have never feen this Diſeafe reſolved by a critionl Sweat ;, nay, 
the caſe is very upon; ſo that after the Blood has boyfd for 
fome time, the after preſently being convey'd into the 
Brain, dangerous and very fore Icregularities of if, and of the gaie 
Nervoſim ay enſue, for convulfive Motions of the Tendons, 
wonderful Diftenfions about the Viſcera, and puffings up, reſem* 
bling hyfterick Paſfions, oftentimes are raiſed : Moreover, fome- 
times a Phrenſy, a Delirium, often a Stupor and a Speechleſſnes 
alfo follow ; almoſt in all the Strength is ſuddenly caft down with- 
out a manifeft Cauſe, the Pulfe becomes weak and uneven, and the 
Difcaſed are often precipitated intu Death : If any haply eſcape, ci- 
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ther the flowing of the Lochis being reſtor'd, or a Diarrhea ſuper< 
rening, they recover with much ado after a long lying ill * I have 
known purple Spots to have appear'd in ſome ; indeed in moſt the 
ptoms which regard either the Blood or the nervous Juice, ar- 
no ſmall malignity. 
The Procatartich Cauſes of this Feyer,on which the malignity and 
ty danger of this Diſeaſe depend, are chiefly two; 0:4. firſt, an 
il Diſpoſition of the Blood, after a long ſuppreffion of the Menſes : 
K&condly ( after delivery ) the evil Aﬀects of the Womb from the 
dangerous labours of Women ( which make out the Divine maledi- 
Rion : ) After the Menſes being long ſuppreſt, the Blood does not 
only grow turgid,and its (ulphureous parts being rais'd too much,are 
rendred mogg apt for Inflammation,but moreover,the maſs of Blood 
s imbued with very fermentative Particles, ſo that (as is hinted be- 
fore) being ſtruck, as it were, with a venemous Miaſm, as it ferments, 
it forthwith is depas'd- taward a putrefaction and corruptive irre« 
gularities, and befides, it may preſently poyſon the Nervous Li- 
quor, ard render it offenfive to the Brain and the whole genus Ner- 
whm: This kind of taint communicated to the Blood, ought to be 
parg'd forth by a copious flowing of the Lochje; but if after delive- 
ry, the Womb be out of order, there is not only a ſtoppage of the 
Lxbis, and ſo the Reparation of the whole Blood is hindred, but be« 
bdes, Rtinking Ichors are thence tranſmitted to the Blood, and great- 
infect it. Alſo by reaſon of convulfive Motions begun about the 
Womb, and thence continued to the other Parts, Irregularitics are 
rais'd in the Blood and Juices, which often conſpire to the produs 
Gon or exaſperation of a Fever. | 
The evident Cauſes which either cauſe an actual efferveſcence in 
the Blood, having gotten a Dyſcraſy,or trouble the whole Body with 
the Diftempers of the Womb are divers; for theſe make a painful 
delivery, a ſolution of unity about the Womb, a contuſion, a reten- 
tion of preternatural things, an ulcerous Diſpofition, and a great ma- 
ny other Accidents, which are caus'd through ſome neceflity 7 but 
the occaſions in the power of Patients, and eaſy to be avoided, which 
are wont to raiſe this Fever, are chiefly two; vx. an ill form of 
Viet, and a taking Cold. It's a uſual thing to give to weak Women 
after Child-birth oa the firft and ſecond Day, the Fleſh of Animals, 
or their Gelly-broths, and other Food very diſproportionate to their 
Conſtitutions z whence preſently an indigeftion and great diſquiet- 
ings ariſe in the Viſcera, and feveriſh turgeſcencies in the Blood, by 
reaſon of a nutritive Juice richer than it ought. Befides Errolg 
committed in Diet, otten an Injury is caus'd, for that their Bodies, 
Which are very tender, and by reaſon of the Labors of Child-birth, 
and the excluſion of the Fats, are all full of open Pores, ace too 
uhwarily expos'd to the open Air: For moft, being impaticnt of 
Nnan their 
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their Bed, put on their Cloaths,and riſe from it within a Day or two, 
or ſooner than they ought : Thereby preſently the Pores of the 
Skin being preſently ftopt, and the Air getting into the Uterine 
Parts, tranſpiration is check'd, and often the Lochra are ſuddenly 
ſtop'd, either of which ſuffices to raile a feveriſh efferveſcence, 
The conun# Cauſe, or formal Reaſon of this Diltemper, compre- 
hends chiefly theſe three things ; to wif, there are at preſent, firſt a 
mighty Di'crafie of the Blood, that growing very bot from a Fever 
occaſionally rais'd, it does not burn evenly, nor does it ſubdye by 
degrees the aduft Recrements, and purge them forth critically ; 
moreover, the boiling Blood is preſenrly loos'ned in its Mixture, ind 
its Texture being loos'ned, it declines toward Corruption 3 hence, 
when it has boild a little, the Spirits, being caſt tram their Go- 
vernance, are driven into Confuſion : Mean while, the ſu'phureoug 
Particles become maſterle(s and exorbitant ;z wherefore the Strength 
fails withuut a manifeſt Cauſe, the Pulle hecomes weak and dilor- 
derly, Tho from the D_ flagi ation of the Blood a great many aduſt 
Recrements are h-ap'd together, yet nothing is duely concotted or 
ſeparated; but Nature being greatly oppreſt, altho the Diſeaſed con- 
tinually (weat, they often receive no eaſe thereby : But the febrile 
M.itter, which ought to be purged forth, being conveiecd into the 
Head and genus Nerveſum, caules there very force Perturbations of 
the animal Occonomy. Second!y, T he Tragedy of this Diſeaſe, for 
a good part of it, is aſcribed to the nervous Juice forthwith turning 
| ſharp, and therefore rendred diſproportionate to the Brain andits 


Appendix ; for this being defi;ed with a Taint contracted from the ' 


Bluvd, does not gently irrigate and mildly inſpire its Subj.Cts, but 
(as when an Infuſion of Vitriol is pour'd on a Warm) mightily velli- 
cates, and irritates into ContraCtions, and, as it were, into M>tions 
of Trepidations and Leapings thoſe tender Parts, and (ſometimes 
wholly overthrows their FunCtions : Hence Contractions, ſevere 
ConyulGons, a Delirium, Watchings.ſumetimes a Stupor, and fleepy 
Aﬀects, happen to Women after deliveiy. Third'y, whilſt thee 
things are done, often a third Troop of Symptoms infelt the Dy 
eaſed; to wit, for that the Womb, bring lome way hurt, moves it 
ſelf diſorderly, and is ſtruck with a Contraction in theſe or thoſe 
Parts; thence preſently by the Membranes and nervous Ductus's, 
convuiſive Motions pervade the whole Region of the Abdomen, 
whercefore the Viſcera and Hypochondrcs ace blown up, Belching 
and violent Vomitings are raiſed ; afterward the Aﬀect creeping up- 
ward, and poſletting the nervous Parts of the Thorax, a difficult and 
uneven Breathing, a Palpitation of the Heart, a fenſe of Choaking 
in the Throat, by realon of the Muſcles thcre drawn together, and 
other Symptoms are raiſed thronghont the whole, upon the {ame 
I juries being communicated to the Brain. Th 
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The Fevers of Women after delivery, are ſcarce ever free from 
danger, tho ſometimes it happens for them to be cur'd about the firſt 
beginnings, by a thin Diet, and upon reſtoring the flowing of the 
Lochia: But if the feveriſh Diftemper has laid deep Rocts, that the 
Blood be wholly kindled, and boils immoderately, we can give but 
an ill Prognoftick 3 and there will be a greater Cauſe of Danger,if be- 
fides a Heat diffus'd through the whole, the Diſeaſed are ſeized with 
a frequent ſhivering, if they are affected with a great Reſtleflneſs, 
and Watchings, with ſudden Concufſions of their Bodies, or Contra- 
Qions of the Tendons : If on the third or fourth Day they complain 
of a ringing of the Ears, with a great Repletion of the Head,you may 
ently gather, that a great Evil is at hand, to wit, a Metaſtafis of 
the febrile and offenſive Matter into the Brain ; nor is leſs to be feared 
if there lies an Opprefſion and Load on the Precordia,that the Diſea- 
ſed cannot freely breath, nor draw their Breath deep, nor from the 
botfom of the Thorax ; but only from the upper part of it,and that 
fhort,and with a Blowing, ſo that in the mean while the Diſeaſed are 
forc'd to fit upright,and to move themſelves this way and that,after 
a reftleſs manner; for this argues the Blood to ftagnate about the 
Heart and Lungs,alfo that it is apt to grow clotty,and to be coagu- 
lated: And if worſe, yet Aﬀects of the Brain and genus Nervoſum enſue, 
and the Pulſe becomes weak and uneven,you may declare the Caſe to 
be deſperate: But (as it ſometimes falls out, tho rarely) atter a Fever 
is kindled,and threatens ſeverely,either a flowing of the Lcohia, or a 
Diarrhoea happens with Relief, ſome Hope may be admitted. 

Concerning the Cures of theſe kinds of Fevers, a Phyſician has a 
rery hard Task ; becauſe, among the Vulgar, all Medicines to Wo- 
men in Child-bed are accounted not only uſeleſs, but likewiſe very 
-hurtful 3 wherefore, Phyſicians are (ſeldom called, but when there is 
no place left for Medicines, and the occafion for a uſeful Afſiſtance 
is wholly paſt: And if they are preſent about the firſt beginnings of 
the Diſeaſe, it will not be an cafie thing to procure Health to the Diſ- 
eaſed by vulgar Remedies ; and whatloever they try, unleſs it gives 
Help, is affirmed by old Women, and thoſe that are about them, 
as pernicious, and the only Cauſe of their Death : That in reality, 
there is wont to accrue to us about the Cure of no Diſeaſe, lefs 
Benefic and more Diſgrace than of this. 

Now the Method of Cure{even asin contagious Diſeaſes)is twofold; 
to wit, Prophylattich and Therapenrick: The former of theledelivers 
Precepts and Cautions,with whichWomen in Child-bed are preſerved 
from the Incurſfton of Fevers; the other ſuggetts curative Intentions, 
with which the Diſeaſed if it may be) recover again their Health. 

1, Tho this Fever, however mahguant it be, isnot accus'd of Con+ 
tagion,and there be no fear in thoſe that lie in, of a venemous Miahm 
being reccived from without ; nevertheleſs, all Women in Child-bed 
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have an innate Minera of Virulency, and ought to have a care of the 

miſchief of this, as a Fomes of a mighty Malignity ; wherefore they 

have need of an exact Governance, that after Child-birth the Impury- 

ties of the Bleed, and Humors may be ry dhe without the danger 
0 


of a Fever ; and that the evs/ AﬀeRs of t mb be bealed; and that 
the Serengeb, broken and debilieated by Child-birth,may be duely re 
flored. For theſe ends, theſe three things are to be chiefly inculcated 
in the Prez(cripts of Phyſicians : Firſt,l think it neceſſary that a moſt 
exact form of Diet be ordered for Women in Child-bed ; to wit,that 
at leaft for a Week they wholly feed on Oat-broaths, ſometimes pre. 
par'd with Ale, ſometimes of Water mixed with White-wine; be- 
cauſe they are much emptied,therefore they may ſup often of them ; 
but let nothing of a ſolid or ftrong Food be given ; for I have dik- 

tly obſerv'd that an over-hafty eating of Fleſh, or of a rich Food, 
Fas oftentimes brought theſe Fevers. For, Women in Child-bed 
ought to be managed not only as Perſons ſorely wounded, but as 
having gotten a feveriſh Indiſpoſition from a troubled Crafis and Di- 
temperature of the Blood ; for in them, the Blood being tor a long 
time too much exalted and inſpired with an impure Miaſm, preſently 
upon the Acceſs of any ſulphureous Fuel, takes a light Flame. The 
ſecond Care, after Diet, muſt be, that the Pores be not clos'd, or the 
Lochia ſftopt, upon the unwary Admiſſion of an outward Cold ; for 
upon the lighteſt occafion, the way of the Tranſpiration being 
chang'd, the Blood, before fermenting, falls into Diſorders, alſo the 
Womb being touch'd with the breath of the Air, contracts it (elf, 
and cloſes the Mouths of the Veflels, that the Lochia do not flow : 
Wherefore in any wiſe Women ought to be kept in Bed five Days af- 
ter Child-bearing. I know its the vulgar way to take Women out of 


Bed the third Day,but I have known many to have fall'n into Fevers. 


thereby z and in truth, if we will have Child-bearing Women ſe- 
cure from danger, the ſafeſt way will be, to keep them in Bed lon- 
ger. Th:re remains a third Scope concerning Preſervation, that in 
Women in Child-bed, by giving ſomewhat gently to ftir the Blood, 
we continue a flowing of the Lochia: For this end, Midwives are 
wont (if at any time after a difficult Child-birth that Evil be fear'd) 
to give Sperm ce&ts, Powder of Iriſh Slate, or Saffron fteep'd with 
White-wine: Moreover, to prepare Broths, that they may fuſe the 
Blood more,of Water mixed with White or Rheniſh Wine,in which, 
or alſo in Whey, they boil Marigold-flowers, Penny-Royal, or Mug- 
wort. There are a great many other kinds of Adminiftrations in 
uſe for Women in Child-bed, which I willingly paſs by, as being 
yulgarly known. 

The Cure of the Fever following Child-birth far differs from the 
Method uſed in Putrids : For in that it isnot to be expected that the 
Blood being ſtruck with a febrile Burningſhould burn on by degree q 
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and then ſhould ſubdue the aduft Recrements heap'd together by de- ' 
grees in its Boſom, and ſhould ſeparate the ſame by a Criſis 3 but ra- 
ther (as is beſt done in a malignant) afſoon as the Blood boils immo- 
derately, it is good to exagitate it, and to ſend forth its hateroge» 
neous and impure Mixtures by Remedies gently promoting Sweat 


,wherefore it is uſual among the Vulgar (and that not amiſs) to give 


preſently Sudorificks to Women in Child-bed that are feveriſh : By 
this means the Blood being eventilated, its Efferveſcence is appeaſed ; 
alfo by reaſon of its Agitation,the Lochi4,apt to be reftrained,are fti> 
mulated to a flowing, It is much diſputed among Authors whence 
the Beginnings of theſe kinds cf Fevers ought to be computed; to 
wit, Whether from the Birth it ſelf,or from the firft Senſe of the Fever- 
iſhne(s:But it little matters whether it be concluded this way or that; 
for, fince this Fever does not juftly obſerve the wonted Stages of Pu» - 
trids,nor is to have a Crifas,nor at all admits the uſe of a Cathartick 
Remedy,there is no cauſe for us to be any ways ſollicitous concerning 
its Period or Menſuration as to Days: But it will be only uſeful for us 
to diſtinguiſh concerning its curative Indications,of what things are 
to be done in the Beginning,Encreaſe,and End of this Diſeaſe z what 
alſo we ought to attempt while the Strength holds ſomewhat good ; 
and what in the ſame being deprefſcd and greatly dejected. 

When therefore any Woman brought to Bed is firſt affected with 
this Fever (whoſe Invaſion is diftinguiſhed from the Lacteal, becauſe 
it begins for the moſt part with a cold Shivering) preſently we muft 
endeavour that the Fewel be plentifully withdrawn from the burn» 
ing Blood ; and, as I have adviſed above, let the Fleſh of Animals, or 
Broths made of the ſame, be wholly forbidden : For thefe fix the 
Blood, and conftipate it too much, and hinder'its purging, which is 
rery neceflary both by the Lagh1a, and by cutaneous Franſpiration : 
And rather,tho the Fever be prefling,let Decodtions, Powders, and 
ConfeQions, be given of moderately hot things: Of this kind (as I 
faid before) are the Decoctions, or diftilled Waters of the Flowers of 
Marigolds, of the Leaves of Penny-royal,of Mugwort, of the Roots of 
Scorzonera, alſo bezoartick Powders, Spirit of Harts-horn, the fixed 
Salts of Herbs, Oc. If the Lochia are ftopt, we muſt try all ways to 
move then to flow again ; for promoting theſe, Friftions conduce, 
and Ligatures about the Thighs and Legs,the Soles of the Feet, ſome- 
times Cupping-glaſſes, or Veficatories about the Thighs, or Hips, al- 
ſo in the Soles of the Feet ; ſometimes alſo Blooding in the Ancleis 
good : Mean while, let a Fomentation of an hyfterick Decoction be 
applicd about the Share,or let a Weathers Call, taken forth warm,be 
laid on the lower part of the Belly: It has been found by Experience, 
that Peffaries, and uterine Injections, have ſometime done good ; if 
the Belly be coftive, let it be gently loos'ned by the Violet Suppo- 
ſitory, or an emollient Clyſter. We mult beware of a too ftrong lc- 

ritation, 
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ritation, becauſe it is known, that in Child-bed the Strength is ſud. 
denly caft down, with a Swooning, by a copious Purging, even as in 
a Malignant Fever. If at any time,with a Supprefſion of the Lochia, 
there be a mighty Perturbation of the Blood, with a Vomiting, x 
Thirft, and Watchings, I have often known Laudanum mix'd with 
Saffron, given with good Succeſs, Inftcad of a cooling Julep, this 
kind of Mixture may be proper : Viz. Take Water of Penny-royal,and 
of Bawm, of each three Onnees, Hyſterich-water two Ounces, Sup of 
Mugwore an Ounce and a balf, Tintture of Saffron two Drams, Caſto- 
reum tyed in @ Rag and bung mn the Glaſs a Scruple : Mix them. Let 
three or four Spoonfuls of this be taken divers times in a Day, 

2. If, notwithſtanding the uſe of theſe kinds of Remedies, the Fe- 
ver ftill grows worſe,and is increaſed by degrees with a worſe Ap 
ratus of Symptoms, ſo that hefides the Diſorders of the Blood, the 
Brain and nervons Parts begin to be affected, Medicines, tho a 
great inauy of them of every kind are tryed, oftentimes can do no- 
thing: Nay, in this caſe, the Indications are in a manner coinci- 
dent with thoſe that are to be made uſe of in the Plague it ſelf; for 
the Locbia being a good while ſuppreſt, they cannot eafily, or ſcarce 
at all, be brought again in a great Confuſion of the Blood and Hu- 
mors: Therefore it is good quickly to raiſe a Sweatz to wit, That 
the Corruptions made in the Blood and nervous Juice, and reftagna- 
ting from the Womb, may in ſome ſort be ſent forth by Sweat and 
inſenfible Tran(piration : Wherefore here Bexoartick Powders and 
Confetions, Spirit of Hart s-horn, or of Scot, Tinttures of Coral or of 


Pearl, conduce. I have ſometimes ſeen, that by the help of thele 


kinds of Medicines, in a deſperate Caſe, ſomewhat of Hope has 
ſhewn it ſelf, the Pulſe and other Symptoms promiſing a little bet- 
ter; tho the Cure has ſeldom ſucceeded: But when that uſe of Cor- 
dials was remitted, the Diſeaſed fell head-long into Death, with a 
weak Pulſe, and a Looſneſs forthwith ariſing. 

3. When till the caſe of the Diſcaſed grows worſe and worſe,that 
the Fever being increaſed, the Pulſe is weak and uneven,” and fre- 
quent Shirerings, and convulfive Motions infeſt the whole Body, 
with a Delirium, or a Stipor ; then let the Phyſician, firſt giving 
a Prognoſtick of Death, ivfiſt on fewer Remedies, and thoſe, in a 
manner, only Cardiack : And let him wholly abſtain from Blooding, 
Scarifying, Veſicatories, or the uſe of Cupping-glaſſes ; for ſuch 
Adminiſtrations bring only an Il|-will and Diſgrace, that thereby 
we are accounted by Women hard hearted and cruel.

Of the Fevers of Women in Child-bed. 647 


The Symptomatick Fevers of Women in Child-bed. 


HE acute Diſeaſes of Women brought to Bod, do not only 
follow the Type of the foreſaid Fever, but are ſometimes at- 
tended with ſome notable Symptom; to wit, the Quinſey, Pleuri- 
fie, Peripneumonia, Dyſentery, Small-Pox, or of ſome other kind; 
and then they arg call'd by the Names of thoſe Aﬀects. It is not 
proper to repeat in this Place what belongs to the Natures and E(- 
ſences of each of them at large z but I ſhall briefly ſet down what 
thoſe Diſeaſes, complicated with the Aﬀects of Women in Child- 
bed, have peculiar to them, as to their Cauſes or Cures, 

We judge that all thoſe Symptoms proceed from a certain Coagu- 
lation of the Blood, and afterward its Extravaſation : Now while the 
Blood is extravaſated in one part, every natural and critical Eflux of 
it is ceſtrain'd in another 3 wherefore there is danger,|eft while the 
Blood begins to be coagulated either in a particular and uſual Focus 
of Congelation, or univerſally in its whole Mafs,preſently the flowing 
of the Lochia be ſtopt ; which in reality happens for the moſt part, 
and therefore thoſe Aﬀects are moſt commonly mortal to Women 
in Ghild-bed : Neverthele(s, the Cauſe of their Death, for the moſt 
part, happens with ſome difference, to wit, in the Small-Pox, the 
flowing Lochia call inward the Malignity began to be ſent forth out- 
wardly,and wholly poilon with their Taint the Maſs of Blood and the 
Heart it ſelf; and therefore in the Small-Pox thoſe uterine Purgations 
ought to be ſtopt : But in the Pleurefie, Qrnſey, and the reſt, when + 
the Stimulus of the Diſeaſe,fix'd here or there in a particular Place 
calls to it ſelf, and wholly derives trom the Womb the Impurities of 
the Blood which ought to be voided by the Lochia, thereby it in» 
creaſes the Taint of the Blood : The Lochia reftrain'd in the Small- 
Pox might be ſent forth by a more general way ot Excretion, with 
the venemous Particles of the Dileale;zwhich indeed does not ſucceed 
in the reit by reaſon of the ſmall and more ſpare way of Excretion, 

Among theſe,the Q:-4nſey, Pluriſie, and Peripneumoma, by reaſon 
both of the great likeneſs of their Cauſe,and the Analogy of their 
Cure, may be confidered together. When a Woman in Child-bed is 
affected with either of theſc;it is to be judg'd,that behdes the Miaſms 
heaped together during the time of Ingravidation, there happens a 
certain acid Diſpoſition of the Btdod, by the means of which,whilſt 
it feveriſhly boils, certain Particles of it being imbued with a ſbarp- 
neſs, fall into a Congelation in this or that place, like Milk turning 
ſour,and conſequently coagulated: The Blood letted there, and hin- 
dred in its Circulation, hinders the Paſſage of the reft;now the Blood, 
being obftructed in its Motion, butts againſt its dam, and fo being 
heaped together round about,and driven out of its Veſſels,grows iv- 
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to a Tumor thence preſently whatſoever hzterogeneous and ſepa” 
rable is contained in its Maſs, is depoſed in the Part affected as in a 
Sink : Wherefore, the Corruptions of the Blood, which ought to 
be purg'd forth by the Womb, are deriv'd thence toward the Seat of 
this Diſcafe ; which fince they cannot be purged forth ſufficiently this 
way, both the Liquor of the Blood is more notoriouſly corrupted, 
and a Crifis of that particular Aﬀect, to wit, of the Quinſey, Pluri« 
fie, or ſome other, is rendred more difficult. 

For the Cure of theſe kinds of complicated Diſeaſes,preſently from 
the very firſt beginning,it muſt be endeavoured, that the Blood fixt 
any where and begun to be extravaſated, be reftor'd to Circnlation, 
and do not make an Impoſtume, becauſe it is very rarely that Wo- 
men in Child-bed, ſeized with thoſe ſymptomatick Fevers, are cured 
by an Abſceſs or ſpitting forth of the Matter 3 wherefore, inward Re- 
medies, which fuſe the Blood and freeit from Coagulation, are to be 
uſed ; of which kind are chiefly Diaphoreticks filled with a volatile 
Salt, as Spirit of Harts-horn, of Soot, of Urine, and the Salts them- 
ſelves: Alſo teftaceous and bezoartick Powders, Sal Prunella, De- 
coQions and Juleps of Vegetables promoting the Menſes or the U- 
rine; in all which thoſe things ought to be mixt, which by Expe- 
rience are found to be appropriated to uterine Aﬀects: Moreover, 
diſcufling Remedies, which drive away and expel the Matter ſtink- 
ing in-the Part aff:ed (of which kind are Liniments, Fomentati- 
ons, and Cataplaſms) are carefully to be applied toit. Mean while, 
let the violent Motion, and immoderate Efferveſcence of the Blood 
- be removed far from thence, and let its Excretions of Filth be con- 
veyed {till to the lower Parts, by what ways we may : For this end, 
Frictions, Ligatures, Epiſpatticks, and (if need be) Cupping-glal- 
ſes, may be applied to the Feet or Legs: In caſe the Aﬀect growing 
very much worſe, Blooding be indicated ; unleſs there be a great 
Plethora in the whole Body, and a very acute Inflammation in the 
Part affected, it will be beft to breath a Vein in the Foot, or to 
open the haxmorrhoid Veſſels with Leeches : But if neceflity prefſles 
for it to be done in the Arm, after Blooding there, let another 
Bleeding (if it may be admitted} follow in the Leg: Nevertheleſs, 
we mult give a Hint, that opening a Vein ought to be very cauti- 
ouſly ordered in theſe Caſes: For unleſs it gives Relief ( which I 
have ſeldom known to happen ) preſently the Pulſe being rendred 
more weak, the State of the Diſeaſed becomes worle, 

A Dyſentery takes its Riſe in a manner from the like Cauſe, as the 
foreſaid Aﬀects; but becauſe in this,the extravaſated Blood is preſent- 
ly poured forth, nor being reftrain'd in the Body,creates a miſchief 
there, and is ſtill more corrupted : And fince this way of Excreti- 
on is performed near the uterine Efflux,and does not derive it after- 
ward another way, hence leſs danger is feared from this Diſcaſe - han 
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from the others before nientioned ; though oftentimes this affect 
is mortal to Women in Child-bed, and that the rather, becauſe by 
a Dyſentery things that qualifie and gently aſtringe the Blood are 
indicated : And theſe are found too apt to ſtop the flowing of the 
Lochia: Wherefore in this caſe, till Women delivered are in a man- 
ner purg'd enough by a long flowing,let the Cure of the other Dif- 
eale be omitted, and let the fierceneſs of Symptoms be reſtrain'd 
only by lenifying things. 

The Indications of the Sma-Pox do not only differ from thoſe ev'n 
now above deſcrib'd, but are attended by ſome contrary to them- 
ſelves ; for they require the flowings of the Locbiato be alittle (topt, 
(asis ſaid before ) tho withal, that the Eforeſcence of the Blood, 
and a gentle Sweat, be continued : For fince in this Diſeaſe there is a 
double venemous Ferment, and the corrupted Particles of the Blood 
are carried forth two ways, Care is to be taken that the leſs and nar» 
rower Paſſage do not draw toit ſelf all the Matter,or more than it can 
let forth: Therefore, leſt the Lochia too copiouſly flowing draw inward- 
ly the Venom, which is apt to make an outward Effloreſcence, the 
form of Diet muſt be ſomewhat changld ; and in the firſt place let 
things be boyled in the Broths of the Diſeaſed, which have an Alexi» 
pharmick,together with an aſtringent Vertue ( as the Roots of Tor- 
mentil and of Biſtort,) alſo it is good to give at due Intervals of time, 
Powders, Juleps, and Opiates, endowed with ſuch a kind of Vertue 2 
Moreover, in this Caſe let it by no means be allowed Women to feed 
on Fleſh and Broths made of it, or to riſe from Bed ; but a quiet both 
of Mind and Body being procrred by what means we may, and a Dict 
being ordered of thoſe things which do not exagitate the Blood, let 
the bufineſs in a manner wholly be committed to God and Nature, 

It were an eafie thing to illuſtrate with Stories and Obſervations 
what is ſaid above, concerning the acute Diſeaſes of Women in Chld- 
bed , but the Examples which may be brought in this kind; are for 
the molt part deplorable and of an il! Event; for thoſe Fevers gene« 
rally are terminated in Death. Now to deſcribe theſe kinds of Sick= 
nefſes, will neither confirm the Endeavour of a Phyſician, nor at 
all recommend the method of Phyfick uſed in them ; however, fince 
the Knowledge of theſe makes for the better Diagnoſtick of that 
Diſeaſe, I ſhall here propoſe certain ſingular Caſes and Varieties of 
Symptoms of Women after Delivery ; in which, tho forms and ways 
of curing ſeldom occur, at leaſtwiſe you will have certajn Rules 
of Precaution of no contemptible uſe. 

Arenowned Woman about twenty fix Years of age,wasdeliver'd of 
a ſixth Child,with a great difficulty,and nat without danger of Life Oa 
the ſecond day,ſhe ate a whole Chicken. On the third, being taken up 
from her Bed, ſhe ſate for four hours in a Chair. The night following 


ſhe was ill, at which time the Mylk ſprang into her Breaſts; which ng- 
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vertheleſs foon diſappeared upon the Application of the -Diachylun 
Plaifter. The next morning ſhe complained of a Laffitude,and a Pain 
like a Soreneſs of her whole Body, allo of a Vomiting,a Nauſcouſneſs, 
and a Plenitnde about the Ventricle and Hypochondres:A very trou- 
bleſome night followed. Oa the fifth day ſhe was more openly fe- 
veriſh,and felt ſometimes a Shivering,ſometimes a Burning all about 
her. She nauſeated all things, had an Opprefſion of the Stomach; 
Moreover, bcing reſtleſs, and without fleep,the Lochia flowell but lit- 
tle, but a obitiſh Humor ( vulgarly call'd a flowing of Milk ) flow'd 
from her. In the evening ſhe had a heavineſs about the Fore-head 
and Temples, as tho ſhe were ſleepy, and began to ſleep a little:After 
an honr and a half, awaking with a troubled Fancy, ſhe complain'd 
of her Head being increas'd as it were to a mighty Bulk, alſo of her 
Jaws being cloſed that ſhe could not open her Teeth, and of her Fiſts 
being ctoſely contracted ; moreover, in her whole Body ſhe ſeemed to 
perceive a pungitiye ſort of aStupor: The Ventricle and Hypochon- 
dreg continued ftill'diftended and puff:d up. To this Perſon, Frictions, 
Ligatures, Cupping-Glafles, and other Remedies, both inwardly an 
outwardly, were applied oy png the Lochia, and deriving the 
Recrements of the Blood from the Head: The weak and diſorderly 
Pulſe did not admit Blooding : Powders and Juleps for gently moving 
a Sweat, and faſing the Blood and Nervous Juice,and hindring them 
from Reftagnations, were diligently given. Moreover, Fomnentations 
ſometimes of linnen Cloths dipt in an emollient Decoion, ſometimes 
bf the tepid Viſcera of Animals were applied to the lower Part of the 
Belty 3 mean while, ftinking things ( as is wont to be done to Perſons 
troubled with ck Fits ) were held to the Noſtrils, for hindring 
the impetnous flowing of the Blood and Spirits to the Head. Now 
theſe things and others being carefully plied for many hours,ſhe ſeem- 
ed to perceive ſome eaſe, tho ſhe ſtill dreaded of clofing her Eyes, or 
eparing her ſelf for fleep 3 for, her Eye-lids being cloſed, a thou- 
and Phantaſms came into her Head; with a noiſe and ringing in her 
whole Head. She paſſed the night almoſt without ſleep; affoon as ſhe 
began to ſlumber, prefently being frighted, and being oppreſt in the 
Przcordia, ſhe awaked, - On the fixth day, abont noon, the had a 
cold Shivering,with a ftrong Concuffion of the whole Bodyzto which, 


as in the Fit of an Intermittent Fever, preſently a Heat, afterward a 


copious Sweat ſudceeded, tho no Relicf hapned to the Sick Perſon 
thereby:For preſently after the Sweat, the teveriſh Heat renewed,and 
Convulfive affects more infeſted her. The night following, when al- 
ſo the other Symptoms grew worſe, a Palke was raiſed firft in the 
Tongue, and then preſently in the Throat, that ſhe could not ſpeak, 
and ſcarce at all ſwallow. On the ſeventh day, about the ſame houur, 
a cold Shivering again, with a Heat and a Sweating, ſciſed her, and 
thence-forward the Pulſe was far weaker and uncyen; alfo a difficult 
w Reſpiration, 
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Reſpiration, with ſhort Breath, ſciſed her ; ſhe knew not the Stan- 
ders by. On the cighth day he died. | 

Many Occafions concurred to the Death of this Women, prediſpos'd 
to a Fever by reaſon of her Ingravidation, they greatly increafing the 
Malignity of the Diſcaſe ; for, the hurting of the Womb through the 
difficult Delivery,the ſudden ftriking of the Milk from the Breathe 
eating of Fleſh, and the too quick rifing from Bed, all concurred, as | 
tho conſpiring together, for a greater Miſchief The Blood taken with 
afeveriſh Burning began Diſorders:It drew the Loch:4,and haply other 
Corruptions of the Womb, into it ſelf, and thence acquir'd a greater 
Taint and a wholly venemous Diſpoſition;the Membranes of the Viſ- 
cera, whether upon their being fill'd with a degenerate Nervous Juice, 
or upon Contractions being communicated to them from the Womb, 
were ſtruck with Convulfive Motions : For thoſe kinds of Inflationg 
and Diftenfions about the Abdomen, are really the effects of Convul- 
fions:For tho the direct Fibres contracting that Member, often com- 
preſs it, yet when the Fibres both ftreight and tranſverſe, and others 
placed in a various Site,are Convulſed together in the Membrane coms-. 
paſſing about the Cavity, part of it (wells like a blown Bladder, into 
theVacuity of which the Air ſecundarily paſſes it (elf. So far it is from 
what is vulgarly ſaid,v:z.That'the Air,or Flatw's firſt heap'd together 
there, are the Cauſe of the Diftenfgon. In our Sick Perſon the Blood 
growing hot, and ſoon being full of an aduſt and malignant Matter, 
preſently,it being incapable of being ſubdu'd,and ſeparated by Sweat, 
endeavoured to fix it in the Brain ; the firſt diſcharge of that Matter 
on the Head, by reaſon of the animal Spirits being half overwhelm'd, 
brought the Senſe of the Heads being very much increaft in bulk 
which happens after the like manner, as when the Foot, being ſciſed 
with a Stupor,ſeems to be felt much greater than it felf: Now that af- 
ter ſome eaſe,by ſlumbering,and clokng the Eyes, the affeRreturn'd 
anew,the Reaſon is, becauſe Watching,and the fticring of the Senſes, 
in ſome ſort ſhake off and remove from them the Matter beſetting 
the Brain and Nerves;which nevertheleſs, being ſeated near, and in 
a readineſs, ſleep ftcaling on, is as it were imbib'd by them, and 
throughly enters their Bodies together withthe Nutritive Juice. Now 
the Blood, tho it had copioufly diſcharged the Recrements on the 
Brain, yet it became not tree it ſelf; but being (till full of an impure 
Load, fell as it were upon a critical Eforeſcence, and with a Shiver- 
ing, followed by a Heat and a Sweat (as is uſual in a great Excretion) 
it tried again and again to ſhake off its Burthen ; tho all it could do 
by that Effort was, that the Matter ſticking to the Brain got deeper 
Root in it, and fixing it ſelf in certain Sprouts of the Nerves, it took 
away Speech, and Swallowing, and then afterward Senſation ; and 
the Maſs of the Blood being deprav'd more and more by degrees, 


at tength it became unable tor ſupporting Lite, 
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A Renowned Women, Married alittle under Twenty, being with 
Child, and during the time of her Ingravidation having uſed but little 
Diet, and almoſt no Exerciſe, underwent in her Travail Pains and 
Throws, but with Intermiſſion and a frequent Reſpite, for Twelve 
hours, and bronght forth a Son ; the Farew came away with the Se- 
cundine, and all things were well about the Womb. On the firſt and 
ſecond days ſhe was indifferently well, but on the third, after a light 
Shivering, ſhe began to complain of a Thirſt and a Heat ; which a 
Looſneſs followed, fo that ſhe had four Stools that day ; the night 
paſſed in a manner without ſleep, the feveriſh Diſtemper continued 
afterward for two days after the ſame manner ; ſhe daily had three or 
four Stools, the Lochsa as yet flowing moderately. On the fixth day, 
when by the perſwafion of Women ſhe had taken ſomewhat for mode- 
rating her Looſneſs,the Purgings of theWomb were in a manner whol- 
ly ſtopt:at which time,theFever became more intenſc,and Symptoms 
reſembling HyRterical aroſe; for , in the Przcordia ſhe had great and 
frequent Oppreflions,and had a ſenſe of Choaking in the Throat. On 
the ſeventh day, there was a more intenfe Heat, and a difficult and 
more painful Breathingzand then by a Phyf1cians Order, at that time 
firſt call'd, three Ounces of Blood were drawn from the Foot, after 
which, for four hours, ſhe was better z for a quiet ſl:ep, with a copi- 
ous Sweat,enſued, the Lechia, tho in a {mall quantity, appear" again: 
In the evening all things grew worſe, the Strength being very much 
reſoly'd,the Pulſe became weaker,and uneven; ſhe complain'd alſo of 
a Noiſe and a ringing of the Ears,with a Pl-nitude of the Head, more- 
over, ſhe had Leapings of the Tendons in her Wriſts, allo ſudden 
Convulſions of the whole Body, and ſtill the Loofncls troubled her, 
To this Perſon Cordials aud other Remedies and Kinds of Admini- 
ftrations diligently uſed by the Preſcripts of many Phyficians, did pot 
the leaſt good z the Pulſe growing weaker,aad the Strength decreaf- 
ing by degrees, on the ninth day after Delivery the died. 

This Fever depended very much on the vicious Difpofition of the 
Body, as on the procatarCtick Cauſ. ;for I have often obſerv'd, that it 
falls out ill with Women in Child-bed, who when they are with Child, 
unw holſomly feed on fruits and any forts of food,and living without 
Motion ard Exerciſe, indulge themſelves only to Idleneſs and R:ft: 
The Blood, by reaſon of the previous Cachexia, without any evident 
Occation, fell a burning as it were cf its own accord ; now whillt it 
boyl'd,depofing its Recrements and Imp ities ſtill inward,it brought 
the Looſneſs: Nor did its Maſs bzcome more pure from that almoſt 
continued Excretion, but its Mixture or Crafts being ſtill more depra- 
ved. at length the Blood fe!l wholly from its genuine Nature, and be- 
came nncapable of fermenting in the Heart : The Looſneſs natnrally 
hapning was ill ſtopt, eſpecially by the uſe of Aftringents; for I have 
often obſcrr'd, that theſe things are not attempted witheut danger : 
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for a Looſneſs has cured ſome that were il, and in that Lady, and 
in many Others ( as we have ſufficiently found by Experience) tho 
it did not take away the Fever, yet it freed them trom the more 
ſevere affects of the Brain and genw Nervoſum ; whence this Di 
ſeaſed was wholly without a Delirium, nor was ſhe ſeiſcd with Con- 
yulfive Motions, till ſhe was brought almoſt to the laſt. 

A worthy Matron about Thirty fx Years of age, going with Child 
the ſeventeenth time,was very (ad,and perplex'd with Thoughts that 
ſhe ſhould die in Child-bed vpon her Delivery : But ( as it pleaſed 
God ) ſhe was very well Delivered of a Son, and was chearful for three 
days after, On the fourth day, having eaten more of a Chicken than 
ſhe onght, a little before night ſhe fell into a feveriſh Diſtemper,with 
a Vomiting, and the Lochsa were ftop'd:All the night ſhe lay without 
fleep and reftleſs ; the next morning, within an hours ſpace ſhe had 
four Stools, and ſeem'd to be relieved ; about noon ( at which time 
I came ) ſhe complained again of a Heat and a Drought, alſo of a 
Palpitation of the Heart, and of the Aſcent of a certain heavy thing 
in her Throat 3 the Pulſe was quick and ſmall, the Urine was ruddy, 
the Lochia ſcarce appeared, I ordered that Cordial Juleps, and 
things moving a Uterine Purgation, ſhould be given to this Perſon z 
moreover, That Fomentations ſhould be applied to the lower Part 
of the Belly, alſo that the Legs and Feet ſhould often be rubbed with 
warm Cloaths: At the time for ſleep, I gave her a Grain of Laude- 
num, with half a Scruple of Saffron powdred in a Spoonful of Treacle- 
water, She ſlept quietly, and the Locbia flowed plentifully, after- 
ward, uſing a thin Diet, and things gently promoting a uterine Flux 
for a few days, ſhe perfectly recovered. 

A Noble Woman, Young, and Handſome, had a good eafie Deli- 
verance of a ſecond Daughter, and for fix days being wellas to the Lo- 
ch1a and other Accidents, ſhe was wholly free from the Suſpicion of 
any Diſtemper ; ſhe daily eat Fleſh, and'being taken forth of Bed ſhe 
lived chearfully in her Chamber. On theſeventh day, without a ma- 
nifeſt Cauſe, ſhe had a Shivering, with a Fever, and the Lechia were 
leſſened, tho not ſupprefſt, To the tenth day after her Delivery, be- 
ing only gently Feveriſh, and the Purgings of the Womb ſtill lowing, 
ſhe liv'd tree from any ſevere Symptom 3 but then,tho very Feveriſh, 
ſhe ſeemed more chearful than uſual, and more confident of her doing 
well ; in the night ſhe ſlept little,or ſcarce at all;zthe morning follow- 
ing (at which time I firſt vifited her) ſhe was manifeſtly Delirious,the 
Lochia were ſtopt, and the whole Body was in a Shivering, the Ten- 
dons in the Wriſts were Convulſed, fo that her Pulle was fcarce to be 
diſtinguiſhed ; which in the mean while was weak, uneven, and very 
quick, I declar'd, That this Perſon, unle(s the Hand of God, unex- 
peCtedly delivered her, muſt die in a ſhort time ; however, fix Grains 
of Oriental Bezoar being given in a Spoonful of? a Cordial Julep, and 
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caufing a copious Sweat with a better Pulſe,and afterward other Cop. 
dials given at due Intervals, gave fome hope of doing well, tho douht. 
ful, and not to be relied on, After four hours after I came, being in 
a iſhing Condition, the had a very large Stool, then preſently 
her th wholly fell, and within an hour and a half ſhe died. 

A Woman of Quality, ſcarce exceeding Tweenty Years of age, of 
aflorid Countenance, and a thin Body, the Lochia flowing immode- 
rately after Child-birth, uſed certain aftringent Remedies by the Ad- 
viceof the Attendants,whereby they were wholly ftopt: But a Looſ- 
nels followed ; which increaſing for three days, the Women gave her 
other Remedies to ſtop the Looſne(s, nor were they fruftrated of 
Succeſs; mean while they brought a dangerous Fever, and affeRs as 
it were Hyfterical in the place of the former ; for the unfortunate 
Woman in Child-bed was affected with a Thirſt, and a Heat, with 
Watchings, afterward with a frequent Swooning, and cold Sweats, 
Being called at this time, I ordered Cordial Remedies, and things 
to promote uterine Purgations to be drank, aud likewiſe a Clyſter 
to be injeted; the Looſneſs of the Belly being again procured, the 
Leckia alſo came down, and the Diſcaſcd being freed from the fore- 
ſaid Symptoms, and the more ſevere Diſcaſe, v:7- the Nurſes Re- 
medies, ſoon recovered from her Fever. 

Here let it be obſerved by the bye, 4hat it's very dangerous either 
to ſtop, or to alter, or thwart any Mation raiſed by Nature, tho 
anomalous. 

A Woman of Note, about Twenty Years of age, of a full and well 
Aleſh'd Habit of Body, aborted twice within a Years ſpace 3 when af- 
terward ſhe had Conceived with Child, by her Phyſicians Order, once 
a Month drinking plentifully of Whey ſhe raiſed a Vomiting, whereby 
ſhe was wont to caſt up a great deal of thick and clammy Flegm ; at 
ſo during her time of being with Child ſhe was let Blood five times. 
The time of Child-bearing being over, ſhe brought forth a Boy with 
great difficulty : The Secundine came away entirely, and ſhe purg'd 
egregiouſly. On the ſecond day, as ſhe raiſed herſelf on her Feet in 
ber Bed, that the Cloaths might be put in order, ſhe took Cold ; and 
theneeforward the Bloody Lochia were wholly ſtopt, and only a little 
ſerous Water flowed forth, On the third day ſhe began to complain 
of an acute Pain in the right fide 3 the Women preſeat applied to it 
Bags of Camomile made warm with Bricks: Nevertheleſs, the affect 
was very much increaſt with a Bloody Spittle.On the fourth day after 
Delivery a more acute Pain, with a moſt difficult and very painful 
Breathing, ſeiz'd her. By the Order of a Phyſician then coming from 
the Neighbourhood,fix Ounces of Blood were drawn from the Bafili- 
ea, and ſhe ſuddenly found Relief, and was better for ten hours, At 
. Midnight a pricking Pain return'd with the wonted fircene(s:At length 
other Phyſicians betng called to cunſulc, they all concluded that it 
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mas neceffary to bleed again in the Arm of the Side affected. | 
being drawn to four Ounces, the Pain remitted, and the Di 
breathed better : Afterward Diaphoreticks being given, ſhe fell into # 
copions Sweat, with a quiet ſleep ; but the Pulſe became more quick 
uid weaker: Alfo Contractions of the Tendons appear'd in the 
Wrifts. Preſently afterward ſhe talk'd light-headed,and within twen« 
ty four hours after Blood was drawn the laft time, ſhe died. 

That this Lady,upon the Lechia being ſuppreſt,together with a Fe- 
yer, fell into a Plurifie, the Cauſe in ſome meaſure ſeems to be the 
Bleeding ſo often uſed during the time of her going with Child ; for 
by this means the Blood, accuftom'd to be breath'd by the Arm,after- 
ward fermenting, leaving the Womb, run towards the wonted way 
of being let forth ; where not finding a Paſſage, it fixed it ſelf in the 
neighbouring fide as in the next ſeat of Extravaſation. Moreover, be- 
fides the ufnal ftate of a Plurifie, no ſmall Malignity was added to 
this Diſeaſe ; for the Blood being freed from Extravaſation, preſently 
began to be corrupted in its Crafis, and on the third day of the Fe» 
yer was fo far deprav'd, that it was not able to ferment longer in 
the Heart, and fo to continue Life. 

Not long fince, the Wife of a certain Smith was brought to Bed at 
the time that her Children were fick of the Small-Pox in the ſame 
Houſe, and her felf, as it ſeems, took the Contagion of the Diſeaſes 
for, on the ſecond day after Delivery, Puſhes began to break forth 
with a feveriſh Incaleſcence, and a Pain in the Loinsz which for three 
days, the Lochia flowing moderately, riſe up as they ought to. good 
Wheals; and tho a uterine Purgation hapned copioufly at this time, 
ſhe had*the Small-Pox very thick in her whole Body; nor were they 
only on the Sarfaceof the Skin, but they likewiſe fo filled the Cavity 
of the Mouth andThroat,that ſhe was ſcarce able to ſpeak or to (wal 
low, On the fixth day, after being Delivered, the Lochis flow'd im- 
moderately, whereby preſently the Small-Pox falling, a Swooning, 
frequent Convulfions, and other Symptoms of an ill Nature, affail'd 
the Diſeaſed, which threatned Death in a ſhort time. Bring called, 1 
preſcribed half a Dram of this Powder to be taken conſtantly every 
three hours in a Spoonful of the following Julep; = 

Take Roots of Tormenti! powdred two Drams, the buſt Bole-armmiach 
one Dram, Species of Hyacynth balf a Dram, make'a Powder. 

T:he Water of Scordium compound, of Dragonwort, of Meadow ſweat, 
of each three Ounces, Acetum Theriacle an Ounce, Syrup of Corals two 
Ounces, burnt Harts-horn half a Dram, make a Fulep. 

Moreover, I ordered that in her Broth, and in alt things ſhe drank, 
the Roots of Tormentil ſhould be boyl'd ; by theſe Remedies the ute- 
rine Purgation was wholly ſtopt, and the Small-Pox without any te- 
vere Symptom, being ripened by degrees, fell away. 

This Caſe was really difficult, and was managed with a great deal 
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of Danger ; viq. It was dangerous either for the Lochis or Small-Pox 

to be kept in, and nevertheleſs,the full Eruption of either hindred the 

Motion of the other : As long as both proceeded moderately, the Bu- 

fineſs being let to the Guidance of Nature, went on indifferently 

well; but when one prevailing, the Afﬀfiſtance of Art was required, 

- was neceflary to check the Lochia, and to put forward the Small-

CH AP. XVI. 
Of Epidemick Fevers. 


I Had defign'd to hayBput an end here to our Difſertion concern- 
ing Fevers,it being my Intent rather to write a Commentary than 
an entire Tract: But in regard certain Epidemick, Fevers are often 
rife, which obſerye no Laws, nor can be reduced to a certain Rule of 
DoGtrine ; but being wholly anomalous, vary Yearly,and therefore, as 
often as ſome one of them ſpreads it ſelf, preſently it is called the 
New Diſeaſe: Therefore I have thought it neceſſary, becauſe general 
Precents are not to be given eoncerning theſe Fevers, to ſubjoyn par. 
ticular R-lations of lome of this kind:For from the various Apparatus 
of Symptoms whereby they are wont to be marked, the Nature, and 
the whole formal Reaſon of theſe kinds of affects, will fomewhat ap- 
pear. Since therefore of late Years, within a little Tract of Time, 
three Popular Diſcaſes have reigned in theſe Countries, I ſhall give 
here, as a Concluſion to this Work, the particular Deſcriptions of 
them made formerly in the Times that thoſe Fevers reigned. 


A Deſcription of an Epidemick Fever reigning in 
Autumn, Anno 1657. made in the middle if 
September. 


E, defigning a Deſcription of a Fever violently reigning 

at this time, it is fit, that being led by the Example of 
Hippocrates, we firſt conſider the foregoing Conſtitution of the 
Year, and its Diſtemperatures, and Exceſles of the Qualities ; for 
the Cauſe of an Epidemick Piſeaſg, raiſed generally among Peo- 
ple, muft be common. We muſt note what the State of the Year 
was, and the —_—_ of our Body thence contracted, whereby 
many were affected together. Now to take the thing from its 
Drigine, The foregoing Spring, and the Time thenceforward to 
the end of the Summer, to wit, all this half Years (pace _ 
migh« 
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mighty hot and dry: But eſpecially after the Summer Soltice, the 
Heats were ſo intenſe for many Weeks together, that Night and Day 
erery one complained of the Heat of the Air, and almoft of a conti- 
nual Sweat wherewith they were all bedewed ; and that they could 
not breath freely. About the end of July, this Fever being firſt ſpo+ 
zadical, began to break forth in certain Places, that one haply, or 
two, in a Town,or Village, were ſeized with it : In moſt it carried the 
Type of an intermittent Tertian,to wit, the Fits returnedevery other 
Day 3 which nevertheleſs, without any fore-running Cold or Shiver= 
ing, infeited the Diſcaſed with a moſt intenſe Heat 3 Vomitings and 
bilous Stools happen'd plentifully in moſt,a Sweat ſucceeding, but dif= 
ficult, and often interrupted, whereby the feveriſh Acceſs ſeldom 
went off with an Apirexia : But all the time of [ntermifſion, the Difo 
eaſed continued lanquid and weak, with a Thirſt, and a Reſtleflneſs g 
in ſome, when they began to amend, after three or four Fits, a Cold 
and a Shivering began the Acceſs, and the Fever became exactly an 
intermittent Tertian; but in mott the Diſeaſe ftill grew worſe, and 
preſently became obftinate, and of a difficult Solution, with an ill 
Apparatus of Symptoms ; for the Diſeaſed being mighty hot in their 
Fits, and ſweating with Difficulty, Errors were wont to be commit=- 
ted, which daily intended the Strength of the Diſeaſe: For through 
the Impatience of the Diſeaſcd, and the Unskilfulneſs of the Atten= 
dants,the Sweat, which ought to have ended the feveriſh Acceſs, be» 
ing interrupted, ſcarce one Fit was ended, but another preſently ſuc 
ceeded, and thereby the Diſcale was wont to have erring and uncers- 
tain Periods, without an Intercefſion of an Apirexia, and afterward it 
was wont to pals into a continual Fever, as it were ; the State wheres 
of was ſometimes very dangerous,with an ill Aﬀetof the Brain, and 
grmwus Nerwoſum, that not unfrequently a Lethargy or Delirium, and 
often Cramps and convulfive Motions were raiſed. In the Month of 
Auguſt this Fever began toreign far and near among the People, that 
in every Part and Village, many lay ill of it; thoit was far more 
common in the Country and little Villages, than in the Confines of 
Cities and Towns. It ftill carried the Type of an intermittent Fee 
ver, only that through the Violence of Symptoms, and the Short- 
neſs of Intermiſſion, it ſeemed more tedious than ordinary, and 
therefore was generally call'd the Ne& D:/caſe. Moreover, it was 
cenſur'd of ſome Malignity, and gave Proots certain enough of its 
Contagion and Mortality ; in as much as it crept from Houſe to 
Houſe, and infected many of the ſame Family with the ſame cor- 
rupted Taint, and efpecially ſuch as converſed familiarly with the 
Sick : Moreover, in many Places it carried off old Perſons, and 

ſuch as were come to a Ripenelſs in Years. 
If you conſider the Nature and Efſence of the Aﬀect, this Fever 
twuſt be placed properly in the number of IntermittentsFor the Fits 
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return at ſet times; alſo for the moſt part they begin with a Cold ang 
a Shivering,and very often with a Vomiting, and preſently going on 
with a molt intenſe Heat, at length they are endedin a Sweat. The 
Urine in moſt appears of a Flame Color z clear in the Fit, with ſome 


Hypoſtaſiz, out of it thick, with ſomewhat a ruddy Sediment : The. 


Diſeaſe comes not to a Crifis by a Sweat,tho very plentiful,and often 
repeated, which might be expeed in a continual Fever : But the 
AﬀecCt holds on for many Days, and ſometimes Months,to a very long 
time, tho there happens a very great Evacuation by Vomiting, and 
Sweating almolt daily 3 which we obſerve to fall out often in an In- 
termittent Fever, (cldom in a continual : Out of the Fit, at any time 
of the Diſeaſe, Purging is conveniently ordered, which it were a 
Crime to attempt in aSynochus before fhe Signs of ConcoCtion More- 
over, that this Fever is of the kind of Intermittents, it hence appears, 
becauſe moſt recover of it,that ſcarce the thouſand part of the Dif 
caſed dies; which TI think is ſcarce heard of an Epidemick Synochug. 
About the firſt beginnings of this Diſeaſe, it appears very like an In- 
termittent Tertian, tho it may ſeem in ſome, . by reaſon of a vicious 
Predifpoſition of the Body, and of Errors committed in Diet, and 
Tranſpiration,to have paſs'd into a continual : For in thoſe in whom 
the Fits do not come to a due Determination, nor end in an Apirexia, 
by reaſon of the morbifick Matter being not perfectly blown off, in 
thoſe the Blood continually boils 3 whence it comes to paſs, that the 
Acceſles return quicker,and infelt longer ; till at length,by reaſon of 
tie ſtore of the Matter, and the languiſhing or Nature, the Blood 
becoming weak, is not able to grow turgid any longer, and to e- 
parate the febrile Matter at ſet Haurs, but endeavours to fubdue it 
by little and little, and by a continual Effcrveſcence. 

Some hap'y may Wholly place the Cauſe of this ſo Popular a Dif- 
eaſe in a malignant Conftitution of the Air, to wit, that the Particles 
of the Air breath'd in, were infected with a certain extraneous Miaſm, 
the Corpulcies of which Miaf:n being inwardly admitted, fermented 
with the Blood and Humors, ail fo cauſed this Fever in a great ma- 
1s with the ſame Appearance of Symptoms. But Ido not think that 
this Fever aroſe from a certain Contagion communicated trom the 
Air, and immediately fixing the Taint in Men, but rather from a 
certain ſebiile Diatheſis or Prediſpoſttion communicated to our Bo- 
dirs by degrees before, through the Diftemperature of the Year; 
witch at length having gotten a Maturity, is brought into Act on a 
light occationz and it cannot be ſaid ſo much to burſt forth into this 
Fever, as to grow into it, 

For when abont the beginning of July theAir wax'd im. oderately 
ht, through a moſt intenſe Scorching for many Days,it eatily altered 

"oils Blood, towards a hot an bilous Diſtemperature ; to wit, becauſe 
(as ia Wiue termeating more than it ought) the (weet and My 
a:t 
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, Part is very much ſpent, mean while the ſaline and fulphureous is 
too much exalted,that thereby the Liquor readily contraCts a Muiti- 
neſs or a Sharpneſs: Now we have ſeen elſewhere, that this kind of 
Diathefis of the Blood, whereby from a ſweet and (pirituous Tempe- 
rament,by reaſon of its too great Scorching, it inclines to a bilous, is 
very apt for Intermittent Fevers. |. Hence the nutritive Juice, which 
is continually conreied into the Maſs of Blood, is not duely concoct- 
ed, nor affimilated into Blood, but is perverted into/an extraneous, 
it were,and fermentative Matter; which arifing to a Fulneſs with 
inthe Blood, and growing turgid at ſet Periods, according{to its In- 
creaſes, brings the Fits of- an Intermittent Fever. Since therefore 
from the ſcorching Heat of this Summer,the Blood almoſt of all Men 
growing hotter than it ought,was very much parch'd;it'sno Wonder 
if thereby it contracted a very preat aptneſs to Intermittent Fevers : 
But why this Diſeaſe grew not rife during the great Heat,but rathey 
afterward, the Reaſon is, becauſe this Indiſpoſition is not.imprinted 
in our Blood at one bout, but by degrees, and not till after a long 
time; and therefore the Fruit, as it-were, of the Diſeaſe after the 
foregoing Heat of the Summer, were chiefly brought to a Ripeneſs in 
Auturmm. All do not equally contract this Aptneſs or Diſpoſition to a 
Fever; thoſe whoſe Blood being hot by Nature moſt abound with 
Sulphur, and thereby is ſooner parch'd, and thoſe who being given 
to Labors or ſtaying much.in the Sun, endur'd moſt of the Summer 
Heat, by reaſon of their Blood being more egregiouſly ſcorch'd, ca- 
fly fell into this Diſeaſe : Wherefore it ficft reigned among the Hus- 
bandmen,and chiefly in the Country : Of thoſe who had acquired an 
aptneſs to this Fever from their Blood being ſcorChed, haply ſome fell 
into it oaturally,the feveriſh Diathefis being raiſed by degrees to a Ma- 
turity,others by reaſon of a light Occafion,or an evident Cauſe,which 
is otherwiſe wont to raiſe a feveriſh Efferveſcence, as upon taking 
Cold, Surfeiting, drinking Wine, and the like ; and others fell fick 
by reaſon of a Contagion received from others 3 for Effluvia con- 
{tantly flow from the Sick, which,when they light on Bode; prediſ- 
poſed to the like Aﬀect, readily raiſe into AR the latent Powers. 

That the Conjunct Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, and its formal Reaſon 
may be known,you muſt call to Mind what is ſaid elſewhere concern- 
ing the Nature of Intermittent Fevers; to wit, we ſuppoſe that the 

Bafis, as it were, of this AﬀeCt,is a burnt and bilous Conſtitution of 

the Blood ; by reaſon of which, the nutritive Juice, datly ſupplied as 

it were by Meaſure, is not duely concoctcd, but through its being 
ſcorch'd,;turns into a fermentative Matter,and not milcible with the 

Blood. When the Blood is ſaturated with this Matter to a F :Irets, 

(which happens at ſet Intervals of Times, becauſe the nutritive J1:ics 

is ſupplied in a ſet Meaſure,as it were) it naturally fallsinto a Turge- 

ſcency, and the Eff-rveſcency raiſed tor the Expullion of this Mit- 
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Cer brings the fereriſh Fit ; which laſts ſo long, till this febrile Mats 
Cer, kindled in the Heart, and, as it were, burnt, is wholly blown 
off with the Sweat. 4 
From theſe things permitted, it is plain, that there are ſome thingy 
which in this Aﬀect, whereof we treat, happen after a peculiar man- 
ner from the common kind of Inatermittents, and therefore it js not 
unfitly call'd by the Name of a New Fever ; fuch as are, firit, that 
about the beginnings of the Difcale;the Fits begin without a Cold or 
a Shivering, but long afflict the Diſcas'd with a Vomiting,a Thirſt, 
and a moſt intenſe Heat,to whicha'Sweat for the moft part,with dif- 
ficulty,and partial, and often interrupted, enſues, whereby the Acceſs 
is not ended but in a long time: The reaſon of which ought to be ſole 
Iy plac'd in the very bilous and exceffively parched Diſpoſition of the 
Blood; for,this n——_ fromthe prevailing Sulphur, wholly hin- 
ders the wonted ſournefs of the Blood, which follows its Turgeſcency, 
and is wont toraiſe the Shiv or Cold 3 and by reaſon of this kigd 
of Temperature of the Blood, hing too much, and, as it were, 
burning the nutritive Juice, the Blood growing turgid together with 
that Juice, and itirr'd to motion, is kindled more than uſually in the 
Heart, and by its. Deflagration, it canes a moſt intenſe Heat with z 
Drought,which are moft tedious to the Diſeas'd. Bilous Vomitings 
happen not only at the beginning, but even in the middle of the Fit; 
by reaſon of the Redundancy of the Choler wherewith the /a/« Cole- 
——— oftentimes too much (ld they pour it into*theInteſtines; 
which afterward, a Contraction being raiſed in the Viſcera, is eahily 
ſent into the Stomach: The Sweat follows with difficulty,becauſe the 
Choler abounds more than the Serum ; wherefore the burnt Febrile 
Matter isnot eakily ſeparated by a Sweat, but, cither being mixt with 
the Blood, brings a long continued Efferveſcence, or being convei'd 
towards the Inteftines, produces a Vomiting or a Looſneſs. Secondly, 
this Fever differs from a vulgar Intermittent, becauſe,after a Fit end- 
ed, there is not given a full Intermiffion, ſo far as an Apirexia, but 
the Diſeas'd continue till lanquid and dry, being ill diſpoſed as to 
Their Appetite, 'Sleep, and other Accidents: Which really happens, 
becauſe by the intenſe Heat of the Fever,more of the Blood and fe- 
brile Matter is kindled, than that the Reerements remaining after its 
Deflagration,can be ſoon blown off, eſpecially becauſe a Sweat, by 
reaſon of the Drought of the Matter, with great difficulty enſues ; 
nor is the febrile Matter, to be voided forth,(ufficiently diluted with 
a Serous Latex : Wherefore,the Blood being not perfectly freed from 
its Contagion at the time of the Fit,ferments ftill,nor the Accel(s be- 
ing ended, has it a full Truce from the Diſeaſe. Mean while that 
the Blood is preſs'd after this manner with an almoſt continual Effer- 
veſcence, it differs from a Syriochus : Becauſe in this the ſulphureous 
Part of the Blood being too mugh exalted, is inflam'd,as it were, = 
makes 
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makes the Bever by its Deflagration: But the continual Ebulfition: 
which happens to this Intermittent Fever, depends wholly on the 
Confuſion of the Matter not miſcible, and the difficult Secretion of 
it from the Blood. A Synochus happens as Wine naturally ferment- 
by reaſon of its Richneſs ; the other like the ſame Wine when 
it falls a working by reaſon of ſome heterogeneous thing mixt 
with it : Wherefore we obſerve, that when our Fever has paty'd in- 
to a continual, yet it comes not to a Determination, neither by a 
Sweat, nor by a Looſnefs, tho hapning in a plentiful manner and 
frequently, becauſe depending on the Blood depauperated, rather 
than being inflam'd, it continues a very long time, and diſpoſes the 
Diſeaſed towards a Cachexia. | 

The third way of difference, wherein this Fever differs from the 
common Rank of Intermittents, is plac'd in this,that it is oftentimes 
readily propagated by Contagion into others ; the reaſon of which 
is, becauſe here a great many Bodies are prediſpos'd after the ame- 
manner to the ſame Aﬀect; which at another time does not happen: 
Wherefore the meer EMavia from a morbid Body are able to ftir up 
the like Aﬀect in a Subject eafily capable 3; even as certain Rays of # 
Flame kindle a Flame in a Matter which is very combuſtible : Mean 
while, all do not contract the taint of this Fever alike z but ſome not 
prepar'd for it to converſe with the Diſeas'd without hurt. 

There is another $Symptom which does not conftantly attend this 
Fever, but only hapning in ſome Places, which diſtinguiſhes it not 
only from a common Fever,but changes its own proper Type,to wit, 
it ſometimes happens that diſſenterick Aﬀects accompany this Diſ- 
eaſe ; in ſame bilous Vomitings and Seiges are very troubleſome,as in 
the coletick Diſcaſe,and in others bloody Stools happen with a violent 
Pain and Gripes of the Belly. I have often obſerv'd the former in 
this our Neighbourhood ; and the reaſon of it may be deduced from 


© a mighty bilous Temperature fob by reaſon of this,the aduſt Matter, 


not ta be blawn off by Sweat, is copiouſly ſeparated in the Liver: Af- 
terward by reafon of the Vaſe Cole being over-fill'd, it is ſent to 
theVeritricle and Inteftines The other Aﬀect of the Diſentery is found 
only in ſome Places, and there being ſporadical rather than common, 
it has ſeized only ſome fick Perſons. The Origine of it can be aſcrib'd 
only to the peculiar Crafis or vicious Prediſpofitions of ſome Bodies, 
alſo to the Scituations of Places,or the nature of the Air. Moreover, 
it may be ſuſpected; that the Diſeaſe is now and then conveied to 

others, not without the Communication of a certain Miaſm. 
Concerning this Diſcaſe, there ought to be a double Prognoftick ; 
firft of the Fever it felf, in general, what kind of end- it will have, 
and when; what it does threaten to our Land ; whether it be not 
a Fore-runner of the Plague, or Peftilential Diſeaſes, (as it is vulgar- 
ly feared.) Secondly, We ought to give the Signs by which we 
: : alc 
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are wont to preſage a Well-doing or Danger in the vatious Caſes 
of the Diſcaſed. 

As to the firft,becauſe we have ſhewn that the Origine of this AF. 
fect is not to be taken from the Air infected with a Contagion,or ve- 
nemous Miaſm, nor from a malignant Seminium of Vapors diff.us'd 
through the Air; but only from a mighty bilous Temperature or 
Diathefis of our Bodies, with a Blood which is aduft and mightily 
ſcorch'd by reaſon of the Summer Heats : I think there is no cauſe of 
Fear here, whereby we may dread that this Fever, being rais'd to a 
worſe ftate through the fault of the Air, may grow at length to 


be Malignant or Peftilential ; but rather(what the Change of the Sea-' 


ſon of the Year,and the Alteration of our Blood may make us expe) 
we ought to fear left this Fever, which at firft imitates the Type of 
a Tertian, may paſs into a Quartan: Which I obſerve has already 
hapned to ſome; and think it is greatly to be fear'd, left hereafter 
Autumn drawing to an end, it may happen in many. . 
- As to the particular Prognoſtick, the Signs which happen in the 
courſe of this Fever moft remarkable, and which in ſome manner 
foretel its Iſſue and Event, are theſe: If the Diſeaſe happens in a 
ſound Body,well-temper'd, and eafily perſpirablejf a Vomiting with 
a well-bearing enſues, and the Belly be looſe 2 If the Fit begins with 
a light Shivering,and after a moderate Heat ends in a Sweat, and the 
Interval of it be with an Apirexia, or a well-bearing ; if the Pulſe be 
ſtrong, the Urine of a Flame color, clear, 'with a laudable Hipofta- 
fis, we predict that the Diſcaſe wiil end In a ſhort time without dan- 
ger: But if this Fever be raiſed in a fat Body, and of a vicious Ha- 
bit ; if with a troubleſome Vomiting, an exorbitant Heat, and an 
intolerable Thirſt, long torment the Diſeaſed ; if the Heat'be ſuc- 
ceeded by a difficult, partial, often interrupted Sweat, and interlac'd 
with frequent Vomitings,and does not end in an Apirexia, we declare 
this Diſeaſe to be long,and liable todanger : But if the Diſcaſed holds 
his Strength, 'and the Urine ſhews Ggns.of Concoction, ' we do not 
deſpair of well-doing ; eſpecially if after four or five Returns, the 
Diſeaſe, as it is uſual, remits of its wonted fierceneſs. Thirdly, we 
obſerve, if this Diſeaſe happens in a Body- which is cold, .or broken 
with other Diſeaſes, or weaken'd ; if beſides horrible Vomitings,and 
a violent Heat, a frequent Fainting, Swoonings, Deliriums, or Le- 
thargick Aﬀects happen ; if after many Accefles, the Strength of 
the Diſcas'd falling, the Diſeaſe remits nothing, but a continual Ef- 
ferveſcence troubles the Blood, and very much diflipates the vital 
Spirits ; if a dejeCted Appetite,obſtinate Watehings,convulfive Mo- 
tions, With a weak Pulſe, a troubled or thick Urine happen, we df- 
Clare the Caſe to be full of Danger: But it is protracted to a-good 
length, and it gives Time and Occaftons for Nature to recollect 
her (elf, and to 'the Phyfician for giving Remedies. 
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The Therapentick, Indications which have place in the Cure of this 
Fever, are chiefly four: Firft, that the Blood being become burnt, 
and too bilous, be reduc'd to its due Temper. Secondly, that the 
depravation of the nutritive Juice,and its alteration into a fermenta« 
tive matter, be ftopt, or at leaftwiſc, be lefſen'd. Thirdly, that about 
the declination of the Diſeaſe, the Blood being depauperated by a fre- 
quent Deflagration, and rendred impure by the mixture of the mor- 
bifick or aduft matter be reftored, and be rendred volatile as it 
ought. Fourthly, that we obviate with Remedies the Symptoms 
which are chiefly infefting the Courſe of the Diſeaſe. To anſwer 
theſe Intentions, I adviſe the following Method to be uſed. 

About the firſt beginnings of the Diſeaſe, if a bilous Humor flow- 
ing from the Vaſa Chaledocha, and ſent into the Ventcicle, the Diſea- 
ſed be inclin'd to Vomit, when the Fit is at hand,let a plentiful Eya- 
cuation of the ſame beraiſed by a gentle Emetick: Blooding and Pur- 
ging ought not to be uſed but during the Interval of Fits; for while 
the Blood violently ferments, or is reſolved into a Sweat, Natureought 
not to be diverted from its Works begun, nor its Attempts be diſtur- 
bed by the Preſcripts of Phyſicians ; wherefore after the Acceſs is 0 
ver, and the Sweat entirely ended,let a Purging be ordered by a gen- 
tle Cathartick, and let the ſame afterward be ſometimes repeated on 
the like occafion: For by this Method,not only the ftore of the excre= 
mentitious Matter is withdrawn from the firſt Paſſages, but eſpecially 
the Choler-Veſſels being emptied, the Bile is plentifully drawn from 
the Maſs of Blood, and thereby the Blood is reſtor'd toward its natu- 
ral Crafis. Let Blooding, if it be indicated, be put in Practice, from 
the beginning 3 for ſo its Liquor growing too turgid, is eventilated, 
whereby it both leſs perverts the nutritive Juice, and when the Fit 
- prefles, it burns with a more mild Blaft together with the morbifick 
Matter: But otherwiſe,if after a long Sickneſs a Vein be opened, when 
the Blood being depauperated and rendred watery, has heaped toge- 
ther more of morbifick Matter, and does not duely concoct it, and 
purge it forth,much is drawn from the Strength of Nature,from the 
Power of the Diſeaſe nothing. In the Interval of the Acceſles, when 
Blooding nor Purging may not be admitted, lect the Belly be kept ſo- 
luble by a conſtant ule of Clyfſters; alſo let digeſtive Remedies of a» 
cetous or ſaline Liquors and Powders be given,luch as Cream of Far- 
tar, the fixt Salts of Herbs, Tartar Vitriolate,burnt Harts-horn,Spirit 
of Vitriol and of Salt, (c. for theſe reſtore the Ferments of the Viſ- 
cera loſt or grown ſluggiſh, depurate the Blood by fuſing it ; allo ſe- 
parate, and, as it were, precipitate the morbitick Matter: Allo at this 
time, if obſtinate Watchings chance to prove infeſting, and impair 
the Strength of the Diſcaſed, we may intcrlace Anodyne and gently 
Narcotick Remedies, but by no means give them in the Acceſs, for 
then they greatly hinder the ſubduing, and ſecretion of the febrile 
Matter, and prolong the Fit which would ſooner cnd, 

So 
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So far concerning what is to be done in the Intervals of the Fits; 
but in the Fit, tho the Diſaſed then chiefly ſend for and call upon 
Phyſicians,yet their Preſcripts at this time are limited within a nar. 
row Scope: If a Vomiting (tho an Emetick be given before) be ftill 
infeſting, let it be freely promoted by Poſſet-Drink.either fimple, or 
with bitter Herbs boiled in it ; but let the chief way of the Cure be in 
qualifying the Heat and Drought, which are wont to torture ſeverely 
the Diſca{ed in this Fever ; for whilit the Blood,fermenting with the 
morbifick Matter, and being kindled in the Heart, fprings into the 
Lungs, it raiſes there a moſt violent Inflammation, which requires a 
pouring on of cold Water, as it were, for extinguiſhing a Flame : 
'Wherefore they defire to be pouring in Drink without meaſure ; 
without which the Diſeaſed faint through the too much burning,and 
in a manner all their Blood, being rarefied, as it were, into a Flame 
and a Smoak, does not eaſily continue the thread of Circulation ; 
wherefore, Drink by all means ought to be granted to thoſe that are 
in the Fever:Which nevertheleſs,if it be pour'd in in too great a quan- 
tity, firſt it exagitates more the boiling Blood, and again brings a 
Confuſion of the febrile Matter began to be ſeparated, that the 
the Work of ſubduing and Secretion is longer protracted, and the 
Fit is made longer; moreover, a great pouring in of Drink proves 
offenſive to the Stomach, and by troubling it, and often by raiſing 
a Vomit, hinders Tranſpiration, and calls in a Sweat breaking forth, 
or haply already broken forth : Wherefore, when the Heat of the Fe- 
ver is firſt kindled, let the Diſeaſed, tho very dry, drink only by fip- 
ng, and, what they may, let them refrain it; afterward when the 
t and ſubdued Matter begins to be ſent off by Sweat, let them 
more frecly gratifie themſelves with it ; for ſo the Sweating is great- 
ly promoted, and the Fit is ſooner over: As to the Nature of the 
Drink, ſometimes let Pofſct-drink, ſometimes ſmall Ale, or Barley 
Water be given ; ſometimes Fountain-water, either alone, or ſhar- 
pen'd a little with the Juice of Limons; In this caſe, the uſe of Sal 
Prunella is juſtly commended, giving in any Liquor ; for this, by 
its Nitroſity, wonderfully reſtrains the boiling Blood, and power- 
fully moves Sweat. I have often obſerv'd in the middle of the Fit, 
that the Diſcas'd have fall'n into a Fainting or a Swoon, where the 
Cordials and hot Liquors, which are wont preſently to be pour'd 
in, very much increaſe the Violence of the Fever, and cauſe greater 
Troubles than uſual,that the Fit is more difficultly ended: But theſe 
Swoonings, for the moſt part,happen either from the bilous Humor 
ſent into the Ventricle, or by reaſon of a Sweat broken off abruptly 
and againit theſe I have always found the moft preſent Remedy ; 
that either a Feather being put in the Throat, a Vomit be promo- 
ted, or that a thin Liquor being drank in a plentiful Meaſure, the 
Sweat be again rais'd: And in the whole Courſe of this Fever, Iam 
wont to give no Cordials or Alexipharmicks. In 
A Diet 
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A Diet in this Fever only thin, and not rich, ought to be ordered: 
Let all Food prepar'd of the Fleſh of Animals be wholly ſhun'd ; 
for theſe abounding with Sulphur, plentifully afford a Fnel ty the 
boiling or kindled Blood, as Oyl pour'd on a Flumr : Mureover, let 
nothing ſpirituvus, as hot Waters, ftrong Ale, or Wine, be allowed ; 
but let Oat or Barley D*coftions or B:oths, alte:ed with cooling 
Herbs, be chiefly uſed ; alſo let Pofſet-drink (mall Ale, or Whey, 
be drank by the Diſcated at Pleafure : Fu: fire by this Mears a ve 
ry thin and watery autritive Juice is conveyed to the Maſs of Bluod, 
the reſolved Particles of the $1lphur are burnt off ſooner, and with 
le Tumult ; allo tre Recrem-nts of the aduſt Matter are more rea« 
dily ſent forth from the Maſs of Blood : But if on the contrary a 
rich and plentiful Nourſhmnent be uſed, the Efferveicence of the: 
Blood is thireby much encreas'd, and the Blood is more infected 
with the Mixture of an aduit Matter. 

When atter frequent Fits,the Blood being much burnt off, and the 
Fever, being in its declining State, has remitted of its fervour and 
fierceneſs, Care muſt be taken, that the Diteaſed, while upon their 
Recovery, do not fall ivto a Cachexia, or Scorbutick Aﬀect ; for the 
Crafis of the Viſce.a heing injured and the Blood being very mach 
depauperated, the nutritive Juice. tho it he not ſcorch'd as before, 
yet is not duly concoCted, and maturated into a pertect Blood : 
But through defect of a Pneumatofis, ſerous Excrements, imbued 
with a fixt Salt, are very much heap'd together ; and ſometimes be= 
ingxt in the Viſcera, ſometimes in the extream Paits, bring forth 
rarious Aﬀetts. Wherefore in a long continued langu-r of the Dil- 
eaſed, or otherwiſe, in order to a quicker Reciyery. let Remedies 
be given which volatize the Blood, and either hinder the Stuffit ps of 
the Viſcera, or remove them being made, and reſtore their Fer= 
ments being almoſt extinct ; for this Ue chiefly conduce the Re- 
medies and Preparations, which are vulgarly call'd Digeftives and 
Antiſcorbuticks z by which being ſeaſonably admimſtred, I have 
known many weak, pale, and bloodleſs Perſons, as it were, to have 


ſoon recover'd a ſprightly Strength and Vigor, 


A Deſcription, made the laſt Day of May, of a Ca- 
tarrhous Epidemick Fever hapning in the middle 
of the Spring, AN. 165&. 


N immoderate Heat of the Summer before was followed in the 
Winter with a Froft equally intenſe,fo that no Man living has 
ſcarce remembred aYcar like this for an Exceſs both of Heat and Cold. 
from the fifth of December almoſt to the Vernal Equinox, the Earth 
Was cover'd with Snow;and from the North Winds cominually blow- 
Qqqq ing 
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ing, all things, ſetin the open Air, waxed tiff with Cold * And after. 
ward,from the beginning of theSpring almoſt to the firſt day of une, 
the ſame Wind ſtill blowing, the Seaſon was more like Winter than 
Spring,only that ſometimes haply it was interlac'd with a Day or two 
of hot Weather. During the Winter, amongſt our People here ( fave 
that the Q::ar7ean Ague contracted in the Autumn infeited ſome) the 
State was indifferently healthful, free from any popular Diſeaſe. In 
the beginning of the Spring an intermittent Tertian Fever (as it's u« 
ſual in every other Year) ſeized ſome. About the end of April,on a 
ſudden an Aﬀect ſhew'd it ſelf, which being ſent, as it were, by a cer« 
tain Blaft from the Stars, ſciz'd a great many ; that in ſome certain 
Towns, in a Weeks ſpace, above a thouſand Men lay if at once. The 
Pathognomick Symptom of this Diſeaſe, which firſt (cized the Diſea« 
ſed,was a troubleſome Cough,with a copious Spitting,and a Catarrh 
falling on the Palate, Throat, and Noftrils ; there is alſoa feveriſh 
Diſtemperature, which,for the moſt part, is joyn'd with a Heat and a 
Drought, a want of Appetite, a ſpontaneous Laſlitude, and a great 
Pain in the Back and Loins: Which Fever neverthelcis in ſome was 
more remi(s,that they walk'd abroad,and during all the;time of their 
Sickneſs, followed the uſual Offices of Life, complaining in the mean 
time of a want of Strength and a Weaknels,of a Ditender Food, of 


a Cough and a CatarrhR. Now in ſome a hot Diſtengherature very 
much reigned, that being confined to their Bed,they Were troubled 
with a Burning and a mighty Drought,with Watchings,a Hoarſenels, 
and an almoſt continual Cough ; ſometimes a Bleeding at Noſe, in 
ſome a Spitting Blood, and often bloody Stools, hapned upon this 
Aﬀectt. Thoſe who being of an infirm Body, and ftricken in Years, 
were ſeized with this Diſcaſe,many of them died ; but in a manner all 
of thoſe that were ſtrong and of a ſound Conftitution recover'd : 
Thoſe who yielding to this Diſeaſe, periſhed,they died, for the moſt, 
by reaſon of their Strength being waſted by degrees,and a Maſs of fe- 
rous Filth being hopped together in the Breaſt, with the Fevers being 
increaſ.d, and a difficult Breathing, like Perſons troubled with a He* 
Qick Fever. Concerning this Diſeaſe, we mutt enquire what kind cf 
ProcatarCtick Cauſe it had, that it ſhould riſe on a ſudden in the 
Spring, and that within a Mcnths time almoſt the third Part of Man- 
kind ſhould be affcCted with it. Afterward,the Signs and Symptoms 
being diligently compared together, the formal Reaſon of this Diſ- 
eaſe, allo the ways of its Crifis and Cure, ought to be aflizned. 
That the North Wind is moſt apt for producing Catarrhs, beſides 
the Teſtimony of Hiſtorsans, common Experience makes good: But 
why Catarrhs did not fpread themſelves ſo much ſporadically during 
all the Tract of the Winter and Spring, but that this Aﬀect ſhould 
reign epidemically only for the ſpace of one Month, and then joynd 
with a Fever, the reaſon is not fo plain, 1 know that many __ 
tne 
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the Cauſe from the uneven Diſtemperature of the Air, for that Sea» 
fon 3 which tho, for the moſt part, cold, yet ſometimes, the North« 
wind remitting, for a Day or two was very hot 3 wherefore, on this 
Occaſion, as upon taking Cold after being hot,many Men might fall 
fick:This kind of evident Cauſe might ſuffice haply for affeting ſome 
with this Sickneſs 3 but for caufing an Aﬀect ariſing ſoon a ſudden, 


and generally reigning, befides ſuch an occafion, a great Procatarxis 


' of Prediſpofition was requir'd : For it ought to be ſuppoſed, that all 


Men, in a manner, were ready prepared for receiving this Diſeaſe, 0- 
therwiſe no evident Cauſe would exerciſe its force (o powerfully on a 
at many: Wherefore it is likely that this Diſeaſe drew its Origine 
om the Diſtemperature, and very great Irregularity of the Year: 
And as the intermittent Autumnal Fever above deſcribed was the 
Product of a preceeding immoderate Heat, fo this catarrhal Fever 
wholly depended on the Tract of the Year hapning to be too colds 
for the Blood being already burnt from the over-hot Summer, and 
inclin'd to the Fever above deſcribed, then Autumn coming on, be- 
ing made more ſharp,and apt to a Nuarten Fever,afterward by rea- 
fon of the intenſe Cold of the Winter being little eventilated, and 
hindred from its due Perſpiration, it held (till a Diſcrafie, and was 


ready to ſuffer by it as occafion might be given. Wherefore, in re- 


gard the Blood in the middle of the Spring (as the Juice of Vegetables) 
ing become more ſprightly, and having begun to ſpring and dif- 
play it ſelf, by reaſon of its Thiekneſs ftill continued, was ſtraitned 
in circulating, it was prone to feveriſh Eferveſcencies ; and in re» 
gard the Serous Latex abounding in the Blood, was not able to eva- 
porate forth by reaſon of the Pores being till cloſed with the Cold 
reſtagnating inwardly and falling chiefly on the Lungs(where ſome- 
what ſuccedaneous is performed to outward Perſpiration ) it rais'd 
ſo frequent and troubleſome a Cough. 

Therefore the Riſe and formal Reaſon of this Diſeaſe are chiefly 
founded in two things ; to wit, that there hapned together a great» 
er Efferveſcence of the Blood than ordinary, cauſed by the Spring 
Seaſon, and withal a Denſity, or a great Conſtriction of the Pores 
cauſed by the preceeding Tract of Time which was too cold; that 
thereby there was not a tree ſpace granted the Blood ſprioging in the 
Veſſels: The Caſe was the ſame, as if Wine beginning to ferment, 
were put into Veſſels cloſe ftopt ; for by this means both the Veſ- 
ſels and the Wine are in danger of being deſtroyed. 

Wherefore, to draw the thing in ſhort ; that this Diſeaſe arifiog 
in the middle of the Spring, preſently ſpreading very far, ſeiz'd a 
great many, the cauſe was not a blaſt of a malignant Air, whereby 
the Diſeaſed were affected as tho ſtruck by a Sidcration,as ſome wiil 
have it,but that at this time the Blood being inſpired by the Contti- 
tytian of the Spring, and ſo apt to diſplay it felf and ferment, was 
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ſtraitned in its Motion, and the Effluvia being inwardly reftrained; 
it could not be enough ventilated. Every Year, tho temperate, it 
is uſual in the Spring and Fall tur certain Diſeaſes to reign epidemi- 
cally, to wit, becauſe at this time, .the Bloud being renewed, dif. 
plays it (elf, as it were, anew, and theretore Intermittent Fevers, 
and (ometimes' the Smail-pox grow every where rite at this time 
wherefore it is no wonder, after a very uneven Conſtitution of the 
Year, and differing from the natural, when in this Spring the Blood 
boiling ſtrongly within the Veffels, by reafon of a letted Tranſpira- 
tion, was not able to be circulated freely, and to be enough even- 
tilated, it thence great Diſorders follow, and a very epidemick Af+ 
fect be raiſed trom this very general Caule. 

As to the Symptoms juyned to this Di eaſe, the feveriſh Diſtem. 
perature and the things depending of it, the burning of the P:#cor- 
dia, the Thirtt, ſpontaneous Lafſitude; the great pain in the Had, 
Loyns or Limbs, were cauicd by the Bloods boiling too much, and 
not being enough eventilated. Hence in many the thinner part 
of the Blood being heated,and the remaining Liquor bring troubled, 
a Synochus emple, or of manv Days was cauled : But in ſome ha- 
ving a vitious Diathcfis of the Blood,or an ill habit of the Body, this 
Kind of Fever being ariſen through the ſame cauſe, ſoon paſled into 
a very dangerous, and often moital Putrid. 

The Cough accompany) ing this Fever with the Catarrh, draws its 
Origine from the ſerous Humor heapt together a long time in the 
Blood,by reaſon of Tranſpiration being letted,and afterward an effer- 
veſcence arifing, diftilling in a great plenty from the little Arteries 


' gaping inwardly: For when the Pores are conftringed,the ſuperfluous 


Serofities in the Blood, wont to eyaporate outwardly,are poured on 
the Lungs by a nearer way of purifying the Blood : Wherefore upon 
taking co!d, (as its vulgarly ſaid ) that is upon Tranſpiration being 
outwardly letted,a Cough for the moſt part is raiſed: And in the Pro- 
catarxis for this Aﬀect, a redundancy of Serum in the Maſs of Blood 
had almoft the frit Place,for from the long continued cold ſtopping 
the burning of the Blood, or the increaſe of Color, and hindring the 
Tranfſpiration of the watery Latex,of neceflity a great deal of ſerous 
Humor was heapt together in the Blood 3 wherefore, when the 
Blood,diſplaying it (elf in the Spring, fell into an Efferveſcence, the 
overflowing of the Serum, and its diſcharge on the inward Parts was 
wont to bring firſt a Cough, as a proper Symptom of this Diſeaſe : 
And in whom the Biood, being much diluted by the mixture of 
Serum, were very obnoxious to the Cough and rheumatick Aﬀet, 
tho'e came. more lightly off with the feveriſh Diſtemper. 

The Prognoftick of this AﬀeCt.as to private Perſons,for the moſt 
part is eaſte,that preſently from its firſt invaſion it diſcovers the event. 
For if this Sicknels be raiſed jn a robult Body and ſound before, _ 
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the feveriſh Diftemperature be moderate, and without any ſever® 
and dreadful Symptom, the Cafe 1s tree trom Danger,and the Aﬀect 
is reputed of (o light Moment,that commonly it is only called a Cold 
taken, and for the moit part neither a Phyfician nor Remedies are 
ſought after, unleſs 'ome that are very con: mon,u1:d of an cafie Pre- 
paration are uſed. But if this Aﬀet happens in a weak and unheal- 
thy Body, with an ill Apparatus, and either the Fever be raiſed to a 
Putrid, or the Cough growing ftrong, cauſes a difficult Breathing, 
and a kind of conſumptive Contiitution, the Event of the Diſeaſe is 
very much ſu'peCted,ard often is terminated in Death. The common 
Prognoſtick, which is taken hence concerning the future ſtate ot the 
Year, contains nothing very much to be feared, or threatens mighty 
ill ; by reaſon of the uneven Intemperies of the Year, as great exce(- 
ſes of Heat, and atterward the Cold, we may fear Diſeaſes arifing 
from the dilcrafſy of the Blood ; but from the preſent iiate,we net» 
ther ſuſpe& the Air mightily depraved, nur infected with vene- 
mous Breaths, that we may hence ground a Judgment of a Plague, 
or malignant intermittent Diſeaſe. 

As to the Method of Cure,when t his Diſeaſe ſeizes lightly, its Cure 
for the mt part is left to Nature: Fur this Fever being only a fimple 
Synochns, is wont to be determined within a few Days by a Sweat. 
Wherefore after a copious Sweat fur the molt part about the third or 
fourth Day, the Heat and Drought, the laflitude and great Pains are 
appeaſed : Then the Cough,protracted longer, afterward remits by 
little and little, and at length the Diſeaſed recover by degrees. If at 
any time this Diſeaſe has taken deeper root,there is necd of fit Reme- 
dies and an exaCt Method of Cure; let the Fever growing ſtrong be 
eured according to the Rules to be obſerved in a Putrid, tho with 
this diff-rence,that becauſe a lctted Tranſpiration, and the diſcharge 
of the ſcrous Humor on the Lungs are chiefly in the fault, therefore 
let Diaphoreticks, and the Remedies called Thoricks be of frequent 
uſe; for theſe reſtrain the great flowing of the Serum from the Veſ- 
ſels inward,and cither by opening the Pores,convey it outward,or by 
precipitating it from the Maſs of Blood, fend it away by the urinary 
Paſſages : Therefore let the Method of Cure for this Diſeaſe raiſed to 


*a worſe ftate, regard both the fever;ſk Diftemperature, for curing 


which you may dire& according to the Intentions uſed in a Putrid 
Fever: And the Rhbeumanch Afﬀect, which nevertheleſs muft be the 
ſecond Indicant, and does not admit any evaporating Remedies in» 
differently,or ſuch as arc uſual againſt a Cough,but only of that kind, 
which does not intend the Fever. Let the Forms of theſe and the 
fit times of healing, be taken from the Precepts every where deliver- 
ed for the Cure of the Putrid Fever, and of the Cough : The Aids 
which now by a frequent Experience are vulgarly ſaid to have gi- 
ven a chief relief in this Diſcaſe,are a Diaphorckss, or a procjing of 

a oweat, 
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a Sweat, and a letting Blood ; for the Veſſels being emptied this os 
that way, both the immoderate Efferveſcence of the Blood, and 
the redundancy of it are moderated. 


A Deſcription, made the firſt Day of September, of 


an Epidemick Fever, ariſing aboat the beginning 
of Autumn, An. 1658, 


E Vernal Fever even now deſcribed, ſcarce lafted above fix 
Weeks, that it plainly ſeemed only a light Efferveſcence of the 
Blood, which growing turgid in the Spring,and withal being ſtrait. 
ned in its room for want of Ventilation, boiled violently like new 
Wine ftopt in Bottles, and afterward ceaſcd of its own accord : But 
thenceforward,as the Year did not recover its due Temper, fo neither 
did our Blood, and fo a ſecond fewel was ſoon heaped together for a 
new Feyer; for after the Summer Solftice,the North-wind ftill blow. 
ing,the Seaſon continued cold a long time; ſo that the Huszbandman 
feared that the Fruits and ſtanding Corn wonld ſcarce be brought to 
a Maturity this Year : But after this, a little before the beginnig of 
Auguſta moſt intenſe Heat followed for many Days; and in the Dog- 
days the Air was mighty parching, that it was very tedious to be in 
the open Field. By reaſon of thoſe Excefſes of Heat and Cold, the 
Temperature of this Year was very uneven : Wherefore of neceflity 
our Blood muſt be ſometimes fixed, and,as it were,congealed, ſome- 
times too much parcht,and therefore perverted from its natural Cra» 
£5,to be burnt,or atrabitarious: Alfo the Pores of the Skin were ve- 
ry much altered from their due Conftitution, that thereby inſen- 
ſible Tranſpiration was not performed after its wonted manner. 
From the time the foregoing Fever ceaſed, there was a healthy 
State,qnd free from any popular Diſeaſe,almoſt to the end of the Dog- 
days : But afterward, a few, fuft in Country Houſes and Villages fell 
fick here and there : But afterward about the end of the Month of 
Auguſt, a new Fever rifing on a ſudden, began to be rife throughout 
whole Countries,on every fide in our Neighbourhood ; this, alſo the 
other, which reigned the Autumn before, chiefly raged in Country 
Villages, and Boroughs ; fewer of the Inhabitants of Cities, and the 
greater Towns in the mean while falling ill of it. At the fame time 
in other Countries far remote from hence, nay almoſt thronghout 
all England,an Epidemick Perer was ſaid to reign,and in certain other 
Places a far greater Mortality was talked of,than here with us. Hap- 
ly the Idea of this Fever now reignjng,and its Apparatus of Symptoms 
is not in all Places alike in all things, or is it markt wholly with 
the ſame Phaznomena and Accidents, I ſhall ſet down ſuccinaly 
and briefly, whatſoever I haye learned by my own Obſervation, or 
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by the Communication of others, concerniog its Nature as it was if 
our Neighbourhood. | 

About the firſt beginnings of this Diſeaſe, its Type was erring and 
yery uncertain; for in ſome there was a continual Efferveſcence, in 
others it was intermittent, and renewed with (et Fits; but in a great 
many of the Diſeaſcd it happen'd as a pathognomick Symptom at this 
time to be ll in the Brain and ger Nervoſum,that preſently from the 
beginnings of this Fever almoſt all complain'd of their Head being 
very bad.tor ſome were infeſted with a violent Head-ach,others with 
2 hardne(s of Hearing,and a ringing in the Ears; but to moſt, either 
aDrowfineſs, and a great Sleepineſs, with a vertiginous Aﬀect, or 
obftinate Watchings,with a Delicium,and DiftraQtions of the animal 
Spirits, were wont to happen. I have obſerved in ſome,that on the 
firſt or ſecond Days of being ſick, broad and red Spots, like the Mea- 
les, broke forth by little and little in the whole Body, which vaniſh- 
ing in a ſhort time after, preſently the Fever became more intenſe, 
and eſpecially the affects of the Head far more ſevere : thenceforward 
a Drowſineſs of the Senſes, and a Sleepineſs ſeized ſome for many 
days,that they lay a long time without Speech,or Knowledge of their 
Friends, like Perſons ready to dye. I have known ſome to have been 
caſt hence into a Lethargy, others into an Apoplexy, ſome to hare 
fall'n into Diliciums and a Frenzy. Many of the younger and ftronger 
of theſe Men eſcaped ( tho not without a long continued Weakneſs 
and a doubtful Recovery) mean while the old Perſons, and thoſe who 
were otherwiſe weak and fickly,dyed in all Parts: as for ſuch who lay 
ill of a continual Fever,as it were with theſe Marks of Malignity,they 
were but few,and only in fome Houſes ſporadically : but the Sickneſs 
which, moſt generally reigning in our Neighbourhood, affail'd moſt, 
and ſtil! ſeverely rages, ſeems to imitate the Type of an intermittent 
Fever; viz. of a Tert;an or of a Quotidian : for either each Day, or 
( which I have more frequently obſerved ) every other Day, the Dif 
eaſed have Fits, which with a Cold, a Heat, and a Sweat ſucceeding 
in order, infeſt them a long time and ſeverely: And theſe kinds of 
Acceſſes,and the whole courſe of the Diſeaſc,are wont to be mark'd 
with a various Concourſe of Symptoms and Accidents, according to 
the different Age and Temperament of the Dileaſed:And this is com- 
mon to moſt ( I had almoſt (aid to all ) that fall fick to be trou- 
bled with Cephalick Afﬀects together with this Fever. 

When therefore any one is affcted with this Diſeaſe (whether the 
Sickneſs be raiſed from an evident Cauſe or from Gontagion, or with- 
out a manifeſt Occafion ) a Pain in the Head,and often in the Loings, 
v.ith a Drought, a want of Appetite, a ſpontaneous Laffitude, and a 
Heat, tho not intenſe, diſcover its coming : It it happens in a young 
Body,of a florid Blood, and bot Temperament, about its Beginnings 
the Fits are without a Cold, or a Shivering, but they prove very trou- 

bletome 
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bleſome with a long and ſharp Burning. The Sick are often troubled 
with a Vomiting, and for the moft nart they have a violent Pain in 
the Head ; a Sweat happens with difficulty,which often being partial, 
and ſoon interrupted, ſeldom ends the Fit 3 but when they ceaſe to 
ſweat,they burn again, that the Acceſs is ſcarce ended in ſome with- 
in eighteen or thirty four Hours. Mean while, by the Bloods very 
much boiling, the Fancy is troubled, that often a Delirium, a talking 
light-headed, Watchings, a great Reitleſneſs, are raiſed during the 
Fit ; and the ſame being ended, during the time of the Interval ftill 
a troubleſome Drought, a remiſs Heat, a failing of the Strength,and 
a Feat Weakneſs of the Spirits, with a Head-ach and a vertiginons 
Aﬀect, moleft them : They are ſcarce to be found, who, as in a 
common Tertian, are indiff:rently well in the Intervals of the Acceſ- 
ſes. About the Beginnings of the Diſeaſe,the ſharp Fits of the Fever 
are ſomewhat more mild, which afterward grow worſe every time 
by little and little, and at length begin with a Cold or a Shivering; to 
which nevertheleſs after a long and very troubleſome Burning,a Sweat 
with difficulty ſucceeds in moſt, ſo that the Fit is ſeldom endedin a 
due Temperature. Within £x or ſeven Returns, the Strength of the 
Diſeaſed is yery much conſumed, that being become languiſhing and 
weak, they have a hard Task to ſtrive with the Diſeaſe ; for unleſs 
Nature be aided by Art, the Fever ftill prevails ; and ſeldom or ne- 
ver within a ſhort timeis either ſolv'd by a Crifis, or remits by little 
and little, but brings the Aﬀected by a long Siege to the greateſt 
ſtraits, to wit, perfifting ſo long, till the Blood being become very 
effxte, or rendred watery, by its frequent Deflagration, is altogether 
unmeet to boil too much of its own accord in its Veſſels, or to be 
freely kindled in the Heart ; and then it becomes often ſo vapid, and 
poor of Spirits, that being inſufficient for continuing the Lamp of 
Life, it brings Death. But ſometimes the Maſs of Blood, depraved 
and depauperated by this Diſeaſe, isable to continue ( tho with dif- 
ficulty ) the Vital fire half extinct and to refreſh it agaia by little and 
little, and in a long time, with Spirit and Vigor, tho in the mean 
while after the height of this Diſcaſe, when the Blood being rendred 
weak, and withal impure,is not able to expel forth the febrile Mat- 
ter, or the advſt Recrements by a critical Motion, it conveys the 
-Game to the Brain ; and thetefore about the increale of this Fever, 
a Drowſineſs, and a Stupidity of the Spirits, a Sleepineſs,a Vertigo, a 
ringing of the Ears, Tremblings and convultve Motions, with a great 
Suppret{ion of the whole animal Faculty are oftentimes cauſed. 
Thoſe,who being of a cold Temperament, or grown in Years, are 
ſeized with this Diſeaſe,tho they have not ſo acute a Fever, yet are 
wont to lye in a greater danger of Life : For in theſe, befides the 
Diſpoſition of the Blood not eafily reducible; allo in the Fits, what is 
heaped together extraneous and not miſcible, is hardly —— 
- wit 
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with difficulty ſeparated from the Maſs of Blood:Wherefore,both the 
Blood is ftiK more notably depraved in its Crafis, and in every of the 

Fitsis more infected with an impure mixture: Moreover,the nervous 

Liquor is greatly perverted from its due Tewper, and is exceeding- 

ly defiled with aduft Recrements continually poured on the Brain : 

When therefore 61d, melancholy,or otherwiſe unhealthy Perſons, fall 

Into this Fever;from the firftlnvaſion they preſently become torpid, 

4nd for the moſt part vertiginous: In the Fits, tho the Heat be not 

vehement and ſharp, yet they lye reſtleſs, and tofling very much, of- 

fen talk abſurdly and idly:After a long Incaleſcence,cither no Sweat, 

or only a partial one, and often interrupted, enfues, whereby the Fit 

is not fully ſolved: But all during the Intervals, the Diſcaſed being ve- 

ty dry, ' continue tobe ill difpoled, with a drought of the Mouth, a 

Tughneſs of the Tongue, and an overſpreading of a viſcous Lee: 

After ſome Fits, their Strength being mightily dejected, either they 

are confined to their Beds altogether,or rifing a little in the day time 

they are ſcarce able to ftand,or to creep about from Place to Place: 
Mean while they are troubled with a Fainting, a difficult Breathing, 

4Deadneſs of the Senſes, and a great Weakneſs of the whole genus 

Nervoſum, The Urine is intenſly red in a great many,of a more (a- 

turated Color, and a thicker Confiftency than in a common Tertian; 

the Pulſe,as long as the Strength is not wholly caſt down, for the 

moſd part is ſtrong and even; afterward,when the Diſcaſed grow ve- 
ry faint,it is weak,uneven,and often intermittent, to which allo Con- 

trations of the Tendons,and convulfive Motions in the Wrifts.being 
joyn'd, for the moſt part give an occafion for a Prognoftick of Death, 
Thoſe who being weak'ned by degrees, decline toward Death, for 

ſome time before they dyc,lye for the moſt part without Speech, or 

the Knowledge of the Standers by,as Perſons ſtupid : It ſcldom hap- 

pens in this Fever,that any one about to dye, being of a good Memo. 

fy and Underftanding,diſpoſes things of his Family,or bids his Friends 
farewel: And thoſe who happen to eſcape from a mighty Weakneſs,' 
and almoſt from a deſperate Condition, do not recover by a ſudden. 
and manifeſt Crifis, but wavering a long time, lye torpid and enerva- 
ted, that not without a doubtful and difficult Conteft, Nature at 

length, with much ado, prevails over the Diteaſe, and then they re- 
cover thrir Strength by degrees by a ſlow and long-continued Con» 
valeſcence. 

If the Nature and formal Reaſon of the Epidemick Fever even 
now deſcribed be inquired into, we lay that this { as that of the fore« 
going Year) is properly an Iitermittent, for that V hich generally 
reigns, Carries this kind of Typ<3 tho fome continual Ferers here 
and there are ſcattered with them; of which alſo we ſhall preſently 
give a ſhort Touch, It will not be ncedtul for us to derive the See 
minary of this from the Air infect-d with fone Mialm, but rather to 
Rrre fetchy 
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fetch the antecedent Cauſe of it from the undue Conftitution of the 
Year,and the Indiſpofition of our Blood acquir'd thereby; for Spring 
and Fall Intermittent Fevers yearly reign,to wit,becauſe our Blood, 
as the Juice of Vegetables, is wont to be moved, and to diſplay it ſelf 
at theſe times more ſprightly than ordinary : Wherefore if the Maſ 
of Blood, by reaſon of the foregoing Sealon of the Winter or Sum- 
mer be altered from its due Temper,and has contracted a ſharp or at- 
trabilarious Diathefis of another kind; its Dy (craſies,began betore,are 
chiefly maturated about the Equinoxes;to wit,when the Blood,more 
freely fermenting (in caſe it falls from its natural Crafis) does not 
ſo readily ſanguify,but will be apt to pervert the nutritive Juice,mix'd 
with it,into an extraneous and febrile Matter. Since therefore this 
Year very mach declined from its due Conftitution (that not only 
the preceding Dog-days,but the two Solftices and Equinoxes before 

were altogether intemperate) it's no Wonder if In'e:mittent Fevers 
more frequent than uſual, and thoſe attended with ſome unuſual 

Symptoms, reign in Autumn. That therefore an Epidemick Inter- 

mittent Fever reigns at this Time, I think it ought not to be attri- 

buted to the Fault of the preſent Air,but to the Irregularities of the 

foregoing Seaſon : But on what Cauſes and Occafions certain pecu- 

liar Symptoms,and diftin& from the common Rule of Intermittents, 

ariſe in this Fever, it is worthy to be inquired into, I hare ſaid a- 

bove, that the Apparatus whereby this Fever became deftructire to 

Mankind, conſiſted chiefly in 2wo things 3 to wit, the Tempe: of the 

Year one while mighty cold, aftervard hapning to be very hut,buth 

variouſly perverted the Crafis of our Blood, and affccted the Pores 
of the Skin with an undue Conil!\tution, According to the Reaſons 
taken from both, I ſhall briefl; explicate the Accidents of this Dif 
eaſe, and affipn the Cauſes of its Phornomina. 

1. Firſt, we obſerve that the Type of this Fever was various; to 

wit,in ſome with a continual Eftervelcence,in others with an Erupti- 
,on of Spots, but in moſt intermitting, aid like a Tertien, and ſome» 
times /tho rarely) like a Qy-tidtan, rencving its Fits either each or 
every other Day: We atligu the Cau e of this Diverſity, becauſe in this 
Year the morbid Procatarxis was greater and ſtronger,than only to 
produce an Intermittent F.ver generally uled in Autumn ; Where- 
tore in ſome (haply of a more deprav'd Habit of Body) it raiſed Fe- 
vers ſomewhat malignant ; and in thoſe to whom it brought In- 
termittents according to the wonted Cuſtom of the Seaſon, it di- 
{tingniſhed them by ſome peculiar Appearance of Symptoms: 

2, Perſons atter being ſciz d with the Epidemick Fever at this time 
(whcther it be continual or intermittent)forthwith undergo ill affects 
of the Head; to wit, they are wont to be infeſted ſometimes with a 
violent Head-ach, ſometimes with a Stupor,or a too great DiſtraRti- 
on of the Animal Spirits ; the reaſon of this is,that the nervous Juice, 
@s v. el as the Bloud, through the Dittemp-rature of the Year,is ve- 
ry 
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ry much altered from its due Crifis,to wit, from its ſweet and fpiri- 
tuous Nature,and has become ſometimes dull and almoſt vapid,ſome- 
times too ſharp and pungitive. Moreover the Maſs of Blood alſo has 


> contributed to this Evil; for whilft it ferments the vapory Ef- 


which ought tobe blown away outwardly, by reaſon of the 
Pores being conftring'd, are ſent to the Membranes of the Head and 
the Brain:and by reaſon of this clofing of the Pores communicated al- 
moſt to all, a Sweat happens with difficuly, and that but partial, and 
6ften interruptedin the Fits. Hence alſo in the height of the Diſeaſe a 
—_ Crifis, or a ſpontaneous Solution of it,ſeldom, or ſcarce at all, 
2 But inftead of it, if the thing be committed to Nature, an 
Matter, or Recrements heap'd together in the Blood, or con- 
veyed to the Brain, and there raiſe Aﬀects ſometimes of the Coma, 
ſometimes of the Frenzy, and thoſe laſting and obftinate. 

3- That the Fits ſometimes begin without a Cold, or a Shivering, 
and are protracted in length with a troubleſome Heat,and a difficult 
partial,and often interrupted Sweating 3 afterward,that the ſame be- 
ing ended, the Diſeaſed grow hot again, ſo that the Acceſles are not 
ended, but after a long Evaporation of a dry Breath, the Cauſe is the 
too ſharp and bilous Diſpoſition of the Blood, whereby, being fill'd 
with a burnt Salt and Sulphur,rather than with a Serous Latex,when 
it grows turgid, it preſently takes to a light Flame, without s pre- 
vious flowing of the nitrous Matter : And therefore by reaſon of its 
want of Serum, and the Pores being ſhut, its Deflagration is conti- 
nned a long time,in a manner only with a dry Exhalation,and ſcarce 
ends at length in an Apyrexia ; And therefore, the Intervals of the 
Fits are very troubleſome with a Heat and Drought, a Head-ach, a 
Vertigo,and other Aﬀects; to wit,becauſe the febrile Matter heap'd 
together in the Blood, is not wholly diſcuſſed every Fit, but part 
of it being left after the Acceſz,as extraneous and not miſcible,brings 
almoſt a continual Efferveſcence. 

4 It isto be obſerv'd, that thoſe that are affcCted with this Fever 
preſently fall from their Strength, and the wonted firm State of their 
Bodies,that after a Fit or two,being out of Breath and very weak,they 
are ſcarce able to ſtand or walk without a Staff; whereas it is uſual for 
ſuch as are ſeized with a common Intermittent Fever,to be ſprightly 
and chearful enough during the Intervals of the Accefſes:The reaſon 
of the Difference is ; becauſe, in this Fever, both the Maſs of Blood is 
more depraved with the impure Mixture of a degenerate Juice, ard 
eſpecially becauſe the ſame is more perverted from its natural Crafis, 
and therefore when out of the Fits it doth not boy], yet it does not 
ferment duly and evenly in the Sinus's of the Heart : Wherefore, when 
by a quick Motion,or any Agitation of the Body, the Blood is vehe- 
mently prefſ-d forward into the Sinus's of the Heart, becauſe it is not 
all preſently kindled there,and ſprings forth,by itsStagnation,it brings 
an OppreſMon of the Heart, and great Faintings of the animal Spir! --. 
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By reaſon of this kind of Dyſcrage of the Blood, to wit, whereby it 
is unfit for Fermentation,or a due Accenfion in the Heart, ſome Cat- 
tel alſo, and eſpecially Horſes, in the Spring or Fall, become ſhact+ 
winded, and very unfit for-a ſwift Motion. | 
5. It remains for us toinquire,laitly,concerning this Fever, where« 
fore it reigns chiefly in Pariſhes, little Villages, and in the Country, 
when Cities and great Towns have little of it. It might ſeem that this 
Aﬀect might be raiſed from marſhy and other noxious Vapors, plen- 
tifully heap'd together in this or that Tract of the Air ; but it izmore 
rational to ſay, That the Inhabitants of thoſe kinds of Places having 
been more expoſed to the Winter Colds and Summer Heats,. contra» 
ed a greater Dyſcrafic of the Blood,and (o a more apt Dilſpoktioa to 
this Fever : For thoſe that live in the Country ſcarce go out of their 
Hou'es but are expoſed to the Rays of the Sun,or to the Fervor of the 
heated Air. Moreover, Husband-men,and thoſe in the Country, being 
uſed to hard Labors{among whom this Fever chiefly reign'd)through 
their Toyls and immoderate Exerciſes in the Fields, and withal y 
an ill and courſe Diet, ſooner acquire an aduſt and burnt Diſpoſition 
of the Blood,and therefore more apt to this Diſcaie,than Citizens and 
Towns-men,who injoying Reſt and a wholeſom Diet,molt common- 
ly live in Houſes together,orin Streets cooled by the Shadow of Hou- 
ſes, The truth of this Aﬀertion is conficm'd, for that not only the 
Epidemick Fever now reigning, but the other alſo of the Autumn be- 
fore,rais'd through a Dyſcraficof the Blood, was chiefly rife among 
Husband-men and the Inhabitants of the Country ; but that popular 
Feyer which aroſe in the middle of the Spring, depended chiefly on 
a letted Tranſpiration, infeſted moſt Citizens and Towns People : 
Mean while, thoſe in the Country uſually procuring a more tree 
Tranſpiration by Exerciſe and Labors, liv'd more free from it. 
The generalPrognoſtick of thisDiſeale only ſeems to threaten,that 
in a manner the like ill conſequence will attend itas followed the Epi- 
demick Fever of the foregoing Year ; to wit, (by a Gueſs taken from 
the diſtemperature of the Blood,rather than from the taint of the Air) 
we may dread an imminent Qwargan Fever again,but not a Plague. As 
tothe particular obſervations.n it,to give you in ſhort the fignswhich 
promiſe Death or Well-doing; they chiefly regard the Temperature 
and Governance cither of the Blood with the vital Spirit,or alſo of the 
nervous Juice with the animal Spirit. If from the Pulſe, Urine, Acti- 
ons not injur'd, and the Appearance of other Symptoms, it be plainly 
indicated, that the Blood, as to its feverith Diſpoſition, be not greatly 
perverted from its natural Crafis,that in the Fits it burns only mo1le- 
rately, and that in every Conflict it eafily ſubdues the load of the te» 
brile Matter,and wholly ſhakes it off trom its Fe]lowſhip, that after 
ſomsacceſſes the Maſs of the ſame Blood is fomewhat reſtor'd toward 
its due Temper, that it leſs perverts the nutritive Juice, and (ends 
forth that which is extraneous and not miſcible, with a more mild 
Tur» 
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argeſcency 3 andin the mean while, if the other ſpirituous Liquor 
Fo influences and irrigates {he Brain and gervous Bodies, that Sleep, 
Watchings, Senfation.and Motion are perform'd well, or at leaftwiſe 
indiffecently, we may hope all good thiugs of the Diſeaſed. But if it 
(hall appear from the ſame kinds of Signs,that the Bloodin this Fever 
has gotten a Crafis far remote from the natural, if it perverts much 
of the nutritive Juice, and afterward from its extraneous and incon- 

mixture the Liguor of the Blood be greatly troubled, and the 
irits are driven into Confugon ; if m the Fits the Blood burns too 
ntepſly, and for a loug time, and does not duly ſubdue the febrile 
Matter, or ſend it wholly'forth, but its impure Mixture is ſtill more 
infeed, ( and in every feveriſh Acceſs more and more) and withal, 
the Spirits being continually conium'd, is become poor, we may de- 
clare the Life of the Diſeaſed to be in a dangerous Condition. If, be- 
fdes theſe, the nervous Juice be faulty, that being altered from its 
due Temper, or being dull, and vapid as it were, it does not atuate 
the Brain and gewus Nexvoſum, or being more ſharp than it ought, it 
continually irritates the ſamc into Cramps and Diftractians ; and if 
befides yapory Efluvia contigually departing from the Blood, or aduft 
Recrements, wont to be voided forth by a critical Sweat, are con- 
vey'd to the Head, and there cauſe Lethargical or Manical affects, 
the well-doing of the Diſcas'd Rtauds very tickliſh, and we may fear 
z very fatal Event, 

Concerning the method of Cure of this Diſcafe, three chief curative 
Intents come under conſideration : Firſt, a ſpeedy Reducement of 
the Blood and nervous Juice to their Natural Critlis, ( a3 much as may 
be) or at leaſtwiſe a Prevention of a top great Deprivation of them : 
Secondly, a due Management of the Diſcaſed as to their Fits, which 
ought to procure ; Futt, that leſs of degenerate Juice be heap'd to- 
gether for a Matter of the Fit ; Secondly, that the ttore of that which 
is heap'd together be wholly blown off every Accels, that the Diſea(- 
ed may be better in the Intervals: Thirdly, that the Body being 
altered for the better, the Fits be ftopt with antifebrifuge Reme- 
dies : The Third Intent regards the Symptoms chiefly prefiing,which 
muſt be ſeafonably obviated, whereby Nature being not hindred, may 
reduce whatſoever intemperate is contain'd in the Viſcera, may ſub- 
due and clear forth what is extraneous, and may ſoon recover its 
tormer Strength and Vigour. 

Fir(t therefore, for the Reducement and Correction of the Blood and 
nervous Juice,divers kinds of Eyacuations,about the beginning of the 
vickne(s, are wont to be ns'd in this Diſeaſe with good Succeſs. It is 
manif.{t by modern Practice, that Vomitories are very much more 
uſeful in this affect, than in a common Ter:ren ; wherefore ia a robuſt 
Body, and prone to Vomit,about the beginning of the ſecond or third 
Fit an Emetick Medicine is wont to be given. The Operation of this 
lkeems to do more good in the Fever, both in as much as it plentitully 
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evacuates the filth from the Ventricle, and the Yellow Coler from the 
VaſaCholedocha, and becauſe it copiouſly expreſſes the Serous Latex 
from the Emunctories of the genus Nervoſim, plac'd about the Pan- 
+ cras and Inteftines, and draws it forth by Mrring them : Wherefore 
we obſerve, after a Vomit given, the Diſeaſed are better as to the af- 

fects of the Head. Let Purging (where Vomitting is not proper) be or- 

dered the day following the Fit, as a Succedaweum to the other: Alſo 

tho a Vomit be pxemitted, it may do well after a Fit or two; but let 
it be perform'd only with a mild and gentle Medicine,which does not 

trouble or exagitate the Blood. It is uſual with us in theſe Fevers, all 

Aloetick or diagridiated Medicine slaid afide,to give only theInfufion 

or Powder of Sena, Rhubarb and Yellow Saunders, with Tartar and 

Salt of Wormwood: And to uſe this kind of Purging a little after the 
beginning the Diſeaſe but at other times, to make the Belly ſoluble 
by a frequent uſe of Clyſters. That Blooding in this Diſeaſe is very 
pood, frequent experience has A ht us ; for fince, by 
reaſon of the Pores being more clos'd uſual in all, the Blood 
boyling in a Fever wants a Ventilation, letting Blood ſupplies the 
Place of a more free Tranſpiration, and prevents the Efluvia reftrain- 
ed from being ſo readily diſcharged on the Brain and genus Nervoſum, 
But this Remedy is chiefly indicated by a _—_— Blood and a hot 
Temperament; nor ought it to be us'd indiffcrently by old Perſons, 
ſuch as are flegmatick, and others very weak, unleſs haply it be in 
a ſmall Quantity, that the Maſs of Blood may be ſomewhat eventi- 
lated, and that the Tranſlation of the febrile Matter into the Brain 
may be ſtopped. If it-he proper to open a Vein, let it be done about 
the beginning of the Fever, or at leaftwiſe before the fourth or fifth 
acceſs; to wit, before the Blood be rendred very effzte by a fre- 
quent Deflagration, and too impure by the Mixture of an aduft Mat- 
ter ; For if Blooding be uſed when the Blood is mightily vitiated, the 
vital Spirits,and the Strength of the Diſeaſed are hereby more debil- 
tated ; nor is there any thing withdrawn from the Power of the 
Diſcaſe, or its Cauſe. There remains another Evacuation famous in 
this Fever; to wit, by Bliftering Plaifters applied to many Parts of 
the Body : Theſe are ſo vulgarly obſerved to give Relief, that ſuch 
as are againſt them, and have a great Averfion for ſuch a Remedy, 
being led by the Example of others growing better thereby, eaſily, 
admit of it. After what manner they ſeparate the skarfe Skin from 
the Skin, and raiſe it as it were into a Bladder full of Water ; whe- 
ther they fetch the watery and limpid Humor from the Arteries, or 
out of the Nerves, this is not the Place to enquire : But, that they are 
uſed with benefit in this Diſcaſe,befides Experience,this Reaſon ſeems 
ſomewhat to convince; to wit,becauſe a large Diſcharge of this kind 
of ſerous Humor does in ſome ſort recompencethe Detect of a free 
Tranſpiration. Moreover, this kind of Remedy opens as it we:e the 
Ltoors and Gates at which the Blood and neryous Juice may pre- 
; lently 
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ſently void forth the extraneous Matter mixt with them by a nearer 
way Purging 3 wherefore in the Plague and malignant Aﬀects, Veſs+ 
catorics are eſteemed very profitable. Alſo it is manifeſt by common 
Obſcrvation,that in this and other Fevers, hapning in the ſame Seaſon, 
they prevent the ſevere Aﬀects of the Head, and are wont to relieve 
them being caus'd before,wherefore in Men that are flegmatick., aged, 
and of a cold Temperament, Epiſpaſtick Plaifters may be applied a» 
bout the firſt Invaſion of this Dileaſe for Preſervation; and in any 0- 
thers, troubled with a Drowfineſs, a Vertigo, or a violent Head-ach, 
they are wont to be advantagioully uſed for the Cure of thoſe Af 
fecks But in very hot Conſtitutions, where with a Defect of Serum, 
the Blood is too much burnt ; and if thoſe that ate in Fevers with an 
intollerable burning are obnoxious to Watchings, or a Frenzy, Veſt- 
catories do-not ſeem fit to be uſed. _ | kf 
" Far correting the Crafis of the Blood,and the Tone of the Viſcera, 
qualifying and digeftive Remedies have place, in intermediate times, 
whenthe Sick have reftcd a little from the Evacuations ev'n now men- 
tion'd, being ſuch as fuſe the Liquor of the Blood, and ſeparate its For 
culencies,and drive them towards the EmunCtories as it were by pre- 
cipitating them; for thoſe kinds of Intents are wont to be giv'n cool- 
ing 7uleps and Decoftions, acidulated with Spirit of Vitriol,of Salt,with 
Tamarinds, the Fusce of Oranges, or of Limons, whereof neat Forms 
enough are vulgarly to be found : And for this end conduce 4cetow, 
ſaline, and teſtaceow Powders, viz. ſuch as are prepared of Tartar, Sul- 
bur, the faxt Sales of Herbs, of burnt Harts-horn, alſo of the Claws ar 
byes of Crabs. For Example, Take Cream of Tartar three Drams, Sas 
of Wormwoed « Dram and a half: The Doſe 1 half a Dram in an ape- 
rient Decofion, twice a day, ont of the Fit, Or, Take Cream of Tartar 
two Drams, Powder of Crabs Eyes a Dram, Nitre purified balf a Dyam, 
mi-x them, let it be given after the ſame manner. Oc, Take burnt Harts- + 
horn two Drams, Spirit of I itriol as mich as the Pagder will re- 
ceive by imbibing : The dre 5 a $.raple. It is of excellent uſe when 
thoſe that are in the Fever are troubled with Worms. Theſe kinds 
of Remedies promote the Secretion of the febrile Matter, and reſtore 
the almoſt loit Ferments of the Blood and Viſcera. 

The ſecond Intent, to wit, the due Management of the Diſeas'd in 
the Fits, comprehends many things : Firſt a neat Form of Diet ought 
to be ordered, that a large heaping together of the degenerate Juice 
for a Matter for the Fit may be hindred : Wheretore, let the Dileaſed 
feed only on a thin Food ; let them wholly abftain from Fleſh, or 
Broth made of it, from Eggs, generous Wine, and all rich Fare ; be- 
ing content only with Barley or Oat B-uths, Panada, Whey, and ſmall 
Ale: In regard a more plentiful Diet is not concocted, or aſſimilated, 
but it oppreſſes the Stomach, and being mixt with the Blood it trou- 
bles its Liquor, and forces it to boyl vehemently, as the Fit comes on, 
and during the while it lafts, unleſs it be for quenching Thiift, let 10 
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Foad be taken : But for qualifying the Heat"and Drought, cooling 
Juleps and DecoCtions, and eſpecially ſmall Ate and Whey, ought to 

allowed. Secondly, a little before the feveriſh Acceſs is expected, 
let a gentle Medicine be given, which either may keep off the Fit by 

eventing it, or may render it eafie by procuring an eafie Swear.

Tnade of Carduus Vater, with Ol of Sulphur and Salt of VVirmwnood : 
Or, Take Cream of Tartar, Salt of Warmwood, Nettle-ſeeds, of each a 
Scruple : Let it be given in a Decoftion of the Roots of Sorrel. When the 
Fever begins to decline, and the Fits are a little more remiſs. Febri. 
fuge Epithemes oytwardly applied often ftop the febrile Acceſſes 
tho in'the mean while, as Tong as the Fits retarn, let the Diſcaſed he 
Þ managed, that every Acceſs, the feveriſh Matter heap'd together 
in the Blood may be,wholly blown off : Wherefore, when a Sweat 
happens with difficulty,let it be alittle raiſed with temperate Medi. 
Cines 3 alſo let the Diſcas'd be kept in Bed with a gentle Sweat for 
many hours, nor let them) be permitted to riſe too ſoon : For Thare 
often obſerv'd, that the Diſeaſed. have ſtill grown worſe, becauſe be- 
ing impatient of lying in Bed, they put on their Cloaths before the 
watery Effluvia were exhal'd enough. | 

Thirdly, as to the Symptoms,and particular Accidents, with which 
the Diſcaſed are wont to be troubled in this Fever, a great many of 
them are ſufficiently provided againft with the Remedies and Method 
of Cure hitherto deliver'd; againſt the Thirſt;Burhing, the Roughneſs 
of the Mouth and Tongue, Vomitings, the Looſneſs, a Swooning, or 
danger of Fainting,the Preſcripts commonly uſed in other Fevers ma 
aptly enough be transferr'd hither. But the Things which in this Dil 
eaſe ſeem to require a peculiar Method of Healing, are chiefly the af- 
 Tefkbsof the Head and Brain, with the genu# Nervoſum; by which, un- 

leſs ſeaſonably obviated, the Diſcaſed are ſoon brought into a great 
danger of Life : Cancerning theſe kinds of Evils of the Head, the In- 
dications are of two kinds. If it appears by a Drowfineſs, a Sleepineſs, 
a Vertigo, or a Head-ach, that the nervous Juice is too dull,and as it 
were vapid, and therefore that it does not vigorouſly enough aQtuate 
the Brain and the nervous Bodies, beſides the Remedies abore deliver'd, 
and eſpecially the Veſicatories, Medicines full of a volatile Salt, excel- 
lently conduce in this Caſe ; whereforc Spirit of Harts-horn,of Blood, 
alſo the Salts of the ſame are of excellent Ute; But,if the nervans Li- 
quor be too ſharp, or the Efavia, ſent from the boyling Blood, drive 
the animal Spirits into DiſtraRions, thoſe kinds of Remedies of yola- 
gile Salt are given with benefit in ſomewhat leſs Quantity. Moreover, 
a frequent letting Blood, and Medicines allaying its fervour,do good, 
as Emulfions, Whey, pure Water plentitully drank : Let Opiats be 
uſed in this Fever with great Caution; for the Freiizy appeas'd by 
them is oftentimes chang'd into a Lethargy, or a deep Stypor.
